PREFACE. 


In  a  few  years  after  the  Englifh  eftablifhed  themfelves  at  Plymouth  m 
New  England,  their  fettlements  became  fo  extenflve,  and  were  fo  diftant 
from  each  other,  as  to  render  their  fituation  very  infecure.  Surrounded  by 
enemies,  diffracted  by  internal  divifions,  and  too  far  from  their  mother  coun- 
try to  receive  feafonable  afTiftance  from  her,  they  were  led  to  confult  their 
common  fafety  -,  and  for  that  purpofe  the  four  principal  colonies,  (Maffachu- 
fetttr  Plymouth,  Connecticut,  ana  lNew  sfc^i^j  confederated  in  1643. 
They  gave  to  commiffioners,  annually  chofen,  the  management  of  fuch  af- 
fairs as  concerned  the  Union  generally,  while  each  retained  its  Sovereignty 
in  other  Refpecls.  The  Commiffioners  held  both  ftated  and  occafional 
meetings,  and  kept  regular  Journals  of  their  Proceedings,  which  have  acqui- 
red the  name  of  the  Records  of  the  United  Colonies  of  New  England  :  Al- 
though thefe  contain  much  Information,  and  have  been  frequently  referred 
to  by  Hiftorians,  they  have  never  yet  appeared  in  Print ;  and  as  the  Com- 
piler was  informed  of  but  two  Copies  of  them  exifting  in  Manufcript,  he 
thought  it  advifeable  to  make  another,  and  accordingly  tranferibed  the 
whole,  which  is  now  fubmitted  to  the  public  Eye. 

The  intelligent  Reader  will  obferve  in  it  fome  Errors  and  Inaccuracies, 
but  thefe  are  found  in  the  Original.

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The  Faithfulnefs  and  Impartiality  required  in  an  Hiftorian  have  made  it 
neceffary  to  continue  the  Record  of  fome  Tranfadions,  which,  for  the  Ho- 
nor of  Humanity,  it  were  to  be  wiihed,  had  never  taken  place  ;  while,  how- 
ever, he  thus  keeps  alive  the  Remembrance  of  part  Perfecutions,  the  Com- 
piler feels  himfelf  equally  bound  to  remind  the  Reader  that  the  intolerant 
Spirit  which  dictated  them  was  not  confined  to  New  England  : — it  raged, 
at  the  fame  time,  in  Europe ;  and  was  adive  in  Virginia ;  and  even  the  un- 
happy Sufferers  themfelves  appear  to  have  pofTefled  fomething  of  it ;  for  al- 
though they  had  not  the  power  to  control  the  reigning  Seel,  yet  their  con- 
dud  clearly  evinces  that  they  would  not  have  tolerated  a  Religion  againft 
which  they  fo  frequently  denounced  the  Judgments  of  God.  In  (hort  it  is 
not  to  be  wondered  at  that  fuch  Severities  were  exercifed  at  a  Time  when  the 
Rights  of  private  judgment  in  Matters  of  Religion  were  but  little  underftood, 
and  the  Arm  of  civil  Power  was  too  generally  allowed  to  be  the  Defender 
of  the  Faith.  It  is  more  furprizing  that  even  American  Hiftory  fhould  have 
furn-ifhed  later  Inftances  of  fimilar  Trv^Wan^  ;  and  that  notwithstanding  the 
boafled  Illumination  of  the  prefent  Day,  the  Laws  which  opprefs  Diffenters 
are  the  Reproach  of  the  greateft  part  of  Europe.  While,  however,  the  Phi- 
lanthropift  will  lament  that  Bigotry  fhould  any  where  enflave  the  human 
Mind,  he  will  with  pleafure  recoiled  that  the  liberal  Constitutions  of  the 
United  States  of  America  afford  an  Opportunity  of  efcaping  from  its  Chains; 
and  the  Citizens  of  thefe  States  will  glory  in  the  example  of  Catholicifm 
which  their  country  firft  dared  to  exhibit  to  the  World,  and  will  rejoice 
in  the  profped  of  giving  an  Afylum  to  Millions  of  the  OpprefTed.

ARTICLES  of  CONFEDERATION  betweene  the  Plantations  vnder  the 
Gouernment  of  the  Massachusetts  the  Plantacons  vnder  the  Gouern- 
ment  of  New-Plymouth  the  Plantacons  vnder  the  Gouernment  of  Con  - 
nectacutt  and  the  Gouernment  of  New-Haven  with  the  Plantacons 
in  Combinacon  therewith. 

"HEREAS  wee  all  came  into  thefe  parts  of  America  with  one  and  the  fame  end 
and  ayme  namely  to  advaunce  the  Kingdome  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  and 
to  enjoy  the  liberties  of  the  Gofpell  in  puritie  with  peace  And  whereas  in  our 
fettleinge  (by  a  wife  Providence  of  God)  we  are  further  difperfed  vpon  the  Sea 
Coafts  and  Riuers  then  was  at  firft  intended,  fo  that  we  cannot  according  to  our  de- 
fire  with  convenience  communicate  in  one  Gouernment  and  Jurifdiccon  :  And  where- 
as we  live  encempaffed  with  people  of  feuerall  Nations  and  ftrang  languages  which 
hereafter  may  proue  injurious  to  vs,  or  our  pofteritie.  And  forafmuch  as  the  Na- 
tiues  have  formerly  committed  fondry  infolences  and  outrages  vpon  feueral  Planta- 
cons of  the  Englifh  and  have  of  late  combined  themfelues  againfl  vs  And  feing  by 
Vol..  II.  A  reafon 
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reafon  of  thofe  fad  Diftraccons  in  England  which  they  have  heard  of,  and  by  which 
they  know  we  are  hindred  from  that  humble  way  of  feekinge  advife,  or  reapeing 
thofe  comfortable  fruits  of  protection  which  at  other  tymes  we  might  well  expefte 
Wee  therefore  doe  conceiue  it  our  bounden  Dutye  without  delay  to  enter  into  a  pre- 
fent  Confotiation  amongft  our  felues  for  mutuall  help  and  ftrength  in  all  our  future 
concernements  :  That  as  in  Nation  and  Religion  fo  in  other  Refpe&s  we  bee  and 
continue  one  according  to  the  tenor  and  true  meaneing  of  the  enfuing  Articles  : 
Wherefore  it  is  fully  agreed  and  concluded  by  and  betweene  the  parties  or  Jurifdic- 
cons  aboue  named  and  they  joyntly  and  feuerally  doe  by  thefe  prefents  agree  and 
conclude  That  they  all  bee  and  henceforth  bee  called  by  the  Name  of  The  United 
Colonies  of  New-England. 

II.  The  faid  United  Colonies  for  themfelues  and  their  pofterities  do  joyntly  and  fe- 
uerally hereby  enter  into  a  firme  and  perpetuall  league  of  Frendfhip  and  amytie  for 
offence  and  defence  mutuall  advife  and  fuccour  vpon  all  juft  occations  both  for  pre- 
ferueing  and  propagateing  the  truth  and  liberties  of  the  Gofpell  and  for  their  owne 
mutuall  fafety  and  wellfare. 

3.  It  is  further  agreed  That  the  Plantacons  which  at  prefent  are  or  hereafter  fhal- 
be  fettled  within  the  limmetts  of  the  Maffachufetts  fhalbe  forever  vnder  the  Maffa- 
chufetts  and  fhall  have  peculiar  Jurifdiccon  among  themfelues  in  all  cafes  as  an  en- 
tire Body  and  that  Plymouth  Connecktacutt  and  New  Haven  (hall  eich  of  them  haue 
like  peculier  Jurifdiccon  and  Gouernment  within  their  limmetts  and  in  referrence  to 
the  Plantacons  which  already  are  fetled  or  fhall  hereafter  be  erected  or  fhall  fettle 
within  their  limmetts  refpeftiuely  Prouided  that  no  other  Jurifdiccon  fhall  hereafter 
be  taken  in  as  a  diftincT  head  or  member  of  this  Confederacon  nor  fhall  any  other  Plan- 
tacon  or  Jurifdiccon  in  prefent  being  and  not  already  in  Combynacon  or  vnder  the 
Jurifdiccon  of  any  of  thefe  Confederats  be  received  by  any  of  them  nor  fhall  any 
two  of  the  Confederates  joyne  in  one  Jurifdiccon  without  confent  of  the  reft  which 
confent  to  be  interpreted  as  is  expreffed  in  the  fixt  Article  enfuinge. 

4.  It  is  by  thefe  Confederats  agreed  that  the  charge  of  all  juft  warrs  whether  of- 
fenfiue  or  defenfiue  upon  what  part  or  member  of  this  Confederacon  foeuer  they 
fall,  fhall  both  in  men  and  provifions  and  all  other  Difburfements  be  borne  by  all  the 
parts  of  this  Confederacon  in  different  proporcons  according  to  their  different  abillitie 
in  manner  following,  namely  that  the  Commiflioners  for  eich  Jurifdiccon  from  tyme 
to  tyme  as  there  fhalbe  occation  bring  a  true  account  and  number  of  all  the  males 
in  euery  Plantacon  or  any  way  belonging  to  or  under  their  feuerall  Jurifdiccons  of 
what  quallyty  or  condicon  foeuer  they  bee  from  fixteene  yeares  old  to  threefcore  be- 
ing Inhabitants  there  And  that  according  to  the  different  numbers  which  from  tyme 
to  tyme  fhalbe  found  in  eich  Jurifdiccon  upon  a  true  and  juft  account,  the  fervice 
of  men  and  all  charges  of  the  warr  be  borne  by  the  Poll :  eich  Jurifdiccon  or  Plan- 
tacon 
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tacon  being  left  to  their  owne  juft  courfe  and  cuftome  of  rating  themfelues  and  peo- 
ple according  to  their  different  eftatcs  with  due  refpccls  to  their  quallites  and  ex 
emptions  among  themfelues  though  the  Confederacon  take  no  notice  of  any  fuch 
priviledg  :  and  that  according  to  their  differrent  charge  of  eich  Jurifdiccon  and  plan- 
tacon,  the  whole  advantage  of  the  warr  (if  it  pleafe  God  to  blefs  their  Endea- 
vours) whether  it  be  in  lands  goods  or  perfons  lhall  be  proportionably  deuided  among 
the  faid  Confederats. 

5.  It  is  further  agreed  That  if  any  of  thefe  Jurifdiccons  or  any  plantacon  vnder 
or  in  combynacon  with  them  be  envaded  by  any  enemie  whomfoeuer  vpon  notice 
and  requeft  of  any  three  majeftrats  of  that  Jurifdiccon  fo  invaded  the  reft  of  the 
Confederates  without  any  further  meeting  or  expoftulacon  fliall  forthwith  fend  ayde 
to  the  Confederate  in  danger  but  in  different  proporcons  ;  namely  the  Maffachu- 
fetts  an  hundred  men  fufficiently  armed  and  provided  for  fuch  a  fervice  and  jorney, 
and  eich  of  the  reft  fourty  flue  fo  armed  and  provided,  or  any  leffe  number,  if  leffe 
be  required,  according  to  this  proporcon.  But  if  fuch  Confederate  in  danger  may 
be  fupplyed  by  their  next  Confederate,rnot  exceeding  the  number  hereby  agreed, 
they  may  craue  help  there,  and  feeke  no  further  for  the  prefent :  the  charge  to  be 
borne  as  in  this  Article  is  expreft  :  And  at  the  returne  to  be  victualled  and  fupply- 
ed with  poder  and  fhott  for  their  journey  (if  there  bee  neede)  by  that  Jurifdiccon 
which  employed  or  fent  for  them  :  But  none  of  the  Jurifdiccons  to  exceed  thefe 
numbers  till  by  a  meeting  of  the  Commiffioners  for  this  Confederacon  a  greater  ayd 
appeare  necefiary.  And  this  proporcon  to  continue  till  upon  knowledge  of  greater 
numbers  in  eich  Jurifdiccon  which  fhalbe  brought  to  the  next  meeting  fome  other 
proporcon  be  ordered.  But  in  any  fuch  cafe  of  fending  men  for  prefent  ayd  whe- 
ther before  or  after  fuch  order  or  alteracon,  it  is  agreed  that  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Commiffioners  for  this  Confederacon,  the  caufe  of  fuch  warr  or  invafion  be  duly 
confidered  :  And  if  it  appeare  that  the  fault  lay  in  the  parties  fo  invaded  that  then 
that  Jurifdiccon  or  plantacon  make  juft  Satisfaccon,  both  to  the  Invaders  whom 
they  have  injured,  and  beare  all  the  charges  of  the  warr  themfelves  without  require- 
ing  any  allowance  from  the  reft  of  the  Confederats  towards  the  fame  And  fur- 
ther that  if  any  Jurifdiccon  fee  any  danger  of  any  fnvafion  approaching,  and  there 
be  tyme  for  a  meeting  that  in  fuch  cafe  three  majeftrats  of  that  Jurifdiccon  may 
fummon  a  meeting  at  fuch  convenyent  place  as  themfelues  fhall  think  meete,  to  con- 
fider  and  provide  againft  the  threatned  danger  Provided  when  they  are  met 
they  may  remoue  to  what  place  they  pleafe  Onely  whilft  any  of  thefe  foure 
Confederats  have  but  three  Majeftrats  in  their  Jurifdiccon,  their  requeft  or  fummons 
from  any  two  of  them  fhalbe  accounted  of  equall  force  with  the  three  menconed  in 
both  the  claufes  of  this  Article,  till  there  be  an  encreafe  of  Majeftrats  there.

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6.  It  is  alfo  agreed  that  for  the  mannaging  and  concluding  of  all  affaires  proper 
and   concerneing  the  whole  Confederacon  two  Commiffioners  fhalbe  ehofen  by  and 
out  of  eich  of  thefe  foure  Jurifdiccons  namely  two  for  the  Mattachufetts,  two  for 
Plymouth,  two  for  Conneftacutt  and  two  for  New  Haven  being  all  in  Church  fel- 
lowfhip  with  us  which  {hall  bring  full  power  from  their  feuerall  generall  Courts  re- 
fpeclively  to  heare  examine  weigh  and  determine  all  affaires   of  our  warr  or  peace 
leagues  ayds  charges  and  numbers  of  men  for  warr  divifion  of  fpoyles  and  whatfoe- 
ver  is  gotten  by  conqueft  receiueing  of  more  Confederals  for  plantacons  into  com- 
binacon  with  any  of  the  Confederates  and  all  thinges  of  like  nature  which  are  the 
proper  concomitants  or  confequents  of  fuch  a  confederacon  for  amytie  offence  and 
.defence  not  intermeddleing  with  the  gouernment  of  any  of  the  Jurifdiccons  which 
by  the  third  Article  is  preferued  entirely  to  themfelues.     But  if  thefe  eight  Com- 
miffioners when  they  meete  fhall  not  all  agree  yet  it  is  concluded  that  any  fix  of  the 
eight  agreeing  (hall  have  power  to  fettle  and  determine  the  bufinefs  in  queftion  : 
But  if  fix  do  not  agree  that  then  fuch  propoficons  with  their  reafons  fo  farr  as  they 
have  beene  debated  be  fent  and  referred  to 'the  feure  generall  Courts  vizt.  the  Mat- 
tachuutts  Plymouth  Cone&acutt  and  New  Haven  :  And  if  at  all  the  faid  Generall 
Courts  the  bufineffe  fo  referred  be  concluded  then  to  bee  profecuted  by  the  Confe- 
derates and  all  their  members    It   is  further  agreed  that  thefe  eight  Comiffioners 
fhall  meete  once  every  yeare  befides  extraordinary   meetings  (according  to  the  fift 
Article)  to  confider  treate  and  conclude  of  all   affaires  belonging  to  this   Confede- 
racon which  meeting  fhall  euer  be  the  firft  Thurfday  in  September.     And  that  the 
next  meeting  after  the  date  of  thefe  prefents  which  fhalbe  accounted  the  fecond  meeting 
fhalbe  at  Boftone  in  the  Maffachufetts  the  third  at  Hartford  the  fourth  at  New  Ha- 
ven the  fift  at  Plymouth  the  fixt  and  feaventh  at  Bofton    And  then  Hartford  New 
Haven  and  Plymouth  and  fo  in  courfe  fucceffiuely,  if  in  the  meane  tyme  fome  mid- 
dle place  be  not  found  out  and  agreed  on  which  may  be  commodious  for  all  the  Ju- 
rifdiccons. 

7.  It  is  further  agreed  that  at  eich  meeting  of  thefe  eight  Comiffioners  whether 
ordinary  or  extraordinary  they  or  fix  of  them  agreeing  as  before  may  chofe  their  Pre- 
fident  out  of  themfelues  whofe  office  and  worke  fhalbe  to  take  care  and  direct  for 
order  and  a  comely  carrying  on  of  all  proceedings  in  the  prefent  meeting  :  but  he 
fhalbe  inverted  with  no  fuch  power  or  refpecl:,  as  by  which  he  fhall  hinder  the  pro- 
pounding or  progreffe  of  any  bufineffe  or  any  way  caft  the  Scales  otherwife  then  in 
the  precedent  article  is  agreed. 

8.  It  h  alfo  agreed  that  the  Comiffioners  for  this  Confederacon  hereafter  at  their 
meetings  whether  ordinary  or  extraordinary  as  they  may  have  Comiffion  or  opertuni- 
tie  do  endeavoure  to  frame  and  eftablifh  agreements  and  orders  in  generall  cafes  of  a 
civill  nature  wherein  all  the  Plantacons  are  intereffed  for  preferving  peace  among 

themfelues 
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themfelues  and  preventing  as  much  as  may  bee  all  occations  of  warr  or  diferrence 
with  others,  as  about  the  free  and  fpeedy  paffage  of  Juftice  in  every  Jui-ifdiccon,  to 
all  the  Confederats  equally  as  to  their  owne,  receiveing  thofe  that  remoue  from  one 
plantacon  to  another  without  due  certefycats ;  how  all  the  Jurildiccons  may  carry  it 
towards  the  Indians,  that  they  neither  grow  infolent  nor  be  injured  without  due  fatif- 
faccion,  left  warr  break  in  vpon  the  Confederates  through  fuch  mifcarryage.  It  is  alfo 
agreed  that  if  any  fervant  runn  away  from  his  mafler  into  any  other  of  thefe  confe- 
derated Jurifdiccons  That  in  fuch  Cafe  vpon  the  Certyficate  of  one  Majeftrate  in  the 
Jurifdiccon  out  of  which  the  faid  fervant  fled  or  vpon  other  due  proofe,  the  faid  fer- 
vant lhalbe  deliuered  either  to  his  Mafter  or  any  other  that  purfues  and  brings  fuch 
Certificate  or  proofe.  And  that  vpon  the  efcape  of  any  prifoner  whatfoever  or  fugi- 
tiue  for  any  criminall  caufe,  whether  breakeing  prifon  or  getting  from  the  officer  or 
otherwife  efcapeing  vpon  the  certificate  of  two  Majeftrats  of  the  Jurifdiccon  out  of 
which  the  efcape  is  made,  that  he  was  a  prifoner  or  fuch  an  offender  at  the  tyme  of 
the  efcape,  The  Majeftrates  or  fome  of  them  of  that  Jurifdiccon  where  for  the  pre- 
fent  the  faid  prifoner  or  fugitive  abideth  fhall  forthwith  graunt  fuch  a  warrant  as  the 
cafe  will  beare  for  the  apprehending  of  any  fuch  perfon,  and  the  delivery  of  him  into 
the  hands  of  the  officer  or  other  perfon  who  purfues  him.  And  if  there  be  help  re- 
quired for  the  fafe  returneing  of  any  fuch  offendor,  then  it  fhalbe  graunted  to  him  that 
craves  the  fame  he  paying  the  charges  thereof. 

9.  And  for  that  the  juftcft  warrs  may  be  of  dangerous  confcqucnce  efpetially  to  the 
fmaler  plantacons  in  thefe  vnited  Colonies  It  is  agreed  that  neither  the  Maffachufetts, 
Plymouth,  Connectacutt  nor  New-Haven,  nor  any  of  the  members  of  any  of  them  fhall 
at  any  tyme  hereafter  begin  undertake  or  engage  themfelues  or  this  Confederacon  or 
any  part  thereof  in  any  warr  whatfoever  (fudden  exegents  with  the  neceffary  confe- 
quents  thereof  excepted)  which  are  alfo  to  be  moderated  as  much  as  the  cafe  will  per- 
mit) without  the  confent  and  agreement  of  the  forenamed  eight  Comiffioners  or  at 
leaft  fix  of  them,  as  in  the  fixt  Article  is  provided  :  And  that  no  charge  be  required 
of  any  of  the  Confederats  in  cafe  of  a  defenfiue  warr  till  the  faid  Comiffioners  haue  mett 
and  approued  the  juftice  of  the  warr,  and  have  a_greed  vpon  the  fum  of  money  to  be 
levyed  which  fum  is  then  to  be  payd  by  the  feverall  Confederates  in  proporcon  accord- 
ing to  the  fourth  Article. 

10.  That  in  extraordinary  occations  when  meetings  are  fummoned  by  three  Majeftrats 
of  any  Jurifdiccon,  or  two  as  in  the  fift  Article  If  any  of  the  Comiffioners  come  not 
due  warneing  being  given  or  fent  It  is  agreed  that  foure  of  the  Comiffioners  fhall  have 
power  to  direct  a  warr  which  cannot  be  delayed  and  to  fend  for  due  proporcons  of  men 
out  of  eich  Jurifdiccon,  as  well  as  fix  might  doe  if  all  mett ;  but  not  lefs  then  fix  fhall 
determine  the  juftice  of  the  warr  or  allow  the  demaunde  or  bills  of  charges  or  caufe  any 
levies  to  be  made  for  the  fame. 

11.  It 
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ii.  It  is  further  agreed  that  if  any  of  the  Confederates  fhall  hereafter  break  any 
of  thefe  prefent  Articles,  or  be  any  other  wayes  injurious  to  any  one  of  thother  Jurif- 
diccons,  fuch  breach  of  Agreement,  or  injurie  fhalbe  duly  confidered  and  ordered  by 
the  Comiffioners  for  thother  jurifdiccons,  that  both  peace  and  this  prefent  Confedera- 
con  may  be  entirely  preferued  without  violation. 

12.  Laftly  this  perpetuall  Confederacon  and  the  feveral  Articles  and  Agreements 
thereof  being  read  and  ferioufly  confidered  both  by  the  Generall  Court  for  the  Maffa- 
chufetts,  and  by  the  Comiffioners  for  Plymouth  Cone&acutt  and  New-Haven  were  fully 
allowed  and  confirmed  by  three  of  the  forenamed  Confederates  namely  the  Mafla- 
chufetts  Coneftacutt  and  New-Haven  Onely  the  Comiffioners  for  Plymouth  haveing 
no  Comiffion  to  conclude,  defired  refpite  till  they  might  advife  with  their  Generall 
Court,  wherevpon  it  was  agreed  and  concluded  by  the  faid  Court  of  the  Maffachu- 
fetts  and  the  Comiffioners  for  the  other  two  Confederates  That  if  Plymouth  Confent, 
then  the  whole  treaty  as  it  Hands  in  thefe  prefent  articles  is  and  {hall  continue  firme 
and  liable  without  alteracon  :  But  if  Plymouth  come  not  in,  yet  the  other  three  Con- 
federates doe  by  thefe  prefents  confirme  the  whole  Confederacon  and  all  the  Articles 
thereof :  onely  in  September  next  when  the  fecond  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  is  to 
be  at  Boftone,  new  confideracon  may  be  taken  of  the  fixt  Article  which  concernes 
number  of  Comiffioners  for  meeting  and  concluding  the  affaires  of  this  Confederacon 
to  the  fatisfaccon  of  the  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts,  and  the  Comiffioners  for  thother 
two  Confederates  but  the  reft  to  ftand  vnqucflioned.  In  tcflymony  whereof  the  Ge- 
nerall Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  by  their  Secretary  and  the  Comiffioners  for  Conefta- 
cutt  and  New-Haven  haue  fubferibed  thefe  prefente  articles  this  xixth  of  the  third 
month  commonly  called  May  Anno  Domini  1643. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Confederacon  held  at  Bolton  the  feaventh 
of  September.  It  appeareing  that  the  Generall  Court  of  New  Plymouth  and  the  fe- 
veral Townelhips  thereof  have  read  confidered  and  approoued  thefe  articles  of  Confe- 
deracon, as  appeareth  by  Comiffion  from  their  Generall  Court  beareingDate  the  xxixth 
of  Auguft  1 643  to  Mr.  Edward  Winflowe  and  Mr.  Will.  Collyer  to  ratifye  and  con- 
firme the  fame  on  their  behalf  wee  therefore  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Mattachufetts 
Conecktacutt  and  New  Haven  doe  alfo  for  our  feueral  Gouernments  fubferibe  vnto 
them.

England  holde?i  at  Bostone  thefeaventh  of  September,   1643. 

THE  Articles  of  Confederacon  agreed  at  Boftone  the  xixth  of  May  laft  being 
now  read  Mr.  Edward  Winflow  and  Mr  William  Collyer  Comiffioners  for 
the  Jurifdiccon  of  New  Plymouth  delivered  in  an  Order  of  their  Generall  Court 
dated  the  xxixth  of  Auguft  1 643  by  which  it  appeares  that  the  faid  Articles  of  the 
xixth  of  May  weere  read  approued  and  confirmed  by  the  faid  Generall  Court  and  by 
all  their  Towneffiips  and  they  the  faid  Mr  Winflow  and  Mr  Collyer  were  both  author- 
ized to  ratifie  them  by  their  fubfcriptions  and  chofen  and  fent  as  Comiffioners  for 
that  Jurifdiccon  with  full  power  to  treate  and  conclud  in  all  matters  concerneing  warr 
and  peace  according  to  the  tenor  and  true  meaneing  of  the  faid  Articles  of  Confede- 
racon for  this  prefent  meetinge. 

An  order  made  by  the  Generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts  was  now  alfo  prefented 
and  read  dated  the  xxth  of  May  1643.  By  which  it  appeares  That  John  Winthrop 
and  Thomas  Dudley  Efqu'rs.  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  the  Jurifdiccon  of 
the  Mattachufetts,  and  invefted  with  the  like  full  power  for  this  meeting. 

An  order  made  by  the  Generall  Court  for  Conneetacutt  was  prefented  and  read  da- 
ted at  Hartford  the  fift  of  July  laft.  By  which  it  appeares  Gcorg  Fenwick  Efqr.  and 
Mr  Edward  Hopkins  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Jurifdiccon  and  inveft- 
ed with  the  like  full  power  for  this  meeting. 

An  order  made  by  the  Generall  Court  for  the  Jurifdiccon  of  New  Haven  was  pre- 
fented and  read  dated  the  vith  of  July  1 643  by  which  it  appeares  that  Mr  Theophi- 
lus  Eaton  and  Mr.  Thomas  Gregfon  were  chofen  and  fent  as  Comiffioners  for  that 
Jurifdiccon  with  the  like  full  poner  for  this  meeting. 

John  Winthrop  Efqr.  was  chofen  Prefident  for  this  meeting  according  to  the  vij 
Article  in  the  Confederacon. 

Vpon  a  motion  made  by  the  Comiffioners  for  New  Hauen  Jurifdiccon.  It  was 
graunted  and  ordered  That  the  Towne  of  Milford  may  be  receiued  into  Combinacon 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Jurifdiccon  of  New  Hauen,  if  New  Hauen  and  Milford  agree 
vpon  the  termes  and  condicons  among  themfelues  The  like  liberty  was  alfo  granted  in 
regard  of  the  Towne  of  Southampton. 

The  Commiffioners  were  informed  that  Vncus  Sagamore  of  the  Munhegen  Indians 
haueing  in  warr  taken  Miantinomy  Sagamore  of  the  Narrohiggunfets  prifoner,  had 
brought  him  to  be  kept  at  Hartford  till  he  might  receiue  aduice  from  the  Englifh 
how  to  proceed  againft  him  for  fondry  treacherous  attempts  againft  his  life  befides 

this 
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this  laft  fuddaine  Invafion  without  denounceing  warr,  and  when  Vncus  was  unpro- 
vided to  withftand  the  great  force  Miantinomo  brought  againft  him  :  Whereupon 
the  Comiffioners  did  ferioufly  confider  Miantinomos  courfe  and  carriage,  And  though 
they  knew  and  well  remembred  his  ambitious  defignes  to  make  himfelf  vniverfal  Sa- 
gamore or  Gouernor  of  all  thefe  parts,  and  his  plotts  to  remoue  whatfoeuer  flood  in 
his  way,  And  though  they  haue  had  many  concurrant  and  pregnant  teftymonyes 
from  the  Indians  in  feueral  parts  of  the  Countrey,  of  his  treacherous  plotts  by  guifts 
to  engage  all  the  Indians  at  once  to  cutt  off  the  whole  Body  of  the  Engliih  in  thefe 
parts  which  were  further  confirmed  by  the  Indians  Generall  preparaccons,  meffag.es, 
and  fondry  infolencies  and  outrages  by  them  comitted  againft  the  Englifh  and  fuch 
Indians  as  were  fubjects  or  frends  to  the  Englifh  fo  that  all  the  Englifh  Plantacons 
were  to  their  great  charge  and  Damnage  forced  to  arme  to  keepe  ftronge  watches  day 
and  night,  and  fome  of  them  to  trauell  with  Convoyes  from  one  plantation  to  ano- 
ther yet  leaueing  thefe  confideracons  which  difconer  the  pride,  treachery  cruelty  and 
malicious  difpoficon  of  the  mail  ;  and  to  the  Englifh  might  haue  beene  fufficient  pro- 
uocacons  to  a  warr  againft  him  :  The  Comiffioners  weighed  the  caufe  and  paffages 
as  they  were  clearely  reprefented  and  fufficientlyeuedencedbetwixt  Vncus  andMyanty- 
nomo  and  it  appeared  that  aTripartite  agreement  was  made  and  concluded  at  Hartford 
betwixt  Vncus  and  Myantinomo  with  fome  referrences  to  the  Englifh  ;  in  which  one 
of  the  Articles  were,  That  though  either  of  thefe  Indian  Sagamores  fhould  receive 
injuries  from  the  other,  yet  they  fhould  not  make  warr  one  of  them  againft  the  other 
till  they  had  firft  complayncd,  and  that  the  Englifh  had  heard  their  greevances,  and 
had  declared  and  determyned  what  was  juft  and  right  betwixt  them  :  And  that  if  ei- 
ther of  them  fhould  attempt  againft  the  other  without  confulting  with  the  Englifh, 
the  Englifh  might  then  affift  againft  the  Invader  :  Notwithftandinge  Myantinomo  and 
his  Confederats  haue  fondry  wayes  manefefted  their  enmity,  and  treacheroufly  plot- 
ted and  pra&ifed  againft  the  life  of  Vncus.  But  efpecially  of  late  fince  they  were  pre- 
paring and  ripening  their  plotts  againft  the  Englifh  firft  a  Pequin  Indian  one  Vncus 
his  fubjeels  fhott  Vncus  with  an  arrow  through  the  arme  but  aymeing  at  his  life  and 
prefently  fled  to  the  Nanohigganfets  or  their  confederats  proclaymeing  in  the  Indian 
plantacons  that  he  had  killed  Vncus:  but  when  it  was  knowne  Vncus  was  not  dead 
though  wounded,  the  Traytor  was  taught  to  fay  that  Vncus  had  cut  through  his 
owne  arme  with  a  flint,  and  had  hyred  the  Pecdtt  to  fay  hee  had  fhott  and  killed 
him.  Myantinomo  being  fent  for  by  the  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  vpon  ano- 
ther occation  brought  the  Pecott  with  him :  but  when  this  difguife  would  not 
ferue,  and  that  the  Englifh  out  of  his  owne  mouth  found  him  guilty  and  would  have 
fent  him  to  Vncus  his  Sagamore  to  bee  proceeded  againft,  Myantinomo  defired  he 
might  not  be  taken  out  of  his  hands  promifing  he  would  fend  himfelf  to  Vncus  to  be 
examined  and  punifhed  but  contrary  to  his  promife,  and  feareing  as  it  appeares  his 
i  owne 
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owne  treachery  might  be  difcouered  he  within  a  day  or  two  cutt  of  the  Peacotts  hea.d 
that  he  might  tell  no  tales. .  After  this  fome  attempts  were  made  to  poyfon  Vncus, 
and  as  is  reported  to  take  away  his  Life  by  Sorcery.  That  being  difcouered  fome  of 
Sequaffbns  company  an  Indian  Sagomore  allyed  to,  and  an  intimate  confederate  with 
Myantinomo,  fliotr  at  Vncus  as  he  was  going  down  Conectacutt  Riuer  with  a  arow 
or  two  :  Vncus  according  to  the  forefaid  agreement  complayneing  to  the  Englifh  thev 
fought  to  make  peace  betwixt  Vncus  and  Sequaffon  :  but  Sequaffon  refufed  and  e::- 
preffing  his  dependance  upon  Myantinomo  preferred  warr  before  peace  they  fought 
and  Vncus  had  the  Victory.  Laftly  Myantinomo  without  any  prouocacon  from 
Vncus  (unleffe  the  difappoyntment  of  former  plotts  provoaked)  and  fuddainly  with 
out  denounceing  warr  came  vpon  Vncus  with  nine  hundred  or  a  thoufand  men  when 
Vncus  had  net  half  fo  many  to  defend  himfelf:  Vncus  had  before  the  battell  told 
Myantinomo  he  had  many  wayes  fought  his  life  offered  by  angle  combat  betweene 
themfelues  to  end  the  qvarrell  and  fpare  blood  :  But  Myantenomo  prefumeing  vpon 
his  number  of  men,  would  have  nothing  but  a  battell,  and  fince  Myantinomo  was 
taken  prifoner  the  Indians  affirme  that  the  Mohawks  haue  beene  fent  vnto,  and  are 
come  within  a  dayes  journey  of  the  Englifh  plantacons,  but  flayed  by  Miantenomo 
till  hee  may  attaine  his  liberty,  and  then  they  will  carry  on  their  defignes  whether 
againft  the  Englifh  or  Vncus  or  both  is  doubtfull. 

Thefe  thinges  being  duely  weighed  and  confidered  the  Comiffioners  apparently 
fee  that  Vncus  cannot  be  fafc  while  Myantenomo  lives  but  that  either  by  fecret  trea- 
chery or  open  force  his  life  wilbe  ftill  in  danger.  Wherefore  they  thinke  he  may 
juftly  putt  fuch  a  falfe  and  blood  thirfly  enemie  to  death,  but  in  his  owne  Jurifdiccon 
not  in  the  Englifh  plantacons,  And  advifeing  that  in  the  manner  of  his  death  all  mer- 
cy and  moderacon  be  mewed,  contrary  to  the  practife  of  the  Indians  who  exercife  tor- 
tures and  cruelty.  And  Vncus  haueing  hitherto  fhewed  himfelf  a  frend  to  the  Englifh, 
and  in  this  craueing  their  advice,  if  the  Nanohigganfetts  Indians  or  others  mail  vn- 
juflly  affault  Vncus  for  this  execucon,  vpon  notice  and  and  requeft  the  Englifh  pro- 
mife  to  affifl  and  protect  him,  as  farr  as  they  may  againft  fuch  vyolence. 

The  Comiffioners  do  think  it  fitt  to  aduife  euery  generall  Court  that  they  would 
fee  that  every  man  may  keepe  by  him  a  good  gunn  and  fword  one  pound  of  pouder 
with  foure  pounds  of  fhott,  with  match  or  flints  futable,  to  be  ready  vpon  all  occa- 
tions,  and  to  be  carefully  viewed  foure  tymes  a  yeare  at  leafl.  And  that  over  and 
aboue  this  euery  generall  Court  do  fee  that  they  keep  a  ftock  of  pouder  fhott  and 
match  ever  by  them.  And  it  is  conceiued  by  the  Comiffioners  that  one  hundred 
pounds  of  pouder  and  foure  hundred  pounds  of  fhott  with  match  futable  at  the  leafl 
be  prouided  for  every  hundred  men  thorow  all  the  the  vnited  Colonies  of  New  Eng- 
land and  that  the  Comiffioners  at  each  meeting  report  bow  the  fetferall  Jurifdiccons 
are  furnifhed.

It  is  thought  fitt  and  ordered  that  there  be  one  and  the  fame  meafure  throughout 
all  the  Plantacons  within  thefe  Vnited  Colonies  which  is  agreed  to  be  Winchefter 
meafure,  viz.  eight  gallons  to  the  bufhel. 

It  is  judged  meete  by  the  Comiffioners  that  there  be  trayneings  at  leaft  fix  tymes 
euery  yeare  in  each  plantacon  within  this  confederacon. 

The  proporcons  of  men  to  be  fent  for  by  any  of  the  Jurifdiccons  in  cafe  of  any 
prefent  danger,  vntill  the  Comiffioners  may  meete  according  to  the  fourth  article 
in  the  Confederacon  :  is  for  the  Maflachufetts  one  hundred  and  fifty  men  Plymouth 
thirty  Conne&acutt  thirty  and  New-Hauen  twenty  fiue  and  according  to  this  propor- 
con  are  all  numbers  to  be  ordered  in  cafe  of  any  warr  that  may  fall  out  vntill  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  in  September  1644. 

Whereas  Complaints  *  haue  beene  made  againft  Samuell  Gorton  and  his  Compa- 
ny, and  fome  of  them  weighty  and  of  great  confequence,  and  whereas  the  faid  Gor- 
ton and  the  reft  haue  beene  formerly  fent  for,  and  now  lately  by  the  generall  Court 
of  the  Maflachufetts  with  a  fafe  conduct  both  for  their  comeing  and  return,  that 
they  might  giue  anfwere  and  fatisfaccon  wherein  they  haue  donn  wrong.  If  yet 
they  fhall  ftubbornely  refufe  The  Comiffioners  for  the  Vniied  Colonies  think  fitt 
that  the  Majeftrats  in  the  Maflachufetts  proceed  againft  them  according  to  what  they 
ftiall  fyndjuft:  and  the  reft  of  the  Jurifdiccons  will  approue  and  concurr  in  what 
ftialbe  fo  warrantably  donn,  as  if  their  comiffioners  had  beene  "prefent  at  the  con- 
clufions  prouided  that  this  conclusion  do  not  prejudice  the  Gouernment  of  Plymouth 
in  any  right  they  can  juftly  clayme  vnto  any  traft  or  tracts  of  land  befides  that  pof- 
fefled  by  the  Englifh  and  Indians  who  haue  fubmitted  themfelues  to  the  Gouernment 
of  the  Maflachufetts. 

In  regard  of  the  diuerfitie  of  ©xpreffions  which  are  and  may  be  ufed  in  the  Com- 
miffions  comeing  from  the  feurall  jurifdiccons  which  may  occation  difputs,  It  is 
thought  fitt  and  ordered  that  this  enfuing  forme  bee  hereafter  ufed  by  all  the  Confe- 
derates. AT

A  and  B  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  this  Jurifdiccon  for  a  full  and  compleat 
yeare  as  any  occation  or  exigents  may  require  and  particulerly'  for  the  next  yearely 
meeting  at  the  firlt  Thurfday  in  September  And  were  inueft- 

ed  with  full  power  and  authoryty  to  treate  of  and  conclude  of  all  thinges  according 
to  the  tenure  and  true  meaneing  of  the  Articles  of  Confederacon  for  the  vnited 
Colonies  of  New  England  concluded  at  Bofton  the  xixth  of  May  1643. 

Vpon  Informacon  and  complaynt  made  by  Mr  Eaton  and  Mr  Gregfon  to  the  Co- 
miffioners  of  fondry  injuries  and  outrages  they  haue  receiued  from  the  Dutch  and 
Sweads  both  at  Delaware  Bay  and  elfewhere  the  particulers  with  their  proofes  being 
duly  confidered.  It  was  agreed  and  ordered  That  a  letter  be  written  to  the  Sweadhh 
Gouernor  expreffing  the  particulers  and  requireing  fatisfattion  which  letter  is  to  be 
vnderwritten  by  John  Winthrop  Ffq.  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  Prefident  of 
the  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  of  New  England.  And  whereas  the  Dutch 
Gouernor  wrote  to  the  Gouernor  and  generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  com- 
playneing  againft  Hartford  as  by  his  letter  dated  the  xxth  of  July  laft  appeares  vnto 
which  Mr.  Winthrop  in  part  anfwered  the  fecond  of  Auguft  referring  to  the  generall 
Court  for  the  Maffachufetts  and  to  this  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  for  a  further 
and  full  anfwere,  It  was  thought  fitt  that  in  that  anfwere  the  wrongs  donn  both  to 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  be  expreffed  requireing  anfwere  to  the  particulers  that  as 
wee  will  not  wrong  others,  fo  we  may  not  defert  our  Confederates  in  any  juft 
caufe. 

Thefe  foregoing  conclufions  were  fubferibed  by  the  Comiffioners  for  the  feverall 
Jurifdiccons  the  xxith  of  September  1643.

AT  a  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  at  Bojlon  the  vij.  Septem- 
ber, 1643. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Gouernment  of  the  Maffachufets  in  the  behalf  of  the  vni- 
ted Colonies  of  New  England  giue  Conoonacus  and  the  Nanohiggunfets  to  vnder- 
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{land  that  from  tyme  to  tyrae  we  haue  taken  notice  of  the  violacon  of  that  league  be- 
tweene the  Maflachufets  and  themfelues  (notwithftanding  the  manefeftacons  of  loue 
and  integryty  towards  them  by  the  Englifti)  which  they  haue  difcouered  as  by  other 
wayes,  fo  lately  by  their  concurrance  with  Myantenomo  their  Sachimin  his  mifchee- 
vous  plotts  to  roote  out  the  Body  of   the  Englifh  nation,   purchafeing  the  ayde  of 
all  the  Indians  by  Guifts  threats  and  other  allurements  to  their  party  (except  a  few 
vizt.  Vncus  and  his  men  whom  they  have  not  fpared  to  invade  notwithftanding  a  tri- 
partite Couenant  to  the  contrary,  betweene  the  Gouerment  of  Cone&acutt  Myan- 
tenomo and  Vncus  Sagamore  of  the  Mohegan  vnder  their  hands  and  markes.  But  vn- 
derftanding  how  peacable  Conanacus  and  Mafcus  the  late  father  of  Myantenomo  go- 
uerned  that  great  people  we  rather  afcribe  thefe  late  tumults  outbreakings  and  mali- 
tious  plots  to  the  rafh  and  ambitious  fpirit  of  myantenomo  then  any  affe&ed  way  of 
their  owne.     And  therefore  once  more  notwithftanding  all  thofe  former  vnworthy 
paflages  fo  well  knowne  vnto  us,  as  a  people  inclineing  to  peace,  and  defireing  their 
good  we  do  in  our  owne  names  and  in  the  behalf,  and  with  the  confent  ofthevnited 
Colonies  tender  them  peace  and  fuch  louing  correfpondency  as  hath  formerly  beene 
euer  obferued  on  our  parts  vizt.  the  feuerall  Gouernments  of  the  Maflachufetts,  Ply- 
mouth, Coneftacutt  and  New  Hauen  with  all  fuch  as  are  in  Combynacon  and  con- 
federacon  with  them  both  Englifti  and  Indians   as  Vncus  Sagamore  of  the  Mohe- 
gins  and  his  people  Woofamequine  and  his  people  Sacanocoe  and  his  people  Pum- 
ham  and  his  people  whofe  peace  and  lawfull  liberties  wc  may  not  fuffer  to  be  vyolat- 
ed.     And  if  the  Nanohigganfetts  be  d.efireus  of  peace  as  formerly  we  fhalbe  as  care- 
full  to  preferue  their  peace  and  liberties  from  vyolacon  :  but  (hall  expecT:  more  fayth- 
full  obferuance  then  we  haue  formerly  found  from  Myantenomo  in  the  time  of  his 
Gouernment  requireing  anfwere  with  as  much  expedicon  as  the  waight  of  the  cafe 
requireth.     And  whereas  Vncus  was  aduifed  to  take  away  the  life  of  Myantenomo 
whofe  lawfull  Captiue  he  was,  They  may  well  vnderftand  that  this  is  without  viola- 
con  of  any  Couenant  betweene  them  and  vs  for  Vncus  being  in  confederacon  with 
us,  and  one  that  hath  dilligently  obferued  his  Couenants  before  menconed  for  ought 
we  know  and  requireing  aduice  from  us   vpon  ferious  confideracon  of  the  premifes 
vizt.  his  treacherous  and  murtherous  difpoficon  againft  Vncus  &c.  and  how  great  a 
difturber  he  hath  beene  of  the  Common  peace  of  the  whole  Countrey  we  could  not  in 
refpeft  of  the  juftice  of  the  cafe  fafety  of  the  Countrey  and  faythfullnes  of  our  frend 
do  otherwife  then  approue  of  the  lawfullnes  of  his  death,  which  agreeing  fo  well 
with  the  Indians  owne   manners  and  concuring  with  the  praftice  of  other  nations 
with  whom  we  are  quainted  we  perfuade  ourfelues  how  euer  his  death  may  be  griev- 
ous at  prefent  yet  the  peacable  fruits  of  it  will  yield  not  onely  matter  of  fafety  to  the 
Indians  but  profitt  to  all  that  inhabite  this  continent. 

That 
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That  aflbone  as  the  Comiffioners  for  Conectacutt  and  New  Hauen  fhall  returne  in- 
to thofe  parts  that  then  Vncus  be  fent  for  to  Hartford  with  forae  confiderable  num- 
ber of  his  bed  and  truftyeft  men  and  that  then  he  being  made  acquainted  with  the 
advice  of  the  Comiffioners  Myantenomo  be  deliuered  vnto  him  that  fo  execucon  may- 
be donn  according  to  jurtice  and  prudence  Vncus  carrying  him  into  the  next  part  of 
his  owne  gouernment  and  there  put  him  to  death  Provided  that  fome  difcreet  and 
faythfull  perfons  of  the  Englifh  accompany  them  and  fee  the  execucon  for  our  more 
full  fatisfaccon,  and  that  the  Englifh  meddle  not  with  the  head  or  body  at  all :  and 
this  being  fo  donn  that  notice  be  giuen  to  all  the  Confederates  by  letters  that  fo 
the  MafTachufetts  gouernment  may  therevpon  fend  to  Nanohiggunfett,  and  Ply- 
mouth may  take  due  courfe  with  Woofamequin  as  after  is  aduifed. 

That  Hartford  furnifh  Vncus  with  a  competent  flrength  of  Englifh  to  defend  him 
againft  any  prefent  fury  or  aflault  of  the  Nanohiggunfetts  or  any  other. 

That  in  cafe  Vncus  fliall  refufe  to  execut  juftice  vpon  Myantenomo,  That  then 
Myantenomo  be  fent  by  Sea  to  the  MafTachufetts,  there  to  be  kept  in  fafe  durance 
till  the  Comiffioners  may  confider  further  how  to  difpofe  of  him. 

That  Plymouth  labour  by  all  due  meanes  to  reftore  Woofamequin  to  his  full  liber- 
ties in  refpecl:  of  any  Encroachments  by  the  Nanohigganfetts  or  any  other  Natiues 
that  fo  the  proprieties  of  the  Indians  may  be  preferued  to  themfelues  and  that  no 
one  Sagamore  eneroach  vpon  the  reft  as  of  late  :  And  that  Woofamequin  be  reduc- 
ed to  thofe  former  termes  and  agreements  betweene  Plymouth  and  him.

At  A  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  'united  Colonies  in  New  England  at  Hartford 
the  fift  of  September  1 644. 

The  articles  of  Confederacon  being  read  an  order  of  the  generall  Court  of  the 
MafTachufetts  dated  May  the  xxixth  1644  was  prefented  and  read  whereby  it  appear- 
ed Mr.  Symon  Brodrtreete  and  Mr.  William  Hawthorne  where  chofen  Comiffioners 
for  one  full  and  compleat  yeare  being  inverted  with  full  power  and  authority  accord- 
ing to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  articles  and  an  order  made  therevpon  at  a  meeting  at 
Bortone  the  viith  of  September  1643. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Edward  Winflowe  and  Mr.  John  Browne,  were  in  like  manner  chofen  Comif 
doners  for  the  Colony  of  New  Plymouth  as  appeared  by  an  order  of  their  generall 
Court  dated  the  fift  of  June  1644. 

Mr.  Edward  Hopkins  and  George  Fenwicke  Efq'r.  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for 
the  Colony  of  Coneetacutt  as  appeared  by  an  order  of  their  generall  Court  dated 
the  laft  of  July  1644. 

Mr.  Theophilus  Eaton  and  Mr.  Thomas  Gregfon  were  likewife  chofen  Comiffion- 
ers for  the  Colony  of  New  Hauen  as  appeared  by  an  order  of  their  generall  Court 
dated  the  xxvijth  day  of  October  1643. 

Mr.  Edward  Hopkins  was  chofen  Prefident  for  this  meeting. 
The  Comiffioners  for  the  Maflachufetts  moued  that  a  due  order  might  be  attended 
in  the  fubfcriptions  of  the  a£ts  and  determinacons  of  this  and  any  future  meetings 
of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Colonies,  and  expreffed  not  onely  their  owne  ap- 
prehenfions  but  the  judgment  of  their  generall  Court  That  by  the  articles  of  Con- 
federacon  the  firft  place  did  of  Right  belong  to  the  Maflachufetts,  as  being  firft  nam- 
ed and  fo  thother  Colonies  in  like  order  which  being  taken  into  confideracon,  and 
the  articles  of  confederacon  read  It  appeared  euidently  to  the  Comiffioners  that  no 
fuch  priuiledg  had  beene  euer  propounded  graunted  or  pra&ifed  by  the  Comiffion- 
ners  for  the  Jurifdiccons  in  either  of  their  former  meetings  and  yet  the  firft  fubfcrip- 
tion  was  made  in  the  prefence  of  the  generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts.  And  to 
prevent  future  inconuenience  vpon  this  occation  they  thought  fitt  to  declare  that  this 
Commiffion  is  free  and  may  not  receiue  any  thing,  not  exprefsly  agreed  in  the  arti- 
cles, as  impofed  by  any  generall  Court,  yet  out  of  their  refpe&s  to  the  Gouernment 
of  the  Maflachufetts  they  did  willingly  graunt  that  their  Comiffioners  ffiould  firft 
fubfcribe  after  the  Prefident  in  this  and  all  future  meetings.  And  the  Commiffioners 
for  the  other  Colonies  in  fuch  order  as  they  are  named  in  the  articles  viz.  Plymouth, 
Coneetacutt  and  New  Hauen. 

The  Comiffioners  being  put  in  mind  of  the  differrences  betwixt  the  Narrohiggan- 
fets  and  Vncus  and  the  former  engagements  of  the  Englifh  to  Vncus  and  his  expedta- 
con  of  fuccors  from  them  in  regard  of  fome  aflaults  pretended  to  be  made  vpon  him 
by  the  Narrohigganfetts,  as  alfo  of  a  charge  layd  vpon  Vncus  by  the  Narrohiggan- 
fetts  of  takeing  a  ranfome  or  at  leaft  a  part  thereof  for  the  life  of  their  late  Sachim 
who  afterwards  norwithftanding  he  put  to  death.  It  was  conceiued  requifite  before 
a  full  confideracon  could  be  taken  of  the  faid  differrences  or  any  determinacon 
therevpon,  that  two  meffengers  lhould  be  fent  to  both  the  faid  Sachims  with  the 
following  Inftructions. 

Inflruccons  for  Thomas  Stanton  and  Nathaniell  Willett  fent  by  the  Comiffioners  for 
the  Vnited  Colonies  of  New  England  to  Pefficus  Canoonacus  and  other  the  Sa- 
chims of  theNarrohigganfetts  Indians  and  Vncus  Sagamore  of  theMohegan  Indians. 

1.  You 
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i.  You  fhall  informe  the  above  raenconed  Sagamores  refpe&iuely  That  the  Com- 
iffioners for  all  the  EnglifhColoniesnamely  the  MaffachufettsNew  Plymouth  Coneeta- 
cutt  and  New  Hauen  who  have  full  power  and  authoritie  from  all  the  faid  jurifdic- 
cons  to  confider  and  conclude  both  of  peace  and  warr,  and  by  all  jufl  meanes,  to 
prouide  for  the  fafety  and  welfare  of  the  Countrey  are  now  mett  together  at 
Hartford. 

2.  That  the  faid  Comiffioners  haue  heard  that  the  Narrohigganfett  Sagamores  and 
their  company  do  charge  Vncus  and  the  Mohegan  Indians  that  an  agreement  was 
made  for  the  Ranfome  of  the  late  Narrohigganfet  Sachim  and  that  Vncus  hath  re- 
ceived part  of  the  faid  ranfome  which  Vncus  denyeth  to  have  received  vpon  any 
fuch  confideracon,  and  therefore  hath  hitherto  refufed  to  returne  the  fame. 

3.  That  diuers  afts  of  hoftillity  haue  lately  paffed  betwixt  theNarrohigganfets  and 
the  Mohegan  Indians  which  are  like  to  breake  forth  into  an  open  warr  to  the  diftur- 
bance  of  the  publicke  peace  vnlefse  fome  feafonable  courfe  be  taken  to  prevent  it 

4.  That  the  Comiffioners  have  therefore  fent  you  both  to  the  Narrohigganfett 
and  Mohegan  Sagamores  to  let  them  know  that  if  they  pleafe  either  to  come  them- 
felves,  or  to  fend  any  confiderable  men  of  theirs  to  propound  their  feueral  greevances 
whether  concerneing  the  fore  menconed  ranfome  or  any  other  matter  and  to  bring 
due  proofe  of  their  complaints.  The  Comiffioners  without  any  partial  refpect  to 
either  party  will  confider  their  differences,  and  give  anfwerable  aduice  to  them 
both  to  fettle  peace  and  a  neighbourly  correfpondence  with  due  fatisfaccon  for  inju- 
ries betwixt  them. 

5.  That  the  Comiffioners  hereby  do  promife  and  allure  them,  that  they  or  their 
meffengers  fhall  have  free  liberty  to  come  and  returne  and  to  treate  and  profecute 
their  affaires  in  peace  without  moleftacon  or  any  jufl  greevance  from  the  Englifh. 
And  in  the  name  of  the  Comiffioners  you  fhall  require  of  both  parties  that  during 
this  treaty  no  afts  of  hoftillyty  paffe  either  againft  any  of  their  feuerall  plantacons, 
or  of  their  people  in  their  occations  or  Sagamores  or  Meffengers  in  their  trauels. 

6.  If  either  of  the  parties  put  in  excufes  and  feeme  vnwilling  to  come,  you  may 
remember  them  of  the  treaty  made  and  concluded  at  Hartford  betwixt  the  Narrohig- 
gunfet  Indians,  and  the  Mohegans,  by  which  they  engaged  themfelues,  that  vpon 
any  differences  or  offences  before  they  entered  vpon  warr,  they  would  firft  acquaint 
the  Englifh  with  their  greevances  and  receiue  aduice  and  direftion  from  them. 

7.  But  if  notwithstanding  they  refufe  to  come  or  fend  you  fliall  from  the  Comiffion- 
ers demaund  from  the  refufeing  party  what  their  purpofe  and  refolucon  is  whether 
for  peace  or  warr  betwixt  themfelves,  and  on  what  termes  they  fland  with  the  Eng- 
lifh Colonies,  whether  they  purpofe  to  hold  and  continue  all  former  treaties  and 
agreements  made  either  with  the  Englifh  of  the  Maffachufetts  or  the  Englifh  at 

Hartford, 
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Hartford,  orwhcther  they  account  them  all  as  broken  and  voyd  that  the  Comiffion- 
crs  may  accordingly  order  their  occations. 

"  8  You  ©all  endeavour  particulerly  and  clearely  to  acquaint  and  open  euery  one 
of  the  former  articles  both  of  the  Narrohigganfet  and  Mohegan  Indtans,  and  you 
fliall  take  their  anfwere  in  writing  to  eich  particuler  and  when  you  have  fo  donn 
reade  their  anfwere  in  the  feuerall  parts  of  it  to  them  that  they  may  Underftand  how 
you  underftand  their  anfwere,  and  that  we  may  know  they  owne  it,  and  that  there 
is  no  miftake. 

Hartford  September  6th  1 644. 
YOUGHCO  the  Sachim  of  Munhanfett  vpon  long  I  Hand  prefenting  himfelf  to 
the  Comifnonei-s  defired  that  in  regard  he  was  a  Tributary  to  the  Englifh  and  had 
hitherto  obferved  the  articles  of  agreement,  he  might  receiue  from  them  a  certyficate 
whereby  his  relacon  to  the  Englifh  might  appeare  and  he  preferved  as  much  as  might 
be  from  vnjuft  greevances  and  vexacons  (though  the  Colonies  be  no  ways  engaged 
to  protect  him)  yet  herevpon  the  following  certificate  was  given  him. 

To  all  whom  it  may  concerne,  whereas  Longe  Hand  with  the  fmaler  Hands  adjacent, 
are  graunted  by  the  Kings  Majeftie  of  Greate  Brittaine  to  the  Lord  Starling,  and 
by  him  paffed  over  to  fome  of  the  Englifh  in  thefe  vnited  Colonies  and  whereas  the 
Indians  in  the  Eafterne  parts  of  long  Hand  are  become  tributaries  to  the  Englifh  and 
have  engaged  their  lands  to  them  :  and  whereas  Youghcoe  Wiantaufe  Moughmai- 
tow  andWeenahaminin  do  profeiTe  themfeluesfrendsboth  to  the  Englifh  and  theDutch 
and  that  they  haue  not  been  injurious  to  either  of  them  in  their  perfons  cattle  or 
goods,  nor  by  wampam  or  any  other  meanes  have  fought  to  procure  the  Mohawkes 
or  any  other  Indians  to  annoy  or  hurt  either  of  the  nations,  and  promife  ftill  to  conti- 
nue in  a  peaceable  and  inoffenfive  courfe  towards  them  both,  and  that  if  it  may  ap- 
peare that  any  of  theire  men  in  any  fecrett  way  have  beene  actors  in  any  thinge  againft 
either  Englifh  or  Dutch,  vpon  due  notice  and  proofe  they  will  deliuer  all  fuch  to 
deferved  puuifhment,  or  provide  due  fatisfaccon  for  all  injuries  and  offences  donn. 
It  Is  our  defires  that  the  faid  Sagamores  and  their  companies  may  enjoy  full  peace 
without  difturbance  from  the  Englifh  or  any  in  frendfhip  with  them  whileft  they  carry 
themfelues  in  wayes  of  peace  without  engageing  themfelues  in  the  quarrells  of  others 
or  doing  wrong  to  any. 

September  gtb,   1644. 

Whereas  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufetts  by  vertue  of  a  joynt  Conqueft 

layd  clayme  to  fome  part  of  the  lands  lately  belonging  to  the  Pecoats,  defireing  that 

a  diuifion  might  either  now  be  orderred  or  fome  courfe  and  tyme  appoynted  in  which 

it  might  be  fettled  :  Mr.  Fenwick  for  himfelf  and  fome  Noble  Perfonages,  by  patent 

4  inter. 
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intereffed  in  the  lands  in  queftion,  defired  that  nothing  might  be  concluded  againft 
their  Right  and  Title  in  their  abfence,  and  profeffeth  that  Pecoat  Harbor  and  the  lands 
adjoyneing  were  of  great  concernement  to  thofe  intereffed  in  Coneetacutt  Riuer,  and 
that  they  had  a  fpeciall  ayme  and  refpeft  to  yt  when  firft  they  confuked  about 
planting  in  thefe  parts.  The  reft  of  the  Comiffioners  confidering  the  demaund  and 
anfwere  thought  fit  that  due  and  convenyent  refpecT:  be  giuen  to  thofe  noble  and  wor- 
thy perfons  abfent  to  pleade  their  owne  interreft,  and  that  all  patents  of  equall  Au- 
thoryty  receiue  the  fame  conftruccon  both  in  referrence  to  proprietie  in  lands  and  ju- 
rifdiccon  :  And  Mr.  Fenwick  was  defired  to  acquaint  thofe  in  England  interreffed, 
that  the  queftion  might  be  yffued  with  convenyent  fpeed.  And  vpon  this  occafion 
Mr.  Fenwick  defired  a  meete  proporcon  of  the  tribute  receiued  from  the  Ir.dians  as  a 
fruite  of  the  Conqueft  attayned  by  a  common  charge  wherein  the  Gentlemen  interreff- 
ed in  Say-Brooke  fort  bare  a  confiderable  part. 

Whereas  the  moft  confiderable  perfons  in  thefe  Colonies  came  into  thefe  parts  of 
America  that  they  might  enjoy  Chrift  in  his'  ordinances  without  difturbance,  and 
whereas  ambng  many  other  precious  mercies  the  ordinances  haue  beene  and  are  dif- 
penced  among  us  with  much  puritie  and  power.  The  Comiffioners  took  it  into  their 
ferious  confideracon  how  fome  due  mayntenance  according  to  God  might  be  prouid- 
ed  and  fetled  both  for  the  prefent  and  future  for  the  encouragement  of  the  minifters 
who  labour  therein  and  concluded  to  propound  and  commend  it  to  eich  generall  Court. 
That  thofe  that  are  taught  in  the  word  in  the  feueral  plantacons  be  called  together, 
that  euery  man  voluntaryly  fet  downe  what  he  is  willing  to  allow  to  that  end  and  ufe. 
And  if  any  man  refufe  to  pay  a  meete  proporcon,  that  then  hee  be  rated  by  authory- 
ty  in  fome  juft  and  equall  way,  And  if  after  this  any  man  with  hold  or  delay  due  pay- 
ment, the  ciuill  power  to  be  exercifed  as  in  other  juft  debts. 

This  enfuing  propoficon  of  a  general  Contribucon  for  the  mayntenance  of  poore 
fchollers  at  the  Colledg  at  Cambridge  being  prefented  to  the  Comiffioners  by  Mr. 
Shepard  paftor  to  the  Church  at  Cambridg  was  read  and  fully  approued  by  them  and 
agreed  to  be  comended  to  the  feueral  generall  Courts  as  a  matter  worthy  of  due  confi- 
deracon and  entertninement  for  advance  of  learneing  and  which  we  hope  wil  be  chear- 
fully  embraced. 

To  the  honored  Comiffioners 

Thofe  whom  God  hath  called  to  attend  the  welfare  of  Religious  Common  Weales  " 
haue  beene  prompt  to  extend  their  care  for  the  good  of  publike  Schooles  by  meanes 
of  which  the  Common  wealth  may  be  furnifhed  with  knowing  and  underftanding  men 
in  all  callings  the  Churches  with  an  able  miniftery  in  all  places  and  without  which  it 
is  eafy  to  fee  how  both  thefe  eftates  may  decline  and  degenerate  into  groffe  ignorance 
and  confequently  into  great  and  vniuerfall  prophaneffe.  May  it  pleafe  you  Therefore 
among  other  thinges  of  Common  Concernement,  and  publike  benefit  to  take  into 
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your  conlideracon  fomc  way  of  comfortable  mayntenance  for  that  Schoole  of  the 
Prophets  that  now  is :  For  although  hitherto  God  hath  carryed  on  that  worke  by  a 
fpeciall  hand  and  that  not  without  fome  euedent  fruit  and  fucceffe  yet  it  is  found  by 
too  fad  experience,  that  for  want  of  fome  externall  fupplys  many  are  difcouraged  from 
fending  their  children  (though  pregnant  and  fitt  to  take  the  left  impreffion)  therevnto, 
others  that  are  fent  their  parents  enforced  to  take  them  away  too  foone  or  to  their 
owne  houfes  too  oft  as  not  able  to  minifter  any  comfortable  and  feafonable  maynte- 
nance to  them  therein.  And  thofe  who  are  continued  not  without  much  preffure  ge- 
nerally to  the  feeble  abillities  of  their  parents  or  other  private  frends  who  beare  the 
burthen  therein  aloane,  If  therefore  it  were  commended  by  you  at  leaft  to  the  free- 
dome  of  euery  famyly  (which  is  able  and  willing  to  giue)  throughout  the  plantacons 
to  give  yearely  but  the  fourth  part  of  a  bufhel  of  Corne,  or  fomethinge  equiuolent 
therevnto.  And  for  this  end  if  euery  Minifter  were  defired  to  ftirr  up  the  hearts  of 
the  people  once  in  the  fitted  feafon  in  the  yeare  to  be  freely  enlarged  therein  and  one 
or  two  faythfull  and  fitt  men  appoynted  in  each  towne  to  receiue  and  feafonably  to' 
fend  in  what  fhalbe  thus  giuen  by  them.  It  is  conceiued  that  as  no  man  would  feelc 
any  greevance  hereby,  fo  it  would  be  a  bleffed  meanes  of  comfortable  prouifion  for 
the  dyett.  of  diuers  fuch  ftudients  as  may  ftand  in  neede  of  fome  fupport,  and  be 
thought  meete  and  worthy  to  be  continued  a  fitt  feafon  therein.  And  becaufe  it  may 
feeme  an  vnmeete  thing  for  this  one  to  fuck  and  draw  away  all  that  norimment  which 
the  like  Schooles  may  neede  in  after  tymes  in  other  Colonies,  your  wifdomes  there- 
fore may  fet  downe  what  limmitacons  you  pleafe,  or  choofe  any  other  way  you  ftiall 
think  more  meete  for  this  defired  prefent  fupply,  your  religious  care  hereof  as  it  can- 
not but  be  pleafing  to  him  whofe  you  are  and  whom  now  you  ferue,  fo  the  fruit  here- 
of may  hereafter  aboundantly  teftyfye  that  your  labour  herein  hath  not  beene  in 
vayne. 

The  Gouemment  of  Maffachufetts  may  receiue  Martins  vineyard  into  their  Jurif- 
diccon  if  they  fee  caufe. 

The  Jurifdiccon  of  Coneetacutt  hath  the  fame  liberty  for  Southhampton  vpon 
Long  Hand. 

Whereas  a  queftion  hath  beene  fomerly  propounded  betwixt  the  Maffachufetts  and 
Mr.  Fenwick  about  the  runing  of  the  Maffachufetts  line  in  referrence  to  Woranoakc 
where  Mr.  Hopkins  and  Mr.  Whiteing  haue  purchafed  lands  from  the  Indians  and 
haue  built  and  are  poffeffed  of  a  trading  there  with  the  Indians.  And  whereas  the 
prefent  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufetts  produced  an  Order  of  Court  made  at 
Maffachufetts  wherein  Mr.  Fenwick  promifed  to  cleare  the  title  to  Woronoak  as  not 
within  the  Maffachufetts  line  at  or  before  this  meeting  or  elfe  to  fubmitt  yt  to  the 
Maffachufetts  Gouernment,  The  Comiffioners  fyndthat  Mr.  Fenwick  hath  not  yet  clear- 
ed his  title  by  Patent  to  woronoak,  and  therefore  fee  not  for  the  prefent  but  that  the 
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trading  houfe  and  lands  at  woroack  doth  fall  vndcr  all  juft  orders  made  at  the  Mafia, 
chufetts  with  other  trading  houfes  and  land  within  that  Jurifdiccon,  till  the  title  be 
further  cleared.  But  the  proprietie  of  the  land  to  be  left  to  the  Purchafors  they 
makeing  their  title  appeare,  prouided  it  exceede  not  a  thoufand  acrees. 

It  is  ordered  that  no  perfon  within  any  of  the  vnited  Colonies  {hall  directly  or  indi- 
rectly fell  to  any  Indians  either  pouder  ftiott  bulletts  guns  (words  daggers  arrow  heads 
or  any  amunition  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  for  one  nor  {hall  any  Smyth  or  other 
perfon  whatfoeuer  mend  any  gunn  or  other  foremenconed  weapon  belonging  to  any 
Indian  vnder  the  aforefaid  penalty.  And  it  is  comended  vnto  the  ferious  confideracon 
of  the  feuerall  Jurifdiccons  whether  it  be  not  expedient  and  neceffary  to  prohibit  the 
felling  of  the  aforefaid  ammunition  either  to  the  French  or  Dutch,  or  to  any  other 
that  do  commonly  trade  the  fame  with  Indians. 

Whereas  there  was  a  petition  prefented  to  the  Commiffioners  for  a  proporcon  of 
pouder  and  other  guifts  giuen  to  New  England  in  generall.  It  is  thought  fitt  that 
what  appeares  to  be  fo  giuen  {hall  be  diuided  according  to  a  juft  proporcon  referuing 
the  particuler  guifts  giuen  to  each  Jurifdiccon  as  proper  to  themfelues. 

The  Comiffioners  fynding  that  in  that  intercourfe  of  occations  which  they  may 
haue  with  their  neighbours  whether  Dutch  French  Sweeds  or  others  ayd  may  be 
demaunded  or  liberty  and  permiffion  for  voluntaries  to  ftrengthen  and  affift  one  par- 
ty which  may  bee  lyable  to  mifconftruccon  and  haffard  the  peace  of  the  Colonies.  It 
is  therefore  ordered  that  no  Jurifdiccon  within  this  Confederacon  {hall  permitt  any 
voluntaries  to  go  forth  in  a  warlike  way  againft  any  people  whatfoeuer  without  order 
and  direccon  of  the  Comiffioners  of  the  feuerall  Jurifdiccons. 

"Whereas  the  Trade  with  the  Indians  in  thefe  parts  is  or  may  be  of  great  Concern  c- 
rnent,  but  with  all  fubjedl:  to  many  queftions  and  differences,  as  whether  eich  Jurif- 
diccon {halbe  limmitted  and  reftrayned  to  their  owne  knowne  and  allowed  bounds, 
whether  in  each  Jurifdiccon  each  particuler  perfon  {hall  haue  liberty  at  his  difcretion 
to  mannage  a  particular  trade  according  to  his  opportunitie,  or  whether  the  trade 
{halbe  rented  out  to  fome  either  at  certaine  yearely  rate,  or  fuch  proporcon  by  the 
hundred  or  Ikinn,  ©r  whether  as  the  Colonies  are  now  vnited,  fo  a  generall  ftock  be 
raifed  for,  and  throughout  them  all,  into  which  each  man  {hall  haue  liberty  to  put 
in  as  he  is  able  and  willing.  The  Comiffioners  conceived  this  latter  more  profita- 
ble and  honorable  and  accordingly  agreed  to  comend  it  to  their  generall  Courts  in  their 
feuerall  Jurifdiccons  with  thefe  following  confideracons. 

i.  It  is  conceiued  that  a  ftock  of  fiue  or  fix  thoufand  pounds  may  begin  fuch 
a  Trade,  but  Tenn  thoufand  or  more  may  comfortably  and  to  good  advantage 
be  ymployed  in  yt. 

2.ThatineachPlantacon  euerymanmay  either  put  in  his  proporcon  vnder  his  owne 
name  (prouidedhe  put  not  in  leffe  thanxxlb.)  ordiuers  mayput  in  vnder  thename  offome 
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one  whom  they  generally  trufl  and  are  fatisfyed  in,  And  in  fuch  cafe  he  whofe  name 
is  ufed,  to  be  called  an  vndertaker  or  feoffee,  and  all  the  reft  adventurers. 

3.  That  in  each  Jurifdiccon  two  or  three  be  chofen  by  the  vndertakers  to  mannage 
this  joynt  flock,  by  providing  Comodities  for  trade,  fetling  tradeing  houfes  hireing 
factors  or  fervants  to  trade  with  the  Indians,  receiving  the  Beaver  or  other  proceeds 
of  the  trade  from  them  with  accounts  from  tyme  to  tyme  and  what  els  may  be 
neceffary  and  ordered  as  proper  to  their  place  and  thefe  to  be  called  com- 
mittees. 

4.  That  if  the  feueral  Generall  Courts  approue  this  courfc  of  trading  by  a  joynt 
flock  every  man  may  have  tyme  with  in  three  months  after  to  vnderwrite  what  hee 
will  furnifh  for  the  trade,  and  fix  months  after  to  pay  it  in.  Prouided  that  whatever 
any  man  vnderwrites  no  more  fhalbe  accounted  or  expected  then  what  he  payeth  in 
with  in  the  aforefaid  fix  months. 

5.  For  the  payment  of  euery  mans  proporcon,  either  money  Englifh  com- 
modities fitt  for  trade,  wampom  Beauer  Englifh  Corne  or  cattell  fitt  for  the  Butcher 
or  markett  fhalbe  accepted  :  fo  that  by  the  comittees  they  bee  duly  and  indif- 
ferrently  rated,  that  they  may  equall  to  the  payment  of  others  that  no  man  be 
wronged. 

6.  That  this  way  of  tradeing  with  due  priuiledges  be  eflablifhec  by  each  Gene- 
rall Court  for  tenn  yeares  and  that  all  Interlopers  both  our  owne  and  others  be  re- 
ftrayned  afmuch  as  may  be. 

7.  That  the  accounts  of  this  joynt  flock  be  made  by  the  aforefaid   Comittees. 
euery  yeare  and  tendred  to  the  view  of  the  Comiffioners  in  each  Jurifdiccon  before 
this  yearely  meeting  in  September.     And  that  after  the  firfl  yeare  fo  much  of  the 
gayne  and  profitts  (if  it  pleafe  God  to  profper  the  trade)  be  deuided  as  the  Comifli- 
oners  for  the  Colonies  with  the  aforefaid  Comittees  fhall  thinke  meete. 

8.  The  aforefaid  Comittees  to  haue  fuch  allowance  and  confideracon  for  their 
care  and  paynes  in  mannageing  this  joynt  flock  as  the  vndertakers  fhall  thinke 
meete. 

9.  Whereas  it  is  concerned  there  will  be  a  generall  Court  in  each  Jurifdiccon 
this  next  enfuing  month  or  the  begining  of  November  where  thefe  propoficons  may 
be  ferioufly  confidered,  the  ComifTioners  promife  mutually  to  certefy  each  other 
what  entertainement  they  fynd  that  accordingly  each  Jurifdiccon,  and  trader  may 
order  their  owne  occations. 

Some  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Roade  Hand  haiie^n  intimated  a  willingnes  to  be  re- 
ceiued  into  and  vnder  the  Gouernment  of  one  of  the  Colonies,  The  ComifTioners 
confidering  that  by  an  vtter  refufall,  they  may  by  the  difcords  and  diuifions  among 
themfelues  be  cxpofed  to  fome  greate  inconvenyences,  and  hopeing  many  of  them 
may  be  reduced  to  a  better  frame  by  gouernment  thought  fitt  that  if  the  major  part 
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and  fuch  as  haue  mod  interred  in  the  Hand  will  abfolutely  and  without  refervacoii 
fubmitt  cither  the  Maffachufetts  or  Plymouth  may  receive  them. 

It  is  agreed  by  way  of  explanacon  of  ihe  fourth  Article  that  in  each  meeting  of 
the  Comiffioners  in  September  they  alwayes  bring  with  them  the  true  number  of  all 
their  males  from  fixteene  to  fixty  yeares  of  age  That  till  the  next  yeares  meeting  in 
any  occation  of -ayde  the  number  of  men  to  be  fent  from  each  Jurifdiccon  fhall  con- 
tinue as  was  ordered  in  September  1643  but  all  charges  paft  which  falLvpon  the 
Colonies  by  the  Articles  fhalbe  payd  according  to  the  number  of  males  lall  yearc 
brought  in,  and  all  future  charges  for  this  yeare  according  to  the  number  to  be 
brought  in  in  September  1645. 

There  being  a  queftion  propounded  of  what  efteeme  and  force  a  verdift  or  fen- 
tence  of  any  one  Court  within  the  Colonies  ought  to  be  of  in  the  Court  of  another 
Jurifdiccon  the  Comiffioners  well  weighing  the  fame  thought  fitt  to  comend  it  to  the 
feueral  Generall  Courts,  that  euery  fuch  verdict  or  fentence  may  haue  a  due  refpeft 
in  any  other  Court  through  the  Colonies  where  occafion  may  be  to  make  vfe 
of  it  and  that  it  be  accounted  good  euidence  for  the  plaintiffe  vntill  either  better 
euidence  or  fome  other  jufl  caufe  appeare  to  alter  or  make  the  fame  voyde,  and 
that  in  fuch  cafe  the  yffuing  of  the  caufe  in  queftion  be  refpited  for  fome  convenient 
tyme,  that  the  Court  may  be  aduifed  which  were  the  verdift  or  fentence  firft 
paffed. 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufetts  informeing  what  ayd  had  formerly  beene 
afforded  to  Mons.  de  la  Toure  at  his  owne  charg  by  fome  marchants  or  other  vo- 
lunteers out  of  the  Bay  without  publike  order  or  allowance  that  Mons.  de  Aulney 
hath  fince  given  out  Commiffions  to  take  any  veffells  belonging  to  the  faid  Bay  : 
that  Mons.  de  la  Toure  is  or  lately  was  in  the  Bay  defireing  further  ayde  againft 
Mons.  de  Aulney  that  the  Magiftrates  in  the  Maffachufetts  haue  not  onely  refufed 
to  graunt  any  further  Affiftance,  but  by  .a  publike  Declaracon  haue  ftri&ly  forbid- 
den all  theires  (faue  in  their  owne  defence)  either  as  volunteers  or  any  other  way  to 
do  any  hoftile  aft  againft  Mons.  de  Aulney  or  any  of  his  till  further  confideracon 
and  order.  And  that  the  Counfell  for  the  Maffachufetts  haue  written  to  Mons.  de 
Aulney  that  the  former  ayde  was  carryed  by  private  men  hyred  by  Mons.  de  la 
Toure  at  his  own  charge  and  had  no  Comiffion  countenance  nor  any  allowance  from 
the  generall  Court  or  Gouernment  there  fettled,  that  if  it  appeare  any  injurie  haue 
beene  donn  by  any  of  them  in  that  courfe,  they  will  as  they  may  prouide  for  a  due 
repaire  and  for  that  purpofe  are  ready  and  do  defire  that  in  a  faire  treaty  confidera- 
con may  be  taken  of  all  former  paffages  and  greevances  betwixt  the  Englifh  now 
vnited  in  thefe  Colonies  and  himfelf  and  his  Company,  that  due  fatisfaccon  may  be 
giuen  and  receiued  and  peace  and  a  neighbourly  correfpondence  preferued  and  con- 
tinued betwixt  them.  And  in  the  meane  tyme  that  their  Merchants-may  proceed  in 
1  their

their  lawfull  trades  without  difturbance,  but  what  anfwere  or  fucceffe  they  may 
receiue  or  fynd  is  yet  doubtfull,  wnerefore  they  defired  advice  from  the  Comiffion- 
ers  how  to  proceed  further  in  thefe  treaties  or  affaires  with  Mons.  de  Aulney. 

The  Comiffioners  ferioufly  confidering  the  premiffes  did  fully  approoue  the  late  offer 
of  a  faire  and  neighburly  treaty  to  confider  of  greevances  mutually  that  juft  repara- 
cons  may  bee  accordingly  made  and  if  occation  require  themfelues  flialbe  ready  to 
fecond  and  confirme  that  foremenconed  offer  that  Juftice  may  be  furthered  and  peace 
with  the  fweet  fruits  of  it  continued  but  if  notwithstanding  thofe  juft  propoficons 
made  by  the  Maffachufetts  Monf.  de  Aulney  fhall  refufe  to  treat,  or  neglecl:  to  call 
back  his  firftComiffions,  if  he  mail  profeffe  a  refolucon  for  warr  or  proceede  in  Cour- 
fes  of  aftuall  hofti'.itie  affaultingor  feizeingany  of  theveffells  belonging  to  any  of  the 
Colonies  either  at  fea  or  in  any  harbour,  before  any  attempt  or  further  juft  provocacon 
haue  beene  offerred  by  any  of  the  Englifh  then  it  ftialbe  lawfull  for  the  generall 
Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  to  graunt  a  lymmitted  Comiffion  to  any  of  theires  to  re- 
paire  themfelues  and  by  feizeing  any  veffells  of  his  to  recouver  their  loffes.  And  fur- 
ther if  it  be  apparent  to  the  faid  generall  Court  that  Monf.  dc  Aulney  be  fo  refolued 
vpon  warr  that  peace  and  neighbourly  correfpondency  cannot  beehad  vpon  any  equal 
termes.  Then  it  may  be  lawfull  for  the  faid  Court  in  the  name  and  for  the  ufe  of 
the  faid  vnited  Colonies  to  treate  with  Monf.  de  la  Toure  and  if  he  be  willing  to  pur- 
chafe  all  his  right  and  title  to  the  lands  forts  and  appurtenances  at  St.  John's  Riuer, 
or  if  hee  will  not  part  with  it,  they  may  then  take  the  beftand  fpeedyeft  courfe  they 
can  according  to  rules  of  juftice  and  prudence  at  his  charge  to  fecure  Monf.  de  la 
Toures  fort  there,  that  yt  fall  not  into  the  hands  of  fuch  an  implacable  enemie.  But 
in  fuch  cafe  the  Comifiioners  for  the  vnited  Colonies  are  to  be  fumoned  afsoone  as  the 
feafon  will  permitt  to  afford  their  further  aduice  and  direccon  in  a  bufineffe  of  fo  great 
importance  and  concernement. 

Whereas  a  peticon  was  deliuered  to  the  Comiffionersdefireing  the  mending  of  fome 
places  in  the  way  from  the  Bay  to  Coneetacutt.  It  was  agreed  that  it  be  left  to  Mr. 
Hopkins  Prefident,  to  take  care  for  the  prouideing  fome  man  or  men  to  fynd  and  lay 
out  the  beft  way  to  the  Bay,  and  the  charge  to  be  borne  by  the  whole. 

A  motion  being  made  by  the  Comiffioners  of  Plymouth  that  fatisfaccon  might  be 
required  of  Monf.  de  Aulney  for  the  injurie  donn  to  them  at  Matthebiquatus  in 
Penobfcott  The  Comiffioners  thought  meete  to  deferr  the  fame  till  they  fee  what 
anfwere  the  faid  Monf.  de  Aulney  will  returne  to  a  lettre  fent  him  by  the  Magiftrates 
of  the  Maffachufetts  wherein  that  particuler  is  menconed  and  that  therevpon  it  be 
taken  into  further  confideracon. 

Whereas  by  a  wife  Providence  of  God  two  of  the  Jurifdiccons  in  the  wefterne 
parts  vizt.  Coneetacut  and  New  Hauen  haue  beene  lately  exercifedby  fondry  infolen- 
cies  and  outrages  from  the  Indians,     As  firft  an  Englifhman  running  from  his  matter 

out 
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out  of  the  MafTarhufetts  was  murthered  in  the  woods  in  or  neere  the  limmitts  of" 
Coneetacut  JurifUiccon  and  about  fix  weeks  after  vpon  difcouery  by  an  Indian  the 
Indian  Sagamore  in  thofe  parts  promifed  to  deliuer  the  murtherrer  to  the  Englifh 
bound,  and  haueing  accordingly  brought  him  within  the  fight  of  Vncowa  by -their 
joynt  confent  as  it  is  informed  he  was  there  vnbound  andleft  to  fhift  for  himfelf, where- 
vpon  tenn  Engliflimen  forthwith  comeing  to  the  place,  being  feat  by  Mr.  Ludlow  at 
the  Indians  defire  to  receiue  the  murtherrer,  whoe  feeing  him  efcaped,  layd  hold  of 
viij  or  ix  Indians  there  prefent  amongft  whom  there  was  a  Sagamore  or  two,  and 
kept  them  in  hold  two  dayes,  till  foure  Sagamores  engaged  themfelues  within  one 
month  to  deliuer  the  prifoner  and  about  a  week  after  this  agreement  an  Indian  came 
prefumptuoufly,  and  with  guile  in  the  day  tyme,  and  murtheroufly  affaulted  an 
Englifh  wooman  in  her  houfe  at  Stamford,  and  by  three  wounds  fuppofed  mortall  left 
her  for  dead  after  hee  had  robbed  the  houfe,  by  which  paffages  the  Englifh  were 
provoaked,  and  called  to  a  due  confideracon  of  their  owne  fafetie,  and  the  Indians 
generally  in  thofe  partes  arofe  in  an  hoftile  manner,  rtfufed  to  come  to  the  Englifh 
to  carry  on  treaties  of  peace  departed  from  their  wigwams  left  their  corne  vnwceded 
and  ihewed  themfelues  tumultuoufly  about  fome  of  the  Englifh  Plantacons,  and  fhott 
of  peeces  within  heareing  of  the  Towne,  and  fome  Indians  came  to  the  Englifh  and  tould 
them  the  Indians  would  fall  vpon  them  foe  that  moft  of  the  Englifh  thought  it  vnfitfe 
to  trauell  in  thofe  parts  by  land  and  fome  of  the  Plantacons  were  put  vpon  ftrong 
watch  and  ward  night  and  day,  and  could  not  attend  their  priuate  occations  and  yet 
diftrufted  their  owne  ftrengthe  for  their  defence,  wherevpon  Hartford  and  New 
Hauen  were  fent  vnto  for  ayde,  and  faw  caufe  both  to  fend  both  in  the  weaker  parts 
of  their  owne  Jurifdiccons  thus  in  danger  and  New  Hauen  for  convenyency  of  Scit- 
tuacon  fent  ayd  to  Vncowah  though  belonging  to  Coneetacutt  of  all  which  paffages 
they  prefently  acquainted  the  Comiffioners  in  theBay  and  had  allowance  and  approbacon 
from  the  generall  Court  there  with  direccon  neither  to  haften  a  warr  nor  tobeare  fuch 
infolencies  too  long  which  courfes  though  chargable  to  themfelues,  yet  through 
Gods  bleffing  they  hope  the  fruite  is  and  wilbe  fweete  and  wholefome  to  all  the  Co- 
lonies the  murtherrers  are  fince  deliuered  to  Juftice  the  publike  peace  preferued  for 
the  prefent  and  probably  may  be  better  fecured  for  the  future.  The  Comiffioners 
for  Coneetacut  and  New  Hauen  for  their  Jurifdiccons  who  haue  expended  thefe 
charges  in  the  aforefaid  caufe  propounded  how  they  fhould  be  borne  whether  by  the 
Colonies  or  the  aforefaid  Jurifdiccons  which  being  confidered  and  the  articles  for 
confederacon,  the  greater  part  of  Comiffioners  concerned  that  till,  war  be  begunn 
vpon  fome  one  of  the  Colonies  by  an  aftuall  affault,  no  charg  fhalbe  expefted  from 
the  reft  of  the  Jurifdiccons.  And  the  Comiffioners  doejoyatly  agree  that  in  any 
fuch  affault  or  warr  begunn  vpon  any  one  of  them  no  charge  is  to  be  borne  by  the 
reft  till  all  the  grounds  and  occations  of  the  warr  be  confidered  and  the  Jurifdiccon 
4  invaded 
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invaded  cleared  by  the  Comiffioners  according  to  the  articles,  but  being  cleared  then 
from  the  beginning  of  the  warr  the  charge  to  fall  vpon  the  Colonies  according  to 
their  proporcon  wherein  the  French  bufines  (if  there  be  caufe)  fliall  be  taken  into 
confideracon,  and  the  order  now  entred  in  this  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  fhalbe 
of  no  force  to  guide  the  matter  of  charge  in  any  warr  which  may  follow  any  further 
then  the  articles  thus  expounded  require. 

Vpon  certaine  differences  between  the  Maffachufetts  and  Mr.  Whiting  with 
others  concerneing  an  agreement  beareing  date  xiiijth  of  the  fourth  month  1641  con- 
cerning two  patents  vpon  the  Riuer  of  Pafcataque.  The  comffioners  for  the  Maffa- 
chufetts pleaded  that  their  general  Court  intended  not  to  graunt  any  lands  to  the  fore- 
faid  Gentlemen  but  onely  to  receiue  from  them  what  then  was  conceued  to  be  theirs 
vpon  a  fuppoficon  that  the  Patents  of  the  faid  gentlemen  were  amienter  than  that  of 
the  Maffachufetts,  and  defired  that  fome  courfe  might  be  thought  vpon  andfetled, 
whereby  the  townes  on  the  faid  River  might  enjoy  fuch  liberties  as  other  Townes  in 
the  Bay  doe  according  to  a  claufe  in  the  faid  agreement,  or  otherwife  they  fhalbe 
forced  to  furrender  which  being  duly  confidered  it  apppeared  to  the  reft  of  the  Co- 
miffioners that  in  the  agreement  menconed  the  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  do  graunt 
or  confent  to  the  referuacon  therein  expreffed  and  promife  to  affift  them  by  all  legall 
courfes  in  the  mayntenance  of  thofe  referuacons,  and  that  in  making  the  faid  agree- 
ment there  was  a  debate  and  agitacon  both  aboute  the  Maffachufetts  line  and  date  of 
the  two  Patents  but  they  were  by  the  faid  Court  layd  afi.de  that  the  faid  Agreement 
might  precede  and  be  concluded,  and  the  Comiffioners  conceiue  that  that  claufe 
wherein  there  is  mention  of  liberties  referrs  onely  to  Jurifdiccou,  and  cannot  infring 
or  weaken  the  gentlemens  propertie  in  th;e  lands  referued  by  the  faid  agreement  :  yet 
they  think  it  reafonable  and  juft,  that  the  Gentlemen  afford  fome  fuch  further  accom 
modacon  in  land  to  the  Inhabitants,  as  by  which  they  may  comfortably  fubfift  and 
enjoy  ordinances  among  them  though  no  fuch  thing  be  expreffecTor  prouided  for  in 
the  agreement  before  menconed. 

Vpon  the  reading  of  A  letter  from  the  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  to  the  Comil 
lioners  dated  the  fecond  of  the  vijth  month  1644  and  vpon  a  ferious  confideracon 
among  themfelues  how  the  fpreading  courfe  of  Error  might  be  ftayed,  and  the 
Truths  wherein  the  Churches  of  New  England  walke  fet  upon  their  owne  firme  and 
cleare  foundacons  The  Comiffioners  propounded  to  and  receiued  from  the  Elders 
now  prefent  at  Hartford  as  followeth. 

£ueft.  Whether  the  Elders  may  not  be  intreated  ferioufly  to  confider  of  fome  con- 
feffion  of  Docti  ine^nd  Difcipline  with  folid  Ground  to  be  approued  by  the  Churches, 
and  publiftied  by  confent  (till  further  light)  for  the  confirmeing  the  weake  among 
ourfelues,  and  (toping  the  mouths  of  aduerfaries  abroad.   - 

Anf. 
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Anf.  Wee  who  are  here  prefent  in  all  thankfullnes  acknowledg  your  Chriflian  and 
Religious  care  to  further  the  good  of  our  Churches  and  pofterytie,  and  do  readily 
entertaine  the  motion  ;  and  (hall  ufe  our  beft  dilligence  and  indeavour  to  acquaint  the 
reft  of  our  breethren  with  yt,  and  (hall  ftudy  to  anfwere  your  deiires  and  expec- 
tacon  aflbone  as  God  fhall  giue  a  fitt  feafon. 

Whereas  there  hath  beene  fome  differrence  betweene  the  Maflachufetts  and  New 
Plymouth  concerneing  A  plantacon  now  called  Seacunck,  to  which  Jurifdiccoa  it 
fhould  belong  and  appertaine,  which  was  now  referred  by  both  parties  to  the  Co- 
miffioners  and  an  abftraft  or  copy  of  a  claufe  of  Plymouth  Patent  expreffing  and  lim- 
miting  their  bounds  fhewedvnto  them  :  By  which  it  appeareth  that  A  Countrey  or 
place  called  Poccanokick  (alias)  Sewamfett  is  graunted  vnto  them.  The  Comiffion- 
ers  not  conceiueing  that  the  claufe  (alias)  Sewamfet  as  there  exprefled  mould  ftreaten 
the  limmitts  and  improueing  an  oppertunitie  of  the  Narrohigganfet  Deputies  now 
prefent  do  find  Seacunck  clearely  within  the  limmits  fo  graunted  to  New  Plymouth, 
And  therefore  adjudg  that  unleffe  better  euedence  be  brought  at  or  before  the  Co- 
miffioners  meeteing  the  next  yeare  in  September  Seacunck  doth  and  fhould  fall  into 
the  Jurifdiccon  of  New  Plymouth. 

Thomas  Stanton  vpon  his  returne  informed  that  heejiad  fully  acquainted  the  Nar- 
rohigganfet Sagomores  with  the  contents  of  his  inftruccons  that  they  confulting 
amonge  themfelues  and  with  Kienemo  one  of  the  Nayantick  Sachems  had  fent  a  Sa- 
gamore with  other  confiderable  perfons  as  their  deputies  with  direccon  and  full  power 
to  charge  Vncus  and  to  treate  with  the  Englifti  promifeing  to  ratify  and  confirme  what 
the  faid  Deputies  fliall  agree  and  conclude,  wherevpon  the  Comiffioners  gaue  a  full 
heareing  bothe  to  the  Narrohigganfet  Deputies  and  to  Vncus  Sagamore  of  the  Mo- 
hegans  concerneing  a  pretended  ranfome  for  Myantenomo  and  as  the  yfiue  found, 
that  though  feueral  difcourfes  had  paffed  from  Vncus  and  his  men  that  for  fuch  quan- 
tities of  wampom  and  fuch  parcells  of  other  goods  to  a  great  value  there  might  haue 
been  fome  probabilitie  of  fpareing  his  life,  yet  no  fuch  parcells  were  brought  :  But 
Vncus  denyeth,  and  the  NarrohigganfetDeputies  did  not  alleadg,  much  lefle  proue  that 
any  ranfome  was  agreed,  nor  fo  much  as  any  treaty  begunn  to  redeeme  their  imprifoned 
Sachim.  And  for  that  wampoms  and  goods  fent  as  they  were  but  fmale  parcells  and 
fcarce  confiderable  for  fuch  a  purpofe,  a  part  of  them  difpofed  by  Myantinomo  him- 
felf  to  Vncus  his  Counfellors  and  Captaines  for  fome  favour  either  pad  or  hoped  for 
and  part  were  giuen  and  fent  to  Vncus  and  to  his  Squa  for  preferueing  his  life  fo 
long  and  vfeing  him  curteoufly  during  his  Imprifonment.  Wherefore  the  Comiffi- 
oners declared  to  the  Narrohigganfett  Deputies  as  followeth. 
i.  That  they  did  not  fynd  any  proofe  of  any  ranfome  agreed. 
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2.  It  appeared  not  that  any  wampom  had  beene  payed  as  a  ranfome  or  part  of  a 
ranfomefor  Myantinomos  life. 

3.  That  if  they  had  in  any  meafure  proued  their  charg  againft  Vncus,  The  Co- 
miffioners would  haue  required  him  to  haue  made  anfwerable  fatisfaccon. 

4.  That  if  hereafter  they  can  make  fatisfying  proofe  the  Englifh  will  confider  the 
fame  and  proceede  accordingly. 

5.  The  Comiffioners  did  require  that  neither  themfelues  nor  the  Nyanticks  make 
aDy  warr  or  injurious  affault  vpon  Vncus  or  any  of  his  company  vntill  they  make 
proofe  of  the  ranfome  charged.  And  that  due  fatisfaccon  be  denyed  vnlefse  he  firft 
affault  them. 

6.  That  if  they  affault  Vncus  the  Englifli  are  engaged  to  affift  him.  Herevpon 
the  Narrohigganfet  Sachim  aduifeing  with  the  other  Deputies  engaged  himfelf  in  the 
behalf  of  the  Narrohigganfets  and  Nayanticks  That  no  hoftile  a&s  fliould  be  com- 
mitted vpon  Vncus  or  any  of  his,  vntill  after  the  next  planting  of  Come.  And  that 
after  that,  before  they  begin  any  warr  they  will  giue  thirty  dayes  warneing  to  the 
Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  or  Coneftacutt. 

The  Comiffioners  approoueing  of  this  offer,  and  takeing  their  engagement  Wider 
their  hands  required  Vncus  as  hee  expe&ed  the  continuance  of  the  favour  of  the 
Englifli  to  obferue  the  fame  terms  of  peace  with  the  Narrohtgganfetts  and  theirs. 

Thefe  foregoing  conclufions  were  fubfcribed  by  the  Comiffioners  for  the  feveral 
Jurifdiccons  this  xixth  September  1644.

Weetowifse  one  of  the  Narrohigganfet  Sachims  Pummumfli  (alias)  Pumumflie  and 
Pawpianet  two  of  the  Narrohigganfet  Captaines  being  fent  with  two  of  the  Narrohig- 
ganfet Indians  as  Deputies  from  the  Narrohigganfet  and  Nayantick  Sachims  to  make 
proofe  of  the  ranfome  they  pretended  was  giuen  for  their  late  Sachims  life  as  alfotomake 
knowne  fome  other  greevances  they  had  againft  Vncus  Sachim  of  the  Mohiggins  did  in 
conclufion  promife  and  engage  themfelues  (according  to  the  power  committed  to  them) 
That  there  fliould  be  no  warr  begunnby  any  of  the  Narrohigganfets  or  Nayantick  Indi- 
ans with  the  Mohegan  Sachim  or  his  men  till  after  the  next  planting  tyme  :  And  that 

after 
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after  that,  before  they  begin  warr,  or  ufeany  hoftillity  towards  them,  they  will  giue 
thirty  dayes  warneing  thereof  to  the  Gouernment  of  the  Maflachufetts  or  Conettacutt. 

Hartford  the  xv\\)th  of  September,  1644.

The  within  named  Narrohigganfets  Deputies  did  further  promife  That  if  contrary 
to  this  Agreement  any  of  the  Nayantick  Pecoatts  fhould  make  any  affault  vpon  Vncus 
or  any  of  his,  they  would  deliuer  them  vp  to  the  Englifh  to  be  punifhed  according 
to  their  demeritts.  And  that  they  would  not  vfe  any  njeanes  to  procure  the  Maw- 
hakes  to  come  againft  Vncus  during  this  truce. 


Bo/ion,  Maffachufetts  the  28//;  of  the  fift  month  1645. 

AT  a  meetinge  extraordinary  of  the  Comiffioners  of  the  Vnited  Colonies  called 
by  fpeciall  Order  of  the  general  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts  John  Winthrope  Her- 
bert Pellame  Efqrs.  Mr.  Thomas  Prence  Mr.  John  Browne  gent.  George  Phenwick 
and  Edward  Hopkins  Efqrs.  Theophilus  Eaton  and  Mr.  Steeven  Goodyer. 

An  order  of  the  general  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts  dated  the  xiiijth  of  the  third 
month  1645  was  fhewed  whereby  John  Winthrope  and  Herbert  Pellame  Efqrs.  were' 
chofen  Comiflioners  according  the  tenure  of  the  Articles  for  this  prefente  yeare  vn- 
til  new  be  chofen. 

An  order  of  the  generall  Court  of  Plymouth  dated  the  fourth  of  the  fourth  month 
1645  was  likewife  produced  whereby  Mr.  Thorn.  Prence  and  Mr  John  Browne  were 
chofen  Comiflioners  according  to  the  tenure  of  the  Articles  for  this  prefent  yeare. 

A  like  Order  of  the  generall  Court  at  Hartford  for  the  Jurifdiccon  of  Conneeta- 
cute  was  produced  whereby  George  Fenwick  and  Edward  Hopkins  Efq'rs.  were 
chofen  Comiflioners  according  to  the  tenure  of  the  Articles  &c.  for  this  prefente 
yeare  which  order  was  dated  the  ixth  of  the  fift  month  1645. 

A  like  Order  of  the  generall  Court  at  New  Hauen  dated  the  xxxth  of  the 
eight  month  1644  was  fhewed  forth  whereby  Mr.  Theophilus  Eaton  and  Mr  Stee- 
phen  Goodyer  were  chofen  Comiflioners  according  to  the  tenure  of  the  Articles  &c. 
for  a  yeare  then  following. 

John  Winthrope  was  chofen  Prefldent  for  this  meeting  of  the  Comiflioners.

The  Comiffioners  defired  to  know  the  fpecialt  occafton  of  this  meeting,  the  Comil- 
fioners  of  the  Maffachufetts  anfwered  That  it  was  concerneing  the  French  bufmeffe, 
which  not  being  fully  prepared  this  Day  and  the  warrs  betwixt  Pifficus  and  Vncus 
being  begunn  and  requireing  fpeedy  courfe  &c.  It  was  agreed  to  take  that  firft  into 
confideracon  according  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  affaires,  It  was  thought  fitt  to  fend  mef- 
fengers  forthwith  to  both  the  parties  to  procure  the  Narrohigganfett  and  Mohig- 
gen  Sachems  to  come  or  fend  to  Bofton  and  Inftruccons  were  drawne  accordingly  as 
followeth. 

Inftruccons  for  Serjeant  John  Dames  Benedict  Arnold  and  Francis  Smyth  fent  by 
the  Comiffioners  of  the  Vnited  Colonies  of  New  England  to  Piffecus  Canonna- 
cus  and  other  the  Sachems  of  the  Narrohigganfett  and  Neantick  Indians  And  to 
Vncus  Sagamore  of  the  Mohegans. 

i.  YOU  fhall  inform  thaboue  menconed  Sagamores  refpecYiuely  that  the  Comiffi- 
oners for  all  the  Englifli  Colonies  namely  the  Maffachufetts  New  Plymouth  Conneeta- 
cutt  and  NewHauen  whoe  haue  full  power  and  Authoryty  from  all  the  faid  Jurifdic- 
cons  to  confider  and  conclude  both  of  peace  and  warr  and  by  all  juft  meanes  to 
prouide  for  the  fafety  and  welfare  of  the  Countrey  are  now  mett  together  at 
Boftone. 

2.  That  the  Comiffioners  take  knowledg  both  of  fome  vnderhand  on  eich  parte 
made  one  againft  the  other  contrary  to  the  true  meaneing  of  the  late  truce  betwixt 
them  at  Hartford  and  of  feuerall  hoftile  Invafions  made  by  the  Narrohigganfets  vpon 
and  againft  Vncus  and  the  Mohegan  Indians  to  the  difturbance  and  breach  of  the 
peace  which  the  Englifli  haue  fought  to  fettle. 

■}.  That  therefore  the  Comiffioners  haue  lent  you  both  to  the  Narrohigganfet  and 
Mohegan  Sagamores  to  lett  them  know  That  if  it  pleafe  them  to  come  thcmfelues 
or  to  fend  any  confiderable  men  of  theirs  fully  inftrucled  to  declare  2nd  proue  vpon 
what  occations  and  grounds  this  warr  is  thus  broken  out,  and  fully  authorifed  to 
treate  and  conclude  as  occation  fhall  require  the  Comiffioners  without  any  partiall  re- 
fpect  to  either  party  will  confider  the  fome  and  take  the  beft  courfe  they  can  to 
reftore  and  confirme  peace  betwixt  them  for  their  mutuall  fafety  and  advantage. 

4.  The  Comiffioners  do  hereby  promife  and  affure  them  that  they  or  their  meffen- 
gers  fhall  haue  free  liberty  to  come  and  returne  to  treate  profecute  and  conclude  their 
affaires  in  peace  without  moleftacon  or  any  juft  greevance  from  the  Englifli.  And  in 
.  the  name  of  the  Comiffioners  you  fhall  require  of  both  parties  that  during  this  treaty 
no  acls  of  hoftilitie  paffe  either  againft  of  their  feuerall  Plantacons  or  any  of  their 
people  in  their  occations  or  any  of  their  Sagamores  or  Meffengers  in  their  tra- 
vels too  and  froo. 
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5.  If  either  of  the  parties  put  in  excufes  and  feeme  vnwilling  to  come  or  fend 
to  or  fufpend  the  warr  begunn  you  fhall  remember  them  of  their  former 
treaty  made  and  concluded  at  Hartford  fiue  yeares  fmce  wi'h  Mr.Heaynes  and  other 
mageftrats  there  by  which  they  are  both  engaged  to  acquaint  the  Englifh  with  their 
greevances  and  receive  advice  and  direccons  from  them. 

6.  But  if  notwithftanding  they  refufe  to  come  or  fend  you  {hall  acquaint  them  that 
the  Englifh  are  engaged  to  affifl  againft  thefe  hoftile  Invafions  and  that  they  have  fent 
fome  of  their  men  to  defend  Vncus.  You  fhall  therefore  from  the  Comiffioners  de- 
maund  of  the  refufeing  party  what  their  purpofe  is  eich  to  other,  and  on  what  termes 
they  ftand  with  the  Englifh  Colonies  whether  the  former  Treaties  for  peace  fland 
and  remayne  in  force,  or  whether  they  will  afTault  the  Englifh  now  with  the  Mohe- 
gans  that  the  Colonies  may  prouide  acccordingly. 

7.  You  fhall  endeavour  particularly  and  clearly  to  open  euery  one  of  the  former 
Articles  to  the  Sagamores  both  of  the  Narrohigganfetts  and  Mohiggan  Indians  that 
they  may  fully  vnderftand  the  fame,  and  you  Quail  take  their  anfweres  in  writing  to 
eich  particuler  and  when  you  have  fo  donne  reade  their  anfwere  in  thefeuerall  parts 
to  eich  of  them,  that  they  may  owne  the  Returne  they  make,  and  that  wee  may 
know  there  is  noe  miftake. 

Our  faid  Meffengers  being  returned  Benedict  Arnold  our  Interpreter  informed  vs 
vpon  his  oath  of  the  anfwere  hee  received  and  what  vfage  he  found  from  the  two 
Sachims  of  Narrohigganfet  and  Naantick  as  appeares  in  the  Declaracon  hereafter  in- 
ferted.  They  brought  vs  alfo  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Roger  Williams  wherein  hee  affures 
vs  the  warr  would  prefently  breake  forth  and  that  the  Narrohigganfet  Sachims  had 
lately  concluded  a  Neutrallyty  with  Providence  and  the  Townes  vpon  Aquidnett 
Ifland.  "Wherevpon  the  Comiffioners  confidering  the  great  provocations  offerred  and 
the  n'eceffyty  we  fhould  be  put  vnto  of  makeing  warr  vpon  the  Narrohiggan  &c  and 
being  alfo  carefull  in  a  matter  of  fo  greate  weight  and  generall  concernement  to  fee 
the  way  cleared  and  to  giue  fatisfaccon  to  all  the  Colonies  did  think  fin  to  aduife  with 
fuch  of  the  Majeftrats  and  Elders  of  the  Maffachufetts  as  were  then  at  hand,  and  alfo 
with  fome  of  the  Cheefe  Millitary  Commanders  there  who  being  afTembled  it  was  then 
agreed.  Firft  that  our  engagement  bound  us  to  ayde  and  defende  the  Mohegan  Sa- 
chem. 2dly  That  this  ayde  could  not  be  intended  onely  to  defend  him  and  his  in 
his  fort  or  habitacon,  but  (according  to  the  common  acceptacon  of  fuch  Couenants  or 
engagements  confidered  with  the  grounde  or  occafion  thereof)  fo  to  ayde  him  as  hee 
might  be  preferued  in  his  liberty  and  eftate.  3dly  That  this  ayde  mufl  be  fpeedy  leaft 
he  might  bee  fwallowed  vp  in  the  meane  tyme  and  fo  come  too  late. 

4thly.  The  juflice  of  this  warr  being  cleared  to  ourfelues  and  the  reft  then  pre- 
fent  it  was  thought  meete  that  the  cafe  fhould  be  breifly  ftated  and  the  reafons 
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and  grounds  of  the  warr  declared  and  published  which  declaracon  hereafter  in- 
ferted. 

5thly.  That  a  Day  of  humiliacon  fhould  be  appoynted,  which  was  after  agreed  to 
bethefift  day  of  the  weeke  following. 

6thly.  It  was  then  alfo  agreed  by  the  Comiffioners  that  the  whole  number  to  be 
raifed  in  all  the  Colonies  fhould  bee  three  hundred,  whereof  from  the  Maffachu- 
fetts  one  hundred  and  nynety  Plymouth  fourty  Conetacutt  fourty  and  New  Ha- 
ven thirty. 

According  to  the  Counfell  and  Determinacon  aforefaid  the  Comiffioners  confider- 
ing  the  prefent  Danger  of  Vneus  the  Mohegan  Sachim  (his  forte  haueing  beene  divers 
tymes  affaulted  by  a  great  army  of  the  Narrohigganfets  &c)  agreed  to  haue  fourty 
foldiers  fent  with  all  expedition  for  his  defence,  and  becaufe  a  confiderable  number 
of  men  had  formerly  beene  fent  to  him  from  Coneetacutt  and  Newhauen,  and  that 
the  Narrohigganfets  &c  might  know  that  the  reft  of  the  Colonies  were  refolued  to 
joyne  in  this  warr  and  not  to  fit  ftill  and  deferr  the  tyme  by  Meffages  It  was  agreed 
that  thofe  fourty  men  fhould  bee  fent  from  the  Maffachufetts,  and  becaufe  the  bufi- 
neffe  would  admitt  no  delay  (notice  being  giuen  to  the  Comiffioners  that  the  ayde 
fent  him  from  Coneetacutt  and  New  Hauen  were  returned  hoame)  fo  as  there  was 
not  tyme  to  flay  the  conveineinge  either  of  the  generall  Court  or  of  the  ftanding 
Counfell  It  was  ordered  by  the  Comiffioners  that  thofe  fourty  men  might  and  ought 
to  be  raifed  &c  by  the  prefent  Authoryty  therevpon  they  acquainted  the  Gouernor 
herewith  who  gaue  affent  and  advice  therevnto  and  withall  fent  out  fummons  for  the 
generall  Court  to  be  affembled  aboute  fiue  or  fix  dayes  after  Vpon  this  the  Comif- 
fioners for  the  Maffachufetts  one  of  them  being  Prefident  fent  firft  to  the  Majors  of 
the  Regiments  of  Suffolk  and  Middlefex  for  their  Afliftance  in  raifeing  the  faid 
fourty  men.  But  feareing  that  would  not  fucceed  fo  fpeedyly  as  was  required  they 
fent  warrants  with  all  to  the  Conftables  of  fix  of  the  neareft  Townes  intemateing  the 
vrgent  and  preffing  occation  and  requireing  them  to  imprefs  fo  many  men  and  fome 
horfes  to  be  ready  at  Boitone  within  two  dayes  &c  The  Majors  endeavoured  to 
rayfe  the  volunteers,  but  they  returned  vs  anfwere  they  could  haue  men,  but  they 
expected  to  be  ympreffed  So  the  Conftables  brought  in  our  full  number  and  wee 
fent  them  forth  within  three  dayes  armed  and  victualled  vnder  the  comaund  of  Lief- 
tennant  Humphrey  Atherton  and  Serjeant  John  Davies  with  foure  horfes  and  two  of 
Cutchnmakins  Indians  for  their  guides  and  gaue  Leiftennant  Atherton  a  Comiflion 
and  Inftruccons  by  which  himfelf  and  Serjeant  Davies  vnder  him  were  to  conduct 
the  faid  foui'ty  men  to  Mohegan  and  to  flay  there  vntill  Captaine  Mafon  fhould  come 
to  them,  as  in  the  faid  Comiffion  and  Inftruccons  more  fully  appears  :  And  it  was 
further  ordered  that  the  forces  to  be  fent  from  Coneetacutt  and  New  Hauen  fhould 
joyne  with  Leiftennant  Atherton  at  Monhegan  and  fhould  be  there  by  the  xxviijth 
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of  this  month  at  further!  and  Lciftennant  Atherton  not  to  attempt  vpon  the  Townc 
otherwife  then  in  Vncus  his  defence  before  they  came  and  then  Captaine  Mafon  to 
haue  cheife  commaund  of  all  thofe  companys  vntill  they  fhould  meete  with  the  reft 
of  our  forces  in  the  Narrohigganfets  or  Nyantick  Countrey  and  the  reft  of  the  forces 
from  the  MafTachufetts  and  Plymouth  being  to  joyne  together  at  Seacunk  now  called 
Rehoboth  and  fo  to  proceede  And  comiffion  to  the  fame  purpofe  in  forme  of  a  let- 
ter was  fent  to  Captaine  Maf  jn  by  Leiftenant  Atherton  as  followeth. 

Loueing  frend  Captaine  Mafon  we  are  allured  you  haue  full  notice  before  this 
how  things  ftand  betwixt  the  Colonies  and  the  Narrohigganfets  and  their  Confede- 
rates All  the  Companies  hitherto  fente  haue  beene  limmitted  to  defend  Vn- 
cas  without  invadeing  his  enemies  Now  we  fee  ourfelves  called  to  a  warr  in  the 
full  compas  and  extent  of  it  fourty  men  vnder  the  direccon  of  Lieftennant  Atherton 
are  fent  from  the  Maflachufetts  thirty  wilbe  fent  from  New  Hauen  wee  defire  and 
hope  Leiftennant  Silly  may  haue  the  ouerfight  of  them  And  fourty  are  to  be  fent 
from  Coneetacutt  the  charge  of  the  whole  company  is  intruded  to  your  care  we 
fo  now  ayme  at  the  prote&ion  of  the  Monhegans  that  wee  would  haue  no  opportu- 
nitie  negle&ed  to  weaken  the  Narrohigganfets  and  their  confedeiats  in  their  number 
of  men  their  cane  canowes  wigwams  wampom  and  goods  We  looke  vpon  the  Ny- 
anticks  as  the  cheif  Incendiaries  and  caufes  of  the  warr  and  fhould  be  glad  they 
might  firft  feale  the  fmart  of  it.  The  Maffiichufetts  and  Plymouth  will  fend  ano- 
ther army  to  invade  the  Narrohigganfets  or  to  devide  themfelues  as  the  Service 
may  require,  and  as  oppertunity  ferueth :  You  fhall  from  tyme  to  tyme  haue  notice 
of  their  proceedings  we  reft  affured  of  your  experience  and  prudence  in  thefe  af- 
faires and  neede  the  IefTe  to  aduife  for  the  fafety  of  your  men  preferuacon  of  all  pro- 
uifions  whether  for  Dyett  or  fervice,  and  particulerly  that  Vncus  Fort  be  fecured 
when  any  ftrength  is  fent  forth  againft  the  Enemie  left  hee  and  wee  receiue  more 
damnage  by  fome  Indian  ftratageme  than  the  enemie.  What  booty  you  take  or  pri- 
soners whether  men  weomen  or  children  you  may  fend  them  for  Seabrook  fort  to 
be  kept  and  improoued  for  the  advantage  of  the  Colonies  in  feuerall  prpporcons  an- 
fwering  their  charge  &c.  Thefe  Difpatches  being  made  and  Leiftennent  Atherton 
bejng  vpon  his  march  the  generall  Court  aflembled  where  the  Gouernor  declared 
vnto  them  the  occafion  of  calling  this  Court,  and  the  Comiffioners  being  all  prefent, 
the  Prefident  feconded  them  and  tould  them  that  the  Comiffioners  had  drawnc  vp  a 
declaracon  of  the  juftice  and  neceffky  of  this  warr  which  was  openly  read  to  them, 
which  being  done  the  deputies  defired  to  haue  it  with  the  feuerall  Treaties  and 
Agreements  made  with  the  Narrohigganfets  &c.  that  they  might  confider  of  the 
caufe  and  fo  proceede  :  The  fame  day  they  fent  three  or  foure  of  themfelues  to  the 
Majeftrats  with  a  Bill  to  this  effecT: :  vizt.  That  in  regard  the  fourty  Souldiers  were 
gone  forth  without  Comiffion  from  the  generall  Court,  That  a  Comiffion  might  be 
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fcnt  after  them,  The  Comiffioners  being  prefcnt  with  the  Mageftrates  when  this  Bill 
came  to  them  they  declared  to  the  Mageftrats  how  they  had  proceeded  and  vppon 
what  grounds  therevpon  the  Mageftrates  returned  the  Bill  without  confeming  to  yt, 
the  Deputies  not  fatisfyed  with  this,  defired  a  conferrence  in  which  the  cafe  was 
debated  The  Deputies  alcadged  that  feing  the  Court  was  now  affembled  before  the 
fourty  men  were  gone  out  of  the  Jurifdiccon  they  ought  to  haue  Comiffion  from 
this  Court,  otherwife  if  any  blcod  (hould  be  fhed,  the  Aftors  might  be  called  to 
an  account  for  it.  It  was  anfwered  that  howeuer  it  did  properly  belong  to  the  Au- 
thoritie  of  the  feuerall  Jurifdiccons  (after  the  warr  was  agreed  vpon  by  the  Comif- 
fioners and  the  number  of  men)  to  prouide  the  men  and  meanes  to  carry  on  the 
warr  yet  in  this  prefent  cafe  the  proceeding  of  the  ComhTioners  and  the  Comiffion 
giuen  was  as  fufficient  as  if  it  had  beene  done  by  the  generall  Court.  Firfl  it  was 
a  cafe  of  fuch  prefent  and  vrgent  neceflyty  as  could  not  ftay  the  calling  of  the 
Court  or  Counfell. 

2ly.  In  the  Articles  of  Confederacon  power  is  giuen  to  the  Comiffioners  to  con- 
fult  order  and  determyne  all  afFayres  of  warr  &c.  and  the  word  determine  comprehends 
nil  afts  of  authoryty  belonging  therevnto. 

3ly.  The  Comiffioners  are  the  fole  judges  of  the  neceflyty  of  the  expedition. 

4.  The  General  Court  haue  made  their  owne  Comiffioners  their  fole  Counfell  for 
thefe  affaires. 

5.  Thefe  Counfells  could  not  haue  had  their  due  effecl:  except  they  had  power  to 
proceede  in  this  cafe  as  they  haue  donn  which  were  to  make  the  Comiffioners  power 
andthemayne  end  of  the  Confederacon  to  be  fruftrate  and  that  merely  for  obferueing 
a  Ceremony. 

6.  The  Comiffioners  haueing  fole  power  to  mannage  the  warr  for  number  of  men 
for  tyme  place  &c.  They  oncly  know  their  owne  Counfell  and  determinacons,  and 
therefore  none  can  grant  Comiffion  to  aft  according  to  thefe  but  themfelues. 

7.  To  fend  a  new  Comiffion  after  them  or  any  confirmacon  of  that  which  they  haue 
would  caft  blame  vpon  the  Comiffioners  and  would  weaken  their  power  as  if  they 
had  proceeded  vnwarrantably. 

After  much  agitacon  and  long  tyme  fpent  herein  it  was  at  laft  agreed  That  the 
Court  would  allow  the  proceedings  of  the  Comiffioners  in  this  cafe  for  the  mat- 
ter thereof  but  they  would  referue  the  manner  of  proceedings  as  to  their  owne 
Comiffioners  to  further  confideracon  and  fo  go  on  to  expedite  the  prefent  bufines 
propounded  to  them  by  the  Comiffioners  And  firft  they  agreed  that  it  did  belong  to 
the  Comiffioners  onely  to  appoynt  one  to  haue  commaund  in  cheife  of  all  the  forces  to 
be  fent  from  the  feueral  Colonies  and  therefore  defired  them  to  confider  of  a  man  fitt 
for  fo  weighty  a  fervice  :  The  Comiffioners  willing  to  fhew  all  refpecl  to  the  Maffachu- 
fetts  agreed  to  make  choyce  of  one  out  of  that  Colony,  and  accordingly  diuers  able 
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and  fufficient  men  being  propounded  at  laft  they  made  choyce  of  Major  Gibbons  and 
acquainted  the  General  Court  therewith  that  if  they  had  any  juft  exception  againft 
him  it  might  be  considered  :  The  General  Court  not  objecting  any  thing  the  Comiffi- 
oners fent  for  Major  Gibbons  who  accepted  the  charge  and  had  comiffion  and  inftruc- 
cons  as  followeth. 

The  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Colonies  of  New  England  being  to  appoynt  a 
Comaunder  in  Cheife  ouer  all  fuch  millitary  Forces  as  are  to  be  fent  forth  and  ymploy- 
ed  not  one!;/  in  ayde  of  the  Mohegan  Sachem  but  alfo  againfl;  the  NarrohigganJTettg 
Nyanticks  and  other  their  Confederats,  who  in  makeing  warr  vpon  Vncas  the  Mohe- 
gan Sachem  contrary  to  former  treaties  and  agreements  are  now  become  afwei!  our 
enemies  as  his,  in  regard  of  our  engagement.  The  faid  Comiffioners  haueing  fuffi- 
cient knowledg  of  the  pyety  courage  Ikill  and  difcretion  of  you  Major  Edward  Gib- 
bons do  hereby  committ  vnto  you  the  charge  commaund  conduct  and  gouerment  of  all 
the  faid  millitary  Forces  with  all  fuch  Armes  and  Amunition  prouifion  and  all  other  ap- 
purtenences  with  all  officers  thereunto  appoynted  to  be  ordered  mannaged  and  difpofed 
of  vpon  all  occafions  by  yourfelf  and  your  Counfell  of  warr  according  to  the  courfe 
of  millitary  Difcipline  and  according  to  fuch  Inftruccons  as  you  (hall  receiue  from  the 
faid  Comiffioners  from  the  tyme  of  your  feting  forth  in  your  march  vntill  your  returne 
or  fufficient  Difcharge  fent  you  from  the  fame  authoryty.  You  haue  power  alfo  here- 
by (with  aduice  of  your  Counfell  of  warr  to  ufe  and  execute  Marftiiall  Difcipline  vpon 
all  offenders  and  delinquents  as  occafion  fhalbe  by  fynes  corporall  puniffiments  and  ca- 
pitall  punifhments  alfo  if  neede  fliall  require.  And  all  perfons  whatfoeuer  ymployed 
under  you  in  this  fervice  are  hereby  required  to  yield  due  obedyence  and  fubje&ion  to 
all  your  lawfull  commaunds  according  to  the  quallity  and  power  wherewith  you  arc 
hereby  inverted  Tou  hane  alfo  power  to  comaund  and  order  all  fuch  Barkes  and  other 
ueffells  which  are  to  be  fet  forth  in  the  faid  fervice  with  all  Seamen  Souldiers  and 
Ammunition  and  prouifions  in  them  :  And  the  faid  Comiffioners  doe  hereby  conftitutc 
and  appoynt  Captaine  Miles  Standifh  Captaine  John  Mafon  Captaine  John  Leuerct 
Leiftennant  Robte  Silley  (or  fuch  others  as  fliall  haue  cheefe  Comaund  of  the  Forces 
comeing  from  New  Hauen)  Leiftennant  Humfrey  Atherton,  and  the  reft  of  the  Leif- 
tennants  vnder  your  Commaund  to  be  your  Counfell  of  warr  whereof  yourfelf  to  be 
Prefident  and  to  haue  a  cafting  voyce  :  And  you  and  your  faid  Counfell  or  the  greater 
number  thereof  ihall  haue  power  from  tyme  to  tyme  as  a  Counfell  to  mannage  all  af- 
faires concerning  the  fame  and  to  joyne  to  you  any  other  defcreete  and  able  officer  or 
officers  to  be  of  your  faid  Counfell  as  you  fee  meete.  You  haue  alfo  power  hereby, 
vpon  any  neceffary  occation  to  make  new  officers  and  to  giue  thefa  titles  futable  to  their 
places.  Giuen  vnder  the  hands  of  the  faid  Comiffioners  at  Bofton  in  the  Mafiacln:- 
fetts  the  19th  of  the  6th  month  1645. 
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Inftrudtions  for  Serjeant   Major  Edward  Gibbons  Commaunder  in   chiefe   of  our 
millitary  forces  and  for  fuch  as  are  joyned  to  him  as  a  Counfell  of  warr. 
WHEREAS  you  Serjeant  Major  Edward  Gibbons  are  appoynted  Commaunder 
in  cheefe  of  all  fuch  forces  as  are  or  fhalbe  fent  forth  of  the  feuerall  Colonies  as  by 
your  Comiffion  beareing  the  date  of  thefe   prefents  doth  more  fully  appeare  and 
whereas  there  is  joyned  to  you  by  the  fame  authoritie  as  a  Counfell  of  warr  diuers 
of  your  cheife  officers  perfons  of  approoued  worth  and  fidellyty  as  in  the  faid  Comif- 
fion they  are  more  fully  expreffed  and  whereas  the  fcope  and  caufe  of  this  expedition 
is  not  onely  to  ayde  the  Mohegans  but  to  offend  the  Narrohigganfetts  Nyanticks  and 
other  their  Confederates  who  vpon  making  warr  vpon  Vncas  the  Mohegan  Sachem 
contrary  to  their  engagements  are  become  as  well  our  enemies  as  his  yet  it  being  the 
earned  defires  of  the  Comiiiioners  if  it  may  be  attayned  with  juftice  honour  and  fafe- 
ty  to  procure  peace  rather  then  to  profecute  warr  It  is  firft  commended  to  your  good 
difcreetions  to  take  any  fitt  occafion  (or  if  with  fafety  you  may  without  any  confide- 
rable  delay  or  danger  to  your  proceeding)  to  vfe  meanes  to  draw  on  fuch  a  peace 
which  you  haue  hereby  power  to  treate  of  and  conclude  wherein  you  are  to  take 
due  confideracon  of  the  charges  the  Colonies  haue  expended  in  the  warr  which  you 
may  eftimate  by  the  number  of  men  fent  forth  at  feuerall  tymes  by  their  continuance 
abroad  with  wages  and  prouifions  apertaineing,  and  of  the  damage  which  Vncas  hath 
fuftained  fmce  the  warrs  began  wherein  it  were  meetc  (if  it  may  be  donn  withconve- 
nyency)  hee  were  confulted  with  that  both  the  Colonies  and  hee  may  receiue  jufl  fa- 
tisfaccon  and  repayre,  which  if  the  Narroganfets  cannot  prefently  make  a  confidera- 
ble  part  may  be  payd  in  hand,  and  the  reft  by  a  yearely  tribute.  But  withall  accord- 
ing to  our  engagements  you  are  to  prouide  for  Vncas  his  future  fafety  that  his  planta- 
cons  be  not  invaded,  that  his  men  and  Squawes  may  attend  their  planting  fifhing  and 
other   occafions  without  feare  or   injurie  and  Vffamequine  Pomham,    Sokakonoca 
Cutchamakin,  and  other  Indians  frends  or  fubjedts  to   the  Englifh  be  not  molefted 
which  will  difturbe  the  peace  and  drawe  on  further  charge  and  Inconvenience  :  But 
a  peace  well  framed  will  hardly  be  fecured  vnleiTe  either  feme  of  the  chiefe  Sachims 
deliuer  their  Sonnes  as  Hoftages^or  that  fome  confiderable  part  of  the  Countrey  be 
yielded  to  the  Englifh  for  plantacons  wherein  there  may  be  forts  built  by  the  Eng- 
lifh and  mayntayned  (at  lead  in  part) by  a  tribute  from  the  Narrohigganfets  to  fecure 
the  agreement.     And  it  might  probably  conduce  to  the  fettleing  or  prefcrueing  of 
peace,  if  a  trade  were  fetled  betwixt  the  Colonies  and  them  by  which  they  might  be 
fupplyed  with  neceffaries,  but  peeces  and  poder  kept  back  which  other  traders   fur- 
nifh  them  with  Yf  you  cannot  conclude  a  peace  with  them  vpon  the  termes  above 
menconed   to  preuent  greater  Inconueniences,  you  may  abate  fomewhat  of  our  char- 
ges, and  of  the  damnage  Vncas  hath  fuftayned,  but  much  care  mufl  be  taken  to  fe- 
cure both  our  and  his  future  peace  which  if  it  may  be  donn  by  raifeing  fortes  and 
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keepeing  Garrifons  in  the  Narroganfets  and  Nyantick  Coumreys  at  their  charge, 
though  we  require  Hoftages  as  ahoue,  they  may  bee  reftored  when  the  Fortifycacons 
are  finifhed  and  their  payments  made,  and  the  articles  for  future  peace  are  to  be 
agreed  and  confirmed  by  the  Comiffioners  of  the  Vnited  Colonies  at  their  next  meet- 
ing, otherwife  to  be  of  no  force.  But  if  peace  may  not  be  obtayned  in  fuch  way 
as  before  exprefTed  you  are  then  with  all  prudent  to  profecute  with 

force  of  arms  the  faid  Narrohigganfets  and  Nyanticks  and  all  fuch  as  fhall  aflifle 
them  vntill  you  may  (through  the  Lords  afliftance)  haue  fubdued  them  or  brought 
them  to  Reafon.  And  if  the  neceflitie  of  the  fervice  fhall  require  a  further  fupply 
of  men  or  prouifions  fbe  it  one  hundred  more  or  lefle)  vpon  your  letters  of  aduice 
to  the  Gouernors  of  the  feuerall  Colonies,  fupply  fhalbe  fpeedyly  fent  vnto  you  ac- 
cording to  the  proporcon  agreed. 

You  are  to  make  fay  re  warrs  without  exercifeing  cruelty  and  not  to  put  to  death 
fuch  as  you  fhall  take  captyue  if  you  can  beftowe  them  without  daunger  of  your 
owne.  You  are  to  ufe  your  bed  endeavours  to  gayne  the  Enemies  Canowes  or  vt- 
terly  to  deftroy  them,  and  herein  you  may  make  good  ufe  of  the  Indians  our  confe- 
derates as  you  may  doe  vpon  other  occufions  haueing  due  regard  to  the  honor  of 
God,  whoe  is  both  our  fword  and  fhield,  and  to  the  diftance  which  is  to  be  obferued 
betwixt  Chriftians  and  Barbarians,  as  well  in  warrs  as  in  other  negotiacons,  if  you 
fynd  any  Engliih  Straglers  traders  or  others  whom  you  fhall  fufpeft  to  giue  intelli- 
gence or  to  furnifh  with  armes  or  amunitien,  or  to  giue  any  other  ayd  to  the  Enemic, 
you  may  fecure  them  or  fend  them  to  Boftone,  all  other  of  our  Countrey  men  carry- 
ing themfelucs  peaceably  and  inoffenfively  fhalbe  at  peace  with  you.  And  if  you 
have  occafion  to  make  ufe  of  any  of  their  boats  or  vefTells,  cattell,  prouifions  or 
other  goods  you  fhalbe  very  tender  of  indamnageing  them,  And  you  fhall  giue  them 
a  tickett  whereby  they  may  receiue  due  fatisfaccon  from  the  Colonies  or  fome  of  them. 
When  you  {hall  meete  with  the  forces  which  come  from  the  Confederates  of  Ply- 
mouth Coneetacutt  and  New  Hauen  or  any  of  themyourfelf  and  your  Counfell  may 
order  and  difpofe  of  them  into  fuch  bodyes,  and  vnder  fuch  of  the  Commaunders  as 
you  fhall  fynd  to  be  mod  convenyent  and  moil  agreeable  to  the  feruice,  haueing  care 
to  giue  no  juft  occation  of  offence  or  difcontent  to  any  of  the  Commaunders  or 
Officers  of  any  of  the  Colonies. 

Wee  doubt  not  but  yourfelf  and  your  Counfell  knowing  well  how  precious  the 
lives  and  healths  of  our  men  are  among  all  our  Colonies,  and  how  greate  charg  this 
warr  is  like  to  bring  vpon  us  wilbe  very  carefull  iii  preferueing  and  hufbanding  both 
to  the  befl  advantage,  fo  as  we  fhall  not  neede  to  giue  you  any  Inflruccons  or  Direc- 
cons  about  the  fame,  but  mall  refl  fatisfyed  in  the  confydence  wee  haue  of  your  wif- 
domes  and  faythfullnes,  to  be  ymproued  through  the  Lords  afliftance  and  blefling 
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vpon  you  in  this  feruice  for  his  owne  glory  and  his  peoples  fafety  and  profperitie  in 
this  wildernes. 

Yf  the  Enemie  fly  fo  as  you  cannot  come -to  fight  with  them  it  may  be  expedient 
that  you  build  one  or  more  fortyficacons  in  the  molt  conuenient  places  of  the  Narro- 
higganfets  or  Nyantike  Countreys  into  which  you  may  by  the  help  of  the  Indians  our 
frends  gather  and  preferue  the  Enemies  Corne  and  other  goods  for  the  aduantage 
of  the  feruice. 

Laftly  (yet  aboue  all  the  reft)  we  commend  to  your  Chriftian  care  the  vpholding 
of  the  worfhip  of  God  in  your  army  and  to  keepe  fuch  watch  ouer  the  conuerfacon 
of  all  thofe  vnder  your  charge,  as  all  prophanenes  ympieties,  abufe  of  the  facred 
name  of  God  Luxury  and  other  Diforder  may  be  avoyded  or  duly  puniflied,  that 
the  Lord  may  be  pleafed  to  go  forth  before  you,  and  profper  all  your  proceedings 
and  returne  you  to  us  in  peace  which  we  {hall  dayly  pray  for. 

Bqfton,   the  19th  of  the  6th  month  1645. 

The  Comiflioners  confidering  that  of  neceflity  they  muft  ymploy  feuerall  veflclls 
to  carry  prouifions  by  Sea  for  the  army  and  to  attend  fuch  occafions  as  the  fervice 
may  require  agreed  that  the  men  ymployed  in  fuch  veflells  fliould  be  an  ouer  num- 
ber aboue  the  three  hundred  and  to  be  payd  by  the  Colonies  in  their  due  propor- 
cons  and  in  like  occafions  the  other  Colonies  haue  and  will  fend  an  ouer  number  as 
cccafion  fhall  require  which  the  generall  Court  approoued. 

The  Prefident  informed  the  Comiflioners  that  fince  Myantenomy  his  Death  the 
Narrohigganfet  Sachems  by  meflengers  fent  him  a  prefent  exprefllng  their  defire  to 
keepe  peace  with  the  Euglifh  ;  but  defireing  to  make  warr  with  Vncus  for  their  Sa- 
chems Death,  Mr.  Winthrope  then  Gouernor  would  not  receiue  it  vpon  any  fuch 
termes,  The  meflengers  defired  they  might  leaue  it,  till  they  had  further  aduifed 
with  their  Sachems,  and  the  prefente  not  accepted  nor  difpofed  off  remaynes  in 
Spetie,  to  be  ordered  as  the  ftate  of  thinges  now  required,  Wherevpon  the  Comif- 
fioners  thought  fitt  to  returne  it  by  expreffe  meflengers  concerning  thereby  the  In- 
dians would  fee  the  refolucon  of  all  the  Colonies  for  warr  :  and  accordingly  Cap- 
taine  Harding  Mr.  Welborne  and  Benedict  Arnold  had  Inftruccous  giuen  them  as 
followeth. 

lnflruccons  for  Captaine  Harding  Mr.  Welborne  and  Benedict  Arnold  fent  by  the 
Comiflioners  of  the  Vnited  Colonies  to  Pifcus  Canown-.icus  Janemo  and  other 
Sapa,Jlores  °f  the  Narrohigganfets  and  Nyantick  Indians. 

YOU  fhall  informe  the  Sachems  aboue  menconed  that  the  Comiflioners  for  all 
the  Engliih  Colonies  aflembled  and  yet  continuing  at  Bofton  haue  formerly  by  treaties 
and  more  lately  by  meflengers  vfed  their  beft  endeavours  to  preferue  the  peace  of  the 
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Countrey  in  generall ;  and  particulerly  to  preuent  or  flay  the  warr  betwixt  them  and 
the  Mohegans  but  hitherto  their  meffengers  difcouraged  and  abufed  haue  returned 
without  fucceffeTheNarrohigganfetandNyantick  Indians  haue  begun  and  profecuted 
warr  vpon  Vncas,  haue  wounded  and  flayne  diuers  of  his  men,  feized  many  of  his 
Canowes,  taken  fome  prifoners,  fpoyled  mutch  of  his  corne  and  haue  not  onely  re- 
fufed  a  faire  treaty  wherein  all  differences  and  greevances  might  have  beene  heard 
and  wayed  and  due  fatisfaccon  ordered  according  to  juftice  but  haue  reproached  the 
Englifh  threatened  to  kill  them,  if  they  but  flirr  out  of  doores  and  to  lay  their  cattell 
on  heapes  all  which  are  heigh  prouocacons  and  open  willfull  breaches  of  the  former 
treaties  and  agreement. 

Wherefore  you  are  from  Mr.  Winthrope  Deputie  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufets 
and  Prefident  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  to  returne  a  prefent  long 
fince  fent  and  left  by  Meffengers  from  Pifcus,  but  not  accepted,  vnleffe  the  peace  both 
with  the  Englifh  and  Vncus  and  other  Indians  frends  to  the  Englifh  mio-ht  bee  en- 
tirely kept :  but  as  thinges  ftand  he  may  no  longer  keepe  the  prefent  the  Colonies 
being  now  forced  to  other  Counfells  and  Courfes. 

Yet  the  Englifh  (euen  to  the  Indians  themfelues  if  they  fhut  not  their  eyes)  may 
cleare  and  manefeft  their  peaceable  difpoficon  and  jufl  proceedings.  You  fhall  let 
them  know  that  thofe  men  already  with  Vncus  by  expreffe  order  haue  hitherto  onely 
endeauoured  his  defence,  without  invadeing,  or  attempting  any  thinge  againfl  the 
Narrohigganfet  Countrey,  and  if  yet  they  may  haue  due  reparacon  for  what  is  pall, 
and  good  fecuryty  for  the  future,  it  fhall  appeare  they  are  as  defireous  of  peace  and 
ihalbe  as  tender  of  the  Narrohigganfets  blood  as  euer  Yf  therefore  Piffcus  and  Ja- 
nemo  with  other  Sachems  will  (without  fanh:r  delay)  come  along  with  you  to  Boflon 
the  Comiffioners  hereby  promife  and  affure  them  they  fhall  haue  free  liberty  to  come 
and  returne  without  moleftacon  or  any  jufl  greevance  from  the  Englifh  :  But  Depu- 
ties will  not  now  feme,  nor  may  the  preparacons  in  hand  be  now  flayed,  or  the  Di- 
reccons  given  recalled  till  the  foremenconed  Sagamores  come,  and  fome  further  or- 
der be  taken,  but  if  they  will  haue  nothing  but  warr,  the  Englifh  are  providein°- 
and  will  proceede  accordingly.

pod-fcript.  Yf  you  cannot  conveniently  come  to  fpeech  with  all  the  foremenconed 
Sachems  you  may  deliver  the  Contents  of  thefe  Inftruccons  to  fucli  onely  as  you  have 
opportunitie  to  fpeake  with  at  the  Narrohigganfets  efpecially  Piffecus. 
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Captaine  Harding  and  Mr  Welborne  returneing  from  the  Narrohigganfets  Sa- 
chems brought  back  the  Prefent,  and  acquainted  the  Comiffioners,  that  they  found 
not  Benedict  Arnold  at  Providence,  and  heard  he  durft  not  adventure  himfelf  againe 
amongfl  the  Narrohigganfet  Indians  without  a  fufficient  guard. 

They  alfo  vnderftand  that  Mr  Williams  fent  for  by  the  Narrohigganfet  Indians  was 
going  thither,  wherefore  they  acquainted  him  with  their  meffage,  fhewed  him  their 
Inftruccons,  and  made  ufe  of  him  as  an  Interpretor.  The  Narrohigganfet  Sachems 
denying  fome  of  the  Paffages  which  Benedict  vpon  oath  had  formerly  certefied  and 
excufeing  others  declare  that  Ianemo  the  Nyantick  Sachem  had  been  111  diuers  dayes, 
but  had  now  fent  fix  men  to  prefent  his  refpe&s  to  the  Englifli,  and  to  declare  his  af- 
fent  and  fubmiffion  to  what  the  Narrohiggenfet  Sachems  and  the  Englifli  fhould  agree 
vpon  whether  by  their  MefTengers  at  the  Narrohigganfets  Countrey  or  elfe  where 
whereupon  it  was  agreed  that  Pifficus  cheif  Sachem  of  theNarrohigganfets  andMixano 
Canownacus  his  eldeft  fonn  and  others  with  full  power  from  the  Narrohigganfet  and 
Nyantick  Indians  fhould  forthwith  come  to  Boftone  to  treate  with  the  Comiffioners 
for  the  reftoreing  and  fetleing  of  peace,  and  what  they  did  conclude  fhould  bynd  the 
reft  Captaine  Harding  and  Mr.  Welborne  further  acquainted  the  Comiffioners  that 
vpon  Mr.  Williams  requeft  they  had  written  to  Captaine  Mafon  certefying  him  of 
their  hopes  of  a  peace  betwixt  the  Indians  and  Englifli,  adding  in  their  letter  (as 
they  affirme)   they  did  it  not  to  ftay  any  direccon  he  had  formerly  receiued. 

The  Comiffioners  thanked  Captaine  Harding  and  Mr.  Welborne  for  their  paynes 
and  expediccon,  but  blamed  them  that  they  had  in  feuerall  thinges  gone  beyond  their 
Inftruccons  namely  in  bringing  back  the  Prefent,  in  ufeing  Mr.  Williams,  but  cheefe- 
ly  in  writeing  to  Captaine  Mafon,  which  would  haue  no  other  end  as  they  fuppofed 
but  to  retard  his  proceedings  and  therefore  profeffed  they  thought  them  worthy  of 
cenfure  and  puniftiment. 

Pifficus  Mixanno  and  Witowafli,  three  principall  Sachems  of  the  Narrohigganfetts 
Indians  and  Awafequen  Deputy  for  theNyanticks  with  a  large  trayne  of  men  within 
a  few  dayes  after  came  to  Bofton.  The  Comiffioners  firft  acquainted  them  with  the 
Inftruccons  fent  by  Captaine  Harding  and  Mr.  Welborne  and  enquired  whether  they 
vnderftood  them  and  came  prepared  accordingly.  They  profeffed  Mr.  Williams  had 
not  acquainted  them  with  two  weighty  paffages  therein,  namely  that  they  muft  give 
fatisfaccon  for  what  is  paft  and  good  fecuritie  for  future  peace  And  that  the  Englifli 
preparacons  and  direccons  for  invafiue  warr  might  not  be  ftayed  or  recalled  till  by 
treaty  fome  further  order  were  taken. 

Herevpon  Captaine  Harding  and  Mr.  Welborne  were  fent  for  who  therevpon  de- 
clared that  Mr.  Williams  had  the  Inftruccons  in  his  hand  tould  them  hee  had  opened 
all  the  particulers  therein  and  by  the  feueral  anfwers  he  returned  from  the  Indians  they 
concerned  he  had  fo  done.     The  Comiffioners  acquainting  the  Indian  Sagomores  that 
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howeuer  this  treaty  fliould  fucceed  they  in  their  perfons  and  company  fliould  receiue 
noe  injurie  but  fliould  flay  and  returne  in  fafety  (according  to  the  forefaid  Conduct 
graunted  them)  entred  a  Treaty  with  the  faid  Sagamors  and  deputy  and  firft  remem- 
bred  them  of  feuerall  agreements  made  betwixt  the  Englifh  and  them  both  in  the 
Maffachufets  and  at  Hartford,  by  which  they  were  engaged  not  to  enter  vpon 
any  warr  either  with  Vncas  or  other  Indians  without  firft  acquainting  the  Englifh 
with  the  caufe  thereof;  notwithstanding  they  had  this  fummer  at  feuerall  tymes  in- 
vaded Vncas  and  had  wounded  and  flayne  diuers  of  his  men  taken  fome  prifoners 
and  brought  much  damnage  vpon  him  in  his  eftate  and  had  forced  the  Engliih  accord- 
ing to  engagement  to  fend  their  men  at  feuerall  tyme?.  to  defend  him  :  And  when  firft 
the  generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  after  the  Comiflioners  for  the  vnited  Co- 
lonies fent  vnto  them  to  ftay  thefe  violent  and  hoftile  courfes  and  offered  them  a  faire 
and  a  juft  heareing  of  all  differrences  betwixt  them  and  Vncus  :  they  abufed  our 
Meffengers  refufed  any  ceffation  of  Armes  reproached  and  threatened  the  Englifh  Co- 
lonies and  profeffed  whoeuer  began  the  warr  they  were  refolued  to  continue  yt  and 
nothing  but  Vncas  his  head  fliould  fatisfye  them. 

The  Narrohigganfet  Sachems  at  firft  began  to  charg  Vncus  with  fondry  injuries  he 
had  donn  them  and  particulerly  they  alleadged  his  takeing  of  a  ranfome  for  their  Sa- 
chems life  but  being  tould  the  Comiflioners  could  determine  nothing  concerneing  thefe 
Matters  in  Vncus  his  abfence,  and  remembred  that  themfelves  had  hindred  his  being 
fent  for  to  anfwere  for  himfelf  they  excufed  themfelues  concerneing  the  Englifh,  and 
were  loath  to  acknowledge  any  breach  of  couenant  with  them  :  but  after  a  long  de- 
bate and  fome  priuate  conferrence  they  had  with  Serjeant  Cullicutt  they  acknowledged 
they  had  brooken  promife  or  couenant  in  the  afore  menconed  warrs,  and  offerred  to 
make  another  truce  with  Vncas  either  till  next  planting  tyme,  as  they  had  done  laft 
yeare  at  Hartford  or  for  a  yeare  or  a  yeare  and  a  quarter  ;  but  that  not  fatisfying,  one 
of  the  Sachems  offerred  a  flick  or  a  wand  to  the  Comiflioners  exprefling  himfelf  that 
therewith  they  put  the  power  and  difpoficon  of  the  warr  into  their  hands  and  defired 
to  know  what  the  Englifh  would  require  of  them  The  Comiflioners  tould  them  that 
the  charge  trouble  and  disturbance  which  they  had  brought  vpon  the  Colonies  by  their 
vnjuft  proceedings  was  greate  befides  the  damnage  Vncas  had  fuftayned,  yet  to  fliew 
their  moderacon  they  would  require  of  them  but  twoo  thoufand  fathome  of  white  wam- 
pon  for  their  owne  fatisfaccon,  and  that  they  fliould  prefently  rcftore  unto  Vncas  alt 
Captiues  and  Canowes  they  had  taken  from  him  with  repairacon  for  his  Come  fpoyl- 
ed  and  deftroyed  in  this  warr  fmce  they  were  forbidden  by  the  Englifh,  referring  all 
other  differrences  vnto  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comiflioners  The  Sagamores  and  De- 
puty would  haue  had  an  abatement  in  the  charge  demaunded  for  the  Colonies,  and 
profeffed  they  had  fpoyled  none  of  Vncas  his  Come  that  was  againft  the  cuftome  and 
cource  of  their  wars  but  at  laft  craueing  onely  fome  eafe  in  the  manner  and  tymes  of 
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payment,  and  that' Vncas  might  reftore  fuch  Captiues  and  Canowes  as  hee  had  taken 
from  them  they  yeilded  that  part  And  the  fame  euening  concluded  with  the  Comiffiou- 
ers  a  perpetuall  peace  both  with  the  Englifh  and  with  Vncas  and  all  other  Indians  be- 
ing frends  or  fubjefts  to  the  Englifh  and  to  giue  Hoftages  for  the  Englifh  better  fecury- 
ty  the  day  being  fpent  in  thefe  agitacons  the  full  yffue  was  referred  to  the  morneing, 
then  the  Comiffioners  againe  propounded  to  the  faid  Sachems  and  deputie  the  former 
and  other  particulers  for  fetling  and  eflablifhing  a  perpetuall  peace,  and  after  a  due 
and  fenous  deliberacon  a  full  agreement  was  made  and  drawne  vp  as  followeth 


A  TREATY  W  agreement  ^fte/x//^  Comissioners  /or/^  vnit- 
ed  Colonies  of  New  England  on  the  one  part  ^;ziPESsEcus  Mex- 
anno  f/</^  «/  Canownacus  Sonns  Jannemo  (ah)  Nenegelett 
W  Wipetamock  W  o/to'j'  Sagamores  of  the  Narrohiggansets 
and  Nyantjck  Indians  on  the  other  part  made  and  concluded  at  Bds- 
tone  in  the  Massachusetts  the  xxvijth  of  the  fix  th  month  1645. 

WARR  being  raifed  and  profecuted  by  the  Narrohigganfets  and  Nyantick 
Indians  againft  Vncas  Sagamore  of  the  Mohegans  contrary  to  former  treaties 
and  their  expreffe  engagements  therein,  The  Englifh  Colonies  were  firft  put  vpon 
charg  and  inconvenience  in  fending  men  for  defence  of  Vncas,  then  they  lent  Meffen- 
o-ers  to  the  Narrohigganfets  and  Nyantick  Sagamores  to  flay  their  warr  till  the  Englifh 
according  to  former  couenant  and  agreement  had  heard  their  greevances  but  without 
fuccefTe  :  And  laftly  were  forced  to  prepare  an  offenfme  warr  againft  them.  Yet  the 
Comiffioners  before  the  warr  began  fent  other  Meffengers  to  the  Narrohigganfet  Sa- 
gamores to  offer  them  peace  vpon  due  fatisfaccon  for  what  was  paft  and  other  jufl 
termes  for  the  future. 

1.  Peffecas  and  Mexanno  with  other  Captaines  and  Counfellors  of  the  Narrohig- 
oanfets  and  one  Deputie  for  the  Nyanticks  being  come  to  Boftone,  and  joyntly  af- 
firmeing  they  had  comiffion  to  treate  and  conclude  not  onely  for  the  Narrohigganfett 
but  for  the  Nyantick  Indians,  and  engageing  themfelves  one  for  another  were  after  a 
large  debate  and  conferrence  about  former  greevances  betwixt  themfclues  and  Vncas, 
and  a  due  Confideracon  of  former  Treaties  and  agreements  with  the  Englinfh  convinc- 
ed and  acknowledged  that  they  had  broken  their  Couenants  and  had  thereby  not  onely 
endamnaged  Vncas  but  had  brought  much  charge  and  trouble  vpon  all  the  Englifh  Co- 
lonies which  they  confeft  were  juft  they  fhould  fatisfy. 

3-  * 
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3.  It  was  agreed  betwixt  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Colonies  and  the  foremen- 
coned  Sagamores  and  Nyantick  Deputie  That  the  faid  Narrohigganfet  and  Nyantick 
Sagamores  fhould  pay  or  caufe  to  be  payd  at  Bofton  to  the  Maffachufetts  Comiffioners 
the  full  fum  of  two  thoufand  fathome  of  good  white  wampom  or  a  third  part  of  good 
black  wampem  peage  in  four  payments  namely  fiue  hundred  fathome  within  twenty 
dayes,  fiue  hundred  fathome  within  foure  months,  fiue  hundred  fathome  at  or  before 
next  planting  tyme  and  fiue  hundred  within  two  yeares  next  after  the  date  of  thefe  pre- 
fents  which  tv/o  thoufand  fathome  the  Comiffioners  accept  for  fatisfaccon  of  former 
charges  expended. 

4.  The  forefaid  Sagamores  and  Deputie  on  the  behalf  of  the  Narrohigganfets  and 
Nyantick  Indians  hereby  promife  and  couenant  that  they  will  vpon  demaund  and 
proofe  fatify  and  reftore  vnto  Vncus  the  Mohegan  Sagamore  all  fuch  Captiues  whe- 
ther men  weomen  or  children  and  all  fuch  Canowes  as  they  or  any  of  their  men  have 
taken,  or  as  many  of  their  owne  Canowes  in  the  roome  of  them  full  as  good  as  they 
were  with  full  fatisfaccon  for  all  fuch  Cornc  as  they  or  any  of  their  men  haue  fpoil- 
ed  or  deftroyed  of  his  or  his  mens  fince  laft  planting  tyme  And  the  Englifh  Comiffi- 
oners hereby  promife  that  Vncus  (hall  do  the  like  to  them. 

5.Whereas  there  are  fondry  differences  and  greevances  betwixt  Narrohigganfet  and 
Nyantike  Indians  and  Vncus  and  his  men  (which  in  Vncus  his  abfence  cannot  now  be 
determyned)  It  is  hereby  agreed  that  Narrrohigganfet  and  Nyantik  Sagamores  ei- 
ther come  themfelues  or  fend  their  deputies  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners 
for  the  Colonies  either  at  New  Hauen  in  September  1646  or  fooner  (oopon  conveni- 
ent warneing  if  the  Comiffioners  do  meete  fooner)  fully  inftrufted  to  declare  and  make 
due  proofe  of  their  injuries  and  to  fubmit  to  the  Judgment  of  the  Comiffioners  for 
the  vnited  Colonies  in  giueing  or  receiueing  fatisfaccon,  and  the  faid  Comiffioners 
(not  doubting  but  Vncus  will  either  come  himfelf  or  fend  his  Deputies  in  like  manner 
furniffied)  promife  to  giue  a  full  heareing  to  both  parties  with  equall  juftice  without 
any  partial  refpeft  according  to  their  allegacons  and  promifes. 

6.  The  faid  Narrohigganfet  and  Nyantick  Sagamores  and  deputies  do  hereby  pro- 
mife and  couenant  to  keepe  and  mayntaine  a  firm  and  perpetuall  peace  both  with  all  the 
Engliffi  vnited  Colonies  and  their  Succeffors  and  with  Vncus  the  Mohegan  Sachim  and 
his  men  with  Vffamequin,  Pomham,  Sokaknooco,  Cutchamakin,  Shoanan,  Paffa- 
conaway,  and  all  other  Indian  Sagamores  and  their  companies,  who  are  in  frendfhip 
with  or  fubjecl  to  any  of  the  Englifli  hereby  engaging  themfelues  that  they  will  not 
at  any  tyme  hereafter,  difturbe  the  peace  of  the  Countrey,  by  any  affaults,  hoftile 
attempts,  inuafions  or  other  injuries,  to  any  of  the  Vnited  Colonies  or  their  Succek 
fors  or  to  the  aforefaid  Indians  either  in  their  perfons  buildings  cattell  or  goods  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  nor  will  they  confederate  with  any  other  againft  them,  and  if 
Vol.  II.  1-  they 
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they  know  of  any  Indians  or  others  that  confpire  or  imend  him  either  againft  the 
faid  Englifh  or  any  Indian  fubjeft  to  or  in  frendfhip  with  them,  they  will  without 
delay  acquaint  and  giue  notice  thereof  to  the  Englifh  Comiflioners  or  fome  of 
them.  i 

And  if  any  queftions  or  differrences  fliall  at  any  tyme  hereafter  arife  or  grow  be- 
twixt them,  and  Vncus  or  any  Indians  before  menconed,  they  will  according  to- 
former  engagements  (which  they  hereby  confirme  and  ratify)  firft  acquaint  the  Eng- 
glifh  and  craue  their  judgments  and  advice  therein,  and  will  not  attempt  or  begin  any 
warr  or  hoftile  invafion  till  they  haue  liberty  and  allowance  from  the  Comiflioners  of 
the  vnited  Colonies  fo  do  doe. 

7.  The  faid  Narrohigganfet  and  Nyantick  Sagamores  and  Deputie  do  hereby  promife 
that  they  will  forthwith  deliuer  and  reftore  allfuch  Indian  fugitiues  or  captiues  which 
haue  at  any  tyme  fled  from  any  of  the  Englifh,  and  are  now  liueing  or  abideing  with 
or  amongft  them,  or  giue  due  fatisfaccon  for  them  to  the  Comiflioners  for  the  Mafla- 
chufetts,  And  further  that  they  will  (without  more  delayes)  pay  or  caufe  to  be 
payed  an  yearely  tribute  a  month  before  Indian  harveft  euery  yeare  after  this  at  Bof- 
ton  to  the  Englifh  Colonies  for  all  fuch  Pecotts  as  liue  amongft  them  according  to  the 
former  treatie  and  agreement  made  at  Hartford  1638  namely  one  fathome  of  white 
wampam  for  euery  Peacott  man,  and  half  a  fathome  for  eich  Peacott  youth,  and 
one  hand  length  of  wampom  for  eich  Peacott  man  child  And  if  Weekwafh  Cake  re- 
fufe  to  pay  this  tribute  for  any  Peacotts  with  him  the  Narrohigganfet  Sagamores 
promife  to  affift  the  Englifh  againft  him.  And  they  further  couenant  that  they  will 
refigne  and  yield  vp  the  whole  Peacott  countrey  and  euery  part  of  it  to  the  Englifh 
Colonies,  as  due  to  them  byConqueft. 

8.  The  faid  Narrohigganfet  and  Nyantick  Sagamores  and  deputy  do  hereby  pro- 
mife and  couenant  that  within  fourteene  dayes  they  will  bring  and  deliuer  to  the  Maf- 
fachufetts  Comiflioners  on  the  behalf  of  all  the  Colonies  four  of  their  children  vizt. 
Piffacus  his  eldeft  fonn,  the  fonn  of  Taflaquanawitt  brother  to  Piflacus  Awafhanoe 
his  fonn  and  Ewangefos  fonn  a  Nyantick  to  be  kept  (as  pledges  or  ho(tages)  by  the 
Englifh  till  both  the  foremenconed  two  thoufand  fathome  of  wampam  be  payd  at  the 
tymes  aboue  expreffed  and  the  differrences  betwixt  themfelues  and  Vncus  be  heard 
and  ordered,  and  till  thefe  articles  of  agreement  be  vnderwritten  at  Bofton  by  Jane- 
mo  and  wypetock.  And  further  they  hereby  promife  and  couenant  that  if  at  any  tyme 
hereafter  any  of  the  faid  children  fliall  make  efcape  or  be  conveyed  away  from  the 
Englifh  before  thepremiffes  be  fully  accomplished,  they  will  either  bring  back  and  deli- 
uer to  the  Maffachufetts  Comiflioners  the  fame  children,  or  if  they  be  not  to  be  found, 
fuch  and  fo  many  other  children  to  bee  chofen  by  the  Comiflioners  for  the  vnited  Co- 
lonies or  their  aflignes,  and  that  within  twenty  dayes  after  demaund,  and  in  the 
meane  tyme  vntil  the  faid  foure  children  be  deliuered  as  hoftagcs  the  Narrohigganfet 
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and  Nyantick  Sagamores  and  Deputie  do  freely  and  of  their  c-./ne  accord  leaue 
with  the  MaiTachufet  Comiffioners  as  pledges  for  prefent  fecuritie  foure  Indians  name- 
ly Witowafh  Pomamfe  JawafToe  Waughwamino,  who  alfo  freely  confent  and  offer 
themfelues  to  flay  as  pledges,  till  the  faid  Children  be  brought  and  deliuered  as 
abouefaid. 

9.  The  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Colonies  do  hereby  promife  and  agree  That 
at  the  charg  of  the  vnited  Colonies  the  foure  Indians  now  left  as  pledges  fhalbe  pro- 
uided  for,  and  that  the  foure  children  to  be  brought  and  deliuered  as  hoftages, 
fhalbe  kept  and  mayntained  at  the  fame  charg,  that  they  will  require  Vncas  and 
his  men  with  all  the  other  Indian  Sagamores  beforenamed  to  forbeare  all  afts  of 
hoflility  againft  the  Narrohigganfet  and  Nyantick  Indians  for  the  future.  And  fur- 
ther all  the  premiffes  being  duly  obferued  and  kept  by  the  Narrohigganfet  and  Nyan- 
tick Indians  and  their  company  ;  they  will  at  the  end  of  two  yeares  reftore  the  faid 
children  deliuered  as  hoftages  and  retayne  a  firme  peace  with  the  Narrohigganfet 
and  Nyantick  Indians  and  their  Succeffors. 

10.  It  is  fully  agreed  by  and  betwixt  the  faid  parties  that  if  any  hoftile  attempt  be 
made  while  this  treaty  is  in  hand  or  before  notice  of  this  agreement  (to  flay  for- 
mer preparacons  and  Direccons)  can  be  giuen,  fuch  attempts  and  the  confequents 
thereof  fhall  on  neither  part  be  accounted  a  vyolacon  of  this  treaty  nor  a  breach 
of  the  peace  here  made  and  concluded. 

11.  The  Narrohigganfet  and  Nyantick  Sagamores  and  Deputie  hereby  agree  and 
couenant  to  and  with  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Colonies,  that  henceforward 
they  will  neither  giue  graunt  fell  or  in  any  manner  alienate  any  part  of  their  Coun- 
trey  nor  any  parcell  of  land  therein  either  to  any  of  the  Englifh  or  others  without 
confent  or  allowance  of  the  faid  Comiffioners. 

12.  Laftly  they  promife  that  if  any  Peacott  or  other  be  found  and  difcouered 
amongfl:  them  who  hath  in  tyme  of  peace  murthered  any  of  the  Englifh,  he  or  they 
fhalbe  deliuered  to  juft  punifhment.  In  wltnes  whereof  the  parties  abouenamed 
haue  interchaungably  fubferibed  thefe  prefents  the  day  and  yeare  aboue  written.

This  treaty  and  agreement  betwixt  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Colonies  and  the 
Sagamores  and  Deputie  of  Narrohigganfet  and  Nyantick  Indians  was  made  and  con- 
cluded :  Benedift  Arnold  being  interpreter  vpon  his  oath  Serjeant  Callicutt  and  an 
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Indian  his  man  being  prefent  and  Cutchamakin  and  Jofias  two  Indians  acquainted  with 
the  Englifli  language  affifting  therein  who  opened  and  cleared  the  whole  treaty  and 
euery  Article  to  the  Sagamores  and  Deputy  then  prefent. 

The  Comiffioners  calling  for  the  number  of  males  according  to  the  Articles  they 
were  brought  in  from  all  the  Colonies  (except  from  the  Maflachufetts)  whereupon 
it  was  ordered,  that  the  number  of  them  bee  forthwith  taken,  that  the  charges  of 
the  prefent  expedition  againft.  the  Narrohigganfets  &c,  And  the  wampum  to  be  re- 
ceiued  from  them  may  be  equally  proportioned  which  is  to  be  according  to  the  dif- 
ferent number  of  males  at  prefent,  and  not  as  it  may  be  when  the  after  payments 
are  to  be  made.  The  Comiffioners  alfo  confidering  the  great  damnage  that  Vncus 
the  Mohegan  Sachem  hath  fuftayned  in  thefe  warrs,  and  that  much  thereof  hath 
befalen  him  for  want  of  tymely  ayde  from  the  Colonyes,  they  haue  therefore  order- 
ed that  he  (hall  haue  one  hundred  fathome  of  wampum  out  of  the  firft:  payment  to 
the  Comiffioners  from  the  Narrohigganfets  &c. 

The  Comiffioners  confidering  that  the  Colonies  of  Conneeticutt  and  New  Hauen, 
haue  expended  more  then  their  proportions  in  the  late  expedition  &c  and  that  they 
haue  beene  out  of  purfe  a  good  value  a  confiderable  tyme  before  the  other  Colo- 
nies were  at  any  charg  about  the  fame  haue  therefore  ordered  that  they  fhall  haue 
the  fiue  hundred  fathome  of  wampam  due  vpon  the  firft;  payment  deducing  the  hun- 
dred fathome  ordered  to  be  giuen  to  Vncas. 

Whereas  the  Comiffioners  were  called  to  Bofton  vpon  extraordinary  occafion  and 
the  meeting  continuing  to  this  day  being  the  firft  of  the  feuenth  month,  fo  as  they 
cannot  affemble  at  New  Hauen  at  the  tyme  appoynted  in  ordinary  courfe  It  is  there- 
fore agreed  and  ordered  That  the  next  meeting  in  ordinary  courfe  flialbe  at  New 
Hauen  according  to  the  Articles.  The  Comiffioners  having-  occafion  to  confider 
whether  by  vertue  of  the  Articles  of  Confederacon  they  haue  not  power  to  cenfure 
all  fuch  as  fhall  offend  in  any  of  the  ymployments  as  meflengers  of  what  Jurifdiccon 
foeuer  they  bee,  and  whether  all  minifteriall  officers  be  not  fubjecl:  to  their  comaunds- 
in  fuch  fervice  as  concernes  their  authorytie  for  the  generall  affaires  of  all  the  Colo- 
nies It  was  agreed  by  the  Comiffioners  of  the  feuerall  Jurifdiccons  that  fiivh  agree- 
ments and  order  may  be  made  therein,  as  may  belt  conduce  to  the  good  of  the 
whole. 

Here  followeth  the  Declaracon  before  mencconed.

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A  Declaracon  of  former  paflages  and  proceedings  betwixt  the  Englifh  and  the  Narro- 
higganfets,  with  their  confederates,  wherein  the  grounds  and  juftice  of  the  enfu- 
ing  warr  are  opened  and  cleared. 

Publifhed  by  order  of  the  Comiflioners  for  the  vnited  Colonies  at  Bofton  the 
xixth  of  the  vith  month  1045. 

THE  moft  confiderable  part  of  the  Englifh  Colonies  profeffe  they  came 
into  thefe  parts  of  the  world  with  defire  to  advance  the  Kingdome  of  the  Lord  Jefus 
Chrift,  and  to  enjoy  his  precious  ordinances  with  peace  (and  to  his  praife  they  con- 
fefTe)  he  hath  not  fayled  their  expe&acon  hitherto,  they  have  found  fafety  warmth 
and  refrefhing  vnder  his  winges  to  the  fatisfaccon  of  their  foules  :  but  they  know  and 
haue  confidered  that  their  Lord  andMafter  is  King  of  Righteoufnefs  and  peace,  that 
hee  giues  anfwerable  lawes  and  calls  his  fubjefts  into  fuch  a  mould  and  frame  that  (in 
their  weake  meafure)  they  may  hold  forth  his  venues  in  their  courfe  and  carriage  not 
onely  with  the  nations  of  Europe,  but  with  the  barbarous  natiues  of  this  wildernes  : 
and  accordingly  both  in  their  treaties  and  converfe  they  haue  had  an  awfull  refpect  to 
diuine  Rules  endeauouring  to  walk  vprightly  and  inoffenfiuely  and  in  the  middeft  of 
many  injuries  and  infolencies  to  exercife  much  patience  and  long  fufFering  towards 
them. 

ThePecott  grew  to  an  excefleof  vyolence  andoutrage  andproudlyturned  afidefrom 
all  wayes  of  Juftice  and  peace  before  the  fword  was  drawne  or  any  hoftile  attempts  made 
againft  them,  during  thefe  warrs  and  after  the  Pecotts  were  fubdued  the  Englifh  Co- 
lonies were  carefull  to  continue  and  eftablifh  peace  with  the  reft  of  the  Indians,  both 
For  the  prefent  and  for  pofteryty,  as  by  feuerall  treaties  with  the  Narrohigganfet  and 
Mohegan  Sagamores  may  appeare,  which  treaties  for  a  while  were  in  fome  good 
meafure  duly  obferued  by  all  the  Indians,  but  of  late  the  Narrohigganfets  and  efpeci- 
ally  the  Nyanticks  their  confederats  haue  many  wayes  injurioufly  broken  and  vyo- 
lated  the  fame  by  entertayneing  and  keepeing  amongft  them,  not  onely  many  of  the 
Pecott  nation,  but  fuch  of  them  as  haue  had  their  hands  in  the  blood  and  mur- 
ther  of  the  Englifh  feizing  and  poflefling  at  leaft  a  part  of  the  Pecott  Countrey, 
which  by  the  right  of  Conqueft  juftly  appertaines  to  the  Englifh,  by  allureing  har- 
bouring and  withholding  feuerall  Pecott  captiues  fled  from  the  Englifh,  and  makeing 
proud  and  infolent  returnes  when  they  were  redemaunded,  and  more  lately  the  En- 
lifli  had  many  ftrong  and  concurrant  Indian  teftymonies  from  long  Ifland  Vnkoway, 
Hartford,  Kennebeck,  and  other  parts,  of  Myantenomies  ambitious  defignes  trauel- 
ling  through  all  the  Plantacons  of  the  neighbouring  Indians  and  by  prcmifes  and 
guifts  laboureingto  make  himfelf  their  vniuerfall  Sagamore  or  gouernor,  perfwadeing 
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and  engageing  them  at  once  to  cut  off  the  whole  body  of  the  Englifli  in  thefe  parts : 
which  treacherous  plotts  were  confirmed  by  the  Indians  generall  preparacons,  meffa- 
ges,  infolencies  and  outrages  againfl.  the  Englifli  and  fuch  Indians  as  were  fubjects 
or  frends  to  them,  fo  that  the  Englifli  Colonies  to  their  great  charge  and  damnage 
were  forced  to  arme,  to  keepe  ftrong  watch  day  and  night,  and  fome  of  them  to 
travell  with  Convoyes  from  one  plantacon  to  another,  and  when  Myantenomy  in  his 
circuler  trauell  was  queftioned  at  New  Hauen  concerneing  thefe ,  thinges,  inftead  of 
other  and  better  fatisfaccon  hee  threatened  to  cutt  off  any  Indians  head  that  fliould 
lay  fuch  a  charge  on  him  to  his  face. 

The  Comiflioners  by  the  premiffes  obferued  Myantenomies  proud  and  treacherous 
difpoficon,  yet  thought  not  fitt  to  proceede  againfl  him  in  that  refpect  till  they  had 
collected  more  legall  and  convinceing  proofe. 

But  when  theie  thinges  were  vnder  deliberacon  Myantenomie  was  brought  prifo- 
ner  by  Vncas  to  Hartford  and  the  cafe  being  opened  aud  cleared  as  followeth,  hee 
craued  the  Comiflioners  advice  how  to  proceed  with  him. 

It  appeared  in  a  Treaty  made  with  the  Englifli  at  Maffachufetts  1*337  Myantenomy 
engaged  himfelf  not  to  fight  with  any  of  the  Indians  and  particulerly  not  to  invade 
Vncas  without  the  Englifli  confent.  And  after  in  tripartite  agreement  made  and 
concluded  at  Hartford  betwixt  Myantenomy  and  Vncas  with  referrence  to  the  Englifli 
anno  1638  In  which  one  of  the  articles  was  that  though  either  of  the  faid  Indian  Sa- 
gamores fliould  receiue  injurie  from  the  other,  yet  neither  of  them  fliall  make  or  be- 
gin warr  vntill  they  had  appealed  to  the  Englifli  and  till  the  greevances  were  firft 
heard  and  determyned,  and  if  either  of  them  fliould  refufe,  the  Englifli  might  aflift 
againfl  and  compell  the  refufeing  and  obftinate  party. 

Notwithftanding  which  Myantenomy  and  his  Confederates  haue^both  fecrettly  and 
openly  plotted  and  pra&ifed  againfl  the  life  of  Vncas,  not  at  all  acquainting  the  En- 
glifli or  advifeing  with  them,  but  more  efpecially  of  late  fince  the  foremenconed  plotts 
and  defignes  were  in  hand. 

Firft  a  Pecott  Indian  one  of  Vncas  his  fubjects  in  the  fpring  1643  ayraeing  at 
Vncas  his  life  ftiott  him  with  an  arrow  through  the  arme,  and  prefently  fled  to  the 
Narrohigganfets  or  their  Confederates,  boafting  in  the  Indian  Plantacons  that  he  had 
killed  Vncas,  but  when  it  was  knowne  that  Vncas  (though  wounded)  was  aliue,  the 
Peacott  taught  (as  was  fuppofed)  chaunged  his  note,  affirmeing  that  Vncas  had  cutt 
through  his  owne  arme  with  a  flint  and  had  hired  him  to  fay  that  he  had  fliott  and 
killed  him. 

Myantenony  being  fent  for  by  the  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  vpon  another 

occafion  brought  this  Peacott  with  him  and  would  haue  couered  him  with  the  former 

but  when  the  Englifli  out  of  his  owne  mouth  found  him  guilty  and  would  haue 

fenthim  to  Vncas  his  SagamoreMyantenonyearneftly  defired  he  might  not  betaken  out 
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of  his  hands  promifeing  hee  would  fend  him  fafe  to  Vncas  to  be  examined  and  punch- 
ed. But  feareinj  (as  it  feemes)  his  owne  treachery  would  bee  difcouered  in  a  day 
or  two  he  flopped  the  Pecocts  mouth  by  cutting  off  his  head.  But  at  parting  hee 
toold  the  Gouernor  in  difcontent,  that  hee  would  come  no  more  to  Bofton. 

After  this  fome  attempts  were  made  (as  it  is  reported)  to  take  away  Vncas  life  by 
poyfon  and  by  forcery,  that  fay!eing  fome  of  ScquafTon's  Company  (an  Indian  Saga- 
more allyed  vnto  an  intimate  confederate  with  Myantenomy)  fhott  at  Vncas 
with  an  arrow  or  two  as  he  was  going  doune  Coneetacurt  Riuer,  Vncas  according 
to  the  foremenconed  Treaty  1638  complayned  and  the  Englifh  by  mediation  fought 
to  make  peace,  but  Sequaffon  exprefling  his  dependence  on  Myantenony  refufed, 
and  chofe  warr,  they  fought  and  Vncas  had  the  vi&ory. 

Laftly  Myantenomy  without  any  prouocacon  from  Vncas  (vnlefTe  the  Difapoyntment 
of  former  plotts  provoaked)  and  fodainely  without  denounceing  warr,  came  vpon 
the  Mohegans  with  nine  hundred  or  a  thoufand  men,  when  Vncas  had  not  half  fo 
many  to  defend  himfelf;  Vncas  before  the  battaile  tould  Myantenomy,  that  hee  had 
many  wayes  fought  his  life,  and  for  the  fpareing  of  blood  offerred  by  a  fingle  com- 
batt  betwixt  themfelues  to  end  the  quarrell :  but  Myantenomy  prefumeing  vpon  the 
number  of  his  men  would  haue  nothing  but  a  battell,  the  yffue  fell  contrary  to  his 
expe&acon  his  men  were  routed,  diuers  of  his  confiderable  men  flayne  and  himfelf 
taken  prifoner. 

Thefe  thinges  being  duely  wayed  the  Comiffioners  judged  that  Vncas  could  not  be 
fafe  whilft  Myantenomy  liued, -wherefore  they  thought  hee  might  juflly  put  fuch  a 
treacherous  and  blood  thirfty  enemie  to  death,  but  aduifed  him  to  do  it  in  his  owne 
jurifdiccon  without  torture  or  cruellty.  And  Vncas  haueing  hitherto  fhewed  him- 
felf a  frend  to  the  Englifh,  and  in  this  and  former  outrages  (according  to  the  treaty) 
craueing  their  aduice  if  the  Narrohigganfets  or  their  confederates  fhould  for  his  jufl 
execucon  vnjuftly  affault  him,  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Colonies  promifed  Vncas  to 
affift  and  protect  him. 

Vncas  herevpon  flew  an  enemie  but  not  the  enmyty  againft  him,  the  Narrohiggan- 
fets foone  fell  to  new  contriuements,  they  pretended  they  had  payd  a  Ranfome  for 
their  Sachems  life  and  gaue  in  particuler  about  fourty  pounds. 

This  for  a  while  caft  an  imputacon  of  foule  and  vnjufl:  dealeing  vpon  Vncas,  but  in 
September  1 644  the  Englifh  Comiffioners  meeting  at  Hartford  fent  for  the  Narro- 
higganfet  Sachems  or  their  Deputies  defireing  they  might  be  inftru&ed  to  make  good 
their  charge. 

Vncas  came  himfelf,  they  fent  their  deputies,  but  after  due  examinacon  it  appear- 
ed that  fome  loofe  difcourfe  had  paffed,  that  for  fuch  quantities  of  jWampam  and 
fuch  parcells  of  other  goods  to  a  great  value  there  might  haue  beene  fome  probabili- 
tie  of  fpareing  his  life,  that  no  fuch  parcells  were  brought,  and  the  Narrohigganfet 

Deputies, 
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Deputies  did  not  alleadg  much  leffe  proue  that  any  Ranfome  was  agreed,  nor  foe 
much  as  any  ferious  treaty  begun  to  redeeme  their  imprifoned  Sachem,  and  for  the 
wampam  and  goods  fent  as  they  were  but  fmale  parcells  and  fcarce  confiderable  for 
fuch  a  purpofe,  fo  they  were  difpofed  by  Myantenomy  himfelf  to  fondry  perfons  for 
curtefies  receiued  during  his  imprifonment  and  vpon  hope  of  further  favour.  The 
Narrohigganfet  Deputies  faw  their  proofes  fell  far  fliort  of  former  pretences  and 
were  fylent.  The  Comiffioners  promifed  that  vpon  better  euedence  hereafter,  they 
fhould  haue  _due  Satisfaccon. 

Wherevpon  a  Treaty  was  made,  and  both  parties  were  engaged  that  all  hoftilitic 
fhould  ceafe  till  planting  tyme  1 645  and  after  that  they  would  giue  thirty  dayes 
warneing  either  at  the  Maffachufetts  or  Hartford,  before  the  treaty  (hould  ceafe. 
Yet  in  February  laft  the  Narrohigganfets,  by  Meffengers  fent  to  Bofton  declared  that 
vnleffe  Vncas  would  redeliuer  one  hundred  and  fixty  fathome  of  Wampam  or  come 
to  a  new  heareing  within  fix  weeks  they  would  beginn  the  warr. 

This  croffed  the  former  agreement  and  the  feafon  was  fuch  that  neither  Comiffion- 
ers could  be  aduifed  with  nor  could  Vncas  trauell  if  notice  had  beene  giuen.  After 
which  about  or  before  planting  tyme  Tantoquefon  a  Mohegan  Captaine  who  tooke 
Myantenomy  prifoner  was  dangeroufly  and  treacheroufly  wounded  in  the  night  as  he 
flept  in  his  Wigwam,  and  other  hoflile  acts  were  on  both  parts  attempted  in  a  priuate 
and  underhand  way  as  they  could  take  aduantage  eich  againft  other. 

But  fince  the  Narrohigganfets  haue  at  feuerall  tymes  openly  invaded  Vncas,  fo 
that  Coneetacut  and  New  Hauen  were  forced  according  to  engagement  to  fend  men, 
from  thofe  Colonies  for  his  prefent  defence,  but  with  expreffe  direccon  not  to  begin 
any  offenfiue  warr  againfl:  the  Narrohigganfets  or  their  Confederats  till  further  order. 
In  the  meane  tyme  meffengers  were  fent  to  the  Narrohigganfets  from  the  generall 
Court  in  the  Maffachufets  fignifying  the  Commiffioners  meeting,  promifeing  their 
greevances  fhouid  bee  fully  and  juflly  heard,  and  requireing  a  ceffacon  of  warr  in  the 
meane  tyme,  but  they  refufed.  And  heareing  probably  that  the  Englifh  from  the  wef- 
terne  Colonies  were  returned,  they  made  a  new  affault  vpon  Vncas  and  haue  done 
him  much  hurte. 

The  Comiffioners  being  mett  fent  meffengers  the  fecond  tyme  both  to  the  Narrohig- 
ganfet and  Mohegan  Indians,  mynding  them  of  their  former  treaties  and  truce,  de- 
fireing  them  to  fend  their  deputies  inftru&ed  and  furniflied  with  authorytie,  to  declare 
and  open  the  grounds  of  the  warr,  to  giue  and  receiue  due  fatisfa&ion  and  to  reflore 
and  fettle  peace. 

At  firft  the  Narrohigganfet  Sachem  gaue  a  reafonable  and  fayre  anfwere  that  he 
would  fend  guides  with  them  to  the  Mohegans,  and  if  Vncas  conlented  he  would 
fend  his  Deputies  to  the  Comiffioners  and  during  eight  dayes  hoftilitie  fhould  ceafe, 
but  he  foone  repented  of  this  moderacon,  tould  the  Englifh  meffengers  his  mynd 
was  chaunged,  fent  priuate  inflruccons  to  the  Nyantick  Sachem,  after  the  deliuery 
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of  which  there  was  nothing  but  proud  and  infolent  paflages,  the  Indian  guides  which 
the  Englifh  meflengers  brought  with  them  from  Pumham  and  Sokakanoco  were  by 
frownes  and  threatening  fpeeches,  difcouraged  and  returned,  no  other  guides  could 
be  obtayned  though  much  prefled,  they  knew  (as  they  expreffed  themfeluej)  by  the 
courfe  holden  at  Hartford  laft  yeare  that  the  Comiffioners  would  mediate  and  preffe 
for  peace,  but  they  were  refolued  to  haue  no  peace  without  Vncas  his  head,  it  mat- 
tered not  who  begann  the  warr  they  were  refolued  to  continue  it,  the  Englifli  {hould 
withdraw  their  garrifon  from  Vncas,  or  they  would  take  it  as  a  Breach  of  former 
Couenants,  and  would  procure  as  many  Mowhauques  as  the  Englifli  fliould  afront 
them  with  that  they  would  lay  the  Englifli  cattell  on  heapes  as  heigh  as  their  houfes, 
that  no  Englifli  man  fliould  ftir  out  of  his  doore  to  pifle,  but  he  fliould  be  killed. 

They  revyled  Vncas  charged  him  with  cutting  through  his  owne  arme,  and  faing 
the  Narrohigganfett  hadfhott  him,  affirmed  that  he  would  now  murther  the  Englifli 
meflengers  as  they  went  or  returned  (if  he  had  oportunitie)  and  lay  it  vpon  the  Nan- 
rohigganfets. 

The  Englifli  meflengers  vpon  this  rude  and  vnciuill  vfage  wanting  guides  to  pro- 
ceede  and  feareing  danger  returned  to  the  Narrohigganfets,  acquainted  Pifficus  with 
the  former  paflages,  defired  guides  from  him,  hee  (in  fcorne  as  they  apprehended  it) 
offerred  them  an  old  Peacott  Squaw,  but  would  afford  no  other  guides  :  there  alfo 
they  concerned  themfelues  in  danger,  three  Indians  with  hatchetts  Handing  bchynd 
the  Interpreter  in  a  fufpicious  manner  while  he  was  fpeaking  with  Peflecus,  and  the 
reft  frowneing  and  expreffing  much  diftemper  in  their  countenance  and  carriage. 
The  Englifli  meflengers  not  hopeing  for  better  fuccefle  at  that  tyme  departed,  telling 
Peflecus  that  if  he  would  returne  any  other  anfwere,  he  fliould  fend  it  to  the  Englifli 
trading  houfe  where  they  intended  to  lodge  that  night.  In  the  morneing  hee  invited 
them  to  returne  and  promifed  them  a  guide  to  Vncas  but  would  graunt  no  ceflation 
of  armes.  When  they  came  to  Prouidence  they  underflood  that  in  their  abfence  a 
Narrohigganfet  Indian  had  beene  there  and  feineing  himfelf  to  be  of  Coneetacut 
fpake  in  that  dyalect,  but  could  not  put  off  the  Narrohigganfet  tone,  hee  tould  Bene- 
dict Arnolds  wyfe  (who  well  vnderftood  the  Indian  language)  that  the  Englifli  mef- 
fengers fliould  not  pafle  to  the  Mohegans,  he  knew  they  fliould  haue  no  guides,  but 
fliould  be  deftroyed  in  the  woods  as  they  trauelled  towards  Vncas. 

Thus  the  Englifli  meflengers  returned  and  the  Interpreter  vnder  his  hand  and 
upon  his  Oath  related  the  former  paflages  (with  others  lefle  material)  more  largely. 
Mr.  Williams  by  the  meflengers  wrote  to  the  Comiffioners  aflureing  them  that 
the  Countrey  would  foddainely  bee  all  on  fire  meaneing  by  warr,  that  by  ftrong  rea- 
fons  and  arguments  hee  could  convince  any  man  thereof,  that  was  of  another  mynd, 
that  the  Narrohigganfets  had  beene  with  the  Plantacons  combyned  with  Prouidence 
Vol.  II.  G  and 
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and  folemnly  treated  and  fettled  a  Newtrallyty  with  them  :  which  fully  .{hews  their 
Counfells  and  fetled  refolucons  for  warr. 

Thus  while  the  Comiffioners  in  care  of  the  publicke  peace  fought  to  quench  the 
fyre  kindled  amongfl  the  Indians  thefe  children  of  flrife  breath  out  threatenings  pro- 
vocacons  and  war  againfl:  the  Englifh  themfelues :  fo  that  vnleffe  they  fhould  difho- 
nor  and  provoak  God  by  vyolateing  a  juft  engagement,  and  expofe  the  Colonies  to 
contempt  and  danger  from  the  Barbarians  they  cannot  but  exercife  force  when  no 
other  means  will  prevayle  to  reduce  the  Narrohigganfets  and  their  confederals  to  a 
moft  juft  and  fober  temper. 

The  eyes  of  other  Indians  vnder  the  prote&ion  of  the  MafTachufetts  and  not  at  all 
engaged  in  this  quarrell  are  (as  they  haue  expreft  themfelues  to  the  Englifh  meflen- 
gers)  fattened  vpon  the  Englifh  with  ftrict  obferuacon,  in  what  manner  and  meafure 
they  prouide  for  Vncas  his  fafetv  :  If  hee  perifh  they  will  charge  it  vpon  them  who 
mighc*haue  preferued  him,  and  no  Indians  will  trufl  the  Englifh  if  they  now  broke 
Engagements  either  in  the  prefent  or  fucceeding  generations.  Yf  Vncas  be  ruined 
in  fuch  a  caufe,  they  forefee  their  heads  vpon  the  next  pretence  fhalbe  deliuered  to 
the  will  of  the  Narrohigganfets,  with  whome  therefore  they  fhalbe  forced  to  com- 
ply as  they  may  for  their  future  fafety,  and  the  Englifh  may  not  trufl;  an  Indian  in 
the  whole  Countrey.  The  premhTes  being  weighed  it '  clearly  appears  That  God 
calls  the  Colonies  to  a  Warr. 

The  Narrohigganfets  and  their  Confederats  reft  on  their  numbers  weapons  and 
opertunities  to  do  mifcheefe  as  probably  as  of  ould  Afliur  Amaleck  and  the  Philif- 
.  tins  with  others  did  confederate  againfl  Ifraell.  So  Sathan  may  fb'r  up  and  combyne 
many  of  his  Inftruments  againfl;  the  Churches  of  Chrift :  but  their  Redeemer 
is  the  Lord  of  Hoftes,  the  mighty  one  in  battaile,  all  the  fheilds  of  the  earth  are  in 
his  hands,  hee  can  fave  by  few  and  by  weake  meanes,  as  by  many  and  great  In  him 
they  trufl. 

The  Comiffioners  takeing  into  confideracon  the  matter  concerneing  the  peace  made 
betwixt  the  gouernment  of  the  MafTachufetts  and  montfeurDe  Aulney  referred  to  this 
meeting  for  confirmacon  or  abrogation.  And  fuch  queftions  and  propoficons  as  haue 
beene  deliuered  vnto  them,  both  by  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffiichufets  Colonies 
as  alfo  by  Mr.  Saltenflooll  and  Mr.  Hawtherne  ymployed  by  the  generall  Court  to  en- 
quire about  the  proceedings  of  Captaine  Haukens  and  other  of  the  Englifh  in  aydc 
of  Monfeur  De  Latore  againfl  Monfeur  De  Aulney,  and  alfo  fome  queflions  pro- 
pounded by  one  of  the  Elders  concerning  the  fame  matter,  and  haueing  perufed  the 
faid  Articles  of  Agreement,  and  all  fuch  letters  and  other  writings  as  concerne  the 
faid  affaires  haue  (vpon  mature  advice  and  deliberacon)  flated,  refolued  and  anfwered 

the  faid  propofitions  and  queftions  as  here  followeth. 

Quefh 
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Quell,  i.  Whether  Monfeur  Latore  being  a  Frenchman  borne,  accepting  his  land 
from  the  Canada  Company,  and  of  Comiffion  of  Leiftennancy  of  thofe  parts  from  the 
King  of  France,  be  not  concluded  thereby  (both  in  fafto  and  de  jure)  to  be  a  fubjeft 
of  France  and  to  hold  all  his  eftate  in  Accady  of  the  Crowne  of  France  ? 
The  Comiffioners  anfwere  affirmatiuely. 

2.  Monfeur  Latore  being  knowne  and  concluded  to  be  fubjeft  of  the  King  of 
Fraunce,  and  his  lands  to  be  accounted  (by  Cuflome  of  all  States  of  Europe)  as  be- 
longing to  that  Crowne  whether  thefe  confederate  Colonies  of  New  England  (being 
{hangers  to  that  Kingdome  of  France  and  the  affaires  of  that  State)  may  judg  of  the 
validitie,  of  any  of  the  proceedeings  againfl.  Latore  there  ? 

AnAvered  negatively. 

3.  If  Monfeur  Latore  his  perfon,  eftate  and  caufe  belonging  to  the  Jurifdiccon, 
and  cognizance  of  the  Crowne  of  France  ihould  be  apparently  injured,  or  oppreffed 
by  Monfeur  De  Aulney,  whether  the  faid  Vnited  Colonies,  haue  any  lawful!  calling 
to  giue  affiftance  to  Monfeur  Latore  againfl:  Monfeur  De  Aulney,  holding  forth  the 
Authority  of  the  King  of  Fraunce  for  his  warrant  ? 

Anfwered  negatiuely. 

4.  When  Monfeur  Latore  ariued  here,  in  the  (hip  of  Monfeur  Mooroone,  with 
Comiffion  from  the  Vice-Admiral  of  France  for  bringing  fupply  to  Latore  (Ailed 
therein  Leiftenant  Generall  of  the  King  of  France)  and  therein  required  all  the  Sub- 
jects of  France  and  defired  all  others  to  yield  him  affiftance,  as  occafion  fhould  re- 
quire, whether  in  this  cafe  the  voluntaries  might  lawfully  be  permitted  to  go  in  ayde 
of  Latore,  according  to  the  requeft  of  the  faid  Comiffion  ? 

Anfwered  That  in  referrence  and  refpeft  to  the  State  of  France  it  might  be  done, 
and  fo  it  appeared  to  haue  beene  allowed  in  France. 

5.  Whether  fuch  Volunteers  (as  were  permitted  to  goe  in  ayd  of  Latore  vpon  fuch 
grounds  and  intimations  as  is  expreffed  in  the  former  queftion)  invadeing  Monfeur 
De  Aulney  in  his  owne  habitation  &c.  do  by  fuch  action  lay  this  Gouerment  under 
guilt  or  parti  tipacon  of  any  hoftillity,  or  injurie  which  might  be  committed 
thereby  ?    • 

Anfwered  That  in  referrence  to  the.  State  of  Fraunce  volunteers  going  forth  as  be- 
fore without  Comiffion  or  incouragement  to  do  any  vnlawfull  aft,  the  State  fo  per- 
mitting them  doth  not  fall  vnder  guilt,  vnleffe  by  fome  after  negleft  of  Duty. 

6.  Whether  Monfeur  De  Aulney  his  Intimacon  of  the  State  of  France  their  fatif- 
faccon  concerneing  the  faid  Voluntary  ayde  afforded  Latore  and  the  Articles  of  peace 
concluded  therevpen  doe  not  barr  Monfeur  De  Aulney  from  requireing  any  further 
fatisfaccon  from  this  gouerment  otherwife  then  in  a  way  of  profecution  in  a  courfe  of 
ciuill  juftice  againfl:  paiticuler  perfons  intreffed  ?

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Anfwered  That  Monfeur  De  Aulney  haueingby  his  Letter  September  20th  1644 
declared  what  conftruccon  the  Kinge  of  France  had  made  of  the  late  voluntary  ayde 
afforded  Latore,  chargeing  the  fault  vpon  the  vice  Admirall  of  France,  and  ordering 
that  peace  fhould  be  kept  with  the  Englifh  ;  And  De  Aulney  himfelf  by  his  Agent 
Monfeur  De  Marie"  haueing  concluded  a  peace  with  the  gouerment  of  the  Maffachu- 
fets,  not  excepting  nor  menconing  therein  their  damnage  or  reparacon :  wee  fee  not 
why  he  fhould  now  require  fatisfaccon  from  the  faid  Gouerment  for  former  afts  done 
by  the  faid  Volunteers  without  their  Comiffion  or  confent. 

7.  Whether  Monfeur  De  Aulney  his  feazing  the  Catch  of  Jofeph  Crafton  going 
with  prouiiions  to  Latores  fort  and  refufeing  to  giue  fatisfaccon  &c.  be  a  breach  of  the 
peace  on  his  parte  ? 

Anfwered  negatively. 

8.  Whether  the  carrying  hoame  Latores  Lady  from  Boflon  in  the  Shipps  of 
Strangers  rideing  in  our  Harbour  or  the  attempt  of  the  faid  Crafton  to  carry  prem- 
iums to  Latores  fort  being  both  donn  without  the  Affiftants  of  this  Gouerment  be  a 
breach  of  the  peace  on  our  parte  ? 

Anfwered  That  vpon  confideracon  of  the  Articles  agreed  vpon  with  Monfeur  Ma- 
rie there  appeares  no  breach  of  the  peace  in  either. 

Whether  the  Mortgage  or  conveyance  made  from  Monfeur  Latore  to  Major  Gib- 
bons of  his  Fort  &c.  after  the  Comiffion  of  the  King  of  France  to  Monfeur  De  Aul- 
ney was  made  knowne  to  us  be  of  any  force  againft  the  faid  Monfeur  De  Alney,  es- 
pecially now  after  the  Fort  hath  beene  feized  into  the  hands  of  the  King  of  France  by 
Authoritie  of  the  faid  Comiffion  ? 

Anfwere  Negatiuely  for  ought  appears  at  prefent  vpon  what  wee  haue  feene. 

Whether  the  Comiffioners  are  to  take  cognizance  of  the  former  injuries  offerred 
to  any  of  the  Confederates  (as  that  of  Penobfiott)  &c.  feing  the  parties  mtreffed 
do  not  now  complayne  ? 

Anfwere.  The  Comiffioners  conceiue  they  neede  not  expreffe  their  thoughts 
herein,  till  the  parties  intreffed  fhaH  call  for  them. 

1 1.  Whereas  fome  hoflile  afts  appeares  to  haue  beene  comitted  againCt  Monf.  De 
Aulney  in  killing  fome  of  his  men  and  deftroying  and  takeing  his  goods,  by  fome  of 
thofe  Englifh  who  went  forth  under  the  Comaund  of  Captaine  Haukins  and  joyned 
with  Monf.  Latore  his  men  therein,  whether  this'  aft  may  be  juftyfyable  in  him  and 
the  reft  of  thofe  Englifh,  or  if  they  ought  not  to  be  called  to  an  account  for  the  fame  ? 

Anfwere.  It  doth  not  appeare  to  the  Comiffioners  that  Captaine  Haukins  or  any 
vnder  him  had  any  Comiffion  from  the  gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  or  any  other 
to  attempt  any  hoflile  aft  againft  Monf.  De  Aulney,  nor  to  enquire  after  wronges  or 
require  fatisfaccon  from  the  one  to  the  other,  nor  why  hee  or  they  fhould  joyne  with 

Monf. 
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Monf.  Latores  men  in  that  way  of  force  after  he  had  receiued  Monf.  De  Aulney's 
Letter  :  but  Captaine  Hawkins  being  now  abfent  they  leave  him  to  anfwere  for  him- 

felf. 

Whereas  the  Comiffioners  haue  beene  further  mooued  by  fome  of  the  Court  of 
the  Maffachufetts  to  confider  of  the  faid  hottile  aft  comitted  by  Captaine  Haukins  and 
theEnglifti  with  him 

They  anfwere  therevnto  in  effect  as  before  vizt.  They  conceiue  that  Captaine 
Haukins  or  thofe  with  him  haue  donn  feueral  thinges  againft  Monf.  De  Aulney  of 
weighty  concernement  (without  Comiffiou  from  hence)  which  are  juftly  queftiona- 
ble,  but  the  caufe  depending  as  they  hear  in  the  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  they 
refer  it  to  the  due  courfe  of  Jullice. 

Laftly  the  Comiffioners  vpon  ferious  advice  and  confideracon  doe  afTent  (as  is  here- 
after expreffed)  to  the  articles  of  peace  made  betweene  the  gouernment  of  the  Maffa- 
chufetts and  Monf.  De"  Aulney,  if  hte  agree  and  ratifye  them  vnder  his  hand.  The 
ratyficacon  now  drawne  vp  as  here  followeth  in  Englilh  (but  it  was  tranflated  into  La- 
tine)  and  under  the  former  agreement  exemplyfyed  &c. 

An  agreement  between  John  Indicott  Goueinor  of  the  Maffachufetts  in  New 
England  and  the  reft  of  the  Majeftrats  there  And  Monf.  Marie  Commiffioner  for  De 
Aulney  Knight  Gouernor  and  Lieftennant  of  his  heighneffe  the  King  of  France  in 
Accaday  aProuince  of  New  France  made  and  confirmed  at  Bofton  in  the  Maffachu- 
fets  aforefaid  the  eight  day  of  the  eight  month  1644. 

The  Gouernor  and  majeftrats  do  promife  to  Monf.  Marie  aforefaid  That  they  and 
all  the  Englilh  within  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Maffachufets  in  New  England  fhall  ob- 
ferueand  keepe  firme  peace  with  Monf.  De  Aulney  Gouernor  &c.  and  all  the  French 
under  his  Gouernment  in  Accady  and  alfoMonf.  Marie  promifeth  for  Monf.  De  Aulney 
that  hee  and  all  his  People  ftiall  keepe  firme  peace  alfoe  with  the  Gouernor  and  majef- 
trats aforefaid,  and  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Jurifdiccon  of  the  Maffachufetts  and 
that  it  fhalbe  Lawfull  for  all  their  people  afwell  French  as  Englifh  to  trade  eich 
with  other,  fo  as  if  any  occafion  of  offence  fhall  happen,  neither  of  them  fhall  at- 
tempt any  thing  againft  the  other  in  a  hoftile  way  except  complaint  and  manefeftacon 
of  the  Injurie  be  firft  made  and  fatisfaccon  according  to  equitie  bee  not  giuen  Prouid- 
ed  always  that  the  Gouernor  and  Majeftrats  aforefaid  bee  not  bound  to  reftrayne  their 
Merchants  from  tradeing  with  the  fhipes  with  what  people  foeuer  whether  French  or 
others  in  what  place  foeuer  inhabiting.  Prouided  alfo  that  the  full  ratyfycacon  and 
conclufion  of  this  agreement  be  referred  to  the  next  meeteing  of  the  Comiffioners  of 
the  vnited  Colonies  of  New-England  for  the  continuance  or  abrogation  thereof  and 
in  the  meane  to  remayne  firme  and  inviolable. 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  of  New  England  hauing  perufed  and 

confidercd  the  agreement  and  articles  aboue  written  and  being  defireous  that  a  firme 
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and  generall  peace  might  be  mayntayned  between  the  Englifh  and  all  their  neighbours 
that  euery  one  might  purfue  the  common  iutention  of  fubduing  this  wildernes  for  the 
ufe  of  man  in  that  way  for  which  the  earth  was  firft  giuen  to  the  fonnes  of  Adam,  and 
for  bringing  thefe  barbarous  people  firft  to  ciuilitie  (and  fo  by  diuine  affiftance)  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  true  God  and  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  It  feemes  fitt  and  neceflary  vnto 
them,  that  the  Agreement  and  Articles  afore  fpecifyed  (comprehending  therein  all 
the  faid  Vnited  Colonies)  fhould  be  confirmed.  But  whereas  there  are  certaine  quef- 
tions  and  injuries  on  both  parts  alledged  and  charged  the  Comiffioners  are  willing 
that  in  due  tyme  and  place  the  fame  fhalbe  duly  heard  and  compofed  according  to 
Juftice,  and  that  peace  in  the  mean  tyme,  be  fully  and  firmely  kept  by  the  Englifh 
Colonies  according  to  the  late  agreement.  Prouided  that  Monf.  De  Aulney  vnder 
his  owne  hand  doe  confirme  and  obferue  the  fame. 

Thefe  foregoing  conclufions  were  fubfcribed  by  the  Comiffioners  for  the  feverall 
Jurifdiccons  this  fecond  of  September  1645.

AT  a  meeting  of  the  ComiJJioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  in  New  England  at  New- 
Haven  gtb  yber,  1646. 

THE  Articles  of  Confederation  being  read,  an  order  of  the  generall  Corte  of 
the  Maffachufets  dated  the  fixt  of  the  third  moneth  1646  was  prefented  and  read, 
whereby  it  appeared  that  John  Endecutt  and  Herbort  Pelham  efqr.  were  chofen 
Comiffioners  for  that  Colony  for  a  full  and  compleate  yeare,  and  were  inverted  with 
full  power  and  authority  according  to  the  tenure  of  the  faid  articles,  and  an  order 
made  therevpon  at  the  meeteing  at  Bofton  the  7.  7ber,  1643. 

Mr.  John  Browne,  and  Mr.  Timothy  Hatherley  prefented  a  like  order  of  the  ge- 
nerall Corte  of  Plimouth  the  fecond  of  the  4th  moneth  1646  at  which  tyme  they 
were  Comiffioners  for  that  Colony  for  one  yeare  accordeing  to  the  tenure  of  the  afore- 
mentioned articles. 

A  like  order  of  the  generall  Courte  at  Hartford  for  the  iurifdiccon  of  Conne&icutt 
was  produced,  whereby  Edward  Hopkins  and  John  Heynes  efqrs.  were  chofen  Co- 
miffioners accordeing  to  the  tenure  of  the  faid  articles  for  one  yeare,  which  order  was 
dated  the  9th  of  the  fecond  moneth  1646. 

Theo- 
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Theophilus  Eaton,  Efq.  and  Mr  Stephen  Goodyeare  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for 
the  Colony  of  New  Hauen  for  one  yeare,  according  to  the  tenure  of  faid   articles, 
as  by  an  order  of  that  generall  Courte  dated  the  30th  of  the  8th  moneth  1645  aP* 
peared. 

Theophilus  Eaton  was  chofen  Prefident  for  this  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners. 

The  Comiffioners  of  Conne&icute  complayned  of  feueral  infolencies  and  iniuries 
with  an  high  hand  lately  committed  and  mayntained  by  the  Dutch  agent,  and  fome 
of  his  family  to  the  Difturbance  of  the  peace  there  ;  and  a  protefl  lately  fent  by  the 
Dutch  Governoure  againft  New  Haven,  with  the  anfwere  returned  were  read.  The 
Protefl  was  written  in  Latine,  the  contents  in  Englifh  was  as  followeth. 

We  William  Kift  generall  Dire&or,  and  the  Senate  of  New  Netherlands  for  the 
high  and  mighty  Lords  the  States  of  the  Vnited  Belgicke  Provinces,  for  his  Excel- 
lency the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  for  the  mod  noble  Lords,  the  Admimftrators  of 
the  Weft  India  Company  to  thee  Theophilus  Eaton  Governoure  of  this  place,  by  vs 
called  the  Red  Hills  in  New  Netherland,  but  by  the  Englifh  called  New  Haven,  we 
give  notice  that  fome  years  paft,  yours  (without  any  occafion  given  by  vs,  and  with- 
out any  neceffity  impofed  vpon  them,  but  with  an  unfatiable  defire  of  poffeffinge  that 
which  is  ours,  againft  our  proteftations,  againft  the  law  of  Nations,  and  the  aunci- 
cnt  league  the  Kings  Majefty  of  greate  Britaine,  and  our  fuperiours  haue  indireftly 
entered  the  limitt  of  New  Netherland,  vfurped  diuerfe  places  in  them,  and  haue 
bene  very  injurious  vnto  vs,  neither  haue  they  given  fatisfaccon  though  oft  requir- 
ed :  And  becanfe  you  and  yours  haue  of  late  determined  to  faften  your  foote  neare 
Mauritius  River  in  this  Proviuce,  and  there  not  onely  to  difturb  onr  trade  (ofnoe 
man  hitherto  queftioned)  and  to  draw  it  to  yourfelues,  but  vtterly  to  deftroy  it,  were 
compeled  againe  to  Protefl,  and  by  tbefe  prefents  doe  protefl  againft  you  as  againft 
breakers  of  the  peaee,  and  difturbers  of  the  publicke  quiet,  That  if  you  do  not  re- 
flore  the  places  you  haue  vfurped,  and  repaire  the  loffe  we  haue  fuffered,  we  fhall 
by  fuch  meanes  as  God  affoords,  manfully  recover  them.  Neither,  doe  we  thincke 
this  croffeth  your  publicke  peace  but  fhall  caft  the  caufe  of  the  enfuinge  euill  vpon 
you.     Given  in  Amfterdam  forte  Auguft  3.  1 646  Newftile.

The  Anfwere  was  returned  in  Latine  to  the  faid  protefl  the  Contents  as  followeth. 

To  the  Right  Worfiipfu!  WILLIAM  KIEFT  Gouernoure  of  the  Dutch  in 
New  Netherland. 

S  I  R, 
BY  fome  of  yours  I  haue  receaued  a  Protefl  vnder  yonr  handDat.  Aug.  3.  1646" 
wherein  you  pretend  we  haue  indirectly  entered  the  limits  of  New  Netherland,  vfurp- 
ed! 
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ed  diuerfe  places  in  them,  and  haue  offred  you  many  injuries,  Thus  in  general!, 
and  in  reference  to  fome  yeare  pad,  more  particulerly  that  to  the  difturbance,  nay 
to  the  vtter  deftru&ion  of  your  trade,  we  haue  lately  fet  foote  neare  Mauritius  Ri- 
ver in  that  province  &c. 

We  doe  truely  profeffe  we  know  noe  fuch  Riuer,  nor  can  conceiue  what  River 
you  intend  by  that  name  vnleffe  it  be  that  which  the  Englifh  haue  longe  and  (till  doe 
call,  Hudfon's  Riuer.  Nor  haue  we  at  any  time  formerly  or  lately  entred  vpon 
any  place  to  which  you  had,  or  haue  any  knowne  title,  nor  in  any  other  refpecl 
beene  injurious  to  you.  It  is  true  wc  haue  lately  vpon  Pawgufett  River,  which 
falls  into  the  fea  in  the  midff.  of  the  Englifh  Plantations,  built  a  fmall  houfe  within 
our  owne  limits,  many  miles  nay  leagues  from  the  Manhattoes  from  your  tradinge 
houfe  and  from  any  porte  of  Hudfon's  River,  at  which  we  expect  little  trade  but 
can  compell  none,  the  Indians  beinge  free  to  trade  with  you,  vs,  Connefticute, 
Mattachufetts,  or  with  any  others  :  nor  did  we  build  there  till  we  had  firfl  purchaf- 
ed  a  due  title  from  the  true  proprietors :  what  injuries  and  outrages  in  our  perfons 
and  eflates  at  the  Manhattoes  in  Delawar  River  &c  we  haue  receiued  from  you,  our 
former  letters  and  proteft  doe  both  declare  and  proue  to  all  which  you  have  hitherto 
given  very  vnfatisfyinge  anfweres  :  But  whatever  our  lofles  and  fufferinge  haue 
beene,  we  conceiue  we  haue  neither  done,  nor  returned  any  thinge  euen  vnto  this 
day,  but  what  doth  agree  with  the  law  of  God,  the  law  of  Nations,  and  with  that 
ancient  confederation  and  amity  'betwixt  our  Superiours  at  home,  foe  that  we  mall 
readily  refer  all  queftions  and  difference  betwixt  you  and  vs  euen  from  firft  to  laft  to 
any  due  examination  and  Judgement,  either  heere  or  in  Europe  and  by  thefe  prefents 
doe  refer  them,  being  well  aflured  that  his  Majefly  our  foueraigne  Lord  Charles 
Kinge  of  greate  Britaine  and  the  Parliament  of  England  now  afTembled  will  main- 
taine  their  owne  right  and  our  iuft  liberties  againft  any  who  by  vnjufl  encrochment 
fhall  wronge  them  or  theirs,  and  that  your  owne  Principalis  vpon  a  due  and  mature 
confideration  will  alfo  fee  and  approue  the  righteoufnes  of  our  proceedings.

The  premifTes  being  duly  confidered  both  in  reference  to  Hartford  and  New  Ha- 
uen  the  Comiffioners  thought  fitt  to  expreffe  their  apprehentions  in  writinge  to  the 
Dutch  Gouernor  in  latine  but  the  Contents  as  followeth 
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To  the  Right  Worjhipful  WILLIAM  KIEFT  Goucrnor  &c. 
S  I  R, 

VPON  a  due  confideration  how  peace  (a  choice  bleffinge)  may  be  continued, 
we  are  carefull  to  enquire  and  fcarch  into  fhofe  differences  and  offences  foe  longe 
continued  betwixt  fome  of  our  confederates  and  your  felues  :  it  is  neare  3  yeares 
flnce  the  Governor  of  the  Mattachufets  by  confent  and  advice  of  the  Counfell  of 
that  Colony,  did  particularly  propounde  to  your  confideration  fundry  injurious  and 
vnworthy  paffages  done  by  your  Agent  vpon  the  freih  River,  and  fome  of  his  fami- 
ly vpon  our  brethren  at  Harford  to  all  which  you  returned  an  Ignoramus 
■  with  an  offenfiue  addicon  which  we  leaue  to  a  Review  and  better  confideration, 
what  inquiry  and  order  you  atter  made  and  tooke  to  fuppreffe  fuch  mifcarri- 
ao-es  for  the  future,  we  haue  not  heard,  but  certainly  your  Agent,  and  his  com- 
pany are  now  growne  to  a  flrange  and  vnfufferable  bouldnes  (we  hope  without  comif- 
fion)  An  Indian  Captiue  liable  to  publicke  puniihment  fled  from  her  Matter  at  Har- 
ford is  entertayned  in  your  houfe  at  Harford,  and  though  required  by  the  magif- 
trate  is  ynder  the  hands  of  your  Agent  there  denyed,  and  we  heare  (lie  is  either  mar- 
ryed,  or  abufed  by  one  of  your  men  :  Such  a  fervant  is  parte  of  her  mailer's  eftate, 
and  a  more  confulerable  part  then  a  bead,  our  children  will  Tiot  longe  be  fecure  if 
this  be  fuffered  :  your  Agent  himfelfe  in  height  of  diforder  and  contempt  of  authori- 
ty, refills  the  watch  at  Harford,  drawes  and  breakes  his  rapier  vpon  their  weapons 
and  by  flight  efcapes,  had  he  .bene  flaine  in  this  proude  affront,  his  bloud  had  beene 
vpon  his  owne  head :  Laftly  to  paffe  by  other  particulars,  fome  of  your  horfes  be- 
inge  pownded  for  damage  done  in  the  Englifli  Corne,  your  Agent  and  4  more  made 
an  affault,and  flroke  him  who  legally  fought  juftice,  and  in  an  hoflile  way  tooke  away 
his  teame  and  laden. 

We  have  alfo  feene  a  Protefl:  of  yours  Dat.  Aug.  3.  164b  New  ftile,  againit  our 
Confederates  of  New  Haven  with  their  Anfwer  Dat.  Aug.  12th.  and  deliuered  to  ' 
leiftenant  Baxtey  your  meffenger  :  vpon  our  molt  ferious  confideration  of  the 
contents  togeither  with  their  title  heere  held  forth,  we  ccnceiue  their  Anfwere 
fayre  and  juft  ;  and  hope  it  will  cleare  their  proceedings,  and  giue  you  full  fatisfac- 
tion,  yet  to  prevent  all  inconveniences  which  may  grow  by  any  part  of  the  premifes, 
we  haue  fent  this  bearer,  by  whome  we  defire  fuch  a  returne  as  may  teftify  your 
concurrence  with  vs  to  embrace  and  purfue  righteoufnes  and'  peace. 

Vpon  information  that  the  Dutch  Governor  in  a  lettre   to  the  Governor   of  the 

Mattachufets  chargeth  Mr.  Whitinge,  one  of  the  Magistrates  of  Cenne&icut  that  at 

the  Manhattoes  he  fliould  fay  The  Englifli  were  fooles    to  fuffer  the  Dutch  to  Hue 
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there,  Mr.  Whitinge  vpon  other  occafions  beinge  nowe  at  New  Haven  the  Coraif- 
fioners  enquired  of  him  what  had  paffed  betwixt  him  and  the  Dutch  Governoure  or 
him  and  others  at  the  Manhattoes,  and  therevpon  in  Englifh  wrote  another  letter  to 
the  Dutch  Governoure  as  followeth : 

S  I  R, 

SINCE  your  former  dated  the  fifth  of  this  prefent  we  haue  fpoken  with  Mr. 
Whitinge  concerninge  words  you  chardge  him  with  in  your  letter  to  the  Governoure 
of  the  Mattachufets,  he  profeffeth  he  neither  remembereth  nor  knoweth  any  fuch 
words  fpoken  by  him,  and  we  could  wifli  that  all  fuch  provokinge  and  threatninge 
language  might  be  forborne  on  both  parts,  as  contrary  to  that  peace  and  neigh- 
bourely  correfpondency  which  we  defire  fincerely  to  preferue  betwixt  the  2  nations. 
Mr.  Whitinge  complaines  of  a  fentence.  lately  paffed  againft  him  in  his  abfence  at  the 
Manatoes,  when  he  had  noe  agent  there  to  pleade  to  his  caufe,  or  to  giue  in  his 
evidence,  and  that  demandinge  a  jufl  debt  longe  fmce  due  from  fome  of  yours,  he 
receiued  neither  that  help  of  juftice  from  your  felfe  nor  foe  faire  an  anfwere  as  the 
caufe  required  and  he  expetted,  we  are  affured  you  will  both  grante  him  a  review  in 
the  former  and  free  paffage  for  recoveringe  debts  as  all  the  Colonies  will  readily  doe 
to  any  of  yours  in  our  Courts,  yf  in  your  anfwere  to  our  former  you  will  pleafe  to 
adde  a  word  or  two  concerninge  the  premifes,  it  may  fettle  a  right  vnderftandinge 
betwixt  vs,  we  reft  yours  &c. 

September  7th.  164.6.  oldjtyk. 

Both  thofe  letters  were  fent  by  Leiftenant  Godfrey  a  meffenger  to  the  dutch  Go- 
vernoure the  fame  day. 

The  Comiffioners  confideringe  the  treacherous  difpofition  of  the  Indians,  how 
hard  a  thinge  it  is  to  continue  any  firme  peace  with  them,  howikilfull  they  growe  in 
the  vfe  of  peeces,  powder  and  fhott  and  infolcnt  thereby,  and  withall  how  plentifully 
thofe  who  Hue  aboute  and  neare  the  French  and  Dutch  are  (though  at  high  prices) 
furr.imed  with  them,  the  Traders  of  both  nations  preferringe  profit  to  theire  owne  and 
neighboured  fafety,  thought  it  their  duty  to  receiue  and  ftrengthen  what  former  pro- 
uifions  hath  beene  made  that  fuch  diforderly  and  dangerous  tradinge  may  not  onely 
t>e  ftraitened,  but  fuppreffed  in  all  thofe  Colonies,  accordinge  to  their  place  and 
truft,  they  doe  therefore  confirme  the  order  made  at  Hartford  in  September  1644 
hopinge  that  neither  any  generall  Courte,  nor  magiftrate  within  thofe  Colonies,  will 
vpon  any  occafion  or  for  any  refpeft  giue  licenfe  or  vfe  any  Connivance  contrary  to 
the  fcope  and  true  meaninge  thereof,  and  whereas  three  of  the  Colonies  haue  already 
made  orders  to  regulate  tradinge  with  others  in  thofe  prouillons  for  warr,  the  Comif- 
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fioners  for  Mattachufets,  Conne&icut  and  New  Haven  and  the  Comiffioners  for  Pli- 
mouth  in  particular,  where  for  want  offuch  an  order  fome  traders  haue  lately  taken 
too  much  liberty  to  carry  and  fell  confiderable  quantities  of  powder  and  fhott,  or  lead 
to  and  at  the  Manatoes  which  hath  beene  as  fewell  to  the  fire,  a  meanes  to  continue 
and  increafe  an  indirect  and  hurtfull  trade  the  Dutch  haue  with  the  Indians,  are  in- 
treated  to  preferue  the  orders  already  made,  and  with  due  ferioufnes  to  propounde  to 
the  feuerall  generall  Courts  that  fpeedily  fome  wholefome  prouifion  may  be  made 
vnder  a  weighty  penalty,  that  none  with  in  their  particularand  refpeftiue  Jurifdictions 
fell  or  caufe  to  be  fould  directly  or  indirectly  any  gun  or  guns  of  what  name  or  forte 
foever,  any  powder,  fhott,  bullets,  lead,  fwords  or  any  other  weapons  or  inftruments 
proper  and  vfed  for  war  to  anyperfon  or  perfons  out  of  thofe  or  any  of  thofe  Jurifdic- 
tions  without  licenfe  vnder  the  hands  of  two  magiftrat.es  of  the  Jurifdiction,  or  at 
lead  vnder  the  hand  of  one  magiftrate  and  two  deputies  intruded  for  the  publicke 
affaires,  and  that  all  and  every  fuch  licenfe  fhall  from  time  to  time  be  kept  in  abooke 
or  memoriall  in  writinge  that  all  the  parcells  or  particulars  with  the  quantities  foe  li- 
cenfed,  the  perfons  to  whome,  and  the  grounds  for  which,  vpon  occafion  may  be  con- 
fidered  by  the  generall  Courte  or  Comiffioners  for  the  Colonies. 

Mr.  Hopkins  and  Mr.  Heynes  acquainted  the  Comiffioners  with  a  murtherous  plott 
and  defigne  Sequaffon  is  charged  with  againft  themfelues,  and  Mr.  "Whitinge,  that 
his  accufer  formerly  hired  by  Sequaffon  to  murther  an  Indian  petty  Sachem,  offers  to 
witnes  this  to  his  face  that  the  wampum  giuen  with  Sequaffon's  feuerall  falfe  excufes 
and  flight  makes  the  euidence  probable,  if  not  certaine,  and  that  Sequaffon  doth  not 
yet  come  to  cleare  himfelfe,  though  twice  fent  for  by  Mr.  Heynes  ;  The  Comiffioners 
confideringe  the  premifles  thought  fit  once  againe  to  fend  for  him  with  fafe  Conduct 
vnder  their  hands,  and  accordingly  gaue  inftructions  to  Jonathan  Gilbert,  as  fol- 
loweth. 

You  are  with  all  convenient  fpeede  to  repaire  to'  Warranok  or  fuch  other  place 
where  you  vnderftand  Sequaffon  abides,  and  havinge  obtayned  opportunity  to  fpeake 
with  him,  you  are  to  give  him  to  vnderftand  that  the  Comiffioners  for  all  the  Englifh 
Colonies,  viz.  Mattachufets,  Plimouth,  Connecticut^,  and  New  Haven  who  are  be- 
trufled  with  matters  of  peace  and  warr  in  behalfe  of  all  the  Colonies  bemge  now 
mett  at  New  Haven  haue  bene  enformed  that  he  the  faid  Sequaffon,  and  fome  others 
are  accufedby  a  certaine  Indian  fometimes  refiding  with  him,  of  a  plot  and  confpira- 
cy  entered  into  by  them  for  the  killinge  of  Mr.  Hopkins  Mr.  Heynes  and  Mr.  Whit- 
inge of  Hartford,  and  that  the  faid  Indian  was  hyred  by  them  for  the  affectinge  there- 
of, havinge  received  part  of  his  pay  for  the  fame  in  3  girdles  of  wampan  which  he 
hath  brought  to  the  Englifh,  with  promifes  of  a  far  greater  quantity  when  the  defigne 
was  accomplifhed,  you  are  further  to  acquainte  the  faid  Sequaffon,  that  the  Comiffion- 
ers aforefaid  beinge  very  defirous  to  vnderftand  the  truth  or  falfhood  of  the  premifes 
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doe  by  you  tender  to  him  an  open  and  willinge  eare  vpon  notice  hereof,  if  he  forth- 
with repaire  to  them  at  the  place  of  meetinge  at  New  Haven  readily  to  heare  and 
impartially  to  confider  what  alleadge  and  evidence  in  his  owne  defence  in  the  pre- 
fence  and  before  the  face  of  his  accufef ,  who  tenders  himfelfe  ready  to  make  good 
his  accufation. 

You  are  for  his  further  encouragement  herein  to  giue  the  faid  Sequaflbn  to  know, 
that  the  Comiihoners  did  promife  that  he  fliould  receiue  noe  diflurbation  or  mo- 
leflation  in  his  repaire  to  them  from  any  of  the  Englifli,  or  any  others  by  their  know- 
ledge or  confent,  and  the  like  free  liberty  and  paflage  he  fliall  haue  in  his  returne 
backe  whatfoeuer  the  difcovery  of  the  cafe  Mialbe.  But  if  notwithitandinge  the 
aforefaid  encouragement  he  refufe  perfonally  to  appear  before  the  Comiflioners  for 
the  clearinge  of  himfelfe  you  may  let  him  know,  that  the  withdraweinge  of  himfelfe 
will  much  increafe  the  fufpition  of  his  guilt  to  all  the  Englifli,  and  induce  them  to  pro- 
ceede  in  anfwerable  courfes  towards  him.  If  there  be  any  other  Indians  at  War- 
ranok  or  thereabouts  whome  you  know  to  be  acr.ufed  of  the  aforefaid  plott  togeither 
with  Sequaflbn,  you  are  to  require  them  to  repaire  hither  alfoe  in  the  name  of 
the  Comiihoners  to  cleare  them  felues,  if  they  defire  to  (land  right  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Englifli  and  havinge  caufed  them  all  fully  to  vnderfland  thofe  inflrudtions,  you  are  to 
take  their  anfwere  in  writinge  and  10  returne  it  to  us  with  all  convenient  fpeede. 

Jonathan  Gilbert  vnderilandinge  where  Sequaflbn  was,  went  to  have  fpoken  with 
him  (but  as  he  conceiveth)  the  Indians  prevented  him,  and  gaue  notice  to  Sequaf- 
fon,  who  therevpon  fled  and  could  not  be  mett  with  :  But  a  few  dayes  after  Nepin- 
foyt  and  Naimataigue  two  Sagamores  with  other  Indians  came  to  New  Haven,  and 
informed  the  Comiflioners  that  they  were  friends  to  Sequaflbn,  and  had  beene  with  him 
at  the  Mattachufecs  and  intimated  he  had  prefented  the  Governoure  with  wampam 
but  the  Governoure  would  not  accept  the  prefent,  onely  would  giue  it  houfe  roome 
and  wi(hed  them  to  attend  the  Comiflioners  at  this  meetinge  and  if  Sequaflbn  clear- 
ed himfelfe  then  he  would  tell  them  more  aboute  the  prefent,  they  alfoe '  profefled 
refpeel:  to  the  Englifli  and  faid  they  had  brought  downe  Sequafon  to  cleare  himfelfe, 
that  one  of  them  held  him  by  one  arme,  and  the  other  by  the  other,  yet  when  he 
was  neare  New  Haven,  almofl:  at  the  towne  fence,  he  brake  from  them  and  made 
an  efcape,  they  added  alfoe  that  he  was  alhamed  to  come  becaufe  he  had  brought  no 
prefent.  The  comiflioners  tould  them  they  intended  Sequafon  no  hurt,  but  defired 
to  bring  him  and  his  accufer  face  to  face,  that  he  fliould  haue  a  iufl  hearinge  in  their 
prefence :  But  as  they  were  aflured  the  Gouernor  of  the  Mattachufetts  would  re- 
turne his  prefent,  if  he  did  not  cleare  himfelfe,  fo  the  Comiflioners  would  neither 
accept  any  prefent  if  tendered,  nor  fhould  the  want  of  it  prejudice  his  caufe.  The 
Comiflioriers  were  by  fome  other  Indians  informed,  that  Sequafon  was  within  a  mile 
of  New  Haven  and  it  was  confidered  he  would  gladly  make  his  peace  fome  other  way 
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then  by  a  due  examination  and  tryall.  The  two  Sagamores  faid  he  was  afraid  and 
durftnot  come,  though  he  confeffed  it  was  iuft  he  fhould  come  and  cleare  himfclfe 
if  innocent,  all  which  being  confidered  the  Comiffioners  conceiued,  that  Sequafon 
whither  guilty  or  afrayd  of  the  Englifli,  would  be  plottinge  againfl:  them,  and  foe 
proue  dangerous,  wherefore  they  thought  fitt  and  ordered,  that  all  iuft  and  pru- 
dent meanes  fhould  be  vfed  (his  life  preferued)  to  bringe  him  to  tryall  that  the  mat- 
ter might  fome  way  be  mewed. 

In  the  meane  time  they  thought  fitt  to  examine  Wotchibrok  a  Potatuke  Indian  Se- 
quafons  accufer  who  waited  to  give  euidence  againfl  him,  he  beinge  warned  by  Thomas 
Stanton  the  Interpreter  to  fpeake  nothing  but  truth  affirmed  that  beinge  this  laft 
fpringe  in  a  wigwam  with  Sequafon  at  Warranot  and  ready  to  depart,  Sequafon  per- 
fwaded  him  to  ftay  three  daies,  thence  he  drew  him  to  the  Falls  aboue  Mr.  Pinche- 
ons,  when  they  had  bene  there  fowre  days,  Wontibron  would  haue  bene  gone  to 
to  fee  fome  freinds,  Sequafon  tou!d  him  it  was  dangerous  to  tra- 
uell  that  way  he  would  be  killed,  walked  along  with  him  to  a  fpringe,  and  there 
tould  him  that  if  euer  he  would  doe  him  the  faid  Sequafon  a  kindnes  now  was  the 
time,  he  was  ahnoft  ruyned,  and  the  Englifli  at  Hartford  the  caufe  of  it,  he  fliould 
therefore  go  to  Hartford,  and  kill  Mr.  Hopkins,  Mr.  Heynes  or  Mr.  AVhitinge  and 
he  would  giue  him  a  greate  rewarde,  and  therevpon  pluckt  out  of  his  bagg,  three 
girdles  of  wampan  and  gaue  them  to  him  with  a  peice  of  a  girdle  to  play  and  pro- 
mifed  him  much  more.  Watchibrok  tould  him  it  was  dangerous  to  kill  an  Englifli 
Sachem^  they  would  finde  out  the  murtherer  and  purfue  him  to  death,  what  would 
then  wampam  doe  him  good.  Sequafon  faid  he  had  ftore  of  wampam,  when  the 
thinge  was  done,  they  would  fly  togeither  to  the  Moyhaakes,  But  in  the  way  when 
they  came  to  the  Wampog  Indians  he  fhould  giue  it  out  that  Vnkas  had  hired  him 
for  fo  much  Wampam  and  that  would  fet  the  Englifli  againfl;  Vnkas,  and  then  he  the 
faid  Sequafon  fliould  rife  againe,  a.nd  he  further  tould  this  examinant  Naimetaigue 
one  of  the  forementioned  Sagamores  that  came  on  the  behalfe  of  Sequafon  and 
his  father  knew  and  approued  the  faid  murther.  Wotchibrough  further  faith  that 
hauing  taken  the  aforefaid  wampam  he  remembred  that  himfelfe  had  taken  former- 
ly Bufshege  and  brought  him  to  the  Englifli  who  for  a  murtherous  attempt  at  Stan- 
ford was  put  to  death  at  New  Hauen,  that  if  he  fliould  kill  any  Englifli  by  fuch 
meanes,  he  fliould  goe  in  feare  of  death  all  the  dayes  of  his  life,  and  that  for  bring- 
inge  in  Bufshege  he  had  a  gratuity  from  the  Englifli,  and  for  difcouery  of  the  plot 
he  fliould  finde  favor,  and  he  thought  the  favoure  of  the  Englifli  with  fecurity 
would  be  better  to  him  then  Sequafon's  wampam  with  fear  and  danger,  he  there- 
fore came  firft  to  Tunckfus  and  the  next  day  to  Hartford,  and  difcouered  Sequafons 
practife,  he  faith  further  that  Sequafon  heareing  of  the  difcouery  fpake  to  Rominot 
an  Indian,  and  he  fent  6d.  by  another  Indian  to  this  examinant,  defiringe  him  to 
conceale  and  hide  as  much  as  he  could  of  the  plot  and  not  to  lay  all  open,  but  he 
in  an  anger  bad  the  faid  fix  pence  hold  his  peace,  he  had  difcouered  it  and  would 
hide  nothinge. 
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Two  petitions  were  prefented  to  the  Comiffioners  from  John  Griffin,  Edward 
Elmar  and  others  complayneinge  that  fome  Indian  or  Indians  had  willfully  and  mali- 
tioufly  burned  fome  quantities  of  Pitch  and  tar  of  theirs  togeither  with  beddinge,  a 
Cart  and  its  furniture  with  heapes  of  Candlewood,  tooles  and  work  for  greater  quan- 
tities of  pitch  and  tarr  in  value  (as  they  expreffe  it)  aboue  ioolb.  and  particularly 
they  complayned  of  Wahannos  a  Waranot  Indian  as  guilty  therein  as  by  fufficient 
euidence  they  thought  they  could  proue,  that  he  had  frnce  avoyded  all  the  Englifh 
plantations,  and  that  he  beinge  fent  for  by  a  warrant  from  fome  of  the  magistrates 
of  Conne&icut  fled,  but  beinge  overtaken  and  feifed  by  one  of  the  Englifh  he  was 
refcued  by  Indians,  and  the  Englifh  by  them  ieared  and  abufed,  and  particular- 
ly by  Chickwallop,  Sachem  of  Nowottok,  wherevpon  Jonathan  Gilbert  and  John 
Griffin  with  others  were  fent  with  inftruftions  from  the  Comiffioners  as  fol- 
lowed!. 

Inftructions  for  Jonathan  Gilbert  and  John  Griffin  fent  by  the  Comiffioners  of  the 
vnited  Colonies  to  Chickwallop  Sachem  at  Nawattock  and  Manaheufe  an  In- 
dian, abidinge  in  thofe  parts  the  5th  Sept.  1646. 
You  are  with  all  convenient  fpeede  to  repaire  to  Newattock  and  haveing  informed 
the  Sachem  there  of  the  meetinge  of  the  Comiffioners  for  all  the  Englifh  Colonies 
at  New  Hauen,  you  may  giue  him  to  vnderftand  that  the  faid  Comiffioners  haue 
beene  enformed  of  fome  late  pra&ifes  of  Manahaufes  an  Indian  now  or  lately  refid- 
inge  with  him,  in  burninge  the  pitch  and  tar  of  fome  inhabitants  of  Winfore  vpon 
Connecticut,  and  of  fome  refiftance  made  by  himfelfe  againft  fome  Englifh  fent  by 
order  from  the  magistrates,  vpon  the  River  of  Connefticute  to  bringe  the  faid  Ma- 
nanofe  to  a  due  try  all  of  the  faid  charge  layd  againft  him.  You  are  further  to  let  him 
know  that  the  faid  Comiffioners  not  being  Willinge  to  condemne  any  before  they  heare 
them,  doe  by  you  tender  them  an  impartial!  heareing  of  what  they  can  alleadge  in 
their  owne  defence,  if  they  prefently  vpon  notice  hereof  repaire  to  them  at  the 
place  of  their  meeting  in  New  Hauen,  which  you  are  in  the  Comiffioners  name  to  re- 
quire of  them,  and  for  the  encouragement  of  the  faid  Sachem  hereunto,  you  may 
let  him  know  that  the  Comiffioners  doe  promife  that  he  fliall  receaae  no  difturbance 
nor  moleftation  in  his  repaire  to  them  or  returne  from  them  from  any  of  the  Englifh 
or  any  other  with  their  confent  or  knowledge,  But  in  Cafe  they  refufe  to  attend  the 
aduice  of  the  Comiffioners  herein,  you  fhall  enforme  him  that  fuch  refufal  will 
much  increafe  the  fufpition  of  their  guilt,  and  induce  the  Comiffioners  to  proceed  in 
anfwerable  courfes  towards  them  ;  when  you  have  caufed  them  hilly  to  vnderftand 
thofe  inftru&ions  and  that  you  perceiue  they  are  refolued  not  to  make  their,  appar- 
rance  here,  but  to  withdraw  themfelues  from  the  way  of  righteous  proceedings 
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therein  propounded  to  them,  Yf  upon  a  prudent  confideracon  of  the  ftrength  you 
haue  with  you  in  reference  to  the  nomber  and  flrength  of  the  Indians  that  may  oppofe 
you,  you  doe  iudge  your  felues  able  with  fafety  to  your  perfons  to  bringe  away 
Manahanoesin  a  forcible  manner  then  you  may  conftraine  him  to  come  alonge  with 
you  Prouided  you  can  do  it  without  preiudice  to  his  life. 

At  their  returne  they  informed  the  Comiffioners  that  they  could  not  meete  either 
with  Crickwallop,  or  with  Manahanoes,  they  concerned  the  Indians  had  carried 
away  Manahanoes,  but  the  Sagamores  and  Indians  at  Waranoco  carryed  it  infolent- 
ly  towards  the  Engliflie  vauntinge  themfelues  in  their  armes,  bowes  and  arrowes, 
hatchets,  fwords,  fome  with  their  guns  ready  charged  before  and  in  the  prefence 
of  the  Englifh  MefTengers,  they  primed  and  cocked  them  ready  to  giue  fire,  and 
tould  them  that  if  they  fhould  offer  to  carry  away  any  man  thence,  the  Indians  were 
refolued  to  fight,  and  if  they  fhould  flay  but  one  night  at  the  Englifh  tradinge  houfe, 
neare  all  the  country  would  come  in  to  refcue  any  fuch  Indian  feifed.  Yet 
the  next  morninge  the  Sachem  with  fome  others  offered  the  Englifh  meflengers  8 
fadome  of  wampam  towards  fatisfaccon  and  promifed  to  prouide  more.  The  mef- 
fengers  not  havinge  any  thinge  to  that  purpofe  in  their  Comiffion  advifed  the  Sachem 
to  fend  to  the  Comiffioners  but  he  refufed. 

Herevpon  Roynetacha  one  of  the  Sagamores  of  Waranoco  who  as  before  came 
vpon  Sequaffen's  behalfe,  was  queffioned  by  the  Comiffioners  aboute  thofe  proude 
affronts  to  the  Englifh,  at  firft  he  denyed  part  of  what  he  was  charged,  and  excuf- 
ed  fome  parte,  but  one  of  the  Englifh  Meflengers  beinge  prefent,  and  he  hearinge 
the  reft  fhould  be  fent  for,  fell  vnder  moft  of  the  chardge,  profeflinge  he  intended 
noe  harme  to  the  Englifh. 

The  Comiffioners  ferioufly  confideringe  the  premiffes  thought  that  if  fuch  wilfull 
and  hoftile  pra&ifes  againft  the  Englifh,  togeither  with  the  entertayninge,  protect- 
inge  or  refcuinge  of  offenders  were  fuftered,  the  peace  of  the  Colonies  could  not 
be  fecured,  it  was  therefore  concluded,  that  in  fuch  cafes  the  magiftrates  of  any  of 
the  iurifdiclions,  might  at  the  plantifs  chardge  fend  fome  convenient  ftrength  of  En- 
glifh, and  according  to  the  nature  and  value  of  the  offence  and  damadge  feife  and 
bring  away  any  of  that  plantation  of  Indians  that  fhall  entertaine,  protect,  or  ref- 
cue the  offendor,  though  it  fhould  be  in  anothers  iurifdiccon,  when  through  dif- 
tance  of  place,  counfell,  or  direccon  cannot  be  had,  after  notice  and  due  warninge 
given  them  as  abettors  or  at  leaft  acceflbry  vnto  the  Iniury  and  damage  done  to  the 
Englifh,  onely  weomen  and  children  to  be  fparingly  feifed,  vnles  knowne  to  be 
-fome  way  guilty.  And  becaufe  it  wilbe  chargeable  keepinge  Indians  in  prifone, 
and  if  they  fhould  efcape,  they  are  like  to  proue  more  infolent,  and  dangerous  af- 
ter, it  was  thought  fitt,  that  vpon  fuch  feafure,  the  delinquent  or  fatisfaftion  be 
againe  demanded  of  the  Sagamore  or  plantation  of  Indians  guilty  or  acceflbry  as  be- 
fore, 
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fore,  and  if  it  be  denyed,  that  then  the  Magiftrates  of  the  Jurifdiccon  deliuer  vp 
the  Indians  feafed  to  the  party  or  parties  endamaged,  either  to  feme  or  to  be 
fhipped  out  and  exchanged  for  Negroes  as  the  caufe  will  iuftly  beare.  And  though 
the  Comiffioners  forefee  that  fuch  fevere  (though  jufl  proceedinge)  may  provoke 
the  Indians  to  an  vniuft  feafinge  of  fome  of  ours,  yet  they  could  at  prefent  finde 
noe  better  roeanes  to  preferue  the  peace  of  the  Colonies  (all  the  foremerttioned  out- 
rags  and  infolencies  tendinge  to  an  open  war  confidered)  onely  they  thought  fitt, 
that  before  any  fuch  feyfure  be  made  in  any  plantacon  of  Indians  the  enfueinge  De- 
claration be  publiflied  and  a  copy  of  it  giuen  to  the  particular  Sagamores  and  accord- 
ingly copies  were  giuen  to  Nipnefait  Manatayno  the  2  before  mentioned  Sachems. 
Dat.   7ber   15.   1646. 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  confideringe  how  peace  with  righteouf- 
nes  may  be  purfued  betwixt  all  the  Englifh  and  the  feverall  plantations  of  the  Indi- 
ans.thought  fitt  to  declare  and  publifh,  that  as  they  will  doe  noe  iniury  to  them,  foe 
if  any  Indian  or  Indians  of  what  plantacon  foeuer,  doe  any  wilfull  damadge  to  any 
of  the  Englifli  Colonies,  vpon  proffe  they  will  in  a  peaceable  way  require  fatisfacti- 
011  accordinge  to  the  nature  of  the  offence  and  damadge,  but  if  any  Sagamore,  or 
plantacon  of  Indians  after  notice  and  due  warninge,  entertaine,  hide,  proteft, 
keepe,  convey  away,  or  further  the  efcape  of  any  fuch  offender  or  offenders,  the 
Englifli  will  require  fatisfaccon  of  fuch  Indian  Sagamore  or  Indian  plantacons,  and 
if  they  deny  it  they  will  right  themfelues  as  they  may  vpon  fuch  as  foe  maintaine 
them  that  doe  the  wronge,  keepinge  peace  and  all  tearmes  of  amity  and  agreement 
with  all  other  Indians. 

A  letter  from  mr.  Peeters,  and  another  from  William  Morton  one  of  the  planta- 
cons at  Pequatt  were  reade,  wherein  they  complaine  againft  Vncus  for  a  plott  &c. 
arid  for  fome  iniurious  and  hoflile  infolencies  comitted  by  him  and  his  brother  againft 
Notowas  Cooke  and  his  man  at  the  Englifli  plantation  to  the  difturbance  of  the 
peace  &c.  And  by  advice  of  the  Comiffioners  anfweres  were  returned  that  Vncus 
was  expe&ed ;  if  they  fent  any  inflruccons  to  chardge  him  they  fliould  be  heard. 
Vncas  came  and  ftayed  certaine  dayes  before  any  of  the  Englifli  came  or  fent  from 
Peauatt,  wherevpon  after  inquiry  and  a  large  debate  with  Vncus  the  yffue  was 
drawne  vp  in  the  enfueinge  writinge  and  vnder  the  Comiffioners  hands  giuen  to 
Vncus. 

September   14.    1646. 

Whereas  feuerall  complaints  hane  beene  made  againft  Vncus  for  an  affault  made 
vpon  Nockewafli  Cooke  and  his  Company  at  or  neare  the  Englifli  Plantation  at  Pe- 
quatt, concerning  which  with  fome  other  accufations  not  onely  Wm.  Morton  but 
Mr.  Peeters   wrote   lately  to  one  of  the  Comiffioners  and  by  way  of  anfwere  were 
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acquainted  that  Vnctis  within  4  or  5  dayes  was  expelled  at  New  Haiien  vppon 
other  occafions,  and  then  the  cafe  might  be  heard  betwixt  them,  Vncus  came  ac- 
cordingly, but  none  either  from  Nameoke  or  Seabrooke,  The  Comiffioners  there- 
fore queftioned  Vncus  in  all  the  particulars  expreffed  in  Wm.  Mortons  letter  :  he 
acknowledged  fome  mifcarriages  in  vindicatinge  his  owne  right  foe  neare  the  En- 
glifh  plantations,  and  complayned  of  feuerall  wrongs  he  had  receiued,  namely  that 
diuers  of  the  Pequatts  formerly  graunted  him,  were  drawne  from  him  vnder  colloure 
.  of  fubmictinge  to  the  Englifh  plantation  at  Pequat  that  Nockwafh  Cooke  vpon  fome 
countenance  and  incouragement  given  by  the  faid  Englifh,  hunted  within  his  pro- 
per limits  without  his  leaue.  And  that  Nockwafh  Cooke  (the  Narragenfet  and  Ny- 
anticke  Indians  not  havinge  performed  their  Covenants)  mould  without  the  Comif- 
fioners knowledge  be  entertayned  and  maintayned  againfl  him  as  a  freind  to  the 
Englifh.  * 

Thefe  things  beinge  confidered,  though  the  Comiffioners  would  receiue  nothinge 
againfl  the  Englifh  plantation  in  their  abfence,  yet  defiringe  to  prouide  for  their 
future  peace  and  withal!  to  maintaine  Vncus  in  his  iufl  right  by  Thomas  Stanton  the 
interpreter  expreffed  them  felues  as  followeth. 

Firft  that  it  was  an  error  in  Vncus  to  begin  any  quarrell  with  Nockwafh  Cooke 
to  the  difhirbance  of  the  publicke  peace  without  confent  of  the  Englifh. 

2ly.  That  to  doe  it  neare  the  Englifh  plantation  was  an  ofFenfiue  affront  and 
blameworthy :  and  the  Comiffioners  required  him  to  acknowledge  his  fault  to  that 
plantation  (as  he  did  to  the  Commiffioners)  and  by  promife  to  fecure  them  from 
any  fuch  difturbance  for  the  future. 

3.  Whereas  complaints  are  brought  againfl  Vncus  his  brother  for  fome  infolent 
cxpreffions  or  carriage,  but  neither  the  accufers  or  accufed  being  prefent  the 
Comiffioners  only  aduifed  Vncus  that  he  fhould  take  due  order  therein. 

4.  The  Comiffioners  acquainted  Vncus  with  a  declaracon  which  they  intend  to 
make  to  the  Indians,  that  in  cafe  of  any  wilfull  damadge  done  to  any  of  the  En- 
glifh in  thefe  Colonies  by  any  Indian  or  Indians  vppon  proffe  they  will  in  a  peaceable 
way  require  iufl  fatisfa&ion  But  if  any  Sagamore  or  Plantation  of  Indians  after  no- 
tice and  due  warninge  entertaine,  hide,  protect,  keepe,  convey  away,  or  further 
the  efcape  of  any  fuch  offendor  or  offendors,  the  Englifh  will  require  fatisfaction 
of  fuch  Indian  Sagamores  or  Indian  plantations,  and  if  they  deny  it,  they  will  right 
themfelues  (as  they  may)  vpon  fuch  as  fo  maintaine  them  who  doe  the  wronge 
keeping  peace  and  all  tearmes  of  amity  and  agreement  with  all  other  Indyans, 
which  Vncus  approued. 

5.  The  Comiffioners  affined  Vncus  that  he  performinge  the  Covenants  concern- 
inge  the  Pequats,  they  will  neither  take  any  of  them  from  him,  nor  allow  that 
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they  be  withdrawne  by  any  of  the  Engliih  plantacons,  till  they  haue  fome  further 
iuft  groundes,  and  acquainted  him  therewith. 

6.  That  the  Comiffioners  haue  not  yet  graunted  any  licenfe  to  Nockwafh  Cooke 
or  any  other  of  the  Narraganfett  or  Neantick  Indians  to  hunt  within  his  proper  li- 
mits, nor  will  they  allow  any  Engliih  plantacon  to  countenance  any  fuch  diforderly 
huntinge,  till  vpon  a  due  hearinge  the  Comiffioners  fet  fome  order  therein. 

y.  The  Comiffioners  thought  it  diforderly  and  vnwarrantable  for  any  Engliih 
plantation  to  entertaine  Neckwaffi  Cooke  or  any  of  the  Narragcnfet  or  Neanticke 
Sagamores  or  their  companies  into  a  league,  protection  or  fubmiffion  vntill  they 
haue  fully  performed  all  their  covenants  with  the  Colonies,  and  that  the  Comiffion- 
ers haue  confidered  and  ordered  fome  thinge  therein. 

The  1 6.  September  William  Morton  and  3  Pequats  Indians  came  from  Mr.  John 
Winthrop's  plantacon,  Vncus  difmiffed  from  the  Comiffioners,  but  not  gon   from 
Newhaven  was  fent  for,  fundry  queftions  were  propounded  and  Iniuries  chardged, 
but  the  Comiffioners  founde  noe  caufe  to  alter  the  former  writinge  giuen  him  onely  a 
plott  menconed  by  Mr.  Peeters  was  by  Wra.  Morton  chardged  upon  him,  namely  that 
for  fome  parcell  of  wampam,  aboute  15  fadome  he  fhould  hire  Wampuffiet  a  Pequat 
powowe  now  prefent,  by  himfelfe  or  fome  other  with  a  hatchett  to  wounde  another 
Indian  and  to  lay  it  vpon  Neckwaffi  Cooke,  the  Indian  was  accordingly  hurt  and 
Neckwaffi  Cooke  at  firft  chardged  with  it,  but  after  the  Pequats  Powow  troubled  in 
confcience  could  haue  no  reft  till  he  had  difcouered  Vncus  to  be  the  author  Wm. 
Morton  being  affied  what  Witnes  he  had  againft  Vncus  anfwered  that  an  Indian  Woe- 
man  had  fpoken  as  much,  but  whither  ffie  had  heard  it  from  Vncus,  or  onely  from  the 
Pequat  Powow  he  could  not  fay  :  being  further  afked  to  whome  the  Pequat  Powowe 
had  firft  chardged  Vncus  as  guilty  in  the  plott,  he  faid  it  was  to  Robin  an  Indian  who 
had  ferued  Mr.  Winthrop,  the  whole  euidence  for  ought   appeared  reftinge  vpon 
Waupuftiett.     The  Comiffioners  by  Tho.  Stanton  required  him  to  relate  the  ftory, 
which  he  did  but  contrary  to  the  expectation  of  William  Morton  and  of  the  2  Pe- 
quats which  came  with  him,  he  cleared  Vncus  and  caft  the  plott  and  guilt  vpon  Neck- 
waffi Cooke,  and  Robin  Mr.  Winthrops  Indyan,  and  though  Thomas  Stanton  had 
repeated  to  him  alt  he  had  fayd,  and  the  Comiffioners  propounded  feuerall  queftions, 
and  Wm.  Morton  by  order  from  the  Comiffioners  did  the  like,  and  though  the  other 
two  Pequats,  whereof  the  one  was  Robins  Brother  feemed  much  offended,  and  after 
faid  Vncus  had  hired  him  to  withdrawe  and  alter  his  chardge,  yet  he  perfifted  and  faid, 
Neckwaffi  Cooke  and  Robin  had  giuen  him  a  payre  of  breeches,  and  promifed  him 
-25  fadome  of  Wampam  to  call  the  plott  vpon  Vncus,  and  that  the  Engliih  plantacon 
and  Pequats  knew  it.     The  Comiffioners  abhorringe  this  diuillifli  faluVode  and  advif- 
inge  Vncus  if  he  expected  any  fav«ure  and  refpedt  from  the  Engliffi  to  haue  no  hand 
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in  any  fuch  defignes   or  other  vniufl:  waycs,  difmifTed  Wra.  Morton  and  the  In* 
dyans. 

Vncus  now  beinge  gon  and  nothinge  yet  heard  from  the  Narragenfet  and  Nyan* 
ticke  Indvans  accordinge  to  theire  couenants,  the  Comiffioners  did  ferioufly  confider 
what  courfe  fhould  be  taken  with  them,  they  called  to  minde  their  breach  of  coue- 
nant  in  all  the  articles,  that  when  aboue  1300  fadome  of  Wampan  was  due  they  fent 
(as  if  they  wold  put  a  fcorne  vpon  the  )  20  fathome  and  a  few  old  kettles. 

That  the  Narragenfets  chardged  the  Nyanticks,  and  they  the  Narragenfets,  but 
both  delude  the  Colonies.  That  the  Nyanticks  had  fent  100  fathome  of  Wampam 
as  a  prefent  to  the  Gouernoure  of  the  Mattachufets,  promifinge  to  fend  what  was 
due  to  the  Colonies  uery  fpeedily.  Mr.  Winthrop  would  not  accept  the  prefent, 
tould  them  they  might  leaue  it  with  Cuchamakin,  and  when  the  couenants  were  fully 
performed  he  would  confider  of  it.  But  no  payement  nor  any  thinge  tendinge  to  fa- 
tisfaclion  fmce  tendered,  the  Comiffioners  were  alfoe  informed,  that  thefe  Sagamores 
had  taken  contribucon  of  wampam  from  their  men,  and  by  good  euidence  it  appear* 
ed,  that  by  prefents  of  wampam  they  are  pra&ifinge  with  the  Mohawkes,  and  with 
the  Indyans  in  thofe  parts,  to  engage  them  in  fome  defigne  againft  the  Englifh  and 
Vncus.  All  which  beinge  duly  confidered  with  the  former  paffage  mentioned  in 
the  printed  declaracon  the  laft  yeare,  and  the  chardge  they  putt  the  Colonies  to  be- 
fore thefe  articles  of  peace  were  concluded,  the  Comiffioners  haue  a  cleare  way  open 
to  right  themfelues  accordinge  to  iultice  by  war,  yet  to  {hew  how  highly  they  prize 
peace  with  all  men,  and  particularly  to  manifeft  their  forbearance  and  long  fufFeringe 
to  thefe  Barbarians,  it  was  agreede  that  firft  the  forementioned  prefent  fhould  be  re- 
turned, and  that  after  that  againe  before  any  thinge  fhould  be  attempted  againft  them 
a  declaration  by  fome  fitt  mefTenger  fhould  be  fent  from  the  Mattachufetts  vnder  the 
hands  of  all  the  Comiffioners  as  followeth  : 


A  Declaration  or  Inftru&ions  for  fent  by  the  Comiffioners  of  the 

Vnited  Colonies  viz.  the  Mattachufetts  Plimouth,  Connefticut  and  New  Haven 
to  Pifficus  Canonicus  Janemo  and  other  Sagamores  of  the  Narragenfett  and  Ny- 
anticke  Indyans. 

FIRST  you  fhall  enforme  the  Sachems  aboue  menconed  that  the  Comiffioners 
from  all  the  Englifh  Colonies  who  mett  at  Newhaven  expe&ed  them  or  their  Depu- 
ties accordinge  to  an  expreffe  article  in  the  covenants  made  at  Bolton  the  laft  yeare 
fully  inftru&ed  to  meete  with  Vncus  that  all  differences  betwixt  them  might  be  fully 
heard  and  iuflly  ordered  and  yffued.  Vncus  attended  diverfe  dayes  but  none  at  all 
came  from  them,  though  they  haue  the  Articles  by  them  and  though  from  the  Mat- 
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tachufets  they  haue  beene  mynded  of  the  time  foe  that  Vncus  was  forced  to  depart 
vnfatisfyed. 

2.  That  in  noe  other  parte  they  haue  obferued  the  Covenants  which  folemnly  and 
with  much  deliberation  they  made  with  the  Englifh  Colonies,  as 

i.  Though  they  left  hoftages  at  Bofton  to  bringe  4  of  their  children,  yet  they  nei- 
ther brought  any  of  their  children  within  the  time  limited,  nor  haue  yet  brought  the 
right  children  named  and  agreede. 

2.  Whereas  towards  the  great  chardge  they  had  put  the  Colonies  vnto  in  defence 
of  Vncus  againfl  their  hoftile  affaults  vnjuflly  made,  they  fliould  haue  paide  500  fa- 
dome  of  wampan  in  September  1645,  500  fadome  in  December,  and  500  fadome  in 
May,  they  haue  yet  paid  but  1 70  fadome  in  all. 

3.  They  haue  neither  returned  to  Vncus  the  captiues,  and  Canooes  vnjuftly  taken 
the  laft  yeare,  nor  made  him  any  fatisfaction  for  his  come  fpoyled  as  by  couenant  they 
are  engaged. 

4.  They  haue  not  rcftored  the  Indyan  fugitiues  and  captiues  fled  from  the  Englifh, 
nor  giuen  any  fatisfaction  for  them,  nor  haue  they  paide  the  tribute  due  for  the  Pe- 
quats  who  Hue  amonge  them,  nor  any  parte  of  it. 

Laftly  as  appeares  by  good  euidence,  by  prefents  of  wampam,  they  haue  bcenc 
praflifmge  with  the  Mohawks  and  other  Indyans  contrary  to  their  Couenants  ;  foe 
that  the  premifes  to  all  the  Comiffioners  and  Colonies  doe  juftly  render  them  a  perfidi- 
ous and  treacherous  people,  and  accordingly  in  their  owne  feafon  they  fliould  proceedc 
againfl  them,  and  whateuer  the  conferences  proue,  themfelues  are  the  author* 
of  it. 

September  1 5th  lieftenant  Godfrey  returned  Manattchoes  and  brought  2  letters 
from  the  dutch  Governoure,  the  one  in  latine,  the  other  in  Engliih,  the  latine  tranflat- 
ed  hath  thefe  contents. 


To  the  rnofl:  noble  and  worthy  Comiflioners  of  the  federated  Englifh  met  togeither 
at  the  Red  Mounte,  or  Newhaven  in  New  Netherlands  Win,  Keift  Director  and 
the  Senate  of  New  Netherland  doe  fend  many  falutations. 

YOURS  dated  the  5th  September  old  flyle  we  receaued  the  21.  new  flyle  by  your 
mefTenger  to  which  we  thincke  fufhcient  to  giue  this  fhort  anfwere. 

That  the  Inhabitants  of  Hartford  haue  deceiued  you  with  falfe  accufations  as  were 
eafy  to  be  euidenced  by  us  if  it  were  now  feafonable  to  produce  our  allegations  which 
we  can  proue  to  be  true  by  diuerfe  atteftations  as  well  of  your  owne  Country  men,  as 
ours,  togeither  with  other  authenticke  writinge,  but  that  we  may  not  feeme  to  be 
willing  to  evade  you  with  vaine  words,  we  fhall  at  this  time  prefent  you  a  few  parti- 
culars 
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culars,  out  of  foe  greate  an  heap,  as  by  the  claw  you  may  iudge  of  the  talants  of  the 
Iyon,  and  therefore  paffinge  by  their  vfurpinge  of  our  jurifdiccon,  and  of  our  proper 
grounde  againft  poffeflion  folemnly  taken  by  vs,  and  our  proteftacons  formerly  made, 
we  doe  fay,  that  the  bloude  of  our  Country  men  wrongfully  fhed  by  the  inhabitants 
of  Hartford,  and  the  fcllinge  of  our  domefticke  beafts  by  them,  doe  fufficiently  teftify 
the  equity  of  their  proceedings  and  therefore  your  prejudgement  fupported  by  this 
Oath  Creto  Goxtius,  as  if  you  mould  fay  Amen,  Amen,  feemes  wonderful  to  vs,  and 
done  contrary  to  the  modefty  requifite  in  fuch  an  AiTemblie,  who  fhould  allwaies 
keepe  one  eare  for  the  other  party. 

'  Soe  far  as  concernes  the  Barbarian  handmaide  although  it  be  apprehended  by  fome 
that  ihe  is  no  flaue  but  a  free  woeman,  becaufe  (he  was  neither  taken  in  war  nor 
bought  with  price,  but  was  in  former  time  placed  with  me  by  her  parents  for  educa- 
tion, yet  we  will  not  fuffer  her  to  be  wrongfully  detayned,  but  whither  he  ihall  pay 
the  damadge  to  her  Mr.  or  ihe  ihalbe  reftored  to  him  we  will  not  fuffer  him  that  de- 
fires  her  for  his  wife  to  marry  her,  vntill  Ihe  be  lawfully  baptifed.  Concerning  the 
breaking  in  of  our  Agent  vpon  the  watch  at  Hartford  we  truely  conceiue  that  watches 
are  appointed  for  the  defence  of  townes  againft  the  violence  of  enemies,  and  not  for 
the  hinderinge  of  freinds  returne  to  their  owne  houfes,  and  therefore  lead  mifcheifes 
happen,  it  were  good  to  committ  fuch  a  truft  to  Ikilfull  men,  and  not  to  ignorant 
boyes  who  when  they  once  finde  themfelues  loaden  with  armes,  thincke  they  may 
alfoe  lawfully  cry  out,  etiam  nos  poma  tiatamus. 

Certainely  when  we  heare  the  Inhabitants  of  Hartford  complayninge  of  Jvs,  we 
feeme  to  heare  Efops  wolfe  complayninge  of  the  lamb,  or  the  admonition  of  the 
younge  man  who  cryed  out  to  his  mother  chideinge  with  her  neighboures,  oh  mo- 
ther revile  her,  leaft  fhe  firft  take  vp  that  praftife  againft  you  :  But  being  taught  by 
precedent  paffages  we  received  fuch  an  anfwere  to  our  Proteft  from  the  inhabitants  of 
Newhaven  as  we  expe&ed,  the  Eagle  allwaies  defpifeth  the  Beetle  fly,  yet  notwith- 
ftandinge  we  doe  vndauntedly  continue  in  our  purpofe  of  purfueinge  our  owne  right 
by  juft  armes  and  righteous  meanes,  and  doe  hope  without  fcruple  to  execute  the  ex- 
prefle  comands  of  our  fuperiours. 

To  conclude  we  proteft  againft  all  you  Comiflioners  mett  at  the  Red  Mounte  as 
againft  breakers  of  the  comon  league,  and  alfoe  infringers  of  the  fpeciall  right  of  the 
Lords,  the  States  our  fuperiours,  in  that  ye  have  dared  without  exprefle  Comiffion 

to 
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to  hould  your  gcncrall  meetinge  within  the  limits  of  New  Netheriande,  thefe  things 
are  fpoken  from  the  Duty  of  our  place,  in  other  refpe&s  we  are  yours.

The  other  letter  wrote  in  Englifh  was  as  followeth. 

WORTHY  GENTLEMEN, 

YOURS  of  the  7thSebtemb:  I  haue  received  wherein  you  are  pleafed  to  mention 
your  fpeakinge  with  Mr.  Whitinge  concerneinge  fome  words  fpoken  by  him  and 
mentioned  in  my  letter  to  my  honoured  freind  Mr.  Winthropp  Governour  of  the 
Mattachufets,  what  I  haue  there  chardged  him  with  I  haue  it  under  good  teftimony 
of  his  owne  country  men  however,  I  fliall  rather  ympute  it  to  his  prefent  paffion 
then  any  premeditated  refolucon  and  alltogeither  forgett  it.  Your  honourable  de- 
fires  that  all  occafions  of  Difcontentments  may  be  remoued  by  the  forbearinge  of  all 
threatninge  and  provokinge  language  on  both  fides,  and  that  the  fun  of  peace  may 
more  clearly  mine  among  vs,  I  both  applaude  and  defire. 

Whereas  likewife  you  mention  Mr.  Whitinge's  complaint  concerning  a  fentence 
of  Corte  parted  here  againft  him  in  his  abfence  and  without  any  Attorney  to  pleade 
for  him,  I  cannot  but  apprehend  it  as  a  greate  injury  to  myfelfe  in  particular,  but 
cheifly  to  you  gentlemen  that  he  fliould  foe  mifinforme  you,  for  in  the  firft  place 
he  left  Mr.  Dolling  for  his  Agent,  who  pleaded  his  caufe  for  him,  and  what  proces 
was  then  and  there  adwarded  with  the  reafons  and  grounds  inducinge  vs,  if  he  had 
produced  the  Copy  of  the  Sentence  of  Corte  vnder  our  Secretary's  hand,  I  fuppofe 
you  would  haue  beene  very  well  fatisfyed.  Yet  if  he  can  further  cleare  the  faid 
caufe  by  better  Evidence  I  fliall  willingly  graunte  a  review,  and  doe  that  which  is 
jufl  accordinge  to  that  light  God  giues  me. 

Concerninge  debts  due  to  him  from  any  here,  I  fliall  according  to  juflice  and  the 
law  of  our  country  doe  him  right. 

Whereas  I  vnderftand  there  is  fomethinge  pretended  to  be  due  to  him  from  our 
Agent  Mr.  DauiJ  Provoft,  I  fuppofe  our  faid  Agent  fliall  giue  fuch  fayre  fatisfa£tion 
10  Mr.  Hopkins,  or  Mr.  Haynes  in  the  faid  caufe,  that  it  wilbe  clearly  demonfhrated 

to 
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to  them,  that  it  is  more  pretence  then  a  jufl  due  foe  Gentlemen  I  fhall  take  my 
leave  of  you  and  reft

To   thefe  letters    the    Comiffioners    thought   meete  to  returne    this  cnfueing 
anfwere. 

S  I  R, 

WE  haue  lately  receiued  by  our  meffenger,  2  letters 
from  you,  the  one  in  Englifh,  the  other  in  Latine,  of  the  former  though  we 
clofe  not  in  each  particular,  we  can  in  generall  make  a  further  conftruccon,  in 
the  latter  we  muft  profeffe  our  felues  much  vnfatisfyed,  fome  particulars,  or  the 
weight  in  them,  you  leaue  vntouched  in  fome  you  are  mifinformed :  the  Indyan 
mayde  was  taken  in  war  and  for  late  mifcarriages  of  a  publick  nature,  was  fubjeft  to 
the  juftice  of  the  place,  flie  flyes  is  receaued  at  your  houfe  and  detayned  both  from 
her  Mafter  and  from  the  Magiflrate,  as  by  a  wrkinge  vnder  the  hands  of  your  depu- 
tyes  may  appeare,  and  from  your  Agent  we  are  informed  that  one  of  yours  hath 
abufed  and  defiled  her,  fuch  a  praftife  we  fhould  condemne  in  one  of  ours  with  any 
vnmarryed  much  more  with  an  vnbaptifed  Indyan  :  what  order  you  haue  taken  that 
fhe  be  returned,  what  fatisfaction  you  for  this  wronge  we  heare  not,  we 

conceiue  watches  are  in  all  places  fet  to  prevent  inconveniences  and  mifcheifs  which 
may  be  done  by  enemies,  or  diforderly  perfons,  and  in  all  places  a  fober  and  comely 
anfwere  expected,  he  that  fhall  draw  and  breake  his  weopen  vpon  a  watch,  neither 
attends  his  duty  nor  fafety.  Your  Agent  and  4  more  came  in  an  hoftile  manner, 
affaulted,  ftrike  and  take  away  the  teame  and  ladinge  from  a  man  peaceably  follow- 
ing his  occafions,  who  had  onely  legally  fought  fatisfaclion  for  damadge,  to  this  you 
returne  no  anfwere,  Vpon  our  fecond  thoughts  we  conceiue  thefe  things  to  be  vn 
doubtedly  true,  and  to  be  vnfufferable  diforders,  we  thought  you  ouerftraine  in  ex- 
ceptinge  againft  that  phrafe  (mod  certainely)  and  that  without  wronge  to  yourfelfe 
you  might  haue  fpared  that  chardg  of  ymodefty,  we  conceiue  you  will  hardly  proue 
either  by  witneffes  or  wrkinge  that  our  Confederats  of  Hartford  haue  deceiued  vs  by 
falfe  complaints  for  your  other  expreflions,  prouerbs  or  allufions,  we  leaue  them  to 
your  better  confideracon  you  might  indeed  expect  a  faire  and  iuft  anfwere  from  our 
Confederats  of  New  Hauen  which  we  did  and  doe  hope  will  giue  you  fatisfaclion, 
either  here  or  in  Europe,  but  we  fhall  waite  the  yffue.     Your  conclufion  though  it 

fecme 
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fceme  harfh  to  vs,  agrees  with  your  premifes,  and  that  we  fay  no  more,  we  haue 
more  caufe  to  proteft  againft  your  proteftation,  then  you  haue  to  be  offended  at  our 
bouldenes  in  meetinge  at  Ncwhauen,  and  for  ought  we  know,  may  fhew  as  good 
Comiffion  for  the  one,  as  you  for  the  other,  But  our  iufl  liberties  being  preferued  we 
reft  yours  &c. 

An  Englifh  plantation  being  lately  begun  by  Mr.  John  Winthrop  Junior  at  Pe- 
quat,  a  queftion  grew  to  which  Colony  the  Jurifdiccon  ftiould  belonge.  The  Comif- 
fioners  for  the  Mattachufets  propounded  an  intereft  by  conqueft,  the  Comiffioners  for 
Connecticut,  by  patent,  purchafe,  and  conqueft.  It  was  remembred  that  in  a  treaty 
betwixt  them  at  Cambridg  1638.  not  perfected  a  propofkion  was  made  that  Pequat 
river  in  reference  to  the  conqueft  ftiould  be  the  bounds  betwixt  them,  but  Mr.  Fen- 
wick  was  not  then  there  to  pleade  the  pattent  neither  had  Connedticute  then  any  Title 
to  thofe  lands  by  purchafe  or  deed  of  gift  fromVncus.  But  theplantacon  is  on  the  weft 
fide  of  Pequat,  and  foe  within  the  bounds  at  firft  propounded  for  Connecticut.  The 
Comiffioners  joyntly  agreed  that  an  Englifh  plantation  there  being  well  ordered  may 
in  fundry  refpe&s  be  of  good  vfe  to  all  the  Colonyes,  and  thought  fitt  it  fhould 
haue  all  encouragement  onely  they  concerned  vnlefs  hereafter  the  Mattachu- 
fetts  fhew  better  tytle,  the  Jurifdiction  fhould  belonge  to  Connecticute. 

A  queftion  beinge .  propounded  aboute  the  interpretation  of  a  paflage  in 
the  Comiffioners  conclufions  at  Bofton  164-?.  the  Commiffioners  for  Con- 
necticute and  New  Hauen  joyntly  (Mr.  Eaton  and  Mr.  Hopkins  being  prefent 
at  thofe  agitations)  conceiue  the  fenfe  is  cleare  that  all  tracts  or  parcell  of  lands 
are  thereby  preferued  to  the  Colony  of  Plimouth,  except  that  pofTefTed  by  the  Englifh 
or  Indyans,  who  had  then  fubmitted  to  the  Mattachufetts,  but  vpon  what  grounds 
it  was  done,  unles  to  eafe  Plimouth  of  chardg  in  Gorton's  bnfineffe,  or  for  that 
they  thought  the  land  queflionable  or  of  fmale  value  is. not  now  remembered. 

A  queftion  was  propounded  by  the  Comiffioners  for  Connecticut  concerning  an 
impofition  layd  on  goods  paffinge  by  the  Rivers  mouth  to  fea,  which  all  the  planta- 
tions on  Connecticut  Riuer  pay,  cheifly  to  maintayne  the  fort  for  fecurity  and  con- 
veniency,  onely  Mr.  Pincham  and  Sprinckfield  who  haue  in  their  proportion  the 
the  fame  benefit  refufe.  The  Comiffioners  thought  it  of  waighty  concernment  to 
the  plantations  aboue  that  the  mouth  of  the  River  be  fecured  ;  but  Mr.  Pincham  be- 
ing abfent  and  noe  inflruccons  giuen  from  the  generall  Corte  in  the  Mattachufets, 
the  yffue  and  determination  was  refpited  till  the  Comiffioners  next  meetinge. 

Mr.  Pelham  on  behalfe  of  Richard  Woddy  and  Mr.  Pincham  by  letter  complayn- 
ed  of  fome  thefts  Comitted  by  fome  of  the  Narraganfett  Indyans,  the  like  complaint 
was  alfoe  made  by  Mr.  Browne  in  the  behalfe  of  Wm.  Smith  of  Rehoboth  but  in 
the  abfence  of  the  Indyans  nothing  could  proceede. 

According  to  former  orders  the   nomber  of  males  fhould  haue  beene  brought 

foorth  from  the  feuerall  Colonies  and  a  true  accounte  fhould  alfoe  haue  beene  brought 
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of  all  the  expences  in  the  feuerall  expeditions  for  the  publickefafety,buttheMattachu- 
fetts  and  Plimouth  being  defe&Uie  in  one  or  both,  nothing  coald  be  yflued  with  full 
fatisfa&ion,  onely  it  appeared  that  Cone&icute  and  Newhaven  Colonies  haue  ex- 
pended more  then  their  proporcons,  namely  ConecYicut  i62lb.  3s.  id.  at  leaft,  and 
Newhauen  7  ilb.  8s.  yd.  at  lead  as  theaccompts  were  reprefented  with  fome  difad- 
vantage  to  them,  which  monies  fhoulde  haue  beene  paid  vnto  them  by  the  other 
Colonies  fome  time  fince,  It  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  Mattachufetts  forthwith 
pay  to  ConecYicute  or  their  affignes  1361b.  19s.  nd.  and  to  Newhauen  or  their 
affignes  7  lib.  8s.  7c!.  and  that  Plimouth  pay  vnto  Conefticute  or  their  affignes  251b. 
4s.  od.  and  that  againft  the  next  meetlnge  the  accounts  be  better  prepared  and 
brought  in.  And  vpon  confideration  of  fouldiers  dyett,  and  other  expences  in 
Wine,  hott  "Waters,  powder  and  fhott  wherein  any  of  the  Colonies  may  either  be 
prouident  or  remiffe  to  their  owne  or  their  neighboures  damadge,  it  was  now  or- 
dered, that  no  Colonies  for  fuch  expence  bring  to  account  aboue  6s.  a  man  per  weeke 
according  to  the  nombre  of  fouldiers,  onely  meetings  of  fervice  a  due  confideration 
may  be  had  of  the  expencs  of  powder  and  (hott,  and  in  this  accompt  boate  hyre  not 
to  be  included.  And  that  no  Colony  bringe  to  accompt  for  the  wages  of  any  fouldier 
aboue  6s.  per  weeke,  for  officers  not  aboue  the  rate  followinge  viz.  a  Corporall  8s. 
per  weeke,  a  fergeant  10s.  anEnfigne  ijs.  leiftenant  20*.  and  for  the  Captaine  not 
aboue  30s.  per  weeke. 

Vpon  lerious  confideration  of  the  fpreading  nature  of  Error,  the  dangerous  growth 
and  effects  thereof  in  other  places  and  particularly  how  the  purity  and  power  both  of 
religion  and  of  Ciuil  order  is  already  much  complayned,  if  not  wholy  loft  in  a  pane 
of  New  England,  by  a  licentious  liberty  graunted  and  fettled,  whereby  many  calling 
off  the  rule  of  the  word,  profeffe  and  pra&ife  what  is  good  in  their  owne  eyes  :  and 
vpon  information  of  what  petitions  haue  beene  lately  putt  vp  in  fome  of  the  Colo- 
nic, againft  the  good  and  ftraite  waies  of  Chrift,  both  in  the  Churches  and  in  the 
Comon  Wealth,  the  Gomiffioners  remembring  that  thofe  Colonies  for  themfelues  and 
their  pofteritie  did  enter  into  this  firme  and  perpetuall  league,  as  for  other  refpefts 
fo  for  mutual!  advife  that  the  truth  and  liberties  of  the  gofpell  might  be  preferved, 
propagated,  thought  it  their  duty  Terioufly  to  Comend  it  to  the  care  and  confideration 
of  each  generall  Corte  within  thefe  Vnited  Colonies  that  as  they  haue  layd  theire 
foundations  and  meafured  the  temple  of  God,  the  worlhip  and  worfhippers  by  that 
ftraight  Reed  God  hath  putt  into  their  hands,  foe  they  would  walke  on  and  build 
vp  (all  difcouragements  and  difficulties  notwithftanding)  with  an  vndaunted  heart  and 
vnwearied  hand,  according  to  the  fame  rules  and  patternes,  That  a  due  watch  be  kept 
and  continued  at  the  deores  of  Gods  houfe,  that  none  be  admitted  as  members  of  the 
body  of  Chrift,  but  fuch  as  hold  foorth  effeftuall  callinge  and  thereby  Vnion  with 
Chrift  the  head,  and  that  thofe  whome  Chrift  hath  receaued,  and  enter  by  an  expreffe 
covenant  to  attend  and  obferue  the  lawes  and  dutyes  of  that  fpirituall  Corporation, 
Vol.   II.  -K  that 
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that  Babtifme,  the  feale  of  the  Covenant  be  adminiftred  onely  to  fuch  members  and 
their  ymediate  feed,  that  anabaptifme,  familifme,  antinomianifme,  generally  all  errors 
of  like  nature  which  oppofe,  vndermine  and  flight  either  the  fcriptures,  the  fabboth 
or  other  ordinancs  of  God,  and  bring  in  and  cry  vp  vnwarrantable  Reuelations,  in- 
ventions of  men,  or  any  carnall  liberty,  vnder  a  deceitfull  colloure  of  liberty  of 
confcience,  may  be  feafonably  and  duly  fuppreft,  though  they  wiih  as  much  forbear- 
ance and  refpett  may  be  had  of  tender  confciencs  feeking  light  as  may  ftand  with  the 
purity  of  religion  and  peace  of  the  Churches.  (The  Comiflioners  of  Plymouth  de- 
fire  further  confideration  concerninge  this  advife  given  to  the  generall  Corts.) 

And  laftly  that  fome  ferious  prouifion  be  fpeedily  made  againft  oppreffion  whither 
in  Comodities,  or  wages,  againft  exceffe  and  diforder  in  apparrell,  drincke  and  all 
other  loofe  and  fmfull  mifcarriages  not  fitt  to  be  named  amongft  Chriftians,  by  which 
the  name  of  our  holy  God  is  much  dishonoured,  and  the  Churches  of  Chrift  in  thefe 
parts  much  reproached,  as  if  they  were  ftrift  in  their  formes  onely,  or  had 
refpect  onely  to  one  of  the  tables  of  Gods  law,  their  fruites  in  reference  to  the 
other,  beingenothinge  better  then  the  wild  vine6  or  brambles  in  the  wildernes.  Yf 
thus  we  be  for  God  he  will  certainely  be  with  vs,  And  though  the  God  of  the 
world  (as  he  is  ftiled)  be  worfhipped,  and  by  vfurpation  fett  vpon  his  throane  in 
the  maine  and  greateft  part  of  America,  yet  this  fmall  parte  and  portion  may  be 
vindicated  as  by  the  right  hand  of  Jehovah,  and  juftly  called  Emmanuells  land. 

The  foregoing  conclufions  were  agreed  vpon  by  the  Comifhoners  of  the  Vnited. 
Colonies  1 8  Sept,  1.646.  and  fubfcribed.  * 

New  Hauen  24.  Sept.  1 646. 

Concerninge  the  Narragenfett  and  Nyanticke  Indyans  when  firft  the  prefent  is- 
returned  and  in  a  fitt  feafon  after  the  declaration  drawne  by  the  Comiflioners  fentr 
and  interpreted  to  them,  yf  yet  they  attend  not  the  Colonies  iuft  fatisfaccon  or  if  by 
any  infolent  or  hoftile  carriage  they  giue  further  provocation,  It  is  now  agreed,  that 
in  May,  or  any  other  fitt  feafon  vpon  convenient  warninge  from  the  Mattachufetts, 
with  the  Confent  of  the  Comiflioners  from  Plimouth  all  the  Comiflioners  for  the 
Colonies  doe  meete  at  Plimouth  to  confider  of  fome  furthsr  courfe  to  fecure  our 
owne  peace  and  to  bringe  the  Narragenfetts  and  their  confederates  into  a  better 
frame. 

Whereas  the  Colonies  at  prefent  afforde  fome  helpe  towards  the  maintenance  of 
fome  poore  fchollers  in  the  Colledge  at  Cambridge  in  the  Mattachufetts,  It  was  pro- 
pounded and  thought  fitt  that  fome  courfe  be  taken  with  the  parents  and  with  fuch 
fchollers  themfelues  (as  the  cafe  may  require)  that  when  they  are  furnifhed  with 
learning,  in  fome  competent  meafure,  they  remoue  not  into  other  Countries,,  but 
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improue  their  parts  and  abilltties  for  the  fervice  of  the  Colonies  and  for  this  purpofe 
the  Comiffioners  for  the  Mattachufetts  were  defired  to  advife  with  the  general 
Courte  and  Elders  there  for  the  orderinge  fuch  a  courfe,  and  how  fuch  fchollars  may 
be  imployed  and  incouraged,  when  they  leaue  the  Colledge  either  in  new  Plantations, 
or  as  fchoole  Matters  or  in  fliips,  till  they  be  called  and  fitted  for  other  fervice. 

Whereas  our  good  God  hath  from  the  firft  done  great  things  for  his  people  in  thefe 
Colonies  in  fundry  refpe&s  worthy  to  be  written  in  our  hearts  with  a  deepe  and  cha- 
r-e&ed  impreffion  not  to  be  blotted  out  and  forgotten  and  to  be  tranfmitted  to  pofterity, 
that  they  may  know  the  Lord,  and  how  he  hath  gloryfyed  his  Grace  and  mercy  in 
our  foundations  and  beginnings,  that  they  alfo  may  truft  in  him,  and  wallce  with  a 
right  foote  before  him  with  out  warping  and  declining,  It  is  defired  by  the  Comif- 
fioners,  thatall  the  Colonies  (as  they  may)  would  coiled!:  and  gather  vp  the  many 
fpeciall  prouidencs  of  God  towards  them,  fince  their  arrivall  and  fetling  in  thefe  parts, 
how  he  hath  made  roome  for  them,  how  his  hand  hath  beene  with  them  in  laying 
their  foundations  in  church  and  comon  wealth,  how  he  hath  cad  the  dread  of  his 
people  (weak  in  themfelues)  vpon  the  Indians,  fcattered  their  counfells,  broken  their 
plotts  and  attempts  and  continued  our  peace  (notwithstanding  their  infolencies  rage 
and  malice)  made  gratious  prouifion  for  ys  and  in  all  refpefts  hath  bene  a  fun  and 
fhield  to  vs,  and  that  memorialls  being  made,  they  may  be  duly  communicated  and 
ferioufly  confidered,  that  no  thinge  be  miftaken,  but  that  hiftory  may  be  compiled 
aecordinge  to  truth  with  due  weight  by  fomeable  and  fitt  man  appointed  therevnto.

AT  A  MEETING  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Colonies  of  New  England 
held  at  Boflon  26  July  1647  an  order  of  the  generall  Corte  of  the  Mattachufets 
dated  26th  of  the  third  moneth  1647  was  prefented,  whereby  it  appeared,  That 
Thomas  Dudley  and  John  Endecott  Efq'rs.  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Ju- 
rifdiction  for  this  prefent  yeare,  weere  inverted  with  full  power  to  treate  and  conclude 
of  all  things .  according  to  the.  tenure  of  the  articles  of  combination  concluded  at 
Bofton  19th  of  the  third  moneth  1643. 

A  like  order  for  the  Juryfdi&ion  of  New  Plimouth  dated  the  firft  of  the  4th 
moneth  1647  was  read  inverting  Mr.  William  Bradford  and  Mr.  John  Browne  with

like  power  as  Comiffioners  to  treate  and  conclude  accordinge  to  the  teuurc  of  the 
faid  articles. 

An  order  of  the  generall  Cone  of  ConnecYicute  was  all'oe  prefented  and  read 
dated  28th  of  the  4th  moneth  1647  appointing  Mr.  Edward  Hopkins  and  Captain 
John  Mafon  to  the  foremencond  fervice  and  inverting  them  with  full  power  accord- 
ing to  the  articles  of  Confederation. 

A  like  order  for  the  generall  Corte  of  Newhavens  Jurifdiction  dat.  27  Oftober 
1646  inverting  Mr.  Theophilus  Eaton,  and  Stephen  Goodyeare  with  the  like 
power  according  to  the  tenure  of  the  faid  articles  for  the  yeare  enfueing  was  now 
alfoe  read. 

Thomas  Dudley,  Efqr.  was  chofen  Prefident  for  this  meeting. 

The  Comiffioners  by  experience  findinge  that  the  occafions  of  the  Colonies  fame 
times  require  their  meetings  and  confutations  before  the  ordinary  time  appoynted  by 
the  Articles  of  Confederation  in  the  7th  moneth,  And  that  at  fuch  times  the  ordinary 
meetinge  in  Sept.  may  well  be  fpared  (the  general  occafions  of  the  Colonies  being, 
difpatehed)  which  yet  feemes  by  the  Articles  ought  neceffarily  to  be  attended  euery 
yeare,  it  was  agreed,  that  it  be  propounded  to  the  feuerall  generall  Courts,  that  it 
may  be  left  to  the  liberty  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  time  beinge  to  order  the  timt 
of  meetinge,  as  the  occafions  of  the  Colonies  may  require  :  And  to  forbeare  the 
ordinary  time  of  the  meetinge  in  Sept.  as  they  fee  caufe,  Provided  there  be  a  meet- 
inge once  every  yeare.  f 

And  whereas  the  Articles  of  combination  feems  to  require  the  meeting  togeither 
of  the  whole  nomber  of  the  Comiffioners  before  they  can  confultor  conclude  of  any. 
occafions  which  concerne  the  Colonies,  which  may  be  very  preiudiciall  to  the  pub- 
Iicke  weale,  not  onely  the  liues  of  men  after  they  are  on  their  journeys  (beinge  ly- 
able  to  hazzards)  whereby  their  meeting  with  the  reft  may  be  prevented,  but  other 
occafions  may  alfoe  intervene  to  hinder  the  fame,  It  war  agreed  that  it  alfoe  be  re- 
comended  to  the  generall  Corts  that  when  any  meetinge  is  agreed  vpon,  whither  or- 
dinary or  extraordinary  (all  the  Comiffioners  chofen  by  the  ieueral  jurifdiccons  hav- 
ing had  feafonable  notice  thereof,)  yf  no  more  then  6  come,  they  may  meete,  confult 
and  (in  cafe  they  all  agree)  conclude  fuch  things  as  concerne  the  feuerall  Colonies* 
as  jf  the  whole  nomber  were  togeither.  J 

One  principall  caufe  of  the  Comiffioners  meetinge  togeither  at  this  time  being  to 
cpnfider  what  courfe  fhould  be  held  with  the  Narraganfett  Indyans,  aud  their  con- 
federals who  haue  not  onely  broken  their  Covenants  folemnly  made  at  Bofton  in- 
Anno  1645.  But  as  theComiffioners  hauebene  enformed  credibly,haue  bene  pl6ttinge, 
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and  by  prefcnts  of  Wampam,  ingagemge  the  Indyans  ronnde  aboute  to  combine  •with 
them  againft  the  Englifli  Colonies  in  war.  It  was  thought  fitt  to  fend  Thomas  Stan- 
ton, Benedick  Arnold,  and  Seargent  Waite,  as  meffengers  to  them,  And  that  there 
might  be  better  afTuranceofa  true  returrie  the  Comiffioners  gave  Thomas  Sranton  as 
interpreter  the  oath  and  inftruftions  followinge. 

You  (hall  fully  and  truely  according  to  the  befl  of  your  abillities  and  knowledge  in 
the  Indian  language  expreffe  the  meffage  now  fent  by  you  to  Peffacks  &c.  from  the 
Comiffioners  of  the  Vnited  Colonies,  and  in  the  like  manner  make  returne  of  what 
anfwere  you  receaue  from  them  or  oth~r  confiderable  paffages  you  meete  with  accord- 
ing to  the  inftruccons  now  given  you  this  27  July  1647. 

Thomas  Stanton  you  are  hereby  defired  to  goe  with  what  fpeed  you  may,  to 
Peffacks  the  cheife  Sachem  of  the  Narragenfetts,  as  aha  to  Nenegrate  and  We-  ■ 
betamuk  and  deliuer  to  them  in  reference  to  themfelves  and  all  their  Confederats  in 
the  Indyan  tounge  (as  neare  a5  may  be)  the  meffage  hereafter  written,  in  the 
words  wherein  it  is  expreffed,  as  fent  vnto  them  from  all  the  Comiffioners  of  the 
Vnited  Colonies  now  mett  at  Bofton  in  the  Mattachufetts,  And  you  are  to  bring 
backe  to  vs  with  all  convenient  fpeede  their  anfwere  and  refolucons  with  what  other 
confiderable  paffages  you  meete  with  either  from  Peffacks  or  any  other  confiderable- 
Sachem  Counfellor  Captaine  or  Indyans. 

The  vnited  Colonies  haue  now  neare  2  yeares  waited  for  the  performance  of  the 
Covenant  made  ac  Bofton  by  the  Narragenfet  Sachems  in  the  feuerall  parts  concern- 
kige  the  Englifli  &c.  but  haue  founde  hitherto  nothing  intending  to  fatisfaclion.  The- 
laft  yeare  they  fhould  haue  mett  the  Comiffioners  at  Newhaven  Vncus  then  attended", 
but  they  neither  come  nor  fent.  The  Comiffioners  therefore  now  affembled  at  Bof- 
ton expeft  them  all  with  full  fatisfaftion  to  thefeueralforemenconedingagements.  Vncus 
is  appointed  to  meete  them  here  and  expected  daily.  For  their  incouradgement  the. 
Comiffioners  hereby  promife  full  fafety  that  they  fttall  come  and  returne  without 
danger  from  the  Englifli  Colonies  yf  they  refufe  or  delay  they  intend  to  fend  no  more, 
fcut  to  proceede  hereafter  as  they  Ihall  fee  caufe.. 

The  31ft.  July  Thomas  Stanton  returned  with  Peffacks  anfwere  as  followinge. 
Peffack  being  charged  for  not  meetinge  the  Comiffioners  at  Newhaven  the  laft  yeare, 
lis  anfwere  was,  he  had  no  warninge.  It  is  true  faid  he  I  haue  broken  my  Covenant 
thefe  2  years,  and  it  is  and  hath  bene  the  conftant  greife  of  my  fpirit.  2ly.  the  rea- 
fen  why-he  doth  not  come  at  this  time  is;  becaufe  he  hath  b'eene  fick  and  is  now  fick, 
Had  I  bene  but  pretty  well  (faid  he)  I  would  haue  come  to  them.  3b/.  he  faith 
lie  hath  fent  his  full  minde  byNenegratt,  and  what  Nenegratt  ffiall  doe  concerning  his 
liufineffehe  will  ftandto  it:  he  faith  alfoe,  that  he  hath  fent  Powpynamett  and  Po- 
mvunjes  to  goe  and  heare  and  teftifie  that  he  hath  betrufted-his  full  minde  .with  Nene- 
gratt,- 
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•gratt.  4I7.  lie  doth  fay  when  he  made  his  covenant  he  did  it  in  feare  of  the  Army 
that  he  did  fee,  and  though  the  Englifli  kept  their  covenant  with  him  there  and  let 
him  goe  from  them,  yet  the  Army  was  to  goe  to  Narragenfett  ymediately  and  kill 
bkn  there,  therefore  faid  the  Comiflioners  fen  your  hands  to  fuch  and  fuch 
thinges  or  els  the  Army  (hall  goe  forth  to  the  Narragenfetts. 

Moyanno  anfwered  that  at  this  fpringe  he  did  deliuer  his  minde  to  Nenegrett,  and 
what  -he  did  or  doth  he  will  (land  to  it. 

Alfo  he  faid  if  Nenegrett  fliall  make  any  other  or  new  Covenant  or  agreement  with 
the  Enghfh  Sachems  he  will  ftand  to  it. 

THOMAS  STANTON,  BENEDICT  ARNOLD. 

In  which  anfwere  the  Comiflioners  founde  feuerall  pafTages  of  vntruth  and  guile 
and  were  vnfatisfyed. 

Firft  Mr.  Pelham  and  Mr.  Hopkins  by  Benedift  Arnold  at  the  latter  end  of  the 
third  moneth  1646  minded  Peffecks  and  his  company  of  the  meeting  at  Newhaven, 
.and  the  time  when  the  time  lhauld  be,  and  they  promifed  to  come  or  to  fend  their 
jneffengers  thither. 

2ly.  Thomas  Stanton  vpon  his  beft  obferuation  could  not  difcerne  any  ficknes,  or 
•other  indifpofition  of  body  to  hinder  his  trauell. 

3-  After  covenants  haue  bene  foe  folemnly  made  and  hoftages  given,  and  a  fmall 
parte  of  the  wampam  payd,  and  all  the  reft  due,  now  to  pretend  feare  is  a  vaine 
and  an  offenfiue  excufe. 

Auguft  3d.  Ninegratt  with  fome  of  the  Nyantick  Indians  and  two  "of  Peflacks 
men  came  to  Bofton,  and  defiringMr  John  Winthrop  that  came  from.Pequatt  plan- 
tation might  be  prefent,  they  were  admitted.  The  Comiffioners  afked  Ninegratt  for 
whome  he  came  whither  as  a  publick  perfon  on  the  behalfe  of  Peflacks  and  the  reft 
of  the  Narragenfetts  Confederates,  or  onely  for  himfelf  as  a  particular  Sagamore, 
fie  at  firft  anfwered  that  he  had  fpoke  withPeffack  but  had  no  fuch  Comiffion .  from 
him,  he  added  there  had  not  beene  fo  good  agreement  betwixt  Peflacks  and  himfelfe 
as  he  defired,  but  by  Mr.  John  Winthrops  teftimony,  by  the  anfwere  Tho.  Stanton 
and  Benedict  Arnold  brought  from  Peflacks  and  by  the  witnefle  of  Peflacks  ;two 
men,  it  appeared  to  the  Comiflioners  that  whatever  formallity  might  be  wanting 
in  Peflacks  expreflions  to  Ninegratt,  yet  Peflack  had  fully  ingaged  himfelfe  to  ftand 
to  whatfoever  Ninegratt  fliould  conclude.  The  Comiflioners  therefore  afked  Nine- 
gratt, whence  it  proceeded  that  the  Narragenfett  confederates  (of  which  him  felfe 
was  one)  had  neither  paid  the  wampam  to  the  Englifli  Colonies,  nor  performed,  any 
other  of  their  Covenants  either  with  the  Englifli  or  with  Vncus.  Ninegratt  firft  pre- 
xended  ignorance  as  if  he  had  not  knowne  what  covenants  had  beene  made,  he  was 
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tould  that  one  of  his  men,  as  his  deputy  was  prefent  at  the  treaty  and  vnder  writ 
the  Covenants  that  Peffacks  and  Canonicus  fonne  with  the  reft  affirmed  that  what 
they  and  his  agents  did  conclude,  Ninegratt  had  promifed  to  ftand  vnto,  That  they 
had  a  C.9py  of  the  Covenants  in  parchment  and  had  or  might  haue  Mr.  Williams. 
help  at  all  times  to  interprete  them  ;  there  could  therefore  be  no  truth  in  his  an- 
fwere. 

2ly.  Ninegratt  afked  for  what  the  Narragenfetts  fliould  pay  fo  much  wampam  ;  he 
knew  not  that  they  were  indebted  to  the  Englifh,  he  was  anfwered  that  the  Narra*- 
genfetts  had  greatly  broken  their  former  Covenants  with  the  Englifh,  and  contrary 
to  their  agreement  and  engagement  they  had  made  war  vpon  Vncus*  wounded  and' 
flain  diuerfe  of  his  men,  taken  Captiues,  feafed  fome  of  his  Conooes,  and  fpoiled 
much  of  his  Corne,  by  which  hoftile  outrages  they  had  conftrayned  the  Englifh  at 
their  great  chardges  to  fend  men  for  Vncus  defence.  That  the  Comiffioners  for  all 
the  Colonies  meetinge  at  Bofton  on  this  occafion  fent  MefTengers  to  the  Narragen- 
fett  Sachem.  But  inftead  of  iuft  fatisfaftion,  their  MefTengers  were  flighted,  and 
yll  vfed,  and  Ninegrate  himfelfe  vfed  threatninge  and  infolent  language,  he  tould' 
the  mefTengers  that  by  the  meetinge  at  Hartford'they  knew  the  Comifhoners  would 
endevoure  to  compofe  matters,  and  to  fetle  a  peace  betwixt  them  and  Vncus,  bur 
they  were  refolued  to  war,  nor  would  they  enquire  who  began  war,  they  would 
carry  it  on  and  nothing  but  Vncus  head  fhould  end  it*  and  if  the  Englifli  did  not 
withdraw  their  garrifons  from  the, defence  of  Vncus,  they  would -heape  vp  their 
cattle  as  high  as  their  wigwams,  and  an  Englishman  fliould  not  ftep  out  of  the 
doores  to  piffe,  but  they  would  kill  him.  Ninegrat  not  able  to  deny  this  charge, 
pretended  that  the  Englifli  mefTengers  provoked  him,  but  that  appeared  a  falfe  and 
weake  excufe,  he  laftly  affirmed  that  the  fome  was  foe  great,  that  the  Narragenfett? 
had  not  wampam  enough  to  pay  it,  but  that  fatisfyed  not,  it  being  well  knowne  to 
the  Comiffioncrs,  that  the  Narragenfetts  are  a  greate  people,  and  can  raife  a  great-* 
er  quantity  cf  wampam  vpon  a  fhorte  warningewhen  they  pleafe  :  Ninegrate  here- 
upon alked,  what  wampam  had  beene  already  paid  vpon  the  Covenants  and  how 
the  reckoninge  flood,  he  was  anfwered  that  Peffacks  firft  fent  170  fathome  of  wam- 
pam which  was  receiued  in  part  of  payment  after  he  fent  fome  kettles  and  aboute  15 
fathome  of  wampum  which  beinge  a  contemptible  fome  was  refufed,  and  that  the 
Narragenfett  mefTengers  had  fould  the  kettles  to  Mr.  Shrimton  a  brafier  in  Bofton 
at  1 2d  per  lb.  they  weighinge  285'b.  came  to  141b.  5s.  but  the  Indian  meffenger  pre- 
fently  receiued  20s.  in  part  the  reft  with  the  mentioned  wampam  amountinge  to  4U). 
4s.  6d.  the  left  in  the  brafiers,hand,  in  all  amounted  to  171b.  9s.  6.  which  hath  beene 
fmce  attached  by  Richard  Woddy  forgoods  ftcllen  from  him  by  a  Narraganfet  Indi- 
an. Ninegrate  was  not  fatisfyed  with  the  attachment  and  affirmed  that  neither  the 
kettles  nor  wampam  did  belonge  to  Peffacks  him  felfe  nor  to,  the  Indian  that  had  ' 
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ftollen  die  goods,  and  that  they  were  left  for  the  ComhTioners  in  part  of  paycmtnt 
and  fo  mufl  be^eckoned.  The  Comiffioner-s  thought  it  not  fitt  to  preffe  the  attach- 
-ment  but  reckoned  the  kettles  -and  wampam  at  70  fathome  and  acknowledged  the 
receipt  of  240  fathome,  befides  a  parcell  of  Wampam  fent  by  Ninegrate  hirafelfe 
to  the  Governoure;  whither  as  a  prefent  to  him  or  in  parte  of  payment  to  the  Colo- 
nies, he  was  wifhed  to  expreffe,  togeither  with  the  quantity  he  fent,  becaufe  the 
faid  wampam  then  apprehended  to  be  a  prefent  Was  not  accepted  by  the  Governoure. 
But  in  truft  left  in  the  hands  of  Cutchamaquin  who  vpon  a  meffage  from  the  Co- 
miffioners had  lately  brought  in  2  girdles  with  a  firing  of  wampam  all  which  himfelfe 
rated  at  45  fathome,  affirminge  he  had  receiued  no  more  except  8s.  which  he  had 
vfed,  and  would  repay.  Ninegrate  tould  the  Comiffioners  that  he  had  fent  30  fa- 
thome of  black  and  45  fathome  of  white  in  value  togeither  105  fathome,  that  "he 
left  it  to  the  Governoures  difcretion  whither  he  would  take  it  as  a  prefent,  or  as 
:parte  of  the  debt :  but  being  preffed  to«clearethe  quefliofl  himfelfe,  he  anfwerd  his 
tounge  fhould  not  belye  his  heart,  let  the  debt  be  fatisfyed  as  it  may,  he  intended  it 
--.as  a  prefent  to  the  Governoure,  he  alfoe  affirmed  he  fent  no  girdles,  it  was  all  in 
fining  wampam  white  and  black  in  different  proportions  as  before.  Hereupon 
■Cutchamaquin  was  fent  for  and  before  Ninegrate  queftioned  for  his  vnrighteouf- 
nes  and  falfhood,  he  at  firfl  perfifled,  -and  added  to  his  lyes,  but  was  at  laft  convin- 
ced by  Ninegrate  and  his  meffengers  who  then  brought  the  prefent,  and  was  now 
here  that  the  wampam  for  the  Governoure  was  105  fathome,  befides  which  Nine- 
grate had  fent  Cutchamaquin  10  fathome  for  himfelfe. 

Thefe  thinges  being  largly  debated  Ninegrate  was  wifhed  to  confider  and  advife 
with  the  Narragenfetts  deputy  and  to  give  their  full  anfwere  the  next  day  according 
to  which  the  Comiffioners  would  refolve  and  proceede.  The  next  day  Ninegrate 
with  the  deputies  for  Peffacks  appeared,  Ninegrett  tould  the  Comiffioners  that  be- 
fore he  came  he  doubted  the  burthen  of  the  bufineffe  would  lye  vpon  him  Peffacks 
having  fayled  him  in  what  he  fhould  haue  done  and  now  he  fownde  what  he  feared 
yet  vpon  due  confideration  of  former  paffages  with  the  Covenants  made  at  Boflon 
Anno  1645  he  was  refolued  to  give  the  Colonies  due  fatisfacYion  in  all  things,  add- 
ing that  he  would  forthwith  fend  fome  of  his  men  to  the  Narragenfett  and  Nyanticke 
Indyans  to  gather  up  the  refedue  of  wampam  yet  behinde  that  in  3  dayes  he  hoped 
to  haue  an  anfwer  what  they  would  doe  and  in  10  dayes  at  furthefl  he  concerned 
the  wampam  might  be  here,  that  himfelf  refolued  to  flay  at  Boflon  till  it  came  And 
foe  he  would  certify  the  Narragenfett  confederates :  But  if  the  collation  of  wam- 
pam fhould  falle  fhort  of  the  whole  fomme  due,  he  defired  fome  forbearance,  af- 
furing  that  the  refidue  fhould  be  fhortly  payd  and  they  fhould  Tee  his  reallity  in 
keepinge  Covenants  andtearmesof  amity  with  the  Englifh  ;  wherewith  the  Comiffi- 
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Otiel-J  were  well  fatisfyed  for  the  prefent,  hopinge  they  fliould  finde  anfwerable  per- 
formance and  Ninegrate  fent  away  his  meflengers. 

Whereas  a  queftion  propounded  the  laft  yeare  at  Newhaven  concerninge  an 
ympofition  laide  vpon  goods  pafling  through  the  mouth  of  Conne&icute  river  to  fea 
was  refpited  to  this  meeting,  the  Comiffioners  for  Conneclicute  defired  the  fame 
might  now  be  confidered  and  yfTued.  And  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Maflachufetts 
did  therevpon  deliuer  in  writinge  certaine  reafons  from  the  generall  Corte  of  that 
Jurifdiftion  againft  the  faid  impofition  which  were  as  followeth. 

At  the  general  Corte  at  Bofton  4th  9  moneth  1646  the  Corte  having  confidered 
the  controuerfy  betwixt  the  Jurifdiftion  of  Hartford  vpon  Conedticute  and  the  Inha- 
bitants of  Sprinck-field  vpon  the  fame  River  touchinge  either  the  purchafe  of  the 
Fort  Sec.  at  the  Riuer's  mouth,  or  the  payment  of  fuch  cuftomes  as  is  or  ffialbe 
impofed  vpon  them  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  fame,  doth  declare  its  judgement 
as  followeth 

Firft  they  conceiue  that  the  jurifdi&ion  of  Hartford  hath  not  a  legall  power  to 
force  any  inhabitant  of  another  Jurifdi&ion  to  purchafe  any  forte  or  other  lands  out 
of  that  Jurifdi&ion  without  their  confent. 

2d!y.  They  conceaue  that  it  were  injurious  to  require  a  cuftome  to  the  maintain- 
ing of  fuch  a  forte  which  is  not  ufefull  to  fuch  of  whome  it  is  demanded. 

3.  They  thincke  it  very  vneqnall  for  them  to  impofe  a  cuftome  vpon  the  freiuds 
and  confederates,  who  haue  not  more  benefit  of  the  Riuer  by  exporting  and  impor- 
inge  of  goods  then  ftraungers  of  another  nation  where  there  they  Hue  srithin  Hart- 
ford Jurifdicon  pay  none. 

4.  The  pfopoundinge  and  ftandinge  vpon  an  impofition  of  Cuftome  to  be  paid  to 
the  Riuers  mouth  by  fuch  as  were,  or  are  within  our  Jurifditftion,  hindered  our  con- 
federation aboue  10  yeares,  And  there  was  never  any  paid  to  this  day,  now  to  im- 
pofe it  vpon  any  of  ours  after  our  confederation  will  putt  vs  to  new  thoughts; 

5.  It  feemes  to  vs  very  hard  that  any  of  our  Jurifdiccon  fliould  be  forced  to  fuch 
a  difadvantage  as  will  neceflarily  in  thrall  their  pofterity  by  impofing  fuch  rates  and 
cuftomes  as  will  either  conftraine  them  either  to  departe  their  habitations,  or  weaken 
their  eftates,  efpecially  when  as  they  with  the  firft  took  pofieffion  of  the  Riuer,  and 
werea'tgreate  chardge  at  buildinge  &c.  which  if  they  had  forefeene  would  not  there 
have  planted. 

6.  Yf  Hartford  Jurifdiclion  (hall  make  vfe  of  this  power  ouer  any  of  ours,  we  con- 
ceiue we  haue  the  fame  power  to  imitate  them  in  the  like  kinde  Which  we  defire  may 
be  forborne  on  both  fides.

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Vnto  which  Mr.  Hopkins  (fome  rcfpite  beinge  giuen  him  to  confider  of  the  fame) 
deliuered  in  writinge  the  anfwere  followinge. 

A  fhorte  anfwere  to  the  reafons  propounded  by  the  generall  Corte  of  the  Mattachu- 
fetts,  for  Springfield  notpayinge  of  the  impofition  at  Seabrook  Forte  prefented  to 
the  Comiffioners  of  the  Vnited  Colonies  27  July  1647. 

The  fird  argument  feemed  (at  lead  to  vs)  to  laboure  of  a  greate  miitake  in  refe- 
rence to  the  cafe  in  hand  (to  omit  all  other  iud  exceptions  that  might  be  made 
againd  that  affirmation)  and  doth  not  touch  the  prefent  queftion,  which  is,  whither 
fuch  an  impofition  be  lawfull  and  regular,  bottomed  vpon  a  foundation  of  equity  and 
righteoufnes,  and  not  to  what  vfes  the  meanes  raifed  vpon  the 

impofition  is  put,  for  if  there  be  fufficient  grounde  and  readme  for  the  impofition, 
that  it  tranfgrefTe  not  a  rule  of  righteoufnes  in  regard  of  the  thinge  itfelf,  not  e.xceed- 
inge  a  rule  of  moderation  in  regard  of  the  quantity,  it  concernes  not  the 
party  that  payes  to  enquire  after,  or  call,  to  account  for  the  imployement  of 
the  monies  raifed  by  this  impofition  therefore  the  further  anfwere  it  might  be  absolute- 
ly denyed  that  which  is  impofed  to  be  paid  by  Springfielde  as  they  pafle,  is  to  pur- 
chafe  lands  or  forte. 

2.  The  fecond,  as  it  is  a  pofition  in  itfelfe  nakedly  confidered  feemes  at  lead  to  lay 
mod  of  the  government  of  Europe  vnder  the  guilt  of  injudice,  yet  becanfe  it  hath 
an  appearance  of  an  equitable  confuleration  in  it,  we  are  content  the  yflue  of  the 
prefent  difference  may  lye  there,  for  we  affirme  the  forte  mentioned  hath  beene  for 
nigh  12  yeares  pad,  is  at  prtdnt  and  may  be  Mill  for  the  future,  ufefull.to  that  plan- 
tation, and  yet  not  id  paid  by  them  towards  it  to  this  very  day. 

3.  The  third  is  but  a  prefurnption,  and  if  it  had  any  cleare  fovndaticn,  yet  the  com- 
parifon  is  not  equall. 

4.  The  fourth  euer  fince  the  fird  reading  of  it  hath  beene  a  reall  trobleto  our 
thoughts,  labcuringe  of  fo  apparent  mitlakes,  both  in  the  one  parte  of  it  and  in  the 
other  which  makes  vs  hartily  wifli  that  we  may  be  all  confeientious  caiefull  that  our 
publicke  records  may  carry  fuch  euidence  of  truth,  that  thofe  who  defire  to  take 
advantages  may  nothaue  any  judoccafions  giuen  them,  for  whereas  it  is  faid  the  com- 
bination was  hindered  aboue  10  yeares  by  the  meanes  propounded,  if  a  due  confide- 
ration  be  had  of  it,  it  will  appeare,  it  was  not  aboue  5  yeares  from  the  mentioned 
agitation  for  combination,  and  the  conclufion  of  this  prefent  confederation  the  one 
beinge  June  1638  the  other  agreed  vpon  in  May  1643.  "Whereas  it  is  affirmed  that 
the  propounding  and  danding  vpon  an  impofition  of  cuftome  at  the  Riuers  mouth  hin- 
dered the  combination  foe  many  yeares,  it  fhall  (if  need)  be  made  appeare  by  the 
oath  of  thofe  who  were  imployed  in  that  fervice,  that  they  were  foe  far  from  Stiffly 
dandinge  vpon  fuch  an  impofiucn,  that  they  did  not  foe  much  as  propounde  it,  as  it 
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is  rhere  expreffed,  ncr  could  they  in  reafon  doe  it  the  townes  hauinge  no  intereft  in, 
nor  relation  to  the  forte  at  that  time.  4 

ir.  The  fifth  carrie^h  not  that  ftrcngth  of  reafon  with  it  as  to  compell  our  vnder- 
ftandinge  to  fall  in  therewith,  for  what  inthralement  fuch  an  impofition  is  or  can  be 
to  the  Inhabitants  there,  as  to  caufe  them  to  forfake  their  habitations  vpon  that 
grounde,  our  thoughts  reach  not,  efpecially  confideringe  if  that  JurifdicYion  grow 
exorbitant  in  their  taxes,  there  is  a  remedy  provided  in  this  combination  to  rectify 
any  fuch  deviations,  but  if  weakeninge  of  eftates  be  a  fuflicient  plea  to  free  men  from 
payinge  of  ta^cs.  we  know  not  who  will  pay,  for  all  fuch  payments  doe  weaken  men's 
eftates.  What  is  meant  by  taking  poffeffion  of  the  River  (which  was  poiTeft  hj 
the  other  townes  a  confiderable  time  before  the  foundation  of  that  plantation  was 
layd)  and  the  greate  charg  in  buildings  we  vnderftand  not,  for  we  are  wholy  igno- 
rant what  expences  they  haue  beene  at  in  that  kinde,  But  for  their  owne  particular 
private  advantages,  nor  can  we  yeeld  a  ready  beliefe  to  what  is  affirmed,  that  if  they 
had  forefeen  the  prefent  impofition  wouldhaue  beene  required,  they  would  not  then 
haue  planted  for  the  thing  carryeth  that  euidence  of  equity  with  it  that  Mr.  Pincheon 
whiles  he  looked  vpon  him  felfe  as  a  member  of  that  Jurifdiclion,  acknowledged  the 
fame  and  yeelded  vpon  a  motion  made  by  himfelfe  to  Mr.  Fennicke  (as  we  have  it 
from  his  teftimony  deferuing  credit)  that  the  trade  of  beauer  vpon  the  Riuer,  which 
is  the  greateft  thing  now  ftuck  at,  ought  in  reafon  to  contribute  to  the  chardg  of  the 
forte :  befides  the  incouragment  given  by  Mr.  Pincheon  vnder  his  owne  hand,  by 
others  to  the  gentlemen  interefled  in  Seabrooke  forte  :  which  might  well  draw  out 
from  them  an  addition  to  the  former  expences,  there  feemes  to  deferue  fome  weight 
of  confideration  in  the  prefent  cafe. 

6.  To  the  fixt  we  willingly  aflent,  and  in  parallel  cafes  fhall  readily  fubmitt. 

Which  arguments  and  anfweres  being  read  and  a  further  debate  betwixt  the  Co- 
miffioners  of  the  Mattachufetts  and  Conetticute  had,  and  Mr  Pincheon  then  irnBofton 
being  fent  for,  and  defired  to  add  what  further  reafons  he  could  againft  the  impofition 
in  queftion,  he  wholy  referring  to  what  the  general  Corte  had  done,  it  appeared  to 
the  Comifiioners  for  the  other  two  Collonies  vpon  their  moft  ferions  confideration, 
that  it  was  of  weighty  concernment  to  all  the  plantations  vpon  the  Riuer  of  Conefti- 
cute  that  the  mouth  of  the-  Riuer  and  the  paflages  of  goods  through  it  to  and  fro 
(though  at  fome  chardg)  be  preferued  and  fecured  to  them,  that  though  the  forte 
at  Seabrooke  be  not  of  force  againft  an  enemy  of  any  confiderable  ftrength,  yet  an 
Englifh  plantation  being  now  fettled  there,  it  may  more  eafily  be  preferued,  and  may 
in  a  comfortable  meafure  fecure  the  paffage  aforefaid  for  the  convenience  of  all  the 
plantations  vpon  that,  of  which  benefite  Springfield  doth  (hare  with  the  reft,  That 
though  nothinge  be  as  yet  demanded  from  the  Dutch  Houfe  within  Hartrords  limitts, 
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yet  this  impofition  with  other  differrences  are  like  to  be  confidered  in  a  fin  feafon,  that 
whateverconferencehathformerly  pafledabout  thecuftome  or  impofition  atSeabrooke, 
there  never  was  any  fetled  or  demanded  of  any  of  the  plantations  till  now  of  late,  and  from 
the  firft  day  that  any  of  the  plantations  vpon  that  Riuer  haue  paid,  hath  vpon  the  fame 
grounds  beene  demanded  and  expe&ed  of  and  from  Springfield.  That  it  is  no  im- 
peachment of  any  liberty  granted  by  patent  to  the  Mattachufetts  that  Springfield 
feated  vpon  the  River  of  Conefticut,  doe  beare  a  moderate  and  equall  part  of 
charges,  whither  of  fcouring  any  parte  of  that  Riuer,  or  Riuer's  mouth  (if  there 
lliould  be  occafion)  or  in  making  or  maintayninge  fuchaforte  as  is  in  queftion  to  fe- 
cure  thepaflage  to  and  fro,  that  the  impofition  inqueflion  is  but  the  payment  of  2d. 
per  buftiel  for  come  and  about  1  d  per  lb  for  beaver  pafiing  out  through  the  mouth 
of  that  Riuer,  and  therefore  feemeth  a  moderate  charge  in  reference  to  the  cuftome 
propounded,  and  no  matter  of  iufl:  greiuance  or  difcouragment  to  the  plantations 
themfelues  there  fetled. 

The  premifes  being  weighed  and  confidered  with  all  due  tendernes  and  refpedts  to 
the  the  faid  Comiflioners  for  Plimouth  rnd  Newhaven  doe 

conceiue  and  conclude 

1.  Firft  that  Springfield  doe  henceforward  from  time  to  time  give  in  to  ConnecYi- 
cute,  or  the  Agent  or  Agents  a  true  note  or  accompt  of  all  Corne,  and  beaver  they 
or  any  of  them  fhip,  or  carry  out  through  the  mouth  of  that  River  to  fea,  to  pay  or 
defpofet  into  theire  hands  after  the  rate  of  2d.  per  buihell  for  corne,  and  20s.  per 
hogihcad  for  beaver  foe  exported. 

a.  That  the  mentioned  impofition  be  neither  at  any  time  hereafter  raifed,  nor  in- 
creafed  vpon  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  Springfield,  without  juft  and  necefiary  caufe 
to  be  firft  approued  and  allowed  by  the  other  Colonies,  nor  continued  longer 
then  the  forte  in  queftion  is  mayntaiced,  and  the  paflage  as  at  prefent  thereby 
fccured. 

3.  That  at  the  next  meetinge  of  the  Comiflioners  any  Deputy  from  the  Mattachu- 
fetts Colony,  or  from  Springfield  plantation,  fhall  haue  liberty  further  to  propound 
or  object  as  they  fee  caufe  againft  the  prefent  impofition,  which  according  to  the  na- " 
ture  and  proper  weight  of  the  matter  alleadged,  ftialbe  duly  heard  and  confider- 
ed without  any  difadvantage  from  the  conclufion  now  made  in  the  premhTes. 

A  petition  was  prefented  by  Mr.  Henry  Dunfter  prefident  of  Harvard  colledg 
to  the  Comiflioners  wherein  he  defires  their  refolution  in  thefe  enfuing  querees. 

1.  Whether  you  be  willing  to  fubmitt  the  youth  of  your  Colonies  that  be  or 
flialbe  ftudents  fo  far  to  the  Colledg  Difcipline  adminiftred  by  the  Prefident  and  fel- 
lowes  and  in  cafes  arduous,  by  the  advice  of  the  overfeers,  that  whatfoeuer  punifh- 
Ktentt  llalbe  inflicted  for  the  demerits,  according  to  the  lawes  of  the  faid  Colledg 
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lhall  nowaies  infringe  any  priuiledge  of  honourable  exhibition  from  your  Colonies  te 
the  Colledg,  and  whither  you  doe  not  giue  your  approbation  to  the  faid  lawes. 

aly.  Whereas  vponthe  feafonable  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  Shepheard,  the  feue- 
rall  Colonies  agreed  firmely  to  contribute  to  the  furtherance  of  learning  in  the  col- 
ledg, the  difpofall  whereof  hath  wholy  beene  left  to  me  hitherto,  wherein  I  haue 
allready  fownde  fome  cafes  difficult  to  my  felfe,  and  which  may  be  dangerous  in  time 
enfueing  tojothers,  vnles  by  your  counfells  they  be  regulated, therefore  haue  I  thought 
it  neceffary  to  propound  to  your  wifedome  thefe  following  queftions. 

i.  Whereas  that  way  is  by  free  contributions  wherein  euery  Colony,  Towne, 
and  family  take  themfelues  to  be  at  liberty  to  giue  or  withould,  yf  therefore  fome 
Colonies  or  townes  in  them  (hall  giue  nothinge,yetout  of  the  faid  places  well  deferving 
fchollers  (hall  come,  whither  then  thefe  fhalbe  as  capable  of  thefe  contributions,  as 
fuch  as  come  from  other  Colonies  that  doe  contribute  liberally  and  confequently,  if 
thefe  fupplies  fhalbe  extended  to  fchollars  coming  from  forraine  places,  as  old  England, 
Virginia  and  the  like. 

2ly.  Whither  in  any  cafe  you  giue  way  that  any  of  the  faid  fupplies  be  di- 
verted from  the  Society  for  the  maintenance  of  fchoole  fchollars,  and  if  foe  in 
what  cafes. 

3ly.  Whither  we  fliall  haue  refpecT:  in  the  difpofall  of  the  faid  contributions  to  all- 
the  fchollars  in  generall  (as  by  maintenance  of  common  officers  or  the  like)  or  efpe- 
cially  to  fuch  as  are  poore  pious  and  learned  the  three  vfuall  qualifications  lookedat 
in  fuch  cafes,  and  whither  any  fcholler  difcontinuinge  from  the  Colledg  aboue  a 
moneth  (hall  haue  his  exhibition  continued. 

4ly.  Whither  any  fchollers  that  haue  had  thefe  exhibitions,  lhall  accounie 
themfelues  foe  ingaged  to  flay  in  the  country,  as  that  they  may  not  goe  away 
without  offence,  and  if  foe,  then  what  way  they  may  difengage  themfelues. 

5ly.  Seeing  the  contributions  of  the  Colonies  have  already  amounted  to  aboue 
501b.  per  annum  And  if  the  firfl  propofition  of  is.  a  family  were  attended,  they 
would  amounte  to  much  more,  whither  therefore  if  the  faid  exhibitions  were  col- 
lected by  fome  faithfull  officers,  conflable  or  the  like  and  prcfented  to  the  generall: 
Cortes,  or  their  betrufled  in  the  faid  Colonies,  and  thereof  a  fitt  proportion  as 
themfelves  fliall  fee  good,  allotted  to  the  colledge  Sib.  per  An.  for  a  fchollarfhipp 
and  i61b.  per  ann.  for  a  fellowfhip  and  the  red  for  the  maintenance  of  fchollars  at 
the  grammar  fchoole  in  the  plantacons  where  thefe  collections  are  made  the  faid  courfe 
would  be  more  honourable  and  orderly  to  the  Collouies  and  Colledge  and  more  fa- 
tisfactory  to  the  people,  when  they  fliall  fee  how  their  gifts  are  bellowed  and  how 
themfelues  may  reape  the  fruite  of  them  both  at  home  and  abroade. 

Sioaly 
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Sixtly  whither  it  h  expected  that  pious  diligent  and  learned  Graduats  fliould  be 
elected  fellowes,  as  emergent  occafion  fliall  require,  and  that  then  they  fliould  haue 
for  their  encouragement  the  ftipend  due  from  fuch  fchollars  as  are  vnder  their  tuition, 
which  for  the  prefent  is  a  confiderable  parte  of  the  Prefidents  maintenance,  therefore 
we  humbly  entreate  you  to  ftate,  what  you  thincke  to  be  a  meete  allowance  for  the 
Prefidetlt  and  whence  it  (hall  arife. 

Seaventhly  feing  from  the  firft  euil  contrivall  of  the  Colledg  buildinge  there  now 
enfues  yearely  decayes  of  the  rooff,  walls  and  foundation,  which  the  ftudy  rents  will 
not  c?.rry  forth  to  repaire  Therefore  we  prefent  it  to  your  wifedome  to  propounde 
fome  way  to  carry  an  end  to  this  worke. 

Eighth/  fringe  the  publicke  library  in  the  Colledg  is  yet  defecliue  in  all  manner  of 
bookes,  efpecially  in  law,  phificke  Philofophy  and  mathematicks,  the  furnifhinge 
whereof  would  be  both  honourable  and  proffitable  to  the  Country  in  generall  and  in 
fpeciall  to  the  fchollars,  whofe  various  inclinations  to  all  profefhons  might  thereby 
be  incouraged  and  furthered,  we  therfore  humbly  entreate  you  to  vfe  fuch  meanes 
as  your  wifdomes  fliall  thincke  meete  for  fupply  of  the  fame. 

Ninthly  feing  it  wilbe  of  concernement  and  incourageinent  to  the  Students,  that 
the  degrees  here  taken  may  be  fo  accounted  in  England  and  we  are  informed  of  the 
readines  of  fome  mafters  of  Colledges  there  to  entenaine  and  promote  fuch  a  motion, 
we  therefore  defire  your  advice  and  furtherance  in  this  matter.  So  prayinge  for  the 
blcfling  of  the  Lord  vpon  all  your  confultations  for  the  welfare  of  the  vnited  Colo- 
nies I  humbly  take  my  leave  and  reft  Your  willing  fervant

The  anfwere  of  the  Comiffioners  to  the  former  petition  and  queres  fo  far  as  con- 
cernes  the  Colonies  in  joynt  refpects. 

Firft  they  conceiue  that  all  who  fend  any  youthes  to  the  Colledge  doe,  Eo  facto, 
fubmit  and  leaue  them  to  the  Colledg  Difcipline,  as  is  vfuall  in  fuch  cafes  in  all  places 
in  Europe. 

cdly  They  apprehend  it  very  equitable,  that  thofe  Colonies  and  places  which  doe 
contribute  or  are  moft  engaged  therein,  fliould  be  firft  attended,  when  any  of  theirs 
are  equally  capable  of  the  releife  aflborded  thereby  with  others,  though  they  would 
alfos  that  deferring  youthes  from  other  places  (recomended  from  fuch  Colonies  as 
doe  contribute)  be  not  neglected.  " 

3dly  They  doe  not  thincke  it  fitt  that  any  of  the  faid  fupplies  be  diverted  to  the 
maintenance  of  Grammar  fchoole  fchollars,  the  feuerall  plantations  making  provifion 
in  thefe  kindes  within  the  feuerall  Jurifdictions. 

4thly  The  fupplies  graunted  by  the  feuerall  Collonies  were  £;  ft  intended  for  the 
fUpport  and  encouragement  of  poore  pious  and  learned  youthes,  and  it  is  defired 
Oicfe  endsmav  cheefly  be  attended  in  the  difpofall  thereof,  onelv  if  no  fuch  youthes 

be 
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be  prefent,  it  may  be  imployed  for  the  Comon  advantage  of  the  Colledge,  and  if 
any  fcholler  fhalbe  abfent  in  a  diforderly  way  aboue  a  moneth  at  one  time  they  iud-e 
5thly  It  is  apprehended  by  the  Comiffioners  that  thofe  who  haue  benefitt  by  the 
contributions  of  the  Collonies  fliould  be  engaged  to  attend  the  fervice  of  the  country 
vpon  tender  of  imployment  and  maintenance  finable  to  their  condition  and  the  Mate 
of  the  Country,  but  fuch  tender  being  made  in  cafe  they  doe  not  aquies  in  what  is 
prefented,  but  for  greater  outward  advantage  or  other  refpefts  chufe  to  depart,  they 
fhould  be  engaged  in  convenient  time  to  repay  what  they  have  received  from  the 
Colonies. 

6thly  The  Comiffioners  promife  with  concurrent  endeavours  to  promote  the  con- 
tributions accordinge  to  the  former  propositions,  but  doe  not  iudge  it  meete  to  put  it 
into  any  other  frame.  The  other  particulars  mentioned  belonge  properly  to  this 
Jurifdiction  wherein  the  Comiffioners  will  not  intermeddle,  but  rcferr  the  confidera- 
tion  thereof  to  the  wifdome  and  piety  of  the  generall  Corte  for  this  Collony. 

Thequeftion  concerninge  the  Jurifdiction  of  the  Englilh  plantation  lately  kt- 
led  on  the  weft  fide  of  Pequatt  Riuer  was  againe  taken  into  consideration  by  the 
Comiffioners.  Mr.  John  Winthrop  now  prefent  expreft  himfelfe  as  more  indiffe- 
rent, but  affirmed  that  fome  of  the  plantation  fate  downe  there  in  reference  to  the 
goverment  and  in  expectation  of  large  priviledges  from  the  Mattachufetts  and  (hould 
be  much  difappointed  if  that  plantation  fall  and  be  fetled  vnder  any  other  jurif- 
di&ion. 

The  Comiffioners  confidering  what  paffed  at  Newhauen  hft  yeare  and  that  in  air 
the  Colonies  though  title  to  land  may  be  feuerall  waies  acquired,  yet  Jurifdiction 
goeth  conftantly  with  the  Pattern,  they  tould  Mr.  John  Winthrop  that  they  doubted 
not,  but  Conecticute  would  tenderly  confider  and  afFoord  fuch  priuiledges  as  may 
fuite  a  plantation  foe  remote,  but  concluded  that  the  Jurifdiction  of  that  plantation 
doth  and  ought  to  belonge  to  Conecticute. 

A  Petition  in  the  name  of  many  Pequatts  was  prefented  by  Mr.  John  Winthrop 
to  the  Comiffioners  as  followeth. 

The  humble  petition  of  Cafmamon  and  Obechiquod  in  the' name  and  behalfe  of' 
other  Pequatts  now  dwelling  at  Namyok,  humbly  iheweth 

That  whereas  our  Sachems  and  people  haue  done  very  ill  againfl  the  Englifli  for-* 
merly  for  which  they  haue  juftly  fuffered  and  beene  rightfully  conquered  by  the 
Englilh,  we  your  humble  petitioners,  who  had  no  confent  nor  hand  in  fhedding  the 
Englilh  blond,  but  by  the  advice  of  Necqualh  fled  from  our  countrey,  being  promil- 
ed  by  Necquafh  that  the  Englilh  (hould  not  hurt  vs  ifwc  did  not  ioyne  in  war  againft 
them,  doe  humbly  befeech  the  Comiiiioners  to  take  vs  vnder  the  fubjettion  of  the 
Englilh,  and  appointe  vs  a  place  where  we  may  Hue  peaceably  vnder  the  gouernment 
of  th«  Englilh.     Cafmamon   and  the  Pequatts  prefent  grae  in  the  names  of  the  Pe«. 

qtmts; 
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quatts  andNyanticke  Indians  to  thenomber  of  62  on  whofe  behalfe  the  petition  was 
prefented,  the  particuler  names  are  vnderwritten  and  left  with  Mr.  Hopkins. 

The  Comiffioners  not  having  formerly  heard  either  from  Necquafli  while  heliued, 
or  by  any  other  meanes  fince  of  any  fuch  innocent  Pequats  who  fled  from  their  coun- 
try to  decline  that  vnjuft  war  againft  the  Englifh,  Which  the  reft  of  their  Countrymen 
profecuted.  By  enquiry  from  Thomas  Stanton  from  Foxon  one  of  Vncus  his  men 
and  at  lafl:  by  confeflion  of  the  Pequats  prefent  fownde,  that  fome  of  the  petitioners 
were  in  Mifticke  fort  in  fight  againft  the  Engliih  and  fled  away  in  the  fmoake.  That 
others  of  them  were  in  other  places  to  fight  againft  the  Narragenfets  and  Moheggens 
then  affifting  the  Englilh,  fo  that  the  grounde  of  their  peticon  proued  falfe  and  de- 
ceitfull.  It  appeared  further  vpon  enquiry  that  thofe  PeqUats,  or  moft  of  them 
though  they  might  haue  beene  entertayned  by  other  Indian  Sachems,  yet  vpon  the 
perfuafion  of  Necquafli  and  promifes  of  good  Vfage  from  Vncus,  they  fubmitted  to 
him,  and  haue  beene  reckoned  amonge  his  men,  paid  him  tribute,  and  aflifted  him  in 
his  war  ever  fince,  onely  they  complayne  of  fundry  oppreflions  and  outrags  which 
they  haue  fullered  from  Vncus,  fome  concerning  particular  perfons,  others  of  a  more 
generall  confideration,  in  which  the  body  of  the  Pequats  feeme  interefled. 

J  Obechiquod  complayned  that  Vncus  had  taken  away  his  wife,  defileth  her,  and 
keepeth  her  away  per  force;  Foxon  being  prefent  (as  Vncus  dsputy)  was  queftion- 
ed  aboute  this  bafe  and  vnfufFerable  outrage,  he  denyed  that  Vncus  either  tooke,  or 
kept  away  Obechiquods  wife  per  force,  and  affirmed  that  Obechiquod  withdrawinge 
with  other  Pequats  from  Vncus,  his  wife  refufed  to  goe  with  him,  and  that  among  the 
Indians  it  is  vfuall  when  a  wife  fo  deferts  her  hufband  another  may  take  her,  Obechi- 
quod affirmed  that  Vncus  had  defiled  her  before,  arid  ftill  kept  her  againft  his  will. 

The  Comiffioners  though  not  fatisfyedih  pointe  of  proof!  with  Obechiquods  rela- 
tion, yet  abhorringe  that  luftfull  adulterous  carriage  of  Vncus,  as  it  is  acknowledged 
and  mitigated  by  Foxon  and  conceiuinge  that  he  that  abufinge  another  mans  wife 
havinge  power  in  his  hands,  his  life  either  by  force  or  to  depriue  the  com- 

playninge  hufband  of  his  life,  ordered  and  concluded  that  Vncus  reftore  Obechi- 
rjuods  wife,  that  Obechiquod  himfelfe  haue  his  liberty  to  fitt  downe  and  fettle  either 
at  Nameoke  vnder  the  Englifh,  or  elfwhere  as  the  Englifh  {hall  appointe,  prouided 
that  he  affift  Vncus  in  his  wars,  foe  oft  as  the  Englifh  fhall  direft. 

Sanaps  another  of  Vncus  his  men,  but  a  Cone&icut  Indian  and  no  Pequat  vpon 
the  reporte  of  a  Sachems  fquaw  (farce  dead)  complayned,  that  Vncus  had  abufed 
his  wife,  he  affirmed  that  after  fhe  was  foe  defiled,  fhe  grew  froward,  and  he  had  little 
peace  with  her,  he  added  that  Vncas  had  fince  taken  away  his  corne  and  beanes  per 
force  and  had  engaged  himfelfe  and  attempted  (as  he  conceiues)  to  take  away  his 
life  but  the  Comiffioners  found  noe  proff  firft  orlaftof  thefe  chardges  and  for 

the  torne  Foxon  conceiues  Vncus  feifed  it,  becaufe  Sannop  with  the  Pequat  in  a  dif- 

orderly 
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-orderly  manner  withdrew  him  felfe  from  Vncus,  vnder  whom  he  had  liued  feuerall 
yeares.  They  concerned  therefore  that  Sannop  might  either  returne  to  Cone£ticut, 
or  Iiue  at  Nyanticott,  or  that  fome  provifion  be  made  for  his  fafety  and  peace  at 
Mohegan,  and  that  Vncus  vpon  Euidence  reftore  what  corne  or  beanes  he  hath 
taken  from  him  in  an  vnrighteous  manner. 

In  generall  the  Pequats  complayned,  fiift  of  Vncus  his  vnjuftice  and  tyranny, 
drawinge  wampam  from  them  vpon  new  pretences  from  time  to  time,  they  fay  they 
haue  giuen  him  wampam  40  times  fince  they  came  vnder  him,  and  that  they  haue 
fent  wampum  by  him  to  theEnglifti  25  times,  but  know  not  whither  ah  or  any  part 
of  it  was  rightly  deliuered.  2dly  that  in  their  play  if  a  Pequat  win  of  a  Mohegen, 
he  cannot  get  payment  if  he  complaines,  Vncus  carries  it  partially  to  the  Mohegens 
and  threatens  the  Pequats.  3dly  when  Vncus  had  a  child  dyed,  he  made  an  offer- 
inge  and  gaue  his  wife  a  gift,  and  comanded  the  Pequats  to  doe  the  like.  They  be- 
ing affraid  colle&ed  100  fathome  of  wampan  and  gaue  it  as  a  prefent,  which  pleafed 
Vncus,  and  he  promifed  them  forward  to  efteeme  them  as  Mohegens,  yet  a  few 
dayes  after,  Vncus  brother  came  and  tould  them  that  Vncus  and  his  Councell  had 
determined  to  kill  fome  of  them,  wherewith  being  much  amafed  they  confulted,  and 
refolued  to  with  draw  from  Vncus,  and  to  fubmitt  and  fubjeft  themfelues  to  the 
Englifh.  4thly  That  defiring  favours  from  the  Englifti  they  purpofed  to  collect 
wampam  from  amonge  themfelues  and  to  prefent  it  to  them  and  by  fome  of  their  old 
men  acquainted  Vncus  therewith,  yet  the  next  morninge  he  came  with  his  men  armed 
to  the  forte,  called  for  thole  who  promoted  that  bufineffc,  thrratninge  to  kil!  them 
but  they  efcaped  out  of  the  forte,  went  to  Cone&icut  and  complayned.  5thly  that 
though  Vncus  feemed  ghd  that  Mr.  John  Winthrop  came  to  fettle  an  EngHfh  plan- 
tation at  Pequat,  and  prefented  him  with  wampan  yet  without  caufe  (as  they  con- 
ceiue)  he  quickly  took  offence,  fell  to  outrages,  firft  Vn~us  hauing  a  man  wounded 
at  long  Hand,  had  occafion  to  goe  thither  and  required  Robin  alias  Cafmamon  with 
other  Pequats  to  goe  with  him,  Robin  alledged  that  he  had  engaged  himfelfe  with 
fome  others  to  Mr.  Winthrop,  who  was  his  former  Matter  to  build  him  a  wigwam, 
the  reft  not  knowinge  any  caufe  why  Vncus  fhould  take  fo  many  men  with  him,  ex- 
cufed  themfelves,  yet  promifed  if  any  mould  fhoote  an  arrow  againft  him  vpon  no- 
tice they  would  come  ouer  and  aflift  him.  Vncus  was  not  fatisfyed,  threatned  to  be 
revenged  and  did  cut  all  their  netts  2dly  Mr.  Thomas  Peeters  beinge  ill  and  others 
in  the  Plantation  wanting  provifion,  wiftied  Robin  to  goe  a  huntinge,  Robin  profef- 
fed  he  dui  ft  not,  Vncus  would  be  angry,  Mr.  Peeters  told  him  he  mould  goe,  as  in 
or  from  an  Englifh  plantation,  Robin  replyed  we  are  but  20  men  we  cannot  driue 
the  woods,  wherevpon  Mr.  Peeters  by  a  warrant  fent  for  Neckwafli  Cooke  to  goe 
with  him,  and  they  hunted  vpon  the  Eaft  fide  of  Pequat  vpon  this  occafion,  Vncus 
made  the  aflault  of  which  the  Comiiuoners  heard  the  laft  yeare  at  Newhaven,  and 
Vol.  II.  M  Mr. 
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Mr.  Winthrop  hath  now  further  to  complaine.     Foxon  being  prefent  gaue  anfwerc 
to  the  aforefaid  charges  as  followeth. 

Firfl  he  believeth  the  Pequats  haue  for  tribute  and  vpon  other  occafions  at  fundry 
times  paid  wampara  to  Vncus  but  denyeth  that  they  in  particular  had  given  him  any 
for  the  Englifh,  but  the  Moyhegens  and  they  had  fometimes  joyned  togeither  to 
giue  in  wampam  which  had  beene  fent  as  a  prefente  twice  into  the  Mattachufets,  and 
fometimes  to  Mr.  Heynes  at  Hartford,  but  he  thinckes  the  nomber  of  25  times  to 
be  alltogeither  falfe.  2dly  he  conceiues  that  the  Pequats  being  an  vnder  people 
might  haue  fome  wrong  from  the  Mohegens  in  play  and  durft  not  prefle  for  their 
right,  but  denyeth  that  Vncus  had  any  hand  therein. 

3dly  he  acknowledged!  that  the  Pequats  did  bring  in  100  fathome  of  Wampam^ 
at  the  death  of  Vncus  child  and  were  promifed  favoure  as  is  expreffed,  but  the  latter 
was  onely  a  treacherous  plott  of  Vncus  brother  perfwading  the  Pequats  to  withdraw 
from  Vncus  into  their  owne  country,  and  there  he  would  come  vnto  them,  and  to 
provoke  them  thereunto  he  tould  them  (though  falfly)  that  Vncus  had  determined 
to  kill  fome  of  them.  4thly  though  Vncus  at  firft  apprehended  noe  inconvenience 
in  fuch  a  prefent  to  be  fent  by  the  Pequatts  to  the  Englifh,  yet  being  after  informed 
that  it  was  a  plott,  or  a  fruite  of  crooked  counfell  given  them  by  Taffaquanott  Saffa- 
cus  his  brother,  who  had  fuggefted  vnto  them,  that  moft  of  the  cheife  Sachems 
were  cutt  ofF,  Vncus  to  them  but  a  flranger,  why  fhould  they  ferae  or  giue .  wam- 
pam to  him,  they  fhould  rather  fend  prefents  to  the  Englilh,  withdrawe  from  the 
Mohegens,  and  fettle  in  their  owne  Country,  herewith  Vncus  was  iuftly  offended. 
5thly  he  acknowledgeth  that  Vncus  was  glad  at  Mr.  Winthrops  fetlinge  at  Pequatt 
andprefented  him  with  25  fathome  of  Wampan,  but  he  was  afterwards  troubled 
when  Robin  and  other  Pequatts  his  men  refufed  togoe  with  him  to  long  Hand.  Fox- 
on added  that  he  had  heard  fome  of  the  Mohegens  tooke  fifh  from  them,  but  know- 
eth  not  that  he  cutt  their  netts  though  he  cannot  deny  it.  Laflly  he  confeffeth  that 
Vncus  and  his  men  were  foolifh  and  faulty  in  that  rafh  afTauk  which  they  made  vpon 
the  Pequatts  and  Neckwafh  Cookes  men  atNameok  efpecially  in  the  Englifh  planta- 
tion, to  the  affrightment  of  the  woemen  and  children  there  ;  But  faith  Vncus  and  his 
men  were  troubled,  that  Mr.  Peeters  fhould  not  make  vfe  of  them  who  would  willingly 
haue  hunted  for  him  and  the  Englifh,  but  they  were  much  provoked  that  Neck- 
wafh Cooke,  a  profeffed  Enemy  to  Vncus,  and  one  who  ftands  in  tearmes  of  poffef- 
fion  and  had  broken  all  Covenants  with  the  Englifh,  fhould  be  fo  entertayned  and 
imployed  by  Mr.  Peeters,  he  added  that  Vncus  had  a  right  on  the  Eafl  fide  of  Pe- 
quatt from  his  father,  from  his  mother  and  from  his  wife  and  had  leaue  to  hunt 
there  from  the  Englifh  which  Neckwafh  Cooke  never  had  till  now. 

The 
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The  Comiffioners  confidering  the  promifes  as  far  they  concerne  the  Pequatts  inte- 
reffed  in  the  petition  ordered,  that  Vncus  be  duly  reproued  for  any  paffage  of  tiran- 
nlc%ll  government  over  them,  foe  far  as  they  may  be  proued,  and  ferioufly  enformed 
that  the  Englifh  Colonies  cannot  owne  or  protett  him  in  any  vnlawfull  mu.ch  lcffe 
trecherous'  and  outrageous  courfes,  but  they  are  not  fo  far  fatisfyed  in  thofe  Pequat 
complaynts,  as  to  iuftify  their  diforderly  withdrawinge,  and  whereas  Mr.  John  Win- 
throp  fpake  of  a  refignation  made  by  Vncus  of  thofe  Pequats  to  him,  which  yet  he  in- 
fills not  on.  The  Comiffioners  doubt,  whither  there  were  not  fome  mifinterpre- 
tation  and  foe  mifvnderftandinge  therein,  but  howeuer,  remembring  the  proud  wars 
fome  yeares  fince  made  by  the  Pequatts,  and  the  juft  refolutions  of  the  Englifh  that 
though  after  the  warre  they  fpared  the  liues  of  fuch  as  had  noe  hand  in  the  bloude 
of  the  Englifh,  yet  the  remnant  of  that  nation  fhould  not  be  fuffered  (if  the  Eng- 
lifh could  help  it)  either  to  be  a  diflinft  people,  or  to  retayne  the  name  of  Pequatts, 
or  to  fettle  in  the  Pequat  Country,  but  that  they  fhould  all  be  devided  betwixt  the 
Narraganfett  and  Mohegens  Indians,  and  that  vnder  a  tribute  to  the  Englifh,  they 
concluded  that  neither  the  Narraganfett  Sagamores  nor  Vncus  had  power  to  refigne 
them  or  any  of  them  to  any  Englifh  plantation  or  Jurifdi&ion  without  the  Confent 
of  the  Comiffioners,  and  ordered  thofe  Pequats  foorthwith  returne  a  due  fubjection 
to  Vncus,  that  he  receaue  them  without  charge  or  revenge  for  this  diforderly  with- 
draweinge,  or  the  complaintes  they  haue  now  made  and  in  all  refpe&s  to  governe 
them  with  due  moderation  as  he  doth  the  Mohegan  Indians  (the  tribute  to  the 
Englifh  onely  excepted)  yet  they  thought  fitt  that  the  old  men  who  were  at  Nameok 
before  Mr.  Winthrop's  cominge,  mould  continue  there,  or  be  foe  provided  for  as 
may  beft  fuite  the  Englifh  plantacon  at  Pequatt,  but  vnder  fubjecnon  to  Vncus,  as 
the  reft. 

Mr.  John  Winthrop  on  the  behalfe  of  the  Nopnat  Indians  complayned,  that  No- 
wequa  (Vncus  brother)  came  upon  them  the  laft  yeare  with  130  Mohegens  and 
plundered  them,  takeing  from  them  35  fathom  of  wampan,  10  copper  kettles,  10 
greate  hempen  bafketts,  many  beare  Ikins,  deere  ikins  nd  other  things  to  a  greate 
value.  Foxon  being  queftioned  affirmed,  that  Vncus  with  his  cheife  Counsellors 
and  Captains  were  at  New  Hauen  with  the  Comiffioners  when  his  brother  thus  plun- 
dered in  particular  he  knoweth  not  what  wampam  or  other  goods  were  taken  away, 
but  affirmeth  that  Nowequa  at  the  fame  time  robbed  fome  of  Vncus  his  owne  men 
neare  adjoininge,  but  Vncus  neuer  receiued  any  of  the  fpoile  either  of  the  one  or 
the  other. 

Mr.  Winthrop  and  fome  with  him  complayned  further,  that  Nowequa  with  40  or 
50  Mohegens  lately.goeing  ouer  to  Fifher's  Hand  did  ftaue  a  Canoo  freighted  the  In- 
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•dian  that  was  there  with  his  man,  that  his  man  without  fome  prouifion  againft  fuch 
outrages  would  be  ynwilling  to  ftaye  and  himfelfe  fhould  juffer  in  his  occafions  there. 
It  was  alfo  teftifyed  by  an  Englifh  man  of  Mr.  Winthrops  plantation,  that  No we- 
qua  returning  there  hovered  againft  the  Englifh  plantation  in  a  fufpicious  manner 
with  40  or  50  men  many  of  them  armed  with  gunns,  to  the  affrightment  not  onely 
of  the  Indians  on  the  {hore  (foe  that  fome  of  them  began  to  bring  their  goods  to  the 
Englilh  houfes)  but  of  diverfe  of  the  Englifh  themfelues. 

The  Comiffioners  confidering  the  fundry  complaints  now  brought  againft  Nowe- 
qna  (Vncus  brother)  confirmed  by  Fpxon  his  acknowledgment  and  teftimony  by  en- 
quiring of  that  the  Nopnat  Indians  having  noe  Sachem  of  their 
owpe  are  at  liberty  part  of  them  by  their  owne  choice  doe  appertaine  to  the  Narra- 
genfett  Sachem  and  parte  to  the  Mohegens,  foe  that  when  the  Covenants  betwixt  the 
Englilh  Colonies  and  the  Narragenfett  Confederats  come  to  be  confidered,  fatisfac- 
tion  for  the  outrages  committed  by  Nowequa  will  be  expefted,  ordered  that  Vncus 
from  them  be  fully  informed,  that  he  muft  either  regulate  and  continue  his  brother 
in  a  righteous  and  peaceable  frame  for  the  future  vnderftandinge,  aud  providing 
that  vpon  due  proof  due  reftimtipn  to  be  made  to  fuch  as  haue  been  wronged  by  him, 
or  elfe  wholy  difert  and  leaue  him,  that  the  Narragenfett  and  others  may  require 
and  recouer  fafisfa&ion  as  they  can.  They  alfo  thincke  it  fitt  and  iuft  that  with  the 
canoo  fplit  and  broken  by  Nowequa  due  confederation  be  had  of  returninge  the  gun 
taken  from  a  Mohegen  by  the  Englifh  men  at  Fifher's  Ifland,  as  the  cafe  vpon  ex- 
amination  fhall  require. 

Mr,  Winthrop  and  his  fervant  Robin  alias  Cafmamon  prefented  fundry  com- 
plaints againft  Vncus  importing  that  though -at  firft  he  feemed  glad  to  entertayne 
the  Englifh  plantation  at  Pequat,  yet  his  carriage  hath  bene  fuch  fince,  as  if  he  in- 
tended by  alarums  and  affrightments  to  difturb  and  breake  that  plantation.  But 
that  which  appeared  to  the  Comifiloners  moft  cleare  and  weighty  was  an  hoftile  af- 
fault  the  laft  yeare  made  vpon  Neckwafh  Cooke  and  the  Pequats  now  petitioning, 
neare  or  within  the  Englifh  plantation,  in  which  fome  of  the  Indians  invaded  were 
wounded,  all  of  them  plundered,  the  Englifh  difturbed  and  affrighted,  their  cattle 
driuen  away,  and  they  fuftayned  much  loffe  in  feverall  refpects. 

Two  petitions  from  fergeants  Mynot  and  Wm.  Morton  were  read,  wherein  they 
defired  fatisfaftion,  the  one  for  a  curtainc  or  bead  covering  taken  away  (as  he  faith) 
worth  2  fathome  of  wampam,  which  it  feemes  he  had  lent  Neckwafh  Cooke  :  the 
other  for  charges  of  a  journey  he  made  the  laft  yeare  to  complaine  againft  Vncus  at 
Newhaven,  and  the  complainte  of  one  Stibbins  for  come  taken  away  or  fpoiled  was 
heard,  all  which  being  duly  confidered  the  infolency  and  outrage  of  Vncus  and  his 
men  appeared  much  more  heinous  then  the  complaints  at  Newhaven  the  laft  yeare 
imported..  The  ComilEoners  (havinge  the  laft  yeare  ordered  that  Vncus  fhould  ac- 
knowledge 
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knowledg  his  fault  to  the  Englifli  plantation,  which  they  heare  he  performed  in  Capr.- 
Mafons  prefence)  thought  fin  now  to  add  that  vpon  the  returne  of  the  Pequats  tcf 
his  fubjection,  Vncus  foorthwith  pay  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Jo.  Winthrop,  to  be 
by  him  difpofed  and  diuided  to  the  Englifli  and  ould  Pequats  and  other  innocent 
Indians  towards  the  repaire  of  their  loflcs  in  proportion  as  he  fhall  finde  caufe  ioo 
faihomc  of  wampam. 

Mr.  John  Winthrop  did  further  informe  the  Comiffioners  that  he  vnderftood  from 
theMowhafet  Sachem  of  long  Hand,  that  after  the  Pequats  wars  he  had  by  Vncus 
fent  60  fathome  of  Wampam  as  a  prefent  to  Mr.  Winthrop  Governor  of  the  Matta- 
chuietts,  and  had  alfo  then  given  to  Vncus  20  fathoms  for  himfelfe,  but  vpon  enquiry 
he  findes  that  Vncus  did  never  deliuer  the  faid  prefent.  1  he  Comiffioners  thought 
ntt  and  concluded,  that  if  vpon  inquiry  and  examinacon  it  be  found,  Vncus  hath 
receaned  and  vnjuftly  detayned  this  wampam,  he  be  required  forthwith  to  make 
payment  to  him  the  Governoure. 

Mr.  John  Winthrop  maketh  chyme  to  a  greate  quantity  of  land  at  Nyanticott 
by  purchafe  from  the  Indians,  gave  in  to  the  Comiffioners  a  petition  in  thofe 
words. 

Whereas  I  had  the  land  of  Nyanticott  by  a  deed  of  gift  and  purchafe  from 
the  Sachem  before  the  wars,  I  defire  the  Comiffioners  will  be  pleafed  to  confirrae 
it  vnto  me,  and  cleare  it  from  any  clayme  of  Englifh  and  Indians  according  to  the 
equity  of  the  cafe. 

Mr.  John  Winthrop  having  no  writinge  from  the  Indian  Sachem  concerning  thefe 
lands  prefented  to  the  Comiffioners  the  teflimony  of  their  Indians  as  followeth. 

We  Fromatufh  Wambarqualke  Antuppo  doe  teftify  vpon  our  knowledge  before  the 
wars  were  againft  the  Pequats  Saffious  our  Sachem  of  Nyantick  did  call  vs  and  all 
our  men  togeither,  and  tould  that  he  was  refoiued  to  giue  his  country  to  the  Go- 
vernours  fonne  of  the  Mattachufetts  who  liued  then  at  PattaquafTat  alias  Conefticut 
Rivers  mouth,  and  all  his  men  declared  themfelues  willing  therewith,  Thereupon 
he  went  to  him  to  Pattaqtiaflets  and  when  he  came  backejhe  tould  them  he  had  grant- 
ed all  his  Country  to  him  the  faid  Governours  fonne  and  faid  he  was  his  good 
friend,  and  he  hoped  he  would  fend  fome  Englifli  thither  fometime  hereafter 
moreouer  he  told  him  he  bad  receaued  coates  from  him  for  it,  which  they  faw  him 
bring  home. 

We  the  vnderwritten  doe  teftify  that  we  heard  thefe  Indians  teftify  the  aboue 
written  teflimony  eoncerninge  the  grante  of  the  land  of  the  Nyanticks. 

Tho.  Stanton,  Cary  Lathome,  Tho.  Mymfat,  Wm.  Burdman.  I  doe  remember 
that  Safyous  Sachem  of  the  Nyanticots  did  giue  Mr.  John  Winthrop  his  country  of 

Nyanticut 
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TCyantictu  before  the  Fequats  wars,  myfelfe  being  interpreter  in  that  bufmefTe,  at  the 
Rivers  mouth.

JO.  ENDECUTT. 

The  Comiffioners  for  Cone&icut  vpon  the  readinge  of  Mr.  Winthrops  peticon,  de- 
fired  to  be  fatisfyed  vpon  what  grounde  the  Comiffioners  could  take  the  determina- 
tion of  the  cafe  in  queftion  concerninge  Nyanticut  lands  into  their  hands,  vriles  it  be 
by  the  mutuall  confent  and  defire  of  both  parties,  which  feemed  to  claime'intereft 
therein,  and  for  themfelues,  though  they  could  in  their  owne  particulars  fubmit  to 
their  judgment  yet  they  humbly  conceiued  it  was  beyond  their  Comiffion  to  refer  any 
fuch  thinge  to  be  determined  at  this  time,  nor  are  they  prepared  to  make  a  fall  an- 
fwere  to  Mr.  Winthrop  for  the  right  he  challcngeth  in  thofe  lands,  onely  they  pre- 
fent  to  the  Comiffioners  confideration,  that  the  gift  or  purchafe  pretended  by  Mr. 
Winthrop  beares  not  date,  nor  is  lymitted  within  any  precife  bounds,  nor  doth  it  yet 
appeare,  whither  the  Indian  mentioned  to  giue  the  faid  lands  had  any  reall  or  true  inter- 
eft  in  them  himfelfe,  And  the  pretended  graunte  is  onely  verball  no  Recorde  by  writ- 
inge  appearinge  of  any  fuch  thing  which  intimates  that  what  ever  it  was  it  was  looked 
vpon  as  a  tranfient  airy  paffage.  Befides  Mr.  Winthrop  was  then  ymployed  by  Gen- 
tlemen interefled  in  Seabrooke  and  whither  the  lands  mentioned  were  not  procured  by 
him  for  them,  and  by  him  with  their  meanes  doth  not  appeare,  how  euer  it  feemes 
fomewhat  vncomely  (at  lead)  for  Mr.  Winthrop,  who  was  acquainted  with  their 
great  ingagements  in  the  place  to  purchafe  land  for  himfelfe,  beinge  their  Agent,  foe 
ueare  the  cheife  place  of  their  intended  Refidence.  But  if  all  that  is  anfwered  fatisfy 
not,  yet  they  humbly  conceiue  the  land  was  juftly  conquered  before  Mr.  Winthrop 
made  any  clayme  therevnto,  which  makes  his  dormant  title  (if  it  may  be  lo  called)  al- 
together invalide. 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Colonies  duly  confideringe  the  premises,  though  they 
defire  the  Englifh  plantacon  at  Pequat  may  haue  all  comfortable  and  requifite  accomo- 
dations, yet  they  fee  no  grounde  for  themfelues  to  intermeddle  or  determine  any  thinge 
concerninge  the  clayme  and  title  in  queftion. 

Vpon  occafion  of  the  former  debate  fome  of  the  Comiffioners  acquainted  Mr.  Win- 
throp with  fome  reports  they  had  heard  that  he  was  aboute  a  purchas  of  land  at 
longe  Hand,  he  was  defired  to  take  knowledg  that  longe  Hand  (for  a  confiderable 
fome  of  money  paid)  is  vnder  engagements  to  feueral  perfons  of  Conefticut  and  New- 
haven,  and  that  any  title  which  may  be  pretended  from  Mr.  Cope  will  be  founde 
weake,  as  himfelfe  a  little  before  his  death  had  acknowledged. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Elliot  on  the  behalfe  of  an  Indian  called  Todorfway  complayned  that  one  of 
the  Mohegans  called  Cogeleys  belonging  to  Vncus  his  brother,  and  knowne  by  Mr. 
Pincheon  did  owe  him  6  beaver  ikins,  and  defired  fome  meanes  might  be  vfed  for  Re- 
couery  of  the  fame.  The  Comiflioners  thought  fitt  that  enquiry  be  made,  and  fatis- 
fa&ion  required  if  the  debt  be  founde  jult. 

According  to  agreement  and  order  made  the  lafl  yeare  at  Newhauen  the  nomber  of 
males  with  the  chardges  proper  to  the  combination  expended  by  the  feuerall  Colonies 
were  now  brought  in,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  Mattachufetts  with  Mr.  Dunfters 
Bill,  and  a  gratuity  giuen  to  Maior  Gibons  had  expended  4751b.  is.  6d.  Plimouth 
with  31b.  1  os.  for  bread  ioilb.  10s.  od.  Conecticutt  as  per  accountt  laft  yeare  2961b. 
Newhauen  as  per  accountt  1701b.  1 8s.  7d.  of  which  fome  of  10431b.  10s.  id.  as  the 
accompt  was  call  vp  both  by  the  Comiflioners  and  by  the  auditor  for  the  Mattachu- 
fets,  the  Mattachufetts  are  to  pay  6701b.  35.^.  Plimouth  i281b.  13s.  4d.  Conetticut 
i4olb.  2s.  5.  Newhauen  1041b.  11s.  od.  By  which  it  appeares  that  the  Mattachu- 
fetts were  to  pay  to  Cone&icute  i281b.  14s.  3d.  and  to  Newhauen  661b.  7s.  7d.  and 
that  Plimouth  is  to  pay  to  Cone&icut  271b.  3s.  4d.  , 

And  becaufe  the  weighty  concernements  of  the  Colonies  may  fometimes  call  for  a 
meetinge  when  yet  the  Comiflioners  (as  hath  beene  formerly  founde)  are  not  prepar- 
ed, to.  giue  in  the  nomber  of  their  males,  *  It  is  now  thought  fitt  and  ordered  that 
it  be  propounded  to  each  generall  Corte  that  after  the  proportion  now  fetled  in  this 
prefent  accompt  the  Colonies  (hall  hereafter  beare  theire  feuerall  parts  of  all  chardge 
difburfed,  for  the  publicke  till  fome  inconvenience  arife  or  appeare  by  a  confiderable  in-- 
creafe  or  decreafe  in  fome  of  the  Jurifdi&ions,  and  that  in  fuch  cafe  any  of  the  4  Co- 
lonies callinge  for  it,  the  males  be  againe  brought  in,  and  charges  borne  according  to 
the  firfl  importe  of  the  Articles. 

The  Comiflioners  vnderftanding  that  the  Indians  are  plentifully  furniihed  with  Eng- 
lifli  guns,  powder  and  fhott  (notwithflandinge  feuerall  orders  made  by  them  and  as 
they  hoped  confirmed  by  the  generall  Courts  in  the  feuerall  Colonies  to  fupprefle  a 
trade  of  fuch  a  dangerous  confequence)  vpon  enquiry  finde  that  a  confiderable  part 
of  this  Inconvenience  doth  arife  from  warrants  and  difpenfations  graunted,  either  by 
the  generall  Corte  or  by  fome  mageftrats  of  the  Mattachufetts  to  fhop-keepers,  or 
others  to  fell,  lend,  or  furnifh  fome  Indians  either  becaufe  they  are  confederates,  or 
vnder  the  gouerment  of  that  Jurifdi&ion,  or  vpon  fome  other  refpeft,  which  cannot 
fecure  the  Collonies  from  danger :  For  the  publicke  fafety  they  defire  therefore  that 
all  fuch  warrants  formerly  granted  may  be  fpeedily  called  in,  and  due  care  taken, 
that  no  guns,  fwords,  rapiers,  or  rapier  blades,  powder,  lead,  fhott,  or  other  inftrue- 

ments 

*  In  the  Margin  is  written  «  not  to  be  alterd." 
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mcnts  or  furniture  for  war,  be  fould,  giuen  or  lent,  or  by  any  other  meanes  dire&Iy 
or  indirectly  be  paffed  over  into  the  hands  or  power  of  any  of  the  Indians  vpon  any 
pretence  or  refpeft  whatfoeuer,  And  they  conceine  it  worthy  of  the  mod  ferious 
thoughts  and  confideratisn  of  the  Collonies  how  the  like  difordered  trade  may  be  fup- 
preffed  at  Roade  Hand  and  their  confederates,  and  of  all  other  Englifti  plan- 
tacons  and  if  poffible  it  may  be  alfoe  reftrayned  in  the  french  and  dutch  Jurrfdic- 
tions. 

The  Comiffioners  having  waited  many  dayes  for  a  retorne  from  the  Narraganfetts 
Indians  and  their  confederals,  the  16th  of  Auguft  Ninegrett  and  Peffacks  deputies 
acquainted  them  that  the  meflengers  were  now  returned,  but  had  in  noe  meafure 
anfwered  their  expectation,  they  had  onely  brought  200  fathome  of  wampam.  The 
Comiffioners  by  Tho.  Stanton  their  Interpreter  alked  what  the  reafon  was,  that  foe 
much  being  due  foe  little  was  brought,  and  from  whom  this  200  fathome  came. 
Ninegratt  and  the  reft  could  giue  noe  fatisfa&ion  to  the  former  queftion,  onely  Nine- 
grett pretended  that  his  being  from  home  had  hindred  the  gathering  and  fendinge  of 
the  wampam,  for  the  latter  he  faid  1 00  fathome  came  from  Peffacks,  and  100  fathome 
from  himfelfe,  he  added  that  fince  they  fell  foe  far  ftiort  in  the  payement  of  their 
debt,  h<  would  order  that  the  105  fathome  intended  for  a  prefent  to  the  Gouernoure 
fhould  goe  towards  fatisfa&ion  of  the  Colonies,  and  defired  refpite  for  the  reft,  vntill 
next  fpring,  and  then  if  it  were  not  fully  paid,  the  Englifh  fhould  take  his  head  and 
feife  his  country. 

The  Comiffioners  not  thinkinge  it  meete  to  begin  a  prefent  war  if  fatisfa&ion 
(though  with  a  little  forbearance  may  be  had  otherwife)  by  their  interpretor  ac- 
quainted Ninegratt,  that  fmce  he  pretended  the  wampam  had  bene  gatherd  and  paid 
if  himfelfe  had  bene  at  home,  they  would  giue  him  free  leaue  to  returne,  and  20- 
dayes  more  from  hence  to  colleft  and  fend  the  refidue  yet  behinde,  and  though  500 
fathome  of  the  wampam  now  due  fhould  fall  ftiort  in  his  payement  20  dayes  hence, 
they  would  forbeare  it  till  next  fpring  planting  time,  and  in  the  meane  time  accept 
both  the  200  fathome  now  brought,  and  the  105  fathome  intended  for  a  prefent  in 
part  of  payement  but  if  they  brought  not  1000  fathome  more  within  20  dayes,  the 
Comiffioners  would  fend  noe  more  meflengers,  but  take  courfe  to  right  themfelues, 
as  they  fee  caufe  in  their  owne  time.  And  if  they  be  forced  to  feeke  fatisfaction  by 
armes,  he  and  his  confederats  muft  not  expect  to  make  their  peace  as  lately  they  had 
done  by  a  little  wampam.  In  the  meane  time  though  for  breach  of  Couenants  they 
might  put  their  hoftages  to  death  yet  the  Comiffioners  would  forthwith  deliuer  the 
children  to  Ninegratt,  expecting  from  him  the  more  care  to  fee  ingagements  fully  fa- 
tisfied.  And  if  they  find  him  reall  in  his  performance,  they  will  chardg  all  former 
oeglefts  vpon  Peffacks,  who  hath  not  attended  Couenants  and  in  fuch  cafe  they  fhall 
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cxpeft  from  Ninegratt  hi*  befl  affiftance  when  he  fliall  be  required  to  recover  the  whole 
remainder  from  him.  All  which  Nmegrett  chcerefully  accepted  and  promifed  to  per- 
forme  accordingly. 

This  200  Fathome  of  wampam  being  th*s  receiued  from  Ninegratt  the  Comiflioners 
fownde  the  accompts  to  ftand  thus

A  writinge  beinge  prefented  by  Seargeant  Collicut  to  the  Comiflioners  in  the  na- 
tare  of  a  petition  wherein  they  complaine  againfl  the  Dutch  and  Sweeds  for  feuerall 
greevances  and  in  particular  for  high  Cuftomes  impofed  vpon  them  at  the  Manatoes, 
and  for  a  diforderly  trade  in  felling  guns  powder  and  fhott  to  the  Indyans  &c.  The 
Comiflioners  thought  fittto  write  to  the  Dutch  Governoure  as  followeth : 

HONOURED  SIR,  '• 

WE  jointly  congratulate  your  arivaTl  and  enterance  to  the  gouernment  at  Mana- 
toes &c.  hoping  all  the  Englifh  Colonies  fliall  enioy  within  your  limits  all  the  fruites

yours  haue  and  fliall  doe  in  all  our  ports  and  harbours :  fome  things  prefented  to  vs 
we  fliall  prefent  to  your  confederation,  firft  we  heare  of  a  dangerous  liberty  taken 
by  many  of  yours  in  felling  guns,  powder,  fhott  and  other  inftruments  of  warr  to  the 
Vol.11.  N  Indians 
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Indians  not  onely  at  your  forte  Auratiia  (though  wee  conceiue  that  trade  there  driven 
is  very  unfafe  both  for  yourfelues  and  vs  but  at  long  Ifland  within  .the  River  of  Con- 
necticut at  the  Narraganfetts  and  other  places  within  the  Englifh  Jurifdi&ions,  And 
though  poflibly  you  haue  good  lawes  to  fuppreffe  foe  mifcheevous  a  trade,  yet  foe 
ftronge  is  the  temptation  by  an  exceffiue  guine  arifing  thence  that  without  a  conftant 
care  and  fevere  execution  (as  wefindeby  daylie  experience)  the  inconvenience  cannot 
be  removed,  but  the  meanes  we  leaue  to  your  owne  wifdome  and  iudgment.  Se- 
condly we  heare  of  an  high  Cuflome,  excife  or  recognition  demanded  and  taken  for 
all  goods  fold  within  your  Jurifdi&ions,  not  onely  of  your  owne  people,  but  of  the 
Englifli,  withheavy  fines,  and  feifures,  and  feifurei  for  omiffions  or  miffe  entries  to 
the  hinderance  of  trade  and  the  difcouragement  of  our  marchants,  whereas  hitherto 
all  our  harbours  haue  beene  open  and  free  to  yours  without  any  fuch  burdens  and 
hafiards,  We  entreate  from  you  therefore  in  a  few  lines  a  perfect  information  of  what 
Cuftomes  &c.  you  require  with  the  growndes  of  the  fame  both  for  goods  imported 
and  fould,  and  for  beaver,  moufe,  and  for  other  comodities  exported,  and  in  what 
cafes  you  impofe  fines  and  make  feifures,  that  we  may  enforme  our  marchants,  and 
fteere  a  courfe  accordingly,  with  our  due  refpe&s  to  yourfelfe  and  the  late  gover- 
noure  Mondfier  Kieftwereft

AT  A  MEETING  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Colonyes  of  New  England 
held -at  New  Plymouth  the  7th.  7th.  1648  an  order  of  the  Generall  Courte  of  the 
Mafachufetts  Dated  the  10th  of  the  3mo.  1648  was  prefented  whereby  it  appeared 
that  John  Endecott  Efquire  and  Mr.  Simon  Bradftreete  were  Chofen  Comiffioners 
for  the  Jurifdi&ion  for  this  prefent  yeare  and  were  inverted  with  full  power  to  treate 
and  conclude  of  all  things  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  articles  of  combinacon  Con- 
cluded at  Bofton  the  19th.  of  the  3  mo.  1643. 
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A  Like  Order  from  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  New  Plymouth  Dated  the  7th  4t.  1648  was 
Read  invefteing  Mr.  William  Bradford  and  Mr.  John  Browne  with  the  Licke 
power  as  Comiflioners  to  treate  and  Conclude  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  faide 
articles. 

An  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  coniticott,  was  alfoe  prefented  and  Reede  Da- 
ted the  18  May  1648  appoynteing  Mr.  Ed.  Hopkins  and  Mr.  Rogger  Loodloe  to 
the  foremenconed  feruice  and  inverting  them,  with  full  power  according  to  the  arti- 
cles of  confederation. 

A  like  order  from  the  Generall  Courte  of  Newhauens  Jurifdiftion  Dated  the  3th. 
may  1648  Inverting  Theoph  Eaton  Efqr.  and  Mr.  John  Aftwood  with  the  Licke 
power  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  faide  Articles  for  the  yeare  infewing  was  now  al- 
foe Reed. 

Mr.  Wm.  Bradford  Efqr.  was  Chofen  prefident  of  this  meeteing. 

It  was  propounded  for  the  avoydeing  of  ofence,  and  the  carefull  prefervacon  of 
Loue  and  amety  betwixt  the  vnited  Colonies  and  theire  comiflioners,  that  a  dew  order 
might  be  fettled  and  obferued  by  theire  comiflioners  as  in  theire  Subfcriptions,  foe 
alfoef  in  theire  tackeing  place  at  all  publique  meeteings,  Dewering  the  time  of  theire 
feuerall  feflions,  which  vpon  dew  confideracions  was  thus  agreed,  that  the  Comifli- 
oners of  the  mafachufets  fliall  haue  the  firft  place  at  all  fuch  meeteings,  and  accord- 
ingly the  Comiflioners  of  the  other  Colonies  in  fuch  order  as  they  are  named  in  the 
articles  of  confederation,  viz.  Plymouth  Conitacott  and  Newhauen,  Onely  it  is 
provided  that  any  Comiflioners  may  manefeft  fuch  perfonall  refpe&s  as  in  his  owne 
difcreetion  hee  judge  meete  to  any  of  the  reft  of  the  Comiflioners  in  any  of  the  fore- 
mentioned  particulers,  notwithftanding  this  conelufion. 

Mr.  Will  Cottington  and  Capt.  Patridg  of  Rhode  Hand  prefented  this  infewing  re- 
queft  to  the  Comiflioners  in  wrighting,  our  requeft  and  motion  is  in  the  behalfe  of 
R.  Ifland :  that  wee  the  Ilanders  of  Roode  Hand  may  be  Refcauied  into  combination 
with  all  the  vnited  colonyes  ofNewEngland  in  a  firme  and  perpetuall  League  of  friend- 
fhip  and  amity  :  of  ofence  and  defence  Mutuall  advice  and  fuccor  vpon  all  juft  occa- 
fions  for  our  mutuall  fafety  and  wellfaire,  and  for  preferueing  of  peace  amongft 
ourfelues,  and  preventing  as  much  as  may  bee  all  occafions  of  warr  and  Diference, 
and  to  this  our  motion  wee  haue  the  confent  of  the  maior  part  of  our  Hand.

Confidered  what  youe  haue  propounded  either  by  fpeachorwrightmg  and  flnde  your 
prefent  ftate  full  of  confufion  and  Danger  haueing  much  Difturbance  amongft  your- 
felues  and  noe  fecurity  from  the  Indians,  they  defier  therefore  in  feueral!  refpects  to 
aford  both  advice  and  helpe  ;  but  vpon  the  perufall  of  the  antient  Patent  graunted  to 
New  Plymouth  they  finde  Roade  Hand  vpon  which  your  plantacions  are  fetled  to  fall 
within  theire  line  and  bounds  which  the  honourable  Comittle  of  Parlement  thinke 
not  fitt  to  Straighten  or  infringe,  nor  may  we  :  if  therefore  yourfelues,  and  the  Inha- 
bitants of  the  mofl  and  mofl  Confiderable  part  of  them  vpon  a  dew  Confideration'of 
Plymouth  Patent  and  Right  accknowledg  yourfelues  within  that  Jurisdiction  wee 
fhall  confider  and  advize  how  youe  may  be  accepted  vpoii  Juil  termes  and  with  tender 
Refpefts  to  your  Conueniencie  :  and  mall  after  aford  you  the  fame  advice  protection 
And  helpe  which  other  Plantations  within  the  Vnited  Colonies  Injoye,  which  we  hope 
in  fondry  refpe&s  may  tend  to  your  Comfort  and  fafety. 

The  7th  8t.   1648. 

Henery  Bull  of  Newport  vpon  Roode  Hand  prefented  a  peticion  to  the  Comiffion- 
crs  informeing  that  fome  Narragapfett  Indians  had  beaten  him  and  other  wife  done 
him  Iniury,  defiering  the  Comiffioners  to  fend  to  the  Sachem  of  the  Narragen- 
fetts  to  fend  the  faide  Indians^  that  Satisfaction  might  be  gtuen  him  for  the 
wronges  hee  hath  fuftained:  To  which  the  Comiffioners  returned  this  anfwer 
That  they  much  pittied  his  Condicon  and  were  very  fenceable  of  the  wronges 
hee  bath  fuftained,  but  forafmuch  as  it  is  a  particuler  cafe  and  belongs  proper- 
ly to  Roade  Hand  wheare  he  Hues  to  Releaue  him  the  Comiffioners  could  not 
fee  a  faire  and  Convenient  way  to  anfwer  his  defier  but  Refered  him  for  further 
anfwer  to  the  advice  giuen  to  the  Hand  in  Generall  whereby  both  hee  and 
others  that  are  opprefed  may  com  to  Refcaiue  dew  fattsfa&ion,  and  for  his  future 
fecurity  gaue  him  a  wrighting  vnder  the  Comiffioners  hands  of  the  fame  Contents 
which  they  gaue  to  houJdenand  Warner  which  here  followeth  : 

Wheareas  there  was  prefented  a  weighting  vnto  vs  fxom  the  towne  or  plantacion 
of  Warwicke,  as  they  call  it,  by  theire  Mefengers  Mr.  Randall  houlden  and  Mr. 
John  Warner  fubferibed  by  Mr.  John  Smith  affiftant  in  the  behalfe  of  the  whole 
towne  Dated  the  4th  of  the  7th  month  1648  wherein  the  complayne  amongft  other 
things  of  diners  Injuryes  Infolences  and  afronts-  offred  them  by  the  Indians  that  are 
aboute  them  and  neere  Inhabitants  to  them  as  namely,  killing  theire  Cattell  about 
a  hundred  hoggs,.  abufeing  their  Seruants  when  they  take  them  alone,  and  fom 
times  makeing  violent  enterance  into  their  houfes,  and  ftrickeing  the  mafters  rheare- 
of,  Stealeing  and  purloyneing  theire  goods  And  hereupon  doe  earneftly  defire  to 
know  the  mindes  of  the  comiffioners  herein  and   to  rcceiue  aduife  from  them. 

Wherevgon. 
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Whearcvpon  the  Comiffioners  for  theire  future  Security  gaue  them  this  Infeuing^ 
wrighting. 

To  all  Indian  Sachems  whome  it  may  Concerne,  Inhabiting  within  the  Narragan- 
fett  Bay  and  places  adiacent. 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  vnyted  Colonyes  of  New  England  haueing  Refcaived 
informacon  of  feuerall  outrages  comited  vpon  the  perfons  and  Cattell  of  the  En- 
gliffi  in  Seuerall  places  Canot  but  looke  vpon  fuch  practizes  as  tending  to  the  dif- 
turbance  of  the  publique  peace  :  and  therefore  advize  that  dew  care  may  bee  tak- 
en by  the  feuerall  Sachems  and  all  others  whome  it  concernes  to  prevent  and  ab- 
ftaine  from  all  fuch  mifcarages  for  the  future  and  if  any  of  them  Refcaiue  any  Iniury 
from  the  Engliih,  vpon  Complaynte  in  dew  place  and  order  Satisfacon  mall  bee 
Indeuored  them  according  to  Juflice,  as  the  Licke  will  be  expected  from  thenu 
Plymouth  this  ioth  of  the  7:   1648. 

Wheareas  by  order  of  the  Comiffioners  the  Lafl  yeare  it  was  provided  that  the 
Peaquats  Refideing  neere  to  the  Englifh  Plantacions  Settled  at  Nameach  mould  re- 
turne  to  their  former  Subieftion  to  Vnquas  as  may  more  fully  appeare  by  the  afts  of 
that  meeteing  which  was  made  knowne  and  fignificd  to  them  both  by  the  Comiffi- 
oners themfelues  at  Boflon  and  by  Mr.  Hopkins  alfoe  att  Peaquatt :  but  noe  Con- 
formety  hath  hitherto  beene  yealded  Thearevnto  by  them  it  was  now  thought  fitt 
and  concluded  that  Mr.  John  Winthrape  bee  informed  of  the  continued  minds  and 
Refolutions  of  the  Comiffioners  for  theire  returne,  and  defiered  to  further  the 
fame  ;  but  in  Cafe  a  reedy  atendance  bee  not  forthwith  yealded  hearevnto,  Vnquas 
(hall  haue  order  and  Liberty  by  Conftrainte  to  Inforce  them  ;  and  it  is  defiered  that 
the  Gouerment  of  Conitacott  will  provide  hee  bee  not  herein  oppofed  by  any  En- 
glifh Nor  the  Peaquats  or  any  of  them  harboured  or  fhiltered  in  any  of  theire  hou* 
fes,  whiles  noe  Juft  offence  is  giuen  them  by  him  or  any  of  his  in  theire  proper 
Confernments. 

Vpon  the  Informacion  and  Complainte  of  Mr.  Will.  Wefterhonfe  a  duch 
marchant  (Liueing  at,  and  a  planter  in  Newhauen)  Conferneing  the  dach  Gouernor 
takeing  away  his  fhippe  from  him  whileft  fhee  was  rideing  at  Anker  in  Newhauen 
Harbour  Intreateing  advice  of  and  helpe  from  the  Comiffioners  thearein  :  this  infew- 
ing  Anfwer  was  returned  :

THE  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  haue  Confidered 

what  you  haue  propounded  by  way  of  advice  and  helpe,  Conferneing  your  Shippc 

and  goods  Seized  by  the  duch  Gouernor  in  Newhauen  harbour :  But  they  doe  not 

yet  heare,  what  the  duch  Gouernor  can  Chardg,  nor  vpon  what  grounds  hee  made 

S  that 
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•lhat  feizure  ;  if  hee  haue  nothing  to  pretend  or  alleadg  But  that  Newhauen  is  part 
of  or  within  the  New  Netherlands  the  Inglifh  Colonies  mull  and  doe  proteft  againft 
■it,  and  according  to  theire  deuty  by  all  dew  juft  meanes  aflert  the  Englifli  Right 
Both  to  Newhauen  Lands  and  harbours,  And  to  all  Englifli  plantations  from  Cape 
Good  both  one  the  maine  and  Hands  that  are  poffefled  by  the  Englifli,  at  prefent 
trader  theire  Gouernment  as  antiently  Granted  by  the  kings  of  England  to  theire 
fubiefts,  fence  purchafed  by  the  Englifli  from  the  Indians  the  trew  proprietors  of 
the  Land  :  and  for  diuers  yeares  peaceably  poflefed  and  planted  by  them  without  any 
Queftion  or  demand  by  the  Dutch  or  any  for  them  And  (hall  accordingly  Expeft  to 
bee  Righted  Both  for  the  Injury  and  afront  in  takeing  a  fhipp  out  of  one  of  theire 
-Harbours  vpon  fuch  Chaleng  and  titles  to  the  place  vniuflly  claimed  without  Purchafe 
^»ofeflion  or  any  other  Considerable  Ground. 

Vpon  which  occafion  Mr  Eaton  acquainted  the  Comiflioners  what  had  pafled  be- 
tweene  the  dutch  Gouernor  and  Newhauen  Colony  and  fundery  Letters  from  the 
dutch  Gouernor  was  Reed  and  theire  Anfwers  returned  to  Agufl  the  28.  1648  ah* 
which  being  dewly  Confidered  the  Comiflioners  did  firft  inquire  of  Mr.  Wm.  Wef- 
tcrhowfe,  whoe^In  the  dutch  Gouernors  Laft  Letter  was  accuzed  of  a  ireguler 
with  the  Indians,  what  gunns  and  powder  hee  had  brought  And  how  hee  had  dif- 
^>ofed  the  fame. 

Hee  Anfwered  with  much  confidence  that  he  had  not  Brought  at  mod  aboue  ten 
•Guns  In  all,  and  not  aboue  a  thoufand  weight  of  powder,  of  which  the  dutch  Go- 
uernor had  feized  in  the  formencioned  fhipp  about  fiue  hundered  pounds,  hee  had 
ibuld  three  100  pounds  to  Newhauen  Colony,  or  Plantation  and  mod  of  the  reft 
by  pounds  to  Newhauen  planters,  and  others  within  that  Jurifdi&ion,  but  abfo- 
lutly  denyed  that  euer  hee  fould  gun  or  guns  or  any  powder  to  any  Indians,  or  any 
dutchman  or  if  the  duch  Gouernor  or  any  other  could  proue  to  the  Contrary  hee 
profefled  himfelfe  willing  to  Submit  to  the  feuereft  Sencure,  as  being  fully  inform- 
ed by  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen,  that  all  fuch  tradeing  without  exprefs  Lycence 
•from  fom  of  the  magiftrates  was  vnlawfull :  and  they  further  thought  fitt  by  way 
of  preparacion  Either  to  a  meeteing  with  the  duch  Gouernor  or  provifion  for  theire 
owne  fafety  and  Conveniencie  to  wright  to  the  Duch  Gouernor  as  followeth. 

Honored  Sir  .    " 

IT  is  now  more  then  a  full  yeare  fence  the  Comiffioners 
defiering  to  continew  and  Confirme  a  faft  and  profitable  peace  betweene  the  Englifh 
Golonyes  and  the  duch  plantations  in  thefe  parts  wrought  vnto  you  and  prefented 
•what  they  had  heard  :  firft  Conferneing  a  daingerous  Liberty  taken  by  yours 
10  fell  guns  powder  and  fhott,  and  other  Inftruments  of  warr  to  the  Indians  Both  at 

Orrania 
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Orrania  Forte  And  other  places  within  the  Englifh  Jurifdi&ions,  a  trade  damnable- 
as  your  felfe  calls  it,  fertainly  vnfafe  and  like  to  be  of  mischeuous  Confequences 
bath,  to  the  Englifh  and  Duch,  Secondly  Conferneing  a  high  Cuflom  of  Recogni- 
tion with  other  burthens  and  Inconuenient  Impofifions  Layed  not  onely  on  your 
owne  people  but  on  the  Englifh  merchants  Tradeing  at  or  fom  time  in  theire  returne 
but  pa  fin  g  by  the  Manatas,  but  to  this  wee  heare  not  of  any  Prohebicion  or  fefation 
of  the  foremencioned  Trade  at  the  Orrania  forte,  Nay  wee  hear  that  the  Mowhaks 
and  other  Indeans  Liueing  neere  that  place  are  foe  furnifhed  with  guns,  Powther 
And  fhott,  that  they  growe  bould  and  dareing  and  may  proue  daingerous  to  vs  all,, 
nor  doe  wee  finde  any  abolishment  or  moderacon  in  the  faide  Cuftoms  and  grieuan- 
ces  Impofed  at  the  Manatoes,  Nay  wee  haue  not  refcaiued  any  anfwer,  not  fo  much 
as  a  particuler  Information  as  wee  Requefted,  of  what  is  Required  and  expe&ed 
That  wee  might  Informe  our  merchants  to  prevent  future  fines  and  Seafures. 

Mr.  Will.  Wefterhowfe  one  of  your  Contrym  en,  but  at  prefent  a  Planter  at  New 
hauen,  Informes  vs  and  Complaines  of  his  owne  And  pr  tncipalls  greate  lofs,  and 
damadge  by  your  feafing  his  Shipp,  and  goods  within  Newhauen  Harbour,  he 
profeffed  hee  would  haue  cleared  himfelfe  at  the  Manatoes  of  being  either  Rebell 
or  fugative  To  or  from  his  natiue  Cuntry,  that  hee  paide  Cuftoms  at  his  comeing 
forth  In  reference  to  Virginia  and  the  Englifh  Colonyes  ;  But  not  admiting  him  thi- 
ther :  It  feemes  you  Refered  him  to  the  expected  meeteing  at  Conitacott  heerevpon 
we  haue  perufed  and  confidered  your  Claime  to  all  the  lands  Riuers  Streames  &c  from 
Cape  inlopen  to  Cape  Cood  with  your  proteft,  and  Letter  Both  Dated  Ottober  12. . 
1 647  Noua  Stilla  wherein  wee  finde  Sondery  vnfatisfying  pafages  wee  haue  alfoe 
feene  diuers  other  Letters  which  you  haue  fent  to  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen 
with  his  feuerall  anfwers  To  Aguft  the  28.  1648  old  Stile  :  by  all  which  wee  finde 
much  Caufe  of  meeteing  to  fettle  a  right  vnderftanding  betwixt  the  Englifh  Colinies 
and  your  felfe,  which  hath  beene  by  you  propounded  in  fondery  of  your  Letters 
And  was  defiered  and  intended  by  the  Englifh  Colonyes  ;  though  vpon  neflefary. 
Confideracon  Defered  to  a  fitter  feafon  In  the  meane  time  Some  paflages  in,  your 
Letter  by  way  of  preperation  had  neede  to  bee  Cleared  in  (of  the  25  of  June 
1647)  to  the  Gouernor  of  the  MafTachufetts :  you.  defier  that  himfelfe  and  fom 
others  of  the  Englifh  may  bee  deligated,  and  that  they  wiH  bee  pleafed  to  giue  you  . 
a  meeteing,  to  adiatate  pafl  actions  to  Reconfile  the  prefent  and  to  preuent  all  future 
occafions  of  Conteftation  but  your  ClofTe  feemes  then  to  importe,  that  all  this  is  but 
to  prepare  things  that  your  or.  our  Lords  and  Matters,  may  more  eafy  determine, 
in  your  of  November  the  15th  1647.  to  t^e  Governor,  of  Newhauen  Mentioning 
the  Meeteing  by  you  propounded  you  profeffq  your  Refolution  to  giue  pregnant  - 
Teftimony  to  the  World  of  yonr  Redinefs  for  a  fayer  and  neighbourly  compofurc . 
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of  diferences,  but  In  jour  Letter  to  Mr.  Goodyer  deputy  Gouernor  at  Newhauen, 
Dated  the  13th  December  1647  you  exprefs  your  fetfe  more  doubtfully,  if  you 
meete  in  the  fpring  with  the  Gouernor  of  the  Mafachufetts  and  Plymouth  you  hope 
you  (hall  Indeuor  Reconfciliation,  but  to  put  any  thing  to  them  as  Arbitrators  you 
were  not  then  Refolued,  which  in  fome  of  vs  fufpended  all  former  thoughts  of  a 
meeteing  till  the  mater  againe  was  Reuiewed,  by  your  feuerall  Letters  to  the  Go- 
uernor of  Mathatufetts  Plymouth  and  Newhauen  Whearein  defiering  a  meeting  at  Co- 
riitacut  you  exprefs  your  felfe,  as  not  doubting  but  Mutuall  fatisfaftion  wil  beegiuento 
one  and  other  In  euery  refpeft  j  that  paft  diferances  and  agreeueances  lhallbee  for- 
gott,  future  preuented  and  a  happy  vnion  firmely  eftabliflied,  the  premifes  confidered 
<wee  defter  to  be  Informed  whither  you  haue  Comiffion  from  your  prirtfipalls  to  make  a 
Referenc  to  whome  becaufe  fom  tyme  you  mencioned  the  two  Gouernors  of  the  Ma- 
fathufetts  and  Plymouth  and  fom  time  the  Comiffioners  and  what  you  propofe  to 
Referr  whither  tide  to  land  or  other  Queftions  and  differences,  as  the  Gouernor  of 
Newhauen  did  Ibm  time  propound  (Nouemberthe  16th  1647)  ^  70U  pleafe  heere- 
in  to  exprefs  your  fdfe,  wee  {hall  the  better  vnderftand  our  way  and  accordingly  as 
the  Cafe  may  Require  further  the  meeteings  with  the  firft  oppertunity  :  in  the  meanc 
tyme  with  hearts  Inclined  and  Ingaged  to  all  Councels  treatyes  and  wayes  of  a  whole- 
fom  and  jufl  peace  and  we  fhall  propound  vnto  you  fuch  Confcideracons  as  we  fup- 
pofe  your  felfe  will  judg  Eaquall,  and  till  diferences  bee  ifued  or  fom  fpeedy  Courfe 
of  fettlement  agreed,  neffefary  vidz.  that  the  traders  within  any  of  the  dutch  planta- 
tions, or  vnder  the  duch  Gouernor  whither  merchants  or  mariners  may  expect-  noe 
more  Liberty  within  any  of  the  harbours  belonging  to  the  Englifli  Colonyes  Either 
in  poynte  of  anchering,  Cufloms  Searching  fines  Seizures  &c.  then  the  Englifli  Co- 
lonyes and  thcire  merchants  and  marriners  Inioy  at  the  Manatoes,  or  within  your  Ju- 
rifdiction  Secondly  that  if  vpon  ferch  wee  finde  in  any  of  the  traders  veffells,  within 
the  Englifli  Jurifdi&ion  any  quantaty  of  guns  powther  fliott  &c.  fitt  for  that  mifche- 
vous  trade  with  the  Indians,  and  fo  tending  to  the  publique  damage  of  both  the 
Englifli  and  dutch,  we  fliall  make  ftay  of  them  vntill  further  Inquiry  ;  and  fatisfac- 
tk>n  bee  made  and  giuen.  Thirdly  that -what  Reflrants,  penaltyes  and  Confifcarions 
you  put  vpon  the  Englifli  Colonyes  and  theire  merchants  for  tradeing  with  the  In- 
dians within  your  Jurifdiftion  The  fame  the  Colonyes  muft  put  vpon  yours  within 
the  Englifli  Limitts  fourthly  Refering  what  is  part  to  the  meeteing  propounded  if 
hearafter  you  tacke  and  Carry  away  any  fliipp  Veffell  or  goods  out  of  any  harbour 
within  the  Englifli  Jurifdi&ion  or  Elfe  wheare  ferze  any  veffell  or  goods  belongeing 
to  any  marchant  or  marriner  .either  Engltfh  Dutch  or  other  nation  admited  to  be 
planters  or  Inhabitants  within  any  of  the  vnited  Colonyes  you  will  nefefitate  vs  to 
vindicate  the  Englifli  Rights  and  to  Repaire  fuch  damages,  by  all  fuitable  and  Juft 
meanes.     Wee  iliall  add  nee  more,  but  to  preuent  miftackes,  profeffe,  and  defier 

you 
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you  will  beleue  that  wee  (hall  neither  protect  or  countenance  any  vnrighteous  courfe 
in  any  of  ours  to  your  preivduce  nor  Impofe  or  any  way  inovate  Either  in  poynte 
of  Cuftoms,  or  in  the  Liberty  of  our  harbours,  or  otherwife  till  wee  doe  or  might 
vnderftand  your  minde  and  refolucion  in  the  former  particulers  The  vtmoft  of  out 
aime  being  but  to  remoue  what  might  hinder  or  flacke  the  peace  and  that  neighborly 
corefpondencie  that  wee  defier  intierly  to  preferue  betwixt  the  Englifti  Colonies   and 
the  dutch  plantacion  in  thefe  parts'  but  if  you  refufe  or  delay  either  to  retourne  an 
anfwer  or  to  giue  dew  and  meete  Satisfaction  in  the  promifes  your  felfe  will  hinder 
the  meeteing  which  wee  all  defier  from  which  wee  may  doe  and  hope  we  expect  reall 
and  Lading  fruite  and  will  not  then  blame  vs  if  by  all  iuft  meanes,  wee  feafonably 
provide  for  our  owne  fafety  and  Conveniency.     Thus  defiering  you  will  bee  pleafed 
with  your  firft  opertunity  to  returne  your  minde  and  anfwer  hearein  to  Mr.  Eaton 
Gouernor   of  Newhauen  Colony,  from  whome  that  our  Councells  and  Cource  bee 
accordingly  ordered,  we  expect  the  Ifew  of  thefe  our  propofalls  we  tacke  Leaue  and 
reft  Your  Loueing  Friends 

Plymouth  September  ibtb,   1648. 

September  the  12th  the  Comiffioners  refeaued  a  packat  brought  by  two  Indians, 

whearein  they  found  Letters  from  Mr.  John  Wintherope,  from  Captaine  Mafon 

and  Mr.  Williams  with  a  retourne  from  Tho.  Stanton  by  all  which  together  with  the 

Informacon  formerly  brought  into  the  Colonyes  by  the  Indians  aboute  them  it  ap- 

peareth  that  the  Narraganfetts  and  Nyanticke  Indians  in  Steed  of  paying  the  warn- 

pom  longe  dew  to  the  Colonyes  by  theire  Covenants  made   at  Bofton  in  ano  1645 

they  haue  by  wampom  hired  the  Mouhackes  the  Pocontock  Indians  and  others  to 

cut  of  Vnquas  and  his  people,  and  in  cafe  the  Englifti  defend  him,  then  to  fight  with 

the  Englifti,  which  Councell  of  theires  was  foe  farr  Ripned  and  prepared  for  execucon 

That  Tho.  Stanton  and  others  fent  as  meflengers  from  Conectacutt  to  inquire   into 

(and  if  it  might  bee)  to  ftopp  fuch  proceedings  found  the  Indians  mett  at  Pocamqua- 

tuk  as  at  theire  Randivoze  :  Whoe  acknowledg  they  had  refcaiued  Wampom  &c 

from  the  Narraganfets  to  invade  Vnquas,  that  they  were  mett  for  that  purpofe,  and 

expected  both  the  Mowhackes  and  other  Indians  to  macke  Vpp  theire  full  numbers  ; 

but  partly  by  a  reporte  they  had  hearde  Thattwoe  Mowhacke  Sachems  were  killed 

by  the  French  or  Eafterne  Indians,  or  partly  vnderftandinge  by  Thorn.  Stanton  that 

the  Englifti  were  a  juft  and  warlicke  people,  would  defend  him,  they  would  ftopp 

the  intended  Invafion  of  Vnquas  for  this  tyme.     And  further  they  were  Informed 

by  Mr.  John  Winthrop  That  the  Narraganfet  and   Nyantique  Indians  were  with 

draweing  theire  ould  men  theire  weomen  and  childeren  into  Swampes,  hideing  theire 

Come  &c.  and  foe  prepareing  to  meete  the  Confederates  the  Mowhaukes,  and  with 
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Eight  hundered  men  to  invade  Vnquas,  and  the  Mowhackes  were  defcribed  by  theire 
arjtnes,  as  haueing  fower  hundred  guns  and  for  each  gunn  three  pounds  of  powther 
and  anfwerable  fhott  with  a  provision  for  theire  brefts  to  fecure  them  in  the  fight, 
and  that  Ninegratt  in  particuler  had  enquired  whither  the  Englifli  would  defend  Vn- 
quas exprcffing  himfelfe  that  if  they  did  they  could  foone  burne  the  Houfes  att  Co- 
neclacutt  &c.  that  Weaquafh  Cooke  and  the  Pacatuck  Indians,  had  retired  them- 
felues  to  a  poynte  of  Land,  and  difclamed  any  adheareing  to  die  Narraganfetts  in  the. 
foremencioned  defigne,  all  which  beeing  confldered  the  Comiffioners  returned  thanks; 
to  Mr.  John  Winthrope  Captaine  Mafon  and  Mr.  Williams  defiering  them  if  they, 
heard  any,  thing  further  Conferneing  the  Indians  defignes  either  againft  the  Englifli. 
or  Unquas  they  would  as  Cafe  might  require  giue  fpeady  noatis  thereof  both  to  the 
Mattathufetts  and  Conitacott  that  from  thence  the  other  Colonyes  might  vnderftand 
the  dainger  and  provide  for  theire  fafety,  and  upon  further  confideracion  of  the 
Naraganfetts  and  Nyantiques  breach  of  Covenants  and  trecherous  profeedeings  they, 
thought  fitt  and  defiered  that  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Matathufetts  with  theire  firfb 
convcniencie  Send  fixe  horfe  men  with  an  able  Intarpreter  to  the  Narraganfett  and 
Nyantique  Sachems  with  the  Inftructions  followeing  j  giueing  the  Intarpriter  an  oth 
treuly  to  exprefs  their  minds  and  to  make  a  trew  Returne  of  the  Sachems  anfwers  : 
the  InftrucYions  were  as  followeth, 

Inftruclions  for  Sent  by  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited 

Colonies  to  Peafacus  Sec.  Youe  fhall  with  the  firft  Conueniency  goe  to  Narragan- 
fett and  Niantiqueand  if  it  may  bee  procure  a  meeteing  with  all  theChefc  Sachems, 
and  giue  them  fully  to  vnderftand,  that  the  Comiffioners  of  the  Englifli  Colonyes 
lately  mett  at  Plymouth,  haue  dewly  confldered  what  hath  formerly  pafled  betwixt  the 
Englifli  and  they  the  faide  Sagamores  and  theire  people,  and  more  partkulerly, 
what  had  pad  att  bofton  the  laft  yeare,  that  vpon  Ninegritts  promis  and  Ingagement 
they  not  onely  gaue  further  tyme  that  the  wampom  long  fence  deue  might  bee  fully 
brought  in  but  geue  backe  the  Indian  Hoftages  then  in  theire  hands,  whom  they 
might  for  breach  of  Covenants  iuftly  put  to  death  the  Comiffioners  therefore  hoped 
that  at  length  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  Generall  and  Ninagratt  in  particuler 

would  haue  Confldered  and  provided  for  theire  peace,  by  giueing  dew  Sattisfaclion 
to  the  Englifli  Collonyes  but  they  finde  to  the  contrary,  the  whole  Narraganfett 
Carrag  being  full  of  guilefull  delayes  as  if  they  would  proclaime  themfelfes  a  falfe 
Trecherous  people  not  to  bee  trufted  or  treated  with,  Secondly  you  fhall  acquainte 
the  faid  Sagamores  or  foe  many  as  you  fhall  haue  oppertunity  to  fpeake  with,  that 
the  Englifh  Comiffioners  from  feuerall  places  and  Sondery  perfons  of  Crediott ; 
haue  full  Informacion  of  their  latte  Trecherous  defignes  in  hireing  the  Mowhaukes, 
thepocantack  Indians  and  others  toaflaultand  Cutt  ofVncusand  his  people  wheare- 
in  the  Comiffioners  canot  but  tacke  knowledg  of  theire  direft  breaking  the  peace 
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fettled  three  yeares  fence  at  Boflon,  with  theire  proude  and  infolent  threttnings 
againft  the  Englifli,  together  with  the  mad  and  outragious  Carrag  of  waopenhomeim 
one  of  the  Narraganfetts  Captains  who  as  a  fier  brand  is  flill  kindleing  difcontent9 
and  ofences,  as  if  hee  would  drawe  on  a  warre  and  foe  the  effufion  of  much  bloode 
which  the  Englifli  would  fpare. 

Laftly  you  fliall  lett  them  know  that  the  faide  Comiflioners  haue  fent  you  to  the 
faide  Sagamores  and  theire  people,  to  vnderftande  theire  purpofe  and  refolucion, 
and  if  they  Intend  to  Inioye  the  fruites  of  theire  agreement  made  at  Boflon  in  Ano 
1645  tney  doe  without  further  delayes  bring  in  the  reft  of  the  wampom  yet  vnpayed, 
that  fom  dew  Courfe  may  bee  taken  with  woapinfhawmin  that  hee  diflurbe  not  the 
publique  peace  and  that  dew  proviflon  bee  made  for  the  fecurity  of  Vncus  and  his 
people  whome  the  Englifli  are  bounde  to  defende  and  preferue  while  hee  Carieth 
himfelfe  fairely  or  as  the  cafe  may  require  makes  dew  fatisfaclion  for  iniuryes,  and 
you  fliall  tacke  theire  anfwers  particulerly  and  fully,  with  fuch  dew  Confideratioa 
that  if  there  bee  Caufe  for  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Comiflioners  and  Colonyes  you 
may  returne  it  vpon  oath. 

The  foregoing  meflage  being  fent  and  the  mefiengers  returned  it  is  defiered  that 
the  Comiflioners  of  the  Maflathufettsgiue  fpeedy  noatis  to  the  Comiflioners  of  the 
other  Colonyes  what  returne  is  made  therevnto  by  the  Narraganfetts  and  Niantiques 
Sachems  that  if  noe  Satisfaction  bee  giuen  them  in  the  premifes  but  they  proceede  in 
theire  Contineued  prouocacions  a  meeteing  6f  the  Comiflioners  may  bee  haftened 
before  the  ordinary  time  in  September  in  the  mod  Conuenicnt  feafon  to  provid  fer 
thefafety  of  the  Colonyes,  andvindicat  the  honor  of  the  Englifli  in  performance  of 
theire  Covenants  to  Vncus  whofe  Ruin  hath  beene  foe  often  atempted  by  them, 
'and  it  is  Concaived  the  mod  Convenient  place  for  a  meeteing  in  the  foremenconed 
Cafe  to  bee  at  Boflon  and  the  time  the  16th  day  of  July  that  all  things  may  bee 
ordered  in  the  fittefl  Seafon,  and  beft  maner  for  the  atainment  of  our  ends  in  the 
publique  well faire  which  they  recomended  to  thefeuerall  Generall  Courts  to  Confi- 
der  of  and  provide  for  accordingly  and  becaufe  it  is  vnfertaine  what  aflauks  may 
bee  made  vpon  Vncus  and  wayes  tackenfor  his  ouerthrowe,  before  the  Comiilioners 
Can  meate  it  is  left  to  the  Comiflioners  for  Conitacutt  and  Newhauen  to  aford  fuch 
afliftance  to  him  from  thofe  twoe  Colonyes  as  they  fliall  judg  the  nefefety  of  his  Cafe 
maie  require,  vntill  further  proviflon  bee  made  for  his  fafcty  by  the  Concurant  ad- 
uice  of  all  the  Comiflioners  at  theire  meeting. 

The  Comiflioners  for  the  Mattathufetts  prefented  to  the  Comiflioners  of  the  other 
Colonyes  a  writeing  from  a  Comitie  of  theire  General  Cone  defireing  that  a  dew 
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Confidcration  may  bee  had  thereof,  and  anfwer  to   the  feueral  particulers,  the 
wrighting  is  as  followeth. 

Bofton  in  Suffolke 

Att  a  meeting  of  the  County  apwoynted  by  the  laft  generall  Courte  (vizt.)  the 
Gouernor  Deputy  Gouernor  Mr.  Belingham  Mr.  Hibins  Mr.  Simons,  Captin  Caine, 
Captaine  Artherton  Captaine  Hawthorne  the  Surveyor  General  and  Mr.Jackfon,  the 
19th  of  the  4th  month  and  adiournied  to  the  26th  of  the  5th  month,  it  was  agreed 
and  ordered  that  the  propofifions  heere  folowing  mould  be  Comended  to  our  Co- 
miffioners for  the  vnited  Colonyes,  by  them  to  be  propounded  to  the  reft  of  the  Co- 
miffioners at  theire  next  meeteing. 

Whereas  the  intention  of  the  Vnited  Colonyes  in  our  confederacion  was  to  pre- 
ferue  and  propogate  the  truth  and  Libertyes  of  the  Gofpell,  and  to  provide  for  meu- 
tuall  fafety  againft  enemies  and  preferuacion  of  peace  amongft  ourfelues,  and  Comon 
well  faire  as  by  the  Second  and  Eight  Article  &c.  foe  as  the  Comiffioners  Power 
ftiould  not  extend  to  limitt  or  interupt  the  Siuell  Gouernment  or  church  affaires  within 
any  of  the  Colonies  within  it  felfe  according  to  the  entent  of  the  third  article,  and  the 
provifo  in  the  fixth  article,  it  is  dehered  that  the  Comiffioners  would  pleafe  to  make  a 
more  full  and  cleare  explanation  of  thofe  articles  and  of  the  faid  provifo,  according 
to  the  propofifions  here  following  vidz.  1 .  by  fafety  in  the  fecond  Article  to  bee  in- 
tended onely  fafety  from  an  enemye,  Not  from  comon  prouidences  as  Famin  peftolence 
fame  of  Comon  wetlfaire. 

2.  The  fcope  of  the  Eight  Article  :  to  extend  onely  to  caufes  which  confcrae 
diuers  of  the  Colonyes  (not  any  one  in  itfelfe)  or  fom  one  or  more  of  the  Colonyes, 
and  fome  neighbor  Plantacions,  not  within  the  confederation — and  by  Indians  to  bee 
ment  Indian  Straingers  or  fuch  Neighbour  Indians  as  are  not  in  Subieftion  to  the 
&c.  the  Gouernment  of  any  of  the  Colonyes. 

3.  In  fuch  Cafes  of  Ciuell  nature  wher  the  Comiffioners  may  hauc  power  to  make 
orders  &c.  yett  not  to  haue  power  to  make  generall  officer  of  a  ciuell  nature  to  exe- 
cut  fuch  orders,  but  the  fame  to  be  executed  by  the  Officers  of  fuch  Jurifdi&ions  as 
fhalbe  conferned  therein,  and  if  fuch  Jurifdiftion  or  Colony  fhall  not  Submitt  and 
performe  &c.  After  dew  admonicon  then  to  be  Refponcable  to  the  reft  of  the  Co- 
lonyes for  breach  of  league  and  Couenant,  and  to  be  declared  what  further 
power  the  Comiffioners  haue  in  fuch  Cafes  or  what  willbee  fitt  to  be  don  in  cafe 
any  Colony  fhould  chang  theire  religion  profeffed  &c. 

4.  Whereas  in  cafe  fixe  of  the  Comiffioners  fhall  not  agree  the  caufe  is  to  be  refer- 
red to  the  foucr  General  Courtes,  and  by  theire  joynt  agreements  to  be  determined 
&g.  to.  be  considered  if  it  were  notmore  expedient  to  bee  determined  vpon  the  agree- 
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ment  of  any  three  of  them  provided  it  bee  in  fuch  cace  whearein  the  Comiffioners 
haue  to  dealle*. 

5.  If  the  annuall  meeteing  were  not  better  to  be  trianuall  except  occafion  require 
any  meeteing  in  the  interuall,  and  the  Comiffioners  at  fuch  occafionall  meeteings  to 
hauc  power  to  put  of  the  next  Trianuall  metings  if  they  fee  caufe. 

6.  Whereas  by  the  6  Article  each  of  the  Colonyes  is  to  haue  two  Comiffioner; 
and  the  Colony  of  the  Matathufctts  beares  almoft  fiue  for  one  in  the  proporfion  of 
Charge  with  any  one  of  the  reft,  they  defier  to  haue  one  Comiffioner  more,  or 
otherwife  they  fhall  be  content  that  any  other  of  the  Colonyes  fhall  haue  the  fame 
priuiledg  to  haue  three  Comiffioners  to  the  other  twoe,  if  fuch  Colonyes  will  beare 
the  Licke  proportion  of  Chardg  with  the  Mattathufetts. 

7.  It  is  defiered  it  may  bee  confidered  if  that  way  of  proportioning  the  charg  in 
the  4th  Article,  by  numbering  of  people  bee  convenient  (if  Lawefull  or  fafe  in  Re- 
gaurd  of  the  Frequencie  of  it)  or  equall  in  Regaurd  of  the  diferant  Condicions  of 
fom  of  the  Colonyes  j  others  being  many  pore  laborers  and  artificers,  fom  of  the 
other  all  men  of  ability  well  ftockt  &c.  if  it  bee  found  foe,  then  fume  other  more 
fafe  and  equall  Cource  to  bee  agreed  vpon. 

Whereas  there  bee  diuers  orders  made  by  the  Comiffioners  (as  aboute  admiffion 
of  Church  members,  maintainance  of  Scholers  at  Cambredg,  about  a  general  trade 
&c.  as  in  the  booke  of  Records  of  the  Comiffioners  Acts  doe  more  fully  appeare, 
all  which  orders  are  onely  by  way  of  aduice,  to  the  General  Courts  of  the  feuerall 
Colonyes  yet  for  as  much  as  orders  by  way  of  advife  are  in  fom  cafes  introduction  to 
orders  where  the  aduife  is  not  followed  it  is  to  bee  pro- 
pounded if  it  were  not  feafonable  to  be  declared  that  in  fuch  cafes,  if  any  of  the 
Colonyes  fhall  not  thinke  fitt  to  follow  fuch  advice,  the  fame  not  to  be  accounted 
any  offence  or  breach  of  any  article  of  our  Confederation  or  to  give  power  or  occa- 
fion to  the  Comiffioners  to  profede  to  any  aft  of  athority  in  fuch  cace. 

Whereas  by  order  of  the  Comiffioners  at  theire  laft  meting  at  Bofton,  Sprincke- 
field  is  Inioyned  to  contrebute  towards  an  Impofifion  for  the  maintainance  of  Sea 
brooke  forte  (as  the  order  feemes  to  Intend  with  Liberty  for  Matathufets  &c.)  to 
propounde  and  obiecl;  &c.  at  the  next  meteing  of  the  Comiffioners  &c.  as  in  the  fame 
order  doth  more  fully  appeere,  according  wherevnto  wee  doe  propounde,  to  the  ho- 
nored Comiffioners  the  obieftions  and  arguments  heare  following: 

Firft  wee  obieft  that  our  Reafons  formerly  deliuered  into  the  Comiffioners  hauc 
not  Refeaiued  a  full  anfwer  from  our  breatheren  of  Coneftacutt  nor  can  we  perfeaiue 

that 
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that  the  peramble  to  their  faide  order  Doe  make  any  fupply  of  faide  Defect  in  our 
brethrens  anfwer  or  is  a  fufficient  grounde  of  the  faide  order  for  the  faide  contri- 
Ducion  &c.  wee  hope  to  make  euident  by  particulers. 

i  Reafon.  our  firft  reafon  was  drawne  from  the  defeft  of  power  in  one  Jurifdiftion 
to  contribut  towards  the  purchas  of  lands  tenements  and  other  hereditaments  or  Li- 
bertyes  whatfoeuer. 

Anfwer.  The  anfwer  is  that  the  queftion  is  miftacken  which  fliould  haue  bene 
whither  the  Impofifion  be  lawefull  or  regular,  not  to  what  vfe  &c.  and  conclude  that 
in  fuch  cafe  the  party  is  not  to  Inquire  after  the  Imployment  of  the  meanes  foe  con- 
tributed &c.  with  deniall  of  pwoynte  of  Imployment  for  purchas. 

Reply.  To  this  anfwer  wee  reply,  I.  The  anfwere  is  not  to  the  Argument  but  to 
an  other  thing.  2ly  that  the  queftion  (as  we  confeaiue)  is  not  miftacken  for  which 
•we  refer  our  felues  to  Mr.  Hopkins  owne  Letter,  and  Mr.  Fennix  intreft  in  the  Im- 
pofifion for  if  he  hath  fould  the  forte  and  yet  haue  fole  (or  any)  right  to  the  Impo- 
fition  for  maintainance  of  it,  then  it  muft  needes  bee  for  the  purchas,  and  if  hee  bee 
not  to  employ  what  he  refaiues  For  the  maintenance  of  the  forte,  then  it  muft  bee  for 
the  purchas,  or  for  fom  other  Confideracion  which  will  not  anfwer  the  entent  of  the 
order,  and  to  bee  forced  to  contribute  to  a  purchas  and  yet  to  haue  noc  lhare  in 
the  thing  purchafed  feemes  not  juft.  2ndly  wee  deny  the  argument  to  bee  good 
at  leaft  not  fo  in  our  cafe  for  Sprinkficld  is  not  in  Subjection  to  the  Jurifdiftion  at  Co- 
ne&acutt  fo  as  to  refeaiue  any  of  their  impofifions  without  Queftion  &c.  as  if  the 
Comiflioners  vpon  noatis  of  a  foraigne  enemy  ftiould  raife  a  thoufand  pounds  to 
maintaine  a  man  of  warre  vpon  the  Coaft,  and  in  fteed  thereof  fliould  raife  a  forte 
at  the  enterance  of  one  of  our  harbors,  the  Colonyes  might  Juftly  queftion  this 
improvement  &c. 
2  Reafons  our  firft 

Our  Second  Reafon  is  vpon  that  maxem  which  wee  Confeaive  to  be  the  fole 
grounde  of  the  Comiflioners  order  vidz.  Qui  fentit  Commodum  fentire  debet  et 
Onus  Conuerfo  &c.  but  Sprinkefield  hath  noe  benefit  and  therefore  it  ought 
not  to  be  chardged. 

Anfw.  The  Anfwer  to  this  is  I.  that  fuch  opofition  would  reflecl;  vpon  moft  of  the 
Gouernments  of  Eurup,  fecondly  a  reference  of  the  caufe  to  beifewed  vpon  Sprink- 
fields  haueing  benefitt  or  not  &c. 

Reply.  Wee  reply  to  the  firft  it  is  noe  good  argument  to  fay  moft  of  the  Gouern- 
ments of  Euroup  doe  thus  therfore  it  is  Lawefull  noe  more  than  if  wee  fliould  fay 
moft  of  the  Gouernments  &c.  oprefs  both  Subiecls  and  ftraingers,  ergo  oprefion 
is  Lawefull.  2ndly  Let  any  fuch  example  be  produfed  (as  comonly  allowed  )  wheare- 
by  a  fuitablc  benefit  is  not  held  forth  or  at  leaft  pretended.  3<i!y  vpon  all  Impofitions 
vpon  Straingers  if  they  Licke  not  to  pay  them  they  haue  Liberty  and  oppertunity  to 
avoyde  them  they  may  keepe  from  vnder  Comaund  wheareby  to  be  compelled,  but 
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Sprinkfield  had  noe  fuch  Liberty  before  the'Impofiiion  Raifed  nor  can  haue  any  fuch. 
opertunity  for  the  avoydeing.  After  being  Imprifond  by  the  Scituacion  of  the  habita- 
tation,  to  the  Second  if  wee  might  conclude  of  future  time  by  what  is  paft  wee  might 
joyne  Ifew  vpon  this  pwoynte  but  when  a  meere  pofibility  is  to  bee  determined  by 
mens  various  firmifes  it  canot  be  fafe  to  referr  maters  of  weight  to  fuch  v.nfertaine 
lfew,  but  let  it  be  graunted  that  Sprinkfeild  may  haue  benifk  by  Sea  brooke  fort, 
yet  not  being  nefiefarily  but  contingent  onely  they  are  noe  more  bound  to  contribute 
in  that  Refpeil,  then  Newhauen  and  we  are  bound  to  contribute  to  the  maintain- 
ance  of  Hartford  Bridges  or  theire  high  waies  :  which  we  haue  more  fertaine  benir 
fitt  by  for  though  they  might  irnpofe  a  toale  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Bridge  (not  foe 
in  an  anciant  high  w.aie)  yet  men  were  at  Liberty  to.  pafs  over  the  anciant  ford  if  they 
like  it  not  to  pay  theire  Toale  and  we  defier  no  more  at  Seabrooke,  but  to  pafs  as 
alwaies  we  and  others  haue  done  ;  but  if  we  come,  to  Anchor  for  refuge  vnder  the 
forte  or  volontaryly  will  make  ufe  of  the  we  will  not  refufe  to  pay 

for  our  benifitt  as  if  Cone&acutt  wilbee  at  chardg  to  clence  the  chanell  for  pafage  of 
greate  Shippes,  and  therevpon  lay  a  Impoft  vpon  all  of  fuch  a  burthen  as  could  not 
haue  parTed  otherwife  then  if  Sprinckfeild  will  make  vie  of  it  for  fhipps  of  fuch 
burthen  it  is  reafon  they  fhould  pay  the  Impofl:. 

3.  Reafon.  our  Third  Reafon  was  from  a  grounde  of  Equity  for  if  fome  Strain- 
gers  which  dwell  vp  the  Riuer  be  fparred  the  burthen  will  lye  more  heauy  vpon  the 
reft. 

Anfwer.  The  Anfwer  to  this  is  firft;  that  it  is  but  a  prefumption  &c.  fecondly 
the  Comparifon  is  not  equall. 

Reply,  wee  Reply  (if  it  will  not  bee  Confeffed  &c.)  then  vpon  our  firft  payment 
wee  may  and  defier  accompt  of  what  hath  beene  Refcauied  &c.  which  Canot  bee 
denyed  vs,  fecondly,  we  Confers  the  Comparifon  is  not  of  things  euery  way  a  Licke 
but  this  diferance  makes  the  more  for  vs  for  they  being  more  ftrainger,  wee  lefs  or 
not  at  all,  being  now  vnited  Tribut  fliould  bee  demanded  of  them  rather  then 
of  vs. 

4  Reafon,  our  Fourth  Reafon  confifteth  of  twoe  Branches  1  tacken  from  the  longe 
time  that  this  Confederation  was  hindered  by  the  propoundeing  and  ftanding  vpon 
fuch  propoficions  &c  the  fecond  from  our  prefcription  of  Imunyty  &c. 

Anfwer.  To  which  they  anfwer  by  difcouering  theire  greife  at  our  Miftake  as 
they  terme  it,,  and  Implyfitly  taxe  us  with  Negle&  of  Evident  truth,  in  our  publique 
Records  :  2ndly.  by  Laying  open  our  miftacke  in  maner  following,  viz.  whereas 
we  fay  that  this  Combination  was  hindered  for  aboue  x  yeares  by  the  meanes  pro- 
pounded, They  fay  it  will  be  found  that  it  was  nqt  fullfiue  yeares  from  the  menconed 
agitacion  and  the  Conclufion  of  this  prefent  Confederation,  the  one  being  in  Tunc 
1638  and  the  other  agreed  vpon  in  May  1643  anc*  whereas  It  is  affirmed  &c,  it  fhall 
4  if 
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if  neede  bee  be  made  apeare  by  the  oath  of  thofe  whoe  were  Imployed  in  that  feruice 
that  they  were  foe  farr  from  ftifly  Handing  vpon  fuch  an  Impoficion  as  they  did  not 
foe  much  as  propownde  it  as  is  heere  expreffed,  nor  could  they  in  Reafon  doe  it  the 
townes  haueing  no  intereft  in,  nor  relacion  to  the  forte  at  that  tyme. 

Reply  To  this  wee  reply  i.  wee  mufl  confeffe  theare  is  a  miftake  in  the  words  as 
for  wante  of  one  Citable  which  the  neceffatie  of  aprehending  the  trew  meaneing  might 
haue  helped  without  any  greife  or  trouble,  f  >r  it  beinge  knowne  to  them  and  us,  that 
from  the  firft  eftablifhing  the  Gouernment  at  Conetacott  to  the  perfiting  of  our  Con- 
federacion  there  could  not  be  aboue  feauen  yeares,  it  mufl  needes  bee  either  an  Ex- 
preffion  againft  our  meaneing  to  put  in  ten  for  foure  or  fixe,  or  elfe  it  muft  be  a  hu- 
perobolicall  fpeach,  as  is  not  rare,  either  in  humaine  or  deuine  wrightings  to  expreffe 
a  lefs  number  by  ten  as  Jacob  faide  to  Laban  thoue  haft  changed  my  wadges  ten 
times ;  but  wee  fhall  not  neade  to  vfe  any  figur  to  helpe  our  Expreffions  if  the  word 
fince  had  beene  aded  according  to  the  trew  meaneing  of  forae  that  had  an  hand  in  the 
paffing  the  reafone  &c.  for  wee  can  make  it  appeare  that  the  not  confenting  to  free 
paffage  in  the  Riuer  of  Connetacotte  had  hindered  the  combinacon  ten  yeare  fince  or 
neare  thereaboutes,  at  the  Time  when  thofe  Reafons  were  drawne  up,  and  however 
fom  oftheComiffioners  then  Imployed  at  Camberidge  may  have  forgotten  yet  it  is 
fertaine  to  vs,  (for  Littera  fcripta  manete)  that  the  Articles  for  the  free  Paffage  vp 
and  downe  the  Riuer  was  then  flood  vpon  by  vs,  and  they  affirmeing  that  the  Riuer 
&c.  did  belong  to  the  Lords  &c. — (onelyfor  foe  much  as  belonged  to  themfelves  they 
were  content  to  graunte)  wee  thought  not  fitt  to  finifh  the  agreement  vntill  they  had 
conferred  with  their  Cone  aboute  it,  and  whofeuer  fhall  offer  to  teftifie  otherwife, 
fhall  comitt  a  greater  error  then  our  Records  can  juftly  be  charged  with — and  there- 
fore wee  defire  that  either,  that  Chardg  vpon  us  may  bee  put  out  of  the  Comiffioners 
Records,  or  elfe  that  this  our  defence  may  likewife  bee  recorded. 
5  Reafon.     Our  laft  Reafon  was  the  unexpected  thrauldom  &c. 

our  prefcription  by  ancient  poffeffion. 
Anfwer.  To  this  they  anfwer  they  cannot  confeaiue  how  it  can  bring  any 
fuch  thrauldom,  or  Inconveniencie  fence  the  Comiffioners  haue  power  to  regulate 
&c — 2dly.  that  they  had  poffeffion  before  Sprinkefield  3d.  That  Mr.  Pinchin  him- 
felf,  when  he  adhered  to  that  Jurifdiftion  did  acknowledge  the  Juflice  of  fuch  an  Im- 
poficion, and  did  incorag  the  Gentlemen  of  Saybrooke  forte  &c. 

Reply.  To  this  wee  reply  1.  though  the  prefent  Comiffioners  (whom  wee  know 
well  and  whofe  wifdom  and  Integrity  wee  doe  not  Queftion)  haue  declared  thtire 
tender  care  of  an  equall  cource  betweene  the  twoe  Coloneys  according  to  theire  pre- 
fent aprehencion  of  the  cafe  in  queftion  yet  (for  as  much  as  wee  canot  forefee  what 
Comiffioners  may  folow  in  time  fucceeding)  it  canot  be  expe&ed  that  we  fhould  yealde 
vp  any  Lawefull  Liberty  god  hath  giuen  us  to  the  will  and  difcrefion  of  others,  efpe- 
2  dally 
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dally  fuch  as  wee  canot  forefee  whoe  or  what  thejr  may  bee,— 2ndly.  the  quedion  of 
priority  for  poffefion  as  well  as  priority  ofgraunt  muft  needs  bee  determined  for  us 
for  the  firfl  poffefion  of  Saybrooke  forte,  was  tacken  by  Mr.  John  WintheropeNo- 
uember  1635  and  our  poffefion  was  before  that,  for  thofe  whoe  went  from  Water- 
towne  and  Camberidge  and  Roxeberry  and  Dorchefter  the  fumer  before  tooke  pof- 
fefion  in  our  name  and  Right  and  had  a  Comiffion  of  Gouernment  from  vs,  and  fome 
ordinance  for  theire  defence,  and  in  this  State  they  remained  a  good  Space — 3dly. 
if  Mr.  Pinchin  were  now  of  Hartford  Juridiftion  as  hee  then  fupofed  himfelfe  to 
bee  hee  might  fay  (till  as  he  did  then  and  ought  to  bee  fubje<a  to_their  Impofiii- 
0*11  s  &c.  . 

H^.ueing  thus  replyed  to  our.breatherens  anfwers  to  our  former  Reafons  againft 
the  Impofifion  &c.  wee  defier  the  honoured  Comiffioners  for  theire  better  fatisfac- 
tion,  to  confider  what  wee  haue  further  to  propound,  and  obieft  againftthe  faide  Impo- 
fifion and  the  Order  for  the  Eftablifking  thearof. 

Firft  it  is  a  refaiucd  Maxem  in  Lawe  Com  aliquide  alteri  dater  Confcedi.  eatiam 
yydetur  Elud  fineco  redita  frui  non  poteft,  thearfore  if  r  roan  endoweth  his  wife  o,f 
Land  lying  in  the  mideft  of  other  Lands  of  his  {hee  mail  haue  away  to  herlandinioyn- 
tare  though  noe  way  were  graunted — Soe  if  a  man  haue  fine  hundred  Loads  of  wood 
fett  vpon  his  Land,  and  hee  fells  a  hundered  Loads  of  this  to  a  ftrainger  {hall  haue 
free  egrefs  and  Regrefs  &c  to  fetch  of  this  woode,  though  it  were  not  expreffed  in 
the  graunte  &c.  but  if  the  owner  of  the  land  will  hier  a  man  to  watch  his  fower 
hundered  Load  that  it  be  not  floalen  &e.  though  thearby  the  ftraingers  wood  is  in 
more  fafecy,  yett  he  cannot  bee  compelled  to  contribute  to  the  Chardgof  this  watch- 
man for  the  other  was  not  bounde  to  tacke  Care  of  the  Safety  of  his  wood — Soe  in 
our  cafe  a  raaine  end  of  the  graunte  was  that  the  Lands  might  bee  Subdewed  and 
planted  which  feeing  it  could  not  bee  without  the  benifitt  of  pafage  vp  and  downs 
Conedracutt  River,  it  muft  bee  intended  that  fuch  Liberty  of  pafage  was  graunted 
with  the  Land  though  it  were  not  expreffed,  and  the  rather  becaufe  it  is  alfoe  a  re- 
faiued  Ruile  that  all  fuch  grauntes  forComon  good  fhallbee  enterprited  in  the  lardgeft 
Sence  and  as  may  bee  moft  for  the  benifit  and  advantage  of  the  graunte  and  if  Say- 
brook  &c  will  erect  a  forte  for  their  owne  Safety  they  canot  compel!  vs  tO  contrebme 
towards  it  for  they  are  not  bounde  to  tacke  care  of  our  fafety.  2nd.  We  propound 
that  if  Sprinkefield  ought  to  contribute  to  Saybrooke  forte  becaufe  they  may  haue 
benifitt  by  it,  why  then  New  Hauen  and  Stamford  and  all  the  Townes  on  that  fide 
{hould  contrebute  alfoe  (and  foe  Sprinkefield  Chardge  will  bee  the  more  eafey) 
for  it  is  manifeft  they  may  haue  benifitt  by  it  as  well  as  Sprinkefeild  for  if  an  Ene- 
my fhould  poffes  the  Riuers  mouth  hee  may  by  a  fmaule  friget  ejniecfept  the  trade  of 

thofe  townes. 

3dly.  Vpon  this  it  will  follow  that  the  Comiffioners  of  New  Hauen  Cannot  be 

judges  Leagually  equall  in  this  cafe  in  Regaurd  of  theire  comon  enterefl,  noe  more 
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then  thofe  of  Cone&acut,  and  this  might  bee  a  Leaguall  obie&ion  againft  the  faide 
order.  &c. 

Fourthly  wee  obieft  againft  this  order  as  being  made  without  fight  of  the  patent  at 
Coneclacut  &c.  (at  lead  by  our  Comiffioners  or  by  fome  of  the  Comiffioners  whoc 
were  partyes  to  the  faide  order)  and  foe  without  iuft  grounde  for  de  non  Exiflentibus 
and  non  aparentibus  Eiadem  Rafio  and  if  the  Patent  had  beene  produced  ther  might 
haue  beene  fom  Claufe  in  it  which  might  haue  cleared  the  Cafe  on  our  parte. 

Fifthly  wee  propounde  whither  (admiteing  it  were  Lawfull)  it  were  expedient  and 
whither  the  benifite  is  licke  to  be  fuch  as  may  recompence  the  Inconveniences  which 
may  arife  hearevpon,  wee  looke  at  it  as  a  boane  caft  in  by  Sathan  to  interupt  our 
happy  peace  and  brotherly  vnion,  and  to  raife  difcord  amongft  vs  and  foe  put  vs  vpon 
temptacions  to  helpe  ourfelues  fome  other  way,  and  the  rather  when  we  mail  heare 
that  fom  of  our  breatheren,  not  contenteing  themfelues  with  what  benifit  our  Contri 
may  afford  fhall  triumph  over  us  as  haueing  gained  a  greate  victory  and  en- 
lardgeing  theire  conquefts  (inoviffimum  us  que  Diem)  to  the  furtheft  of  our  Intereft 
vpon  that  Riuer  &c.  which  may  indeede  bee  a  juft  a£Hon  of  greife  to  vs  whoe  ear- 
neflly  defter  that  not  onely  the  affaires  of  brotherly  vnion,  but  the  fenceare  afeftion 
alfoe  may  bee  preferued  amongft  ourfelues  and  deriued  entire  (without  any  Monu- 
ment of  violacion  to  the  fucfeding  Generacon — which  wee  humbly  comend  to  the  ho- 
nored Comiffioners. 

Laftly  to  bee  propounded  to  the  Comiffioners  in  Confideracion  that  our  Neighbors 
the  Dutch  will  not  permit  any  of  our  trade  with  the  Indians  within  the  Limits  of  theire 
Jurifdi&ion,  and  doe  impofe  very  greate  Cvftoms  vpon  our  people  and  force  them 
to  Anchor  in  places  very  inconvenient  &c.  whither  it  be  not  juft  and  neceffary  for  the 
Colonyes  to  barr  the  dutch  from  Trade  with  the  Indians  within  any  of  our  Jurifdic- 
tions  either  Narroganfet  or  Peaquod  &c.

The  Comiffioners  haueing  perufed  and  with  dew  Refpeft  confidered  the  former 
propoficions,  wheareof  fome  conferne  explication  fom  an  alteration  in  the  Articles  of 
confederacion  betwixt  the  Colonyes,  doe  joyntely  and  in  general  concaiue  that  all 
and  each  of  the  Articles  from  time  to  time  as  theire  may  bee  occafion  fhould  bee  foe 
underftoode,  that  noe  fuch  interpretacion  bee  put  vpon  any  one  article  as  may  croffe 
the  direft  fcope  and  importe  of  the  reft  or  any  of  them,  that  the  pretention  made  to 
maintaine  a  peculier  and  intire  Jurifdi&ion  in  each  Colony  within  itielfe  hinder  not 
tfie  atainement  of  the  publique  and  weighty  ends  of  the  Combination  namely  the  dew 
prefervacion  of  the  peace  of  the  Colonyes,  ioyntely  by  all  iuft  meanes  of  a  publike 
Conferncment  according  to  the  Articles  and  the  dew  Manageing  of  warr  in  the  pre- 
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paracions  and  of  the  fame  when  the  Colonyes  are  neceffarily  called  unto  it— 

This  premifed, 

Firft  The  Comiflioners  conceive  that  by  the  words  (Safety  and  Wellfaire)  in  theire 
Second  Article  noe  power  is  graunted  to  them  by  which  they  may  make  orders  or 
Lawes  to  prevent  or  provide  in  cafes  of  famine  and  peftilence,  though  yet  in  thofe  and 
other  cafes  of  like  Confernement  the  Advice  of  ComhTioners  Magiftrats  Elders, 
members  of  the  Colonyes  or  any  of  them  mould  be  dewly  and  refpeftfully  confidered, 
According  to  the  Nature  and  weight  of  it. 

2.  The  Comiflioners  concaiue  that  the  Eight  Article  in  the  trew  fcope  of  it  extends 
only  to  caufes  whearein  all  the  Colonyes  are  conferned,  or  at  leaftmore  then  any  one 
confidered  fingly  and  without  Reference  and  Influence  unto  the  fafety  and  welfaire  of 
any  of  the  reft, — they  concaiue  further  that  it  is  and  may  be  fafe  for  any  man  to  take 
an  Indian  Seruant,  or  for  any  Plantation  to  admit  a  ciuelized  Indian  to  bee  a  Planter, 
but  by  the  third  Article,  (as  they  underftand  it)  prouifion  is  made  that  noe  Jurifdic- 
tion  receaue  any  plantation  or  Jurifdi&ion,  whither  Englifti,  French,  Dutch,  or  Indi- 
an, without  Confent  of  the  reft,  which  Confent  is  to  be  interpreted  as  in  the  fixth  Ar- 
ticle which  is  a  Cafe  of  generall  and  weighty  Confideration  the  Comiflioners  believing 
that  feverall  plantacions  of  Indians  will  redily  fubmittto  each  of  the  Colonyes  refpec- 
tiuely  if  they  may  haue  guns,  powder,  fhott  &c.  fould  vnto  them  as  the  Englifli  with- 
in theire  feuerall  Jurifdittions  but  fuch  a  Courfe  cannot  ftand  with  the  fafety  of  the 
Colonyes,  they  defier  therefore  that  all  the  Colonyes  for  the  future  will  confiderhow 
fafe  it  may  bee  either  to  recaiue  or  to  furnilh  any  Indians  with  any  prouifion  for 
warr. 

3dly  Though  the  Comiflioners  confider^and  order  in  the  publique  Confernements 
of  the  Colonyes  within  the  Compafle  of  their  truft  and  power  contained  in  the  Arti- 
cles as  in  all  treatyes  conferneing  peace  and  warr  fending  meflengers,  appoynting  Ge- 
neralls  and  other  Officers  for  warr  when  all  the  Colonyes  are  interefled,  apwoynteing 
Numbers  of  men  ordering  prouifion  and  Chardges  neceflary  for  the  Seruice,  giueing 
Comiflion,  tackeing  accoumpts  conferneing  Offenders,  and  all  things  of  licke  Nature 
which  are  the  proper  Concomitants  or  Confequents  of  fuch  a  Confideration  yet  the 
execucion  to  belong  to  the  Jurifdiftion  wherein  the  Comiflioners  fitt  or  wheare  the 
offender  is- or  may  bee  founde,  and  to  the  Magiflrates  and  other  inferior  Officers,  but 
foe  that  if  the  Magiflrates  or  the  officers  doe  deny  or  delay  execucion  in  any  Cafe  pro- 
per to  the  Comiflioners  Cognizence  and  whearein  the  other  Colonyes  are  Interefled, 
and  may  fufer  fuch  Jurifdi&ion  to  bee  refponfible  for  Breach  of  Couenant,  but  what 
(hall  be  don  in  fuch  Cafe,  or  in  Cafe  any  Colony  fhould  change  their  Religion  pro- 
feffed  they  confeaiue  cannot  be  now  foe  well  refolued,  as  when  the  Cafe  in  the  Com-, 
pafs  and  with  all  Sircomftances  fhall  bee  confidered. 

Pa  In 
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4.  In  C&fes  proper  to  the  Comiffioners  whereas  by  the  fixth  Article  if  fixe  agree  not 
the  propoficons  with  the  Reafons  are  to  be  referred  to  the  fower  general!  Courts  : 
the  Comiffioners  aproueing  the  Mocion  inade  by  the  Comity  of  the  MafTachufetts  doe 
recomend  to  the  fower  Generall  Courts  that  if  any  three  of  the  faide  Courts  agree  or 
conclude  of  any  fuch  propoficion  it  fhall  pane  and  bee  accoumpted  as  the  Conclucion 
of  the  Vnited -Colonyes  as  it  fhould  hauepaffed  as  an  aft  of  the  Comiffioners  if  fixe 
of  them  had  confented.  For  the  5th  fixth  and  feaventh  propoficions  prefented  from 
the  Comiffioners  of  the  Mafiachufets  importeing  a  reali  Chang  in  the  tearmes  and 
Covenants  of  Confideration  as  noe  alteration  can  bee  made  without  the  Confent  of 
all  and  each  of  the  Generall  Courts  foe  the  Comiffioners  feare  that  any  of  the  Alte- 
racons  mencioned  would  proue  daingerous  and  inconvenient  to  all  or  fom  of  the  Co- 
lonyes, the  tacken  of  the  Number  of  males  they  hope  need  not  bee  frequent  Nor  as 
it  hath  been  caryed  by  the  Comiffioners  inconvenient,  in  part  of  the  feuenth  propo- 
ficion they  confeaiue  there  is  a  Miftake,  the  lardge  Trade  of  the  MafTachufetts  be- 
fides  theire  numbers  afford  many  advantages  in  Reference  to  eftates  which  the  other 
Colonyes  wante,  but  it  is  from  the  free  Grace  of  God  that  all  and  each  haue  what 
they  haue- — they  defier  to  bee  thankfull. 

A  dew  Confideration  of  the  Articles  and  what  is  already  exprefled  in  the  premifles 
ferve  for  anfwer  to  the  propoficion  in  all  Cafes  wheare  rhcfower  Generall  Courts  haue 
not  giuen  the  C  omiffioners  power  to  determine,  it  will  bee  by  miftake  if  they  ither 
make  order  or  chardge  Breach  of  Covenant  vpon  any  of  the  Colonyes  for  , 

in  other  Cafes  wheare  they  doe  but  advize  and  recomend  as  the  Articles  give  war- 
rante  foe  they  doe  not  yet  aprehend  how  fuch  recomendacions  may  growc  Introduc- 
tions to  orders  of  power,  if  they  did  they  fhould  redyly  clofe  with  the  honred 
Courte  of  the  Mafiachufets  in  providing  againft  fuch  an  Inconveniencie. 

Laftly  the  Comiffioners  haue  ferioufly  confidered  what  is  propounded  from  the 
Mafiachufets  in  reference  to  the  dutch  impoficions  and  reftraints  by  which  the  Englifh 
Merchants  are  burthened  and  much  difcouraged  in  theire  trade  and  haue  both  wrigh- 
ten  to  the  dutch  Gouernor  and  his  Counfellanddoe  recomend  to  the  feuerall  Gene- 
rall Courts,  that  anfwerable  preparacion  may  be  made  that  either  vpon  his  refufeing 
to  anfwer  or  his  not  giueing  meet  fatis-fa&ien  the  Colonyes  may  feafonably  provide 
for  theire  fafety  and  C  onveniencie. 

The  Nynth  propoficion  in  the  wrighting  prefented  from  the  Mafachufets  Confernc- 
rtg  Concftacut  and  Sprinkefield  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Impoficion  at  Seabrooke  the  Co- 
miffioners for  Cone&acut  made  anfwer  to  it  in  wrighting  as  followeth. 

The  Reply  of  the  Comity  of  the  Mafachufets  to  what  was  anfwerd  by  the  Comif-- 
fioners  of  Coneftacut  the  lad  yeare  at  Befton  to  the  Arguments  then  prefented  againfl 
the  Impoficion  at  fea  brooke  is  foe  lardge  that  for  the  fooner  difpach  of  this  meeteing 
and  dew  confideracion,  wee  thought  it  not  an  vnreafonable  mocion  to  prefent  to  the 

Comiffioners 
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Comiffioners  of  the  other  Colonyes  that  the  queftion  might  for  prcfent  remaine  as  it 
was  determined  tha  laft  yeare  and  Liberty  giuen  to  the  Generall  Courte  at  Conitacut 
to  prepare  a  reioynder  to  the  reply  now  made  againfl  the  next  meeteing,  which  wee 
concaiue  is  noe  more  than  hath  been  graunted  to  the  Maffachufets,  the  heareing  and 
determineing  of  this  Cafe  haueing  beene  put  of  for  a  hole  yeare  vpon  the  bare  alliga- 
cionof  the  Comiffioners  for  that  Colony  that  they  were  not  prepared  by  any  Inflec- 
tions from  the  Geneiall  Courte  then  to  fpeake  to  it,  and  the  difadvantage  to  Conita- 
cut feemes  Rparent  (the  Maffachufets  haueing  had  a  full  whole  yeares  Liberty  for  pre- 
paring  arguments  to  cpofe,  and  the  licke  for  theire  Reply  to  the  anfwere  giuen  into  i 
their  arguments)  if  a  prefent  returne  to  theire  reply  be  required  But  feeing  the  Co- 
miffioners for  the  Colonyes  juclg  it  meete  that  anfwer  bee  made  wee  redyly  fubmit  and 
adreffe  ourfelaes  thereunto,  with  as  much  brevity  as  wee  can  referue.ing  ourfelues  for. 
a  fuller  anfwer  hereafter  if  ocafion  fhall  ferue. 

To  theire  firft  Reply  wee  concaiue  wee  neede  not  fay  more  for  the  Cleareing  of  that 
Cafe  then  what  is  expreffed  in  our  former  anfwer  onely  wee  add  this  which  wee  hope 
canot  be  denyed,  that  the  demaunds  of  the  Impoficion  being  by  vs  it  is  in  our  Liberty 
to  flate  the  queftion  (and  not  in  thofe  that  opofe)  which  as  formerly  foe  wee  now. 
agaift^o  thus. 

Queft.  Whither  for  erefting  and  maintaineing  a  forte  ufefull  and  ferviceable  to  the 
whole  Riuer  it  bee  not  lawefull  for  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  Coneftacutt  to  fett  a  moderate 
Impofifion  vpon  fome  Goods  exported  through  the  Mouth  of  the  Riuer  wheare  the 
forte  is  though  it  reach  Sprinkfield  fituat  upon  that  Riuer  under  the  Confidetation  of 
lying  within  another  Jurifdi&ion  which  yet  is  not  foe  cleared  but  that  the  Jurifdi&ion  . 
of  Cone&acut  haue  Liberty  for  theire  Inquiry  and  concaiue  they  haue  Caufe  to  make 
Clayme  therevnto,  being  redy  to  atend  all  due  meanes  for  the  Ifewing  of  this  bufinefs 
alfoe ;  this  being  the  Queftion  and  Cafe  propounded  by  vs,  we  conceiue  our  anfwer 
(to  which  wee  referr)  is  full,  and  it  will  bee  no  difadvantage  to  the  Cafe  though  Mr. 
Phenwicke  doe  inioy  what  comes  in  from  the  fame  Impoficion  notwithftandiiio-  what 
Ji  in  the  fecond  Place  theire  reply  that  Sprinkfield  is  to  recaiue  our  Impoficion  without 
queftioneing  for  wee  ftill  concaiue  the  Arguments  brought  bee  directed  againft  the 
Impoficion  as  by  us  claymed  either  in  the  quantity  or  quality  of  it,  of  they  reach  not 
the  Caufe:  it  confernes  them  not  to  queftion  as  wee  faide  before  to  what  vfe  the  meanes 
laifed  by  the  Impoficion  is  put. . 

Theire  Reply  to  the  feconde  Confiding  of  feuerall  particulers,  Wee  anfwer  thus  and , 
grauiite  the  firft  that  it  is  noe  good  Argument  to  fay  moft  Gouermeiits  in  Europe  doe 
thus  Ergo  fuch  a  Practice  is.  lawful],  but  deny  that  any  fuch  thinge  was  afirmedby  vs 
or  can  bee  rightly  cole&ed  from  what  wee  anfwered,  for  the  Argument  being  that  it  is 
iniuriqus  to  require  a  cooftom  to  themainiainance  of  a  forte  to  whom  it  is.  not  vfefull ; 
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wee  anfwered  that  this  is  anlmpofition  in  it  felte  naicedly  confidered  in  it  feemed  to 
lay  mod  of  the  gouernments  of  Europe  vnder  the  guilte  of  injuftice  though  it  touch- 
ed not  the  prefent  queftion  is  if  there  were  noe  lawfull  grounde  of  requireing  and 
cackeing  any  impoficion  or  cooflom  to  any  without  retourneing  a  proportionable  ap- 
parent advantage  and  good  to  thofe  of  whome  it  is  refcaiued  when  as  it  is  aparently 
knowne  Impofifions  are  refcaiued,  and  that  lawfully  upon  other  Confiderations 
which  is  foe  obvious  to  every  man's  aprehenfions,  that  wee  neede  not 
in  particulers  as  is  defiered  and  therefore  fliall  fay  noe  more  to  the  Seconde 

To  the  third  particuler  conferneing  the  vfefulnefs  of  the  foremencioned  forte  to 
Sprinkefield,  wee  leaue  that  to  Confideration  of  fuch  things  as  haue  beene  alredy 
prefented  in  that  refpeft  onely  ftiall  add  that  if  an  Impoficion  may  be  tacken  (which 
feemes  to  be  granted)  of  fuch  which  onely  come  to  trade  in  the  Riuer,  in  Regard 
if  they  licke  not  to  pay  they  may  avoyd  it,  wee  concaiue  it  much  more  reafonable, 
for  thofe  whoe  haue  a  more  aparent  and  conftante  benifit  thereby,  and  wee  might 
alfoe  fay  there  is  no  abfolute  Neceffity  put  upon  Sprinkefield  in  this  Impoficion  if 
they  will  carry  theire  Come  as  Mr.  Pinchin  doth  his  beans  by  lande  they  may  avoyde 
k  :  aud  wheareas  it  feemes  to  bee  intimated  that  all  fords  and  parages  mull  be  lefte 
in  the  fame  freedom  and  Liberty  which  Nature  hath  lefte  them,  and  others  at  any 
time  haue  found  them  in  it  ouerthrowes  as  wee  concaiue  all  particuler  Intrelts  and 
the  pra&ife  of  all  people  even  of  the  Maflachufets  Gouernment  as  may  bee  inftanced. 

Wee  ftiall  not  much  add  in  the  third  as  being  defierous  to  contra&e  what  may 
bee,  and  there  being  foficient  as  wee  concaiue  in  our  anfwer  and  the  expreffion 
in  the  Comiflioners  determinacion  to  fatisfie  onely  wee  defier  it  may  be  con- 
fidered  how  neere  the  practice  of  the  Mafachufets  is  heere  to  what  they  obiect 
againft  theire  arguments  feeme  to 'bee  thus,  it  is  not  right  to  demaund  that  of 
breatheren  which  is  not  of  Strangers,  but  that  the  Mafachufets,  by  vertue  of  the 
expreffions  in  theire  patent  of  goeing  to  the  South  Sea  claymc  an  Interefl  to  Sprinke- 
field (Warro  Noco  &c)  after  they  were  fettled  under  an  other  Gouernment,  yet 
they  clayme  not  the  licke  at  Forte  Orania  that  lyeth  without  any  Controverfy  with 
in  theire  Limites  upon  that  grounde  ;  and  wee  further  concaiue  if  the  Maffachufetts 
fetle  any  plantacion  upon  Hudfons  Riuer  by  vertue  of  theire  graunte  theire  prefent 
plea  for  free  egrefs  and  regrefs  in  and  out  of  that  Riuer  would  not  bee  founde  of  a 
prevaileing  Power. 

4.  What  was  faide  in  the  Fourth  doth  not  any  way  contradict  what  was  anfwered 
by  vs :  but  the  whole  remaynes  untouched,  and  wee  could  fay  alfoe  that  the  adicion 
of  the  monofileble  fome  will  not  helpe  in  the  Cafe  unlefs  theire  bee  another  Monofi- 
Ieble  viz.  number  10  converted  into  Eight,  but  we  are  unwilling  to  infill  upon  all 
particulers  lead  wee  fliould  provoke,  being  content  with  any  thing  that  may  be  iudg- 
ed  to  bee  of  that  Nature  in  our  lafl  wrighting  or  this  may  bee  expounged,  and 

whereas 
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whereas  it  hath  beene  afirmed,  that  though  there  were  fome  Miftakes  in  the  wosds 
yet  the  flreugth  of  the  argument  is  euident,  doe  profeffe  wee  did  not  at  all  apre- 
hend  in  our  firfl  anfwer  wheare  that  flrength  lay  :  and  now  after  this  interpretation 
made,  we  deferne  not  (perhaps  through  our  owne  darkenefs)  wheare  any  apearance 
of  prevaileing  force  of  argument  yet  lyeth  ;  all  that  comes  to  our  vewe  is  heere,, 
there  was  a  propoficion  made  by  the  Mafachufetts  in  1638  at  a  treaty  for  Combina- 
tion that  they  might  haue  the  free  Liberty  of  Conectacut  Riuer  for  any  plantations 
that  were  or  might  bee  vnder  theire  Gouernment  without  Impoficion  of  Coneclacut 
and  they  not  confentirig  to  that  propoficion  hinderd  the  Combination  Ergo  it  might 
feeme  vnequall  now  wee  are  combined  to  require  any  ;  wee  nead  not  fay  any  more 
to  anfwer  to  this  but  that  Cone&acut  was  not  in  a  Capafaty  then  to  graunte  what 
was  defiered,  Nor  are  they  now  in  the  Condicion  they  were  in  at  that  Treaty  :  the 
Intereft  and  Chardge  of  the  forte  bei  ng  now  thcires,  which  was  then  in  other 
hands,  j  • 

•  5.  The  uery  fame  which  is  heere  replyed  to  our  anfwer,  how  the  bondage  and  in 
thrauldom  of  Sprinkefield  (which  was  obie&ed)  is  preuented  by  the  Confideration 
may  bee  obiected  againft  that  Article  which  was  and  is  Mill  foe  good  and  foe  whole- 
fome  and  ufefull  for  preferueing  peace  with  Righteoufncfs  therefore  fhall  fay  noe 
more  vnto  it. 

Secondly  in  the  firfl  argument  Sprinkefields  ppfefions  and  chardges  is  aledged, 
now  the  pofelion  of  the  Maffachufets  by  all  the  townes  thence  ifewed  is  perufed  but 
neither  the  one  nor  the  other  can  as  wee  concaiue  carry  this  Cace  the  Comiffion  of 
Gouernment  mentioned  tacken  from  the  Maffachufets,  was  tacken  Salva  Jury  of  the 
enterefl  of  the  Gentlemen  whoe  had  the  Patent  of  Cone&acut,  that  Comiffion  take- 
■inge  rife  from  the  defier  of  the  People  whoe  removed  whoe  judged  it  in  Conveniencie 
to  goe  away  without  any  frame  of  Gouernment  not  from  any  Clay  me  of  the  Mafa- 
chufets  Jurifdi&ion  ouer  them  by  vertew  of  Patent. 

Thirdly  the  reply  to  our  anfwer  conferneing  MrPinchines  propoficion  to  Mr. 
Phenwicke  doth  not  fatisfy,  for  that  arofenot  from  Power  of  Jurisdiction  the  plan- 
tations upon  the  Riuer  not  being  then  vnder  the  Gouernment  of  the  Patent  nor 
vnder  the  authority  of  any  order  amongfl  themfelues  requireing  fuch  a  Contrebuci- 
on  but  as  wee  concaiue  from  that  prencipall  of  equity  in  his  owne  brefl — qui  fentit 
Commodum  fentire  Debet  onus. 

To  the  frefh  arguments  now  produced  wee  breafely  anfwer?  that  maxem  in  lawc 
heefighted  wee  concaiue  houlds  not  vniuerfally  trewnor  can  bee  aplyable  to  the  pre- 
fent  Cafe,  the  inftances.giuen  noe  way.es  fuiteing  therewith  and  wee  concaiue  all  the 
Intereft  the  Patent  doth  or  can  in  any  way  of  reafon  giue  unto  any  in  the  Riuers 
hauens  Creckes  &e  can  bee  extended  but  foe  farr  as  the  limitts  of  the  patent,  ex^ 
tends.. 

Tie. 
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The  iccond  feemes  to  yield  the  caufe  by  confeffingSprinkeficld  to  rccaiue  beuifit  by 

the  forte  which  was   denyed,  but  wee  add  alfoe  this  the  benifits  Sprinkefield  re- 

•  caiues  is  foe  farr  diftant  from  that  of  Newhaue  n  and  the  other  Townes  mencioned 

^&c.  and  this  foe  obvious  to  euery  view  as  wee  concaiue  it  needs  noe  anfwer.     The 

third  wee  Ieaue  to  the  Comiffioners  to  determine. 

Fourthly  the  Coppy  of  the  Patent  was  feene  when  the  Confideration  was  made, 
the  thing  itfelfe  is  well  knowne  to  many,  befides  wee  concaiue  it  cannot  bee  vnknowne 
to  the  Maflachufets  that  this  Patent  hath  beene  lately  owned  by  the  honorable  Co- 
mity of  Parlament  and  equall  Refpeft  and  power  giuen  to  it  by  them  within  the 
bounds  therein  mencioned  as  to  the  Maffachufetts  and  Plimoth  within  theire  feuerall 
Limits  refpe&iuely. 

Fifthly  wee  hope  and  much  defter  that  in  all  the  profeedings  of  this  Confideratioa 
truth  and  peace  may  foe  kifs  each  other  that  the  pleadeings  for  truth  may  not  pre- 
judice peace,  but  that  which  feemes  rafionall  and  according  to  God  may  bee  prefeut- 
ed  without  offence,  and  wee  hope  the  boafteing  heerin  chardged  upon  fom  of  ours 
will  either  be  held  forth  In  particulers  and  Euidences  that  the  guilty  may  com  under 
dew  fencure  or  the  Chardge  recalled  for  as  in  our  Judgment  wee  condemne.fuch 
wayes  foe  it  is  our  hope  we  fhall  not  bee  founde  to  aproue  in  practice. 

Wee  haue  breifely  and  fodenly  mourned  our  anfwers  to  what  hath  beene  prefent- 
ed  from  the  Mafachufets,  and  doe  hope  it  will  be  fatisfactory  to  thofe  whoe  imparfi- 
ally  confider  the  Cafe  in  hand,  but  if  there  fhall  appeare  any  defect  in  our  anfwer, 
"wee  defier  the  fame  Liberty  may  bee  graunted  to  vs  was  formerly  to  them,  that  no- 
thing bee  concluded  againft  vs  untill  our  Generall  Conrte  haue  had  Confideraeion  of 
the  reply  and  the  more  full  rejoynder  bee  from  them  mourned,  upon  further  argue- 
ing  the  Cacein  hand.  The  Commiffioners  for  the  Mafachufets  prefented  this  enfew- 
"ing  wrighting. 

An  Addicion  of  fome  confideracions  and  propoficions  concerneing  the  Import  and 
Contrebucion  required  of  Sprinkefield  by  the  Comiffioners  of  Coneclacut  to  thofe 
wee  haue  tendered  from  the  Comity  of  our  Generall  Courte  which  wee  defier  may 
dewly  be  confidered,  wee  defier  that  the  Comiffioners  of  Coneftacut  may  exprefsly 
declare  whether  they  defier  that  Ympoft  or  Contrebucion  to  the  purchas  of  the  forte 
at  the  Riuers  mouth  or  as  cuftom  that  foe  wee  may  fpeake  more  dirtincrly  to  it. 
Secondly  wee  haue  Caufe  to  fuppofe  there  is  no  order  of  the  Generall  Courte  of  Co- 
netacut  that  requires  any  thing  of  Sprinkefield  by  way  of  cuftom  or  import,  and 
therefore  if  required  at  all  it  mull  be  by  way  of  contrebucion  to  the  purchas  as:Mr. 
Hopkins  Letter  to  Mr.  Pinchin  feemes  to  intimate  and  a  claufe  in  the  Comiffioners 
order  the  laft  yeare  doth  the  lickewheare  it  is  fayde  that  from  the  firrt  day  that'  any 
of  the  Plantacons  vpon  the  Riuer  haue  payed,  it  hath  vpon  the  fame  grounde  beene 
demaunded  and  expefted  from  Sprinkefield  which  wee  by  purchas  as  appeares  by 
3  Mr. 
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Mr.  Hopkins  his  Letter  and  yet  the  Comiflioners  of  Cone&acut  at  lean:  in  our  vnder- 
ftanding  decline  the  fame,  yea  deny  the  demaundeing  of  any  thing  at  all  of  Sprinkefielde 
either  as  Impoft  or  Contribucion  to  the  purchas  if  therefore  theare  bee  noe  order  of 
Cort  for  Cuftom  or  Impoficion  and  not  required  in  way  of  contrebucion  to  the  pur- 
chas there  can  bee  nothing  juftly  dewe. 

Thirdly  wee  defier  to  fee  order  or  orders  of  theire  Generall  Courte  for  the  re- 
quiring of  this  Impofl  or  Contrebucion  of  Sprinkefield  if  they  haue  any  that  foe 
wee  may  haue  opertunity  to  make  our  objections  againft  the  fame. 

Fourthly  whereas  the  faide  Impoft  or  Contrebucion  is  pleaded  to  bee  don  by  the 
Comhfioner,  order  the  lafl  yeare,  our  anfwer  is  wee  concaiue  the  Comiflioners  haue 
roe  power  to  make  an  order  to  injoyne  Couflom  or  Impoft  to  bee  payed  by  any  per- 
ticuler  towne  to  its  ownc  or  any  other  Jurifdiction  of  forte  therein,  for  that  being  an 
aft  of  Gouernment  is  preferued  intire  by  the  third  and  fixth  article  of  Confederation 
to  each  Jurifdi&ion,  nor  can  they  (as  we  concaiue)  make  that  dew  in  this  kinde, 
which  was  not  dew  by  uertue  of  fom  order  before,  they  onely  iudg  and  declare 
what  is  juft  and  dew  vpon  other  grounds  then  theire  owne  order,  theire  beinge 
therefore  noe  order  of  the  courte  of  Conectacut  formerly  (hewed  can  be  now  pro- 
duced (as  wee  concaiue)  makes  Sprinkefield  vniuftly  lyable  to  pay  the  foremenconed 
Cuftom  or  Impoft  nor  any  fuch  order  in  being  as  wee  fuppofe  nor  patent  produced 
now  or  formerly  wee  defier  that  the  conclufions  of  the  Comiflioners  the  laft  yeare 
Soe  farr  as  confernes  Sprinkfield  in  this  Cafe  may  be  reuerfed  and  that  the  prefent 
Comiflioners  willbe  pleafed  equally  and  indiferently  to  atend  the  arguments  of  our 
Comity  againft  the  thing  in  generall  for  time  to  come  and  withall  to  tacke  noatice 
that  there  hath  beene  noe  proofe  (foe  farr  as  wee  knowe)  of  any  fuch  forte  keepte 
or  maintayned  foe  as  may  bee  for  the  Safety  of  the  Riuer  but  rather  the  indangering 
of  it  being  of  noe  force  againft  an  enemie  of  any  confiderable  ftrength  in  the  Comi. 
fioners  owne  iudgment  exprefled in  theire  laft  order  touching  this  particuler  andw'riy 
Sprinkefield  fliould  pay  to  the  maintainance  of  fuch  a  forte,  wee  muft  needs  profefle 
wee  want  light  to  fee. 

Vnto  which  the  Comiflioners  of  Cone&acut  returned  as  followeth 

A  fliort  anfwer  to  the  adicionall  propoficion  prefented  by  the  Comiflioners  of  the 
Mafachufets  conferneing  the  formencioned  Impoft. 

To  the  firft  wee  anfwer  as  before  that  what  wee  demaunde  from  Sprinkefield  is 
for  the  erecting  and  maintaineing  a  forte  which  hath  beene  and  is  ufefull  to  them 
as  the  other  townes  vpon  the  Riuer  and  accordeing  to  the  beft  of  our  aprehencions 
neceflary  for  theire  generall  Safety,  if  others  haue  other  and  difrent  aprehencions 
wee  leaue  them  to  the  liberty  of  theire  owne  thoughts. 

Secondly  wee  aferme  that  there  is  a  order  of  the  Generall  Courte  of  Cone&acut 

for  what  wee  demaund  and  feuerall  forfaytures  incured  by  fom   of  Sprinkefield  for 
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goods  put  aborJ  feuerall  veffells,  lying  in  and  pafing  through  Cone&acut  JurifHiftioo 
contrary  to  the  faide  Order  the  execution  wheareof  hath  onely  been  deferred  for 
loue  and  peace  Sacke  vntill  a  full  Confideracion  might  bee  had  of  the  lmpoficion 
demanded  by  the  Comiffioners  and  ifewed  according  to  Righteoumefs. 

To  the  thirde  wee  anfwer  that  this  being  the  thirde  yeare  that  the  prefent  Ques- 
tion hath  beene  on  foote,  and  the  of  the  order  from  Coneftacut  not  at 
anytime  heerctofore  required  wee  concaiue  there  wilbee  founde  noe  juft  ground  to 
alter  what  hath  bene  allready  determined  for  the  prefent  want  of  that  efpecially  con- 
fidering  the  Queftion  and  Diferance  is  nackedly  and  clearely  dated  and  wee  con- 
caive  it  will  not  bee  graunted  that  our  order  can  make  the  thing  juft  if  in  its  owne 
nature  vnrighteous. 

The  Fourth  conferneing  the  Comiffioners  to  anfwer  and  therein  wee  fhalbee  filent 
onely  wee  canot  but  cleare  ourfelues  herein,  that  wee  noe  waies  iudg  what  was 
don  by  them  in  the  order  mencioned  is  any  incrocheing  vpon  the  power  of  our  or 
any  Jurifdi&ion,  nor  can  concaiue  how  others  can  foe  looke  vpon  it.  The  Cafe 
therefore  haueing  beene  foe  fuly  argued,  and  the  Copy  of  our  patent  haueing  beene 
produced,  as  at  the  makeing  of  the  Combinacion  foe  now  againe  to  all  the  Comif- 
fioners wee  defier  a  full  end  may  now  bee  put  to  this  vncomfortable  diferance,  which 
wee  hartyly  defier  may  bee  according  to  truth  and  righteoufnefs. 

Vpon  pervfeall  of  the  wrighting  prefented  from  the  Comity  of  the  Mafachufets 
Generall  Courte  the  Comiffioners  for  the  New  Hauen  founde  themfelues  conferned 
in  one  or  two  of  the  obie£tions,  the  Importe  thereof  feemeth  to  bee  that  they  are 
partyes  with  Coneclacut  in  the  Caufc,  and  therefore  noe  competent  judges  which 
the  Comiffioners  both  for  Plymouth  and  New  Hauen  would  haue  taken  into  farther 
Confideration,  and  in  the  meane  time  would  haue  refpited  the  caufe  in  queftion  be- 
tween the  other  twoe  Colonies,  but  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Mafachufets  concured 
with  the  Comiffioners  for  the  other  Colonyes,  that  there  was  noe  force  in  the  obiee- 
tion,  wherevpon  the  other  fower  Comiffioners  did  fully  pervfe  and  according  to 
theire  beft  light  weighed  the  contents  of  the  former  wrighting  deliuered  in  by  the 
Comiffioners  for  the  Mafachufets  and  Coneftacut  and  doe  concaiue  that  the  lmpoficion 
in  queftion  is  not  for  purchas  of  lands  tenements  &c.  but  for  erecting  and  maintaine- 
ing  a  forte  at  Seabrooke  the  better  to  fecure  the  Pafage  of  the  Riuer  twoe  and  froe 
for  the  benifit  of  the  other  townes  foe  of  Sprinkfield.  2.  That  the  fort  of  Seabrooke 
as  it  was  made  or  raifed  and  in  former  times  maintained  (though  not  Sufficient  againft 
an  army  or  powerfull  enemye,  nor  could  foe  fmaule  a  Chardg  layd  vpon  the  reft  of 
the  Townes  vpon  that  Riuer  in  proporcion  of  what  is  required  of  Sprinkefield  either 
ere£t  or  maintaine  a  forte  of  fuch  Strength  yet)  was  neceflary  and  ufefull  againft  fuch 
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atempts  as  were  then  confiderable  and  tended  to  the  Safety  and  benifit  both  of  the 
other  townes  and  of  Sprinkfield. 

3.  That  it  is  iuft  for  Straingers  in  the  fame  Condicion  and  Confideration  with 
Sprinkefield  to  pay  theire  parte  of  the  fame  Impoficion  vpon  the  fame  grounds  yet 
probably  vpon  confideracion  of  the  dutch  Clayme  to  all  the  whole  trafte  of  Land  to 
Cape  Cood  and  particulerly  to  Harteford  it  might  not  bee  convenient  for  Conectacut 
to  demand  it  of  them  vntill  things  were  cleared  or  at  leaft  till  the  ComhTioners  were 
advized  with. 

4.  Though  that  maxem  in  lawe  aliquid  alteri  dater  &c.  bee  graunted  in  fom  Re- 
fpefts  admitted  as  fuiteing  the  cafe  yet  they  concaiue  if  aperfon  by  purchas  or  graunte 
haue  right  to  a  peece  of  land  lying  vncompafed  or  fo  bordering  vpon  the  lands  of  a 
townefhipp  that  his  way  muft  be  through  theire  landes  or  fall  into  theire  way  they 
and  hee  being  onely  intereffed  in  the  way  if  now  the  townelhipp  vpon  publique  Re- 
fpefts  finde  juft  caufe  to  expend  a  confiderable  Chardge  either  to  fecure  or  repaire 
the  faide  way,  that  perfon  in  a  dew  proportion  ought  to  contrebute. 

5.  The  Copy  of  the  Patent  of  Conefticut  &c.  hath  formerly  beene  reviewed  by 
the  Comiffioners  and  lately  owned  in  England  but  was  not  either  called  for  laft  yeare 
or  not  foe  infifted  on  as  to  caufe  any  demurr  in  the  Comiffioners  profedings,  but  vpon 
demand  the  copy  of  the  faid  Patent  was  now  produced  and  read  by  which  it  clearely 
apeareth,  that  both  the  place  and  JurifdidYion  is  graunted  to  the  Lords  and  Gentle- 
men and  their  affofiates  and  afignes  yet  the  Comiffioners  for  Plymouth  and  New 
Hauen  (though  for  the  prefent  they  finde  not  fufficient  caufe  to  reuerce  what  was 
done  the  laft  yeare)  Confidering  that  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufets  call  for 
and  defier  to  fee  the  order  of  the  Generall  Courte  of  Conedtacut  by  which  the  fore- 
mencioned  Impofifion  is  required  of  Sprinkefield,  fuppofeing  they  may  thence  haue 
further  mater  of  confideracion  and  argument  conferneing  the  Cafe  which  the  Co- 
miffioners for  Conectacut  (though  they  afirme  there  is  fuch  an  order)  canot  prefently 
produce  haueing  noe  coppy  of  it  heer  not  expecting  it  would  bee  called  for  nowe 
fence  it  was  not  demaunded  in  either  of  the  twoe  former  meetings  at  Bofton  or 
New  Hauen  and  further  confidering  that  the  Comiffioners  for  Conedtacut  haue  for- 
merly and  doe  ft  ill  lay  Clayme  to  Sprinkefield  as  falling  within  theire  patent,  and  not 
within  the  Limits  of  the  Maffachufets  they  thought  it  not  fitt  to  add  to  what  was 
done  the  laft  yeare  or  to  make  further  conclufion  vpon  what  was  nowe  on  either 
parte  prefented  or  anfwered,  but  to  fettle  (if  it  may  be)  a  right  vnderftanding  betwixt 
the  other  twoe  Colonyes  and  toremoue  amy  occafion  of  offence  or  griefe  they  defire  that 
a  coppy  of  the  order  from  the  Generall  Courte  of  Conedtacut  bee  brought  and  pre- 
fented to  the  Comiffioners  for  further  confideracion  if  there  bee  caufe  the  next  yeare, 
aad  that  in  the  meane  time  the  twoe  Colonyes  of  the  Mafachufets  and  Conedtacut 
would  agree  vpon  fom  equall  and  fatisfying  way  of  rooneing  the   Mafachufets  line 
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that  it  may  without  further  difpute  apeare  into  which  of  the  Turi<diftions  Sprinkcficld 
falls,  which  being  don  they  fupofe  that  either  the  queftion  betwixt  the  twoe  Colonyes 
will  ceafe  or  there  may  be  a  dew  confideracion  of  what  (hall  further  bee  tendered, 
from  the  order  of  Cone&acut  and  in  the  meane  time  what  was  don  the  Iaft  yeare  to 
{land  as  then  coucluded. 

Vpon  the  mocion  of  Mr.  Dunfter  Prefident  of  the  Coledg  at 
Confideration  was  had  vpon  payments  made  and  refcaiued  in  Peage  whether  white 
or  black,  the  Comiffioners  were  informed  that  the  Indians  abufed  the  Englifh  with 
•much  f&lfe  badd  and  vnfinifhed  Peage  and  the  Englilh  Trayders  after  it  comes  to 
theire  hands  chofe  out  what  fitts  theire  market  and  occafions  and  leaue  theire  Refuge 
to  pafs  twoe  and  froe  in  the  Colonyes  which  the  Indians  which  belt  underftand  the 
Quality  and  defeft  of  Peage  will  not  willingly  take  back  wheareupon  (though  they 
fee  not  at  prefent  how  to  propound  a  full  Reformacion  in  all  particulers  without 
much  difficulty  and  inconveniency  yett)  they  comend  it  to  the  feuerall  General! 
Courts  and  plantacions  within  the  vnited  Colonies  that  noe  peage  neither  whitte  nor 
blacke  bee  payed  or  Refeaiued  but  what  is  fining,  and  in  fom  meafure  flrung  futably 
not  fmaule  and  great  vncomly  and  diforderly  mingled  as  formerly  it  hath  been  and  they 
further  offer  it  to  the  confideracion  of  the  faide  Generall  Courts  whether  they  thinke 
not  fitt  to  provide  that  if  hereafter  any  of  the  Indians  in  payment  bee  founde  to  offer 
peage  vnto  the  Englilh  made  of  Stone  or  other  vnalowed  mater  or  tender  dyed  peage 
for  black  that  it  be  forthwith  broken  or  fom  other  courfe  taken  to  convince  them  of 
the  defcaipt  and  to  fuprefs  it  as  the  faide  Courts  fliall  thinke  meete. 

And  for  the  more  fpeedy  and  free  pafage  of  Juftice  in  each  Jurifdi&ion  to  all  the 
Confederates  the  Comiffioners  doe  propounde  and  recomend  to  the  fower  Generall 
Courtes  for  the  Vnited  Colonyes  that  if  the  laft  will  and  teflament  of  any  man  bee 
dewly  prouedand  dewly  fertified  from  any  one  of  the  Colonyes  it  bee  without  delay 
accepted  and  allowed  in  the  reft  of  the  Colonyes  except  fom  iuft  Exception  bee 
made  againft  fuch  will  or  the  proueing  of  it  which  Exception  to  bee  forthwith  dewly 
fertified  back  againe  to  the  Colony  wheare  the  faide  will  was  proved  that  fome  juft 
Courfe  may  bee  taken  to  gather  in  and  difpofe  of  the  Eftate  without  delay  or  damage ; 
.they  concaiue  alfo  and  defier  it  may  bee  confidered  by  the  Generall  Courts  for  the 
vnited  Colonyes  that  if  any  knowne  planter  or  fettled  Inhabitante  dy  inteftate  that 
adminiftracon  bee  graunted  by  the  Colony  to  which  the  defeafed  belonged  though 
lie  dyed  in  another  Colony  and  the  adminftracon  being  dewly  fertefied  to  bee  of  force 
for  gathering  in  the  Eftate  in  the  reft  of  the  Colonyes,  as  in  the  cafe  of  wills  proued 
where  noe  juft  Exception  is  returned,  but  if  any  perfon  pofeft  of  an  Eftate  whoe  is 
neither  planter  nor  fetled  inhabitante  in  any  of  the  Colonyes  dy  inteftate  the  admini- 
f? ration  (if  juft  caufe  bee  found  to  giue  adminiftration)  bee  graunted  by  the  Colony 
whv.ire  the  perfon  fliall  dy  and  departe  this  life  at  lead  that  a  care  be  taken  by  the 
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Government  to  gather  in  and  fecure  the  Eftate  untill  it  bee  demaunded  and  may  bee 
deliuered  according  to  Rules  of  Juftice. 

The  Comiffioners  being  informed  and  dewly  confidering  Mr.  Elliots's  godly  zeal 
and  great  Care  and  continewed  paynes  in  teaching  the  Indians  what  may  conferne 
theire  fpirituall  and  everlafting  good  and  hoping  that  the  God  of  Spirits  and  of  all 
grace  hath  and  will  open  and  prepare  fome  of  theire  hearts  to  embrace  the  truth  in 
loue  and  Sincerity  vpon  his  mocion  (notwithstanding  all  former  Aduice  the  ftrict  ob- 
feruance  whereof  they  Mill  recomend  to  the  Colonyes)  they  confcnt  that  twoe  guns 
with  all  fuitable"  prouifions  not  exceeding  two  pounds  of  powther  and  fixe  poundes 
of  Ihot  for  each  gun  per  anum  (each  gune  being  firfl  by  his  direction  foe  marked  that 
he  may  knowe  it  from  all  others)  be  by  him  difpofed  either  by  guifte  or  leaue  to 
fuch  Indians  as  hee  fhall  chofe  by  them  to  bee  vfed  as  hee  (hall  apwoynte  but  not  to 
bee  alianated  for  any  price  or  confideracion  whatfoeuer,  this  graunte  to  be  onely  for 
tryall  and  to  be  recalled  when  any  enconveniencie  ihall  apeare.  f 

The  Comiffioners  takeing  into  theire  Confideracion  that  by  the  enterveneing  of 
extreordinary  occafions  theire  meeteings  haue  beene  fomwhat  deuerted  from  theire 
cource  at  firfl  fetled  and  concluded  by  the  articles  doe  conceaiue  it  fitt  for  the  reduce- 
ing  of  the  faide  meeteings  into  order  againe  that  the  next  meeteing  bee  at  Bofton  J 
the  fecond  at  Harteford,  the  third  at  New  Hauen,  the  Fourth  at  Plymouth  then 
Bofton  and  the  other  Colonyes  fucceffiuely,  as  in  the  Articles. 

The  foregoing  Conclufions  were  agreed  and  fubferibed  by  the  Comiffioners  the 
19th.  of  the  feuenth  month  1648.

AT  a  meeting  extraordinary  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  holden 
at  Bofton  the  23d  of  the  fift  month  called  July  1 649. 
The  Articles  of  Confederation  being  read 

An  Order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts  dated  the  2cond.  of  the 
third  month  1649  was  prefented  and  read  whereby  it  apeered  that  Tho.  Dudley  Efq. 

and 


t  Margin,  "  John  Brown  approves  not  o  this  Allowance  but  thinks  it  inconvenient." 
%  Do.  *'  not  allowed." 
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and  Mr.  Symon  Bradftreete  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Colonie  for  a  full  and 
conapleate  yeare  and  were  inverted  with  full  power  and  authority  according  to  the  te- 
nor of  the  faid  Articles  concluded  at  Bofton  19th.  of  the  3d.  month  1643. 

A  like  Order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  New  Plymouth  dated  the  6th.  of  the  4th. 
month  1649  was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeered  that  William  Bradford 
Efqr.  and  Mr.  John  Browne  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Colonie  for  a  full 
yeare  and  inverted  with  full  power  and  authority  according  to  the  aforefaid 
Articles. 

Alike  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  Connetticot,  dated  17th.  May  1649 
was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeared  that  Edward  Hopkins  Efqr.  and  Mr. 
Tho.  Wells  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Colonie  and  inverted  with  full  power 
and  Authority  for  one  whole  and  compleat  yeare  according  to  the  aforefaid  Articles 
of  Confederation. 

A  like  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  New  Hauen  dated  30th.  of  May  1649  was 
prefented  and  read  whereby  it  appeared  that  Theophilus  Eaton  Efqr.  and  Mr.  John 
Artwood  were  chofen  Commiffioners  for  that  Colonie  for  a  full  and  compleat  yeare 
and  were  inverted  with  full  power  and  authority  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  Arti- 
cles of  Confederation  aforefaid. 

Thomas  Dudley  Elqr.  was  chofen  Prefident  for  this  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners. 
Whereas  it  is  found  by  Experience  that  the  occafions  of  the  Colonies  doe  fome- 
times  require  the  meeting  and  confultations  of  theire  Comiffioners  before  the  ordina- 
ry time  appointed  by  the  Articles  of  Confederation  in  the  7th.  month  and  fo  that 
meeting  may  conveniently  bee  fpared  which  thing  was  taken  into  Confideration  by 
the  Comiffioners  at  theire  meeting  at  Bofton  26th  of  July  47  and  an  order  therevppon 
made  to  propound  it  to  the  feverall  Generall  Courts  that  it  maybe  left  to  the  libberty 
of  the  Comiffioners  (for  the  time  being)  to  order  the  time  of  theire  meetings  as  the 
occafion  of  the  Colonies  may  Require  and  fo  to  forbeare  the  ordenary  meetings  in 
September  as  they  fhall  fee  caufe,  provided  there  bee  one  meeting  euery  yeare. 

To  which  propofitions  all  the  Generall  Courts  (except  the  Maffachufetts)  haue 
returned  their  aflent  :  it  is  therefore  defired  that  the  faid  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts 
would  declare  theire  mind  heerin  by  theire  Comiffioners  at  theire  next  meeting.  And 
it  is  propounded  as  an  addition  to  the  former  propofition  that  if  there  be  no  occafional 
meeting  in  the  fummer  before  September,  that  then  the  yearly  meeting  to  bee  held  as 
in  the  Articles  of  Confederation. 

The  Comiffioners  of  the  Maffachufets  acquainted  the  reft  of  the  Comiffioners  with 
a  late  order  of  theire  Generall  Court  for  the  procuring  a  further  fupply  cf  powder 
and  bullets  and  match  ouer  and  aboue  thatwhich  theyalreadyhaue  or  by  order  cu  jht 
to  haue  defiririg  the  fame  may  bee  comended  to  the  feverall  generall  Courts  and 
that  a  due  proportion  bee  obferved  and  like  provifions  made  of  the  forementioned 
particulars  it  being  of  fo  General  a  Concernment  to  all  the  Colonies-. 

The 
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The  fum  of  the  faid  order  is  to  this  purpofe  firft  that  two  hundred  pounds  worth 
of  powder  fhalbee  forthwith  bought  and  to  bee  and  Remayneas  an  addition  to  theire 
publicke  ftocke  2cond'y.  that  a  barrell  of  powder  1 50  pound  of  mulkett  bullets  and  a 
quarter  of  a  hundred  of  Match  bee  provided  for  every  fifty  Souldiers  and  this  to  bee 
done  by  the  feverall  townes  before  the  24th  of  June  next  vnder  the  penalty  of  five 
pound  for  every  default  which  faid  powder  bullets  and  match  are  to  bee  as  theire 
Townes  ftocke. 

The  reft  of  the  Comiffioners  approueing  what  the  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts 
have  doneheerin  did  Redily  alien  t  to  contend  the  premifles  to  theire  feverall  generall 
Courts  promifing  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comillioners  to  acquaint  them  with  the 
iflue  and  effect  thereof. 

From  Newhauen  Generall  Court  it  was  propounded  to  the  Comiffioners  what 
Courfe  might  be  taken  for  the  fpeedy  planting  of  Delaware  Bay  The  title  fom  Mar- 
chants  at  New  Hauen  haue  by  purchafe  from  the  Indians  to  confiderable  tractes  of 
land  on  both  Sides  of  the  River  was  opened,  and  the  Comiffioners  did  Read  and  con- 
sider what  had  pafed  at  a  former  meeting  of  theires  in  Anno  1643. 

A  writing  delivered  into  New  Haven  Court  by  Mr.  Leech  concerning  the  Health- 
fulnes  of  the  Place  the  Goodnefs  of  the  Land  Conveniency  of  the  leffer  Riuers  with 
the  Advantage  of  a  well  ordered  trade  there  was  alfo  perufed,  The  Comiffioners 
with  the  premifles  confidering  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  Colonies,  the  Engliffi  in  moft 
plantations  alredy  wanting  hands  to  carry  on  theire  neceflary  ocations  thought  fitt  not 
to  fend  forth  men  to  pofleffe  and  plant  Delaware  nor  by  any  publick  afte  or  Confent 
to  incurrage  or  alow  the  planting  therof ;  And  if  any  lhall  voluntarily  goe  from  any 
of  the  Colonies  to  Delaware  and  (hall  without  leaue  and  concent  from  the  Marchants 
att  Newhaven  fitt  down  vppon  any  Part  or  Parts  of  theire  land  there  or  in  any  other 
Refpects  fhalbee  iniurius  to  them  in  their  title  and  Entered  there,  the  Colonies  will 
neither  protect  nor  owne  them  therin  ;  The  Newhauen  Marchants  being  notwith- 
standing lefte  to  theire  juft  libbertie  to  difpofe  improve  or  plant  the  land  they  haue 
purchafed  in  thofe  parts  or  any  part  therof  as  they  fhall  fee  caufe. 

The  Comiffioners  for  Newhauen  Informed  the  reft  of  the  Comiffioners  that  in  or 
about  oftober  Lift  John  Whitmore  one  of  the  Deputies  of  Stanford  a  peaceable  in- 
offenfive  man  not  apt  to  quarrell  or  provoke  any  of  the  Indians  goeing  forth  to  feeke 
his  Cattell  Returned  not  according  to  Expectation  nor  could  bee  found  by  the  Eng- 
lifh  that  fought  for  him  ;  but  quickly  after  the  fonne  of  a  Sagamore  who  Hues  neere 
Stanford  came  into  the  Towne  and  tould  the  Engliffi  that  John  Whitmore  was  mur- 
thered  by  one  Toquattoes  an  Indian  and  to  prone  it  tould  them  that  Toquattoes  had 
fom  of  his  Clothes  and  particulerly  his  Shirt  made  of  Cotton  linnen  heervppon  the 
Engliffi  and  fom  Indians  went  into  the  woods  to  look  the  murthered  body  for  buriall 
but  though  thay  bellowed  much  time  and  labore  could  not  find  it ;  diucrs  of  the 
1  Engliffi. 
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Englifh  at  Stanford  fufpected  the  Sagamores  fonneto  bee  either  the  auther  or  the  ac- 
ceflory  to  this  murther  but  had  not  then  fatisfying  grounds  to  feize  and  chardg  him  ; 
about  two  or  three  months  after  Vncas  coming  to  Stanford  calling  the  Indians  thither 
and  Inquiring  after  the  numbered  body  the  foremenfioned  Sagamores  fonne  and  one 
Rehoron  another  fufpected  Indian  leddfom  of  the  Englifh  and  fom  of  Vncas  his  men 
dereftly  to  the  place  wher  the  murthered  body  or  the  Relicts  of  it  lay  The  Carkafe 
was  brought  to  Stanford  the  Sagamores  foune  and  Rehoron  fell  on  trembling  and 
thereby  confermed  the  Sufpition  of  the  Englifh  and  wrought  fufpition  in  fom  cf  the 
Mohegui  Indians  fo  that  thay  faid  thofe  two  Indians  were  nought  meaning  thay  were 
guilty  but  thay  both  tooke  an  opertunity  and  fled  away  as  for  theire  lives  notwithftand- 
ing  which  the  Indians  in  thofe  parts  whether  for  feare  or  favour  to  the  Sagamore  in 
Reference  to  his  fonne  or  vpon  fom  other  Refpedls  charge  Toquattoes  alone  with  the 
murther  excufing  the  Sagamores  fonne  ;  but  to  this  day  neither  Toquattoes  can  bee 
apprehended  nor  is  the  Sagamore's  fonne  brought  to  a  due  examination. 

John  Whitmores  Widow  both  by  mefiengers  and  letters  preffes  for  Juftice  and 
other  Indians  grow  more  infolent  and  fenfure  the  Englifh  for  want  of  due  profecution 
in  fuch  a  cafe,  it  being  either  conceved  by  the  Englifh  or  by  fom  Indians  intimated 
that  if  the  Sagamores  fonne  fhould  bee  feized  and  kept  in  durance  the  Indians  will 
forthwith  feize  fom  Englifh  and  keepe  them  till  he  bee  freed  ;  The  ComifTioners  for 
the  Vnited  Colonies  confidering  the  premifes  thought  itjuftand  necefuiry  that  the 
murtherer  or  murtherers  in  this  and  other  cafes  concerning  the  confederated  Englifh  bee 
duly  purfued  and  profecuted  and  particularly  advifed  that  either  Thomas  Stanton  or  fome 
other  ablelnterpteters  bee  fent  to  the  Indians  neighboring  vpon  Stanford  Requiring 
them  according  to  Juftice  and  theire  Couenants  and  Ingagements  to  the  Englifh  to  make 
knowne  and  deliver  up  the  murthcr«rs  to  examination  and  tryall  which  if  theyrefufe  to 
doc  or  doe  not  duely  attend  and  that  Toquattoes  accufed  by  them  cannot  be  found  out 
and  apprehended  that  then  the  Sagamore  bee  required  to  bring  and  deliver  up  his 
fonne  to  examination  if  that  be  denied  or  delayed  that  then  himfelfe  or  his  fonn  be 
feized  and  kept  in  durance  till  the  murtherers  be  brought  forth  and  Juftice  haue  its 
due  courfe  according  to  Evidence. 

The  ComifTioners  being  minded  that  Afhquafh  a  murtherer  of  an  Englifhman  fom 
yeares  fince  in  or  neare  the  bounds  of  Fairefeild  lives  yet  (according  to  a  general  Re- 
port) among  the  Indians  neare  to  fom  of  the  Englifh  Plantations  in  thofe  parts, 
and  that  the  non  purfuite  of  fo  notorious  a  malefacter  is  like  to  prove  preiudiciall 
to  the  Englifh  by  giveing  Incurragment  to  the  Indians  in  other  malicius  and  mur- 
therus  attempt?.  It  is  therfore  thought  fitt  that  the  two  weftern  Colonies  ufe  the  beft 
meanes  thay  can  to  take  him  and  then  proceed  with  him  according  to  righteoufnes. 
An  Information  being  alfo  giuen  of  fom  Indians  at  long  Ifland  that  (by  the  accufation 
a  of 
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of  a  natiuc  that  fullered  lately  at  Hartford  for  a  murther)  arc  guilty  of  the  death  of 
fom  Englifli  who  fuffered  boatwracke  fome  years  paft  in  a  veflell  belonging  to  one 
Cope  at  or  neare  long  Ifland.  It  was  defird  and  thought  expedient  that  all  oppertu- 
nities  prefenting  bee  improved  for  making  inquiry  and  fearching  after  the  truth  and 
(if  evidence  appeare)  the  murtherers  be  profecuted  to  Juftice. 

The  Comiffioners  taking  into  ccnfideration  the  great  danger  that  is  like  to  befall 
the  Colonies  by  the  mifchievous  Trad  that  is  yet  Carried  on  by  felling  amunition  to 
the  Indians.  Wherin  as  fom  EngMi  are  conceved  to  bee  deeply  guilty  who  are  de- 
.fervedly  liable  to  feveere  fenfure  if  at  any  time  they  may  be  difcovered,  fo  vppon 
more  than  probable  ground  it  is  apprehended  that  many  of  the  Dutch  haue  been 
long  acquainted  with  the  Secretts  of  that  Trade  ;  and  in  particulare  they  were  in- 
formed that  Govert  Lockman  (of  whofe  ircgular  proceedings  in  that  kind  the  Dutch 
Governor  formerly  informed  the  Englifh)  was  reprefented  to  the  Governor  of  Conec- 
ticot  as  deeply  enterefted  therein  and  had  vppon  his  being  called  into  queftion  for  the 
fame  at  Hartford  entered  into  a  bond  of  two  hundred  Pounds  with  fureties  for  his  ap- 
pearance at  the  Court  to  anfware,  but  failed  therin.  The  feueral  EuideQces  a!fo 
both  of  Engliih  and  Indians  from  long  Ifland  of  his  guilt  were  read  and  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  Comiffioners  defired  therin.  Which  beeing  duely  weighed  both  in  the 
great  Iniurie  to  all  the  Colonies  by  the  dangerus  and  vnlawfull  Trad  and  the  many 
Teflimonies  againil  him  the  Comiffioners  conceve  that  if  the  Court  of  Conefticot  have 
evidence  that  hee  was  not  hindered  by  the  Hand  of  God  for  atending  the  faid  Court  ac- 
cording to  his  bond  but  that  it  cam  to  pafs  through  want  of  due  care  or  providence 
of  his  owne  that  then  faid  Court  may  lawfully  take  all  or  fo  much  of  his  bond  as 
they  fhall  judge  meete :  efpetially  confidering  hee  the  faid  Govert  when  he  came  to 
Conecticot  refufed  to  attend  a  Court  the  Governor  would  haue  called  on  purpofe  for 
his  trial  vnles  hee  might  haue  it  at  his  owne  time. 

A  Declaration  being  prefented  to  the  Comiffioners  by  Mr.  Hopkins  vnder  the 
Hands  of  Mr.  John  Gofmar  and  Tho.  Holney  of  Southampton!  touching  the  danger 
thay  were  in  and  difficulties  expofed  vnto  vppon  the  late  murther  in  that  towne  wherby 
thay  were  nefefitated  to  arme  themfelves  and  Hand  vppon  their  defence  for  many 
dayes.  The  Indians  being  gathered  together  in  an  hoftile  pofture  and  there- 
fore defired  the  charge  therof  might  bee  borne  by  the  "whole  combynation  which 
being  confidered  and  former  proceedings  in  Anno  1 644  at  Fairfeild  and  Stanford  Re- 
viewed it  was  conceved  and  concluded  that  as  no  fuch  charge  was  then  allowed  fo 
it  doth  not  fall  within  the  articles  to  bee  attended. 

The  Comiffioners  were  minded  of  the  continued  complaint  of  Vncus  againfl;  the 

Narrag.mfett  and  Nyanticke  Indians  that  notwithstanding  all  former  Ingagemerits  they 

are  Mill  vndermining  his  peace  and  feeking  his  Rume  and  in  particular  that  their  late 

•endeav.  >r  to  bring  in  the  Mowhaukes  vppon  him  and  when  that  failed  by  witchcraft

to  take  away  his  life;  A  Narroganfet  Indian  in  an  Englilh  Ueffelin  Mohegen  Riuer 
ran  a  fword  into  his  breft  wherby  hee  Receeved  to  all  apeerance  a  mortal  wound 
which  murtherus  a&e  the  affalent  then  confeffed  hee  was  for  a  confiderable  fum  of 
wampam  by  the  Narraganfett  and  Nianticke  Sachems  hired  to  attempt. 

The  Comiffioners  then  vriderftood  that  Nenagrett  of  his  owne  accord  was  com  to 
Bofton  to  cleare  himfelfe,  hee  was  called  to  attend  and  in  the  prefence  of  Mr.  John 
Winthrop  by  Tho.  Stanton  as  Interpreter  vpon  oath   he  was  minded  of  Breach 
of  former  Covenants  made   at  Bofton  in   anno  1645   fubfcribed  by  the  Narraganfet 
Sachems  and  his  deputie  and  confermed  by  himfelfe  in  anno  1647  that  hee  with  the 
reft  of  his  Confederates  haue  fayled  in  all  the  branches  thereof;  the  hoftages  were  not 
duly  fent,  the  wampam  agreed  upon  was  not  payed,  nor  part  of  the  tribute  due  for 
pequats  fatisfyed,  Indian   fugitives  belonging  to  the  Englilh  were  not  returned  nor 
Captives  and  canowes  taken  from  Vncas  reftored  but  above  all  hee  was  put  in  mind 
of  the  defturbance  made  by  him  and  his  Confederates  in  the  publicke  peace  by  hyer- 
ing  the  Mowhawkes  to  com  vppon  Vncas  the  laft  yeare  and  the  aforemenfioned  at- 
tempt to  take  away  his  life  by  Cuttaquin  a  Narrahigganfett  Indian.  Ninagrett  vttcrly 
denied  the  laft  afferming  that  Cuttaquin  who  accufed  himfelfe  and  the  other  Sachems 
was  drawen  therevnto  by  torture  from  the  Moheges  and  Indeavoured  to  clear  him- 
felfe of  the  former  but  he  was  tould  that  the  affalant  before  he  cam  into  the  hands 
of  the  Moheges  prefently  after  the  fact  was  comited  layed  the  chardg  vpon  him  with 
the  reft  which  hee  confermed  the  day  folowing  to,  Captaine  Mafon   in  the  prefence 
of  the  Englilh  that  were  in  the  barque  with  him  and  often  reiterated  it  at  Hartford 
though  fence  hee  hath  denied  it :  that  he  was  prefented  to  Vncas  vnder  the  notion  of 
one  appertaining  to  Vffamequin  wherby  he  was  acknowledged  as  his  friend  and  no 
provocation  giuen  him  ;  vnto  all  the  reft  was  added  that  Cuttaquin  affermed  hee  was 
neffefitated  to  attempt  that  murtherus  a&e  by  the  defperatenefs  of  his  owne  condition 
through   his  great  Ingagment  to  the  faid  Sachems  haveing  receved   a  confiderable 
quantity  of  wampam  which  hee  had  fpent  who  otherwife  would  haue  taken  away 
his  life  :  by  all  which  the  guilt  charged  upon  them  apeered  very  probable  to  all  the 
Comiffioners  ;  theire  Indeavours   to  difturbe  the  peace   by  their  Confederafy  with 
the  Mowhawkes  was  fo  euedent  by  Mr.  John  Winthrope  and  Mr.  Williams  Relation 
the  laft  yeare  together  with  the  Confeflion  of  the  Mowhawks  themfelves  to  Tho. 
Stanton  who  now  again  confermed  the  fame  in  the  prefence  of  the  Comiffioners. 

Ninegrett  and  a  weftern  Indian  brought  by  Ninegrett  to  wittnes  for  him  and  ten- 
dered if  convenient  time  might  be  allowed  him  to  bring  the  Pocomtuke  Sachems 
face  to  face  to  euedencc  the  fame  that  in  the  Judgment  of  all  prefent  it  was  beyond 
all  Rationall  Denial!. 

The  accoumpt  of  wampam  Receved  vppon  agreement  being  alfo  taken  into  confi- 
deration,  Ninegrett  affermed  that  ther  was  litle  more  then  2  hundred  fathom  vnpay- 
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ed.  But  the  Auditors  accoumpt  of  the  Maffachufetts  being  called  for  and  examen- 
ed  it  apeered  that  no  more  then  1 529'  fathom  hath  been  brought  to  the  accoumpt  of 
the  Colonies  nor  could  Ninegrett  by  any  Euedence  make  any  more  to  apeer  ;  only 
he  alledged  that  about  600  fathom  was  payed  by  meafure  which  he  accoumpted 
by  tale  wherin  ther  was  a  confiderable  difference.  The  Comiffioners  not  willing  to 
adhear  to  any  flrift  teams  in  that  particuler  (and  though  by  agreement  it  was  to  be 
payed  by  meafure  and  not  by  tale)  weere  willing  to  allow  62  fathom  and  halfe  in 
that  refpeft  fo  that  there  remaynes  due  408  fathom.  But  Ninegrett  perfifling  in  his 
former  affermation  and  not  endeavoured  to  giue  any  reafonable  fatisfaction  to  the  Co- 
miffioners in  the  premifes,  a  fmale  inconfiderable  parcel  of  beaver  being  all  that  was 
tendered  to  them  though  thay  vnderftood  he  was  better  provided.  The  Comiffioners 
expreffed  themfelves  as  altogether  vnfatisfied  in  the  whole  frame  of  his  proceedings, 
and  haveing  tendered  vnto  him  as  formerly  was  appointed  at  the  meeting  att  New 
Haven  (which  was  neglected  by  him)  an  impartial!  hearing  and  determination  of  all 
his  complaints  againfl  Vncas  att  their  next  feffion  if  thay  found  in  him  a  Compliance 
with  theire  prefent  reafonable  expectations,  and  not  receauing  a  Returne  from  him 
anfwerable  to  theire  defires  thay  left  him  to  his  owne  wayes  and  profeffed  thay  mud 
provide  for  the  peace  of  the  Countrey  and  prefervation  of  Vncas  according  to  theire 
Covenants  by  fuch  meanes  as  in  theire  owne  Iudgments  may  befl  conduce  therunto, 
and  therfore  do  refer  it  to  the  ferious  Confideration  of  all  the  Colonies  to  bee  in 
fuch  conflant  Redines  either  for  defence  or  offence  as  the  flate  of  occafions  may  call 
for  and  require  which  is  like  to  bee  turbulent  and  difficult  which  thay  the  rather 
prefent  to  Confideration  from  an  Information  thay  received  fence  theire  fiting  of  a 
marriage  fhortly  intended  betwixt  Ninegretts  Daughter  and  a  brother  or  brothers 
Tonne  of  SafTaquas  the  malignant  furius  Pequot  whereby  probably  theire  aimes  are 
to  gather  together  and  reunite  the  fcattered  conquered  Pequates  into  one  Body  and 
fet  them  vp  againe  as  a  diflinft  nation  which  hath  always  been  witnefTed  againfl  by 
the  Englifh  and  may  haffard  the  peace  of  the  Colonies. 

Mr.  John  Winthrope  being  prefent  withfom  of  the  Indians  that  lately  refided  near 
Nameok.  The  bufinefs  was  taken  into  confideration  both  in  Reference  to  the 
Englifh  aud  Indians  And  the  Comiffioners  leaving  the  things  proper  to  Coneftacot 
to  bee  defidedbiy  that  Government  according  tojuftice  could  not  but  diflike  and  pro- 
tefl  againfl  the  Pequots  refolutc  withdrawing  from  theire  fubie&ion  to  Vncas  and  if 
thay  perfifled  therin  profeffed  theire  continued  Refolution  of  haueing  them  compofed 
by  force  But  thefe  prefent  profeffing  a  redy  willingnefs  to  herken  to  the  Comiffioners 
advice  it  was  concluded  that  fom  fitt  place  by  the  concent  of  Cone&acot  no  wayes 
preiuditiall  to  the  towne  allredy  begune  at  Nameoke  may  bee  found  out  wher  thay  may 
haue  libertie  for  the  prefent  to  fettle  and  plant  thay  owning  Vncas  as  theire  Sachem 
and  in  all  thinges  earring  themfelves  as  his  other  Subie&s,  and  the  Comiffioners  re- 
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quired  Foxon  who  wayted  at  this  meeting  on  the  Behalfe  of  Vncas  that  it  is  the  mind 
of  the  Englifh  that  hee  carry  hirafelf  towards  them  in  a  loving  way  and  doe  not  Ti- 
ranife  over  them:  he  was  alfoe  informed  that  Cuttaquin  who  wounded  Vncas  fhallbec 
delinered  vpp  to  him  to  proceed  with  him  according  to  Juflice  and  vppon  the  Pe- 
quots  due  Subhs&ion  the  things  taken  from  them  laft  winter  are  to  bee  Reftored. 

Mr.  William  Wefterhowfe  marchant  and  now  a  Planter  at  Newhauen  as  formerly 
at  Plymouth  did  now  againe  deliuer  in  a  petition  to  the  Comiffioners  informing  .and 
complaining  againft  the  dutch  Gouernor  of  the  Monhatowes  that  contrary  to  the 
tenor  and  import  of  his  owne  Comiffion  fent  to  the  faid  Wefterhowfe  at  New  Hauen 
and  vpon  pretence  that  Newhauen  is  within  the  Patent  and  Jurifdi&ion  of  the  Dutch 
hee  did  iniuriufly  feize  within  Newhauen  Harbore  a  fhipe  and  goods  belonging  to 
him  the  faid  William  Wefterhowfe  to  the  vallew  of  2000I.  as  it  coft  in  Holland  and 
though  for  Satisfaction  hee  hath  made  feuerall  addreffes  vnto  the  faid  Dutch  Gover- 
nor yet  hetherto  hee  can  obtaine  nothing  from  him  ;  hee  therefore  defired  healpe 
and  Releife  from  the  Vnited  Englifh  Colonies  and  as  at  Newhauen  hee  had  former- 
ly moued  that  fome  dutch  Veflels  then  within  the  Harbore  might  bee  attached  or 
arefted  to  bring  his  Caufe  to  a  further  and  due  triall  the  which  the  Governor  of 
Newhauen  thought  not  fitt  to  graunt  till  hee  had  firft  aduifcd  with  the  reft  of  the 
Comiffioners  fo  now  hee  propounded  and  defired  that  hee  might  haue  ComhTion  from 
the  Vnited  Colonies  to  recover  his  lofe  and  damnage  as  hee  fhould  find  opertunity 
by  way  of  Repriffall. 

All  which  being  duely  weighed  and  confidered  the  Comiffioners  as  formerly  fo 
ftill  found  juft  Caufe  to  witnes  againft  the  vnjuft  feizure  to  the  great  lofe  and  damnag 
of  Mr.  Wefterhowfe  and  iniurius  to  the  Englifh  Colonies  the  fhipe  beinge  taken  out 
of  New  Haven  harbor  vpon  pretence  of  the  Dutch  Title  and  entereft  to  and  in  all 
the  lands,  harbors  Riuers  &c.  from  Cape  Henlopen  to  Cape  Cod  or  point  Judeth  ; 
yet  they  thought  it  not  conuenient  to  graunt  Mr.  Wefterhoufe  (a  ftraunger,  and  no 
planter  in  Newhauen  when  the  fhipe  was  feifed)  a  Comiffion  of  Mart  or  Repriffall, 
and  though  they  haue  not  denied  Juftice  to  Strangers  by  way  of  atachment  or  arreft 
to  bring  the  caufe  to  hearing  and  iuft  Tryall,  yet  thay  thought  fitt  firft  to  fignify  the 
Offence  to  the  Dutch  Governor  and  accordingly  to  bring  feuerall  other  queftions 
and  differences  depending  ;  They  wrote  to  him  as  followeth. 

,       HONERED  SIR 

FROM  Plymouth  September  1648  wee  wrot  vnto  you  largly  and  in  Sundry  par- 
ticulers  what  might  trouble  or  fettle  a  comfortable  and  fafe  peace  betwixt  ys ;  youer 
anfwere  wee  Receued  long  fence  from  Newhauen  but  found  it  in  fundry  Refpetts 
deffettive  and  vnfatisfying,  you  are  alltogether  fylent  concerning  the  dangerous  Trad 

of 
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of  Guns  Powther  Shott  &c.  driuen  with  the  Indians  at  Aurania  Fort  which  is  alfo  by 
fomof  youers  to  our  great  Prejudice  carried  on  and  continewed  within  the  Englifli 
Jurifdi&ions  ;  Gouert  Lockerman  hath  giuen  much  offence  therein  prefuming  pofa- 
bly  that  no  Indian  Teftimony  how  full  foeuer  will  pafe  and  bee  taken  againft  him  ; 
how  farre  our  marchants  are  freed  from  Cufhoms  Recognitions  &c  inward  and  out- 
ward and  whether  thofe  burdens  bee  vtterly  abolifhed  or  onely  fufpended  for  the 
prefent  you  informe  not  ;  what  Reftraints  are  continewed  vppon  Trad  and  in  what 
Gafes  our  marchants  lyable  to  Confifcation  of  goods  you  are  not  pleafed  to  anfware  ; 
though  it  bee  juft  and  neceffary  our  marchants  fhould  know  both  theire  duty  and 
danger  ;  and  the  Governor  of  Newhauen  did  lately  defire  it  from  you  ;  We  ac- 
quainted you  with  Mr.  William  Wefterhoufe  his  grevance  and  Complaint  with  his 
offer  to  cleare  himfelf  from  being  either  Rebell  or  fugetive  to  or  from  his  native 
Cuntry  ;  in  youer  anfware  you  refer  him  to  the  Juftice  of  Holland.  Time  doth  not 
yet  abate  his  fence  of  that  lofe  :  hee  now  againe  attends  and  petitions  the  Comiflion- 
ers  for  fom  way  of  fatisfa&ion  and  Redrefe  and  defires  libertie  to  atach  or  arrefl  fuch 
veffell  or  veffells  of  youers  as  come  into  any  of  the  harbors  belonging  vnto  the  Vnit- 
cd  Colonies  that  hee  may  bring  his  Cawfe  to  a  fayre  and  juft  hearing  and  Tryall ;  hi; 
thefe  particulers  wher  hee  is  a  planter  and  where  his  occafions  lye  ;  wee  denye  not 
Juftice  to  Strangers  of  any  nation  yett  wee  thought  it  futtable  to  the  amytie  and 
Corefpondenee  wee  defter  to  hould  with  youer  felfe  and  the  Jurifdi&ion  nor  to  graunt 
it  till  wee  had  acquainted  you  with  his  requeft  and  the  equitie  therof.  Wee  canot  but 
affert  the  Engliih  Title  and  iuft  Right  both  to  the  Newhauen  Lands  and  Harbor  and 
to  all  the  Englifli  Plantations  and  theire  apurtenances  from  Cape  Cod  or  Point  Ju- 
dethboth  onthemayne  and  the  Iflands  which  arepoffeffed  by  the  Engliih  at  prefent 
mder  theire  Gouernment  as  anciently  graunted  by  the  Kings  of  England  to  theire 
fubie&s  and  fence  duly  purchafed  from  the  Indians  and  peacably  planted  and  imployed 
by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Vnited  Colonies  refpe&ively  and  accordingly  cannot  but 
witnes  againft  the  iniuries  and  hoftile  feifure  of  a  fhipe  made  by  you  in  Newhauen 
harbor  vppon  an  vniuft  pretence  of  title  and  Entered  in  the  place  :  wee  haue  perufed 
the  lettres  you  fent  both  to  the  honered  Governor  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  of  Ply- 
mouth with  what  by  way  of  anfware  you  wrote  to  the  Governor  of Newhauen  concern- 
ing Delaware  bay  wee  haue  formerly  heard  and  confidered  the  Right  and  Title  our 
Confederats  of  Newhauen  haue  to  fundry  tratts  or  parcells  of  Land  within  Dela- 
ware bay  by  you  called  the  fouth  Riuer  with  the  Iniuries  thay  receued  from  youer 
predeflefer  Monf.Kieft  in  anno  1643  :  Mr.  Winthorpe  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufets 
and  Prefedent  of  the  Comiffioners  wrot  the  apprehenfion  and  fence  the  Comiffioners 
had  of  his  proceedings  and  receved  his  anfware  but  without  fatisfa&ion  :  our  frinds 
of  Newhauen  will  neither  encroch  vppon  youer  Limmitts  nor  any  way  defturbe  youer 
peace  but  they  may  not  let  falethe  Englifli  Right  and  Entered  there. 
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Thefe  with  other  differences  might  haue  been  confidered  and  ether  iffewed  or 
prepared  for  Europe  had  you  been  pleafed  to  haue  giuen  vs  a  meeting  at  Bofton  as 
was  propounded  and  defired  but  that  not  futing  your  conueniency  wee  fhallbee  con- 
ftreyned  to  provid  for  our  owne  fafty  and  firft  finding  the  Trad  of  guns  powther  and 
fhott  with  the  Indians  foe  mifcheueous  to  vs  all  and  yet  fo  hard  to  bee  <Iifcouered 
and  proued  wee  mud  neffefarily  wright  after  youer  Coppy  and  forthwith  forbid  aH 
Trad  direct  or  indirect  with  any  of  the  Indians  within  the  limitts  of  any  of  the  Vnit- 
>cd  Colonies  vnder  the  Penalty  of  Confifcation  of  veffels  and  Goods  if  thay  be 
there  found  fo  trading  or  after  proued  to  have  tranfgreffed  and  offended  therin,  to  all 
perfons  but  fuch  as  are  Inhabitants  within  the  faid  Eaglifh  Jurifdiftions  and  fubiect 
to  thsire  lawes  and  Gouerment  ;  Wee  fhall  add  no  more  at  prefenf  But  againe  defier 
youer  anfware  may  be  returned  to  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen  that  from  him  the 
•reft  of  the  Comiflloners  may  vnderftand  youer  mind  in  the  premifles  foo  wee  take 
leaue  and  reft  youer  loueing  frinds.

The  Comlflioners  taking  into  confideration  the  dangerus  and  vnlawfull  Courfe  of 
trading  guns  powther  fhott  &c  to  the  Indians  by  the  French  Dutch  and  other  foraine 
nations  refiding  in  thefe  parts  of  America  tending  greatly  to  the  prejedife  of  the  En- 
glifli  heere,  and  to  the  ftrengthening  and  animating  the  Indians  againft  them  as  by 
dayly  Experience  they  find  as  alfo  that  the  faid  French  Dutch  &c  doe  prohibitt  all 
Trad  with  Indians  within  their  Jurifdi&ions  vnder  Penalty  of  Confifcation  of  Goods 
and  Veflell  and  that,  wampam  being  kept  amongft  the  English  (it  being  generally 
made  within  theire  Limits)  may  bee  of  good  benefitt  and  advantage  to  them  many 
wayes  vpon  the  Confederations  aforfaid  the  Comiflioners  thought  meete  in  this  cafe  of 
foe  general!  concernment  to  comend  it  to  the  feuerall  generall  Courts  to  reftrayne  all 
perfons  of  or  vnder  the  aforfaid  forraine  nations  for  Trading  with  the  Indians  within 
any  of  theire  Jurifdi&ions  vnder  the  like  Penalty  they  impefe  vppon  others  and  to 
the  end  that  in  cafe  this  propofition  bee  accepted  there  may  bee  one  and  the  fame 
Law  in  this  particulare  in  the  feuerall  Jurifdiftions,  the  Comiflloners  thought  meet 
to  propound  this  Infuing  Draught  ; 

Whereas  the  French  Dutch  and  other  forraine  nations  doe  ordenarily  trad  guns 
powther  fhott  &c.  with  the  Indians  to  our  great  prejedife  and  ftrengthening  and  ani- 
mating the  Indians  againft  vs  as  by  dayly  experience  wee  find  and  wheras  the  aforfaid 
French  Dutch  &c  doe  prohibbite  all  Trade  with  Indians  within  theire  refpe&iue  Ju- 
rifdi&ions  vnder  penalty  of  Confifcations  &c.  It  is  therfore  ordered  that  after  due 
Publication  heerof  it  fhall  not  bee  lawfull  for  any  Frenchman  Dutchman  or  any  per- 
fon  of  any  other  forraine  nation  whatfoever  or  any  Englifh  liueing  amongft  them  or 
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vnder  the  Gouernment  of  them  or  any  of  them  to  trade  with  any  IaATan  or  Indians- 
within  the  limits  of  our  Jiuifdi&ion  either  direftly  or  indire&Iy  by  themfelues  or  others, 
under  Penalty  of  the  Confifcation  of  all  fiich  goods  and  veffells  as  fha-llbee  found  fo 
trading  or  the  dew  vallew  thereof  vppon  juft  proufe  of  any  goods  or  veffells  fo  trad- 
.  ing  or  traded  ;  and  it  fhallbee  lawfull  for  any  perfon  or  perfons  inhabiting  within 
this  Jurifdi&ion  ro  make  feifure  of  any  fuch  goods  or  veffells  trading  with  the  Indians 
as  by  this  lawe  prohibbited  ;  one  half'e  whereof  fhallbe  to>the  proper  vfe  and  benefit 
of  the  partie  feifmg  and  the  other  halfe  to  the  publick. 

Wheras  att  the  lafl  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  att  Plymouth  there  were  feuerall 
propofitions  comended  to  the  confideration  of  the  generall  Courts  of  the  Vnited 
Colonies  videle'cet  r  the  conclufiue  power  of  theire  generall  Courts  in  cafe  of  non 
agreement  of  fix  Comiffioners  concerning  the  regulateing  of  Peag  concerneing  the 
Dutch  Impofition,  concerning  the  probation  of  wills,  concerning  admineftrations. 

Now  vppon  Examination  wee  find  by  the  Rcturne  of  the  Comiffioners  that  all  the 
faid  generall  Courts  haue  affented  onely  to  the  laft  videlecet  that  concerning  wills  and 
admineftrations  which  thay  haue  agreed  to  in  the  words  of  the  propofition  and 
wheras  att  the  faid'  meeting  at  Plymouth  there  was  a  propofition  made  for 
the  gkieing  or  lending  of  two  guns  to  the  Indians  by  Mr.  Elliot  the  meaning  of  the 
Comiffioners  was  and  is  that  two  guns,  fhould  bee  given  or  lent  at  this  time  onely  and; 
not  yearly. 

A  Letter  being  prefented  to  the  Comiffioners  from  the  Towne  of  Warwecke  the 
enfeuing  anfware  was  returned  by  the  fame  Meffenger. 

Wee  Receued  a  Letter  from  you  on  the  twenty  fixt  of  this  prefent  wherin  you 
propound  feuerall  Iniurres  offered  to  you  by  the  Indians  and  defire  to  bee  informed 
whether  wee  haue  not  receiued  an  Injunction  from  the  Parlement  in  England  to  a&e 
in  youer  defence.  To  which  wee  breiffly  anfware  that  no  fuch  thing  hath  hetherto 
beene  comended  thence  to  the  Comiffioners  of  the  Colonies  on  youer  behalfe,  nor 
by  you  can  Rationally  bee  expe&ed  from  vs  in  the  ftate  wherein  you  now  ftand'; 
but  wee  fhalbee  redy  to  attend  theire  late  direction  as  any  opertunitie  is  prefented 
to  find  vnder  what  Colonie  youer  Plantation  doth  fall  and  then  in  all  future  pro- 
ceedings both  with  the  Englifh  and  Indians  endeavor  to  a&e  according  to  Rules  of 
truth  and  Righteoufnes- 

Bo/ion  July  317?  1649. 

To  the  Comiffioners  declaration  or  advice  at  Plymouth  in  the  difference  wherin 
Sprinkfield  is  concerned;  The  Generall  Court  for  the  Maffachufetts  anfwared  that 
in  the  booke  of  the  a&es  of  the  Comiffioners  folio  20  itappeereth  that  Mr.  Fenweke 
was  to  joyne  with  vs  in  tuning  the  fouth  line  to  defide  the  Queftion  about  Warranoco 
&c.  But  Mr.  Fenweke  fayled  to  fend  in  any  to  joyne  with  us  wheruppon  wee  did 
it  at  our  owne  Charge  j  and  Warranoco  was  theruppon  ordered  by  the  Comiffion- 
ers 
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ers  to  the  Maffachufets  But  wee  fhalbee  redy  to  joyne  with  our  bretherefl  of  Co* 
necticott  in  another  Sorvey  fo  as  thay  wiibee  at  the  whole  Charge  in  this  as  wee 
•were  in  the  other ;  and  withall  produce  theire  Pattern  as  wee  haue  done. 

Vppon  reading  of  which  anfware  from  the  Maffachufitts  the  Comiffioners  for  Co- 
vneclacott  expreffed  themfelves  altogether  vnfatisfied  the  foundation  therof  being  a 
great  Miftake  And  what  is  prefented  not  conduceing  in  theire  Apprehenfions  to  the 
defired  End  j  for  whcras  it  is  affermed  that  vppon  foin  former  agreement  Mr  Fen- 
weke fayling  to  fend  any  to  joyne  with  the  Maffachufits  in  runing  the  wefteren  line 
they  did  it  at  theire  owne  Charg  and  therfore  conclude  that  what  is  further  co  bee 
attended  therin  ought  to  bee  at  the  fole  Charg  of  Cone&tacott ;  it  was  offered  to 
Coiifideration  and  an  vndeniable  truth  that  whatever  promife  Mr.  Fenweke  might 
inake  of  endeavoring  to  clear  Sprinkfteld  from  being  within  the  Maffachufets  patent 
(wherin  yet  hee  differed  from  what  the  order  of  "the  Maffachufets  holdeth  forth 
which  could  not  bind  him  without  his  Cohfent)  yet  nothing  is  expreffed  in  the  order 
of  any  agreement  for  runing  the  line  nor  did  the  Maffachufets  after  the  making  of 
that  order  run  the  line  menfioned  or  vppon  any  agreement  with  Mr.  Fenweke  as  is 
implyed  in  theire  anfware  But  what  was  done  ini  that  kind  was  effected  at  lead  the 
yeare  before  that  agitation  betwixt  the  Maffachufets  and  Mr.  Fenweke  and  therefore 
it  is  prefented  by  the  Comiffioners  of  Conectacott  as  the  mod  redy  way  to  iffew  the 
difference  according  to  truth  and  Right  that  the  moft  fouthwardly  Extent  of  the 
Maffachufetts  Patent  bee  firft  agreed  vpon  and  fettled  and  then  at  a  mutuall  Charg 
the  line  bee  run  by  fome  fkilfull  man  chofen  by  eich  Colonie  ;  wherunto  they  pro- 
feffe  themfelves  [for  love  and  peace  fake  willing  to  fubmite  Though  they  conceve 
the  Maffachufets  ought  in  realon  both  to  cleare  theire  Entered  by  pattent  to  Sprink- 
feild  and  to  beare  the  whole  Charg  therin  the  towne  of  Sprinkfeild  being  by  Vol- 
Ientary  agreement  fettled  in  Combination  with  the  Gouernment  of  Coneftacott  at 
that  time  when  challenged  by  the  Maffachufets,  and  therefore  that  Colony  ought 
■not  to  bee  deprived  of  theire  juft  Poffeffion  vppon  a  bare  Challeng  without  proufe 
if  the  fouthern  Extent  of  the  pattent  cannot  to  mutuall  fatisfa&ion  bee  iffeued ;  the 
Comiffioners  for  Conectacott  defireing  to  promote  all  ways  of  loving  accord  pro- 
pound to  the  Maffachufetts  that  they  wiibee  willing  to  attend  the  determination  for- 
merly  made  betwixt  themfelves  and  the  Colonie  of  Plymouth  in  the  like  Cafe  if  it 
be  prefently  accepted  though  it  is  like  to  "be  to  theire  difadvantage,  but  if  the  Maf- 
fachufets think  it  not  fit  to  joyne  with  vs  heerin  wee  referr  the  Confideration  of 
what  wee  prefent  to  the  other  Comiffioners  and  fhall  fubmite  to  what  in  theire  bet- 
ter Judgments  {halbee  propounded  But  if  they  thinke  it  not  fitt  out  of  experimen- 
tall  or  other  Confiderations  to  enterpofe  or  that  the  Maffachufetts  reft  not  in  theire 
determination  wee  (hall  defift  from  further  profecuting  this  Matter  at  prefent  and 
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attend  fuch  other  wayes  of  providence  as  may  bee  prefented  for  iffeuing  the  dif- 
ference according  to  God. 

A  Reply  to  the  Anfware  of  the  ComifTioners  of  Cone&acott  by  the  Coraiffioners 
of  the  Maffachufets. 

Wheras  the  Comiffioners  for  Coneclacott  are  pleafed  to  fay  the  foundation  of 
the  order  of  our  Generall  Court  concerneing  the  runing  of  our  fouthernly  line  is 
uppon  a  groat  miftake  and  therfore  reft  wholy  vnfatisfied  therin  wee  Reply  the  fum 
of  the  anfware  of  our  Court  confifts  of  two  particulars,  firft  that  wee  haue  run  the 
faid  line  allredy  at  our  owne  Charg  2condly.  it  i*  implied  in  the  order  that  Conefta- 
cott  hath  not  yet  produced  any  pattern  or  authenticall  Coppy  therof  to  make  good 
theire  Challeng  to  Sprinkfeild  or  the  land  adiacent  artd  in  all  this  there  is  no  mif- 
take  ;  It  is  therefore  defired  by  our  Court  that  the  pattent  of  Coneftacott  may  bee 
produced  before  wee  bee  put  vppon  the  runing  of  our  line  againe  and  that  Wee  fup- 
pofe  will  feeme  but  reafonable  to  rationall  men  ;  befides  the  want  of  the  pattent 
was  obie&ed  the  laft  yeare  at  Plymouth  in  Sprinkfeilds  Cafe  and  therfore  in  Rea- 
fon  ought  to  haue  been  produced  now  ;  But  to  this  part  of  our  Courts  Order  the 
Comiffioners  of  Cone&acott  in  theire  anfware  are  fdent ;  if  ther  be  any  miftake  in 
the  faid  order  in  any  furcomftance  of  time  or  the  ocation  alledged  of  runing  our 
line  in  Reference  to  Mr.  Fenwekes  promife  of  joyning  with  us  therin  wee  fhall  not 
owne  the  fame  but  for  the  prefent  can  nether  afferme  nor  deny  tell  wee  haue  made 
further  Inquiry,  however  it  little  or  nothing  weakens  the  anfware  of  our  Court 
much  les  makes  the  foundation  therof  to  bee  vppon  a  great  miftake  as  before  is  ex* 
preffed  for  that  wee  ran  it  att  our  owne  Charg  is  certaine  but  that  which  cheefly  ob- 
ftru&s  the  iffew  of  the  difference  is  the  want  of  the  aforfaid  pattent,  wee  have  done 
fufficient  allredy  for  the  determining  our  bounds  to  our  owne  fatisfaction  and  the 
which  fhould  bee  to  the  fatisfa£Hon  of  all  others  that  can  make  no  legall  and  due 
Claime  to  the  lands  aiacent  which  Cone&acott  cannot  without  a  Pattent ;  And 
Wheras  it  is  alledged  that  the  towne  of  Sprinkefield  was  formerly  in  Combination 
with  Cone&acott  and  therfore  that  Colony  ought  not  to  bee  difpoflefied  therof  vp- 
pon a  bare  Challeng,  wee  anfware  that  to  the  Combination  wee  can  fay  little  but 
leaue  Sprinkfeild  to  anfware  for  themfelves  which  wee  doubt  not  but  they  are  fuffici- 
ently  able  to  doe  not  knowing  for  what  time  or  vppon  what  tearmes  it  was  made  or 
how  or  by  whom  broken  nor  doe  wee  well  remember  (it  being  long  fence)  whe- 
ther ther  were  euer  any  or  no ;  but  this  is  certaine  without  queftion  that  both  Mr. 
Pynchon  and  thofe  that  went  from  hence  to  irihabite  at  Sprinkfeild  were  of  this  Ju- 
rifdi&ion  and  went  hence  with  a  promife  fo  to  continew  as  did  the  reft  of  the  townes 
upon  the  River  2condly  they  tooke  a  ComhTion  for  Government  from  the  Jurif- 
di&ion  of  the  Maflachufets,  thirdly  at  the  meeting  at  Cambridg  about  ten  or  twelve 
yeares  fence  Mr.  Pynchon  in  the  behalfe  of  Sprinkfeild  declared  his  defire  to  bee  and 
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remayne  vnder  our  Goverment  and  fo  haue  continewed  ever  fence  without  quefHon 
or  word  fpeaking  againft  it  that  wee  remember  tell  fomthing  was  moved  to  that  pur- 
pofe  the  laft  yeare  at  Plymouth,  wee  profes  ourfelues  vnfaynedly  defirus  of  a  juft 
and  righteus  end  to  bee  put  and  that  with  all  conuenient  fpeed  to  this  or  any  other 
difference  with  our  bretheren  of  Coneftacott  or  any  other  of  the  Jurifdi&ions,  and  in 
order  therunto  and  as  that  in  our  apprehenfions  conduceth  much  to  promote  the 
fame ;  wee  defire  the  reft  of  the  Comiffioners  would  bee  pleafed  to  reverfe  the  or- 
der or  orders  that  adiuged  Sprinkfeild  to  pay  Cuftom  or  Contribution  to  the  erect- 
ing or  mayntayneing  a  Fort  at  the  Rivers  mouth  and  for  that  end  feriufly  to  attend 
thefe  enfewing  Reafons  amongft  many  others  that  hath  been  formerly  alleged. 

Firft  there  hath  bene  no  pattent  or  exemplifycation  yet  produfed  by  Conectacott 
to  prove  Sprinkfeild  within  theire  Jurifdiftion  nor  order  of  theire  Court  for  impof- 
ing  Cuftom  vppon  them  but  only  a  part  of  an  order  to  that  purpofe  now  produfed 
which  is  very  darke  and  ambigius  to  vs  fo  fare  as  concernes  Sprinkfeild  ;  our  defire 
therin  and  the  Comiffioners  thervppon  at  Plymouth  being  in  no  fort  (as  we  conceaue 
obferued  as  by  comparing  our  proportions  and  the  Comiffioners  order  with 
what  is  now  produfed  together  will  appear  the  whole  order  not  being  brought  but 
that  left  out  which  we  fuppofe  would  make  moft  for  our  advantage  in  the  Cafe. 

Secondly  there  hath  bene  no  evidence  (fo  farre  as  wee  know)  of  any  fort  at  all 
in  being  worthy  the  name  of  a  fort  and  therfore  according  to  a  claufe  in  the  Co- 
miffioners order  page  the  3d  no  cuftom  or  Impofition  is  to  bee  payed  ;  the  words 
are  thefe  ;  provided  that  the  faid  Impofition  bee  continewed  no  longer  then  the 
fort  in  queftion  is  mayntained  and  the  paffage  therby  fecured  as  at  prefent ;  which 
in  rationall  conftruftion  fuppofeth  that  the  faid  fort  was  then  mayntained  and  the 
Paffage  therby  fecured  or  at  leaft  that  the  Comiffioners  conceued  it  fo  to  bee  but 
the  contrary  is  now  apparent. 

Thirdly  fuppofe  the  fort  in  queftion  ware  or  hereafter  might  bee  of  ufe  to  fecure 
that  paffage  yet  wee  propound  it  to  confideration  whether  ever  it  hath  been  known 
or  any  Inftance  can  bee  given  of  any  Gouerment  in  the  world  that  hath  compelled 
the  people  of  any  other  Jurifdi&ion  to  contribute  to  the  ere&ing  of  a  fort  or  place 
of  ftrength  by  which  they  may  rule  oner  them  and  order  them  at  pleafure  as  well  as 
bee  a  protextion  to  them  •,  (if  that  were  the  cafe)  vnles  it  were  in  way  of  Teranny 
and  opreffion  ;  our  Requeft  therfore  is  as  before  that  the  faid  orders  may  be  reuerf- 
ed  and  Sprinkfeild  left  in  point  of  paying  cuftorae  or  contribution  in  ftatue  coprius 
till  it  bee  made  apeer  that  by  Patent  or  other  juft  Right  it  fales  within  the  Jurifdic- 
tion  of  Cone&acott ;  Our  motion  hearin  being  attended  and  graunted  wee  fhalbee 
redyly  willing  to  embrace  and  dillegently  to  comend  to  our  Court  any  equall  and 
juft  motion  that  fhallbee  made  or  aduife  that  fhalbee  given  by  thereft  of  the  Comiffi- 
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oners  for  the  finall  ending  of  this  difference  betwixt  vs  in  Refference  to  the  bounds 
of  our  pattent  and  that  which  depends  thervppon. 

The  Comiffioners  of  Cone&acott  doe  conceaue  it  is  efily  apparent  to  all  who  duly 
confider  the  foregoing  reply  of  the  Comiffioners  of  the  Maflachufetts  how  fhort  it 
fales  of  clearing  the  order  of  theire  generall  Court  or  taking  of  what  is  iuftly  and 
trewly  obie&ed  by  our  felues  and  therfore  (hall  not  need  to  fay  much  in  way  of  Re- 
turne  onely  defire  it  may  bee  attended  with  due  Refpeft  to  Truth  in  Simpliffity ; 
That  the  foremenlioned  order  faith  that  Mr.  Fenwicke  agreed  to  run  the  line  with 
them  which  is  one  miftake,  fecondly  it  fayth  Mr.  Fenwike  fayled  therin  ;  and  that 
is  a  2cond  of  the  fame  nature  ;  and  thirdly  the  order  affermes  that  heervppon  the 
Maflachufetts  ran  the  line  at  theire  owne  charg  which  alfo  is  a  great  error  and  was 
tendered  to  bee  proved  fo  vppon  oath  by  the  Comiffioners  of  Coneftacott  if  it  were 
defired.  And  if  this  bee  not  a  fundamentall  Miftake  and  not  fercomftanciall  onely 
as  is  pretended  (it  beeing  almoft  all  that  is  faid  if  the  words  bee  attended  in  theire 
due  connection)  wee  muft  confefle  our  felues  to  bee  in  a  great  miftake  and  (hall 
owne  it  when  its  made  to  appeere  ;  But  for  the  prefent  wee  muft  take  leaue  to  judge 
where  premifles  are  not  true  the  conclufion  or  Inference  cannot  bee  ftrong.  In  our 
anfwere  we  touched  not  vpon  the  calling  for  a  fight  of  our  Pattent  becaufe  wee  de- 
fired  according  to  the  propofition  of  the  Comiffioners  at  Plymouth  to  propound 
that  which  wee  conceued  might  tend  to  a  prefent  ifleu  of  the  difference  if  it  might 
bee  accepted  and  the  ftanding  vpon  a  fight  of  the  Pattent  fhuts  vp  the  way  it  being 
well  known  to  them  as  well  as  to  ourfelues  that  the  Pattent  is  in  England  And 
though  the  laft  yeare  at  Plymouth  it  was  flood  vppon  yet  it  was  verily  apprehended 
by  vs  the  Returne  then  made  by  the  tendering  of  a  true  coppy  thereof  to  view  and 
the  equall  Refpect  given  vnto  that  Pattent  as  to  the  Pattent  of  the  Maflachufetts  and 
Plymouth  by  the  Right  honourable  Comitty  of  Parlement  known  well  to  our  honor- 
ed frinds  of  the  Maflachufetts  had  fatisfied  that  particuler. 

That  Sprinkfeild  was  in  Combination  with  Coneftacott  and  fo  owned  by  the  Go- 
uernment  of  the  Maflachufets  is  more  cleare  then  to  bee  left  vnder  any  doubt ;  pro- 
pofitions  being  fent  in  Anno  1637  by  the  honered  Gouernor  lately  defleafed  to  all  the 
plantations  vppon  that  River  concerning  a  Combination  with  the  Maflachufets  and 
Mr.  Pinchon  in  profecution  therof  chofen  and  fent  as  Comiffioner  from  that  Colo- 
nic to  acle  in  the  treaty  for  them  in  anno  1638,  at  which  time  and  not  before  hee  de- 
clared his  apprehenfione  that  Sprinkfeild  would  fall  within  the  Maflachufetts  line  ; 
and  was  fo  accepted  without  any  proufe  of  what  was  alledged,  and  that  motion  by 
Mr.  Pincheon  arofe  (as  is  verily  conceved  )  from  a  prefent  pange  of  difcontent  vp- 
pon a  fenfure  hee  then  lay  vnder  by  the  Gouermentof  Cone&acott. 
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Wee  fhall  not  inuft  for  brevity  fake  vppon  a  particuler  anfware  to  all  that  prefents 
in  RefFerence  to  the  Impofiflion  vppon  Sprinkfeild,  moft  if  not  all  of  that  which  is 
afledged  having  com  vnder  confideration  in  former  agitations  about  this  bufinefs  (The 
order  of  the  general!  Court  of  Cone&acott  fo  fare  as  concernes  and  may  bee  fatisfac- 
tory  in  the  prefent  cafe  is  brought  and  prefented.  A  Fort  vfefull  to  the  whole  Ri- 
uer  hath  been  mayntained  at  Seabrooke  at  a  great  charg  nye  14  years  pad  ;  the  pre- 
fent decayes  therin  are  Indeavored  to  be  relieved  by  the  building  of  a  new  worke 
of  ftone  wherby  the  Entrance  into  the  Riuer  may  bee  fecured  and  wee  doubt  not 
when  Inftance  is  given  of  a  place  for  fituation  parallel  to  Sprinkfeild  vnder  a  diftinft 
Gouerment  from  other  towns  aiacent  but  it  wilbee  found  in  comon  Concernment 
it  hath  been  lyable  to  bear  a  part  in  the  r omon  Charg. 

To  conclude  wee  defier  it  may  bee  confidered  that  both  ,the  Court  of  the  Maffa- 
chufetts  and  theire  Comiffioners  fall  not  in  with  the  Defire  of  the  other  Comiffioners 
for  a  fpeeddy  Mewing  of  prefent  differences  but  retard  the  fame  by  requireing  that 
which  they  know  att  prefent  cannot  be  attained. 

Secondly  That  theire  Comiffioners  manifefl  an  Erefoluednes  and  vnwillingnes  to 
refer  differences  of  this  nature  to  the  determination  and  Judgment  of  the  Comiftion- 
ners  of  the  other  Colonies  which  wee  had  rather  our  much  honered  brethern  of 
the  Maflachufits  would  duely  confider  how  agreeable  it  is  to  the  fundamental  Articles 
of  the  Confederation  wherunto  we  all  ought  to  haue  a  confiencius  Regard  then  to 
make  any  coment  ourfehies. 

Among  the  orders  or  wrightings  from  the  generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts  a 
Lawe  impofing  a  Cuftom  or  Impofition  vppon  the  other  three  Confederated  Co- 
lonies was  by  the  Comiffioners  read  and  confidered  the  Tenure  whereof  is  as  fol- 
loweth. 

Whereas  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  haue  thought  it  but  juft 
and  equal  that  Sprinkfeild  a  member  of  this  Jurifdi&ion  lhould  pay  cuftom  or  contri- 
bution to  the  ere&ing  and  mayntaining  of  Seabrooke  fort  being  of  no  force  againft 
an  Enemy  of  any  considerable  ftrength  (before  it  was  burnt}  In  the  Comiffioners 
own  e  Judgment  exprefled  in  theire  owne  order  page  109  which  determination  againft 
Sprinkfeild  they  haue  alfo  continued  by  an  order  att  the  laft  meeting  att  Plymouth 
(though  the  faid  fort  was  then  demolilhed  by  fyer  and  the  paffage  not  fecured)  con- 
trary to  a  chufe  in  their  order  provided  on  Sprinkfeild's  behalfe  page  HI.  and  foraf- 
much  as  this  Ju-rifdi&ion  hath  expended  many  Thoufand  Pounds  in  erefting  and 
mayntaining  feueral  forts  which  others  as  well  as  onrfelues  haue  receued  the  benefit 
of  and  haue  at  prefent  one  principal  fort  or  caftle  of  good  force  againft  an  enemy 
of  confiderable  ftrerrgth  and  well  garrifoned  and  otherwife  furaifhed  with  fufEcient

Ammunition,  befides  feveral  other  forts  and  batteries  wherby  veffcls  and  goods  of  all 
forts  are  fecured. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  by  this.  Court  and  the  authority  thereof  That  all  goods  be- 
longing or  any  way  appertayning  to  any  inhabitants  of  the  Jurifdi&ions  of  Plymouth 
Coneftacott  or  Newhauen  that  Qiallbee  imported  within  the  caftle  or  exported  from 
any  part  of  the  Bay  (hall  pay  fuch  cuftom  as  heerafter  is  expreffed 

Videlecet  all  ikins  of  Beaver  Otter  Moofe  and  Baare  two  pence  a  fkine  and  all 
other  goods  packed  vpp  in  hogflieads  or  otherwife  tenn  (hillings  a  tunn  and  corn 
and  meal  of  all  forts  2  pence  a  buftiel,  biiket  fix  pence  per  hundred  ;  And  it  is  fur- 
ther ordered  that  all  fuch  ikins  and  other  goods  as  (halbee  imported  or  exported  as 
aforfaid  (halbee  duly  entered  with  the  Auditor  Generall  and  the  cuftom  therof 
payed  or  depofited  before  any  part  of  the  faid  goods  bee  either  fould  (hipte  landed 
or  otherwayes  difpofed  of ;  vnder  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  faid  goods  not  fo 
entered  or  due  vallew  therof  and  if  any  Inhabitant  of  this  Jurifdiftion  or  ftranger

and  proportion  and  vnder  the  fame  penalty  as  is  provided  for  goods  &c.  brought 
within  the  Caftell  :

Vpon  Reading  the  a&s  of  the  Comiflioners  for  the  Vhited  Colonies  att  the  meet- 
ing held  att  Plymouth  the  laft  feaventh  month  ;  It  was  obferved  that  in  the  agitation 
of  the  difference  betwixt  the  Mafiachufits  Colonie  and  this  in.  Reference  to  the  Im- 
pofition  required  from  Sprinkfeild  vppon  fome  goods  palling  out  at  the  mouth  of 

this. 
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this  Rraer  towards  the  charg  expended  att  Seabrooke  tending  to  the  good  and  bene- 
fit of  all  the  plantations  vppon  the  River  j  It  was  queftioned  by  the  Comiffioners  of 
the  Maflachufits  whether  there  were  any  order  of  this  Court  extant  for  the  payment 
of  any  Impofition  by  goods  appertaining  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Sprinkfeild  brought 
from  them  and  paffing  downe  this  River 

This  Court  doth  declare  That  by  expreffe  order  of  the  fift  of  February  1645  all 
Corn  laden  on  board  of  any  veffell  uppon  this  Riuer  and  palling  out  to  Sea  att  the 
Riuer's  mouth  was  to  pay  2d.  per  bufhel  in  the  foremenfioned  Refpe&s ;  and  Bcauer 
twenty  {hilling  per  hogfhead,  wherin  as  Sprinkfield  was  intentionally  included  foe  this 
Court  hath  due  refpeft  therunto  as  then  confidered  vnder  the  Maflachufets  Gouer- 
ment ;  That  noe  greater  burthen  might  fall  vppon  thofe  Inhabitants  then  according 
to  cleare  grounds  of  Equity  and  Righteoufnes  in  theire  belt  apprehenfions  they  ought 
redily  to  fubmit  vnto,  and  was  equall  for  them  to  beare  and  no  more  then  they 
fhould  haue  expe&ed  to  be  impofed  vppon  themfelues  in  the  like  cafe  which  order 
hath  been  fincc  confermed  and  a  penalty  of  confifcation  of  fuch  goods  annexed  in 
cafe  of  non  payment ;  the  Execution  wherof  in  Reference  to  our  bretheren  of 
Sprinkfeild  hath  onely  been  defered  vntell  the  Judgment  of  the  Comiffioners  of  the 
other  Colonies  might  bee  vnderftood  in  the  premifles  according  to  the  Articles  of 
Confederation  wherin  Provifion  is  made  for  defiding  of  any  differences  that  might 
fall  in  betwixt  any  of  the  Colonies  wherunto  they  reffered  themfelues  in  this  cafe 
although  they  are  yet  altogether  vnfatisfyed  that  Sprinkfeild  doth  properly  fall  in 
within  the  true  limitts  of  the  Maflachufetts  Patent  which  they  much  defire  may 
with  all  conuenient fpeed be  cleared  and  iffewedin  away  of  loue  and  peace  according 
to  Truth.

The  former  Pafiages  betwixt  the  Maflachufets  Generall  Court  and  theire  Comif- 
fioners ©n  the  one  part  and  the  Comiffioners  for  Conetacott  on  the  other  part 
concerning  Sprinkfeild  together  with  the  order  or  lawe  impofmg  Cuftomes  vpon 
the  three  Collonies  being  duely  confidered  fix  of  the  Comiffioners  did  declare  and  re- 
monftrate  to  the  generall  Court  for  the  Maflachufits  as  followeth 

A  Difference  betwixt  the  Maflachufits  and  Conetacott  concerning  an  Impofition 
att  Seabrook  required  of  Sprinkfeild  haueing  long  depended  ;  the  Comiffioners  hop- 
ed (according  to  advife  att  Plymouth)  might  at  this  meeting  haue  been  fatisfyingly 
iflewed  ;  But  vppon  perufall  of  fome  late  orders  made  by  the  Generall  Court  for 
the  Maflachufets  they  find  that  the  line  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  Maflachufets  Jurif- 
diftion  is  neither  run  nor  the  place  from  whence  it  ftiould  be  run  agreed  :  That  the 
originall  Patent  for  Coneftacoit  or  an  authentick  Exemplification  therof  (though 
Mr.  Hopkins  hath  offered  vppon  Oath  to  affert  the  truth  of  the  Coppy  by  him  prc- 

fentcd) 
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fented)  is  now  required  ;  And  that  a  burthenfom  Cuflom  is  by  the  Maffachufits  latly 
impofed  notonely  vppon  Conectacott  intreffed  in  the  Impofition  at  Sebrooke  but 
vppon  Plymouth  and  Newhauen  Colonies  whofe  Comiffioners  as  arbitrators  accord- 
ing to  an  Article  in  the  Confederation  haue  been  onely  exercifed  in  the  queftion  and 
that  vppon  the  requeft  of  the  Maffachufits,  and  have  imparfially  (according  to  theire 
befl  light)  declared  theire  apprehenfions  therin,  which  Cuitorn  and  burthen  (gre- 
vius  in  itfelfe)  feemes  the  more  vnfatisfying,  and  that  becaufe  diuers  of  the  Maffa- 
chufets  deputyes  who  had  a  hand  in  making  the  faid  lawe  acknowledge  the  preface 
imports  it  that  it  is  a  Returne  or  Retaliation  vppon  the  three  Colonies  for  Sebrook 
and  the  law  requires  it  of  no  other  Englifh  nor  of  any  ftranger  of  what  nation  foever; 
how  farre  the  prcmifes  agree  with  the  lawe  of  love  and  with  the  tenure  and  import 
of  the  Articles  of  Confederation  the  Comiffioners  tender  and  recomend  to  the  ferius 
Confideration  of  the  Generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufets  and  in  the  mean  time  defire 
to  bee  fpared  in  all  further  agitations  concerning  Sprmkfeild'. 

A  queftion  being  propounded  whether  notwithstanding  the  prefent  meeting  of  the 
Comiffioners  begun  in  July  and  not  ended  tell  Auguft  there  fliould  not  bee  another 
meetiflg  in  September  ;  The  Comiffioners  confidering  that  in  Anno  1645  and  in  An- 
no 1647  when  extrecrdinary  meetings  were  called  either  by  the  Generall  Court  or  by 
the  Governour  of  the  Maffachufetts  they  did  feme  and  fatisfy  for  the  ordinary  yearly 
meetings  and  that  in  1647  the  Comiffioners  did  propound  it  to  the  fower  generall 
Courts  that  in  cafe  of  an  extreordinary  meeting  in  any  yeare  no  other  meeting  without 
an  apparent  caufe  ffiould  bee  expected  ;  And  three  of  the  generall  Courts  did  con- 
cent thereunto  ;  and  the  Maffachufets  General  Court  haue  not  in  the  leaft  declared 
any  diffent ;  theire  Comiffioners  poffibly  not  advifing  with  them  therein  ;  And  laftly 
the  occafions  of  the  Colonies  being  confidered  and  debated  according  vnto  what  hath 
been  now  prefented  the  Comiffioners  fee  no  caufe  to  meet  againe  a  month  hence  They 
agreed  therfore  that  no  other  meeting  bee  expected  or  attended  this  yeare  vnles 
fom  vrgent  occafions  of  the  Colonies  call  for  new  concederations  and  Counfels. 

Vppon  a  queftion  betwixt  the  two  Collonies  of.  the  Maffachufets  and  Plymouth 
formerly  propounded  and  now  againe  renewed  by  the  Comiffioners  of  the  Maffachu- 
fets concerning  a  tract  of  land  now  or  latly  belonging  toPamham  and  Saconoco  two 
Indian  Sagamores  who  had  fubmitted  themfelves  and  their  people  to  the  Maffachu- 
fits Gouerment  vppon  part  of  which  land  fom  Englifh  (befides  the  faid  Indians)  in 
Anno  1643  were  planted  and  fetteled  ;  The  Commiffioners  for  Conectecott  and 
Newhauen  remembring  and  duly  confidering  what  had  paffed  in  Anno  1643  and  in 
Anno  1646  did  and  doe  ftill  conceaue  that  the  Comiffioners  for  Plymouth  did  con- 
cent and  agree  that  the  aforfaid  Tract  of  land  though  it  fall  within  Plymouth 
bounds  fliould  bee  and  from  thence  forward  acknowlidgedas.  a  part:  and  vnder  the 
Maffachufits  Jurifdiftion  j  nor  doth  it  yet  apeere  that  Plymouth^when  thofe  conclu-

€ons  of  the  Confiffioners  Anno  1643  were  Red  in  the  Generall  Court  did  proteft 
or  doth  declare  againft  it  That  the  Maffachufits  might  haue  concidered  theire  way 
before  they  expended  fo  much  Chardge  in  Samuell  Gorton's  bufines ;  But  what  di- 
rection Counfell  and  Order  Plymouth  Gomiffioners  had  from  theire  Generall  Court 
-fo  to  doe,  wee  vnderftand  not  ;  and  what  power  any  of  the  Comiffioners  haue  to  re- 
figne  or  pafe  over  any  tra&e  of  lande  within  theire  pattent  to  another  Jurifdiction 
without  concent  and  expreffe  lycence  from  the  Generall  Court  intreffed  and  con- 
cerned therin  is  of  weighty  consideration  to  all'  the  Collonies  j  they  therfore  advife 
and  defire  that  by  a  Naighborly  andfrindly  Treaty  a  due  concideration  may  bee  had 
and  a  courfe  fettled  both  about  the  charges  expended  and  how  Pomham  and  Soka- 
noco  with  theire  people  may  bee  gouerned  and  protected. 

Mr.  Dudly  one  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufits  and  Prefedent  for  this 
meeting  being  latly  fallen  ficke  and  vnable  to  attend  the  prefent  ocation  in  hand  ;  the 
other  Comifiioner  for  the  Maffachufits  declared  himfelfe  vnfatisfied  with  this  Returne 
of  the  Comiffioners  of  Conedtacott  and  Newhauen  as  feeming  to  detract  from  the 
conclufions  of  the  Comiffioners  in  this  cafe  in  Anno  1643  and  in  Anno  1646  where 
the  lands  in  queftion  feem  to  bee  graunted  and  aiudged  to  the  Gouerment  of  the 
Maffachufits  and  the  way  propounded  not  lickly  to  iffew  the  prefent  difference  there 
haueingbeene  Tryall  formerly  made  therof  but  without  any  effefte  ;  The  like  vnfa- 
tisfiednes  hee  expreffed  in  the  laft  anfware  or  Reply  of  the  Comiffioners  for  Cone£ta- 
cott  but  for  the  Reafon  before  mentioned  and  prefent  ftraights  of  time  deffers  reply- 
ing to  fome  other  opertunity. 

The  Comiffioners  for  Conectacott  and  Newhauen  who  were  prefent  in  the 
former  agitations  conceaue  they  haue  retracted  nothing  in  any  refpeft  from 
what  they  did  in  Anno  1643  and  in  Anno  1646  And  therin  refer  to  an  indifferent 
and  due  concideration  of  thofe  paffages  and  what  is  now  declared  But  they  proffes 
they  never  thought  themfelues  intereffed  in  the  queftion  betwixt  the  Maffachufets  and 
Plymouth  vnles  as  Wittneffes  in  .both  thofe  yeares  they  being  neither  concerned  in 
Samuell  Gorton's  bufines  or  in  the  Tra&  of  land  in  queftion  But  concured  in  what 
was  juft  and  warrantable  that  a  due  peace  might  be  fetteled  for  the  comfort  of  all  the 
Colonies. 

Thefe  foregoing  conclufions  were  fubfexibed  by  the  Comiffioners  the  8  th.  of  Au- 
guft  1649.

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AT  A  MEETING  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies  in  New  England  at 
Hartford  the  5th  September  1650. 

THE  Articles  of  Confederation  being  read  an  order  of  the  generall  Court  of  the 
Maffachufetts  dated  the  22cond.  of  May  1650  was  prefented  and  read  Wherby  it 
apeered  that  Mr.  Symon  Bradftreete  and  Captaine  William  Hawthorne  were  chofen 
Comiffioners  for  one  full  and  compleat  yeare  being  inverted  with  full  power  and  au- 
thorise according  to  the  tennor  of  the  faid  Articles. 

Mr.  Thomas  Prence  and  Mr.  John  Browne  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  the  Co- 
lonie  of  New  Plymouth  as  apeered  by  an  order  of  theire  generall  Court  dated  the  4th. 
of  June  1 650  which  was  prefented  and  read. 

Mr.  Edward  Hopkins  and  John  Haynes  Efqr.  were  chofen  and  apointed  Comiffi- 
oners for  the  Colonie  of  Coneclacot  as  apeered  by  an  order  of  theire  generall  Court 
dated  at  Hartford  the  16th  of  May  1650. 

Theophilu3  Eaton  Efqr.  and  Mr.  Stephen  Goodyeare  werelikewife  chofen  Comif- 
fioners for  the  Jurifdiftion  of  Newhauen  for  this  prefent  yeare  to  treat  and  con- 
clude of  all  things  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  Articles  of  the  Confideration 
as  appeered  by  an  order  of  theire  generall  Court  dated  at  Newhauen  the  30th  of 
May  1650. 

Mr.  Edward  Hopkins  was  chofen  Prefident  for  this  meeting. 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufets  prefented  a  letter  from  Mr.  Steele  Prefident 
of  the  Corporation  in  England  directed  to  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Colonies ; 
and  withall  informed  that  Mr.  Window  hath  for  fom  yeares  paft  fpent  and  improved 
moft  of  his  time  about  the  bufinefs  of  the  Indians  fetleing  the  Corporation  in  Eng- 
land and  procuring  other  priuileges  of  comon  concernment  to  all  the  Colonies  as 
well  as  that  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  therfore  moved  the  Comiffioners  to  concider 
that  fom  honerable  and  equall  Recompence  may  be  allowed  him  for  his  paft  paines 
and  charges  either  out  of  the  Collecl ions  for  the  Indians  or  out  of  the  three  Jurif- 
diftions  of  Plymouth  Cone&icot  and  Newhauen  That  of  the  Maffachufets  haueing 
difburfed  allreddy  vppon  that  account  betwixt  three  and  foure  hundred  pounds ;  and 
alfo  to  confider  whether  the  Comiffioners  judge  it  meet  to  continew  the  faid  Mr. 
Winflow  ftill  in  England  to  atend  vpon  the  aforfaid  Imployment,  and  if  foe  what 
may  bee  a  meet  allowance  for  time  to  com  ;  Informing  likwife  that  theire  Court  had 
giuen  order  the  laft  yeare  for  his  Returne.  Mr.  Steel's  Letter  being  read  and 
confidered  the  Comiffioners  joyntly  returned  anfware  as  by  the  coppy  will  appearc 
But  to  the  propofition  concerning  Mr.  Winflow  the  Comiffioners  for  the  three  Colo- 
nies cxpreffed  theire  owne  thoughts  and  appreheniions  that  had  the  Maffachufetts  at 
Vol!  II.  T  fiift 
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firfl:  or  at  any  meeting  fence  propounded  any  publick  fervice  wherin  the  other  Colo- 
nies might  haue  been  concerned  they  would  haue  found  a  reddy  Concurrance  both  in 
fending  an  agent  and  in  contributing  to  a  meet  allowance  ;  But  Mr.  Winnow  was 
fent  forth  anno  1 646  vpon  particular  ocafions  and  Concernments  of  the  Maflachufets 
and  though  the  Comiflioners  for  the  Colonies  haue  mett  feuerall  times  fence,  yet  they 
neuer  were  aduifed  with  either  about  his  goeing  flay  returne  or  how  to  improue  him 
there  ;  foe  that  they  know  not  vpon  what  grounds  or  by  what  arguments  to  pro- 
pound or  perfwade  theire  refpecliue  Courts  to  contribute  to  the  charg  paft  ;  though 
they  hope  theire  feuerall  Colonies  will  thankfully  acknowlidg  his  loue  in  any  con- 
cernments of  theires  ;  But  being  informed  by  Mr.  Steele  that  his  prefence  hath  a 
fpeciall  Influence  in  that  great  worke  in  raifmg  meanes  in  England  for  the  publifliing 
of  the  Gofpeli  among  the  Indians,  a  feruice  they  judg  very  acceptable  to  God  and 
of  great  Import  to  the  natives  they  are  afrayde  to  hazzard  or  hinder  it  by  his  over 
hafty  returne  but  rather  thought  fitt  to  comend  it  to  the  prefedent  and  afliftants  of 
that  Corporation  that  iool.  may  bee  paied  to  Mr.  Winflow  out  of  thofe  Collections 
towards  his  Expence  and  Incurragement  with  promife  that  if  they  mall  foe  advife 
the  Colonies  in  theire  feuerall  proportions  {hall  heare  returne  the  fame  without  lofe 
to  the  worke  intended. 

The  tenor  of  the  foremencioned  letter  from  the  Prefedent  of  the  Corporation  is 
as  followeth 

Worthy  Gentlemen 

This  day  the  Corporation  appointed  by  act  of  Parlement  for  earring  on  and  pro- 
moting the  Gofpeli  of  Chrift  in  New  England  being  informed  by  Mr.  Edward  Win- 
flow  (youer  agent  and  one  of  the  afliflants  nominated  in  the  faid  aete)  of  his  letter 
to  you  fent  wherin  he  deflreth  for  Reafons  to  himfelfe  beft  knowne  that  you  would 
bee  pleafed  to  fend  ouer  fom  other  in  his  place  which  allthough  it  bee  contrary  to  the 
mind  and  Judgment  of  the  faid  Corporation  to  part  with  foe  worthy  a  member  yet 
wee  cannot  prevayle  with  him  to  revock  his  faid  letter  ;  and  wheras  in  all  ages  it 
hath  been  the  defigne  of  vngodly  men  to  hinder  and  oppofe  the  fpreading  and  pro- 
pagating of  the  Gofpeli  of  the  Lord  Jefus  of  which  wee  are  truly  fenfable,  In  Ref- 
ference  to  thofe  difcorragements  wee  haue  mett  withall  fence  wee  had  foe  great  truft 
vpon  vs  yet  through  the  blefling  of  God  the  buflnes  of  the  faid  Corporation  is  in  a 
good  forwardnes  and  the  Integritie  abilities  and  dilligence  of  the  faid  Mr.  Winflow 
being  well  knowne  both  to  you  and  vs  as.  allfo  his  great  Entereft  and  acquaintance 
with  the  members  of  Parlement  and  other  Gentlemen  of  quallitie  in  the  refpecliue 
Counties  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  Wee  cannot  but  conceaue  his  prefence  and  Refi- 
dence  heere  to  bee  of  abfolute  neflefitie  for  the  carrying  on  the  work  for  wee  cannot 
conceaue  you  can  fend  ouer  any  that  hath  the  like  influence  and  entereft  in  the  af- 
fections. 
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fe&ions  of  fuch  as  may  bee  mod  healpful  heerin ;  Wee  confes  and  mult  acknowlidg 
it  is  vncomfortable  to  him  to  bee  foe  long  from  his  famyly  and  perfonall  occafions  ; 
But  as  to  that  you  and  wee  mull  fee  hee  bee  noe  fufferer  but  if  hee  leaue  vs  the  work 
in  all  liklyhood  willbee  hazzarded  (if  not  fall)  which  is  at  prefent  in  an  hopefull  way 
notwithstanding  all  the  oppofitions  wee  haue  mett  withall  ;  Wee  therfore  thought 
good  to  informe  you  of  the  neflefitie  of  his  eontineuance  with  vs,  haueing  found 
him  uery  inltrumentall  in  the  carrying  on  this  work  ;  and  therfore  wee  once  more 
intreat  your  concurrance  with  our  defires  that  foe  with  Cheerfulnes  wee  may  carry 
on  the  work  wee  haue  begun  which  wee  hope  will  center  in  the  Glory  of  God  the 
good  of  many  and  our  mutuall  Comfort  which  is  our  earned  defire  and  prayer.

The  anfware  returned  by  the  Comiffioners  to  the  foregoing  letter  was  as  followeth. 

Honorable  Si  r, 

Youers  of  March  24.  1649  wee  nave  receaued  and  in  the  name  of  thefe  Vnited 
Colonies  wee  doe  thankfully  acknowlidge  youer  great  labore  of  loue  to  raife  and 
fettle  due  meanes  and  Incurragement  that  the  Gofpell  of  peace  may  bee  further  pub- 
liflied  to  thefe  miferable  Indians  which  haue  long  layne  in  grofe  darknes  and  haue 
worfhiped  the  prince  of  darknes  not  confidering  that  theire  way  and  euery  ftepp  of  it 
tends  to  death  and  euerlafting  deftru&ion  Wee  are  fory  that  a  Work  foe  acceptable 
to  God  and  of  fuch  concernment  to  thefe  poore  men  fliould  meet  with  oppofuion  ; 
But  the  Almighty  whom  you  ferve  heerin  can  eafily  remoue  Impediments  and  make 
euery  mountain  becom  a  playne,  and  wee  are  allured  youer  eye  is  towards  him  whoe 
obferues  to  the  kindleing  of  a  fier  vpon  his  aulter  and  a  cuppe  of  water  giuen  with 
fpirittuall  aymes  all  the  loue  and  labour  of  his  people  and  in  no  feruice  will  fufFer  the 
intervening  difficulties  and  exercifes  to  pas  -without  a  waight  of  Recompence  ;  Vpon 
a  fcrius  Confideration  of  a  ftate  of  afFayers  comitted  vnto  the  Care  and  trull  of  Mr. 
Winflow  and  with  tender  Refpeft:  to  his  Family  and  occafions  in  thefe  parts  his  Re- 
turne  was  expe&ed  this  lail  Spring  yet  if  the  Comfort  of  his  Relations  may  be  pro- 
vided for  wee  concent  to  his  prefent  (lay  that  the  Worke  in  hand  bee  neither  haz- 
zarded nor  hindered  ;  what  money  is  allreddy  collected  vpon  that  accoumpt  wee  can- 
not conieclure  but  if  youer  felfe  and  thofe  worthy  Gentlemen  youer  affiltants  con- 
cure  wee  defire  that  one  hundred  pounds  may  bee  thence  allowed  and  payed  towards 
his  Expence  and  Incurragement  and  if  vpon  any  Refpe<5tes  you  haue  other  thoughts 
vpon  a  word  of  aduice  wee  fhall  reddyly  heer  fupply  the  fame  without  lofe  to  th« 
work  emended.

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himfelfe  and  preaching  to  the  Indians  y  Mr.  Mahew  hath  made  a  good  Entrance  into 
the  fame  way  and  worke  -,  if  you  pleafe  for  theire  Incurragement  and  fom  neffe-  ' 
fary  healpes  for  the  Indians  to  pay  to  the  affignes  of  Mr.  Elliott  the  fom  of  one 
hundred  pounds  more  wee  hope  it  will  proue  a  reall  furtherance  to  the  feruice ; 
Laftly  Wee  humbly  defire  that  one  thoufand  pounds  or  any  lefler  fum  according  to 
the  ftocke  in  hand  may  bee  payed  to  Harbert  Pelham  Efq.  and  the  faid  Mr.  Win- 
flow  whofe  care  and  paynes  wee  (hall  intreate  to  fend  it  hither  in  fuch  Comodities  as 
may  fuit  the  end  propounded  ;  Thus  in  our  meafure  and  according  to  our  oppertuni- 
ties  wee  defire  to  put  our  hands  to  this  pius  work  leauing  the  whole  fuccefle  to  him 
whofe  the  harveft  is  and  who  by  weak  meanes  and  inftruments  can  work  wonders, 
even  of  fueh  Stones  raife  vp  Childrcn'vnto  Abraham  and  with  our  due  Refpefts  wee 
comend  you  and  the  waighty  occafions  vnder  youer  hand  to  the  guidance  and  bleffing 
of  our  good  God,  refting 

It  was  alfo  thought  fitt  that  Letters  fliould  bee  directed  one  to  Mr.  Winnow 
and  another  to  Mr.  Pelham  and  Mr.  Winflow  jointly  ;  the  tenor  wherof  was  as 
followeth  ; 

Honored  Sir, 

By  a  letter  from  Mr.  Steele  the  Honorable  Prefedent  of  youer  Corporation  wee 
are  fatisfyingly  informed  of  youer  Care  and  paynes  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gof- 
pell  among  the  Indians  in  thefe  parts,  a  work  of  high  Concernment  as  we  conceaue 
for  the  Glory  of  God  and  for  the  fpirituall  good  of  thefe  poore  Creatures  :  Wee 
are  fory,  but  cannot  think  it  ftrange,  that  you  fliould  meet  with  difficulties  in  fuch  a 
way  ;  the  prince  of  darknes  whofe  throne  hath  been  long  highly  advanced  in  the 
harts  of  thefe  barbarus  heathen  will  fertainely  by  himfelfe  and  his  Inftruments  oppofe 
the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  to  the  vtmoft  tell  hee  find  himfelfe  rebuked  by  him  whofe 
power  hee  hath  felt  and  trembleth  at  ;  Wee  heare  that  the  Maflfachufet  ts  both  with 
refpect  to  theire  owne  occafions  and  the  Comfort  of  youer  Relations  expected  youer 
Returne  this  laft  Spring  ;  But  upon  the  aduice  receiued  wee  all  concure  and  concent 
to  youer  prefent  ftay  Wee  hope  the  foundations  are  well  layed  and  the  bufines  allred- 
dy  in  a  good  forwardnes  that  a  little  more  time  may  fettle  and  eftablifh  it  as  a  work 
the  Lord  OWncs  and  profpers  Wee  hope  that  fom  that  are  yet  backward  may  yet  fee 
theire  error  and  that  others  willbee  free  and  cheerfull  in  fo  pious  a  feruice  how  larg 
a  fum  or  to  what  vallewyou  haue  allreddy  collected  wee  cannot  forefee  but  defire  our 
advife  may  bee  confidered  with  Refpect  to  the  flock  in  hand  Wee  haue  written  to  the 
Honored  Prefident  that  if  the  Treafury  will  afford  it  they  would  out  of  this  Collec- 
tion pay  an  hundred  pounds  to  youer  felfe  towards  youer  expence  and  IncurragemeRt 
yet  with  promife  that  if  himfelfe  and  the  worthy  affiftants  concure  not  in  that  way 
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ypon  the  leaft  word  of  aduife  or  Information  it  flialbee  hcer  repayed  and  imploycd 

to  the  beft  aduantage  of  the  feruice  intended  ;  Mr.  Elliott  hath  fpent  much  time  and 

paynes  and  continews  zealous  in  the  feruice  of  Chrift   and  loue  to  the  foules  of  the 

Indians  ;   Mr.  Mahew  hath  made  allfo  good  entrance  into  the  fame  worke  and  goeth 

on  to  fitt  himfelfe  to  open  and  difplay  to  thefe  poore  natiues  in  theire  owne  language 

the  vnconceaueable  exelency  of  that  Prince  of  peace  ;  if  therefore  one   hundred 

pounds  may  bee  payed  to  Mr.  Elliots  affignes  partly  for  their  Incurragement  and 

partly  to  provid  fom  Conueniencies  for  the  Indians  wee  hope  it  may  much  further  the 

worke  in  hand  ;  Laftly  wee   propound  and  defire  that  a  Thoufand   pounds  or   any 

lefle  fume  accordinge  to  the  progrefle  you  haue  made  in  thefe  Collections  may  bee 

made   to  our  honored  frind  Harbert  Pelham  Efq.  and  youer  felfe  which  wee  defire 

may  bee  imployed  and  fent  ouer  in  Comodities  according  to  the  inclofed  note  ;  Wee 

are  allured  of  youer   Care  and  Faithfullnes  and  the  great  mafter  whom  wee  feme 

will  certainly  and  aboundantly  recompence  youer  labor  of  loue  into  youer  bofoms. 

The  formencioned  note  was  as  followeth

The  joynt  Letter  to  Mr.  Pelham  and  Mr.  Winflow  was  as  followeth. 

Honored  Syrs, 

Wee  haue  receaued  Information  of  the  afte  that  pafled  the  Parlement  of  England 
for  the  promoteing  and  propagating  the  Gofpell  amonge  the  poore  natiues  which 
though  wee  look  vpon  as  a  gracius  effect  of  theire  loue  and  zeale  to  the  name  of  the 
lord  Jefus  yet  wee  cannot  without  incuring  a  juft  imputation  of  to  much  Ingratitude 
but  owne  and  acknowlidge  youer  felues  in  an  efpeciall  manner  inflxumental!  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  work  which  wee  humbly  and  hartily  defire  may  through  the  rich 
Bleffing  of  God  anfware  all  the  holy  ends  of  fuch  as  promote  the  fame  ;  wee  find 
ourfelues  by  the  afte  put  in  fom  truft  for  the  carrying  on  this  great  bufines  and  defire 
to  improue  our  vtmoft  care  and  diligence  therin  that  no  time  may  bee  let  flippe  but 
the  meanss  advanced  for  the  worke  may  bee  imployed  in  it  to  the  firft  and  beft  ad- 
vantage which  hath  drawne  from  vs  a  letter  to  the  much  honorable   Prefedent  of 

4  youer 
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youer  Corporation  that  about  i2oolb.  may  be  payed  vnto  youer  felues  if  fo  much  bcc 
com  in  vpon  that  collection  wee  prefume  of  youer  willing  Reddyne6  to  improve  youer 
felues  in  bringing  the  work  to  a  greater  perfection  and  are  abundantly  confident  of 
youer  abillity  and  faithfullnes  in  laying  out  what  corns  to  youer  hands  in  the  belt 
and  moft  futtable  way  which  induceth  vs  to  leaue  the  care  and  truft  with  you  though 
it  may  feem  to  great  addition  to  the  waight  of  youer  other  important  affayres  :  wee 
haue  in  our  particular  letter  to  Mr.  Winllow  giuen  more  efpeciall  directions  about  dif- 
pofing  the  moneys  you  may  receaue  from  the  Treafury  ;  and  becaufe  there  may  fuch 
advife  com  out  of  England  by  fhippes  not  yet  com  in  as  may  call  for  more  confidera- 
tion  and  direction  about  the  premifes  then  can  conueniently  in  fuch  feafons  and 
ftraights  of  time  as  may  fall  in  bee  attended  by  the  Comiflioners  at  the  diftance  they 
wilbee  in  after  the  defoliation  of  the  prefent  meeting  ;  Wee  defire  you  would  bee 
pleafed  to  obferue  fuch  aduice  as  you  may  receaue  by  the  laft  (hipping  this  prefent 
yeare  from  the  much  honered  Governor  of  the  MafTachufets  and  the  Comiffioners  of 
that  Colonie  whom  wee  haue  entreated  and  intruded  in  the  former  Refpedts  to  acte 
according  to  the  Emergency  of  occafions.     Wee  {hall  add  no  more  &c. 

The  Comiflioners  for  the  Colonies  in  further  profecution  of  the  truft  comitted  to 
them  in  Regard  fom  things  may  interuene  and  fall  in  neflefarily  to  bee  attended  be- 
fore the  next  fitting  within  the  ordinary  courfe  will  not  bee  vntell  the  next  Returne 
of  this  month  doe  think  fitt  and  defire  that  for  this  prefent  yeare  the  Honored  Gou- 
ernor  of  the  Maflachufetts  and  the  Comiflioners  for  that  Colonie  bee  pleafed  to  take 
fuch  things  into  due  confideration  and  to  acte  therin  as  in  their  Wifdoms  may  beft 
promote  the  work  in  hand  ;  and  in  particular  that  in  cafe  Intelligence  bee  giuen  from 
England  that  any  considerable  fume  more  then  is  allreddy  wrote  for  bee  there  in  Red- 
dynes  and  that  order  is  expected  from  hence  for  the  difpofall  therof  they  giue  aduife 
and  direction  for  the  fending  ouer  of  foe  much  as  they  judge  meet  in  fuch  Comodi- 
ties  as  may  beft  conduce  to  the  furtherance  of  the  worke  ;  and  to  receaue  fuch  goods 
as  are  fent  ;  make  provifion  for  theire  prefervation  from  damage  ;  and  if  need  bee 
difpofe  of  the  vallew  of  one  hundred  pounds  to  or  for  fuch  Indians  as  are  inclinea- 
ble  to  attend  wayes  of  Civillity  and  the  things  of  the  Gofpell  ;  But  it  is  provided 
notwithftanding  and  defired  that  as  opportunities  are  prefented  aduife  may  bee  giuen 
to  the  Comiflioners  of  the  other  Colonies  of  fuch  occurrents  as  happen  with  the  pre- 
fent ftate  of  thefe  occafions  that  wherin  a  joyut  Confideration  and  Concurrance  may 
bee  had  without  preiudice  to  the  worke  it  may  not  bee  neglected. 

Vncus  Sachem  of  the  Mohegins  informed  the  Comiflioners  and  complained  that 
the  Mohanfick  Sachem  in  Long  Ifland  had  killed  fom  of  the  faid  Vncus  his  men, 
bewitched  diuers  others  and  hifelfe  alfo  and  defiredthe  Comiflioners  that  hee  might  be 
righted  therin  But  becaufe  the  faid  Sachem  of  Long  Ifland  was  not  there  to  anfwarc 
for  himfelfe  It  was  thought  meet  and  accordingly  advifed  that  Comiflion  bee  graunted 

by 
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by  the  Gouernment  of  Conneftacot  to  Captaine  Mafon  Mr.  Howell  Mr.  Gofmer  and 
Tho.  Benedict  of  Southold  or  any  three  of  them  to  examine  the  Matters  charged  by 
Vncus  and  if  proof  bee  cleare  to  labor  to  convince  him  thereof,  require  fatisfa#ion 
and  in  cafe  of  reafonable  complyance  endeauor  a  Compofure  thereof;  but  if  no  fatis- 
fe&ion  willbee  giuen  for  Injuries  proceed  then  to  lett  him  to  know  they  give  the  Eng- 
liftijuftcaufe  ofoffence  and  will  bring  trouble  vpon  themfelues. 

The  Comiffioners  taking  into  confideration  the  feueral  oftenfiue  pra&ifes  of  the 
Narraganfetts  wherby  thay  haue  broken  their  Couenants  and  endeavored  to  dif- 
turbe  the  peace  between  the  Englifti  and  themfelues  ;  and  how  yet  they  delay  to 
pay  the  wampam  which  hath  been  foe  long  due  notwithftanding  the  many  demaunds 
that  hath  been  made  both  formerly  and  renewed  at  the  laft  meeting  at  Bofton  fence 
which  time  they  haue  fent  onely  100  fathome;  It  was  therfore  thought  meet  and 
agreed  to  keepe  the  Colonies  from  falling  into  contempt  among  the  Indians  and  to 
preuent  their  improuing  the  faid  Wampam  to  hire  other  Indians  to  joyne  with  them- 
felues againft  vs  or  Vncus,  as  formerly  they  haue  done  that  20  men  well  armed  bee 
fent  out  of  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  the  Maffachufetts  to  Pefficus  to  demaund  the  faid  Wam- 
pam which  is  308  fathom  and  vpon  Refufall  or  delay  to  take  the  fame  or  the  vallew 
therof  in  the  bed  and  moft  fuitable  goods  they  can  finde  :  Together  with  fo  much 
as  will  faiisfy  for  their  Charges  following  in  all  particulars  the  Comiffion  and 
Inftru&ions  following :  and  if  oppofition  bee  made  by  the  Indians  to  the  taking 
away  the  life  or  refcuing  the  faid  Wampam  or  other  goods  taken  in  lue 
thereof ;  That  then  a  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  to  bee  held  att  Bofton  ;  forthwith 
and  fummoned  by  the  Gouernor  or  Comiffioners  of  the  Maffachufetts,  if  they 
fee  caufe  and  in  the  meane  time  that  fuch  preparations  and  provifions  for  warr  bee 
made  by  all  the  lurifdi&ions  as  the  cafe  ftiall  require. 

A  draught  of  the  Heads  or  Subftance  of  a  Comiffion  or  Inftru&ions  to  be  given 
by  the  Gouerment  of  the  Maffachufetts  to  fuch  Comanders  and  Souldiers  as  they 
ftiall  think  meet  to  fend  to  the  Narroganfett  Sachems. 

COMISSION  and  Instructions  for  fent  from  the 

Massachusetts  in  the  name  of  the  Comissioners  for  the  Vnited  English 
Colonies  to  Pessacus  and  Ninegrett  two  of  the  Narragansett  Sachems. 

YOU  fhall  with  all  conuenient  fpeed  and  with  as  little  Noyfe  as  may  be  repayer  to- 
the  Narroganfetts  and  acquaint  Peffacus  That  the  Comiffionors  delirus  by  all  due 
means  to  preferve  peace  betweeen  the  Englifli  and  them  have  both  delivered  back 
theire  hoftages  and  for  feuerall  yeares  have  with  much  patience  waited  for  a  due  ob- 
fervation  and  performance  of  Couenants,  but  have  found  nothing  but  offenciue  ex- 
cufes  and  delayes  ;  befides  the  breach  of  feuerall  other  Engagments  308  fathom  of 
Wampam  is  yet  behind  which  ftiould  have  been  payed  in  long  fence  ;  The  Comiffi- 
oners 


oners  arc  therefore  neffelitated  to  feud  men  to  fetch  the  faid  Wampam  or  the  full  val- 
lew  ;  which  if  vpon  a  peacable  demaund  they  forthwith  pay  together  with  a  juft  al- 
lowance for  the  prefent  fervice  it  (hall  yet  fatisfy  And  the  Comiffioners  will  hope  the 
reft  of  the  Covenants  may  fpeedyly  bee  attended  But  if  vpon  what  pretence  foeuer 
they  deny  or  delay  payments  you  are  to  feize  aud  bring  backe  with  you  foe  much 
wampam,  beauer,  or  other  fuitabjp  Comodities  as  may  anfware  both  the  debt  and 
the  aforemenfioned  Charges  or  if  other  meanes  bee  wanting  you  are  to  feize  (with  as 
little  hurt  as  may  bee)  bring  away  either  Peffacus  or  his  children  or  fuch  other  conft- 
derable  Sachem  or  perfons  as  they  prize  and  may  probably  bow  them  to  Reafon  ; 
But  if  you  meet  with  with  any  hoftile  oppofition  to  the  hazzard  of  youer  live:  you 
are  in  a  prudent  way  to  fecure  youer  felues  and  make  an  honorable  Retreate  yt     are 
alfo  to  obferue  their  fpeaches  a£Uons  and  whatfoeuer  elfe  may  giue  light  to  our  fu- 
ture proceedings  that  if  called  thervnto  you  may  giue  account   vpon  your  oathes. 
This  don  fom  of  you  are  to  repayer  to  Ninigrett  and  acquaint  him  that  the  Comiffion- 
ers are  informed  that  he  had  giuen  his  daughter  in  marriage  to  Safecos  his  Brother 
who  gathers  Pequots  vnder  him  as  if  either  hee  would  become  theire  Sachem  or 
againe  poffefe  the  Pequat Country  both  which  are  exprefsly  contrary  to  former  engage- 
ments and  by  no  meanes  may  bee  fuffered  You  fhall  therfore  enquire  where  Safacus 
Brother  refides,  what  number  of  men  Pequats  or  others  are  with  him,  whence  hee 
hath  them  ;  and  what  his  purpofeand  aime  may  bee  and  require  Ninigrets  anfware  and 
refolution  about  him  that  fome  further  courfe  may  bee  taken  as  the  cafe  may  require 
You  fhall  acquaint  Ninigrett  that  Weekewafh  Cooke  complains  of  fundry  wronges ; 
that  the  Comiffioners  as  they  would  deal  righteufly  with  all  men  foe  they  wifh  the 
Indians  would  not  difturbe  the  publicke  peace  by  oppreffing  one  another  ;  they  are 
alfo  informed  that  Ninigrett  pretends  fome  graunt  or  libbertie  to  hunt  within  the  Pe- 
quat country  the  Right  and  Title  to  the  place  and  alfo  the  Royalties  thervnto  apper- 
taining they  muft  affert  as  due  onely  vnto  the  Englifh  and  onely  at  theire  difpofe,  nor 
may  Ninegrett  as  things  ftand  betwixt  the  Englifh  and  him  challeng  or  vfe  any  fuch 
libertie  there,  laflly  you  fhall  informe  him  that  aboute  1 2  yeares  fence  a  Mare  be- 
longing to  Elty  Pomary  of  Winfor  in  Cone&acott  was  killed  willfully  by  Pequiam 
a  Nyantick   Indian  brother  to    Ninegrett  which   Mare  coft   291b.  for  which  fatis- 
fa&ion  hath  been  been  often  required  by  the  Englifh  and  promifed  by  the  Indians 
but  not  yet  performed,  The  Comiffioners  therfore  without  further  delay  expect  due 
payment  that  there  bee  no  further  caufe  of  complaint  or  proceeding. 

Whereas  the  Mohauks  haue  by  the  Pocomptuke  Sachem  as  we  are  informed  made 
theire  Requeft  to  the  Gouernment  of  Conecf  acott  that  SequafTon  might  haue  libertie 
without  offence  to  returne  to  his  former  habitation  alledging  how  reddy  and  willing 
they  have  been  to  gratify  the  Englifh  in  what  they  have  requefled,  it  is  therfore 
thought  meet  that  an  anfware  bee  returned  to, this  purpofe  That  the  Englifh  neither  for- 
merly 
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merly  hauc  nor  do  yet  doe  prohibite  his  returne  fo  that  hee  carry  himfelfe  inoffenfiue- 
ly  for  the  future  hee  may  come  at  his  pleafure  and  that  they  are  now  the  more  free 
for  it  being  requcfted  by  them. 

The  Comiflioners  for  the  MalTachufetts  informed  the  Comiflioners  for  Cone&icutt 
and  Newhauen  how  fare  they  had  profeeded  according  to  advife  giuen  att  theire  lad 
meeting  at  Bolton  to  iffue  the  difference  betwixt  themfelues  and  Plymouth  concerning 
a  tracl:  of  land  lately  belonging  to  Pomham  aud  Soconoco  two  Indians  Sachems  ;  That 
the  Generall  Court  for  the  Maffachufetts  had  by  theire  Comiflioners  firil  offered  to 
refigne  theire  interefl  in  the  aforefaid  lands  and  appurtenances  to  Plymouth  if  they 
would  engage  to  protect  and  to  adminifter  Juftice  equally  both  to  Indians  and  Englilh 
within  thofe  limmius  ;  But  that  Plymouth  Colonie  had  rather  chofen  to  pafe  over 
theire  Right  by  Pattern  and  had  refigned  the  faid  Traft  of  Land  &c.  And  left  them 
foreuer  to  bee  vnder  the  Gouemment  of  the  Maffachufetts. 

They  informed  alio  with  what  tenderueffe  and  forbearance  they  had  fence  dealt 
with  Samuell  Gorton  and  his  Companie  though  fundry  and  great  complaints  had  been 
made  and  renued  againft  them  not  onely  by  the  Indians  but  by  the  neighboring  Eng- 
lifli vnder  the  Maffachufetts  Gouerment :  They  (hewed  alfo  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Eaf- 
ton  Prefedent  of  Road  Hand  wherin  in  the  name  of  the  Councell  there  hee  declareth 
that  Road  Hand  and  Warwicke  (where  the  faid  Gorton  liveth)  are  combined  and 
bound  mutually  to  fupport  one  another  They  delired  therfore  advife  from  the 
reft  of  the  Comiflioners  how  they  might  further  proceed  fence  vnon  Trya'l 
they  find  that  without  at  leaft  a  leagall  force  they  can  neither  redreffe  Iniuries 
nor  bring  the  Inhabitants  of  Warwicke  to  acknowlidg  and  fubmite  to  theire  go- 
uerment. 

The  Comiflioners  remembring  what  advife  had  been  given  by  the  Honourable 
Comitte  of  Parlement  in  this  and  like  cafes  that  the  bounds  of  Pattents  ftiould  bee 
firftfet  out  by  a  Jury  of  vnenterefted  perfons  and  that  all  inhabiting  within  the  iimmits 
fo  fet  forth  Ihould  fall  under  the  gouerment  eftablifhed  by  pattentand  vnderftanding 
that  the  foremenfioned  Refignation  made  by  Plymouth  was  not  with  full  confent  and 
fatisfaclion  to  all  the  freemen  of  that  Jurifdiftion  and  without  any  agreement  or  con- 
fent of  the  Inhabitants  of  Warwick  who  pretend  an  entereft  in  Mr  Williams  his  pat- 
tent  but  will  by  no  peaceable  means  bee  brought  vnder  the  Maffachufetts  Gouer- 
ment ;  and  being  defirus  as  much  as  may  be  to  prevent  inconvenience  and  by  all.  due 
meanes  to  preferue  and  fettle  peace  within  and  betwixt  the  Collonies  and  with  all 
Naighbours  according  to  rules  of  Righteoufneffe  and  Prudence;  thought  fitt  to  re- 
comend  both  to  the  Maffachufetts  and  Plymouth  as  theire  molt  ferius  advife,  that 
the  Maffachufets  vpon  the  aforementioned  Refpefts  doe  aquite  and  for  ever  relinquifli 
the  Ri'dit  and  Title  they  have  to  the  lands  of  Pomham  and  Soconoco  aforfaid  and 
the  Jurifdiftion  thervnto  belonging  and  that  Plymouth  doe  forthwith  reaffume  the 
Vol.  It.  U  Right 
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Right  they  formerly  had  by  pattern  to  the  .place  ;  That  they  engage  and  promife  a 
due  protection  and  equal  admineftration  of  Juftice  to  all  the  Inhabitants  Englifii  and 
Indians  according  to  the  MafTachufetts  engagement  ;  And  that  all  faire  meanes  bee 
with  the  firfl  conveniency  vfed  to  reduce  Warwick  &c.  to  a  due  Submiffion  to 
the  Gouerment  of  Plymouth  that  Juftice  may  have  a  free  courfe  and  all  greivances 
betwixt  them  and  theire  Naighbors  may  bee  fatisfyed  and  remoued  ;  But  if  they  re- 
fufe  that  then  the  juft  and  wholfom  aduife  of  the  honorable  comittee  of  Parlement 
conferning  a  Jury  bee  forthwith  duly  attended  that  the  Inhabytants  of  Warwick  may 
know  where  they  fall  and  to  what  Gouerment  they  ought  to  fubmit ;  But  if  Ply- 
mouth accept  not  this  advife  or  if  the  faid  Inhabitants  proueobftinate  and  will  neither 
fubmit  to  gouerment  nor  by  other  meanes  make  due  Satisfaction  for  trefpafles  for 
wronges  done  to  Neighbours  Juftice  muft  haue  its  courfe  The  Maffachufetts  or  Ply- 
mouth whom  it  may  concerne  cannot  but  protect  and  prouide  for  the  conveniencies 
of  thofe  within  theire  Jurifdiction  ;  in  fuch  cafe  wee  think  it  necefTary  and  advife  that 
rcall  Damages  duly  proved  bee  levied  by  leagall  force  though  with  as  much  modera- 
tion and  tendernefle  as  the  cafe  will  permitt. 

The  13th.  prefent  the  Dutch  Gouernor  being  arived  two  Daies  before  vpon 
a  Defire  (as  hee  exprefled)  to  treat  with  the  Comiffioners  prefented  the  following 
writinge. 

Honored  Sirs, 

SIX  Confiderations  concerning  the  publick  welfare  haue  moued  to  vndertake 
(this  to  mee)  troublefom  Journey  to  meete  youer  Worfhipps  heere  and  alfoe  two 
particulates  the  one  conferning  myfelfe  the  other  one  of  the  Inhabitants,  which  I 
haue  thought  convenient  to  propofe  in  Writing  that  all  Inconveniencies  by  uerball 
fpeaking  either  out  of  haftineffe  or  otherwife  may  be  prevented  ;  but  principally  that 
I  may  giue  account  to  my  Souereignes  the  High  and  Mighty  States  Generall  of  the 
Vnited  Belgick  Provences  and  the  Honourable  Lords  Bewint-hebbers  of  the  Weft 
India  Companie. 

1.  Thefirft  is  the  wrong  and  Iniury  done  to  their  H.  M.  and  the  Right  Honoura- 
ble Weft  India  Companie  by  fertaine  of  youer  Nation  by  theire  vnjuft  vfurpacon  and 
poflefing  the  land  lying  vpon  the  River  commonly  called  Conefticott  or  the  frefh  Ri- 
ver, being  the  lands  of  the  faid  Companie  bought  and  paid  for  to  the  then  Right 
proprieters  the  natiue  Americans  before  any  other  Nation  either  bought  or  pretended 
Right  therunto  for  the  which  wee  defire  a  full  Surrender  and  Satisfaction  according 
to  the  qualitie  of  the  caufe. 

acond.  Wee  cannot  but  conceaue  youer  Worfhips  cannot  but  bee  fenfable  of  the 
advanfing  and  incroaching  of  fom  of  youer  Cuntrymen  vpon  the  pretended  lymits 

betwixt 
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betwixt  vs  and  youer  Nacion  in  thefc  parts  and  the  pretended  Rights  of  H.  M.  and 
the  Right  honorable  Weft  India  Companie  Wheras  in  our  native  Countryes  a  long 
and  happy  peace  hath  been  obferved  and  faire  naighborly  Comerfe  and  Correlpon- 
dency  before  and  fence  my  arrival!  and  gouerment  which  haue  occaconed  fertaine 
Conteftations  and  troubles  the  which  for  our  parts  I  fhould  very  gladly  fee  removed 
and  taken  away  and  for  the  Rcraocon  therof  I  conccaue  either  a  generall  or  provi- 
fionall  lymett  may  be  fettled  betwixt  vs  for  the  accomplifhment  wherof  I  conceaue  it 
will  conduce  much  thereunto  if  wee  {hall  either  by  a  joynt  writing  to  our  Su- 
periors at  horn  or  fending  our  Agents   requeft   it  may  bee  by  them  decided. 

3.  The  detaining  of  fertaine  fugitiues  by  the  Right  Worthy  Gouernor  and  Ma- 
ieftraits  of  New  Hauen  vpon  my  firft  arrivall  gaue  to  my  great  greife  caufe  of  fom 
Difcontent  on  either  fide  for  the  prevention  wherof  for  the  future  T  defire  that 
fom  courfe  may  bee  Refolved  vpon  that  all  occacions  of  Diftaft  that  way  may  bee 
prevented. 

4.  Whereas  by  letters  from  the  Right  Worfhipful  Governor  Eaton  by  order  of  the 
Honored  Comiffioncrs  and  likewife  by  common  fame  wee  vnderftand  the  honored 
Comiflioners  the  laft  yeare  paffed  an  aft  of  prohibition  of  trade  for  our  Nation  with 
the  natiue  Americans  in  thefe  panes  vpon  Confifcacon  of  Shipp  and  Goods  I  cannot 
but  for  the  welfare  and  profperity  of  our  Nacion  in  thefe  partes  but  defire  the  faid 
aft  may  bee  repealed  or  that  the  honorable  Comiflioners  willbee  pleafed  to  give  mec 
vnder  theire  hands  Reafons  and  grounds  for  the  forbiding  the  faid  trade  within  the 
pretended  lymitts  H.  M.  and  Weft  India  Companie. 

5.  And  for  that  likewife  by  Relacion  of  divers  credable  perfons  of  your  Nacion 
and  ours  one  Mr.  Pinchon  vfeing  trade  and  Comerce  with  the  Native  Americans 
hath  foe  fare  advanced  vpon  the  trade  that  the  trade  and  Comerce  in  thefe  partes  of 
thefe  ioynt  Nacions  is  much  damnified  and  vndervallued  not  onely  to  the  inriching  the 
faid  natiue  barbarians  but  the  overthrow  of  the  trade  haveing  likewife  by  particular 
Teftimony  from  two  perfons  of  quallity  vnderftood  that  the  faid  Mr.  Pinchon  gaue 
eleuen  gilders  to  the  faid  Natives  for  a  beauer  fkine  ;  the  detriments  that  may  ther- 
by  arife  I  fhall  refer  to  the  wife  Confideration  of  the  honored  Comiflioners  that  fom 
courfe  as  they  in  theire  wifdomes  fhall  beft  conceaue  may  beft  bee  agreed  vpon  that 
the  faid  Inconveniencies  may  bee  removed. 

6.  Wheras  likewife  there  was  a  fertine  Shipp  detained  and  the  goods  vnladen  by 
them  of  Road  Hand  the  faid  fhipp  being  taken  from  the  Spaniard  fomtimes  our  ene- 
mies but  now  our  frinds  by  vertue  of  a  Comiffion  from  vs'the  which  faid  fhipp  being 
by  them  of  Road  Hand  detained  fold  and  defpofed  of  to  feverall  Seamen  vpon  pre- 
tences of  fhares  due  vnto  them  contrary  to  the  mind  and  will  of  the  owners  haveing 
the  greateft  entereft  therin  ;  the  faid  owners  making  many  complaints  vnto  mee  for 
Satisfaction  either  by  way  of  areftment  of  any  of  theire  Barques  or  Reprifall  the

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-which  I  was  vnwilling  to  graunt  tell  I  had  acquainted  the  honered  Comiffioners 
therwith  the  faid  honered  Comiffioners  will  pleafe  either  to  caufe  them  of  Road  Hand 
to  make  Reftitufien  according  to  equity  or  els  that  it  may  not  bee  in  any  meahire  offen^ 
cive  to  the  honered  and  naighbor  Colonies  to  feek  our  Right  by  way  of  Reprifall. 

The  two  particulars  the  one  is  that  I  may  receiue  Right  for  the  fcandall  raifed 
vpon  mee  by  Tho.  Stanton  the  which  I  fuppofe  is  knowne  to  fbm  of  you  by  what  my 
E'ifigne  did  fpeake  and  defire  at  New  Haven  from  the  Gouernor  there  :  ad  calum- 
nias  tacendum  ucfa  eft  non  aut  contra  dicendo  Nos  vlliis  camus  fed  ne  mendatio  in 
oifenfum  progrefTum  prometamus. 

The  fecond  is  that  Goverr  Lockman  making  complaint  to  mee  of  wrong  Receu- 
ed  by  him  from  the  Gouernor  and  Court  of  Hartford  about  a  fume  of  money  paid 
by  him  of  the  which  in  my  letter  to  youer  honored  Comiffioners  of  the  laft  yeare  I 
made  complaint  and  defired  fatisfa&ion  in  that  point  being  ftill  by  him  vrged  with 
the  vnrighteufnefle  of  the  profeeding,  I  can  doe  no  leffe  in  Relacon  of  my  Duty  but 
requeft  the  honered  Comiffioners  will  take  a  Review  of  the  profeedings  that  in 
cafe  you  ftiall  find  a  miflake  in  the  fentance  Reftitufion  may  bee  made  to  the  plaintife 
or  els  fo  much  light  fhowen  that  the  plaintife  may  bee  convinced

written  this  day  in  Hartford  bear  date  in  New  Netherland  September  23  Stila  Novo 
what  Comiffion  you  have  for  it  youer  felfe  beft  knowes  but  fertainely  wee  fliall  en- 
curre  blame  from  our  Superiors  to  admitt  fuch  pretence  of  title  to  this  place  vnleffe 
therfore  you  bee  pleafed  to  explaine  or  retraft  wee  may  not  profeed.

to  conduce  and  23d  this  Inftant  new  flile  I  fent  my  propofitions  to  that  end  but  as  I 
vnderftand  by  youer  Mifiive  I  put  a  barr  in  the  way  by  dating  my  propofitions  as  in 
New  Netherland  1  thought  my  firft  proposition  would  have  removed  that  barr, but 
to  fhew  I  would  not  willingly  put  any  obftruct  to  the  treaty  expected  the  honered 
Comiflioneis  may  pleafe  to  know  the  fubftance  of  what  was  propofed  was  agreed 
vpon  by  my  felfe  and  Counfell  at  the  Monhatoes  and  there  dated  and  fubferibed 
but  the  papers  being  left  aboard  for  the  gaining  of  time  I  caufed  them  to  bee  coppi- 
ed  out  and  tranfhted  foe  nigh  as  I  could  remember  from  the  originall  :  and  ther-

The  anfware  to  the  propofitions  formerly  exprefled  was  as  followeth 
Honerd  Sir, 

WEE  have  receved  youer  propofitions  and  breifly  returne  the  anfware  following 

Firft  the  Right  the  Englifh  haue  to  Conecticott  River  with  the  plantations  and 
lands  vpon  or  about  the  fame  hath  been  often  afferted  and  as  wee  conceaue  is  either 
fully  knowne  or  fufficiently  cleared  to  the  Englifli  Dutch  and  Indians  in  thefe  partes 
wee  have  not  heard  yet  any  thing  of  waight  obiefted  againft  it  but  how  much  land 
the  Dutch  heere  claime  where  it  lyeth  from  whom  purchafed  we  have  onely  heard 
allegations  without  proofe  which  cannot  fatisfy. 

2condly  It  needs  both  explycation  and  euidence  where  and  which  of  ours  haue 
made  any  encroachments  vpon  the  pretended  Rights  of  the  Mates  of  the  Vnited  Pro- 
vences  Wee  hope  to  prove  our  Right  to  what  wee  enioy  by  pattern  purchafe  and 
pofleffion  ;  and  that  if  the  happy  peace  foe  long  continewed  betwixt  our  Superiors 
in  Europe  haue  met  with  any  difturbance  it  is  by  feuerall  Iniuries  wee  haue  receved 
by  youer  predecefTors  and  youer  felfe  in  thefe  parts  of  which  wee  haue  complayned 
heere  and  fhould  willingly  refer  the  Examination  and  Iffue  to  Europe  if  wee  might 
fee  any  Comiffion  or  Inftru&ions  from  thence  directing  and  warranting  you  therin. 

3ly  Wee  are  affured  New  Hauen  Maieftraits  were  free  for  all  offices  both  of 
Juflice  and  amity  but  youer  felfe  cart  in  Impediments  by  claiming  both  the  place 
and  Jurifdiftion  and  fom  of  you  vfed  offencive  and  threatening  language  ill  argu- 
ments as  the  Mate  of  affaires  then  flood  ;  But  if  in  other  particulars  this  treaty  may 
bee  brought  to  a  comfortable  IfTue  a  due  Confideration  may  bee  had  of  fugitives 
and  how  to  fettle  a  right  vnderflanding  and  naighborly  corefpondency  betwixt  vs. 

4ly.  The  Comiffioners  never  intended  to  direct  or  regulate  the  dutch  Trad  within 
theire  owne  proper  limits ;  they  onely  defired  that  the  mifchevious  trade  of  pouder 
&c  which  foe  dire&ly  tends  to  the  damage  and  hurt  of  both  Nations  might  bee  re- 
ftrained  at  Aurania  fort,  the  prohebition  vnder  the  penalty  you  mention  extended 
onely  to  the  Englifli  proper  bounds  as  by  the  Comiffioners  letters  from  Boflon  the 
lafl  yeare  may  apeere.

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5ly  By  what  Rules  the  Traders  whether  of  Aurania  Fort  or  Springfeild  walke  the 
Comiffioners  enquire  not ;  Trad  is  free  and  Marchants  attend  theire  owne  conveni- 
encies  and  will  hardly  continew  a  Trad  driven  to  lofe  but  lawes  to  lymite  if  not  well 
confidercd  will  foone  bee  repealled. 

61y  The  Comiffioners  vnderftand  not  how  or  vpon  what  Ground  the  Inhabitants 
of  Road  Hand  have  profeeded  about  the  fliipp  menfioned  nor  where  the  Right  is 
though  they  bee  not  combined  with  the  other  Collonies  yet  as  Naighbors  and  as  our 
Countrymen  wee  cannot  but  defire  theire  wellfare  foe  farr  as  wee  may  advife  they 
fhould  do  you  Right  and  you  them  no  wrong  but  wee  can  neither  examine  nor 
judge  in  the  cafe. 

To  the  two  lad  particulars  wee  anfwarc  as  followeth  ; 

i.  Tho.  Staunton  as  wee  are  informed  hath  ever  profeffed  that  what  he  fpake 
was  both  Truth  as  hee  related  it  and  to  difcharge  his  Engagement  by  oath  to  the 
Jurifdi&ion  hee  delivered  it  but  as  an  Indian  Report  it  was  no  otherwife  entertain- 
ed ;  fom  of  the  longe  Hand  Indians  haue  fence  attefted  the  fame  before  the  Maief- 
traits  of  Cone&icott  and  fom  other  Indians  vpon  the  mayne  concure  with  them  ; 
which  may  thus  fare  fatisfy  that  Tho.  Stanton  raifed  not  the  Report  nor  intended 
any  hurt  to  youer  felfe  but  the  Indians  are  fubtile  and  might  have  theire  owne  ends 
in  Reference  to  which  wee  then  did  and  ftill  doe  fufpend  beleife. 

2ndly.  The  Report  of  Govert  Lockman's  large  but  mifchevius  Trad  with  the  Indi- 
ans filled  thefe  partes  as  we  are  informed  was  brought  to  the  Manhattoes  the  Evidence 
againfl  him  to  the  Court  of  ConecYicut  was  as  clear  and  full  as  may  bee  expe&ed 
in  fuch  a  cafe  hee  might  once  and  againe  haue  had  his  cafe  tried  but  hee  rather  chofe 
to  iflue  in  a  compofition  ;  But  fence  as  wee  heard  he  hath  exprefled  a  Refolution  to 
profeed  in  the  fame  Trad,  wherin  hee  will  giue  new  offence  and  bring  himfelfe  into 
further  trouble.

To  the  foregoing  anfware  there  was  receiued  from  the  Dutch  Governor  that  which 
followeth. 

Honored  Sirs, 

YOUER  Paper  of  the  14th  September  Still,  vet.  I  receaved  in -anfware  to  my 
proportions. 

Youer  anfware  to  my  firft  proportion  is  as  I  expecled  for  wher  there  is  an  affer- 

metive  of  Right  due   the  negative  muft   needs  fawl  from  them  that  detaine  that 

Right  from  the  true  proprietors  ;  and  although  happily  I  can  produce  teftimony  by 
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Dutch  Englilh  and  Indians  to  a  certaine  quantity  of  land  purcliafed  paid  for  and  in 
part  poffeffed  by  vs,  and  other  part  vfurped  by  them  of  Hartford,  yet  I  fhall  for- 
beare  the  further  profecution  our  faid  title  wher  my  parties  are  both  Prefident  Judge 
and  parties  in  the  caufe. 

My  firft  explained  the  fecond  and  for  the  Evidence  in  time  convenient  may  bee 
produced,  and  wheras  you  are  pleafed  to  charge  my  predeceffors  and  felfe  with  fe- 
verall  generall  Iniuries  you  haue  receued  by  vs  ;  for  what  my  predeffefor  hath  don 
as  I  am  ignorant  foe  I  cannot  be  refponfible,  but  for  my  felfe  I  cannot  but  take  fpeci- 
all  notice  you  are  pleafed  to  condemn  mee  of  Iniuries  done  to  you  before  it  bee  due- 
ly  proved  and  my  anfware  heard  which  giues  mee  caufe  to  fufpeft  the  caufe  is  like- 
ly to  bee  vnequally  ballanced  although  as  yet  I  never  had  queftion  with  the  honered 
Collonies  of  Maffachufetts  and  Bofton. 

Youer  affurance  that  the  Maieflrates  of  Newhaven  were  free  for  all  Naighbourly 
offices  and  fo  forth  ;  but  that  myfelfe  caft  in  Impediments  in  the  way  and  that  fom  of 
our  people  vfed  offencive  and  threatening  language  vpon  a  due  examinacon  I  fup- 
pofe  it  willbe  found  otherwife;  and  for  offencive  and  threatening  language  vfed  by  any 
of  ours  there  it  was  contrary  to  my  mind  and  order  ;  and  when  I  know  the  parties 
acccufation  andproofe  againfl  them  (if  vnder  our  gouerment)  wee  fhall  take  courfe 
that  Reparation  fhallbee  made. 

To  my  fourth  yeu  give  no  pofitive  anfware  for  my  propofition  was  not  conferning 
the  directing  or  regulating  the  Trad  but  the  prohebition  of  the  Trad  in  thefe  parts 
with  the  native  Americans  to  all  that  are  vnder  our  gouerment  of  New  Nether- 
land  my  defires  then  beiug  and  ftill  are  that  you  will  either  repeall  the  faid  atte  or 
give  me  a  catagoricall  anfware  the  grounds  of  youer  act  being  for  the  prevention  of  the 
iale  of  "-uns  powder  &c  to  the  Indians  I  know  no  rrafon  that  the  Innocent  fhould  fuf- 
fer  for  the  guilty  In  cafe  any  of  ours  fhalbee  found  to  trad  in  that  nature  it  is  bur 
Reafon  hee  fhould  bee  punifhed  ;  for  our  parts  as  wee  haue  an  order  for  the  prohe- 
bition of  the  faid  Trad  foe  wee  put  it  in  execution  upon  due  proofe.  Conferning  my 
propofition  about  Mr.  Pincheon  I  onely  propofed  it  as  what  I  conceaved  might  bee  to 
the  detriment  of  the  publick  Trad  in  thefe  partes  referring  it  to  the  wifdom  of  the 
Comiffioners  to  coniider  of  it  but  for  my  owne  part  fhall  hereafter  be  filent. 

For  them  of  Road  Ifland  I  propofed  for  advife  and  the  taking  away  of  offence  that 
might  be  given  to  my  Naighbor  Collonies. 

For  that  of  Tho.  Stanton  I  am  vnfatisfyed  as  being  a  publike  perfon  vntell  fuch  time 
as  I  may  face  to  face  anfware  to  my  accufers. 

For  what  may  bee  ducly  proved  by  good  Teflimony  againfl  Govert  Lockman  in 

his  trading  with  the  Indians  in  thefe  partes   for  guns  powder  &c.  if  fairly  prooved  I 

fhall  very  well  approve  of  the  profeedings  of  the  Court  at  Hartford  therein  ;  but  vn- 
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tell  it  bee  made  evident  to  mee  by  good  Teftimony  of  any  Tranfgreffion  by  him  co- 
mited  againft  the  publick  lawes  of  this  Country  I  cannot  but  require  fatisfattion  ia 
that  behalf  e. 

For  the  furthering  the  Treaty  the  Right  honorable  Comiffioners  haue  often  pro- 
pounded a  verbal  Conference  with  them  in  theire  Court  ;  for  my  part  I  cannot  fee 
any  Conveniency  in  it  being  die  caufers  of  any  difference  are  both  Judge  and  parties ; 
but  to  {how  to  my  principalis  and  to  all  others  whom  it  may  conferne  that  I  am  free 
and  inclined  to  peace  and  to  naighborly  Corefpondency  and  to  give  and  receue  due 
fatisfa&ion  fence  my  arrival]  by  equall  parties  as  wee  call  it  a  Chamber  of  my  partie  4 
If  it  (hall  pleafe  the  Right  Worfhipfull  Comiffioners  to  deligate  two  indifferent  perfons 
out  of  the  Collonies  of  Bofton  and  Plymouth  with  full  power  I  am  willingly  reddy  to 
depute  others  with  the  like  power  and  refering  to  each  others  theire  Rights  and  Ti- 
tles and  foe  refer  the  Iffue  of  injuries  receued  and  given  to  theire  award  ;  otherwife 
if  the  parties  aggrieved  will  pleafe  to  bury  all  former  paffages  betwixt  vs  I  fhalbee  free

The  Comiffioners  replyed. 
Honored  Sir,  1 

TO  youres  of  the  26th  prefent  newly  Received  wee  (hall  briefely  make  Reply, 
onely  wee  (hall  firft  mind  you  that  you  came  to  treat  with  the  Comiffioners  have  direct- 
ed your  writings  to  them  and  therefore  could  expeft  noe  anfwarebut  from  them. 

1.  The  Englifh  Colonies  when  they  firft  entered  this  vnion  and  Confederation 
inquired  and  by  all  due  meanes  ferched  into  the  Claime  the  then  Dutch  Governor 
made  to  fom  part  of  Cone&icott ;  they  perufed  the  letters  Monf.  Kieft  had  written 
confidered  his  allegacons  and  proofes  and  compared  them  with  the  Defence  the  Eng- 
lifh at  Conefticott  made  for  themfelves  and  caufe  which  they  thought  a  cleare  and 
fatisfaftory  way  to  find  out  where"1  the  Right  lay ;  and  vpon  a  full  and  ferius  Confi- 
deration  The  Comiffioners  together  with  the  generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts 
Vol.  H.  X  tell 


tell  further  light  were  by  the  Ducch  produced  thought  Conefticott's  Tide  and  pro- 
feedings  faire  and  juft,  and  accordingly  fertifyed  theire  apprehenfions  to  the  then 
Dutch  Governor ;  But  if  yet  wee  may  vnderftand  what  and  vpon  what  grounds  you 
challenge  wee  mall  indifferently  confider  and  advifc,  but  hetherto  youer  chime  hath 
beeu  varius  and  unfertaine  fomtimes  to  all  the  lands  vpon  that  Riuer,  fomtimes  to  a 
part,  fomtimes  vpon  one  ground  and  otherwhiles  vpon  another  which  leaves  vs  in 
the  dark  and  vnfatisfyed. 

2condly.  Wee  vnderftand  how  the  firft  of  youer  proportions  exphines  the  2cond 
we  conceued  them  aftwo  of  youer  deftincl:  greivanees  which  caufed  our  anfware  to 
run  in  that  frame  wee  hope  wee  Avail  fee  and  bee  farisfyed  with  youer  Comiflion 
Though  you  expreffe  nothing  of  youer  mind  therin  ;  youer  felfe  charg  Iniury  Wrong 
Incroachment  Vfurpation  &c.  vpon  fom  of  the  Collonies  before  any  ftiadow  of 
proofe,  and  yet  take  it  ill  that  you  find  any  fuch  expreffions  in  our  pavers  wherin 
yet  wee  determine  nothing  but  fertify  how  things  yet  ffand  in  our  apprehenfions  tell 
farther  light  and  proofe  bee  held  forth. 

3ty.  The  Comiffioners  for  Newhauen.  are  free  and  willing  that  the  cafe  of  the 
fugitives  and  all  that  depends  theron  bee  duly  confidered'  and  judged  by  indifferent 
men. 

4ly.  We  conceaue  our  former  anfwere  was  full  and  fatisfying  yet  at  youer  defire 
wee  (hall  add  that  as  both  French  and  Dutch  prohibite  Trad  with  the  Indians  in 
rheire  feuerall  refpeftive  Jurifdi&ions  ;  Soe  the  Comiffioners  confeaue  the  Englifti 
Collonies  may  doe  within  theire  proper  lymits,  yet  if  this  treaty  in  other  refpefts 
iffue  to  Content  and  Satisfaction  that  a£le  may  bee  further  confidered  and  probably 
Repealed. 

5ty.  Wee  reft  in  what  you  are  pleafed  to  conclude  conferninge  orderinge  or  ly- 
miting  of  Trade. 

61y.  Wee  cannot  but  take  well  what  you  propounded  conferning  Roade  Hand 
we  can  advife  no  further  but  are  fatisfyed  with  youer  aimes  and  defires  that  peace 
and  Righteoufneffe  may  duly  bee  preferved  betwixt  you. 

7ly.  Thomas  Stanton  is  expe&cd  heere  today  or  tomorrow  but  probably  hee  will 
thinke  himfelfe  difcharged  by  bringing  the  Sachem  and  other  Indians  to  juftify 
what  hee  reported  as  from  them,  however  wee  lhall  neither  in  him  nor  any  other 
countenance  any  thing,  which  may  appeare  iniurius  to  any  much  leffe  to  youer 
felfe. 

Sly.  Conferning  Gouert  Lockman  you  wholy  waue  the  fubftance  of  our  anfware  : 
himfelfe  being  confius  of  his  guilt  in  that  mifchevius  Trad  as  was  conceaved  by  the 
Maieftraits  of  Conefticott  chofe  rather  to  iffue  all  by  a  Compofition  then  to  run 
the  hazard  of  a  legall  tryall  and  you  well  know  in  fuch  Cafes  Volenti  non  fit 
Iniuria.. 
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To  the  C-ondufron  in  youer  laft  paper  we  haue  and  ftlfl  doe  profeffe  that  in  all 
our  pafftges  of  the  treaty  propounded  wee  looke  not  at  ourfeiues  as  a  Court  or 
Judges  or  that  any  thing  fliould  be  carried  by  vote ;  but  propounded  a  free  Conference 
betwixt  party  and  party  that  a  right  underftanding  may  bee  gained  and  differences  by 
mutuall  conient  compofcd;  your  defire  of  peace  and  naighborly  Corefpondancy  wee 
fully  approve ;  and  fhall  not  differ  with  you  in  the  way  of  arbetration  mencioned 
»ne!y  wee  defire  to  fee  youer  ComLffion  and  what  you  will  refer  and  what  not  that 
wee  may  the  better  fee  and  consider  our  way  ;  not  doubting  but  if  our  meeting  iffuc 
without  fruite  wee  (hall  cleare  our  Intentions  by  our  Carriage  and  offers  to  all  indif- 
ferent Judges  wether  heere  or  in  Europe. 

In  another  Paper  thefe  enfueing  greiuauces  and  Complaints  were  at  the  fame  time 
-prefented  to  the  Dutch  Governor. 

Honored  Sir, 

OUR  joynt  aime  (wee  hope)  is  that  this  meeting  may  be  improved  as  an  Audit 
feriufly  to  confider  and  duly  to  iffue  all  acounts  betwixt  vs  ;  youer  propofitions  or 
parcells  wee  haue  perufed  and  anfVared  wee  (hall  now  acquaint  you  with  feverall  parti- 
culars which  Hand  charged  in  the  Englifh.  bookes  which  wee  defier  you  wiHbee  pleafed 
duely  foe  to  weigh  that  all  reconingf.  may  bee  juftly  cleared  and  a  neighborly  Core- 
fpondency  fetled. 

The  Englifh  at  Conecticott  haue  formerly  complained  of  many  vnworchy  paffagee. 
and  Injuries  receued  from  fom  of  thofe  who  have  been  employed  by  the  Dutch  a? 
agents  for  them  there  to  which  nee  fatisfying  anfware  was  euer  yet  returned  as  "the 
entertainment  of  Englifh  fugitives  and  helping  them  to  file  offtheire  Irons  perfwade- 
ing  fervants  to  run  away  from  thcirc  Mailers  Retaining  and  buying  ftolen  Goods 
and  refufing  to  returne  them  vpon  equal!  fatisfaction  vpon  demaund  marrying 
fom  Englifh  Couples  Refufed  at  the  plantations  with  feuerall  other  of  a  like 
Nature. 

Scm  of  them  alfo  further  complaine  for  the  Non  Payment  of  debts  due  for  goods 
taken  vp  by  theire  public  Agents  who  haue  left  the  Place  without  giveing  due 
Satisfaction  and  payment  denyed  by  theire  Succeffore  as  not  apertaining  to 
them. 

Laftly  The  Maieftraits  for  Conecticott  complaine  of  an  infufferable  Iniury  latly 
confuted  by  the  Neger  belonging  to  the  Dutch  houfe ;  that  wheras  a  notorius  de- 
lingquent  vpon  a  Capital!  offence  was  heere  imprifoned  the  faid  Neger  did  affift  him  to 
breake  prifon  and  to  make  efcape  for  which  they  have  not  yet  called  him  to  ac- 
-coumpt. 

Xa  The 
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The  £omifnoners  For  Cone&icott  and  New  Haven  doc  joynfly  complayne  that 
wheras  Captaine  How  and  fome  other  Englifli  purchafed  of  the  Indians  the  true 
propriators  all  that  traft  of  land  from  the  eafteren  part  of  the  Qyfterbay  to  the  weft- 
cren  part  of  a  bay  by  them  now  called  How  or  Holmes,  bay  to  the  middle  of  the  great 
playne  being  halfe  die  breadth  of  Long  Hand  to  the  Norward ;  Monfr.  Kieft  the 
then  Dutch  Governor  caufed  the  Englifli  to  bee  feized  carried  thence  by  force  and  im- 
prifoned  them. 

The  Comiflioners  for  New  Haven  informe  and  complayne  firft  that  wheras  by 
theire  Agents  they  had  duly  purc'nafed  of  the  Indians  Sachems  and  theire  Companies 
feuerall  tracts  or  parcells  of  land  on  both  fids  of  Delawarr  bay  or  River  to  which 
neither  the  Dutch  nor  Swedes  had  any  juft  Title  yet  without  any  legall  proteft  or 
warning  Monfere  Kieft  the  then  Dutch  Governor  fent  armed  men  1642  and  by  force 
in  an  hoftile  way  burnt  theire  trading  houfe  feized  and  for  fom  time  detained  the 
goods  in  it  not  fuffering  theire  fervants  foe  much  as  to  take  a  juft  Inventory  of  them ; 
hee  there  allfoe  feized  theire  boate  and  for  a  while  kept  theire  men  Prifoners  for 
which  to  this  day  they  can  get  no  fatisfa&ion. 

2condly.  That  the  faid  Dutch  Governor  1642  compeled  Mr  Lamberton  theire 
Agent  by  force  or  threatenings  to  give  in  at  the  Monhattoes  an  accoumpt  of  what 
beauers  hee  had  traded  within  Newhauen  lymits  at  Delaware  and  to  pay  recognicon 
for  the  fame. 

3b/.  John  Johnfon  the  Dutch  Agent  with  the,  Swedes  Governor  at  Delaware 
charged  Mr.  Lamberton  as  if  hee  had  ploted  with. the  Indians  to  cutt  them  offa  Ca- 
pitall  Crime  for  which  they  imprifoned  and  tryed  him  but  could  bring  no  proofe  to 
fatisfy  themfelves  who  both  accufed  and  fat  Judges  yett  they  fett  a  fine  vpon  him  for 
trading  within  Newhauen  Limits  there. 

4ly.  Youer  felfe  foon  after  youer  Entrance  vpon  the  truft  and  charge  at  the  Mon- 
hattoes came  and  feized  a  fliipp  with  the  goods  in  her  by  force  in  theire  harbor  pre- 
tending Title  to  the  place  ;  and  after  you  complaine  of  a  purpofe  and  Refolucion  in 
them  to  vindicate  theire  owne  Right  in  a  lawfull  way  ;  you  required  them  to  fend 
theire  Dutch  Marchants  and  theire  goods  with  recognicon  to  the  Monhattoes  and  if 
directions  were  not  attended  you  threatened  Hoftilytie  to  Newhauen  pretending  to 
keepe  peace  with  the  other  CoHonies. 

cly..  In  youer  letter  dated  oftober  12th.  1647  you  required  fertaine  fugitives  man 
offenciue  manor  as  if  the  place  and  Jurifdi&ion  had  been  vnqueftionably  youres 
though  by  antient  pattent  from  the  Kings  of  England  all  this  Part  of  America  called 
New  England  in  breadth  from  40  to  48  Degrees  of  Northerly  latitude  is  graunted  to 
the  Englifh  ;  And  the  Inhabitants  of  Newhaven  had  right  therby  to  improve  a  fmale 
portion  therof  and  accordingly  purchafed  land  of  the  Indians  and  have  built  fenced 
and  fettled  themfelves  there }  and  many  yeares  after  not  hearing  foe  much  as  the 
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Icuft  pretence  of  title  the  Dutch  did  or  could  make  to  any  of  the  lands  or  appur- 
tenances. 

61y.  Inbehalfe  of  William  Wefterhoufe  a  dutch  Marchant  but  an  Inhabytant  and 
planter  in  Newhauen  they  defire  and  expect  Reftitution  and  Satisfaction  for  the  afore- 
faid  fliippe  and  goods  feized  and  carried  out  of  theire  harbor  to  the  great  damage  of 
the  faid  Wefterhoufe  and  his  principalis  for  which  hee  ftill  calls  both  vpon  the  Comif- 
fioners  and.the  Maieftrats  of  Newhauen  for  Juftice  and  expects  that  by  an  arreft  vpon 
youer  Veflells  the  Caufe  may  bee  brought  to  a  due  tryall  within  the  Englifh  Collonies 
where  the  fhippe  was  feized. 

The  premefes  being  duly  confidered  and  iffued  whether  by  Conference  or  arbytra- 
cion  as  youer  felfe  propound  if  yet  there  remayne  any  queflion  about  title  or  lymits  of 
lands  or  about  Jurifdiction  which  cannot  bee  heere  cleared  and  ended  to  mutuall  fatis- 
faction  wee  fliall  reddily  agree  that  fuch  difference  may  bee  by  Confent  truly  ftated. 
and  foe  refered  into  Europe  for  finall  determinacion  and  that  in  the  meane  time  fuch 
bounds  and  lymits  bee  agreed  betwixt  the  Englifh  of  the  Vnited  Colonies  and  the 
Dutch  Jurifdiction  that  eich  may  know  what  to  expect  and  inioy  without  difturbancc- 
till  a  Refolucion  and  determinacion  may  be  procured  and  fettled.

The  next  writing  receved  from  the  Dutch  Governor  was  as  followeth.. 
Honored  Sirs 

IN  your  Reply  of  the  26th.  proof  is  required  the  pretendant  Colonies 

Hartford  and  Newhauen  feeing  noe  fufficient  authoritie  in  theire  anticipacon  of  vs 
from  the  enioyment  of  our  pretended  Rights,  had  Recourfe  to  the  indefputable  Pat- 
tents  of  the  MafTachufets  and  Plymouth  to  fhrowd  themfelues  vnder  theire  winpes 
and  therfore  produced  fuch  evidence  and  letters  as  might  ferue  theire  owne  ends  but 
that  all  our  allegacions  and  proofe  were  duly  and  truly  weighed  and  confidered  in  a 
right  way  and  manor  before  indifferent  Judges  in  the  prefence  of  the  parties  defend- 
ant, I  conceaue  can  never  bee  proved  ;  for  the  verity  of  my  Glaime  as  it  is  true  I 
haue  layed  Claime  to  all  the  lands  betwixt  Cape  Henlopen  weft  ward  and  Cape  Ca-- 
bleyou  eaftward  for  matter  of  Title  ;  and  to  this  about  Hartford  as  the  proper  de- 
meane  of  the  Weft  India  Companie  as  being  purchafed  paid  for  and  furrendred  by 
the. then  Right  propriators  the  Natiucs  vnto  vs. 
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"My  Coniiffion  you  may  pleafe  to  fee  when  you  defire  it  alwaies  provided  on  the 
other  fide  I  may  fee  the  Comiffion  of  my  parties,  I  could  doe  no  leffe  then  charge  In- 
iury  and  vferpation  vpon  fom  of  you  vpon  our  lands  and  (till  mufl  vntell  the  queftioa 
bee  lawfully  decided. 

To  the  third  I  fully  agree  with  the  Comiffioners  of  Newhauen. 

I  queflion  not  the  power  of  the  Comiffioners  for  making  any  orders  in  theirc  pro- 
per lymits  but  defire  thofe  vnder  our  gouerment  andjurifdiftion  may  enioy  the  freedom 
of  Trade  with  the  Indians  in  our  pretended  r4ymits  according  to  what  they  had  for* 
merly  alwaies  enioyed. 

For  the  fift  and  fixt  I   am  frilly  fatisfied  with  the  arifware  of  the  Comiffioners. 

For  Thomas  Stanton  I  freely  pafe  it  by  being  well  fatisfyed.with  the  good  Opinion 
'of  the  Comiffioners  in  that  point. 

In  the  cafe  of  Gouert  Lockman  being  I  am  informed  it  was  his  owne  volentary 
afte  I  amfatisfyed  I  {hall  onely  defire  a  Coppy  of  the  Agreement  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Court  at  Hartford  ;  And  for  that  I  vnderftand  the  faid  Lockman  vfed  fome 
threatening  words  ttfter  his  agreement  I  only  require  the  Teftimony  of  what  they  were 
and  hope  the  Comiffioners  ffiall  receiue  fatisfaction. 

In  my  former  paper  I  expreffed  what  I  would  putt  to  an  agitation  and  am  reddy  to 
■performe  it  when  I  (hall  know  youer  deligates  ;  I  hope  my  defire  and  Indeavour  will 
cleare  mee  before  any  indifferent  Judges  of  my  Reddynes  to  bringe  matters  to  a 
comfortable  Hue  betwixt  vs  and  that  there  reft  noe  blame  on  mee  if  otherwife  it  fan 
out.

Though  wee  defire  to  put  the  moft  favorableft  Interpretation  vpon  all  your  expref- 
Tions  whether  by  word  of  mouth  or  writing  yett  wee  conceaue  you  ftill  caft  new  Im- 
pediments in  the  way  of  any  faire  accord  when  yon  would  mitigate  the  greivance  att 
Newhauen  for  feizing  a  fhippe  intheire  harbore  vpon  a  Claime  to  the  place  you  plead 
-vmiftake  comitted  by  youer  Secretary  leaving  out  a  word  which  you  fay  was  in  the

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origiiiall  coppy ;  it  fhould  haue  run  pretended  Claime  or  Title  wherein  wee  fee  yorr 
put  a  difference  betwixt  areall  and  a  pretended  title  yet  in  youer  laft  writing  bearing 
date  this  prefent  day  you  call  Cone&icott  and  Newhauen  pretendant  Collonies  Imply 
againfl  them  an  iniuryous  anticipacon  of  fom  Right  you  pretend  to  that  they  fhrowd 
themfelues  vnder  the  wings  of  pattents  not  including  them  ;  that  the  dutch  euedence 
was  not  fairly  produced  to  giue  light  to  youer  Claime  ;  all  which  if  not  retraced' 
cannot  but  offend  ;  you  againe  profeffe  a  Claime  from  Cape  Henlopen  to  Cape  Cod  ; 
Somtimes  you  fay  but  to  Cape  Judith  fomtimes  you  doe  but  pretend  a  Title  but  hi-

In  youer  laft  writinge  you  giue  noe  anfware  nor  doe  foe  much  as  mendon  font 
-things  juftly  oftenciue  in  youer  former  paper  yet  accepting  youer  explycacion  foe 
fare  as  it  goeth ;  youer  profeffion  not  to  incroach  vpon  our  Rights  ;  and  freenefs 
to  treat  with  vs  as  the  Vnited  Englifh  Colonies  wee  fhall  pafe  by  fom  vnfatisfying 
expreffions  hoping  wee  fhall  find  the  Reallity  of  your  Intentions  of  Peace  in  a  reddy 
yielding  to  fatisfy  juft  greivances  in  the  treaty  wee  haue  therfore  according  to  youer 
defire  intreated  or  deligated  two  Comiflioners  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  Plymouth

The  Reference  being  agreed  vpon  the  Dutch  Gouernor  gaue  Power  to  his  dele- 
gates by  a  Writing  containing  as  followeth 

Bee  it  knowne  vnto  all  men  whom  thefe  prefents  may  any  way  conferne  That  We 
Peter  Stuyuefant  Gouernor  general!  of  the  New  Nerherland  Curafoe  Aruba  &c.  bj 
vertue  of  a  Comiffion  from  the  high  and  mighty  Lords  the  States  Generall  of  the 
Vnited  Belgick  Prouences  directed  vnto  vs  for  the  Generall  Rule  and  Gouermeut  of 
the  Prouence  called  New  Netherland  ;  and  likwife  for  the  entering  into,  a  Couenant 
of  peace  legue  and  amitie  with  any  prouince  people  or  ftate  as  by  the  faid  Comiffion 
more  at  large  doth  and  may  appeare  and  being  defirus  that  the  faid  loueing  Vnion 
and  Correfpondence  betwixt  the  two  nations  in  thefe  northcren  parts  of  America 
may  bee  obferved  preferued  and  mayntained  as  in  our  natiue  Cuntries  of  the  Vnited 
Belgick  Prouences  and  England  ;  Soe  by  vertue  heerof ;  Confiding  in  the  Wifdom 
Integrity  and  Sufficiency  of  Captaine  Thomas  Willett  and  Enfigne  Georg  Baxter 
depute  the  faid  Captaine  Thomas  Willet  and  Enfigne  George  Baxter  to  treat  and  agi- 
tate with  the  Comilfioners  of  the  Vnited  Englifh  Collonies  giueing  andgraunting  and 
by  vertue  of  thefe  prefents  I  doe  giue  and  graunt  full  power  and  authoritie  vnto  my 
faid  deputies  to  joyne  with  other  two  deputed  by  the  Comilfioners  of  the  Vnited  En- 
glifh Collonies  and  with  them  to  treat  agitate  examine  all  or  any  difference  betwixt 
the  two  nations  in  thefe  parts  and  abfolutely  by  the  joynt  Concurrence  of  the  other 
two  deputies  to  end  and  determine  them  according  as  they  in  theire  Wifdoms  and 
entegryty  {hall  think  juft  and  right  ;  with  power  likwife  to  my  faid  Deputies  to  enter 
into  fuch  tearmes  of  accord  for  provifionall  lytnits  and  league  of  loue  and  Vnion  be- 
twixt the  two  nations  in  thefe  parts  as  to  them  fhall  feeme  expedient  Ratifying  and 
conferming  and  by  vertue  of  thefe  Prefents  will  ftand  bound  to  ratify  and  con  ferme 
whatfoever  my  faid  Deputies  fhall  agree  vnto  on  my  behalfe  according  to  fuch  di- 
rections and  Inftruftions  for  the  comon  good  as  wee  haue  giuen  them  ;  In  Witt- 
nes  and  confermacon  wherof  I  haue  heervnto  fett  my  hand  and  Seale  this -2  8th  Sep- 
tember 1650  Stil.  no.

Know  all  whom  it-  may  eonferne  that  Wee  the  Comiflioners  of  the  Vnited  Englifli 
Collonies  by  venue  of  the  letters  patterns  graunted  by  the  Kings  of  great  Brittuyne 
vnder  the  great  Seale  of  England  for  all  New  England  lying  in  that  part  of  Ame- 
rica from  the  northeren  latitude  ot  fourty  to  fourty  eight  and  according  to  the  Con- 
federacon  formerly  made  and  a  full  power  this  yeare  giuen  by  the  fower  Generall 
Courts  of  the  Maffachufitts  Plymouth  Conefticott  and  Newhauen  to  the  prefent  Co- 
miflioners by  which  they  are  enabled  to  treat  and  conclude  in  matters  of  publick 
Confernment  that  former  and  late  greivances  betwixt  the  honered  Gouernors  or 
agents  for  the  high  and  mighty  States  of  the  Vnited  Belgick  Prouences  in  fuch  parts 
of  America  as  are  poffefled  or  juftly  belonging  to  the  faid  H.  and  M.  &c.  and  the 
Englifli  Collonies  may  bee  duly  compofed  and  a  juft  and  naighborly  Correfpondency

fugitiues  and  fcttleing  a  juft  Correfpondency  Ratifying  and  by  thefe  prefents  con- 
fermeing  what  our  faid  deputies  according  to  directions  and  Inftruftions  giuen  fhall 
agree  and  conclude  in  thepremifes  or  any  part  therof  In  Witnes  wherof  the  Prefe- 
dent  for  the  Comiflioners  hath  heervnto  fett  his  hand  and  feale

ence the  Arbetrators  delivered  in  the  following  award. 

ARTICLES  of  AGREEMENT  made  and  concluded  at  Hartford  -upon  Coneg- 
ticott  S£ptember  igtb  1650  betwixt  the  Deligates  of  the  honored  Comiffwners  of 
the  Vnited  Englifo  Collonies  and  the  Deligates  of  Peter  Stuyvesant  Governor 
Generall  of  New  Netherland. 

1.  VPON  ferivs  confideracon  of  the  differences  and  greivances  propounded  by 
the  two  Englifh  Colonies  of  Conefticott  and  Newhaven  and  the  anfware  made  by  the 

honered 


honered  Dutch  Governor  Pceter  Stuyvefant  Efqr.  according  to  the~trufl-  and  power 
comitted  vnto  vs  as  Arbetrators  or  Deligatts  betwixt  the  laid  parties ;  Wee  find  that 
moft  of  the  offences  or  greivances  were  things  done  in  the  time  and  by  the  order 
and  comaund  of  Monfieur  William  Kieft  the  former  Governor  and  that  the  prefent 
honered  Gouernor  is  not  duly  prepared  to  make  anfware  to  them;  Wee  therfore 
think  meete  to  refpet  the  full  jconfideration  and  Judgment  conferning  them  tell  the 
prefent  Gouernor  may  acquaint  the  H.  M.  States  and  Well  India  Companie  with 
the  particulars  that  foe  due  Reparacon  may  accordingly  bee  made. 

2.  The  Comiffioners  for  New  Haven  complained  of  feuerall  high  and  hoftile  In- 
iuries  which. they  and  others  of  that  Jurifdicon  haue  receued  from  and  by  order  of 
the  aforfaid  Monfieur  itieft  in  Delaware  bay  and  River  and  in  theire  Returne  thence 
as  by  theire  former  propofitions  and  complaints  may  more  fully  appeere ;  and  be- 
fids  the  Englifli  Right  claimed  by  pattent  prefented  and  (hewed  feuerall  Purchafes 
they  have  made  on  both  Sids  the  River  and  bay  of  Delaware  of  feuerall  large  trails 
of  land  vnto  and  fomwhat  aboue  the  Dutch  houfe  or  Fort  there  with  the  confidera- 
cion  given  to  the- faid  Sachems  and  theire  Companies  for  the  fame  acknowlidged  and 
cleared  by  the  hands  of  the  Indians  whom  they  affeirme  were  the  true  propriators 
teftified  by  many  Witneffes  ;  they  alfo  afleirmed  that  according  to  theire  apprehenfi- 
ons  they  have  fuftained  £icoo  damages  partly  by  the  Swedifh  Gouerner  but  cheifly 
by  order  from  Monfieur  Kieft  and  therfore  required  due  fatisfa&ion  and  a  .peacable 
poflelCon  of  the  aforefaid  lands  to  Inioy  and  Improve  according  to  theire  juft  Right ; 
The  Dutch  Governor  by  way  of  anfware  afleirmed  and  aflerted  the  Right  and  title 
to  Delaware  or  the  fouth  River  as  they  call  it  and  to  the  -lands  there  as  belonging  to 
the  H.  M.  States  Well  India  Company  and  profefled  hee  muft  proteft  againft  any 
other  Claime  \  but  is  not  provided  to  make  any  fuch  profes  as  in  fuch  a  treaty  might 
bee  expected  ;  nor  had  hee  Comifiion  to  treat  or  conclude  any  thinge  therin  ;  vpon 
confideracon  wherof  Wee  the  faid  Arbetrators  or  Deligates  wanting  fufricient  light 
to  ifiue  and  determine  any  thinge  in  the  premifles  are  neflefitated  to  leave  both  par- 
ties in  Statu  quo  privs  to  plead  and  improve  theire  juft  enterefts  at  Delaware  for 
planting  or  trading  as  they  {hall  fee  Caufe  ;  onely  wee  defire  that  all  profeedings  there 
as  in  other  places  may  bee  carried  on  in  love  and  peace  tell  the  Right  may  bee  fur- 
ther confidered  andjuftly  iffued  either  in  Europe  or  heere  by  the  two  States  of  En- 
gland and  Holland. 

3.  Conferning  the  feizing  of  Mr.  •  Wefterhoufe  Ihipp  and  goods  about  3  yeares 
fence  in  Newhaven  harbor  vpon  a  claime  to  the  place,  the  honered  Gouernor  Peeter 
Stuyvefant  Efqr.  profeffing  that  which  pafed  in  Writing  that  way  was  through  the 
Error  of  his  Secretary  his  Intent  not  beeing  to  lay  any  claime  to  the  place  and  with- 
all  affeirming  that  hee  had  order  to  feize  any  Dutch  flupp  or  veflell  in  any  of  the 
Englifli  Collonies  or  harbors  which  fhould  trade  there  without  exprefle  lycence  or 

Y  2  Comifiion  ; 
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Comiffion  ;  Wee  therefore  tliinke  it  meet  that  the  Comiffioners  of  Newhaven  accept 
and  acquiefie  in  this  anfware. 

Concerning  the  bounds  and  lyraitts  betwixt  the  Englifh  Vnited  Collonies  and  the 
Dutch  Provence  of  New  Nctherland  Wee  agree  and  determine  as  followeth 

i.  That  vpon  long  Hand  a  lyne  Runne  from  the  Weftermoft  part  of  the  Oyfter 
bay  foe  and  in  a  ftraight  and  direfte  lyne  to  the  Sea  fhalbee  the  bounds  betwixt  the 
Englifh  and  Dutch  there,  the  Eafterly  part  to  belong  to  the  Englifh  the  Weftermoft 
part  to  the-Dutch. 

2.  The  bounds  vpon  the  mayne  to  begine  at  the  Weft  fide  of  Greenwidge  bay 
being  about  4  miles  from  Stanford  and  foe  to  runne  a  Northerley  lyne  twenty  miles 
vp  into  the  Cuntry  and  after  as  it  fhalbee  agreed  by  the  two  gouerments  of  the 
Datch  and  of  Newhaven  provided  the  faid  lyne  com  not  within  10  miles  of  Hud- 
fons  River. 

And  it  is  agreed  that  the  Dutch  fhall  not  at  any  time  hereafter  build  any  houfe 
or  habitacon  within  fix  miles  of  the  faid  lyne  The  Inhabytants  of  Greenwidge  to 
remayne  tell  further  Confideracon  therof  bee  had  vnder  the  Gouerment  of  the 
Dutch. 

3.  That  the  Dutch  fhall  hold  and  enioy  all  the  lands  in  Hartford  that  they  are  actu- 
ally pofTelTed  of  knowne  or  fett  out  by  fertayne  marks  and  bounds  and  all  the  Re- 
maynder  of  the  faid  land  on  both  fides  Cone&icott  River  to  bee  and  remayne  to  the 
Englifh  there. 

And  it  is  agreed  that  the  aforfaid  bounds  and  lymites  both  vppon  the  Hand  and 
mayne  fhalbee  obferved  and  kept  Inviolate  both  by  the  Englifh  of  the  vnited  Collo- 
nies and  all  the  Nacion  without  any  Incroachment  or  moleftacon  vntell  a  full  and 
finall  determinacon  bee  agreed  vpon  in  Europe  by  the  mutuall  confent  of  the  two 
ftates  of  England  and  Holland. 

Confernmg  fugitives 
It  is  agreed  that  the  fame  way  and  courfe  fhalbee  obferved  betwixt  the  Engfifh  of 
the  vnited  Collonies  and  the  Dutch  within  the  prouence  of  New  Netherlands  as  ac- 
cording to  the  8th  Article  of  Confederacon  is  in  that  cafe  provided. 

Conferning  the  propofition  of  a  nearer  vnion  of  frendfhipp  and  amity  betwixt  the 
Englifh  and  Dutch  Nacon  in  thefe  parts  efpecially  againft  a  common  enimie  Wee 
judge  worthy  of  due  and  ferivs  Confideracon  by  the  feuerall  Jurifdi&ions  of  the 
Vnited  Collonies  and  accordingly  defire  it  may  bee  contended  to  them  that  foe  a  Re- 
folucoivmay  bee  had  therin  at  the  next  yearly  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners.

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Maflachufetts  propounded  that  a  courfe  might  bee  taken 
for  the  recovering  of  fuch  tribute  as  is  due  from  the  Indians  to  the  Collonies  ;  and 
it  was  concluded  that  Captaine  Mafon  at  his  goeing  to  long  Hand  to  require  pay- 
ment there  and  to  Indeavor  to  fettle  it  in  fuch  a  way  that  it  may  bee  punctually  heer- 
after  difcharged  according  to  Couenants  ;  And  for  the  Pequats  that  are  with  the 
Narriganfets  Nianticks  Mohegens  or  any  others  Thomas  Stanton  is  defired  and  ap- 
pointed to  demaund  and  receiue  the  fame  and  to  giue  an  account  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Comiffioners  what  hee  hath  recouered  and  who  they  are  that  refufe  and  vpon  what 
grounds  hee  is  alfo  to  attend  the  conftant  yearly  meetings  of  the  Comiffioners  or 
any  other  extreordinary  meeting  vpon  convenient  notice  to  interpret  and  performe 
fuch  other  fervice  as  may  in  Reference  to  the  Indians  for  which  the  Col-  - 

lonies  promife  to  allow  him  thirty  pounds  per  Annum. 

Whereas  an  order  forbidding  Trade  with  the  Indians  within  thelymitts  of  the  vni- 
ted  Collonies  to  all  foraine  nacions  vpon  the  waighty  confideration  therin  expreffed 
the  lyberty  for  feizing  fuch  veffells  as  tranfgreffe  is  lymited  to  the  members  of  that 
Jurifdittion  wher  the  offence  is  comited  It  is  thought.fitt  that  it  bee  recommended  to 
the  feuerall  general!  Courts  that  for  the  more  effe&uall  execution  of  thefaid  order  it 
may  bee  lawfull  for  any  perfon  or  perfons  inhabiting  within  any  of  the  Vnited  Colo- 
nies to  make  feazure  of  any  goods  or  veffells  trading  with  the. Indians  within  any  of 
the  Jurifdi&ions  contrary  to  the  tenure  of  that  order. 

The  Jurifdift ion  of  Coneflicott  hath  lyberty  to ,  take  Eafthamton  vpon  long  Ifland ! 
vnder  theire  gouerment  if  they  fubmitd. . 

The  Comiffioners  of  the  Maffachufets  propounded  that  for  the  preventing  of  all 
future  differences  betwixt  the  Collonies  of  the  Maffachufets  and  •  Conefticut  there 
might  bee  fom  fpeedy  Courfe  agreed  vpon  to  fettle  the  bounds  and  lymitts  betwixt 
them,  but  the  Comiffioners  of  Conefticott  >not  .haveing  at  prefent  any  other  Copy 
of  theire  pattent  then  what  was  formerly  prefented  and  the  Comiffioners  for  Maffa- 
chufets ftanding  vpon  the  original  Pattent.  or  a  coppy  vnder  fcale  or  fufficiently  wit- 
neffed  to  theire  fatisfattion,  there  could  bee  noe  agreement  for  the  prefent..

Newhaven  the  4th  of  September  165 1. 

THE  Articles  of  Confederation  being  read  ;  an  order  of  the  generall  Court  of 
the  Maflachufets  dated  the  7th  of  May  165 1  was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  ap- 
peered  that  Mr.  Symon  Bradftreet  and  Captaiae  William  Hathorne  were  chofen 
Comiflioners  for  one  full  and  compleat  yeare  and  envefled  with  full  power  and  Au- 
thorise according  to  the  tenure  of  the  faid  Articles. 

Mr.  John  Browne  and  Mr.  Timothy  Hatherly  were  chofen  Comiflioners  for  the 
Collonie  of  New  Plymouth  as  appeared  by  an  order  of  the  generall  Court  dated  the 
4th  of  June  1 65 1  which  was  prefented  and  read. 

Mr.  Edward  Hopkins  and  Mr.  Roger  Ludley  Efqrs.  wer  chofen  and  appointed  Co- 
miflioners for  the  Coloriie  of  Cone&icott  as  apeered  by  an  order  of  theire.  generall 
Court  dated  at  Hartford  the  15th  of  May  1651. 

Theophilus  Eaton  Efqr.  and  Mr.  Stephen  Goodyeer  were  likewife  chofen  Comifli- 
eflers  for  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  Newhauen  for  this  prefent  yeare  to  treat  and  conclude  of 
all  things  accerding  to  the  tennure  of  the  articles  of  Confederation  as  appeered  by 
an  order  of  theire  generall  Court  dated  at  Newhauen  the  29th  of  May  165 1. 

Theophilus  Eaton  Efq.  was  chofen  Prefident  for  this  meeting. 

Letters  from  Mr.  William  Steele  Prefident  of  the  corporation  for  propagating  the 
Gofpell  in  New  England  and  from  Mr.  Winflow  dated  Aprell  17th  1651  were  receu- 
ed  and  read  the  tennure  wherof  is  as  followeth 

•Gentlemen 

BY  a  letter  to  Mr. William  Steele  our  Prefident' dated  at  Hartford  28th  of  Septem- 
■feer  1650  and  another  to  Mr.  Winflow  wee  perceaued  ours  came  to  youer  hands  and 

withaM 
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withall  wee  are  glad  to  take  notice  of  the  Redines  that  is  in  you  to  putyouer  (hould: 
ers  to  the  worke  in  the  management  of  yt ;  therby  contributing  what  is  meet  to 
be  done  and  g'meing  a  due  proportion  of  encuragment  to  every  deferueing  perfon 
as  well  Englifh  as  ihalbee  Imployed  in  it  as  Indian  that  is  or  ihalbee  wrought  vpon ; 
for  truely  Gentlemen  as  the  care  of  providing  lyeth  vpon  vs  the  corporation  heer  foe 
the  care  of  diftribution  and  improuement  will  reft  vpon  youar  felues  the  ComiiTion- 
ers  for  the  Vnited  Collonies  there  of  whofe  faithfulnelTe  wee  haue  not  theleaft  caufe 
to  doubt. 

Wee  are  forry  foe  much  time  hath  been  loft  and  yet  wee  hope  wee  haue  gained  by 
Our  ftay  in  fom  refpefts  for  many  minifters  in  London  haue  promoted  the  aft  that  were 
refolued  againft  yt  and  wee  beleeue  the  like  in  the  Cuntry  becaufe  they  are  con- 
ftreined  either  by  light  within  them  or  example  without  them  beyond  theire  late  Re- 
folucions  but  wee  conclude  it  is  of  God  and  truft  wee  ihall  find  a  BlelTmg  vpon  our 
joynt endeavours. 

Tis  ftrange  to  fee  what  and  how  many  obieftions  arife  againft  the  work  fom  from 
the  ill  management  of  former  gifts  beftowed  on  the  Countrey  of  New  England  of 
which  no  account  hath  been  given  .to  the  doners  and  fom  peifonally  refleftingvpon 
Mr.  Wells  and  Mr.  Peters  fom  vpon  our  felues  the  Corporation  as  if  wee  had  fo 
much  per  pound  of  what  is  collected  or  might  feaft  our  felues  liberally  therwitli 
wheras  through  mercy  wee  never  yet  eat  or  drank  of  the  fruit  or  charge  of  yt ;  and  I 
neither  haue  had  or  expeft  a  penney  or  pennyworth  for  all"  the  paines  wee  fhall  take 
therein  but  contrary  wife  account  it  a  mercy  God  giving  vs  an  opportunity  to  bee  ex- 
ercifed  in  a  work  wherin  his  glory  and  the  falvation  of  foe  many  is  fo  nearly  confern- 
ed  as  for  Mr.  Peters  and  Mr.  Wells  they  haue  fufficiently  fatisfied  vs  with  what  hath 
been  formerly  anfwared  as  by  the  Coppy  of  Mr.  Wells  letters  heere  enclofed  yet  wee 
could  defire  the  Gouerment  of  the  MalTachufetts  or  theire  fpeciall  Comiffioners 
Avould  give  vs  from  thence  a  word  or  two  what  hath  been  giuen  by  Mr.  Wells  and 
what  fatisfaftion  their  court  receued  by  his  account  thither  fent  and  fend  it  in  fuch 
tcarmes  as  wee  may  publifh  it  to  the  world  if  wee  fee  caufe  this  will  conduce  much  to 
the  furtherance  of  the  work  butwee  leaue  it  to  your  defcretion. 

Wee  are  glad  to  fee  youer  care  in  giueing  direction  in  Mr. Window's  letter  for  fuch  . 
things  as  you  fee  neiTefarie  to  be  fent  ouer  this  prefent  yeare  and  howeuer  we  are  not 
in  a  capacitie  to  fend  foe  much  at  prefent  having  newly  begunne  the  collection  and 
very  little  moneyes  com  in  as  yet  ;  wee  haue  fent  you  for  the  prefent  fom  few  hoes 
and  iron  tools  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  fummer  and  hope  that  by  the  next  fhipp 
"wee  fhalbee  able  to  fend  you  fom  woolen  flioes  and  ftockens  according  to  youer  di- 
reftion  or  at  leaft  according  to  our  abilitie  for  wee  find  the  proceeds  of  the  Collection 
goes  flowly  on  both  in  Citty  and  Cuntry  and  that  it  wilbee  long  worke 
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Andbecaufe  wee  mufl  rcceue  our  inftru&ions  from  youer  felues  wee  intreat  you  to 
tconfer  with  Mr.  Eliot  and  Mr.  Mayhew  by  your  felues  or  fom  fuch  as  you  (hall  de- 
pute what  wilbee  neffefarie  for  the  next  yeare  what  publiclc  meeting  houfes  and 
"what  other  buildings  will  be  neffefary  what  mayntenance  to  minefield  and  fchoolmaf- 
'*ters  and  miftreffes  fliallbee  imployed  in  teaching  of  Children  and  wee  pray  you  con- 
fider  whether  it  will  not  bee  neffefarie  to  treine  vp  Enghfli  and  Indian  together  for  the 
better  obtaining  each  others  language  what  the  charge  of  all  this  will  amount  vnto  at 
firftand  what  to  maintaine  per  annum  from  time  to  time  that  foe  wee  may  heere  im- 
prove what  the  lord  mall  fend  in  to  the  befl  advantage  ;  that  if  money  com  in  toge- 
ther which  wee  mull  feare  wee  may  bee  enabled  to  purchafe  fom  lands  to  raife  fom 
yearly  profits  to  carry  on  the  fame. 

As  for  youer  defire  that  one  hundred  pouuds  may  bee  paid  to  Mr.  Winflow  either 
out  of  the  Treafury  heer  or  to  bee  charged  vpon  you  there  to  bee  by  you  made 
good  in  the  Country  to  the  fervice  of  the  work  wee  haue  not  as  yet  any  Moneyes  in 
Mock  to  do  it  but  incline  to  the  latter  and  in  due  time  you  fliall  heare  further  from  vs 
in  that  kind  for  howeuer  hee  now  aftes  as  freely  as  our  felues  yet  wee  know  hee 
could  not  but  bee  much  out  of  purfe  in  purfuing  things  to  perfection  and  thofe  other 
fervices  of  youer  Cuntry  before  hee  accepted  the  publick  fervices  of  the  Mate  and 
therefore  had  rather  it  fhould  be  done  by  youer  felues  then  by  vs  ;  and  wheras  you 
defire  the  moneyes  to  bee  laid  out  fhould  be  put  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Pellam 
and  Mr.  Winflow  and  they  to  make  the  provifion,  Mr.  Pellam  hee  is  feldom  in  towne 
and  Mr.  Winflow  will  by  no  meanes  be  perfwaded  to  meddle  with  the  Receipt  of 
Money  But  wee  (hall  put  it  into  fuch  a  way  as  wee  trufl  flialbee  fatisfactory  to  all ; 
and  to  that  end  wee  entreat  you  as  wee  fliall  now  and  hereafter  fend  you  any  Invoyce 
of  what  wee  fend ;  and  fo  do  you  returne  a  particular  account  of  all  you  receaue 
from  vs  that  foe  one  account  may  anfware  the  other  and  the  mouthes  of  all  aduerfa- 
ries  may  bee  ftoped ;  and  that  it  may  bee  foe  wee  fuppofe  as  wee  onely  haue  a  Clark 
and  Meffenger  in  pay  foe  you  will  haue  fome  fleward  there  whom  you  will  betruft 
with  the  accoumpts  of  the  whole  and  once  a  yeare  at  lead  tranfmitt  a  Coppy  over  to 
vs  that  may  bee  extant  and  in  Reddines  to  giue  fatisfa&ion  to  euery  Doner  that 
fliall  require  it  then  which  nothing  willbee  more  fatisfactory. 

It  fhall  be  our  greateft  care  and  utmofl  endeavor  to  carry  on  the  work  with  aH 

conuenient  fpeed  in  all  parts  at  once  or  as  faft  as  wee  can  ;  that  fo  the  Prinfipall  bee 

not  eat  vp  as  it  comes  but  fom  Money  bee  layed  out  to  purchafe  a  (landing  R  evenew 
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but  it  is  the  lord  muft  crowne  our  endeavors  with  his  blefling  to  which  end  that  our 
joynt  Requefts  may  meet  at  the  throne  of  Grace  is  the  earneft  deilre  of,

WEE  haue  fent  you  heer  enclofed  an  account  of  fuch  provifions  as  wee  haue 
(hiped  which  goods  wee  haue  configned  to  Mr.  John  Cotton  and  Mr.  John  Willfon 
who  are  onely  to  take  up  the  faid  goods  and  lodge  them  vntell  they  can  fend  to  the 
Comiffioners  you  may  vnderftand  by  the  bill  what  particulars  are  in  euery  calk  as 
alfoe  the  Number  and  Mark  vpon  the  fame. 

To  the  aforfaid  letter  the  following  anfware  was  returned  by  the  Comif- 
fioners. 

Honorable  Sir, 

B  Y  a  fecond  letter  of  youres  lately  Receued  we  take  notice  of  youer  continew- 
ed  love  and  unwearied  paines  in  this  fervice  of  the  Gofpell  that  the  countenance  and 
Authority  of  Parliament  and  the  Chriftian  liberallitie  of  well  affected  perfons  may  be 
duly  improved  for  the  honor  of  Chrift  in  the  fperittuall  good  of  the  Indians  ;  wee 
are  forry  that  any  objections  or  Impediments  fhould  lye  in  youer  way  and  would  glad- 
ly anfware  and  remoue  them  but  thofe  ancient  Gifts  and  fumms  of  money  raifed  for 
New  England  were  moil  (as  wee  conceaue)  expended  in  foundation  work  not  onely 
before  the  Collonies  did  combine  but  before  two  of  them  had  any  being ;  and 
though  the  Gentlemen  intruded  might  in  thefe  times  haue  giuen  a  fatisfying  anfware 
to  foe  juft  a  demaund  yet  fom  of  them  being  fence  dead  and  others  removed  wee  feare 
it  wilbee  now  difficult  if  not  impoffible  onely  wee  fhall  the  more  feriufly  confider  and 
endeavor  that  the  money  which  by  the  favor  of  the  State  and  the  pius  care  of  the 
corporacon  lhalbee  colle&ed  and  fent  ouer  may  bee  not  only  duly  improved  but  that 
a  juft;  Account  bee  kept  and  as  occauon  may  require  bee  duly  rendered  and  for  that 
purpofe  wee  haue  thought  on  Mr.  Edward  Rawfon  a  man  well  approved  in  the  Maf- 
fachufetts  who  lives  at  Bofton  as  a  Steward  or  Agent  to  receive  what  flialbee  fent 
over  and  to  difperfc  and  diftribute  as  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Collonies  (hall  fee  caufe 
Vol.  II.

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to  order  What  Moneys  Mr.  Wells  and  Mr.  Peters  haue  receiued  and  how  imployed 
wee  haue  defircd  and  hope  you  will  receiue  fatisfa&ion  from  the  Maffachufets  though 
wee  found  no  letter  of  his  enclofed  according  to  youer  Intimation  :  The  hoes  and 
other  Iron  ware  now  fent  over  Mr.  Cotton  and  Mr.  Wilfon  or  fom  by  theire  appoint- 
ment haue  lately  receaued  which  wee  fhall  order  for  the  healp  and  incurragement  of 
the  Indians  in  theire  buildings  and  plantings  and  with  the  like  care  and  to  the  like 
ends  wee  fhall  employ  and  diflribute  the  linnin  woolen  fhooes  and  ftockens  when 
they  come  to  hand  ;  And  our  frinds  and  brethren  Mr.  Bradftreet  and  Captain  Ha- 
thorne  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufets  vpon  Conference  with  Mr.  Elliot  will  forth- 
with fertifye  what  may  bee  moft  convenient  for  the  next  yeare ;  And  heerafter  as  wee 
fhall  fee  more  of  the  Counfell  of  God  in  carrying  on  this  great  work  wee  fhall  impart 
our  apprehenfions  conferningMinefters  School  Mailers  for  thelndianEducationofthe 
Children  Mr.  Elliot  and  Mr.Mayhew  continew  theire  pius  labours  in  fowing  fperituall 
feed  amongfl  them  and  Mr.  Leweridge  Mr.  Blinman  Mr.  Perfon  &c.  are  fludying  the 
language  that  they  may  the  better  treat  with  them  conferning  the  thinges  of  theire 
peace  And  for  ourfelves  as  oppertunity  ferueth  wee  fhall  account  it  an  honer  to  bee 
intrufted  and  imployed  in  the  confernments  of  our  Mailer  with  affurance  that  hee  that

Gentlemen, 

RECEVING  a  letter  from  you,  notwithftanding  the  large  letter  fent  by  the  Cor- 
poracon  to  youer  felves,  I  can  do  no  lefs  than  give  you  thanks  for  youer  Refpeft 
therin  vnto  myfelfe  and  care  of  mee  leaf!  I  might  finck  vnder  the  preffure  of  fallow- 
ing publick  bufines  at  my  private  charge  the  time  is  not  yet  come  for  mee  to  expect 
any  Reliefe  there  being  very  little  of  the  Collections  come  into  the  treafury  more 
then  what  hath  been  expended  in  printing  &c.  and  paying  Mr.  Genners  librarye 
which  I  defire  may  bee  looked  after  according  to  the  Catalogue  fent  over  for  his 
NefTefities  preffed  vs  to  a  prefent  difburfment  of  3olb.  and  to  recover  itagaine  would 
bee  an  hard  matter  yee  too  hard  for  vs  hee  liveing  in  Norfolk  bat  a  word  is  fufficient 
and  it  is  better  to  lofe  fom  then  all,  I  fhall  fpeedily  write  to  Mr.  Weld  and  acquaint 
him  alfo  with  the  Reddines  that  is  in  the  Corporation  to  pay  the  341b.  to  him  alfoe 

(haueing 
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(haueing  order  foe  to  doe)  for  his  library  left  with  Mr.  Elliot  foe  that  I  truft  that 
Gapp  willbee  foone  flopped. 

The  Collection  is  hopefully  begunn  in  London  and  I  beliene  will  rife  to  a  confider- 
able  fumme  but  you  would  wonder  to  heare  the  feverall  forts  of  objections  that  are 
madeagainfl  it  by  men  that  after  all  are  afliaraed  to  neglect  it ;  as  what  haue  wee  to 
doe  to  raife  great  fumms  to  promote  the  Gofpell  amongft  naked  People  the  Gofpell 
is  goeing  away  from  us  and  wee  healp  it  forward  wee  had  more  need  to  fupport 
learning  at  home  then  abroad  ;  And  then  our  leuelers  they  will  haue  nothing  to  doe 
to  promote  humaine  learning  there  is  to  much  of  it  allreddy  and  yet  notwithstanding 
it  goes  hopefully  on  &c. 

Yefterday  as  I  was  informed  Mr.  Cottington  had  fomthing  done  for  him  at  the 
Counfell  of  State  which  I  believe  was  his  pattern  confeirmed  for  the  truth  is  fence  I 
perceive  by  letters  from  Plymouth  that  after  another  yeares  warning  nothing  is  like 
to  bee  done  in  Reference  to  the  old  order  of  lords  and  commons  fent  ouer  in  47  (as  I 
take  it)  I  looked  vpon  it  as  a  vayne  thing  to  ftriue  againft  the  ftreame  when  as  endeed 
that  was  the  mayne  matteriall  objection  aboue  a  twelvemonth  fence  which  I  could  not 
anfware  That  wee  had  fuch  sn  order  but  did  not  looke  after  the  performance  therof 
nor  made  any  Returne  vpon  it  and  if  I  could  not  then  anfware  it  how  much  leffe  now 
after  another  yeare  if  not  18  months  expiration  but  the  will  of  the  lord  mud  bee  done 
in  it  however  I  fuffer  in  my  Reputation  heere  ;  to  make  foe  great  a  Bufler  and  forced 
to  let  all  fall  at  lafl ;  had  I  not  had  particulare  Inflrudtion  from  Plymouth  therin  I 
had  never  ftired  in  it  but  I  fhalbee  more  warye  heerafter  how  I  engage  in  bulines  of 
that  nature  yet  when  I  have  faid  it  I  mail  not  dare  to  neglect  the  leaft  fervics  wherin 
any  or  all  of  the  vnited  Collonies  are  conferned. 

Heere  is  a  greate  murmuring  at  the  great  provifions  of  powder  and  fhott  the  fe- 
ueral  fhipps  get  licenfe  for  yeare  after  yeare  40  barrell  of  powder  and  50  is  an  or- 
dinary proportion  to  a  fhippe  nay  fometimes  an  100  ;  and  lead  and  armes  proportion- 
able tis  layed  to  our  charge  that  being  Cuflome  free  wee  enrich  ourfelues  by  furnifh- 
ing  Barbadoes  Verginnia  though  ennimies  &c.  with  that  and  other  comodities  and 
there  hath  been  vpon  that  uery  account  a  ferius  debate  about  revoking  our  free  cuf- 
tome  and  excife  I  haue  labored  in  it  and  fatisfyed  many  of  the  Parliament  and  Counfel 
of  State  fhewed  youcr  care  not  to  fuffer  any  powder  more  then  fhips  flore  to  be 
tranfported  away  that  wee  are  faine  to  land  all  wee  bring  hether  for  feare  of  fierino- 
the  fhips  in  the  Riuer  and  muft  get  lycence  for  that  alfo  ypon  Returne  that  the  Mat- 
ter is  forced  to  get  lycence  for  more  then  hee  bringes  that  foe  hee  may  beare  out  his 
paffengers  particular  ftores  I  haue  fhewed  them  how  many  fhipps  and  theire  lading 
wee  had  loft  by  the  kings  partie  tould  them  what  profitts  they  had  by  the  Returnes  of 
New-England  for  whether  they  went  for  Spaine  Streits  Barbathoes  &c.  they  all  paied 
Cuflome  and  excife  home ;  that  wee  onely  had  fuffered  with  and  for  them  and  for 
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theire  fakes  were  hated  of  all  the  Englifh  abroad ;  This  hath  made  a  prefent  ftopp 
But  I  affure  you  it  confernes  the  Country  to  take  notice  of  it  and  bee  carfull  that  our 
Marchants  and  fuch  as  trade  thither  abufe  not  the  freedome  wee  enioy  nor  know  I 
better  to  whom  to  impart  it  then  to  you  the  Comiffioners  that  are  the  Reprefentatiues 
of  the  vnited  Collonies  I  pray  God  to  direft  you  heerin  amongfl  other  the  waighty 
affayers  of  the  Countrey,  &c.  &c.  &c.

Honored  Sir, 

WEE  haue  receiued  youers  of  the  17.  April  part  and  therin  take  notice  of  youer 
continewed  Refpe&s  to  this  Countrey  and  enfefent  endeavors  for  the  promoting  the 
wellfare  of  the  poore  natiues  wee  haue  alfoe  feen  the  envoyce  of  the  goods  fent 
which  as  wee  vnderftand  are  taken  vp  at  Bofton  according  to  the  tennure  of  the  Bills 
of  lading  and  fecured  by  thofe  to  whofe  care  you  comitted  them  j  it  is  fome  difad- 
vantage  that  the  prifes  of  the  feueralls  are  not  mencioned  which  for  future  you  may 
pleafe  to  reftify  wee  fhall  endeavore  through  the  grace  of  Chrift  that  what  comes  to 
our  hands  may  bee  improued  to  the  beft  advantage  of  the  worke  as  it  comes  vnder 
our  view  and  that  fuch  accounts  bee  kept  of  the  defpofalls  thereof  and  returned  to 
you  as  may  if  not  fully  anfware  the  expectation  of  all  who  are  conferned  ;  yet  evi- 
dence our  faithfulnes  in  the  truft  comited  to  vs  ;  In  order  whervnto  wee  haue  deput- 
ed Mr.  Edward  Rawfon  of  Bofton  as  our  Steward  or  Agent  to  receiue  what  is  fent 
defpofe  and  keepe  accounts  of  the  fame  according  to  fuch  order  as  hee  receiueth  from 
vs  and  notice  fhalbee  taken  according  to  youer  defire  what  difference  there  is  in  the 
proffe  of  the  tooles  now  fent ;  Wee  fhall  enquire  after  the  Catalogue  of  Mr.  Genner's 
librarye  and  endeavore  that  neither  youer  nor  our  ends  therein  may  bee  frufterated  It 
is  apprehended  by  fom  that  according  to  the  entent  of  the  aft  of  Parliament  an  eye 
may  bee  had  in  the  deftrebutions  to  the  enlargment  of  the  Colledge  at  Cambridge 
wherof  there  is  great  need  and  furtherance  of  learning  not  foe  imeadwtely  refpefting 
the  Indian  Defigne  though  wee  fully  concure  not  yet  defire  to  know  what  the  appre- 
henfions  of  thehonered  Corporation  are  heerin  ;  If  the  one  might  receaue  fom  en- 
curagment  without  prejudice  to  the  other  wee  hepe  the  kingdome  of  our  Lord  Jefus 
Ac  generally  profefled  end  of  all  interefed  in  the  worke  may  bee  advanced  therby  k 
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bath  been  and  is  the  great  care  of  the  Gouerments  in  the  feverall  Collonies  that  the 
Imunities  graunted  vs  by  the  honorable  Parliament  may  not  bee  abufed  by  any  of  ours 
and  therin  haue  had  a  fpeciall  Refpecl  to  the  Trad  of  powder  which  wee  cannot  but 
feare  hath  been  to  exorbitantly  managed  by  fomm  though  the  wellfare  of  the  Colio- 
nies  in  many  refpefts  is  deeply  conferned  and  hazarded  wee  fliall  add  what  flrength 
wee  may  to  the  fenfers  alreddy  made  That  if  no  other  confiderations  will  prevaile  felfe 
confernments  may  deterre. 

Though  wee  haue  not  vnderflood  that  any  from  vs  hath  been  tranfported  to  Bar- 
badoes  or  Vergmia  the  great  inconuenience  wee  lye  vnder  is  from  that  mifchevius 
Trad  of  Guns  powder  fliott  &c.  carried  on  by  French  Dutch  and  Sweads  with  Indians 
and  Temptations  arifing  to  fom  of  ours  therby  which  hath  occafioned  many  to  vrge 
to  a  feting  open  that  trade  amongfl  ourfelues  confeving  that  as  the  Cafe  (lands  the  bed 
way  to  put  a  checke  to  the  currant  it  now  runs  foe  ftrongly  in  but  wee  haue  been 
flow  heerin  nor  dare  wee  yet  feu  open  fuch  a  dore  yet  could  bee  willing  to  vnderfland 
from  you  what  Interpretacion  you  conceiue  would  bee  made  by  the  State  there 
if  Reftreints  vpon  the  aforemencioned  Confiderations  fhould  for  a  time  bee  taken 
off. 

Wee  vnderftand  Mr.  Eaton  hath  at  larg  written  vnto  you  about  theire  juft  title  to 
considerable  parts  of  land  on  both  fides  Delaware  bay  and  Riuer  how  they  were  for- 
merly defturbed  in  theire  trade  and  planting  by  force  and  other  vnlawfull  pra&ifes 
both  of  Dutch  and  Sweads  youer  felfe  may  remember  and  hee  hath  acquainted  you 
with  a  late  vnneighborly  and  ininrius  Carriage  of  the  dutch  Gouernor  when  at  leafl 
50  of  Newhauen  Jurifdi&ion  were  on  theire  way  to  plant  there  but  were  flayed  im- 
prifoned  and  forced  to  returne  with  great  lofe  to  thofe  enterefed  in  that  defigne  ;  and 
hath  defired  youer  healpe  in  procureing  a  pattent ;  Thefe  things  by  a  peticion  from 
thofe  conferned  in  the  late  lofe  and  difapointment  haue  been  recomended  to  our  Con- 
fideraconwee  areimtly  fenfable  of  the  difhonorput  vpon  the  Englifh  Nation  by  this 
vniufl  afront  of  our  duty  to  preferue  the  Englifh  title  to  foe  confiderable  place  as  De- 
laware and  that  a  iufl  Repaire  and  fatisfa&ion  bee  made  to  thofe  foe  wronged  both 
in  their  perfons  and  eftates  and  from  you  defire  enformacon  what  efleeme  the  old  Pat- 
tents  for  that  Place  haue  with  the  Parliament  or  Counfell  of  State  where  there  hath 
been  no  Improvement  hetberto  made  by  the  Pattentees  whether  the  Parliament  hath 
graunted  any  late  Pattents  or  whether  in  graunting  they  referue  not  libertic  and  en- 
curragement  for  fuch  as  haue  or  fliall  plant  vppon  theire  formerly  duly  purchafed 
lands  as  allfoe  how  any  engagement  by  the  Collonies  againft  the  Dutch  vpon  the 
foremencioned  occalion  wWbce  refented  by  the  Parliament  of  which  wee  defire  en- 
formacion  by  the  full. 

Vpon 
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Vpon  occafion  of  fom  former  letters  written  by  Mr.  Winthorpe  fomtimes  Gover- 
nor of  the  -Maffachufets  and  fom  other  Majeftrates  of  that  Jurifdi&ion  to  procure 
and  fettle  free  trade  between  the  Englifh  and  French  in  thefe  parts  of  America  Mon- 
fieur  Dallibouft  Governor  of  New  France  fent  Mr.  Gabriell  Derwellets  as  his  Agent 
about  O&ober  1650  to  treat  with  the  Maflachufetts  and  Plymouth  Collonies  about 
a  league  offenfiue  and  defenfiue  but  being  Informed  that  the  4  Englifh  Collonies  are 
confederate  and  that  all  treaties  and  leagues  conferning  warr  or  peace  with  other  naigh- 
boring  Nations  or  Collonies  are  now  refered  to  the  confideracon  and  conclufion  of  the 
Comiffioners  who  meet  yearely  in  September  and  the  next  yeare  in  courfe  inNewhaven, 
hee  then  returned  but  himfelfe  and  Monfieur  Godfrey  were  after  fent  to  Bofton  with 
Comiffions  from  the  faid  Governor  and  Counfell  of  New  France  and  with  letters 
from  them  to  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  dated  June  20th  1651  wheriu 
they  complayne  of  the  iniurius  treacherus  dealing  of  the  Mohawkes  in  making  hof- 
tile  affaults  vpon  them  and  theire  naighbor  Indians  without  caufe  and  contrary  to 
agreement  and  leagues  of  peace  ;  from  Bofton  Mr.  Derwellettes  as  Agent  both  from 
the  French  Collonie  and  from  the  French  and  Kenebeck  Indians ;  of  which  fom  of 
them  are  (as  hee  afcirmeth)  baptifed  Chriftians  and  other  Catechumeni  or  Learners 
in  that  way  wrote  to  the  Comiffioners  of  Cone&icott  and  Newhaven  defiring  that 
the  Comiffioners  would  meet  at  Bofton  (but  that  was  inconvenient)  hee  allfoe  gaue 
feverall  arguments  to  perfwade  the  Englifh  Collonies  to  joyne  with  them  in  a  warr 
againft:  the  Mohaukes  as  that  the  warr  is  juft  they  breaking  folomme  leagues  made 
for  peace ;  and  managing  theire  warrs  with  much  crueltye  It  is  a  holy  warr  for 
defence  of  converted  Indians  and  encurragement  of  Chatechuminis  who  are  perfe- 
cted and  cruelly  handled  when  taken  by  the  Mohaukes  as  profeffers  and  frinds  to 
the  Christian  Religion  It  is  of  common  confernment  the  Inroade's  of  the  Mou- 
haukes  tending  to  the  deftruttion  at  leaft  to  the  great  defturbance  of  the  Trade 
wherin  both  French  and  fom  of  the  Englifti  both  of  Maffachufets  and  Ply- 
mouth are  interefed  and  that  themfelues  haue  no  convenient  Paffage  to  carry  on  a 
warre  againft  the  Mohaukes  the  way  being  long  and  full  of  difficulties  by  land  and 
no  paffage  by  water  not  foe  much  as  for  a  loaden  cannooe  Wherfore  in  the  Name 
both  of  the  French  Governor  and  Counfell  of  the  Indians  aforfaid  hee  defireth  the 
Collonies  to  ioyne  in  warr  and  in  theire  names  promifeth  a  due  confideracon  and  al- 
lowance for  charge  ;  or  that  the  French  may  have  libertie  to  take  vp  Volenteers  in 
the  Englifti  JurifJi&ion  ;  and  bee  furnifhed  with  vi&ailes  for  that  fervice  at  leaft  that 
they  may  pafe  through  the  Collonies  by  water  and  land  as  occation  may  require.  To- 
thefe  letters  fuch  anfware  was  returned  by  all  the  Collonies  as  might  haue  ftopt  all 
further  proceedings  but  it  feemes  by  theire  Comiffions  or  Inftruc"tions  they  were  in- 
joyned  to  treat  with  the  Comiffioners  and  from  them  joyntly  to  receive  theire  anfware 
foe  that  they  came  along  with  the  Maflachufetts  Comiffioners  to  Newhaven  and  pre- 
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fented  three  Comiflions  one  from  the  French  Governor  a  2Cond  from  the  Counfell 
of  New  France  and  a  3d.  by  which  Mr.  Gabriell  Derwelletts  was  fent  to  publifh 
the  doftrine  of  the  Chriftian  faith  amongft  the  Indians  ;  hee  againe  allfoe  opened 
the  cafe  betwixt  the  french  Gouerment  and  the  Mohaukes  and  improved  his  abilli- 
ties  to  the  vtmofl  to  perfwade  the  Comiflioners  that  the  Englifti  Collonies  might 
ioyne  in  the  warr  againft  the  Mohaukes ;  at  lead  that  they  would  pennitt  volenteers 
tad  afford  paffage  through  theire  Jurifdiftions  or  take  the  converted  Indians  and 
Chatachumini  vnder  theire  protection  which  being  graunted  hee  offered  a  Treaty 
about  fettleing  a  free  Trad  betwixt  the  Englifti  and  French  in  thefe  parts  of  Ameri- 
ca ;  The  matters  propounded  being  of  weighty  Confernment  were  feriufly  confidered 
and  anfware  was  returned  to  the  french  agents  by  word  of  mouth  and  to  the  Go- 
vernor and  Counfell  of  New  France  in  writing  according  to  the  tenure  of  the  enfue- 
ing  letter  and  conclufions  enclofed  being  tranflated  into  Latine. 

Mod  Illuftrious  Sir 

and  much  Honored  Gentlemen 

WEE  have  received  youer  feuerall  letters  perufed 
youer  Comiflions  prefented  by  youer  honered  agents  and  feriufly  confidered  what 
hath  been  by  them  either  in  writing  or  by  conference  propounded  conferning  thofe 
Iniuries  and  hoftele  attempts  made  by  fom  of  the  Mohaukes  vpon  fom  of  youer  naigh- 
boring  eafteren  Indians  of  which  (as  wee  are  enformed)  fom  are  converted  to  the 
Chriftian  faith  and  others  are  willing  to  bee  taught  and  may  in  time  prove  Defiples  to 
our  faveing  Lord  and  Mafter  as  fuch  wee  pity  them  but  fee  not  how  wee  can  protect, 
or  afford  the  healp  defired  without  expofing  the  fmaler  Englifti  plantations  and  our 
owne  naighboring  Indians  (of  which  fome  allfoe  profeffe  Chriftianitie)  to  danger. 
Wee  can  giue  due  Credits  to  youer  Deputies  and  can  conceave  you  may  have  juft 
grounds  for  a  warr  but  wee  haue  yet  noe  caufe  of  juft  quarrell  with  the  Mohaukes 
nor  is  it  fafe  for  vs  to  engage  in  a  controverfy  which  wee  neither  doe  nor  haue 
meanes  fatisfyingly  to  vnderftand,  the  Mohaukes  neither  being  in  fubieftion  to  nor  in 
any  confederacon  with  vs  ;  Wee  are  free  to  hold  a  naighborly  corefpondency  with 
you  and  would  have  fetled  a  free  comerce  betwixt  the  Englifti  and  French  Collonies 
but  your  agents  thought  it  either  vnfeafonable  tell  maters  were  compofed  betwixt 
the  Mohawkes  and  your  Indians  or  els  propounded  fuch  Reftrictions  as  would  have 
taken  away  all  conveniency  and  freedom  from  the  trade  what  hath  hindered  our 
prefent  clofure  the  enclofed  writing  will  (hew,  but  if  a  fitter  oppertunitie  bee  offer- 
ed wee  fliall  not  bee  wanting  to  contribute  to  a  more  fatisfying  Iflue,  in  the  meanc 
time  wee  reft

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An  Anfware  to  the  propofkions  prefented  by  the  horiered  French  Agents  to  the 
Prefident  and  Camiffioners  for  the  Englifh  vnited  Collonies 

i .  Vpon  due  confideracon  and  Refpe&e  to  what  the  honered  Deputies  froih  the 
Illuftrivs  Governor  of  New  France  haue  enformed  and  vpon  experience  our  felves 
haue  had  of  the  Infolency  and  treachery  of  fom  of  the  Barbarians  wee  can  confeaue 
and  graunt  that  the  French  and  thofe  Eafteren  Indians  may  have  juft  grounds  to 
theire  owne  fatisfa&ion  for  a  warr  againft  the  Mohaukes. 

2.  The  Englifh  looke  vpon  all  fuch  Indians  as  receive  the  yoake  of  Chrift  with 
another  eye  then  vpon  others  that  worfhip  the  Diuell. 

3.  The  Englifh  defire  by  all  juft  meanes  to  keep  peace  (if  it  may  bee)  with  all 
men  even  with  thefe  Barbarians. 

4.  The  Mohaukes  liveing  att  a  Diflance  from  the  Sea  haue  little  entercourfe  in 
thefe  parts;  but  in  the  warr  the  Englifh  had  with  the  Indians  14  ©r  16  yeares 
fence  the  Mohauke  fliewed  a  reall  Refpefte  and  have  not  fence  donn  any  known  c 
hoftele  aftes  againft  them. 

5.  The  Englifh  engage  not  in  any  warr  before  they  have  full  and  fatisfying  eve- 
dence  that  in  all  refpe&s  and  confiderations  it  is  juft  and  before  peace  vpon  juft 
tearmes  hath  ben  offered  and  refufed. 

6.  The  Mohaukes  are  neither  in  Subieftion  nor  in  league  with  the  Englifh  foe 
that  wee  can  neither  require  any  accoumpt  of  theire  warrs  or  other  proceedings  nor 
have  wee  meanes  to  enforme  our  felves  what  they  can  fay  for  them  felves  if  all  other 
confiderations  were  cleared. 

7.  To  make  warr  with  the  Mohaukes  may  endanger  our  naighbor  Indians  of 
which  diuers  profeffe  chriftianitie  and  the  reft  doe  rather  expeft  juft  protection  from 
vs  then  that  wee  mould  expbfe  them  by  our  volentary  inroadeing  the  Mohaukes. 

8.  Though  the  Englifh  in  thefe  Jurifdiftions  are  free  to  performe  all  naighborly 
offices  of  Righteufnes  and  peace  towards  the  French  Gollonie  yet  they  forefee  they 
can  neither  permitt  Volenteers  or  Auxiliarye  forces  to  bee  taken  vp  againft  the  Mo- 
haukes nor  that  the  French  or  Eafteren  Indians  to  pafe  through  the  Englifh  Jurif- 
dictiocs  to  envade  them,  but  they  fhall  expofe  both  the  Chriftian  and  other  Indians 
and  fome  of  the  fmaler  Englifh  plantations  to  danger. 

9.  The  Englifh  arc  much  vnfatisfied  with  that  mifehevius  trad«  the  French  and 
Dutch  have  had  and  (till  continew  felling  guns  powder  and  fhott  to  all  the  Indians  of 
which  wee  have  daily  complai.nts  and  by  which  the  Indians  are  animated  and  apt  to 
grow  enfolent  not  onely  againft  Indian  Converts  and  Chatechummi  but  againft  the 
Chriftians  of  Europe. 

10.  If  the  Englifh  Collonies  were  allured  of  the  Jufliee  of  this  warre  and  enga- 
ged with  the  French  to  profecute  againft  the  Mohaukes  yett  wee  hatie  noe  fuch  fhort 
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and  convenient  paffage  either  by  water  or  land  to  approach  them  as  may  bee  had  by 
Hudfon's  Riuer  to  and  beyond  Ouranu  fort  which  is  in  the  Dutch  Jurifdi&ion. 

11.  They  hope  the  antient  peace  and  Amity  betwixt  England  and  France  wilbee 
continued  and  confeirmed  which  they  both  deiire  and  as  fare  as  lyes  in  them  mall  by 
all  due  meanes  reddily  promote. 

1 2.  They  conceiue  that  the  honered  Deputies  haue  power  and  authoritie  at  pre- 
fent  to  agree  and  fettle  a  free  Comerce  betwixt  the  Englilh  and  French  Collonie  in 
thefe  parts,  But  if  the  faid  Deputies  vpon  Reafons  knowne  to  therafelves  fee  caufe 
to  limitt  the  Englilh  Collonies  to  fuch  Reftrictions  or  rather  prohibitions  as  the  vn- 
priviledged  French  are  vnder  that  they  may  not  trad  till  they  haue  firft  procured  a 
particulare  lycence  from  the  Governor  and  Counfell  of  New  France  at  lead  till  they 
haue  iffiied  the  prefent  differences  and  fettled  peace  with  the  Mohaukes  ;  a  fitter  Sea- 
fon  for  thefc  Treaties  muft  bee  attended  which  the  Comiffioners  (hall  reddyly  improue 
when  it  is  prefented. 

A  Petition  and  Letter  from  Mr.  Elliot  dated  September  3d  165 1  was  read  and  the 
contents  confidered  and  the  enfueing  anfware  returned 

Reverent  Sir, 
Wee  haue  read  and  confidered  both  youer  petition  and  letter  latter  dated  the  3d 
prefent  by  which  wee  conceiue  youer  hope  contineweth  that  the  Indians  doe  really 
embrace  the  Gofpell  a  work  (if  true)  worthy  of  due  encourragement  but  the  honer 
of  Chrift  and  of  the  Ccdlonies  in  the  2cond  Place  requireth  that  all  Chriftian  pru- 
dence bee  vfed  to  judge  aright  of  the  Indians  Scope  and  aime  in  theire  profeflion 
leaft  they  Ihould  onely  follow  Chrift.  for  loaues  and  outward  aduantage  remaining  eni- 
mies  to  the  yoak  and  gouerment  and  fenfuring  our  flightnes  and  aptnes  to  bee  decern- 
ed nor  is  this  cautien  altogether  needles  ;  wee  feare  that  fom  of  thofe  very  Indians 
who  haue  drunk  in  (through  youer  continued  labour)  fomthing  of  the  knowlidg  of 
Chrift  coming  into  thefe  partes  fliew  little  of  the  favour  of  it  in  theire  carriage  forting 
themfelues  with  the  Indians  and  as  it  is  feared  complying  to  much  to  their  way  of 
Sabboth  breaking  &c.  yet  by  what  wee  haue  heard  from  youer  felfe  and  others  wee 
haue  better  hopes  of  fom  of  them  for  whom  wee  bleffe  God  and  fhall  not  neglect 
theire  due  encurragement  as  wee  haue  oppertunitie  Wee  wrote  to  the  Corporacon 
the  laft  yeare  (of  which  poflibly  you  haue  not  heard)  that  Mr.  Winflow  might  for 
his  encourragment  receiue  out  of  what  was  giueu  an  ioolb.  fuppofing  they  might 
haue  concorded  with  vs  ;  that  hee  or  other  Inftruments  employed  in  that  work  might 
eate  of  the  fruit  of  it,  but  adding  that  if  they  thought  otherwife,  it  might  bee 
charged  and  (hou'.d  bee  paied  by  the  Ccllonies  which  latter  they  more  incline  vnto  ; 
and  as  wee  conceiue  will  furriifti  him  as  money  comes  in  and  charge  it  vpon  vs ;  but

money  yet  come?  inflowly  by  tliofe  Collections  foe  that  yet  wee  haue  onely  receiued 
a  pafcell  of  Tooles  which  wee  defire  may  bee  improued  to  the  fole  end  propounded 
in  the  Collection  ;  that  fuch  as  either  haue  approued  themfelues  in  a  Christian  courfe 
or  vpon  due  Confideracon  hold  a  difpofitron  to  learne  may  by  a  free  gift  of  howes 
and  axes  or  fuch  like  Inftruments  bee  duly  encouraged  but  if  any  after  receipt  fall 
off  a  marke  would  bee  fet  vpon  all  fuch  that  they  deceiue  not  foe  eazily  the  2cond 
time  but  betwixt  giuing  and  lending  howes  &c.  as  lending  may  bee  ordered  there 
wilbee  little  difference  and  indian  Trades  are  or  may  bee  driuen  by  others  wee  doe 
not  yet  conceiue  it  any  part  of  our  worke  Wee  haue  entreated  our  worthy  frinds 
Mr.  Bradftreet  and  Captaine  Hathorne  to  confer  with  youer  felfe  and  youer  brother 
to  confider  his  Imployment  in  Reference  to  the  worke  and  to  allow  fuch  encourrag- 
ment  as  they  judge  meet  ;  who  will  alfo  confider  with  a  fpeciall  Refpect  fuch  Indians 
as  foe  improue  theire  oppertunities  to  learne  as  that  they  may  bee  fit  to  teach  others ; 
you  are  pleafed  to  mention  20L  per  annum  you  haue  receiued  for  4  yeares  near  pafl  ; 
.and  of  10I.  from  Mr.  Andrews  ordered  forfom  yeares  though  you  know  not  how 
many  ;  wee  heare  of  fom  other  gifts  and  particulerly  of  an  iool.  or  more  fent  from 
Exeter  or  fom  of  thofe  wefteren  parts  part  for  youer  felfe  and  part  for  Mr.  Maihew 
and  part  for  the  Indians  but  in  what  proportion  wee  vnderftand  not  :  Wee  take  no- 
tice from  you  that  Mr.  Loueridg  and  Mr.  Blinman  are  fitting  themfelues  for  the  worke 
It  wilbee  great  mercy  if  the  Lord  pleafe  to  prefent  more  Inftruments  and  fit  mater 
for  them  to  worke  vpon  Mr.  Higgenfon  hath  fpent  fom  time  formerly  about  the  In- 
dian language  and  Mr.  Peirfon  hath  done  the  like  and  contineweth  with  much  feriuf- 
nes  therin  Wee  {hall  think  them  all  worthy  of  due  (though  different)  enco.urragement ; 
wee  defired  the  corporacon  the  laft  yeare  to  pay  there  for  the  bookes  and  other  nef- 
fefaries  ;  and  particularly  encluded  the  iol.  wee  conceiue  you  now  againe  mention 
to  brother  Parke  of  Roxberry  it  feemes.it  was  not  payed  ;  and  money  may  ftill  com 
in  more  flowly  then  is  expected  ,  wherfore  wee  haue  defired  Mr.  Bradftreet  and  Cap- 
taine Hathorne  to  fee  him  juftly  fatisfied  out  of  the  goods  fent ;  wee  lhall  add  noe 
Kiore  but  reft

The  following  letter  was  directed  to  Mr.  Maihew. 

Sir, 

Wee  haue  heard  of  the  bleffing  God  hath  bellowed  on  youer  laboure  in  the  Gof- 
pell  amongft  the  poore  Indians  and  defire  with  thankfullnes  to  take  notice  of  the 
fame  and  from  the  appearance  of  thefe  firft  fruits  to  bee  Hired  vp  to  feeke  vnto  and 
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waitc  vpou  the  great  lord  of  the  harucfr.  that  he  would  fend  forth  more  labourers  in- 
to his  vinyard  and  foe  bedew  theire  labours  with  the  former  and  latter  mowers  of 
his  fpiret  that  good  corn  may  aboundantly  fpring  vp  and  this  barran  wildernes  be- 
come a  fruitfull  feild  yee  the  Garden  of  God  ;  and  that  wee  might  not  bee  wanting 
in  the  truft  comitted  to  us  for  the  furtherance  and  encorragement  of  this  work  wee 
thought  good  to  let  you  vnderftand  there  is  paid  by  the  corporation  in  London  30I0. 
for  part  of  Mr.  Gennors  librarye  and  as  they  enforme  vs  a  Catalogue  of  the  bookes 
fent  ouer  (which  is  for  youer  encoragement)  Wee  hope  you  haue  receiued  or  els 
defire  you  would  looke  after  them  from  Mr.  Elliot  or  any  other  that  may  haue  them 
or  if  ther  bee  any  error  wee  defire  to  hear  it  ;  there  are  fom  howes  and  hatchetts 
fent  ouer  for  the  Indians  encorragement  of  which  youer  Indians  may  haue  part  if 
you  think  meet  and  bee  pleafed  to  giue  them  a  note  to  Mr.  Rawfon  of  Bofton  of 
what  fhalbee  needfull  for  theire  vfe  efpecially  thofe  that  bee  moft  willing  to  labour 
wee  are  allfoe  enformed  there  is  an  iool.  giuen  by  fom  of  Exeter  toward  this  worke 
of  which  fom  part  is  to  youer  felfe  but  know  not  the  quantitie  Wee  would  bee  glad 
to  heare  how  the  work  of  God  goes  on  amongft  them  with  you  that  foe  wee  might 
enforme  the  corporation  in  England  and  haue  our  harts  the  more  enlarged  to  God 
for  them  foe  with  our  bell  refpefts  wee  reft

For  the  better  ordering  and  carrying  on  the  affayres  of  the  Indians  in  refpeft  of 
the  gifts  procured  for  them  by  the  corporacpn  in  England  the  Comiffioners  have 
made  choife  of  Mr.  Edward  Rawfon  as  a  Steward  to  receive  and  difpofe  of  the  fame  ; 
and  haue  entreated  the  Comiffioners  of  the  MafTachufets  to  treat  with  him  about  his 
Imployment  and  Salary  and  if  hee  accept  therof  to  deliuer  him  the  enfueing 
Comiffion  if  hee  refufe  the  faid  Comiffioners  are  defired  to  appoint  and  agree 
with  fom  fitt  perfon  for  that  work  for  this  yeare  next  enfueing. 

Wheras  you  Edward  Rawfon  gentlemen  are  chofen  and  appointed  by  the  Comif- 
fioners of  the  vnited  Collonies  as  a  Steward  or  Agent  for  the  receiueing  and  difpofing 
of  fuch  goods  and  comodities  as  fhalbee  fent  heither  by  the  corporacon  in  England 
for  the  propagating  the  Gofpell  amongft  the  Indians  in  New  England  which  you  arc 
carefully  to  obferve  and  performe  according  to  the  truft  comitted  to  you  in  the  en<- 
fewing  directions. 

Firft  you  are  to  take  notice  of  all  fuch  Goods  or  Comodities  as  fhalbee  fent  from 
the  corporacon  aforfaid  them  fafely  keep  and  make  entry  therof  in  a  book  for  that 
purpofe.

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2condly.  You  fhall  deliuer  and  difpofe  of  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Comif- 
fioners  or  fom  two  of  them  by  a  note  vnder  theirehands  and  not  otherwife 

3<ily.  You  fliall  yearely  give  or  fend  a  true  accoumpt  of  what  you  haue  receiued 
and  defpofed  of,  to  the  aforfaid  Comiffioners  at  theire  ordinary  metting  and  at  any 
other  time  being  therunto  by  them  required. 

Thomas  Stanton  being  ordered  by  the  Comiffioners  the  laft  yeare  to  gett  an  accoumpt 
of  the  number  and  names  of  the  feuerall  Pequotts  liveing  amongft  the  Naraganfetts 
Neantick  or  Mohiggen  Indians  &c.  whoe  by  an  agreement  made  after  the  Pequot  warr 
are  juflly  Tributaries  to  the  Englifh  Collonies  and  to  receiue  the  Tribute  due  for  this 
laft  yeare  ;  did  according  to  appointment  attend  the  Comiffioners  this  meeting  as  In- 
terpreter in  the  Indians  occations.  With  him  came  Vncas  the  Moheggcn  Sagamore 
with  feuerall  of  his  men  Wequafh  Cooke  came  allfoe  and  fom  of  Ninnacrafts  Men 
Robert  a  Pequot  Indian  fomtimes  a  fervant  to  Mr.  Winthorp  and  fom  with  him  and 
fome  Pequets  liueing  on  long  Hand.  Thcmas  Stantcn  prefented  fom  Papers 
•with  the  names  of  fom  Pequots  as  they  are  at  prcfent  fettled  vnder  feueral  other  Saga» 
mores  but  thefe  Papers  being  fhort  and  defe&iue  the  accompt  could  not  now  bee 
perfected  but  Thomas  Stanton  and  the  Indians  refpe&iuely  brought  in  thefe  following 
fummes  of  Wampam  toward  the  forementioned  tribute  viz. 

Ninnecrafts  Men  brought  in  91  Faddome 

Wequafh  Cooke  ...  54Fadd. 

In  part  of  the  reft  being  about  30  Fadd:  (as  hee 
faid)hee  promifed  to  pay  Thomas  Stanton  within 
a  month.

For  long  Hand  Pequats         -  -         -         32F. 

Vncas  in  part  the  reft  hee  is  to  pay  Thomas  Stan- 
ton within  three  months         -  79  F.

This  Wampam  being  layed  downe  Vncas  and  others  for  the  Pequats  demaunded 
why  this  Tribute  was  required ;  how  long  it  fhould  continew,  and  whether  the 
Children  to  bee  born  heerafter  were  to  pay  it ;  All  which  being  considered  the 
Comiffioners  by  Thomas  Stanton  anfwared  that  the  Tribute  by  agreement  hath  been 
due  yearly  from  the  Pequots  fence  anno  1638  for  fundry  murthers  without  provoca- 
con  committed  by  them  vpon  feuerall  of  the  Englifh  at  feuerall  times  as  they  found 
eppertunity  refufing  either  to  deliuer  vp  the  Murthers  to  doe  Juftice  vpon  them  and 
foe  drawing  on  a  war  vpon  themfelues  to  the  great  charg  and  Inconvenience  of  the 
Englifh ;  which  warr  through  the  good  hand  of  God  iffued  firft  in  a  conqueft  ouer 
that  treacherus  and  bloody  people  ;  and  after  by  agreement  (to  fpare  as  much  might 
bee)  euen  fuch  guilty  blood ;  in  a  fbaleTribute  to  bee  paid  in  different  proportions  by 

and. 
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and  for  theire  males  according  to  theire  different  ages  yearly  but  hath  not  hithertc* 
been  fatisfyed  though  demaunded  Wherfore  the  Comiffioners  might  haue  required 
both  an  account  and  paiment  (as  of  a  juft  debt)  for  time  part  but  are  contented  if  it 
be  thankfully  accepted  to  remit  what  is  part  accounting  onely  from  1650  when  Tho- 
mas Stanton's  Imploymcnt  and  Sallary  begun. 

2condly.  Though  12  yeares  Tribute  were  due  before  this  laft  yeare  and  though 
the  agreement  was  for  a  yearly  tribute  to  bee  paid  by  them  and  theirs  foe  longe  as 
they  continue  in  this  part  of  the  Country  yet  the  Commiffioners  fomthing  to  eafe 
theire  fperits  in  Reference  to  this  jufl  burthen  and  to  engage  them  to  an  inoffenciue 
and  peacable  Carriage  not  onely  towards  the  Englifh  Collonies  but  to  the  Indians 
amongft  whom  they  Hue  thought  fitt  and  declared  that  the  paiment  of  this  Tribute 
fhalbee  Ununited  to  ten  yeares  of  which  this  lafl  yeare  to  bee  reconed  the  firft,  after 
which  time  vnleffe  they  draw  trouble  vpon  themfelves  they  fhalbee  free. 

Thirdly  though  by  agreement  the  faid  Tribute  extended  to  men  growne  to  youthes 
and  to  all  male  children  yet  the  Comiffioners  are  further  content  and  doe  heerby  de- 
clare and  conclude  that  the  reft  fubmitting  and  duly  paying  the  faid  Tribute  all  male 
Pequot  Children  which  fhalbee  borne  heerafter  this  time  are  and  fhalbee  free  and 
noe  tribute  to  be  required  for  them. 

Eltweed  Pomery  of  Windfor  in  Conecticot  Jurifdi&ion  haveing  often  petiti- 
oned the  Comiffioners  about  a  mare  of  his  wilfuly  killed  by  a  Pequot  Indian  called 
Poquoiam  foone  after  the  foremencioned  warre  when  all  forts  of  horfes  were  at  an 
high  prife  ;  conferning  which  Mr.  Ifraell  Stoughton  Generall  for  the  Maflachufetts 
made  an  agreement  with  Myantinomo  one  of  the  principall  Narraganfett  Sachems 
with  or  vnder  whom  the  faid  Poquoiam  lived  on  behalfe  of  the  offender  ;  as  by  the 
Teftimonyes  of  Tho.  Stanton  and  Serjeant  Jefferies  hath  been  proued  by  which  the 
laid  Myantinomo  engaged  to  pay  or  fatisfy  for  the  faid  mare  the  fumme  of  fourty 
pounds  of  which  there  hath  been  yet  noe  part  fatisfyed  though  often  demaunded  and 
Myantouimo  haveing  been  dead  now  about  eight  yeares  the  faid  Eltweed  Pomery  hath 
by  himfelfe  and  his  agents  often  made  his  addreffe  to  the  Comiffioners  att  rheiremeeting 
far  theire  advife  and  aififtance  therin  ;  And  the  laft  yeare  vpon  the  Requeftof  the  Co- 
Buffioners  the  Souldiers  fent  from  the  Maffachufetts  to  Ninecraft  to  require  fatisfaftion- 
for  other  juft  debts  had  alfoe  order  in  particulare  to  deroaund  this  for  the  mare  of  Nine- 
crafts  and  of  the  Narraganfett  Sagamore  the  mare  being  killed  by  his  Brother  in  law 
and  hee  inheriting  a  confiderable  part  of  Myantonimoes  eftate  namly  his  part  of  the 
Pequots  of  which  Poquoiam  is  one  and  hath  liued  with  Ninecraft  which  was  donn 
but  without  fruite  Vpon  confideracon  of  the  premifies  the  Comiffioners  thought  fitt 
that  the  faid  money  bee  againe  demaunded  of  Ninecraft  or  that  the  faid  Poquoiam 
bee  defiuered  in  their  hands  but  vpdn  Refufall  or  delay  that  fome  fitt  man  be  fent 
duely  accompanied  by  order  and  dire&ioa  from  the  Gouerment  of  Cone&icott  to 

requite 
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-require  it  with -allowance  of  the  prefent  Charges  and  if  it  bee  not  forthwith  paied  to 
make  feizure  of  the  valine  of  fourty  pounds  with  the  charges  and  to  bring  it  away 
with  them  and  herof the  Narraganfett  Indians  now  prefent  were  willed  to  enfarme  Ni- 
necraft  onely  if  after  fiich  payment  or  fezure  Vncas  orWequafh  Cooke  fliall  by  enter- 
taineing  counfelling  or  protecting  Poquoiam  hinder  Ninnecraft  from  recovering  the 
fame  of  him  in  fuch  cafe  the  faid  fourty  pound  flialbee  accounted  due  and  bee  requir- 
<ed  from  them  or  either  of  them. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Williams  .directed  to  the  muchhonered  Gouernor  of  the  Maf- 
iachufetts  and  dated  July  25.  1651  conteining  fundry  complaints  made  by  the  Narra- 
ganfett Sachems  againft  Vncas  being  receiued  the  Comiffioners  read  the  particulars 
to  Vncas  whowas  reddy  to  make  anfware  in  his  owne  defence :  The  Comiffioners  en- 
quired -who  were  fent  on  behalfe  of  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  to  cleare  and  proue 
*he  faid  charge  and  to  confider  and  enforme  conferning  Vncas  his  anfwares  Tho. 
Stenton  acquainted  the  Comiffioners  that  Ninecrafts  had  once  refolued  to  fend  fom 
tnen  to  procecute  the  faid  complaints  but  after  pretended  feare  and  danger  from  Vn- 
•cas  Tho.  Stenton  endevored  to  remoue  his  feare  and  offered  to  accompanie  or  fecure 
himfelfe  or  meffengers  but  all  would  not  ferue  ;  none  were  fent  foe  that  there  could 
bee  noe  profTeedings  therin. 

Vncas  complained  that  Saquaffbn  fom  yeares  fence  as  is  well  knowne  began  hof- 
tile  a&es  vpon  him  to  the  defturbance  of  the  publicke  peace  wherupon  hee  was  ocati- 
oned  to  fight  him  and  in  the  Iflue  ouercame  him  and  conquared  his  Country  which 
though  hee  gaue  to  the  Englifli  and  did  not  oppofc  the  favore  they  were  pleafed  to 
ihew  him  in  fparing  his  life  yet  hee  cannot  but  look  upon  himfelfe  as  wronged  in 
that  Sequafion,  as  hee  is  informed,  is  fet  up  and  endeavored  to  bee  made  a  great 
Sachem  notwithstanding  hee  hath  refufed  to  pay  an  acknowlidgment  of  Wampam  to 
him  according  to  engagements. 

The  Comiffioners  difclaimed  any  Endeavors  of  theires  to  make  Saquaffon  great  and 
are  ignorant  of  what  he  affeirmes  conferning  the  other  yet  recommended  it  to  the 
Gouerment  of  Conecticot  to  examine  the  cafe  and  to  provide  that  vpon  due  proofe 
Vncas  may  be  owned  in  what  may  be  iufl  and  equall  and  Mr.  Ludlow  was  entreated 
to  promote  the  fame. 

Captaine  Tapping  and  Ionas  Wood  in  theire  owne  name  and  in  the  behalfe  of  Mr. 
Fardom  and  John  Ogdon  and  others  of  South'-hampton  by  petition  &c.  enformed  the 
Comiffioners  that  theire  peace  is  much  endangered  by  that  large  Trade  the  Indians 
haue  with  the  Dutch  in  guns  powder  and  {hot  by  which  meanes  they  are  at  leaft  as 
plentifully  furnifhed  as  themfelues  as  apte  to  giue  valleyes  of  fhot  in  theire  entertaine- 
ments  and  complements  and  by  exercife  are  become  good  markefmen,  but  withall 
growne  enfolent  and  injurius  againft  the  Englifh  fom  of  them  as  the  petitioners  haue 
ben  enformed  haue  lately  driuen  fom  of  the  Englifli  Cattle  into  the  water  and  fo 
drowned  them  to  the  great  damage  of  the  owners ;  They  further  complaine  of  Inju- 
ries

ries  fufteined  from  the  Dutch  fence  they  remoued  from  theire  Jurifdiaion  to  one 
of  the  Englifh  Colonies  though  they  firft  gaue  notice  to  the  Dutch  Governor  there- 
of and  vnderftood  not  that  it  was  any  way  offenfiue  yet  fence  fom  confiderable  parts 
of  theire  Eftates  atrached  or  by  authoritie  as  ihey  heare  flayed  and  kept  from  them  ; 
and  that  imprifonment  is  threatened  if  they  com  in  perfon  to  improue  or  remoue 
their  Eftates  ;  all  which  being  duely  confidered  the  ComifTioners  expreffe  the  deep 
fence  they  haue  of  the  mifchievius  Trad  of  felling  &c.  and  foe  armeing  and  ani-  , 
mateing  the  Indians  both  againft  themfelues  and  vs  and  that  they  would  gladly  fe  all 
due  meanes  to  fuppreffe  it ;  They  further  told  them  that  if  they  could  proue  the  In- 
dians wilfully  drowned  theire  Cattle  They  would  confider  fom  juft  courfe  for  theire 
fotisfaclion  but  themfelues  acknowlidg  they  want  due  proofe  ;  laftly  in  Reference  to 
fuch  eftates  as  they  haue  within  the  Dutch  Jurifdiction  the  ComifTioners  wrot  to  the 
Gouerner  as  followeth. 

To  the  Dutch  Governor. 
Much  Honored  Sir, 

SEVERALL  of  Southhamton  haue  prefented  theire  Grieuances  to  vs  fence 
wee  met  at  Newhaven  which  wee  are  flow  to  receue  vpon  the  onely  complaint  of  the 
parties  Intereft  Mr.  Fardom  Captaine  Taping  Iohn  Ogdon  and  Ionas  Wood  haue  (as 
wee  heare)  fom  confiderable  parts  of  theire  eftates  yet  within  the.limitts  of  youer 
Jurifdiction  whether  they  may  freely  remoue  them  to  the  plantation  where  they  dwell 
or  whether  all  or  any  parte  bee  fequeftered,  attached  or  vpon  any  offence  or  other 
Refpecr.  deteined  ;  is  to  vs  (whatever  Reports  are  brought)  yet  doubtfull  ;  they 
haue  been  exerfifed  whom  they  might  imploy  to  receiue  fpeedy  and  fatisfying  en- 
formacon  but  wee  conceiue  much  time  wilbee  fpent  and  loft  in  treating  by  attornies 
or  deputies  and  believeing  the  Juftice  of  New  England  and  New  Netherland  is  fquar- 
ed  by  one  Rule  wee  perfwade  them  to  manage  theire  owne  ocations  in  youer  Jurif- 
diclions  dcfireing  for  them  and  hopeing  wee  may  promife  that  for  this  fingle  Iourney 
Captaine.  Tapping  and  Ionas  Wood  who  are  moft  enclined  tq  waite  vpon  you  at  the 
Monhatoes  fhall  haue  the  fruite  of  a  fafe  conduct  that  theire  perfons  may  com  and 
goe  at  libertie  what  euer  debts  or  offences  may  bee  alledged  or.proued  againft  them 
as  any  of  youers  in  a  like  cafe  and  vpon  a  like  motion  of  youres  (hall  haue  with  vs 
and  that  in  all  profes  and  proceedings  for  or  againft  them  whether  vpon  private  or  pub- 
like queftions  the  iflue  may  hold  forth  juftice  with  moderacon  ;  and  that  if  there 
fhalbee  occation  a  fatifying  reafon  may  bee  giuen  in  a  naighborly  way  as  was  donn 
in  Govert  Locorman's  and  fhalbee  in  any  like  Cafe  which  may  well  bee  donn  with- 
out prejudice  to  any  Jurifdiction  whether  youers  or  ours  ;  we  reft

To  the  Honored  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Colonies  now  affembled  at  Newhauea. 

The  bumble  Petition  ofjafper  Graine  William  Tuttill  and  many  other  the  Inhabitants 
of  Newhauen  and  Sotocket. 

HUMBLY  {heweth  That  wheras  divers  yeares  fence  feuerall  marchants  and  others 
of  Newhauen  with  much  hazard  charge  and  lofe  did  purchafe  of  the  Indian  Sag- 
amores and  theire  companies  the  true  propriators  feuerall  large  Tracts  and  parcells 
of  land  on  both  fides  of  Delaware  Bay  and  Riuer  and  did  prefently  begine  to  build 
and  to  fet  vp  factories  for  Trad  and  purpofed  to  fet  vp  plantations  within  their  owne 
limmits  wherby  the  Gofpell  allfoe  might  haue  been  carried  and  fpred  amongft  the  In- 
dians in  that  moll  Southerly  part  of  New  England  and  the  vnited  Colonies  might  be- 
fore this  time  been  enlarged  with  conveniency  both  for  themfelues  and  pofteritie  had 
not  the  whole  work  by  hoftile  and  iniurivs  oppofitiqn  made  both  by  the  Dutch  and 
Sweeds  been  then  hindered. 

And  wheras  youer  petitioners  (heightened  in  the  refpectiue  plantations,  and  finding 
this  parte  of  the  Countrey  full  or  affoarding  little  encorragement  to  beginne  any 
•confiderable  new  plantations  for  their  owne  comfort  and  ccnueniencye  of  pofteritie  ; 
■did  vpon  a  ferivs  confideracon  of  the  premifes  and  vpon  encorragement  of  the  Trea- 
tye  betweene  the  honered  Comiffioners  and  the  Dutch  Gouerner  the  laft  yeare  at 
Conecticott  by  agreement  and  with  confent  of  the  faid  marchants  and  others  refolue 
vpon  a  more  difficult  Remoue  to  Delaware  ;  hopeing  that  our  aimes  and  endeauors 
would  be  acceptable  both  to  God  and  to  his  people  in  thefe  Collonies  being  aflured 
our  title  to  the  Place  was  juft ;  and  Refoluing  (through  the  healp  of  God)  in  all  our 
carriages  and  proceedings  to  hold  and  maintaine  a  naighborly  Corefpondence  both 
with  the  Dutch  and  Sweeds  ;  as  was  aflured  them  both  by  the  tennor  of  the  Comif- 
fions  and  by  letters  from  the  honered  Gouernor  of  this  Jurifdiction  ;  To  thofe  ends 
and  with  thefe  purpofes  preparations  were  made  in  the  winter  a  veffel  was  hired  and 
at  leaft  fifty  of  vs  fet  fonvard  in  the  Springe  and  expecting  the  fruite  of  that  whol- 
fome  aduife  giuen  at  Hartford  the  laft  yeare  in  the  cafe  by  the  arbetraters  joyntjy, 
Thofe  chofenby  the  Dutch  Gouernor  concuring  in  it  ;  wee  went. to  the  Monhatp.es 
which  wee  might  haue  auoyded  ;  and  from  our  Honered  Gouernor  prefented  a  letter 
to  the  Dutch  Gouernor  vpon  perufall  wherof  (without  further  provocation)  hee  ar- 
refted  the  two  Meflengers  and  comitted  them  to  a  priuate  houfe  clofe  prifoners  vnder 
a  guard  ;  that  donn  he  fent  for  the  mafter  of  the  ueffell  to  com  on  ihore  as  to  fpeak 
with  him  and  comitted  him  allfoe  after  which  two  more  of  the  companie  coming  on 
ihore  and  defireing  to  fpeak  with  theire  naighbours  vnder  Reftreint  he  comitted 
them  as  the  reft  then  defireing  to  fee  our  ComHEons  and  coppie  them  out  promifeing 
3  to 
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«o  returne  them  the  next  day  though  the  Coppes  were  taken  and  the  Comiffions  de- 
maunded  hee  refufed  to  deliuer  them  and  kept  them  and  the  men  imprifoned  tell  they 
were  forced  to  engage  vnder  theire  hands  not  then  to  proceed  on  theire  voyage  to- 
wards Delaware  but  with  lofe  of  time  and  charg  to  returne  to  Newhauen  ;  Threaten- 
ing that  if  hee  mould  after  find  any  of  them  in  Delaware  hee  would  feize  theire 
goods  and  fend  their  perfons  prifoners  into  Holland  and  accordingly  they  returned 
though  theire  damage  therby  as  they  confeiue  doth  amount  to  aboue  3001b.  all  which 
youer  petitioners  refere  to  youer  wife  and  ferivs  confideracon  and  being  affured  you 
will  haue  due  refpect  to  the  honer  of  the  Engiifh  nation  which  now  fuffers  by  this 
liijurius  affront  taken  notice  of  by  all  the  naighboring  Indians,  They  humbly  deiire 
that  fom  Courfc  may  bee  agreed  and  ordered  for  the  due  repaire  of  theire  lofes  fatis- 
faftion  for  theire  vnjuft.  Imprifonmcnt  with  libertie  and  encorragement  to  improue 
theire  juft  Rightes  in  Delaware  for  the  future  to  which  purpofe  they  further  humbly 
offer  to  Confideracon 

Firft  That  Delaware  in  the  Judgment  of  thofe  that  haue  often  and  feriufly  viewed 
the  land  and  confidered  the  Climate  is  a  place  fitt  for  the  enlargment  of  the  Englifli 
Collonies  at  prcfent  and  hopfull  for  poftxritie  that  wee  and  they  may  enjoy  the  Ordi- 
nances of  Chriil  both  in  Spei  ittuall  and  Ciuill  Refpe&s. 

2condly  they  feare  that  if  the  Englifli  Right  bee  not  feafonably  vindicated  and  a 
way  opened  for  thefpeedy  planting  of  Delaware  ;  the  Dutch  who  hauelayed  allred- 
dy  an  injurious  hand  both  vpon  our  perfons  and  Rightes  they  haueing  (as  is  reported) 
lately  begon  a  new  Fortification  and  plantation  vpon  our  duly  purchafed  lands  ;  will 
dayly  ftrengthen  themfelues  and  by  large  offers  draw  many  of  the  Englifli  to  fettle 
and  plant  vnder  them  ;  in  foe  hopfull  a  Place  which  will  not  onely  bee  diftionerable 
to  the  Engiifh  nation  but  enconuenient  to  the  Collonies  and  of  mifchevius  Confe- 
quences  to  the  perfons  who  fliall  foe  fettle  in  Reference  to  that  lycencius  libertie  theire 
fuffered  and  practifed. 

Thirdly  as  the  Petitioners  haue  not  in  theire  eye  any  other  confiderable  place 
within  the  limitts  of  New  England  either  for  the  enlargment  of  the  Collonies  at 
prefent  or  for  the  comfort  and  conueniency  of  pofteritie  foe  if  the  Dutch  may  thus 
•oppenly  opofe  vs  in  our  perfons  and  Rights  if  they  may  plant  and  fortifye  vpon  the 
land  which  themfelues  the  Englifli  Sweeds  and  Indians  know  to  be  ours.  It  may  in- 
corrage  them  to  encroach  and  make  further  hoftile  attempts  vpon  fom  or  other  of 
the  fmaler  Englifli  Plantations  to  bring  them  vnder  theire  Gouerment  and  may  anni- 
mate  the  Indians  with  whom  the  Dutch  engratiate  themfelues  by  a  larg  conftant  mif- 
chevius Trad  in  Guns  powder  and  fliott  to  defplfe  and  make  affaults  vpon  vs  ; 
Wherfore  they  againe  humbly  entreat  youer  aduife  with  feafonable  and  futable  aflift- 
ance  according  to  the  weight  and  Import  of  the  Cafe  ;  that  all  youer  Confultations 
and  labores  may  tend  and  iflue  in  the  honer  of  Chrift  and  welfare  of  the  Collonies.

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The  forgoeing  Petition  being  prefented  and  read  The  Comiffioners  took  into 
ferius  confideracon  the  Contents  therof  and  what  was  to  bee  donn  therin 

They  confidered  the  Englifli  Right  to  Delaware  by  pattent  The  Right  of  the  Mar- 
chants  and  other  Inhabitants  of  Newhauen  to  fertaine  traces  and  parcells  of  land 
there  by  purchafe  The  Iniury  donn  them  by  the  Dutch  both  formerly  and  this  lad 
Summer  in  theire  hoftile  and  forceable  proceeding  againft  them  as  the  petitioners 
relate  and  the  great  affronts  therbygiuen  to  the  Englifli  nation  the  enfolency  of  the 
Dutch  and  the  Contempt  it  is  like  to  bring  the  Englifli  into  among  the  Indians  if 
fom  fpeedy  courfe  bee  not  taken  to  preuent  it  by  Righting  the  opprefied. 

As  alfoe  the  Comodiufnes  of  the  place  for  plantations  and  howpreiudiciall  it  may 
bee  to  the  Englifli  in  thefe  partes  if  it  fliould  bee  planted  by  enimies  or  people  of 
another  nation  not  being  vnmindfull  of  the  Aright  accomodacions  of  many  in  feuerall 
places  and  the  benifite  of  Trade  with  the  Indians  in  Delaware  if  prudently  managed. 

They  likwife  confidered  what  had  pafed  betwixt  the  Dutch  Gouernor  and  the 
Comiffioners  the  lafl  yeare  at  Hartford  and  that  aduife  giuen  by  the  Delegates  of 
them  both  for  the  quiet  and  peacable  Improuement  of  theire  feuerall  Rightes  in  Dela- 
ware tell  the  aforfaid  diference  fhalbee  determined  in  Europe. 

The  Comiffioners  vpon  thefe  and  feuerall  other  conflderacons  thought  meet  to 
write  to  the  Dutch  Gouernor  to  protefl  againft  his  iniurius  proceedinges  to  aflert  the 
Englifli  Right  and  to  require  fatisfacbon  for  the  Damag  donn  to  our  frinds  and  con- 
feaderat-3  of  Newhauen  ;  and  to  declare  vnto  the  petitioners  in  way  of  anfware  to 
theire  petition  that  howeuerwee  think  it  not  meete  to  enter  into  a  prefent  engage- 
ment againft  the  dutch  chufing  rather  to  fuffer  iniuries  and  aflronts  ("at  le^ft  for  a 
time)  then  in  any  refpefts  to  feem  to  bee  to  quicke  ;  yet  if  they  fliall  fee  caufe  againe 
to  endeauore  the  planting  of  theire  formencioned  purchafed  lands  in  Delaware  at 
any  time  within  thefe  twelue  months  and  for  that  end  fliall  at  theire  own  charge 
tranfport  together  150  or  at  lead  an  100  able  men  armed  with  a  meet  ucflell  or  uef- 
fels  and  ammunition  fitt  for  fuch  an  Enterprife  all  to  be  allowed  and  approued  by  the 
maieftrates  of  Newhauen  Jurifdicbon  or  the  greateft  parte  of  them  that  then  in  cafe 
they  meet  with  any  hoftile  oppofition  from  the  Dutch  or  Sweeds  whiles  they  carry 
themfelues  peacable  and  inoffenfiuely  that  may  caliibr  further  aid  and  affiftance  The 
Comiffioners  doe  agree  and  conclude  that  they  flialbee  fupplyed  by  the  feuerall  Juris- 
dictions with  fuch  a  number  of  Souldiers  as  the  afforfaid  Comiffioners  fliall  judge 
meet  they  the  faid  plaintifes  bearing  the  charges  thereof;  for  the  true  payment 
wherof  the  purchafed  lands  and  Trade  there  with  the  Natiues  flialbee  engaged  tell 
it  bee  fatisfyed  provided  alfoe  and  it  is  agreed  that  fuch  perfons  as  fliall  tranfport  them- 
felues to  the  aforfaid  lands  in  Delaware  either  out  of  Newhauen  Collonies  or  any  of 
the  other  three  flialbee  and  remayne  vnder  the  Gouerment  and  Jutifdi&ion  of 
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Newhauen  tell  the  ComiflJoners  of  the  vnited  Coliuuies  (hall  other  wife  order  the 
fame. 

To  the  Dutch  Gouerner 
Much  Honored  Sir, 

BEFORE  wee  parted  lad  yeare  at  Hartford  you  gaue  vs  hope:  of  a  comfortable 
meeting  at  Newhauen  this  yeare  what  dere&ions  you  had  from  Europe  to  maynteine 
peace  and  Naighborly  refpecls  with  the  Englifli  in  America  you  then  ihewed  and  bell 
know  what  other  Comifhons  you  haue  fence  receiued  ;  But  all  the  Collonies  take  no- 
tice that  now  you  walke  in  contrarye  pathes  you  told  vs  of  a  proteft  you  muft  make 
againft  fuch  as  Ihould  plant  or  improue  (Though  but  thcire  juft  Rightes)  on  Dela- 
ware  ;  Wee  faw  noe  caufe  for  that  but  know  that  both  youer  predeceflbr  and  youer 
felfe  had  without  caufe  formerly  protefted  againft  fom  of  the  Collonies ;  But  in  youers 
dated  Aprell  the  nth  1651  Stil.  novo  fent  to  the  Gouerner  of  Newhauen  wee  ob- 
ferae  y  u  threaten  force  of  armed  and  Martiall  oppofuion  euen  to  bloodflied  againft 
fuch  as  fliall  goe  about  to  jmproue  what  they  haue  proued  to  beejuftly  theires  in  De- 
laware ;  and  yet  (hew  noe  more  of  any  juft  title  you  haue  therunto  then  you  did  at 
Hartford  which  left  all  the  Delegates  both  for  the  Englifli  and  the  Dutch  ther- 
in  vnfatisfyed  ;  in  the  faid  proteft  you  allfoe  afeirme  that  the  planting  &c. 
of  Delaware  by  the  Englifli  entered  is  contrary  to  the  prouifionall  agreement  made 
betwixt  youerfelue  and  the  Comiflioners  for  the  Englifli  Colonies  which  wee  marvell 
at ;  thofe  Recordes  clearly  exprefling  the  contrary  Wee  hoped  alfoe  that  according 
to  youer  promife  at  Hartford  wherin  Mr.  Willett  and  Mr.  Baxter  engaged  Green- 
widge  before  this  fliould  haue  been  fettled  as  a  Member  of  New  Hauen  Jurisdiction 
but  inftead  of  that  wherof  wee  yet  heare  nothing  the  complaints  of  diuers  of  our 
Confeaderats  of  Newhauen  Collonie  are  renewed  wee  cannot  but  exprefle  our  like 
fenfe  of  that  iniurius  carriage  of  youers  towards  them  who  neither  attempted  nor  en- 
tended  any  thing  againft  the  Dutch  or  Dutch  Right  in  any  portion  or  privilidge  they 
may  juflly  claime  there  ;  as  the  generall  court  of  the  Maflachufetts  did  in  theire  let- 
ters May  1 4th  1 65 1 .  But  wee  are  further  enformed  that  you  haue  fence  begun  fome 
fortification  or  plantation  vpon  fom  part  or  parts  of  the  Englifli  land  which  giues  vs 
caufe  to  feare  that  you  more  refpect  private  advantages  then  publicke  Righteufnes 
and  peace  wee  muft  therfore  as  formerly  foe  againe  aflert  the  Englifli  Right  efpeciallv 
to  theire  purcliafed  lands  and  proteft  againft  youer  eniurius  hoftile  carriage  in  impri- 
foning  fome  of  theire  perfons  deteining  theire  Comifhons  and  engaging  them  to  theire 
great  damage  to  returne  before  they  could  inioy  theire  juft  liberrie  without  (hewing 
either  Right  to  the  land  in  queftion  or  any  juft  caufe  of  fuch  proceeding,  vnlefle  a 
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pretence  of  a  title  fhould  fatisfy  which  the  Englifh  vpon  as  good  grounds  can  make 
to  the  Monhatoes  ;  And  wee  heerby  further  profeffe  and  proteft  that  by  thefe  vn- 
neighborly  and  vniuft  courfes  you  are  the  fole  auther  and  caufe  of  all  fuch  inconueni- 
encies  and  mifcheifes  as  may  follow  therupon  the  Comifhoners  snd  Collonies  haueing 
iuft  caufe  and  ground  to  vindecate  and  improue  the  Engliih  Rightes  and  to  repaire 
theire  confederats  whohaue  been  foe  wronged  and  damaged;  Wee  heare  alfoe  that 
you  haue  againe  impofed  that  offenfme  Cuftome  of  Recognicon  at  the  Monhatoes 
which  vpon  our  former  complaint  was  for  a  time  taken  off  ;  which  fayrely  tends  to 
defturbe  if  not  to  cutt  of  all  Trade  betwixt  vs  in  thefe  parts  ;  Thefe  things  wee  ra- 
ther thought  neffefarie  to  write  and  leaue  to  your  confideracon  becaufe  wee  yet  heare 
of  noe  Returne  you  haue  made  to  the  generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  ;  if  to 
that  or  this  you  pleafe  to  fend  anfware  to  the  Gouerner  of  Newhauen  wee  (hall  from- 
him  receiue  Informacon  and  the  better  vnderftand  our  way  ;  foe  wee  reft

S  I  R, 

WEE  are  enformed  that  it  hath  pleafed  the  Parliament  or  Counfell  of  State  to 
♦omitt  the  publick  Truft  of  Goverment  in  the  Hand  vnto  youer  hands  wherin  wee 
cannot  but  defire  that  truth  and  Righteufnes  may  foe  flurifh  and  that  the  Gofpell 
profeffed  by  the  Englifh  in  this  wildernes  may  not  bee  brought  vnder  any  juft  Re- 
oroch  It  is  prefented  to  vs  that  fom  notorius  Delinkquents  who  are  lyable  to  higheft 
fenfures  making  efcape  out  of  feverall  of  the  Collonies  repaire  to  youer  Hand  as  to 
a  Cittey  of  Refuge  hoping  therby  to  avoid  the  ftroake  of  Juftice  and  wee  may  well 
expect  offenders  in  like  and  other  kind  wilbee  eafily  apprehenfiue  of  theire  advan- 
tages and  improve  them  for  the  future  if  fuch  dore  bee  open  which  occationeth  vs 
direct  thefe  few  lines  to  youer  felfe  ;  and  defire  to  receive  enformation  from  you  and 
from  youer  Counfell  what  Wee  may  expecl:  in  the  formencioned  cafes  or  when  any 
fugetiues  out  of  any  of  the  Englifh  vnited  Collonies  fhall  heerafter  feeke  fhelter 
there  ;  Whether  vpon  Surtifficate  from  fbm  of  the  Maieftrates  of  the  feuerall  Jurif- 
di&ions  where  the  offences  comitted  may  bee  beft  vnderftood  and  receiue  its  due  fen-

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Aire  you  will  deliuer  up  and  returne  fucb  delinkquents  and  fugetiues  to  bee  proceed- 
ed with  in  theire  proper  place  according  to  theire  demeritts  as  the  collonies  vpon 
due  confideracon  for  the  promoteing  of  Jnftice  and  Righteoufnes  find  caufe  to  doe 
amongft  themfelues  or  whether  you  entend  to  receive  and  keep  fuch  vnder  youer  pro- 
tection vntell  they  bee  pnrfued  and  impleaded  in  youer  courts  and  the  refpecYuie  ca- 
fes there  uTued  as  wee  heare  hath  been  fomtimes  pretended  which  wee  judge  very  ob- 
ftru&iue  to  the  waies  of  Juftice  We  fliall  add  noe  more  but  our  due  Refpects  to 
youer  felfe  and  foe  reft

Vpon  a  letter  received  from  Mr.  Dunfter  Prefident  And  the  Fellows  of  Har- 
vard Colledge  the  following  anfware  was  returned 

Much  respected  Frinds 

BY  youers  of auguft  27th  wee  vnderftand 'that  the  former  colledge  Buildings  are 
in  a  decaying  condition  and  will  require  a  confiderable  charge  ere  long  for  a  due  re- 
paire  and  that  through  the  encreafe  of  Scollers  many  of  them  are  forced  to  lodge  in 
the  Towne,  which  proves  many  waies  enconveniem  and  will  neffefarily  require  an 
enlargment  of  youer  buildings ;  for  which  you  propound  and  wee  haue  feriufly  con- 
fidered  whether  any  healp  may  bee  had  from  the  collections  for  the  propagateing  the 
Gofpell  amongft  the  Indians  but  cannot  find  by  the  Aete  of  Parliament  (now  pafed) 
that  any  fuch  libertie  is  graunted  and  by  a  letter  lately  receiued  from  that  corporacon 
wee  perceive  that  an  hundred  pounds  appointed  by  the  Comiilioners  to  pay  Mr. 
Window  as  a  gratificacon  of  his  paines  in  thefaid  Collections  is  like  to  bee  charged 
backe  and  borne  by  the  Collonies  without  any  allowance  thervnto  from  the  collecti- 
ons ;  yet  wee  now  defire  Mr.  Winflow  to  enquire  the  mind  of  the  corporacon  ther- 
in  our  felues  conceiveing  that  the  advancement  of  learning  heere  may  alfoe  advance 
the  worke  of  Chrifl  amongft  the  Indians  and  accordingly  out  of  that  Stocke  (as  it 
corns  in)  fhould  gladly  contribute  might  wee  doe  it  without  offence  ;  but  if  an  other 
enterpretation  be  made  in  England  The  Comiffioners  will  propound  to  and  improue 
theire  feuerall  enterefta  in  the  Collonies  that  by  pecks  half  bufhells  and  bufhels  of 
Wheat  according  as  men  are  free  and  able  the  Colledge  may  have  font  confiderable 
yearly  healp  towards  theire  occations,  and  heerin  if  the  Maffachufetts  pleafe  to 
give  a  leading  example  the  reft  may  probably  the  more  Reddyly  follow.

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The  following  letter  was  prefented  from  the  Inhabitants  of  Warwickc 

MAY  it  pleafe  this  honored  Comittee  to  take  knowlidg  that  wee  the  Inhabitants 
of  Sowamett  allias  Warwicke  haueing  vndergone  diuers  oppreflions  and  wronges 
amounting  to  great  damage  fence  wee  firft  poffeffed  this  place  being  forced  theiby  to 
feeke  to  that  honerable  State  of  Old  England  for  Releife  which  did  eneuitably 
draw  great  charge  vpon  us  to  the  further  Impairing  of  our  eftates  and  finding  fa- 
vour for  Redrefle  wee  were  willing  to  wave  for  that  time  (in  regard  of  the  great 
troubles  and  Imployment  that  then  lay  on  that  State)  all  other  loffes  and  wronges 
wee  then  vnderwent  foe  that  wee  might  bee  replanted  in  and  vpon  that  our  purcha- 
fed  Poflefiion  and  enioy  it  peacably  for  time  to  come  without  defturbance  or  molef- 
tation  by  thofe  from  whom  wee  had  formerly  fuffered  ;  but  fence  our  gratius 
graunt  from  the  honorable  Parliament  in  replanting  ofvsin  this  place  wee  haue  been 
and  dayly  are  prefled  with  Intolerable  greiviances  to  the  eating  vp  of  our  labours 
and  wafting  of  our  eftates  makeing  our  lives  together  with  our  wiues  and  children 
bitter  aud  vncomfortable  ;  infomuch  that  groneing  vnder  our  burthens  wee  are  Con- 
ftreined  to  make  our  addreffes  to  that  honorable  Parliament  and  State  once  againe 
to  make  our  juft  complaint  againft  our  cauflefle  moleflors  who  by  themfelves  and 
theire  agents  are  the  onely  caufe  of  this  our  Reuttering  of  our  deftrefled  condicon  ; 
May  it  pleafe  therfore  this  honored  Affembly  to  take  notice  ot  this  our  folleme  en- 
telligence  given  vnto  you  as  the  moft  Publicke  authorized  fociety  appertaining  vnto 
and  inftituted  in  the  Vnited  Colonies  whom  our  complaints  doe  conferne  that  wee 
are  now  prepareing  our  felves  with  all  convenient  fpeed  for  old  England  to  make 
our  greivances  knowne  againe  to  that  State  which  fale  vpon  vs  by  Reafon  that  the 
order  of  Parliament  of  England  conferning  vs  hath  not  ben  obferued,  nor  the  In- 
joyment  of  our  graunted  privilidges  permitted  to  vs  •,  That  wee  are  as  it  were 
bought  and  fold  from  one  pattent  aud  Jurifdiction  to  another. 

In  that  wee  have  ben  prohibited  and  charged  to  acquite  this  place  fence  the  or- 
der of  Parliament  given  out  and  knowne  to  the  contrary 

In  that  wee  have  had  Warrants  fent  vs  to  fummon  vs  to  the  MafTachufetts  Court ; 
And  officers  imployed  amongft  vs  to  that  purpofe ; 

In  that  thefe  Barbarius  Indians  about  vs  with  evill  minded  Englhh  mixed 
amontrft  vs  vnder  pretence  of  fom  former  perfonall  Subj<  clion  to  the  Gouernment  of 
the  M  ffachuietts  countenanceing  of  them  ceafe  not  to  kill  our  Cattle  offer  violence 
to  our  families,  viliifye  Authoritie  of  Parliament  vochfafed  to  vs  jLiftifying  theire 
praftrfes  with  many  menaces  and  threatenings  as  being  vnder  the  Protection  of  the 
MafTachufcts.

Vppon  occation  of  the  foregoeing  letter  and  fome  difcource  about  this  bufines 
the  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufets  prefented  this  enfueing  Declaration 

That  in  Anno  1643  feuerall  complaints  were  made  to  the  Comiffioners  of  the 
Vnited  Collonies  then  mett  at  Bofton  againft  Samuell  Gorton  and  his  companie 
and  fom  of  them  of  weightye  and  great  Confernement  to  all  the  Jurifdi&ions  •  In- 
formacon  was  alfoe  given  that  the  faid  Gorton  and  his  companie  had  been  fent  to 
once  and  againe  by  the  generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  with  a  fafe  conduct  both 
for  theire  coming  and  Retvrne  that  they  might  give  anfware  and  fatisfaftion  wherin 
they  had  donn  wronge  ;  It  then  came  into  confideracon  vnder  what  Gouernment  or 
Jurifdiftion  the  faid  Gorton  and  his  companie  lived  ;  the  Comiffioners  take  notice 
that  the  Indian  Sachems  proprietors  of  the  place  had  vollentarily  fubmitted  theire 
perfons  and  lands  fomtimes  before  to  the  Goverment  of  the  Maffachufetts ;  The 
Comiffioners  of  Plymouth  claimed  entered  therin  by  Pattent  but  vpon  fuch  confider- 
ations  as  was  then  prefented  refigned  the  fame  to  the  Maffachufetts  with  the  confent 
and  approbacon  of  the  reft  of  the  Comiffioners 

The  Gouerment  of  the  Maffachufetts  having  now  both  Englifti  and  Indian  Right 
and  Title  to  the  aforfaid  Place  where  Gorton  and  his  Companie  lived  derived  to  them ; 
the  Comiffioners  did  joyntly  thinke  it  fit  and  accordingly  advifed  the  Maiedrates  of 
the  Maffachufetts  to  proceed  againft  them  according  to  what  they  fhould  find  juft 
engaging  the  reft  of  the  jurifdictions  to  approue  of  and  concure  in  the  fame  as  if 
theire  Comiffioners  had  been  prefent  ;  Att  the  aforfaid  Conclufion  vpon  the  aforfaid 
grounds  the  generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  brought  the  faid  Gorton  and  feve- 
rall 
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rail  of  his  companie  to  theire  tryall  and juft  fenfure  according  to  the  iointc  advifc 
giuen  them  by  the  Comiffioners  which  hath  neuer  fence  been  difowned  by  any  of 
the  Jurifdiclions  but  allowed  of  by  theire  filent  Approbacon  ;  though  parte  of  theire 
fenfure  upon  other  Grounds  hath  hetherto  been  fufpended  and  the  faid  Gorton  and 
his  Companie  permitted  peacably  to  refide  on  the  aforefaid  Lands  notwithstanding 
the  manifould  Complaints  both  of  the  Englilh  and  Indians  vnder  the  gouernment  of 
the  Mnflachuferts  of  great  and  Infufferable  Iniuries  donn  by  the  faid  Gorton  and  his 
companie  -donn  to  them  "both  to  theire  perfons  and  eftates  which  occafioned  feuerall 
addreffes  from  the  Maflachufetts  both  by  MefTage  and  Writting  to  Gorton  and  his 
Companie  for  Reparacon  but  in  vaine-;  To  the  Comiffioners  for  Counfell  and  ad- 
uife  being  unwilling  to  engage  further  (as  at  firft)  without  a  joynt  concurrence  and 
approbacon  of  the  other  Jurifdiftions  but  in  the  meane  time  were  continewally  bur- 
thened  with  complaints  from  the  Englilh  and  Indians  there  vndcr  our  Gouerment 
and  charged  with  breach  of  promife  in  not  Righting  their  wronges  and  doing  them 
Juflice  according  to  Couenant. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Warwicke  neuer  exhibited  any  Complaints  to  the  Jurifdiction 
of  the  Maflachufetts  of  any  wrongs  or  Iniuries  donn  them  by  Englilh  and  In- 
dians there  which  had  they  donn  they  fhould  haue  receiued  equall  Juflice  with  any 
other. 

And  when  there  arofe  a  diference  betwixt  the  Maflachufets  and  Plymouth  confern- 
ing  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  the  aforefaid  Place,  The  Gouerment  of  Plymouth  not  allowing 
of  what  theire  Comiffioners  had  donn  therin  ;  though  for  a  'long  time  they  had  been 
fillent  The  Comiffioners  of  the  Maflachufetts  refered  the  Determinacon  of  that  differ- 
ence to  the  reft  of  the  Comiffioners  at  Bofton  in  Anno  1 649  who  aduifed  to  iffue  the 
fame  by  hearing  a  naighbourly  Treaty  betwixt  the  two  lurifdi&ions  of  the  Maflachu- 
fets and  Plymouth  wherevpon  the  generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufets  fent  two  Deputies 
to  the  generall  Court  of  Plymouth  with  Comiffioners  and  Inflruclions  to  refigne  and 
fubmit  the  aforefaid  Lands  and  perfons  Refiding  therin  to  the  Gouerment  of  Plymouth 
they  onely  promiffing  to  doc  eqvall  Iuftice  both  toEnglifli  and  Indians  there  according 
to  our  engagements,  but  the  Gouerment  of  Plymouth  chofe  Rather  to  Ratifye  and 
confeirme  the  aforefaid  Refignacon  of  theire  Comiffioners  which  accordingly  was  donn 
byan  authentique  Writting  figned  by  the  Gouernor,  &c. 

The 'Court  of  Maflachufets  againe  demaund  fatisfaftion  of  Gorton  his  companie 
but  are  flighted  and  neglected  by  theire  Comiffioners  they  defire  aduife  of  the  reft  of  the 
Comiffioners  at  Hartford  in  anno  1650  and  are  foiemnly  aduifed  againe  to  Refigne  the 
aforefaid  place  and  perfons  to  Plymouth  and  that  Gouerment  to  receiue  them  Iudging 
that  way  in  feuerall  Refpe&s  moft  expedient  for  all  thelurifdiftions ;  the  Gouerment 
of  the  Maflachufets  obferue  the  aduife  given  and  make  a  2cond  Tender  as  aforfaid 
3  but 
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but  were  refufed  by  the  Gouerraent  of  Plymouth  by  all  that  hath  been  (aid  it  may 
appeer  to  the  honered  Comiffioners  of  the  feuerall  Iurifdi&ions  and  any  other  that  may 
take  Notice  thereof  that  the  Goverment  of  the  Maffachufets  haue  from  firii  to  laft 
been  allwaies  Reddy  to  herken  to  the  aduife  and  counfell  of  the  reft  of  the  Comiffi- 
oners and  to  a&e  accordingly  in  the  cafe  aforefaid ;  And  haue  out  of  theire  ownc 
Treafury  allowed  a  large  quantitie  of  corn  to  the  Indians  vnder  theire. Gouerment 
there  to  keep  them  aliue  The  Cattle  of  Gorton's  Companie  having  deftroycd  moft  of 
theires  Rather  then  by  force  to  comple  them  till  all  other  meanes  and  waies  of  Pru- 
dence for  iffuing  thefe  and  the  like  differences  were  vfed  which  wee  haue  done  to  the 
vtmoft  of  our  power  with  much  patience  and  forbearance  but  complaints  are  dayly 
Renewed  and  fubie&s  oppreffed  our  Gouerment  and  Iurifdi&ion  ouer  them  flighted 
and  contemned  and  our  promife  and  covenant  both  to  Englifh  and  Indians  there  for 
theire  Juft  protection  charged  by  them  to  bee  Infringed  and  broken  to  the  great  difho- 
ner  of  God  our  Religion  and  of  our  Profeffion  amongft  the  hethen  Wee  therefore 
defire  and  entreate  to  know  of  the  Reft  of  the  Comiffioners  that  in  cafe  wee  meete 
with  oppofition  from  the  aforefaid  People  of  Warwicke  in  following  the  aduife  of  the 
Comiffioners  giuen  at  theire  laft  meeting  at  Hartford  what  aide  and  affiftance  each 
Iurifdiction  will  afford  vs  for  the  Righting  of  our  Iniuried  and  oppreffed  People  And 
bringing  Delinkquents  to  Condigne  Puniftiment. 

To  which  Declaration  the  Comiffioners  for  Conefticott  and  New  Hauen  partly  by 
Way  of  Conceffion  and  partly  by  way  of  Expofition  anfwared  that  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Comiffioners  in  1643  diuers  Complaints  of  weighty  confideracon  were  prefented 
from  the  Maffachufets  collonie  againft  Samuell  Gorton  and  his  Companye  conferning 
which  noe  Satisfaccon  by  any  fayere  meanes  could  bee  obteained,  whervpon  the  Co- 
miffioners joyntly  thought  fitt  that  the  maieftrates  of  the  Maffachufetts  If  the  faid 
companie  perfift  in  theire  Stubburnefs  fhould  proceed  againft  them  according  to  what 
they  lhall  find  Juft  promifing  the  concurrance  of  the  collonies  in  what  fhould  warrant- 
ably  bee  donn  ;  but  the  Comiffioners  haue  neither  receiued  enformacion  from  the 
Maffachufets  nor  complaint  from  Samuell  Gorton  and  his  Companie  Conferning  thefe 
proceedings,  foe  that  they  haue  had  neither  call  nor  meanes  to  owne  nor  difowne 
them  ;  Att  the  aforfaid  meeting  Anno  1643  a  queftion  alfoe  grew  betwixt  the  Comif- 
fioners for  the  Maffachufetts  and  Plymouth  to  which  of  theire  Pattents  that  Tract  of 
Land  on  which  Samuell  Gorton  and  his  companie  were  fettled  did  apperteine  ;  each 
Collonie  claimed  it  as  parte  of  theire  Iurifdi&ion  but  in  the  Iffue  the  Comiffioners  for 
Plymouth  confented  that  it  fhould  belong  to  the  Maffachufetts  from  which  the  other 
Comiilioners  (being  neither  conferned  nor  vnderftanding  where  the  Right  lay)  faw  noe 
Caufe  to  defent  but  fence  fundery  complaints  at  feuerall  meetings  haue  been  brought 
from  the  Maffachufetts  of  Iniuries  donn  by  Samuell  Gorton  and  his  Companie  Inha- 
bitants of  Warwicke  to  fom  Englifh  and  Indians  fubieft  to  the  Maffachufetts  Iurifdic-

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tion  and  the  Queftion  was  againe  Reviued  betwixt  the  Maflachufets  and  Plymouth  to 
which  Jurifdi&ion  that  Tract  of  Land  belongeth  the  Comiflioners  from  time  to  time 
gaue  Counfells  of  peace  according  to  theirebeft  prefent  light  Anno  1649  ^ey  advif- 
ed  that  the  Right  of  place  with  other  Things  in  difference  might  bee  Iffued  in  a 
naighbourly  Treaty  betwixt  thofe  two  Collonies  and  that  all  offenfiue  carriages  might 
bee  fuppreffed  ;  in  Anno  1650  upon  like  Complaints  they  aduifed  that  the  Maflachu- 
fetts  aqvite  and  Relinquifh  theire  claime  to  the  foremencioned  TracT:  of  land  and  that 
Plymouth  Reaffume  it  That  Warwicke  might  bee  placed  vnder  theire  Iurifdittion  to 
which  itbelonges  that  a  comfortable  Iffue  might  bee  put  to  the  former  Difference  and 
juftice  haue  a  free  Paffage,  But  if  then  the  Inhabytants  of  Warwicke  fhould  Refufe  to 
Submitte  to  that  Gouerment  they  aduifed  that  the  wholfome  directions  giuen  by  the 
honorable  Comittee  of  Parliament  in  that  Cafe  bee  forthwith  duely  attended  ;  That 
the  Inhabitants  of  Warwicke  might  bee  convenced  and  accordingly  Submitt;  and  the 
Comiflioners  for  Conefticott  andNewhauen  then  wrote  to  the  Gouernor  of  Plymouth 
advifing  thervnto  wee  were  fence  Informed  that  the  Gouerment  of  the  Maffachufetts 
herkened  therunto  and  offered  to  fettle  Warwicke  and  the  land  in  queftion  vnder 
Plymouth  but  that  Plymouth  hath  and  ftill  Refufeth  to  except  them  foe  that  offences 
are  like  to  continew  and  encreafe  ;  The  Comiflioners  therefore  fearing  Inconvenience 
would  provide  Remidiebut  know  not  what  to  add  to  the  aduife  given  in  Anno  1650 
conferning  Treflpaffes  but  that  which  is  proved  bee  Recouered  if  noe  other  meanes 
will  ferue  by  legale  force  ;  but  with  as  much  moderation  as  may  bee  ;  leaft  from  a 
courfe  of  continued  offences  further  qvarrells  and  Aftes  of  hoftillitie  fhould  Spring 
and  grow  betwixt  the  Inhabitants  of  Warwicke  and  theire  forementioned  naigh- 
bors. 

The  Comiflioners  for  Plymouth  taking  knowlidge  of  the  long  Declaration  of  the 
Maffachufetts  Comiflioners  Collected  out  of  peeces  of  paffages  of  many  yeares  and 
being  vnfatisfyed  therwith  thought  meet  to  declare  themfelues  that  what  was  done  by 
Mr.  Window  and  Mr.  Collyare  then  Comiflioners  of  Plymouth  in  Anno  1 643  Confern- 
ing the  Refignacon  vp  of  any  Lands  which  Plymouth  had  entereft  in  was  not  at  all  in 
theire  Power  to  Refigne  vp  any  parte  of  Plymouth's  Iurifdi&ion  to  the  Maflachufets 
Neither  could  the  Maflachufets  receiue  any  fuch  Refignacon  without  being  Iniurius 
to  the  third  and  fixth  articles  of  Confederacon  (if  any  had  been  made)  And  Mr. 
Window  and  Mr.  Collyare  haue  feuerall  times  publickely  denied  that  they  either  did 
or  entended  to  Refigne  any  parte  of  the  Iurifdiftion  of  Plymouth  to  the  Maflachu- 
fets And  by  what  Right  of  Authority  the  general  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  had  to 
fend  for  Samuell  Gorton  inhabiting  foe  fare  out  of  theire  Iurifdiftion  wee  vnderftand 
not,  and  how  juft  theire  Senfure  was  wee  know  not ;  or  what  parte  of  fenfure  they 
haue  Sufpended  and  vpon  what  grounds  wee  apprehend  not;  and  conferning  any  Re- 
ference put  to  the  determinacon  of  the  Reft  of  the  Comiflioners  att  Bofton  in  Anno 

1649 
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1649  the  Comiffioners  for  Plymouth  Refcred  none  and  what  authenticke  Writting 
the  Gouernor  of  Plymouth  figned  the  Maffachufets  Comiffioners  doe  not  (hew,  but 
if  they  meane  a  writting  figned  by  the  Gouernor  of  Plymouth  and  fome  particulare 
perfons  Joyning  with  him  bearing  date  the  7th  of  June  1650  wee  the  Comiffioners  of 
Plymouth  for  our  particulare  perfons  can  not  owne  it  haueing  proteftcd  againft  it  in 
the  Court  of  Plymouth  as  being  direftly  contrary  to  the  order  of  the  honorable  com- 
mittee of  the  Parliament  of  England,  and  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  Confederacon 
with  the  Reft  of  the  Collonies. 

And  wheras  wee  are  enformed  that  the  court  of  the  Maflachufetts  haue  lately  fent 
out  feuerall  Summons  or  Warrants  to  feuerall  perfons  Inhabiting  Warwick  allias 
Showamet  and  Patuxet  and  haue  made  feizure  vpon  fom  of  theire  eflates  Wee  doe 
heerby  proteft  againft  fuch  proceedings  if  any  fuch  bee ; —

of  September  1651.

AT  a  meeting  Extraordinary  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Collonies  called  by  Spetiall 
order"  of  Richard  Bellingham  Efqr.  Mr.  Increafe  Nowell  Mr.  Willam  hibbins 
and  Mr.  John  Glover  all  being  of  the  Counfell  of  the  Maffachufets  which  was  as 
followeth ; 

Honored  Gentelmen, 

OUR  Counfell  on  the  more  then  probable  Rumers  of  the  Duch  engageing  of 
feuerall  Indians  to  cut  of  the  Englifli  att  theire  meeting  at  Bofton  the  28th  of  March, 
determines  it  neceflary  that  a  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  feuerall  Collonies 
fhould  bee  fummoned  to  counfell  of  the  beft  way  and  meanes  tending  to  the  preferua- 
tion  of  the  common  fafty  of  the  Englifh  ;  And  therfore  fent  theire  letters  accordingly 

C  c  2  for 
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for  a  meeting  an  Bofton  on  the  eleauenth  of  May  next;  which  all  prefent  Refpeft- 
ing  the  prefent  euidence  compared  with  the  time  of  the  yeare  thought  it  might  bee 
one  month  ;  But  vnderflanding  the  Reddines  of  Newhaven  Comiffioners  (on  fuch 
further  cleare  euidence  that  appeers  to  them  of  foe  hiddius  a  plott  afted  by  the 
Duch)  fpeedily  to  affemble  together  as  the  vrgency  of  the  cafe  Requires. 

The  Magistrates  now  affembled  Judging  it  not  meet  to  bee  wanting  to  the  com- 
mon fafety  to  delay  foe  long  doe  therfore  on  the  perufall  of  the  articles  of  confeade- 
racon  which  giues  power  and  libertie  to  any  two  Majeftrates  in  each  Jurifdittion  t® 
fummon  a  meeting  doe  therfore  defire  the  comiffioners  of  each  collonie  would  not 
fayle  but  meet  att  Bofton  on  the  19th  of  this  prefent  Aprill  to  confult  of  and  deter- 
mine what  is  or  fhalbee  judged  conuenient  forthwith  to  bee  donn  before  the  Duch 
Receiue  fuch  Recrutes  or  aide  as  is  vnderftood  they  expe&e  to  procecute  fo  vild  a 
defigne  ;  and  defire  that  the  comiffioners  of  each  collonie  would  not  aeglecl:  to  bring 
the  cleareft  they  haue  or  can  come  by  ;  That  nothing  may  bee  wanting  to  procequte 
as  there  may  bee  caufe  againft  fuch  that  foe  vnderhand  whiles  they  pretend  peace  and 
loue  Intend  nothing  leffe  but  are  engagehg  to  Ruin  thofe  that  they  feeme  to  defire 
peace  withall ;  And  that  the  feuerall  Jurifdiftions  in  the  mean  time  take  fuch  order 
that  each  collonie  may  bee  in  fuch  a  pofture  Redily  to  procequte  the  orders  of  the 
Comiffioners  when  mett  as  may  bee  fent  vnto  them,  not  elfe  but  our  Refpefts  &c.

Mr.  Simon  Bradftreet  beinge  detained  from  the  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  by  the 
hand  of  God  vpon  fom  of  his  neareft  Relations  they  being  afflicted  with  dangerous 
ficknes  John  Endicott  Efq.  being  the  next  that  was  chofen  for  a  Referue  did  fupply 
that  defefte  and  met  with  the  refle  of  the  Comiffioners  whoe  were  capt.  William  Ha- 
thorne  William  Bradford  Efq.  and  capt.  John  Browne  Mr.  Roger  Ludlow  Capt. 
John  Cullicke  Theophilus  Eaton  Efq.  and  capt.  John  Aftwood  all  being  envefted. 
with  full  power  and  authoritie  from  theire  feuerall  generall  courts  according  to  the 
articles  of  confeaderacon  for  the  Vnited  Collonies  of  New  England  concluded  att 
Bofton  the  19th  of  May  1643. 

John  Endicottt  Efq.  was  chofen  Prefident  of  this  meeting. 

The  Counfel  of  the  Maffachufets  Jurifdiftion  haueing  fent  4  daies  before  the  com- 
ing of  the  aforefaid  Comiffioners  to  Bofton  a  Letter  together  with  diuers  queries  to

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bee  Read  and  Interpreted  by  Thomas  Staunton  or  in  default  of  linn  by  fome  other 
able  Interpreter  to  Ninegrett  Pefficus  and  Meekfam  three  of  the  chiefeft  Narragan- 
fett  Sachems  which  were  carried  by  two  meflengers  to  the  end  theire  feuerall  anfwares 
might  bee  feafonably  Returned  att  or  prefently  vpon  the  meeting  of  the  faid  Comiffi- 
oners  which  letters  and  queries  are  as  followeth. 

Ninnigrett  the  Gouernor  and  Majeftrats  of  the  Maflachufets  now  aflembled  att 
Bofton  haue  Receiued  Informacon  both  formerly  from  feuerall  hands  that  the  Dutch 
Gouernor  hath  ftured  vp  youer  felfe  and  feuerall  other  Sachems  by  perfwafions  and 
gifts  to  fight  with  and  make  warr  vpon  our  felues  and  other  Englifh  and  for  that  end 
hath  furnifhed  you  with  guns  powder  and  fhott  And  now  confideiing  the  foleme  co- 
uenant  of  peace  and  friendfliipp  that  is  and  hath  been  long  betwixt  vs  which  wee 
haue  and  alwaies  entend  to  keep  vnvoyolable  till  it  be  broken  on  youer  parte  ;   and 
knowing  as  yett  wee  haue  neuer  Injured  any  of  you  but  haue  been  Reddy  att  all  times 
to  doe  you  Juftice  according  to  our  beft  vnderftanding  weighing  alfoe  the  weaknes 
of  the  Dutch  to  protect  you  which  wee  know  you  are  not  ignorant  of;  vpon  thefe 
and  fome  other  of  the  like  considerations,  Wee  haue  been  and  are  very  flowe  to  giue 
creditt  to  what  wee  heare,  or  to  engage  in  a  warr  againft  you  till  euident  grounds  ap- 
peer,  yett  wee  thought  it  neflefarie  vpon  the  aforefaid  Rumer  to  bee  a  little  more  vi- 
gilent  then  ordinary  and  to  fend  our  Meflengers   Serjeant  Richard  Waite  and  Ser- 
jeant John  Barrell  vnto  you  to  vnderftand  the  Truth  of  thefe  Reports  and  youer 
prefent   Refolution  and  Intention  profeffing  if  you  deale  truely  and  plainly  with  vs 
and  acquaint  vs  with  what  hath  palled  betwixt  the  Duch  and  you,  wee  fhall  yett  re- 
taine  peace  and  frindftiipp  with  you ;  yea  though  you  fhould  haue   been  prevailed 
with  through  the  wiles  and  falfliood  of  the  Duch  to  promife  aide  and  affiftance  to 
him  againft  vs  ;  if  now  you  fee  youer  Error  and  breach   of  couenant  therin  with 
vs  and  doe  really  and  in   truth  chang  youer  mind   and  former  purpofe  and   bee 
willing  to  giue  fuch  euidence  and  Demonftration  of  youer  good  Intention  towards  vs 
as  in  fuch  cafe  of  Doubt  is  requifite  which  wee  leaue  to  our  aforefaid  Meflengers  fur- 
ther, to  make  knowne  our  minds   heerein  vnto  you  defireing  and  expeclin°-e  likewife 
that  you  will  giue  clear  and  direft  anfwares  to  fuch  queftions  as  wee  haue  giuen  them 
directions  to  propound  vnto  you  ;  But  if  wee  find  youer  anfwares  to  bee  fuch  as  can- 
not confift  with  truth  ;  and  that  you  are  not  willing  and  free  to  giue  vs  fuch  fatisfac- 
tion  as  frinds  in  fuch  a  cafe  would  be  reddy  to  doe  ;  Wee  fhall  then  looke  att  you  as 
fuch  that  wee  cannot  confide  in  as  formerly  wee  haue  done.

1.  Whether  the  Duch  Gouernor  hath   engaged  him  and  other  Narraganfett  Sa- 
chems and  Indians  to  healp  them  to  fight  againft  the  Englifh  and  how  many.

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a.  Whether  the  Duch  gouernor  did  not  Indeauor  fuch  a  Confpiracy. 

3.  Whether  hee  hath  not  receued  of  the  Duch  gouernor  guns  powder  bullets  and 
fwords  or  any  amunition  to  that  end  ;  and  how  much  or  many  of  the  faid  provifion 
for  warr. 

4.  What  other  Sachems  or  Indians  to  his  knowlidg  that  are  foe  engaged  to  the 
Duch  or  to  him  for  fuch  a  defigne. 

5.  Whether  himfelfe  or  the  Reft  are  Refolued  according  totheire  engagement  t© 
fight  againft  the  Englifh. 

6.  If  hee  bee  Refolued  of  his  way  what  hee  thinkes  the  Englifh  will  doe. 

7.  Whether  it  bee  not  fafeft  for  him  and  his  men  to  bee  true  to  the  Englifh. 

8.  Whether  the  Duch  hath  engaged  to  healp  him  and  the  reft  of  the  Indians  againft 
the  Englifh. 

9.  If  hee  haue  engaged  againft  vs  to  afke  vpon  what  grounds  and  what  wrong 
wee  haue  donn  him. 

10.  Whether  hee  thinks  it  not  meet  to  com  or  fend  his  MefTengers  to  the  Gouernor 
and  majefl rates  to  fatisfy  them  concerning  thefe  queries  who  fhall  haue  free  liberty 
to  come,  and  a  fafe  conduftto  returne  to  theire  places  in  peace.

The  anfware  of  the  Sachemes  viz.  Nimigrett  PefTecus  and  Mixam  vnto  the  queries 
and  letters  fent  by  the  MefTengers  Sarjeante  Waite  and  Sarjeant  John  Barrell  the 
1 8th  of  the  2cond  month  1653. 

1 .  To  the  firft  querie  Mixam  doth  anfware  ;  I  fpeake  vnfeinedly  from  my  hart 
without  Deflimulation  that  I  know  of  noe  fuch  plott  that  is  entended  or  ploted  by 
the  Duch  Gouernor  againft  the  Englifh  my  frinds  ;  though  I  be  poor  it  is  not  goods 
guns  powder  nor  fhott  that  fhall  draw  mee  to  fuch  a  plott  as  this  againft  the  Englifh 
my  frinds  ;  That  if  the  Duch  Gouernor  had  ploted  fuch  a  thing  with  mee  I  would 
haue  made  it  knowne  vnto  the  Englifh  men  my  frinds. 

The  anfware  of  PefTecus  to  the  fame  propofition  is  this  I  am  very  thankfull  to  thefe 
two  men  that  came  from  the  MafTachufetts  and  to  you  Thomas  and  to  you  Poll  and  to 
you  Mr.  Smith  you  that  are  come  foe  fare  as  from  the  Bay  to  bring  vs  this  MefTage 
and  to  enforme  vs  of  thefe  things  wee  knew  not  of  before. 

2.  To  the  2cond  queries  Mixam  anfwared  Noe  ;  what  doe  the  Englifh  men  the 

Sachem* 
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Sachems  my  frinds  thinke  of  vs  that  wee  fhould  prefer  goods  guns  powder  and  fliott 
before  our  lines  and  liuelihoodboth  of  vs  and  ours. 

PefTacus  his  anfware  to  the  2cond  is  That  for  the  Gouernor  of  the  Duch  wee 
are  loth  to  Invent  any  falfhood  of  him  though  wee  bee  fare  of  from  him  to  pleafe 
the  Engiifh  or  any  other  that  bring  thefe  Reports  For  what  I  fpeake  with  my  mouth 
I  fpeak  from  my  hart  ;  for  the  Duch  Gouernor  did  neuer  propound  any  fuch  thing 
vnto  vs  ;  doe  you  think  that  wee  arc  madd  and  that  wee  haue  forgott  our  Writing 
that  wee  had  in  the  Bay  which  doth  bind  vs  to  the  Engiifh  our  Frinds  in  a  way  of 
Frindfhipp  fhall  wee  throw  away  that  writing  and  our  felues  too  ;  Againe  haue  wee 
not  Reafon  in  vs  ;  how  can  the  Duch  fhelter  vs  being  foe  Remote  againfl  the  power 
of  the  Engiifh  our  frinds  wee  liueing  clofe  by  the  Dores  of  the  Engiifh  our  frinds, 
wee  doe  profefTe  wee  doe  abhore  it.  To  the  3d  propofnion  the  anfwar  of  Mixam 
and  Pefficus  heervnto  is  I  fpeake  from  my  hart  as  I  did  before,  I  did  neuer  Receiue 
any  fuch  thing  from  the  Duch  Gouernor  for  any  fuch  end. 

4.  Theanfware  of  Pefficus  and  Mixam  to  the  fourth  querie  is  Wee  fpeake  from 
our  harts  wee  know  of  noe  fuch  plott  by  the  Duch  Gouernor  for  there  may  come 
falfe  newes  and  reports  againfl  vs  ;  let  them  fay  what  they  will  they  are  falfe. 

5.  To  the  fift  the  anfware  of  Mixam  is  that  all  thefe  things  you  fpeak  of  to  mee 
are  hidden  from  my  hart  for  I  doe  profefTe  I  doe  intend  noe  fuch  thing  to  the  Eng- 
iifh men  my  frinds  ;  The  anfware  of  Pefficus  is  this  I  do  deny  either  to  make  warr 
or  to  plott  warr  againfl  the  Engiifh, 

6.  To  the  fixt  Peffieus  and  Mixam  fay  that  wee  thinke  wee  haue  anfwared  this 
before. 

7.  To  the  feaventh  Mixam  anfwareth  wee  thinke  it  fafefl  to  bee  true  to  the  Engiifh  ; 
what  doe  you  thinke  that  wee  thinke  that  the  Engiifh  are  a  fleepy  people  but  whiles  my 
life  doth  lafl  I  wilbee  true  but  when  I  am  dead  and  gone  I  know  not  how  they  will 
carry  it ;  The  anfwar  of  Pefficus  to  the  feauenth  is  that  I  know  there  is  a  feirme  league 
and  couenant  made  betwixt  vs  and  the  Engiifh  for  my  parte  and  for  our  partes  for 
ought  I  know  wee  defire  to  keepe  it  feirmly  to  our  dieing  day  as  neare  as  we  can  ; 
and  when  wee  are  dieing  and  goeing  out  of  the  world  wee  will  leaue  it  in  fpetiall 
charge  to  ours  to  carry  it  well  to  the  Engiifh  and  theire  children. 

8.  9.  To  the  eight  and  ninth  the  anfware  of  Mixam  and  Pefficus  is  that  they  haue 
anfwared  it  before. 

10.  To  the  tenth  Pefficus  and  Mixam  anfware  that  it  is  a  very  good  propofition 
that  you  doe  propound  for  It  is  fitting  that  wee  fhould  either  goe  or  fend  ;  But  faid 
Mixam  for  my  parte  I  am  old  and  cannot  travell  two  daies  together  ;  But  wee  will 
fend  fome  man  into  the  MafTachufetts  to  fpeak  with  the  Sachems  there  I  haue  fent 
to  Mr.  Smith  and  Voll  his  man  to  fpeake  to  Mr.  Browne  that  I  love  the  Engiifh  Sa- 
chems 
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'chems  and  all  Englishmen  in  the  Bay  ;  And  that  Mr.  Smith  would  enform  the  Sa- 
chems in  the  Bay  that  the  Child  that  is  now  borne  or  to  bear  (hall  fee  noe  warr  made 
by  vs  againfl  the  Englifh  ; 

ii.  To  the  eleauenth  they  anfware  they  deney  itt. 

The  anfware  of  Ninegrett  to  the  feuerall  queries  or  propofitions 
i.  To  the  firfl  hee  faith  he  doth  vtterly  deney  that  there  is  any  fuch  agreement 
made  betwixt  him  and  the  Duch  Gouernor  euen  from  his  hart  to  fight  againfl  the 
Euglifh  ;  For  faid  he  I  did  neuer  hear  the  Duch  men  fay  they  would  goe  and  fight 
againfl  the  Englifh;  neither  did  I  heare  the  Indians  fay  they  would  joyne with  the 
Duch  to  fight  againfl  the  Englifh  ;  But  whiles  I  was  there  att  the  Indian  Wigwames 
there  came  fom  Indians  that  told  mee  there  was  a  fhipp  come  in  from  Holland  which 
did  Report  the  Englifh  and  the  Duch  were  fighting  together  in  theire  own  cbuntrey 
and  theire  were  feuerall  other  fhipps  cominge  with  amunition  to  fight  againfl  the  Eng- 
lifh heer  and  that  there  would  bee  a  great  blow  giuen  to  the  Englifh  when  they  came 
but  this  faid  hee  I  had  from  the  Indians  and  how  true  it  is  I  cannot  tell  ; 

2.  Ninigrett  anfware  to  the  2Cond.  is  that  hee  denieth  that  there  is  any  fuch  things 
from  the  Duch  to  him  or  from  him  to  the  Duch. 

3.  To  the  third  his  anfware  is  why  fhould  hee  giue  them  any  fuch  thing  when 
there  was  noe  fuch  thing  treated  on  ; 

4.  To  the  fourth  hee  faith  I  haue  anfwared  it  before  for  there  is  noe  fuch 
thinge  neither  from  the  Duch  to  the  Indians  nor  from  the  Indians  to  the  Duch 
that  I  know  of  (hall  I  make  or  envent  any  thinge  to  doe  any  man  wronge ; 

5.  To  the  lift  hee  faith  why  fhall  I  conclude  with  him  or  any  other  to  fight  againfl 
the  Englifh  for  hee  faith  hee  doth  not  know  any  wronge  the  Englifh  hath  donn  him 
neither  will  he  wronge  the  Englifh  ; 

6.  To  the  fixt  hee  faith  what  fhall  I  anfware  thefe  things  ouer  and  ouer  againe 
what  doe  the  Englifh  thinke  that  I  thinke  they  bee  afleep  and  fuffer  mee  to  doe  them 
wronge  doe  not  wee  know  the  Englifh  are  not  a  fleeppy  people,  the  Englifh  make 
queries  for  guns  powder  and  fliott  and  fwords  for  fuch  a  defigne,  doe  they  thinke  wee 
are  madd  to  fell  our  lines  and  the  Hues  of  our  wives  and  children  and  all  our  kindred 
and  to  haue  our  countrey  deflroye  for  a  few  guns  powder  fliott  and  fwords  what 
will  they  doe  us  good  when  wee  are  dead. 

7.  To  the  feuenth  propofition  hee  faith  hee  doth  not  know,  neither  can  hee  find 
any  rleafon  yet  why  hee  fhould  not  keep  his  league  with  the  Englifh  his  old  frinds 
and  if  thefe  things  were  foe  how  can  hee  expect  to  bee  preferued  he  and  his  by  s. 
few  Duch  men  whae  are  foe  Remote  when  as  wee  doe  Hue  by  the  dore  of  the 
Englifh, 
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8.  9.     To  the  eight  and  ninth  hee  doth  anfware  hee  deneyeth  them  both. 

10.  To  the  tenth  hee  faith  It  being  indifferently  fpoken  whether  hee  may  goe  or 
fend  yet  hee  knowing  nothing  by  himfelfe  wherin  hee  hath  wronged  the  Englifh  but 
that  hee  may  goe  yett  being  Indifferently  fpoken  hee  would  fend  to  fpeak  with  the 
Englifh. 

11.  The  eleventh  propofition  hee  deneyeth. 

The  An/wares  to  the  Letters. 

1 .  Mixam  and  Pefficus  fay  wee  defire  there  may  bee  noe  Miflake  but  that 
wee  may  bee  vnderflood  and  that  there  may  bee  a  true  vnderflanding  on  both 
fides. 

"We  defire  to  know  where  you  had  this  newes  that  there  was  fuch  a  league  made 
betwixt  the  Duch  and  vs  and  alfoe  to  know  our  accufers. 

The  Anfware  of  Ninnigrett  to  his  letter. 

You  are  kindly  welcom  to  vs  and  I  kindly  thanke  the  Sachems  of  the  MafTachufets 
that  they  would  Nominate  my  Name  amongfl  the  other  to  require  my  anfware  to  the 
propofitions  or  queries  ;  had  any  of  the  other  Sachems  been  att  the  Duch  I  fhould 
haue  feared  theire  folly  might  haue  donn  fome  hurt  one  way  or  other  but 
they  haue  not  been  there  I  ame  the  Man  that  haue  been  there  my  felfe 
therfore  I  mufl  anfware  for  what  I  haue  donn ;  For  my  owne  parte  I  doe  vt- 
terly  deney  and  proteft  againfl:  any  fuch  a&eings  donn  by  mee  or  to  my  Knowlidge 
att  or  with  the  Duch  What  is  the  ftory  of  thefe  great  Rumers  that  I  hear  att 
Pocatocke  that  I  fhould  bee  cutt  of  and  that  the  Englifh  had  a  quarrell  againfl  mee 
I  know  of  noe  fuch  caufe  att  all  for  my  parte  ;  Is  it  becaufe  I  went  thither  to  take 
Phificke  for  my  health  or  what  is  the  caufe  I  found  noe  fuch  entertainment  from  the 
Duch  Gouernor  when  I  was  there  to  giue  mee  any  Incorragement  to  flurr  mee  vpp 
to  Ifuch  a  league  againfl  the  Englifh  my  frinds.  It  was  winter  time  and  I  flood  a 
great  parte  of  a  winter  day  knocking  att  the  Gouernors  dore  and  he  would  neither 
open  it  nor  fuffer  others  open  it  to  lett  me  in  I  was  not  wont  to  find  fuch  carriage  from 
the  Englifh  my  frinds. 

After  the  Returne  of  our  MefTengers  from  the  Narraganfets  the  Comiffioners  for 
the  vnited  Collonies  being  ariued  att  Boflon  the  three  Sachems  Ninigrett  PefTacus 
and  Mixam  fent  an  Indian  named  Awafhaw  as  theire  MefTenger  accompanied  with 
three  or  foure  other  Indians  together  to  give  fuch  fatisfa&ion  as  feemed  good  vnto 
them  ;  Whoe  being  demaunded  why  Ninigret  went  to  the  Monhatoes  the  lafl  Win- 
ter Awafhaw  anfwared  that  Ninnigret  told  him  that  hee  went  thether  to  be  cured  of 
his  difeafe  hearing  there  was  a  Frenchman  there  that  Could  cure  him  ;  And  that  Mr. 
Voi,.  II.  Dd  John 
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John  Winthrope  knew  of  his  goeinge  ;  and  that  Ninigrett  carried  with  him  thirty 
fathorae  of  wampame  ten  fathome  therof  hee  gaue  to  the  Doftor  ;  and  fifteen  to  the 
Gouernor  and  that  the  Gouernor  gaue  him  in  Lieue  therof  fleiued  coates  but  not 
one  gun  but  the  Indians  there  gaue  Nimigrett  two  guns  ;  further  Awafliaw  faith 
that  Nimigrett  told  him  that  whiles  hee  was  att  Monhatoes  hee  went  ouer  the  other 
fide  of  Hudfons  Riuer  a  Indian  man  and  Ninnigrett  afked  him  what  newes  the  Indian 
faid  there  was  a  fliip  arriued  att  the  Monhatoes  and  fliee  brought  guns  powder  &c. 
And  that  more  fhipps  were  a  cominge  to  fight  with  the  Englifli  heere  according 
to  what  Ninnigrett  had  before  anfwared  to  the  two  firfl  propofitions. 

Awafliaw  being  demaunded  what  corn  Ninnigrett  fent  to  the  Duch  Comiffioners  in 
the  VefTel  taken  by  the  Englifli  faith  that  hee  Intended  not  to  fend  any  corne  to  the 
Duch  Gouernor  but  what  corne  there  was  put  aboard  the  Duch  Veflell  was  for  the 
hier  of  the  veflell  that  brought  him  home  ;  that  Ninnigrett  carried  with  him  fiue  men  ; 
and  that  hee  brought  backe  foure  of  them  in  the  floop  and  one  came  afoot  before  ; 
and  that  one  of  thofe  hee  brought  backe  was  a  Monheage  Indian  and  another  a  Co- 
ne&icott  Indian  dwelling  on  the  other  fide  of  hudfon's  Riuer. 

Awafliaw  being  further  demaunded  what  and  whoe  was  in  the  Cannoe  taken  by 
the  Moheges  faith  that  in  the  Cannoo  that  was  fent  back  which  was  taken  by  Vncas 
his  men  hee  fent  in  it  fixty  fathom  of  wampam  parte  black  and  parte  white  which 
was  to  pay  for  two  guns  which  hee  had  of  the  Indians  whiles  hee  was  att  Monhatoes 
and  fix  fathom  therof  was  for  the  fatisfiing  of  the  Remainder  of  the  Phiflicke  hee  had 
there  and  that  there  was  feauen  Indians  in  the  faid  Caiinoo  ;  two  Rakcoon  coates 
and  two  bear  fkins. 

Newcom  Matuxes  an  Indian  fomtimes  of  Road  Hand  whoe  was  one  of  thofe  that 
accompanied  Awafliaw  fpake  with  one  John  lightfoot  of  Bofton  an  Englifliman  whoe 
as  Lightfoot  faith  told  him  in  Duch  that  the  Duchmen  would  cutt  of  the  Englifli  on 
Long  Ifland ;  Newcom  alfoe  confefleth  that  Ninnigrett  faid  that  hee  heard  that  fome 
fhipps  were  to  come  from  holland  to  the  Monhatoes  to  cutt  of  the  Englifli  •  and  that 
when  the  faid  Newcome  liued  att  fouth  hould  that  an  Indian  tould  him  that  the  Duch 
would  come  again  A  the  Englifli  and  cutt  them  of  but  they  would  faue  the  weemen 
and  Children  and  guns  for  themfelues  ;  But  Captaine  Simkins  and  the  faid  Lightfoot 
doe  both  afeirme  that  the  faid  Newcome  told  them  that  the  Duch  men  told  him  as 
before  though  he  now  puts  it  of  and  faith  that  an  Indian  told  him  fo)  further  the 
faid  Newcome  told  Captaine  Simkins  (as  he  confidently  afeirmeth)  that  if  hee 
would  goe  to  ferue  the  Duch  ;  the  Duch  would  giue  him  an  hundred  pound  a 
yeare  ; 

Wherfore  the  Comiffioners  called  for  the  faid  Indian  and  examined  the  whole  the 

Interpreter  Thomas  Stanton  being  there  alfoe  to  charge  it  vpon  him  according  to  the 
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Evidence  the  faid  Newcome  not  being  able  to  cleare  himfelfe  from  the  guilt  of  the 
charge  laied  againft  him  ;  The  Comiffioners  then  told  Awafhaw  that  had  the  faid 
Newcom  not  bine  a  Meflenger  fent  by  Ninnigrett  hee  fhould  not  haue  efcaped  with- 
out fome  punifliment ;  And  therfore  they  willed  Awafhaw  to  tell  Ninnigrett  hee 
mould  doe  well  to  fend  the  faid  Newcom  againe  to  vs  the  better  to  cleare  himfelfe  from 
all  fufpition. 

Awafhaw  afterwards  fent  vnto  the  Comiffioners  faying  hee  had  not  yett  fpake  all 
hee  had  to  fay,  whervpon  hee  was  fent  for  to  fpeak  what  he  had  further  to  pro- 
pound Awafliaw  being  come  hee  demaunded  of  the  Comiffioners  whoe  they  were 
that  enformed  them  of  all  thefe  things  touching  Ninnigrett ; 

The  Comiffioners  told  him  that  they  had  Informacon  therof  from  feuerall  Indians 
and  more  particurly  that  the  Monheage  Indian  and  the  Narraganfett  Indian  which 
were  both  taken  by  Vncas  his  Men  had  confefled  the  plott  before  Mr.  Haines  at 
Hartford  ;  Awafliaw  alfo  demaunded  Reftitution  of  the  wampam  taken  by  Vncas  his 
men  ;  The  Comiffioners  told  him  that  they  had  not  as  yett  vnderftood  of  the  truth 
of  that  action  but  when  they  had  thoroughly  examined  it  hee  fhould  haue  an  an- 
fware ; 

The  Comiffioners  vpon  complaint  of  Thomas  Stanton  that  Ninnigrett  and  Vncus 
had  not  paid  the  wampam  for  the  Pequatt  captiues  they  had  amongft  them  willed 
Awafhaw  to  tell  Ninnigrett  wee  doe  expeft  it  from  him  and  alfo  from  Vncus  with- 
out longer  delay  and  that  hee  lhould  pay  it  to  Thomas  Stanton  vpon  demaund. 

Vncas  the  Mohegan  Sachem  came  lately  to  Mr.  Haines  his  houfe  at  Hartford  and 
Informed  him  that  Ninnigrett  Sachem  of  the  Niantick  Narraganfetts  went  this  Win- 
ter to  the  Monhatoes  and  the  Duch  Gouernor  with  whome  hee  made  a  league  him- 
felfe made  the  Duch  Gouernor  a  large  prefent  of  wampam  and  the  Gouernor  gaue 
him  againe  twenty  guns  and  a  great  box  of  powder  and  bullets  anfwarable  in  order  to 
this  Defigne  ;  Ninnigrett  made  ample  Declamation  againft  the  Englifh  and  Vncas  and 
what  great  iniuries  hee  had  fuftained  by  them  ;  And  alfoe  during  his  abode  att  the 
Duch  went  ouer  Hudfon's  Riuer  to  a  partye  of  Indians  there  defiring  that  hee  might 
haue  conference  with  as  many  of  the  Indian  Sachems  in  thofe  partes  as  could  meet  • 
Tpon  notice  therof  giuen  many  did  gather  together  vpon  this  Ninnigrett  making  his 
cafe  and  greivances  knpwn  defirs  theire  Aide  and  affiftance  againft  Vncas  and  the 
Englifli ;  Alfoe  that  about  two  years  fence  Ninnigrett  fent  to  the  Monheage  Sachem 
and  gaue  him  a  prefent  of  wampam  preffing  him  to  procure  a  man  /kilfull  in  magicke 
workings  and  an  arteft  in  poifoning  and  fend  vnto  him  ;  and  hee  fhould  receiue  more 
one  hundreth  fathom  of  wampam  which  was  to  haue  been  conueyed  to  the  Monhe- 
age Sachem  and  the  powaugh  att  the  Returne  of  him  that  was  to  bring  the  poifon  • 
Vncas  haueing  Intelligence  of  .thefe  things  caufed  a  narrow  watch  to  bee  fett  bv  Sea 
and  land  for  the  apprehending  of  thofe  perfons  and  accordingly  tooke  them  returning 
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in  a  Cannoo  to  the  number  of  feaven  ;  whereof  foure  of  them  were  Narraganfets 
two  ftrangers  and  one  Pequatt  this  was  donn  in  his  Abfence  while  hee  was  with  Mr. 
Haines  att  Conecticott  and  carried  by  thofe  of  his  men  that  tooke  them  to  Mohegen  ; 
Being  there  examined  two  of  them  the  Sachems  Brother  and  one  Narraganfett 

freely  confeiTed  the  whole  plott  formerly  expreffed  and  that  one  of  there  companie 
was  that  Powaugh  and  poifoner  pointing  out  the  man  vpon  this  his  men  in  a  Rage 
flew  him  fearing  as  hee  laid  leaft  heefhould  make  an  Efcape  or  otherwife  doe  either 
mifchiefe  to  Vncas  or  the  Englifh  in  cafe  they  fliould  carry  him  with  the  Reft  before 
them  to  Conecticott  to  bee  further  examined  ;  and  being  brought  to  coueQicott  be- 
fore Mr.  haines  and  examined  did  aflert  thefe  particulers. 

Information  was  fern  by  an  Indian  Squaw  to  an  Englifh  Inhabitant  in  Wethersfeild 
that  the  Duch  and  Indians  generally  were  confeaderated  againft  the  Englifh  Treacher- 
ufly  to  cutt  them  of  the  time  of  execution  to  bee  vpon  the  day  of  election  of  Majef- 
trates  in  the  feuerall  collonies  becaufe  then  it  is  apprehended  the  plantations  wilbee 
left  naked  and  vnable  to  defend  themfelues  the  ftrength  of  the  Englifh  collonies  being 
gathered  from  the  feuerall  townes ;  And  the  aforfaid  Squaw  advifed  the  faid  Inhabit- 
ants to  acquaint  the  Reft  of  the  Englifh  wifh  it  defiring  they  would  remember  how 
deare  theire  Slighting  of  her  former  Informacon  of  the  Pequatts  coming  vpon  the 
Englifh  coft  them. 

The  Comifiioners  vpon  thefe  and  other  Informations  and  euidences  thought  fitt  to 
draw  vp  a  declaration  of  former  greiuances  and  of  this  confpiracye  as  prefented  to 
them  ; 

That  the  Indians  whoe  know  not  god  but  worfhipp  and  walke  after  the  prince  of 
the  power  of  the  aire  ferving  theire  hafts  hateful  and  hating  one  another  fliould  grow 
Infolent  andfundrey  wayes  Injurius  to  ftrangers  of  contrary  Iudgment  and  practife  can 
not  feem  ftrange  to  any  whoe  duly  confider  what  proportion  and  agreement  there  is 
ordenaryly  betwixt  the  fruit  and  the  tree  ;  but  the  vnited  Englifh  collonies  expecting 
a  Juft  and  Naighbourly  corefpondency  and  entercourfe  from  and  with  the  Duch  liueing 
att  and  about  the  Monhatoes  which  they  call  New  Netherland  though  the  place  fall 
within  that  parte  or  tract  of  America  called  New  England  lying  and  being  in  breadth 
from  forty  to  forty  eight  degrees  of  northerly  latitude  which  both  in  Europe  and  heer 
is  well  knowne  by  antient  pattent  to  bee  graunted  by  the  Kings  of  England  to  theire 
Subiects  to  fettle  and  plant  vpon)  haue  mett  with  a  conftant  courfe  of  oppofition  Inju- 
ries and  many  hoftile  affronts  ;  But  the  Euidence  wee  haue  of  theire  treacherus  prac- 
tices are  of  high  and  more  dangerus  confideracon. 

The  Englifh  before  or  when  they  began  to  build  feat  or  plant  in  thefe  partes  did 
generally  purchafe  to  themfelues  from  the  Indians  the  true  propriators  a  Juft  Right 
and  title  to  the  Lands  they  ment  to  Jmproue  if  they  found  not  the  place  a  Vacuuni 
Domicilium  but  from  the  Duch  att  fuudery  times  haue  mett  with  many  deftur- 

bances  ; 
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bances ;  And  That  not  by  the  prid  and  diftemper  of  one  man  att  one  time  but  in 
the  fucceffion  of  one  Gouernor  after  another,  vpon  feuerall  occations  for  many 
yeares  ; 

1.  firft  letting  paile  an  hoftile  wronge  and  Injurie  capt.  howes  and  hiscompanie  Re- 
ceiued  from  the  former  Gouernor  Kicft  att  longe  lfland  in  Ann.  1640  •,  The  Englifh 
att  New  Haven  vpon  a  Jufl  title  both  by  pattent  and  purchafe  built  within  theire 
owne  Juft  limns  a  towne  or  Village  called  Stanford  but  about  2  yeares  after  the  faid 
Gouernor  Kieft  fent  men  armed  to  challenge  the  Place  as  within  the  Duch  limits  and 
Jurifdi&ion  and  did  moil  Injuriufly  caufe  the  Prince  of  Oringe  his  armes  to  bee  fett 
vp  there  which  armes  were  by  the  Englifh  prefently  Remoued  ;  the  Duch  haueing 
never  had  pofilffion  of  any  parte  of  the  place  nor  to  this  day  could  euer  {hew  any 
fhaddow  of  Right  to  it ; 

2.  In  the  fame  years  1640  the  Englifh  att  Newhauen  fent  men  to  view  and  Pur- 
chafe  parte  of  Delaware  Bay  but  with  expreffe  Direction  not  to  meddle  with  any  thing 
the  Duch  or  Sweds  had  Right  vnto,  as  tlte  Englifh  VefTcl  palled  by  the  Monhatoes 
the  faid  Monfer  Kieft  made  a  proteft  but  vpon  enformacon  of  the  order  giuen  hee  was 
fatisfyed  and  wrot  to  John  Jonfon  the  Duch  Agent  att  Dellawar  to  hold  good  coref- 
pondency  with  the  Englilh  there  which  accordingly  hee  did  att  firft  and  fhewed  them 
how  fare  the  Duch  and  Sweds  title  or  claime  Reached  ;  the  Reft  hee  told  them  was 
free  for  them  to  purchafe  and  offered  his  affiftance  therin  which  offer  (though  kind 
accepted)  was  not  entertained  ;  but  the  Indians  being  free  the  Englifh  agents  att  fe- 
uerall times  from  the  feuerall  propriators  purchafed  large  trafts  of  land  on  both  fides 
Delaware  Bay  and  Riuer  and  began  to  plant  and  to  fett  vp  houfes  for  trade  within 
theire  own  limits  ;  But  in  Anno  1642  without  caufe  or  warning  giuen  without  fhew- 
ingany  title  to  the  place  or  hearing  what  the  Englifh  could  fay  for  the  faid 
Duch  Gouernor  fent  armed  veffells  and  men  and  in  hoftile  mannor  when  they  were 
altogether  vnprepared  for  defence,  as  expecting  nothing  but  peace  feized  theire  goods 
carried  away  the  men  prifoners  and  with  fuch  violent  haft  burnt  downe  theire 
trading  houfes  that  two  houres  *  Refpecl  for  entreaty  or  confideration  could 
not  bee  obteined,  nor  foe  much  time  as  to  Inventory  the  goods  taken  out  of  theire 
charge ; 

And  after  in  another  parte  of  the  Riuer  they  feized  their  boat  and  two  other 
men  in  it  carrying  the  men  and  goods  firft  to  the  Monhatoes  and  thence  return- 
ing the  perfons  and  parte  of  the  goods  to  Newhauen  j  as  by  letters  and  other  eui- 
dence  may  appeer. 

3.  In 
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3-  In  Anno  1641  Robert  Fennej  an  Englifh  man  then  liueing  at  Stanford  within 
Newhauen  Jurifdittion  haueing  purchafed  a  parcell  of  land  near  and  vpon  the  weft 
of  Stanford  for  a  plantation  and  freely  by  his  deed  in  writing  put  himfelfe  and  the 
faid  plantation  called  Gfeenwidge  into  confofiation  and  vnder  the  Englifh  Go- 
uerment  in  Newhauen  Jurifdiclion  ;  But  the  faid  Kieft  did  foon  after  take 

Capt:  Daniell  Patricke  an  Englilh  man  of  a  turbulent  fperit  and  courfe  (whoe  then 
liued  att  Greenwich  into  his  protection  and  vnjuftly  wrefted  the  whole  plantation 
from  Newhauen  ;  and  ftill  Injuriufly  and  contrary  to  the  prefent  Gouernors  follemne 
promife  (as  ftialbee  more  fully  declared)  The  fame  is  withholden  and  kept  from  the 
Englifti 

4.  Mr.  Lamberton  agent  for  the  Englilh  att  Newhauen  coming  from  Delaware 
Anno  1642  by  the  Monhatoes  the  Duch  Gouernor  aforfaid  compelled  him  by  threa- 
tenings  and  force  to  giue  an  Account  of  what  beauer  hee  had  traded  within  the 
Englifh  Limits  att  Delaware,  and  to  pay  Recognition  or  Coftom  for  the  fame  and  a 
proteft  fent  from  Newhauen  againft  thofe  Injurius  proceedings  proued  altogether 
fruitles 

5.  The  Duch  Gouernor  aforefaid  fent  armed  Veflels  to  Delaware  to  feize  Mr. 
Lamberton's  Veflell  by  force  or  to  driue  him  out  of  the  Riuer,  but  hee  perceiuing 
theire  Aime  flood  vpon  his  gaurd  and  at  that  time  mainteined  the  Right  and  honnor 
of  the  Englilh 

6.  In  Anno  1 643  John  Jonfon  agent  for  the  Duch  att  Delaware  confpired  with  the 
fweds  againft  Mr.  Lamberton's  lite  they  traitreoufly  feized  and  imprifoned  his  perfon 
charged  him  to  haue  ploted  with  the  Indians  to  cutt  of  both  Duch  and  Sweds  brought 
him  to  tryall  vfed  means  to  engage  and  corrupt  witneffes  againft  him  ;  but  all  (by  a 
wife  and  ouer  ruling  hand  of  God)  fayling  they  feu  a  large  fine  vpon  him  for  trad- 
ing within  the  Englifh  limitts  in  all  which  the  Duch  agent  fate  as  one  of  the 
Judges  in  court  with  the  Swedifh  Gouernor  and  as  is  conceiued  fhared  with  him  in 
the  fine  ; 

7.  Richard  Callicott  fomtimes  agent  for  the  companie  of  aduenterars  for  the  lake 
Lyconnia  allowed  for  the  generall  court  for  the  Maflachufetts  complaineth  that  about 
the  yeare  1644  hee  did  prefent  to  the  faid  Duch  Gouernor  letters  from  the  Court  of 
the  Maflachufetts  wherin  liberty  for  the  Englifh  Veflell  to  pafle  vpp  Delaware  Bay  and 
Riuer  by  the  Duch  Fortt  forDifcouery  ;  and  in  further  procecution  of  the  faid  com- 
panies occations  was  defired  and  by  a  verbale  promife  freely  and  fully  graunted  by  the 
Duch  Gouernor. 

Notwithftanding  which  in  an  vnderhand  and  Injurius  way  hee  prefently  fent  a  vef- 
fell  well  manned  to  the  Duch  Fort  att  Dellaware  with  comaund  to  John  Jonfon  his 
agent  there  rather  to  finke  the  faid  veflell  then  to  fufler  her  to  pafle ;  by  meanes 
wherof  Richard  Callicott  and  his  companie  were  forced  to  Returne  and  therby  theire 

whole 
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whole  ftock  which  att  left  was  feauen  hundred  pounds  was  wafted  and  theire  Defigne 
overthrowne  bends  the  hope  of  future  trade'and  benefitt  as  by  the  faid  Duch  Gouer- 
nors  Read  before  the  Swedifli  Gouernor  and  Interpreted  into  Englifh 

did  plainly  appeer. 

8.  In  anno  1646  fom  Englifh  of  Newhauen  haueing  purchafed  land  of  the  Indians 
propriators  within  the  Englifh  limitts  and  fare  from  any  of  the  Dutch  plantations  or 
trading  houfes  did  there  build  a  finale  houfe  for  trade  wherof  the  Duch  Gouernor 
aforefaid  being  Informed  hee  fent  a  proteft  dated  Auguft  3d.  1646  Stilo  novo  ;  charg- 
ing thofe  Englifh  marchants  to  be  Injurius  breakers  of  the  peace  and  threatened  to 
proceed  againft  them  by  force. 

9.  When  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Englifh  Collonies  mett  att  Newhauen  in 
Anno  1646  and  wrote  to  the  faid  Duch  Gouernor  about  the  formentioned  trading 
houfe  hee  in  his  anfware  againe  declares  his  refolution  to  procequte  his  vnjuft 
claime  againft  the  faid  Englifh  by  armes  ;  and  in  a  proud  and  molt  offenciue  mannor 
proteft  againft  the  ComLffioners  for  the  vnited  Englifh  Collonies  as  breakers  of  the 
league  and  violaters  of  the  right  of  his  Lords  for  being  Toe  bould  as  to  f  meddle  att 
Newhauen  within  the  limitts  of  New  Neatherland  &c. 

10.  The  Duch  for  many  years  together  layed  a  particulare  claime  to  Conefticot 
Riuer  by  him  called  the  frefh  Riuer  with  the  land  on  both  fides  of  it  as  by  them  duly 
purchafed  from  the  Indian  propriators  and  did  much  complaine  of  the  Englifh  on  the 
Riuer  efpecially  Hartford  for  vfurping  and  withholding  theire  Right  in  thofe  lands } 
To  which  the  faid  Englifh  returned  anfware  cleareing  theire  right  and  proceedings 
But  the  Duch  Gouernor  not  therwith  fatisfyed,  by  letter  dated  July  20th  1643  ftilo 
novo  and  directed  to  the  honered  Gouernor  of  the  MafTachufetts  continued  his  com- 
plaint whervpon  the  whole  counfell  of  the  collonie  confidered  the  Duch  claime  from 
the  Pequots  as  themfelues  pretended  it  1 640  with  the  anfware  returned  by  the  Eng- 
lifh att  hartford  and  Receiued  further  light  from  Mr.  Winflow  one  of  the  ComuTion- 
ers  for  Plymouth  whoe  defcouered  the  faid  frefh  Riuer  when  the  Duch  had  neither 
trading  houfe  nor  any  pretence  to  a  foot  of  land  there  and  vnderftood  that  the  Eng- 
lifh within  Plymouth  Pattent  Refeated  Attawanott  and  others  the  true  propriators  of 
the  lands  in  queftion  ;  whoe  had  been  oppreffed  by  the  Pequots  but  (till  continued 
theire  Right  and  from  the  Englifh  att  hartford  purchafed  a  due  title  ;  yet  offered  to 
Refer  the  whole  caufe  to  Indifferent  Arbetrators  either  in  England  holland  or  heere 
All  which  Mr.  Winthorp  then  Gouernor  oi  the  MafTachufetts  by  his  letter  dated  Sep- 
tember i8}  1643  Returned  to  the  Duch  Gouernor  in  the  name  and  by  the  adnife  of 
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the  MafTachufetts  generall  court  as  faire  and  Satisfactory ;  but  then  aded  the  com- 
plaints of  the  Englifh  att  Hartford  againft  David  Prouofl  the  Duch  agent  att  Conee- 
ticott  and  fome  of  his  family  for  fundrey  vnworthy  paffages  as  puting  the  Duches 
cattle  in  the  Englifhes  corne  fields  entertaining  Englifh  fugetiues  and  healping  them 
to  file  of  theire  Irons  perfwading  fervants  to  run  from  theire  mailers  Receiveing 
and  Buying  ftolen  goods  and  Refufeing  to  Returne  them  when  demaunded  vpon 
equall  Satisfaction  marrying  fom  Englifh  coupples  when  Refufed  att  the  Englifh 
Plantations ;  But  the  Duch  Gouernor  takeing  no  care  to  fupprefie  thefe  and  the 
like  mifcarriages ;  The  Duch  agent  and  his  companie  grew  to  a  flrong  and  vnfuffer- 
able  bouldnes  ;  to  entenaine  into  the  Duch  houfe  att  hartford  an  Indian  captiue 
lyable  to  publicke  punifhment  and  fled  from  her  mafler  Refufing  to  deliuer  her 
when  Required  thervnto  by  the  Englifh  mageftrates,  and  as  was  Reported  the  faid 
captiue  was  after  either  married  to  or  abufed  by  one  of  the  Duch  feruants  the  Duch 
agent  in  height  of  diforder  and  contempt  of  authoritie  Refifls 

the  watch  att  hartford  drawcs  and  breakes  his  Rapier  vpon  theire  weapons  and  by 
flight  efcapes  (and  not  to  infift  vpon  other  particulers)  fome  of  the  Duch  horfes  be- 
ing Inpounded  for  dammages  donn  in  the  Englifh  es  cornethe  faid  agent  and  four 
more  with  him  made  an  aflault  and  ftrak  an  Englifh  man  whoe  honeftly  fought  Iuftice 
and  in  an  hoftile  manner  tooke  away  his  Teame  and  lading  ;  and  after  by  cutting  vpp 
and  oppofing  the  feting  downe  partition  fences  betwixt  the  Englifh  and  Duch  by  de- 
fturbing  the  Englifh  at  hartford  in  theire  plowing  fowing  and  Reaping  theire  ground 
*nd  corne ;  att  feuerall  times  offences  of  thefe  highly  provokeing 

-iffronts ;  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Englifh  Collonies  from  Newhauen  att  their 
neeting  in  September  1 646  by  letter  enformed  the  Duch  Gouernor  but  without 
fruite 

11.  Monfieur  Peter  Steuefant  in  anno  1647  fucceeded  William  Kieft  as  Gouernor 
ouer  the  Duch  Plantations  and  began  with  fome  mixed  complements  both  to  the  Go- 
uernor of  the  Maflachufetts  and  to  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen  heproffefTed  a  Refo- 
lution  to  hold  good  correfpondency  with  the  Englifh  collonies  but  euen  then  layd 
claime  to  all  the  land  betwixt  Delaware  and  conefticott  Riuer  as  the  Indubitate  Right 
of  his  lords  and  matters  the  ftates  generall  of  the  vnited  provinces  or  the  wefljndia 
companie  which  his  predeceffor  either  never  did  or  did  more  obfeurely  and  foone 
after  in  September  164.7  'n  a  Ih'PP  belonging  to  Newhauen  as  fold  by  himfelfe  to  Mr. 
Goodyeer  and  by  him  there  to  be  deliuered  hee  fent  armed  men  and  without  acquaint- 
ing any  of  the  Majeftrates  of  Newhauen  with  the  caufe  or  grounds  thereof  feized  a 
Duch  fhipp  trading  in  that  harbour  and  by  force  charged  her  and  her  ladeing  thence 
as  a  prife  to  the  Monhatoes,  and  foone  after  by  a  proteft  in  Duch  dated  O&ober  12, 
1647  Stilo  novo  hee  enlargeth  his  claime  to  all  the  land  Riuers  ftreames  &c.  from 
Cape  hinlopen  (which  may  bee  about  Verginia)  to  Gape  Cod  from  n  hich  drawing 
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any  line  to  the  North  Norwefl:  and  well  hee  wholly  takes  in  or  encroaches  fare  vpoti 
all  the  vnited  Collonies  and  about  the  fame  by  way  of  proteflation  or  comaund  hec 
requires  from  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen  the  both  marchants  and  their  goods  with 
Reconition  and  that  fom  of  his  fugetiues  be  returned  ;  as-  if  Newhauen  Collonie 
were  vnder  the  Duch  Jurifdi&ion  ;  againfl  thefe  claimes  Injurius  and  Imperius 
proceedings  of  the  Duch  Gouernor  not  onely  the  Gouernor  of  New-Hauen  proteft- 
ed  but  the  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  all  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited 
Collonies  duly  witneffed  as  theire  feuerall  letters  will  fhew  j 

12.  The  Duch  for  private  gaine  from  yeare  to  yeare  haue  furnilhed  the  Indians 
with  great  More  of  guns  powder  and  fhott  fa  damnable  Trade  as  the  prefent  Duch 
Gouernor  in  a  letter  cales  it)  which  makes  them  infolent  Injurius  and  apte  to  dilturbe 
the  peace  of  all  about  them  befids  what  hath  palled  betwixt  the  Englilh  Collonies 
and  Willam  Keift  before  mencioned,  the  Comiffioners  att  feuerall  times  complained 
of  this  mifcheuivs  trad  to  the  prefent  Gouernor  as  carried  on  not  onely  in  priuatc 
vnderhand  way  byparticulare  traders  concerning  which  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen 
fent  vnto  him  a  convincing  euidence  in  an  Iron  hoofed  with  wiars  to  hange  barrels 
of  guns  and  lockes  for  them,  diuers  of  which  was  found  within  the  heads  of  pipes  of 
brand  wine  or  other  llrong  liquours  and  brought  by  David  Prowoft  the  foremenci- 
oned  Duch  agent  att  hartford  to  Newhaven  that  the  water  coullered  blacke  with 
powder  and  barrels  of  guns  that  might  be  new  Heeled)  But  openly  and  largly  car- 
ried  on  att  Aurania  fent  by  allowance  or  knowlidge  of  the  prefent  Duch  Gouernor 
himfelfe  ;  but  they  could  neuer  Receiue  from  him  any  aufware  true  and  fatisfying  j 
but  the  trad  goes  on  the  Indians  are  furnilhed  by  the  Duch  and  the  peace  of  the 
countrey  is  therby  in  continuall  hazard 

13.  Wheras  the  Duch  had  conltant  free  trad  with  the  Englilh  in  thefe  partes  with- 
out paiment  of  coftora  or  any  fuch  charge  and  free  libertie  to  anker  where  they 
would  in  any  of  the  Englilh  harbours ;  the  Englilh  marchants  and  marriners  haue 
been  put  vpon  much  Inconvenience  and  forced  to  pay  hevy  coltoms  or  Reconition 
att  the  Monhatoes  ;  a  hath  been  there  fett  vp  in  a  place  hazardous  and  Eng- 
lilh veffels  forced  to  anker  there  or  deeply  fined  for  Contempt  though  fom  of  them 
could  fafely  take  theire  oath  they  knew  not  the  order  and  larg  Recognition  hath 
■been  Required  and  paied  not  onely  for  goods  traded  att  the  Monhatoes  but  for 
goods  traded  elfwhere,  and  onely  palling  by  the  Manhatoes,  Namely  1 5  Stivers  for 
each  beauer  Moofe  or  other  fkine  ten  ftiuers  for  each  halfe  beauer  ikine  and  2  or  3 
ftiuers  for  each  dear  ikine  ;  of  which  greivances  the  Comiffioners  haue  fought  Re- 
dreffe  from  the  Duch  Gouernor  but  without  Suckfefle  or  tailing  fruite 

14.  In  Anno  1650  The  Duch  Gouernor  according  to  a  propofition  of  his  owne 
made  three  yeares  before  conferning  which  feuerall  prepofitions  had  palled  betwixt 
theEnglilh  and  himfelfe,  men  the  Comiffioners  att  hartford  where  the  complaints  and 
differences  on  both  fides  were  propounded  and  confidered :  Thofe  mad  by  the  Duch 
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Gouernor  were  anfwared  to  fuch  fatisfa&ion  that  hee  lett  them  fall ;  But  the  grel- 
vances  propounded  by  the  Comifiloners  for  Cone&icott  and  Newhauen  being  of  a 
higher  confideration  were  att  the  Requefl  of  the  Duch  Gouernor  Refered  to  foure 
fuch  arbetrators  as  himfelfe  chofe  or  accepted  ;  and  vpon  a  due  and  full  hearing  the 
award  was  drawne  vp  deliuered  and  accepted,  but  how  attended  by  the  Duch  Go- 
uernor wilbee  conlidered ; 


ARTICLES  of  Agreement  made  and  concluded  att  hartford  vpon 
Conecticott  September  the  igth.  1650  betwixt  the  deli  gates 
of  the  honered  Commissioners  of  the  English  Vnited  Collonies 
and  the  Deligates  of  Peter  Stevisant  Gouernor  Generall 
of  New  Netherland  j 


VPON  a  ferius  confideration  of  the  Differences  and  occurrences  propounded 
by  the  two  Englifh  Collonies  of  Cone&icott  and  Newhauen  and  the  anfware 
made  by  the  honored  Duch  Gouernor  Peter  Stevifant  Efqr.  according  to  the  trufl 
and  power  coraitted  to  vs  as  arbitrators  or  deligates  betwixt  the  faid  parties  wee  find 
that  moil  of  the  offences  or  greivances  were  things  donn  in  the  time  and  by  the  or- 
der and  comaund  of  Monfeir  Willam  Keift  the  former  Gouernor  and  that  the  prefent 
Gouernor  is  not  prepared  to  make  anfware  to  them  :  Wee  therfore  thinke  meet  to 
Refpett  the  full  confideration  and  Judgment  conferning  them  tell  the  prefent  Gouer- 
nor may  acquaint  the  high  and  Mighty  States  and  Weft  India  companie  with  the 
particulares  that  foe  due  Reparation  may  accordingly  bee  made 

2.  The  Comiffioners  for  Newhauen  complaine  offeuerall  high  and  hoftile  Injuries 
which  they  and  others  haue  Receiued  from  and  by  order  of  the  aforfaid  Monfeir 
Keift  in  Dellaware  Bay  and  Riuer  ;  and  in  theire  Returne  thence  ;  as  by  theire  for- 
mer propofitions  more  fully  appeer ;  and  befides  the  Englifh  Right  claimed  by  Pa- 
tent prefented  and  fhewed  feuerall  purchafes  they  haue  made  on  both  fides  the  Riuer 
and  Bay  of  Dellaware  of  feuerall  large  traces  of  land  vnto  aud  fomewhat  aboue  the 
Duch  houfe  and  Fort  there,  with  the  confideration  giuen  to  the  faid  Sachems  and 
theire  companie  for  the  fame  acknowlidged  and  cleared  by  the  hands  of  the  Indians 
whoe  they  doe  ..affeirme  were  the  true  Propriators  Teftifyed.by  many  Witnefies 
They  alfoe  informed  that  according  to  theire  bed  apprehenfions  they  haue  fuftained 
a  Thoufand  pound  Dammage  there  partely  by  the  Swedifh  Gouernor  but  cheifly  by 
order  from  Monfeir  Keift  and  therfore  Required  due  Satisfaction  and  peacable  pof- 
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feifion  of  theire  aforfaid  lands  to  enjoy  and  improue  according  to  theire  Juft  Right  ; 
The  Duch  Gouernor  by  way  of  anfware  affeirmed  and  afferted  the  title  and  Right  to 
Dellaware  or  the  fouth  Riuer  (as  they  call  it)  and  to  the  lands  there  as  belonging  to 
the  high  and  Mighty  States  and  Weftjndia  companie  and  profeffed  hee  mull  proteft 
againft  any  other  claime  but  is  not  prouided  to  make  any  fuch  prodfe  as  in  fuch  a 
tretey  might  be  expected  ;  Nor  had  hee  Comiffion  to  treat  or  conclude  any  thinge 
therin  ;  Vpon  confideracon  wherof  wee  the  faid  Arbetrators  or  Deligates  wanting 
fufficient  light  to  Iflue  or  determine  anything  in  the  premifes  are  neffefitated  to  leaue 
both  parties  in  Statue  quo  prius  to  plead  and  Improve  theire  Jufl  Intereft  att  Dalla- 
ware  for  planting  or  trading  as  tbey  {hall  fee  caufe  onely  wee  defire  all  proceedings 
there  (as  in  other  places)  may  bee  carried  on  in  loue  and  peace  till  the  Right  may 
bee  further  confidcred  and  Juftly  Iffued  either  in  Europe  or  heer  by  the  two  States 
of  England  and  Holland  ; 

3.  Conferning  the  feizing  of  Mr.  Wefterhoufe's  fliipp  and  goods  about  three  yeares 
fence  in  Newhauen  harbour  vpon  a  claime  to  the  place  The  honored  Gouernor 
Peter  Stevifant  Efqr.  profeffing  thatf  paffed  in  writing  it  was  through  Error  of  his 
Secretary  his  entent  not  being  to  lay  any  claime  to  the  place  ;  and  withall  afeirming 
that  he  had  order  to  feize  any  Duch  veflell  in  any  of  the  Englifli  Collonies  and  har- 
bours which  fliould  trad  there  without  expreffe  Lycence  and  Comiffion  ;  Wherefore 
thinke  meet  that  the  Comiffioners  of  New  Hauen  accept  andf         in  this  his  anfware 

Conferning  the  bounds  and  limitts  betwixt  the  Englifli  vnited  Collonies  and  the  Duch 
provencc  of  New  Neatherland  Wee  agree  and  determine  as  followeth 

1 .  THAT  vpon  Long  Ifland  a  line  Run  from  the  weftermoft  parte  of  Oyfter  Bay 
and  foe  in  a  ftraite  and  direft  line  to  the  fea  flialbee  the  bounds  betwixt  the  Englifli 
and  Duch  there  the  Eaflerly  parte  to  belonge  to  the  Englifli  and  the  wefterly  parte 
to  the  Duch  ; 

2.  The  bounds  vpon  the  Maine  to  begine  att  the  Weft  fide  of  Greenwidge  Bay 
being  about  four  miles  from  Stanford  and  foe  to  Run  a  Northerly  line  twenty  miles 
vp  into  the  countrey  and  after  as  it  flialbee  agreed  by  the  two  gouerments  of  the  Duch 
and  Newhauen  ;  provided  this  faid  line  come  not  within  ten  miles  of  Hudfon's  Ri- 
uer And  it  is  agreed  that  the  Duch  {hall  not  att  any  time  heerafter  build  any  houfe 
or  habitation  within  fix  miles  of  the  faid  line  The  Inhabitants  of  Greenwidge  to 
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Remake  tell  further  confideration  therof  bee  had  vnder  the  gouerraent  of  the 
Duch. 

3.  That  the  Duch  fhall  hold  and  enjoy  all  the  lands  in  hartford  that  they  are  ac- 
tually poffefled  of  knowne  or  fett  out  by  certaine  Marks  and  bounds,  and  all  the 
Remainder  of  the  faid  lands  on  both  fides  Cone&icott  Riuer  to  bee  and  Remaine  to 
the  Englifti  there. 

And  it  is  agreed  that  the  aforefaid  bounds  and  limitts  both  vpon  the  lfland  and 
Mayne  flialbee  obferved  and  kept  vnviolable  both  by  the  Englifti  the  vnited  Collonies 
and  all  the  Duch  Nation  without  any  encroachment  or  moleftation  vntill  a  full  and 
finall  Determination  bee  agreed  vpon  in  Europe  by  mutuall  confent  of  the  two  States 
of  England  and  holland. 

Conferning  fugitiues 

It  is  agreed  that  the  fame  way  and  courfe  fhalbee  obferued  betwixt  the  Englifti  of 
the  vnited  Collonies  and  the  Duch  within  the  prouince  of  New  Netherlands  as  ac- 
cording to  the  eight  article  of  confederacon  betwixt  the  Englifti  collonies  as  in  that 
cafe  provided. 

Conferning  the  proposition  of  a  nearer  vnion  of  frindfliipp  and  amity  betwixt  the 
Englifti  and  Duch  Nation  in  thefe  partes,  efpetially  againft  common  enemies  wee 
Judge  worthy  of  a  due  and  ferius  confideration  by  the  feuerall  Jurifdi&ions  of  the 
Vnited  Collonies  and  accordingly  defire  it  may  bee  comended  vnto  them  that  foe 
a  Refolution  may  bee  had  therin  att  the  next  yearly  meeting  of  the  Comif- 
fioners ; 

And  in  Teftimony  of  our  Joynt  confen  tto  the  feuerall  forgoeing  conclusions  Wee 
haue  heerunto  fett  our  hands  the  19th  Day  of  September  Anno  Dom.  1650.

Befides  the  precedent  Articles  it  was  agreed  and  the  DuchGouernor  before  all  the 
Comiflioners  did  folemnly  and  abfolutely  promife  (and  his  two  Arbitrators  Mr.  Tho- 
mas Willett  and  Mr.  George  Baxter  were  not  onely  witnefies  but  vndertakers  pro- 
mifeing  theire  bond  for  cecuritie)  that  Greenwidge  fliould  without  delay  bee  fettled 
within  Newhauen  Jurifdi&ion  both  parties  by  the  award  being  exprefsly  left  to  Im- 
proue  theire  Jult  entered  in  Delaware  in  planting  and  tradinge  as  they  ftiould  fee 

caufe  j 
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caufe  ;  and  aduife  giuen  by  all  the  Arbetrators  Joyntly  that  all  proceedings  there 
flaould  bee  carried  on  in  loue  and  peace  as  in  other  places 

Whereupon  many  of  Newhauen  Jurifdiction  the  winter  following  ordered  theire 
occations  prepared  to  Remoue  and  plant  in  Dellaware  the  next  fpringe  and  according- 
ly in  the  March  next  fhipt  thcmfelues  and  theire  prouifions  ordering  theire  courfe 
by  the  Monhatoes  ;  and  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen  wrot  to  the  Duch  Gouernor 
to  prevent  Ieloufies  to  aflure  him  of  the  Engliffies  peacable  and  Righteus  intentions 
and  proceedings ;  but  before  the  Englilh  were  ariued  att  the  Monhatoes  though  af- 
ter theire  departure  from  Newhauen  The  Duch  Gouernor  fent  a  proteft  wherin 
too  little  Refpe&  to  truth  hee  fully  expreffed  againft  them  a  Refolution  of  force  of 
armes  and  Mortal  opofuion  to  blood  (hede  and  when  by  the  Meffengers  after  theire 
arriuall  they  fent  theire  letters  and  mewed  theire  Comiffiones  hee  mod  Injuriufly 
kept  theire  perfons  clofe  prifoners  and  contrary  to  his  owne  exprefie  promife  to  them 
reteined  theire  Comiffioners  till  vnder  theire  hands  they  engaged  though  with  very 
great  lofle  and  dammage  to  giue  ouer  theire  voyage  and  Returne  to  Newhaven  ; 
yen  in  his  letters  to  the  Comiffioners  dated  Oftober  14.  1651  New  flile  hee  accounts 
this  to  bee  civill  Refpeftiue  Naighbourly  vfeage,  againfl  thofe  Injurious  proceedings 
both  the  Generall  Court  for  the  Maffachufetts  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collo- 
nies  and  the  Gouernor  ofNewhaueu  haue  by  theire  feuerall  letters  duely  witneffed 
but  hee  hath  learned  to  giue  loffers  leaue  to  fpeake  and  to  complaine  and  Returnes 
nothing  but  vnfatisfying  and  offenciue  anfwares  particularly  in  his  formencioned  let- 
ter to  the  Comiffioners  dated  October  14  hee  would  evade  his  owne  promife  and  his 
deligates  engagement  about  Greenwidge  as  if  it  had  been  but  conditionall  depending 
both  vpon  Dellaware  and  a  promife  (by  him  pretended)  of  libertie  for  the  Duch  to 
trade  with  the  Indians  within  the  Englifh  limitts  both  which  are  certainly  vntrue  ; 
And  in  the  treaty  (though  att  feuerall  times)  by  letter  and  proteft  not  onely  in  En- 
glilh  but  in  his  owne  language  vnder  his  owne  hand  hee  hath  more  then  once  laid 
claime  to  the  land  Riuers  flreames  &c.  belonging  to  the  Englilh  Collonies  charging 
the  Englifh  as  vfurpers  ;  and  hath  Receiued  feuerall  anfwares  fending  feuerall  de- 
maunds  hee  profeffeth  before  the  Comiffioners  and  before  his  owne  Delegates  that 
what  was  donne  that  way  was  by  the  Error  of  his  Secretary  himfelfe  haue- 
ing  noe  Intent  to  lay  any  claim  to  the  place  which  to  vs,  feemes  ftrange  if  not 
vntrue. 

15.  Laftly  to  add  waight  to  the  premiffes  Treachery  and  Crewelty  are  in  bloody 
coullers  prefented  to  vs  and  charged  vpon  the  Duch  Gouernor  by  many  concurrent 
Strong  and  preffing  Teftimonies  of  the  Indians  att  leaft  fence  the  Hollanders  in  times 
of  treaty  begonne  the  vnexpe&ed  warr  vpon  England  and  fence  inftead  of  giveing 
Jufl  Satisfaftion  they  have  proclaimed  theire  Refolution  to  continnue  It ;  the  Duch 
Gouernor  and  his  Fifcall  (as  by  the  euidence  following  may  appeer)  haue  been  at 

worke 
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worke  by  gifts  and  promifes  to  engage  the  Indians  to  cutt  of  the  Englifli  within  the 
vnited  Collonies  and  wee  heare  the  Defigne  reaches  alfoe  to  the  Englifli  in  Verginnia 
they  may  have  vfed  more  Inflruments  and  baites  then  are  yett  defcovered  but  the  In- 
dians Round  about  for  diuers  hundred  of  miles  cercute  feeme  to  have  drank  deep  of 
an  Intoxicating  cupp  att  or  from  the  Monhatoes  againft  the  Englifli  whoe  have 
fought  theire  good  both  in  bodily  and  fperittuall  Refpe&s 

Ninnigrett  one  of  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  hath  wintered  at  the  Monhatoes  and 
as  themfelues  confeffe  hath  ex-changed  prefents  with  the  Ditch  Gouernor  and  Re- 
ceiu«d  enformation  from  the  Naighbour  Indians  that  a  Duch  Shipp  lately  arrived 
from  holland  hath  brought  guns  powder  &c.  and  that  a  fleet  is  dayly  expected  and 
then  a  blow  lhalbee  given  to  the  Englifli  in  thefe  partes,  hee  was  brought  backe  this 
fpringe  in  a  Duch  floop  (and  as  is  reported)  brought  back  a  Duch  fpy  :  Vncas  the 
Mohegen  Sachem  hath  enformed  Mr.  haines  Deputie  Gouernor  of  Connecticott 
that  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  Ninnigrett  have  entered  a  league  that  Ninnigrett  hath 
given  a  great  prefent  of  wampam  and  hath  Received  from  the  Duch  Gouernor 
twenty  guns  with  powder  and  fliott  anfwarable  ;  that  during  his  flay  in  thofe  partes 
Ninnigrett  went  over  hudfons  River  gathered  as  many  Sachems  together  as  hee  could 
made  an  ample  Exclamation  againft  the  Englifli  and  Vncas  defiring  theire  Aide  and 
Affiftance  againft  them  that  Ninnigrett  by  a  prefent  of  wampam  and  a  promife  of 
more  had  formerly  engaged  the  wampeage  Sachem  to  procure  him  an  Artift  both 
in  magicke  and  poifon  ;  Vncas  vnderftanding  that  this  Artift  was  come  with  Ninni- 
grett into  the  Narraganfett  countrey  fett  a  ftricl:  watch  both  by  fea  and  land  to  ap- 
prehend him  and  his  companie  and  accordingly  his  men  in  Vncas  his  abfence  tooke 
a  Cannoo  with  feaven  perfons  in  it  wherof  one  was  a  Pequott  4  was  Narraganfett 
Indians  and  two  was  Strangers  wherof  one  was  brother  to  the  Wampeage  Sa- 
chem They  firft  carried  him  to  Mohegan  and  there  vpon  examination  the  whole 
plott  formerly  exprefled  was  confefled  by  the  Wampeage  Sachems  Brother  and  one 
Narraganfet  Indian  and  the  Powaugh  and  Poifoner  was  defcovered  whervpon  Vncas 
his  men  in  a  Rage  prefently  killed  him^fearing  hee  might  efcape  and  doe  Mifchiefe 
the  other  two  being  brought  to  Connefticott  and  examined  before  Mr.  haines  did 
confeirme  what  they  had  confefled  att  Monhegen 

From  Providence  and  from  the  traders  of  Road  Ifland  the  collonies  are  enformed 
that  Pomham  and  Soconoco  formerly  efteemed  enemies  to  the  Narraganfett  Indians 
are  lately  Reconcilled  and  that  the  Indians  Difcourfe  is  wholly  in  high  comendation 
of  the  Duch  with  DifrefpecT:  to  the  Englifli  that  the  Duch  promife  to  furnifli  them 
with  comodities  att  the  halfe  the  prife  the  Englifli  fell  them  ;  that  they  are  furniflied 
with  powder  plentifully  as  if  it  were  fand  ;  That  Nimnigrett  hath  brought  wildfier 
from  the  Duch  which  being  fliott  with  theire  Arrowes  will  kindle  and  burne  any 
thinge  ;  that  he  had  charged  his  men  to  procure  amunition  of  all  forts  ;  and  within 
that  time  they  fliould  drinke  ftrong  lyquors  without  limits 

And 
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And  Reports  to  the  fame  purpofe  are  dayly  brought  from  the  Northeren  and 
Eafteren  partes  that  the  Indians  grow  generally  Infolent  their  carriage  very  fufpicius 
and  they  give  out  threatening  words  foe  that  many  allarums  are  made  ;  the  peace  of 
the  Englifh  through  the  whole  countrey  defturbed  they  are  wearied  with  extreordina- 
ry  watchings  and  wardings  hindered  in  theire  plowing  fowing  preparation  for  plant- 
ing and  other  occations  to  theire  exceeding  great  damage ;  And  wee  heare  that 
fome  of  the  Duch  att  or  about  the  Monhatoes  tell  the  Englifh  they  fliall  fhortly 
have  an  Eaft  India  breakfaft  ;  In  which  it  is  conceived  they  Refer  that  horrid  Trea- 
chervs  and  crewill  plott  and  execution  att  Amboina,  the  Duch  defigne  heer  in  Re- 
ference to  cercomftances  is  by  the  Indians  diverdy  Reported  fome  fay  that  when  the 
Duch  fleet  arives  and  fignes  from  the  fhips  att  fea  and  then  att  the  fame  time  they 
fhall  fall  vpon  the  Englifh  the  duch  from  theire  fhips  the  Indians  by  land  ;  An  Indi- 
an Sagamore  vpon  longe  Ifland  whoe  profeffes  Refpefts  to  the  Englifh  told  his  frind 
of  the  plott  and  that  the  Duch  counfelled  the  Indians  to  fier  fome  of  the  Englifh 
houfes  in  all  partes  and  when  the  Englifh  come  forth  to  quench  them  then  to  fhot 
them  &c.  an  Indian  fquaw  in  the  former  warr  with  the  Pequots  found  trnfty  to  the 
Englifh  did  lately  fend  enformacon  to  an  acquaintance  of  hers  att  Wethersfield  vpon 
Connecticott  that  the  Duch  and  Indians  was  confeaderate  to  cutt  of  the  Englifh 
Treacherufly  the  Time  of  Execution  to  bee  in  the  feueral  collonies  in  the  day  of  elec- 
tion of  Mageflrates  &c  becaufe  then  it  is  apprehended  the  plantations  wilbee  left  na- 
ked and  vnable  to  defend  them  felues  the  ftrength  of  each  Collonie  being  gathered  to 
the  place  of  election  :  the  faid  Squaw  advifed  that  the  Englifh  being  forwarned  would 
prepare  for  theire  defence  adding  they  had  payed  dear  for  flighting  her  enformacon 
when  the  Pequots  came  vpon  Wethersfcild  ; 

The  Indians  of  long  Ifland  bring  the  Newes  of  this  Plott  to  the  Englifh  att  hemp- 
flead  and  charging  it  particularly  vpon  the  Duch  Fifcall  capt :  Vnderhill  told  the 
Fifcall  and  ofhers  of  it  whervpon  hee  was  fetched  from  Flufhing  by  the  Fifcall  with 
a  ganrd  of  fouldiers  and  confined  to  the  Monhatoes  till  the  Relation  hee  made  at 
hempfteed  was  affeirmed  to  his  face  then  without  triall  or  hearing  hee  was  difmifled 
and  all  his  charges  borne  ;  And  it  is  further  added  that  the  Fifcall  being  att  hemp- 
fteed fent  to  a  Sagamore  whoe  had  laied  the  former  charge  to  meet  him  att  the  Mon- 
hatoes promifing  him  not  ouely  fafty  but  a  Reward  but  the  anfware  hee  returned  was 
that  the  Fifcall  is  a  Traitor  to  the  Englifh  hee  would  not  come  to  the  Monhatoes  but 
att  hempfteed  would  affeirme  it  to  his  face  ;  which  the  Fifcall  had  noe  mind  to  heare 
but  went  (or  as  fome  fay)  Ran  away  ;  And  not  to  multiply  Indian  Teftimonies  which 
from  all  partes  of  the  countrey  prefle  vpon  the  collonies  wee  fliall  conclude  with  a 
considerable  Euidence  giuen  in  at  Stanford  within  Newhaven  Jurifdic~tion  the  17th 
of  March  laft  ;  9  Indian  Sagamores  whoe  live  about  the  Monhatoes  did  voullentari- 
ly  without  any  Motive  or  Regard  from  the  Englifh  fend  theire  Meffengers  to  Stan- 
ford declaring  and  afleirming  (euen  after  they  were  vrged  by  the  Englifh  there  to 
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teflify  nothing  but  truth  bccaufe  they  rauft  fend  theire  Teftimony  to  the  Gouernor 
of  Newhaven)  That  the  Duch  had  foliflited  them  by  promifing  them  guns  powder 
fwords  weapons  wafcoates  and  coates  to  cutt  of  the  Englifh ;  The  Meflengers  add- 
ed that  they  would  not  lye  they  were  as  the  mouth  of  the  Nine  Sagamores  whoe  all 
fpake,  they  noe  lye  they  would  affeirme  it  to  the  Duch  Gouernor  face  ;  and  that  if 
the  Duch  were  angry  and  fnould  therefore  fight  with  them  Noe  force  &c,  The  next 
Day  being  the  18th  of  March  one  of  the  cheife  of  thofe  Nine  Sagamors  with  the 
fonne  and  Brother  of  another  of  them  came  themfelues  to  Stanford  and  confeirm- 
ed  what  the  Meflengers  had  before  iii  theire  names  Reported  and  to  the  further  Sa- 
tisfaction of  the  Englifh  prefent  profefled  that  the  Duch  Gouernor  about  a  month 
before  did  earneftley  follicite  the  Indians  in  thofe  partes  to  kill  all  the  Englifh  but 
they  all  Refufed  to  bee  hiered  by  him  for  that  the  Englifh  had  donn  them  noe  harmc 
and  for  confirmation  the  Meflengers  the  Sagamore  with  the  fonne  and  brother  of 
the  other  Sagamore  in  the  prefence  of  the  Englifh  fett  theire  marke  in  writinge. 

Notwithflanding  all  which  the  Duch  Gouvernor  hath  fent  feuerall  letters  to 
the  honered  Gouernor  of  the  Maflachufetts  The  Gouernor  of  Plymouth  and  the 
Gouernor  ofnewhauen  profefling  hee  hath  Receiued  and  learned  from  his  principles 
agreeing  with  his  owne  difpofition  to  hould  amity  att  leafl  Newtrallity  with  the  Eng- 
lifh collonies  and  would  haue  a  free  commerce  Though  himfelfe  firft  deftrained  all 
corne  being  tranfported  thence  into  thefe  parts  ;  and  defires  to  or  fend 

to  treat  with  the  Comiflioners  if  time  and  place  may  be  appointed  for  fettleing  of 
peace,  but  wee  heare  hee  would  fend  none  but  his  Fifcall  whoe  in  Reference  to  the 
premifles  is  much  diftafled  by  many  of  the  Duch  there  and  can  not  bee  trailed  heer 
and  the  Duch  Gouernor  acknowlidgeth  that  whateuer  is  concluded  betwixt  the  Eng- 
lifh and  him  can  hold  noe  longer  then  till  hee  Receiue  fom  contrary  comaundfrom 
his  Superiors  which  by  the  premifes  may  welbee  Interpreted  to  bee  when  hee  hath 
ftrength  and  opertunitie  to  do  vs  mifchiefe  whether  as  the  ftate  of  affaires  either  in 
Europe  betwixt  the  common  wealth  of  England  and  the  Netherlands  or  heer  betwixt 
the  Collonies  and  the  Duch  wee  may  fafely  admitt  a  treaty  or  what  courfe  wee  are 
called  to  take  for  the  honner  and  fatisfa£tion  of  our  nation  the  Reparation  and  fafety 
of  the  Englifh  Collonies  is  matter  of  ferius  and  waighty  confideration  ;  The  gracius 
and  wife  God  guid  vs  to  coaclude  and  doe  what  is  Right  in  his  fight  without  turn- 
ing afide  for  any  refpe&s  either  to  the  Right  hand  or  to  the  left ; 

The  Comiflioners  being  exercifed  with  different  Apprehenfions  vpon  the  Reading 
of  the  foregoing  Declaracon  they  found  caufe  to  call  in  the  counfell  for  the  Mafla- 
chufetts with  the  naighbouring  Elders  for  aduife  whoe  being  mett  and  haueing  perufed 
the  faid  Narrative  Returned  the  following  anfware  ; 

Vpon  the  confideration  and  debate  had  on  the  cafe  comended  to  vs  by  the  honnered 

Comiflioners  after  vnfeined  thankes  Returned  vnto  them  for  theire  Godly  care  for 

the  fafety  of  thefe  Collonies  our  anfware  is ; 

Notwith- 
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Notwithftanduig  wee  find  the  prefumptions  to  conclude  the  Duch  Gouernor  guilty 
of  ploting  with  the  Indians  to  cutt  of  the  EngliQi  in  thefe  partes  to  bee  very  ftronge 
and  fuch  as  we  can  not  deney  yea  fuch  as  fome  of  vs  look  att  to  be  a  fufficient  proof 
therof ;  yett  in  confience  to  that  text  with  good  aduife  make  warr  and  alfoe  confi- 
dering  how  vnexpedient  and  vnfafe  it  wilbee  to  fuch  a  People  as  ourfelves  to  ere  ei- 
ther in  point  of  lawfullnes  or  expediency  or  both  in  a  matter  of  this  nature  ;  Wee 
prefent  it  to  youer  godly  wifdoms  whether  in  this  great  queftion  It  doth  not  bed  be- 
come a  People  profeffing  to  walke  in  the  Gofpell  of  peace  haueing  to  doe  with  a  peo- 
ple pretending  to  the  fame  profeffion  ;  That  the  Duch  Gouernor  haue 
an  oppertunitie  giuen  him  to  anfware  for  himfelfe  either  by  purgation  or  acceptance 
or  Difacceptance  of  Satisfactory  propofitions  of  cecuritie  as  the  matter  {hall  Require 
by  whofe  anfware  wherevnto  our  call  to  peace  or  warr  may  bee  further  cleared  and 
the  Incollumity  of  the  Collonies  in  the  Interim  provided  for  ; 

The  28th  of  Aprill  The  Comiffioners  Receiued  feuerall  letters  ;  two  from  the 
Duch  Gouernor  the  one  directed  to  the  Gouernor  of  the  MafTachufetts  dated  may 
the  15th  1653  Stilo  novo  the  other  directed  to  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen  dated 
Aprill  22cond  with  a  poftfcript  of  the  23d  in  both  which  hee  abfolutly  and  with 
much  confidence  denyeth  the  plott  charged  and  offers  to  come  or  fend  to  cleare  him- 
felfe or  defires  fome  may  be  deputed  thither  to  confider  and  examine  what  may  bee 
charged  and  his  anfwares  :  but  then  by  other  letters  and  Reports  brought  and  pe- 
rufed  at  the  fame  time,  the  Confpiracye  is  confeirmed  and  as  is  reported  the  Indians 
are  halted  to  execution  ;  all  which  being  duely  confidered  The  Comiffioners  accord- 
to  the  Duch  Gouernors  motion  ;  Chofe  out  three  approued  agents  namely  Mr.  Fran- 
cis Newman  a  mageftrate  of  Newhauen  Jurifdiftion  and  capt.  John  Leuerett  and 
Leiftenant  William  Davis  of  Bofton  and  fent  them  with  a  Letter  to  the  Duch  Gouer- 
nor and  two  of  his  counfell  and  furnilhed  them  with  Comiffion  and  Inftruction  as  fol- 
loweth ; 

To  the  Right  Worjhipful  Peter  Stuyuesant  Gouernor  and  Generallofthe  Duch 
Provence  and  to  Monfieur  Montaigne  and  to  Captaine  Newton  two  of  the 
Counfell  for  New  Netherlands 

Right  Worshipful.     The  vnited  Englifh  Collonies  by  letters  treaty  and  pro- 
tefts  haue  often  propounded  theire  and  Required  Reparacon  both  from 

the  former  and  from  youer  felfe  the  prefent  Gouernor  but  hitherto  the  Returnes 
haue  been  hoftile  affronts  offenciue  and  att  the  belt  vnfatisfying  anfwars  But  the  evi- 
dence wee  haue  of  late  Treachrus  Confpiracye  againfl  ourfelues  wiues  and  children 
(and  that  in  a  time  when  motions  were  made  by  you  for  a  treatye  of  peace)  calls 
for  new  Counfells  ;  yett  to  cleare  our  Intentions  and  proceedings  and  to  (hew  that  no- 
Vol.  II.  F  f  thinge 
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thinge  but  Neffefitie  puts  vs  vpon  other  Rcmidies  Wee  fhall  as  breifly  as  wee  well 
may  once  againe  declare  former  wronges  ;  and  what  caufe  wee  haue  to  charge  a , 
late  bloody  plott.  i.  And  firft  letting  paffe  an  hoftile  affront  etc.  as  followes  ver- 
batime  in  the  former  declaration  till  wee  come  to  the  latter  parte  of  the  14th  feftion 
of  aggreeuances  as  will  appeer  by  f  the  marke  in  the  Margent  we  proceed  to  the 
Duch  Gouernor  as  followeth 

But  omitting  feuerall  vnfatisfying  particulars  wee  fliall  conclude  former  agreiuances 
with  the  Joynt  and  Juft  Requeft  that  Thomas  Nuton  carpenter  and  fomtimes  an  In- 
habitant fence  for  a  capital  and  hainous  crime  a  prifoner  within  Cone&icott  Jurifdic- 
tion  but  thence  made  an  efcape  and  as  a  fugetiue  firft  went  Eaftward  and  after  to  the 
Monhatoes  ;  and  as  wee  heare  is  there  entertained  into  office  bee  deliuered  vnto  our 
Comiffioners  now  fent  vnto  you  or  otherwife  duly  returned  vnto  hartford,  that  hee 
may  bee  there  Juftly  tryed  from  whence  hee  freed  according  to  an  arti- 

cle in  the  aformeneioned  award  15.  For  wee  paffe  to  what  adds  much 

weight  to  all  the  premifes  which  may  feme  for  anfware  to  two  letters  lately  receiued 
the  one  directed  to  the  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  the  firft  1653  Stilo  novo  the 
ether  to  the  Gouernor  of  Newhauen  the  2  2cond  23d  of  Aprill  laft  wher  though 
many  denyalls  with  deep  proteftations  can  not  fatisfy  yett  according  to  your  propofall 
Wee  haue  fent  3  agems  or  Comiffioners  to  receiue  and  returne  youer  anfware  to  the 
former  hoftile  and  Injurras  affronts  and  to  declare  the  euidences  wee  haue  of  crewall 
and  Treacherus  plott  by  many  concurrent  ftrong  and  preffing  Teftimonies  of  Indians 
att  leaft  charged  vpon  youer  felfe  and  Fifcall.  Wee  neither  did  nor  doe  conceiue  that 
eith  er  of  you  would  venture  to  impart  fuch  Counfells  to  a  multitude  of  Indians  ?s  are 
now  filled  with  Reports  from  a  fewhoufes  vnduely  fiered  a  whole  town.;  may  bee  en- 
dangered Nay  confumed  the  Indians  round  about  for  diuers  hundred  Miles  feemes 
to  haue  a  Mifcheivous  Cupp  putt  into  theire  hands  att  or  from  the  Monhatoes  and 
noe  Indifferent  man  can  blame  vs  for  prouiding  againft  dangers  when  flufh  alarums- 
are  made;  youer  felfe  confeffe  you  made  vfe  of  a  heathen  Teftimoney  againft  New- 
hauen in  a  cafe  of  land;  and  the  Indians  you  mencion  were  noe  more  competent 
Witneffes  in  that  cafe  then  thefe  are  in  this  ;  The  agents  of  Dellaware  in  Monfeir 
Kieft's  time  made  vfe  of  Indian  Teflimony  in  a  ftrang  manner  in  a  cafe  of  life  and 
treafon  and  what  a  bloody  vfe  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  his  Counfell  att  Amboina 
made  of  the  Japans  confeffion  though  extorted  by  torture  againft  Captaine  Towerfon 
and  the  Englifh  Chriflians  there  youer  felues  probably  are  not  ignorant ;  Nimnigrett 
one  of  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  wintered  at  the  Monhatoes  ;  and  towards  the  fpringe 
was  Returned  in  a  Duch  floop  himfelfe  confeffeth  by  his  Meffengers  fent  vnto  vs  hee 

exchanged 

\  There  is  no  "  Marke  in  the  Margent"  of  the  Records. 
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exchanged  prefents  with  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  from  the  Indians  there  recehied 
enformacon  what  the  lafl  Duch  (hip  brought  from  holland  And  yett  when  the  fleet 
expe&ed  arriveth  a  blow  fhalbee  given  to  the  Englilh ;  And  though  himfelfe  (as  molt 
guilty  perfons  vfe  to  do)  deney  the  plott  yett  one  of  his  Meflengers  heer  both  by 
fpeeches  and  cariages  Rendered  both  the  Duch  and  Niranigrett  very  fufpifius  ;  And 
the  Wampeage  Sachems  Brother  in  Cornpanie  with  one  of  the  Narraganfett  Indians 
confefled  the  plott  before  Mr.  haines  and  others  att  hartford  and  that  Nimnigrett  went 
ouer  hudfons  Riuer  and  called  a  meeting  of  the  Sachems,  and  there  comunicated  and 
thence  difperfed  theire  plott  and  confpiracye  againft  the  Englilh  ;  and  wee  heare  of 
many  Indians  both  vpon  long  Ifland  and  vpon  the  Mayne  either  haue  or  in  fome 
fafe  place  being  called  and  cecured  will  Teftify  the  fame  to  youer  felfe  and  to  youer 
Fifcalls  face  but  wee  fliould  enlarge  to  fare  if  wee  fhould  but  give  the  heads  of  evi- 
dences to  this  purpofe  and  that  without  reward  or  folifitation  brought  to  vs  from  all 
partes  our  agents  or  Comiffioners  now  fent  will  both  fhew  and  attend  theire  Comiffi- 
ons  and  from  them  you  may  (if  you  pleafe)  heare  more  of  the  profe  prefented  to  vs 
and  from  you  by  them  wee  fhall  expect  fpeedy  and  Iuft  fatisfaftion  for  all  former  greiv- 
ances  and  due  cecuritie  for  the  future  for  what  pafled  in  youer  predeceflbrs  time  (as 
by  the  award  att  hartford  appeereth  ;  you  haue  had  a  large  fpace  to  acquaint  youer 
high  and  mighty  flates  and  to  furnifh  youerfelfe  from  theire  principals  to  make  due 
Reparacon,  and  for  the  latter  wee  fhould  bee  much  wanting  both  to  our  owne  duty 
and  to  the  expectation  of  the  Collonies  if  vpon  fuch  Reports  and  proofes  wee 
did  not  Improue  our  bell  Indeauors  for  theire  fafety  ;  according  to  the  Returne  they 
bring  from  you  wee  fhall  giue  our  counfells  and  in  the  meane  time  reft

Post  script 


What  Comiffion  Mr.  Dier  and  his  cornpanie  haue  out  of  Europe  and  how  fare 
proceeded  vpon  it  wee  are  not  fatisfyingly  enformed  hee  being  of  Road  Ifland  and 
not  of  any  of  the  vnited  Collonies  vpon  demaund  hee  would  probably  haue  fliewed

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It  att  flufhing  but  from  the  Collonies  or  any  one  of  them  hee  hath  certainly  had  noe 
Comiflion. 

The  Comiffion  of  Mr.  Francis  Newman  Mageftrate  of  Newhausn  Iurifdiftion, 
capt:  Iohn  Leuerett  and  Leiftenant  Willara  Davis  of  Bofton  ;  all  of  approued  fideli- 
tie  and  defcretion  •  now  fent  from  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Englifh  Collonies 
affembled  att  Bofton  in  the  Maffachufetts,  as  Agents  To  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  his 
counfell  att  the  Monhatoes  ; 

Wheras  the  vnited  Collonies  haue  formerly  Receiued  fundry  hoftile  affronts  and 
Injuries  in  a  Courfe  of  Succeffion  both  from  the  former  and  the  prefent  Duch  Gouer- 
nor theire  Agents  and  by  theire  order  for  which  they  could  neuer  yettobtaine  Repa- 
ration though  often  demaunded  and  haue  lately  Received  enformacon  of  a  treacherus 
plott  contriued  and  profequted  by  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  his  Fifcall  againft  the 
States  and  liues  of  the  Englifh  in  thefe  partes  of  which  notice  hath  been  giuen  him 
but  by  his  laft  letters  hee  confidently  deneys  the  fame  and  defires  that  fome  quallifyed 
and  trufty  perfons  may  bee  fent  that  truth  may  bee  the  better  Wee  haue  now 

bv  letter  fent,  acquainted  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  his  counfell  with  former  offences 
and  greiuances  ;  And  according  to  his  propofalls  doe  heerby  fend  you  as  our  Agents 
or  Comiffioners  to  tender  fuch  profe  in  time  and  place  conuenient  as  the  cafe  may  Re- 
quire ;  but  if  hee  Refufe  to  goe  in  perfon  or  fend  Indifferent  perfons  to  Receiue  Eui- 
dence  att  Stanford  or  fome  other  conuenient  place  ;  you  are  to  demaund  from  him  and 
his  counfell  Satisfaction  and  Security  according  to  the  Import  of  our  letters  to  him  ;

chofen  and  defired  to  therin,  And  att  Stamford  you  are  to  deliuer  a  letter  to 

Francis  Bell  and  Richard  Lavis  that  the  witneffes  may  bee  Reddy  att  a  Time  and  place 
■  conuenient  to  Euidence  the  truth  both  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  the  Englifh  and  convic-

That  two  or  three  of  the  greivances  mencioned  in  the  letter  fent  to  the  Duch 
Gouernor  in  Reference  to  Dellaware  were  donn  by  Monfeir  Keift  and  his  agents  be- 
fore the  combination  ;  they  were  propounded  proued  confidered  and  duely  witneff- 
ed  againft  by  all  the  Comiflioners  Ioyntly ;  the  Comiflioners  for  Plymouth  att 
that  time  concuring  with  the  Reft  as  appeereth  by  thefe  Records  vnder  theire 
hands 

The  Meffengers  being  fent  forth  ;  the  Comiflioners  confidered  what  number  of 
Souldiers  might  bee  Requifite  if  God  call  the  Collonies  to  Make  warr  againft  the

And  by  way  of  further  preparation  they  aduifed  with  the  milletary  officers  of  Bof- 
ton  about  A  Comaunder  in  cheife  whoe  vpon  due  confideration  propounded  foure  as 
fitt  for  fuch  a  truft;  Namely  Major  Generall  Dennifon  Major  Atherton  capt:  Leue- 
rett  and  capt :  Savidge  of  which  with  Refpeft  to  the  oppertunitie  hee  now  hath  to 
yew  and  obferue  the  Scittuation  and  Fortification  att  the  Monhatoes  the  Comiflioners 
made  choife  of  capt:  Leuerett  vnleffe  the  Generall  court  of  the  Maffachufets  pro- 
pound fome  confiderable  exception  againft  him ;  and  that  the  Comiflioners  whoe 
lhalbee  chofen  for  the  yeare  enfueing  duering  the  time  of  the  warr  (if  God  cales  vs 
thervnto)  fitt  att  Newhauen  as  a  counfell  of  warr  to  direft  and  order  the  fame  in  all 
confederations  and  Refpetts  as  occations  may  bee  offered.

Leuerich  of  Sandwidge  in  Plymouth  Collonie  for  that  good  worke  ;  and  ordered  Mr. 
Rawfon  to  pay  him  the  fume  of  fix  pound  namely  3  pound  in  linnin  for  his  owne  vfc 
and  3  pound  in  tooles  for  the  vfe  of  the  Indians  ;

HAVEING  feen  the  aboue  written  propofitions  of  the  Gentlemen  Comiffioners 
fent  out  of  New  England  feeing  that  wee  Joyntly  and  every  one  in  particulare  doe 
find  our  felues  guiltles  of  any  plott  either  offenciue  or  defenciue  againft  the  Englifh 
nation  either  Naighbours  or  Subjefts  of  this  State  doe  wifh  nothing  elfe  then  that  the 
matter  may  be  truely  and  throughly  examined  the  authers  found  and  the  accufations 
proued  and  that  hee  that  is  found  faulty  may  bee  by  his  Superiors  duely  comitted 
and  punifhed  or  through  want  of  that  the  Innocency  of  thofe  that  are  accufed  may  ap- 
peer  and  the  falfe  accufators  may  bee  corrected  according  to  law ;

2.  The  Continnuance  of  trade  and  Commerce  as  was  before;  To  the  fame  Effe&s 
wee  have  giuen  paffes  and  repaffes  and  doe  therin  continnew  vnto  all  Barques  and 
VefTells  of  our  neighbours. 

3.  That  wee  may  haue  mutuall  Juftice  adminneftred  againft  all  fuch  perfon  and 
perfons  that  fhould  of  the  differences  arifen  betwixt  both  nations  feeke  for  to  defraude 
their  Creditors. 

4.  In  the  future  time  to  preuent  all  differences  and  falfe  reports  rifeing  from  the

The  Relation  of  RonnefToke  Interpreted  by  Addam  the  Indian  declared  to  Nicolas 
Tanner  then  prefent  is 

That  Nimnigrett  being  an  the  Monhatoes  in  the  winter  that  Ninnigrett  fent  for 
Ronncfoke  to  fpeake  with  him  and  hee  Refufed  to  goe  in  fhort ;  In  fhort  time  after 
hee  came  to  him  to  Connarice  with  a  pretence  to  borrow  come  but  when  hee^came 
there  hee  tooke  him  from  his  Indians  by  themfelues  and  told  him  that  he  had 
brought  a  Bagg  of  wampam  to  hier  as  many  Indians  as  hee  could  vpon  Long  Ifland 
there  as  hempfteed  nominated  in  particulare  ;  and  hee  faith  that  hee  would  cutt  of 
Stanford  and  other  fmale  plantations  of  the  mayne  And  the  Gouernor  would  cutt  of 
Middleburrow  and  the  other  plantations  of  the  Englifh  neare  the  Monhatoes  ;  him- 
felfe  and  Ninnegrett  tould  mee  Roneffoke  that  the  Indians  mould  come  and  fetch 
amunition  lead  and  guns  as  many  as  they  would  and  they  fhould  goe  on  in  theire  de- 
figne  as  foon  as  they  could  and  they  fhould  want  for  nothing ;  After  this  parley  Ron- 
nefToke went  to  proue  the  other  Indians  and  by  foe  doeing  the  plott  was  defcovered  ; 
RonnefToke  being  att  the  Monhatoes  the  Gouernor  afked  him  wherfore  hee  did  not 
goe  vpon  that  Defigne  and  bid  him  goe  on  and  hee  fhould  want  for  nothing 

This  Declaration  was  taken  from  the  Indians  owne  mouth  RonnefToke  whoe  is  a

The  Relation  of  RonefToke  from  his  owne  mouth  Interpreted  by  AdJame  the 
Indian  is  that  the  Indians  tould  him  that  the  Ducb  faid  they  would  goe  and  tell  the 
Englilh  that  the  Indians  will  come  and  cutt  of  the  Englilh  by  fuch  a  time  ;  and  that 
the  Englilh  were  apte  to  believe  as  Children  ;  And  further  hee  faith  there  hath  been 
newes  of  more  then  one  or  two  Indians  ;  and  hee  dare  vndertake  the  thing  to  bee 
true  the  thing  is  that  the  Duch  men  were  a  ploting  to  cutt  of  the  Englilh  in  fome  of 
the  fmale  townes  either  hempfteed  or  Stanford  and  that  they  will  doe  it  when  the 
Duch  men  fee  there  is  noe  other  ftrifebut  that  they  muft  die  ;  hee  faith  for  his  parte 
hee  doth  know  nothinge  vnto  what  the  great  Sachems  or  companie  of  the  Indians 
know  for  hee  is  a  little  Sachem  and  hath  few  men  vnder  him 

The  Relation  of  Powanege  from  his  owne  mouth  Interpreted  by  Addam  the  Indi- 
an Whoe  faith  hee  came  from  the  Indians  whoe  dwell  over  the  River  ouer  againft 
the  Monhatoes  where  the  plott  is  a  working  that  was  this  that  the  Duch  m:n  aiked 
the  Indians  whether  they  wovld  leave  them  att  the  laft  caft  or  ftand  vp  with  them  and 
tould  the  Indians  they  fhould  fear  nothinge  and  not  bee  defcorraged  becaufe  the  plott 
was  defcouered  ;  and  faith  this  for  youer  men  that  want  armes  lett  them  come  to  vs 
and  they  fhall  haue  powder  and  ledd  and  guns  for  foe  many  Indians  as  doe  want ;  And 
for  the  Englilh  they  have  noe  greater  Nation  than  Vncas  to  ftand  vp  for  them  of  Indi- 
dia'ns  ;  And  they  would  not  haue  to  thinke  but  that  the  Right  Mohaukes  will 

ftand  vp  for  vs  for  them  were  gott  att  the  firft  hand  ;  Further  hee  faith  hee  heard 
this  of  Certainty  from  the  Indians  as  the  Dutch  paffe  vp  and  downe  amongft  the  Indi- 
ans and  the  meffengers  were  ymployed  by  the  Gouernor  and  Fifcall  as  the  faid  Indian 
Reports  in  the  prefence  of  John  Vnderhill  Majeftrate  ;

The  Teftimony  of  Addam  the  Indian  taken  the  nth  of  May  1653  whoe  fpake 
Englilh  very  well, 

Whoe  faith  that  this  Spring  the  Duch  Gouernor  went  to  fort  Aurania  and  firft 
went  to  a  place  called  Ackickfack  a  great  place  of  Indians  from  thence  to  Monne- 
fick,  thence  to  opingona,  thence  to  Warranoke  thence  to  font  Aurania  ;  And  foe 
fare  hee  went  in  his  owne  perfon,  from  thence  hee  fent  to  Pocomtock,  and  hee  car- 
ried 
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ried  with  him  many  note  of  Sewan  that  is  baggs  of  Wampam  and  deliuered  them 
to  the  Sagamors  of  the  places  and  they  were  to  diflribute  them  amongft  their  men 
and  withal!  hee  carried  powder  fliott  cloth  ledd  and  guns  ;  and  tould  them  hec  would 
gett  all  the  great  Indians  vnder  him  and  the  Englifh  fhould  haue  the  Skum  of  the 
Indians  and  hee  would  have  thofe  Sagamors  with  theire  men  to  cutt  of  the  Englifh, 
and  to  bee  att  his  comaund  when  euer  hee  had  vfe  of  them  and  hee  was  to  find 
them  powder  and  fliott  till  hee  had  need  of  them  ;  Further  hee  fent  one  Gouert 
a  Duch  man  to  Marfey  on  longe  Ifland  to  Nittanahom  the  Sagamore  to  aflifl  him 
and  to  doe  for  him  what  hee  would  haue  doe  But  the  Sagamore  tould  him 
hee  would  haue  nothing  to  with  itt ;  Whervpon  Gouert  gave  the  Sagamore 
a  great  kettle  to  bee  filent  Nittanaham  tould  him  hee  had  but  twenty  men  and  the 
Englifh  had  never  donn  him  wronge  hee  had  noe  caufe  to  fight  againft  the  Englifh  ; 
Further  hee  faith  that  Ninnegrett  the  Fifcall  and  the  Duch  Gouernor  were  vp 
two  daies  in  a  clofe  Rome  with  other  Sagamors  ;  and  there  was  noe  fpeaking  with 
any  of  them  except  when  they  came  for  a  cole  of  fier  or  the  like  and  much  fewan 
was  feen  at  that  time  in  Ninnegrets  hand  and  hee  carried  none  away  with  him  ;  fur- 
ther hee  faith  that  Roncflocke  a  Sagamore  on  long  Ifland  tould  the  faid  Addam  that 
the  Duch  Gouernor  bidd  him  fly  for  his  life  for  that  the  plottwasnow  defcouered  5 
and  befides  hee  fends  word  dayly  to  the  Indians  that  they  had  as  good  appeer  now  f°r 
when  he  is  cutt  o"f  the  Englilh  will  cutt  them  all  of

Benjamin  Crane  aged  twenty  foure  yeares  examined  faith  that  liueing  vp  hudfons 
River  with  one  Mis  Mary  Vandunkes  Daughter  of  Mr.  Doughtey  his  faid  Miftres 
can  fpeake  uery  good  Indian  and  fliee  tould  mee  that  three  Sagamors  that  Hue  vp  the 
countrey  and  many  Indians  Teftify  the  fame  Namly  that  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  the 
Fifcall  had  hiered  them  to  cutt  of  the  Englifh  and  kill  all  they  could  ;  for  the  Re- 
ward they  engaged  themfelves  to  give  them  a  fliipp  loading  of  powder  and  kittles 
and  they  fhould  haue  theire  Trade  ;  and  further  teftifyeth  that  his  faid  Mis  did  tell 
him  that  fliee  would  have  wrot  this  to  New  England  but  fhee  durfl:  not ;  this  my 
Miftris  tould  mee  about  a  month  or  three  weekes 'fence  ;  This  Teflimony  was  given 
into  vs  the  15th  of  May  1653  by  Beniamine  Crane  whoe  of  his  owne  accord  came 
to  vs :  hee  lived  fomtimes  in  Dedham  with  Jofeph  Clarke  nine  yeares,  and  with 
Mr.  Howard  of  Dorchefter  on  yeare,  all  this  hee  affeirmed  in  the  prefence  of  God,

Fifcall  as  hee  came  from  fortt  Aurania  by  beating  vp  his  Drum  two  houres  before 
the  day  wherby  the  Indians  were  alarumed  and  came  together  and  the  Fifcall  went 
on  more  to  them  and  tould  them  the  Englifh  would  cutt  them  of;  and  therfore 
would  haue  them  cut  of  the  Englifh  and  hee  gaue  them  a  paper  written  wherby 
when  they  had  effected  the  fame  they  fhould  demaund  of  him  and  the  Gouernor  a 
fhiploding  of  guns  powder  and  fhott  and  trading  cloth  that  was  coming  to  them  and 
promifed  to  ftay  four  houres  for  their  anfware  but  the  Indians  difliking  what  hee 
propounded  hee  went  away  prefently  wherupon  they  confidered  what  the  Fifcall  had 
donn;  and  faid  it  was  the  Rogery  of  the  Fifcall  to  fett  the  Englifh  vpon  them  whoe 
coming  and  finding  that  paper  with  them  would  cutt  them  of  wherfore  they  burnt  it ; 
this  gentlewoman  faith  fliee  could  fay  much  in  the  cafe  but  fhe  dares  not  for  fear  ; 
and  knowes  fliee  could  produce  many  witneffes  that  would  Teftify  the  Plott  to  the 
Duch  Gouernor  and  Fifcalls  face  if  fliee  might  bee  fecured,  Mr.  Doughty  faid  that 
hee  knew  more  then  hee  durft  fpeake  ;  further  the  Gentlewoman  faith  that  the  Ma- 
ques  are  Reddy  to  affift  the  Duch  if  the  Englifh  fall  vpon  them  this  Reported  to  vs 
at  flufhing  att  captaine  Vnderhills  houfe.

Lorus  a  Duch  man  who  is  of  good  Report  amongft  the  Englifh  being  att  Stanford 
on  the  one  and  twenty  day  of  Aprill  1653  did  Relate  to  fome  of  the  plantation  that 
the  Gouernor  of  the  Duch  haueing  receiued  a  letter  from  the  Gouernor  of  Newha- 
uen  ;  diuers  of  the  Freemen  hearing  of  the  fame  and  withall  of  the  Gouernor  and 
fome  others  comploting  with  the  Indians  to  deftroy  the  Englifh  gathered  together  and 
came  to  the  Gouernor  and  Fifcall  and  fome  others  that  were  mett  together  \  They 
defired  to  know  of  the  Gouernor  to  what  effect  the  letter  was  which  was  fent  from 
the  Gouernor  of  Newhauentohim  ;  The  Gouernor  faid  there  was  little  in  it  of  va- 
lue makeing  nothing  of  the  fame  But  the  Fifcall  faid  to  them  they  had  fent  for  him 
but  hee  would  fee  them  hanged  before  hee  would  goe  to  them  ;  This  Duch  man  af- 
feirmes  that  the  generallity  of  the  Freemen  doe  fay  that  if  the  New  Englifh  States  doe 
fend  a  veffell  and  men  to  fetch  the  Gouernor  and  Fifcall  and  any  that  haue  a  hand  in 
this  plott  of  Indians  they  will  enforce  them  to  goe  to  them  and  yeild  to  the  Englifh 
theire  place. 

This 
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This  Teftimony  was  giuen  in  vpon  oath  at  Stanford  the  9  of  May  1653  by  Silky 
Hunt  the  wife  of  Thomas  hunt  of  Stanford  ;  and  fliee  faith  that  one  Mr.  Clarke  of 
Malhpegg  on  longe  Ifland  heard  the  fame  ; 

The  Teftimony  of  Coco  Taken  att  Stanford  the  17th.  of  May  1653  being  examin- 
ed faith  that  the  Duch  Gouernors  Secretary  did  fpeak  with  theirc  Wompean  Sachems 
viz.  Mekernon  Meminkeh  and  Woowaurror  to  kill  the  Englilh. 

Being  alked  when  the  Gouernors  Secretary  fo  faid  hee  anfwared  this  Winter. 

Being  aiked  what  anfware  they  made  they  anfwared  why  fhould  wee  kill  the  Eng- 
lilh that  haue  donn  vs  noe  wronge  but  you  haue  killed  many  of  our  people  wrong- 
fully ;  being  alked  what  the  Gouernor  faid  to  this  hee  faid  it  was  Wenegen  ;  then 
hee  faid  (That  is  the  Duch  Gouernor)  lett  Vncas  bee  killed  ; 

Being  alked  how  hee  came  to  knowthefe  things  hee  anfwared  Mowarranoke  told 
him  them  ; 

Mowarranoke  examined  faith  being  alked  if  hee  had  Related  thofe  things  before 
expreffed  to  Chvoque  hee  anfwared  hee  had  foe. 

Being  alked  how  hee  came  to  know  thefe  things  he  anfwared  that  Wowarror  a 
Sachem  came  and  tould  him  of  it  with  giueing  him  a  great  charg  to  tell  ft  to  the 
Englifli. 

Wowarroonoke  being  aflced  if  Wowarror  could  bee  procured  to  Teflify  thi:  to 
the  Duch  Gouernors  face  if  the  Englifli  fliould  haue  occation  for  itt  hee  anfwared 
that  if  the  Englifli  will  promife  them  fafty  hee  would  come  and  teftify  the  fame  be- 
fore the  Englifli  Sachems  to  the  Duch  Gouernors  face  ;  hee  further  added  that  they 
gaue  the  Englifli  Sachems  their  harts  ; 

Further  being  afked  how  Wouwarror  came  to  bee  of  the  Duch  Gouernors  Coun- 
fell  in  this  whether  by  being  occationally  or  being  fent  for  on  purpofe  ;  hee  faith 
that  Wouwaurror  was  fent  on  purpofe. 

Being  afked  further  wher  Mekernow  and  Meminkeh  the  other  two  Sachems  liued 
and  how  they  came  to  bee  of  the  Counfell ;  hee  anfwared  they  Hue  together  in  one 
place ;   and  were  all  fent  for  by  the  Secretary  and  Gouernor. 

Being  alked  what  Reward  they  were  to  have  for  foe  doeing ;  hee  anfwared  that 
they  promifed  noe  Reward  att  all ;  for  Wouwaurror  (hewing  his  diflike  of  the  thinge 
they  prefenrly  brake  of. 

Being  alked  if  hee  had  any  thing  more  to  fay  j  and  being  tould  that  they  did  well 
not  to  aflent  to  fueh  a  wicked  plott  ;  hee  anfwared  noe  wee  haue  noe  more  to  fay  ; 
this  is  truth  and  wee  muft  not  make  more. 

Being  a'ked  if  the  Dutch  vfed  any  arguments  to  encurrage  the  Indians  in  fuch  a 
define  ;  hee  anfwared  they  did  ;  telling  thera  how  the  Duch  killed  the  Englifli  ouei 
the  feas.

Being  afked  if  Ninnigrett  haue  been  of  this  Counfell  hee  anfwared  yes  and  bad  vs 
tell  Vncas  that  hee  ihould  looke  to  himfelfe  for  that  there  was  a  defigne  againfl 
him. 

Kerottaman  kinfman  to  Nawaurror  a  tale  one  eyed  Indian  being  by  all  the  while 
thefe  were  examined  hee  confeirmed  all  faying  that  it  was  truth  that  they  had 
faid. 

Thomas  Staunton  and  goodman  Lawes  bath  were  by  and  the  Interpreters  of  what 
wee  afked  the  Indians  and  the  Indians  anfware  to  vs  ; 

This  Teftimony  is  the  true  Relation  giuen  in  by  the  Indians  nominated,  as  it  was 
Receiued  from  them  by  Thomas  Staunton,  Richard  Lawes  being  by,  and  deliuered 
vnto  vs  and  written  downe  by  vs  att  Stanford  May  17th.  1653.

Henry  Ackerley  of  Stanford  being  att  the  Monhatoes  in  the  Month  Aprill  1653 
and  the  houfe  of  Mr.  Allerton  wher  with  him  was  prefent  captaine  Vnderhill  alfoe 
Gorge  Wolfy  and  his  wife  ;  Into  theire  companies  came  an  Inglifh  man  whoe  fo- 
journed  with  henery  Broffier  att  the  Monhatoes  which  Englifh  man  afeirmed  in  the 
prefence  of  them  all  ;  That  the  Gouernor  of  the  Monhatoes  in  a  meeting  of  fome  of 
hi?  chiefe ;  the  Fifcall  being  with  him  bufy  in  difcourfe ;  fome  Indians  being  there 
by  them  The  Gouernor  afked  the  Indians  whether  they  would  or  could  afeirme  and 
charge  vpon  them,  that  was  the  Gouernor  and  Fifcall  that  they  did  fett  them  on 
to  burne  the  houfes  poifon  the  waters  of  and  kill  the  Englifh  ;  The  Indians  prefent- 
ly  afeirmed  to  theire  faces  that  they  foe  did  ;  and  that  of  themfelues  they  had  noe 
occation  foe  to  doe  nor  thoughts  of  any  fuch  thing  vntill  they  were  moved  to  the 
fame  by  the  Gouernor  and  Fifcall ;  The  faid  Englifh  Relator  before  them  Captain 
Vnderhill  &c  faid  That  the  Gouernor  hee  thought  did  fuppofe  wee  could  not  vnder- 
ftand  the  Indian  Tongue  but  they  were  miftaken  if  foe  they  thought  for  hee  could 
vnderftaud  as  well  as  mod  Duch  men  ;  the  partie  afeirming  is  huchinfon  a  fhippcar- 
penter  liueing  with  the  aforfaid  henery  Broffier  att  the  Monhatoes.

whoe 
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whoe  as  hee  faid  was  fent  by  the  towne  of  hcmpfteed  to  enforme  vs  of  the  eminent 
danger  wee  were  in  as  Reported  by  an  Indian  fent  by  the  Gouernor  of  the  Monha- 
toes;  as  the  Indian  faid  to  call  in  the  Indians  that  were  on  thefouth  fide  of  thelflandto 
meet  the  Indians  that  were  come  from  the  font  of  Aurania;  and  the  Indians  that  were 
att  Cannarfey  ;  and  that  the  Gouernor  lhewed  him  (that  is  the  Indian)  the  trench 
hee  was  makeing  att  the  Monhatoes  and  told  him  that  the  hollanders  in  holland  had 
cutt  of  all  the  houftes  that  is  the  heads  of  the  Englifh  in  old  England  and  therfore  if 
ten  thoufand  mould  come  againft  him  hee  would  not  fear  them  and  that  hee  flioul  J 
haften  to  doe  his  meffage  to  the  other  Indians  lead  the  Englilh  mould  come  before 
that  they  accomplifhed  what  hee  intended  and  that  they  fhould  fall  vpon  hemfteed 
and  cut  them  of  firft  and  the  other  townes  was  ezey  cutt  of  as  they  pleafed  ;  vpon 
this  Report  I  the  faid  deponant  went  to  Flufhing  to  hier  Lambert  Woodward  ta 
bring  mee  and  my  family  and  my  goods  with  other  Naighbours  to  Stanford  and  as 
wee  were  going  to  Flufhing  I  faid  to  my  Naighbours  wee  will  goe  to  Middleburrow 
and  Informe  them  of  the  bufines  whether  wee  went  and  came  to  Leiftenant  Palmers 
and  enformed  him  of  what  wee  heard  which  is  what  before  I  haue  related  ;  and 
thervpon  was  a  Towne  meeting  prefently  called  and  being  there  wee  related  the  fame 
to  the  moft  of  the  Towne  ;  fomc  of  them  gaue  creditt  to  what  wee  faid  others  did 
not  ;  Whervpon  Mr.  Coe  Majeflrate  faid  hee  could  not  beleeve  that  the  Duch  Go- 
uernor was  foe  bafe  and  vild  to  hier  the  Indians  to  cutt  of  the  Englifh  ;  But  after 
1  debated  the  matter  with  him  the  faid  Mr.  Coe  hee  did  acknowledge  that  hee  had 
been  with  the  Duch  Gouernor  2  daies  before  and  hee  told  him  that  if  the  Englifh 
came  againft  him  hee  had  fpoken  to  Indians  to  healp  him  againft  the  Englifh  the 
which  the  faid  Mr.  Coe  faid  the  Duch  Gouernor  would  not  deney.

5.  This  to  yoUer  Confederations  whether  free  pardon  may  not  bee  obtained  of  for- 
mer offences  (Murther  expected;  to  keep  vs  in  one  fide  leaft  Mr.  Dier  gett  a  partie  ; 
and  that  wilbee  dangerus  for  fome  will  thinke  to  bee  freed  ;  and  wee  feare  doe  much 
hurt. 

6.  Whether  wee  might  obtaine  the  fauor  of  Twenty  or  ten  men  with  a  Comaunder 
to  affift  vs  if  noe  men  yett  a  Comaunder  to  trayne  the  people  and  goe  out  with  them

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if  need  bee  and  beare  fome  fway  in  towne  affaires  to  prevent  deuifion  and  Indeed  con- 
fufion 

7.  "Whether  if  Mr.  Dier  require  affiftance  wee  may  deney  him  for  wee  feare  hee, 
will  plunder  haueing  refolute  fellowes  with  him  and  fall  on  the  Duch  farmes. 

8.  Whether  you  can  afford  vs  powder  and  fliott  att  Prefent. 

9.  Wee  being  willing  to  cleaue  to  New  England  they  haveing  Comifflon  thence 
whether  you  can  giue  power  to  fome  amongft  ourfelues  to  beare  Rule  till  further 
order  bee  taken  if  you  cannot  then  to  tender  our  Condition  to  afToard  vs  the  benniiit 
of  youer  power  and  that  by  Poft  our  lives  and  eftates  lye  att  the  Stake  if  the  Lord  by 
fome  meanes  healp  vs  not. 

10.  That  wee  might  haue  corn  and  vi&ailes  from  the  maine  giueing  cecuritie  that 
it  fhalbee  for  the  Englifti  onely. 

Thefe  were  prefented  to  the  Meffengers  att  firft  and  that  is  the  reafon  they  are  foe 
formed.

Bradford  Mr.  Ludlow  and  Mr.  Eaton  foure  of  the  former  Comiffioners  to  Joyne 
with  the  Committee  chofen  by  the  Maflachufetts  to  confider  and  prepare  the  Cafe 
as  they  may  ;  for  further  advife

The  next  Day  being  the  25th  of  May  the  formencioned  Comittee  mett  and  fpent 
the  greateft  parte  of  the  forenoone  in  Reading  and  Conferance  to  prepare  for  ftate- 
ing  the  faid  Cafe  but  not  agreeing  therin  Mr.  Eaton  and  Major  Denifon  were  chofen 
and  defired  to  make  each  of  them  a  fliort  Draught  to  bee  prefented  to  the  Court  and 
Elders  which  accordingly  was  done  ;

1.  The  Duch  in  thefe  partes  for  diuers  yeares  and  in  a  fucceffion  of  2  Gouernors 
«ie  after  another  hath  multiplyed  Injuries  hoftile  affronts  Joyned  with  Treacherous 

fahhood 
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falfhood  againfl  the  Englifli  Collonies  or  Btt  Icaft  fome  of  them  to  theire  very  great 
damage 

2.  The  aforfaid  Injuries  hauc  been  often  and  duely  Witnefled  againfl;  by  the  per- 
fons  and  Collonies  wronged  by  the  Comiflioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  and  by  the 
Gouernor  and  Generall  Court  of  the  Maflkchufetts  as  by  a  treaty  and  letters  may 
more  fully  appeer  due  Satisfaction  hath  been  Required  but  to  this  day  nothing  can 
bee  obtained  but  falfe  and  oftencive  Returnes 

3.  The  Duch  Gouernor  and  fome  others  about  him  haue  been  formerly  accufed 
or  fufpected  of  Infligateing  and  Annimateing  the  Indians  againfl  the  Englifli,  But 
lately  a  Treacherous  and  bloody  plott  hath  been  defcouered  and  by  more  wkneffes 
then  could  have  been  expected  charged  vpon  him  his  fifcall  &c  by  which  the  peace 
of  the  Collonies  hath  been  much  delturbed ;  and  the  lives  of  them  and  theires  arc 
in  continuall  danger 

4.  According  to  aduife  from  the  honered  Counfell  and  Elders  heer  the  Duch 
Gouernor  hath  had  a  full  oppertunity  to  purg  himfelfe  to  make  fatisfa&ion  for  for- 
mer wronges  and  to  fecure  the  Collonies  for  the  future  ;  but  his  carriages  encreaf- 
eth  the  euidence  of  his  guilt ;  noe  Reparacon  can  bee  had  for  what  is  pafl,  nor 
doth  any  way  or  meanes  appeer  by  which  the  Collonies  may  expect  peace  and  fafty 
for  time  to  come 

5.  The  Infolency  Treachery  and  bitter  Enmity  exercifed  by  the  Duch  in  Europe 
againfl  the  Commonwealth  of  England  which  they  alfoe  Manifefl  againfl  all  the  Na- 
tion abroad  when  they  have  oppertunitie  and  power  may  in  Reafon  aflure  vs  that  if 
once  they  have  leafur  to  fend  any  fmale  fleet  to  the  Monhatoes  the  Collonies  can 
neither  bee  fafe  in  theire  perfons  or  eftates  on  fhore  nor  in  theire  Trad  att  fea 

6.  Though  the  Englifh  whoe  live  within  the  Duch  Jurifdi&ion  about  the  Monha- 
toes may  bee  Juflly  blamed  for  fettleing  themfelues  vnder  that  Gouerment  yett  the 
moil  of  them  did  it  before  any  breach  betwixt  the  two  Nations  And  now  they  are  in 
continuall  feare  not  onely  from  the  Duch  but  from  the  Indians  by  the  Duch  Inflaga* 
tion  and  the  danger  dayly  encreafeth  becaufe  they  will  not  engage  themfelues  by 
oath  for  the  Duch  againfl  the  Englifli  Nation  and  Englifli  Collonies  ;  And  vnles 
fpeedy  healp  bee  afFoarded  they  and  theires  may  foone  bee  cutt  of: 

7.  What  Rafli  attempts  fom  from  Road  Ifland  have  made  againfl  the  Duch  and 
how  fare  they  may  now  engage  with  C  apt :  Vndriell  in  this  Nationall  quarrell  and 
what  the  Confequences  may  bee  either  to  them  or  to  the  Collonies,  att  leafl  the 
fmaler  plantations  is  worthy  of  ferius  confideration  ; 

8.  The  premifles  with  other  things  of  waight  which  by  fome  other  hand  may 
bee  added  being  duely  confidered  ;  the  queflion  is  what  God  calls  for  what  the  State 
of  England  and  the  Englifh  in  thefe  partes  may  expect ;  and  if  any  plantation  either 
within  thefe  Jurifdi&ions ;  or  whoe  are  threatened  and  in  danger  for  not  engaging 
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with  and  for  the  cnimies  of  England  bee  cut  of  either  by  the  Duch  or  Indians  whoe 
are  now  like  to  be  haftened  and  hurried  to  fpeedy  execution  ;  and  that  after  fuch  a 
meeting  agitations  and  euidences  ;  where  the  guilt  of  fuch  blood  wilbee  charged  ;. 
The  Comittie  for  dating  the  cafe  for  the  Duch  in  Relation  to  the  vnited  Collonies 
doe  find  ; 

The  Cafe  ftated  by  Major  Generall  Dennifon 

i.  That  for  diuers  yeares  beginning  in  1640  feuerall  differences  and  contefts 
haue  happened  between  the  Englifh  of  Connefticott  and  Newhauen  touching  the 
Claimes  and  pretences  to  feuerall  tracts  of  land  which  hath  occationed  feuerall  protefts 
from  either  partie  ;  and  fome  offenciue  acles  from  the  Duch  tending  to  the  breach 
of  Amity  vntill  the  meeting  att  hartford  1650  wher  Arbetrators  on  both  partes  cho- 
fen  haueing  heard  the  differences  did  in  a  great  parte  determine  the  fame  and  be- 
caufe  fome  of  the  greivances  did  arife  vnder  the  Gouerment  of  Mr.  Keift,  and  the 
prefent  Gouernor  not  prepared  to  anfware ;  the  Deligates  on  both  partes  Refpeted 
the  Confideration  and  Judgment  of  them  that  the  prefent  Gouernor  might  acquaint 
the  States   and  Weftjndia  companie  with  the  particulares 

2.  Since  which  agreement  the  Duch  Gouernor  hath  protefted  againft  a  fliipp  of 
Newhauen  with  paffengers  bound  for  Delaware  which  alfoe  hee  flopped  as  appeers 
by  their  Declaration  ;  The  Delegates  att  the  meeting  of  hartford  notwithftanding 
the  challenges  and  pretences  of  either  parte  to  the  lands  in  the  faid  Bay  not  deter- 
mine the  Right  to  either  parte,  but  wholy  Refering  the  fame  to  bee  Ifl'ued  and  de- 
termined by  the  two  States  of  England  and  holland  leaveing  both  parties  to  plead 
and  Improue  theire  JuftEnterefts  ; 

3.  Wee  find  the  Duch  Gouernor  hath  not  made  good  his  promife  made  to  the 
Comiffioners  att  the  faid  meeting  after  the  agreement  of  the  Deligates  to  Refigne  vp 
Greenwich  to  the  Jurifdiftion  of  New  Haven 

4.  Wee  find  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  Fifcall  accufed  and  charged  by  fome  Indians 
theire  Naighbours  parte  of  whome  by  theire  owne  Confeffion  were  formerly  att  En- 
mitie  with  them  the  Duch  to  haue  pra&ifed  with  themfelues  ;  and  Incited  them  againfl 
the  Englilh  as  Chono  and  Momoronoh  teftify  ;  And  by  the  Report  and  confeffion  of 
divers  Indians  to  feuerall  Englifh  that  fuch  a  plott  was  on  foot  betweene  Duch  and 
Indians  and  that  Ninnigret  hath  been  a  cheife  after  in  the  Confpiracye  ;  as  appereth 
by  the  Teftimonies  brought  in  to  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  whervpon 
they  lately  defpatched  Meffengers  to  the  Gouernor  and  Counfell  att  the  Monhatoes 
farther  to  fi.rch  and  enquire  into  the  truth  of  the  laid  plott ;  by  examining  fuch 
wkneffes  that  were  Rcfiding  vnder  the  Duch  JurifdicYion  if  they  might  bee  authorif- 
e<i  thervnto  by  the  Duch  Ccunfel!  ;  Whoe  arrivehig  att  the  Monhatoes  and  deli- 
vering 
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vering  theire  MefTage  Received  anfware  from  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  Couniell  ap- 
peers  by  theire  papers  ; 

The  Cafeflated  in  thefe  two  Draughts  being  both  written  on  one  fide  of  a  Vvhole 
flieet  of  Paper  fpread  abroad  was  vnderwritten  as  followeth  ; 

Wee  not  agreeing  vpon  the  Cafe  doe  prefent  thefe  two  Draughts  and  leaue  them 
both  to  bee  compared  with  the  Declaration  Letter  to  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  Eui- 
dences

The  Cafe  flated  in  two  Draughts  as  before  the  Comiffioners  called  to  a  Confer- 
ance  before  the  Generall  Court  for  the  Maffachufetts  and  divers  naighbouring  Elders 
of  the  fame  Jurifdi&ion  the  Letter  to  the  Duch  Gouernor  was  Read  with  diners  Evi- 
dences to  prove  the  plott  charged  vpon  him;  and  a  large  Conferance  palled  betwixt 
fome  of  the  Comiffioners  and  fome  of  the  Court  about  fome  particulares  in  the  Cafe 
after  which  vpon  the  defire  of  the  Elders  the  papers  were  deliuered  to  bee  more 
fully  perufed  and  confidered  by  them  and  the  H  of  May  they  made  this  following 
Returne  ; 

The  Anfware  of  the  Elders  called  to  give  theire  opinnion  what  the  Lord  calleth 
to  doe  in  the  prefent  cafe  between  the  vnited  Collonies  and  the  Duch  an  the  Mon- 
hatoes  ; 

Wee  can  not  but  bee  deeply  fenfable  of  the  grat  waight  and  difficultie  of  this 
cafe  ;  and  of  our  Infufficiency  to  Refolue  the  fame  which  hath  e^ercifed  the  more 
able  Judgment  of  fo  many  of  Gods  fervants  ;  but  being  called  therto  by  fuch  to 
whom  wee  owe  all  obfervance  and  duty  in  the  Lord  ;  after  ferius  calling  vpon  God 
for  his  Affiftance  due  Regard  had  to  the  State  of  the  Cafe  and  much  debate  about 
the  fame  wee  are  come  (as  wee  hope)  by  the  guidance  of  the  Lord  to  this  Iffiic 
followinge  ; 

Firft  conferning  the  many  Injuries  and  affronts  offered  to  our  honered  and  belov- 
ed Bretheren  of  Newhauen  Conec'ticott  and  this  Collonie  alfoe  fare  bee  it  from  vs 
that  wee  ffiould  not  deeply  and  (as  the  Lord  calleth  vs)  Effectually  Refent  the  fame  ; 
yett  confidering  that  diuers  of  thofc  things  haue  b^en  vndsr  the  Compromife  of 
Comiffioners  chofen  and  that  fome  of  the  cheife  of  them  (wherin  alfoe  h^ve  lainc 
the  occation  of  the  late  differences)  have  not  yett  had  theire  full  proceffe  and  Iiiuj 
in  the  way  aduifed  vnto  therfore  wee  cannot  deferne  this  to  be  a  fufficient  cleave 
ground  of  warr  att  prefent  yet  wee  conciue  it  Juft  that  all  due  means  bee  feafouab'y 
tfed  for  Satisfaction. ; 

2condly. 
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2Cond1y.  Conferning  that  late  execrable  plott  tending  to  the  deftru£lion  of  foe 
many  deare  faints  of  God  which  is  Imputed  to  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  Fifcall  wee 
confeiue  the  proofe  and  apprehenfions  alledged  to  bee  of  much  waight  to  enduce  vs 
to  beleeue  the  Reallitie  therof ;  And  have  great  caufe  to  acknowledge  the  fpetiall 
favor  of  God  in  its  defcouery  and  the  faithfull  care  of  his  fervants  in  authoritie  over 
vs  as  the  meanes  vnder  God  of  our  continnued  fafty  and  peace  ;  yett  vpon  ferious 
and  confiencious  examination  of  the  proofe  produced  wee  cannot  find  them  foe  fully 
conclufiue  as  to  cleare  vp  prefent  proceedings  to  warr ;  Before  the  world  and  to 
beare  vp  our  harts  with  that  fullnes  of  perfwafion  that  is  meet  in  Contending  the  cafe  to 
God  in  our  praiers  and  to  his  people  in  our  exhortations ;  the  beginning  of  flrife  be- 
ing alfoe  as  the  letting  in  of  waters  ;  And  conceiueing  good  caufe  to  hope  that  the 
difcouery  of  the  plott  through  the  blefling  of  god  is  and  wilbee  a  great  difappoint- 
ment  of  it  ;  Therfore  wee  humbly  conceiue  itt  to  be  mofl  agreeable  to  the  Gofpell 
of  Peace  which  wee  profeffe  and  fafefl  for  thefe  Collonies  to  forbear  the  vfe  of  the 
fword,  till  the  Lord  by  his  prouidence  and  by  the  wifedome  of  his  feruants  fett  over 
vs  {hall  further  cleare  of  his  mind  either  for  our  fetled  peace  or  mofl  manifefl  grounds 
of  warr  that  wee  may  not  proceed  doubtfully  and  foe  unfafely  in  foe  waighty  a  cafe 
in  the  mean  while  wee  may  comfortably  Comitt  ourfelues  vnto  the  Lord  waighting 
vpon  him  in  a  pofture  of  Defence  and  Reddines  for  action  as  need  (hall  Require 
hoping  that  the  Lord  will  not  fuffer  his  people  to  loofe  by  theire  tendernes  of  Con- 
fience  in  being  flow  to  fheed  blood. 

And  the  next  Day  from  the  Generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts  the  following 
writing  was  Read  ; 

The  Deputies  haueing  taken  into  ferious  Confideration  the  matters  Relateing  to 
peace  or  warr  with  the  Duch  ;  Contended  to  them  for  counfell  and  advife  haue 
thought  meet  to  make  theire  Returne  that  according  to  theire  beft  apprehenfions  in 
the  cafe  they  doe  not  vnderfland  wee  are  caled  to  make  a  prefent  warr  with  the  Duch ; 
yett  Judge  itt  meet  that  fomething  mould  bee  done  to  make  provifion  for  ourfelues 
and  confederates  by  fending  of  Meffengers  to  Require  fatisfaction  for  wronges  and 
Injuries  done  and  to  demaund  fecuritie  from  them  for  the  future  in  Refpeft  of  the 
vnited  Collonies  for  the  number  of  perfons  and  the  way  and  means  of  accomplishing 
the  fame  wee  leaue  to  the  honered  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  to  determine 
of  as  they  in  theire  wifdomes  fhall  Iudge  mofl  meet ;  vfeing  as  much  care  and  ten- 
dernes to  avoid  warr  in  the  purfuance  therof  as  may  bee  ;  voted  by  the  Deputies 
with  Refference  to  the  Confent  of  the  honered  Majeflrates  thervnto  ;

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The  29  of  May  by  Lettres  dated  hartford  And  Newhauen  the  26th  further  Informa- 
con  was  giuen  that  the  Duch  Gouernor  continnueth  to  Stire  vp  and  hier  the  Mouw- 
haqucs  and  other  Indians  betwixt  hudfons  Riuer  and  Dellaware  againft  the  Englifh.  by 
giveing  them  wampam  and  coates  for  the  prefent  and  engageing  to  pay  them  20  fa- 
thom of  wampam  and  4  coates  a  day  for  foe  many  daies  as  they  ihalbee  Imployed  in 
feruice  of  the  Duch  that  they  may  bee  Reddy  vpon  any  fliort  warning  either  to  de- 
fend them  attthe  Monhatoes  or  to  cutt  of  the  Engliui  both  on  long  Ifland  and  the 
plantations  within  the  vnited  Collonies  on  the  mayne  and  to  furnifh  them  with  com- 
pleat  armes  for  the  defigne  ;  The  number  of  Indians  thus  engaged  are  diuerfly  Re- 
ported fome  fpeake  of  a  thoufand  att  lead  others  of  Many  more  ;  the  Reports  come 
feuerall  ways  from  the  Indians  and  from  Relations  that  feuerall  Duchmen  themfelues 
make  therof  to  the  Englhh  ; 

May  the  3th  wee  Receiued  the  following  letter  from  Mr.  Norris  Teacher  of  the 
Church  of  Salem  by  capt:  Hathome  ; 


I  DESIRED  much  tohaue  comended  fome  thoughts  to  the  honered  Comiffionerj 
att  this  Time  by  writing  conferning  the  Bufines  about  the  Duch  which  haue  caufed 
many  a  penfiue  hart  with  vs  but  time  not  permiting  That  I  onely  fignify  vnto  youer- 
felfe  the  heads  and  grounds  of  fome  of  our  feares  and  Jealoufies  to  bee  comvnicated 
to  the  Reft  ;  to  bee  confidered  in  a  matter  of  this  Confequence 

1.  our  feares  are  heer  if  nothing  bee  done  in  the  cafe  vpon  fuch  grounds  and  mo>- 
tiues  as  haue  been  held  forth  wee  fhall  plainly  declare  our  newtrallitie  in  the  quarreh 
of  our  Nation  and  foe  bee  looked  att  by  the  Parliament  of  England  as  Newters  and 
dealt  with  all  accordingly  which  may  beemifchiefe  to  the  whole  countrey 

2.  our  feares  are  further  that  if  the  Indians  and  Infidels  heer  perceiue  and  find  af- 
ter foe  many  and  great  prouocations  giuen  vs  ;  fuch  terrifiings  and  affrightments  of 
vs  fuch  ftiewes  of  high  Refolutions  amongft  vs  by  our  Mufterings  by  Day  and  ala- 
rums by  night  and  the  boafting  of  our  confidence  in  our  god  and  his  healp  yet  wee 
dare  not  putt  forth  in  afte  but  fpend  all  our  time  in  partes  and  difputes  whiles  the 
enimies  fortify  againft  vs  and  Infult  ouer  vs ;  It  will  make  them  Intolerable  Infolent 
for  future  time  ;  and  caufe  them  to  blafpheme  and  defpiffe  both  our  God  and  ourfelues. 
which  were  a  woeful!  Scandall  to  them  and  to  the  World  of  fad  Confequence  to  our- 
felues  Matthew  the  18th.  iy 

3.  Wee  feare  moreouer  that  our  brethern  liueing  neare  the  Duch  and  Indians  haue- 
ing  made  theire  moane  to  vs  and  deilred  our  affiftaiide  of  them  if  they  bee  neglected' 
and  fuffer  by  it  to  blood  and  life  ;  leaft  that  Curfe  of  the  Angell  of  the  Lord  againft 

Meros 
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Meros  in  the  like  cafe  fhould  file  vpen  vs ;  Judges  the  51,  23  which  the  Lord  tor- 
bidd. 

4.  Wee  feare  that  the  Arguments  and  Reafons  giuen  to  the  Contrary  which  wee 
cannot  vnderftand  though  plauffible  may  not  bee  fufficient  to  ballance  the  former  con- 
fideration  to  caft  foe  waighty  a  caufe 

Thus  not  charging  ought  vpon  any  but  declaring  the  feares  of  many  and  tendering 
the  grounds  to  the  consideration  of  fuch  whome  it  confernes  wee  earneftly  and 
humbly  pray  that  the  Lord  will  in  much  Mercy  to  his  people  guide  and  direft  them

The  i|  of  May  1653  Mr.  Auguftine  Heerman  came  to  Boflon  and  brought  Letters 
from  the  Duch  Gouernor  which  are  as  followeth 

Honored  Sirs, 

THE  fudden  Departure  of  youer  Meffengers  contrary  to  our  friendly  Invitation 
without  coming  to  any  conclufion  about  thofe  weighty  affaires  as  theire  order  and  Co- 
miflion  did  Import  or  giueing  any  pun&uall  anfware  to  our  well  meaning  propofitions 
makeing  foe  great  haft  that  they  would  not  attend  one  halte  day  to  take  our  anfware 
with  them  vnto  youer  honered  large  and  confederate  mefTage  ;  honered  Sires  this 
might  caufe  in  vs  thoughts  of  noe  Reall  Intentions  howeuer  hetherto  wee  haue  made 
the  beft  Conftruction  of  it ;  youer  meffengers  Cloaking  theire  fuddaine  Departure 
Voder  pretence  of  the  day  of  election  to  bee  held  this  weeke  att  Bofton  att  which 
they  muft  appeer  if  pofible  and  that  they  had  noe  further  order  nor  time  ap- 
pointed ; 

Honored  Sirs 

Wee  haue  in  purfnance  of  our  laft  adreffe  to  youer  meffengers  done  this  funday 
att  night  before  funfett  thought  good  to  lett  this  ferue  for  anfware  to  youers  dated 
the  scond  of  may  in  Bofton  and  deliuered  vnto  vs  the  22cond  of  the  fame  month 
new  ftyle. 

In  the  fuft  place  you  fay  that  the  Vnited  Collonies  feuerall  times  by  letters  Trea- 
teys  and  Protefts  haue  propounded  theire  grieuances  and  fought  Reparations  both 
from  the  prefent  and  former  director  ;  but  haue  to  this  prefent  ben   anfwared  by 

4  hoftile 
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hoftile  affronts  and  offence  taken  in  great  parte  indeed  of  anfwares  ;  honered  Sirs 
the  particularifing  in  the  purfuance  of  the  explanation  and  Remonftrance  of  youer 
"meffengers  fuppofitions  and  ad  litions  which  they  add  that  the  former  as  well  as  the 
prefent  Gouernor  Generall  of  the  Refpettiue  Collonies  by  fundry  letters  treaties  and 
protefts  haue  fought  fatisfaction  for  thofe  affronts  Injuries  and  anticipations  and  vfur- 
pations  vpon  tluire  principall  pretended  flreams  and  purchafed  lands  ;  But  to  this 
prefent  haue  Receiued  nothing  but  delatory  exceptions  oft'enciue  affronts  and  vn- 
pleafing  anfwars,  as  well  in  the  fouth  Riuer  bay  called  Dellaware  bay  as  vpon  the. 
frefh  Riuer  by  yoa  called  Conec"ticott  the  which  by  liuing  Teftimony  to  this  Day  you 
could  never  make  appeer  ;  but  for  afmuch  land  noe  is  a  lafting  oppofition  and  foe 
Remaines  in  cafe  it  bee  not  defided  by  Indifferent  Judges  and  arbetrators,  wee  haue 
alwaies  (hewed  ourfelues  willing,  and  by  this  wee  doe  alfo  declare  to  remoue  the 
queflion  either  to  Indiffcren  p.rfons  heer  or  to  the  Determination  of  both  our  fu- 
periors  in  our  natiue  Countries  ;  wee  alfoe  defired  to  enter  into  further  Conference 
with  youer  meffengers  about  the  aforemencioned  points  and  matters  in  queftion  ; 
and  haue  produced  our  euidence  and  Inffru&ions  and  (hewed  them  wherin  wee  made 
our  exceptions  as  our  la(l  acireffe  to  them  did  Import  not  being  ordered  to  determine 
the  matter  heer  but  rnely  to  feeke  reddy  and  full  Satisfaction  non  infpecie  fedd  in 
Genere  as  thciredemaunds  were  may  bee  extended  add  Infinnitum  ;  Itt  would  be  a 
long  and  tedious  relation  to  anfware  all  points  which  in  the  letters  you  particularize 
to  the  number  of  14  or  15  articles,  and  to  repeat  them  wee  efteem  it  vnneffafarie, 
the  rather  becaufe  the  mod  parte  of  them  were  defided  provifionally  in  the  articles 
of  agreement  att  hartford  vpon  the  19th  cf  the  7th  called  September  1653  or  att 
leafl  recomended  to  the  prinicipalls  of  both  parties  in  Europe  as  may  appeer  by  the 
aforfaid  agreement  or  contract  Inferted  in  the  letter  by  youerfelues  ;  Wee  (hall  ther- 
fore  neither  trouble  you  nor  ourfeiues  with  reiteratiue  repetition  of  letters  proteffs 
and  anfwars  ouer  and  againe  paffing  betwixt  parties  onely  on  this  confideration  to 
remoue  any  further  progreffe  in  new  difcontents  which  tend  onely  to  our  trouble  ; 
Wee  (hall  onely  take  notice  of  one  Word  which  you  youerfelues  Infert  in  the  be- 
ginning of  youer  letter  that  the  multitude  of  by  pad  mifcheifs  (or  as  the  words 
themfelues  prefent)  former  wronges  once  againe  repeated  ;  To  charge  a  bloody 
plott  notwithstanding  that  the  complaints  are  and  remaine  in  the  firft  place  not  proued 
2condly  111  applyed  and  alledged  ;  and  laftly  may  bee  applyed  to  the  advantage  of 
youer  complined  as  the  complainers  ;  and  in  the  feuerall  proteffs  made  by  the  noble 
Lord  Keift  ;  and  as  againft  fundry  vfurpations  ;  Vpon  good  grounds  to  vnderftand 
that  our  Lords  Superiors  who  were  abufed  in  their  Rights  according  our  vnderffand- 
ing  remaine  foe  to  this  day  ;  and  will  in  that  cafe  with  very  many  more  bee  in  parte 
ruined  ;  and  it  comes  to  paffe  about  this  matter  namely  in  Confideration  of  the  ab- 
furditie  of  a  late  bloody  plott  which  is  neuer  yett  defcouered  nor  neuer  (halbee 
Vol.  II.  K  k  proued  ; 
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proued  ;  to  charge  vs  with  the  old  and  vndefided  differences  of  parties  in  the  like 
quallitie  defending  theire  Right  and  Jurifdiction  of  their  fuperiors  If  any  Englifh 
bee  It  in  a  priuate  or  by  the  Confent  of  the  Gouernor  and  reft  of  Newhauen  haue 
bought  and  paied  for  any  lands  within  the  limits  and  Jurifdiction  of  New  Nether- 
lands and  by  vertue  therof  vpon  long  Ifland  by  Captain  Howe  att  Stanford  by  Mr. 
Feauxin  the  fouth  Riuerby  Thomas  Lamberton,  and  haue  contracted  to  build,  this 
is  not  the  queftion  but  the  queftion  is  and  remaines  vnder  whofe  Jurifdi&ion  Thofe 
landes  of  longe  Ifland  Newhauen  Conecticott  and  the  fouth  Riuer  are  accounted 
before  they  were  bought  built  and  Inhabited  by  the  perfons  aforfaid  ;  The  Comifliou- 
ers  of  New  England  will  fay  vnder  their  Jurifdiction  the  Gouernor  of  New  Nether- 
land  in  oppofition  that  you  are  vnder  them  ;  and  it  hitherto  appeers  the  laft  ft  Hues 
to  haue  it  to  theire  aduantage  with  the  parties  themfelues  in  theire  letter  complaine 
of  thefe  Conferning  many  Injurious  Protefts  receiued  and  old  hoftillitie  fuffered 
againft  which  it  fhall  neuer  bee  made  appeer  that  our  oldeft  naighbours  as  thofe  of 
Verginnia  Bofton  and  Plymouth  Collonies  euer  yet  Complained  of  any  encroaching 
vpon  any  of  their  Jurifdictions  by  our  nation  ;  But  att  all  times  both  fides  haue  pof- 
feffed  theire  owne  in  peace  and  corefpondency  loueingly  together  till  fuch  time  a 
while  agoe  the  Gouerment  of  Hartford  and  Newhauen  doe  not  to  this  day  make  it 
appeer  by  what  authoritie  and  vnder  whofe  comiffion  it  came  to  bee  begun  and 
carried  on  between  both  ;  long  after  the  hollanders  had  bounded  theire  limites  by 
the  fort  the  hope  vpon  the  frefli  Riuer  wee  are  not  willing  heer  to  particuler  becaufe 
it  was  afted  before  our  time  The  Injuries  loffes  and  affronts  that  our  noble  high  Sou- 
veraignes  and  noble  Lords  Bywenthebbers  as  Lords  patrons  of  this  prouince  and 
theire  Subjects  haue  fuffered  in  abufing  and  vilepending  theire  faid  high  any  mi 
armes  in  abufing  linking  and  wounding  theire  feruants  and  fubje&s  in  theire  taking 
away  pounding  and  felling  of  theire  Cattle  horfes  Cowes  and  hoggs  in  their  antifipita- 
tion  and  vferpation  vpon  theire  bought  andpaiedfor  Lands  asappeers  by  the  extract  of 
our  daily  heerwith  fent  of  which  the  particulers  can  bee  abundantly  made  to  appeer 
by  Teftimony  now  liueing  for  which  wee  may  require  full  and  fpeedy  Satisfaction 
and  reparation  and  reftitution  ;  not  from  the  honered  Comiffioners  in  generall  but 
from  thofe  in  particulare  whom  it  confernes  being  pad  before  our  time  as  a  prefent 
Satisfaction  is  fought  from  vs  for  pretended  loffes  and  affronts  as  well  from  us  as 
from  our  predeceffors  ;  But  in  regard  we  would  not  willingly  put  the  tinder  to  the 
fier  in  thefe  dangerous  times  which  would  giue  occation  to  the  advancing  of  hart 
burnings  as  alfoe  for  that  wee  will  not  againe  kindle  the  fier  prouided  for  att  hart- 
ford  by  the  agreement  being  more  att  large  couered  with  the  allies  of  oblivion  all 
by  paft  queftions  bee  remoued  and  left  to  the  Direction  of  our  Superiors  of  either 
panic  wee  will  thcrfore  for  that  End  not  Infift  vpon  this. 

Conferning 
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Conferning  the  other  particulare  Complaints  againfl  John  Johnfon  being  Comif- 
fioner  or  in  Comiffion  on  the  fouth  Riuer  now  long  fence  dead  ;  and  againft  Dauid 
Prouoft  that  was  in  Comiffion  vpon  the  houfe  the  hope  forafmuch  as  the  fame  is 
vnknowne  to  vs  wee  ftiall  for  the  prcfent  times  bee  better  enformed  not  defending 
much  lefle  allowing  but  a  word  in  anfware  wee  fay  to  it  which  is  particularly  laid  to 
our  charge  ;  begining  with  the  i  ith.  Article  of  your  letter  where  it  faid  that  wee  with 
a  fhipp  belonging  to  Newhauen  being  fold  by  ourfelues  to  Mr.  Goodiear  haue  fent 
Armed  fouldiers  and  without  any  notice  giuen  haue  taken  from  thence  a  Duch  mar- 
chants  fliipp  ;  It  is  acknowlidged  but  with  this  onely  exception  that  the  fhip  Swall 
although  fold  to  Mr.  Goodiear  it  was  not  att  that  time  deliuered  and  alfoe  not  fully- 
paid  for  ;  the  Shipp  that  was  fetched  from  thence  was  a  Runaway  a  deceiuer  of  his 
owne  Mafter  and  our  Matters  haueing  Receiued  by  Intelligence  that  ftiee  was  come 
within  the  Limits  of  the  Companies  Pattent  without  accuftomed  Comiffion  ;  and  by 
vertue  therof  confiscable  as  wee  haue  made  appeer  before  the  Comiffioners 
att  hartford  according  to  theire  agreement ;  In  the  12th.  Article  is  a  general!  com- 
plaint againft  the  Trad  of  prohibited  goods  as  Mufkets  powder  and  ledd  with  the  Na- 
tiues  ;  wee  neither  will  nor  can  allow  or  wholly  excufe  our  nation  therm  but  fhould 
wee  giue  more  occation  of  complaints  to  our  fide  in  the  cafe  which  our  naighbours 
doe  Juftify  in  that  they  continnually  euery  yeare  doe  by  ftealth  carrying  out  great 
quantities  of  guns  and  powder  into  thefie  prouinces  and  fupply  the  Natiues  therwith 
at  the  2cond.  and  3d.  hand  notwithftanding  the  orders  and  declarations  made  and 
Manifefted  to  the  contrary  to  prohibite  it  heer  being  as  great  Inquiry  made  after  fuch 
actings  as  in  any  place  whatfoeuer  non  Entis  nulla  accidentia  ;  befides  while  thefe 
thinges  are  vndefcouered  they  can  not  bee  puniftied  ; 

The  complaint  alledged  in  the  13th.  Article  againft  the  Erecting  of  a  hand  againft 
which  all  fmale  veflels  are  accuftomed  to  Anker  and  againft  the  Acknowlidgment 
defiring  to  bee  anfwared  ;  euery  place  making  and  ordering  for  the  times  being  fuch 
ordinances  as  they  thinke  moft  fitt  It  feems  it  is  complained  of  by  naighbours  as  they 
pretend  theire  veflels  haue  been  Chafed  and  forced  to  an  Ancker  at  more  vnfutable 
Places  then  our  owne  ;  And  if  wee  take  more  ftrift  account  of  theire  negociations 
then  of  our  owne  which  neuer  was  &6ne;  And  that  all  Duch  fhipps  in  New  Enoland 
are  free  neuer  haue  paid  anceridges  in  any  place  ;  of  which  wee  can  produce  good 
proofe  to  the  contrary  :  if  need  Require  but  fee  noe  caufe  for  it  ;  men  being  to  ex- 
pect to  find  lawes  in  euery  place  but  not  to  bring  lawes  with  them  ; 

What  followeth  in  the  14th.  Article  touching  the  agreement  made  att  hartford 
and  the  complaint  made  therin  mencioned,  neuer  was  there  any  thing  done  or  act- 
ed by  vs  in  oppofition  of  our  Comitties  Willett  and  Baxter  haue  Clofed  or  figned  to 
any   thmge  after  the  preclofe  of  the  Agreement  more  then  the  charge  and  the  In- 
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ftru&ions  giuen  them  by  vs  moi-e  then  theire  Comiffions  and  Inftructions  allow  It  is 
beyond  our  Knowlidge  ; 

Conferning  the  Bounds  of  our  Limits  and  the  fouth  Riuer  and  to  forbid  trade 
much  more  to  fhutt  it  vp  ;  any  thing  but  by  approbation  and  agreement  declared 
and  aflented  by  our  Soveraigne  Lords  in  Europe  wee  declare  over  and  aboue  ;  the 
2cond.  point  of  agreement  in  the  Articles  touching  the  deuiding  of  the  Limits  faith 
in  theife  proper  words  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Greenwich  fliall  Remaine  vnder  the 
Gouerment  of  the  Duch  vntill  further  Orders  and  Confideration  therin  ;  And  to  de- 
clare that  wee  would  not  therfore  in  any  meafure  (hew  oppofition  to  the  aforfaid  Ar- 
ticles wee  hauenot  meddled  with  or  Interrupted  any  of  the  Subjedte  of  Greenwich 
nor  place  it  felfe  nor  haue  not  made  any  order  or  placed  Mageftrates  therin ;  but 
left  them  as  Newtralls  as  at  this  time  wee  yett  doe  till  fuch  times  as  they  fhalbee  def- 
pofed  of  by  theire  Superiors  in  Europe  according  to  agreement  what  confernes  De- 
laware bay  both  before  and  after  during  the  Arbetration  wee  haue  protefted  before 
the  honered  Commiffioners  That  wee  may  not  admite  of  any  habitation  of  people 
to  bee  therin  being  contrary  to  the  Comaund  of  our  Superiors  ;  being  conformable 
to  the  2cond.  Article  of  theire  agreement  and  could  not  in  that  Regard  leaue  our 
felues  without  blame  and  Blemifh  to  our  Matters  and  Superiors.  If  wee  fhould  make 
foe  great  a  neglect  and  trefpas  vpon  the  Comiflion  and  Inftru&ions  giuen  And  by 
the  way  not  to  lett  flip  the  fiting  downe  of  the  people  attNewhauen  in  the  fouth  Riuer 
of  New  Neetherland  the  which  wee  haue  Mannifefted  vnto  them  at  Newhauen  by  a 
formerProteft  andDiflike  to  forwarne  and  aduertife  them  therof  and  to  hold  forth  our 
Innofency  from  all  Dammage  or  blood  fhedding  which  might  apparently  enfue  ther- 
by  ;  And  what  further  confernes  the  matter  and  Narratiue  in  Relation  that  wee 
fhould  put  theire  Meflengers  into  fall  hold  and  take  theire  Comiffions  and  Inftruc- 
tion  from  them  to  the  Intent  aforfaid  the  bufines  being  well  examined  and  looked  to 
wilbee  found  that  the  Meflengers  were  Civilly  vfed  and  entertained  att  the  houfe 
of  our  Captaine  Leiftenant  of  our  towne  Martin  Crygar  ; 

To  the  Conclufion  of  youer  honered  letters  touching  the  Confpiracye  with  the 
Natiues  or  Barbaros  wild  people  letting  pafle  our  former  proteflation  touching  the 
fame  there  fliall  neuer  any  appearance  of  truth  be  found  in  it ;  If  youer  meflengers 
had  ben  pleafed  to  haue  made  enquiry  into  the  according  to  due  cource 

and  mannor  of  law  our  Innofencye  and  the  truth  of  our  cafe  had  ben  truly  defcoured 
and  found  out  Wee  fliall  not  argue  further  vpon  this  matter  Confcia  Mens  Redi  fa- 
mje  Mendacia  Ridett  And  it  fhalbee  a  braflen  bulworke  for  vs  againft  any  which  will 
put  vpon  vs  and  our  Nation  any  fake  Rumer  or  Report  or  any  trouble  or  Mollefla- 
tion  therby.

And  foe  proceed  to  our  defence  without  Intention  of  offence  or  taxing  any  and  to 
vfe  fuch  meanes  as  God  and  the  law  of  the  people  and  the  truft  and  commaund  put 
vpon  vs  by  our  fuperiors,  wee  have  better  grounds  than  to  cloake  our  proceedings 
by  a  falce  rumer  and  report  of  wild  and  barbarous  people  therby  to  ruine  our  naigh- 
bours  to  fpoile  land  and  people  to  fhedd  innocent  blood  and  what  Mifcheuioufneffe 
and  vnrighteoufnefl'e  will  further  bring  with  it  being  put  in  worke  and  practice  by 
reafon  of  the  ynexpefted  differences  rifen  between  our  fuperiors  in  Europe  ; 

What  confernes  vs  forafmuch  as  wee  find  ourfelues  blamles  and  Innofent  and  haue 
heitherto  entertained  propounded  or  Intended  any  thing  to  the  damage  of  our  naigh- 
bours  by  our  owne  powers  and  lawfull  armes  much  more  by  treafonable  treacharous 
defignes  ;  for  wee  remaine  yen  in  the  fame  anfware  wee  gaue  to  youer  Meffengers 
which  was  faire  and  fatisfactory  viz.  Continnuation  of  peace  Correfpondency  nego- 
tiation and  Naighbourly  frindfhip  as  formerly  wee  haue  had,  with  taking  notice  of 
any  of  the  differences  and  warrs  arifing  in  Europe  betwixt  both  nations  ;  and  to  this 
purpofe  requefted  of  them  fafe  conduct  and  free  paffage  for  two  or  three  perfons 
to  fend  vnto  youer  worfhips  touching  the  fame  drawen  as  they  att  theire  firft  coming 
defired  and  obtained  of  vs  which  was  not  by  them  fully  and  clearly  anfwared  ;  what 
further  by  youer  honored  felues  or  theire  principalis  fhalbee  defired  wee  cannot  yett 
fathome  ;  but  {hall  reft  ourfelues  fatisfied  in  that  which  God  fhall  prefent  to  vs  ; 
trufting  this  that  hee  beeing  a  righteous  judge  will  alfoe  moft  righteoufly  defend  and 
bleffe  our  righteous  meanes  for  a  righteous  defence  ;  If  not  wee  (hall  take  his 
righteous  Judgments  as  our  puniftiment  and  amendment  and  Comite  the  fuccefs  to 
him  ; 

As  touching  what  happened  in  the  Amboyna  bufines  in  the  Eaft  Indies  is  vnknown 
vnto  vs  neither  hath  there 'ben  any  of  vs  there,  therefore  wee  feafe  to  anfware 
to  the  fame  or  to  trouble  youer  felues  or  vs  therin. 

It  is  in  part  as  youer  Worftiips  conclude  that  about  January  there  came  a  ftrange 
Indian  from  the  North  Called  Ninnigrett  Comaunder  of  the  Narraganfets  But  hee 
came  hither  with  a  paffe  from  Mr.  John  Winthorpe  vpon  which  paffe  as  wee  remem- 
ber the  occation  of  his  coming  was  expreffed  viz.  to  bee  cured  and  healed,  and  if 
vpon  the  other  fide  of  the  Riuer  there  hath  ben  any  affembly  or  meeting  of  the  Indi- 
ans or  of  theire  Sagamores  wee  know  not ;  wee  heard  that  hee  hath  been  vpon  long 
Ifland  about  Nayacke  where  hee  hath  ben  for  the  moft  parte  of  the  winter  and  hath 
had  feuerall  Indians  with  him  but  what  hee  hath  negotiated  with  them  Remaines  to 
vs  vnknowne  ;  onely  this  wee  know  that  what  youer  worfhips  lay  vnto  our  charg  are 
falce  reports  and  feighned  Informations. 

Youer  honered  Meffengers  might  if  they  had  pleafed  Informed  themfelues  of  the 
truth  of  this  at  Najoth  and  Gravfend  and  might  alfoe  haue  obtained  more  frindly  fa- 

tisfattioni 
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tisfa&ion  and  Cecuritie  Conferning  our  reall  Intentions  if  they  had  pleafed  to  haue 
flayed  a  day  two  or  three  with  vs  to  haue  heard  and  Confidered  further  of  thefe  ar- 
ticles the  which  now  is  defered  and  much  to  our  griefe  and  defered  till  another  meet- 
ing in  the  mean  time  after  Salutation  wee  mail  remayne  as  formerly

A  fhort  abftracl:  out  of  the  Regifter  and  record  of  Paffages  betwixt  the  New  Ne- 
therlands and  the  Englifh  nation  vpon  and  about  the  lands  and  Jurifdi&ions  of  the 
high  and  mighty  the  honered  Weft  India  Companie  Scittuate  Eaftward  from  us  in 
New  Netherland  ; 

Anno  1633  the  8th  of  January  there  was  by  Jacobus  van  Curlis  att  that  time  in  the 
fervice  of  this  land  by  order  and  in  the  name  of  the  high  and  mighty  our  States  Ge- 
nerall ;  and  the  honered  Lords  Bewinthebbers  bought  the  lands  Scittuate  on  the  freih 
Riuer  of  New  Netherland  named  Sioafock  or  Connecticott  with  the  dependant  ther- 
vnto  belonging  as  it  was  then  Inhabited  by  the  Sequelin  as  may  appeer  more  att 
large  by  the  faid  Deed  or  bill  of  fales  and  Witneffes  may  appeer  and  may  bee 
avouched  by  liueing  Chrinians  ; 

25th  of  O&ober  There  is  aproteft  dated  and  made  by  the 
hadden  vpon  and  againft  Wilkin  holmes  att  that  time  Comaunder  and  relateing  to  the 
Englifti  att  Plymouth  which  build  the  houfe  named  Plymouth  houfe  vpon  our  Frefh 
riuer  Scittuate  about  the  fortt  the  hope  demaunding  of  him  to  defift  from  his  vnder- 
takeing  and  depart  from  thence  with  all  that  hee  had  there  from  which  vudertakings 
he  did  not  defift  but  did  further  vfe  and  frequent  the  lands  of  our  high  and  mighty 
where  never  any  Englifh  had  ben  before  vpon  the  aforefaid  Riuer  by  force  of  armes 
Invading  and  vfurping  againft  the  rules  of  righteoufnes  to  the  great  Iniurie  and  vile- 
pending  of  the  Netherlands  State  and  by  the  apparent  great  hurt  and  loffe  as  may 
further  appeer  by  the  protefts  and  anfwares  of  Willam  holmes  now  extant  and  to  bee 
feen  and  read ; 

1  Since 
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Since  theyeare  1633  vntillthe  yeare  1640  the  Englifh  againft  the  faid  proteflation 
now  by  them  named  Conecticott  and  built  hartford  vpon  the  honered  companies 
grounds  about  a  good  (hot  diftance  from  the  houfe  the  hope  built  there  by  the  Ne- 
therlanders  anno  1633  ^y  vertue  of  purchafe  from  the  Sequen  Sachems  and  the 
Comaunder  of  Chaloups  acted  att  that  time  and  before  ; 

1640,  25th  of  Aprill.  In  the  meane  time  of  Hartford  haue  not  onely  vfurped  and 
taken  in  the  lands  of  Conneclicott  although  vnrightioufly  and  againft  the  lawes  of 
nations  but  haue  alfo  in  1640  vpon  the  25th  of  Aprill  hindered  our  n.uion  in  fowing 
theire  owne  purchafed  broken  vp  lands  but  haue  alfoe  fowed  them  with  corn  ;  in  the 
night  which  the  Netherlanders  had  broken  vp  and  Intended  to  fowe  ;  And  haue 
beaten  the  fervants  of  the  high  and  mighty  and  the  honered  Companie  which  were 
labouring  vpon  theire  Mailers  lands  from  of  theire  lauds  with  ftickes  and  plow  ftaues 
in  hoftile  mannor  lameing  ;  and  amongft  the  reft  ftruck  Ever  Duckings  a  hole  in  his 
head  with  a  fticke  foe  that  the  blood  ran  downe  very  ftrongly  downe  vpon  his  body 
notwithftanding  a  Comiflioner  Mr.  Hopkins  thsn  Gouernor  gaue  them  warning  they 
did  for  all  that  by  force  of  armes  hinder  our  men  to  Inhabite  the  land  ; 

The  lands  of  the  aforefaid  riuer  named  Cone&icott  or  Sicagothe  were  bought  and 
poflefled  anno  1633  by  the  fervants  of  the  high  and  mighty  of  the  Comaunder  of 
Sickenamais  named  Nepaquate  as  Conqueror  and  Subduer  of  the  formencioned  land 
and  that  by  fpeciall  Intreaty  and  Confent  of  the  Right  fubdued  owners  of  the  nation 
prefent  by  and  Confent  of  Captaine  Awayasof  our  Comaunder  or  Sachem  of  Scha- 
lope  bay  which  with  large  articles  as  by  Creadable  Teftimony  Witnefling  the  deed 
may  appeer  ;  and  that  long  before  the  Englifh  had  ben  vpon  the  Riuer. 

The  25  of  Aprill  1640  The  Cunftable  of  hartford  came  vpon  the  land  with  10 
armed  men  when  the  people  were  plowing  ;  fmote  the  horfes  with  flicks  ;  againft 
whiv  h  a  formal  proteft  is  made  to  Mr.  Hopkins  then  Gouernor  hindering  the  poflef- 
fion  of  our  lands  frighting  our  horfes  broke  theire  geares  in  hinder  ;  afterwards  the 
Englifh  did  proceed  in  ftriueing  againft  all  right  of  the  honered  Com- 

panie ;  and  proceeding  vpon  the  land  alfoe  by  force  hindering  the  people  from  build- 
ing the  lands  ;  yea  with  blowes  and  ftrokes  even  to  the  fheeding  blood  as  can  bee 
juftified  ; 

30th  of  May  1640  one  of  the  honered  Companies  horfes  pafturing  vpon  the 
vlafts  of  Siagock  which  belonged  to  the  Companie  was  taken  away  by  the  Gouernor 
Hopkins  fervant  vpon  pretence  that  hee  had  eaten  theire  grafle  ;  and  would  bee  paied 
for  grafle  that  grew  vpon  other  mens  grownds. 

21.  of  June   The  Englifh  of  hartford  toke  away  a  Cow  and  Calfe  belonging  to 
that  were  pafturing  vpon  the  way  vlaft  and  brought  them  in- 
to theire  village. 

28  of 
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28  of  June  an  Engliih  Minifter  tooke  of  the  hay  which  our  matters  fervants  had 
cut  and  made  vpon  theire  owne  bought  and  paied  for  and  poffeffed  lands  ;  tooke  it 
away  and  applyed  it  to  his  owne  vfe  without  giuefng  any  recompenfe  or  fatisfaction  ; 

5t.  of  Auguft  The  Engliih  of  hartford  obftru&ed  that  the  Companies  feruants 
could  not  mowe  theire  corne  which  they  had  fowed  vpon  theire  owne  grownd, 
whervpon  Mr.  Haines  as  Deputie  Gouernor  had  a  proteft  deliuered  to  him  by 
Ofdicke 

May  14th.  1640  Wee  found  fome  Engliih  about  Schouts  the  hempfteed  Bay  vpoa 
long  Ifland  which  pretended  the  honered  Weft-India  had  placed  them  there  without 
any  Comiffion  which  wee  tooke  from  them;  andfuffered  them  to  depart  vndamnified 
in  goods  or  blood  as  may  appeer  by  writing  vnder  theire  hand 

5t.  of  October  One  Daniell  Patricke  and  fome  other  Engliih  haue  vndertaken  con- 
trary to  theire  faid  proteftation  to  build  vpon  the  lauds  of  the  honered  Companie  by 
them  called  Greenwich  ;  and  confidering  well  did  find  that  the  faid  land  did  belonge 
to  the  faid  honered  Companie  did  acknowlidge  the  worthy  Companie  to  bee  theire 
patrons  and  tooke  oath  of  fidelitie  as  they  ought  and  alfoe  freely  fubmited  themfelues 
with  all  thofe  fornamed  Actes  of  hoftillitie  the  Engliih  Nation  haue  neuer  themfelues 
but  haue  vferped  to  themfelues  all  the  landes  of  Frejh  Riuer  or  to  Stanford  or  Green- 
wich Scittuate  in  the  bounds  of  New  Netherland  ;  and  that  againft  all  appeerance  of 
Right  and  Numbers  of  Proteftations  Iffued  againft  it ; 

5t.  of  Aprill  1641  The  Englifti  of  hartford  by  force  hindered  the  plowing  of  the 
honered  Companies  lands  Sufficiently  beating  theire  horfes  and  feruants  and  thrufting 
them  of  whervpon  they  complained  to  the  Gouernor  hopkins  and  haines  and  fought 
Redreffe  but  obtained  nothing  and  fuffered  foe  great  au  affront  and  battery  to  paffe  by 
with  Dulleges 

7th  of  May  the  Englifti  haue  fpoiled  the  lands  that  our  men  haue  plowed  and  fowen 
Cuting  the  Strings  of  our  Plowgh  and  beating  the  plow  men  Sibrant  Sibales 
throwne  downe  vpon  the  earth  and  did  throw  theire  plough  and  geares  into  the 
water  and  hunted  the  Companies  horfes  away  and  a&ed  vnfuportable  Injuries  to  the 

fervants ; 

26th.  of  May  The  Englifti  haue  fett  poft  and  Railes  Croffe  our  Mafters  ground 
and  thwart  our  waggon  path  and  ftoped  vp  the  way  betwixt  our  village  and  our  wood ; 
foe  that  wee  could  neither  get  wood  nor  any  other  neffefaries  which  was  a  great  af-

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giuen  5s.  for  dammage  which  the  Comiffioners  denied  becaufe  noe  mans  owne  hogg 
(as  men  vfe  to  fay)  can  treffpafle  vpon  his  owne  Maflers  grownd  ; 

24  June  Some  of  hartford  haue  taken  a  hogg  out  of  the  vlaft  or  Common 
and  fhut  it  vp  out  of  meer  hate  or  other  prejudice  caufeing  it  to  ftarue  for  hunger  in 
the  Stye ; 

26  July  The  formencioned  Englifh  did  againe  driue  the  Companies  hoggs  out  of 
the  vlaft  of  Sicojocke  into  hartford  Contending  dayly  with  Reproaches  blows  beating 
the  people  with  all  difgrace  that  they  could  Imagine 

9th  Aprill  1642  Capt.  Patricke  and  the  Interefled  of  Greenwich  acknowledged 
themfelues  vnder  the  States  and  to  bee  fettled  vpon  theire  lands  as  may  further  ap- 
peer  by  theire  Afte  ; 

A  proteft  done  vpon  and  againft  Robert  Cogwell  Matter  of  the  Barque  or  Catch 
of  Mr.  Lamberton  of  Newhauen  becaufe  they  was  about  to  fitt  downe  vpon  the  South 
Riuer  forbiding  and  warning  him  not  to  fitt  downe  within  the  Limitts  of  New  Ne- 
therland ; 

Farther  wee  proteft  and  wafli  our  hands  from  all  lofies  and  broiles  that  may  arife 
from  thence  and  Cleare  ourfelues  before  God  and  the  world  Mr.  Lamberton  although 
they  participation  made  vfe  of  his  Mafter  of  his  Veflell  to  anfware  for  him  in  obeidi- 
ence  to  the  State  not  to  fitt  downe  vnles  hee  tooke  oath  of  fidellitie  which  being  after- 
wards found  otherwife  the  Englifti  were  fent  out  of  the  fouth  Riuer  without  molefta- 
tion  either  in  theire  perfons  or  goods  ; 

20  May  1642  The  Englifh  of  hartford  haue  violently  cut  loofe  a  horfe  of  the  ho- 
nered  Companies  that  flood  bound  vpon  the  Common  or  vlaft. 

23  Day  the  faid  Englifh  did  againe  driue  the  Companies  hoggs  from  the  Common 
into  the  village  and  pounded  them  ; 

28th.  Thofe  of  hartford  haue  taken  in  and  plowed  our  lands  neare  the  houfe  the 
hope; 

4  October  Thofe  of  hartford  haue  denied  and  hindered  Cattell  from  Mr.  Santford 
that  belonged  not  to  them  to  bee  driuen  towards  New  Netherlands  ; 

5t.  day  Thofe  of  hardford  haue  fetched  the  Companies  oxen  out  of  the  Common 
pafture  Sacajocka 

April  28.  1643.  Thofe  of  hartford  in  the  Jurifdidtion  of  the  honered  Lords  the 
States  and  vpon  theire  owne  purchafed  and  paied  for  lands  the  fortt  of  the  hope 
doe  Report  of  the  Deputie  Marfhall  would  pafe  lawes  in  his  Lordfhips  Jurifdic- 
tion  to  bee  obferued  although  his  family  were  feated  without  theire  Jurifdi&ion  and 
comaund  ; 

May  the  fixt  They  droue  all  our  Matters  Cattle  to  take  them  to  fell  them  ; 
9th  day  The  Companies  horfes  paftured  vpon  the  Companies  grownd  were  driuen 
Vol.  II.  L  1  away 
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away  by  them  Of  Conne&icott  or  hartford  and  the  heardman  was  luftily  beaten  'with 
hatchets  and  flickes ; 

14th.  day  The  Companies  Catle  was  fetched  away  by  the  Englifh  with  fwords  and 
driuen  away  to  the  village  of  hartford  againft  Which  wee  lately  protefted  ;  againft  the 
horfes  on  the  5L 

i£th.  Septem:  1642  The  Englifli  of  Hartford  haue  driuen  all  the  Companies 
horfes  from  the  Companies  land  to  the  pound  and  by  reafon  thereof  hindered  thcire 
plowing 

fixt  day  The  Englifli  fold  5  yearling  hoggs  of  the  Companies  att  hartford  for  I4/8 

1 6  day  Againe  they  fold  a  young  hogg  belonging  to  the  Companie  which  piggs  had 
paflured  on  the  Companies  land  ; 

1 2  day  Thofe  of  hartford  haue  denied  the  Comiflioners  to  cut  Wood  Which  not- 
whhftanding  belonged  to  the  Companie  as  well  for  Wood  as  others. 

1648  The  Indians  vpon  Long  Illand  were  forbade  to  fell  land  to  the  Netherland- 
ers  notwithftanding  the  faid  land  by  poffeflion  was  poffefled  and  inhabited  long  before 
any  Englifliman  fatt  downe  there. 

Further  it  is  knowne  to  all  the  world  heer  in  this  northeren  parte  of  America  that 
the  Duch  Nation  haue  done  the  Ehglifh  hoe  manner  of  Moleftation  in  theire  lawfull 
Rightes  but  it  is  very  apparent  and  knowne  to  all  men  that  fhefe  of  hartford  haue 
forcably  taken  to  themfelues  our  purchafed  lands ;  and  namly  about  the  houfe  the 
hope  haue  fo  much  lands  that  the  Comiflioner  with  his  family  Cannot  well  Hue; 
Conferring  the  land  that  -they  haue  pafled  to  vs  and  hetherto  left  about  12  Morgan 
(or  acres  to  corn  and  pafture  land  vpoh  Which  the  Netherland  plantation  is  there 
hindered  and  great  lofe  and  hi'nderance  is  befallen  to  our  Lords  and  Principalis  ther- 
by  befids  many  other  by  pall  affronts  and  Injuries  ;  which  Wee  becaufe  wee  will  not 
armc  our  felues  againe  wee  will  not  Repeate  att  this  prefent  time  feeing  wee  thought 
they  were  adjourned  in  the  agreement  or  accord  att  hartford ;  and  all  left  Refered  to 
our  Superiors  in  our  Natiue  Countries  to  whome  wee  yett  refer  the  fame  ;  "Wee 
therfore  defire  that  all  that  is  heer  written  in  former  complaints  wee  doe  not  prefent 
to  the  honered  Comiflioners  of  New  England  but  through  a  longing  Reluftattcy  after 
complaints  which  is  the  leading  caufe  to  move  vs  to  bring  in  our  greivances 
to  ballence  youers  the  which  wee  fhould  willingly  haue  communicated  to  youer  Mef- 
fengers  with  prefenttation  and  furthering  the  meahes  of  agreement  by  Indifferent 
perfons  which  they  would  not  accept ;  and  would  not  attend  foe  long  till  wee  had 
prepared  our  letters  for  the  honered  Comiflioners  theire  principalis  ;  After  that  the 
Saboth  att  Night  about  fix  of  the  clocke  they  had  deliuered  vs  theire  lafl:  writing  ; 
alfoe  without  attending  our  anfware  thereto  they  fought  prefently  to  take  theire  leaues 
which  they  alfoe  did  prefently  after  fupper  about  9  of  the  clocke  in  the  eueniug  foe 
that  wee  find  to  fend  you  thefe  ouer  land  after  theire  departure  the  which  if  it  come 

to 
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to  youer  hands  after  the  parting  of  youer  aflembly  ;  you  may  pleafe  to  take  notice  it 
is  not  our  fault  and  ouerfight  with  trufting  in  the  meanes  Wee  Remayne

moned  by  the  Generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts  held  att  Bofton  the  laft  day 
of  the  3d.  month  1653. 

A  FORMER  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  called  by  4  of  the  Majeftrates  of 
the  Maflachufets  ending  the  18th.  of  this  prefent  month  by  reafon  of  the  Expiration 
of  the  Comiffions  of  foure  of  the  Comiffioners  viz.  of  the  Maflachufets  and  Conecti- 
cott  The  Generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufets  gaue  this  enfuing  Call  for  a  new  meet- 
ing to  bee  held  at  Bofton  ; 

To  the  honered  Comiffioners  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Plymouth  ; 
Honered  Gentlemen 

I  AME  Required  to  fignify  vnto  you  that  the. Generall  Court  of  the  Maflachu- 
fetts doe  Judge  it  meet  and  defire  that  the  honered  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Colo- 
nies doe  forthwith  meet  together  in  Bofton  j  to  confider  of  and  determine  the 
waighty  affaires  of  the  vnited  Collonies  ; 

Bofton  this  Laft  of  May  1653

The  like  call  was  fent  to  the  Comiffioners  ofNewhauen  and  Conefticott  being  then 
in  towne ; 

VPON  the  faid  Laft  day  of  May  in  the  afternoone  the  Comiffioners  being  mett  an 
order  from  the  Generall  Court  of  the  Maflachufetts  dated  the  18th.  of  May  1653 
was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Mr.  Simon  Bradftreet  and  Captaine 
Willam  Hathorne  were  Chofen  Commiffioners  for  the  Jurifdiftion  of  the  Maflachu- 
fets and  were  Invefted  with  full  power  according  to  the  tennor  of  the  Articles  of 
Coafederacon  Concluded  att  Bofton  the  19th  of  May  1643. 
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A  like  Order  was  prefented  from  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  New  Plymouth  bearing  date 
the  3d.  of  June  1652  Wherby  it  appeered  that  Willam  Bradford  Efqr.  and  Mr. 
John  Browne  were  Chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Jurifdi&ion  and  were  envefted  with 
like  power  according  to  the  aforfaid  Articles  of  Confederation. 

A  Certificate  vnder  the  hand  of  John  Haines  Efqr.  Gouernor  of  Cone&icott  dated 
the  21  of  May  1653  was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Roger  Ludlow 
Efqr.  and  Captaine  John  Cullicke  were  Chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Jurifdi&ion  and 
were  Impowered  to  Afte  accordingly. 

A  like  Certificate  was  prefented  from  Mr.  Willam  Leete  one  of  the  Majeftrates  of 
Newhauen  Jurifdiftion  dated  the  26th  of  May  1653  wherby  it  did  appeer  That  The- 
ophylus  Eaton  Efqr.  and  Captaine  John  Aftwood  were  Chofen  Comiffioners  for  that 
Jurifdi&ion  for  the  yeare  next  enfuing. 

Mr.  Bradflreet  was  Chofen  Prefident  for  this  meeting. 

Vpon  the  Reading  and  perufing  of  the  letter  from  the  Duch  Gouernor  and  Coun- 
fell  this  Enfueing  letter  was  Returned  ; 

Honered  Sir 

FROM  our  Agents  Mr.  Francis  Newman  Captaine  John  Leueritt  and  Leif tenant 
Willam  Davis  wee  firft  Receiued  an  Account  of  what  paffed  at  the  monhatoes  both 
in  writing  and  otherwife  betwixt  youer  felfe  and  others  in  thofe  weighty  Concern- 
ments they  were  Intrufted  with  ; 

From  youer  Meffenger  Mr.  Augufline  heerman  wee  haue  Receiued  youer  letter 
&c.  dated  May  the  26t.  1653  Stilonovo  in  all  which  wee  conceiue  wee  haue  youer 
whole  mind  and  fuch  aufware  as  in  which  you  will  reft  ;  But  wee  muft  profefl'e  our 
felues  vnfatisfied  therwith  ;  To  'fome  of  the  former  hoftile  affronts  and  Injuries  you 
anfware  nothing  ;  As  the  Burning  downe  of  Newhauen  Trading  houfe  att  Dellaware 
That  Treacherous  plott  againft  Mr.  Lambertons  life  &c.  yett  you  numerate  fundry 
greivances  of  youers  againft  hartford  about  hoggs  and  other  &c  fome  of  them  of  an 
elder  date  not  mentioned  before  that  wee  Remember  all  which  may  refer  to  youer 
10th,  head  of  our  Charge)  and  therin  vpon  due  examination  youer  complainers 
probably  wilbee  found  youer  offenders';  And  in  the  particulares  charged  or  de- 
maunded  vpon  the  prefent  Duch  Gouernor  fome  things  are  wholy  omited  as  that 
Conftant  publicke  and  mifcheuious  Trad  of  gun  powder  lead  &c.  with  the  Indians  att 
Aurania  Fort  foe  much  condemned  by  himfelfe  ;  the  not  caufing  Thomas  Newton  a 
Mallifaftor  and  fugitive  to  bee  apprehended  and  deliuered  to  our  Meffengers.    Some

things  arc  mingled  with  untruth  as  the  charge  vpon  our  Meffengers  who  refufed 
when  Invited  to  fpend  time  in  mirth  (as  they  affeirme)  theire  bufines  being  of  a  more 
fadd  and  ferious  import  but  they  would  and  certainly  haue  more  then  halfe  a  Day 
for  any  fatisfiing  anfware  or  Iffue  ;  They  knew  our  Election  would  bee  pad  before 
they  Could  returne  to  Bofton  ; 

You  may  not  put  the  blame  vpon  youer  Deligates  Captaine  Willett  and  Mr.  Bax- 
ter in  the  matter  of  Greenwich  what  they  offered  was  in  youer  prefence  and  to  make 
good  youer  engagements  ;  youer  fclfe  abfolutely  promifed  before  many  wittncfTes 
that  Greenwich  mould  without  delay  bee  fettled  vnder  Newhauen  Jurisdiction  whe- 
ther the  Inhabitants  bee  left  to  themfelues  is  neither  Inquired  nor  can  fatisfy  ;  And  in 
fome  things  you  alter  the  Charge  and  make  ftrange  anfwares  ;  wee  affeirme  not  you 
neuer  paid  any  thinge  for  Anckoridge  heer  though  wee  belieue  you  haue  paied  little 
and  in  moft  of  our  harbours  nothinge  ;  what  euer  title  wee  haue  had  to  lands  by 
Purchafe  &c.  The  queftion  you  fay  is  to  whofe  Jurisdiction  the  land  belonges  ;  if 
you  fpeake  of  Comiffion  or  graunt  out  of  Europe  wee  haue  perufed  the  Englifh 
right  by  Ancient  Pattent  from  40  to  48  Degrees  of  Northerly  Latitude  ;  but  you 
haue  fhewed  nothinge  ; 

You  ftill  affeirme  that  the  flopping  of  the  Veffell  fent  from  Newhauen  with  men  to 
plant  in  Dellaware  the  Clofe  Imprifoning  the  Meffengers  and  deteining  theire  Comif- 
fions  as  expreffed  to  bee  as  Civill  vfage  and  Intertainment ;  but  wee  ftill  Charge  it  to 
bee  an  Injurious  affront ;  to  the  great  dammage  of  our  Confederates  of  Newhauen  ; 
and  an  offenciue  violation  of  the  wholfome  aduife  giuen  by  all  the  Arbitrators  att 
hartford  1650  But  not  to  Inlarge  wee  fhall  leave  other  particulars  to  bee  compared 
with  our  letter  of  May  2cond.  1653  wee  are  moft  vnfatisfyed  conferning  that  Trea- 
cherous plott  Charged  vpon  youer  felfe  Fifcall  &c.  by  many  witneffes  our  meffen- 
gers defired  you  would  either  goe  or  fend  Indifferent  perfons  to  fome  Indifferent 
place  that  witneffes  might  fpeake  without  danger  or  feare  ;  that  the  Majeftrates  att 
hempfteed  or  Flufhing  within  youer  limitts  might  giue  oath  for  examination  ;  you 
graunt  little  of  this  but  appoint  three  Comiffioners  to  Joyne  with  our  Agents  of  which 
two  were  men  both  to  you  and  vs  vnknowne  to  vnfitt  for  fnch  a  truft  as  being  att 
leaft  fufpected  befides  other  Mifcarriages  to  haue  a  hand  in  fuch  Confpiracies  the 
examination  muft  before  the  and  foe  clogged  as  Difcorraged   them  (on  fuch 

tearmes)  to  proceed. 

To  conclude  as  fuch  former  Injuries  and  hoftile  affronts  againft  the  Maffachufets 
Conecticott  and  Newhauen  befides  what  concernes  Plymouth  both  in  Reference  to 
youer  charge  about  Conecticott  and  youer  claime  to  Cape  Codd  may  not  without 
Juft  Satisfaction  bee  buried  in  oblivion  ;  For  youer  Confident  Denialls  of  the  Bar- 
barous plott  Charged  will  waigh  little  in  ballence  againft  fuch  euidence ;   foe   that

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wee  muft  ftill  Require  and  feeke  due   Satisfaction  and  Cecuritie  foe  wee  Reft

A  Writing  from  the  Generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufets  dated  the  2cond  1653 
and  by  theire  order  vnder  written  by  Mr.  Rawfon  theire  Secretary  wherin  they  In- 
terpret the  articles  of  Confederacon  in  reference  to  an  offenciue  warr  ;  and  declare 
theire  fence  therin  was  prefentcd  to  the  Comiffioners  for  the  other  three  Collonies 
a  coppy  wherof  is  heer  to  bee  entered,

The  Queftion  propounded  by  the  Generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufets  the  2Cond 
of  June  1653. 

Whether  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  haue  power  by  articles  of 
agreement  to  determine  the  Juftice  of  an  offenciue  or  vindiftiue  warr  and  to  engage 
the  Collonies  therin  ; 

The  anfware  of  the  Committees  to  the  queftion 
Firft  more  particularly  from  the  Articles 
The  whole  power  of  Gouerment  and  Jurifdi&ion  is  in  the  3d  and  fixt  articles  Te- 
fered  to  euery  Collonie  whoe  fawe  not  meet  to  diveft  themfelues  of  their  authoritie 

to 
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to  Inueft  the  Comiffioners  with  any  parte  therof  being  altogether  vnfafe  and  vnnefle- 
fary  to  attaine  the  end  of  the  Confederation. 

The  9  and  1  oth  articles  conftituteth  the  Comiffioners  Judges  of  the  Juftice  of  a 
defenciuewarr. 

The  4th  and  5th  fettle  Rules  for  Leagues  aides  and  number  in  a  defenciue  warr 
and  deuifions  of  fpoiles  but  noe  where  prouide  for  the  determination  of  the  Juftice 
of  an  offenciue  warr  which  therfore  is  refered  wholy  to  the  Determination  of  the 
Supreame  Power  of  the  feuerall  Confederate  Jurifdi&ions  ;  whoe  would  hauc 
otherwife  prouided  in  the  cafe 

The  fixt  article  which  attfirft  uiew  feemes  to  Inable  the  Comiffioners  will  euident- 
ly  euince  the  contrary  for  the  Confederation  being  betwixt  the  Collonies  the  4th  and 
fift  9  and  1  oth  articles  prouid  Rules  in  feuerall  Cafes  according  to  which  the  Confea- 
derates  haue  bound  themfclues  10  afte  ;  and  the  fixt  article  onely  orders  and  appoints 
whoe  and  in  what  mannor  the  faid  Rules  and  agreements  ftiould  bee  executed  viz. 
by  Comiffioners  Improued  to  afte  in  cafes  fpecified  and  regulated  ;  for  theire  num- 
ber mannor  of  proceeding  times  and  places  of  meeting  in  the  fixt  and  feauenth 
articles  ;  and  that  by  neflefitie  ;  becaufe  the  fupreame  power  of  the  feuerall  Jurif- 
diftions  Could  not  aflemble  they  were  enforced  to  Subftitute  deligates  to  order  fuch 
things  as  were  of  prefent  and  vrgent  neflefitie  or  meerly  prudenciall  or  politicall  or  of 
Inferior  nature  and  that  according  to  themfelues  prefcribed  by  the  Confederates  ; 
But  fuch  things  as  require  the  Choife  a&es  of  authoritie ;  or  in  theire  nature  of  mor- 
rall  Confideration  and  may  admite  of  more  time  of  Deliberation  ;  as  an  offenciue 
warr  ;  The  Wifdome  of  the  Countries  of  the  Confederacon  did  not  Judge  meete  to 
Refere  to  Comiffioners  and  therfore  haue  not  prouided  any  rules  in  fuch  Cafes  in 
thefe  Confernments  as  they  did  in  all  cafes  of  an  Inferior  nature  ; 

2condly  More  Generally  The  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  are  not  foe  fare 
as  wee  can  deferne  Inuefled  with  power  to  Conclude  an  offenciue  warr,  to  engage  the 
Collonies  to  which  they  beionge  to  put  the  fame  in  execution  further  then  they  are 
enabledby  Comiflion  or  Inftrudtions  vnderthe  feale  of  theire  Coll onie  ;  muchlefle  can 
itftand  with  the  Jurifdiction  and  Right  of  Gouerment  referued  to  euery  Collonie  ;  for 
fix  Comiffioners  of  the  other  Collonies  to  put  forth  any  afte  of  power  in  a  vindictiue 
warr  wherby  they  ftmll  comaund  the  Collonies  decenting  to  affift  them  in  the  fame  ; 
neither  can  it  bee  the  meaning  of  the  feuerall  Collonies  who  are  foe  tender  of  theire 
power  in  Gouerning  theire  owne  that  they  ftiould  put  theire  power  out  of  theire 
owne  hands  in  the  moft  waighty  points  ;  a  bondage  hardly  to  bee  borne  by  the  moft 
Subje&iue  people  ;  and  can  not  bee  conceiued  foe  free  a  people  as  the  vnited  Collo- 
nies (hould  fubmite  vnto. 

It  can  bee  noe  leffe  then  a  contradiction  to  affeirme  the  Supreame  power  which 
wee  take  to  bee  the  Generall  Courts  of  euery  Jurifdiction  Can  bee  Comaunded  by 

others 
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other*  an  abfurditie  in  pollicye  ;  That  an  entire  Gouerment  and  Jurifdiftion  fhould 
proftitute  itfelfetothe  Comaund  of  Strangers  ;  a  Scandall  in  Religion  that  a  generall

2Condly  What  this  Gouerment  in  Reference  to  the  queftion  in  hand  hath  done 

Concerning  the  firft  of  thefe  it  is  to  be  concidered  what  they  may  not  nextly  what 
they  may  doe  ;  Touching  the  laft  ;  firft  they  are  to  afte  all  Cafes  not  referued  ex- 
preffedly  or  Implifedly. 

Conferning  the  other  they  may  not  afte  againft  fundamentall  Lawes  or  what  elfe 
the  People  haue  Referued  to  themfelues. 

The  next  thinge  is  to  confider  in  fome  Inftance  what  foundamentall  lawes  are  a 
foundamentall  law  of  a  people  or  Comonwealth  is  to  heue  libertie  to  exercife  Imedi- 
ate  choife  of  theire  owne  Gouernors  becaufe  the  Supream  Gouernors  are  betrufted 
with  theire  Hues  and  eftate  in  whom  vnder  God  they  doe  aquies  ;  But  if  they  may 
Deligate  others  Infteed  of  themfelues  that  are  Imediately  Chofen  then  they  may  eleft 
or  accepTof  Strangers  that  is  to  fay  fuch  as  are  of  another  Commonwealth  ;  and 
fuch  Deligates  may  alfoe  vpon  the  fame  ground  Impower  others  ;  and  that  without 
Reftriftion  of  nation  or  number  ;  which  principle  then  muft  needs  bee  deftruftiue  to 
fuch  a  Commonwealth  for  then  they  may  afte  to  make  an  offenciue  warr  which  is 
an  afte  of  power  in  the  higheft  nature.

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Conferning  the  2cond  queftion  what  this  Gouerment  in  Reference  to  thisConfea- 
deracon  hath  done  ;  It  is  a  Rule  in  lawe  that  in  leagall  acte  what  expreffion  or  Sen- 
tances  are  in  It  of  doubtfull  Conflru&ion  the  fame  are  to  bee  vnderflood  for  the 
feirming  therof  as  far  as  may  bee  ;  viz.  not  being  contradittary  not  being  Imperfect 
or  vnintelligible  or  not  aboue  or  beyond  the  power  of  the  aclors  ;  This  being 
graunted  then  the  articles  touching  offenciue  warr  may  bee  refered  either  to  the 
begining  of  the  warr  or  to  the  directing  or  mannaging  of  it  by  the  Commiffioners. 

If  any  of  the  articles  fliould  bee  taken  in  the  firtt  fence  namly  to  giue  power  to 
make  an  offencive  warr  then  it  is  againft  foundamentall  lawes  as  before  appeereth  and 
befides  the  grounds  before  mencioned  This  may  bee  added  in  cafe  the  Comiffioners 
mould  conclude  a  warr  offenciue  againft  the  judgment  of  the  Gouernors  whoe  are  to 
acte  in  theire  own  jurifdiclions  ;  then  they  muft  acte  to  affect  it  either  againft  theire 
owne  confiences  or  elfe  leaue  the  worke  in  a  deftructive  condition. 

But  if  it  bee  to  bee  taken  in  the  latter  fence  namly  to  direft  a  warr  being  began  it 
is  fafe  and  prudenciall  becaufe  the  4  gouerments  in  this  Confeaderacbn  cannot  carry 
on  a  warr  that  doth  joyntly  conferne  them  to  afte  in  ;  to  conclude  or  accept  of  fuch 
a  propofition  or  determination  by  the  Comiffioners  for  fuch  a  warr  may  and  doth

The  2cond  of  September  the  Comiffioners  receiued  this  enfueing  writing  from  the 
honered  Generall  Court  of  the  Maffachufetts  ; 

The  court  haueing  perufed  and  concidered  the  letters  and  papers  from  the  Gene- 
ral Courts  of  Conefticott  and  Newhauen  which  were  directed  to  the  Gouernor  and 
counfell ;  and  by  them  refered  to  the  concideration  of  the  Court;  the  contents 
wherof  wee  find  to  bee  of  great  confernment  to  the  feuerall  vnited  Collonies  and  the 
rather  becaufe  wee  perceiue  the  opinnions  of  the  faid  Courts  feeme  different  from  our 
owne  ;  therfore  wee  judge  it  moft  conduceing  to  peace  to  wave  difputes  concerning 
the  point  in  contrauercy  not  becaufe  wee  haue  not  rcafon  to  Juftify  the  fubftance  of 
our  Declaration  or  to  anfware  the  Reafons  brought  to  mayntaine  their  affertion 
which  conclude  not  the  queftion  in  difference  ;  but  onely  that  which  wee  never  de- 
nied viz.  that  the  Comiffioners  haue  by  the  words  of  the  articles  power  to  determine 
the  juflice  of  an  offenciue  warr  ;  our  affertion  which  they  feeme  to  oppofe  being  this 
viz.

THE  Comiflioners  for  the  three  fmaller  Collonies  haue  brought  with  them  full 
power  from  theire  refpeftive  Jurifdiftions  to  hear  examine  weigh  and  determine  all 
affaires  of  peace  and  warr  leagues  aides  etc.  according  to  the  grammaticall  and  true 
fence  of  the  articles  of  Confeaderacon  and  hoped  the  Comiflioners  for  the  Maflachu- 
fetts  Ihould  haue  been  Inverted  with  the  fame  power  ;  which  the  former  Interpreta- 
tion and  the  prefent  writing  receiued  from  this  Generall  court  doth  feeme  to  crofe ; 
They  know  well  that  noe  authoritie  or  Power  either  in  parents  mailers  majeftrates  Co- 
miflioners etc.  doth  or  ought  to  hold  againfl  God  or  his  Comaunds.  But  they  conceiue 
that  is  not  the  queftion  heer  nor  is  any  claufe  or  caufion  more  clearly  or  fully  (as 
they  apprehend)  enferted  in  the  framing  of  any  common  wealth  Jurifdiftion  etc.  to 
preferue  peace  and  righteoufnes  then  in  thefe  articles  of  combination  ;  The  Comifli- 
oners haue  mett  thefe  ten  yeares  and  through  the  prefence  and  afliftance  of  God 
doe  not  yett  know  of  any  vnjuft  conclufion  made  or  parted  by  them  though  heerin 
they  aflume  nothing  to  themfelues  whoe  are  men  fubje&e  to  infeirmities  as  well  as 
others  ;  This  then  is  not  the  caufe  of  the  late  interpretation  or  prefent  differences  ;

The  court  cannot  but  judge  it  neffiifary  that  the  explycatlon  prefented  in  theire  laft 
paper  bee  Inferted  into  the  articles  of  confeaderacon  as  much  conduceing  to  the  right 
vnderftanding  of  the  confeaderacy  and  the  office  and  nature  of  Comiffioners  ; 
whoe  att  firft  and  in  fome  Collonies  to  this  time  were  chofen  by  the  Generall 
Court  to  bee  theire  Counfell  in  thofe  waighty  affaires  not  to  bee  theire  Gouer- 
nors  to  comaund  and  injoyne  them  ;  The  confequence  wherof  wee  fuppofe  will 
in  a  little  time  bee  refented  by  others  as  well  as  ourfelues  ;  Therefore  wee  being  de-

WEE  Conceive  wee  had  fome  reafon  to  thinke  youerfelues  were  not  vnfurnifhed 
with  power  att  this  time  to  declare  the  true  fence  of  the  Articles  of  Confederacon 
which  was  in  queftion  between  vs  and  fome  of  youer  Gen  erall  Courtes  ;  This  Court 
being  called  on  purpofe  to  give  the  oppertunitie  that  by  a  fpeedy  and  Ammicable  way 
the  faid  queftion  might  bee  cleared  and  refolued  to  mutuall  Satisfaction  ;  and  in  pur- 
fuance  therof  this  court  hath  tendered  to  youer  confideration  not  any  New  Articles  • 

concerning 
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concerning  which  -they  never  defued  or  expected  you  fliould  bee  in  a  capaflitie  to 
treat ;  fome  propositions  concerning  theire  defired  explanation  of  the  Articles  and 
theire  owne  fence  of  them  by  which  they  conceiue  Notwithstanding  youer  former 
and  prefent  Intimations  they  are  noe  Vyolators  of  the  Articles ;  And  if  youer  vn* 
derftanding  fhall  for  that  reafon  render  vs  fuch  and  vpon  that  account  you  (hall  re- 
fufe  to  proceed  with  our  Comiflioners  whom  wee  haue  authorifed  according  to  the 
Articles  ;  wee  are  confident  to  bee  fecured  from  that  Imputation  before  Impartiall 
Judges  ;  feing  therfore  you  are  not  in  a  capaflitie  wee  fhall  not  any  further  make  ap- 
plycation  to  you  which  vpon  that  account  wilbee  rendered  fruitles  ;  Wee  fhall  henf- 
forth  addrefle  ourfelves  to  the  feuerall  Generall  courts  our  Confederates  to  whom 
wee  doubt  not  but  our  fence  of  the  Articles  prefented  vnto  them  will  if  rightly  vn- 
derftood  bee  moil  acceptable  being  as  wee  confeive  the  true  and  Jenuwine  fence  ; 
Not  any  particulare  entered  of  the  Collonies  or  any  member  therof  And  for  the 
prefent  wee  doe  declare  in  the  cenceritie  of  our  harts  vnfeined  defires  of  the  profpe- 
ritie  of  the  Confeaderacon  ;  and  of  the  Comiffioners  afting  att  this  prefent  meeting 
according  to  theire  Comiflions  which  if  they  doe  not  wee  muft  proteft  our  Igno- 
rance ;  wee  fhall  take  leave  further  by  anfwaring  fom  other  paflages  in  youer  laft 
papers  to  cleare  our  owne  meanings  in  our  propofitions  tendered  to  you  ;  That  this 
Confeaderacy  wat  the  Refult  of  fome  years  labours  and  the  Subject  of  praier  and 
praifes  wee  doe  confefle  and  you  may  pleafe  to  beleive  as  wee  have  profefled  is  foe 
to  this  day  with  vs  in  the  true  fence  therof  the  guilt  of  the  violation  wherof  becaufe 
Scandalus  wee  are  Refolued  not  to  draw  vpon  ourfelves  and  our  Confeaderates  will 
in  their  wifdoms  avoid 

.  Youer  Confeflion  that  the  Manifeftly  vnjuft  Determinations  of  the  Comiflioners 
are  of  no  force  is  of  little  force  in  this  cafe  where  Equalife  them  with  the  lawes  of 
Majeftrates  or  Generall  Courts  whofe  authoritie  though  the  conclufion  bee  in  its 
owne  nature  vnjuft  and  foe  Judged  by  the  Subjects  yett  Judged  by  themfelves  Juft 
will  oblidge  the  perfon  concerned  though  not  to  obeidience  yett  to  penaltie  ; 

Wee  doe  not  nor  will  not  deney  but  by  the  Articles  of  Confeaderacon  eight  or 
fix  Comiflioners  have  power  to  heare  wey  examine  and  determine  all  affaires  of 
peace  warr  leagues  Aides  Etc.  proper  to  the  Confeaderacon :  Neither  did  wee  euer 
Imagine  and  therfore  wonder  it  fhould  att  leaft  feemingly  bee  Impofed  vpon  us  that  any 
one  Collonie  or  Generall  Court  alone  had  Power  to  Afte  for  the  Reft ;  or  that  wee 
doe  affeirme  the  CoTniflioners  muft  meet  onely  to  give  aduife  which  the  feuerall  Ju- 
rifdiftions  may  take  or  leaue  as  themfelues  fee  caufe  and  foe  make  all  voide  haue  wee 
not  in  terminis  acknowlidged  our  felues  bound  to  aft  according  to  theire  Juft  deter- 
minations before  God  and  man  by  vertue  of  our  Confeaderacye  though  not  by  any 
other  authoritie  ;  what  bounds  worfld  you  lay  vpon  vs  ;  can  wee  bee  Imagined  to 
bee  oblid^ed  to  afte  the  determinations  of  more  then  eight  of  the  Ableft  and  wifeft 

gentlemen 
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gentlemen  in  all  the  Collonies  were  we  not  bound  by  our  Confeaderation  ;  wee  may 
therfore  with  lefle  offence  challenge  and  aflert  our  owne  entered  becaufe  wee  are 
reddy  to  give  others  theire  due  ;  Neither  is  it  a  point  of  Majefty  or  honer  wee  la- 
bour  for  but  an  eflentiall  parte  of  that  Intyre  Gouermeut  which  is  referued  to  either 
Collony  in  the  Articles  before  the  very  office  much  more  the  power  of  Comilfioners 
bee  provided  for  which  being  preferued  to  vs  Invoyolable  wee  fhall  bee  far  from  oppof- 
ing  the  power  of  Comilfioners  but  doe  acknowlidg  ourfelues  bound  to  aflert  and  de- 
fend the  fame  but  if  our  owne  Rightt  are  Invaded  wee  fhalbee  therby  difenabled 
from  mayntaineing  either  though  wee  defire  to  keep  ourfelues  free  from  Infringing 
them  ;  wee  will  not  take  vpon  vs  to  determine  the  caufe  of  this  Conteft  between  the 
Court  and  yourfelues  wee  fhall  Challenge  the  like  libertie  with  the  Comilfioners  and 
leaue  it  to  the  Lord  the  Judge  of  the  Sperits  of  all  Men  ;

THE  Comilfioners  of  the  three  fmaler  Collonies  did  fuppofe  the  anfware  given 
by  two  of  the  Generall  Courts  had  fufficiently  cleared  the  fence  of  the  Articles  and 
power  of  the  Ccmiflioners ;  the  Collonies  confeaderating  and  the  freemen  choofing 
and  fending  them  Doe  Impower  them  to  conclude  and  determine  in  all  affaires  proper 
to  the  Confeaderation  if  any  doubt  yett  remaine  ;  wee  conceive  it  may  bee  further 
cleared  by  what  was  prefented  by  or  from  youer  felues  to  the  Comilfioners  att 
Plymouth  Anno  1 648  about  explanation  and  fettleing  a  right  vnderftanding  concern- 
ing fome  things  in  the  Articles  ;

Vpon  Information  Received  by  letters  firft  from  Captaine  Mafon  afterwards  from 
Mr.  Haines  Gouernor  of  Cone&icott  of  an  hoftile  Affault  made  by  the  Narraganfett 
Indians  vpon  foine  of  the  longe  Ifland  Indians  whoe  are  Tributaries  and  frinds  to 
the  Englilh  Collonies  In  the  Night  in  which  it  is  affeirmed  that  two  Sachems  and 
about  thirty  other  Indians  are  flayne  and  diuers  wemen  taken  captives  ;  The  Comiffi- 
oners thought  fitt  to  fend  Meffengers  with  Inftru&ions  to  the  Narraganfett  Sachems 
and  to  write  to  Thomas  Staunton  as  followeth  ; 

Inftruccons  given  by  the  Comiffioners  of  the  Vnited  Collonies  now  affembled  att 
Bofton  to  Serjeant  Richard  Waite  and  Sargeant  John  Barrel  1  fent  as  Meffengers  to 
the  Narraganfett  Sachems  about  the  late  hoftile  outrage  afted  by  them  or  fome  of 
theire  men  (as  the  Comiffioners  are  Informed  vpon  fome  of  the  long  Ifland  Indians 
frinds  to  the  Englifh  Collonies 

Yon  are  with  all  conuenient  fpeed  to  deliuer  the  letter  you  haue  heerwith  to  Tho- 
mas Staunton  ;  but  in  the  way  leaft  hee  fhould  bee  from  home  to  take  with  you 
from  the  trading  houfe  or  elfewhere  Vallentyne  or  any  other  able  Interpreter  whoe

ftand  what  is  charged  vpon  them  in  reference  to  the  faid  Invafion  ;  namely  that  they 
haue  contrary  to  their  exprefle  ccouenant  made  an  afiault  vpon  fome  of  the  long  Ifland 
Indians  and  killed  one  Sachem  or  more  and  feuerall  of  theire  men  and  taken  diuers 
captiues  etc.  whervpon  the  Comiffioners  haue  fent  you  vnto  them  heerby  requiring 
that  Peffacus  Mixam  Ninnigrett  or  fuch  two  of  them  are  mod  enterefted  in  this  af- 
fault  or  charged  with  it  forthwith  come  to  Bofton  without  delayes  or  excufes  to  an- 
fware  for  themfelues  therin  but  if  they  fhould  bee  fick  or  hindered  by  any  other 
ouer  ruleing  Providence  fo  that  none  of  them  can  poffibjy  come  ;  then  to  fend  fuch 
able  trufty  perfons,  and  foe  fufficiently  Inrtructed  as  vpon  whom  both  themfelues 
will  reft  and  the  Comiffioners  may  fatisfiingly  judge  in  the  cafe  without  lofle  of 
time  in  further  mefiengers  or  returnes  but  if  either  they  refufe  or  delay  to  come  or

Mr.  Samuel  Mayo  Marriner  of  Barnftable  in  the  Collonie  of  Plymouth  preferred 
a  petition  with  euidence  vpon  oath  conferning  avefTell  of  his  lately  feized  by  Thomas 
Baxter  vnder  the  couller  of  a  comiffion  from  Road  Ifland  ;  The  fubftance  of  both 
the  Comiffioners  haue  expreffed  in  theire  letter  to  that  Gouerment  as  followeth 

Gentlemen, 

SUNDRY  offences  and  affronts  haue  been  giuen  and  offered  to  fome  of  the  vni- 
ted  Collonies  both  in  theire  harbours  and  on  fhore  by  fome  of  thofe  whoo  haue  re- 
ceiued Comiffions  from  ycru  to  acte  againft  the  Duch  ;  Our  Intereft  and  fence  in  and 
of  that  nationall  quarrell  betwixt  England  and  the  vnthankfull  Netherlands  befides 
many  wronges  ourfelues  haue  fuftained  ;  haue  made  vs  hetherto  flow  to  any  feuere 
courfe  ;  But  att  this  meeting  wee  haue  receiued  Information  and  complaint  from  Mr. 
Samel  Mayo  of  Barnftable  within  the  Collonie  of  New  Plymouth  that  his  vefleil 
called  the  Defire  then  Intruded  to  the  Care  and  Charge  of  John  Dickenfon  Marri- 
ner and  onely  Imployed  in  tranfporting  the  goods  of  Mr.  Willam  Leuerich  of  Sand- 
wich in  Reference  to  a  new  plantation  hee  Intended  to  begine  and  fettle  att  a  place 
Called  Oyfter  Bay  on  long  Ifland  within  the  Englhh  lymetts  and  line  was  feized  as  a 
prife  by  Thomas  Baxter  whoe  hath  received  a  Comiffion  from  the  aflembly  of  Proui- 
dence Plantation  ;  ;  In  hempfteed  harbour  whether  the  ueffell  was  bound  to  fett 
fome  cattle  on  fhore  whence  they  might  bee  att  any  time  Eazely  driuen  by  land  to 
Oyfter  Bay  aforfaid  ;  and  to  houfe  other  goods  for  theire  preferuation  in  order  to  the 
faid  Removall ;  theire  being  as  yett  noe  houfe  Reddy  att  the  faid  Bay  to  Receiue

them  ;  wbat  Comiffion  the  plantations  at  Providence  Warwick  and  Road  lfland  all 
or  any  of  them  haue  receiued  either  from  the  Parliament  or  Counfell  of  ftate  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  England  to  offend  the  Duch  wee  doe  not  yett  fatisfyingly  vnder- 
ftand  ;  but  are  affured  they  neither  haue  nor  will  giue  any  either  Comiffion  or  per- 
miffion  to  affront  or  wronge  the  vnited  Englifh  Collonies  in  theire  harbours  or  planta- 
tion nor  defturbe  them  in  theire  lawfull  trade  of  Tranfportations  by  fea  ;  hemfteed  as 
is  knowne  both  to  youerfelues  and  Thomas  Baxter  is  an  Englifh  plantation  though 
without  due  concideration  before  the  nationall  breach  began  fettled  within  the  Duch 
prouinciall  lymetts  and  att  prefent  wee  heare  they  are  in  danger  if  not  alreddy  in  a 
uiffering  condition  for  theire  faithfulnes  to  the  Englhh  nation  and  refpecT:  to  the  Eng- 
lifh Collonies  as  they  profeffe  ;  had  the  formencioned  veffell  been  laden  with  proui- 
fion  or  for  trad  with  the  Duch  which  had  ben  matter  of  offence  or  fufpition  of  fur- 
nifhing  or  complying  with  the  enimies  of  England  wee  fhould  haue  left  the  owners  or 
laders  of  the  faid  ueffell  to  any  juft  tryall  ;  but  as  things  are  reprefented  and  by  two 
Tefti monies  vpon  oathproued  wee  cannot  but  defire  to  fee  what  Comiffion  you  haue 
and  how  it  runs  that  wee  may  fhew  our  due  RefpecT:  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Eng- 
land and  yett  preferue  the  peace  of  the  Collonies  and  prouide  that  the  plantations  bee 
not  defturbed  in  theire  juft  liberties  and  trades  by  the  Rafhnes  and  boldnes  of  youer 
agents  wee  hope  you  will  reddily  giue  vs  a  due  faiisfacTion  in  fhewing  youer  Comiffion 
and  giueing  vs  a  true  coppy  therof  that  wee  may  vnderftand  both  youer  way  and 
our  owne,  to  which  purpofe  wee  haue  fent  this  expreffe  meffenger  ;  if  you  refufe  wee

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inftru&ions  for  Leiftenant  Willam  hudfon  fent  by  the  Comiffioners  to  Road  Ifland 

YOU  are  with  all  conuenient  fpeed  to  deliuer  the  letter  you  heerwith  receiue  To 
the  Gouemor  or  prefedent  and  others  Intruded  with  the  prefent  Gouerment  and  ac- 
cording 10  the  contents  therof  (of  whicr  wee  heerwith  deliuer  you  a  coppy)  in  our 
names  to  propound  that  Mr.  Samuel  Mayo  may  haue  juftice  without  delay  in  refe- 
rence to  his  ueffell  which  Thomas  Baxter  hath  feized  by  venue  of  theire  Comiflion  ; 
Our  Defire  is  to  know  by  what  comiflion  theire  agents  make  fuch  feazuers  to  defturbe 
the  peace  of  the  Colloniss  when  it  was  dated;  by  whom  graunted  and  whether  it 
bee  vnder  any  feale  of  the  Commonwealth  of  England  and  to  haue  a  true  and  exact 
coppy  of  it  that  the  Comiflioners  may  accordingly  aduife  in  the  affaires  of  the  Col- 
lonies  ;  If  they  cannot  graunt  this  without  Calling  fome  court  or  aflembly  you  may 
flay  a  day  or  two  for  a  fatisfying  difpatch  but  if  they  refufe  or  vfe  vnneflefary  delayes 
you  may  returne  with  fuch  anfware  as  you  can  gett  whether  in  writing  or  by  word 
of  mouth  ;  in  which  latter  ^:fe  wee  defire  you  would  write  downe  what  anfware 
they  returne  that  you  neither  miftake  nor  forgett  any  parte  of  it  ;  and  by  inquiry  you 
will  Informe  youer  fclfe  in  the  premifts  etc.  as  you  may  what  Comiflion  they  haue 
by  whom  and  to  whom  graunted  ;  and  in  what  fraam  Road  Ifland  (lands  with  Proui- 
dence  and  Warwicke  plantations  Whoe  graunts  comiflions  att  Road  Ifland  in  thefe 
fea  affayres  and  what  cecuritie  they  take  that  prifes  be  brought  thether  to  bee  tryed; 
and  whoe  are  the  judges  ;  with  what  elfe  you  can  learn  to  aflbard  light  in  this  and 
fuch  like  cafes  ;  foe  we  reft

Upon  Informacon  receiued  that  in  purfuit  of  Thomas  Baxter  whoe  by  venue  of  a 
Comiflion  from  Road  Ifland  vnder  the  Commonwealth  of  England  hath  taken  aDuch 
boat  or  ueflell  neare  the  Manhattoes  ;  the  Duch  haue  manned  out  two  veflells  with 
about  one  hundred  men  in  them  as  men  of  warr  and  did  then  lye  in  the  road  neare 
the  opening  of  fayerfield  harbour  where  Baxter  was  ;  The  Comiflioners  confidering 
the  continued  open  warr  betwixt  the  Commonwealth  of  England  and  the  Netherlands 
with  the  hoftile  affronts  the  Dutch  in  thefe  partes  haue  formerly  offered  to  the  Englifh 
Collonies  and  the  late  execrable  confpiracy  charged  vpon  the  Duch  Gouemor  his  Fif- 
calletc.  judge  itt  neffefarie  that  euery  jurifdic"tion  within  its  owne  lymits  doe  declare 
and  order  that  all  Duch  fliipps  and  other  fmaller  veflells  bee  att  theire  perill  prohi- 
bited coming  into  any  harbour  belonging  vnto  any  of  the  confeaderate  Collonies  with-

out  expreffe  lycence  from  the  Gouernor  of  the  Collonie  or  fbm  other  majeftrate 
therof ;  And  if  any  fuch  fhipp  or  uefTell  fliall  after  fuch  orders  duely  publifhed  come 
into  any  Englifli  harbour  or  road  and  being  by  fome  Majeftrate  or  next  Milletary  offi- 
cer where  there  is  noe  Magiftrate  or  by  fuch  as  are  in  each  Collonie  appointed  fliall 
not  forthwith  within  fix  howers  depart  out  of  the  find  harbour  or  road  being  ther- 
vntp  required  It  fhalbee  Iawfull  for  the  faid  Collonie  or  plantation  wher  any  fuch 
ueilell  Rides  by  their  owne  or  any  naighbour  force  either  to  furprize  and  feize  the 
fame  or  to  force  it  thence  And  in  the  prefent  particulare  cafe  att  fayerfeild  if  the 
faid  Duch  ueffels  or  either  of  them  or  any  other  bee  or  fliall  ride  or  flay  in  the  fame 
road  or  harbour  or  in  any  other  harbour  or  road  within  thofe  weftern  Collonies  It  is 
heerby  declared  that  fuch  uefTell  or  ueffels  bee  commaunded  forthwith  to  depart. 
But  if  the  mafter  or  mafters  or  any  of  them  or  fuch  as  order  the  fame  ueffels  or  any 
of  them  refufe  or  delay  beyond  the  time  before  lymited  Wind  and  weather  permiting 
them  to  depart  the  inhabitants  of  fayerfeild  or  any  other  plantations  within  the  faid 
two  Collonies  calling  in  healp  If  they  fee  caufe  as  aboue  fliall  haue  libertie  to  feize  or 
port  them  thence  as  they  can  ;  and  in  all  feafuers  foe  made  noe  parte  either  goods 
rigging  or  appurtenances  belonging  to  any  fuch  uefTell  fhalbee  Imbezeled  or  taken  to 
any  priuate  vfe  till  by  a  due  tryall  in  the  jurifdiftion  wherin  the  feafure  is  made  the 
uefTell  or  ueffels  bee  found  juft  prife  by  vertue  of  this  order  and  uefTell  and  goods 
duely  priffed  and  that  after  the  feafure  is  judged  Iawfull  by  the  authoritie  aforfaid  and 
foe  prifed  the  two  thirds  partes  fhalbee  allowed  to  the  plantation  or  to  fuch  perfons  as 
fliall  feize  the  faid  ueffell  or  ueffels  towards  charges  as  euery  jurifdicrion  fliall  order 
and  one  third  parte  free  of  all  charges  to  the  Collonies  in  their  different  propor- 
tions ;

The  19th  of  September  1653  Sargeant  Wake  and  Sargeant  Barrell  Returned  from 
Ninnegrett  and  the  Narraganfett  Indians  and  According  to  the  Direction  of  the  Comif- 
fioners  brought  with  them  Thomas  Staunton  and  Vallentyne  Whitman  Interpreter  for 
the  Indian  Language  whoe  refpe&iuely  vpon  oath  Related  the  Carriages  and  anfwares 
of  Ninnegrett  and  Mixam  fcuerally  and  feuerull  times  in  Reference  to  the  Murther  of 
divers  of  the  long  Hand  Indians  in  the  Night  and  the  Captives  taken  and  brought 
away  by  the  plot  and  appointment  att  left  of  Ninnegrett  the  Nyanticke  Sagamore  ; 

Firft  Thomas  Staunton  vpon  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  Winthorpe  of  Pequat  Plan- 
tation wherin  hee  was  defired  to  affift  four  men  fent  to  Ninnegrett  that  the  formen- 
cioned  captiues  might  bee  Returned  to  long  llland  ;  doth  vpon  oarh  affeirme  that 
fome  of  Ninnigretts  men  did  defturbe  them  by  the  way  afking  whether  they  went 
fliouting  and  hallowing  and  vfeing  Scornfull  words  faying  they  cared  not  for  theEn- 

1  elifh 
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glifli  nor  did  they  feare  them  ;  And  when  thervpon  Thomas  Staunton  with  his  Ra- 
pior  in  the  Scabbcrt  itruck  att  the  wolfes  tayle  on  the  head  of  a  Pcquot  Indian  moll 
actiue  in  the  faid  ofFencive  Carriage  demaunding  why  hee  did  foe  Reuile  the  Englilli 
whoe  Intended  them  noe  harme  ;  A  Narraganfett  Captaine  cocked  his  gun  and  the 
faid  Pcquot  drew  his  bow  with  an  Arrow  in  it  prefented  att  him  Whervpon  Tho- 
mas flood  ftill  and  tould  them  they  might  doe  theire  pleafure  hee  had  a  Meffage  to 
deliuer  to  Ninnegrett  which  hee  would  doe  though  he  loft  his  life  before  hee  re- 
turned home  After  which  when  Thomas  came  to  Ninnigrett  and  read  his  Meflage  to 
Mr.  Winthorpe  Ninnegrett  alked  what  the  Englifh  had  to  doe  to  defire  or  demaund 
his  prifoners  and  tould  Thomas  they  fhould  neither  fee  them  nor  haue  them  ;  And 
Ninnegretts  men  expreffed  themfelues  uery  tumultuoully  and  would  hardly  fuffer  any 
fpeech  betwixt  Ninnegrett  and  Thomas  Staunton  ; 

Sargeant  Waite  and  Sargeant  Barrell  vpon  oath  declared  that  they  arriveing  att 
the  Nyantick  Countrey  the  15th  of  September  the  Nyantike  Indians  made  an  Ala- 
rum as  they  were  palling  towards  Pawqetake  without  any  other  defturbance  but  them- 
felves  with  Thomas  Staunton  and  Vallentyne  Whittman  the  Interpreters  returning 
the  1 6th  of  September  1653  to  Ninnegrett  ;  An  Indian  Scout  feeing  them  ftarted 
vp  and  Ran  Swiftly  away  not  keeping  the  path  and  foone  after  made  an  Allarum 
whervpon  the  Englifh  not  haveing  Ryden  two  miles  further  faw  about  forty  or  fifty 
Indians  all  in  Armes  whoe  went  vp  to  them  as  they  rode  by  and  the  foremoft  Indian 
being  Captaine  to  the  Reft  haueing  a  gun  and  his  on  the  Cocke  did  in  the  Sight 

of  Thomas  Staunton  Sergeant  Waite  and  Vallentyne  Whittman  put  his  hand  back 
as  if  hee  would  have  cocked  it ;  Richard  Waite  faid  this  Man  will  fhoote  ;  Wher- 
vpon the  Englilli  men  faced  about  Rode  vp  to  the  faid  Indians  and  Aflced  what  ihey 
Intended  to  doe  and  badd  them  goe  before  which  fome  of  them  did  but  others 
would  not ;  and  particularly  the  faid  Captaine  Refufcd  the  Englifh  rode  on  in  the 
way  towards  Ninnegrett  but  coming  vp  into  the  Woods  the  former  Company  of  In- 
dians firft  fell  on  fhouting  in  a  triumphing  way  after  the  Englifh  Meflengers  came  to 
a  greater  company  of  Indians  all  armed  whoe  comaund  them  to  Hand  to  alight  and 
to  tye  there  horfes  to  a  tree  ihewed  them  which  the  Meflengers  refufed  to  doe  ;  the 
Indians  then  ftrove  to  becompafe  the  Englilli  which  they  would  not  fuffer  but  being 
Informed  that  Ninnigrett  would  come  thether  they  flayed  awhile  but  Ninnegrett  not 
coming  the  Englilli  tould  the  Indians  that  if  they  might  neither  pafle  on  nor  Ninne- 
grett come  then  they  would  returne  home  the  Indians  anfwared  hee  would  com  pre- 
fently  but  hee  not  coming  the  Englilli  rode  forward  and  mett  Ninnegrett ;  the  Indi- 
ans running  on  both  fides  hollowing  the  Englilli  Meflengers  made  a  Stand  when  they 
mett  Ninnegrett  haveing  many  armed  men  with  him  and  him  felfe  a  pifloll  in  his 
hand  Ninnegrett  fatt  downe  and  defired  them  to  alight  which  they  did  the  Indians 
then  furrounded  them  and  fom  of  them  charged  theire  guns  with  powder  and  bulletts 
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and  fom  primed  theire  guns  ;  the  Englifh  in  the  mean  time  deliuering  theire  Meffage 
to  Ninnigrett  his  men  were  foe  Tumultus  in  fpeaking  efpetially  one  whoe  they  faid 
was  a  Mohauke  that  they  were  much  dcfturbed  ;  But  haueing  ended  as  they  were 
returning  Thomas  Staunton  and  Vallentyne  called  to  Sargeant  Waite  and  Sargeant 
Barrell  who  were  before  and  tould  them  an  Indian  was  noching  his  Arrow  whervpon 
the  two  Sargeants  turned  backe  and  the  faid  Indian  ran  before  them  Scouting  in  the 
Cornfeild  as  if  he  ment  to  ftop  or  Interupt  them  but  the  Englifli  rode  apace  and  left 
them  Thomas  Staunton  and  Vallentyne  Whitman  did  vpon  oath  Teftify  that  Awa- 
fhaw  an  Indian  much  Imployed  and  trufted  by  Ninnigrett  tould  them  that  the  afort-- 
mencioned  Mohauke  came  to  fee  what  News  for  they  heard  that  the  Englilh  were 
coming  to  warr  againft  the  Narraganfett  Indians  which  if  true  the  Mohaukes  take 
what  is  done  againft  the  Narraganfets  as  done  againft  themfelues  and  after  they  de- 
parted from  Ninnegrett  two  Indians  with  bows  and  Arrowes  in  theire  hands  came 
runing  out  of  the  woods  and  roughly  demaunded  of  Thomas  Staunton  whether  hee 
was  goeing  when  hee  would  com  backe  which  way  hee  would  come.  But  Thomas 
and  Vallentyne  perceiveing  hee  was  proffering  to  noch  his  Arrow  and  miftrufting  him 
faced  about  towards  him  foe  that  hee  forbeare  ; 

Vnto  the  Inftruftions  and  propofitions  giuen  and  made  by  the  Meffengers  from 
the  Comiffioners  to  Ninnegrett  the  ibth  of  September  returned  anfware  in  more 
words   but  in  fubftance  thufe  as  the  Interpreters  Teftifyed  vpon  oath  ; 

Why  doe  the  Englifli  flight  mee  and  refpeft  the  longe  Iflanders  and  the  Mohegins 
feeing  all  round  about  mee  doe  loue  mee  and  are  my  frinds 

Why  doe  they  Inquire  the  ground  of  my  warr  againft  the  Long  Iflanders  did  they 
not  heare  that  the  long  Iflanders  Murthered  mee  a  Man  is  it  foe  ftraung  to  them 
haue  they  not  heard  it  againc  and  againe  ; 

If  the  Englifli  fay  that  wee  haue  broken  Couenant  they  Lye  hee  faid  his  hart  was 
not  willing  to  come  to  the  Bay 

The  Subftance  of  Mixams  anfware  September  the  17th  1653  I  did  know  faid  hee 
of  the  defigne  againft  the  long  Iflanders  before  It  was  Attempted  but  I  was  noe  In- 
corrager  thervnto  had  I  Incorraged  my  men  the  Pamoakes  had  been  vtterly  de- 
ftroyed 

Queftion  What  is  the  Reafon  youer  Cannoo  went 

Anfware  My  men  were  a  fort  of  proud  Childifn  men  and  took  her  away  and  faith 
hee  by  not  Incorraging  my  men  I  did  decent  but  many  of  my  men  being  in  Ninne- 
gretts  Countrey  they  did  Intice  them  away 

Queftion  Will  you  goe  to  Bofton  and  there  clear  youer  felfe 

Anfware  How  can  I  goe  on  fuch  a  defigne  when  noe  body  knowes  of  my  goeing 
Neither  the  Mohaukes  nor  others  know  of  my  goeing  into  the  Bay  how  can  I  goe 
without  theire  Confent  likewife  my  father  was  wont  to  fend  not  to  gpe.

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All  the  premiffes  were  deliuered  in  vpon  oath  before  Mr.  Simon  Bradflxeet  the 
20th  of  September  1653 

The  Comiffioners  confidering  the  rude  and  hoflile  affronts  offered  by  Ninnigrets 
men  to  the  Englifh  Meffengers  and  in  what  danger  they  were  both  in  theire  goeing 
returning  and  in  Ninnegrets  prefence  together  with  his  proud  peremptory  and  offen- 
ciue  Anfwares  att  two  feuerall  times  made  firft  to  the  Meffengers  of  Mr.  John  Win- 
thorp  and  after  to  the  Meffengers  fent  by  themfelues  together  with  the  ground  of 
his  quarrell  agaipft  the  long  Iflanders  (-as  himfelfe  expreffeth  it)  namely  the  murther 
of  his  man  as  hee  calleth  it  with  his  Refufall  to  dcliuer  the  Captiues  vnjuflly  taken 
from  longlfland  or  to  come  to  Bofton  to  Render  any  accounte  of  this  breach  of  Co- 
venant as  fatisfying  Reafons  of  his  proceedings  ;  and  calling  to  mind  the  concurrant 
teftimonies  they  had  from  the  Indians  in  feuerall  partes  of  the  Countrey  of  My- 
antinomoes  Treacherous  plotts  about  ten  yeares  fence  to  engage  all  the  Indians 
by  guiftes  to  cutt  of  att  once  the  whole  body  of  the  Englifli  in  thefe  partes 
and  that  the  long  Ifland  Indians  were  among  thofe  whoe  defcouered  and  might  in 
the  Narraganfetts  conceite  bee  (with  others)  Inflrumentall  caufes  of  theire  proud 
Sagamors  death  ;  And  Remembering  that  on  this  quarrell  the  Narraganfett  Indians 
made  warr  vpon  Vncas  and  how  proudly  and  Infolently  Ninnegrett  carried  it  then 
to  the  Meffengers  from  the  Comiffioners  and  wh-at  prouocking  tearmes  hee  fent  to 
them  Namly  that  if  they  did  not  withdraw  theire  Garrifons  from  Vncas  hee  would 
procure  as  many  Mohaukes  as  the  Englifli  fhould  affront  them  with  and  that  they 
would  lay  the  Englifli  Cattle  on  heapes  as  high  as  theire  houfes  and  that  noe  Englifh 
man  fhould  ftirr  out  to  piffe  but  hee  fhould  bee  killed  to  which  fram  hee  now  feem- 
eth  to  bee  Returning  ; 

And  the  Comiffioners  being  Informed  both  by  Captaine  Cullicke  and  by  the  Tef- 
timony  of  Jonathan  Gilbert  in  writing  that  the  man  Ninnegrett  faith  was  Murther- 
ed  by  the  long  Iflanders  was  Juftly  put  to  death  by  them  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Court  att  Conefticott  and  in  the  prefence  of  an  Englifhman  fent  to  fee  the  execu- 
tion att  the  landing  place  neare  hartford  vpon  this  capitall  crime  charged  and  by  the 
Mallefa&or  himfelfe  confeffed  as  followeth 

The  Sachems  of  Long  Ifland  brought  or  fent  an  Indian  from  thence  to  hartford 
and  charged  him  with  attempting  in  a  Treacherous  way  and  mannor  with  a  gun  to 
murther  the  Sagamore  of  Shinecock  on  long  Ifland.  vpon  examination  (as  hee  had 
done  before  vpon  long  Ifland  and  by  the  way  as  hee  cam  to  hartford)  the  faid  in 
Court  confeffed  hee  was  hiered  by  Ninnigrett  and  another  of  the  Narraganfett  Sa- 
chems to  goe  ouer  to  long  Ifland  and  to  liue  there  with  his  father  to  acquaint  himfelfe 
with  the  faid  Sagamore  that  withont  Sufpicion  hee  might  Improue  fom  feafon  to  Acte 
the  faid  Murther.  Accordingly  this  Indian  went  over  liued  att  long  Ifland  aboue  a 
yeare  grew  acquainted  was  vfed  by  the  faid  Sagamore  to  accompany  him  in  a  Journey 
to  carry  his  Pifloll  for  him  which  was  charged  and  walking  fide  by  fide  with  the  Sa- 

O  o  2  gamore 
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gamore  hee  tooke  his  oppertunitie  to  difcharge  It  att  him  ;  But  the  piftoll  being  not 
quick  in  goeing  of  the  Sagamore  was  Remoued  one  ftep  foe  that  the  fhott  onely 
went  through  his  coate  ;  this  confefTion  the  Indian  Prifoner  made  before  the  court 
att  hartford  and  perfifted  on  in  it  to  his  death  declaring  feuerall  other  cercomftances 
as  by  Jonathan  Gilberts  Teftimony  in  writing  more  fully  appeareth  This  Indian  being 
hervpon  put  to  death  by  the  long  Ifland  Indians  att  or  near  hartford  Ninnegrett  by 
his  men  Inftead  of  Judging  himfelfe  made  the  afformencioned  Night  affault  vpon 
them  flew  diuers  and  tooke  diuers  Captives  and  by  way  of  Reuenge  againft  the  En- 
glifh  vpon  the  firft  Englifh  Ground  they  came  vpon  burnt  one  of  the  Prifoners  as 
the  long  Ifland  Indians  had  done  the  dead  body  of  the  aboue  mencioned  Mallefac- 
tor  att  hartford  And  the  Comiflioners  were  further  Informed  that  this  longe  Ifland 
Sagamore  hath  for  many  years  approved  himfelfe  a  conftant  frind  to  the  Englifh ; 
as  in  the  former  defcouery  and  afkeing  theire  advife  in  the  late  execution  foe  when 
an  Englifh  woman  att  or  about  Southamton  was  crewelly  and  Treacheroufly  by  three 
Indians  and  one  of  them  onely  taken  this  Sagamore  feized  the  other  two  and  him- 
felfe brought  them  to  Juftice  att  hartford  wherin  hee  gaue  a  good  Teftimony  of  his 
fidelitie  to  the  Englifh  and  hazarded  the  love  and  Refpect.  of  his  owne  men  whoe 
feldom  heare  of  fuch  a  currage  in  other  Sagamores  ;  The  Comiflioners  alfoe  Re- 
membered the  late  charges  and  profes  made  againft  Ninnegrett  for  confpiring  with 
the  Duch  and  labouring  to  engage  the  Indians  both  about  the  Monhatoes  and  fur- 
ther of  againft  the  Englifh  and  Vncas  as  more  largly  appeereth  by  a  Declaration  and 
other  paffages  of  the  firft  meeting  of  the  Comiflioners  this  yeare  att  Bofton  in  Aprill 
and  May  laft  and  particularly  how  offencively  and  to  the  Englifh  Treacheroufly  one  of 
the  Meflengers  whoe  came  with  Awafhaw  from  Ninnegrett  carried  himfelfe  att  Bof- 
ton what  meflage  was  thervpon  fent  to  Ninnegrett  about  him  ;  Namly  that  the  faid 
Meffenger  was  fent  home  without  Trouble  becaufe  of  a  fafe  conduct,  giuen  ;  But  the 
Comiflioners  expected  that  Ninnegrett  (if  Innocent)  fhould  fend  him  back  to  bee 
proceeded  with  according  to  Juftice ;  but  in  ftead  therof  contrary  to  his  exprefle 
Covenant  made  in  Anno  1645  and  to  the  prouocation  of  the  Englifh  hee  murther- 
eth  three  tributaries  and  frinds  and  peremtorily  refufeth  to  deliuer  the  Captiues  hee 
hath  foe  vnjuftly  taken  or  to  come  to  Bofton  to  giue  any  account  of  his  crewell  and 
bloody  proceedings  foe  that  vnlefe  the  Blood  of  thefe  Innocent  Indians  bee  duely 
Required  by  the  Collonies  att  his  hands  neither  (hall  the  Englifh  nor  theire  Indian 
frinds  bee  fafe  in  Reference  to  theire  Hues  wiues  or  Children  nor  will  either  our 
frinds  truft  vs  hecrafter  nor  Enemies  feare  to  comite  any  hoftile  outrage  when  they 
apprehend  Advantage  ;  The  Comiflioners  duely  weying  the  premiffes  conceiue 
th emfelves  called  by  God  to  make  a  prefent  warr  againft  Ninnegrett  the  Nianticke 
Sachem  and  fuch  as  by  cleavcing  to  him  fhal!  mayntaine  his  late  hoftvle  and  bloody

Mr.  Symon  Bradftreet  exprefTeth  his  owne  particulare  thoughts  but  therin  Actes 
not  as  Prefedent  nor  doe  the  reft  of  the  Commiflioners  know  why  he  vfeth  the  plu- 
ral number  viz.  (they  cannot  well  vnderftand)  the  Comiflioners  voted  againft  Ninne- 
grett on  grounds  fully  Satisfying  themfelves  ; 

Leiftenant  Hudfou  returned  from  Road  Ifland  the  20th  of  September  1653  and 
brought  feuerall  writings  thence  with  him  which  hee  deliuered  to  the  Comiflioners 
namely  a  letter  from  Mr.  Efton  Newport  September  16th.  1653 

Honored  Gentlemen 

The  Counfell  not  being  prefent  nor  without  much  difficulty  could  bee  ;  therfore 
for  myfelfe  being  greatly  defirous  to  bee  Inofenciue  to  youer  honered  authoritie 
which  I  know  is  the  mind  of  our  Collonie  Induceth  mee  to  petition  youer  wifdomes 
for  fauorable  conftru&ion  of  our  precedings  whoe  are  farr  from  countenancing  any 
lnciuellity  much  lefle  any  infolencye  of  any  of  ours  ;  hoping  that  wee  ftiall  approue 
our  felues  as  to  the  fupreame  authoritie  of  the  ftate  of  England  vnto  whom  wee  are 
refponfable  ;   fo  alfoe  vnto  vouer  wifdomes  in  all  feruicable  humanitie  ; 

That  by  our  authoritie  receiued  from  the  right  honerable  the  counfell  of  ftate 
any  offences  duely  giuen  Iprefume  not  ;  and  hopeing  that  youer  wifdom  will  not  Im- 
pute pnricular  mens  extravagancyes  to  vs  being  Ignorant  thereof  but  rather  fufpend  ; 
and  for  fending  a  coppy  of  our  Comiflion  I  haue  noe  comiffion  and  therfore  defire

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to  bee  excufed  ;  yett  Aufe  rau€h  I  (hall  prefume  to  inforrae  youer  Ingenuities  that 
■wee  are  authorifed  to  offend  the  enimies  of  the  Commonwealth  of  England!  as  wee 
fliall  fee  neffefarie  and  againfl  them  oncly  are  our  Comiffiones  graunted  noe  other- 
wife  and  foe  is  Baxter  Authorifed  ;  and  as  I  remember  for  the  records  are  not  with 
mehee  is  prohibited  to  pafle  into  the  Duchjurifdi&ion  till  further  order  bee  giuen  ; 
hee  is  alfoe  bound  to  bringe  his  prifes  foe  taken  into  our  harbour  for  tryall  and  that 
the  {bates  parte  may  bee  fecured  ;  It  being  foe  injoined  vs  by  the  Supreame  authori- 
se vnto  whom  wee  are  alfoe  required  to  render  an  account  of  our  proceedings  which. 
wee  haue  now  done  j  and  vnto  whofe  right  wife  fenfure  in  all  humility  wee  fubmitt ; 
1'hufe  prcfuming  to.  trouble  youer  wifdomes  with  my  rude  lines  and  defireing  that 
youer  graue  Counfells  may  produce  glory  to  God  grace  amongft  men  and  honer  to

Ninigrett  by  vote  and  voted  alfoe  the  number  of  men  to  bee  raifed  and  Imployed 
therin  whereof  the  Prefedent  wrote  to  the  Gouernor  but  the  Counfell  of  the  Mafla- 
chufetts  meeting  att  Bofton  Returned  theire  Refolutions  to  the  Comiflioners  in  the 
following  writing  ; 

In  anfware  to  a  letter  of  the  honered  Comiflioners  for  raifing  forces  to  make  a  pre- 
fent  warr  againft  Ninnigrett ;  The  Couafell  of  the  Maffaehufetts  aflembled  att  Bofton 
the  24th  of  September  1653  taking  into  their  confideration  the  votes  of  the  Comifli- 
oners for  raifing  two  hundred  and  fifty  men  to  make  warr  vpon  Ninnegrett  ;  and 
haueing  perufed  the  grounds  and  reafons  moueing  thervnto  prefented  to  vs  in  theire 
papers  doe  not  fee  fufficient  grounds  either  from  any  obligation  of  the  Englifh  tow- 
ards the  long  Iflanders  or  from  the  vfage  the  Meflengers  Receiued  from  the  Indians 
or  from  any  other  motiue  prefented  vnto  our  confideration  or  from  all  of  them  ;  and 
therfore  dare  not  to  excrcife  our  authoritie  to  levy  force  within  our  jurifdi&ion  tft 
vndertake  a  prefent  warr  againft  the  faid  Ninnigrett

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A  petition  from  Newhauen  being  veceiued  and  the  feueral  grounds  of  a  warr 
againft  the  Duch  being  again  confidered  the  matter  was  propounded  to  the  Comiffion- 
ers  in  the  following  words  ; 

Whether  vpon  a  due  confideration  of  the  nationall  quarrell  betwixt  the  Englifh 
and  the  Netherlands  with  other  caufes  declared  and  confidered  att  the  firft  meeting 
of  the  Comiffioners  this  yeare  att  Bofton  the  vnited  Collonies  haue  juft  grounds  of 
awarr  againft  the  Duch  att  the  Monhatoes  ; 

And  by  fix  votes  votes  (Captain  Cullicke  by  ficknes  being  abfent)  the  juftice  of 
the  warr  was  concluded. 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Englifh  Collonies  did  generally  conceiue  that  the  in- 
terpretation of  the  articles  and  feuerall  other  writings  fence  fent  vnto  them  by  the  ge- 
rall  court  of  the  MafTachufetts  wherin  they  deney  vnto  the  Comiffioners  that  power  in 
determinining  in  matters  of  warr  leagues  aides  etc.  which  by  the  articles  is  exprefsly 
graunted  vnto  them  did  direclly  tend  to  the  breach  of  that  perpetual!  confeaderation 
ten  yeares  fence  foe  follemly  made  betwixt  the  Collonies ;  but  becaufe  the  Maffachu- 
fets  had  then  neither  paffed  nor  done  any  a<fte  dire&ly  croffing  any  conclufion  or 
Determination  of  the  Comiffioners  fully  paffed  by  vote  vpon  a  writing  receiued  from 
the  Court  fourteen  dayes  fence  wherin  they  feeme  (att  left)  to  graunt  what  was 
before  deneyed  or  queftioned  by  the  Comiffioners  thought  fitt  to  proceed  in  the  occa- 
sions of  the  Collonies  and  fent  forth  feuerall  meffengers  as  the  records  will  (hew  ; 
But  the  Maffachufets  refufing  to  afte  as  by  a  writing  this  day  receiued  from  theire 
Counfell  appeereth  in  raifing  men  to  bee  fent  againft  Ninnigrett  the  Nyantick  Sa- 
chem according  to  a  clear  vote  wherin  feauen  of  the  Comiffioners  did  fully  concur  ; 
They  apprehend  the  MafTachufetts  haue  aftually  broken  theire  couenant  but  what 
damages  may  heerby  grow  to  the  other  three  Collonies  they  leaue  to  fuch  defcoue- 
rtes  as  the  wife  God  fhall  pleafe  to  make  ;  and  to  the  confideration  of  the  feuerall 
Generall  Courts  therin  concerned  ;  onely  they  declare  that  the  vote  concerning  the 
iuftice  of  awarr  againft  the  duch  vpon  the  grounds  heerin  mentioned  was  twife  voted, 
the  firft  time  was  att  or  before  the  twentieth  of  this  month  but  ther  being  then  fome 
queftion  about  that ;  It  was  by  vote  confeirmed  this  day  after  the  writing  from  the 
Counfell  came  to  hand

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Rcfcrving  place  and  juft  liberty  to  the  Counfell  and  Generall  court  of  the  Mafla- 
chufetts  to  make  thcire  owne  anfsvare  and  defence  to  this  Remonftrance  in  the  feue- 
rall  partes  thereof  which  themfelucs  are  bed  able  to  doe  which  I  doubt  not  but  in  due 
time  the  feuerall  Collonies  may  expecl: ;  I  (hall  att  prefent  fay  onely  this  that  as  I  can- 
not  hinder  the  honcred  Comiffioners  from  apprehending  what  they  declare  or  de- 
claring what  they  apprehend  ;  foe  neither  doth  the  one  or  the  other  make  that  to 
bee  a  breach  of  couenant  which  is  not  foe  in  itfelfe  the  Collonies  are  not  bound  to 
acl  in  any  offenciue  warr  according  to  the  determination  of  the  Comiffioners  further 
then  the  fame  is  juft  and  according  to  God  if  the  cafe  in  queftion  bee  fuch  I  cannot 
deney  what  is  apprehended  but  our  counfell  wanting  (as  they  conceiue)  convincing 
euidence  therof  it  mult  bee  left  to  further  Defquifuion  and  clearing  which  I  defire 
may  bee  done  in  the  raoft  amiable  and  Chriftian  way  and  mannor  that  may  bee  fuit- 
able  to  our  profeffion  and  agreeable  to  the  mayne  end  of  our  confeaderation ;  know- 
ing and  folemnly  profeffing  that  according  to  my  bed  knowlidge  and  vnderftanding 
It  is  not  the  mind  of  our  Counfell  or  generall  Court  to  oppofe  the  determination  of 
the  Comiffioners  further  then  they  conceiue  the  fame  to  oppofe  the  mind  of  God  ; 
and  vpon  this  account  I  earneftly  requeft  that  due  regard  may  bee  had  to  the  judg- 
ments and  confiences  of  others  pious  and  prudent  that  are  foe  deeply  concerned  heer- 
in  ;  and  that  in  cafe  of  blood  ;  and  though  att  prefent  wee  cannot  bee  all  likeminded 
that  yett  our  Chriftian  moderation  may  appeer  as  in  other  refpe&s  foe  efpetially  in 
Refferrence  to  an  offenciue  warr  with  Indians  or  others  till  the  mind  of  God  doe 
more  fully  appeer  ;  Remembering  it  wilbee  noe  greife  of  hart  to  any  of  vs  when  we 
come  to  giue  vp  our  accounts  that  wee  haue  neither  (heed  blood  cauflefly  nor  drawne 
others  to  doe  It  vpon  the  grounds  not  clear  to  them  however  poffibly  fatisfa&ory  to 
youerfelues.

The  Comiffioners  as  one  man  without  any  decent  hath  formerly  fully  exprefled 
themfelues  that  any  determination  of  theires  manifeftly  vnjufl  byndeth  not  but  the 
Counfell  of  the  Maflachufets  refufeing  to  raife  men  againft  Ninnigrett  alledge  not 
much  leffe  proue  that  any  parte  of  theire  Conclufions  is  vnjufl  orbreaketh  any  rule 
of  God  foe  that  in  this  refufall  they  returne  to  theire  former  purpofes  and  refoluti- 
ons  that  the  Comiffioners  fhould  onely  acte  as  Couufellors  to  aduife  and  the  Generall 
Courts  may  and  the  Maflachufets  Counfell  will  attend  foe  far  as  they  fee  caufe  for  po- 
teftas  belli  gerendi  aut  pads  fanttiendce  falvo  majeftate  Imperii  eripe  Nequitt  which

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Couenant  appeers  and  as  it  can  bee  noe  griefe  of  hart  to  fpare  guiltles  blood  foe  It  is 
a  duty  to  require  the  blood  of  innocents  whoe  depend  on  vs  for  fafety  and  probably 
fuffer  for  their  faithfulnes  to  the  Englifh  as  being  theire  Tributaries  and  approued 
frinds  foe  murtheroufly  and  foe  exprefsly  againd  Ninnegretts  couenant  fheed  to  reco- 
uer  their  wiues  and  children  fromfo  vnjud  a  captivity  to  vindicate  the  honer  of  our 
nation  and  fecure  ourfelues  and  frinds  from  the  infolency  and  outrage  of  fuch  barba- 
rous and  bloody  men ;

The  Comiffioners  when  they  firft  mett  this  time  Receiued  a  letter  from  Mr.  Win- 
flow  dated  the  2Cond  of  May  1653  to  which  they  returned  the  following  anfware 

Honnored  Sir, 

WEE  long  fence  Receiued  the  powder  bulletts  &c.  fent  by  Captaine  Thurdon 
which  as  thinges  flood  betwixt  England  and  the  -Duch  in  Europe  ;  and  betwixt  vs 
and  the  Duch  at  the  Monhatoes  was  very  acceptable  as  a  feafonable  fupply  to  the 
foure  Collonies  according  to  theire  different  proportions  Wee  haue  lately  receiued 
youers  of  the  2cond  of  May  1653  with  a  parcell  of  kittles  glaffetooles  &c.  wherin 
though  we  cannot  but  approue  the  continued  care  of  the  corporation  and  youer  felfe 
in  particulare  in  fending  fuch  comodities  as  you  heare  may  fuite  the  place  and  worke 
in  hand  ;  yett  wee  haue  aduifed  Mr.  Elliott  and  others  that  heerafter  they  forbeare 
fuch  writing  and  confult  with  the  Comiffioners  firft  what  to  fend  for ;  and  wee  de- 
fire  you  not  to  attend  fuch  private  letters ;  this  braffe  and  glafle  wee  fhall  put  into 
Mr.  Elliots  hand  for  the  Indians  whoe  promifed  fo  to  difpofe  of  it  as  may  beft  advance 
the  worke  ;  and  that  hee  will  giue  a  fatisfying  account  of  the  particulares  which  ac- 
cording to  righteoufnes  and  order  wee  {hall  accept  from  him  ;  Mr.  Rawfon  hath  now 
fent  his  accounts  wee  hope  in  a  more  fatisfying  forme  then  formerly  ;  But  if  yett 
(from  you)  wee  heare  of  any  defefts  therin  wee  fhall  endeauor  to  conforme  to  any 
directions  given  ;  defireing  both  in  the  matter  and  mannor  of  account  to  approue 
our  felues  to  God  to  youer  felues  and  to  others  of  the  moft  drift  obfervers  ;  In  the 
powder  etcet.  as  in  mod  other  comodities  wee  aduance  foure  pence  vpon  each  {hil- 
ling wherin  the  mod  others  exceed  ;  yett  wee  conceiue  it  will  anfware  the  modera- 
tion 
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tion  you  propound  and  ourfclucs  take  none  of  the  comodities  to  our  private  vfe  that 
wee  may  avoid  all  fufpition  of  indifferent  dealing  or  felf  refpefts  Wee  alfoe  defire  the 
Minnifters  whoe  labour  in  the  worke  to  fend  ouer  noe  bills  for  theire  owne  fupplyes 
till  they  bee  approued  by  the  Coraiffioners ;  Wee  are  glad  to  heare  of  the  religious 
care  which  the  right  honorable  the  Lord  General!  Euidences  in  foe  promoteing  the 
fervice  of  Chrift  in  publiihing  the  Gofpell  amongft  thefe  poore  heathens  whoe  haue 
foe  long  fate  in  darknes  and  vnder  bondage  to  the  worft  of  enimies ;  As  ourfelues 
dcfire  our  molt  humble  and  due  acknowlidgment  may  in  this  refpect  bee  tendered 
to  him  ;  foe  wee  hope  this  amongft  other  his  great  fervices  wilbee  remembred  with 
approbation  and  a  bleffing  in  that  great  day  of  account ;  what  you  propound  from 
the  honorable  corporation  about  fix  hopfull  Indians  to  bee  trained  vp  in  the  collidg 
vnder  fome  fitt  tutor  that  preferving  theire  owne  languige  they  may  attaine  the  know- 
lidge  of  other  tongues  and  difperfe  the  Indian  tounge  in  the  colledge  wee  fully  approue 
as  a  hopfull  way  to  further  the  worke  :  But  the  college  being  alreddy  to  ftrate  for 
the  Englilh  ftudents  wee  fhalbee  forced  to  raife  fome  building  there  for  the  conue- 
niencye  of  fuch  Indians  wherin  probably  wee  ftiall  expend  att  leaft  an  hundred 
pounds  defireing  the  building  may  bee  ftronge  and  durable  though  plaine  :  But  wee 
haue  neither  yet  agreed  with  any  workmen  nor  are  wee  come  to  any  full  refolution 
about  the  mannor  of  building  or  charge  Mr.  Elliot  is  preparing  to  print  a  cattichifme 
in  the  Indian  languige  which  wee  fhall  further  as  wee  may  by  difburfing  the  charge 
of  paper  and  printing  out  of  the  ftock  but  by  fome  due  allowance  fhall  Indeauour 
to  Incurrage  Thomas  Staunton  to  affift  in  the  worke  ;  whoe  is  the  moft  able  Inter- 
preter wee  haue  in  the  countrey  for  that  languige  that  the  worke  may  bee  the  more 
perfectly  carried  on  Wee  haue  aduifed  Mr.  Elliot  Etceat.  that  if  heerafter  they  pub- 
lilh  any  thinge  about  the  worke  of  God  vpon  the  Indians  they  fend  it  to  the  Cor- 
poration and  leaue  the  dedication  to  them  which  wee  hope  wilbee  attended  ;  The 
minifters  particulare  accounts  are  not  yett  reddy  but  wee  hope  they  will  ftiortly 
perfecte  them  ;  In  the  mean  time  with  our  due  Refpects  wee  reft  youer  loving  frinds 
the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  of  New  England

her  paines ;  thought  fitt  to  allow  her  nine  pound  more  for  the  time  paft  ;  and  to  In- 
currage  her  to  continew  the  fame  courfe  that  more  of  the  Indians  may  bee  taught 
by  her  they  thought  fitt  to  allow  her  three  pound  before  hand  towards  another 
yeare  from  this  time 

It  is  left  to  the  two  Comiflioners  for  the  Maffachufetts  to  giue  order  for  the  print- 
ing of  fiue  hundred  or  a  Thoufand  Catechifmes  in  the  Indian  langwige  and  to  allow 
paper  and  the  Charge  of  priming  ;  and  that  the  worke  may  bee  carried  on  the  more 
exa&ly  and  to  better  Satisfaction  It  is  ordered  that  Thomas  Stanton's  healp  bee  vfed 
in  the  fame  j  And  for  his  Incurragement  the  Comiflioners  for  the  prefent  thinke  fitt 
to  allow  him  ten  pounds  and  forty  (hillings  towards  his  Charges  ;  and  if  his  Time 
and  paines  Require  more  they  will  confider  it  and  make  further  allowance  att  the 
next  meeting  :  They  are  alfoe  defirus  that  when  a  hopefull  companie  of  Indians  pre- 
fent themfelves  or  bee  prefented  by  Mr.  Elliot  to  begine  another  Towne  in  order  to 
the  worke  in  hand  the  Number  of  them  being  Confiderable  Namly  att  leaft  ten  fuch 
Indian  familys  and  ten  or  twelue  other  Angle  men  to  deliuer  fuch  tooles  to  Mr.  Eliot 
towards  thetre  Incurragement  as  may  bee  meet  for  fuch  a  Number  not  exceeding 
att  moft  the  Number  Mr  Eliot  hath  propounded  viz  one  Duflen  of  felling  axes 
four  broad  axes  three  or  foure  Crofcutt  fawes  two  or  three  whip  fawes  one  duflen 
of  fpades  one  duflen  of  Chiflells  two  fett  of  wimbles  two  grinding  ftones  three  or 
foure  duflen  of  hoes ;  Thefe  or  fuch  parte  of  them  as  fhall  bee  deliuered  to  Mr. 
Eliott  to  bee  kept  as  a  common  ftocke  for  the  vfe  of  the  labouring  Indians  there  ; 
And  not  to  bee  lent  or  Carried  to  any  other  place  and  a  like  proportion  for  two 
townes  more  ;  M  fuch  a  number  of  families  and  fingle  Indians  bee  found  to  fettle 
and  hopfully  to  carry  on  the  worke  Intended  ; 

Vpon  perufall  of  Mr.  Rawfons  accounts  now  vnder  written  by  the  Comiflioners 
and  fent  to  the  Corporation  in  England  wherof  a  coppy  foe  vnderwritten  is  kept  att 
Bofton  the  Comiflioners  faw  caufe  to  allow  Mr.  Rawfon  for  his  Sallary  in  Reference 
hee  hath  and  may  Receive  from  the  Corporation  vpon  the  Indian  account  and  def- 
pofed  by  order,  and  in  Reference  tohoufe  Rome  or  warehoufe  Rome  for  the  faid 
Goods  and  his  Care  and  paines  in  the  accounts  the  fumme  of  thirty  pounds  a  yeare 
for  the  time  paft  and  the  yeare  enfuing ;  The  Comiflioners  vpon  Conference  with 
Mr.  Eliott  about  his  owne  and  his  Brothers  Time  fpent  amongft  the  Indians  to  fur- 
ther the  publishing  of  the  Gofpell  amongft  them  and  to  affoard  other  healp  for  theire 
encurragement  doe  find  that  the  yeare  in  Reference  to  'Recompence  or  Salary  to  ei- 
ther of  them  begins  the  firft  of  March ;  as  alfo  Mr.  Mahews  ; 

The  Comifligjners  for  the  Maffachufetts  are  alfoe  defired  to  confider  and  order  the 
building  of  one  Intyre  Rome  att  the  College  for  the  Conveniencye  of  fix  hopfull 
Indians  youthes  to  bee  trained  vp'  there  according  to  the  advife  Received  this  yeare 

from 
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from  the  Corporation  in  England  ;  which  Rome  may  bee  two  Stdfyes  high  and  built 
plaine  bnt  ftrong  and  durable  the  charge  not  to  exceed  One  hundred  and  twenty 
pounds  befides  glaffe  which  may  bee  allowed  out  of  the  parcell  the  Corporation  hath 
lately  fent  ouer  vpon  the  Indian  account ; 

It  is  by  the  Comiffioners  left  to  Mr.  Rawfofis  care  to  Receiue  from  the  feuerall 
Collonies  the  Refpe&ive  fummes  due  to  the  Indians  account  both  for  the  powder" 
Etc  :  for  the  hundred  pound  paied  to  Mr.  Winflow  in  England  by  theire  order  in 
fuch  pay  as  are  ordered  by  the  Comiffioners  att  theire  firft  meeting  this  yeare  att 
Bofton  and  to  difpofe  of  and  fell  the  fame  to  fute  men  for  money  or  beavor  or  to 
Improue  the  fame  in  fome  other  fafe  way  for  theire  Advantage  the  27th  of  Septem- 
ber 1653. 

The  accounts  betwixt  the  Collonies  (foe  fare  as  they  were  by  any  of  the  Comiffi- 
oners brought  in)  were  Audited  and  it  appeereth  that  the  Maffachufetts  as  the  parti- 
culares  in  theire  accounts  will  fliew  ;  haue  difburfed  and  are  to  pay  one  hundred 
four  fcore  and  thirteen  pounds  fiue  Shillings  and  thripence  ;  and  have  Receiued  from 
the  Narraganfet  Indians 

New  haven  hath  layed  out  and  is  to  pay  thirty  feauen  pound  fourteen  Shillings  and 
feauen  pence  as  by  particulares  in  theire  accounts  appeereth  and  haue  Receiued  in 
parte  of  fom  Tribute  due  from  the  Pequot  in  wampam  thirty  four  pound  fourteen 
{hillings  and  fix  pence  wherin  theire  is  a  confiderable  parte  fmale  and  not  accounted 
currant  but  the  loffe  whatfoever  it  proue  ;  To  bee  borne  by  the  Collonies  in  theire 
feuerall  proportions  ;  foe  that  as  the  accounts  were  caft  vp  by  the  Maffachufets  Au- 
diter  with  the  hundred  pound  payed  to  Mr.  Winflow  in  England  and  now  by  the 
Collonies  in  theire  different  proportions  to  bee  Repayed  into  the  Indian  ftocke  each 
Jurifdiction  is  to  pay  vnto  Mr  Rawfon  in  mannor  and  time  as  ordered  in  the  diftre- 
bution  of  powder  as  followeth  Viz  Maffachufetts  forty  three  pounds  Plymouth  twen- 
ty one  pound  three  Shillings  and  a  peney  Cone&icott  twenty  and  two  pound  eighteen 
(hillings  and  4  pence  Newhaven  twelve  pound  fenenteen  Shillings  and  a  peney 

Bnt  in  thefe  accounts  the  Maffachufets  Comiilioners  defired  allowance  for  feauen- 
teen  pounds  or  feauenteen  fathome  of  Wamp&fffe  in  Mr.  Peloms  hands  in  Reference  to 
the  Indians  hoftages and  feauenteen  pounds  in  queftion  with  Richard  Woody  and  Mr. 
Irington  which  the  Reft  of  the  Comiilioners  as  yett  fee  noe  caufe  to  allow  ;  and  the 
Comiffioners  for  Cone&icctt  propounded  an  allowance  for  charges  in  feeking  and 
marking  out  a  new  way  from  hartford  to  the  Maffachufets  Incurraged  att  firft  by 
the  Comiffioners  when  they  me"  att  hartford  in  Anno  1644  of  which  Mr  Hopkins 
difburfed  parte  long  fence  and  Captaiae  Colleck  Etcer.  hath  lately  payed  out  more  a 
new  way  being  now  defcouered  and  marked  out  but  noe  account  of  Charges  prefent- 
ed  ;  and  the  Comiilioners  for  Coneclicott  and  Newhauen  propounded  allowance  for

of  the  3d.  Month  1643 

A  like  order  of  the  generall  court  of  New  Plymouth  dated  the  acond.  day  of  Au- 
gurt  1654  was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Mr.  Thomas  Prence  and 
Mr..  John  Browne  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  for  a  full  yeare  and

A  like  order  of  the  generall  Court  of  Conefticott  dated  the  8th.  day  of  May  1654 
was  produced  and  Read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Major  John  Mafon  and  Mr.  John 
Webfter  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  and  were  Inverted  with  full  pow- 
er and^authorkie  for  one  whole  yeare  according  to  the  aforfaid  Articles ;

The  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  vpon  theire  firft  meeting  fell  vpon  a 
debate  of  the  late  Differences  betwixt  the  Maffachufets  and^the  other  Collonies  in 
Reference  to  the  Gouerment  of  Maffachufets  Declaration  or  Interpretation  of  the 
Articles  bearing  date  June  the  2Cond.  1653  and  theire  not  afting  by  Raifing  of  for- 
ces againft  Ninnegrett  in  September  laft  according  to  the  determination  of  the  Comif- 
fioners ;  and  after  agitations  and  writings  about  the  fame  the  Comiffioners  for  the 
Maffachufetts  prefented  this  enfueing  writing  ; 

To  the  Intent  all  former  differences  and  offences  may  bee  Iffued  determined  and 
forgotten  betwixt  rhe  Maffachufets  and  the  Reft  of  the  Confederate  Collonies  ;  wee

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The  Comiffioners  by  feuerall  Complaints  and  letters  were  Informed  of  Ninnigretts 
hoftile  attempts  and  outrages  againft  the  long  Ifland  Indians  whoe  are  in  frindftiipp 
with  the  Englifli  and  Tributaries  to  them  ;  particularly  that  hee  or  fom  of  his  Pe- 
quot  Indians  not  long  fence  on  the  Lords  Day  aflaulted  one  Poacump  a  frind  to  the 
Englifh  and  liveing  and  planting  vpon  theire  ground  and  killed  his  Mother  his  wife 
and  two  Children  and  three  others  and  tooke  fome  captiues  without  any  particulare 
offence  by  him  giuen  ;  vnles  for  that  hee  is  a  frind  to  the  Englifli  befides  other  af- 
faults  this  fummer  which  puts  the  long  Ifland  Indians  vpon  continuall  watchings  and 
wardings  fortifications  and  other  fadd  deftra&ions  wherby  the  Englifli  are  Reproch- 
ed  by  fome  of  the  Indians  whoe  expefted  defence  from  them  affeirming  the  Englifh 
arenoe  more  to  bee  trufted  then  Indians  ;  and  lately  to  the  defturbancc  of  the  peace 
of  t  he  Countrey  hee  hiered  and  brought  ddwne  many  vpland  Indians  WampegcsPe- 
comptes  Etc.  to  cntt  them  of  though  God  by  a  Remarkable  Prouidence  hath  as  they 
are  informed  broken  the  plott  and  fcattered  his  afliftance  from  him  ;  but  when  they 
were  together  as  Mr.  Winthrope  writes,  they  ftole  fom  things  from  his  houfe  and 
killed  fom  of  his  cattle  how  many  hee  knowes  not  but  fome  hundreds  are  miffing  ; 
The  Comiffioners  being  alfoe  Informed  of  fom  differences  and  deftractions  fallen  out 
between  Vncas  and  his  brother  Waweque  and  betwixt  Vncas  and  his  men  that  they 
might  the  better  prouide  for  the  peace  of  the  Countrey  fent  Meffengers  with  In- 
ftru&ions  to  the  aforemencioned  Sagamores  as  followeth ; 

Directions  for  Jonathan  Gilbert  to  Ninnegrett ; 

YOU  fliall  with  all  convenient  fpeed  Repaire  to  Ninnigrett  the  Nianticke  Sachem 
and  informe  him  that  the  Comiffioners  for  all  the  Collonies  now  men  att  hartford 
haue  perufed  the  letter  hee  fent  to  the  gouernor  of  the  Maffachufctts  wherin  they  find 
complaints  and  Sufpitions  of  fome  purpofe  in  Vncas  to  invade  and  make  warr  vpon 
him  and  defires  Information  touching  the  fame :  concerning  which  they  will  duely 
Inquire  ;  but  withall  you  are  to  Certify  him  that  all  the  Comiffioners  are  apprehen- 
fme  of  feuerall  breaches  of  Couenant. 

1.  In  not  paying  his  due  Tribute  for  the  Pequots  vnder  him  for  feuerall  yeares 
now  part,  for  which  the  Comiffioners  expefl  prefent  fatisfa&ion 

2.  That  vnleffe  hee  either  come  himfelfe  forthwith  to  hartford  or  giue  fome  fa- 
tisfying  Securitie  to  the  Comiffioners  for.  the  true  and  Conflant  paiment  of  the 
faid  Tribute  the  Comiffioners  fliall  thinke  of  fome  Courfe  forthwith  to  defpofc  of  the 
faid  Pequots  fome  other  way ; 

3.  Wheras  the  faid  Ninnigrett  exprefsly  contrary  to  his  couenant  without  the 
advife  and  contrary  to  the  mind  of  the  Comiffioners  fufficiently  declared  to  him  hath 
Invaded  the  longe  Ifland  Indians  and  defturbed  the  peace  of  the  covntrey  by  hiering

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and  drawing  downe  the  Tpland  Indians  armed  ;  The  Comiffioners  doe  cxpt  Ste  Secu- 
ritie  of  and  for  his  peacable  carriage  both  towards  themfelues  and  theire  Gonfcadea- 
rate  Indians  and  frinds  for  the  future  ;  and  for  his  faithfull  obfervancc  of  his  coue- 
nants  ; 

4.  Whcras  Ninnegreu  hath  formerly  made  fundrey  complaints  againft  Vncas  the 
Mohegen  Sagamore  whoe  is  Alertly  expected  ati  hartford  ;  The  Comiffioners  Can- 
not thinke  of  a  more  reddy  and  hopefull  way  to  compofe  and  end  all  differences  then 
that  Ninnegreu  forthwith  Repaire  to  the  Comiffioners  att  hartford  for  whofe  incur- 
ragment  the  Comiffioners  heerby  engage  that  hee  fhall  come  and  returne  in  fafety 
without  moleftation  from  them  and  haue  fent  order  to  Vncas  that  hee  deflurbe  him 
not  in  his  Trauel!  to  or  fro. 

But  if  you  find  that  Ninnegrett  can  not  or  will  not  come  in  perfon  you  are  to  ac- 
quaint him  that  if  hee  fend  two  or  three  men  fufficiently  Inftru&ed  to  anfware  in  the 
premifes  and  vpon  whome  hee  will  reft  and  performe  what  they  promife  and  giue 
theire  names  vnder  his  hand  or  marke  the  Comiffioners  will  not  refufe  them  ;

Gentlemen 

YOUER  letter  wee  receiued  and  rcturne  you  this  for  anfware  that  wee  are  very 
glad  and  approue  of  the  accounts  that  you  fent  ouer  by  the  lafl  which  are  or  may  bee 
fatisfactory  to  the  manifould  obje&ions  that  haue  of  late  arifen  about  the  fame  for 
when  through  mercy  our  indeauors  had  ftoped  the  mOuthes  of  all  men  heer  ;  then 
the  great  query  was  whether  things  fent  were  not  mifimployed  with  you  in  New  Eng- 
land and  truely  you  would  wonder  had  wee  time  to  relate  the  feuerall  forts  of  objec- 
tions which  for  the  molt  parte  turned  all  to  obftru&ions  for  a  feafon  till  by  the  illabo- 
rate  paines  of  Mr.  Winflow  wee  are  forced  to  take  of  and  remoue  the  fame  you  wrot 
to  vs  not  to  fend  any  more  goods  till  you  fent  for  them  and  to  tye  ourfelues  to  fuch 
and  onely  fuch  prouifions  to  bee  fent  wee  are  very  well  fatisfyed  therwith  and  ther- 
vpon  fhall  defeiue  the  expectation  of  diuers  that  haue  written  for  letters  for  printing 
paper^etc.  and  indeed  in  foe  writing  you  feem  to  vnderftand  youer  owne  power  and 
truft  but  giue  us  leave  to  tell  you  there  is  fuch  a  matteriall  objection  heer  ftarted  as 
wee  are  afhamed  of  and  know  not  how  to  anfware  viz.  the  many  complaints  made 
by  Mr.  Elliott  to  fundry  of  his  frinds  heer  that  you  allow  him  but  twenty  pound  per 
annum  which  doth  not  beare  his  charges  in  foe  much  as  hee  runs  in  debt  euery  yeare 
more  and  more  and  is  difabled  for  giueing  his  children  that  education  hee  otherwife 
would ;  now  whether  it  bee  or  noe  wee  know  not  but  veryly  belieue  the  worke  will 
fuffer  fome  thoufands  of  pounds  by  itt  for  it  flyeth  like  lightening  and  takes  like 
tinder  men  being  extream  glad  to  meet  with  any  thing  that  may  Couller  ouer  theire 
Couetioufnefs  and  dull  theire  zeale  in  foe  good  a  worke  ;  nay  Mr.  Peters  whoe  but 
1 4  dayes  before  tould  Mr.  Winflow  in  plaine  tearmes  hee  heard  the  worke  was  but 
a  plaine  Cheat  and  that  there  was  noe  fuch  thinge  as  Gofpell  converfion  amongft 
the  Indians  prefently  after  charged  the  fame  man  vpon  a  letter  hee  receiued  from  Mr. 
Weld  by  information  from  Mr.  Elliott  that  you  the  comiflioners  for  the  vnited  Collo- 
nies  forbad  the  worke  in  that  you  would  not  allow  competant  mayntenance  to  Mr. 
Elliott  and  others  that  laboured  therin  ;  and  beweuer  wee  haue  otherwife  charitable 
thoughts  of  Mr.  Peters  ;  yett  hee  hath  been  a  very  bad  inftrument  all  along  towards 
this  worke  whoe  though  of  a  Comittee  in  the  army  for  the  advance  of  it  amongft 
them  yet  protefted  againft  contributing  a  peny  towards  it  in  his  perfon ;  and  indeed 
fome  of  vs  haue  been  fayne  to  intreat  the  reft  of  the  gentlemen  not  to  trouble  him 
any  further  in  the  bufinefe ;  nor  know  wee  any  caufe'  vnleffe  it  bee  that  the  worke 
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is  coming  to  fuch  perfection  and  hee  hath  not  had  the  leaft  hand  nor  finger  in  it ; 
Thefe  things  wee  thought  good  to  acquaint  you  withall  and  doe  Intreat  that  Mr.  El- 
liott Mr.  Mayhew  and  fuch  other  eminent  Inftruments  and  labourers  as  are  Imploy- 
ed  thcrin  may  haue  greater  Incorragement  from  you  according  to  what  the  lord  (hall 
fend  in  from  time  to  time  ;  wee  are  farr  from  Juftifying  Mr.  Elliott  in  his  Turbulent 
and  clamorous  proceedings  but  the  belt  of  gods  fervants  haue  theire  faylings  and  as 
fuch  foe  wee  look  vpon  him  ;  the  reafon  you  fend  for  nothing  this  yeare  wee  con- 
ceiue  you  haue  aboue  eight  hundred  pounds  in  money  ftocke  and  debts  with  you  j 
Wee  mould  bee  glad  to  heare  the  debts  were  Returned  and  doe  Intreat  you  that  the 
worke  may  not  bee  retarded  therby  alafe  what  pitty  were  it  that  deferuing  Inftru- 
ments mould  bee  defcurraged  and  what  a  flvame  will  it  bee  to  vs  heer  befides  an  ab- 
folute  period  to  all  future  Collections  wherby  gods  glory  and  the  prefent  oppertunitie 
wilbee  loft  in  doeing  good  to  thofe  poor  foules ;  and  let  not  the  late  difference  be- 
tween your  naighbours  of  the  Mafiachufetts  and  youer  felues  hinder ;  wee  hope  it  is 
healed  ere  now  ;  if  not  wee  truft  our  letters  (for  wee  are  very  fencible  of  the  breach 
and  the  euils  that  may  follow  thervpon  to  the  feuerall  refpeftiue  Gouerments)  will 
healp  forward*  the  fame  .;  And  lett  vs  Intreat  you  fince  you  order  vs  to  fend  nothing 
but  what  you  giue  order  for  ;  to  bee  very  carfull  to  confider  beforehand  what  wilbee 
needfull  for  wee  per'fwade  our'felues  you  cannot  buy  any  goods  foe  well  bought  heer 
as  what  wee  fend  for  wee  "buy  for  reddy  money  and  beare  the  adventure  when  as 
others  take  not  onely  twelue  monthes  time  but  theire  creditors  ftand  to  the  aduen- 
ture  out  and  home  foe  that  if  you  fell  at  30  per  fente  yett  you  giue  fixty  for  what 
you  buy  attleaft  but  wee  doubt  not  of  youer  care  onely  wee  (hall  longe  to  heare 
againe  from  you  and  that,  it  may  bee  with  comfort  and  refreftung  is  the  earnejdde-

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anfware  objections  and  Remove  obftru&ions  hee  whoe  obferveth  all  our-  Carriages 
and  aimes  in  this  worke  of  his  knowes  that  laying  afide  all  fenifler  Refpefts  wee  de- 
fire  to  Improve  all  oppertunities  and  order  all  dilburfments  for  the  advanfment  of  the 
end  defigned  that  if  it  pleafe  the  father  of  mercyes  the  gofpell  of  his  fonne  may 
have  a  large  and  powerfull  entrance  into  the  harts  of  thefe  poor  Indians  but  it  is  of 
an  afli&ing  Confideration  that  the  worke  fhould  Receiue  any  difcurragement  or  hin- 
derance  either  from  Mr.  Elliots  pen  or  Mr.  Peters  Speech  by  a  letter  figned  by  Mr. 
Window  in  the  name  and  by  the  order  of  the  honered  .Corporation  dated  May  the 
ill  1652  wee  vnderftood  what  Inconveniencye  did  or  might  grow  by  the  Collections 
and  difburfements  made  by  Mr.  Butcher  not  put  into  the  Corporation  ftocke  and  ac- 
count which  with  you  wee  defired  might  bee  brought  into  youer  Treafury  as  the 
Right  Channell  accordingly  wee  Inquired  of-  Mr.  Elliot  what  fummes  were  fent  ouer 
yearly  vpon  thofe  more  private  accounts  and  how  Imployed  what  parte  to  the  Indi- 
ans and  what  to  himfelfe  and  others  whoe  labour  in  the  worke ;  hee  acknowlidged 
fome  confiderable  fummes  of  money  came  that  way  to  his  hands  but  was  flow  to  giue 
any  account  how  much  or  how  expended  heervpon  wee  did  conceiue  that  twenty 
pound  per  annum  aded  to  what  hee  Received  by  other  meanes  out  of  England  and 
what  hee  Received  from  the  Church  of  Rockiburrow  which  as  wee  heare  is  not 
lefle  then  fixty  pounds  per  annum  might  fufEciently  maintaine  his  family  and  afford 
due  Education  for  his  Children  without  Runing  himfelfe  into  debt ;  Wee  fhall  now 
allow  him  forty  Pounds  per  annum  and  if  theire  bee  caufe  fhall  Reddily  Inlarge  fur- 
ther and  foe  to  Mr.  Mayhew  all  wee  propound  is  that  as  our  Matters  acceptance  is 
fufficient  yea  Rich  wages  for  any  Care  or  paines  of  ours  in  this  worke  foe  theire  may 
bee  fome  due  proportion  as  neare  as  wee  can  Judge  betwixt  the  Imployment  and

Mr.  Elliott  and  Mr.  Mayhew  doe  each  of  them  propound  the  building  of  a  new 
Meeting  houfe  for  the  Indians  befides  the  building  in  hand  for  fome  Scollers  att  the 
College  wherof  wee  wrote  the  laft  yeare  and  that  allowance  may  bee  made  for  Inter- 
preters Scoolmaflers  and  others  to  InftrucTie  the  traftable  Indians  ;  one  Cattachefme 
is  alreddy  printed  and  Mr.  Perfons  is  preparing  another  to  fute  thefe  fouthwefl  partes 
where  the  languige  differs  from  theires  whoe  hue  about  the  Maffachufetts  all  which 
will  occafion  vs  to  write  for  a  Confiderable  parcell  of  provifions  as  the  following  In- 
voce  will  fhew  wee  expefte  not  foe  good  piniworthcs  from  any  as  from  the  Corpora- 
tion and  though  the  Amunition  were  in  different  proportions  this  laft  yeare  deuided 
among  the  Collonies  and  by  them  with  the  advance  formerly  mencioned  fince  Returned 
Vox.

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into  the  ftocke  yett  wee  purpcfe  to  drive  very  little  or  noe  trade  but  vpon  the  ac- 
counts and  Concernments  of  the  Indians ; 

Mr  Rawfon  hath  fent  his  accounts  for  the  year  pad  to  the  Comiflioners  now  mett 
att  hartford  but  vpon  perufall  wee  find  fome  thinges  defective  or  obfcure  foe  that  wee 
Returne  them  to  him  to  bee  perfected  ;  and  mufl  defire  the  Comiflioners  for  the 
Maflachufetts  to  Revew  and  vpon  theire  approbation  to  vnderwrite  and  fend  them 
for  England  ;  wee  heerin  Clofe  the  Coppy  of  a  Direction  fent  vs  from  the  Maflachu- 
fets  for  letters  for  the  vfe  of  printing  which  wee  defire  may  bee  provided  and  fent ;

May  the  firft  1652  fome  of  vs  the  laft  yeare  defired  Information  what  fomes  of  mo- 
ney you  had  yearly  Receiued  out  of  England  either  from  particulare  Benifactors  or 
from  priuate  Collections  there  made  for  propagating  the  Goflpell  amongft  the  Indi- 
ans in  thefe  partes  what  to  youerfelfe  and  what  to  others  whoe  laboure  in  the  worke 
that  wee  might  proportion  further  Incurragement  according  to  the  fame  ;  fom  Con- 
siderable fummes  you  acknowlidged  to  haue  yearly  Receiued  ;  but  chofe  Rather  to 
Reft  fatisfyed  with  a  fmaller  allowance  from  vs  out  of  the  Corporation  ftocke  then 
to  giue  any  account  how  much  came  to  youer  hands  or  how  expended  and  accord- 
ingly wee  Concerned  that  twenty  pound  per  annum  from  Mr  Rawfon  aded  to  what 
you  yearly  Receive  from  the  Lady  Arramina  and  others  out  of  England  with  the 
mayntenance  allowed  by  the  Church  att  Rockfburrow  might  proue  Comfortable  and 
Satisfying  for  youer  felfe  and  family  as  in  other  Refpects  foe  for  the  due  Education 

of 
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of  youer  Children  and  thought  you  accepted  it ;  though  wee  then  knew  it  muft 
prove  Chargable  cither  to  youer  felfe  or  others  in  the  low  Condition  of  New  En- 
gland to  bring  vp  foe  many  fonncs  att  learning  in  a  Collegiate  way  as  you  propound- 
ed ;  But  the  laft  letter  directed  to  the  Comiffioners  from  the  Corporation  wee  are 
Informed  that  you  have  made  many  Complaints  to  fundry  of  youer  frinds  in  England 
of  the  fmalenefs  of  youer  allowance  that  you  Run  into  debt  and  cannot  educate 
youer  Children  as  you  would  and  Mr.  Peters  from  Mr.  Weld  by  youer  Information 
Reports  that  the  Comiffioners  by  denying  competent  Mayntenance  forbid  the  workc 
which  feemeth  ftrange  when  wee  can  neither  vnderfland  what  you  Receiue  from  others 
vpon  the  account  nor  haue  you  propounded  to  vs  any  larger  allowance  ;  for  our- 
felues  wee  fliall  freely  offer  our  accounts  and  the  grounds  of  our  proceedings  to  the 
Confideration  and  examination  of  any  that  are  godly  and  Judicious  ;  But  wee  fearc 
that  the  worke  Intended  may  fuffer  much  by  fuch  Reports  and  probably  fome  of 
youer  Carriage  heerin  may  be  thought  not  onely  Irregulare  but  Turbulent  and  Cla- 
morus  which  Croffeth  that  meeknes  of  wifdom  wherin  wee  belieue  you  defire  to  fol- 
low our  lord  and  matter  Wee  now  order  Mr.  Rawfon  to  pay  both  to  youer  felfe  and 
Mr.  Mayhew  after  the  Rate  of  forty  pound  per  annum  and  if  wee  find  caufe  fliall 
enlarge  further  though  wee  either  hope  or  defire  that  the  worke  will  fpread  ouer  the 
Countrey  and  many  Inftruments  may  bee  Imployed  in  it  and  foe  Charge  Increafing 
heerin  wee  {hall  freely  affoard  our  beft  heaip  and  Rejoyce  that  the  faving  health  of 
our  Lord  may  bee  knowne  among  all  thefe  Nations  of  Indians  ; 

Vpon  perufall  of  youer  laft  letter  to  the  Comiffioners  wee  find  fome  difference  be- 
twixt youer  felfe  and  Mr.  Rawfon  in  the  account  of  toolcs  Etc.  and  defire  the  error 
whereuer  it  bee  may  be  Rectified  ;  we  defire  tenderly  to  confider  the  peace  and  com- 
fort of  fuch  Indians  as  haue  truly  Receiued  Chrift  in  the  Gofpell  ;  But  in  fuch  a 
Mixture  may  not  furnifli  all  with  Powther  Etc.  leaft  by  allienation  or  otherwife  it 
ftrengthen  Enimies  againft  ourfelues  ;  Wee  therfore  leaue  the  confideration  therof 
to  the  Maffachufets  Generall  Court ;  and  att  this  diftance  not  haueing  oppertunity 
to  Confer  with  you  muft  Refer  feuerall  other  things  to  the  Maffachufets  Comiffioners 
as  what  proportion  of  Cowes  and  goates  for  the  NewTowneyou  mention  with  nailes 
for  the  Meeting  houfe  Incurragement  for  the  Interpretor  Scoolmafters  and  allowance 
to  Mr.  Alcocke  for  Phificke  giuen  Etc.  And  if  the  worke  may  bee  furthered  by  it 
wee  would  not  deney  fome  Incurragement  att  the  prefent  vnto  two  approved  Indians 
whoe  may  bee  like  heerafter  to  prove  Teaching  Elders  amongft  them  ;  When  wee 
men  laft  att  Bofton  wee  underftood  you  defired  youer  Brothers  allowance  but  for  one 
yeare  more  now  laft  paft  ;  yen  if  it  bee  to  further  the  worke  in  the  new  Towne  wee 
fliall  Reddyly  Continue  his  Mayntainance  for  another  yeare  which  wee  alfoe  Refer 
to  the  Maffachufetts  Comiffioners  vpon  Conference  with  youer  felfe  ;  according  to 
youer  Direction  wee  fliall  fend  both  for  letters  and  papers  for  the  printing  preffe  ;

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Wee  defired  that  Thomas  Stantons  help  might  haue  been  vfed  in  the  Cattachifme 
printed  and  wilh  that  noe  Inconvenience  bee  found  through  want  therof ;  and  {hall 
now  advife  that  before  you  proceed  in.tranflating  the  Scriptures  or  any  parte  of 
them  you  Improue  the  beft  healpes  the  Countrey  affoards  for  the  Indian  languige 
that  if  it  may  bee  thefe  fouth  weft  Indians  (fome  of  whome  wee  are  now  Informed 
defire  healp  both  for  Reading  and  to  bee  Inftru&ed  in  the  things  of  God  and  Chrifl) 
may  underftand  and  haue  the  benefitt  of  what  is  printed  ;  Soe  Wee  Reft

WEE  defire  you  would  bee  flow  in  With  Drawing  Indian  ProfeiTors  from  paying 
accuftomed  Tribute  and  performing  other  lawfull  fervices  to  theire  Sagamores  till 
you  haue  ferioufly  Confidered  and  aduifed  with  the  Majeftrates  and  Elders  of  the 
Maffachufetts  leaft  the  paffage  and  fpreading  of  the  Gofpell  be  hindered  therby  ; 

Vpon  a  Letter  Receiued  from  Mr.  Mayhew  dated  the  16th.  of  the  fixth  month 
laft  wherin  hee  propounds  feuerall  vfefull  and  neffefary  thinges  for  the  better  paffage 
of  the  Gofspell  among  the  Indians  The  Comiffioners  Returned  this  following 
Anfware ; 

Mr.  Mayhew 

WEE  haue  Receiued  youer  large  letter  of  the  16th.  of  the  fixt  1654  and  not  to 
trovble  you  or  ourfelues  with  any  long  preface  you  may  take  notice  wee  haue  Con- 
fidered the  Contents  therof  and  doe  Rejoyfe  att  the  Information  you  giue  vs  of  the 
Bleffmg  of  God  vpon  youer  labours  among  thofe  poor  barbarous  people  vpon  the 
Ifland  Etc.  and  theire  dayly  Coming  in  to  Imbrace  the  Gofpell  of  Chrifl ;  which 
wee  are  willing  to  hope  (att  leaft  for  many  of  them)  that  it  is  in  Cenceritie  and  tru- 
ly for  the  loue  of  Chrifl  himfelfe  and  not  for  loues  and  It  is  our  prayer  and  earneft 
defire  that  the  great  expectation  of  the  people  of  God  concerning  this  great  worke 

may 
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may  not  bee  frustrated  or  in  any  meafure  difappointed  as  for  ourfelues  wee  are  mofl 
Reddy  and  willing  according  to  the  trufl  comitted  to  vs  to  doe  what  wee  may  to  pro- 
mote and  Incurrage  the  fame  ;  and  all  fuch  meet  Inftruments  as  laboure  therin  and 
therfore  haue  agreed  to  allow  youer  felfe  for  your  paines  and  labour  this  yeare  the 
fume  of  forty  pounds ;  And  for  a  Scoolmafter  and  one  or  two  meet  perfons  as  theire 
need  may  require  to  teach  the  Reft  the  fumme  of  ten  pounds  a  peece  per  annum 
Begining  from  this  time  ;  as  alfoe  that  ten  pounds  more  bee  comitted  to  you  to  del- 
pofe  of  to  ficke  weak  and  well  deferving  Indians  which  wee  defire  may  bee  frugally 
Improved  and  an  account  therof  (as  of  whateuer  elfe  you  Receiue  to  beftow  vpon 
the  Indians)  bee  fent  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners ;  And  for  the  meeting 
houfe  which  you  defire  to  bee  built  for  the  Indians  Though  wee  Conceiue  another 
forme  lefle  Chargable  and  of  lefle  Capafcitie  then  you  propound  bee  fufEcient  which 
wee  Ieaue  to  youer  further  Confideration  ;  and  fuch  aduife  as  you  may  take  vpon 
the  place  ;  yett  wee  (hall  allow  vpon  that  account  the  fome  of  forty  pounds  in  Iron 
worke  Nayles  Glafle  and  fuch  other  pay  as  is  in  our  agents  hands  expecting  the  In- 
dians fliould  Improve  their  labours  to  finifli  the  fame  as  they  did  att  Naticke  ;  And 
wheras  wee  are  Informed  that  a  Boat  is  Neflefary  and  yet  wanting  for  the  fafe  paf- 
fage  of  youer  felfe  and  Indians  betwixt  the  Ifland  and  the  mayne  wee  haue  allowed 
eight  pounds  for  that  and  defiring  itt  may  bee  carefully  preferued  and  Imployed  one- 
ly  for  the  fervice  Intended  and  not  att  the  pleafure  of  the  Indians  Etc.  vpon  other 
occations  ;  Wee  defire  you  would  bee  flow  in  withdrawing  Indian  profeflers  from 
paying  accuftomed  Tribute  and  performing  other  lawfull  fervifes  vnto  theire  Saga- 
mores till  you  haue  ferioufly  Confidered  and  aduifed  with  the  Majeftrates  and  Elders 
of  Naighbouring  Collonies  leaft  the  paflfage  and  fpreading  of  the  Goflpell  bee  hin-

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Jonathan  Gilbert  Returned  the  18th.  of  September  1654  and  brought  NinnegrettJ 
Anfware  In  the  words  following 

1 .  Firfl  haueing  acquainted  him  that  the  Comiffioners  were  mett  at  hartford  and 
that  they  had  perufed  the  letter  hee  fent  to  the  Gouernor  of  the  Maflachufetts  and 
with  the  fufpitions  hee  had  of  Vncas  Ninnigrett  Anfwared  that  hee  knew  nothing  of 
any  fuch  letters  fent  by  him  and  did  much  ftrange  att  it. 

2.  Concerning  the  breach  of  his  Couenant  his  anfware  was  whoe  will  fay  that  hee 
had  anyPequots  vnder  him  2condly.  Mr.  Eaton  and  Mr.  Hopkins  being  both  at  New- 
hauen  tould  him  that  hee  was  to  payfor  thePequots  but  ten  yeares;  and  3dly.thofeten 
yeares  wereout  three  yeares  agone;  Jonathan  Gilbert  alked  him  whetherhee  had  payed 
thofe  ten  yeares  hee  fpake  of ;  hee  anfwared  Noe  why  fliould  hee  pay  it  and  had  not 
any  Pequot  for  his  men  but  thofe  hee  had  hee  doth  hier  to  healp  him  againfl  the  long 
Iflanders  ;  and  if  any  of  them  bee  flayne  in  his  feruice  hee  is  to  pay  a  certaine  fumme 
of  peage  to  his  Frinds  ;  fome  more  fome  lefle 

3.  Concerning  his  invadeing  of  the  long  Iflanders  hee  anfwared  wherfore  fhould 
hee  acquaint  the  Comiffioners  therwith  when  the  longilanders  had  flayne  a  Sachems 
fon  and  fixty  other  of  his  men  ;  and  therfore  hee  will  not  make  peace  with  the  long- 
ilanders but  doth  defire  the  Englifh  would  lett  him  alone  and  doth  defire  that  the 
Comiffioners  would  not  Requeft  him  to  goe  to  hartford ;  for  hee  had  done  noe 
hurt  what  fliould  hee  doe  there ;  hee  had  been  many  times  in  the  Bay 
and  when  was  Vncas  there  ;  Jonathan  alked  him  whether  hee  would  fend  two 
or  three  of  his  men  that  might  afte  in  his  Rome  and  fteed  if  hee  would  not  goe  him- 
felfe  hee  anfwared  what  fliould  hee  or  his  men  doe  att  hartford  ;  Adding  if  youer 
Gouernors  fonne  were  flayne  and  feuerall  other  men  would  alke  Counfell  of  another 
Nation  how  and  when  to  Right  youer  felues  ;  and  againe  faid  hee  would  not  goe 
nor  fend  to  hartford  ; 

4.  Concerning  the  vpland  Indians  his  anfware  was  they  are  my  frinds  and  Came 
to  healp  me  againfl  the  long  Iflanders  which  had  killed  feuerall  of  my  men  ;  wherfore 
fliould  I  acquaint  the  Comiffioners  with  it;  I  doe  but  Right  my  owne  quarrell  which 
the  long  Ilanders  began  with  mee

The  Commiffioners  Comparing  this  Anfware  and  Returne  of  Ninnegrett  to  the 
queftions  or  propofitions  made  by  Jonathan  Gilbert  with  his  former  Carriage  efpe- 
tially  with  what  pafled  the  laft  yeare  betwixt  the  Comiffioners  and  him  duely  conli- 

dering 
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dering  how  the  peace  of  the  Countrey  may  bee  prouided  for  ;  and  finding  by  Expe- 
rience that  the  forbearance  and  lenity  of  the  Collonies  doth  but  encreafe  his  Infolen- 
cy  and  our  danger  agreed  and  pafled  this  following  vote  ; 

That  twenty  horfmen  and  forty  foot  fouldiers  fhould  bee  fent  with  all  convenient 
fpeed  to  Ninnigrett  to  demaund  the  Pequots  vnder  him  or  lately  liueing  vpon  his  land 
and  to  take  them  by  force  from  him  or  any  other  that  fhall  harbour  or  detaine  them  ; 
and  to  Require  and  take  of  Ninnigrett  the  Tribute  alreddy  due  together  with  the 
Charges  of  this  expedition  or  fome  parte  therof  according  to  the  Inftru&ions  to  bee 
given  ;  And  in  the  name  of  the  Comiffioners  to  prohibite  Ninnegrett  and  the  Reft 
of  the  Narraganfet  Sachems  to  make  any  further  attempts  againft  the  long  Hand  In- 
dians and  to  declare  to  them  that  the  like  lhalbee  done  to  the  long  Hand  Indians 
provided  that  if  the  Pequots  Can  not  bee  preuailed  with  to  Come  vnder  the 
Gouerment  and  protection  of  the  Englifli ;  then  if  Ninnigrett  fhall  pay  the  Tribute 
paft  and  the  Charge  of  this  Expedition  and  promife  not  to  defturbe  the  peace  of  the 
Countrey  for  time  to  come  by  makeing  warr  vpon  our  frinds  and  Confeaderates  with- 
out our  Confent  according  to  his  Couenant  made  att  Bofton  Anno  1645  as  alfoe  to 
pay  the  Tribute  for  fuch  Indians  as  are  vnder  him  for  time  to  come  according  to  the 
laft  Agreement  att  Newhauen  Anno  165 1  hee  may  enjoy  the  faid  Pequots  ftill  without 
Deflurbance  or  any  further  proceeding  againft  him  ;  and  for  the  proceqution  of  this 
defigne  It  is  agreed  by  the  Comiffioners  that  there  flialbee  forthwith  levied  two  hun- 
dred and  feauenty  foot  fouldiers  and  forty  horfmen  out  of  the  fcuerall  Collonies  viz. 
the  Maffiichufetts  forry  horfmen  and  one  hundred  fifty  three  foot  Plymouth  forty  one 
foot  fouldiers  Cone&icott  Forty  fine  Newhauen  thirty  one  of  which  there  flialbee 
with  all  expedition  dtfpatched  from  Conecticott  24  foot  from  Newhauen  16  and  from 
the  Maffachufetts  twenty  hers  and  as  many  more  hors  or  foot  not  exceeding  the  pro- 
portion of  eighty  foot ;  as  the  generall  Court  or  the  Comaunder  in  Cheife  fhall 
aduife  all  which  are  to  meet  att  a  Randevoues  att  Thomas  Stantons  on  fryday  the 
13th.  of  October  next  and  the  left  of  the  forces  leuied  to  Continew  in  a  Reddynes  to 
march  vpon  the  firfl  notice  or  order  from  the  Comaunder  in  Cheife  to  fuch  place  as 
hee  fhall  appoint ;  And  if  it  fhould  foe  fall  out  that  more  Forces  fhould  be  found  ne- 
ceffary  it  is  agreed  that  vpon  Notice  therof  giuen  to  the  feueral  Gouerments  by  the 
Comaunder  In  Cheife  each  Collonie  fhall  fend  theire  feuerall  proportions  of  that 
Number  of  men  which  flialbee  defired  ;  And  for  Comaunder  in  Cheife  The  Comiffi- 
oners propound  Major  generall  Gibbens  Major  Denifon  or  Captaine  Atherton  but 
leaue  it  to  the  generall  Court  or  Counftll  of  the  Maflachufets  to  Choofe  any  one  of 
them  ;  or  if  by  ficknes  or  other  meanes  thefe  fhould  bee  hindered  then  to  appoint  fome 
other  fitt  man  for  the  fervice  ; 

Mr.  Eaton  as  often  formerly  Soe  now  againe  Acquainted  the  Comiffioners  with 
Newhauens  Right  to  feuerall  parcells  of  land  on  both  fides  of  Dellaware  Bay  and  Ri- 
uer  ;  and  fhewed  them  the  coppy  of  a  letter  hee  lately  wrote  to  the  New  Swedifh

Gouernor  with  his  anfware  thervnto  ;  Vpon  Confideration  wherof  the  Comiffioner* 
wrote  to  the  Swediih  Gouernor  as  followeth  ; 

Much  honered  Sir;, 

THE  Comiffioners  for  the  Vnited  Collonies  of  New-England  being  now  mett  att 
hartford  as  theire  Courfe  this  yeare  fales  haue  been  Reminded  of  the  well  knowne 
Right  fome  of  the  Englifti  of  Newhauen  Collonie  haue  to  feuerall  large  Trattes  of 
land  on  both  fides  Delaware  Bay  and  Riuer  ;  Mr.  Eaton  one  of  the  prefent  Comif- 
fioners haue  fliewed  vs  the  coppy  of  the  letter  hee  wrdt  to  you  by  order  of  Newhauen 
Court  dated  July  the  fixt  1654  and  youer  anfware  thervnto  in  latten  Dated  Auguft 
the  firffc  1654  the  Contents  whereof  feemes  ftrange  to  vs  all  Wee  were  many  yeares 
fence  Informed  of  their  Juft  Title  and  of  the  vnjuft  Defturbance  theire  Agents  found 
in  theire  planting  and  Trading  there  Both  by  Monfeir  Willam  Keift  the  former  Duch 
Gouernor  and  from  Monfeire  John  Prince  youer  predeceffor  ;  And  therof  Mr.  John 
Winthorpe  then  Gouernor  of  the  Maflachufetts  Collony  and  Prefedent  of  the  Co- 
miffioners wrote  to  them  both  in  Septem  :  1643  And  thervnto  a  few  Monthes  after 
Receiued  theire  feuerall  Anfwares  but  without  any  fatisfaftion  ;  What  you  write 
Concerning  a  Conference  or  Treaty  before  Mr.  Endicott  wherin  Newhauen  Right 
was  filenced  or  fuppreffed  and  what  you  affeirme  Concerning  the  Right  the  Sweads 
haue  to  all  the  lands  on  both  fides  Delaware  Bay  and  Riuer  from  the  Capes  Etc.  is 
either  youer  owne  Miftake  or  att  Ieafl  the  Error  of  them  that  foe  enforme  you  Wee 
haue  perufed  and  Confidered  the  feuerall  purchafes  our  Confeaderates  of  Newhauen 
haue  there  made  ;  the  Confiderations  giuen  Acknowlidged  by  the  Indian  propriators 
vnder  theire  hands  and  Confeirmed  by  many  Chriftian  Witnefles  wherby  theire  Right 
appeereth  foe  Cleare  to  vs  that  wee  Cannot  but  Aflert  theire  Juft  Title  to  the  faid 
lands  and  defire  they  may  peacably  Injoy  the  fame  with  all  the  liberties  thervnto  be- 
longing ;  and  in  theire  name  and  behalfe  doe  allure  you  they  will  by  noe  meanes  def- 
turbe  you  in  any  of  youer  Juft  Rights ;  Thufe  hopeing  the  peace  and  good  accord 
In  Europe  betwixt  England  and  Sweden  will  haue  a  powerful  Influence  vpon  our  Spe- 
rits  and  Carriages  in  thefe  partes  of  America  and  defiring  you  will  with  youer  firft 
Conveniency  Returne  a  full  and  cleare  Anfware  to  Mr.  Eaton  Gouernor  of  Newhauen 
whoe  will  fpedily  Impart  the  Contents  to  vs  with  our  belt  Refpe&s  wee  Reft

in  theire  Jurifdiition  in  the  knowlidge  of  god  and  theire  defirc  that  John  Minor 
might  be  Intertained  as  an  Interpretor  to  Comunicate  to  the  faid  Indians  thofe  Inftruc- 
tions  which  flialbee  ddiuered  by  Mr.  Stone  Mr.  Newton  or  any  other  allowed  by  the 
Court  and  alfoe  that  the  faid  Minor  may  bee  further  Iuftrufted  and  flted  by  Mr.  Stone 
To  bee  a  fit  Inftrument  to  Carry  on  the  worke  of  propagating  the  Gofpell  amongft  the 
Indians  •,  The  Comiffioners  Cimceiuing  the  laid  propofition  to  be  much  Conducing 
to  the  propagating  of  that  hopefull  worke  doe  defire  the  Majeftrates  of  Coneaicott 
to  take  care  that  the  faid  Minor  bee  Intertained  att  Mr>  Stones  or  fome  other  meet 
place  ;  and  they  {hall  order  that  fome  due  allowance  bee  made  for  his  Diett  and  Edu- 
cation out  of  the  Corporation  ftocke 

And  Wheras  Thomas  Stanton  hath  two  fonnes  that  haue  good  flcill  in  the  Indian 
Language  whomhee  is  willing  to  giue  up  to  bee  defpofed  of  by  the  Comiffioners  from 
time  to  time  for  the  advancement  of  that  great  worke  of  propagating  the  goffpell  to 
the  Indians ;  The  Comiffioners  doe  order  that  the  faid  youthes  Thomas  and  John 
fhall  out  of  the  Corporation  ftocke  bee  mayntained  att  Cambridge  to  bee  educated 
and  fited  for  future  fervice  to  bee  healpfull  in  Teaching  fuch  Indian  Children  as  fhal- 
bee  taken  into  the  Colledge  for  that  end  ; 

And  It  is  left  to  the  Comiffioners  of  the  MafTachufets  to  giue  order  for  the  fiuifhing 
of  the  building  att  the  Colledge  and  to  alter  the  forme  agreed  vpon  att  the  laft  meet- 
ing att  Bofton  as  is  defired  by  the  Prefedent  of  the  Colledge  pi-ovided  it  exceed  not 
thirty  foot  in  length  and  twenty  in  breadth  as  alfoe  take  care  for  the  Entertainment 
of  fuch  Indian  youthes  as  may  bee  thought  meet  by  Mr.  Elliot  Mr.  Mayhew  or  any 
•other  that  labour  in  that  worke  to  bee  trayned  vp  att  the  Colledge  and  fitted  for  fu- 
ture fervice  and  to  figne  bills  to  Mr.  Rawfon  to  fatisfy  the  Charges  therof  as  alfoe 
-to  doe  what  flialbee  NefTefary  for  the  furthering  of  that  great  worke  by  ordering  and 
defpofing  of  the  Indian  ftocke  in  Mr.  Rawfon's  hand  till  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Comiffioners ;

THE  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  are  Informed  that  though  Nrnnegrett 
by  Mifinformation  drew  downe  the  Pecomtacke  Sachems  and  Indians  as  farr  as  Fifh- 
ers  Ifland  to  Invade  and  make  warr  vpon  the  long  Wanders  yett  when  they  vnder- 
ftood  the  faid  long  Iflanders  were  frindes  to  the  Englifh  and  that  fuch  hoftile  pro- 
ceedings of  them  would  bee  oifenciue  to  the  Englifh  they  defifted  from  theire  Enter- 
prize  and  peacably  Returned  home  which  the  Comiffioners  accept  as  an  euidence  of 
theire  refpeft  and  fhall  not  concent  that  the  faid  Pocomptocks  fhalbee  any  wayes  de- 
fturbed  by  the  Indians  in  Amitie  or  Couenant  with  the  Englifti ; 

And  being  att  his  meeting  informed  that  fome  of  the  Pocomtock  Indians  without 
the  concent  of  the  reft  haue  taken  fome  of  the  Podotuck  Indians  Captiues  and  feiz- 
ed  fome  of  theire  goods  the  reafon  of  which  .wee  yett  vnderftand  not  but  the  faid 
Jndians  being  our  naighbours  wee  cannot  but  propound  that  the  faid  Captiues  and

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goods  may  bee  returned  and  the  peace  of  the  countrey  therby  better  fettled  which 
is  the  defire  of  all  the  Engliffi  whoe  would  not  bee  Injurious  to  any  of  the  Indians

Wheras  the  Collonie  of  Cone&icott  hath  receiued  feuerall  fumes  of  wampam  of 
the  long  Ifland  Indians  which  is  not  brought  to  account  It  is  therfore  agreed  that 
the  faid  Collonie  of  Conecticott  fliall  pay  to  Thomas  Staunton  the  fumme  of  forty 
fix  pounds  which  makes  euen  betwixt  the  Collonies  and  him  for  his  yearly  allowance 
till  this  time  and  att  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  when  the  number  of  all 
the  males  are  to  bee  brought  from  the  refpectiue  Jurifdictions  the  accounts  betwixt 
the  Collonies  may  bee  perfected 

The  Comiffion  giuen  for  the  Comaunder  in  Chiefe  of  the  Forces  raifed  and  to  bee 
raifed  for  this  prefent  expedition  ; 
The  Comiffioners  doe  heerby  comitt  vnto  you  the  conduct  and  comaund  of  all  fuch 
forces  as  are  or  fhalbee  raifed  for  the  feruice  of  the  Collonies  with  theire  armes  amu- 
nition  etcett.  with  all  officers  Imployed  to  bee  ordered  vpon  all  occations  by  your 
felfe  and  youer  Counfell  of  warr  according  to  the  Courfe  of  milletary  difcipline  and 
luch  inftru&ions  as  you  ffiall  receiue  from  the  Comiffioners  ;  you  haue  power  alfoe 
with  the  aduife  of  your  counfell  of  warr  to  vfe  and  execute  marfliall  Difcipline  vpon 
all  offendors  by  fines  or  higher  puniChments  if  need  require  ;  And  all  perfons  Im- 
ployed vnder  you  In  that  feruice  by  land  or  fea  with  barkques  or  other  veffels  are  to

and  for  fflch  as  are  joyned  with  him  as  a  Counfeli  of  warr ; 

Yon  are  to  take  vnder  youer  charge  and  comaund  all  fuch  forces  horfe  and  foot 
as  according  to  order  of  the  Comiffioners  are  or  fhalbee  leauied  out  of  three  of  the 
Collonies  with  whom  you  arc  to  bee  att  the  appointed  Randevoues  |att  Thomas- 
Stantons  att  or  before  the  13th  of  October  next  and  forthwith  to  march  vnto  the 
Nyanticke  Countreyto  the  place  of  Ninnegretts  ordinary  refidence  and  to  demaund 
of  him  if  hee  may  bee  fpoken  with  a  prefent  and  full  furrender  of  all  the  Pequots 
vnder  him  or  lately  liueing  vpon  his  land  ;  and  if  hee  do  not  forthwith  confent  then 
to  take  them  by  force  from  him  or  any  other  that  fhall  harbour  or  detaine  them  ; 
and  to  remoue  and  fettle  them  vnder  the  protection  of  the  Englifh  and  vnder  fuch 
gouerment  as  Mr.  "Winthorpe  Major  Mafon  and  Capt.  Denifon  fhall  appoint  till  the 
Comiffioners  fhall  take  farther  order  ;  without  increafing  the  tribute  formerly  ^.due 
from  them  ;  And  farther  to  require  and  take  of  Ninnlgrett  the  tribute  due  for  time 
pafl  for  the  faid  Pequots  together  with  the  charge  of  this  expedition  or  fome  conn- 
derable  part  of  both  and  to  giue  him  time  for  the  reft  according  to  youer  defcretion 
as  may  ftand  with  the  honner  of  the  Englifh  and  the  fafety  of  the  Countrey  ;  And 
you  are  In  the  name  of  the  Comiffioners  to  prohibite  him  and  the  reft  of  the  Narra- 
ganfett  Sachems  to  make  any  further  attempts  vpon  the  longe  Ifland  Indians  and  to 
allure  them  that  the  Comiffioners  will  lay  the  like  charge  vpon  the  longe  Ifland  Indi- 
ans not  to  invade  or  diiturb  them  which  if  they  refufe  and  that  the  peace  of  the 
Countrey  can  by  nee  other  meanes  bee  prouided  for  you  are  to  proceed  as  the  cafe 
requires  ; 

But  if  Ninnegrett  fhall  not  oppofe  the  remcuall  of  the  Pequots  but  fhall  demean 
himfelfe  fairly  in  that  bufines  and  fhall  fubrair  to  our  charge  and  promife  that  hee 
will  not  further  defturbe  the  peace  of  the  Countrey  wee  judge  it  not  expedient  att 
this  feafon  of  the  yeare  to  begine  the  warr  vpon  him  barely  for  the  non  paiment  of 
the  tribute  and  charges  fuppofing  alfoe  that  you  may  vfe  other  meanes  to  draw  fom 
parte  of  It  from  him  att  prefent  and  the  refidue  may  bee  forborne  for  convenient 
time  provided  if  the  Pequots  cannot  bee  prevailed  with  to  come  vnder  the  Gouer- 
ment and  protection  of  the  Englifh  then  if  Ninnigrett  fhall  pay  the  tribute  paft  and 
the  charges  of  this  expedition  and  promife  not  to  defturbe  the  peace  of  the  Coun- 
trey for  time  to  come  by  making  warr  vpon  our  Frinds  and  confederates  without: 
our  concent  according  to  his  couenant  made  att  Bofton  Anno  1645  as  alfoe  to  pay 
the  tribute  for  fuch  Indians  as  are  vnder  him  for  time  to  come  according  to  the  laft 
agreement  attNewhauen  1651  hee  may  injoy  the  faid  Pequots  ftill  without  deftur-. 
bance  or  any  further  proceeding  againft  him  ; 

But  if  you  fhall  find  the  defigne  cannot  bee  carried  on  without  a  greater  force 
ihen  you  fhall  with,  all  expedition  fend  to  the  feuerall  Collonies  for  the  reft  of  the 

Forces 
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Forces  in  this  cafe  ordered  by  the  Comiffioners  which  you  are  to  improue  according 
to  youer  bed  fkill  for  the  fpeedy  reduceing  of  Ninnegrett  to  Subjeftion  or  tribute 
with  fecuritie  by  hoftages  for  his  performance  of  the  fame ;  and  if  yett  a  greater, 
force  fhalbee  found  neffefarie  you  are  to  giue  notice  to  the  feuerall  Collonies  of  the 
whole  number  you  defire  that  they  may  fend  theire  feuerall  proportions  according  to 
the  agreement  of  the  Comiffioners  ;

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In  Anfware  to  a  petition  prefented  to  the  Comifiioners  by  Robin  the  Indian  on  the 
oehalfe  of  the  Indians  dwelling  at  Pequot  It  was  ordered  that  all  the  Pequots  lycenced 
in  Anno  47  to  fett  downe  att  Pequatt  may  yett  Continew  there  vnder  the  obeidience 
of  Vncas  ;  and  that  fuch  Pequats  as  haue  withdrawne  from  vnder  him  theither  {hall 
turne  to  him  againe  onely  Obachiqued  and  Robin  for  his  feruice  to  bee  in  this  pre- 
fent  Expedition  are  freed  from  Subjection  to  any  Indian  Sachem  further  then  the 
Comifiioners  fhall  direct  ;  and  taken  vnder  the  protection  of  the  Englilh  and  freed 
from  Tribute  ; 

It  is  agreed  that  Mr.  Pierfon  for  his  paines  and  Charges  and  fiting  himfelfe  for  the 
Indian  Worke  lhalbee  paied  fifteen  pounds  out  of  the  Corporation  ftocke  and  that 
fiue  pound  lhalbee  comitted  to  the  Comifiioners  of  Newhauen  to  bee  difpofed  of  to 
fuch  Indians  as  defire  to  bee  Inftru&ed  in  the  Knowlidge  of  Chrift  ; 

Mr.  Browne  one  of  the  Comifiioners  of  Plymouth  is  defired  to  Certify  our  Naigh- 
bours  of  Providence  Warwick  and  Road  Ifland  of  our  Refolution  to  Remoue  the  Pe- 
quats from  vnder  the  Subjection  of  Ninnigrett  becaufe  hee  peremtorily  denieth  to  pay 
his  Tribute  for  them  due  by  Couenant  and  Imployeth  them  to  the  Deflurbance  of 
the  peace  of  the  Country  and  Inuafion  of  the  long  Ilandors  our  frinds  againft  his 
cxprefle  Couenant  the  which  wee  defire  to  effect  without  warr  or  bloodfheed  if  wee 
can  bringe  him  to  Reafon  by  any  other  meanes ;

The  articles  of  Confeaderation  being  Read ;  An  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of 
the  Maffachufetts  dated  the  23th.  of  May  1655  was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  it 
appeereth  that  Mr.  Simon  Bradftreet  and  Major  Daniell  Denifon  were  chofen  Comif- 
fioners for  that  Collonie  for  a  full  and  compleat  yeare  ;  And  were  Inverted  with  full 
power  and  Authoritie  according  to  the  Tenure  of  the  faid  Articles  Concluded  att  Bof- 
ton  the  19th.  of  May  1643. 

Alike  Order  of  the  generall  Court  of  New  Plymouth  dated  the  fixt  day  of  June 
1655  was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  it  appeerd  that  Mr.  John  Browne  and  Capt. 
James  Cudworth  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  for  a  full  and  compleat 
yeare  and  were  Inverted  with  full  Power  and  Authoritie  according  to  the  aforfaid  Ar- 
ticles 

A  like  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  Cone&Icutt  dated  the  17th  of  May 
1655  was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Major  John  Mafon  and 
Capt :  John  Cullicke  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  and  were  Inuefted 
with  full  power  and  Authoritie  for  one  whole  yeare  according  to  the  aboue  faid 
Articles 

A  like  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  Newhauen  dated  the  30th  of  May  1655  was 
prefented  and  Read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Theophilus  Eaton  Efqr.  and  Mr.  Willam 
Leete  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  and  were  Inuefted  with  full  power 
according  to  the  aforfaid  Articles 

Theophilus  Eaton  Efq.  was  Chofen  Prefedent  of  this  Meeting  A  letter  from 
the  Corporation  in  England  was  prefented  and  Read  the  contents  wherof  are  as 
follow  eth ; 

Gentlemen 

BY  a  Letter  to  Mr.  Steele  our  Prefedent  dated  att  hartford  the  25th.  of  Septem- 
ber wee  perceiue  that  through  the  Bleffing  of  him  whoe  is  loue  itfclf  and  the  God  of

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peace  ;  the  Comiffioners  then  mett  att  hartford  did  then  comfortably  cloie  as  in  the 
Affaires  of  the  Corporation,  foe  alfoe  ill  the  Bufines  of  the  Confeaderation  which  is 
noe  fmale  Joy  vnto  vs  ;  not  onely  in  Regard  of  the  happines  which  attends  it  but  a^ 
foe  in  Refpett  of  the  worke  wherin  wee  labour  which  otherwife  in  humain  probabilli- 
tie  would  haue  wholy  obftructed  :  Wee  together  with  youer  Worfhipfull  felues  prof- 
tituted  to  ail  the  Mallhious  tongues  and  pens  that  the  witt  of  man  could  doe  or  fay 
againft  vs  ;  And  wee  hope  that  the  fame  Sperict  of  loue  and  vnion  foe  becoming  the 
Gofpell  of  peace  which  wee  all  profeffe  will  foe  ftrongly  breath  in  you  and  vs  that  the 
worke  of  the  lord  wherin  wee  are  mutually  engaged  might  profper  in  our  hands  ;  ac- 
cording to  youer  defires  conteined  in  feuerall  particulares  mendoned  in  an  Invoyce 
fent  ouer  vnto  vs  wee  haue  fent  you  a  fupply  of  woolen  linnin  ftocing  Iron  worke 
and  letter  for  printing  as  may  appeer  by  a  Bill  of  ladinge  and  bills  of  particulares  heer 
Inclofed  marked  and  numbered  as  in  the  Margant  which  together  with  what  appeers 
Remaining  vpon  the  ballence  of  the  laft  account  fent  ouer  will  wee  hope  bee  fufficient 
to  anfware  all  fuch  Charges  as  are  or  may  in  a  conciderable  fpace  of  time  bee  Contract- 
ed  in  carying  on  the  worke  there  for  the  truth  is  wee  defire  that  as  Moneyes  fhall 
come  into  our  hands  vpon  the  Collection  or  otherwife  the  fame  might  out  vpon  the 
purchafe  of  lands  which  might  bee  as  a  ftanding  Revenue  to  cary  on  the  worke  and 
as  the  care  and  prouyding  lyeth  vpon  vs  the  Corporation  heer  foe  the  care  of  diftribu- 
tion  and  Improument  will  Reft  vpon  youer  felvcs  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Col- 
lonies  there  of  whofe  faithfullnes  wee  haue  not  the  leaft  caufe  to  doubt  nor  of  the 
good  effect  will  follow  thervpon  ;  wee  defire  that  fmce  our  bookes  lye  open  for  any 
that  will  pleafe  to  come  and  perufe  them  and  fee  how  the  monies  collected  are  defpofed 
and  how  the  goods  fent  ouer  are  Improued  and  for  the  anfwaring  and  clearing  all 
doubts  and  fcruples  which  might  arife  thervpon  you  would  therfore  pleafe  by  the 
Returne  of  the  next  fhipes  from  thence  to  giue  vs  a  more  particulare  account  of  fuch 
debts  as  are  contracted  vpon  the  defpofall  of  the  goods  fent  ouer  and  the  perfous  to 
whom  ;  and  what  Remaines  in  goods  what  in  Cafh  and  what  in  Debts  j  to  the  end" 
the  mouthes  of  fuch  as  are  111  afected  heervnto  may  bee  ftoped  both  in  Reference  to 
our  felues  and  you  ;  And  becaufe  wee  charge  ourfelues  with  all  Receipts  andDifburfe- 
ments  wee  therfore  defire  you  that  with  Refpecl  vnto  our  owne  and  publicke  Satis- 
faction alfoe  vpon  fending  future  account  vnto  vs  you  would  therwith  pleafe  to  fend  a 
formal  difcharge  to  the  Corporation  vnder  youer  hands  for  all  fuch  goods  as  haue  been 
and  are  fent  ouer  vnto  you  for  the  purpofe  in  the  Act  of  Parliament  mencioned  ;  And 
forafmuch  as  it  appeers  by  the  account  that  fundry  wares  are  fold  to  fundry  perfons 
which  wee  feare  may  proue  bad  debts  and  therby  leffen  the  ftocke  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  worke  wee  therfore  humbly  offer  as  our  aduife  for  the  auoiding  of  fuch  ha- 
zards and  Inconveniencies  that  the  properties  of  the  goods  fent  ouer  may  not  bee  al-

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tered  but  that  the  fame  may  bee  defpofcd  in  kind  to  fuchperfons  as  fhalbeebyyour-

them  how  you  could  miftake  our  meaning  concerning  youer  allowance  is  yett  to  vs 
vnknowne  wee  plainly  expreffed  our  Refolution  to  make  it  comfortable  by  adding 
to  what  you  Received  out  of  England  might  wee  haue  bine  therin  informed  but 
that  you  Refufed  yett  wee  agreed  to  allow  firffc  twenty  pound  per  annum  fince  forty 
pound  for  youer  further  Incurragement  in  the  worke  and  wee  hope  when  the  Cor- 
porations letters  to  you  and  youers  to  vs  are  duely  pervfed  wee  ftialbee  cleare  in 
what  wee  wrote  wee  (till  conceiue  that  there  was  fom  fmale  difference  betwixt  Mr 
Rawfons  account  and  youers  in  the  tooles  you  Received  but  wee  put  little  waight 
there  and  marvell  how  you  fliould  thinke  our  meaning  fhould  be  fhoes  and  ftockens  5 
wee  euer  haue  and  ftill  doe  put  a  great  difference  betwixt  Indians  whoe  profeffe  Je- 
fus  Chrift  and  others  who  declare  againfl  him  but  many  Indian  Profefferors  proving 
lofe  and  falfe  wee  thinke  it  not  fafe  to  furnifh  them  promifequfly,  though  wee  left  it 
to  the  Maffachufetts  generall  court  to  doe  as  they  fee  caufe  but  certainly  it  hath  bine 
farr  from  vs  to  fell  Amunition  powder  &c.  to  fuch  Indians  as  are  Enimies  and  if 
youer  brothers  healpe  bee  in  any  RefpecT:  neffefarie  wee  are  willing  for  a  yeare  more 
to  affbird  h  but  wee  conceiue  twenty  pound  may  bee  a  competent  allowance  for  fuch 
Worke  yett  wee  leave  it  to  the  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufetts  to  Inlarge  if  they 
find  caufe  5  the  Comiffioners  never  forbade  you  to  Tranflate  the  Scriptures  for 

preaching 
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preaching  or  for  any  other  vfe  either  of  youer  owne  or  of  youer  hearers  but  advifed 
that  what  you  ment  to  print  or  fett  forth  vpon  the  Corporation  Charge  might  bee 
donn  with  fuch  Confideration  of  the  Language  and  Improuement  of  the  bed  healpes 
to  bee  had  therin  that  as  much  as  may  bee  the  Indians  in  all  partes  of  New  England 
might  fliare  in  the  benifitt :  which  wee  feare  they  cannot  foe  well  doe  by  what  you 
haue  alreddy  printed  ;  wee  Conceiue  it  a  miftake  that  the  Malfachufetts  Collonie  left 
theire  parte  of  the  powder  in  our  hands  but  wee  pafe  it  by  we  are  content  the  fythes 
you  mention  paffe  as  a  gift  to  lncurrage  the  Indians  whoe  take  paines  in  the  worke  ;

A  Coat  of  about  3  yards  of  the  Courfeft  Cloth  bee  made  vp  and  giuen  to  the  Sa- 
gamore of  Aggawam  to  Incurrag  him  to  learn  to  know  god  and  to  exfite  other  In- 
dians to  doe  the  like  ;  the  Schoolmafters  and  Interpreters  are  to  bee  allowed  theire 
yearly  penfions  as  formerly 

And  Mr.  Leverich  bee  allowed  five  pounds  more  for  his  former  Service  ; 

It  is  left  to  the  Comilfioners  for  the  Malfachufetts  to  agree  with  Mr.  Weld  for  the 
diate  and  teaching  of  the  Indian  Children  with  him  and  to  doe  what  ells  may  further 
the  Indian  worke  till  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comilfioners ; 

Wheras  the  Comiffioners  laft  yeare  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Indian  worke  allowed 
to  John  Minor  the  charge  of  his  Diet  and  Education  they  are  willing  both  to  Continue 
the  fame  and  to  pay  for  his  apparell  for  7  years  longer  if  his  Father  and  hee  doe  Sub- 
scribe an  Ingagemetit  which  they  have  drawne  and  fent  to  them  by  Captaine  Cullicke; 
but  if  they   Refufe  to  Subfcribe  then  the  whole  allowance  (hall  forthwith  feafe ;

6.  Whoefoeuer  fhall  plot  Mifcheife  againft  the  Englifh  fhall  fuffer  death  or  fuch 
other  punifliment  as  the  cafe  may  deferue  ; 

7.  They  fhall  neither  make  warr  nor  Joyne  in  warr  with  any  other  Indians  or 
people  of  any  other  Nation  vnlefle  in  theire  owne  Juft  defence  without  the  expreffe 
leaue  of  the  Comiflioners 

8.  They  fhall  duely  Submite  to  fuch  Indian  Gouernor  as  the  Comiflioners  fhall 
yearely  appoint  and  to  them  fhall  yearly  pay  tribute  due  to  the  Englifh : 

Inftruftions  for  the  Indian  Pequotes  to  Sitt  downe  att  Nameacke  Neweacke  Pe- 
quatuck  and  Weequabage 

Whearas  fundry  Pequates  haue  departed  from  Vncas  to  Nameacke  Contrary  to 
the  Comiflioners  order  att  hartford  the  laft  yeare  and  doe  earneftly  defire  they  might 
haue  leaue  there  ftill  to  continue  which  feemes  Inconvenient  to  Vncas  and  contrary 
to  his  Mind  The  Comiflioners  for  incurragement  of  thefe  Peqotes  to  Returne  and 
thofe  with  him  to  continew  ftill  at  Mohegene  doe  Remite  all  that  Debt  of  Tribute 
behind  from  Vncas  to  himfelfeand  if  the  Pequotes  there  doe  carry  well  to  Vncas  this 
next  yeare  they  fhall  haue  one  yeares  Tribute  Remited  to  them  ;  and  for  thefe  Pe- 
quotes att  Nameocke  if  they  fhall  hunt  or  fifli  onely  within  theire  owne  limites  or  the 
Englifh  bounds  by  theire  leaue  on  the  weftward  fide  of  Mifticke  Riuer  it  fhalbee  free 
for  them  foe  to  doe  but  they  fhall  not  encroach  vpon  Vncas  his  bounds  to  fifli  or 
hunt ;  Nor  fhall  Robine  att  Nameacke  expedT:  thofe  whoe  formerly  did  belonge  to 
Vncas  ;  They  are  alfoe  Required  to  carry  it  inofenciuely  Towards  Thomas  Staunton 
whom  the  Comiflioners  imploy  in  fundry  matters  with  them  for  the  Englifh  ;  It  is 
alfoe  further  Required  and  expe&ed  from  Vncas  and  all  thofe  Pequotes  in  their  fe- 
uerall  places  to  aflift  and  defend  each  other  in  all  Juft  cafes  and  Rightes  according  to 
the  Comiflioners  orders  and  appointments  whether  againft  forraigne  or  domeftique 

cmmies 
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enimies  or  defturbers  in  any  of  theire  Pequott  Limites  all  which  belong  to  the  En- 
glifh  ;  as  alfoe  all  Royalties  formerly  belonging  to  the  Indian  Sachems  there  although 
for  this  prefent  yeare  they  giue  it  to  the  Indian  Gouernors  which  they  haue  appoint- 
ed in  each  place  Refpe&iuely  fix  yeares  Tribute  being  ftill  behind  they  are  appointed 
to  pay  it  in  yearly  to  Thomas  Stanton  in  good  marchantable  Peage  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Comiflioners  in  September  which  if  they  Refufe  hee  with  the  Indian  Gou- 
ernors are  impowered  to  deftraine  ;  and  if  any  bufines  fall  out  or  bee  neceffarie  to  bee 
informed  or  prefented  to  the  Comiflioners  att  theire  meeting  from  time  to  time  they 
(hall  onely  fend  two  or  three  men  to  declare  it  and  not  come  in  great  numbers  as  now 
they  doe  ; 

Vncas  defireing  the  Comiflioners  that  hee  may  haue  libertie  to  hunt  and  filh  in  all 
fuch  places  and  teritories  of  land  which  hee  hath  fold  to  the  Englifh  in  particular  att 
Menunquotucke  now  called  Guilford  the  Comiflioners  anfwared  they  intend  not  to 
depriue  him  of  any  of  his  Juft  Ri^htes  but  what  or  how  far  hee  hath  fold  any  of  his 
Rightes  to  the  Englifh  they  vnderftand  not  hut  conceiue  hee  may  nott  without  theire 
leaue  fett  downe  Wigwames  or  dwell  within  any  parte  of  the  land  they  juftly 
poflefle 

Concerning  the  wampam  receiued  from  the  feuerall  Indians  as  before  expreffed  it 
is  ordered  that  out  of  it  3olb.  bee  paied  to  Thomas  Stanton  for  his  yeares  fallery  end- 
ing att  this  meeting  ;  The  reft  of  the  wampam  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Wackman  Trea- 
furer  for  the  Jurifdiclion  of  Newhauen  for  the  Collonies  vfe  out  of  which  hee  is  to 
pay  John  Thomas  for  a  Journey  to  Stanford  to  giue  intelligence  about  the  late 
Duch  maflacarr  And  for  a  coat  giuen  by  the  Comiflioners  to  Tumfquafh  an 
Indian  ; 

The  15th.  of  the  prefent  September  the  Comiflioners  by  the  returne  of  the  Mef- 
fengers  whom  they  had  fent  forth  for  inquiry  receiued  certaine  Intelligence  of  a  great 
maflacar  perpitrated  by  the  wampeage  and  other  Indians  vpon  the  Duch  att  theMon- 
hatoes  and  that  they  had  caried  away  and  kept  prifoners  about  70  Captiues  The 
Comiflioners  did  forthwith  agree  to  fend  two  or  three  meet  meflengers  to  indeavour 
theire  Redemtion  but  while  the  meflengers  were  preparing  Mr.  Allertons  catch  com- 
ing into  Newhauen  harbour  from  the  Monhatoes  brought  letters  from  him  felfewith 
intelligence  from  others  reporting  they  hoped  the  worft  was  paft,  and  that  the  Indi- 
ans had  fent  to  offer  peace  and  that  a  treaty  was  begun  betwixt  the  Duch  and  them 
for  redeeming  and  returning  the  captiues  whence  the  Comiflioners  conceiued  that  the 
matter  might  bee  by  themfelues  and  fom  beaver  &c.  effefted  ;  and  feafed  any  fur- 
ther procecution  ; 

A  Letter  from  Major  Simon  Wiilard  of  Concord  dated  the  laft  yeare  was  prefent- 
ed to  the  Comiflioners  att  this  meeting  the  contents  as  followeth  ; 

.  HONJREB 
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honered  Gentlemen 


YOURSELUES  haueing  been  pleafed  to  appoint  and  giue  a  Comiffion  for  a  Ge- 
nerall  to  Comaund  ouer  all  the  forces  by  you  appointed  to  bee  raifed  out  of  the-vni- 
ted  Collonies  in  the  expedition  againft  Ninnegrett  which  you  refered  to  the  Counfell 
of  the  MafTachufetts  to  compleat  they  haueing  after  the  refufall  of  Major  Gibbins  and 
Major  Denifon  Captaine  Atherton  being  abfent  piched  on  myfelfe  thongh  vnworthy 
accepted  therof  in  hope  of  gods  gracioufe  affiftance  therin  thefe  are  therfore  to  in- 
forme  you  that  I  aduifed  myfelfe  accordingly  and  with  the  vnanimofe  confent  of  my 
Counfell  haue  with  the  bed  of  our  vnderftandinges  of  youer  Inflruftions  which  were 
not  foe  cleare  as  wee  could  haue  wifhed  repaired  to  the  place  of  Randevofe  indea- 
uoredto  haue  had  full  Defcourfe  with  Ninnegrett  whoe  before  wee  came  had  fwam- 
ped  himfelfe  and  refufed  conference  with  vs  as  appeers  in  the  Narrative  which  I  fend 
you  therfore  confidering  the  feafon  tedioufnes  of  the  march  of  the  file  and  flraitnes 
of  our  Inflruftions  contented  our  felues  with  rednfeing  thofe  Pequots  as  wee  haue 
fertifyed  you  on  thofe  tearmes  wee  indeauored  youer  full  Satisfaction  and  wherin  wee 
haue  fallen  fhort  wee  hope  you  will  put  a  canded  Interpretation  ;  I  (hall  fay  noe  more 
at  prefent  but  comend  you  to  the  Protection  Direction  and  bleffing  of  the  Almighty 
and  Remaine  Sires  youer  humble  fervant  ,

The  Narrative  followeth 

My  felfe  whofe  name  is  vnderwritten  being  Impowered  by  the  Comiffioners  of 
the  vnited  Collonies  bearing  date  the  2^t.  of  September  1654  doe  declare  the  parti- 
culars aftes  of  the  proceeding  of  the  Counfell  of  warr  being  affembled  att  Thomas 
Stantons  according  to  the  Inftru&ions  receiued  from  the  faid  Comiffioners  as  fol- 
loweth ; 

Imprimis  our  firfl  Inftruttion  being  forthwith  to  march  into  the  Nyanticke  coun- 
trey  to  the  place  of  Ninnigretts  ordinary  place  of  refidence  and  to  demaund  of  him 
if  hee  may  bee  fpoken  withall  the  Pequots  ;  and  the  reafons  why  wee  did  not  attend 
to  that  particulare  (was)  wee  knew  hee  was  remoued  from  that  place  vp  into  the 
woods  into  a  fwamp  fom  15  miles  from  our  quarters  ;  and  further  by  reafon  of  ; 
florme  the  boates  of  Cone&icott  and  Newhauen  wheras  all  were  to  meet  the  iT,xb 
day  of  Oftober  1654  wee  fay  the  boates  of  fom  of  the  fouldiers  with  theire  flock- 
Vol.  II.  U  u  0 
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of  amunition  came  not  vnto  vs  vntill  the  16th  day  the  one  and  the  17th  day  the  other 
for  there  wee  had  one  claufe  in  our  Inftru&ions  to  a&e  as  might  ftand  with  the  honer 
of  the  Englifh  and  fafety  of  the  Countrey  ;  but  for  vs  to  moue  with  our  forces  wee 
thought  it  make  a  great  rumer  and  fturr  amongft  the  Indians  when  they  fhould  hear 
wee  were  returned  to  our  quarters  and  did  nothing  therfore  wee  thought  it  would 
expedate  our  worke  to  attend  that  was  prefented  to  vs  which  are  as  followeth  ; 

1.  Firft  Ninnegrett  haueing  fome  of  his  Indians  prefent  with  vs  whoe  asweefup- 
pofed  were  willing  to  falue  vp  thinges  as  well  as  they  could  wee  agreed  to  fend  fome 
of  them  to  him  to  aduife  him  to  come  to  fpeake  with  vs  ;  but  wee  haueing  Intelli- 
gence of  his  great  feareto  concent  to  this  motion  ;  wee  offered, him  hoftages  for  the 
cecuritie  of  his  perfon  and  if  this  pleafed  him  not  hee  fhould  aquaint  vs  what  would 
defire  to  cecure  him  ;  his  anfware  was  by  four  of  his  men  that  one  of  our  Indians 
had  taken  away  a  canoow  of  his  and  made  prife  of  it  and  vpon  this  hee  was  more 
afraid  then  before. 

2condly  hee  demaunded  what  hee  had  done  to  the  Englifh  that  they  came  foe 
againft  him  round  about  and  will  not  lett  him  alone  and  hee  would  defire  to  Tranf- 
a£te  this  bufines  by  Meffengers  and  not  come  face  to  face  ; 

3.  Hee  faid  his  father  was  a  frind  to  the  Englifh  in  former  time  and  hee  wonder- 
ed they  fhould  be  foe  againft  him  now  ; 
Our  anfware  to  this  were  as  followeth 

Firft  wee  know  nothing  of  the  Canoow  and  that  if  our  Indians  had  wronged 
him  in  this  kind  they  fhould  reftore  it  againe  but  they  would  not  forbeare  this 
defcourfe  foe  wee  fent  them  away  with  thefe  following  anfwares 

Firft  wee  wondered  that  hee  a  wife  man  as  hee  would  bee  accounted  that  hee  fhould 
offer  to  hold  vs  in  difcourfe  about  fuch  a  trifle  as  a  canoow  is  either  hee  muft  bee  vn- 
wife  himfelfe  or  think  vs  vnwife  if  wee  fhould  bee  delayed  with  fuch  thinges  as 
thefe 

Secondly  that  it  was  not  the  fafhion  of  the  Englifh  to  Tranfafte  thinges  of  fuch  a 
nature  by  Meffengers  from  an  Ambaffador  but  to  come  face  to  face 

Third  if  this  courfe  might  haue  been  taken  wee  could  haue  donn  this  from  the 
place  of  our  habitations  without  raifing  of  thefe  forces 

The  1 6th  day  there  came  fome  of  our  Pequotes  and  told  vs  that  the  day  before 
this  [they  went  towards  Ninnegrets  Companie  to  perfwade  theire  kindred  to  come 
from  him  fearing  otherwife  it  would  goe  ill  with  them  ;  but  they  mett  with  three 
Pequotes  that  did  adhear  to  Ninnegrett  who  afked  them  what  they  did  there  ;  they 
faid  they  had  fome  thinges  to  doe  then  they  afked  our  Pequotes  how  many  there 
were  of  them  they  faid  30  then  faid  the  3  men  there  are  30  heads  for  vs  then  our 
Pequotes  faid  they  did  attend  the  Englifh  to  carry  letters  or  burthens  abroad  wher 
the  Englifh  fhould  haue  occation  to  fend  them  ;  then  one  of  the  three  men  told 

them 
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them  they  would  haue  thefe  30  heads  before  tomorrow  in  the  after  noone  tho  the 
Englifh  were  with  them  and  they  faid  they  would  not  defift  from  the  warr  againft  the 
long  Iflandors  neither  would  they  forfacke  Ninnegrett ;  This  day  there  came  in  to 
us,  and  gave  in  their  names  to  the  number  of  73  The  17th  day  there  came  in  to 
vs  more  Pequotes  that  liued  near  to  Ninnegrett  which  before  wee  comaunded  to 
bringe  away  theire  houfe  and  goods  which  thinge  they  did  and  gaue  in  theire  names 
as  the  reft  did  to  the  number  of  63  ; 

The  1 8th  day  Ninnegrett  keeping  oft*  and  would  noe  way  comply  with  vs  wee 
agreed  and  fent  two  gentlemen  with  two  to  attend  them  and  two  Interpreters  to  make 
fom  demaunds  of  him  ;  but  there  being  fix  hee  refufed  to  fpeake  with  aboue  two  of 
them  ;  but  after  much  debate  with  his  fcoutes  and  fom  of  his  chiefe  men  they  came 
to  fpeake  with  him  viz.  Capt.  Davis  and  Capt.  Seealy  and  firft  they  demaund  the 
Pequots  under  him  ;  his  anfware  was  why  doe  you  demaund  the  Pequots  of  mee 
when  you  haue  them  alreddy  they  demaunded  more  his  anfware  was  hee  had  not 
aboue  three  or  four  but  the  reft  were  defperfed  abroad  a  hunting  and  elfewhere  but 
in  the  Iflue  hee  ingaged  by  writing  to  furrender  all  that  were  vnder  him  into  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Winthorpe  or  Capt.  Mafon  within  feauen  dayes. 

2condly  They  demaunded  the  Tribute  due  for  the  Pequotes ;  his  anfware  was 
hee  never  Ingaged  for  them  he  was  told  hee  paied  itt  att  Newhauen  ;  hee  faid 
the  reafon  of  that  was  hee  feared  they  would  haue  bine  taken  from  him  therfore 
hee  paid  nine  or  ten  fathonae  of  his  owne  peage  to  make  vp  the  fume 

Thirdly  they  further  required  him  not  to  make  any  further  warr  againft  the  long 
Ifland  Indians  to  this  hee  was  filent  for  a  time  but  after  faid  this  fhall  fuch  a  prince 
and  two  fuch  Captaines  lofe  theire  Hues  and  theire  bloud  not  to  bee  revenged  the  an- 
fware to  this  was  hee  muft  aft  in  a  right  way  by  making  the  ComuTioners  acquaint- 
ed with  it ;  but  he  was  filent ;  further  hee  was  charged  not  to  moleft  them  or  any 
other  of  the  frinds  of  the  Englifh  leaft  his  head  were  fett  vp  vpon  an  Englifli  pole  al- 
foe  hee  was  informed  that  none  of  ours  fhould  moleft  him  j 

Fourthly  the  charge  of  this  expedition  was  demaunded  of  him  his  anfware  was  hee 
was  not  the  caufe  of  it  but  longe  Ifland  Indians  killed  him  a  man  att  Cone&icotr

Wheras  the  Corfliffioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  demaund  by  theire  meflengers 
that  I  deliuer  vp  to  the  Englifli  all  the  captiues  Pequotes  in  my  Countrey  I  heerby  in- 
gage  myfelfe  to  furrender  the  faid  Pequotes  within  feaven  daies  to  Mr.  Winthorpe 
or  Captaine  Mafon  Witneffe  my  hand  and  foe  hee  fett  his  marke  the  18th  of  Oftober

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The  1 9th  day  a  Coppy  of  a  Couenant  or  promife  of  FaucapufTamon  being  a  Nar- 
raganfett  Sachem  who  had  diuers  of  the  Pequotes  vnder  him  which  haue  fubfcribed 
theire  names  vnto  vs  who  promife  to  liue  peacably  and  not  defturbe  any  of  the  frinds 
of  the  Englifh  and  defiroufe  not  to  bee  defturbed  by  any  of  them  and  foe  fett  to  his 
marke ;

WEE  whofe  names  are  vnderwritten  being  captiue  Pequotes  and  Tributaries  to 
the  Englifh  haueing  liued  fom  time  vnder  the  protextion  of  Ninnigrett  doe  freely  con- 
fent  to  the  vnited  Englifh  Collonies  to  remoue  to  fuch  places  as  the  faid  Comiflioners 
doe  or  fhall  appoint  vs  and  doe  heerby  difowne  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  Ninnigrett  ouer  vs 
and  that  wee  intend  Really  foe  to  doe  we  beer  giue  in  our  names  feuerally  with  our 
owne  markes  affixed ;  further  wee  doe  heerby  Ingage  our  felues  heerafter  not  to 
joyne  in  any  warr  with  Ninnegrett  or  any  other  without  the  full  and  free  concent 
of  the  Comiflioners  of  the  vnited  Englifh  Collonies  ;

Loveing  Frind  Major  Willard 

WEE  haue  receiued  and  Confidered  both  the  letter  you  wrot  and  the  truft  comit- 
ted  10  you  and  youer  account  therof  the  lafl  yeare  in  which  to  fpeak  Candedly  as  you 
defire  wee  find  miftakes  and  Error  wee  heare  you  had  not  the  vnanimvs  Concent  of 
youer  Counfell ;  and  fertainly  youer  Inftru£tions  which  ftand  vpon  record  in  each  of 
the  vnited  Collonies  are  cleare  enough  to  haue  guided  you  to  a  further  Progrefle 
then  you  made  in  the  feruice  nor  doe  wee  find  any  Confiderable  Difficultie  in  youer 
way :  Ninnegrett  through  the  feare  that  then  poflefied  might  (in  all  probability) 
haue  bine  Inforced  to  receive  any  Impreflion  the  Chiefe  Comaunder  of  fuch  forces 
would  haue  put  vpon  him  but  the  not  Improueing  of  afeafon  (efpecially  in  fuch  a  fer- 
vice)  is  oft  attended  with  mifcheivious  Confequences ;  Ninnegrett  whoe  while  our 
fmale  army  was  there  had  his  mouth  as  in  the  Duff  foone  after  grew  hie  and  Infolent 
in  his  fpeach  and  Carriages  refufeth  to  deliucr  the  reft  of  his  Pequotes  threatens 
the  n  that  haue  left  him  hath  againe  Invaded  the  long  Ifland  Indians  our  frind  Tri- 
butaries 
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butanes  and  in  Coucnant  with  vs  fom  bloud  is  alreddy  fh.ead  how  much  more  may 
beefhortly  fhead  is  not  yett  knowne  and  how  farr  our  charge  and  danger  may  bee 
Increaft-d  by  his  pride  and  Treachery  in  Ingaging  foraigne  Indians  againft  vs  and 
what  further  Inconveniences  may  arife  from  youer  non  attendance  to  youer  Comifii- 
on  is  yett  vncertayne  and  as  doubtfull  how  they  may  bee  preuented  but  what  Satis- 
faction may  bee  from  youer  felfe  and  thofe  of  youer  Counfell  that  Joyned  with  you

Captaine  Tapine  Majeftrate  of  Southampton  and  John  Younge  marrinor  of 
Southhold  coming  over  both  in  the  behalfe  of  the  Indians  and  Englifh  vpon  the 
Eaft  End  of  long  Hand  prefented  both  fpetiall  letters  from  Mr.  Thomas  James  Min- 
nefter  of  eaft  hampton  Capt.  Vnderhill  with  4  letters  formerly  written  by  Mr. 
Haines  and  a  letter  of  Major  Mafon  to  Leiftenant  Gardiner  and  theire  owne  defiers 
that  the  Comiflioners  would  take  into  Confideration  theire  fad  and  deftrafted  Con- 
dition by  Ninuegrets  hoftile  and  murderous  Attempts  againft  the  Indians  by  which 
the  Englifh  are  in  danger  and  the  Indians  vnable  longer  to  hold  out  but  as  they 
profefTe  they  muft  yeild  vp  themfelues  and  theire  Countrey  to  the  Narraganfetts 
Subjecting  to  and  complying  with  them,  if  the  Commifnoners  take  noe  effeftuall 
courfe  to  prevent  it ; 

And  Capt.  Tapine  in  particulare  propounded  to  and  defired  of  the  Comifnonefs 
to  fettle  fom  courfe  that  every  Jurisdiction  and  plantation  there  in  want  may  bee  Sup- 
plyed  with  powder  and  Amunition  for  theire  money  out  of  any  other  Jurifdiction 
wher  it  is  to  bee  had  ; 

Whervpon  the  Comiflioners  thought  meet  to  commend  it  to  the  feuerall  Jurifdic- 
tions  that  they  would  bee  pleafed  to  take  fpeciall  Care  that  theire  feuerall  orders 
for  the  furnifhing*of  each  towne  and  perfon  with  a  conftant  ftocke  of  powder  fhott 
Amunition  Szc.  according  to  former  agreement  of  the  Collonies  bee  put  in  due  ex- 
ecution and  if  any  plantation  bee  in  want  wee  doubt  not  vpon  Surtificate  from  the 
Gouernor  or  2  majeftrates  there  they  may  bee  fupplyed  for  theire  money  by  any  of 
the  Collonies  that  haue  it  to  Spare  ; 

The  Comiflioners  ferioufly  confidering  the  premifles  together  with  Ninnegrets 
proude  and  Infolent  Carriage  and  behaviour  att  feuerall  times  and  his  continued 
breach  of  Couenant  in  warring  vpon  the  long  Hand  Indians  our  frinds  and  Tribu- 
taries 
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taries  and  that  againfl  the  Comiffioners  exprefle  Comaunds  as  appeers  by  theire 
Records  ;  takeing  alfoe  into  Confideration  the  late  fuddaine  quarrell  and  Maflacar 
of  the  Duch  att  Monhatoes  by  the  Wampeage  Indians  and  the  caufe  and  Rife  wher- 
of  they  doe  not  fully  vnderftand  and  feareing  Ninnigrett  in  his  prid  and  Rage  may 
proue  as  mifchevioufe  to  the  Englifli  and  fuch  Indians  as  profefie  frendfliipe  to  them 
did  order ; 

i.  That  a  meflage  bee  fent  in  the  Comiffioners  Name  to  the  Mantuckett  Sachem 
and  his  companie  to  Informe  them  how  ill  they  Refent  Ninnigretts  Infolencye  and 
that  if  hee  come  within  fix  miles  of  any  of  the  three  Englifli  Townes  within  any  of 
our  Jurifdifrions  vpon  the  Hand  ;  wee  doe  heerby  order  any  of  the  Inhabitants  may 
Remove  them  thence 

2.  That  if  Ninnigrett  Invade  them  and  put  them  to  the  worft  and  they  Retreat 
within  2  miles  of  the  Englifli  Townes  viz  :  Southamton  Southhold  and  Eafthamton 
the  Comiffioners  order  they  may  bee  affifted  by  the  Englifli  Inhabitants  there 

3.  For  the  better  preferving  the  peace  of  the  Countrey  they  haue  ordered  a  uef- 
fell  fufficiently  maned  and  armed  as  the  cafe  may  Require  to  attend  Ninnegrets  mo- 
tions and  as  much  as  may  bee  hinder  his  Invafions  vpon  the  Hand  ; 

4.  That  halfe  a  barrell  of  powder  proportion  of  fliott  bee  given  to  the  Montuck- 
ctt  Indians  for  theire  better  defence 

5.  That  the  three  Englifli  plantations  aformencioned  haue  each  of  them  a  barrell 
of  powder  fold  them  to  furnifh  them  as  there  may  bee  occation  and  that  what  is 
fpent  in  the  aforfaid  feruice  bee  paied  by  the  Collonies 

6 .  Vncas  and  the  Pequote  vnder  the  Englifli  bee  Informed  that  what  they  (hall 
doe  in  the  neffecary  defence  of  the  long  Hand  Indians  againfl:  Ninnegrett  either  vpon 
that  parte  of  long  Hand  that  is  vnder  the  Englifli  or  vpon  the  water  goeing  thither 
or  returning  backe  wilbee  acceptable  to  the  Comiffioners 

7.  And  that  Tho.  Stanton  doe  fully  Informe  Vncas  and  Ninnigrett  of  the  ComiA 
fioners  mind  according  to  a  note  hee  hath  ReCeiued  vnder  theire  hands 

A  Comiffion  giueh  to  Mr.  John  Yotinge  Matter  of  the  veffell  appointed  to  attend 

this  fervice ; 

You  fliall  with  all  expedition  Repaier  to  the  Montuckett  Sachem  and  acquaint 
him  what  orders  the  Comiffioners  haue  taken  to  fecure  as  much  as  may  bee  the 
peace  of  the  Countrey  \  After  which  you  fliall  With  the  firft  oppertunitie  fayle  to 
Paquatucke  and  by  Tho.  Stanton  (if  hee  have  not  done  it  before)  fignify  the  fame 
to  Ninnigrett  as  alfoe  how  Indigiiily  they  Refent  his  Infolent  carriage  towards  the 
Englifli  which  hath  put  them  vpon  this  charge  to  provide  againfl  and  oppofe  his 
deflurbance  of  the  publicke  peace  foe  exprefsly  againfl  his  owne  Couenants  and 

theire 
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theire  orders  If  you  find  him  in  fuch  a  fram  that  you  may  Rationally  concciue  the 
peace  of  the  countrey  may  bee  cecured  this  Infueing  winter  without  youer  further 
attendance  you  may  Returne  home  ;  but  if  his  frame  and  the  fafety  of  the  Countrey 
Requier  it  you  are  to  ply  vp  and  downe  between  Paquatucke  and  Pequot ;  and  to 
gaine  Intelligence  of  Ninnigrett  Preparations  and  motions  and  when  need  Requiers 
you  fliall  take  in  from  Seabrooke  or  Pequott  fix  ten  or  twelue  men  well  armed  and 
fitted  for  the  fervice  as  any  of  the  Majeftrates  of  Conecticott  {hall  direct  with  which 
force  you  fliall  Improve  youer  beft  Indeauors  to  deflurbe  his  paffage  to  and  prevent 
his  landing  vpon  longe  Hand  by  takeing  fincking  and  deftroying  foe  Many  of  his 
Canoows  Imployed  in  that  fervice  as  fliall  com  within  youer  power  :  But  if  therin 
youer  felfe  vnable  or  youer  Indeauors  reach  not  the  End  you  fliall  with  all  fpeed 
giue  notice  to  the  Englifli  and  long  Uanders  of  Ninnegretts  approach  and  bee  further 
afliftam  vnto  them  as  you  fliall  have  oppertunitie  by  ftaueing  or  feizing  his  Canooes 
there  or  Intercepting  them  in  theire  returne  and  vpon  any  Ingagement  you  fliall  with 
as  much  fpeed  as  you  may  giue  notice  therof  to  the  Majeftrates  of  Newhauen  and 
Conecticott ;  In  this  fervice  you  fliall  continew  according  to  the  former  Directions 
vntill  the  laft  of  October  vnleffe  befor  that  you  bee  defcharged  by  Major  Mafon  ; 
And  this  order  to  ftaud  in  force  in  the  Springe  and  till  the  Comiffioners  meet  againe 
to  bee  Improved  as  foone  and  Continued  foe  longe  as  the  Comiffioners  for  Conecti- 
cott  and  Newhaven  fliall  diredte 

by  the  Comiffioners  of  the  Vnited  Collonies

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Mr  Browne  and  Capt :  Cudworth  are  defired  in  theire  Returne  home  to  declare

Vncas  his  men  from  him  or  if  hee  doe  Incroach  vpon  his  limitts  or  Rightes  of  hunt- 
ing and  that  if  hee  doe  not  giue  Juft  Satisfaction  to  Vncas  therin  they  {hall  permite 
him  to  Right  himfelfe  as  jwell  as  hee  can  ;

Att  a  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  of  New  England  held  att 
New  Plymouth  the  4th.  of  September  Anno  1656. 

THE  Articles  of  Confederation  being  read  an  order  of  the  general  court  of  the 
Mafiachufels  dated  the  14th.  day  of  May  1656  was  prefented  and  read  wherby  It 
appeered  That  Mr.  Simon  Bradftreet  and  Major  general  Daniell  Denifon  were  cho- 
fen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  for  a  full  and  compleat  yeare  ;  and  were  Inverted 
with  full  power  and  authoritie  according  to  the  tenure  of  the  faid  Articles  concluded 
att  Bolton  19th.  May  1643. 

A  like  order  of  the  Generall  court  of  New  Plymouth  dated  the  3d.  of  June  Anno 
1656  was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Mr.  Willam  Bradford  and 
Mr.  Thomas  Prence  were  chofen  comiffioners  for  that  collonie  for  a  full  and  com* 
pleat  yeare  and  were  Inuefted  with  full  power  and  authoritie  according  to  the  afore- 
faid  Articles. 

A  like  order  of  the  Generall  court  of  Conne&icott  dated  the  15.  May  1656  was 
prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Major  John  Mafon  and  Mr.  John  Tale- 
cott  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  collonie  and  were  Inverted  with  full  power  and 
Authoritie  for  one  whole  yeare  according  to  the  aboue  faid  Articles ; 
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Alike  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  Newhauen  dated  the  28th.  of  May  1656 
was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Theophilus  Eaton  Efqr.  and  Mr. 
Willam  Leete  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  for  one  full  and  compleat 
yeare  and  were  inverted  with  full  power  according  to  the  aforfaii  Articles 

Willam  Bradford  Efqr.  was  chofen  Prefedent  for  this  meeting. 

The  Pequott  Indian  Tributaries  came  in  to  prefent  theire  wampam  to  the  Comif- 
fioners and  being  tould  that  it  fhould  haue  ben  paied  in  to  Thomas  Stanton  or  to  theire 
Gouernor  fett  cuer  them  by  the  Comiffioners  for  a  yeare  and  three  monthes  before 
this  meeting  Robin  for  the  Pequots  vnder  him  paied  in  feauenty  fathom  ;  Cawfawa- 
fhett  for  the  Pequots  vnder  him  paied  in  four  and  forty  fathom;  more  deliuered  to 
him  heer  by  Maymatinon  which  alfoe  hee  paied  in  twenty  fathom,  Newcome  alfoe 
brought  in  and  the  Comiffioners  Receiued  as  parte  of,  an  old  debt  due  from  Ninne- 
grett  for  Tribut  twenty  fathom  ;  Foxon  brought  in  from  Vncus  fifty-fiue  fathom 
wherof  four  fathom  was  returned  to  him  for  a  Pequott  whoe  came  not  vnder  him  ac- 
cording to  a  promife  made  him  lad  yeare  at  Newhauen  ; 

The  whole  amounting  to  215  fathoms  wherof  the  Comiffioners  paied  to  Thomas 
Stanton  for  his  fallary  120  fathoms  which  being  deducted  there  relied  to  the  Collo- 
nies  95  fathoms  and  at  Newhauen  befides  what  hath  been  paied  out  for  John  younges 
fervice  vpon  account  of  the  Collonies  51  fathoms ;  in  all  remaining  is  146  fathoms 
which  according  to  the  number  of  males  brought  in  the  lafl  yeare  was  thus  devided

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufetts  did  alfoe  defire  that  two  fummes  each 
about  feauenteen  pounds  left  to  further  confideration  in  Anno  1653  m'ght  now  bee 
iffued  ;  the  one  concerning  an  attachment  in  Mr.  Shrimtons  hands  wherin  the  Nar- 
raganfett  Indians  were  concerned  ;  The  other  concerning  feauenty  fathom  of  wam- 
pam  demaunded  for  charges  of  the  Indian  hoftages  ;  In  the  former  the  Comiffioners 
vpon  confideration  and  debate  thought  the  collonies  were  not  Interefed  but  that  the 
queftion  doth  wholly  concern  the  honered  cdurt  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  Richard 
Woodey  whoe  made  the  Attachment ;  The  latter  for  want  of  prefent  light  was  refer- 
ed  to  fom  other  meeting  ; 

A  letter  from  the  Gouernor  and  Majeftrates  of  the  Maffachufetts  dated  att  Bofton 
the  cecond  September  1656  was  prefented  and  read  the  contents  as  followeth  ; 

Honered  Gentlemen: 

THE  Remembrance  of  the  follem  C  ouenants  and  promife  the  vnited  Collonies  (in 
the  begining  of  theire  combination)  made  one  with  another  not  onely  to  ftrengthen 

the 
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the  harts  and  kinds  each  of  other  in  the  propagateing  and  maintaining  of  Religion  in 
its  puritie  ;  but  alfoe  to  bee  affifting  to  each  other  where  any  deficiencye  in  fuch  re- 
fpe&s  may  appeer ;  hath  put  vs  upon  the  perfuance  of  our  endeauors  to  difcharge 
our  Duties  in  defiring  you  to  confider  of  fome  fuch  meet  way  and  ex  as  where 

any  defect  appeers  in  any  Collonie  ;  In  the  Right  Improvement  of  fuch  meanes  and 
ordinances  as  the  Lord  hath  appointed  all  his  to  vfe  and  Improue  for  the  edificatiou 
of  the  body  wherof  Chrift  is  the  head  till  his  acond.  coming  haucing  heard  fome 
time  fince  that  our  Naighbours  collonie  of  Plymouth  our  beloued  brethern  in  a  great 
parte  feem  to  bee  wanting  to  themfelues  in  a  due  acknowlidgement  of  and  Incurrage- 
ment  to  the  Minneflers  of  the  Gofpell  foe  as  many  pious  Minneflers  of  the  Gofpell 
haue  (how  juftly  we  know  not)  deferted  theire  Stations  callings  and  Relations ;  Our 
defire  is  that  fome  fuch  courfe  might  bee  taken  as  that  a  pious  Orthodox  Minneflry 
may  bee  Reflated  among!!  them  that  foe  the  flood  of  Error  and  principles  of  An- 
archy which  will  not  long  bee  kept  out  where  Sathan  and  his  Inflruments  are  foe 
prevelent  as  to  prevails  to  the  crying  downe  of  minneflrey  and  minneflers  may  bee 
prevented  ;  heer  hath  arived  amongfl  vs  feuerall  perfons  profefling  themfelues  qua- 
kers  fitt  Inftruments  to  propagate  the  kingdome  of  Sathan  ;  for  the  Securing  of  our- 
felues  and  our  Naighbours  from  fuch  pefts  wee  haue  Imprifoned  them  till  they  bee 
difpatched  away  to  the  place  from  whence  they  came  one  of  which  Richard  Smith  wee 
haue  lett  out  of  prifon  to  returne  to  his  family  att  Southhampton  whence  wee  hope 
and  doubt  not  our  Naighbours  of  Connetticott  wilbee  carfull  foe  to  order  it  as  hee 
may  not  doe  the  leaft  prejedice  As  alfoe  that  fome  Generall  rules  may  bee  contend- 
ed to  the  feuerall  Jurifdi&ions  for  the  fettleing  of  Gouerment  amongfl:  the  Indians 
that  a  generall  law  may  alfoe  bee  comended  to  the  generall  courts  to  prohibite  the 
fale  of  horfes  to  the  Indians  or  to  Tranfport  any  Mares  beyond  the  Seas  to  Barba- 
does  or  otherwife  on  a  feuere  penaltie  j  And  that  fome  generall  rules  may  bee  alfoe 
comended  to  each  Generall  court  to  prevent  the  coming  in  amongft  vs  from  forraigne 
places  fuch  Notorious  heretiques  as  quakers  Ranters  &c  and  that  ftronge  waters  to 
the  Indians  in  all  the  Jurifdictions  may  bee  forbidden  that  the  name  of  God  bee  not 
difhonered ;  not  elfe  but  our  beft  refpe&s  to  you  and  earner!  defires  that  the  Blef- 
fing  of  the  Almighty  may  bee  on  all  youer  endeauors

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The  Comiffioners  haueing  confidered  the  premifes  canot  but  acknowledge  the 
godly  care  and  zeale  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Maffachufetts  to  vphould  and  main- 
taine  thofe  profeffed  ends  of  coming  into  thefe  partes  and  of  the  combination  of  the 
vnited  Collonies  ;  which  if  not  attended  in  the  particulars  aforfaid  wilbee  rendered 
wholly  frufterate  the  Profeffion  miferably  Scandeliftd  ourfelues  become  a  reproch 
in  the  eyes  ef  thofe  that  (canot  without  admiration)  behould  our  foudaine  defection 
from  our  firft  principles  Wee  cannot  therfore  but  with  all  earneftnes  comend  it  to 
the  wifdome  and  Juftice  of  the  feuerall  Jurifdictions  to  take  effectu;ill  care  and  make 
anfwarable  provifion  that  Religion  and  the  ordinances  of  Chrift  preffeffed  may  bee 
vpheld  and  maintained  ;  which  can  not  bee  but  by  a  due  Incurragement  of  an  able 
and  Orthodox  Minneftrey  and  a  difcountenancing  of  that  which  is  hetrodox  and  an 
effectual  courfe  to  keep  out  heretiques  the  great  Engine  of  Sathan  in  thefe  times  to 
ouerthrow  the  truth  ;  and  becaufe  the  bufines  is  of  fach  high  concernment  to  all  wee 
fhall  more  particularely  impart  our  thoughts  to  ferious  confideration  ; 

:  1.  Wee  cannot  without  breach  of  charitie  but  take  it  for  a  thing  grannted  gene- 
rally by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  vnited  Collonies  that  an  able  Orthodox  minneftrey  is 
a  precious  fruite  of  Chrifts  Death  Refere&ion  and  Afention  and  neceffary  for  the 
fperituali  good  of  his  people  and  to  be  duely  fought  after  in  euery  focietie  or  Town- 
fhip  within  the  feuerall  Jurifdictions  ; 

2.  And  2condly.  that  a  competent  Mayntenance  proportionable  to  the  abilitie  of 
the  place  and  neceffitie  of  the  minnefter  is  a  Debt  of  Juftice  and  charitie 

3.  Hence  thirdly  the  Minnefter  may  juftly  expect  it  from  the  focietie  and  Town- 
ftiip  wherin  hee  labours 

4. "The  reference  or  relation  of  a  Minnefter  being  to  the  whole  Societie  Joyntly 
whether  in  church  order  or  not ;  his  Expectation  of  Mayntanance  and  the  Debt  of 
Juftice  is  from  the  whole  Societie  Joyntly  ; 

5.  Although  the  focietie  may  according  to  theire  defcretion  vfe  diuers  wayes  to 
raife  his  mayntenauce  yett  if  the  wayes  bee  Ineffectual!  though  the  defect  may  bee 
by  fome  particulare  perfon  yett  the  focietie  cannot  bee  discharged  but  is  the  debter  ; 

6.  The  Engagement  being  vpon  the  focietie  and  that  according  to  Religion  and 
right  reafon  it  neffefarily  followeth  that  the  focietie  bee  babied  with  fuIEcient  power 
to  difcharge  itfelfe  ; 

f.  Therfore  the  generall  courts  fhould  declare  fuch  a  power  to  be  in  fuch  focieties 
that  there  may  bee  noe  pretence  in  them  for  want  therof;  and  if  any  focietie  or 
townfhip  (halbee  wanting  either  out  of  neglect  or  opinion  to  procure  and  maintaine 
as  abouefaid  an  orthodox  minneftrey  according  to  the  Gofpell  wee  conceiue  by  the 
rules  of  Scripture  and  practice  of  not  onely  Chriftian  Gouerments  but  euen  of  hea- 
then whoe  not  onely  held  their  facra  in  ueneration  but  tooke  care  of  thofe  that  had 
\he  keeping  of  them  and  the  charge  of  makeing  knowne  theire  mifteries  The  feue- 
rall 
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rail  generail  Courts  ftand  charged  with  the  care  that  the  people  profiling  Chrifti- 
antie'owuc  and  Hue  according  to  the  rules  and  ordinances  of  theire  profeflion  and 
that  the  ddpencers  therof  bee  incurraged  as  aforfaid  ;  The  inaintainance  of  the  Min- 
nefters  being  a  debt  of  juftice  from  the  focietie  and  the  focietie  being  Impowered  to 
difcharge  it  ;  if  any  particulare  perfon  fhalbee  defective  to  the  focietie  they  ought  to 
bee  ordered  by  the  ordinary  courfe  of  Juftice 

Thefe  generalls  wee  thought  good  to  propofe  from  whence  wee  leaue  it  to  thq  wii- 
dome  of  the  feuerall  generail  courts  to  draw  vp  fuch  conclufions  and  orders  as  may 
attaine  the  end  defired  ;  and  if  any  of  the  members  of  the  faid  courts  fhould  not 
concurr  (at  prefent)  with  our  apprehenfions  wee  doe  earneftly  defire  that  by  all 
meanes  they  would  labour  to  informe  and  fatisfy  themfelves  of  the  truth  of  the  par- 
ticulars abouefaid  wherof  wee  for  our  partes  haue  noe  doubt ;  Wee  doe  further 
propofe  to  the  feuerall  generail  Courts  that  all  quakers  Ranters  and  other  notorious 
heretiques  bee  prohibited  coming  into  the  vnited  Collonies  and  if  any  {hall  heerafter 
come  or  arife  amongft  vs  that  they  bee  forth  with  cecured  or  remoued  out  of  all  the 
Jurifdicrions ; 

That  Tome  fafe  prouifion  bee  made  againft  felling  or  giueing  ftronge  liquors  to 
the  Indians  without  particulare  expreffe  lycence  from  fome  majeftrate  or  other  officer 
therevnto  deputed  and  that  vponfoms  waighty  occauon  or  exegent 

And  that  noe  horfe  or  mare  younge  or  old  bee  fould  to  any  Indian  vnder  the  penal- 
ise of  fiue  for  one  ; 

And  as  to  the  reftrajnt  of  fending  forth  and  tranfporting  mares  that  each  jurif- 
di&ion  bee  left  to  theire  libertie  ;  and  alfoe  that  noe  boates  barques  or  any  tackling 
belonging  therevnto  bee  fould  to  any  Indian  vnder  the  penaltie  of  five  for  one  ; 

Meekfaw  a  Narraganfett  Sachem  complained  of  feuerall  injuries  don  vnto  him  by 
Vncas  as  firft  that  a  Narraganfett  Indian  Travelling  through  Vncas  his  countrey 
about  eight  years  fince  was  flaine  to  which  Foxon  the  deputie  of  Vncas  anfwared  that 
the  murder  was  comitted  by  a  Cowefett  Indian  without  his  order  or  knowlidg  ; 

His  2cond  complaint  was  againft  Vncas  for  afronting  him  by  abufiuely  naming  and 
jeering  his  dead  anceftors  and  fending  him  a  challeng  this  fummer  to  fight  ;  which 
injurie  hee  alledged  though  he  would  pane  by  or  caft  away  all  former  he  could  not 
beare  but  would  revenge  himfelfe  ; 

The  Comiffioners  enquired  of  Foxon  the  truth  of  this  charge  and  hee  not  giue- 
ing a  fatisfa&ory  anfware  they  tooke  the  matter  into  confideration  ;  and  by  Thomas 
Stanton  returned  this  anfware  following  ; 

Meekfaw  wee  haue  heard  and  confidered  what  you  fpake  vnto  vs  the  other  day 
and  firft  wee  would  haue  you  know  that  wee  haue  been  alwaies  as  willing  to  hear 
youer  complaints  againft  Vncas  and  to  redrefle  the  fame  as  to  heare  his  againft  you  ; 
and  if  there  hath  been  any  obftru&ion  therin  att  any  time  it  hath  not  proceeded  from 

any 


any  vhwiHingne's  in  vs  to  doe  you  right  but  becaufe  either  both  parties  did  not  attend 
the  time  and  place  appointed  for  hearing  or  elfe  the  cafes  for  want  of  due  euidence 
could  not  bee  rightly  vnderftood  by  vs  ;  and  the  like  anfware  wee  haue  giuen  to  Vn- 
cas  for  diuers  complaints  hee  hath  made  againft  the  Narraganfetts  which  yett  remaine 
vnfatisfyed  and  therfore  wee  like  well  foe  fare  what  you  haue  faid  and  refolued  vpon 
as  to  the  laying  downe  and  putting  an  end  to  all  former  difference  and  injuries  and  (hall 
expect  that  Vncas  doe  the  fame ;  for  youer  frefh  and  laft  complaint  againft  Vncas  for  his 
challenging  you  to  fight  if  wee  knew  it  certainly  to  bee  true  wee  fhould  not  only  blame 
Vncas  for  it  but  caufe  him  to  make  fuch  other  fatisfaction  as  might  bee  fuitable  to  fuch  an 
injury  and  affront ;  and  though  wee  haue  noe  fufficientproofe  yett  becaufe  wee  know 
that  Vncas  out  of  his  prid  and  folly  is  apt  to  fpeake  that  many  times  which  hee 
ought  not  ;  we  mail  let  him  know  What  wee  hear  and  how  offenciue  fuch  fpeeches 
and  carriages  are  to  the  Comiffioners  and  that  we  will  not  in  any  meafure  counte- 
nance any  fuch  cariage  and  behauior  in  him  towards  you  or  any  other  of  our"frinds 

Laftly  wee  expect  that  fuch  Sachems  as  are  and  haue  been  longe  frinds  to  vs  as 
youer  felfe  and  Vncas  haue  been  fhould  keep  frindfhip  one  with  another  and  not  for 
words  or  particulare  Injuries  not  duely  proued  to  begine  warr  one  with  another  with- 
out the  concent  and  allowance  of  the  Comiffioners  which  to  doe  is  directly  contrary 
to  the  couenant  and  agreement  made  at  Bofton  1645 

Afterward  hee  complaining  of  a  gun  taken  from  a  Narraganfett  Indian  by  Vn- 
cas his  fon  which  fome  of  Vncas  his  men  acknowlidged  to  bee  true  ;  The  Comiffion- 
ers ordered  that  either  the  gun  fhould  bee  reftored  or  other*  fatisfaction  to  content  ; 
and  vpon  Meekfawes  motion  that  a  parcell  of  Wampam  belonging  to  Vncas  might 
bee  depofited  by  the  Comiffioners  order  in  Thomas  Stanton's  hands  Till  fatisfaction 
bee  made  Foxon  in  the  prefence  and  by  the  concent  of  the  Comiffioners  did  accord- 
ingly deliuer  to  Thomas  Stanton  nine  and  j  fathoms  of  wampam. 

Two  letters  from  the  Corporation  in  England  were  prefented  and  read  the  con- 
tents wherof  followeth 

Gentlemen 

WEE  the  Corporation  for  the  propagating  of  the  Gofpell  among  the  heathen  na- 
tiues  in  New  England  finding  by  the  act  of  Parliament  by  which  wee  are  eftablifh- 
ed  a  Corporation  that  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  in  New  England  by 
themfelues  or  fuch  as  they  fliall  appoint  fhali  haue  power  and  authoritie  by  the  faid 
act  to  receiue  and  defpofe  of  the  moneyes  brought  in  and  paid  to  the  treafurer  of  the 
faid  corporation  for  the  time  being  or  any  other  moneyes  goods  and  comodities  ac- 
quired and  deliuered  by  the  care  of  the  faid  corporation  att  any  time  whofe  receit  or

vnto  them  of  our  receipts  and  dilburfments  which  will  the  more  clearly  appear  when 
they  fhall  fee  youer  difcharge  according  to  the  faid  afte  ;  wee  could  not  but  renew 
our  defires  heerin  and  remind  you  heerof  againe  ;  and  wee  alfoe  defire  you  fully  to 
authorife  by  comifhon  fome  fitt  perfon  refiding  heer  that  may  giue  vs  difcharges  for 
fuch  goods  and  moneyes  as  fhall  from  time  to  time  bee  fent  ouer  or  difburfed  heer 
for  the  future. 

Wee  cannot  but  acquaint  you  with  that  generall  complaint  and  report  which  is 
heer  and  that  not  the  lead  by  fome  that  come  from  New  England  that  the  minneflers 
and  fchoolmaders  whoe  labour  in  this  worke  amongd  the  Indians  are  very  much  dif- 
corraged  for  want  of  a  competent  maintenance  for  themfelues  and  families  by  meanes 
wherof  wee  lye  vnder  feuerall  imputations  and  the  worke  in  our  hands  is  much  ob- 
ftru&ed  and  retarded  wee  therfore  defire  for  avoiding  the  fame  that  you  would 
pleafe  to  fettle  fuch  fallaries  vpon  them  as  may  comfortably  anfware  theire  paines 
and  trauell  in  the  worke  ;  And  by  the  fird  to  fend  vs  a  lid  of  theire  refpe&iue  names 
and  fillaries  and  in  cafe  it  fhalbee  judged  convenient  by  you  that  the  faid  fallaries 
foe  agreed  on  might  bee  paied  to  them  or  theire  affignes  heer  in  England  and  to  cer- 
tify vs  when  thefe  paiments  are  to  begine  which  wee  conceiue  will  not  onely  criue

wife  depofe  of  them  ;  for  wee  conceiue  it  wilbee  neflefarie  that  as  the  worke  Increaf- 
eth  foe  Indruments  fliould  be  incurraged  and  prepared  for  the  fame  thufe  count- 
ing -and  Comending  you  to  the  guidance  and  protection  of  the  almighty  &c. 
youer  very  loueing  Frinds  of  the  faid  Corporation  and

September  1655  wee  naue  Receiued  by  which  wee  vn- 
derftand  of  youer  Receipt  of  the  feuerall  parcells  of  goods  fent  ouer  vnto  you  the  laft 
yeare  in  the  Improument  and  diftribution  wherof  wee  doubt  not  in  the  leaft  but  youer 
care  wilbee  fuch  as  fhall  through  the  blefling  of  God  beft  Conduce  to  the  Carying 
and  promoting  this  bleffed  worke  wherin  wee  mutually  labour  wee  hoped  by  the  laft 
Return  according  to  our  earneft  defire  mencioned  in  our  letter  the  31  of  March  1654 
and  in  anfware  thervnto  to  haue  Receiued  a  formall  difcharge  vnder  youer  hands  ac- 
cording to  the  tenure  of  the  Afte  of  Parliament  by  which  wee  are  Stabliftied  a  Corpo- 
ration ;  for  all  fuch  goodi  as  haue  bee  fent  ouer  vnto  you  for  the  purpofe  in  the  faid 
aft  mencioned  and  that  fome  fitt  perfon  Refiding  heer  had  been  authorifed  by  Coraif-

1656  according 
to  the  contents  wherof  a  fmale  parcell  of  goods  in  vailue  about  421b.  is  come  to  hand, 
though  there  may  bee  fome  fmale  errors  in  former  accounts  as  in  a  parcel]  of  lead  &c. 
of  which  wee  haue  formerly  giuen  notice  ;  and  though  by  former  accounts  and  let- 
ters wee  haue  fully  Charged  ourfelves  with  what  is  Receiued,  yett  according  to  youer 
defnewee  fhall  now  fend  you  a  formall  Acquittance  for  1722  4  8  and  had  wee  a  fitl 
man  in  our  eye  whofe  lezure  would  ferue  and  with  whome  wee  might  preuaile  to  Re- 
ceiue from  you  and  giue  acquittances  to  you  and  duly  Improue  fumes  of  money  in  pro- 
uiding  fuitable  Englifh  goods  for  the  worke  in  hand  ;  wee  fhould  not  without  youer 
owne  free  confents  fo  much  as  propound  any  Inconueniencies  to  youer  felues  therin  ; 
wee  fhall  confider  and  if  it  may  bee  procure  fom  trufty  frind  or  agent  againft  an  other 
yeare  for  the  Imploiment  you  mention  wee  haue  confidered  what  you  write  about 
fettleing  comfortable  fallaries  for  the  future  vpon  fuch  Inftruments  as  are  moft  vfefuH 
in  the  worke  and  haue  agreed  to  allow  Mr.  Elliort  and  Mr.  Mayhew  5olb.  a  yearc  to 
either  of  them  out  of  the  Stocke  heer  with  due  Incurragments  to  Scoolmafters  In- 
terpreters and  fome  youthes  both  Englifh  and  Indians  to  bee  trained  vp  att  Scoole  and 
att  the  Colledge  for  after  times  with  other  healpes ;  but  it  feemes  ftrange  to  vs  how 
vpon  perufall  of  Mr.  Rawfons  accounts  from  yeare  to  year  and  vpon  confideration  of 
what  you  fent  ouer  from  the  firft.  which  in  the  whole  by  exchange  goods  liberaries 
&c.  amounts  to  but  a  little  aboue  1700  you  fhould  conceiue  or  any  fhould  Informe 
you  that  wee  haue  a  ftocke  in  hand  of  1259  3s  nd  when  the  account  fheweth  and 
the  truth  is  wee  had  the  laft  yeare  in  Sept.  1655  not  full  5531b.  in  all  wherof  about 
one  third  parte  was  (as  wee  wrott)  in  Countrey  pay  and  the  Reft  in  Englifh  goods  noc 
aduance  Indeed  then  fett  vpon  it  but  parte  of  it  in  hoes  hatchets  twibills  and  other  co- 
modities  not  fent  for  vs  and  foe  badd  that  they  are  neither  fitt  for  fervice  nor  like  to 
bee  put  off  without  much  loffe  or  offence  ;  how  wee  fhall  carry  on  the  worke  and 
Incurrage  Inftruments  who  labour  therin  foe  Inconfiderable  a  flock  Remaining  in  Mr. 
Rawfons  hands  if  wee  Receiue  not  fpeedily  fome  fuitable  fupply  wee  yett  fee  not ;  wee

Ioynt  aimes  laboures  and  aduenturs  in  this  fervice  ;  wee  purpofe  to  fend  you  the  Co- 
miffioners  names  and  where  they  dwelle  though  wee  thought  our  Subfcriptions  had 
been  Sufficient  with  the  names  of  the  perfons  Imployed  in  the  worke  though  they 
may  change  and  more  are  like  to  bee  added  ;  wee  know  not  why  any  of  them  fhould 
vnlefle  to  free  themfelues  from  the  4d.  on  the  {hilling  aduance  defire  theire  paiment  in 
England  probably  if  they  Imploy  vntrufty  perfons  or  meet  with  lofles  fome  Inconue- 
niencies  may  follow  though  if  you  defire  it  fome  tryall  may  heerafter  bee  made 
therin  ;  wee  approue  youer  continued  care  to  further  this  worke  and  {hall  not  wil- 
lingly neglect  any  oppertunitie  to  Increafe  the  number  of  fitt  Inftruments  for  the  fame 
and  that  without  Refpeft  to  outward  advantage  therby  and  whatever  mifprifions  fome 
Informers  either  out   of  Ignorance  or  worfe  Indeauors  to  make  and  of  our 

weaknefs  or  want  of  fidelitie  the  more  all  accounts  are  perufed  and  our  care  in  ma- 
naging fuch  a  trufl;  conlidered  the  more  wee  hope  youer  former  apprehencions  of  the 
Sinceritie  of  the  Comiflloners  yearly  chofen  by  all  the  Collonies  wilbee  confeirmed 
and  wee  conceiue  the  Stocke  as  well  fecured  and  Improued  as  can  Reafonably  bee  ex- 
pected but  while  fome  propound  large  conueniencies  for  themfelues  and  others  take

The  Sallaries  generally  end  in  September  the  fixt  the  time  of  the  Comiffioners 
meeting 

In  anfware  to  a  motion  made  by  Mr.  Chaunceye  Prefedent  of  the  Colledge  in  a 
letter  dated  the  28th  auguft  (56)  To  make  vfe  of  the  Indian  Buildings  ; 

The  Comiffioners  are  willing  that  the  prefedent  with  the  advife  of  the  Comiffioners 
of  the  Maflachufetts  and  Mr  Elliott  may  for  one  year  next  enfuing  Improve  the  faid 
building  to  accomodate  fome  Englifh  Students  provided  the  faid  building  bee  by  the 
Corporation  cecured  from  any  dammage  that  may  befall  the  fame  through  the  vfe 
therof 

In  Anfware  to  a  motion  made  by  mr.  Elliott  in  his  letter  of  Auguft  30.  1656  for 
fome  agents  to  bee  appointed  in  the  Maflachufetts  to  promote  and  forward  the  worke 
among  the  Indians ;  both  in  Refpect  of  their  gouerment  and  Incurraging  meet  In- 
struments for  theire  further  healp  and  Inftruftion  ; 

The 
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The  Comiffioners  doe  cbneeiue  the  faid  Indians  doe  belong  to  the  Jurifdi&ion  of 
the  Maflachufetts  and  therfore  doe  Refer  it  to  the  wifdome  and  care  of  that  Gouern- 
ment,  and  for  Incurrageing  the  Indian  worke  as  wee  haue  formerly  foe  att  prefer.t 
wee  doe  Authorife  the  Comiffioners  of  the  MaiTachufe'tts  whofe  care  and  fidelitie.  wee 
haue  noe  caufe  to  fufpe&to  doe  or  caufe  to  bee  done  that  which  in  theire  Judgments, 
may  moft  conduce  to  the  advancing  of  the  Indian  worke ; 

Wheras  it  was  prtfented  to  the  Comiffioners  by  Mr.  hollihock  of  Sprinkfeild  that 
Maftiffe  Dogr;s  might  bee  of  good  vfe  againft  the  Indians  in  cafe  of  any  defturbance 
from  them  which  they  Reddily  apprehending  thought  meet  to  comend  the  fame  to 
the  feuerall  generall  Courts  to  take  care  and  make  provifion  therof  accordingly 

Coufhawafhett  and  Cufnafimmon  were  continued  in  theire  Refpe&iue  places  of  go- 
uerning  the  Pequots  for  one  year  Infueing  according  to  the  orders  and  Inftru&ions  fet 
downe  by  the  Comiffioners  the  Lift  yeare  att  Newhauen  ;  and  were  further  ordered 
to  bring  in  theire  Tribute  to  Tho.  Stanton  three  monthes  before  the  yearly  meeting 
of  the  Comiffioners  in  September  ;  and  vpon  theire  Information  that  diuers  Pequots. 
are  ftuburne  and  Redy  to  mannefeft  theire  difobeidience  to  the  orders  of  the  Comiffi- 
oners and  that  theire  authoritie  is  not  fufficient  to  containe  them  ;  and  therfore  did - 
defire  they  might  bee  affifted  by  feme  Englilh  dwelling  near  them  :  The  Comiffion- 
ers haue  defired  Mr.  John  Winthorpe  Major  Mafon  and  Capt :  Denifon  or  any  of 
them  by  theire  Counfell  or  Countenance  aiding  and  afifting  to  the  faid  deputed  Go- 
uernors  in  the  execution  of  all  our  orders  and  Inftru&ions  and  containing  the  Pe- 
quots in  obeidience  to  the  fame  j 

Vpon  a  complaint  made  by  Nfnnegrates  meflengers  to  the  Generall  court  of  the 
Maflachnfetts  in  May  laft  againft  the  Montackett  Sachem  for  murthering  Mr. 
Drake  and  fome  other  Englishmen  vpon  ours  near  the  long  Hand  ihore  and  feifeing 
theire  goods  many  yeares  fince  and  for  Trecheroufly  aflaulting  Ninnegrett  vpon 
block  Hand  and  killing  many  of  his  men  after  a  peace  concluded  betwixt  them  certi- 
fyed  to  Newhauen  by  the  Maflachufetts  Comiffioners  by  a  complaint  made  by  Aw. 
funtawey  the  Indian  Sagamore  near  Milford  and  two  other  wefteren  Indians  ajainft 
die  faid  Montackett  Sachem  for  hiering  a  witch  to  kill  Vncas  with  the  faid  Milford 
Sachem  and  his  fon  giueing  eight  fathom  of  wampam  in  hand  prymifing  a  hundred 
or  an  hundred  and  twenty  more  when  the  faid  murthers  were  comitted  ;  Notice 
wherof  being  giuen  to  the  faid  Montackett  Sachem  and  hee  Required  to  attend  the 
Comiffioners  att  this  meeting  att  Plymouth  The  faid  Sachem  with  flue  of  his  men 
came  over  from  longe  Hand  towards  the  latter  end  of  Au:?uft  in  Captaine  Younres 
Barque  whoe  was  to  cary  the  Newhauen  Comiffioners  to  Plymouth  but  the  Wind  be* 
ing  contrary  they  firft  putt  in  att  Milford  The  Sachem  then  defiring  to  Improve  the 
feafon  fent  to  fpeake  with  Aufuntawey  or  any  of  the  wefteren  Indiansto  fee  whoe 
©r  what  could  bee  charged  vpon  him  but  none  came  but  fuch  as  profeffed  they  had 

nothing 
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nothing  againft  him  :  The  Comiffioners  being  mett  att  Plymouth  ;  The  faid  Sachem 
prefented  himfelfe  to  anfwars  but  neither  Ninnegrett  nor  Vncas  nor  the  Milford  Sa» 
chetn  appeered,  onely  Newcom  a  cuning  and  bould  Narraganfett  Indian  lent  by  Nin- 
negrett as  his  Meffenger  or  deputy  charged  the  ioitg  Hand  Sachem  firft  with  the 
murther  of  Mr.  Drake  and  other  Engliflimen  affeirming  that  one  Wampeag  had  be- 
fore feuerall  Indians  confeffed  that  hee  liueing  vnder  the  Montackett  Sachem  did  it 
being  thervnto  hiered  by  the  Grid  Sachem  -which  the  faid  Sachem  abfolutly  deney- 
inge  and  capt  :  Young  profeffing  that  both  Englifli  and  Indians  in  thofe  partes 
thought  him  Innocent ;  Newcom  was  alked  why  himfelfe  from  Ninnegrett  haueing 
layed  fuch  charges  vpon  the  long  Hand  Sachem  before  the  Maffachufetts  court  hee 
had  not  brought  his  profFe  ;  -hee  anfwared  that  wampeage  was  abfent  but  fome  other 
Indians  were  prefent  whoe  could  fpeake  to  the  cafe  ;  whervpon  an  Indian  afeirmed 
that  hee  had  heard  the  faid  wampeage  confeffe  that  being  hiered  as  above  hee  had 
murthered  the  faid  Englifli  men  ;  though  after  the.  faid  murther  with  himfelfe  that 
now  fpake  the  Muntackett  Sachem  and  fome  other  Indians  being  att  Newhauen  hee 
deneyed  itt  to  Mr.  Goodyer  and  one  hundred  fathome  of  Wampam  being  tendered 
and  deliuered  to  Mr.  Eaton  the  matter  ended',  Mr.  Eaton  profeffed  as  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  God  hee  Remembred  not  that  hee  had  feen  Wampeage  nor  that  hee  had 
Received  foe  much  as  one  fathom  of  wampam  Nor  did  hee  believe  that  any  at  all 
was  tendered  him  ;  whervpon  the  Comiffioners  caled  to  the  Indian  for  profFe  Mr. 
Eaton  being  prefent  and  deneying  it  the  Indian  anfwared  there  were  two  other  Indi- 
ans prefent  that  could  fpeake  to  it ;  they  were  called  forth  but  both  of  them  pro- 
feffed that  though  themfelues  and  fom  other  Indians  were  then  att  Newhauen  yett 
the  former  afeirmin  Indian  was  not  there  and  that  there  was  noe  wampam  att  all  ei- 
ther Receiued  or  tendered ;  foe  that  the  long  Hand  Sachem  for  what  yett  appeered 
flood  free  from  this  foule  Charge  ; 

2cond.  The  faid  Newcome  charged  the  Montackett  Sachem  with  breach  of  Co- 
venant in  afaulting  Ninnegrett  and  killing  divers  of  his  men  att  Block  Hand  after  a 
conclufion  of  peace  the  Treaty  wherof  was  begun  by  a  Squaw  fent  by  Ninnigrett  to 
the  faid  Sachem  to  tender  him  peace  and  the  prifoners  which  the  faid  Ninnigrett  had 
taken  from  the  long  Hand  Sachem  vpon  condition  the  faid  Sachem  did  wholly  Sub- 
mitt  to  him  and  yeild  his  countrey  to  claime  The  Montackett  Sachem  acknowlidg- 
ed  the  faid  meffage  but  afeirmed  hee  Refufed  to  accept  the  Conditions  which  hee 
faid  hee  could  not  without  advifeing  with  the  Englifli  whervpon  the  Squaw  Return- 
ed and  came  backe  from  Ninnigrett  with  an  offer  of  the  prifoners  for  Ranfom  of 
wampame  which  hee  faith  hee  fent  and  had  his  prifoners  Releiued  Newcome  affcirm- 
■ed  the  agreement  between  the  faid  Sachems  was  made  att  Pefacus  his  houfe  by  two 
long  Hand  Indians  Deligates  to  to  the  Montackett  Sachem  in  prefence  of  Pefacus 
and  his  brother  and  others  two  Englifli  men  being  prefent  one  wherof  was  Robert 
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Weltcott ;  Pefacus  his  brother  teflifyed  the  agreement  as  abovefaid,  The  Muntack- 
ett  Sachem  acknowlidgcd  hee  fent  the  faid  Delligatts  but  neuer  heard  of  any  fuch 
agreement  and  deneyed  hee  gaue  any  fuch  Comiflion  to  his  men  Newcome  afeirmin^ 
Robert  Weflcott  would  Teflify  the  agreement  aforfaid  and  defiring  a  writing  from 
the  Comiffioners  to  Lycence  the  faid  Wefkott  to  come  and  give  in  his  Teftimony 
which  was  graunted  and  Newcome  departed  pretending  to  fetch  Wefkott  but  Re- 
turned Not ;  The  Comiffioners  finding  much  Difficulty  to  bring  theire  thoughts  to 
a  certaine  Determination  on  Satisfying  grounds  yett  concidering  how  Proudly  Nin- 
nigrett  and  how  peacably  the  Montackett  Sachem  hath  carryed  it  towards  the  Englifh 
ordered  that  a  meffiige  the  contents  wherof  heerafter  followeth  bee  by  Tho  :  Stan- 
ton dcliuered  to  Ninnigrett  ;  and  that  for  the  cecuritie  of  the  Englifh  plantations 
on  long  Hand  and  for  an  Incurragement  to  the  Montackett  Sachem  the  two  firft  par- 
ticulars of  the  order  to  hinder  Ninnigretts  Attempts  on  long  Hand  ;  made  laft  year 
att  Newhauen  bee  continued  ;  Notwithftanding  the  faid  Englifh  are  Required  to  Im- 
prove thofe  orders  with  all  moderation  and  not  by  any  Raftmes  or  vnadvifednes  to 
begin  a  broile  vnlefle  they  bee  NefTefitated  thervnto  ; 

The  Montackett  Sachem  being  queflioned  by  the  Comiffioners  concerning  the 
paiment  of  his  Tribute  profeffed  that  hee  had  payed  it  att  hartford  for  ten  yeares 
but  acknowlidged  theire  was  four  yeares  behind  which  the  Comiffioners  thought 
meet  to  refpett  in  refpeft  of  his  prefent  Troubles ; 

Inftru&ions  for  Thomas  Stanton 

YOU  are  to  informe  Ninnigrett  the  Nyanticke  Sachem  that  the  Comiffioners  with 
much  patience  and  in  the  vfe  of  meanes  to  them  chargable  haue  minded  him  of  his 
couenants  made  in  1645  and  by  him  confeirmed  both  in  the  yeare  1647  and  1649  that 
hee  hath  Ingaged  himfelfe  not  to  goe  to  warr  with  any  of  the  Indians  Subjects  to  or 
in  frindfhip  with  the  Englifh  ;  and  that  vpon  his  complaint  by  his  mefTengers  in  May 
laft  to  the  honered  court  of  the  MafTachufctts  they  fent  to  the  Montackett  Sachem  to 
attend  theire  meeting  att  Plymouth  which  accordingly  hee  hath  done  ;  but  neither 
Ninnegrett  himfelfe  came  nor  hath  his  mefTenger  beene  able  to  make  any  proffe  of 
what  hee  charged  foe  that  the  Comiffioners  not  willing  to  take  advantage  of  fome 
former  and  fome  latter  Rafh  and  prouoking  expreffions  of  Ninnegrett  and  his  mef- 
fengers  doe  aduife  and  expect  that  for  the  future  hee  better  attend  his  Ingagement 
that  hee  neither  himfelfe  begin  nor  procecute  any  warr  firft  in  any  hoftile  Invayfion 
againft  the  faid  Montackett  Sachem  or  any  others  whoe  are  frinds  to  the  Englifh  till 
firft  his  complaints  bee  fully  heard  and  ordered  by  the  Comiffioners  and  they  fhall 
lay  the  like  charge  vpon  the  Montackett  Sachem  that  hee  without  further  prouoca- 
tion  defturbe  not  the  peace  of  Ninnigretts  or  the  Nyanticke  Indians ;

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You  are  to  acquaint  the  two  Narraganffett  Sachem:  of  what  the  Comiffioners  haue 
told  Mixam  that  the  Comiffioners  are  as  reddy  to  heare  theire  greivances  againft 
Vnciis  as  his  againft  them  ;  they  allow  not  any  dareing  challenges  to  fight ;  nor  that 
hee  or  any  of  his  fhould  take  away  from  the  Narraganfett  any  thinge  belonging  to 
them  though  but  a  gun  ;  that  vpon  complaint  they  haue  caufed  aboue  nine  fathom 
of  wampam  belonging  to  Vncas  to  bee  depofited  in  Mr.  Thomas  Stantons  hands  till 
the  matter  of  the  gun  bee  heared  and  cleared  ;  The  Comiffioners  expeft  from  the 
Narraganfett  Sachems  that  according  to  theire  Couenants  made  1645  they  neither 
directly  nor  indirectly  attempt  or  begine  any  warr  againft  Vncas  or  any  other  Indian 
or  Indians  fubjecl:  to  or  in  frindftiip  with  the  Englifti  nor  any  that  fhall  begine  or  pro- 
ceed in  any  fuchwarr  till  firft  theire  hath  been  a  full  hearing  of  all  fuch  Differences 
and  vpon  Satisfying  proffe  a  determination  by  the  Comiffioners  with  damages  or- 
dered to  fuch  as  haue  been  wronged  ;  and  they  {hall  lay  the  like  charge  vpon  Vncas 
not  to  wrong  or  any  way  defturbe  the  peace  of  the  Narraganfetts  ; 

1.  You  are  to  Informe  Vncas  of  fundry  Complaints  made  againft  him  all  tending 
to  defturbe  both  his  owne  peace  and  the  peace  of  the  countrey  ;  as  that  hoftile  af- 
fault  made  vpon  the  Poducke  Indians  near  hartford  and  contrary  to  the  advife  giuen 
him  by  the  Majeftrates  and  court  there  to  Revenge  which  (wee  heare)  fome  Mohe- 
gin  blood  hath  been  ffieed  and  fome  captiues  taken 

2cond.  After  an  Agreement  made  and  thofe  Captiues  Returned  Vncas  or  his  bro- 
ther haue  in  an  hoftile  manor  Invadid  the  Nowootucke  Indians  which  may  draw  on 
mifcheivous  effects  aboue  his  power  to  Iffue  ; 

3.  That  hee  feuerall  wayes  prouoakes  the  Narraganfett  Indians  obraiding  them 
with  theire  dead  Sachems  which  hee  knowes  they  cannot  beare  ;  fomtimes  challeng- 
ing them  to  fight  which  is  both  ftrange  and  very  offenciue  to  the  Comiffioners  ;  and 
wee  heare  that  Vncas  his  fon  hath  taken  a  gun  from  a  Narraganfett  Indian  which 
Foxon  not  deneying  hee  hath  depofited  betwixt  nine  and  ten  fathom  of  wampam  in 
Thomas  Stantons  hands  till  the  queftion  about  the  gun  bee  cleared  ; 

4.  After  a  peace  lately  made  or  renewed  by  the  montackett  Sachem  and  a  confi- 
derable  fume  of  wampam  receiued  by  Vncas  hee  by  Fauxon  &c.  Chargeth  the  Mon- 
tackett Sachem  to  hier  a  witch  a  wefteren  Indian  to  kill  Vncas  and  others  about 
Millford  but  without  any  proffe,  and  the  Montackett  Sachem  being  lately  att  Mil- 
ford  hath  nothing  there  charged  againft  him  ; 

5.  Laftly  they  are  informed  that  Vncas  knowes  what  the  Englifti  haue  done  for 
his  defence  agaiuft  Ninnegrett  &c.  and  how  proudly  and  prouockingly  Ninnigrett 
hath  fince  carried  towards  the  Englifti  yett  he  hath  made  a  peace  or  fome  agreement; 
with  Ninnigrett  without  the  advife  or  knowlidge  of  the  Englifti  all  which  paffages 
beinge  ftrange  and  if  true  very  offenciue  yett  the  Comiffioners  being  loth  to  Negleft 

or 
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or  forgitt  former  freindfhip  and  Ingagements  they  cannot  but  expeft  that  fom  conue- 
nient  time  and  place  bee  appointed  to  heare  and  determine  thefe  flrangc  paffages  that 
both  the  Comiffioners  and  offended  Indians  may  receiue  due  Satisfaction  and  in  the 
mean  time  that  noe  further  prouocations  bee  giuen  to  any  of  the  Indians  in  freind- 
fhip with  the  Englifh  much  leffe  that  any  challeng  bee  made  or  any  begining  or  affift- 
ance  giuen  to  any  warr  without  the  Comiffioners  concent  the  like  charge  being  layed 
vpon  the  Narraganfetts  not  to  defturbe  his  peace 

Captaine  Gorge  Denis  is  defired  to  be  prefent  with  and  afiftant  to  Thomas  Stantoa 
in  deliuering  the  forgoeing  meffages  ; 

A  letter  from  the  Duch  Gouernor  was  received  the  content*  wherof  are  as  followeth  ; 
Honorable  Sirs 

IT  hath  pleafed  the  bountifull  God  to  quiett  and  chang  that  fadd  and  bloody  warr 
of  our  fuperiors  in  Europe  in  a  defirable  peace  in  a  nearer  vnionand  firmer  confeade- 
racye  I  haue  been  hithertoe  and  ame  alfoe  ftill  defiroufe  that  the  fruites  therof  may 
redound  to  the  good  and  benifitt  of  both  nations  which  by  the  prouidence  of  God 
were  difperfed  in  thefe  remoat  partes  of  the  world  farr  from  their  natiue  countreyes 
left  vnfettled  amongft.  multitudes  of  barbarous  faluages  whofe  intent  and  practice  he- 
therto  hath  been  and  doth  contriue  the  rewin  of  the  Chriftian  nations  therfore  the 
fame  vnion  and  feirmer  Combination  amongft  Chriftians  of  one  profeffion  the  more  re- 
quifite  both  for  the  honor  of  God  and  welfare  of  men  according  to  Chriftian  duty 
and  difcharge  of  Trull  which  God  hath  Impofed  vpon  mee  I  haue  before  the  aboue 
mencioned  differences  vnto  the  worthy  Comiffioners  by  word  of  mouth  att  hartford  ; 
fmce  by  letters  to  the  honorable  Gouernors  of  the  feuerall  places  propofed  and  vfed 
all  meanes  as  I  did  hope  that  might  and  would  conduce  to  the  efeet  therof;  the  con- 
fideration  of  the  premifes  and  the  reafons  thervnto  Induceing  I  leaue  ftill  to  the  wif- 
dome  of  youer  honers  and  alfoe  the  appointment  of  quallified  perfons  conuenient  time 
and  place  for  the  accomplifhing  of  foe  needfull  and  noe  leffe  honorable  worke  The 
lymitts  between  youer  honers  and  our  dcligatts  in  the  yeare  anno  1650  agreed  and 
fettled  both  vpon  the  maine  and  long  Ifland  between  New  England  and  this  our  In- 
truded Gouerment  are  according  to  the  articles  of  agreement  ratifyed  and  confeirm- 
ed  by  our  lord  fupei  iors  the  high  and  mighty  the  Mates  Generall  of  the  vnited  Bcl- 
gicke  provinces  and  vnder  theire  figniture  and  feale  fent  vnto  vs  and  fhewed  vnto 
Capt.  Willet  the  approbation  and  confeirm?.tion  of  his  highnes  the  lord  protector 
being  reddy  youer  honers  wilbee  pleafed  to  appoint  time  and  place  for  the  Deliuery 
and  interchanging  of  the  principles  in  the  abouemenfioned  agreement  wa^  concluded  ; 
The  furprifing  and  reftoring  of  fugetiues  On  either  fid?  a  very  neceifary  thing  in  thefe 
remoate  partes  where  fervants  are  wanting  and  hardly  to  bee  gotten  ftriiftly  to  bee 
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obferued  experience  hath  (hewed  that  on  either  fide  forae  defect  and  fayle  hath  been 
therin  ;  for  our  parts  wee  are  tender  and  feeling  of  it  that  a  yeare  fince  feuerall  per- 
fons  as  marriners  and  fouldiers  and  amongft  thofe  two  keepers  of  the  prifon  were  be- 
come fugetiues  together  with  the  prifoners  ;  trewly  a  great  hindrance  in  the  admin* 
neftration  of  Juftice  where  after  inquiry  was  made  but  for  want  of  timely  information 
non  found  out  For  the  preuenfion  heerafter  a  motion  and  requefl:  vnto  youer  honers 
in  a  very  loueing  and  naighbourly  way  that  youer  honers  would  bee  pleafed  to  ac- 
quaint and  order  the  majeftrates  in  the  feuerall  Collonies  of  New  England  that  all 
perfons  of  noe  noat  or  qualification  coming  from  hence  into  youer  partes  without  a 
ticket  vnder  our  hand  and  feale  may  bee  detained  and  prifoned  to  our  cod  and  charg 
foe  long  vntill  Information  may  come  and  returne  ;  att  the  lead  that  they  giue  cecuritie 
and  proffe  that  they  are  noe  fugetiues  ;  if  it  flialbee  youer  honers  pleafure  and  re-

WEE  are  informed  by  our  honered  frinds  the  Comiflioners  for  Cone&icott  Collo- 
ny  that  the  Court  for  that  Jurifdiction  haue  fent  fome  men  to  abide  fom  time  with 
Vncus  or  his  men  in  theirc  fortt  for  theire  cecuritie  or  defence  ;  wee  hope  they 
haue  giuen  fafe  Inflructions  ;  but  wee  cannot  fatisfyingly  Judge  for  want  of  a  Cop- 
py of  them  but  according  to  our  declaration  laft  yeare  att  Plymouth  made  to  the

WEE  fuppofe  you  haue  vnderftood  that  the  laft  ycare  a  c  ompanie  of  quakers  ari- 
ued  att  Bofton  vpon  noe  other  account  then  to  defperfe  theire  pernifioufe  opinions 
had  they  not  bene  prevented  by  the  prudent  care  of  that  Gouerment  whoe  by  that 
experience  they  had  of  them  being  fencable  of  the  Danger  that  might  beefale  the 
Chriftian  Religion  heer  proffeffed  by  fuffering  fuch  to  bee  Receiued  or  continued  in 
the  Countrey  prefented  the  fame  vnto  the  Comiffioners  att  theire  meeting  att  Ply- 
mouth whoe  vpon  that  occaiion  comended  it  to  the  generall  courts  of  the  vnited 
Collonies  that  all  quakers  Rantors  and  fuch  notorious  heretiques  might  bee  prohibit- 
ed coming  among  vs  and  that  if  fuch  mould  arife  from  amongft  ourfelues  fpeedy 
care  might  bee  taken  to  Remoue  them  (and  as  wee  are  Informed)  the  feuerall  Juris-

The  Comiflioners  being  Informed  by  Mr.  Elliott  and  other  Elders  that  Mr.  Blind- 
man  Mr.  Newman  and  Mr.  Leuerich  were  willing  to  aply  themfelues  to  the  Indian 
worke  ;  did  for  theire  Incuragement  therin  write  to  them  as  followeth  : 

Mr.  Blindman  wee  are  informed  by  fome  of  the  Reverent  Elders  in  the  Bay  that 
vpon  a  motion  made  vnto  you  by  fome  of  themfelues  you  haue  declared  youer  wil- 
lingnes  and  refolution  to  Improue  fome  parte  of  youer  time  and  labour  in  fluddying 
the  Indian  Language  and  as  you  fliall  haue  opportunitie  to  further  and  promote  the 
great  worke  of  Godamongfl;  them  in  teaching  them  the  true  knowlidg  of  God  in  Je- 
fus  Chrifl  which  in  fome  meafure  is  comfortably  begun  in  other  partes  which  Refolu-

A  letter  from  the  Corporation  in  England  was  prefented  and  Read  the  Contents

Honered  Gentlemen 

YOUERS  of  the  15th.  of  September  1656  wee  haue  receiued  by  which  wee  vn- 
derftand  of  youer  Receipt  of  the  feuerall  parfells  of  goods  fent  ouer  vnto  you  the  laft 
yeare  which  together  with  what  was  Remaining  vpon  the  former  account  though  not 
foe  much  as  wee  mencioned  in  our  laft  letter  was  wee  hope  fufficient  to  defray  the 
Charge  of  carrying  on  the  worke  ;  wee  perceiue  by  youer  letter  that  there  are  feue- 
rall parcells  of  Iron  worke  as  hoes  hatchets  twibills  and  other  Comodities  not  fitt  for 
feruice  nor  like  to  bee  putt  of  without  much  loffe  or  offence,  wee  confefle  in  the  be- 
gining  of  this  worke  before  wee  could  aduertife  you  that  the  Parliament  had  made 
vs  a  Corporation  or  receiue  fuch  feafonable  aduife  from  you  of  what  would  bee  nef- 
fary  to  bee  fent  ouer  ;  wee  thought  good  vpon  the  aduife  of  Mr.  Winflow  youer 
agent  to  Improue  the  opportunitie  then  offered  in  fending  the  faid  hatchetts  hoes  and 
twibills  as  Judging  them  moft  vfefull  for  the  worke  att  that  time  but  fith  you  repre- 
fent  them  foe  bad  ;  wee  defire  tint  you  would  by  the  firft  oppertunitie  returne  them 
vnto  vs  becaufe  the  perfon  of  whom  they  were  bought  is  willing  vpon  fome  reafon- 
able  allowance  to  take  them  agiine  ;  though  wee  conceive  if  they  had  bine  beflowed 
vpon  the  Indians  as  was  intended  it  would  haue  been  a  great  Incurragement  vnto 
them  wee  find  vpon  perufeing  of  youer  account  that  there  is  a  miftake  in  the  lead

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■which  you  alfoe  mention  in  youer  letter  for  ende'ed  there  were  fent  ouer  but  eight 
barrs  for  the  glafier  21  ilb.  but  it  feems  the  error  was  in  the  Tranfcribing  the  bill  of 
parcells  in  makeing  i2lb.  00  1  id.  for  2  00  1 1  which  faid  2lb.  00  11  amounts  onely 
to  the  fume  of  one  pound  fix  fhillings  and  thripence  and  noe  more  was  charged  by  vs 
in  our  bookes  or  is  difcharged  by  you  vpon  the  account  according!  to  our  defires 
mentioned  in  our  laft ;  wee  haue  Receiued  an  Acquittance  for  fuch  goods  as  haue 
been  fent  ouer  vnto  you  and  hoped  that  according  to  the  a£te  of  Parliament  and  our 
defires  in  feuerall  letters  ;  fom  fit  perfons  refideing  heer  had  been  conftituted  by  you 
to  haue  giuen  vs  Difcharges  for  the  future  which  wee  {till  earneftly  defire  might  not 
bee  omited  for  the  Reafons  mentioned  in  our  former  letters  ;  and  wee  make  it  our 
further  Requeft  that  the  names  of  fuch  perfons  as  are  imployed  in  this  good  worke, 
with  an  account  of  their  feuerall  falleries  and  allowances  might  be  fent  ouer  vnto 
vs  (as  they  haue  bine  this  year)  to  the  end  wee  may  vnderltand  by  the  Number  of 
Inftruments  Imployed  how  the  worke  doth  profper  and  may  bee  able  to  fatisfy  others 
therin  ;  it  is  our  earned  defires  and  Indeauors  according  to  the  afte  of  Parliament  to 
purchafe  fuch  an  eftate  of  lands  as  is  therin  mentioned  which  might  bee  a  Handing 
Reuenew  to  carry  on  the  fame  without  which  wee  conceiue  there  will  not  bee  fuchln- 
curragement  for  the  future  as  might  anfware  the  ends  propofed  in  the  faid  afte  j  and 
therfore  with  refpe&s  vnto  thofe  feuerall  purchafes  wee  haue  in  view  and  for  that  att 
prefent  the  Seas  are  uery  dangerous  in  regard  of  pyrates  which  continually  enfefts 
the  fame  ;  and  for  want  of  a  fitt  perfon  heer  that  fhould  difcharge  vs  for  fuch  goods 
as  you  fend  for  and  for  that  you  complaine  of  the  goods  bought  and  fent  ouer  by  vs 
vnto  you  ;  haue  thought  it  the  bed  and  fafeft  way  that  for  the  prefent  feafon  you 
fupply  youer  felues  in  New  England  with  foe  much  goods  or  current  money  as  fliall 
amount  vnto  the  fume  of  fiue  hundred  pounds  and  not  aboue  ;  which  wee  conceiue 
wilbee  fufhcient  to  defray  the  Charge  of  carrying  on  the  worke  this  yeare  and  charge 
the  fame  by  youer  Bills  of  Exchange  to  bee  paied  by  the  Corporation  heer ;  and 
wee  offer  (if  you  thinke  fitt)  that  Mr.  Eliott  Mr.  Mayhew  and  fuch  other  Englifh 
Imployed  in  the  worke  that  haue  Conftant  Salleries  may  bee  paied  theire  Sallaries 
•heer  in  England  by  the  like  Bills  of  exchang  to  theire  aflign  or  affignes  whoe  may 
defpofe  of  the  fame  according  vnto  fuch  advife  and  direction  as  they  mall  receiue 
from  them  and  as  wee  defire  the  progreffe  and  profperitie  of  this  great  vndertaking 
foe  it  is  alfoe  our  defire  that  the  fame  may  not  bee  ouercharged  in  Regard  wee  vn- 
derftand  ourfelues  obliged  by  the  acl:  of  Parliament  to  purchafe  the  Eftate  in  lands 
therin  mentioned  which  wee  belieue  you  alfoe  Judge  fitt  and  neffefarie  vpon  perufall 
of  the  laft  account  from  New  England  wee  can  not  but  take  notice  and  much  won- 
der that  there  (hould  bee  foe  much  loffe  in  the  meafure  of  feuerall  goods  and  waft  of 
needles  Fiftihooks  aulblades  tackes  hangings  Inkhornes  breaking  of  wooden  Combes

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&c.  as  amount  to  the  fume  of  thirty  fix  pounds  concerning  the  former  viz.  the  Iofe 
in  meafure  wee  defire  to  vnderftand  in  what  parcells  and  how  much  loJTe  there  was 
with  the  number  and  marke  of  thebayles  and  of  whom  bought  and  in  what  Ihip  fent 
to  the  end  wee  may  require  fatisfaction  from  the  perfons  of  whom  they  were  bought ; 
and  as  to  the  waft  of  needles  Fifhhookes  and  the  whole  par  fell  that  hath  been  fent 
ouer  from  the  firft  doth  not  amount  vnto  aboue  the  fume  of  feauen  pound  od  money 
or  therabouts  Concerning  which  wee  neuer  heard  any  Complaint  vmill  now  although 
the  fame  were  longe  fince  fent  ouer  ;  wee  doe  againemake  it  our  Requeft  as  in  our 
former  letters  and  for  the  Reafons  therin  mencioned  that  the  Inftruments  Imployed 
in  carrying  the  fpeciall  parte  of  this  worke  may  Receiue  Comfortable  Incoragement 
and  that  a  fpeciall  bee  had  and  taken  (if  it  bee  the  good  pleafure  of  the 

lord)  that  there  may  bee  a  Conftant  fucceflion  of  them  without  which  the  wcrke  will

1657  for  the  Iron  worke  or  faulty  tooles  men- 
cioned  wee  fliall  follow  youer  aduife  or  Intimation  and  Rather  bellow  them  on  fome 
deferveing  Indians  then  to  returne  them  to  difatisfa&ion  or  mifinterpretation  wee  haue 
not  yett  mett  with  a  fuitable  frind  to  receiue  from  the  Corporation  and  prouide  goods

And  further  it  is  defired  the  faid  Mr.  Chauncey  and  Mr.  Elliot  with  the  aduife  of  the 
Comiffioners  of  the  Maffachufetts  doe  take  care  to  remoue  foe  many  of  the  Indian 
youthes  which  hue  att  Mr.  Wells  to  Cambridge  as  they  ftiall  judge  capable  of  far- 
ther improueirient  to  prouide  for  them  accordingly  ;

Inftruftions  for  Capt.  Denifon  Thomas  Staunton  and  Robert  Weftcott 

YOU  or  any  of  you  are  to  Informe  Ninegrett  the  Niantick  Sachem  with  the" 
other  Narraganfett  Sagamors  of  the  Couenant  made  in  1645  fince  confeirmed  in  1647 
and  1649  of  which  they  have  bine  formerly  and  were  by  the  Comiffioners  this  laft 
yeare  Remembred  by  which  they- are  Joyntly  and  feirmly  vnder  hand  and  feale  en- 
gaged neither  directly  nor  Indirectly  att  any  time  to  defturbe  the  peace  of  the  Coun- 
trey  by  any  affaults  hoftile  attempts  or  Invations  either  vpon  the  Englifh  Vncas  or 
other  Indians  Subject  to  or  in  frindfliip  with  the  Englifh  either  in  theire  perfons 
Cattle  or  goods  nor  to  Confederate  with  any  others  againft  them  ;  but  if  they  know 
of  any  which  confpire  or  Intend  hurt  either  againft  the  Englifti  or  any  Indians  Sub- 
jecT  to  or  in  frindfliip  with  them  they  will  without  delay  giue  notice  therof  to  the 
Comiffioners  or  fom  of  them  and  if  any  queftions  or  differences  grow  or  arife  be- 
twist  them  and  Vncas  or  any  other  Indians  in  frindfliip  with  the  Englifh  as  aforfaid 
they  haue  bine  and  ftill  are  Ingadged  not  to  begine  any  warr  or  hoftile  Invafion  till 
firft  they  haue  acquainted  the  Comiffioners  and  haue  libertie  and  allowance  foe  to 
doe  all  which  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  and  Ninnegrett  in  particulare  hath  flighted 
yea  wilfully  broken  haue  deftourbed  the  peace  of  the  Countrey  yea  of  the  Englifh 
themfelves  haue  Invaded  and  made  hoftile  aufaults  againft  Vncas  haue  killed  and 
taken  captiue  diuers  of  his  people  and  feized  much  of  theire  goods  without  any  fuch 
hearing  or  allowance  from  the  Comiffioners  which  cannot  bee  but  offenciue  to  all 
the  Englifti  Collonies  ; 

The  Comiffioners  therfore  duly  confidering  the  premiffes  can  not  but  Require  the 
Narraganfett  Sachems  and  Ninnigrett  in  particular  as  they  heerby  doe  Vncas  with  the 
Montackett  Sachem  and  others  that  they  forbeare  all  further  hoftile  proceedings  of 
what  kind  foeuer  one  againft  an  other  ;  or  againft  others  mencioned  in  the  faid  Co-

tember 1658  vnto  which  meeting  they  h'eerby  call  and  Invite  all  the  faid  Sachems  per- 
fonally  to  appeer  to  charge  the  gr.eivances  and  offences  one  againft  another  ;  and  to 
make  fuch  proof  as  may  Satisfy  Juft  and  Indifferent  Judges ;  the  Comiffioners  In- 
tending (by  the  healp  of  God),  to  approve  what  is  Right  and  to  witneffe  againft  what 
is  contrary  ;  but  heerin  the  faid  Sachems  or  others  conferned  h'eerin  mud  Remember 
that  to  fend  Meffengers  as  appeers  by  thofe  two  laft  yeares  meetings  att  Plymouth 
and  Bofton  can  neither  Satisfy  the  Comiffioners  nor  the  Sachems  themfelves  ;  yett  if 
God  by  any  apparent  Prouidence  fhould  hinder  any  one  Sachem  or  more  from  com- 
ing in  perfon  fuch  a  one  muft  be  ftiewer  to  fend  fom  trufty  deputie  foe  Inftru&ed  and 
Authorifed  to  propound  proue  anfware  and  conclude  as  fully  as  if  himfelfe  were  pre- 
fent  in  perfon  and  the  Comiffioners  will  vfe  theire  beft  Indeauors  that  the  vpland  Indi- 
ans may  forbeare  all  hoftill  attempts  till  theire  greivances  may  haue  a  due  hearing 
But  if  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  Ninnigrett  Vncas  the  Montackett  Sachem  or  any  in 
Couenant  or  frindlhip  with  the  Englifh  mall  notwithftanding  all  ingagements  and  ad- 
uife  perfift  on  in  a  wilfull  breach  of  theire  Couenants  or  anyway  defturbethe  peace  of 
the  Countrey  or  of  any  of  the  Englifh  Collonies  plantations  or  families  in  theire  per- 
fons  or  concernments  or  purfuite  of  Indians  vpon  any  pretence  or  offence  fhall  with- 
out leaue  com  into  any  of  the  Englifh  plantations  armed  or  make  any  aufault  within 
the  Englifh  limitts  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  and  a  due  hearing 
of  the  differences  as  before  expreffed ;  the  Comiffioners  muft  proceed  as  they  fhall 
find  caufe  and  fhalbee  meete

There  haueing  bine  many  meffengers  to  this  purpofe  formerly  fent  from  the  Co- 
miffioners to  the  Indian  Sachems  but  feklom  obferued  by  them  which  now  to  Renew 
againe  when  many  complaints  haue  bine  made  againft  Vncus  by  feuerall  Sachems  and 
other  Indians  of  his  proud  Infolent  and  prouocking  fpeeches  and  Trecherous  acti- 
ons and  with  much  probabillitie  of  truth  befides  his  hoftill  attempts  att  Potunck  con- 
trary to  the  advife  of  the  Majeftrates  and  Court  att  Hartford  and  other  offences  to 

ourfelves 
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ourfelvcs  as appeers  by  the  Records  of  the  lad  meeting  att  Plymouth  the  which  nei- 
ther then  nor  att  this  meeting  hee  hath  by'himfelfe  or  meffengers  given  fatisfacTaon 
to  the  Comiffioners  or  complaining  Indians  feemes  vnfeafonable  ;  and  can  in  Reafon 
haue  noe  other  attendance  in  conclufion  then  to  Render  vs  lo  and  Contemptable  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Indians  or  engage  vs  to  vindecate  our  honer  in  a  dangeroufe  and 
vneffefarie  warr  vpon  Indian  quarrells  the  grounds  wherof  wee  can  hardly  euer  fatis- 
faftpryly  vnderftand  wee  cannot  therfore  confent  to  the  forgoeing  meffage  but  fliall 
mod  Reddily  Joyne  to  make  any  Juft  provifion  for  the  peace  and  fafty  of  the  vnjted 
Collonies

THE  Comiffioners  of  the  other  three  Collonies  are  greived  att  this  Decent  and 
vnfatisfyed  with  the  Reafons  there  haue  bine  noe  meffengers  fent  to  the  Indian  Sa- 
chems but  what  the  carriage  of  the  Indians  and  truft  of  the  Comiffioners  called  for 
both  in  Reference  to  our  owne  peace  and  to  mind  them  of  their  covenants  which 
probably  had  bine  better  attended  had  Ninegrett  bine  called  to  a  due  account  for  his 
proude  and  prouoaking  mifcarriages  not  onely  to  the  Indians  but  to  the  En<difh 
meffengers  fent  to  him  by  the  Comiffioners  Anno  1653  to  which  though  feauen  of 
the  Comiffioners  agreed  yett  the  honorable  Collonie  of  the  Maffachufetts  Refufed 
and  Ninnegrett  neither  found  caufe  to  Judge  himfelfe  for  thofe  Infolencies  nor  to 
bee  more  wary  for  the  future  Att  this  Seffions  the  Comiffioners  fee  noe  caufe  either 
to  Juftify  Vncas  or  Ninnegrett  neither  are  any  of  them  forward  for  warr  but  vpon 
fome  evidence  giuen  in  vpon  our  beft  Confiderations  finding  noe  other  fufficient 
grounds  for  the  Narraganfett  Indians  foe  furioufly  to  aufault  Vncas  but  theire  anfient 
qualler  for  Nyantinomies  Death  in  which  all  the  Collonies  are  engaged  to  defend 
him  and  Remembring  the  Couenants  by  which  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  vnder 
hand  and*  Seale  are  exprefsly  bound  not  to  begine  any  warr  againft  Vncas  ;  and 
much  leffe  to  procequte  it  as  therby  to  defturb  the  peace  of  any  of  the  Collonies 
tiil  they  haue  aduife  therin  from  the  Comiffioners  which  they  haue  wilfully  and  of- 
fenciuely  haue  affrighted  plvndered  and  threatend  fome  of  the  Englifh  in  Conecli- 
cot  Jurifdiction  and  that  Vncas  hath  not  yett  bine  duly  warned  to  anfware  for  him- 
felfe att  any  fett  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  and  though  hee  propofed  to  haue  bine 
now  heer  yett  an  over  Ruleing  providence  hath  prevented  him  ;  They  can  not  but 
conclude  that  God  and, .the  peace  of  the  Countrey  called  them  to  fend  meffengers 
with  the  former  Instructions  wherin  if  this  Decent  hinder  not  they  expect  a  bleff- 
ing ;  howeuer  they  hope  'theire  endeauors  wilbee  approved  by  fuch  as  {hall  duely

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confldcr  them  ;  none  of  the  Comiffioners  intending  either  to  defend  Vncas  in  any  of 
his  Injurious  courccs  or  to  engage  themfelves  more  then  they  allreddy  are  to  warr  ;

Cawfofinninon  and  Caufliawafett  continued  for  one  whole  yeare  in  theire  Refpe&iue 
places  of  Gouerning  the  Pequots  according  to  the  order  and  Inftruftions  giuen  att 
Newhauen  and  Plymouth  ;  yowematt  was  appointed  Deputie  to  Cawfofinninon  for 
this  enfueing  yeare ;  and  the  Pequots  that  came  lately  from  Vncas  are  lycenced  to 
continew  with  Cawfofinninon  till  the  Comiffioners  take  further  order ;  and  all  the 
Pequots  are  ordered  to  keep  quiett  att  home  and  not  to  intermedle  with  any  quarrell 
of  the  Indians  without  exprefle  order  from  the  Comiffioners  onely  incafe  the  Indians 
bee  Invaded  and  Aufaulted  whether  by  Indians  or  others  they  are  to  Affift  them  in 
theire  defence  being  Required  thervnto  by  the  Comiffioners  of  Conedticott  or  the 
Gouerment  there ;  and  for  theire  defence  in  time  of  danger  It  is  ordered  that 
twelue  pound  of  Gunpowder  with  anfwarable  ffiott  bee  left  in  the  hands  of  Capt. 
Gorg  Denifon  to  bee  daftributed  to  the  Pequots  when  the  cafe  Requires  it ;  and  it 
is  defired  Mr  John  Winthorp  Major  Mafon  Capt  Gorge  Denifon  with  Thomas  Stan- 
ton the  Interpretor  and  Leiftenant  Smith  or  any  two  of  them  aduife  and  CounfeU 
them  in  difficult  cafes  that  may  arife  according  to  theire  Inftru&ions  ;

the  Treafurer  of  Newhaven  by  the  Mantackett  Sachem  78  fathom  which  Remaines

The  Gouerments  of  the  Maflachufetts  and  Conefticott  are  defired  to  take  care 
that  the  Pequotts  bee  acomodated  with  lands  convenient  for  theire  Subfiflence  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  Engliih  plantations ;  and  it  is  further  defired  that  the  Gouer- 
ment 
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ment  of  Conefticott  take  fpeciall  care  to  preuent  the  felling  of  liquors  and  guns  by 
any  of  theires  efpetially  Mr.  Brewfter  whoe  is  complained  of  or  any  other  fufpedled 
perfons ; 

A  bill  of  five  hundred  pounds  was  charged  vpon  the  Corporation  to  bee  paied 
to  Mr.  Vfher  and  a  letter  of  attorney  made  to  him  to  Reciue  feauen  hundred  more 
to  bee  paied  by  the  faid  Corporation  which  the  faid  Mr.  Vfher  is  to  pay  heer  the  next 
Summer  in  goods  att  thripence  on  the  Shilling  profitt  or  Reddy  money  with  fix 
pound  on  the  hundred  Advance 

Alfoe  a  letter  of  Attorney  was  graunted  vnto  Mr.  Vfher  and  Mr.  Harwood  for  the 
Recouery  of  a  certaine  Legacyc ;  the  Comiffioners  were  Informed  was  giuen  to  the 
people  of  New  England  the  particulates  wherof  are  confealed  as  followeth  ;

or  fom  of  vs  fhall  acquaint  heerwith  or  fom  other  frind  of  note  that  may  procure 
him  by  his  highnes  or  Counfell  to  declare  what  hee  knowes  heerin  but  if  vpon  the 
beft  aduife  you  can  take  (wherin  you  may  alfoe  Improue  Capt.  Leverett)  that  courfe 
bee  thought  Inconvenient  or  not  feafable  you  may  compound  as  well  as  you  may 
prouided  that  three  parts  of  foure  of  the  faid  Legacye  att  left  bee  duely  paied  vnto

Court  of 
the  Maflachufetts  dated  the  19th  of  May  1658  was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  itt 
appeered  that  John  Indicott  and  Simon  Bradftreet  Efqrs.  were  Chofen  Comiflioners 
for  that  Collonie  for  a  full  and  Compleat  yeare  and  were  Inverted  with  full  power 
and  Authoritie  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  Articles  Concluded  att  Bofton  the 
19th.  of  May  1643 

The  like  order  of  the  General!  Court   of  New  Plymouth  dated  the  firft  of  June 

1658  was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  It  appeered  that  Mr.  Thomas   Prence   and 

Captaine  Jofias  Winflow  were  Chofen  Comiflioners   for  that  Collonie  for  a  full  and

and  were  Inverted  with  full  power  and  authoritie  according  to  the  aforefaid  Ar- 
ticles ;

Vpon  the  Requeft  of  Mr.  John  Cutts  Richard  Cutts  and  henery  Woolcote  the 
Comiffioners  faw  caufe  to  write  to  the  Duch  Gouernor  This  enfewing  letter ; 

MUCH  HONERED    SlR, 

HEER  come  three  of  our  Naighbours  to  vs  att  our  meeting  att  Borton  viz  ;  Mr. 
John  Cutts  Richard  Cutts  and  henery  Woolcott  prefenting  a  cafe  of  theire  fuffering 
by  Reafon  of  youer  Fifcalls  takeing  fome  vtmoft  advantage  againft  them  or  theire 
agent  one  John  Lawrance  an  Inhabitant  and  free  burger  with  you  att  the  monhatoes 
procequeting  the  letter  of  fome  law  with  feueritie  and  in  a  manor  vnufuall  and  vn- 
knowne  to  the  Burgers  there  as  they  fay  wherin  they  fuppoung  our  Intereft  of  Naigh- 
bourly  Correfpondency  Improued  after  frindly  manor  of  mediation  with  youer  honer 
might  bee  of  fome  vfe  for  theire  Releife  haue  Reqvefted  this  our  letter  on  theire  be- 
halfe  and  foe  farr  as  Innofency  may  appeer  on  theire  partes  they  haue  perfwaded  with 
vs  to  write  ;  They  Relate  the  matter  to  bee  the  feafmg  of  a  parcell  of  theire  beauor 
in  the  hand  of  theire  agent  John  Lawrance  for  that  it  was  Remoued  from  one  Bur- 
gers houfe  in  the  Monhatoes  to  another  being  fome  fmale  diftance  without  the  line 
fett  for  Confifcation  of  beauor  ;  to  preuent  the  defrauding  of  Cuftome  and  Recogni- 
fion  ;  vpon  which  arreft  theire  faid  beauor  being  detained  for  a  fine  you  were  pleafed 
to  levy  vpon  theire  faid  agent  to  the  vallue  of  twenty  fiue  pounds  They  pretend  to 
bee  much  damnify ed  and  doe  Requert  youer  Juft  fauor  for  its  Releafe,  and  alfoe  that 
theire  frind  and  agent  being  anEngliffiman  may  notfuffer  for  onely  the  mifing  an  exaft 
attendance  to  fom  Cercomftance  or  particle  in  youer  law  when  as  they  had  honeftly 
taken  order  with  Mr.  Stenwicke  one  of  youer  owne  majeftrates  by  oblidging  him  to 
pay  the  Cuftomes  •,  The  truth  is  Sir  wee  neither  know  youer  law  nor  the  equitable 
^rounds  vpon  which  they  are  made  ;  nor  defire  to  Intermeddle  with  the  executions 
of  them  ;  but  to  Requeft  that  with  fauor  to  the  Innocent  a&es   and  intentions  o£

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honeft  Englishmen  you  would  pleafe  to  Review  and  Confider  whether  the  Carriage 
of  youer  fifcall  in  this  bufines  may  not  bee  mixed  with  more  Ridgednes  towards  En- 
glifli  men  then  towards  others  ;  as  then  you  would  bee  willing  to  find  from  the  Englifh 
towards  thofe  of  youer  Nation  in  our  Juriidicrions  which  when  you  have  done  wee 
doubt  not  but  the  matter  wiibee  Iflued  to  mutuall  Satisfaftion  and  foe  as  may  bee 
Comfortable  between  Naighbouring  Comonwealthes  in  expectation  wherof  weefor- 
beare  further  to  trouble  you  and  Remaine  youer  uery  loveing  frinds

Cafliawafliett  appointed  to  Gouerne  the  Pequott  tributaries  att  Pauquatuck  and 
"Wecapauge  and  Cafliafinamon  Gouernor  of  the  Pequotts  att  Nameake  and  Now- 
pauge  ap  peered  to  giue  an  account  of  theire  Gouerment  the  laft  yeare  ; 
and  to  Requefl  fome  further  portions  of  land  for  theire  fettleing  and  planting  ; 
and  direction  in  fom  particulate  Cafes  but  brought  but  90  fathom  of  Peage  betwixt 
them  for  theire  tribute  viz.  Cafliawafliet  forty  fathom  and  Cafliafinamon  fifty  fathom  ; 
foe  there  is  behind  according  to  the  laft  yeares  account  74  fathom  betwixt  them  ; 
and  for  Vncas  his  Pequats  that  were  with  them  they  were  told  they  Ihould  according 
to  order  formerly  giuen  them  haue  brought  it  all  to  Thomas  Stantons  three  monthes 
before  this  meeting  ;  they  aledged  want  of  ground  to  plant  on  much  of  theire  Corne 
-fpoiled  by  Cattle  &c.  but  were  Required  aad  accordingly  promifed  to  pay  the  Re- 
mainder to  Thomas  Staunton  att  his  Returne  ;  and  the  faid  Cafliawafliett  was  Con- 
tinewed  in  his  Gouerment  ouer  the  Pequotts  vnder  him  for  this  yeare  according  to 
the  orders  and  Inftru&ions  giuen  att  Newhauen  and  Plymouth  Anno  1655  and  1656: 
and  Kekanes  and  Chomfquafh  are  Joyned  with  him  as  afliftants ;  in  like  manor  Ca- 
fliafinamon was  Continued  in  his  Gouerment  ouer  the  Pequots  vnder  him  for  this 
yeare  according  to  the  faid  Infl.ruct.ions  and  yoweematence  and  kechomerin  were 
appointed  to  bee  his  Afliftants  ; 

And  It  is  agreed  that  Cafliawafliett  and  his  Companie  fliall  haue  a  meet  proportion 
of  land  att  Squamfcutt  necke  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  porketuck  Riuer  and  Cafliafinnimon 
aud  his  Companie  flaall  haue  a  fitt  proportion  of  land  alowed  them  att  Wawarramo- 
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rek  neare  the  path  that  leads  from  Mifticke  Riuer  to  Moheage  about  flue  or  fix 
miles  from  the  mouth  of  Mifticke  River  ;  and  it  is  Comended  to  the  Generall  Court 
of  Conefticott  to  appoint  as  foon  as  may  bee  fome  meet  perfons  to  lay  out  and  bound 
the  faid  lands  for  them  ;  and  Captaine  Gorge  Dennifon  and  Thomas  Stanton  and 
fargeant  Minor  or  any  two  of  them  are  delired  to  bee  aiding  and  affifting  to  the  faid 
Gouernrag  Indians  according  to  the  orders  and  Inftruftions  giuen  them  and  by  theire 
Councell  and  Countenance  to  Containe  the  Reft  in '  obeidience  to  them  ;  and  in 
fpeciall  to  heare  and  determine  the  Cafe  of  the  Gun  taken  by  Grouer  from  Kewa-" 
taquakutt ; 

And  wheras  the  orders  and  Inftru&ions  formerly  giuen  to  the  aforfiid  Indians 
were  loft  and  torne  there  were  others  of  the  like  Contents  now  giuen  them  ; 

Vpon  Complaint  and  Information  of  the  Pequat  Indians  our  fubjecls  and  Tributa- 
ries that  they  are  forced  and  Retrained  by  the  Montacket  Sachems  vpon  long  Hand 
from  fetching  {hells  there  to  make  wampam  of;  which  they  and  theire  Anfeftors 
haue  done  as  they  aledge  ;  it  was  therfore  agreed  that  the  faid  Montackett  Sachem 
mall  haue  notice  of  this  Complaint  ;  and  fhalbee  giuen  to  vnderftand  that  it  is  the 
mind  of  the  ComifTioners  that  the  Pequots  may  bee  permited  freely  to  fetch  fhells 
there  for  theire  vfe  aforfaid  for  this  yeare  as  formerly  they  haue  done  ;  and  if  they 
haue  any  thing  to  object  againft  it  they  may  prefent  the  fame  to.  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Comiffioners  att  hartford  where  it  fhalbee  equally  heard  and  determined  and 
further  that  the  Comiffioners  expeft:  that  the  faid  Montockett  Sachem  doe  forthwith 
pay  theire  Tribute  behind  to  the  Gouernor  of  ConecYicott  which  two  yeares  fince  att 
Plymouth  they  acknowlidged  to  bee  due  for  foure  yeares  then  pad: 

Pornham  appeering  before  the  Comiffioners  complained  that  about  a  month  agofte 
Vncas  or  fome  of  his  Men  killed  a  man  and  two  wemen  attCaweefett  the  one  of  them 
belonging  to  himfelfe  the  other  vnto  Tupayamen  bothfubject  to  the  Englifh  and  this 
without  any  provocation  of  theirs 

In  like  manor  Apumps  complained  againft  Vncas  that  about  fix  weeks  fince  hee 
took  fix  of  his  people  att  Quinnapauge,  killed  one  and  wounded  another  ;  whervpon 
the  Comiffioners  ordered  that  notice  herof  fhalbee  giuen  to  Vncas  by  Thomas 
Staunton  and  his  anfware  thervnto  Required  to  bee  fent  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Comiffioners  att  hartford  and  that  in  the  mean  time  hee  forbeare  to  make  any  further 
attempt  againft  them  or  any  of  their  people  vnleffe  in  his  owne  defence  or  vpon  fome 
other  warrantable  grounds  5 
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A  letter  from  the  Corporation  in  England  was  prefented  and  Read  the  Contents 
wlnref  is  as  follbweth 

IIonered  and  Worthy  Gentlemen 

YOUERSof  the  ioth.ofthefi.xt  lad  wje  haueReceiced  with  a  lift  of  names  cffuch 
Inftruments  as  artlmployed  in  this  worke  and  theire  refpe&iue  falla'riesas  alfoe  an  ac- 
count of  youer  difburfments  for  the  year  pait ;  and  Now  by  Mr.  hezekiah  Vfher 
haue  Receiued  youer  bill  of  exchange  drawn e  vpon  vs  to  pay  him  the  fume  of  flue 
hundred  pounds  being  for  the  like  fume  by  you  Receiued  of  him  there  ;  which  ac- 
cording to  youer  aduife  and  Contents  of  the  faid  Bill  was  Currently  paied  to  him  as 
alfoe  the  fume  of  feauen  hundred  more  aduifed  and  Intimated  by  youer  faid  letter  to 
vs  for  both  which  fumes  hee  hath  giuen  vs  a  difcharge  according  to  youer  direction  ; 
and  wee  haue  heer  inclofed  fent  you  his  Bill  of  drawne  vpon  himfelfe  or 

affignes  to  pay  to  you  or  youer  ailignes  the  laid  fume  of  feauen  hundred  pounds  there, 
being  for  the  like  fume  receiued  by  him  heer  which  wee  doubt  not  but  wiibee  cur- 
rently payed  according  to  his  promife  and  agreement  to  ourfelues  and  you  ;  wee 
haue  likewife  according  to  another  bill  of  exchange  drawne  vpon  vs  to  pay  Mr. 
Stancftreet  affigne  of  Mr.  Nanny  the  fume  of  ten  pounds  for  Phificall  Druggs  payed 
the  fame  accordingly  to  him  ;  all  which  foremencioned  fumes  will  (wee  hope)  further 
the  worke  to  the  Content  of  all  therm  concerned  as  you  haue  Intimated  to  vs  in 
youer  letter  ;  according  to  youer  defire  mentioned  in  youer  letter  wee  doe  heerby 
certify  you  that  the  yearly  Revenew  purchafed  by  vs  amounts  to  the  fume  of  eight 
hundred  pounds  out  of  which  there  being  difpofed  of  for  officers  falleries  expences 
in  fuites  of  law  with  perfons  that  refufe  to  pay  in  fuch  fumes  as  are  Subscribed  and 
•  collected  for  the  purpofes  that  the  Atte  of  Parliament  mencioned  and  other  difburf- 
ments  to  Inftruments  Imployed  as  occation  Requireth  to  travel!  and  fee  whether  the 
Collections  are  perfected  in  the  feuerall  Counteyes  and  the  money  thervpon  collected", 
returned;  the  Cleare  Income  of  the  faid  Revenew  amounts  vnto  the  fume  of  fix. 
hundred  pounds  yearly  or  therabouts  wee  hoped  to  haue  Inlarged  the  Revenew  by 
making  of  another  purchafe  this  yeare  ;  but  in  regard  of  the  vnexpetted  fume  of  fea- 
uen hundred  pound  paid  to  Mr.  Vfher  as  aforfaid  wee  are  an  prefent  difappointed 
and  hindered  in  our  proceeding  therin  ;  Wee  defire  if  poffible  to  enlarge  the  fume 
according  to  the  power  giuen  vs  by  the  a&e  of  Parliament  as  Judging  our  Dewty  foe 
to  doe  ;  and  this  is  not  onely  ours  but  the  fence  and  Judgment  of  learned  Councill 
of  ttie  tnat  by  vertue  Repofed  in  vs  wee  are  oblidged  as  money  fhall 

come  for  that  purpofe  to  purchafe  the  Reuenew  in  the  faid  Afte  mencioned  ;  and 
therfore  it  is  our  earneft  Requefl  and  aduife  vnto  you  the  honered  Comiffioners  that 
you  would  not  charge  vs  with  aboue  fiu'c  hundred  pounds  per  annum  vntill  wee  fhall

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with  the  ouerpluffe  of  the  faid  Revenew  and  fome  few  Collections  now  on  foot  haue 
purchaTed  an  Inlargment ;  for  wee  hope  and  belieue  that  you  doe  not  judge  it  Con- 
uenient  that  as  moneyes  come  to  our  h^nds  wee  fliould  fend  the  fame  ouer  vnto  you  ; 
but  if  it  mould  bee  layed  out  and  difburfed  in  the  purchafe  of  lands  which  might  bee 
a  Conftant  Revenew  for  carrying  the  worke  for  the  future  ;  Concerning  Mr.  Stan- 
ton meucioned  in  youer  letter  wee  know  noe  fuch  man  neither  euer  were  wee  folicited 
by  any  in  his  behalfe  vntill  now  ;  If  you  pleafe  to  perufe  our  letters  formerly  fent 
you  will  not  find  any  fuch  perfon  named  in  them  ;  much  leffe  that  wee  ihould  ap- 
point him  or  others  any  fallaries  as  vnderftanding  it  to  belong  to  youerfelues  whoe 
are  better  able  to  Judge  of  the  deferts  of  Inftruments  Imployed  there  then  wee  att 
this  great  diftance  ;  and  therfore  wee  intreat  you  for  the  future  not  to  take  notice  of 
Any  fpeeches  or  reports  in  fuch  Cafes  but  that  which  fhalbee  fignifyed  to  you  by  our 
letters  ;  It  being  the  fame  Rule  wee  walke  by  heer  with  Refpeft  vnto  youer  felues 
there  ;  as  for  Mr.  Perfon  wee  concure  with  you  concerning  his  fitnes  and  Abillitie 
for  the  Indians  fperituall  good  ;  and  for  the  Cattichifmes  mencioned  in  youer  letter 
of  his  Compofing  for  theire  vfe  and  Inftru&ion  which  wee  fliould  haue  taken  care  to 
haue  printed  according  to  your  Defire  and  fliould  haue  fent  ouer  the  number  menci- 
oned in  youer  letter  but  wee  feare  it  is  mifcarryed  being  fent  as  wee  vnderftand  in 
Mr.  Garretts  fhipp  which  is  yett  mifing  :  and  therfore  wee  Intreat  you  fend  it  ouer 
by  the  firft  oppertunitie  wee  approve  youer  Intertainment   of  Mr.  Leverich  Mr. 
Bourne  Mr.  Blinman  Mr.  Newman  and  Mr.  Tompfon  to  be  imployed  in  this  worke; 
not  doubtin°'  but  you  will  giue  them  due  Incurragement  according  to  theire  laboure 
and  pains  therin  ;  yett  wee  hope  that  the  yearly  fume  of  flue  hundred  pounds  before 
mencioned  may  be  fufficient  to  carry  on  the  worke  for  the  prefent  vmill  wee  fhalbee 
Inabled  to  inlarge  further  ;  and  therfore  doe  defire  that  you  would  not  charge  any 
more  then  that  fume  vpon  vs  for  the  future  ;  wee  haue  receiued  the  ConfefTions  of 
fome  Indians  mencioned  in  youer  letter  ;  and  hoped  if  the  Lord  had  pleafed  to  haue 
brought  Mr.  Mayhew  amongft  vs  to  haue  put  them  into  fome  method  for  the  preffes ; 
and  to  haue  had  further  Satisfaction  from  him  concerning  the  progrefTe  of  this  worke; 
But  wee  feare  that  the  fhipp  wherin  hee  was  is  mifcarryed  which  is  noe  fmale  greife 
vnto  vs  and  therfore  wee  defire  if  foe  fadd  a  Prouidence  haue  befallen  vs  that  a  fitt 
and  able  perfon  might  fuceed  him  in  carrying  on  the  Indian  worke  which  wee  leaue 
vnto  youer  felues  thufe  comiting  you  to  the  protection  of  the  Almighty  wee  reft  youer 
uery  loueing  frinds  of  the  faid  Corporation  and  figned  in  our  names  and  by  our  ap- 
pointment

HoNERED  AND  WORTHY  GENTLEMEN 

YOUERS  of  the  third  of  Aprill  laft  in  anfware  to  ours  of  the  19th  of  Sept.  laft 
wee  haue  receiued  and  perufed  ;  and  therby  vnderftand  youer  payment  of  our  bill  of 
exchange  for  fine  hundred  pounds   drawne   vpon  you  by  Mr.  hezekiah  Vflier,  as 
alfoe  the  bill  for  ten  pounds  to  Mr.  Stancftreett  affigne  to  Mr.  Nanney  together  with- 
the  payment  of  feauen  hundred  pounds  more  to  Mr.  Vflier  according  to  our  aduife 
and  requeft  ;  the  bill  of  exchange  drawne  vpon  himfelfe  hee  hath  accepted  and  payed 
part  therof  to  good  fatisfacYion  and  content  the  reft  is  reddy  vpon  demaund  as  our 
occations  lhall  require  and  wee  hope  wilbee  fufficient  to  defray  the  charges  of  this 
yeare  ;  and  for  the  next  wee  fhall  not  charge  you  with  aboue  fiue  hundred  pound  as 
you  defire  ;  It  was  never  our  defire  or  intent  to  hinder  the  purchafmg  of  lands  there 
by  drawing  ouer  any  great  fumes  of  money  hither  further  then  the  lncuraging  of 
the  worke  might  require  and  to  preferue  our  felues  from  runing  into  debt  or  taking 
vp  money  or  goods- with  difadvantage  which  wee  hope  and  belieue  you  would  haue 
avoided  ;  though  wee  yet  fee  not  that  the  act  of  Parliament  or  the  truft  Impofed

Perfons  Catichifme  by  the  firft  oppertunitie  to  bee  printed  in  England  fince  which 
time  it  is  come  to  our  hands  but  vpon  further  confideration  in  regard  of  the  hazard 
of  fending  and  difficultie  of  true  printing  it  without  a  fitt  ouerfeer  of  the  prefle  by 
one  ikilled  in  the  language  wee  haue  chofen  rather  to  haue  it  printed  heer  and  ac- 
cordingly haue  taken  order  for  the  fame  and  hope  it  wilbee  finnilhed  within  three 
monthes  wee  haue  fent  you  heerwith  the  a&es  of  this  yeares  difburfments  in  refe- 
rence to  the  Indian  worke  andflialbee  reddy  to  attend  youer  aduife  in  any  particulare

HoNERED    FrINDS 

WEE  haue  receiued  youer  letter  and  confidered  the  Contents  therof  and  as  fare 
as  the  difference  betwixt  the  Maflachufetts  and  you  it  was  refered  according  to  the 
Articles  of  Confederation  To  the  Comiffioners  of  Plymouth  and  Newhauen ;  whoe 
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after  a  due  hearing  of  all  pleaes  haue  Iffued  the  fame  as  you  may  fee  ;  which  wcc 
hope  may  giue  Satisfaction  to  both  the  Jurifdidtions  ;  Concerning  the  affront  offered 
to  youer  meffenger  by  the  Pocomtuck  Captaine  wee  vnderftand  hee  was  in  drinke  ; 
and  that  before  they  came  away  it  feemes  there  was  a  paffification  and  Reconfiliation 
though  afterwards  in  their  way  home  hee  comitted  another  offence  ;  weeihall  ther- 
fore  let  the  Pocomtucke  Sachems  vnderitand  how  ill  wee  Refent  thefe  injurioufe  paf- 
fages  as  alfoe  theire  takein'g  away  the  Balkett  of  corne  att  Wethersfeild  and  the 
Children  from  Chowqnatt  which  wee  defire  you  to  take  care  that  it  bee  cleerly  and 
plainly  made  knowne  vnto  them  j  wee  haue  alfoe  enquired  what  wee  may  conferning 
the  Treachery  of  the  Pequotts  in  aluring  the  Mohegens  to  more  wherby  a  Cannoe 
and  fome  perfons  were  furprifed  and  flaine  by  the  Northeren  Indians  but  can  not  find 
juft  matter  of  offence  to  Charge  ,them  withall  one  of  them  hearing  the  Report  therof 
came  on  purpofe  to  this  meeting  to  clear  himfelfe  ;  and  to  anfware  fuch  accufations 
as  mould  bee  layed  to  his  Charge  ;  but  wee  haueing  noe  witnes  nor  any  thinge  more 
then  youer  letter  mencioneth,  hee  vtterly  deneyeth  any  fuch  intent ;  profeffing  alfoe 
hee  knew  not  what  canaues  they  were  till  they  came  on  more  ;  he  was  difmiffed  ; 
concerning  the  orders  of  youer  Court  in  Reference  to  the  Indians  wee  approue  of  the 
full  as  concuring  with  the  order  of  the  Comiffioners  att  Boflon  the  laft  yeare  which 
wee  (hall  againe  make  knowne  to  the  feuerall  Sachems  ;  and  hope  it  wilbee  effectu- 
all  for  the  prefervation»of  peace  betwixt  the  Englifh  and  them  ;  but  thinke  youer 
econd.  is  to  ftraite  and  not  fafe  to  ground  a  Quarrell  vpon  if  it  iliould  not  bee  obfer- 
ued  our  defire  is  and  indeauor  (halbee  that  the  Englifh  in  the  feuerall  Collonies  may

can  vnderftand  is  not  greatly  different  ;  yett  being  tender  of  any  inconveniency  or 
Difturbance  that  may  accrue  to  thofe  that  are  alreddy  poffeffed  either  by  Comiffion 
from  the  Maffachufetts  or  Conne&icott  in  any  parte  therof  (mould  they  now  be  put 
of  theire  Improuements)  and  alfoe  vpon  Inquiry  finding  that  the  Pequott  Countrey 
which  extendeth  from  Nianticke  to  a  place  calledWatapaug  about  ten  miles  eaftward 
from  mifticke  Rmer  bee  the  bounds  may  conueniently  acomodate  two  plantations  or 
townfliips  wee  therfore  (refpe&ing  thinges  as  they  now  ftand)  doe  conclude  that 
Milticke  Riuer  bee  the  bounds  between  them  as  to  proprietie  and  Jurifdiftion  foe  far

YOUERS  of  the  25  ofthefixt  month  wee  receiued  and  rejoice  that  it  hath 
pleafed  God  in  any  meafure  to  beare  vp  youer  hart  and  fupport  you  vnder  thofe  fad 
thoughts  and  feares  conferning  youer  fon ;  wherin  wee  can  not  but  deeply  fumpa- 
thife  with  you  and  Indeed  doe  mind  itt  as  that  which  att  the  prefent  feemeth  to  be  al- 
moft  irrepairable  ;  but  he  that  is  the  lord  of  the  harvifl .will- (wee  hope)  fend  forth 
his  labourers  thervnto  ;  and  ycu  may  aflure  youer  felfe  that  wee  will  vfe  all  Dili- 
gence to  make  a  fupply  as  the  lord  may  direft  vs  5  wee  ihall  according  to  youer  ad- 

uife 
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'uSfe  moueMr.  John  higenfon  and  Mr.Peirfon  but  doe  greatly  fearewee  {hall  not  pre- 
uaile  vnleffe  the  lord  ftrongly  fett  in  to  perfwade  them  ;  in  the  mean  time  wee  thinke 
that  God  doth  call  for  youer  more  then  ordinary"  Affiftance  in  this  worke  and  are 
uery  well  pleafed  that  youer  fperitt  is  foe  farr  Inclined  thervnto  ;  and  defire  you 
may  perfeuere  therin  ;  youer  Naighbour  Peter  Foulgum  hath  bine  with  vs  and  hath 
Refeiued  further  Incurragement  alfoe  Thomas  the  Indian  whom  wee  hauepaied  ;  and 
fhall  doe  the  like  for  Iacomes  when  hee  fhall  come  or  fend  efpecially  if  the  bearer 
bringes  ;  wee  would  haue  thefe  continewed  on  the  fame  fallary  as  befo.re  ; 

youer  Daughter  Mayhew  was  alfoe  with  vs  ;  and  hath  receiued  fuch  Incurragment 
from  vs  as  wee  thought  wee  might  adventure  to  bellow  ;  but  Ihalbee  very  free  to  doe 
further  as  ehe  Corporation  fhall  advife  concerning  youer  felfe  wee  haue  ordered 
youer  laft  yeares  payment  twenty  pounds  and  fhalbee  redJy  to  incurrage  for  the  fu- 
ture ;  wee  hope  god  will  afford  ftrength  whoe  hath  giuen  you  a  hart  to  this  great 
worke  ;  wee  know  not  that  youer  fon  was  advifed  by  any  of  vs  to  goe  into  England 
(but  dcfwayded)  onely  it  is  poffible  fome  might  fay  it  might  in  fome  Refpe&s  bee  of 
good  vfe  ;  It  is  what  god  whoe  is  deep  in  Councell  had  determined  and  muft  bee  fub-

A  Meffage  to  bee  fent  to  the  Pocomtouck  Sachems  is  as  followeth  j 

THE  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  mett  now  att  Boflon  were  Informed 
by  the  Generall  Court  of  Conefticott  of  feuerall  Injuryes  and  Affronts  comitted  a- 
gainft  the  Englilh  by  fome  of  theire  people  efpecially  one  Annapecom  whoe  offered 
great  violence  and  Injury  to  one  of  the  Englilh  meffengers  that  were  fent  from  Co-. 
nefticott  Court  with  men  and  wampam  from  Vncas  to  mediate  and  procure  a  peace 
betwixt  him  and  them  throwing  an  axe  home  and  the  wampam  att  him  charging 

his 
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his  men  to  kill  theire  horfes ;  and  afterwards  endeauoring  to  ftrike  one  of  the  En- 
glifli  Meffengers  with  a  gun  ;  and  in  the  Indians  Returning  from  hartford  to  Mon- 
hegin  in  the  companie  of  fome  Englifli  were  affaulted  by  the  faid  Annapeeom  and 
his  men  contrary  to  promife  and  Agreement  takeing  away  by  violence  one  of  the  In- 
dian meffengers 

2.  Not  long  after  the  faid  Annapeeom  and  his  men  fell  vpon  a  farme  houfe  be- 
longing to  Wethersfeild  and  violently  tooke  away  fome  Corne  from  thence  ;  and 
when  it  was  demaunded  by  meffengers  fent  from  the  Majeftrates  there  they  Return- 
ed nothing  but  Scoffs  and  Jeers 

3.  That  one  Chawquatt  a  peacable  Indian  liveing  neare  the  Englifli  and  hath  not 
bine  engaged  in  any  warr  or  quarrel!  this  twenty  yeares  hath  two  of  his  Children 
taken  violently  away  and  kept  Captive  att  Pocomtucke  ;  they  alfoe  Informe  and 
Complaine  that  they  fight  within  theire  townes  and  yards  which  they  can  not  fuffer 
nor  Indure  thefc  paffages  feemes  ftrange  to  the  Comiffioners  efpecially  when  they 
confider  the  Englifli  haue  neuer  done  them  any  wrong  nor  mett  with  any  fuch  deal- 
ing from  them  before  ;  and  therfore  are  willing  to  vnderftand  the  minds  of  the  Sa- 
chems heerin  how  farr  they  will  owne  and  approue  the  fame  expecting  that  if  they 
Intend  to  keep  frindfliip  Mill  with  vs  they  will  take  care  to  Render  due  Satisfaction 
for  the  Injuries  comitted  and  alfoe  Releafe  the  two  captiue  Children  of  Chauquatt ; 
whoe  as  wee  are  Informed  defired  ro  liue  peacably  without  takeing  part  with  one  or 
other  they  are  alfoe  to  take  notice  that  the  Comiffioners  haue  agreed  that  in  the 
time  of  warr  amongft  the  Indians  noe  Company  of  armed  Indians  coming  to  any 
Towne  of  the  Englifli  nor  within  one  mile  therof  Nor  purfue  any  Indian  into  any 
Towne  or  houfe  that  foe  offences  may  bee  preuented  and  peace  continewed  ;  and 
this  wee  expreft  fliould  bee  obferued  by  all  Indians  that  defires  the  love  and  frend- 
fliip  of  the  Englifli 

Bqfton  the  iStb  of  September  1658.. 

WHERAS  there  is  an  accurfed  and  pernifllous  feci:  of  heretiques  lately  Rifen 
vp  in  the  world  whoe  are  comonly  called  Quakers  whoe  take  vpon  them  to  bee  ym- 
ediatly  fent  of  God  and  Infallably  affifted  ;  whoe  doe  fpeake  and  writt  blafphemos 
thinges  defpifmg  Gouerment  and  the  order  of  God  in  Church  and  Comonwealth 
fpeaking  euill  of  dignities  Reproching  and  Reviling  Majeftrates  and  the  Minnefters 
of  the  Gofpcll  feeking  to  turne  the  people  from  the  faith  and  to  gaine  profelites 
to  theire  pernifious  waves ;  and  wheras  the  feuerall  Jurifdi&ions  haue  made  diuers 
lawes  to  prohibite  and  Reftraine  the  aforfaid  curfed  heritiques  from  coming  amongft 
themyett  notwithflanding  they  are  not  detered  therby;  but  arrogantly  and  prefumpm- 
oufly  doe  preffe  into  feuerall  of  the  Jurifdictions  and  there  vent  theire  pernifious  and 
diuellifh  oppmions  which  being  perniited  tends  manifeftly  to  the  Defturbance  of  our 

peace;, 
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peace  ;  the  withdrawing  of  the  harts  of  the  people  from  theire  fubjeftion  to  Gouer- 
ment  and  foe  in  IfTue  to  caufe  Deuifion  and  Ruein  if  not  timely  prevented  it  is  ther- 
fore  propounded  and  ferioufly  contended  to  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  vpon  the 
confiderations  aforfaid  to  make  a  Law  That  all  fuch  Quakers  formerly  conuifted 
and  punifhed  as  fuch  fliall  (if  they  Returne  againe)  bee  Imprifoned  and  forthwith 
banifhed  or  expelled  out  of  the  faid  Jurifdiction  vnder  paine  of  Death  and  if  after- 
wards they  prefume  to  com  again  into  that  Jurifdiction  then  to  bee  put  to  death  as 
prefumptuoufly  Incorragable  vnleffe  they  fhall  plainly  and  publickly  Renounce  therrc 
curfed  Qppinnions  ;  and  for  fuch  Quakers  as  fliall  come  into  any  Jurifdiction  from 
any  forraigne  partes  or  fuch  as  fhall  arife  within  the  fame  after  dew  conviftion  that 
either  hee  or  fhee  is  of  that  curfed  feet  of  heritiques  they  bee  banifhed  vnder  paine 
of  fevere  Corporall  punilhment  and  if  they  Returne  againe  then  to  bee  punifhed 
accordingly  and  banifhed  vnder  paine  of  death  and  if  afterwards  they  fhall  yett 
prefume  to  come  againe  then  to  bee  putt  to  death  as  aforfaid  except  they  doe  then 
and  theire  plainly  and  publicly  Renounce  theire  faid  curfed  opinnions  and  Diuelliih 
tenetts  ;

Vpon  feuerall  complaints  from  diuers  Englifh  of  Injuries  done  by  the  Pocuntucke 
Indians  and  theire  Confederates  ;  A  meflage  was  fent  to  the  Pocuntucke  Sachems  as 
followeth  ; 

Imp  :  WHERAS  there  hath  bine  long  peace  and  frindfhipp  between  all  the  En- 
gliih  and  the  faid  Sachems  ;  which  wee  are  willing  and  defirous  fhoulJ  bee  continu- 
ed yeit  of  late  feueral!  complaints  haue  bin  brought  to  vs  of  Injuries  and  affronts 
offered  to  feverall  of  our  people  by  the  faid  Sachems  or  fome  of  theire  men  ;  and  that 
without  any  provocation  or  caufe  giuen  by  the  Englifh  ;  as  wee  are  enformed  ; 
which  wee  can  not  beare 

2.  That  in  theire  warrs  and  Quarrells  amongft  themfelues  they  preffe  foe  neare 
and  fomtimes  into  the  houfes  of  the  Englifh  as  is  to  theire  great  difturbance  and 
which  tends  dire&ly  to  the  breach  of  peace  betwixt  vs  and  them  if  not  fpeedily 
preuented 

3.  That  therfore  the  Comiflioners  are  willing  and  defirous  to  fpeake  with  the 
faid  Sachems  ;  or  fome  of  them  deputed  by  the  Reft  conferning  the  former  Inju-

2.  That  the  Comiffioners  haue  fent  to  the  Pocomptucke  Sachems  and  the  Indi- 
ans att  Tunkfis  whom  they  expect  heer  by  wenfday  or  thurfday  next  and  if  hee  fee 
caufe  to  take  that  oppertunitie  to  fatisfy  the  Comiffioners  conferning  his  profeedings 
and  Improue  their  entered  for  makeing  his  peace  The  Comiffioners  are  willing  to 
attend  the  fame  ;

with  It  pleafeth  the  lord  to  profper  it ;  and  to  bleffe  the  endeauor  s  of  thole 
that  labore  in  it  ;  Conferning  youer  printing  Mr.  Peirfons  Catichifme  in  the 
Indian  language  in  New  England  wee  concurr  with  youer  judgments  therein  Ccn- 
ceiveing  you  haue  ordered  it  for  the  beft  ;  in  regard  that  fuch  errors  as  may  bee 
comited  in  printing  the  fame  wilbee  the  better  corrected  there  then  they  would  heer  ;

are  printed  forpublicke  fatisfadtion  and  as  to  the  printing  of  the  bible  in  the  Indian 
language;  menfioned  in  Mr,  Endicotts  letter  ;  which  wee  vnderftand  is  alreddy  tranf- 
lated  into  the  Indian  tounge  ;  wee  conceiue  will  not  onely  bee  acceptable  vnto  god  ; 
but  uery  profitable  to  the  poor  heathen  and  will  much  tend  to  the  promotion  of  the 
fperituall  parte  of  this  worke  amongft  them  ;  and  therfor  wee  offer  it  not  onely  as 
our  owne  but  as  the  judgment  of  others  that  the  New  Teftament  bee  firft  printed  in 
the  Indian  language  ;  and  doe  defire  to  vnderlland  by  the  next  what  number  of  them 
you  intend  to  haue  printed  ;  and  how  much  paper  the  number  will  take  vp  and  that

WEE  Receiued  youers  of  the  7th  of  May  1639  by  which  wee  vnderftand  you 
haue  payed  to  Mr.  harwood  for  the  vfe  of  Mr.  Vlher  the  fume  of  fiue  hundred 
pounds  in  difcharge  of  the  bill  of  exchange  drawne  vpon  you  by  the  Comifiioners 
,1658  which  wee  haue  receiued  of  him  and  is  iffued  out  according  to  the  account 
heewith  fent  ;  wee  haue  ordered  Mr.  Vflier  to  fend  you  forty  Copyes  of  Mr.'Peir- 
fons  Cattichifme  if  finiihed  before  the  fhipes  fett  fayle  ;  but  feare  by  reafon  of  Mr.

that  are  prudent  and  pious  that  they  are  dilligent  in  theire  ftuddies  and  civill  in  theire

A  bill  of  Exchange  was  drawne  vpon  the  Corporation  for  eight  hundred  pound  to 
bee  payed  vnto  Mr.  John  harwood  or  his  affigncs  ;  for  the  vfe  of  Mr.  hezekiah 
Vflier  for  the  payment  wherof  heer  ;  according  to  former  agreement ;  as  alfoe  for  the 
ballence  of  this  yeares.  account;  bee  is  to  giue  his  bill  to  the  Comiffioners  for  the 
Maflachufetts 

Vpon  a  motion  of  the  Comiflioners  of  the  Maflachufetts  The  Infueing  letter  \va» 
fentto  the  Duch  Gouernor  *. 
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Much  Honored  Sir  ; 


WEE  prefume  you  haue  heard  from  youer  people  of  the  Fort  of  Orania  That 
fome  of  our  Englifh  haue  bin  lately  in  thofe  partes  vpon  Difcouery  of  fome  meet 
place  for  plantation  within  the  bounds  of  the  Pattent  of  the  Maffachufetts  Collony  ; 
which  is  from  the  latitude  of  42  degrees  and  42  :.  and  30  minnitcs ;  and  foe  North- 
erly extends  itfelfe  from  eaft  to  well  in  Longitude  through  the  mains  land  of  Ameri- 
ca from  the  Atlantick  ocionto  the  South  or  Weft  Sea  ;  and  wee  vnderftaud  that  the 
Gouermcnt  of  die  Maffachufetts  haue  graunted  libertie  to  fome  of  theire  people  to 
erect  a  plantation  in  thofe  partes  ;  and  intend  to  effect  the  fame  ;  yett  without 
entrenchment  of  the  Dutch  Rights  ;  and  forfeeing  fome  Difficulty  to  begin  a  plan- 
tation att  fuch  a  diftance  by  land  and  that  the  paffing  vp  hudfons  Riuer  would  uery 
much  accomodate  them  in  theire  defigne  wee  haue  thought  good  011  theire  behalfe  to 
defire  libertie  of  free  paffage  for  the  faid  planters  by  youer  tovvnes  and  Forts  vpon 
the  faid  Riuer  to  the  faid  lands  they  demeaning  themfelues  peacably  and  paying  fuch  ' 
modarate  Dutyes  as  may  bee  expected  in  fuch  cafes  ;  which  being  foe  concordant 
to  Reafon  and  the  cuftom  of  Ciuill  Nations  liueing  in  Amitie  doth  begitt  in  vs  a  con- 
fidence that  you  wilbee  very  flow  by  an  vnreafonahle  Deniall  to  Interupt  the  Naigh- 
borly  correfpondency  that  hath  bin  between  the  Englifh  and  Duch  Collonies  ;  For 
the  exact  bonds  of  the  Maffachufetts  Pattent  wee  leaue  to  that  Gouerment  to  cleare 
onely  wee  conceiue  the  agreement  att  hartford  that  the  Er.glifh  fhould  not  come  with- 
in ten  miles  of  hudfons  Riuer  doth  not  prejudice  the  right  of  the  Maffachufetts  in  the 
vpland  countrey  nor  giue  any  Right  to  the  Duch  there  ;  That  agreement  intending 
ondy  the  differences  between  Conecticott  and  Newhauen  and  youer  fe!fe  on  the  fea 
coaft  there  being  att  that  time  noc  difference  between  you  and  the  Maffachufetts  ; 
and  neiiher  ConecTricott  nor  Newhauen  pretending  any  right  to  the  lands  vp  the 
Countrey  within  the  line  aforfaid  ;  Sir  be  pleafed  to  returne  youer  anfware  to  Mr. 
Endicott  Gouernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  from  whom  wee  may  vnderfb>nd  youer  re- 
folution  ;  the  lord  direct  youer  thought  to  waies  of  peace  that  amity  and  good  Naigh- 
borhood  may  be  continued  with  ;

Our  meffengers  formerly  fent  To  the  Pocomtucke  Sachems  being  returned  brought 
this  enlueing  anfware  contained  in  a  letter  from  Captaine  Pinchen

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Much  Honered  Gentlemen 

THE  mefiengers  fent  according  to  youer  dcfires  to  the  Pocomtucke  Sachems  be- 
ing returned  ;  I  fha.ll  breifly  giue  youer  worfhipes  an  account  of  the  Succefle  of  the 
Journey  ;  coming  to  Pocomtucke  hee  that  was  Interpretor  declared  youer  meflage 
to  the  Sachems  there  according  to  his  feuerall  Infractions  ;  whoe  the  firft:  thing  re- 
dily  returned  this  Anfvvare  that  it  was  all  theire  defires  that  peace  and  frindfhip  be- 
twixt themfelues  and  the  Englifli  fhould  Mill  continue  ;  and  wheras  in  the  meflage 
fent  to  them  there  is  menfion  of  wronges  and  Injuries  done  by  them  to  the  Engliui ; 
They  anfwared  ;  firft  that  they  knew  of  none  ;  and  if  any  were  done  it  was  not  by 
the  allowance  of  the  Sachems  ;  for  they  had  charged  theire  men  to  doe  noe  wronge 
to  any  Englifli  or  their  Cattle  ;  2condly  if  it  were  made  out  to  them  that  if  any  of 
theire  men  had  done  the  wrong  they  would  make  Satisfaction  to  the  Englifli  foe  fare 
they  would  be  from  countenanceing  any  in  offending  the  Englifli  and  what  more  to 
fay  to  it  they  knew  not ;  to  the  fecond  thing  that  in  the  wars  they  prefTe  to  neare  the 
Englifli  &c-  they  fay  that  as  frinds  they  came  to  the  Englifli  for  victualls  and  charge 
thtire  people  to  carry  it  frindly  ;  but  if  that  the  Englifli  Sachems  will  fay  they  doe 
not  alow  of  it  and  will  prefcribe  another  way  or  Courfe  for  them  to  tak.  if  it  bee 
reafonable  they  will  attend  it  ; 

3.  To  the  defire  of  the  Comiflioners  to  fpeake  with  them  ,  they  fay  they  can  not 
come  to  hartford  ;  neither  doe  they  know  any  engagement  that  lyes  on  them  to  come 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Englifli  Sachems ;  and  they  doe  not  fend  for  the  Englifh  Sa- 
chems to  theire  meetings ;  The  Reafons  why  they  can  not  come  to  the  Comiflioners 
are  two ;  firft  becaufe  they  haue  a  great  meeting  amongft  themfelues  three  daies 
hence  and  muft  attend  that ;  it  being  all  one  with  the  Comiflioners  meeting  2cond!y 
they  are  in  confederacye  with  many  others  as  with  the  Souquakes  and  JMowhawkes 
and  others  and  can  doe  nothing  without  them  ; 

Ladtly  to  the  defire  of  the  Comiflioners  that  all  aftcs  of  hoflilitie  may  feafe  during 
theire  fiting  ;  they  are  not  in  a  capafitie  to  attend  it ; 

1 .  Becaufe  they  have  fent  out  feauen  or  eight  men  to  lye  in  waite  for  fome  of  Vn- 
cas  his  men  but  two  daies  before  ;  they  being  now  gone  cannot  bee  called  in  ; 

2.  If  they  could  ;  yett  it  is  not  poflble  for  thesn  to  give  notice  to  the  Indians  of 
the  Duch  Riuer  and  oi.hers  whoe  are  Ingaged  with  them  and  are  dayly  fending  cut , 
fome  vpon  the  Defigne  ; 

To  the  third  particulare  that  fome  agreement  may  bee  made  how  the  Englifli  may 

bee  fecured  ;  they  defire  the  Englifli  Sachems  to  conclude  what  is  beft  and  fitt  to 

bee  attended  by  them  ;  and  they   are  refolded  to  attend  it  ;  when  it  is  declared  to 

them  ;  if  it  be  that  which  Ihalbee  found  Reafonable  ;  this  is  the  fume  of  what  they

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fay  to  the  Meffengers  fent  to  them  ;  and  all  al  onge  hold  out  a  Refolution  of  liueing 
in  peace  with  the  Englifli  ;  and  fay  they  will  not  firft  breake  the  peace ;  they  are 
Refolned  not  to  bee  beginers  of  any  breach  with  the  Englifli  ;  and  will  yeild  to  the 
Englifli  in  any  thinge  but  in  makeing  peace  with  Vncas  ;  and  that  they  would  [not] 
haue  the  Englifli  to  perfwade  them  to  it  for  they  cannot  haue  peace  with  him  ;  I  am 
bould  to  prefent  this  Relation  of  theire  anfware  as  I  fcribed  it  from  the  Interpreters 
mouth  becaufe  Willam  Edwards  whoe  accompanied  him  is  in  haft ;  hee  may  pofibly 
Relate  fomwhat  more  but  his  haftening  giues  mee  time  oUely  to  Relate  the  maine 
and  fume  of  all ;  not  haue  elfe  att  prefent  I  take  my  leaue  and  Subfcrib

haue  written  the  Pocomptucke  Sachems  anfware  to  youer  Meffage  with  his  owne 
hand  ;  onely  becaufe  hee  is  a  flow  Scribe  could  not  foe  foon  effeel:  it  Neither  could 
I  perfwade  him  to  it ;  but  I  haue  caufed  him  to  Read  ouer  what  I  haue  written  and 
to  Subfcribe  his  hand  to  the  truth  of  it

SAMUELL  MARSHFEILD 

A  complaint  being  made  by  John  Webb  and  others  of  the  Inhabitants  of  North- 
ampton that  two  Duch  men  cne  Irifh  man  and  one  French  man  had  ftolen  away  fea- 
uen  mares  and  other  cattle  which  they  miffed  and  haueing  driuen  them  away  to  Po- 
comtucke  the  laft  Lords  day  they  defired  the  Sachem  to  purfue  the  faid  theiues  and 
to  apprehend  them  ;  and  bring  backe  the  mares  &e.  for  which  they  promifed  the 
Sachem  fifty  fliillings  for  euery  mare  if  they  alfoe  brought  backe  the  men  ;  and  the 
faid  Sachem  Wonopequen  vndertakeing  the  fame  ;  and  fending  word  to  Northhamp- 
ton men  to  come  and  Receiue  theire  Mares  ;  Whervpon  John  Web  and  others  of 
Northhampton  goeing  for  the  faid  Mares  which  they  faw  in  the  Indians  pofeflion  as 
alfoe  for  the  men ;  the  faid  Wonopequen  Refufed  to  deliuer  them  according  to 
agreement  and  Required  a  great  fume  of  Wampam  ;  coates  fliirts  liquors  &c.  fay- 
ing hee  had  bought  them  of  his  Indians  ;  and  that  euery  mare  was  worth  tweuty 
pounds 

The 
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The  Comiffioners  confidering  the  premifes  concluded  that  fome  Meffengers  bee 
forthwith  Difpatched  to  the  Pocomtucke  Sachems  according  to  the  Inftructions  fol- 
lowing ; 

Inftructions  for  Thomas  Stanton  and  thofe  fent  with  him  to  the  Pocomptucke  Sa- 
chems the  ioth  of  September  1659  ; 

Imp.  YOU  are  to  lett  them  know  that  wee  Receiued  theire  anfware  but  in  feue- 
ra.ll  particulars  are  vnfatisfyed  as  firfl  that  they  defire  to  keep  peace  yett  haue  comitt- 
ed  feverall  outrages  againft  feuerall  Englifli  and  pretend  Excufes  not  to  come  and  an- 
fware for  them  ;  or  giue  Satisfaction  ; 

2.  In  the  anfware  that  they  know  of  noe  wronge  done  to  the  Englifli  they  will 
not  take  notice  of  it ;  had  they  come  they  might  haue  heard  proued  (as  the  Comif- 
fioners haue  done)  much  Injury  and  Intollerable  affronts  put  vpon  Mr.  Brewfter 
during  theire  feige  of  Vncas  Fort  which  was  done  by  fome  of  theire  Corapanie  for 
which  the  Comiffioners  doe  expect  and  Require  Satisfaction  of  the  Pocomptucke 
Sachem  being  the  cheife  Captaine  in  that  warr;  you  fhall  Require  the  Pocomptucke 
Sachem  to  deliuer  vnto  you  the  Mares  Cattle  and  four  men  which  they  agreed  to 
fetch  in  ;  yett  after  they  fent  for' the  men  of  Northhampton  to  Receiue  them  ;  they 
denied  to  lett  them  haue  them  according  to  theire  agreement  and  haue  put*them  to 
great  charge  for  which  alfoe  wee  expect,  they  flioukl  giue  them  Satisfaction  by  abate- 
ment of  what  was  promifed ;  you  fhall  affure  them  the  Comiffioners  will  not  bee 
baffeled  by  them  but  if  they  will  not  forthwith  deliuer  the  mares  and  men  and  cat- 
tle ;  if  you  are#  fure  they  haue  any  in  theire  hands  ;  the  Comiffioners  are  refolued 
to  Recouer  them  in  fuch  a  way  as  will  not  bee  pleaiing  to  them  if  they  defire  peace 
as  they  pretend  ;  if  you  Recouer  the  Mares  and  Cattle  they  are  to  bee  Returned 
to  the  owners  the  men  you  are  to  convey  to  Mr.  Pinchon  to  bee  fent  to  Bofton  Jayle; 
If  you  cannot  obtaine  what  is  expected  you  are  to  fertify  the  Gouernor  of  Cone«ti- 
cott  and  Capt :  Pinchon  fpeedily  therof;  laftly  if  they  continew  there  wee  expect 
and  Require  them  to  forbeare  drawing  neare  in  armed  companies  to  the  Englifli 
Townes  or  houfes  ;  that  vpon  noe  pretences  whatfoeuer  they  Invade  or  affront  any 
Englifli  perfon  or  houfe ;  that  they  neither  trouble  nor  moleft  any  Indian  liueing  in 
an  Englifli  family  ;  nor  fuch  peacabte  Indians  that  plant  vpon  land  hiered  of  the  En- 
glifli ;  except  they  take  them  in  actuall  hoftillitie ;  that  they  hinder  not  injure  nor 
detaine  any  Indian  fent  with  letters  by  the  Englifli  or  trauelling  as  guids  with  them  or 
attending  on  them  '

Hartford  the  ioth  of  September  1659 
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Walter  Phyler  complaineth  that  noe  Satisfaction  hath  bin  made  for  Pomeryes 
mare  killed  by  Poquion  aboue  twenty  yeares  agoe  notwithftanding  the  order  arid 
determination  of  the  Comiffioners  att  Newhauen  Anno  1651  Thas  the  Gouerment 
of  Conecticott  fliould  demaund  and  vpon  Refufall  to  diflraine  Ninnegrett  both  for 
the  whole  of  the  faid  mare  and  the  charge  of  leuying  the  fame  which  order  hath 
not  bine  executed  ;  notwithftanding  the  teftimony  of  Thomas  Stanton  ("as  wee  are 
enformed)  That  it  might  haue  bine  eafily  done  Ninnegretts  affiftance  being  promif- 
ed  ;  and  the  Delinquent  being  fmce  dead  ;  and  the  Comiffioners  therfore  Judge  it 
but  equall  that  the  Gouerment  of  Conecticott  haueing  fayled  in  what  was  comitted 
to  them  fhould  take  order  that  Satisfaction  bee  made  to  the  faid  Pomery  according 
to  the  order  of  the  Comiffioners  anno  51  aforfaid 

In  Anfware  to  a  Petition  of  Robert  Allin  and  John  Gager  for  Reparation  of  Da- 
mages done  them  amongft  their  fwine  by  the  Pequotts  vnder  Robin 

The  Comiffioners  doe  declare  and  order  that  henceforth  if  any  damage  ffialbee 
done  to  the  Englifh  by  any  of  the  faid  Pequotts  Satisfaction  ffialbee  made  by  the 
whole  companie  and  the  partie  and  parties  that  did  the  wronge  deliuered  vp  to  the 
party  damnifyed  that  foe  hee  may  Recouer  his  Right  from  him  or  them  in  an  orderly 
way  ;  and  for  the  damage  paft  confidering  that  Robin  hath  deliuered  in  the  names 
of  thofe  "that  they  are  enformed  did  the  damage  mod  of  which  hee  faith  was  Vncas 
his  men  ;  and  doth  Hue  vnder  him  The  Comiffioners  Judge  meet  that  Vncas  and 
Robin  ffiall  deliuer  into  the  hands  of  the  faid  Robert  Allin  and  John  Gager  the 
parties  vnder  each  of  theire  power  that  did  the  Injury  to  bee  difpofed  of  by  them 
till  equall  Satisfaction  bee  made  according  to  the  fentance  of  the  Court  vnleffe  by- 
Review  or  appeall  to  the  Generall  Court  of  Conecticott  they  Reverfe  the  Judg- 
ment 

And  wheras  there  is  feuerall  other  complaints  made  againft  the  Pequotts  by  Wil- 
lam  Meeds  James  Morgan  Leiftenant  Smith  Junr.  &c.  wee  thinke  thofe  matters  doe 
more  properly  belonge  to  the  Court  of  Conecticott  whom  wee  prefume  will  doe 
them  Right  ;  nor  are  all  the  euidencies  about  the  fails  clearly  and  authentically  giu- 
en  in  to  direct  and  prepare  for  a  Juft  fentance  ; 

In  anfware  to  a  Petition  of  Robert  Affiley  of  Springftild  for  Satisfaction  fcr  a 
horfe  killtd  by  a  Nepamett  Indian  the  lad:  yeare  The  Comiffioners  being  Informed 
by  Mr.  Pir.chon  that  the  faid  Indian  hueth  att  Quabage  vnder  the  Sachem  Anncack- 
amor  doth  thinke  twenty  pounds  mould  bee  demaunded  of  the  faid  Sachem  or  the 
man  that  killed  the  horfe  to  bee  deliuered  into  the  hands  of  the  faid  Affiley  to  bee 
by  him  drfpofed  of  as  hee  fees  caufe  Mr.  Pinchon  is  dcfired  to  take  care  that  Sa- 
tisfaction bee  demaunded  and  the  partie  cccured  if  there  bee  opperrunkie  which  if 
hee  cannot  attaine  wee  defire  the  Mafiachufetts  gouerment  to  eiTect  the  fame  as  they 
Hull  fee  c.uifc  ;  and  doe  propound  to  the  ccmffileration  of  all  the  Generall  Courts  to 

make 
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make  fame  law   or  prouifion  again  it  any  Indians  that  wilfully  and  carelefsly  kill  any 
horfe  belonging  to  the  Englifh  of  any  of  the  vnited  Collonies  ; 

The  Pequott  Indians  being  demaunded  why  they  payed  not  the  Tribute  according 
to  order  ;  Robin  with  them  vnder  him  anfwared  and  complained  that  fundry  of 
thofe  Indians  comitted  to  his  charge  were  flout  againfl  him  both  in  point  of  paying 
of  Tribute  feafonably  ;  as  alfoe  in  Reference  of  that  Subjection  to  him  jn  obferv- 
ance  of  the  orders  giuen  them  in  charge  ;  The  Comiffioners  (hewed  theire  difplea- 
fure  againfl:  the  faid  Pequotts  for  fuch  mifcarriages  ;  and  tould  them  they  mufl  take 
courfe  to  Punifh  thofe  Diforders  ;  Whervpon  one  of  them  tendered  a  parcel!  of  bad 
Wampam  though  not  the  full  fume  which  the  Comiffioners  tooke  as  an  affront  or 
flighting  of  theire  authoritie  over  them  and  did  therfore  comitt  two  of  them  to  pri- 
fon  vntill  the  whole  fume  bee  payed  for  that  Company  and  likewife  one  of  them 
had  gone  forth  to  the  Affifling  of  Vncas  againfl  the  Pocomtucke  Indians  this  Sum- 
mer ;  they  alfoe  comited  him  to  prifon  during  the  pleafure  of  the  Comiffioners  and 
for  Cafhawafhettt  Tumfquafh  and  Cacufhett  whoe  haue  not  foe  much  as  made  theire 
appeerance  att  this  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  nor  none  of  that  Companie  ate 
Patuckett ;  nor  fent  in  theire  Tribute  The  Comiffioners  ordered  each  of  them  to 
pay  ten  fathom  of  wampam ;  And  wheras  feuerall  of  the  faid  Pequots  haue  engag- 
ed in  th^  late  w^rr  without  order  viz  ;  Abbachickwood  Cawfafhawant  Weefawa- 
wickes  Nahanawgwell  Tomegefmee  Maneefhamague  Wooteechem  Sawbontwofee- 
cike  The  Comiffioners  haue  adjudged  them  to  pay  fix  fathom  of  wampam  a  per- 
fon  ;  all  which  formencioned  fumes  together  with  the  Tribute  vnpayed  are  to  bee 
collected  and  diflrained  by  Thomas  Stanton  with  die  healp  of  the  Conflables  of  New 
London  and  Southertowne  in  cafe  there  bee  need 

Vpon  the  14th  of  this  Inflant  Cuchamaquen  brought  in  feauenty  eight  fathom  of 
tribute  for  the  Pequots  vnder  Robin  which  was  receiued  and  the  prifoners  releafrd 
and  Tumfquafh  brought  in  fifty  fathom  for  the  Pequots  vnder  Cawfhawafhett  and 
hi mfelfe  being  ficke  excufing  theire  non  payment  by  their  ficknes  and  flubomes  of 
fome  Indians  and  that  they  were  afhamed  to  appeer  before  the  Comiffioners  with 
fuch  flight  excufes  ;  and  defired  that  they  might  bee  affifted  by  fome  Englifh  to  c  I- 
lecT:  the  tribute  and  order  the  Pequots  for  the  future  ;  and  that  theire  fines  for  theire 
neglect  might  bee  forgiuen  them  which  was  graunted  by  the  Comiffioners  and  theire 
tribute  accepted  and  they  were  ordered  to  pay  the  Remainder  to  Thomas  Stantoa 
viz.  CuLwafhett  twenty  fcur  fathom  and  Robin  two  fathom  ; 

The  whole  account  of  wampam  brought  in:  from  long  Ifland  forty  fathom  Ro- 
bin   feauenty  eight  fathom  Caihawafhett  fifty  fathom  ;   in  all   one  hundred  and  fi:,ry 
eight  fathom  wherof  eighty  fathom  was  deliuered  to  Thomas  Stanton  for  his  fallary  ; 
The  remainder  viz.  eighty  and  eight  fathom  was  left  with  Mr.  Talcott  vpon  ac- 
count CaufhcGnamon  and  Caulb.awelh.ett  with  theire  affiftants  were  ordered  to  Contl- 
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new  in  theire  refpettiue  Gouerments  according  to  orders  formerly  giuen  them  ; 
and  Capt.  Denifon  Leift :  Smith  Thomas  Stanton  and  the  Conftables  of  New  Lon- 
don and  Southertowne  or  any  three  of  them  are  impowered  to  aflift  them ;  and 
wheras  the  ComhTioners  were  enformed  that  there  were  many  more  Pequotts  vnder 
Robin  and  Cafhawafhett  then  they  would  owne  or  had  brought  Tribute  for  ;  Mr. 
Tompfon  and  Thomas  Stanton  were  requefted  to  ferch  out  the  truth  therof  and  fend 
a  lift  of  all  theire  names  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comiflioners  ;  and  the  faid  Indian 
Gouernors  were  enjoyned  as  formerly  to  pay  their  tribute  to  Thomas  Stanton  three 
monthes  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Comiflioners  ; 

For  the  Incurragement  of  the  Indians  att  Wethersfeild  that  attend  Mr.  Peirfon 
and  refraine  from  Pawaueing  and  from  labour  on  the  lordfday  Mr.  Vftier  was  order- 
ed to  deliuer  to  Mr.  Wells  deputie  Gouernor  of  Conetticott  fix  yards  of  Trading 
cloth  to  bee  deftributed  to  the  principall  Indians  amongft  them. 

The  Comiflioners  haueing  formerly  ordered  the  Podunck  Indians  to  returne  to 
theire  place  and  finding  a  willingnes  in  them  foe  to  doe  ;  they  think  it  uery  equall 
that  the  court  of  Cone&icott  fliould  take  a  fpeedy  and  effe&uall  courfe  to  remoue 
all  fuch  vnderhand  dealing  either  by  Englifli  or  Indians  that  any  way  hinders  them 
att  prefent  from  injoying  theire  juft  rights 

Mr.  Brewfter  complaining  of  great  wrong  done  him  by  the  Indians  that  befeiged 
Vncas  by  their  forcable  attempting  to  enter  his  houfe  and  fheire  violent  intrufion  and 
taking  away  fome  goods  and  ftealing  his  come  ;  The  Comiflioners  ordered  they 
fliould  pay  him  for  his  damages  forty  fathom  of  wampam  viz  :  the  Tumkis  Indians 
ten  fathoms  which  they  prefently  payed  ;  The  Pocomtucke  Indians  fifteen  fathoms 
and  the  Narraganfetts  fifteen  fathoms  for  the  recouery  wherof  if  the  faid  Indians  ftiall 
Refufe  to  pay  The  Comiflioners  will  take  care  that  the  mofl  conuenient  meanes 
fhalbee  vfed  ;  and  wheras  Mr.  Brewfter  further  complaineth  that  fom  Narraganfett 
Indians  the  laft  fpring  did  aflault  and  kill  a  Mohegen  Indian  imployed  in  his  feruice 
and  flying  to  Miltris  Brewfter  for  fuccor  ;  yett  they  violently  tooke  him  from  her 
and  fliott  him  by  her  fide  to  her  great  affrightment  ;  which  the  Comiflioners  refent 
as  an  intolerable  and  impudent  mifcarriage  and  doe  expert  for  fatisfartion  eighty  fa- 
thom of  wampam  which  they  defire  Major  Atherton  in  the  name  of  the  Comiflioners 
to  let  them  know  and  require  the  fame  ;  and  alfoe  the  fifteen  fathom  of  wampam 
aforfaid  ;  and  to  make  knowne  vnto  them  the  orders  and  conclufions  of  the  Comifli- 
oners for  the  fecuritie  and  indamageing  of  the  Englifli  in  the  times  of  theire  warr 
and  quarrells  one  with  another  as  thofe  orders  fent  by  Thomas  Stanton  to  Pocom- 
tucke from  this  meeting  which  are  vpon  record  ;  which  wee  fliall  expert  and  require 
a  dilligent  obferuance  of;  as  from  all  other  Sachems  in  friendfliip  with  vs  ;  and 
Mr.  Pinchon  is  defired  to  let  the  Pocomtucke  Sachems  know  that  the  Comiflioners 
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expeft  and  require  the  fifteen  fathom  of  wampam  to  fatisfy  for  the  damages  done  to 
Mr.  Brewfter 

The  Comiffioners  being  informed  by  a  letter  from  the  Prefedent  of  harvard  Col- 
ledge  that  John  Stanton  vpon  whome  a  confiderable  fume  of  the  Indian  ftocke  hath 
bin  expended  to  fitt  him  for  future  feruice  amongfl  the  Indians  doth  greatly  negleft 
his  fluddy  and  hath  Comitted  many  other  mifdemenors  thought  meet  to  write  to  him 
as  followeth  ; 

John  Stanton  wee  haue  receiued  information  from  Mr.  Chauncye  of  youer  intol- 
lerable  negligence  in  youer  ftuJdyes  and  of  feuerall  mifcarriages  which  may  not  bee 
borne ;  It  cannot  but  bee  greivious  to  reap  fuch  fruites  of  all  the  coft  beflowed 
when  wee  juflly  haue  expe&ed  a  more  hopefuil  harveft ;  If  the  honor  of  God  and 
youer  owne  good  had  not  bine  fufficient  motiues  ta  a  better  choife  yett  the  feare  of 
offending  vs  of  grieving  youer  parents  and  ruining  youerfelfe  might  haue  prevailed 
with  you  ;  we  fhall  not  anfware  our  truft  to  bee  att  any  further  charge  vpon  an 
account  foe  hopelefs  ;  yett  vpon  the  intreaty  of  youer  father  wee  (hall  make  a  trvall 
whether  you  will  improue  youer  oppertunitie  and  by  changing  youer  courfe  giue  vs 
Incurragement  to  bee  att  further  charge  for  youer  further  education  ;  and  haue  left 
it  to  the  Comiffioners  of  the  MafTachufetts  to  difpofe  of  you  as  they  fhall  fee  caufe  to 
whome  wet  expeft  you  fhould  apply  youer  felfe  and  attend  theire  order

The  Comiffioners  of  Cone&icott  earneftly  requefted  a  review  of  the  cafe  refpecl- 
ing  Miflick  and  Patucket  in  the  Pequott  Countrey  alledging  that  they  had  new  and 
juft  plea  for  for  the  reviewing  of  the  Determination  made  therin  the  lafl  yeare  att 
Boflon  after  fome  agitation  abont  the  fame  Major  Mafon  agent  by  appointment  of 
theire  generall  Court  prefented  this  enfueing  paper 

Wee  claime  by  Patent  Conqueft  poffeffion  and  allowance  by  the  Comiffioners  when 
queftioned  alfoe  the  confideration  our  Pattent  hath  bin  formerly  approued  the  coppy 
of  it  haueing  bin  feen  and  allowed  att  the  confederation  and  att  other  times ;  as  hath 
bin  affeirmed  by  the  Comiffioners  of  Cone&icott  att  the  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners 
att  Plymouth  the  7th  of  the  feauenth  month  1648  ;  and  againe  att  the  meeting  of 
the  faid  Comiffioners  att  Plymouth  the  7th  of  the  7th  (48)  befides  the  lords  the  pro- 
priators  of  Seabrook  Fort  were  not  att  that  great  charge  and  expence  of  att  leafl 
fix  thoufand  pounds  with  Intent  to  bee  confined  to  a  fmall  Traft  of  land  about  the 
fort  but  did  intend  the  poffeffion  of  the  Countrey  Round  about  as  all  the  other  Collo- 
nies haue  done ;  and  haue  not  onely  patent  but  by  poffeffion  by  theire  fort ;  but  had 
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certinly  pofleftion  of  the  Pequott  Countrey  before  the  Pequctt  warr  ;  none  protefting 
againft  them  ;  The  Pequotts  being  ftirred  and  prouocked  by  forces  fent  from  the 
Maflachufetts  fell  vpon  vs  frequently  inuadeing  our  quarters,  killing  many  of  our 
people  in  fpeciall  that  bloody  mafTacar  att  Wethersfeild ;  wee  were  Conflreined  not- 
withftanding  our  great  weaknes  to  improue  our  vtmoft  Indeauors  to  aduenture  our 
felues  vpon  the  feruice  ;  God  fucceeding  vs  in  our  vndertakeing  were  enabled  and 
did  expell  the  body  of  the  enimie  out  of  their  countrey  without  the  aftiftance  or 
charge  of  the  Maflachufetts  ;  neither  did  wee  euer  afterward  fend  for  healp  or  adnife 
to  the  Maflachufetts ; 

i.  Wee  aflifted  with  forty  men  in  perfuite  of  the  enemie  ;  when  the  enemie  Re- 
turned to  the  Pequotts  Countrey  wee  beat  them  out  vpon  our  owne  account  without 
any  addrefle  to  the  Maflachufetts ; 

2.  Wee  difpofed  the  Remaining  Pequotts  to  Miantanimo  and  Vncas  ;  prohibiting 
them  to  inhabite  the  Pequott  Countrey  ;  not  confulting  with  the  Maflachufetts  ; 

t.  When  our  honored  Gouernor  had  Comiflion  graunted  from  the  Maflachufetts 
-to  plant  the  Pequot  Countrey  Conec"Hcott  Collonie  complained  to  the  Comiflioners 
that  plantation  by  them  was  fettled  vnder  the  Jurifdiftion  of  Conecticott  yett  our 
Plight  of  Jurifdiflion  to  the  Pequott  Countrey  was  good  before  that  acte  ;  which 
acle  of  the  ComilTioners  was  a  Declarative  of  our  former  Right  nor  can  wee  yett  fee 
how  any  afte  of  the  Comiflioners  afore  the  Confederation  can  take  away  any  right  or 
Title  which  we  had  before  without  our  coufent 

4.  Wee  are  not  able  to  fee  any  Reafon  why  our  Confederation  ftiould  breed  any 
Scruple  abottc  the  Right  and  Title  which  neuer  would  haue  bin  queftioned  had  not 
that  Confeaderation  bin;  wee  did  not  fend  to  the  Maflachufetts  Court  or  Collonie 
for  theire  Afliftance  ;  much  lefle  to  Joyne  with  them  ;  what  might  bee  by  priuate 
men  in  that  refpeel  we  know  not 

5.  The  Pequotts  were  defiToyed  and  fled  their  Countrey  before  wee  combined  with 
the  Maflachufetts  ;  what  was  done  before  they  came  there  and  our  Joyning  with  them 
was  properly  noe  parte  of  theire  warr  ;

The  anfware  of  the  ComilTioners  of  the  Maflachufetts  to  the  motion  of  the  agents 
and  ComilTioners  of  Coneclicott  for  a  Review  of  the  cafe  of  Mifticke  and  Patuckett 
determined  the  la  it  yeare  by  the  Comiflioners  att  Bofton  and  to  the  Paper  put  in  by 
them  to  the  reft  of  the  Comiflioners  ; 

Haueing  perufed  the  faid  paper  wee  fmd  noe  plea  ;  and  therfore  conceiue  that  the 
Comiflioners  will  not  fee  Reafon  to  trouble  themfcltles  with  a  caufe  formerly  deter- 
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mined  according  to  the  Articles  of  Confederation  nor  by  theire  afre  make  a  prefe- 
dent  or  lay  a  foundation  of  endles  conteftes  or  cutt  out  workes  for  future  meetinges. ; 
yett  if  the  Comiflioners  {hall  notwithftanding  take  the  cafe  into  confidcration  wee  be- 
ing furprized  and  vnprepared  muft  refer  ourfelues  to  former  pleafe  ;  wee  plead  a 
Joynt  Intereft  in  the  Pequotts  land  by  conqueft ;  They  further  pretend  Pattent  pofef- 
fion  and  allowance  of  the  Comiflioners  ;  for  theire  Pattent  wee  doe  as  alwaies  deney 
it ;  nor  can  it  euer  be  proued  they  had  any  till  it  appeer ;  the  Rule  is  fure  De  non 
aparentibus  et  non  Exiftentibus  Eadem  eft  Ratio  ;  fome  haue  affeirmed  a  Pattent ; 
wee  haue  and  doe  deny  it  ;  wee  expecT:  the  Comiflioners  will  fee  it  proued  before 
they  determine  vpon  it ;  if  any  coppy  or  paper  hath  bin  produced  it  was  onely  in  the 
Cafe  oftheRiuers  mouth  noe  lymetts  being  mencioned  "the  lords  might  hould  and 
plant  without  a  Pattent  as  Newhauen  haue  done  ;  if  they  had  a  Pattent  of  the  Riuer 
it  concludes  not  they  haue  a  Pattent  for  the  Pequott  Countrey  ;  noe  more  then  of 
Gilford  lying  as  neare  the  Riuers  mouth  as  the  lands  now  in  controuerfy  ;  for  pofef- 
flon  it  was  firft  taken  by  vs  by  building  houfes  in  Mr.  Stoughtons  time 
after  by  Mr.  Winthorp  by  comiflion  from  our  court  fettled  a  Plantation  on  Pequott 
Riuer  on  the  weft  fide ;  which  being  fome  yeares  after  queftioned  by  Ccne&icott, 
the  Comiflioners  of  the  other  Collonies  being  Judges  determined  that  place  to  be- 
longe  to  Conetticott  ;  vpon  thefe  grounds  becaufe  they  Judged  them  a  Right  by 
conqueft  and  that  there  had  bin  an  agreement  between  the  Maflachufetts  and  Conec- 
ticott  that  tlie  Pequott  Riuer  fhould  deuide  the  lands  between  Maflachufetts  and 
ConecYicott  the  Eaft  fide  to  belonge  to  the  one  and  the  weft  fide  to  the  other  ;  and 
the  plantation  being  on  the  well;  fide  could  not  bee  judged  from  Conecticott ;  wee 
ncuer  heard  of  any  other  allowance  of  the  Comiflioners ; 

Our  Intereft  by  conqueft  is  foe  vndeniable  that  our  bmheren  of  Cone&icott  yett 
liueing  cannot  but  owne  the  fame  as  fome  of  them  haue  done  before  you  ;  wee  af- 
fert  not  that  wee  did  the  moft  in  the  conquefl  ;  though  our  charge  was  treble  to  theirs 
att  leaft  our  Court  had  determined  what  force  to  raife  and  att  what  time  to  fett  out 
of  which  they  giuc  notice  as  opportunitie  ferued  to  Conecticott  vpon  occation  of  the 
Maflacar  att  Wethersfeild  which  was  fignifyed  to  vs  from  Conecticott  with  defire  of 
haftening  our  forces  ;  forty  men  were  ymediatly  difpached  which  came  to  Narragan- 
-  fett  Bay  fome  few  houers  after  the  Coneclicott  forces  were  landed  there  and  march- 
ing vpon  the  defigne  ;  to  whom  they  fignifyed  iheire  Reddines  to  accompanie  them 
after  which  the  reft  of  our  forces  ariued  in  the  Pequott  Countrey  where  and  vpon  the 
fervice  they  continewed  about  two  or  three  monthes  till  all  the  Pequotts  were  flaine 
fled  or  taken  prifoners  ;  It  cannot  appeer  that  att  that  time  there  was  any  fettled  au- 
thoritie  at  Conefticott  other  then  deriued  from  the  Maffaclmfetts  theire  principall 
men  then  liueing  in  the  bay,  an  J  the  Intereft' of  the  People  there  whom  wee  account- 
ed our  deare  bretheren  being  fufEcieiit  arguments  to  quicken  vs  to  afiift  them  ;  with- 
Vol.  II.  3-G  out 
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out  the  formalities  of  covenants  and  contracts  which  they  were  in  noe  capafitie  to 
make  ;  that  Conecticott  hath  difpofed  of  Pequotts  and  prohibited  them  to  dwell  in 
theire  conntrey  doth  not  att  all  proue  theire  fole  Right  to  theire  lands  partenors  may 
do  as  much  and  perhapes  they  haue  done  to  mutch  It  proueth  not  they  fhould  reft 
fatisfyed  with  all  they  doe  or  would  doe  ;  that  they  did  it  proueth  not  their  Right  to 
doe  it ;  vnleffe  they  would  be  judged  infallable  ;  the  Confeaderation  doth  not  pre- 
judice theire  Right  and  title  neither  doth  Conecticott  fuffer  but  are  gainers  therby  in 
this  particulare  The  Right  thay  doe  enjoy  att  Pequott  being  onely  by  the  Judgment 
of  the  Comiffioners  by  venue  of  the  Articles  which  elfe  they  could  neuer  haue  ob- 
tained Mr.  "Winthorpe  being  poffefTed  therof  in  the  behalfe  of  the  Maffachufetts  and 
himfelfe  moft  defirous  to  cohtinew  vnder  that  Gouerment :  we  can  not  Imagine  how 
Conedticott  could  haue  obtained  what  the  enjoy  there  but  by  the  healp  of  the  Confea- 
deration for  without  the  Judgment  of  the  Comiffioners  the  Maffiichufetts  would  ne- 
uer haue  yeilded  theire  Intereft  ;  and  wee  prefume  Conecticott  would  neuer  haue 
forced  them  :

In  anfware  to  the  Returne  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  MaiTachufetts  Collonie  to 
what  was  prefented  by  the  agents  of  Conecticott  Collonie  in  Reference  to  the  Dif- 
ference Refpecting  the  Right  of  Jurifdi&ion  to  the  Pequott  Countrey 

Haueing  perufed  youer  paper  you  aledge  you  find  noe  new  Plea  ;  and  to  that  wee 
conceiue  youer  felues  incompitent  Judges  ;  in  that  the  cafe  now  not  being  confined  to 
youer  owne  Apprehenfions  and  if  noe  new  plea  appeer  in  what  wee  prefent  to  them 
whoe  are  to  bee  youer  and  ouer  Judges ;  wee  hope  theire  wilbee  lefle  expence  of 
Time  in  determining  the  matter  in  controverfy  :  fome  particulares  in  youer  prologue 
wee  pas  ouer  as  lefie  neffefary  to  be  anfwared  yett  to  the  matter  of  furprizing  you 
being  vnprepared  wee  anfware  wee  can  not  foe  judge  of  you,  being  not  onely  fully 
acquainted  with  what  hath  formerly  bin  pleaded  on  youer  behalfe  as  alfoe  our  Infor- 
mation fent  downe  into  the  Bay  for  that  purpofe  that  you  might  prepare  youer  felues 
To  what  is  aledged  reflecting  our  Pattern  wee  Reply  wee  can  not  but  apprehend  a 
new  plea  prefented  refpecting  our  Pattent,  for  wee  plead  the  full  confeirmation  of 
©urPattent  by  the  Comiffioners  out  of  theire  owne  Records  which  may  bee  feen  in  theire 
aftes  att  Plymouth  September  the  fixt  fixteen  hundred  and  forty  eight  which  was  not 

produced 
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produced  before,  nor  taken  notice  of  by  the  Comiffioners  the  laft  yeare,  therefore 
feafonable  to  be  taken  notice  of  now  :  And  conceiue  that  as  to  this  there  is  as  much 
as  if  wee  had  our  Pattent  now  to  produce  ; 

2.  You  mencion  a  pofeffion  houfe  which  houfe  was  not  in  the  Pequott  Countrey 
being  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  Riuer,  and  againe  deferted  and  raoft  of  it  carryed  away 
by  youer  felues  before  any  Englifti  againe  poffeffed  it :  ■ 

3.  You  mencion  Mr.  Winthropes  fettleing  of  a  plantation  by  comiffion  from  the 
Maffachufetts  ;  Reply  Mr.  Winthrope  fettled  his  plantation  on  both  fides  the  Riuer 
and  layed  out  the  bounds  as  farr  as  Patuckett  which  plantation  the  Comiffioners  haue 
yeilded  to  belonge  to  the  Jurifdi£tion  of  Conne&icott 

4.  Wee  are  altogether  ignorant  that  any  of  ours  haue  enformed  youerfelues  and 
others  of  any  Right  the  Maffachufetts  haue  by  way  of  conqueft  to  the  Pequott 
Countrey,  RefpecYing  youer  forces  raifed  and  to  what  purpofe  Refpetting  our  aide 
and  affiftance  in  the  feafon  of  our  need  and  extreamities  was  altogether  vnknowne  to 
vs  :  Wheras  you  menfion  4®  men  whoe  came  to  Narraganfett  Bay  fome  few  houers 
&c.  wee  fay  that  after  wee  had  bine  two  or  three  dayes  in  the  Narraganfett  Coun- 
trey an  Indian  informed  vs  that  if  wee  tarryed  two  dayes  more  fome  Maffachufetts 
men  that  were  thirty  miles  of  would  bee  with  vs  as  hee  thought  but  they  neuer  came 
to  ouer  affiftance,  and  when  the  worke  was  ouer  att  Mifticke  Fort  wee  mett  with 
them  att  Monhege  Riuer  defireing  releife  from  them,  they  deferted  refufeing  to  af- 
ford any  Releife  defireing  our  affiftance  with  them  againft  the  blocke  Ilanders,  wee 
neuer  vnderftanding  any  order  they  had  to  affift  vs  the  remainder  of  youer  Forces 
ariued  in  Pequott  Riuer  feuerall  daies  after  the  Pequotts  were  fled  theire  countrey  ; 
our  planting  att  Cone&icott  was  carryed  on  by  authoritie  from  the  Pattentees  of 
New  England,  and  by  the  Maffachufetts  onely  by  aduife  ;  wee  had  fuch  amongft  vs 
in  prefent  Gouerment  att  Conefticott  whoe  were  owned  by  vs  without  any  reference 
to  the  bay  vnder  whom  wee  acted  and  whofe  Comiffioners  wee  owned  and  attended 
not  as  deriued  from  the  Maffachufetts  nor  vnder  any  engagement  to  render  any  ac- 
count to  the  Bay. 

For  the  difpofing  of  the  Pequotts  and  prohibiteing  them  their  countrey  wee  owne 
wee  did  it ;  and  further  did  difpofeffe  and  driue  them  out  againe  when  Reinhabited  ; 
neither  did  wee  euer  Render  nor  the  bay  Require  a  Reafon  for  our  foe  acting;  nor  did 
wee  feek  affiftance  from  the  bay  or  Concufrance  heerin  which  in  partenorfhip  wee 
fhould  haue  done  ;  and  you  (noe  doubt)  would  haue  expected  and  Required  ;  nei- 
ther was  ther  any  Difburfment  by  the  bay  and  Cone&icott  in  a  Joynt  way  brought  to 
account  in  way  of  Partenorfhip  which  wee  had  done  too  much  or  noe  it  Reftes.  to 
Judgment ;  if  to  much  our  (hare  is  the  greater  ;  wee  cannot  Concurr  otherwife  ;  but 
graunt  what  you  fay  that  Confederation  doth  not  prejudice  our  Right  and  Title  but 
iliould  ftrengthen  it,  nor  yett  doe  wee  Conceiue  that  Judgment  of  the  Comiffioners 
»  3  Gj  gaue 
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gaue  vs  any  Right  and  Title  but  that  wheron  they  grounded  their  determination  ; 
they  perceiueing  good  euidence  could  doe  noe  leffe  then  to  declare  as  they  had  done  ; 
and  wee  cannot  but  Judge  that  the  Comiffioners  Confederation  by  Chriftianity  and 
Morrallitie  would  haue  bin  foe  preuailing  with  our  brethern  artd  frinds  as  to  have 
yeilded  vnto  what  wee  had  Right  and  Interefl:  into  without  further  cogent  arguments 
forceing  and  compeling  them  thervnto  ;  which  expreffiones  wee  apprehend  might 
well  haue  bin  fpared;  onely  they  fome  what  fuite  the  age  of  the  world  in  which  wee 
Hue  ; 

Againe  wee  mull  difowne  fending  to  the  Maffachufetts  for  affiftance  nor  did  wee 
euer  Confederate  with  them  vntill  the  Pequotts  were  beaten  out  of  theire  Countrey  ; 
if  the  Englifh  fhould  haue  beaten  the  Flemines  out  of  Flanders  they  fly  into  another 
dominion  ;  if  the  French  ihould  there  meet  the  Englifh  and  Joyne  with  the  Englifh 
to  purfue  the  Flemines  would  that  giue  the  French  a  Right  to  Flanders  ;

Haueing  in  our  former  paper  made  foe  foil  an  anfware  to  all  the  pleas  of  Conefti- 
cott  wee  thinke  it  a  vaine  expence  of  time  to  multiply  words  to  encreafe  flrife ;  theire 
pleas  haue  bine  theire  Pattent  and  Conquefl ;  yett  are  aledged  to  bee  new  becaufe 
they  fay  they  bring  a  new  Teftimony  from  the  Comiffioners  aftcs  att  Plymouth  to 
proue  theire  Pattent  ;  firft  if  the  Comiffioners  Judgments  be  Infallible  why  doe  they 
Goe  about  to  Review  theire  Determinations  the  laft  yeare  ; 

2.  The  Comiffioners  fay  not  whoe  faw  or  owned  that  Pattern  and  vpon  what 
©ccation 

3.  They  fay  not  what  were  the  bounds  of  that  Pattent  (which  is  the  prefcnt  con- 
troverfy)  nor  to  whom  it  belonged  ;  what  they  fay  is  onely  in,  Reference  to  Saybrooke 
which  is  not  now  queftioned  ; 

Wee  deney  not  to  Cone&icott  a  Joynt  Interefl  by  conquefl  ;  wee  are  confident 
Ingenuitie  will  not  deney  vs  the  like  Right  1  and  the  Comiffioners  heard  the  kifl  yeare 
from  fome  of  the  parties  Imployed  what  was  done  by  ours  ;  if  the  Inflruments  fhould 
not  agree  in  theire  Relations  yett  the  principalis  fhould  doe  better  to  attend  Abra-

The  quarrell  with  the  Pequotts  was  ours  originally  which  was  firfl  procecuted  by 
ts  as  oppertunitie  prefented  \  takeing  ourfelues  engaged  thervnto  not  onely  for  our 
owne  defence  but  for  the  defence  of  all  the  Englifh  ;  neither  did  wee  looke  art  Cc- 

nefticota 
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ne&icott  as  deuided  from  vs  in  Intereft  if  in  Gonerment ;  wee  ftill  affeirme  as  it  hath 
bine  heer  owned  that  wee  were  follifited  from  Conecticott  to  haflen  our  forces  and  that 
40  men  vnder  Captaine  Patricke  were  fent  vpon  that  account  to  the  Pequott  countrey 
and  not  to  block  Hand;  neither  can  wee  belieue  hee  did  defire  affi'tance  from  Conec- 
ticort  to  Invade  the  blocke  Ilanders  which  with  the  former  parte  of  that  Relation  is 
full  of  miftakes  but  wee  forbeare  ;  what  Influence  Mr.  Stoughton  had  in  difpofing 
the  Pequotts  Impofing  Tributes  Sec.  wilbee  made  appeer  though  it  feeme  now  to  bee 
forgotten  ;  notwithftanding  the  fame  was  done  by  him  and  Mr.  Haines  and  the  Reft 
heer  att  Hartford  after  the  end  of  the  fervice  and  before  the  Returne  of  our  forces ; 
when  wee  fay  Conedticott  enjoyes  the  Towne  of  New  London  by  the  agreement  of 
the  Comiffioners  and  could  not  othcrwife  haue  obtained  it  wee  Intend  not  that  they 
fhould  haue  any  Right  in  the  Pequott  Countrey  but  onely  in  that  place  as  being  Po- 
feffed  by  the  Maflacbufetts  ;  the  Iufuce  of  the  Maflfachufetts  would  haue  yeilded 
them  theire  Right  in  other  Pequott  lands  vnpofefTed  ;  but  they  are  not  fatisfyed  vn- 
leffe  they  may  haue  all  which  the  MafTachufetts  can  neuer  yeild,  and  wonder  they 
fhould  defire  ;

Thomas  Stanton  being  Returned  from  Pocomtucke  deliuered  the  Sachems  Returne 
to  our  Meffage  in  writing  ; 

The  old  League  of  frindfhip  betwixt  the  Englilh  and  ourfelues  wee  are  Refolued 
to  keep  ;  wee  can  not  charge  the  Englilh  of  doeing  vs  any  wronge  though  our  peo- 
ple haue  mett  with  fome  particulare  abufes ;  though  wee  know  they  are  not  counte- 
nanced by  the  Gouernors  for  foe  doeing  ;  alfoe  fome  of  our  men  that  are  younge 
and  follifti  may  haue  done  fome  particulare  wrong  to  the  Englilh  5  this  mould  not 
break  the  league  betwixt  vs  and  the  Englifli  feeing  wee  doe  not  countenance  our  men 
for  foe  doeing  ;  as  for  Mr.  Brewfters  houfe  wee  had  Information  that  twenty  of  our 
enimies  were  gotten  in  there ;  and  that  they  did  furnifli  Vncas  with  Guns  powder  and 
fliott ;  as  Mr.  Tompfon  did,  as  the  two  woemen  did  Relate  to  vs  when  they  came  out 
of  the  Fort  to  vs  >  the  two  men  fliott  att  vs  from  the  other  fide  of  the  Riuer  ;  wher- 
vpon  our  young  men  went  over  ;  and  not  finding  them  concluded  they  were  Return-

may  know  them ;  as  a  white  cloth  in  theire  locke  and  they  giueing  vs  theire 
names  wherby  wee  may  know  they  are  not  fuch  mohegeas  that  fight  againft  vs  ; 

As  for  the  Bufines  of  the  mares  you  may  haue  them  what  was  faid  againft  vs  about 
them  was  out  of  miflake  for  they  vnderflaod  not  vs  nor  wee  them  as  it  is  vfuall  for 
the  Englifh  to  fpeake  much  to  vs  that  come  though  they  vnderitand  little;  what  goods 
of  the  Englifh  that  were  flollen  out  of  Mr.  Brewfters  houfe  was  Returned  againe 
with  a  Reproffe  to  my  men  for  that  attempt  and  mifcarriage  of  thinges  for  acting 
without  my  priuitie  ;  like  madd  men  ;  and  therfore  as  a  yeare  fince  att  Nianticke 
when  fom  damage  was  done  to  fome  wheat  by  our  mens  trampleing  vpon  it  ;  wee 
made  fatisfaction  to  the  full  of  the  Englilhes  demaunds  foe  (hall  wee  doe  for  the  fu- 
ture when  wee  fhalbee  giuen  to  underftand  what  is  Iufl  to  bee  done  by  vs  ;  and  alfoe 
for  any  wronge  done  to  Mr.  Brewfter  ;  but  for  prefent  wee  are  Ignorant ;  wee  defire 
the  Englilh  Sachems  not  to  perfwade  vs  to  a  peace  with  Vncas  for  though  hee  pro- 
mifeth  much  yett  hee  will  performe  nothinge  ;  wee  haue  experience  of  his  falcenes  ;

YOUERS  of  the  feauenth  of  September  1659  wee  haue  receiued  with  an  account 
of  youer  diiburfments  for  the  yeare  part  as  alfoe  youer  two  bills  of  exchange  drawne 
vpon  vs  the  one  to  pay  vnto  Mr.  John  Harwood  for  the  vfe  of  hezekiah  Vrtier 
the  fume  of  eight  hundred  pounds  being  for  the  like  fume  the  faid  Mr.  Vrtier 
is  to  pay  vnto  youer  felues  there  ;  and  the  other  bill  is  to  pay  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Mayhew  junr.  or  his  affignes  the  fume  of  thirty  pounds  which  according  to  youer 
aduife  and  contents  of  the  faid  bills  is  currently  payed  vnto  him  ;  not  doubting  of 
■  youer.  carfull  improueing  and  manageing  of  the  fame  for  the  beft  aduantage  of  the 
work  ;  wee  are  well  fatisfyed  in  the  ten  pounds  allowed  towards  Miftris  Mayhewes 
Reliefe  ;  and  alfoe  with  the  refpeft  you  haue  (hewed  her  eldeft  fon  for  his  fathers

made  att  the  Vniuerfity  defiring  that  fuch  care  may  bee  taken  by  thofe  vnder  whofe 
Gouerment  and  teutering  they  are  as  they  do  not  forget  theire  owne  natiue  language 
becaufe  of  the  hopes  wee  haue  that  God  may  make  them  Inftrumentall  of  much  good 
to  theire  poor  bretheren  j  But  it  is  wondered  by  fome  heer  that  in  all  this  time  there  are 
noe  more  in  regard  it  appeers  by  the  account  fent  that  there  are  about  twenty 
teachers  vnder  fallary ;  wee  defire  therfore  that  fmce  our  bookes  accounts  and  ac- 
tions haue  bine  lately  Infpefted  by  Sion  Colledge  as  formerly  by  the  councell  of  Hate 
and  are  expofed  to  the  view  of  the  nation  you  would  pleafe  to  bee  more  particulare 
in  youer  next  accounts  ;  which  wee  hope  will  giue  publicke  fatisfa&ion  ;  conferning 
youer  printing  the  New  Teftament  in  the  Iudian  language  a  meet  wherof  you  haue 
tranfmitted  to  vs ;  wee  concurr  with  youer  felues  therin  ;  and  doe  approue  of  that 
prouifion  you  haue  made  for  printing  the  fame  conceiueing  and  offering  as  our  judg- 
ments that  it  is  better  to  print  fifteen  hundred  then  but  a  thoufand  ;  hopeing  that  by 
incurragement  from  Sion  Collidge  with  whom  wee  haue  had  late  conference  you 
may  bee  enabled  to  print  fifteen  hundred  of  the  ould  Teftament  likewife  ;  knowing 
that  the  foundation  of  true  religion  is  from  the  bible  the  ould  and  new  Teftament 
and  that  the  furtherance  therof  is  of  principle  confernment  ;  and  further  confidering 
the  mutablenes  of  the  times  and  the  Hues  ,of  thofe  whofe  hartes  are  ftired  vp  in  that 
worke  efpecially  Mr.  Elliott  whoe  wee  heare  hath  tranflated  the  whole  bible  into  the 
Indian  language  ;  wee  haue  out  of  our  defire  to  further  a  worke  of  foe  great  confern- 
ment haueing  hopes  that  fomthinge  wilbee  collected  in  particulare  with  Relation  to 
the  printing  of  the  ould  Teftament  agreed  with  an  able  Printer  for  three  yeares  vp- 
on  the  tcarmes  and  conditions  enclofed  and  vnderftanding  by  Mr.  Vftiers  agent  that 
there  is  nothing  wanting  except  paper  wee  haue  fent  an  hundred  and  four  reames  of 
euery  fume  the  fheet  that  is  now  fent  ouer  to  vs  is  of  ;  That  foe  there  might  bee  no- 
thinge  to  hinder  the  difpatch  of  the  whole  bible  hopeing  that  both  preffes  being  im- 
ployed  and  all  other  bufines  layed  afide  that  might  hinder  it  there  wilbee  a  happy 
progreffe  made  by  the  returne  of  the  next  ftiipps  which  may  much  further  contribu- 
tion with  relation  to  it ;  and  although  wee  haue  by  our  former  letters  defired  that  for 
the  reafons  therin  mencioned  the  fume  of  fine  hundred  pounds  per  annum  onely  may 
bee  charged  on  vs  yett  with  refpecl:  to  youer  prefent  imergencies  in  relation  to  the 
printing  of  the  New  Teftament :  wee  haue  bine  willing  to  comply  with  youer  defires 
in  paying  the  bill  of  eight  hundred  pounds  this  yeare  drawne  on  vs  ;  which  wee  hope 
together  with  the  one  hundred  twenty  fiue  pounds  twelue  fhillings  and  ten  pence 
remaining  of  the  ftocke  in  Mr.  Vftiers  hands  will  more  then  finifli  the  worke  of  print- 
ing the  fame  ;  wee  thought  good  to  print  the  Indians  confeftioas  lately  fent  ouer  to 
ys  ;  and  haue  fent  you  an  hundred  and  fifty  of  them  ;  wherof  fifty  wee  defire  may  bee 
giuen  to  Mr.  Elliott  and  the  reft  to  bee  difpofed  of  as  you  thinke  meet ;  Wee  defire 
to  know  how  many  Indian  children  are  vnder  tuterage  ;  and  to  what  fcoolmafters  they 
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pemine  and  what  profficiency  they  haue  made  in  learning  or  in  what  capafities  they 
a&e  or  are  trained  vp  in  and  whether  they  all  fpeake  the  fame  language  :  if  not  att 
what  diftance  they  differ  from  fpeaking  one  and  the  fame  language  :  wee  vnderftand 
by  youer  laft  of  an  agreement  made  with  Mr.  Vfher  to  allow  fix  pounds  per  cente  for 
what  moneyes  hee  payes  by  youer  order  which  giues  vs  occation  to  lett  you  vnder- 
ftand that  ouertures  and  endeauors  are  made  by  fome  in  New  England  and  alfoe 
heer  to  ferue  the  Corporation  whoe  by  the  exchange  of  the  moneyes  Remitted  by 
vs  thither  will  uery  much  aduance  the  accoumpt  to  the  promoting  of  the  Indian 
worke  :  and  therfore  as  a  duty  incombent  on  vs  heerin  doe  thinke  fitt  to  acquaint  you 
heenvith  Jefireing  that  in  purfuance  thereof  you  would  aduife  with  fuch  perfons  there

WEE  Receiued  youers  of  the  2 3th  of  Aprill  (60)  by  which  wee  vnderftand  you 
haue  difcharged  the  bills  of  thirty  pounds  to  Mr.  Mayhew  and  eight  hundred  for 
the  vfe  of  Mr.  Vlher  vpon  our  account  which  wee  mall  endeauor  to  Improue  for  the 
advantage  of  the  worke  according  to  the  beft  of  our  fkill  and  the  truft.  comitted  to 
vs  though  perhapes  not  to  the  full  Satisfa&ion  of  all  perfons ;  yett  wee  hope  to 
youer  acceptance  whoe  labour  with  vs  in  the  fame  feruice  ;  and  are  alike  obnoxi- 
ous to  the  various  conceptions  of  men  ;  the  Remotenes  of  our  meeting  (being  att 
Newhaven)  from  the  perfons  mofl  Imployed  in  this  worke  whoe  onely  are  able  to 
anfware  fome  particulares  mull  excufe  vs  if  wee  Satisfy  not  youer  Defires  att  large  ; 
yett  that  wee  might  not  bee  wanting  wee  haue  written  to  Mr.  Elliott  to  enforme  you 
what  Scoolmafters  hee  Imployes  in  what  places  and  what  and  how  many  children  are 
taught  together  with  theire  proficiency;  in  Generall  wee  haue  bin  enformed  that 
about  one  hundred  of  Mr.  Elliotts  Indians  can  read  in  the  bible  and  many  other 
about  Plymouth  Martins  vinyards  and  other  places  ;  one  of  the  Indian  youthes  att 
Cambridge  died  this  fummer  the  other  foure  proceed  in  theire  learning  to  very  good 
Incurragement  as  wee  are  informed  from  thence  by  Mr.  Danford  with  whom  they 
Sojourned  ;  two  youthes  at  Roxburry  that  were  Inifiated  with  Mr.  Wells  died  alibe 
this  Summer  in  which  hath  bine  much  mortallitie  amonglt  the  Indians ;  the  other  two 
are  yett  with  him  ;  thefe  are  all  which  att  the  prefent  are  maintained  att  our  charge ; 
whoe  haue  foe  much  exercife  of  theire  own  language  as  there  is  noe  feare  or  dan- 
ger of  theire  forgiting  of  it ;  which  Generall  through  out  the  Countrey  where  the 
Englifli'haue  to  doe  is  the  fame  ;  though  differing  in  DialecT: ;  yett  foe  as  the  Na- 
tiues  well  vnderfland  and  conuerfe  one  with  another ;  Wee  Receiued  from  Mr. 
Mayhew  an  Incurrageing  account  of  the  progreffe  of  the  Gofpell  among  the  Na- 
tiues  of  the  vinyards  ;  whoe  liueing  in  feuerall  villages  and  amongfl;  them  fome  Pagans 
haue  very  lately  folemly  Renewed  their  couenant  to  owne  and  ferue  the  Lord  by  a 
publicke  profeflion  of  theire  faith  and  knowlidg  wherof  hee  Was  a  witnes  ;  hee  alfoe 
enformes  vs  of  the  low  and  poor  eftate  of  his  fons  widdow  ;  ahd  follicitts  vs  for  a 
continuance  of  Releife  during  her  widdowhood  ;  which  Avee  being  Ineurraged  by 
youer  approbation  the  laft  yeare  haue  continewed  alfoe  this  yeare  vpon  the  like  ac- 
count of  gratitude  to  the  father  whoe  fowed  the  feed  in  that  Hand  the  fruite 
wherof  is  now  feen  wee  yett  continew  the  charge  of  educating  his  elded  fon  about 
twelue  yeares  old  ;  his  fkill  in  the  Indian  language  Wee  know  not ;  but  wee  lhall 
confider  whether  it  bee  not  conuenient  to  bee  att  further  charge  then  this  yeare  vn- 
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les  his  parents  giue  him  vp  to  vs  for  this  worke- and  hee  bee  willing  to  confeht  ther- 
to  ;  wee  lhall  bee  flow  to  take  many  more  Ehglilh  or  Indian  youthes  vpon  our 
charge  for  education  till  wee  haue  fome  experience  of  thofe  on  whom  foe  much  hath 
bine  bellowed  ;  and  the  rather  becaufe  that  feuerall  alreddy  educated  are  offered  to 
bee  ImpToyed  although  they  bee  not  many  that  wilbee  willing  to  make  it  their  fole 
bufmes  which  wee  much  defire  ;  as  mainly  if  not  effentially  conduceing  to  the  advan- 
tage of  that  worke  ;  wee  lhall  attend  youer  aduife  for  the  Impreffion  of  the  whole 
bible  without  which  we  fhould  have  relied  in  our  former  determination  that  the  cop- 
py  might  haue  bine  fully  perufed  and  perfected  by  the  molt  fkilfuleft  healpes  in  the 
Countrey  ;  and  fuch  order  is  taken  by  the  aduice  and  confent  of  Mr.  Eliott  Mr.  Vfn- 
er  Mr.  Green  and  Mr.  Johnfon  that  the  Impreffion  of  the  ould  and  New  Tellament 
Ihalbee   carryed  on  together  which  they  haue  alreddy  begun  and  Refolue  to  profe- 
cute  with  all  diligence ;   a  Iheet  of  Genefes  wee  haue  feen  which  wee  haue  ordered 
fhalbee  Tranfmitted  vnto  you  ;  the  printers  doubt  not  but  to  print  a  Iheet  euery 
weeke  and  compute  the  whole  to  amount  to  a  hundred  and  fifty  fheets   Mr.  John- 
fon wilbee   gratifyed  with  the  honor  of  the  Impreffion  and  acomodated  in  other 
Refpects  wee  hope  to  content ;  the  paper  fent  as  wee  are  en  formed  by  Mr.  Vlher  is 
not  all  fizable  ;  the  bookes  when  they  come  to  hand  Ihalbee  dillributed  according 
to  youer  defire  ^  wee  have  fent  a  particulare   accompt  of  the  dilburfments  of  this 
yeare   which  wee  haue  carfully  examined  ;  and  together  with  the  former  are  Re- 
corded  in   the   actes    of  the  Comiffioners   which   are  perufed  by  the  four  generall 
Courts  and  lye  open  to  the  view  of  all  men  ;  the  grofe  fume   of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  pounds  one  Ihilling  and  eight  pence  is  cleared  by  the  leffer  accounts  of  Mr. 
Vfliers  heerwith  fent ;  and  indeed  to  bee  more  particulare  wee  vnderfland  not ;  per- 
hapes   the   want  of  ihiilinges    and   pence   in  the  account  may  begett  Scruple   in 
thofe  that  are  vnacquainted  with  the  manor  of  dealing  heer  whear  all  contracts  ge- 
nerally are  made  for  whole  fumes  but  thcire  fatisfactio'n  will  never  prevaile  with  vs 
to  prefer  a  plaufable  error  before  a  plaine  truth  or  to  contract,  a  deformity  by  trick- 
ing vp  the  account  to  fpecioufnes  ;  The  account  Ihewes  wee  haue   Remaining  in 
Stocke  but   3471b.  wee  haue  therfore  charged  you  with  a  bill  of  eight  hundred 
pound  though  wee  hope  fix  hundred  with  what  wee  haue  in  ftocke  wilbee  fufficient 
yett  the  Surplufage  of  being  heer  cannot  hurt  nor  hinder  the  worke  which  wee  de- 
fire may  bee  payed  to  Mr.  harwood  for  the  vfe  of  Mr..  Vlher  to  defray  the  charge 
of  the  next  yeare  which  wilbee  more  then  ordinary  for  befides  the  preffe  which  wil- 
bee uery  chargable  wee  lhall  Imploy  Mr.  James  vpon  long  Hand  where  the  Indians  as 
hee  enformes  vs  are  defirous   to  bee  Inllrudted  ;  and  fome  others  that  doe  expect 
and  pofibly  may  deferue  an  Increafe  of  the  fallary  ;  wee  are  uery  willing  beiides  the 
eight  hundred  pound  bill  to  Receiue  vpon  our  account  fiue  hundred  or  a  thoufand 
pounds  if  vpon  Consideration  you  fee  caufe  to  fend  it  ouer  either  in  goods  or  peaces 
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of  eight  wherin  vnlefl'c  they  hee  uery  good  there  wilbee  Rather  lofle  then  gaine  by 
the  coyning  as  the  mint  mafter  doth  informe  vs  though  the  Gouerment  doeth  expett 
noe  proffitt  therby  ;  or  if  you  pleafe  to  pay  it  to  Mr.  Harwood  for  Mr  Vfhers  vfe 
it  fhalbee  accepted  as  payed  vpon  bill  ;  Mr.  Vfhers  fufficiency  to  difcharge  what  hee 
vndertakes  and  the  full  Satisfaction  hee  giues  in  his  payment  both  for  prife  and  choife 
of  goods  to  all  that  Receiue  vpon  this  accounte  hath  giuen  vs  good  caufe  to  acqui- 
efie  in  him  ;  neither  haue  wee  heard  of  any  man  that  would  vndertake  it  vpon  bet« 
ter  tearmes  ;  and  wee  are  uery  apte  to  belieue  if  any  fliould  appeer  to  giue  a  higher 
Rate  they  would  aduance  the  prife  in  theire  payments  wherby  wee  fhould  bee  great- 
er loofers  ;  for  the  goodnes  and  quallitie  of  the  pay  doth  much  aduance  the  quan- 
titie  of  the  fallaries  payments  and  all  wee  haue  to  deale  with  are  in  that  RefpecT: 
Marchants  that  will  vallue  theire  comoditie  proportionable  to  theire  barter  whoe  ge- 
nerally choofe  goods  out  of  his  well  furnifhed  ware  houfe  rather  then  money  that 
hath  bin  fpent  Inconfiderably  ;  for  in  two  yeare3  there  hath  bine  payed  but  two  hun- 
dred and  feauenty  pound  the  aduance  wherof  is  about  fixteen  pounds  as  appeers  by 
the  account  Wee  fhaU  not  farther  trouble  you  but  comend  you  and  this  great  worke 
to  the  bleffing  of  God  and  Reft  Gentlemen  ;

other  charges  Intimateing  further  alowance  to  bee  made  him  att  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Comiflioners  proportionable  to  the  time  and  charge  hee  fliall  expend  in 
that  worke  ; 

There  is  alfoe  flue  pounds  ordered  to  bee  deliuered  to  Mr.  Thomas  Mayhew  to 
pay  one  miftris  Blande  of  the  vinyard  for  her  paines  and  Phificke  beftowed  on  ficke 
Indians  there  ;  what  he  fliall  find  due  and  the  Remainder  to  giue  to  fume  deferveing 
Indians  for  theire  Incurragement  ; 

Sundry  letters  from  Mr.  Danforth  Mr.  Vflier  Mr.  Elliott  Mr.  Mayhew  Mr.  Green 
conferning  Corporation  Bufines  were  Read  and  confidered ;  letters  alfoe  from  Mr. 
Jofliuah  Silvefter  conferning  his  Right  to  flielter  Hand  ;  from  major  Atherton  con- 
ferning the  Narraganfett  ;  the  originalls  wherof  remaine  att  Newhauen  ;  with  the 
coppyes  of  the  Anfwares  returned  to  Mr.  Elliott  Mr.  Mayhew  Mr.  Silvefter  and 
major  Atherton  ; 

Wheras  the  Generall  Court  of  Cone&icott  did  by  theire  letters  directed  to  the 
Comiflioners  of  the  other  Collonies  this  laft  Summer  reprefent  an  intollerable  af- 
front done  by  the  Narraganfett  Indians  and  the  fame  was  now  complained  of  by  the 
Englifli  liveing  att  a  new  plantation  att  Mohegen  (viz:)  That  fome  Indians  did  in 
the  dead  time  of  the  Night  fhoot  eight  bullets  into  an  Englifli  houfe  and  fiered  the 
fame  ;  wherin  fiue  Englifli  men  weere  afleen  of  which  Infolency  the  Narraganfett 
Sachems  haue  foe  fare  taken  notice  as  to  fend  a  flight  excufe  by  major  Atherton  that 
they  did  neither  confent  to  nor  alow  of  fuch  practices  but  make  no  tender  of  Sa- 
tisfaction ■;  but  defire  the  matter  may  be  defered  on  till  the  next  yeare  when  th  ey 
fay  they  will  come  to  the  Comiflioners  meeting  ;  which  the  Comiflioners  fee  noe 
caufe  to  accept  of;  haueing  a  plentifull  experience  of  theire  frequent  breach  of  prd- 

mife 
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mife  and  negleft  of  the  Comiffioners  orders ;  and  efpecially  of  the  infolency  of  Nin- 
negrett ;  which  was  now  complained  of  by  the  EnglHh  on  Long  Hand,  both  in  his 
Treacherous  furprifill  of  fume  of  the  longe  Hand  Indians  att  Gull  Hand  goeing  pea- 
cably  to  viiitc  theire  frinds ;  and  mod  barbaroufiy  murthering  them,  and  threatening 
both  Engliili  and  Indians  there ;  the  Comiffioners  therfore  are  Refolued  to  Require 
and  force  the  Narr;;ganfet:s  to  a  jufl  Satisfaction,  and  for  that  End  haue  ordered  that 
Captaine  Gorge  Dcnifon  Thomas  Stanton  Thomas  Myner  Thomas  LiffiogweH  and 
Thomas  Tracye  or  any  three  of  them  wherof  Captaine  Denifon  and  Thomas  Stanton 
to  be  two  ;  doe  before  the  firft  of  October  next  Repaire  to  Ninnigrett  Pefficus  Wo- 
quacanoote  and  the  Reft:  of  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  and  deftinctly  and  clearly  deli- 
uer  to  them  this  following  menage  ; 

The  Comiffioners  doe  require  the  faid  Sachems  to  deliuer  vp  to  the  Gouernor  of 
Cone-fticott  thofe  Indians,  or  att  leaf!  foure  of  the  cheife  of  them  that  fhott  into  the 
Engliffi  houfe  att  Mohegen  to  bee  proceeded  with  and  punimed  according  to  Juftice, 
or  in  cafe  they  cannot  bee  drawne  thervnto  that  you  require  fiue  hundred  fathome 
ofwampam  for  the  expiation  of  the  offence 

2.  The  Comiffioners  doe  require  ninety  fiue  fathom  of  wampam  ordered  by  them 
to  bee  payed  the  lad:  yeare  for  the  Infolencyes  cornited  att  Mr.  Brewfters  in  killing  an 
Indian  fervant  att  miftris  Brewfters  feet  to  her  great  affrightment  and  dealing  corne 
&c   and  other  affronts 

3.  They  Require  a  prefent  payment  or  cecuritie  in  land  or  otherwife  to  youer  Sa- 
tisfaction to  bee  made  in  four  monthes  to  the  Gouernor  of  Conefticot,  wherof  if  they 
fhall  fayle  the  Comiffioners  are  refolued  and  haue  taken  order  accordingly  to  feize 
theire  perfons  goods  and  lands,  and  force  them  to  make  full  Satisfaction  both  of 
the  fumes  required  and  all  the  charges  of  recouering  the  fame 

4.  The  Comiffioners  doe  charge  Ninnigrett  with  breach  of  Couenant  and  high 
neglect  of  theire  order  fent  them  by  major  Willard  Ex  yeares  fince  not  to  Invade  the 
longe  Hand  Indians  ;  and  doe  account  this  furprifing  the  longe  Hand  Indians  att  Gull 
Hand  and  murthering  of  them  to  bee  an  infolent  carriage  to  the  Englifti  and  a  bar- 
baroufe  and  inhumaine  acte  :  therfore  the  Comiffioners  haue  prouided  for  his  enter- 
tainment att  longe  Hand  if  hee  fhall  dare  further  to  attempt  vpon  them  before  hee 
hath  fatisfyed  the  Comiffioners  of  the  juftnes  of  his  quarrell  ordering  the  Engliffi 
there  to  affffi  the  Indians  and  driue  him  from  thence 

5  You  fhall  lett  Ninnegrett  know'Cafliefinnamon  hath  not  imployed  or  fent  any 
of  his  Pequotts  againft  the  Narraganfetts  fuch  as  are  taken  and  flayne  went  without 
his  confent  againtl  the  minds  of  the  Comiffioners  and  haue  juftly  fuffered  for  theire 
difobedience  :  Ninnegrett  is  therefore  required  not  to  moled  the  Pequotts  vpon  that 
account  nor  to  Retaine  an)' Pequotts  that  mall  run  from  theire  Gouernor  but  to  fecure 
Vol.  II.

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them  and  giue  notice  therof  to  theire  Gouernor  that  they  may  fetch  them  home  ;

wayesbut  to  doe  as  is  required  of  Ninnegrett,  and  {hall  further  lett  him  know  that 
the  Comiffioners  haue  heard  of  a  great  Infolency  comitted  by  him  and  his  brother  in 
takeing  away  an  Engliffi  boate  with  fyder  &c  and  abufeing  the  men  threatening  or 
attempting  to  kill  them  if  not  preuented,  as  alfoe  {hooting  att  the  Pequotts  peacably 
pafing  to  the  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  for  which  they  expe£t  and  Require  hee  giue 
fatisfa&ion  to  the  Comiffioners  at  theire  next  meeting 

Haueing  deliuered  youer  meflage  to  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  you  {hall  Require 
theire  anfware  which  you  {hall  carfully  Receiue,  efpecially  to  the  three  firft  particu- 
lares,and  puting  the  famein  writing  vnder  youer  hands  {hall  fpedilyTranfmitt  the  fame 
to  the  Gouernor  of  Conne&icott ;  And  if  the  Narraganfett  Sachems  {hall  Refufe  to 
deliuer  the  perfons  or  the  two  fumes  of  fiue  hundred  and  of  ninety  fiue  fathom  of 
wampam  as  abouefaid ;  the  Generall  Court  of  Conne&icott  is  defired  and  empow- 
ered to  fend  a  convenient  company  of  men  vnder  fome  difcreet  leader  to  force  fatis- 
faftion  of  the  fumes  abouefaid  and  the  charges  of  Recouering-the  fame  ;  and  in  cafe 
the  perfons  bee  deliuered  they  malbee  fent  to  Barbadoes 

Vpon  a  petition  from  the  Montacket  Indians  on  longe  Ifland  and  defire  of  diuers 
Engliffi  there  occasioned  by  the  Narraganfetts  crewelty  towards  the  faid  Indians  and 
further  threatening  them  and  the  Engliffi  there  ;  The  Comiffioners  for  theire  Secu- 
rity did  order  that  if  the  faid  Narraganfetts  come  within  fix  miles  of  any  of  the  En- 
gliffi Townes  within  any  of  our  Jurifdi&ions  on  long  Hand  the  Engliffi  Inhabitants 
may:remoue  them  thence  ;  and  if  the  Narraganfetts  contrary  to  our  order  and  theire 
Couenant Invade  the  faid  Indians  ;  they  retreating  to  theEn^lilh  houfes,or  within  two 
miles  of  any  of  the  Engliffi  Townes  ;  viz:  fuch  as  Eafthampton  or  Southhould,  may 
bee  refilled  by  the  Engliffi  Inhabitants  there  ;  prouided  the  faid  Indians  do  not  begin 
new  Quarrells  but  behaue  themfclues  quietly  without  provocation  ; 

Mr.  Ogden  making  complaint  according  to  the  trufl  Repofod  in  him  by  the  old 
Sachem  of  longe  Hand  That  the  younge  Sachem  to  whom  hee  was  left  a  gaurdian 
had  fold  vnto  fome  Engliffi  the  Inheritance  left  him  by  his  father  without  his  know- 
lidge  or  confent  ;  which  hee  feares  wilbee  his  Rewin  ;  Mr.  Baker  and  Leiftenant 
Gaurdiner  two  of  the  Purchafers  made  anfware  for  themfelues  and  the  Reft  that  they 
purchafed  the  faid  lands  of  the  young  Sachem  for  that  uery  end  that  they  might  pre- 
ferue  it  for  him  and  the  vfe  of  the  Indians  and  to  that  end  haue  giuen  him  counter 
bond  ;  The  Comiffioners  therfore  defire  that  the  Court  of  Conecticott  would  call  for 
fuch  writings  and  caufe  them  to  bee  Recorded  for  the  faid  Indians  better  fecuritie  ; 

Libcrtie  is  graunted  to  the  lurifdiftion  of  Cone&icott  to  take  huntnigton  and  Sau- 
taukett  two  Engliffi  plantations  on  long  Hand  into  theire  Gouermcnt  ;

The  Pcquotts  brought  in  theire  Tribute  (viz)  C.ifhafinnamon  fixty  fix  fathom  ; 
and  Cafhawafhettf.aventy  eight  fathom  ;  in  all  one  hundred  forty  and  four  fathom ; 
and  they  were  continued  in  theire  Refpeftiue  Gouefments  ouer  the  Pcquotts  ;  toge- 
ther with  theire  former  affiftants ;  and  the  Pequotts  were  Required  and  promifed  to 
Sul  ject  to  them  according  to  former  orders  ; 

The  Genera!!  Court  of  Conefticott  is  dc fired  before  the  next  winter  to  fctt  out  a 
conuenient  proportion  of  land  att  Waworamouatt  for  Robin  and  his  Companie  ;  and 
to  giue  notice  of  the  time  to  fome  of  the  Cheife  of  them  that  they  may  bee  prefent 
accomodated  as  farr  as  may  bee  to  theire  content  and  for  the  necke  of  land  att  Squam- 
fcutt  neare  Pacatuck  appointed  to  Caufhawafhed  and  his  Companie  by  the  Comiffi- 
oners  att  Bofton  in  (58)  which  they  fay  is  claimed  by  fome  Englifh  the  Comiffioners 
aduife  the  faid  Indians  to  keep  theire  poffeffion  ;  and  if  any  Englifh  haue  any  pretence 
thervnto  the  Generall  Courts  of  the  MafTachufetts  and  Cone&icott  whom  it  may  con- 
fern  are  defired  to  fatisfy  fuch  pretendors ;  that  the  Indians  placed  by  order  may  not 
bee  defturbed  ; 

Six  Coates  of  the  Corporation  ftocke  were  ordered  to  bee  giuen  to  Cafhafiunamon 
Cadiawafhett  Tnmfquafh  youweemattanoe  Cafhumatten  and  fekuwifh  to  encurrage 
them  in  their  feruice  to  the  Englifh  in  Gouerning  the  Pequotts  and  perfwadeing  them 
to  attend  fuch  means  as  fhalbee  vfed  to  gaine  them  to  the  knowlidge  of  God  ; 

Of  the  one  hundred  forty  and  four  fathom  of  wampam  brought  in  by  the  Pe- 
quotts Thomas  Stanton  had  one  hundred  and  twenty  deliuered  to  him  for  his  fallary 
the  Remainder  being  twenty  four  fathom  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Treafurer  of 
Newhauen  ; 

There  was  alfoe  Remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  faid  Treafurer  all  former  accountes 
with  them  difcharged  291b.  10s.  errors  excepted  in  wampam  att  flue  fliillings  per 
fathom  ; 

There  was  alfoe  left  laft  yeare  in  the  hand  of  the  Treafurer  of  Cone&icott  on  ac- 
count 38  fathom  in  the  yeare  1659 

And  in  the  hands  of  the  Treafurer  of  the  MafTachufetts  fourteen  fathom  in  the 
yeare  1658 

And  the  Collonies  ftocke  is  debtor  euer  fince  the  account  made  at  Plymouth  1656 
To  the  MafTachufetts  twenty  fathom  to  Plymouth  eighteen  fathom  and  to  Newhauen 
thirteen  fathom  ; 

For  the  Incurragement  of  fuch  Indians  as  fhalbee  willing  to  put  theire  Children  ap- 
prentices for  conuenient  time  proportionable  to  theire  age  to  any  Godly  Englifh 
within  the  vnited  Collonies  with  the  confent  of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  time  being  it 
is  ordered  that  euery  fuch  Indian  fhall  Receiue  yearly  during  theire  Chikfrens 
ticefhip  one  coate  out  of  the  Corporation  ftocke  or  from  theire  mailers  bdGdes  meate 
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drillke  and  clothing  conuenient  for  theire  Children  whileft  they  continue  with  theire 
mafters ;  prouided  the  faid  Indians  doe  yearly  bring  to  fome  of  the  Comiffioners  of  the 
Collonies  where  they  lure  a  Cercifycate  vnder  the  hand  of  the  faid  Mailers  that  fuch 
Indian  Children  hath  or  doth  liue  with  them  ; 

Forafmuch  as  diuers  of  the  mofl  experienced  Fifhermen  in  feuerall  partes  of  the 
Countrey  haue  complained  that  the  eaily  filhing  for  Mackerell  before  they  haue 
fpawned  doth  extreamly  waft  confume  and  drftroye  them  ;  and  that  the  goeing  out  of 
fome  to  meet  them  farr  into  the  fea  doth  alfoe  beat  them  off  the  coaft  ;  The  Comif- 
fioners confidering  that  the  fifh  is  the  moil  ftaple  comoditie  in  this  Countrey  and  might- 
bee  much  more  benificiall  then  yett  it  hath  bine  if  wifely  managed  ;  they  doe  there- 
fore Recomend  vnto  the  Courts  of  the  feuerall  Jurifdi&ions  that  they  prohibite  fhTnng 
for  Mackerell  vntill  the  fifteenth  day  of  Iuly  yearly  that  foe  Fifh  may  encreafe  and  bee 
continued  ; 

Mr.  Willam  Tompfon  was  encurraged  to  proceed  in  learning  the  Indian  Language 
and  to  teach  and  Inftruct  the  Pequotts  and  other  Indians  elfwher  as  hee  may  haue 
oppertunitie  ;  and  was  promifed  fuitable  Recompence  out  of  the  Indian  Stocke  for  his 
paines  and  Incurragement  therin  ; 

Wheras  Thomas  Stanton  was  entertained  att  hartford  in  the  yeare  (50)  to  attend 
the  meetinges  of  the  Comiffioners  as  ah  lnterpretor  to  the  Indians ;  to  gather  vp  the 
Tribute  ■,  and  to  doe  fuch  other  fervices  for  the  Comiffioners  with  Reference  to  the 
Indians  as  might  accrew  ;  for  which  hee  hath  hetherto  bine  alowed  the  yearly  fallary 
of  thirty  pound  out  of  the  Tribute  Receiued  ;  but  forafmuch  as  fome  of  the  Tribute 
is  now  feafed  ;  and  the  Reft  brought  in  by  the  Indians  themfelues  as  it  hath  been  for 
fome  yeares  paft  the  Comiffioners  thought  a  leffe  fallary  might  bee  a  fufficient  Recom- 
penfe  for  the  yeare  paft  and  foe  for  the  time  to  come  ;  and  th<=rfore  tendered  him  the 
fume  of  ten  pounds  for  this  yeare  Intirnateing  to  doe  the  like  heerafter  onely  for  his 
attending  the  Comiffioners  meetinges  -,  and  for  other  Services  to  allow  him  propor- 
tionable as  hee  lb  d  bee  Imployed  which  hee  not  accepting  The  Comiffioners  payed 
him  his  former  fallary  of  thirty  pounds  ;  but  declared  they  were  not  willing  to  bee  att 
the  like  charge  for  the  time  to  come  •,  and  therfore  left  it  to  him  to  doe  as  hee  fliould 
fee  caufe  ; 

The  Comiffioners  vnderftanding  that  Iohn  Stanton  whoe  hath  bine  educated  att 
Cambridge  for  feuerall  yeares  paft  out  of  the  Indian  Stocke  to  fitt  him  for  future  fer- 
"  uices  amongft  them  ;  hath  after  fome  offence  and  mifcarriages  comitted  by  him  there 
(not  yett  fatrsfyed)  abfented  himfelfe  from  the  Colledge  without  the  confent  and 
contrary  to  the  mind  of  the  Comiffioners ;  the  which  hee  was  now  tould  of  and  feri- 
ouily  Reprdusd  for  ;  yett  vpon  his  acknowlidgment  and  promife  of  better  behauior 
for  time  to  come  ;  alledging  hee  had  att  lad  Improued  fome  time  att  home  and  of  late 
with  Mr.  Peirfon  ;  the  Comiffioners  not  being  willing  wholly  to  caft  him  of  and  loofe 
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theire  former  charges ;  if  there  might  bee  any  hope  of  the  claiming  and  Improuring 
him  ;  nor  yett  willing  to  expend  more  vpon  him  without  fome  more  euident  hope  and 
aflurance  of  his  good  demeanor  for  time  to  come  •,  did  in  conclufion  leaue  it  with  his 
father  and  him  as  theire  mind  and  Refolution  ;  That  if  hee  did  Dilligently. proceed 
in  his  ftuddies  and  carryed  himfelfp  well  and  comendable  vntill  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Comiflioners  and  fo  that  they  might  haue  fome  aflurance  to  Reap  in  due  Time  the 
fruite  of  their  charges  they  haue  bine  or  may  further  bee  att  they  would  entertaine 
him  and  continew  his  allowance  henceforwards  as  formerly  ;  but  if  then  it  fhould  bee. 
otherwife  they  mull:  leaue  him  to  himfelfe  ;  with  this  Note  vpon  him  That  hee  will 
deceiue  expectation  abufe  the  Comiflioners  and  defraud  the  poore  Indians  of  what 
hath  bine  hetherto  fruitlefly  expended  vpon  him  ; 

The  Comiff  oners  haue  agreed  that  the  next  meeting  which  fhould  bee  holden  att 
Plymouth  fhalbee  held  att  Rehoboth  a  towne  in  that  Iurifdiftion  vnlelTe  theire  Gene- 
rail  Courts  or  any  of  them  fhall  before  the  end  of  may  next  giue  notice  to  the  con- 
trary to  the  Secretaryes  of  all  the  other  Iurifdiftions  ; 

Thtfe  forgoeing  conclufions  were  agreed  and  vnderwritten  by  the  Comiflioners 
for  the  vuited  Collonies  of  New  England  att  Newhauen  thefeauenteenth  of  Septem- 
ber 1660

full  power  and  authoritie  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  articles  of  Confederation 
concluded  att  Bofton  the  nineteenth  of  May  1643  ; 

A  like 
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A  like  order  of  the  Generail  Court  of  New  Plymouth  dated  the  fourth  of  June 
1 66 1  was  prefented  and  read  wheerby  it  appeered  that  Thomas  Prince  Efqr.  and 
Mr.  Thomas  Sonthworth  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  for  a  full  and 
compleat  yeare  ;  and  were  Inuefted  with  full  power  and  authoritie  according  to  the 
aforfaid  articles  ; 

A  like  order  of  the  Generail  Court   of  Cone&icott  dated  the  16th  of  May  1661 
was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeered  that  Major  John  Mafon  Efq.  and  Mr.  ■ 
Samuel  Willis  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  for  one  full  and  compleat 
yeare  and  were  inverted  with  full  power  and  authoritie  according  to  the  aforfaid 
articles  ; 

Alike  order  of  the  Generail  Court  of  Newhauen  dated  the  29th  of  May  1661 
was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeers  that  Willam  Leete  Efqr.  Gouernor  and 
Mr.  Benjamin  Fen  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  for  one  full  and  com- 
pleat yeare  and  were  inuefted  with  full  power  and  authoritie  according  to  the  afor- 
faid articles  : 

Thomas  Prence  Efqr.  was  chofen  Prefedent  for  this  meeting.

Gentlemen 

WEE  Receiued  youers  dated  the  10th  of  September  1 660  with  a  bill  of  exchange 
enclofed  therin  drawne  vpon  vs  to  pay  vnto  Mr.  John  harwood  and  for  the  vfe  of 
Mr.  hezekiah  Vfher  the  fume  of  eight  hundred  pounds ;  being  for  the  like  fume  en- 
gaged to  bee  paied  by  the  faid  Mr.  Vfher  to  youer  affignes  there  for  the  vfe  of  the 
Indian  worke  which  faid  fume  wee  haue  paied  to  Mr.  harwood  accordingly ;  hopeing 
that  the  fame  together  341b.  which  wee  vnderftand  by  youer  account  fent  remaines 
in  ftocke  will  bee  fufficient  to  defray  the  Charge  of  printing  the  bible  and  the  dif- 
burfments  therefor  the  prefent  yeare ;  wee  are  glad  to  heare  of  the  progreffe  of  tbis 
worke  ;  and  doubt  not  but  the  Lord  will  raife  vp  fitt  inftruments  to  carry  on  and  pro- 
mote the  fame  notwithftanding  the  many  difficulties  it  hath  mett  withall  both  heer  and 
elfewhere  ;  wee  fuppofe  you  are  not  ftrangers  to  the  condition  of  affaires ;  and  par- 
ticularly with  refpecl:  vnto  ourfelues  being  now  noe  Corporation  ;  though  not  with- 
out good  hopes  that  the  fame  wilbee  renewed  and  confeirmed  by  his  majeftie  thou  oh

Vpon  this  enformation  of  the  Defolution  of  the  Corporation  and  intimation  of 
hopes  that  his  majeftie  would  confeirme  the  fame  Sec.  The  Comiffioners  thought 
meet  to  prefent  his  Majeftie  with  the  New  Teftament  printed  in  the  Indian  language 
with  thefe  prefents  following  &c. 

To  the  high  and  Mighty  Prince  Charles  the  2cond  by  the  grace  of  God  King 
of  England  Scotland  France  and  Ireland  ;  defendor  of  the  faith  &c.  the  Comiffion- 
ers of  the  vnited  Collonies  of  New  England  wifh  encreafe  of  all  happynes  &c. 

Dread  Souereign 

IF  our  weak  apprehenfions  hath  not  milled  vs  this  worke  wilbee  noe  vnacceptable 
prefent  to  youer  majeftie  as  haueing  a  greater  intereft  therin  then  wee  belieue  is  gene- 
rally vnderftood  which  (upon  this  occafion)  wee  conceiue  it  our  duty  to  declare  ;  The 
people  of  thefe  four  Collonies  in  Confeaderation  for  mutuall  defence  in  the  time  of 
the  late  diffractions  of  our  deare  natiue  Countrey  youer  majefties  naturall  borne  fub- 
jec~ts  by  the  fauor  and  graunt  of  your  royall  father  and  grandfather  of  famous  me- 
mory ;  put  themfelues  vpon  this  great  and  hazardous  vndertakeing  of  planting  them 
felues  (att  theire  owne  charge)  in  thefe  remote  partes  and  ends  of  the  earth  ;  that 
without  offence  and  prouocation  to  our  deare  bretheren  and  countreymen  wee  might 
enjoy  that  libertie  to  worfhip  god  which  our  owne  Conciencyes  enformed  vs  was  our 
Right  and  Duty ;  as  alfoe  that  wee  might  (if  it  foe  pleafed  god)  bee  Inftrumentall 
to  fpread  the  light  of  the  Gofpell  the  knowlidge  of  the  fon  of  God  our  Saviour  to 
the  poor  barbarous  heathen  which  by  his  late  majeftie  in  fome  of  our  Pattents  is  de- 
clared to  bee  his  principall  aime  ;  Thefe  honeft  and  pious  intentions  haue  through  the 
grace  and  goodnes  of  God  and  our  kinges  hath  been  feconded  with  proportionable 
fucceffe  •,  for  omiting  the  by  youer  highnes  Royall  Predecef- 

fors  wee  haue  bin  greatly  incurraged  by  youer  majefties  gracioufe  expreffions  of  fauor 
and  approbation  fi^nifyed  vnto  the  addreffe  made  by  the  principall  of  our  Collonies 
to  which  the  reft  doe  moft  cordially  affent  though  wanting  the  like  feafonable  opper- 
tunitie they  haue  bin  (till  now)  depriued  of  the  meanes  to  congratulate  youer  ma- 
jefties happy  Reftitution  after  youer  longe  fuftering  which  wee  yett  Implore  may  bee 
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gracioufly  accepted;  that  wee  may  bee  eqirall  partakers  ofycuer  RoyaHfauor  and  mode- 
ration, which  hath  bine  foe  Illuftrious  that  to  admiration  the  animoiities  and  different 
perfwafionsofmen  haue  bin  foefoonCompofed  and  foemuJicaufeofhopethat  vnlefTe  the 
fins  of  the  nation  preuent ;  a  bleffed  calme  will  fucceed  the  late  horred  confufions  of 
Church  andftate;  and  fliall  not  wee  dread  Souereign  youer  fubje&es  of  theCollonies ; 
of  the  fame  faith  and  beliefe  in  all  points  of  doctrine  with  ourCountreymen  and  other  re- 
formed Churches  though  perhapes  not  alike  perfwadedin  fomematters  of  order  which 
in  outward  refpe&s  hath  bine  vnhappy  to  vs ;  promife  and  allure  our  Interefts  in  alljuft 
fauor  and  indulgence  from  a  prince  foe  happilyand  gracioufly  indowed,  the  othe^jjarte 
of  our  hither  hath  bin   attended  with  endeauors  and  blefiings  ;  many 

of  the  wild  Indians  being  taught  and  vnderftanding  the  do&rine  of  Chriftian  Religion 
with  much  affection  attending  fuch  preachers  as  are  fent  to  teach  them,  many  of  theire 
children  are  inftruc~ted  to  write  and  read  and  fome  of  them  haue  proceeded  further 
to  attaine  the  knolidge  of  the  lattine  and  greek  tounges  and  are  brought  vp  with  our 
Englifh  youth  in  learning  There  are  diuers  of  them  that  can  and  doe  Read  fome  parte 
of  the  Scipture  and  fome  Catechifmes  which  formerly  haue  bine  tranflated  into  theire 
owne  language  which  hath  occationed  the  vndertaking  of  this  great  worke  viz  :  the 
printing  of  the  whole  bible  which  being  tranflated  by  a  painfull  labourer  amongft 
them  whoe  was  defirous  to  foe  the  worke  accomplished  in  his  daies  hath  alredy  pro- 
ceeded to  the  finifhing  of  the  New  Teflament  which  wee  heer  haue  prefented  to 
youer  majeftie  as  the  firft  fruite  and  accomplishment  of  the  pious  defigne  of  youer 
Royall  anceftors  •,  The  old  Teflament  is  now  vnder  the  prefle  waiting  and  craueing 
for  youer  Royall  fauor  and  afliflance  for  the  perfecting  therof  wee  may  not  conceale 
though  this  worke  hath  bine  begun  and  procecuted  by  fuch  inflruments  as  god  hath 
railed  vp  heer  yett  the  cheife  Charge  that  hath  fupported  and  carryed  on  thefe  hath 
bine  from  the  charitie  and  pietie  of  our  well  affefted  countreymen  in  England  whoe 
being  fencable  of  our  vnabilitie  in  that  refpect  and  being  ftudious  to  promote  foe 
good  a  worke  contributed  large  fumes  of  money  which  were  to  bee  improued  accord- 
ing to  the  defcretion  and  order  of  the  then  prevailing  powers  which  hath  bine  faith- 
fully and  religioufly  attended  both  there  and  heer  according  to  the  pious  Intention 
of  the  benediction  ;  and  wee  doe  moll  humbly  befeech  youer  majeftie  that  a  matter 
of  foe  much  devotion  and  piety  to  the  honor  of  God  may  fufter  noe  difappointment 
throw  any  legall  defect: ;  without  the  default  of  the  doners  or  poor  Indians  whoe 
onely  receiue  the  benefitt ;  But  that  youer  majeftie  bee  gracioufly  pleafed  to  eftablifh 
and  confeirme  the  fame  ;  being  contriued  and  done  as  wee  conceiue  in  the  firft 
years  of  youer  majefties  raigne ;  as  this  booke  was  begun  and  now  finifhed  the 
firft  yeare  of  youer  eftabliihment  ;  which  doeth  not  onely  prefage  the  fucces  of 
youer  highnes  Gouernment  but  wilbee  a  perpetuall  Moniment  that  by  youer  majef- 
ties fauor  the  Gofpell  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jefus  Chrift  was  made  knowne  to

thefe  Indians ;  an  honor  wherof  wee  are  aflured  youer  majeftie  will  not  a  little 
efteeme ;  foe  the  fhins  of  youer  Royall  fauor  on  thefe  radertakings  will  make 
thefe  tender  plants  to  flourifti  ;  notwithstanding  any  malevolent  from  thofe  that 
bee  evill  willers  to  this  fion  ;  and  Render  youer  majeftie  more  illuftrious  and  glo- 
rious to  after  generations  ;  The  God  of  heauen  longe  preferue  and  bleffe  your 
majeftie  with  many  happy  daies  to  his  glory  and  the  good  and  comfort  of  his  church 
and  people ;

WEE  Receiued  a  letter  from  Mr.  Gilbert  Recomended  to  vs  by  fome  of  the  Cor- 
poration whoe  hath  mett  with  a  fuitable  Imployment  att  Rowley  as  wee  vnder- 
ftand  to  his  content ;  and  wee  doubt  not  but  men  of  his  profeffion  and  piety  may

Wheras  att  the  laft  meeting  att  Nevvhauen  the  Pequots  liueing  neare  Pautatucke 
were  advifed  to  keep  pofeffion  of  the  lands  they  had  planted  by  order  of  the  Comiffi- 
oners ;  Captaine  Goken  and  Mr.  Amos  Richardfon  laying  claime  to  fome  of  the 
faid  lands  ;  yett  manifefling  a  willingnes  that  the  Indians  might  fome  time  enjoy  theire 
labours  •,  and  Tumfquafh  and  other  Pequott  Indians  fhewing  themfelues  willing  in  a 
fhort  time  to  Remoue  from  the  faid  lands  foe  as  they  may  bee  accomodated  with  fome 
other  free  lands  to  plant  on  It  was  by  and  with  the  confent  of  the  faid  Capt :

Loueing  Frinds  and  Naighbours  ; 

WEE  haue  lately  Receiued  Information  and  Complaint  from  the  Englifh  and  Indi- 
ans our  Subjects  that  feuerall  of  youer  Inhabitants  begine  to  plant  and  fettle  them- 
felues (vpon  what  pretence  wee  know  not)  neare  Pautuckett  and  the  Tequot  Con- 
trey  being  the  vndoubted  Right  of  thofe  Englifh  Collonies  that  Conquered  that 
bloody  Nation  and  fome  yeares  fince  that  part  of  the  Countrey  was  affigned  by  the 
Comiflioners  of  the  vnited  Collonies  to  the  Gouerment  of  the  MafTachufetts  for  theire 
fhare  and  Interefl  in  that  Conquefl  and  by  them  difpofed  of  in  Townfhipes  and  farmes ; 
wee  cannot  therfore  but  account  the  Intrufions  of  youer  people  to  bee  uery  Infolent 
and  Injurious  to  all  the  Collonies  ;  but  efpecially  to  the  MafTachufetts  whom  it  doth 
more  Imediately  concerne  and  doe  heerby  proteft  againfl;  the  faid  perfons  and  theire 
proceedings  hopeing  youer  Gouerment  will  neither  owne  nor  countenance  fuch  vn- 
righteous  dealings ;  but  will  with  vs  proteft  againfl:  the  fame  and  caufe  youer  people 
to  defift  ;  that  foe  peace  and  good  agreement  may  bee  preferued  betwixt  youer'  felues 
and  the  vnited  Collonies  ;  if  any  doe  pretend  Right  vnto  and  Interefl  in  the  faid  lands 
they  may  make  knowne  theire  claime  to  the  Gouerment  of  the  MafTachufetts  where 
they  wilbee  equally  heard  and  anfwared  the  neglect  wherof  and  perfifling  in  the  afor- 
faid  proceedings  will  vndoubtedly  caufe  a  fuddaine  breach  betwixt  youerfelues  and  vs 
which  wee  defire  may  bee  preuented  feuerall  alfoe  of  the  Sachems  of  Nianticke  and 
Narraganfett ;  viz  :  Mofes  allis  Sucqcafh  Ninnegrett  Stulcop  and  Weeweekeuett  allis

WHERAS  there  was  a  warrant  fent  from  the  Court  of  Bofton  dated  in  may  laft 
to  Vncas  Sachem  of  Mohegen  wherin  it  was  declared  vpon  the  Complaint  of  We- 
famequen  a  Sachem  fubjeft  to  the  Maffachufett  that  the  faid  Vncas  had  offered  great 
violence  to  theire  Subjefts  at  quabauk  killing  fome  and  takeing  others  captiue  ;  which 
warrant  came  not  to  Vncas  not  aboue  twenty  daies  before  thefe  prefents  whoe  being 
fummoned  by  major  John  Mafon  in  the  full  Scope  of  the  faid  wrrrant  wherin  hee 
was  deeply  charged  if  hee  did  not  Returne  the  Captiues  and  thirty  three  pounds 
damage  then  the  Maffachufetts  would  Recouer  it  by  force  of  armes  which  to  him  was 
uery  greuious ;  profeffing  he  was  altogether  ignorant  that  they.werefubje&s  belonging 
to  the  Maffachufetts  and  further  faid  that  they  were  none  of  Wefamequens  men  but 
belonging  to  Onopequin  his  deadly  enimie  whoe  was  there  borne  ;  one  of  the  men 
then  taken  was  his  owne  Coufin,  whoe  had  formerly  fought  againft  him  in  his 
owne  perfon  ;  and  yett  fett  him  att  Ilibertie  and  further  faith  that  all  the  captiues 
were  fent  home  alfoe  that  Wefamequin  fon  and  diuers  of  his  men  had  fought  againft 
him  diuers  times  this  hee  defired  might  bee  returned  as  his  anfware  to  the  ComiffK

Go- 
uernor  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  to  all  Majeftrates  in  New  England ;  and  by  him

A  letter  from  the  Corporation  in  England  was  prefented  and  Read  the  Contents 
wkerof  are  as  followeth  : 

HONERED  GENTLEME.N 

A  Letter  of  youers  being  brought  hither  fome  monthes  agoe  directed  to  Mr. 
Auihurft  and  Mr.  huchenfon  ;  though  the  former  of  thofe  two  gentlemen  by  the  firft 
fhip  as  hee  tells  vs  did  acknowlidge  the  receipt  of  it  and  Intimate  the  reafons  of  our 
filence  ;  yett  wee  now  thinke  it  fitt  to  allure  you  alfoe  our  felues  how  acceptable  it 
was  to  vs  to  bee  enformed  partly  by  that  letter  of  youers  and  partly  by  the  Relati- 
ons of  fome  learned  minnefters  that  came  awhile  fince  from  New  England  that  you 
continew  youer  care  and  concerne  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gofpell  of  Chrift 
amongft  the  poore  Indians  ;  and  wee  are  glad  that  through  the  goodnes  of  God  wee 
are  now  in  a  condition  to  enforme  you  that  fince  the  receipt  of  youer  lately  mencion- 
ed  letter  it  hath  pleafed  the  kinges  majeftie  and  councell  to  graunt  a  charter  of  Incor- 
poration wherin  many  of  the  nobilitie .  and  other  perfons  of  qualitie  ;  and  mod  of 
thofe  gentlemen  that  were  formerly  imployed  in  the  like  worke  are  authorifed  and  ap- 
pointed to  endeauor  the  carving  on  of  that  pioufe  defigne  of  conuerting  the  heathen 
natiues  wherin  they  defiroufly  efteeme  it  both  an  honour  and  advantage  to  bee  Im- 
ployed in  this  new  eftablifliment  being  amongfl  other  particulares  enjoyned  to  appoint 
Comiffioners  in  New  Enland  to  procecute  there  by  our  direction  his  majeflies  pious, 
intehfions  ;  wee  judge  this  to  bee  a  matter  of  the  higheft  concernment  that  belonges 
to  the  worke  intruded  to  vs  for  all  our  endeauors  and  all  the  fupplyes  wee  may  pro- 
cure from  hence  wilbee  but  ineffectuall  though  not  to  our  owne  foules  yett  to  the 

worke 
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worke  wee  would  promote  ;  vnleffe  there  bee  prudent  and  faithfull  mannagement  of 
what  wee  fend  ouer  by  the  Comiffioners  that  wee  fhall  appoint  in  New  England  and 
fuch  as  they  fhall  employ  :  and  therfore  fince  haueing  obtained  the  beft  enformation 
wee  can  :  and  ferioufly  wee  haue  pitched  vpon  the  fame  courfe  that  hath  bine  for- 
merly bine  taken  in  purfuance  of  the  fame  ends ;  and  haue  accordingly  determined 
att  prefent  to  defire  you  to  take  vpon  you  the  fame  care  and  management  of  this 
worke  vpon  the  place  ;  wee  hope  you  will  defcerne  how  great  a  trufl  wee  willingly 
repofe  in  you  and  wee  doubt  not  of  youer  reddynes  as  formerly  you  haue  done  ;  with 
our  directions  heerin  ;  The  bufmefs  wherin  wee  defire  to  engage  you  being  fuch  as 
wee  thinke  it  truely  honorable  to  beee  engaged  in  our  felues ;  and  the  defign  being 
of  a  nature  to  which  the  greatefl  and  molt  precioufe  promifes  are  anexed  j  befides 
that  the  ciuilliceing  and  conuerting  youer  barbaroufe  and  vnbelieueing  naighboures 
is  that  whofe  fuccefle  wilbee  in  fome  regards  of  more  imediate  aduantage  to  youer 
felues  then  to  vs  ;  our  good  wifhes  to  foe  Chriflian  a  worke  makes  it  much  our  trou- 
ble to  fee  that  the  meanes  for  carrying  it  on  are  noe  greater  then  wee  att  our  en- 
trance find  them  which  Wee  mencion  not  by  way  of  reflexion  vpon  thofe  to  whofe 
hands  themanagement  of  them  was  comitted  before  the  graunt  of  the  charter ;  but 
becaufe  it  is  neflefary  for  vs  to  acquaint  you  that  the  condition  wee  are  brought  to 
partely  by  the  great  charge  you  and  wee  haue  bine  att  feuerall  neflefary 
and  partely  (and  indeed  cheifly)  by  the  injurioufe  dealeing  of  fome  whoe  take  ad- 
uantage of  the  letter  of  the  law  againfl:  all  juflicc  and  equity  to  releafe  themfelues  of 
what  they  formerly  fold  wherby  the  greatefl  parte  of  our  revenew  is  att  prefent  de- 
tained which  wee  feare  will  proue  uery  and  fomwhat  difficult  to 
recouer  ;  and  therfore  wee  defire  as  little  money  as  may  bee  drawne  on  vs  for  this 
yeare  to  come  as  will  poffibly  confide  with  the  not  neglecting  of  what  is  neflefary  to 
bee  done ;  we  fay  for  this  next  yeare ;  becaufe  wee  Can  not  bee  foe  difpondent 
as  not  to  hope  that  the  prouidence  of  God  will  by  fome  meanes  or  other  prouide 
for  the  fupply  of  a  worke  tending  fo  much  to  his  own  glory  and  foe  acceptable 
to  thofe  that  are  foe  hartily  for  it ;  The  bill  of 
eight  hundred  pound  drawne  for  the  vfe  of  the  Indian  worke  is  for  the  rnofl  parte 
paied  and  fhould  haue  bine  intirely  foe  ere  now  ;  were  it  not  for  the  want  of  prefent 
money  ;  that  which  is  from  time  to  time  layed  out  wee  defire  according  to  youer 
Comendable  practice  bee  fent  vs  ouer  in  a                                within  the  yeare  and 
it  may  aflifl  vs  in  the  Regulateing  of  our  expences ;  if  you  bee  pleafed  to  let  vs  know 
by  the  firfl  conueniency  what  further  charge  you  fhalbeeput  to  by  perfecting  the  print- 
ing of  the  bible  ;  the  vfe  of  that  deuine  booke  and  alfoe  a  conllant  vfe  of  Catichifme 
wee  judge  mod  neflefarie  for  the  Indians  inftruction  in  religion  ;  and  wee  alfoe  thinke 
it  may  conduce  to  vnitie  and  order  if  the  fame  Catichifme  bee  generally  taught  among 
them  ;  if  our  ftocke  doe  encreafe  which  wee  hope  heerafter  it  may  efpetially  fince  his 
majeflie  himfelfe  hath  gracioufly  pleafed  particularly  to  countenance  this  worke  ;  and

WEE  Receiued  youersof  the  15th  of  May  (62)  intimating  the  Receipt  of  ours 
directed  to  Mr.  Afhurft  as  alfoe  of  a  letter  from  him  in  anfware  thervnto  which  is 
not  as  yett  come  to  our  fight ; 

That  it  hath  pleafed  the  Lord  to  put  into  the  hart  of  our  dread  Souereign  the 
Kings  majeftie  (with  his  mod  honerable  Counfell)  to  call  a  fauorable  afpett  vpon 
thefe  foe  farr  remote  partes  of  his  dominnions  not  onely  to  the  oweing  of  his  fub- 
jefts  the  people  of  his  owne  nation  with  priuilidge  of  protection  and  confeirmation 
of  our  woonted  liberties  to  the  rejoyceing  of  the  harts  of  many  of  Gods  poor  people 
heer  that  were  before  fad  ;  and  to  the  fhame  of  thofe  whoe  were  the  enimies  to  the 
peace  of  our  fion ;  but  alfoe  as  by  the  enformation  giuen  vs  by  youer  honers  letter  ; 
Intending  his  royall  fauor  to  our  naighbours  the  barbarous  natiues ;  and  that  in  fuch  wife 
asnoe  other  entered  or  Concernment  canbeeanymotiue  therin  to  his  majeftie  faue  onely 
his  vnfeigned  hue  to  the  honor  of  God  and  bowel/s  of  compaifion  to  poor  man  kind  ;  the 
expreffion  not  onely  of  a  kingly  but  alfoe  of  a  truely  Godly  fperit  efpecially  confidering 
the  objefts  of  this  his  bounty  whoe  are  fuch  of  whom  it  may  bee  truely  faid  they  being 
beheld  in  theire  oune  faluage  waies  and  coftoms  there  is  uery  little  more  of  the  rele&s 
of  the  glorious  Image  put  vpon  our  firft  parents  to  bee  feen  in  them  then  this  that 
they  are  of  that  race  ;  The  confideration  wherof  together  with  the  gentlenes  and 
candor  of  youer  generous  minds  exprefled  in  youers  to  vs  ;  breathing  forth  youer 
vnfeigned  defires  to  aduance  the  intereft  of  the  Lord  Jefus  ;  foe  that  the  laboures 
and  difficulties  Inevitably  accompanying  fuch  an  vndertakeing  haue  not  detered  youer

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truely  noble  fperks  from  the  acceptance  therof;  cannot  but  greatly  oblidge  as 
the  expreflion  of  our  thankfulnes  to  the  Lord  and  youerfelues  ;  to  ftuddy  the  faith- 
ful! difcharge  of  foe  great  a  trufl  by  youer  lienors  repofed  in  vs  for  the  improuement 
of  the  meanes  aforfaid  for  the  inftrucfing  of  the  barbaroufe  natiues  in  the  true  know- 
lidge  of  God  that  foe  through  rich  blefhng  theron  a  people  among  whom  Sathan 
hath  had  his  throne  may  now  become  the  Lords  and  his  name  may  bee  knowne  and 
exalted  by  thofe  whoe  for  foe  long  time  haue  fat  in  darknes  and  in  the  fhaddow  of 
death  The  time  of  the  reeftabliftiment  and  refettlement  of  this  waighty  affaire  by  his 
majefties  Influencing  therof  and  puting  the  royall  ftamp  of  his  authoritie  theron  being 
i  fuch  wherin  the  aduerfary  was  feeking  to  vndermind  all  former  indeauors  to  the  vt- 
ter  difappointment  of  all  our  future  hopes  by  the  fubtile  and  powerfull  attempts  of  his 
Inftruments  euen  of  thofe  of  whome  wee  may  truely  fay  they  fear  not  the  Lord  nor

mendiuion  of  the  prefedent  and  theire  Tuter  for  theire  prpnicieucy  in  learning  ;  alfoe 
others  are  att  the  graramer  fcooje  and  two  more  att  the  Englifti  fcoole  where  they 
leaf ne  to  read  and  write  ;  one  wherof  is  now  fitted  for  the  grammer  fcoole  befides 
many  others  that  are  inftrufted  by  fcpolmafters  to  read  and  write ; 

It  hath  pleafed  God  to  frowne  vpon  our indeaugrs  in  this  kind  takeing  away  by  death 
att  fundrey  times  fix  youthes  or  more  ;  on  whom  a  coqfiderable  coft  was  expended 
for  theire  education  wherin  it  became  vs  and  all  heerin  concerned  humbly  to  fubmite 
tp  his  fouereign  pleafure  ;  The  number  of  laborers  with  theire  feoolmafters  that  cob. 
ftantly  attend  the  worke  in  the  refpe£tiue  places  of  the  Indians  abode  youer  honers 
may  more  particularly  deferne  by  theire  names  infe-rted  in  the  account  enolofed  toge- 
gether  with  theire  l-efpecUue  fallaryts  and  allowance  for  the  fame  ;  Wee  arc  enform- 
ed  by  the  Reue;rend  Mr  Elliot  fenr.  that  hee  is  foe  farr  fatisfyed  concerning  the  lords 
effecmall  working  with  his  word  an  the  hams  of  fundry  of  the  natiues  ;  that  hee 
hath  proceeded  to  adminpefter  the  facrameat  of  baptifine  to  them  att  two  of  theire 
plantations  5  the  one  called  Martins  vineyard  the  other  attNacicke  being  in  diftance 
aboue  an  hundred  miles ;  the  bible  js  now  about  balfe  done  ;  and  conftant  progreffe 
therin  is  nrxde  ;  the  other  halfe  is  like  to  bee  finiflied  in  a  yeare  ;   the  future  charge 
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is  vncertaine  ;  by  eftimate  not  lefle  then   2oolb  ;  wee  haue  heer  with  fent  twenty 
Coppies  of  the  new  Teftameut  to  bee  difpofed  of  as  youer  honors    (hall  fee  meet ; 
The  trufl:  youer  honors  hath  feen  meet  to  repofe  in  vs  for  the  manageing  of  this  worke 
we  (hall  endeauor  in  all  faithfulnes   to   difcharge  ;  the  account  enclofed  tells  you 
to  whome  and  in  what  manor  and  to  what  ends  the  moneyes  fent  ouer  haue  bine 
diftributed  whereby   you  will  plainely  fee  that  neither  our  Collonies  nor  particuler 
concernments  haue  bine  any  deminifhers  therof ;  but  the  whole  is  improued  accord- 
ing 10  the  will  of  the  doners  ;  and  for  the  future  wee  {hall  be  reddy  to  obferue  the 
more  particuler  directions  of  youer  honers  ;  humbly  intreating  this  fauor  that  noe 
Information  or  complaint  may  bee  received  againft  vs  to  the  prejudice  of  our  trufl 
vntill  wee  haue  firft  had  advife  therof  with  a  feafonable  oppertunitie  to   Returne  an- 
fware  therto  ;   Wee  onely  craue  leaue  att  prefent  for  the  preuenting  of  an  objection 
that  may  arife  concerning  the  particulars  charged  for  the  printing  wherin  you  will  find 
2  flieets  att  three  pounds  ten  millings  a  fheet  and  the  reft  but  att  5c  {hillings  a  ftieet  the 
Reafon  wherof  lyes  heer :  It  pleafed  the  honored  Corporation   to  fend  ouer  one 
Marmeduke  Johnfon  a  printer  to  attend  the  worke  on  Condition  as  they  will  enforme 
you  ;  whoe  hath  Caryed  heer  very  vnworthyly  of  which  hee  hath  bine  openly  Con- 
victed and  fencured  in  fome  of  our  Courts  although  as  yett  noe  execution  of  fen- 
tence  againft  him ;  peculiare  fauor  haueing  bine  {howed  him  with  refpecl:  to   the

In  anfware  to  a  petition  of  Thomas  Minors  of  Southerton  complaining  of  great 
abufes  and  Injuries  which  hee  fuffcred  by  the  Narraganfett  Indians  vnder  the  Sachem 
Shawattocke  by  detaining  Ryding  and  concealing  his  horfes  ;  and  puting  him  to  ue- 
ry  great  coft  to  Recouer  them ;  and  abufeing  him  and  others  that  went  to  demaund 
them  ;  for  which  fatisfa&ion  hath  bin  demaunded  of  the  faid  Shawattock  by 
Captaine  Goken  by  order  of  the  Generall  Cort  of  the  Maflachufetts  ;  but  indeed 
therof  the  faid  Captain  hath  bin  affronted  and  could  obtaine  nothinge  but  frivoloufe 
anfwares  ;  wherepon  the  faid  Captaine  according  to  his  order  Required  the  faid 
Shawattock  to  appeer  before  the  Comiflioners  att  Bofton  to  anfware  the  faid  mifcar- 
riages  ;  and  accordingly  an  Indian  named  Itoufe  appeered  fent  by  the  faid  Sachem  ; 
made  noe  other  anfware  but  that  the  faid  Shawattock  knew  noe  Reafon  why  hec 
fhould  pay  any  thinge  to  Thomas  Minor  ;  feing  hee  had  his  mares  againe  ;  the  faid 
Indian  being  demaunded  what  fatisfa&ion  hee  would  giue  for  the  abufes  offered  to 
the  faid  perfons  and  others  by  throwing  Hones  and  offering  to  ftrike  with  poles  and 
threatening  to  knoke  them  in  the  head  the  faid  Indian  made  noe  anfware  ; 

The  Comiflioners  confidering  the  premifes  doe  fentance  the  faid  Showattuck  to 
pay  the  fume  of  twenty  pounds  wherof  fifteen  to  the  faid  Minor  and  fiue  for  the  of- 
fence offered  to  the  peace  of  the  countrey  ;  and  in  cafe  of  non  paiment  heerof 
within  thirty  dayes  after  demaund  in  a  coppy  of  this  order  ;  two  of  the  faid  Sachems 
men  to  bee  apprehended  and  fold  to  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  will  pay  the  faid  fume 
of  2olb.  whoe  are  Impowered  to  Tranfport  them  out  of  the  Countrey  or  other  d:f- 

pofe  of  them   as  they  fhall  fee  meet ; Capt :  Denifon  and  Thomas  Stanton  and 

the  Conftables  of  Southerton  or  either  of  them  are  Impowered  to  execute  this  order 
whoe  are  alfoe  Impowered  to  Require  and  feize  foe  much  more  of  the  faid  Sachems 
Eflate  as  may  make  meet  fatisfa&iou  to  themfelues  foe  as  noe  vneffefary  disturbance 
or  damage  bee  put  vpon  the  Indians  therby  ; 

Capt  :  Breeden  Gouernor  of  Noua  Scocia  appeered  before  the  Comiflioners  of 

the  vnited  Collonies  of  New  England  exhibited  a  complaint  againft  certaine  Indians 

called  the  Mohaukes  for  killing  fertaine  of  theire  trading  Indians  and  takeing  them 

x  captiue ; 
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captiue  ;  to  the  number  of  about  80  perfons  and  alfoe  killing  theire  Cattle  and  Rob- 
ing theire  ftore  houfes  to  the  vallue  of  about  three  hundred  pounds ;  for  the  fatis- 
fa&ion  wherof  the  aboue  faid  Gouernor  of  the  faid  Forts  hath  bine  att  great  charge 
to  fend  to  the  faid  Mohaukes  propotitions  of  agreement  ;  wherin  hee  was  affifted  by 
the  Gouernor  of  the  Monhatoes  but  noe  Recompence  can  bee  obtained  ;  all  which 
doth  appeer  by  a  Certificate  vnder  the  hands  of  thofe  that  had  trauelled  therin  ; 
wherfore  the  aboue  faid  Gouernor  Breeden  prefented  his  Requeft  for  ayde  and  al- 
fiftance  in  any  his  Majefties  Dominions  in  the  partes  of  America  to  preuent  Inuad- 
ers  of  his  trad  in  the  faid  terrytoryes  ; 

The  premifes  confidered  the  Comilfioners  doe  Judge  meet  to  declare  that  accord- 
ing as  the  matter  hath  bin  Reprefented  vnto  them  they  doe  apprehend  the  Infolen- 
cies  and  wronges  done  by  the  abouefaid  Indian  Mohaukes  haue  bin  very  great ;  and 
contrary  to  theire  Couenant  and  league  concluded  with  the  Englilh  and  Indians  to 
whom  the  faid  Injuries  haue  bine  done  as  doth  appeer  by  theire  Couenant  exhibited 
in  Court  &c  and  doe  comend  it  to  the  Refpeftiue  Collonies  and  the  Gouerments 
there  as  that  in  all  due  obferueance  to  his  Majefties  Intereft  in  the  abouefaid  Nova 
Scotia  all  Juft  Incurragement  may  bee  giuen  to  the  abouefaid  Gouernor  of  the  faid 
Forts  for  his  Juft  Releife  and  Satisfaction  by  allowing  him  liberty  to  take  fuch  a 
Number  of  voulenteers  with  prouifion  for  fuch  a  fervice  as  in  theire  prudence  they 
fhall  fee  meet ;  prefumeing  that  the  faid  Gouernor  will  foe  Improue  and  manage  the 
faid  affaire  ;  that  the  peace  and  quiett  and  vnitie  of  the  vnited  Collonies  nor  the  In- 
habitants therof  bee  not  difturbed  ; 

Seuerall  Indian  Teftimonyes  were  prefented  to  the  Comiffioners  wimeffing  the  In- 
jurioufe  dealing  of  Samuell  Wilbore  and  others  of  Road  Hand  in  claiming  and  po- 
feffing  of  fome  trafts  of  land  in  the  Narraganfett  Countrey  as  alfoe  deliuery  and 
feafon  of  the  faid  land  made  by  fome  Narraganfett  Sachems  To  Captaine  huchen- 
fon  and  Leiftenant  hudfon  for  themfelues  and  Companie  which  Teftimonies  were  dif- 
tinftly  Read  ;  and  Interpreted  to  the  faid  Indians  by  John  Stanton  ;  and  were  own- 
ed and  accepted  by  the  Indians  therin  Refpeftiuely  named  the  originall  wherof  were 
left  on  file  amongft  the  Records  of  the  Comiffioners  att  Bofton  ; 

Wheras  the  Comiffioners  att  theire  laft  meeting  att  New  hauen  were  Informed 
that  harmon  Garrett  had  a  title  to  trafts  of  land  then  pofeft  by  Ninnigrett  and  that 
the  faid  Ninnigreet  was  about  to  fell  the  fame  to  fome  of  Road  Hand  which  might 
prejudice  the  faid  harmon  Garretts  title  ;  Gaue  a  writing  vnder  theire  hands  fertify- 
ing  the  faid  harmon  Garretts  claime  which  being  made  knowne  to  Ninnigrett ;  the 
faid  Ninnigrett  by  his  Meffengers  to  the  Comiffioners  att  theire  laft  meeting  att  Ply- 
mouth made  claime  to  the  faid  land  ;  and  Refered  the  Determination  therof  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Court  att  Bofton  defireing  that  notice  might  bee  giuen  to  the 
faid  harmon  Garrett  att  the  faid  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  to  appeer ;  .which  was 

accordingly 
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accordingly  done  ;  and  the  faid  harmon  Garrett  and  Corman  the  meffenger  of  Nln- 
nigreet  appeered  before  the  Comiffioners  att  Bolton  ;  where  it  was  aledged  by  har- 
mon Garrett  that  his  father  was  a  great  Sachem  and  pofeffed  of  the  lands  in  con- 
trouerfy  and  that  Ninnigreet  was  the  faid  Sachems  younger  brother  ;  Corman  in 
the  behalfe  of  Ninnigrett  that  Ninnigrett  was  pofeffed  of  the  faid  lands  according 
to  the  Indian  Coflome  being  alowed  to  bee  the  Cheife  Sachem  and  haueing  married 
the  Sifter  of  harmon  Garrett ;  that  the  faid  harmon  was  not  of  the  whole  blood 
his  mother  being  a  ftranger  ;  Thefe  thinges  were  Teftifyed  by  diuers  Narraganfett 
and  Pequot  Indians  and  by  Vncas  and  others  by  euidence  in  writing  ; 

The  Comiffioners  vpon  the  whole  cafe  thought  it  not  meet  to  prejudice  the  title 
of  Ninnigrett  being  in  pofeffion  by  any  acte  of  theires  and  that  the  writing  giuen  vn- 
der  theire  hand  att  Newhauen  conferning  harmon  Garrett  bee  not  vnderftood  nor 
made  vfe  of  to  prejudice  Ninnegreets  title  and  pofeffion  but  advife  all  the  Englifh 
to  forbeare  to  difturbe  Ninnegrett ;  and  the  rather  becaufe  harmon  Garrett  was  Re- 
quired and  did  promifenot  to  alianate  any  of  thofe  lands  without  the  aduife  and  con- 
fent  of  the  Comiffioners  ; 

Cafhafinnamon  and  harmon  Garrett  appeered  before  the  Comiffioners  makeing  fe- 
uerall  complaints  ;  for  the  Redreffe  wherof  the  following  order  was  made  ;  and  par- 
ticularly they  complained  and  defired  that  the  lands  formerly  affigned  them  on  Wo- 
worowaneck  bee  fpeedily  layed  out  vnto  them  ;  which  hath  bin  formerly  defired  by 
the  Comiffioners  att  feuerall  meetings  to  the  generall  Court  of  Conecticott ;  and 
againe  comended  to  the  Comiffioners  of  that  Collonie  whoe  haue  engaged  theire  af. 
filtance  for  the  accomplifhment  therof ; 

Further  they  complained  of  a  great  difturbance  amongft  them  occationed  by  a 
Judgment  of  thirty  pounds  againfl  Cafhafennamon  as  Gouernor  of  the  Pequots  for 
damage  fuftained  by  fome  Englifli  in  theire  fwine  ;  which  damage  was  not  done  by 
the  faid  Cafhafinamon  nor  any  of  the  Pequotes  as  they  aledged  but  by  fome  Mohe- 
gen  Indians ;  whervpon  the  Comiffioners  of  Coneclicott  were  defired  that  they 
would  procure  them  a  new  hearing  of  the  caufe  ;  and  if  it  mall  appeer  that  the  faid 
Judgment  was  good  and  legall  or  that  noe  hearing  can  bee  further  obtained  the 
Comiffioners  doe  adjudge  that  the  faid  301b.  ftiould  bee  Raifed  by  way  of  Rate  vp- 
on all  the  Indians  vnder  him  and  to  bee  returned  to  them  that  haue  difburfed  the 
fume  ; 

They  farther  defired  that  thofe  Indians  att  Paucatucke  might  not  bee  defturbed 
by  the  Englifh  there  and  that  the  agreement  made  att  Plymouth  for  theire  Continu- 
ance  there  for  fiue  yeares  might  bee  obferved  ;  after  fom  fpeech  with  the  Englifh 
they  were  fatisfyed  that  they  might  continew  in  theire  pofeffion  and  that  the  tract  of 
land  of  eight  thoufand  acres  was  ordered  by  the  Maffachufetts  Collonie  to  bee  af- 
figned them  ;  and  if  any  eccation  of  difference  did  arife  betwixt  any  of  them  and 

the 
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the  Englifh  there  Capt :  Dennifon  Thomas  Stanton  and  James  Ardrell  are  defir- 
ed  and  Impowered  to  compofe  the  fame  ; 

Cafhafinnamon  excufed  the  not  bringing  in  of  theire  tribute  or  rate  of  one  fathom 
for  euery  man  by  reafon  of  the  aboue  Diffraction  amongft  them  ;  And  harmon  Gar- 
rett allis  Cafhawafhett  prefented  fixteen  fathom  which  was  left  with  the  MafTachufetts 
vpon  account  excufing  the  non  payment  of  the  refedew  vpon  the  aforfaid  reafons  ; 
they  were  both  ordered  and  required  to  collect  the  whole  fume  of  the  faid  tribute 
or  Rate  on  the  faid  Pequotis  and  pay  it  to  Capt :  Denifon  Mr.  Stanton  and  James 
Ardrell  before  the  end  of  October  next  they  were  further  ordered  to  encurrage  the 
Pequots  to  attend  the  Inftruction  of  thofe  that  fhalbee  Imployed  by  the  Comiffion- 
ers  to  Impart  to  them  the  thinges  of  God  ;  and  for  the  preuention  of  drunkenes 
and  other  diforders  amongft  them  they  were  Required  to  feize  vpon  all  ftronge  ii- 
qours  that  fhalbee  brought  amongft  them  to  bee  fold  and  drunke  amongft  the  Indi- 
ans and  to  deliuer  the  fame  to  fume  of  the  Englifh  ouer  feers ;  whoe  fhall  fell  the 
fame  to  the  Englifh  and  Returne  to  him  that  feized  it  the  one  halfe  and  to  him  that 
difclofed  it  the  other  halfe  ; 

Confidering  the  former  and  fundry  other  Complaints  of  the  mifdemeanors  and  In- 
folency  comitted  by  the  Pequotts  vnder  theire  Gouerments  the  Comiffioners  doe  con- 
feirme  the  faid  Cafhafinamon  allis  Robine  and  Cafhawafhed  allis  harmon  Garrett  as. 
Gouernors  together  with  theire  former  afhftants  over  the  Pequots  and  doe  Inueft 
them  with  full  power  and  authoritie  to  appoint  officers  vnder  them  and  doe  and  acte 
for  theire  Regulateing  in  all  waies  of  honefty  and  fiuellity  ;  and  in  cafe  of  any  mat- 
ter that  fhall  appeer  to  them  more  difficult  or  in  cafe  of  obftinacy  and  Refiftance 
heerin  by  any  of  theire  people  ;  they  are  ordered  to  Repaire  to  Capt :  Gorge  De- 
nifon Thomas  Stanton  and  James  Andrell  or  any  two  of  them  Capt  :  Denifon  being 
one  ; 

And  the  faid  Captaine  Denifon  Thomas  Stanton  and  James  Andrell  or  fuch  two  of 
them  as  beforefaid  are  heerby  Impowered  to  heare  and  determine  all  matters  of  ap- 
peale  and  complaint  wherin  any  of  the  aforfaid  Indians  fhall  conceiue  themfelues 
wronged  by  theire  Gouernors  and  likewife  to  ftrengthen  the  hands  of  the  faid  Go- 
uernors in  the  executions  of  fuch  fentances  paft  and  Judgments  according  to  theire 
defcretion  ;  Capitall  Cafes  being  excepted  ;  and  further  they  are  Impowered  to  Re- 
quire the  obferuation  of  the  orders  and  Injunctions  of  the  Comiffioners  of  the  vnited 
Collonies  Refering  to  the  faid  Indians  and  the  gathering  in  of  theire  Rates  before  the 
firft  of  the  next  month  and  for  the  future  to  be  annually  Returned  to  the  meeting 
of  the  Comiffioners  for  the  which  laboure  the  faid  Gentlemen  Comiffioners  may  ex- 
pert fome  Incurragement  according  to  the  expence  of  theire  time  in  the  faithfull  dif- 
charge  of  theire  truft  ;

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And  the  abouefaid  Captaine  Denifon  Thomas  Stanton  and  Jaraes  Andrell  are  Im- 
powered  from  time  to  time  to  heare  and  determine  all  matters  of  controverfy  and 
difference  that  may  arife  between  any  of  the  Engliih  about  Paucatucke  and  the  faid 
Indians  ; 

They  are  alfoe  defired  to  Improue  theire  Intereft  with  the  faid  Pequotts  to  procure 
fome  towardly  youth  to  be  brought  vp  in  learning  for  future  feruice  and  to  fend  him. 
vp  to  Mr.  Weld  of  Roxburry  whoe  is  ordered  to  take  care  of  him  ; 

They  are  likewife  heerby  authonfed  to  doe  or  caufe  to  bee  done  what  in  theire 
dikretions  may  bed  conduce  to  Redufe  them  to  civillitie  and  the  knowlidge  of  God 
as  well  by  caufeing  due  punifhment  to  bee  Inflicted  on  diforderly  perfons  according  to 
theire  demeritts  ;  as  by  encurraging  fuch  as  fhalbee  fent  to  Inftruct  them  by  order  of 
the  Comiflioners  and  by  caufeing  them  to  attend  thervnto  ; 

Complaint  being  made  to  the  Comiflioners  by  fundry  that  haue  bine  att  Charge 
and  expence  of  time  in  laying  out  the  Indians  plantations  that  hetherto  noe  Recom- 
pence  hath  bine  made  them  ;  by  Reafon  of  which  Neglect  fuch  further  worke  of  that 
natvre  yett  Remaining  to  bee  done  is  retarded  to  the  Difquiett  both  of  the  Indians 
and  Engliih  The  Comiflioners  doe  therefore  Comend  it  to  the  Gouerments  of  the 
refpectiue  Collonies  that  meet  fatisfadtion  bee  made  to  fuch  perfons  as  haue  or  heer- 
after  flialbee  Imployed  in  that  feruice  either  from  the  Refpectiue  Treafuries  or 
otherwife  in  fome  of  theire  waft  lands  within  or  without  the  faid  Indian  plan- 
tations ; 

Captaine  Gorg  Denifon  and  Thomas  Stanton  complaining  that  the  vnited  Collo- 
nies are  indebted  vnto  them  for  theire  time  expended  in  theire  feruice  about  two 
yeares  fmce  to  the  Narraganfetts  the  Comiflioners  doe  allow  them  flue  pounds  apeece 
to  be  paied  out  of  the  comon  ftocke  of  the  Collonies  Remaining  in  the  Coflody  of 
Conedticott  Collonie ; 

Complaint  being  made  by  Mr.  John  Freake  in  hehalfe  of  himfelfe  and  others  In-  ■ 
terefed  in  a  ueflell  caft  away  about  Point  Judith  that  the  Narraganfett  Indians  liueing 
therabouts  did  plunder  and  take  away  much  of  theire  goods  to  a  confiderable 
vallue  and  pleaded  that  it  was  theires  or  the  Sachems  becaufe  the  Veflell  was  caft 
away  vpon  his  land  and  doe  therfore  ftill  detaine  mod  of  the  goods ;  The  Comiflion- 
ers of  the  vnited  Collonies  defire  Captaine  Edward  hucheufon  to  demaund  of  the 
faid  Sachem  and  Indians  fuch  goods  as  are  yett  in  theire  pofeiflon  ;  and  to  caufe  the 
faid  goods  or  fatisfaction  for  them  to  bee  returned  to  the  owners  ;  and  further  to  fig- 
nify  to  the  faid  Indians  that  wee  may  by  noe  meanes  allow  that  the  Englifh  or  Indians 
fliould  make  prife  of  abufe  and  plunder  any  that  fuffer  in  fuch  cafe  in  any  parte  of 
the  Countrey  ;  To  lett  Ninnegrett  vnderftand  that  wee  take  in  good  parte  what  hee 
hath  returned  and  any  care  hee  hath  fhewed  about  it ;  and  that  fuch  actions  will 

prejudice 
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prejudice  that  frindfhip  and  loue  which  wee  greatly  defire  may  be  kept  between  them 
and  vs ; 

His  Majefties  Lettres  Pattents  graunted  to  feuerall  Gentlemen  of  Conefticott  vnder 
the  broad  feale  of  England  was  prefented  and  read  by  the  Comiflioners  of  the  vnited 
Collonies  wherin  they  take  notice  of  his  Majefties  fauorand  is  to  them  veryacceptablef 
as  it  refers  to  the  faid  Collonie  and  doe  aduife  that  wherin  others  may  bee  conferned 
the  faid  Gentlemen  with  fuch  others  doe  attend  fuch  waies  as  may  conduce  to  Righte- 
oufnes  peace  and  Amitie  ;  and  that  the  fauor  fhewed  to  the  faid  Collonie  or  any  other 
may  bee  joyntly  improued  for  the  benifitt  of  all  conferned  in  the  faid  Charter  which 
wee  hope  will  alfoe  preuent  the  Intrufions  of  thofe  of  Road  Hand  and  theire  injuri- 
oufe  dealing  with  diuers  of  our  people ;  as  alfoe  to  preuent  euen  theire 
corrupting  of  the  manors  of  the  heathen  in  thofe  parts  by  the  prophaning  of  the 
fabbath  and  makeing  them  drunke  with  ftrong  waters  to  the  great  difhonor  of 
God  and  reproch  of  the  Englifh  Nation  and  therby  not  a  little  hindering  to  the  pro- 
grefle  of  the  Gofpell  amongft  the  Natiues  which  his  Majeftie  hath  bine  pleafed  of  late 
gracioufly  to  promote  and  countenance  by  ordering  a  new  and  legall  eftablifhment  of 
the  Corporation  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gofpell  amongft  the  Indians  in  New 
England  ; 

Captaine  Gokens  and  others  complaining  of  the  continewed  Iiijurioufe  dealing  and 
proceedings  of  fome  of  Road  Hand  which  haue  bine  formerly  Reprefented  to  the 
Gouerment  both  by  the  Comiflioners  and  the  Maflachufetts  Collonie  and  that  without 
effect ;  th  e  Comiflioners  thought  good  to  fend  this  following  letter  j 

Gentlemen 

THE  laft  yeare  from  Plymouth  wee  reprefented  to  you  the  Complaints  of  diuers 
Englilh  and  Indians  of  the  Injuries  and  Intrufions  of  fome  of  youer  people  vpon  the 
Right  of  the  Maflachufetts  att  Paucatucke  and  of  fome  other  particulare  perfons  in 
other  places  fince  which  time  wee  vnderftand  that  the  Gouernor  of  the  Maflachufetts ; 
to  which  the  faid  Paucatucke  doth  belong  ;  by  letters  from  theire  Councell  and  Ge- 
nerall  Court  haue  reprefented  theire  fence  of  the  acteing  of  youer  people  ;  haueing 
alfoe  in  procecution  of  theire  Right ;  and  for  the  protection  of  thofe  that  are  feated 
there  by  theire  Order  arrefted  and  fined  fome  of  youers  ;  forceable  entery  made  vpon 
our  pofefllon  ;  concerning  youer  Gouerment  hath  not  as  yett  either  to  vs  or  to  the 
faid  Gouerment  of  the  Maflachufetts  declared  their  fence  either  owning  or  difowning

it  to  be  an  a&e  of  youer  Geuerment  ;  onely  Mr.  Brinton  in  fome  letters  iuath  declar- 
ed his  particulare  apprehenfion  yett  notwithstanding  wee  are  enfcrmed  youer  peeple 
proceed  with  an  high  hand  and  pretend  authorise  for  theire  aSaag  and  officers  calling 
themfelues  Conftables  reddy  to  affift  them  in  theire  Injuries  and  ofTencme(truely  wee 
may  fay)  wicked  demeanors ;  building  vpon  the  land  ;  threatening  Cuptaine  Go- 
kens  tenant  to  carry  him  to  prifon  and  driue  away  his  cattle  ;  curing  his  graffe  ;  by 
giueing  ill  example  to  Pequot  Indians  that  are  in  fubje&ion  to  vs  :  by  prophaning  the 
fabbath  and  felling  great  quantities  of  liquors  to  them  ;  which  once  and  againe  wee 
thought  meet  to  prefent  to  you  coufidcring  that  the  rather  (though  wee  could  not 
ezely)  the  perfons  aforfaid  acted  without  youer  Incurragement  becaufe  wee  haue 
feen  a  warrant  figned  by  youer  Recorder  Jofeph  Torey  by  order  of  youer  Generall 
Court  warning  Captaine  Gokens  and  othrs  to  advife  and  forbeare  any  further  or  fu- 
ture pofeffion  of  any  of  the  lands  att  or  about  Pacatuck  as  they  will  anfware  the  con- 
trary att  theire  perill  •,  yett  with  expreffing  youer  fubmiffion  to  his  Majefties  determi- 
nation ;  wherfore  being  joyntly  defirous  to  prevent  any  further  disturbance  of  the 
pea*e  of  the  Collonies  though  wee  haue  no  doubt  of  the  prefent  Right  and  intereft 
of  the  Maffachufetts  to  thofe  lands ;  wee  are  willing  to  iraproue  the  argument  that 
youer  felues  haue  owned  ;  and  therfore  thought  meet  to  certify  you  that  wee  haue 
Read  and  perufed  a  charter  of  Incorporation  vnder  the  broad  Seale  of  England  fent 
ouer  the  laft  fhip  graunted  to  fome  gentlemen  of  Connecticutt  wherin  the  lands  att 
Paucatuck  and  Narraganfett  are  contained  which  wee  hope  will  prevaile  with  you  to 
require  and  caufe  youer  people  to  withdraw  themfelues  and  defift  from  future  distur- 
bance •,  otherwife  affuring  you  that  the  vnited  Collonies  are  engaged  to  affift  and  de- 
fend each  other  in  theire  juft  Rights  and  pofeffions  intreating  and  conjuring  you  to 
wey  and  confider  the  fcandall  of  youer  actings  againft  which  wee  doe  proteft  and  that 
the  vnited  Collonies  are  inocent  of  the  fad  confequences  and  difturbances  that  will 
vnavoidably  attend  youer  further  continuance  therin  ;  the  Righteous  God  the  God 
of  peace  incline  youer  harts  and  direct  youer  Councells  to  the  wayes  of  Righteoufnes 
and  peace  with  thofe  that  are  defiroufe  to  continew

the  worke  of  preaching  the  Gofpell  to  the  Pequotts  liueing  therabouts  with  promife 
of  fuicable  ir.curra^ement  for  his  care  paines  and  trauell  therin 

John  Stanton  was  folemnly  advifed  to  apply  himfelfe  feriouily  to  his  ftuddy  that 
in  Gods  time  bxe  may  bee  better  furnilhed  for  imployment  in  the  worke  ;  as  alfoe 
that  in  the  prefence  of  his  father  or  Captain  Dennifon  hee  comunicate  the  Catta- 
chifme  and  fome  part  of  the  Scripture  to  them  teaching  theire  children  to  read  and 
write  ;  and  that  in  his  whole  converfation  hee  foe  demean  himfelfe  that  the  Iniiins 
bee  not  juftly  offended  theratt  but  gained  therby  ; 

And  wheras  Mathew  Mayhew  is  deuoted  by  his  parents  to  the  worke  and  a  con- 
fiderable  charge  hath  for  his  fathers  fake  been  expended  on  him  ;  the  Comiffioners 
expecl:  that  together  with  his  other  learning  hee  apply  himfelfe  to  learn  the  Indian 
language  haueing  now  oppertunitie  to  attaine  the  fame  otherwife  the  Comiffioners 
wilbee  neffefitated  to  confider  of  fome  more  hopefull  way  of  expending  the  flock 
betrufled  in  theire  hands. 

The  foregoing  conclufions  were  agreed  and  vnderwritten  by  the  Comiffioners

Court  of 
the  Maffachnfetts  dated  the  27th  of  May  1663  was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  ap- 
peered  that  Simon  Bradflreet  Efq.  and  Mr.  Francis  Danforth  Efq  were  chofen  Co- 
miffioners for  the  Maffiichufetts  Jurifdi&ion  in  New  England  aforkid  ;  for  a  full  and 
compleat  yeare  as  any  occafions  or  exegence  may  require  and  were  inuefled  with  full 
power  and  authoritie  according  to  the  tenure  of  the  faid  articles  concluded  att  Bof-. 
ton  the  19th  of  May  1643.

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A  like  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  Plymouth  was  prefented  and  read  beng 
dated  June  the  firft  1663  whereby  it  appered-that  Thomas  Prence  and  Major  Jofiah 
WinHow  Efqrs.  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  the  Collonie  of  New  plymouth  for  a 
full  and  compleat  yeare  and  were  inuefted  with  full  power  and  authoritie  according  t© 
the  aforefaid  articles  ; 

A  like  order  of  the  generall  Court  of  Cone&icott  dated  the  14th  of  May  1663 
was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  it  appeered  that  the  Right  Worfliipful  John  Win- 
thorpe  Efq.  and  Capt.  John  Talcott  Efq.  were  Chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie 
and  were  enuefled  with  full  power  and  authoritie  for  one  whole  yeare  according  to 
the  faid  articles  ; 

A  like  order  of  the  Generall  Court  of  Newhauen  dated  the  27th  of  May  16^3 
was  prefented  and  Read  wherby  it  appeared  that  Willam  Leete  Efq.  and  Mr.  Ben- 
jamineFen  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  and  were  inuefted  with  full 
power  and  authoritie  for  one  whole  yeare  according  to  the  aforfaid  articles  ;

Honorable  Geltlemen 

YOUERS  of  the  tenth  of  Sept.  (62)  wee  haue  receiued  with  an  account  of 
youer  difburfemems  for  the  yeare  paft:  as  alfo  a  bill  of  exchange  drawne  for  five  hun- 
dred pound  which  wee  accepted  aud  haue  payed  the  greateft  part  therof ;  youer  pru- 
dent carfull  management  of  this  worke  wee  haue  much  reafon  to  acknowlidge  ;  ef- 
pecially  when  wee  confider  the  greatnes  of  youer  publicke  imployments  for  the 
whole  plantation  ;  Wee  hope  it  wilnot  be  ofFenciue  to  you  if  wee  dehre  you  to  alter 
fomethinge  of  youer  accuftomed  courfe  for  foe  is  it  that  wee  haue  not  any  mouey  in 
Calh  ;  our  prefent  Reuenew  being  not  aboue  three  hundred  and  twenty  pound  per 
annum  ;  and  befides  officers  fallaries  wee  are  engaged  in  a  chargeable  fuite  for  an 
eftate  wee  brought  att  aboue  fiue  hundred  pound  per  annum  ;  of  which  wee  gaue  you 
an  account  more  fully  in  our  laft  ;  by  which  meanes  wee  are  conftrained  to  Improue 
that  little  wee  haue  for  the  beft  aduantage  that  if  it  bee  poffible  Wee  may  carry  on 
whatfoeuer  is  abfolutely  neflefary  tending  to  the  good  defigned  and  yett  ke~e  p  within 
our  owne  compas ;  and  for  that  end  wee  defire  that  for  the  prefent  as  few  bookes  as 
poffibly  may  bee  bought ;  as  alfoe  that  the  charges  conferring  miflris  Mayhew  Mat- 
thew Mayhew  Mr.  Stantons  fon  Captaine  Gookin  ;  extreordinary  gifts  to  Indians  ; 
or  any  other  expeices  that  you  vpon  youer  place  ihall  thinke  fitt  to  bee  fpared  may 

bee 
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bee  forborne  ;  vnlefl'e  it  bee  thought  by  you  that  fonie  vnavoyable  prejudice  might 
happen  to  the  worke  for  the  want  therof ;  Wee  haue  thought  good  in  purfuance  of 
the  trull  comitted  to  vs  and  for  the  Improuement  of  that  little  wee  haue  to  fend  you 
ouer  433  peeces  of  eight  fomthing  better  your  fhindard  poife  3 ilb.  10  ounces  i2d. 
waight  which  coft  vs  one  hundred  pounds  fleriing  heer  ;  haueing  obtained  this  pri- 
uiledge  in  our  Charter  that  what  wee  fhill  fend  ouer  ihalbee  without  any  charge  or 
Cuitom  payed  for  the  fame  ;  and  wee  hope  that  the  coyning  therof  into  youer  coyne 
and  according  to  youer  ftandard  will  make  a  confiderable  aduance  for  youer  fupply 
next  what  flialbee  fliort  befides  this  one  hundred  pound  ;  wee 

defire  that  you  take  vp  moneyes  with  the  allowance  others  haue  in  fuch  cafes  ;  for 
bills  of  exchange  payed  heer  of  youer  coyne  there  ;  which  wee  vnderftand  is  about 
15  or  2  3  per  cent  ;  by  thefe  wayes  wee  are  enformed  there  wilbee  more  gained  to 
the  Corporation  then  by  makeing  Returnes  as  of  late  hath  bin  don  ;  wee  are  not  att 
prefent  fenfable  of  any  Inconueniency  that  can  acrew  heerby  except  the  trouble  it 
might  occafion  to  youerfelues  ;  wee  hope  the  bible  wilbee  fmifhed  by  the  Returne  of 
the  Shipps  and  then  and  not  before  wee  defire  to  Receiue  fome  from  you  ;  It  is  matter 
of  great  joy  to  vs  heare  of  the  lords  effe&ual  worke  vpon  the  hartes  of  foe  many  of 
the  natiues  of  thofe  two  plantations  you  mencion  in  youer  letter  which  doth  not 
onely  aSecl:  our  harts  but  wee  hope  alfoe  will  quicken  our  endeauors  foe  that  no- 
thing flialbee  wanting  to  further  foe  truely  defirable  a  worke  conferning  Marmeduke 
Johnfon  the  Printer  wee  are  forry  hee  hath  foe  mifcarryed  by  which  meanes  the 
printing  of  the  bible  hath  bin  retarded  wee  are  refolved  to  default  the  2ilb.  you  men- 
cion out  of  his  fallary  ;  Mr.  Elliott  whofe  lettter  beares  date  three  monthes  after 
youers  writes  that  Johnfon  is  againe  Returned  into  the  worke  whofe  brother  alfoe 
hath  bine  with  vs  and  gives  vs  great  aflurance  of  his  brothers  Reformation  and  fol- 
lowing his  bufines .  dilligently  for  the  time  to  come  ;  and  hee  being  (as  Mr.  Elliott 
writes)  an  able  and  vfefull  man  in  the  prefTe  wee  haue  thought  fitt  further  to  make 
tryall  of  him  for  one  yeare  longer  and  the  rather  becaufe  vpon  Mr.  Elliots  motion 
and  the  goodnes  of  the  worke  ;  we  haue  thought  fitt  and  ordered  that  the  Pfalmes 
of  Dauid  in  meter  flialbee  printed  in  the  Indian  language  ;  and  foe  wee  hope  that  the 
faid  Johnfon  performing  his  promife  of  amend ement  for  time  to  come  may  bee  vfefull 
in  the  furthering  of  this  worke  which  wee  foe  much  defire  the  finnifhing  of  5  Wee 
haue  no  more  but  comend  you  to  the  Lord

YOUERS  of  the  9th  April  (6$)  wee  haue  Receiued;  wberby  wee  vnderftand 
the  great  care  and  Reddines  you  haue  to  aduance  the  propagation  of  the  Gofpell 
amongft  the  poore  natiues  heer  ;  a  worke  truely  honorable  and  acceptable  to  God 
and  all  good  Chriftians  ;  an  Increafe  wherof  as  wee  earneflly  defire  and  hope  for  foe 
it  fhalbee  our  ftudious  endeauor  to  promote  according  to  the  power  and  oppertunitie 
put  into  our  hands ;  youer  honores  accepting  our  bill  of  fiue  hundred  pounds  and 
fending  ouer  a  fupply  of  an  hundred  pounds  in  peeces  of  eight  wee  humbly  acknow- 
lidge  and  haue  Improued  the  faid  peeces  to  the  vttermofi:  wee  could  wherof  by  mint- 
ing or  otherwife  is  1 1 71b.  00s.  o7d.  by  which  youer  honor  may  fee  what  aduance  there 
may  be  made  to  the  ftocke  by  fending  of  fuch  peeces  ;  vpon  this  occation  wee  haue 
had  fome  difcourfe  with  Mr.  Vfher  whoe  hath  formerly  bine  Imployed  to  Receiue  the 
moneyes  there  and  payed  fallaries  &c  heer  allowing  fix  per  cent:  for  what  hee  payes 
in  money  and  what  hee  payes  in  goods  att  3d  per  Hulling  proffitt  as  it  cod  in  England 
which  is  generally  chofen  5  which  is  much  better  then  our  money  and  efteemed  by 
thofe  that  Receiue  it  as  good  as  payment  in  England  confidering  the  aduenture  fraight 
and  other  charges ;  Concerning  the  takeing  vp  of  moneyes  heer  in  cafe  of  want ;  wee 
fear  it  wilbee  difficult  and  Inconuenient  for  though  there  is  fuch  allowance  giuen  as 
you  mention  yett  it  is  not  alwaies  to  bee  had  but  many  times  the  exchange  is  vpon 
euen  tearmes  ;  befides  there  wilbee  a  neceffitie  in  that  way  to  haue  fome  agent  or  offi- 
cer to  Receiue  pay  and  keep  accounts  whoe  mull  haue  fome  alowance  for  the  fame 
which  will  leffen  the  aduance  ;  and  not  giue  foe  good  fatisfa&ion  as  the  former  way 
hath  done  ;  when  they  might  goe  into  a  large  warehoufe  and  furniih  them  felues  with 
what  they  want  ;  att  leafl  3d  per  (hilling  cheaper  then  they  can  buy  it  with  Reddy 
money  ;  wee  haue  therefore  drawne  Mr.  Vfher  to  bee  willing  to  allow  1 2  per  cent  ad- 
uance for  what  hee  fhall  Receiue  in  England  and  keep  the  account  gratis  which  wee 
concerns  will  aduance  the  ftocke  as  much  as  fending  money  the  aduenture  fraight 
&c.  Confidered ;  of  which  wee  are  uery  defirous  if  it  may  ftand  with  youer  honors 
pleafure  for  the  fatisfa&ion  of  others  and  preuenting  of  our  own  trouble  of  makeing 
particulare  payments  and  keeping  accounts  which  wee  cannot  with  any  conueniency 
2  attend 
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attend  liueing  difperfed  in  the  Countrey  and  feldome  meeting  together  aboue  once  in 
the  yeare ;  thufe  haueing  bine  humbly  bould  to  prefent  our  thoughts  heerin  wee 
leaue  the  determination  thereof  to  youer  honors  pleafure  ;  wee  were  much  aTcfted 
to  heare  of  foe  great  a  loffe  like  to  befall  the  ftocke  but  fome  letters  from  private  frinds 
of  a  later  date  giues  vs  hopes  that  it  is  fince  Recouered ;  for  which  wee  Rejoyce 
and  are  thankfull;  wee  fhalbee  Reddy  to  attend  youer  honors  aduife  as  to  the  parti- 
culars abatements  propounded  in  youer  letter  for  the  future  foe  farr  as  may  bee  expe- 
dient ;  but  for  the  fallaries  and  charges  for  them  all  (except  Miftris  Mayhew)  is  du^ 
att  this  time  by  agreement  for  the  yeare  pad  and  foe  muft  neffeffarily  be  allowed  wee 
are  much  follicited  by  Cordiall  frinds  to  this  worke  to  continew  that  fmale  allowance 
to  Miftris  Mayhew  her  hufband  being  the  firft  or  one  of  the  firft  whofe  hart  god  Hir- 
ed vp  effectually  to  laboure  in  this  worke ;  and  that  feuerall  yeares  of  his  owne 
charges  without  any  Recompence  for  the  fame  j  and  one  whom  God  made  Inftru- 
mentall  for  the  fperituall  good  of  uery  many  of  the  poor  Natiues  of  Martins  Vinyard; 
wee  haue  therfore  for  this  yeare  pad  thought  it  mod  expedient  (teaft  it  fhould  bee 
a  difcouragement  to  others  as  well  as  ouer  greiuious  to  her  felfe  yett  Remaineing  a 
poor  defolate  widdow  with  fix  children)  to  allow  her  as  formerly  fix  pounds  but  fliall 
lett  her  know  fhe  muft  expect  noe  more  either  for  her  felfe  without  youer  honors  fur- 
ther order  ;  fome  time  after  our  laft  letter  Marmeduke  Iohnfon  Returned  to  the  Prefle 
and  hath  carried  himfelfe  Indifferently  well  fince  foe  farr  as  wee  know  but  the  bible 
being  finiihed  and  little  other  worke  prefenting  ;  wee  difinifed  him  att  the  end  of  the 
tearme  you  had  contracted  with  him  for ;  but  vnderftanding  youer  honorable  Cor- 
poration hath  agreed  with  him  for  another  yeare  ;  wee  fliall  Indeavour  to  Imploy 
him  as  wee  can  by  printing  the  pfalmes  and  another  little  Treatife  of  Mr.  Baxters 
which  Mr.  Elliot  is  tranflateing  into  the  Indian  language  which  is  thought  may  bee 
vfefull  and  profitable  to  the  Indians  ;  and  yett  there  will  not  bee  full  Imployment  for 
him ;  and  for  after  times  our  owne  printer  wilbee  fufEciently  able  to  print  of  any 
other  worke  that  wilbee  neffefary  for  theire  vfe  foe  that  att  the  yeares  end  hee  may 
be  difmifed  ;  or  fooner  if  hee  pleafe  ;  and  If  there  bee  occation  further  to  Imploy 
him  It  were  much  better  to  contrail:  with  him  heer  to  print  by  the  fheete  then  by  al- 
lowing him  ftanding  wages ;  wee  were  forced  vpon  his  earneft  Requeft  to  lett  him 
fiue  pound  in  parte  of  his  wages  to  fupply  his  prefent  neffefitie  which  muft  bee  de- 
faulted by  youer  honors  with  his  brother ;  his  laft  yeare  by  agreement  with  him  begin- 
eth  the  20th  of  Auguft  laft  from  the  end  of  his  former  contract  till  that  time  hee  was 
out  of  this  Imployment  and  followed  his  owne  occations  ;  The  Inftruments  Imployed 
in  thu  great  worke  are  continued  and  Improue  themfelues  therin ;  except  Mr. 
Thomfon  whoe  hath  defifted  the  worke  and  hath  his  fallary  abated ;  wee  are  much 
follicited  by  fome  to- augment  theire  allowance  ;  but  vpon  youer  honors  aduertifment 
Vol.  IL  3  O  haue 
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haue  forborne  to  doe  any  thinge  therm  for  the  prefent j  Wee  haue  fpoken  with  Mr. 
Elliott  and  others  concerning  Captaine  Gookens  Imployment  amonge  the  Indians  in 
Gouerning  of  them  in  feuerall  plantations  ordering  theire  townes  affaires  (which  they 
are  not  able  to  doe  themfelues)  takeing  account  of  theire  laboure  and  expence  of 
theire  time  and  how  theire  children  proffitt  in  theire  learning  with  many  thinges  of 
like  nature;  and  find  it  to  bee  of  much  vfe  and  benifitt  to  them  ;  and  therfore  could 
not  but  defire  him  to  goe  en  in  that  worke  and  haue  ordered  fifteen  pounds  to  bee 
paied  him  towards  his  expences  for  the  yeare  part  ;  wee  are  enformed  by  Mr.  Elliott 
and  others  that  there  is  an  hopefull  progreffion  of  the  worke  in  feuerall  partes  of  the 
Countrey  ;  the  two  ftewdents  att  Cambridge  College  follow  theire  Studdy  diligently 
and  are  good  proficients  therin ;  and  fiue  other  hopefull  youthes  att  the  inferior 
Scooles  which  are  that  are  maintained  out  of  the  Stocke  ;  Iohn  Stanton  and  Mathew 
Mayhew  bee  according  to  youer  honors  aduife  difcharged  the  acles  of  the  laft  yeares 
dilburfements  wee  haue  heerwith  fent ;  by  whkh  youer  honors  may  fee  what  hath 
bine  payed  out  and  what  is  Remayning ;  which  pofibly  may  defray  moil  of  the 
charges  for  the  enfueing  yeare  ;  yett  finding  it  to  bee  a  great  Incurragement  to  thofe. 
that  are  Imployed  and  fuch  as  are  to  Receiue  pay  for  diett  clothing  &c.  to  know  cer- 
tainly where  they  may  Receiue  it  heer ;  not  onely  for  theire  prefent  fupply  but  for 
the  future  ;  wee  haue  therfore  made  bold  to  charge  bills  for  fours  hundred  pounds  ; 
yett  foe  as  it  lhalbee  noe  damage  if  notwithstanding  what  wee  haue  Intimated  to  tranf- 
mit  it  fome  other  waies  but  lefie  then  that  fume  with  what  is  in  hand  will  not  defray  all 
charges  till  another  fupply  can  bee  had  from  England  ;  Wee  haue  ordered  Mr.  Vfher 
to  prefent  youer  honors  by  the  next  fliipp  with  20  Coppyes  of  the  bible  and  as  ma- 
ny of  the  Pfalmes  if  printed  of  before  the  fhippes  departure  from  hence  ;  craueing 
pardon  for  giueing  youer  honors  this  trouble  wee  fhall  humbly  take  leaue  comitting 
youer  felfe  and  that  honorable  focietie  into  the  armes  of  his  mercye  whofe  faithfullnes 
is  engaged  to  Reward  youer  labour  of  loue  to  thofe  his  other  flieep  in  this  vaft  and 
remote  wilderneffe  which  is  the  earnefl  prayer  of

Sundry  of  the  Pequott  Indians  (viz)  Robbin  and  harmon  Garrett  with  others  of 
them  appeering  before  the  Comiflioners  exhibited  theire  complaints  as  followeth ; 
viz.  againft  Vncas  for  entertaineing  Pequott  delinquents  ;  againft  his  men  for  abufe- 
ing  the  Conftable  of  New  London  j  the  Redreffe  wherof  the  Comiflioners  doe  Re- 
fer 
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fer  to  the  Gouerment  of  Coneclicott  and  incafe  of  non  fatisfattion  the  parties  agrieu- 
ed  may  make  theire  complaint  to  the  next  feffion  of  the  Comiffioners ;  and  that  Vn- 
cas  likewife  bee  enjoyned  by  the   Gouerment  of  Conecticott  to  make  his  appeer- 
ance  there  ; 

Alfoe  it  is  againe  comended  to  the  generall  Courts  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  Co- 
ne&icott  that  fome  effe&uall  courfe  bee  taken  for  the  laying  out  of  Conuenient  pla- 
ces for  the  fettlcing  of  the  faid  Indians  according  to  former  agreement  and  Captaine 
Denifon  Mr.  Stanton  and  James  Andrey  are  defired  in  the  behalfe  of  the  Indians  to 
fee  it  done  ; 

It  is  alfoe  agreed  by  the  Comiffioners  that  the  lands  on  the  eaft  fide  of  Pauca- 
tuck  as  well  Mr.  Plafters  farme  as  Capt.  Gookins  and  Amos  Richinfons  or  any 
others  which  was  Improued  for  Corne  by  the  Indians  before  the  graunt  therof  in 
proprietie  to  the  Englifh  (hall  foe  Remaine  vntill  the  expiration  of  the  five  yeares 
conditioned  with  the  faid  Captaine  Gookins  and  Richenfon  in  the  behalfe  of  the  faid 
Indians  and  that  where  any  damage  hath  bin  done  them  therin  fince  the  faid  agree- 
ment the  fame  to  bee  fatisfyed  by  fuch  party  or  partyes  as  hath  done  it ; 

Memorand  :  that  Robbin  brought  for  the  payment  of  Poll  money  50  fathome 
of  f  Wampam  and  harmon  Garrett  30  fathom  which  was  accepted  in  full  of  all  a- 
reers  to  this  day  and  this  Releafe  to  bee  in  full  fatisfattion  of  their  complaint  about 
Allin  and  Gogeis  fwine  and  the  damage  they  pretend  to  hauefuftained  in  that  cafe  ; 
and  for  the  future  they  are  ordered  to  pay  anually  as  followeth  that  is  to  fay  Rob- 
bin  for  himfelfe  and  companie  forty  fathom  of  Wampam  and  harmon  Garrett 
for  himfelfe  and  his  companie  40  fathome  to  bee  collected  by  rate  as  they  are 
able  Refpectiuely  to  pay  and  incafe  of  neglect  of  obfervance  heerof  capt  :  Denifon 
and  Mr.  Stanton  and  James  Auery  or  any  one  of  them  are  Impowered  to  leuy  the 
fame  and  all  the  faid  Indians  are  Required  to  fubmitt  themfelues  to  their  Refpe&iue 
Gouernors  according  to  the  orders  and  Inftructions  giuen  them  ;  and  theire  difobei- 
dience  to  bee  prefented  from  time  to  time  to  the  Comiffioners  and  fome  of  the 
Cheife  diflurbers  to  bee  apprehended  and  brought  to  the  Comiffioners  Court,  to 
bee  proceeded  againft  according  to  theire  demerits  by  fending  away  or  otherwife  ; 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Maffachufetts  prefented  the  following  petition  to  the  honer- 
ed  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  ; 
WHERAS  our  honored  frinds  the  Confederates  the  Jurifdi&ion   of  Coneclicott 
haue  of  late  made  claime  to  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Pequot  Countrey  which  former- 
ly was  by  youer  felves  according  to   the  articles   of  Confederation  orderly  fettled

September  (63)  wee  haue  receiued  with  an  accoumpt 
of  youer  diiburfments  for  the  yeare  pafl  as  alfoe  the  bill  of  exchange  drawne  vpon  vs 
to  pay  Mr.  John  Harwood  affigne  of  Mr.  Vfher  of  Bofton  in  New  England  the  fume 
of  4oolb.  which  is  accepted  and  fhalbee  payed  between  this  and  the  24th.  of  June 
next ;  wee  are  glad  to  heare  of  the  progrefle  of  the  Gofpell  amongft  the  poor  In- 
dians and  that  it  pleafeth  the  Lord  to  proceed  j  and  to  fucceed  the  Indea- 
uors  of  them  that  laboure  therin  notwithstanding  the  many  Difficulties  and  dif- 
curragements  that  it  hath  mett  withall  and  as  wee  conceiue  our  felues  bound  to  ftud- 
dy  by  all  good  wayes  and  meanes  how  wee  may  anfware  the  trufl  comitted  to  vs  by 
his  Majeftie  foe  wee  noe  more  doubt  of  youer  care  and  paines  whoe  are  conftantly  on

for  the  fame  ;  with  adition  to  fome  of  them  as  youer  accoumpt  enclofed  doth  declare  ; 
wee  are  informed  by  Mr.  Elliot  that  feuerall  Companies  of  Indians  in  the  Contry 
doe  requeft  that  fome  of  theire  Countrymen  may  be  fent  to  teach  them  which  wee 
rejoyce  to  heare  ;  and  fhall  labourr  to  promote  by  giueing  all  due  Incurragement  as 
they  may  deferue  ;  wee  alfoe  vnderitand  by  him  youer  honors  haue  requefted  his  ad- 
uife  how  a  greater  Reuenew  might  be  beft  improued  for  the  furtherance  of  this 

good 
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good  worke  ;  which  thinge  wee  haue  oftens  had  in  ferious  debate  ;  and  find  it  ezier 
to  expend  mony  then  to  improue  it  to  any  good  advantage  ;  the  beft  expedient  that 
yett  wee  can  find  is  the  fending  forth  and  fettleing  fitt  Inftruraents  amongft  them  to 
teach    and    inftruft  them  felues  and    Children   as   any   oppertunitie  or    willing- 
nes  in  any  of  them  to  imbrace  the  fame   appeers  which  wee  ftiall  vfe  our  vt- 
moft  Indeauors  to  further  and  Incurrage ;  and  fhalbee  willing  and  reddy  as  formerly 
wee  haue  bine  to  confer  and  advife  with  the  Cheife  Inftruraents  Imployed   in  this 
worke  what  might  be  further  done  to  promote  the  end  propounded  alfoe  what  In- 
formation or  advife  flialbe  prefented  to  youer  honors  may  be  with  generall  confent 
and  approbation  which  wee  doubt  not  wilbe  more  fatisfa&ory  to  youer  felues  then 
the  fingle  apprehenfion  of  any  particular  perfon  ;  wee  difmifed  M'armeduke  Johnfon 
the  printer  att  the  end  of  his  tearme  agreed  for  haueing  improued  him  as  well  as  wee 
could  for  the  yeare  paft  by  imploying  him  with  our  owne  printer  to  print  fuch  Indi- 
an works  as  could  be  prepared  which  hee  was  not  able  to  doe  alone  with  fuch  other 
Engliih  Treatifes  which  did  prefent ;  for  which  allowance  hath  bine  made  proporti- 
onable to  his  laboure  •,  fome  time  hath  bine  loft  for  want  of  imployment  but  for  after 
times  wee  hope  to  haue  all  books  for  the  Indians  ufe  printed  vpon  ezier  tearmes  by 
our  owne  printer  efpecially  if  it  pleafe  youer  honers  to  fend  ouer  a  fonte  of  Pica  let- 
ters Roman  and  Italian  which  are  much  wanteing  for  printing  the  pra&ice  of  piety 
and  other  workes ;  and  foe  when  the  Preffes  ftialbe  Improued  for  the  vfe  of  the 
Englifti  wee  ftialbe  carefull  that  due  alowance  be  made  to  the  ftocke  for  the  fame  ;  It 
feemed  Mr.  Johnfon  ordered  all  his  fallery  to  be  receiued  and  difpofed  of  in  England 
which  hath  put  him  to  fome  ftraightes  heer  which  forced  vs  to  allow  him  fiue  pounds 
formerly  (as  wee  Intimated  in  our  laft)  and  fince  hee  hath   taken  vp  the  fume  of 
four  pound  all  which  is  to  be  accoumpted  as  parte  of  his  fallery  for  the  laft  yeare  ;  the 
remainder  wherof  wee  doubt  not  youer  honors  will  fatisfy  there  ;  the  number  of 
Bibles  withPfalm  books  printed  were  vpwards  of  a  thoufand  ;  of  Baxters  Call  1000 
and  of  Pfalters  500  diuers  wherof  all  forts  are  difpofed  to  the  Indians  and  the  reft 
reddy  for  theire  vfe  as  they  can  be  bound  vp  and  there  may  bee  occation  the  two  ftu- 
dents  of  the  College  are  uery  dilligent  in  theire  ftuddies  and  otherwife  hopefull  as 
likewife  are  the  other  youthes  att  the  Gramar  Scool ;  there  is  noe  doubt  to  be  made 
of  loofmg  theire  owne  Language  ;  for  they  dayly  converfe  amonge  them  felues  therin, 
wee  ftiall  not  prefume  to  giue  you  any  further  trouble  att  this  time  but  humbly  comitt

The  Comiflioners  being  fenfible  of  what  Great  concernment  it  is  to  the  vnited 
Collonies  that  the  honorable  Gentlemen  fent  ouer  as  his  Majefties  Comiflioners  to 
vifett  the  feuerall  Jurifdi&ions  be  fuitable  treated  as  becometh  our  fubje&ion  to  his 
Majeflie  our  dread  Souereign  doe  therfore  comend  it  to  the  feuerall  General!  Courts 
of  the  vnited  Collonies  Refpe&iuely  that  vpon  advife  giuen  them  by  the  faid  Comif- 
fioners  to  confult  theire  propofalls  according  to  theire  Inftru&ions  from  his  Majeflie

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that  Notice  therof  be  timly  giuen  to  theire  Confeaderates  to  the  end  that  if  they

The  Difference  dill  Depending  between  Conetticott  and  Newhaucn  and  fomc  writ- 
ings Refering  thervnto  being  by  both  parties  exhibited  att  this  meeting  the  Comif- 
fioners of  the  other  Collonies  Judge  meet  to  declare  that  as  the  occation  of  theire 
difference  was  aftcd  without  theire  cognizance  and  the  grounds  of  the  prefent  claime 
by  Cone&icott  not  being  fully  knowne  to  them  ;  they  cannot  as  to  the  Right  of  the 
caufe  add  vnto  what  was  pail:  by  the  Comiffioners  att  theire  lad  meeting  att  Bolton 
yett  confidering  how  much  the  honor  of  God ;  and  as  well  the  weale  of  all  the 
Collonies  as  themfelues  therin  not  Interefl  are  concerned  in  the  Iffue  therof;  they 
doe  hartily  and  affectionately  comend  to  theire  bretheren  and  loueing  Confeaderates 
that  fuch  a  complyance  be  between  them  wherby  the  fadd  confequences  that  will  In- 
evitably follow  vpon  theire  further  contenfions  one  with  another  might  be  pre- 
uented ; 

And  for  the  Remoucing  of  all  obftructions  and  that  the  Confeaderation  may  be 
continued  in  loue  and  Amity  which  feemes  to  be  the  defire  of  all  It  is  hartily  co- 
and  mended  propounded  to  the  Refpectiue  Generall  Courts  of  the  Maffiichufetts  and 
Plymouth  That  in  cafe  the  Collonie  of  Newhauen  doe  vnite  to  Conecticott  they 
may  then  be  owned  and  approued  as  one  Collonie  whoe  formerly  were  two  prouid- 
ed  they  fend  but  two  Comiffioners  to  any  meeting  and  any  four  of  the  6  to  con- 
clude as  fully  as  fix  might  doe  when  they  were  eight  and  the  meeting  that  in  courie 
vfeth  to  bee  att  Newhauen  be  heerafter  kept  att  hartford  ;  and  that  hence  forward 
the  ordinary  meetings  be  onely  tryenuall  vpon  the  firft  Thurfday  in  September  and 
the  next  meeting  to  be  att  hartford  ;  all  other  articles  and  conclufions  to  fland  and 
Remaine  in  force  according  to  the  true  meaning  of  the  articles  of  Confeaderation 
concluded  att  Bofton  May  the  19th.  1643  ; 

And  for  the  Difpofall  of  the  Indian  ftocke  for  the  future  wee  doe  agree  that  the 
choife  of  Comiffioners  in  the  feuerall  Collonies  being  anvally  as  formerly  the  Comif- 
fioners of  the  Maflachufetts  and  Plymouth  or  any  three  of  the  Comiffioners  meet- 
ing anvally  an  Bofton  or  elfewhere  as  they  fhall  agree  the  Major  parte  of  them 
agreeing  may  doe  any  a&e  for  the  defpofing  therof;  writing  to  the  Corporation  in 
England  and  chargeing  bills  on  them  for  farther  fupplys  according  to  theire  discre- 
tion ;  and  what  they  doe  heerin  they  are  truely  to  Record  and  make  Retdrne  ther- 
of to  the  tryeniall  meetings  of  the  Comiffiouer*  and  the  nefTefary  expenses  heerin 
to  be  charged  in  theire  accoumpt ;

NOTWITHSTANDING  wee  haue  formerly  and  indeed  to  often  bine  Inforced 
by  the  complaints  of  our  frinds  Interefted  in  thofe  lands  of  the  Narraganfetts  to 
write  to  you  and  aduife  that  youer  people  might  be  ordered  to  deport  themfelues 
more  civilly  and  peacably  vntill  a  full  defition  of  the  matter  in  controuerfy  might  be 
attained  ;  yett  wee  are  now  againe  Informed  that  Inftead  of  fuch  a  Naighbourly  and 
frindly  complyance  with  our  peacable  Defire  as  wee  might  haue  expected  to  haue 
found  from  you  fome  of  you  doe  ftill  perfift  on  in  theire  wounted  courfe  ;  not  onely 
of  vnnaighbourly  but  vnchriftian  Injurioufnes  towards  them  and  others  thereaboutes 
which  is  uery  difhonorable  to  God  and  may  giue  advantage  to  the  heathen  and  proue 
dangeroufe  to  the  peace  of  the  Kinges  fubjects  heer  of  all  which  his  Majeftie  feemes 
to  be  well  Informed  and  deeply  to  Refent  the  matter  ;  and  hath  fully  manifefted  his 
Gracioufe  and  fatherly  care  of  thofe  his  oppreffed  and  Injuried  Subje&s  in  Reco- 
mending  them  to  the  protection  of  the  vnited  Collonies  ;  and  comaunding  them  on 
all  occations  to  be  Affiftant  to  them  againft  fuch  vnjuft  oppreffions  and  moi citations;

Complaint  being  made  by  harmon  Garrett  and  his  Companie  that  all  former  pro- 
uifion  Notwithflanding  they  are  yett  diflettled  and  abufed  by  the  Naighboring  En- 
gHfli  the  Comiffioners  doe  order  that  according  to  theire  laft  agreement  they  lhalbe 
accomodated  att  Caufattucke  ;  the  obligations  made  in  the  behalfe  of  thofe  that  op- 
pofe  them  not  appeering  to  bee  of  waight  to  Juftify  theire  difturbance  giuen  to  the 
poor  Natiues  whofe  fettleing  in  that  trail:  of  land  was  orderly  done  before  any  par- 
ticular deuifion  therof  to  the  Englifh ;  alfoe  the  Comiffioners  doe  comend  it  to  the 
Generall  Court  of  Coneiticott  that  due  care  be  taken  for  the  preuenting  of  all  In- 
jurioufe  carriages  towards  them  for  the  future  and  that  theire  complaint  maybe  duely 
heard  and  Juft  Satisfaction  made  to  them  ;  and  incafe  of  refufall  or  Neglect  to  attend 
this  order  of  the  Comiffioners  for  theire  Great  neglecl:  wee  doe  order  that  the  Co- 
miffioners att  theire  meeting  in- September  next ;  or  foe  many  of  them  as  ftiall  then 
meet  may  difpofe  of  and  provide  for  the  Releife  and  fupply  of  the  faid  Indians  ac- 
cording to  theire  defcretions  prouided  alwaies  they  fhalbe  {till  continued  to  the  En- 
glifh vnited  Collonies ; 

Mr.  Peirfon 
Mr.  Chaunfey  Mr.  Uffier  Mr.  Bourne  and  Captaine  Gooken  which  with  the  An- 
fwares  Returned  to  diuers  of  them  are  left  on  the  file  with  the  Records  of  this 
meeting  att  hartford ; 

The  Comiffioners  of  Conefticott  doe  not  approue  of  the  Comiffioners.  of  New- 
hauen  as  fent  from  A  diftinft  jurifdicYion  nor  of  theire  a&ing  as  fuch  ; 

The  reft  of  the  Comiffioners  feing  noe  ground  for  fuch  there  Deniall  doe  approue 
of  the  aftings  of  the  Comiffioners  of  New  hauen  as  being  confonant  to  the  articles 
of  Confeaderation  ;

THE  Articles  of  Confeaderation  being  read ;  an  order  of  the  General  Court  of 
the  MafTachufetts  was  prefented  and  read  whereby  it  appeered  that  Thomas  Dan- 
forth  and  John  Leuerett  Efqrs.  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  for 
the  yeare  enfueing ; 

Alfoe  an  other  order  of  the  fame  date  was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeered 
the  abouefaid  Comiffioners  were  ordered  on  the  returne  of  the  Gouernor  of  Plymouth 
fignifying  theire  Intenfion  to  repair  to  hartford  att  the  vfuall  time  the  aboufaid  Co- 
miffioners ffiall ;  and  therby  are  Impowered  to  goe  thither  accordingly  and  a&e  with 
fuch  Comiffioners  as  fhall  then  meet  about  the  Indian  affaires  of  the  Corporation 
and  to  agitate  and  treat  of  any  propofitions  that  fhalbee  made  for  the  renewing,  or  en- 
tering into  a  new  confeaderation  ;  makeing  theire  report  to  the  Generall  Court  of 
the  MafTachufetts  att  theire  next  feffions  of  what  ihalbee  prefented  by  and  amongft 
them 

Alfoe  an  order  made  by  the  Generall  Court  of  New  Plymouth  was  prefented  and 
read  dated  the  4th  of  June  1667  by  which  it  appeered  that  Captaine  Thomas  South- 
worth  and  Mr.  Thomas  hinckley  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  that  Jurifdiftion  for 
a  full  and  compleat  yeare  as  any  occation  or  exegent  may  require  particularly  for 
the  next  meeting  att  hartford  and  fully  Impowered  then  and  there  to  giue  meeting  with 
the  Comiffioners  and  to  afte  with  them  about  the  Indian  ftocke  and  Corporation  bufi- 
nes  ;  and  to  heare  agitate  and  treat  vpon  any  propofitions  that  fhalbee  made  for  the 
relifwing  or  entering  into  a  new  Confeaderation,  makeing  Returne  to  the  next  Ge- 
nerall Court  of  what  fhalbee  propofed  and  prefented  among  them  ; 

Alfoe  an  order  made  by  the  Generall  Court  of  hartford  May  the  9th  1667  was 
prefented  and  Read  by  which  it  appeered  that  Mr.  Willam  Leete  and  Mr.  Sa- 
muell  Willis  were  chofen  Comiffioners  for  the  yeare  enfueing  and  Inuelted  w!:h 
full  power  to  acte  as  Comiffioners  in  the  behalfe  of  that  Collonie  att  this  prefent 
meeting  of  the  Comiffioners. 

Mr.  Willam  Leete  was  chofen  Prefedent  for  this  meetinge 

An  order  made  by  the  Comiffioners  Sept.  8th  1664  was  read  referring  to  the  Differ- 
ence then  depending  between  the  Collonies  of  hartford  and  Newhauen  with  prouifion 
for  the  concervation  of  the  confeaderation  in  cafe  they  vnited  in  one  ;  and  theire  faid 
propofalls  were  accepted  and  appeered  by  theire  refpecbue  Generall  Courts  con- 
cerned ; 

In  reference  therto  an  order  of  the  Generall  Court  held  att  Bofton  the  third  of  May 
1665  was  prefented  and  read  wherby  it  appeared   that  on  the  perufal  of  the  aforfaid. 
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atfe  of  the  Cbmiflloners  declaring  the  Continewation  of  the  articles  of  confeadera- 
tion on  thofe  tearmes  and  in  that  manor  as  in  that  a&e  is  declared  with  reference 
thcrto  being  had  amply  appecrs  the  faid  Court  on  a  due  confideration  declared  theirs 
allowance  ;  and  approbation  of  the  aforfaid  adle  of  the  Comifiioners  fo  as  Plymouth 
and  Coneclicott  Generall  Courts  did  certify  theire  acceptance  and  alowance  therof ; 
alfoeit  appeercd  that  the  Secretary  of  the  faid  Collonie  was  ordered  by  the  firftop- 
pertunity  to  fend  a  Coppy  of  theire  Conceffion  to  the  other  Collonies  refpectiuely  ; 
Alfoe  a  letter  from  Plymouth  Subfcribed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Manachufetts 
Collonie  to  bee  preferred  to  the  Generall  Court  and  accordingly  done  Auguft  the 
3  :    1665  was  prefrnted  and  Read  ;  and  is  as  followeth  viz. 

Much  Honored 

FROM  the  laft  Comiffion  Court  fome  thinge  was  comended  to  the  feuerall  Ge- 
nerall Courts  of  the  vnited  Collonies  for  the  continuance  of  the  Confeaderation 
with  three  Collonies  viz.  MafTachufetts  Plymouth  and  Conefticott ;  wee  haue  not 
as  yen  heard  from  any  of  the  Generall  Courts  ;  but  our  lafl  Generall  Court  talceing 
the  premifes  into  confideration  Requefted  me  to  acquaint  you  with  our  prefent  ap- 
pvehenfions  ;  which  is  that  wee  find  not  our  reafon  feated  in  fufiicient  Light  to 
Continew  confeaderation  with  three  Collonies  as  wee  did  with  foure  ; 

1.  Becaufe  it  is  againft  an  exprefle  article  that  noe  two  of  the  faid  Collonies  (hall 
become  one  (and  wee  apprehend  grounded  vpon  good  reafon)  except  with  confent  of 
the  reft  ;  which  wee  doe  not  nor  youer  felues  for  ought  wee  know  nor  New  hauen 
except  conftrained  ; 

2.  That  matters  of  peace  and  warr  and  other  concernes  of  the  Collonies  hath  K;^e 
looked  vpon  as  matters  of  fuch  concernment  as  required  att  leaft  fix  of  the  abler!  de- 
fcreeteft  and  mod  experienced  Gentlemen  of  the  four  Collonies  to  determine ;  and 
wee  are  apt  to  judge  that  the  concernes  of  the  Collonies  are  of  as  great  waight  as 
then  ;  and  wee  are  uery  apprehenfiue  the  Collonies  then  were  as  well  furnifhed  with 
able  perfons  fitt  for  fuch  worke  as  now  to  fay  noe  mores  wee  know  how  it  is  with 
our  felues  ; 

3.  how  the  Determination  of  the  Comiflioners  hath  bine  attended  by  fome  when 
there  were  att  leaft  fix  to  determine  and  moftly  eight  concurring  fuch  as  haue  bine 
on  the  Comiffion  may  efely  remember  which  Indeed  hath  bine  matter  of  trouble 
to  vs  as  vnto  others  but  knew  not  how  to  Remedy  it ;  and  there  is  little  Reafon  to 
conceiue  it  wilbe  amended  by  the  determination  of  fouer  if  not  liked  by  that  Col- 
1  onie  whom  it  may  concerne  ; 

A-  To 
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4-  To  enter  into  a  confeaderation  with  any  wher  it  can  not  be  refted  vpon  that 
the  matters  agreed  on  mail  in  all  points  exa&ely  be  attended  after  foe  much  trauell 
expence  of  time  and  not  a  little  charge  wee  apprehend  it  neither  neffefary  nor  conue- 
nient ;  thefe  with  feuerall  other  that  wee  might  menfion  if  need  were  doth  foe  ob- 
ftruft  our  way  that  wee  are  not  willing  to  enter  into  fuch  a  confeaderation  with  three 
Collonies  as  wee  did  formerly  with  foure ;  the  truth  is  wee  are  the  mean  eft  and 
weakeft  leaft  able  to  ftand  of  our  felues  and  little  able  to  contribute  any  healpfulnes 
to  others  ;  and  wee  know  it  tho  none  mould  tell  vs  of  it ;  yett  through  Gods  good- 
nes  wee  haue  not  hitherto  giuen  you  much  trouble  ;  and  hope  it  ftialbe  our  Muddy 
and  Indeauors  as  wee  are  able  to  be  feruicable  to  our  countrymen  brethren  and 
fellow  fubje&s  ;  and  doubt  not  to  find  the  like  from  youerfelues  if  need  be ;  not 
willing  to  giue  you  further  trouble  att  prefent  comending  you  and  all  your  waighty 
occations  vnto  the  bleffing  of  the  Almighty  wee  craue  leaue  to  Remaine  ;

The  Comiffioners  being  mett  as  aboue  is  declared  and  none  appeering  for  the 
Collonie  of  Newhauen  Mr.  Wilkin  Leete  and  Mr.  Samuel  Willis  Comiffioners 
aboue  faid  for  ConecYicott  declared  that  the  Collonies  of  Connefticott  and  Newhauen 
were  entered  into  one  ; 

A  demaund  of  the  tearmes  of  theire  agreement  being  made  by  the  other  Comiffion- 
ers none  appeered  ; 

Alfoe  the  concurrance  of  the  Generall  Court  of  Cone&icott  with  the  confeffion 
of  the  Maflachufetts  Collonie  for  the  continuance  of  the  confeaderation  in  a  tripar- 
tie  and  trieniall  as  was  propofed  by  the  Comiffioners  att  their  Iaft  meet- 

ing at  hartford  was  dcmaunded  of  the  Comiffioners    of  the  faid  place  but   none  ap- 
eered  ; 

The  Comiffioners  takeing  the  returnes  from  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  with  the 
premifes  abouefaid  vnto  theire  confiderations  can  not  but  take  notice  that  that  fo- 
lemne  agreement  contained  in  the  articles  of  confeaderation  is  att  prefent  fundry 
wayes  weakened  and  infringed  as  requires  ferious  confultation  and  prefent  refolue  of 
fome  meet  expedient  in  order  to  a  Reeftablimment  of  the  confeaderation  betwixt 
thefe  Collonies  whoe  are  heere  willing  exciles  from  the  place  of  our  fathers  fepulcars 
for  the  Injoyment  of  the  fame  fperituall  mercyes  of  the  fame  nation  and  all  of  vs 
fubjefts    of  the  fame  Prince   knowing  well  that  the  violation  therof  wilbe  highly 

4  provoaking 
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provoaking    to  the  moft  high   God  whoe  is   the  witnes  and  wilbe  the  judge  of 
and  between  the   parties    concerned  ;   and  is  alfoe  of  noe  leffe  tendency  then  the 
breaking  downe  that  wall  which  vnder  .God    hath  hitherto  bine   and  ftill  is  the 
mea'nes  of  our  owne  fafety  and  preferuation  of  his  majelties  dominions  heer  againft: 
Forraigne  and  domefticke  enemies  ; 

The  Comiffioners  finding  likewife  that  befides  the  greivances  more  generally  Inti- 
mated In  the  letter  fern  from  Plymouth  to  the  Maffachufetts  as  aboue  Refighted  there 
are  fundry  conclufions  formerly  made  by  the  Comiffioners  Refering  to  our  beloued 
brttheren  and  coufeaderates  of  Conefticott  Collonie  which  haue  not  bine  by  them 
attended  according  to  the  articles  of  Confeaderation  the  negleft  wherof  is  not  onely 
a  trefpas  againft  thofe  articles  and  in  fome  particulars  an  occation  of  Great  fufFering 
to  particular  piaces  and  perfons  but  is  alfoe  matter  of  Greife  and  difcurragement  to 
thofe  that  haue  bine  more  carefull  in  the  obfervance  of  the  faid  articles  j 

Some  of  which  conclufions  as  the  records  of  the  Comiffioners  doe  expreffe  wee 
fha!l  briefly  Intimate  as  followeth  viz. 

I.  The  feuerall  aftes  of  the  Comiffioners  for  fettleing  the  difference  between  the 
Collonies  of  the  Maffachufetts  and  of  Conefticott  in  Reference  to  the  Conquered 
Lands  called  the  Pequotts  countrey  as  appeers  intheire  Records  of  September  1658, 
held  att  Boilon  ;  and  in  September  1659  att  hartford  and  September  1663,  held 
att  Bofton  yett  the  faid  conclufions  not  being  refled  in  nor  a  due  acknowlidgment 
of  particular  interefts  or  the  intereft  of  the  Maffachufetts  Collonie  in  thefe  lands  the 
Inhabitants  therof  are  wholly  taken  off  from  the  Gouerment  of  the  Maffachufetts 
and  the  Collonie  of  Coneflicot  executing  theire  gouernment  ouer  them  ;  the  lands 
of  feuerall  of  theire  propriators  in  a  violent  and  forcible  manor  are  poffeffed  by 
others ; 

2.  The  aftes  of  the  Comiffioners  paffed  refering  to  them  and  Newhauen 
Collonie  as  the  Records  of  the  laft  yeare  doth  expreffe  ;  wherin  the  Comiffioners 
haue  as  well  Indeauored  to  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  vnity  between  the  ftfid  Col- 
lonies in  particulare  ;  as  the  obfervance  of  the  articles  of  confeaderation  in  the 
Generall  ;  now  altho  the  Comiffioners  chofen  by  the  Generall  Court  for  Cone<5Hcott 
haue  afferted  as  aboue  that  the  faid  Collonies  are  vnited  in  one  yett  it  doth  not  ap- 
pear to  vs  what  theire  mutuall  confeffions  haue  bine ;  nor  how  confuting  with  the 
articles  of  confeaderation  and  therfore  the  Comiffioners  of  the  other  Colonies  can 
not  as  yett  declare  theire  approbation  therof ; 

3.  The  aftes  of  the  Comiffioners  referring  to  fome  prouifions  for  the  Pequott  In- 
dians as  may  appeer  in  their  records  of  September  1660  att  Newhauen  and  of  Sep- 
tem  :  4th  166a  att  Bofton  and  Septem  :  1664  att  hartford  ;  all  which  the  Comiffi- 
oners cannot  but  aguine  ferioufly  comend  to  the  confukration  of  oiir  beloved  bre- 
theren  and  confeaderates  of  Conefticott  Collonie  as  being  thofe  thinges  that  are 

grievous 
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greivious  to  theire  bretherea  of  the  other  Collonies  and  Inconfiftent  with  the  invi- 
olable obfervance  of  the  articles  of  confeaderation  ;  and  doe  alfoe  heerby  declare  in 
.  the  behalfe  of  the  other  Collonies  that  incafe  they  haue  noe  better  fatisfa&ion  ther- 
in  they  can  not  for  the  future  acccoumpt  themfelues  oblidged  to  fubmitt  to  the  con- 
clufions  of  fuch  confeaderates  who  will  not  bee  oblidged  to  the  articles  of  Confea- 
deration ; 

Further  the  Comiffioners  of  the  other  Collonies  being  contained  as  they  appre- 
hend thus  particularly  and  plainly  to  exprefTe  not  foe  much  perfonail  greivances  as 
the  fence  of  our  feuerall  Generall  Courts  doe  earneftly  and  affectionatly  intreat  that 
the  fame  may  bee  accepted  ;  not  as  a  matter  of  difrefpeft  or  impofition  on  our  bre- 
theren  of  ConedYicott  whofe  happines  peace  and  welfare  wee  can  not  but  feeke  as 
our  owne  ;  heerby  vnfeignedly  declaring  as  in  the  fight  of  him  who  will  judge  in 
Righteoufnes  and  reproue  with  equitie  &c.  That  wee  haue  noe  other  end  but  that 
by  an  emendation  of  thofe  thinges  that  haue  foe  great  an  appeerance  of  an  vncom- 
fortable  breach  between  vs  ;  the  former  tranquillitie  which  hitherto  through  the  fa- 
uor  of  God  hath  bine  held  and  enjoyed  by  and  between  thefe  Collonies  may  bee  con- 
tinued  and  Increafed  ;  to  thehonor  of  God  the  eftablifhment  of  his  kingdom  amono-ft 
vs  the  good  of  our  pofteritie  from  generation  to  generation  ; 

For  the  Remouall  of  fome  obftrucYions  That  may  Impead  the  Reeftablifhment  of 
the  Articles  of  confeaderation  and  for  the  furtherance  of  the  good  ends  thereof;  The 
Comiffioners  doe  ludge  meet  to  propound  to  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  for  theire 
acceptation  and  confirmation  as  folio weth  ; 

1.  That  the  power  of  Determining  of  an  offenciue  warr  properly  foe  called  foe  as 
to  engage  the  Collonies  therin  fhalbe  in  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  and  not  ui  the 
Comiffioners  without  fpeciall  Inftru&ions  giuen  them  by  theire  Refpe&iue  Generall 
Courts  any  thinge  in  the  articles  of  Confeaderation  feeming  to  haue  a  farther  Ten- 
dency Notwithftanding  ; 

2.  In  confidence  of  our  complyance  by  our  beloued  bretheren  and  confeaderates 
of  ConeSkott  according  to  the  loueing  Intimations  giuen  them  wee  doe  againe  pro- 
pound the  prouifo  made  by  the  Comiffioners  att  hartford  Septem  :  1664,  for  the  Re- 
fettlement  of  the  Articles  of  Confeaderation  ; 

3.  Wheras  according  to  the  aboue  faid  propofall  in  ordinary  courfe  the  next  Gene- 
rall Meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  is  to  be  held  att  Plymouth  and  then  twife  together 
att  Bofton  and  after  that  att  hartford  twife;  wee  doe  propound  that  after  they  haue 
mett  att  Bofton  once  the  following  meeting  may  be  a.u  hartford  the  next  att  Bofton 
and  then  att  hartford  againe  foe  that  the  meeting  wilbe  but  once  in  fifteen  yeares  att 
Plymouth  and  double  foe  oft  in  the  other  Collonies  ; 
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4.  Wheras  one  maine  end  of  the  Confeaderation  as  by  the  fecond  article  appeers, 
is  as  well  the  preferring  and  propagateing  of  the  truth  and libertie  of  the  Gofpell ;  as 
for  cur  outward  fafety  and  welfare  and  for  that  end  oblidging  the  Confeaderates  to 
mutuall  aduice  and  fuccor  as  the  matter  may  Require 

The  Comiffioners  doe  therefore  propound  that  wher  any  queftion  may  or  doth  arife 
in  the  churches  or  Iurifdiftion  that  are  of  comon  concernment  whether  in  the  matters 
of  faith  or  order  and  any  of  the  Collonies  fhall  apprehend  it  needfull  to  call  in  the 
healpe  of  a  Councell  or  Synode  for  the  orderly  Defifion  therof ;  That  the  Members 
of  fuch  Councell  or  Synode  May  confift  of  the  Meffengers  of  the  Churches  called 
Indifferently  out  of  all  the  vnited  Collonies  by  an  orderly  agreement  of  the  feuerall 
Generall  Courts  and  the  place  of  meeting  to  be  att  or  neare  Bolton  ; 

Andwherasthe  Scripture  doth  aboundantly  Teftify  againfl  the  NeglecT:  of  thofe 
thinges  that  •appcrtaine  to  the  houfe  of  God  ;  wee  doe  comend  to  the  confideration 
of  the  feuerall  Iurifdiftions  that  fome  fpeciall  prouifion  be  made  for  the  more  comfort- 
able and  fettled  maintainance  of  an  able  Minneftry  in  euery  plantation  ;  and  where 
any  (hall  prefume  to  flight  or  oppofe  the  fame  by  turbulent  or  fifmaticall  practices  that 
a  condigne  TefHmony  be  borne  againfl:  them  ; 

5.  Dayly  experience  (hewing  vs  the  need  of  fome  Generall  Rule  or  order  to  be 
agreed  vpon  between  the  Collonies  for  the  fettlein^  of  vagabond  or  wandering  per- 
fons  Remoueing  from  one  Collonie  to  another  fome  to  fcape  punifhment  after  mifde- 
menor  comitted  and  others  to  the  Diffatisfa&ion  if  not  to  the  burden  to  the  places 
where  they  come  ;  The  Comiffioners  doe  therfore  propound  that  for  the  futuer  wher 
any  perfon  or  perfons  fhalbe  found  in  any  Iurifdidtion  to  haue  had  theire  aboad  for 
more  then  three  monthes  without  warning  giuen  them  by  theMajeftrate  or  other  perfon 
authorifed  thervnto  to  depart  thence  to  the  place  of  theire  former  abode  ;  and  incafe 
of  Neglect  of  the  perfon  warned  as  abouefaid  ;  fhall  not  by  the  firfl  oppertunitie  that 
the  feafon  will  permit  be  fent  from  Conflable  to  Conflable  to  the  end  they  may  be 
Returned;  In  all  fuch  cafes  euery  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fhalbe  accoumpted  an  Inha- 
bitant in  that  place  where  they  are  foe  found  ;  and  by  them  Gouerned  and  prouided 
for  as  theire  condition  Requires  ;  and  the  charges  of  the  Conftables  in  fuch  cafes  to 
be  bourne  by  the  Treaforer  of  fuch  Iurifdi&ion  where  they  dwell ; 

The  Comiffioners  wrote  fundry  Letters  to  Mr.  Mayhew  Mr.  Elliott  and  Mr.  Wells 
.  the  Coppyes  wherof  are  on  file  ; 

The  Comiffioners  for  the  Bay  Collonie  were  appointed  to  draw  vp  a  letter  to  be 
fent  in  the  name  of  the  Comiffioners  to  the  honorable  Corporation  in  England  att  the 
latter  end  of  the  yeare  therin  giueing  an  account  of  what  hath  paffed  in  this  meet- 
ing Refering  to  the  Indians  and  to  Inclofe  therin  the  accoumpt  of  Difburfments  and 
one  of  the  bill  of  exchange  vnlefs  they  fhall  Receiue  aduife  from  them  to  the  con- 
trary ; 

Alfoe 
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Alloc  a  letter  was  Receiued  from  Major  Iohn  Maton  of  ConecVicott  Collonie  Im- 
porting fome  dangerous  ploting  amongft  the  Pequotts  and  Narraganfetts  Indians  co'm- 
bining  with  others,  which  was  Imparted  to  the  Gouernor  and  other  of  the  Majeftrates 
of  that  Collonie  and  on  examination  of  the  matter  noe  Reall  grounds  for  a  proceed- 
ing therin  appeered  and  an  anfware  therto  accordingly  Returned  to  the  Major  ;  which 
is  on  file  leaueing  the  matter  to  the  further  obferuance  of  the  Gentlemen  on  the 
place  ; 

Mr.  Iohn  Cotton  appeered  before  the  Comiffioners  and  was  ferioufly  fpoken  to  To 
compofe  thofe  allianations  betv/een  him  and  Mr.  Mayhcw  ;  otherwife  it  was  fignifyed 
to  him  that  the  Comiffioners  could  not  expeft  good  by  theire  labours  wheras  by  thcire 
mutuall  contenfions  and  Inviftiues  one  againft  another  they  vndid  what  they  taught 
the  Natiues  and  fundry  calles  (as  hee  faid)  being  made  him  by  the  Englifh  to  other 
places  which  in  conjun&ion  with  the  prefent  fayleing  of  a  certaine  Reuenew ;  hee 
was  left  to  his  libertie  to  difpofe  of  himfclfe  as  the  Lord  ffiould  Guid  him  ;

And  incafe  Mr.  Elliott  doe  not  accept  thofe  letters  on  his  accoumpt  Mr.  Danforth 
is  defired  to  Receiue  thofe  letters  from  Mr.  Iohnfon  and  cecure  them  with  the  Reft  of 
the  printing  Implements  ; 

This  following  writing  was  prefented  by  the  Comiffioners  of  Conefticott  to  be  en- 
tered ; 

WHERAS  our  honored  and  beloued  bretheren  the  Comiffioners  of  Maffachufetts 
and  Plymouth  Collonie  haue  pleafed  to  Intimate  fome  Greivances  Refpefting  theire 
Confeaderates  of  Conedticott  wee  Returne  as  followeth  that  wheras  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Maffachufetts  prefented  an  order  of  theire  Generall  Court  declaring  theire  ' 
concurrence  with  the  conclufions  of  the  Comiffioners  in  1664  for  a  tripertite  Confea- 
deration  and  Trieniall  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  which  theire  Secretary 
to  our  Court ;  wee  anfware  that  altho  it  doth  not  appeer  that  an  anfware  in  writing 
Was  Returned  therunto  yett  our  Generall  affembly  did  foe  well  Refent  that  Determi- 
nation of  the  Comiffioners  that  wee  know  not  of  any  that  did  oppofe  it ;  and  haue 
a&ed  according  in  choife  of  Comiffioners  euer  fince  and  attending  the  Corporation 
bufmes  att  Bofton  in  complyaUce  of  that  agreement ; 

1.  In  Reference  to  Southertowne  The  Maffachufetts  did  exercife  Iurifdi&ion  after 
the  Der.erminai.ion  of  the  Comiffioners  in  1658  and  1659  vntill  the  Gouerment  of  that 
place  was  ftated  to  vs  by  charter  ;  nor  haue  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Maffachufetts 
declared  to  vs  any  Diflike  of  our  foe  doeing  thofe  two  yeares  paft  that  wee  know  of ; 
and  wee  hope  that  our  Court  will  take  care  that  the  Rightes  and  proprieties  of  all 
within  theire  lymetts  bee  duely  preferued  ; 

2.  As  for  the  Pequott  Indians  they  are  fetttled  on  a  Large  Traft  of  Land  for  theire 
planting  and  fubfiftence  which  wee  wifli  had  bine  fooner  attended  but  being  now  ef- 
fected wee  hbpe  will  fatisfy  all  our  Confeaderates  ; 

3.  Refpefting 
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3.  Refpe£ting  the  tearmes  of  Newhauen  vniting  with  Cor.e&icott  j  wee  Retunie 
that  Newhauen  is  to  enjoy  equall  PattentfPrivilidges  in  all  Refpe&s  with  the  Reft  of 
the  member?  of  this  Collonie  ;  and  as  in  Scittuation  wee  are  prouidentially  conjoin- 
ed ;  foe  by  his  Majefties  Letters  Pattents  wee  are  conftituted  Re  et  Nomine  one  bo- 
dy corporate;  as  alloc  by  the  aduife  of  the  Comiffioners  of  both  the  other  Collonies  ; 
wee  were  praflically  one  fince  Aprill  and  May  1665  as  by  our  Record  is  evident 
Majeftrates  and  Deputies  from  all  partes  vniteing  and  Cenftituteing  our  Court ;  then 
paffing  an  a£te  of  oblivion  to  thofe  of  Newhauen  for  all  part:  Greivances  for  fettle- 
ment  and  fecuritie  ;  which  wee  hope  is  foe  gratefull  To  our  loveing  Confederates 
as  not  on  sly  to  approve  of  this  our  vnion  ;  but  alfoe  to  implore  the  throne  of  Grace 
in  our  behalfe  that  the  Lord  would  foe  vnite  our  hartes  according  to  the  order  of 
the  Gofpell  that  with  one  hart  and  hand  wee  may  promote  the  eftablilhment  of  peace 
truth  and  Righteoufnes  throughout  our  borders  ;

WEE  fliall  fotbeare  to  menfion  any  thinge  of  our  difatisfa&ion  with  our  loueing 
Confederates  of  MafTachufetts  and  Plymouth  whofe  letters  and  Inftruttions  feemes  to 
.  vs  to  haue  too  much  tendency  to  weaken  that  follemne  Confeaderation  ;  being  re- 
folued  with  all  cordiallnes  to  comply  with  you  in  ftrengthening  the  fame ;  and  to 
Joyne  with  you  in  contending  to  the  prudent  confideration  of  the  feuerall  Generall 
Courts  what  may  bee  aduifeable  for  the  beft  cecuritie  of  our  Religious  Rightes  and 
civill  Injoyments  as  becomes  bretheren ;  and  bretheren  in  foe  remote  a  corner  of 
this  wildernes

WHERAS  wee  all  came  into  thefe  partes  of  America  with  one  and  the  fame  end 
and  aime  (namly)  To  advance  the  Kingdome  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrifl:  and  to  injoy 
the  liberties  of  the  Gofpell  in  puritie  with  peace  ;  and  wheras  in  our  fettleing  by  a 
wife  Prouidence  of  God,  wee  are  further  difperfed  vpon  the  Sea  Coaft  and  Riuers 
then  was  firfl  intended  foe  that  wee  can  not  according  to  our  defire  with  conveniency 
comunicate  in  one  gouerment  and  Jurifdiction  and  liueing  incompafed  with  people  of 
feuerall  nations  and  ftrange  Languages  which  heer  after  may  proue  Injurioufe  to  vs 
and  our  Pofterity  ;  and  forafmuch  as  the  natiues  haue  formerly  comitted  fundry  In- 
folencyes  and  outrages  vpon  feuerall  Plantations  of  the  Englifh  ;  and  haue  feuerall 
times  combined  againfl  vs  ;  and  feeing  by  rcafon  of  diflance  from  our  deare  natiue 
country  wee  are  hindered  both  from  a  humble  way  of  feeking  aduife  and  reaping 
thofe  comfortable  fruites  of  Prote&ion  which  otherwife  we  might  well  expecl:;  wee 
therfore  doe  accoUmpt  it  our  duty  as  well  as  fafty  to  enter  into  a  confeaderation  for 
niutuall  healp  and  fuccer  in  all  our  future  concernments  that  as  in  Nation  and  Re- 
ligion foe  in  other  refpe&s  wee  bee  and  continue  one  according  to  the  meaning  and 
tenour  of  the  enfueing  articles  ; 

1.  Wherfore  it   is  agreed  and  concluded  by  and  between  the  parties  or  Jurifdic- 
tions  aboue  named  and  t'.iey  doe  Joyntly  and  feuerally  by  thefe  prefents  agree  and

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conclude  ;  that  they  all  be  and  be  henceforth  called  by  the  name  of  the  vnited  Collo- 
rbs  of  New  England  ; 

2.  The  faid  vnited  Collonies  for  them  felues  and  theire  pofteritie  both  joyntly  and 
feuerally  heerby  enter  in  a  feirme  and  perpetuall  league  of  frindfliip  and  amitie  rau- 
tuall  advice  and  fuccur  vpon  all  Juft  occations  both  for  preferueing  and  propagateing 
the  truth  and  liberties  of  the  Gofpcll ;  and  for  theire  owne  mutuall  fafety  and  welfare 
prouided  notwithstanding  that  the  power  of  determination  of  an  offenciue  warr  (pro- 
perly foe  called)  foe  as  to,  engage  the  Collonies  therm  fhalbee  in  the  feuerall  Generall 
Courts  of  the  foremencioned  confeaderates  ; 

3.  It  is  agreed  that  the  Plantations  which  att  prefent  are  or  heerafter  fhalbe  fet- 
tled within  the  Lymetts  of  the  Maffachufetts  fhalbe  for  euer  vnder  the  Gouerment 
of  the  Maffachufetts  and  haue  particulare  Jurifdiftion  amongft  themfelues  as  an  In- 
tire  body ;  and  that  Plymouth  and  Coneclicott  each  of  them  in  al}  refpe&s  haue  the 
like  peculiar  Jurifdicfion  and  Gouerment  within  theire  limetts  according  to  theire 
refpeftiue  Letters  Patterns  from  his  Majeflie  provided  that  noe  other  jurifdi&ion  fhall 
heerafter  be  taken  in  as  a  diftinft  head  or  member  of  this  Confederation  ;  nor  fhall 
any  other  plantation  or  Jurifdi&ion  in  prefent  being  ;  and  not  alreddy  in  combination 
or  vnder  the  Jurifdicfion  of  thefe  confederates  be  receiued  by  any  of  them  ;  nor  {hall 
any  two  of  thefe  confederates  joyne  in  one  Jurisdiction  without  the  confent  of  the  fe- 
uerall Generall  courts  of  the  aboue  named  confederates 

4.  It  is  agreed  That  for  the  mannageing  and  concluding  of  all  Affaires  proper 
to  and  concerning  the  whole  confeaderation  not  excepted  againft  in  thefe  articles  ; 
Two  Comifhoners  fhalbe  chofen  by  and  for  each  of  thefe  three Jurifdicfions  ;  namely 
two  for  the  Maffachufetts  two  for  Plymouth  and  two  for  Cone&icott ;  being  in 
church  fellowfhip  with  vs  whoe  fhall  bringe  full  power  with  them  from  theire  Gene- 
rall Courts  refpecf  ively  to  heare  examine  wey  and  determine  the  fame  but  if  thefe  fix 
Comiffioners  when  mett  fhall  not  all  agree  ;  yett  it  is  concluded  that  any  fiue  of  the 
fix  agreeing  fhall  haue  power  to  fettle  and  determine  the  cafe  in  controverfye  ;  but 
if  fiue  doe  not  agree  that  then  fuch  propofitions  with  theire  reafons  foe  farr  as  they 
haue  bine  debated  be  fent  and  rcfered  to  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  ;  and  if  by  all 
the  faid  Courts  there  be  a  concurrance  in  the  matter  foe  refered  then  to  be  accord- 
ingly procecuted  by  the  confeaderates  and  all  theire  members ; 

5.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  fhall  meet 
but  once  in  three  yeares  except  in  cafes  extraordinary  which  meeting  fhall  euer  be 
on  the  firfl  thurfday  in  September  ;  and  that  the  next  meeting  after  the  date  of  thefe 
prefents  fhalbe  att  Plymouth  ;  which  fhalbe  accounted  the  firfl  meeting  the  fecond  att 
Boflon  ;  the  third  att  hartford  ;  the  fourth  att  Bofton  ;  the  fift  att  hartford  ;  and 
foe  the  meeting  wilbe  but  once  in  fifteen  yeares  att  Plymouth_and  double  foe  often

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in  the  other  Co!lo:iies  if  in  the  mean  time  fome  middle  place  be  not  found  out  and 
agreed  vpon  which  may  be  comodious  for  all  the  JurifdicHons  ; 

6.  It  is  further  agreed  that  att  each  meeting  of  thefe  fix  Comiffioners  whether  or- 
denary  or  extrcordinary  they  may  choofe  their  Prefedent  out  of  themfelues  whofe  of- 
fice and  worke  fnalbe  to  take  care  and  direft  for  order  and  a  comly  carrying  on  of  all 
proceedings  in  the  prefent  meeting  ;  but  hce  fhalbe  inverted  with  noe  fuch  power  by 
which  hee  m?.y  hinder  the  propounding  or  progreiTe  of  any  bufinefs  or  any  way  caff 
the  Scales  otherwife  then  in  the  prefent  articles  is  agreed  ; 

7.  It  is  alfoe  agreed  that  the  Comiffioners  for  this  Confeaderation  heerafter  att 
thcire  meetings  whether  ordinary  or  extreordinary  as  thev  may  haue  comiffion  and 
oppertunitie  doe  indeauor  to  fram  and  eftablilh  agreements  and  orders  in  Generall 
Cafes  of  a  civill  nature  wherin  all  the  Plantations  are  interefted  for  preferueing  peace 
amongft  themfelues  preuenting  as  much  as  may  be  all  occations  of  warr  or  differen- 
ces with  others  ;  as  about  the  free  and  fpeedy  paffage  of  juftice  in  each  Jurifdiftion 
to  all  the  Confederates  equally  as  to  theire  owne  ;  Receiueing  thofe  that  Remoue 
from  one  plantation  to  another  ;  how  all  .the  Jurifdi&ions  may  carry  towards  the  In- 
dians that  they  neither  grow  infolent  nor  be  injured  without  due  fatisfa&ion  leaft 
warr  breake  in  vpon  the  Confeaderates  through  fuch  mifcarriages  ;  It  is  alfoe  agreed 
that  if  any  fervant  run  away  from  his  matter  into  any  other  of  thefe  coufeaderate 
lurifdiftions ;  that  in  fuch  cafe  vpon  the  certificate  of  one  majeftrate  of  that  Jurif- 
diflion  out  of  which  the  faid  fervant  fled  or  vpon  other  due  proffe  the  faid  fervant

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9.  It  is  alfoe  by  thefe  Confeaderates  agreed  that  the  charge  of  all  juft  warrs  whe- 
ther ofFenciue  or  defenciue  vpon  what  parte  or  member  foeuer  of  this  Confeaderation 
they  fall  they  fhall  both  in  men  prouifions  and  all  other  Difburfments  be  borne  by  all 
the  partes  of  this  Confeaderation  in  different  proportions  according  to  their  different 
abilities  in  manor  following ;  namely  that  the  Comiffioners  for  each  Jurifdiction  from 
time  to  time  as  there  fhalbe  occation  bring  a  true  accoumpt  and  number  of  all  the 
males  in  each  Plantation  or  any  way  belonging  to  or  vnder  their  feuerall  Jurifdiclions 
of  what  quallitie  and  condition  foeuer  they  be  &c.  from  fixteen  yeares  old  to  fixty

charge  of  each  Jurifdiction  and  plantation  the  whole  advantage  of  the  warr  if  it  foe 
pleafe  God  to  bleffe  theire  indeavors  whether  it  be  in  lands  goods  or  perfons  fhalbe 
proportionably  deuided  amongfl  the  faid  Confeaderates ; 

10.  It  is  further  agreed  that  if  any  of  thefe  Jurifdiclions  or  any  Plantations  vn- 
der them  be  Inuaded  by  any  enimie  whomfoeuer  vpon  notice  or  Requeft  of  any 
three  Majeftrates  of  that  Jurifdiction  foe  Invaded  the  Reft  of  the  Confederates  with- 
out any  further  meeting  or  expoftulation  fhall  forthwith  fend  aide  vnto  the  Confe- 
derate in  danger  but  in  different  proportion  Namly  the  Maffachufetts  100  men  fuf- 
ficiently  armed  and  prouided  for  fuch  a  Service  and  expedition  Ptymouth  45  men 
foe  armed  and  provided  and  Conecticott  90  men  foe  armed  and  provided  or  any 
leffe  number  if  leffe  be  Required  according  to  this  proportion  ;  but  if  fuch  a  con- 
federate in  danger  may  be  fupplyed  by  theire  next  Confeaderate  not  exceeding  the 
number  heerby  agreed  they  may  craue  healp  there  and  feek  noe  further ;  the 
charge  to  be  bourne  as  in  this  article  is  expreffed ;  and  att  theire  Returne  to  be 
victualled  and  fupplyed  with  powder  and  fhott  if  there  be  need  for  theire  Journey  by 
that  Jurifdiction  that  Imployed  or  fent  for  them ;  and  the  proportion  fore  named  to 
continew  vntill  vpon  the  Knowledge  of  the  Numbers  in  each  Jurifdiction  ;  which 
fhalbe  brought  to  the  next  meeting  vntill  fome  other  proportion  be  ordered ;  but  in 
any  fuch  cafe  of  Lendinge  men  for  prefent  aide  whether  before  or  after  fuch  order 
or  alteration  It  is  agreed  that  att  the  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  for  this  Confea- 
deration the  Cafe  of  fuch  warr  or  Invafion  be  duely  confidered  ;  and  if  it  appeer 
that  the  fait  lay  in  the  party  foe  Inuaded  that  then  the  Jurifdiction  or  Plantation 
make  Juft  fatisfaftion  both  to  the  Invader  whom  they  haue  Injuried  and  beare  all 
the  charge  of  the  warr  themfelues  without  Requireing  any  allowance  from  the  Reft

1 1.  And  for  that  the  Jufteft  warr  may  be  of  dangerous  confequence  efpecially  to 
thefmaleft  plantations-  in  thefe  vnited  Collonies  It  is  agreed  that  neither  the  Maffa- 
chufetts 
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chufetts  Plymouth  or  Cone&icott  nor  any  of  the  members  of  any  of  them  mall 
att  any  time  heerafter  begine  vndertake  or  engage  themfelues  or  this  Confeade- 
ration  in  any  warr  whatfoeuer  (fudaine  exegents  with  theire  neffefary  confequents 
therof  excepted  which  are  to  be  moderated  as  much  as  the  cafe  will  permit) 
without  the  confent    of  the  feuerall   Generall  Courts   of  the  vnited  Collonies  : 

12.  It  is  allbe  agreed  that  incafe  of  any  fuddaine  exegent  or  other  waighty  occa- 
tion  Requireing  the  meeting  of  the  Comiflioners  before  the  ordinary  time  ;  The 
Gouernor  or  any  three  Majeftrates  of  any  of  the  confeaderat  Jurifdi£lions  may  fum- 
mon  a  meeting  of  the  Comiflioners  breifly  fignifying  the  occation  therof  with  the 
time  and  place  of  theire  meeting  ;  which  fhalbe  accordingly  attended  by  the  Comif- 
lioners of  all  the  confederate  Jurifdi&ions  ;  and  when  mett  they  may  adjourne  to 
any  other  time  or  place  as  to  them  (hall  feeme  meet ; 

13.  It  is  alfoe  agreed  for  the  fettleing  of  vagabonds  and  wandering  perfons  Remoue- 
ing  from  one  Collonie  to  another  to  the  Difatisfa&ion  and  vburthen  of  the  places 
whence  they  came  as  dayly  experience  fheweth  vs ;  for  the  future  it  is  ordered  that 
where  any  perfon  or  perfons  fhalbe  found  in  any  Jurifdiclaon  to  haue  had  theire 
abode  for  more  then  three  monthes  and  not  warned  out  by  the  authoritie  of  the 
place  ;  and  incafe  of  the  negleft  of  the  perfon  foe  warned  as  aforfaid  to  depart ;  if 
hee  be  not  by  the  firfl  oppertunitie  that  the  feafon  will  permit  fent  away  from  Confta- 
ble  to  Conftable  ;  to  the  end  hee  may  be  Returned  to  the  place  of  his  abode  ;  eue- 
ry  fuch  perfon  fhalbe  accounted  an  Inhabitant  where  they  are  foe  found  and  by 
them  gouerned  and  provided  for  as  theire  condition  may  Require  ;  and  in  all  fuch 
cafes  the  charges  of  the  Conftables  to  be  bourne  by  the  Treafurer  where  fuch  Con- 
ibables  doe  dwell ; 

14.  It  is  agreed  that  if  any  of  the  Confederates  mail  hecrafter  breake  any  of  thefe 
prefent  articles  ;  or  be  any  other  wayes  Injurious  to  any  of  the  Confeaderate  Juris- 
dictions fuch  breach  of  agreement  or  Injury  fhalbe  duely  confidered  and  ordered  by 
the  Comiffioners  for  the  other  JurifdicYions  that  both  peace  and  this  prefent  Confea- 
deration  may  be  Intirely  preferued  without  violation  ;

WHERAS  wee  all  came  into  thefe  partes  of  America  with  one  and  the  fame  end 
and  aime  viz  :  to  aduance  the  Kingdome  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift ;  and  to  enjoy  the 
liberties  of  the  Gofpell  in  puritie  and  peace  ;  and  wheras  in  our  fettleing  (by  a  wife 
Pfrouidence  of  God)  wee  are  further  difperfed  vpon  the  fea  coafts  and  riuers  then  was 
flrft  Intended  fo  that  wee  cannot  according  to  our  defires  with  conuenience  commu- 
nicate in  one  Gouerment  and  Jurifdiction  ;  and  wheras  wee  liue  compafed  with  peo- 
ple of  feuerall  Nations  and  ftrange  Languages  which  heerafter  may  proue  Injurioufe

Wherfore  it  is  agreed  and  by  and  between  the  parties  or  Jurifdi&ions  aboue 
named  and  they  doe  Joyntly  and  feuerally  by  thefe  prefents  agree  and  conclude  that 
they  all  be  and  henceforth  be  called  by  the  name  of  the  vnited  collonies  of  New 
England  ;

And  that  Plymouth  and  Conefticott  each  of  them  in  all  Refpeifts  haue  the  like  pe- 
culiare  Jurifdittion  and  Gouerment  within  theire  lymetts  according  to  theire  Re- 
fpe&iue  letters  Pattents  from  his  Majeftie  Prouided  that  noe  other  Jurifdiction  fhall 
heerafter  bee  taken  in  as  a  diftincr.  member  or  head  of  this  Confeaderation  ;  nor 
fliall  any  plantation  or  Jurifdiction  in  prefent  being  and  not  alreddy  in  combination  ;

5.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Comiffioners  for  the  vnited  Collonies  fliall  meet 
but  once  in  three  yeares  except  in  cafes  extreordinary  ;  which  meeting  fhall  euer  be 
on  the  firft  Thurfday  in  September ;  and  that  the  next  meeting  after  the  date  of 
thefe  prefents  fhalbe  att  Plymouth ;  which  fhalbe  accoumpted  the  firft  meeting  -,  the 
fecond  att  Bofton  ;  the  third  att  hartford  ;  the  fourth  att  Bofton ;  the  fift  att  hart  • 
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ford  ;  and  foe  the  meeting  wilbe  but  oace  in  fifteen  yeares  att  Plymouth}  and  doub- 
bie  he  often  in  the  other  Collonies ;  if  in  the  mean  time  fome  middle  place  be  not 
found  out  and  agreed  on  which  may  be"  comodjous  for  all  the  Jurifdiftions ; 

6.  It  is  further  agreed  that  att  each  meeting  of  the  Comiflioners  whether  ordi- 
nary or  extreordinary  they  may  chofe  their  Prefedent  out  of  themfelues  whofe  of- 
fice and  worke  fhalbe  to  take  care  and  direct  for  order  and  comly  carryage  of  all 
proceedings  in  the  prefent  meeting  but  hee  flialbee  Inuefted  with  noe  fvch  power  by 
which  hee  may  hinder  the  propounding  or  progreffe  of  any  bufmes  or  any  wayes 
caft  the  fcales  otherwife  then  in  the  prefent  articles  is  agreed  ; 

7.  It  is  alfoe  agreed  that  the  Comiflioners  for  this  Confeaderation  heerafter  at 
theire  meeting  whether  ordinary  or  extreordinary  as  they  may  haue  Comiffion  or  op- 
pertunity  may  confult  of  and  propofe  to  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  to  bee  by  them 
allowed  and  eftablifhed  fuch  orders  in  Generall  cafes  of  a  ciuill  nature  wherin  all 
the  plantations  areTnterefted  for  preferueing  peace  amongft  themfelues  and  preuent- 
ing  as  much  as  may  be  all  occations  of  warre  or  differences  with  others  as  about 
the  free  and  fpeedy  paifage  of  Juftice  in  each  Jurifdiftion  to  all  the  Confeaderates 
equally  as  to  theire  owne  ;  Receiueing  thofe  that  Remoue  from  one  Plantation  to 
another  ;  how  all  the  Jurifdidlions  may  carry  it  towards  the  Indians  that  they  neither 
grow  Infolent  nor  be  Injuried  without  due  Satisfaction  leaft  warr  break  in  vpon  the 
Confeaderates  ;  It  is  alfoe  agreed  That  if  any  fervant  Run  away  from  his  Mafter  in- 
to any  other  of  thefe  Confeaderated  Jurisdictions  that  in  fuch  cafe  vpon  the  Certifi- 
cate of  one  Majeftrate  of  the  Jurisdiction  out  of  which  the  faid  feruant  fled  or  vp- 
on other  due  proffe  the  faid  feruant  fhalbe  deliuered  either  to  his  mailer  or  any 
other  that  perfues  and  bringes  fuch  Certificate  or  proffe  ;  and  that  vpon  the  efcapc 
of  any  prifoner  whatfoeuer  or  fugatiue  for  any  criminall  caufe  whether  breakeing 
prifon  or  getting  from  the  officer  or  otherwife  efcapeing  vpon  the  certifycate  of  one 
Majeftrate  of  the  Jurisdiction  out  of  which  the  efcape  was  made  that  he  was  a  pri- 
foner -,  or  fuch  an  offender  att  the  time  of  the  efcape ;  the  Majeftrates  or  fome 
of  them  of  that  Jurifdiclion  where  for  the  prefent  the  faid  fugatiue  abideth 
fhall  forthwith  graunt  fuch  warrant  as  the  cafe  will  beare  for  the  the  apprehending 
of  any  fuch  perfon  and  the  deliuering  of  him  or  her  into  the  hands  of  the  perfuer 
and  if  healp  be  Required  it  fhalbe  graunted  hee  paying  the  charges  therof  ; 

8.  It  is  further  agreed  that  for  the  difpofall  of  the  Indian  ftocke  for  the  future  the 
choife  of  the  Comiflioners  for  the  feuerall  Collonies  being  annually  as  formerly  the 
Comiflioners  of  the  Maffachufetts  with  fuch  others  as  flialbee  prefent  or  any  three 
of  the  Comiflioners  meeting  yearly  att  Bofton  or  elfewhere  as  they  fhall  agree  and

10.  It  is  further  agreed  that  if  any  of  thefe  jurifdictions  or  any  plantation  vnder 
them  be  inuaded  by  any  enemie  whomfoeuer  vpon  notice  or  requeft  of  any  three 
majeftrates  of  that  jurisdiction  foe  envaded,  the  reft  of  the  Confeaderates  without 
any  further  meeting  or  expoftulation  fhall  forthwith  fend  aide  to  the  Confeaderates 
in  danger  but  in  different  proportion  viz.  the  Maffachufetts  one  hundred  men  fuffici- 
ently  armed  and  prouided  for  fuch  a  ferviceand  expedition  Plymouth  forty  fiue  men

any  warr  whatfoeuer  (fuddaine  exegences  with  the  neffefary  confequences  therof 

excepted 


excepted  which  are  alfoe  to  be  moderated  as  much  as  the  cafe  will  permit)  without 
the  confent  of  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  of  the  vnited  Collonies  ; 

12.  It  is  alfoe  agreed  that  incafe  of  any  fuddaine  exegencye  or  other  waighty  oc- 
cafiops  Requiring  the  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  before  the  ordinary  time  ;  the 
Gouernor  or  any  three  majeftrates  of  any  of  the  Confeaderate  Iurifdictions  may 
fusion  a  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  briefely  fignifying  the  occation  therof  and  the 
time  and  place  of  theire  meeting  which  fhalbee  accordingly  attended  by  the  Comiffi- 
oners  of  all  the  confeaderate  JurifdicYions  and  when  mett  they  may  adjourne  to  any 
other  time  or  place  as  to  them  mall  feem  meet. 

13.  It  is  alfoe  agreed  for  the  fettleing  of  vagabonds  and  wandering  perfons  re- 
moueing  from  one  Collonie  to  another  to  the  difiatis  faction  and  burthen  of  the  places" 
where  they  come  ;  as  dayly  experience  fheweth  vs,  for  the  future  it  is  ordered  That 
where  any  perfon  or  perfons  flialbe  found  in  anyjurifdiction  to  hauehad  theire  abode 
for  more  then  three  monthes  and  not  warned  out  by  the  authoritie  of  the  place  ;  and 
incafe  of  the  neglect  of  any  perfon  foe  warned  as  abouefaid  to  depart ;  if  hee  be 
not  by  the  firft  oppertunitie  that  the  feafon  will  permit  fent  away  from  conftable  to 
conftable  to  the  end  hee  may  be  Returned  to  the  place  of  his  former  abode  euery 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fhalbe  accoumpted  an  Inhabitant  where  they  are  foe  found  ; 
and  by  them  gouerned  and  prouided  for  as  theire  condition  may  require  and  in  all 
fuch  cafes  the  Charge  of  the  conftables  to  bee  bourne  by  the  Treafurer  where 
fuch  conftables  doe  dwell.

two  for  the  Maffachufetts  two  for  Plymouth  and  two  for  Cone&icott  ;  (being  all  in 
Church  fellowfhip  with  vs)  whoe  fhall  bringe  full  power  from  theire  Generall  Courts 
Refpectiuely  to  heare  examine  and  weigh  and  determine  the  fame ;  But  if  thefe  fix 
Comiffioners  when  mett  fhall  not  all  agree  yett  it  is  concluded  that  any  fiue  of  the  fix 
agreeing  fhall  haue  power  to  fettle  and  determine  the  cafe  in  controuercye  but  if  fiue 
doe  not  agree ;  That  then  fuch  propofitions  with  theire  Reafons  foe  farr  as  they 

haue 
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haue  bine  debated  be  fent  and  Refered  to  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  ;  and  if  by 
all  the  faid  Courts  there  be  a  concurrance  in  the  matter  foe  Refered  then  to  be  ac- 
cordingly procecuted  by  all  the  confeaderates  and  all  theire  Members  ; 

5.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  ComiPfioners  for  the  vnited  Collonics  fhall  meet  but 
once  in  three  yeeres  except  in  cafes  extreordinary  which  meetings  fhall  euer  be  on 
the  firft  Thurfday  in  September  and  that  the  next  meeting  after  the  date  of  thefe  pre- 
fents  fhalbe  att  Plymouth  which  fhalbe  accoumpted  the  firft  meeting  the  fecond  att 
Bofton  ;  the  third  att  Hartford ;  the  fourth  att  Bofton  ;  the  fift  att  Hartford  ;  and 
foe  the  meeting  wilbe  but  once  in  fifteen  yeers  att  Plymouth  and  double  foe  often  in 
the  other  Collonies  if  in  the  mean  time  fome  middle  place  be  not  found  out  and  agreed 
on  which  may  be  comodious  to  all  ; 

6.  It  is  further  agreed  that  att  each  meeting  of  thefe  fix  Comiffioners  whether  or- 
dinary or  extreordinary  they  may  chofe  theire  Prefedent  out  of  themfelues  ;  whofe 
office  and  worke  fhalbe  to  take  care  and  direft  for  order  and  a  comly  carrying  of  all 
proceedings  in  the  prefent  meeting  ;  But  hee  fhalbe  Inuefled  with  noe  fuch  power  by 
which  hee  may  hinder  the  propounding  or  progrefTe  of  any  bufines  or  any  way  caft 
the  fcales  otherwife  then  in  the  prefent  articles  is  agreed  ; 

7.  It  is  alfoe  agreed  that  the  Comiffioners  for  this  confeadcration  heerafter  att 
theire  meetings  whether  ordinary  or  extreordinary  as  they  may  haue  Comiffion 
or  oppertunitie  may  confult  of  and  propofe  to  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  to  be  by 
them  allowed  and  eftablifhed  fuch  orders  in  generall  cafes  of  a  Civill  nature  wherin  all 
the  plantations  are  Interefled  ;  for  preferueing  peace  amongft  themfelues  ;  and  pre- 
uenting  as  much  as  may  be  all  occations  of  warr  and  differences  with  others ;  as  about 
the  free  and  fpeedy  paffage  of  Iuftice  in  each  Iurifdiftion  to  all  the  Confeaderates 
equally  as  to  theire  owne  ;  Receiueing  of  thofe  that  Remoue  from  one  plantation  to 
another  ;  how  all  the  Iurifdi&ions  may  carry  towards  the  Indians  that  they  neither 
grow  Infolent  nor  be  Injuried  without  due  fatisfaftion  leafl  warr  break  in  vpon  the 
Confeaderates  through  fuch  mifcarriages  ;  It  is  alfoe  agreed  that  if  any  feruant  Run 
away  from  his  mafter  into  any  of  thefe  confeaderated  Iurifdi&ions  That  in  fuch  cafe 
vpon  the  certificate  of  one  Majeftrate  in  the  Iurifdiction  out  of  which  the  faid  fer- 
uant fled  or  vpon  other  due  Proffe  ;  the  faid  feruant  fhalbe  deliuered  either  to  his 
Mafter  or  any  other  that  purfues  and  bringes  fuch  Certificate  or  proofe  ;  and  that 
vpon  the  efcape  of  any  prifoner  whatfoeuer  or  fugatiue  for  any  criminall  caufe  whe- 
ther breakeing  prifon  or  giting  from  the  officer  or  otherwife  efcapeing  upon  the  Cer- 
tificate of  one  Majeftrate  of  the  Iurifdiction  out  of  which  the  Efcape  is  made  that  hee 
was  prifoner  or  fuch  an  offender  att  the  time  of  the  efcape  ;  The  Majcftrates  or  fome 
of  them  of  that  Iurifdiction  where  for  the  prefent  the  faid  prifoner  or  fugatiue  abid- 
eth  fhall  forthwith  graunt  fuch  a  warrant  as  the  cafe  will  beare  for  the  apprehending 
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any  fuch  perfon  ;  and  the  deliuering  of  him  or  her  into  the  hand  of  the  pur- 
fuer  and  if  healp  be  required  it  fhalbe  graunted,  hee  paying  the  charge  therof ; 

8.  It  is  further  agreed  that  for  the  difpofeing  of  the  Indian  Stocke  for  the  future 
the  choice  of  the  Comiffioners  of  the  feuerall  Collonies  being  annually  as  formerly  The 
Comiffioners  of  the  Maflachufetts  with  fuch  others  as  fhalbe  prefent  or  any  three  of 
the  Comiffioners  meeting  yeerly  att  Bofton  or  elfewhere  as  they  fliall  agree  and  att 
the  vfuall  time  They  may  doe  any  afte  for  the  manageing  and  ordering  of  that  affaire 
as  though  all  the  Comiffioners  were  prefent  ;  and  what  they  fliall  doe  heerin  they 
fliall  keep  a  true  Record  therof;  andtranfmit  the  accoumpt  of  the  fame  from  time  to 
time  to  the  trianvall  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  ; 

9.  It  is  agreed  alfoe  by  thefe  confederates  That  the  charge  of  all  Iuft  Warrs  whe- 
ther offeneiue  or  defenciue  vpon  what  parte  or  member  of  this  confeaderation  foeuer 
they  fall  fliall  both  in  men  prouifions  and  all  other  Difburfments  be  bourne  by  all  the 
partes  of  the  confeaderation  in  different  proportions  according  theire  different  abilli- 
ties  viz  :  that  the  Rule  for  proportioning  men  and  Raifeing  of  moneyes  for  the  de- 
fraying of  fuch  charges  as  may  from  time  to  time  arifevpon  any  warr  defenfiue  or  of- 
feneiue begun  and  carryed  on  according  to  the  articles  of  confeaderation  fhalbe  as  fol- 
loweth  ;  The  Maflachufetts  one  hundred  Plymouth  thirty  Cone&icott  fixty  ;  and 
this  Rule  to  continew  for  fifteen  yeers  next  coming  after  the  begining  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Comiffioners,  to  be  held  att  Plymouth  in  September  next  ;  and  then  if 
any  one  or  more  of  the  confeaderates  fliall  apprehend  the  abouefaid  proportion  to 
bee  vnequall  that  then  matters  fhalbe  againe  confidered;  by  the  Comiffioners  and  what 
they  fhall  agree  vpon  fhalbe  prefented  to  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  for  theire  ac- 
ceptance and  confeirmation  ;  each  IurifdicYion  or  plantation  being  left  to  theire  owne 
Iult  courfe  and  cuftome  of  Rateing  themfelues  and  people  and  that  according  to  the 
different  charge  of  each  Iurifdi&ion  and  plantation  The  whole  aduantage  of  the  warr 
if  it  pleafe  God  foe  to  bleffe  theire  Indeauors  whether  it  be  in  lands  goods  or  perfons 
fhalbe  proportionably  deuided  amongft  the  faid  confederates  ; 

10.  It  is  further  agreed  that  if  any  of  thefe  JurifdicVions  or  any  Plantation  vnder 
them  be  invaded  by  any  enimie  whomfoeuer  vpon  any  notice  or  requeft  of  any  three 
Majeftrates  of  that  Jurifdi&ion  foe  invaded  the  reft  of  the  Confeaderates  without  any 
further  meeting  or  expoftulation  fliall  forthwith  fend  aide  to  the  Confederate  in  dan- 
ger but  in  different  proportions  viz  :  The  Maflachufetts  one  hundred  men  fafficiently 
armed  for  fuch  a  ferviceand  expedition  Plymouth  thirty  men  foe  armed  and  prouided 
and  Conefticott  fixty  men  fo  armed  and  prouided  ;  or  any  leffe  number  if  leffe  be 
required  ;  according  to  this  proportion  ;  but  if  fuch  confederate  in  danger  may  be 
fupplyed  by  the  next  confeaderate  not  exceeding  the  numbers  heerby  agreed  ;  they 
may  craue  healp  theire  and  feeke  noe  further  for  the  prefent  ;  the  charge  to  be 
bourne  by  the  feuerall  Collonies  according  to  their  proportions  abouefdid  j  and  att 
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theire  returnc  to  be  victualled  and  fupplyed  with  powder  and  fliott  if  there  be  need 
for  theire  journey  by  that  JurifdicYion  that  Imployed  or  fent  for  them  ;  but  in  any 
fuch  cafe  of  fending  men  for  prefent  aide  whether  before  or  after  fuch  order  or  alter- 
ation ;  It  is  agreed  that  att  the  meeting  of  the  Comiilioners  for  this  Confeaderation 
the  caufe  of  fuch  warr  or  Invafion  be  duely  confidered ;  and  if  it  appeer  that  the  fault 
lay  in  the  parties  foe  invaded  that  then  that  Jurifdiftion  or  plantation  make  juft  fa- 
tisfaftion  both  to  the  Invaders  whom  they  haue  injuried  ;  and  beare  all  the  charges 
of  the  warr  themfelues  without  requireing  any  alowance  from  the  Reft  of  the  Confe- 
derates towards  the  fame  ; 

1 1.  And  for  that  the  jufteft  warr  may  be  of  dangerous  confequence  efpecially  to 
the  fmaller  plantations  in  thofe  vnited  Collonies  ;  It  is  agreed  that  neither  the  Mafta- 
chufetts  Plymouth  nor  Cone&icott  nor  any  of  the  members  of  any  of  them  fhall  att 
any  time  heerafter  begin  vndertake  or  engage  themfelues  or  this  Confeadrration  in 
any  warr  whatfoeuer  (fuddaine  exegencyes  with  the  neffefarie  confequences  therof 
excepted  ;  which  are  alfoe  to  be  moderated  as  much  as  the  cafe  will  permitt)  without 
the  confent  of  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  of  the  vnited  Collonies  ; 

12.  It  is  alfoe  agreed  that  incafe  of  any  fuddaine  exegenfies  or  other  waighty  occa- 
fions  requiring  the  meeting  of  the  Comiftioners  before  the  ordinary  time  the  Gouer- 
nor  or  any  three  Majeftrates  of  any  of  the  confederate  Jurifdi&ions  may  fummon  a 
meeting  of  the  Comiftioners  ;  breifly  fignifying  the  occation  therof  and  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  which  fhalbe  accordingly  attended  by  the  Comiftioners  of  all  the 
confeaderate  Jurifdi&ions ;  and  when  mett  they  may  adjourn  to  any  other  time  or 
place  as  they  fliall  fee  meet ; 

13.  It  is  alfoe  agreed  for  fettleing  of  vagabonds  and  wandering  perfons  remoueing 
from  one  Collonie  to  another  to  the  difatisfaclion  and  burthen  of  the  places  where 
they  come  as  dayly  experience  flieweth  vs  ;  for  the  future  it  is  ordered,  that  wher  any 
perfon  or  perfons  fhalbe  found  in  any  Jurifdiftion  to  haue  had  theire  abode  for  more 
then  three  monthes  and  not  warned  out  by  the  authoritie  of  the  place  ;  and  incafe 
of  the  negleft  of  any  perfon  foe  warned  as  abouefaid  to  depart ;  if  hee  be  not  by  the 
firft  oppertunitie  that  the  feafon  will  permitt  fent  away  from  Conftable  to  Conftable  ; 
to  the  end  that  hee  may  be  returned  to  the  place  of  his  former  aboad  ;  euery  fuch 
perfon  or  perfons  fhalbe  accoumpted  an  Inhabitant  where  they  are  foe  found,  and  by 
them  gouerned  and  provided  for  as  theire  condition  may  require  and  in  all  fuch 
cafes  the  Charge  of  the  Conftables  to  be  bourne  by  the  Treafurer  where  the  faid 
Conftables  doe  dwell  ; 

14.  It  is  agreed  that  if  any  of  the  Confeaderates  fliall  heerafter  break  any  of  thefe 
prefent  articles  or  be  in  any  other  way  injurious  to  any  of  the  confederat  Jurifdiftions 
fuch  breach  of  agreement  or  injury   fhalbe  duely   confidered  and   ordered  by  the 
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Conriffionws  for  the  other  Jurifdi&ions ;  that  both  peace  and  this  Confeaderation 
may  be  preferued  without  violation  ; 

15.  Wheras  in  the  former  Articles  agreed  vpon  May  the  29th.  1643  for  the 
vnited  Collonies  aboue  named  Newhauen  is  therein  menfioned  and  was  owned  as  a 
dift.in.5t  Confeaderate  and  is  by  thefe  included  and  concluded  as  one  with  Conefticott, 
the  abovefaid  vnion  fliall  alwaies  be  interpreted  as  by  theire  owne  Confeffion  and 
not  otherwife  ; 

Now  wheras  for  many  years  pad  vpon  'diuers  good  Conuderations  there  was  a 
Confeaderation  agreed  vpon  by  the  antient  Euglifh  Collonies  under  his  Majefties 
Authoritie  in  New  England  for  mutuall  healp  fupport  and  defence  ;  as  alfoe  for  the 
better  maintaining  his  Majefties  Intereft  againft  any  oppofition  or  incurfion  of  the 
barbarous  natiues  and  others  as  appeereth  by  articles  that  were  agreed  vpon  in  the 
year  1643  an(^  are  vpon  Record  to  bee  feen  wherby  the  faid  Collonies  haue  bin  foe 
vnited  as  haue  proued  very  beneficiall  to  all  his  Majefties  fubje&s  in  thefe  partes  for 
theire  peace  and  fecuritie  ;  And  wheras  the  feuerall  Generall  Courts  of  the  faid  Col- 
lonies haue  feen  caufe  to  renew  the  faid  Confeaderation  ;  with  fome  neffefary  alteration 
and  addition  to  the  faid  Articles  as  is  more  fully  exprefled  in  the  Articles  aboue 
written  ;  and  alfoe  wheras  the  Generall  Court  for  the  Maffachufetts  Collonie  by 
theire  Comiffion  dated  in  Bofton  in  Auguft  1672  haue  nominated  Thomas  Dan- 
forth  Efqr.  and  Major  Willam  Hawthorne  Efqr.  their  Comiffioners  Inuefting  them 
with  full  power  and  authoritie  to  figne  ratify  and  confeirme  the  aboue  Recited  Ar- 
ticles of  Confeaderation  ;  And  in  like  manor  the  Generall  Court  held  att  Plymouth 
June  the  fift  1672  haue  nominated  Thomas  Prence  Efqr.  and  Major  Jofias  Winnow 
Efqr.  Inuefting  them  with  like  power ;  And  the  Generall  Court  of  Connefticott 
Collonie  held  att  Hartford  May  the  9th.  and  June  the  26th.  1672  haue  in  like  ma- 
nor nominated  John  Winthorpe  Efqr.  and  James  Richards  Efqr.  Inverting  them 
with  like  power  ;  The  aboue  faid  Comiffioners  being  aflembled  att  Plymouth  Sep- 
tember the  fift  1672  haue  read  and  examined  thefe  aboue  written  Articles,  doe  ac- 
cording to  theire  faid  Comiffions ;  and  by  vertue  thereof  clearly  and  abfolutely 
rattify  and  confeirme  the  fame  ;  for  the  Reeftablifhing  of  a  perpetuall  Confeadera- 
tion between  the  abouenamed  Collonies  ;  as  was  the  declared  intenfions  of  the  for- 
mer Articles :  In  confeirmation  wherof,  the  Comiffioners  aboue  named,  by  the 
authoritie  graunted  vnto  them  from  their  feuerall  Generall  Courts  ;  and  in  theire 
name  and  fted,  haue  heervnto  fubferibed  theire  hands  In  Plymouth  September  the

Danforth  Efqr.  and  Mr.  Willam  Hawthorne  theire  Comiffioners  for  that  Collonie  for 
a  full  and  compleat  yeer  Inverting  them  with  full  power  in  the  name  of  theire  Court 
to  ratify  and  cohfeirme  the  articles  of  confeaderation  as  they  were  voted  and  agreed 
vpon  by  theire  Generall  Court  held  att  Boflon  in  May  laft  ;  and  alfoe  to  treat  of  and 
conclude  all  matters  and  thinges  prober  to  the  cognizance  of  the  faid  Court  according 
to  the  true  meaning  of  the  faid  Articles  ;  a  Coppy  wherof  fairly  written  in  Parchment 
was  prefented  vnder  the  hand  and  atteft  of  Mr.  Edward  Rawfon  theire  Secretary ; 
which  being  read  and  particularly  examined  was  fully  confented  vnto  for  the  Re- 
eftablifliment  of  the  Confeaderation  and  accordingly  fubferibed  vnto  by  all  the  Comif- 
fioners of  the  feuerall  Collonies  : 

Thomas  Prence  Efqr.  and  major  Jofiah  Winflow  Efqr.  prefented  a  like  order  of  the 
Generall  Court  of  Plymouth  of  June  the  fift  1672  declaring  that  they  were  chofen 
theire  Comiffioners  for  one  compleat  yeer  and  invented  with  like  power  as  the  Comif- 
fioners of  the  Maffachufetts  ; 

John  Winthrope  Efqr.  and  James  Richards  Efqr.  prefented  a  like  order  of  the 
Court  of  Conedticott  of  May  the  9th.  and  June  the  26:  72:  declaring  that  they  were 
chofen  theire  Comiffioners  for  one  compleat  year  and  inverted  with  like  power  as  the 
other  two  Collonies  aboue  named  were  ; 

Thomas  Prence  Efqr.  was  chofen  Prefedent  of  the  Comiffioners  ; 

A  Letter  was  receiued  from  Mr.  Nicholas  Effon  Gouernor  of  Road  Hand  and  an 
Anfware  Returned  a  coppy  wherof  is  left  on  file  with  the  other  writings  of  this 
meeting  ; 

Letters  alfoe  was  receiued  from  Mr.  Elliott  Mr.  Mayhew  and  Mr.  Fitch  giueing 
an  accoumpt  of  the  progreffe  of  the  Gofpell  amongft  the  Indians  all  which  letters 
were  inclofed  to  the  honorable  Corporation  in  England  and  coppyes  therof  taken  and 
left  on  file  with  the  Records  of  this  meeting  ; 

Mr.  Vrtiers  accoumpt  of  Difburfments  were  receiued  and  alowed  and  an  order 
giuen  him  for  payment  of  the  feuerall  falleryes  this  yeer  all  which  are  on  file  as  alfoe 
the  ballence  of  the  accoumpt  as  they  now  ftand  with  the  Corporation ; 

Thomas  Danforth  Efqr.  is  ordered  to  take  care  that  all  the  Bibles  and  other  prints 
belonging  to  the  Indians  be  bound  vp  and  not  loft  ;  and  for  that  end  is  to  call  for 
the  fame  where  they  ar«  now  Refting  and  difpofe  therof  j

Honorable  Sir, 

YOUERS  dated  March  the  20th.  1671  came  fafe  to  hand  and  the  bills  of  Ex- 
change therin  menfioned  were  Reddily  accepted  ;  and  wilbe  accordingly  payed;  wee 
haue  according  to  our  vfuall  manor  examined  and  taken  a  particular  accoumpt  of 
of  the  progreffe  of  the  Gofpcll  amongfl  the  Indian  Natiues,  and  of  theire  Increafe  ' 
in  knowlidge  and  ciuillitie  ;  and  foe  farr  as  wee  haue  Receiued  any  thinge  in  writing 
from  thofe  that  are  theire  Teachers  wee  haue  for  youer  more  full  fatisfa&ion  enclof- 
ed  the  fame  heerin  ;  which  together  with  what  wee  are  otherwife  Informed  being 
confidered  wee  dare  not  thinke  or  Judge  any  other  but  that  the  Lord  hath  amongfl 
them  fome  of  his  eleft  ones ;  the  Redemption  of  whofe  foules  is  precious  in  his 
fight  ;  and  that  this  worke  is  Indeed  owned  of  himfelfe ;  that  it  is  attended  with 
difficulties  many  difcurragments  from  men  and  diuells ;  as  you  may  fee  in  parte  by 
Mr.  Fitch  his  letter  ;  Renders  the  fiter  objeft  for  the  wifdom  power  and  compafi- 
on  of  an  Infinite  and  vnchangable  being  ;  whoe  taketh  mofl  delight  to  magnify  his 
owne  Glorious  name  in  the  middefl  of  mans  miflery  and  Nothingnes  ;  and  wee  can- 
not but  take  notice  of  Gods  hand  in  Hiring  vp  fundry  wherof  the  Reuerend  Mr.  El- 
liott and  Mr.  Mayhew  deceafed  were  the  firft  and  cheife  to  attend  that  work  of 
mercye  to  the  foules  of  thofe  poor  Natiues ;  and  the  fame  did  continew  eonftant  in 
for  many  yeers,  when  as  yett  they  had  Receiued  noe  Incurragement  from  any  in 
England  or  New  England  ;  and  yett  now  Notwithstanding  all  the  Incurragment  that 
is  giuen  wee  find  it  farr  more  difficult  to  obtaine  fuitable  Inftruments  to  laborr  ther- 
in all  which  tells  vs  That  it  is  the  Lord  and  not  man  whoe  mull  thruft  forth  thofe 

a-  that 
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that  are  Indeed  faithful!  laborers  j  and  for  this  end  wee.  mcnfion  it  that  all  thofe  whoe 
by  theire  voulentary  and  liberall  contributions  to  this  pioufe  worke  haue  maniftfted 
theire  charrety,  that  they  may  be  ftired  vp  to  adde  theire  prayers  to  the  Lord  of  this 
Great  harveft  that  hee  wilbe  pleafed  yett  further  to  fitt  and  thruft  forth  Labourrcrs 
into  this  parte  of  his  Vinyard  ;  the  accompt  Inclofed  when  compared  doth  {hew  the 
number  of  Labourers  and  theire  names  both  Englifh  and  Indians ;  together  with 
theire  particular  falleries ;  wherby  it  doth  appeer  how  that  monies  that  hath  bin  fent 
ouer  are  difpofed  ;  and  had  there  bine  more  wee  mould  haue  feen  Reafon  to  order 
the  difburfment  therof  partly  for  the  Incurragment  of  fome  Defignes  of  the  Reue- 
rend  Mr.  Elliott  whoe  continews  vnwearied  in  his  Indeauors  for  theire  good,  as  al- 
foe  fome  other  perfons  that  may  in  time  be  vfefull  Inflruments  in  that  worke  ;  one 
whsrof  is  the  fon  of  that  Reverend  and  good  man  Mr.  Mayhew  deceafedwhoe  be- 
ing borne  on  the  Hand  called  Marthas  Viniyard  and  now  grown  to  mans  eflate  and 
there  fetded  ;  is  an  hopefull  younge  man  and  hath  theire  Language  perfectly  Con- 
cerning Mr.  Mouth  his  Gift  wee  expeft  it  wilbe  Returned  into  our  hands  this  next 
autume  ;  and  confidering  the  trouble  wee  find  to  gett  in  the  Rent ;  and  difficulty  to 
cecure  the  principall ;  wee  feare  we  fhall  not  be  able  to  make  foe  good  Improvment 
therof  as  formerly  ;  but  fhall  not  be  awanting  to  doe  the  bed  wee  can  therin  ;  Sir 
before  wee  conclude  wee  cannot  omitt  to  Returne  you  our  harty  thankes  for  youer 
great  loue  towards  and  Reddines  to  promote  the  good  of  our  Colled^e  at.t  Cam- 
bridge ;  from  whence  all  the  Collonies  after  uur  bereauement  by  death  ,of  many 
aged  and  worthy  leaders  in  Church  and  Commonwealth  that  layed  the  foundation 
of  thefe  plantations  haue  through  the  Lords  Goodnefs  alreddy  had  a  uery  good  fup- 
ply ;  and  although  that  Society  doth  att  prefent  labour  vnder  fundry  difcurrage- 
ments  partely  arifeing  by  the  death  of  theire  late  prefedent,  and  alfoe  by  the  decay 
of  theire  buildings  which  were  made  in  our  Infancye  ;  yett  are  now  in  a  hopefull 
way  to  be  againe  fupplyed  with  an  able  Prefedent,  and  alfoe  with  a  New  building 
of  bricke  and  ftone  for  the  efie&iag  wherof  there  is  alreddy  a  contribution  made 
according  to  our  low  condition  ;  and  wee  hope  that  our  Indeauors  heerin  wilbe  a 
blefllng  to  the  Indians  as  well  as  to  the  Englifli ;  youer  countenance  therof  and  Re- 
ipect  therto  ;  as  the  Prouidence  of  God  hath  Giuen  you  an  Intereft  in  any  that  are 
capable  to  promote  the  good  therof,  is  all  that  wee  craue  youer  honors  trouble  in; 
Sir  craueing  youer  fauorable  Interpretation  and  acceptance  of  thefe  lines  with  our 
harty  defire  and  prayer  to  the  Lord  yett  further  to  Incurrage  youer  honor,  and  the 
Vol.  II.

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Reft  of  that  honorable  focietie  in  that  good  worke  ;  and  plentifully  to  Reward  the 
fame  to  you  and  youers  ;  Wee  take  leaue  to  fubfcribe  ourfelues

AT.T  a  meeting  of  the  Comiffioners  of  the  -united  Collonies  by  Adjournment  in  Bo/ion 
Nouember  the  icond  1675 

FORASMUCH  as  the  Narraganfett  Indians  are  deeply  acceffory  in  the  prefent 
bloudy  outrages  of  the  Barbarous  Natiues  That  are  in  open  hoftillitie  with  the  En- 
glish ;  This  appeering  by  theire  harbouring  the  a&ors  therof ;  Releiuing  and  fuc- 
coring  theire  weomen  and  children  and  wounded  men,  and  detaining  them  in  theire 
coflody  Notwithftanding  the  Couenant  made  by  theire  Sachems  to  deliuer  them  to 
the  Englifh  ;  and  as  is  credibly  Reported  they  haue  killed  and  taken  away  many 
Cattle  from  the  Englifh  theire  Naighbors  ;  and  did  for  fome  daies  feize  and  keep 
vnder  a  flronge  gaurd  Mr.  Smithes  houfe  and  family ;  and  att  the  Newes  of  the 
fadd  and  lamentable  mifcheiff  that  the  Indians  did  vnto  the  Englifh  att  or  neare  had- 
ley  ;  did  in  a  uery  Reproachfull  and  blafphemoufe  manor  triumph  and  Rejoyce 
theratt  ; 

The  Comiffioners  doe  agree  and  determine  that  befides  the  number  of  fouldiers 
formerly  agreed  vpon  to  be  Raifed  and  to  be  in  conftant  Reddines  for  the  vfe  of 
the  Country  there  fhalbe  one  thoufand  more  Raifed  and  furnifhed  ;  with  theire 
armes  and  prouifions  of  all  forts  to  be  att  one  houres  warning,  for  the  publick  fer- 
vice  ;  the  faid  Souldiers  to  be  raifed  in  like  proportions  in  each  Collonie  as  the  for- 
mer were  ;  Alfoe  they  doe  agree  that  AB:  fhalbe  Comaunder  in  Cheife  ouer  the 
faid  fouldiers  and  that  the  faid  A  B  :  fhall  with  the  faid  fouldiers  march  into  the  Nar- 
raganfetts  Country  and  incafe  they  be  not  preuented  by  the  Narraganfetts  Sachems 
aftuall  performance  of  theire  Couenants  made  with  the  Comiffioners  by  deliuerino- 
vp  thofe  of  our  enimies  that  are  in  theire  coflody  ;  as  alfoe  makeing  Reparation  for 
all  damages  fuflained  by  theire  Negleft  hitherto  together  with  cecuritie  for  theire

Piymouths  Comiflioners  Prefcnted  this  following  Narratiue  (hewing  the  manor  of 
the  beginning  of  the  prefent  Warr  with  the  Indians  of  Mount  hope  and  PocafTet ; 

A  Breift  narratiue  of  the  beginning  and  progreffe  of  the  prefeat  trouble  be- 
tween vs  and  the  Indians  ;  takeing  its  rife  in  the  Collonie  of  New  Plymouth  ;  anno 
Dom:   1675. 

Not  to  looke  back  further  then  the  troubles  that  were  between  the  Collonie  of 
New  Plymouth  and  Phillip  Sachem  of  mount  hope  In  the  yeer  1671  It  may  bee  re- 
membred  that  the  Settlement  and  Iffue  of  that  controvercye  obtained  and  made 
principally  by  the  mediation  and  interpofed  advice  and  councell  of  the  other  two 
confeaderate  Collonies,  whoe  vpon  a  carefull  inquiry  and  ferch  into  the  grounds  of 
that  Trouble  found  that  the  faid  Sachems  pretence  of  wronges  and  injuries  from 
that  Collonie  were  Groundles  and  fake  ;  and  that  he.:  (although  firft  in  armes)  was 
the  Pecant  and  offending  party  ;  and  that  Plymouth  had  juft  caufe  to  take  vp  armes 
againft  him  ;  and  it  was  then  agreed  that  hee  mould  pay  that  Collonie  a  certaine  fume 
of  money,  in  parte  of  theire  damage  and  charge  by  him  occationed  ;  and  hee  then 
not  onely  renewed  his  ancient  couenant  of  friendfhip  with  them  ;  but  made  him- 
felfe  and  his  people  abfolute  fubje&s  to  our  fouereign  Lord  King  Charles  the  fe- 
cond  ;  and  to  that  his  Collonie  of  New  Plymouth  fince  which  time  wee  know  not 
that  the  Englifh  of  that  or  any  other  of  the  Collonies  haue  bin  injurious  to  him  or 
his,  that  might  juftly  provoake  them  to  take  vp  armes  againft  vs  ;  But  fomtime  the 
laft  winter  the  Gouernor  of  Plymouth  was  informed  by  Saffamon  a  faithfull  Indian 
that  the  faid  Phillip  was  vndoubtedly  indeauoring  to  raife.new  troubles  ;  and  was  in- 
deauoring  to  engage  all  the  Sachems  round  about  in  a  warr  againft  vs  fome  of  the 
Englifh  alfoe  that  lived  neare  the  faid  Sachem,  comunicated  their  feares  and  Iea- 
loufyes  concurrent  with  what  the  Indian  had  informed  ;  about  a  week  after  John 
Saffamon  had  giuen  his  information  hee  was  barbaroufly  murdered  by  fome  Indians 
for  his  faithfulnes  (as  wee  haue  caufe  to  belieue)  To  the  Intereft  of  God  and  of 
the  Englifh  ;  fomtime  after  Saffamons  Death  Phillip  haueing  heard  that  the  Go- 
uernor of  Plymouth  had  rcceiued  fome  information  againft  him  and  purpofed  to  fend 
for  or  to  him  to  appeer  att  theire  next  Court  that  they  might  Inquire  into  thofe  Re- 
ports, came  downe  of  his  own  accord  to  Plymouth  a  little  before  theire  court,  in  the 

beginning 
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begining  of  March  laft ;  att  which  time  the  counfell  of  that  Collonie  vpon  a  large 
debate  with  him  had  great  Realbn  to  belieue  that  the  Information  againft  him  might 
be  in  fubftance  true,  but  not  haueing  full  proffe  therof  and  hopeing  that  the  difco- 
uery  of  it  foe  farr  would  caufe  him  to  dellfr.  they  difmifed  him  frindly  ;  giueing  him 
oncly  to  vnderftand  that  if  they  heare  further  conferning  that  matter  they  might  fee 
reafon  to  demaund  his  armes  to  be  deliuered  vp  for  theire  fecuritie  ;  which  was  ac- 
cording to  former  agreement  between  him  and  them,  and  hee  engaged  on  theire  de- 
maund they  fliould  be  furrendered  vnto  them  or  theire  order  ;  att  that  court  wee 
had  many  Indians  in  examination  conferning  the  murder  of  John  Saffamon  but  had 
not  then  teftimony  in  the  cafe  but  noc  longe  after  an  Indian  appeering  to  teftify  ;  wee 
apprehend  three  by  him  charged  to  be  the  murderers  of  Saffamon,  and  cecured 
them  to  a  triall  att  our  next  Court  holden  in  June,  att  which  time  a  little  before  the 
Court  Phillip  began  to  keep  his  men  in  armes  about  him  and  to  gather  Grangers  vnto 
him  and  to  march  about  in  armes  towards  the  vper  end  of  the  necke  on  which  hee 
liued  and  neare  to  the  Englifh  houfes  ;  who  began  therby  to  bee  fomwhat  difquieted 
but  tooke  as  yet  noe  further  notice  but  onely  to  fett  a  milletary  watch  in  the  next 
Townes  ;  as  Swanfey  and  Rehoboth  j  fome  hints  wee  had  that  the  Indians  were  ia 
armes  while  our  Court  was  fitting  but  wee  hoped  it  might  arife  from  a  guilty  feare  in 
Phillip  that  wee  would  fend  for  him  and  bring  him  to  tryall  with  the  other  murder- 
ers ;  and  that  if  hee  faw  the  Court  broken  vp  and  hee  not  fent  for ;  the  cloud  might 
blow  ouer;  and  indeed  our  innofenfy  made  us  uerry  fecure  and  confident  it  would 
not  haue  broken  out  into  a  warr  ;  But  no  fooner  was  our  Court  defolued  but  wee 
had  intelligence  from  Leift :  John  Browne  of  Swanfey  that  Phillip  and  his  men  con- 
tinewed  conflantly  in  armes,  many  ftrange  Indians  from  feuerall  places  flocked  in  to 
him  and  that  they  fent  away  theire  wiues  to  Narraganfett ;  and  were  giuting  our 
people  frequent  alarums  by  drums  and  guns  in  the  night  and  invaded  theire  paffao-e 
towards  Plymouth  ;  and  that  theire  younge  Indians  were  earned  for  a  warr  ;  on  the 
7th  of  June  Mr.  Benjamin  Church  being  on  Road  Ifland  Weetanno  and  fome  of  her 
cheiffe  men  told  him  that  Philfp  intended  a  warr  fpeedily  with  the  Englifh  fome  of 
them  faying  that  they  would  healp  him  ;  and  that  hee  had  alreddy  giuen  them  leaue 
to  kill  Englifli  mens  Cattle  and  rob  theire  hovfes  ;  about  the  14th  and  15th  of  June 
Mr.  James  Browne  went  twife  to  Phillip  to  perfwade  him  to  be  quiett  but  att  both 
times  found  his  men  in  armes  and  Phillip  uery  high  and  not  perfwadable  to  peace  ; 
on  the  14th  June  our  Councell  wrote  an  amicable  frindly  letter  to  Phillip  therin 
Ihewing  our  diflike  of  his  practices  ;  and  aduifeing  him  to  difmife  his  ftrange  In- 
dians and  comaund  his  owne  men  to  fall  quietly  to  theire  bufines  that  our  people 
might  alfoe  bee  quiett ;  and  not  to  fuffer  himfelfe  to  be  abufed  by  Reports  concerne- 
ing  vs  who  intended  him  noe  wronge ;  nor  hurt  towards  him ;  but  Mr.  Browne 
could  Dot  obtaioe  an  anfware  from  him ;  on  the  1 7th  June  Mr.  Paine  of  Rehoboth 

and 
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and  fenerall  others  of  the  Englifli  going  vnarmed  to  Mount  hope  to  feek  theire  horfes 
att  Philips  requefl ;  the  Indians  came  and  prefented  theire  guns  att  them  and  carried 
it  uery  infolently  though  noe  way  prouoaked  by  them;  on  the  18th  or  19th  lob 
Winflow  his  houfe  was  broken  vp  and  Rifled  by  Phillips  men ;  June  the  20th  be- 
ing the  Sabbath  the  people  att  Swanfey  were  alarumed  by  the  Indians  two  of  our  In- 
habitants burned  out  of  theire  houfes  and  theire  houfes  rifled  ;  and  the  Indians  were 
marching  as  they  judged  to  aflault  the  Towne  ;  and  therefore  Intreated  fpeedy  healp 
from  vs  ;  Wee  heervponthe  21  of  June  fent  yp  fome  forces  to  releiue  that  Towne 
and  difpatched  more  with  fpeed  ;  on  Wednefday  the  23  of  June  a  dozen  more  of 
their  houfes  att  Swanfey  were  rifled  ;  on  the  24th  Thomas  layton  was  flaineait  the 
fall  Riuer  ;  on  the  25th  of  June  diuers  of  the  people  att  Swanfey  flaine  ;  and  many 
houfes  burned  vntill  which  time,  and  for  feuerall  daies  tho  wee  had  a  confiderable 
Force  there  both  of  our  owne  and  of  the  Maflachufetts  (To  our  Greife  and  fliame) 
they  took  noe  Reuenge  of  the  enemie  ;  thus  flow  were  wee  and  vnwilling  to  engage 
ourfelues  and  naighbours  in  a  warr  ;  haueing  many  Infolencycs  almoft  Intolerable 
from  them  of  whofe  hands  wee  had  deferaed  better  ; 

The  fubftance  of  what  is  here  declared  JOSIAH  WINSLOW 

doth  clearly  and  more  particularly  appeer  THOMAS  HINCKLEY 

in  the  Records  and  Letters  Related  vnto 
of  the  feuerall  dates  aboue  menfioned. 

The   prefent  warr  owned  by   the  Comiflioners  att  a  meetinge  of  the  Comiflioners  of 
the  vnited  Collonies  held  att  Bofton  Septem  :  9th  1675. 

WEE  haueing  receiued  from  the  Comiflioners  of  Plymouth  a  narratiue  {hewing 
the  rife  and  feuerall  ftepps  of  the  proceeding  of  that  Collonie  as  to  the  prefent  warr 
with  the  Indians  ;  which  had  its  begininge  there  ;  and  its  progrefle  into  the  Mafla- 
chufets  ;  by  their  infolence  outrages  murdering  many  perfons  and  burning  theire 
houfes  in  fundry  plantations  in  both  Collonies  ;  and  haueing  duely  confidered  the 
fame  doe  declare  that  the  faid  war  doth  appeer  to  be  both  juft  and  neflefarie  ;  in  its 
firft  Rife  a  defenciue  warr  and  therfore  wee  doe  agree  and  conclude  that  it  ought 
now  to  be  Ioyntly  profecuted  by  all  the  the  vnited  Collonies ;  and  the  charges  therof 
to  be  bourne  and  payed  as  is  agreed  in  the  articles  of  Confeaderatiou

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The  Comiffioners  of  the  Collonies  haueing  fully  concurred  in  the  Righteoufnes  of 
the  prefent  warr  with  the  barbarous  natiues  for  the  better  management  therof  doe 
agree  and  conclude  that  there  be  forthwith  raifed  a  Thoufand  fouldiers  wherof  500  to 
be  Dragoones  or  troopers  with  longe  armes  out  of  the  feuerall  Collonies  in  fuch  pro- 
portions as  the  articles  of  Confeaderation  doe  appoint ; 
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Bojlon  OElober  icond  1675 

THE  Comiffioners  haueing  alreddy  paffed  an  order  for  the  Raifmg  of  One 
Thoufand  fouldiers  in  the  feuerall  Iurifdiftions  for  the  profecution  of  the  prefent  warr; 
In  purfuance  of  that  conclufion  They  doe  againe  Recomend  it  to  the  Gouernours 
and  Councells  of  the  feuerall  Iurifdiftions ;  that  with  all  due  care  and  dilligence  the 
faid  fouldiers  be  not  onely  Raifed,  but  alfoe  uery  well  fited  and  furnilhed  for  the  pub- 
licke  feruice  and  vigoroufly  Improued  ;  as  occation  fhalbe  in  the  purfuite  and  difreft 
of  the  enimie  ;  which  wee  Iudge  the  belt  expedient  for  the  fecuring  of  the  Englifh 
plantations  ; 

And  for  the  better  managment  of  this  affaire  that  each  Iurifdiftion  doe  nominate 
and  comiffion  one  meet  man  to  bee  Comaundor  in  Cheiffe  in  the  Collonie  wherin  hee 
dwells  and  as  there  fhalbe  need  for  the  Anoyance  of  the  enimie  or  the  defence  of  the 
Englifh  Plantations  That  the  faid  Forces  vnite  in  parte  or  the  whole  in  which  cafe  they 
fhalbe  vnder  the  Comaund  of  him  whoe  is  the  Comaundor  in  Cheiffe  in  that  Collonie 
where  the  expedition  is  to  be  performed  ; 

And  for  the  Incurragement  of  Voulenteers  to  Goe  forth  in  purfuite  of  the  enimie; 
Incafe  the  Refpeftiue  Councells  of  the  Iurifdiftions  fhall  fee  caufe  to  Graunt  Comiffi- 
ons  for  that  end  to  meet  perfons  ;  The  Comiffioners  doe  heerby  order  and  declare 
that  the  plunder  and  fpoyle  by  them  lawfully  taken  whether  Goods  or  perfons  being 
Legally  foe  adjudged  and  condemned  fhalbe  to  theire  owne  proper  vfe  and  behoofe 
And  that  heerafter  the  Indians  be  allowed  4  coates  for  each  man  or  boy  aboue  fix 
veers  old  that  they  bring  in  of  our  enimie  being  legally  adjudged  and  con- 
demned as  aboue ;  and  for  weomen  and  Girles  aboue  fix  yeers  old  two  Coates 
apeece  ;

WHERAS  for  the  continewation  of  a  feirme  peace  and  fettled  frendihip  between 
the  vnited  Collonies  in  New  England  and  the  Narraganfett  Indians  on  the  1 5th  of 
Iuly  lad  there  was  Couenants  and  articles  of  agreement  made  and  concluded  between 
the  MefTengers  fent  and  Improued  by  the  MaiTachufetts  and  Conefticott  Collonies  on 
the  one  party  and  the  Sachems  of  the  faid  Narraganfett  Indians  on  the  other  party  ; 
as  will  more  fully  appeer  and  are  contained  in  anJnftrument  by  them  Ioyntly  figned 
and  fealled  ;  Reference  thervnto  being  had ;  Now  this  witneffeth  that  wee  whofe 
Names  are  heer  vnder  written  being  fully  Impowered  by  the  Sachems  ouer  the  aboue 
faid  Indians  to  treat  with  the  Comiffioners  of  the  abouefaid  vnited  Collonies  att  Bof- 
ton  and  to  afte  and  conclude  all  matters  and  thinges  appertaining  to  the  confeirmation 
of  a  feirme  and  fettled  peace  between  the  aboue  faid  partyes  wee  doe  by  thefe  prefents 
fully  clearly  and  abfolutely  Rattify  and  confeirme  all  the  abouefaid  Articles  of  Agree- 
ment heerby  declaring  our  harty  Defire  and  feirme  Refolution  to  continew  in  a  fure 
and  conftant  peace  with  the  Englifh  ;  and  wee  doe  fully  and  abfolutely  engage  our- 
felues  in  the  behalfe  of  the  Sachems  of  the  abouemenfioned  Indians  to  performe  and 
fullfill  the  faid  Articles  and  euery  thing  therin  mentioned  and  contained  according  to 
the  true  Intent  and  meaning  therof  ; 

And  wheras  a  confiderable  Number  of  people  both  men  weomen  and  Children  ap- 
pertaining to  thofe  Indians  who  haue  bin  in  afiuall  hoftillitie  againft  the  Englifh  are 
now  fled  to  the  Narraganfetts  Country  ;  and  are  vnder  the  Coflody  of  the  faid  Sa- 
chems there  ;  after  a  full  and  long  conference  had  concerning  that  matter  ;  wee  doe 
in  the  Name  and  by  the  Power  to  vs  giuen  and  beftrufted  in  the  behalfe  of  the  Sa-

Netherlands)  to  all  who  are  willing  to  fettle  in  New  Ncthcrland;  who  mufl  ap- 
ply to  the  Honorable  Meff'rs.  Coenraed  Burgh,  Counfellor  and  formerly  Alderman, 
Henry  Roeters,  Upper  CommiJJary  of  the  Exchange  Bank,  Edward  Man,  Ifaac 
Van  Beeck,  Hcftor  Pieterfon,  and  John  Tayfpel,  as  Commiffaries  and  Dircilors, 
appointed  for  this  Purpofe  by  the  Burgermaflers  aforefaid,  by  Authority  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  this  City,  who  are  to  fit  and  hold  their  Meetings  at  the  Weft  India  Houfe  on 
Tuefdays  and  Thurf days  from  Noon  till  half  an  Hour  pafl  two  0' Clock. 

I. 

THE  Colonics  who  are  going  thither  fhall  be  tranfported  in  fuitable  Veflels, 
with  their  Families,  houfehold  Furniture  and  other  NeceiTaries. 

II. 
The  City  of  Amfterdam  Ihall  make  the  befl  Agreement  they  can  with  Owners  of 
Veflels  for  the  Tranfportation   of  Perfons  or  Goods.

Ele&ion,  unanimoufly  or  with  plurality  of  voices,  to  fill  up  the  vacancies  :  in  like 
manner  the  faid  Common  Council  fliall  annually  choofe  the  Burgermafters  as  afore- 
faid,  and  lhall  alfo  haue  the  nomination  of  a  double  number,  from  whence  the  Sche- 
pens fhall  be  chofen  as  aforfaid. 

XVII. 
The  Schepens  fliall  determine  caufes  for  all  fums,  tinder  one  hundred  Guldens  but 
in  all  exceeding  one  hundred  Guldens  the  party  aggrieued  (hall  be  allowed  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Director  General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland. 

XVIII. 
The  faid  Schepens  fhall  alfo  pronounce  fentence  in  all  criminal  caufes,  but  an  ap- 
peal therefrom  fliall  be  allowed. 

XIX. 
The  City  of  Amfterdam  fliall  agree  with  a  fmith,  a  wheei-wright  and  a  carpenter, 
x.0  go  and  live  there,  for  the  conveniency  and  fervice  of  the  Colonifts. 

XX. 
The  City  of  Amfterdam  aforefaid  fliall  divide  all  the  Lands  round  about  the  afore- 
laid  Town  or  City,  into  fuitable  Fields  for  plough  land,  pafture  and  meadow  land, 
and  make  proper  allowance  for  roads. 

XXI. 
"Every  Farmer  ftiall  have,  in  free,  faft,  and  durable  propriety,  fo  many  morgens, 
as  well  of  plough-land  as  meadow,  as  he  and  his  family  can  improve  and  will  want 
for  grazing,  if  it  be  20,  30,  or  more  morgens  ;  provided  that  all  fuch  lands,  which 
fliall  be  given  and  conveyed  in  fee  to  the_  Colonifts,  fhall  by  them,  in  two  years  from 
the  conveyance,  be  brought  under  cultivation,  on  penalty  of  their  being  taken  from 
them  and  giuen  to  other  perfons. 

XXII. 
Each  of  the  Colonifts  fhall  fettle  and  enjoy  his  land  freely,  without  paying  any 
poundage,  horn-money  or  falt-money  for  ten  years,  reckoning  from  the  year  in. 
which  the  land  is  firft  fown  or  paftured,  which  ten  years  being  expired,  they  fliaU 
not  be  taxed  higher  than  thofe  who  are  taxed  lowed  in  any  other  DiftricT:  under  the 
Government  of  the  "Weft  India  Company  in  New  Netherland  :  they  fliall  alfo  be 
free  from  the  tenths  for  the  term  of  twenty  years,  reckoning  from  the  year  in  which 
the  lands  are  firft  fown  ;  and  the  faid  twenty  years  being  expired,  the  tenths  fhall 
be  given  to  the  City  of  Amfterdam  j  always  underftanding  that  the  half  of  the  faid 
Vol.  II.  3  Z  tenths. 
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tenths  (hall  be  applied  to  the  fupport  as  well  of  public  works  as  of  perfons  employ- 
ed in  the  public  fervice  there.  In  like  manner  alfo,  whenever  any  poundage  or  other 
charge  fhall  be  paid,  the  money  mail  be  employed  in  making  and  fupporting  public 
works,  and  paying  the  falaries  of  perfons  in  the  fervice. 

XXIII. 
The  City  of  Amfterdam  fhall  give  order,  that  during  and  after  the  fending  mips 
from  Holland  to  load  and  bring  over  corn,  feed,  wood,  and  ail  other  kinds  of  mer- 
chandizes, the  mofl  ufeful  of  the  Colonifts  mall  in  like  manner  be  at  liberty  to  hire 
particular  mips,  provided  they  be  configned  to  the  City  of  Amfterdam. 

XXIV. 
The  City  of  Amfterdam  fhall  for  this  purpofe  have  proper  ftorehoufes  here, — ftore 
the  grain  and  other  goods  of  the  Colonifts, — fell  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  Colo- 
nifts,  and  return  their  proceeds  in  fuch  articles  as  the  owners  fhall  direct,  deduc- 
ing only  two  per  cent,  for  commiffions,  and  one  tenth  of  the  nett  proceeds,  in  pay- 
ment of  the  difburfements  made  by  the  faid  City  for  the  freight  and  paffage  of  the 
perfons  and  goods  of  the  Colonifts ;  and  that  fo  long  as  till  the-  aforefaid  difburfe- 
ments are  refunded,  and  no  longer. 

XXV. 
The  Colonifts  in  New  Netherland  who  want  any  thing  fhall  take  it  out  of  the  Ci- 
ty's "Warehoufe,  at  a  fixed  price,  provided  that  the  account  thereof  be  fent  over 
with  the  Colonifts  goods,  that  it  may  be  deducted  therefrom. 

XXVI. 
The  Colonifts  may,  for  building  houfes  and  veffels,  and  carrying  on  trade,  cut 
as  much  wood  as  they  think  fit,  without  paying  any  thing  for  it,  not  only  in  the 
neareft  and  moft  handy  forefts,  but  alfo  in  any  other  place  fituate  in  the.diftrict  and 
under  the  jurifdidtion  of  the  company  in  New  Netherland,  and  not  already  granted 
vt>  and  owned  by,  any  particular  perfon  ;  provided  they  fubmit  to  the  regulations 
in  that  behalf  already  made,  or  that  hereafter  may  be  made,  as  in  article  XXVIII. 

XXVII. 
The  Burgermafters  of  Amfterdam,  as  the  founders,  and  patrons,  and  having  the 
turifdi&ion,  fhall  appoint  the  fecretary,  poft,  and  other  inferior  perfons. 

XXVIII. 
The  hunting  in  the  woods,  and  the  fifhery  on  all  the  waters  and  rivers,  not  here- 
tofore owned  by  other  perfons,  fhall  be  free  to  each  of  the  Colonifts,  under  certain 
regulations  to  be  made  refpefting  them  by  the  authority  of  the  Company,  or  their 

High  Mightineffes. 

XXIX. 
The  City  of  Amfterdam  fhall  fee  that  all  the  tools  and  inftruments  neceflary  for 
farming,  fliaH  be  tranfported  free,  and  without  paying  recognition. 

XXX. 
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XXX. 

Any  of  the  Colonifts  who  by  himfelf,  or  his  family,  or  any  perfon  in  his  fervicc, 
fhall  difcover  any  minerals,  chryflials,  precious  (tones,  marble,  &c.  of  whatever  na- 
ture the  fame  may  be,  may  pofTefs  and  keep  them  as  his  own,  without  paying  any 
impofition  or  recognition  for  them,  for  the  term  of  ten  years  ;  but  after  the  expira- 
tion thereof  he  lhall  be  held  to  pay  the  Company  one  tenth  part  of  their  proceeds. 

XXXI. 

The  City  of  Amflerdam  fhall  caufe  a  convenient  Warehoufe  to  be  made  ready 
here,  wherein  fhall  be  depofited  all  the  goods  which  the  faid  City  intends  to  fend  to 
its  Colony  in  New  Netherland,  where  they  may  be  vifited  by  any  perfon  appoint- 
ed by  the  directors  of  the  Weft  India  Company,  under  the  infpection  of  a  perfon  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpofe  by  the  City  of  Amflerdam,  and  marked  with  the  marks  of 
the  City  -and  Company,  and  the  recognition  therefor  being  paid  to  the  Company  ac- 
cording to  the  lift. 

XXXII. 

Which  then  may  be  laden,  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Company,  in  any  vefTel 
or  vefTels,  which  the  faid  City  fhall  be  able  to  obtain. 

XXXIII. 

If  the  City  of  Amflerdam  fhall  fhip  any  goods  on  freight  in  any  veffel  to  New  Am- 
flerdam, they  fhall  fubmit  to  the  fame  rules  as  others. 

XXXIV. 

But  if  the  City  of  Amflerdam  fhall  fend  away  its  own  or  any  chartered  fhip  laden 
only  with  its  own  goods,  it  fhall  fend  that  fhip  or  fhips  dire&Iy  to  its  own  City,  Town, 
or  Colony,  provided  that  all  the  goods  laden  on  board  fhall  be  advertifed  in  the  City's 
Warehoufe  there,  under  the  infpe&ion  of  any  one  of  the  Company  appointed  for 
that  purpofe,  to  whom  alfo  the  letters  and  commiflion  from  the  company. fhall  be 
delivered. 

XXXV. 

In  like  manner  all  wares,  produce  or  merchandize,  imported  from  the  City's  Co- 
lony, mull  be  brought  here,  and  advertifed  in  the  City's  Warehoufe  under  the  In- 
fpeftion  of  a  perfon  appointed  for  that  purpofe  by  the  Company,  and  the  duties  due 
to  the  Country  and  the  Company  muft  be  paid  out  of  them  according  to  the  rates 
fpecified  in  the  following  lift.

Treaty)  made  and  concluded  at  Hertford,  relative  to  the  Line  of  Parti- 
tion between  New  Netherland  and  New  England,  and  other  Matters. 

THE  STATES  GENERAL  of  the  United  Netherlands,  To  all  thofe  who 
fhall  /ee,  or  hear  thefe  prefents  read  Send  greeting  and  make  known, 
That  there  hath  been  delivered  unto  us,  by  order  of  the  Directors  of  the  In-Char- 
tered "Weft  India  Company  at  the  Chamber  of  Amfterdam,  the  Extract  out  of  the 
articles  of  Agreement  heerafter  mentioned,  made  and  concluded  at  Hartford  in  Con- 
necticut the  f  9th  of  September  1650,  relating  as  well  to  the  Line  of  Divifion  be- 
tween New  Netherland,  and  New  England,  as  to  other  Matters,  in  the  words  fol- 
lowing, that  is  to  fay, 

Extract  of  the  Articles  of  Agreement  made  and  concluded  at  Hartford,  fituate 
in  Connecticut  the   19th  September  1650  between  the  Deputies   of  the   Ho- 
norable  Commiffioners  of  the  united  Englifh  Colonies  and  Peter  Stuyuefant, 
Governor  of  New  Netherland. 
With  refpect  to  the  Line  of  Divifion  and  Jurifdiction  between  the  United  Englifh 
Colonies,  and  the  Dutch  Province  of  New  Netherland,  wee  agree  and  conclude  as 
follows, 

First  That  on  Long  Ifland,  a  Line  drawn  from  the  Weflermcft  Part  of  Oyfter- 
bay,  and  thence  in  a  direct  courfe  to  the  fea  fhore,  ftrall  be  the  Line  of  divifion  be- 
tween the  Dutch  and  Englifh  on  Long  Ifland  ;  the  Eaftern  part  for  the  Englifh,  and 
the  Weftern  Part  for  the  Dutch. 

Secondly,  The  ftations  on  the  main  land  fhall  begin  on  the  Weft  fide  of  Green- 
wich Bay,  being  about  four  miles  from  Stanford,  and  thence  to  run  a  northerly 
Courfe  into  the  countrey  Twenty  miles,  Provided  that  fuch  Courfe  do  not  come 
within  Ten  miles  of  the  North-Riuer  ;  But  hereafter  the  Line  fhall  run  as  fhall  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  two  Gouernors,  that  is  the  Dutch  Gouernor  and  the  Gouernor 
of  New  Hauen  :  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Dutch  hereafter  fhall  build  no  houfes 

nearer 
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•nearer  to  the  faid  Line  than  fix  miles.  The  Inhabitants  of  Greenwich  (hall  remain 
under  the  Government  of  the  Dutch,  until  further  order  and  confederation. 

Thirdly,  The  Dutch  fhall  hold  and  poffefs  the  lands  art  Hartford,  as  they  now 
a&ually  poffefs  the  fame,  and  as  the  fame  is  known  by  diners  marks,  and  remarkable 
places  :  But  all  the  remaining  Lands_on  both  fides  of  the  Frefh  Riuer  fhall  be  and 
remain  for  theEnglifh. — It  is  further  agreed  that  the  aforefaid  Boundaries  or  Limits, 
:as  well  on  the  Ifland  as  on  the  main  land,  fhall  be  obferued  and  remain  unmolefted, 
both  by  the  Englifh  United  Collonies  and  the  Dutch  nation,  without  any  further  ex- 
tenfion  or  trouble  on  cither  fide,  until  that  matter  is  finally  concluded  and  determin- 
ed in  Europe,  by  the  mutuall  confent  of  both  the  ftates  of  England  and  Holland. 

With  RefpecT:  to  Fugitives, 

It  is  agreed  that  the  fame  Regulations  fhall  be  obferued  between  the  united  Eng- 
lifh  Colonies  and  the  Dutch  nation  in  thefe  weftern  parts  of  New  Netherland,  as  is 
cftablifhed  in  the  eighth  Article  of  the  Agreement  made  between  the  Englifh  united 

Colonies. 

What  relates  to  the  Propofition  of  a  clofer  Union  and"  Friendfliip  between  the 
Englifh  and  Dutch  Nations  in  thefe  Weflern  Parts,  efpecially  againft  a  common 
Enemy, 

We  conceiue  it  is  neceffary  that  that  Matter  fhould  be  taken  into  mature  confide- 
ration  by  the  United  Colonies  ;  and  defire  that  the  fame  may  be  made  known  and 
recommended  to  them,  that  proper  Refolutions  may  be  taken  by  them  in  that  ref- 
peft,  againft  the  next  yearly  meeting  of  the  Comiffaries.

Much  honered  Gentlemen 

}LE.ASE  you  to  underftand,  that  there  hath  come  to  our  view  a  letter  fubferib- 
ed  by  the  honour'd  gentlemen  commiffioners  of  the  united  coloneys,  the  con- 
tents whereof  are  a  requeH  concerning  certayne  people  caled  quakers,  come  among 
us  lately,  &c. 

Our  defires  are,  in  all  things  poffible,  to  purfue  after  and  keepe  fayre  and  loving 
corefpondence  and  entercourfe  with  all  the  colloneys,  and  with  all  our  countreymen 
in  New-England  ;  and  to  that  purpofe  we  have  endeavoured  (and  fhall  ftill  endea- 
vour) to  anfwere  the  defires  and  requefts  from  all  parts  of  the  countrey,  coming  un- 
to us,  in  all  juit  and  equall  returnes,  to  which  end  the  coloney  have  made  feafonable 
provifion  to  preferve  ajufl  and  equal  entercourfe  between  the  coloneys  and  us,  by- 
giving  juftice  to  any  that  demand  it  among  us,  and  by  returning  fuch  as  -make 
cfcapes  from  you,  or  from  the  other  coloneys,  being  fuch  as  fly  from  the  hands 
of  juftice,  for  matters  of  crime  done  or  committed  amongft  you,  &c.  And  as  con- 
3  cerning 
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cerning  thefe  quakers  (fo  caled)  which  are  now  among  us,  we  have  no  law  among 
us  whereby  to  punifh  any  for  only  declaring  by  words,  &c.  their  mindes  and  under- 
ftandings  concerning  the  things  and  ways  of  God,  as  to  falvation  and  an  eternal 
condition.  And  we,  moreover,  finde,  that  in  thofe  places  where  thefe  people  a- 
forefaid,  in  this  coloney,  are  mod  of  all  fuffered  to  declare  themfelves  freely,  and 
are  only  opofed  by  arguments  in  difcourfe,  there  they  leaft  of  all  defire  to  come,  and 
we  are  informed  that  they  begin  to  loath  this  place,  for  that  they  are  not  oppofed 
by  the  civill  authority,  but  with  all  patience  and  meeknes  are  fuffered  to  fay  over 
their  pretende'd  revelations  and  admonitions,  nor  are  they  like  or  able  to  gain  many 
here  to  their  way ;  furely  we  find  that  they  delight  to  be  perfecuted  by  civill  pow- 
ers, and  when  they  are  foe,  they  are  like  to  gaine  more  adherents  by  the  confeyte 
of  their  patient  fufferings,  than  by  confent  to  their  pernicious  fayings.  And  yet  wc 
conceive,  that  theire  doctrines  tend,  to  very  abfolute  cutting  downe  and  overturning 
relations  and  civill  government  among  men,  if  generally  received.  But  as  to  the 
dammage  that  may  in  likelyhood  accrue  to  the  neighbour  colloneys  by  their  being 
here  entertained,  we  conceive  it  will  not  prove  fo  dangerous  (as  elfe  it  might)  in  re- 
gard of  the  courfe  taken  by  you  to  fend  them  away  out  of  the  countrey,  as  they  come 
among  you.  But,  however,  at  prefent,  we  judge  it  requifut  (and  doe  intend)  to  com- 
mend the  confideration  of  their  extravagant  outgoings  unto  the  generall  affembly  of 
our  coloney  in  March  next,  where  we  hope  there  will  be  fuch  order  taken,  as  may, 
in  all  honefl  and  contientious  manner,  prevent  the  bad  effects  of  theire  doctrines 
and  endeavours  ;  and  foe,  in  all  courtious  and  loving  refpects,  and  with  defire  of 
all  honefl:  and  fayre  commerce  with  you,  and  the  reft  of  our  honoured  and  beloved 
countreymen,  we  reft

S  an  addition  to  the  late  order  in  reference  to  the  coming  or  bringing  in  any  of 
the  curfed  feet  of  the  Quakers  into  this  Iurifdi&ion,  It  is  ordered  that  whofoeuer 
fhall  from  henceforth  bring  or  caufe  to  be  brought  directly  or  indirectly  any  known 
Quaker  or  Quakers  or  other  blafphemous  Hereticks  into  this  jurifdidtion  euery  fuch 
perfon  fhall  forfeit  the  fum-  of  one  hundred  pounds  to  the  country  and  fhall  by  war- 
rant from  any  magiflrate  be  committed  to  Prifon  there  to  remain  till  the  penalty  be 
fatisfied  and  paid,  and  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  within  this  jurifdion  fhall  henceforth 
entertaine  and  conceal  any  fuch  Quaker  or  Quakers  or  other  blafphemous  hereticks 
(knowing  them  foe  to  be)  euery  fuch  perfon  fhall  forfeit  to  the  country  forty  {hil- 
lings for  euery  hours  entertainment  and  concealment  of  any  Quaker  or  Quakers  as 
aforfaid  And  fhall  be  committed  to  prifon  as  aforefaid  untill  the  Forfeitures  be  fully 
fatisfied  and  paid.     And  it  is  further  ordered  that  if  any  Quaker  or  Quakers  fhall 
prefume  after  they  haue  once  fuffered  what  the„Law  requireth  to  come  into  this  Ju- 
rifdiction  euery  fuch  male  Quaker  fhall  for  the  firft  offence  haue  one  of  his  ears  cut 
off  and  be  kept  att  work  in  the  houfe  of  correction  till  he  can  be  fent  away  at  his  own 
charge  and  for  the  Second  offence  fhall  haue  the  other  ear  cut  off  &c.  and  kept  at 
the  houfe  of  Correction  as  aforefaid.     And  euery  Woman  Quaker  that  hath  fuffered 
the  law  here  that  fhall  prefume  to  come  into  this  jurifdiction  fhall  be  feuerely  whipt 
and  kept  at  the  houfe  of  correction  at  work  till  fhe  be  fent  away  at  her  own  charge 
and  fo  alfo  for  her  coming  again  fhe  fhall  be  alike  ufed  as  aforefaid.     And  for  euery 
Quaker  he  or  fhe  that  fhall  a  third  time  heerin  again  offend  they  fhall  haue  their 
Tongues  bored  through  with  a  hot  iroa  and  be  kept  at  the  houfe  of  Correction  clofe 
at  work  till  they  be  fent  away  at  their  own  charge.     And  it  is  further  ordered  that  all 
and  euery  Quaker  arifing  from  amongft  ourfelues  fhall  be  dealt  with  and  fuffer  the 
like  Punifhments  as  the  Law  prouides  againfl  foreign  Quakers.

The  Court  judgeth  it  meet  to  order  that  the  lettter  here  under  writ  befent  to  the  Ge- 
neral Court  of  Connecticut  by  the  Secretary. 

Gentlemen, 

WE  cannot  but  take  notice  of  your  Claim  unto  and  difpofing  of  the  Lands  in 
the  Pequot  Country  wherin  we  haue  always  challenged  an  Intereft,  and  yet 
fee  not  reafon  to  lay  down  the  fame »  wee  haue  perufed  the  judgment  of  the  Comiffi- 
oners  in  46  and  47  that  the  Jurifdidtion  on  the  weft  fide  of  the  Pequot  Riuer  ought  to 
belong  to  Connecticut  till  the  Maffachufets  fliew  reafon  to  the  contrary  againft  which 
wee  {hall  not  at  prefent  object,  conceiving  therby  our  title  to  the  lands  on  the  eaft  fide 
of  the  Riuer  to  be  at  lead  (tacitly)  yielded  to  us  notwithftanding  which  you  haue 
proceeded  to  difpofe  of  thofe  lands  to  diuers  perfons  and  to  exdrcife  Jurifdiction  ouer 
them  which  wee  cannot  but  take  notice  of  and  declare  to  be  prejudicial  to  our  Right, 
and  therfore  do  defire  and  expect  you  do  frendly  yeeld  up  thofe  aforefaid  lands  on  the 
eaft  fide  of  the  Pequot  Riuer  unto  us,  and  that  you  do  not  further  proceed  to  exer- 
cife  authority  ouer  the  inhabitants  there  or  to  be  grievous  to  them  without  their  own 
confent  till  the  matter  be  determined  according  to  the  articles  of  Confeaderation  if 
(at  leaft)  your  own  juftice  (hall  not  prevail  with  you  to  yield  it  to  us  without  that 
trouble,  We  are  at  prefent  to  make  known  our  claim  to  you  by  a  petition  prefented 
to  us  from  the  inhabitants  there  fuppofing  it  will  not  be  unacceptable  to  you  that  this 
bufinefs  be  iifued  peaceably  and  friendly  according  to  the  relation  wherin  we  mutu- 
ally ftand  engaged.  We  ftiall  not  add  further  at  prefent  but  commit  you  to  God 
and  reft,

THAT  Quakers  and  fuch  accurfed  Hereticks  arifing  amongft  ourfelues  may  be 
dealt  withal  according  to  their  deferts  and  that  their  peftilent  errors  and  prac- 
tices may  fpeedily  be  preuented  :  It  is  hereby  ordered  as  an  addition  to  the  former 
law  againft  Quakers  thateuery  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  profeffing  any  of  their  pernici- 
ous ways  by  fpeaking  writing  or  by  meeting  on  the  Lords  days  or  at  any  other  time 
to  ftrengthen  themfelues  or  feduce  others  to  their  diabolical  Doctrine  {hall  after  due 
means  of  conviction  incur  the  penalty  enfuing  that  is  euery  perfon  fb  meeting  fliall 
pay  to  the  Country  for  euery  time  ten  {hillings  and  euery  one  fpeaking  in  fuch  meet- 
ing {hall  pay  flue  pounds  a  piece  and  in  cafe  any  fuch  perfon  hath  been  puniflied  by 
fcourging  or  whipping  the  firft  time  according  to  the  former  laws  {hall  be  {till  kept  at 
work  in  the  houfe  of  Correction  till  they  put  in  fecurity  with  two  fufEcientmen  that 
they  {hall  not  any  more  vent  their  hateful  errors  nor  ufe  their  finful  practices  or  elfe 
fhall  depart^this  Jurisdiction  at  their  own  charges,  and  if  any  of  them  return  again 
then  each  fuch  perfon  fliall  incur  the  penalty  of  the  laws  formerly  made  for  ftrangers. 


AN    Account   of  the  Behavior  and  Punifment  of  Humphrey  Nor- 
ton and  John  Rouse. 

([Plymouth  Records.] 
June ift,  1658. 

AT  this  Court  Humphrey  Norton  and  Iohn  Roufe  two  of  thofe  called  Quakers 
appeered  and  prefented  themfelues  in  the  towne  of  Plymouth  on  the  firft  of 
Iune  1658  contrary  to  a  law  enacted  prohibiting  any  fuch  to  come  into  the  Collonie 

and 
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and  were  apprehended  and  comitted  to  ward  vntill  Thurfday  the  third  of  Iune  1658 
att  which  time  they  were  prefented  before  the  Court  and  examined  and  behaued 
themfelues  (in  fpeciall  Humphrey  Norton)  Turbulently  and  faid  vnto  the  Gouernor 
fundry  times  thou  lyefl: ;  and  faid  vnto  him  Thomas  thou  art  a  mallicious  man  ;  in 
like  manor  the  faid  Iohn  Roufe  behaued  himfelfe  in  his  words  vnto  the  Court  vnwor- 
thyly  and  foe  were  Returned  vnto  the  place  whence  they  came  vntill  Saterday  the 
fift  of  Iune  ;  att  which  time  the  faid  Norton  and  Roufe  were  againe  fent  for  vnto 
the  court  ;  att  which  Court ;  wheras  formerly  Chriftopher  Winter  had  depofed  to  a 
Paper  Containing  fundry  Notorioufe  errors  expreifed'  by  the  faid  Norton  and  by  him 
defired  to  bee  enquired  into  A  Coppy  of  the  faid  Paper  was  deliuered  vnto  him  in  the 
Court ;  and  hee  was  demaunded  by  the  faid  Winter  whether  hee  would  deney  any 
of  thofe  particulares  therin  contained;  and  liberty  was  giuen  by  the  court  that  in  cafe 
hee  the  faid  Norton  would  both  hee  and  the  faid  Winter  might  Returne  to  the  prifon 
with  three  or  foure  men  with  them  to  fee  and  take  knowlidg  wherin  they  differed,  and 
accordingly  this  was  done  and  a  Returne  made  of  uery  little  difference  betwixt  what 
Winter  affeirmed  and  the  faid  Norton  owned  ; 

Morouer  att  the  fame  time  the  faid  Norton  againe  carryed  uery  Turbulently  faying 
to  the  Gouernor  thy  Clamouroufe  Toungue  I  Regard  noe  more  then  the  Dufl  vnder 
my  feet  and  thou  art  like  a  Scoulding  woman  and  thow  prateft  and  derideft  mee  or  to 
the  like  effecl:  with  other  words  of  like  nature :  and  tendered  a  writing  defiroufe 
to  Read  it  in  the  court  to  the  which  the  Gouernor  Replyed  that  if  the  paper  were  di- 
rected to  him  hee  would  fee  it  before  it  fliould  bee  openly  Read  ;  the  faid  Nor- 
ton refufed  to  deliuer  the  faid  paper  to  the  Gouernor  and  foe  it  was  prohibited  to  bee 
Read  ; 

Att  the  fame  time  the  faid  humphrey  Norton  and  John-Roufe  were  required  feue- 
rally  ;  that  as  they  profeffed  themfelues  to  bee  fubjecls  to  the  State  of  England  that 
they  would  take  an  oath  of  fidelitie  to  bee  true  to  that  ftate  which  they  Fefufed  to  do 
faying  they  would  take  no  oath  att  all ;  In  fine  the  fa'irl  humphrey  Norton  and  Iohn 
Roufe  were  Centanced  according  to  the  Law  to  bee  whiped  the  which  the  fame  day 
accordingly  was  performed  and  the  vnder  Marfhall  Requiring  his  fees  they  Refufeing 
to  pay  them  they  were  againe  Returned  to  bee  in  durance  vntill  they  would  pay  the 
fame  where  they  Remained  vntill  the  tenth  of  Iune  1658  and  fo  made  Compofition  in 
fora  way  with  the  faid  Marlhall,  and  foe  went  away.

PRENCE  thou  whoe  haft  bent  thy  hart  to  worke  wickednes  and  with 
thy  Tongue  haft  fett  forth  Deceite  ;  Thou  Imagined  mifcheife  vpon  thy  bed 
and  hatched  thy  hatred  in  thy  cecret  chamber  the  ftrength  of  darknes  is  ouer  thee 
and  a  malicioufe  Mouth  haft  thou  opened  againft  God  and  his  Anointed  and  with  thy 
tongue  and  lipps  haft  thou  vttered  peruerfe  thinges  ;  thou  haft  Slaundered  the  Inno- 
cent by  Railing  lying  and  falfe  accufations  and  with  thy  barbaroufe  hart  haft  thou 
caufed  theire  bloud  to  bee  fhed  thou  haft  through  thefe  thkges  broken  and  Tranf- 
greffed  the  kwes  and  waies  of  God  ;  and  Equitie  is  not  before  thy  eyes,  the  curfe 
caufeles  cannot  come  vpon  thee,  nor  the  Vengeance  of  God  vnjuftly  cannot  fetch  thee 
vp  ;  thou  makeft  thyfelfe  merry  with  thy  Cecret  Mallice  ;  and  when  thou  aftes  or  ex- 
equteft  it,  Its  in  Deriiion  and  Scorn  ;  the  deadly  drinke  of  the  cup  of  Indignation 
thou  cannot  efcape,  and  the  Greife  and  Caufe  of  Trauell  will  not  be  greater  then 
thyne  ;  fince  firft  I  faw  thee  and  before,  thy  falfe  and  lying  tongue  hath  been  forged 
againft  mee ;  I  fttall  not  writt  nor  fpeake  this  without  ground  as  thou  haft  done  by 
mee,  but  plainely  (hall  prefent  thy  doings  before  thy  Face  ;  as  firftly  thy  former  war- 
rant  was  forged  vpon  a  filthy  lye  ;  and  therm  thou  titled  mee  an  extravagant  perfon  ;

like  a  fhamles  man  would  neither  it  acknowlidge  nor  deny ;  thy  third  that  Iohn 
Roufe  aud  I  were  Inordinate  fellowes,  and  neuer  in  the  leaft  made  it  appeer  wherin  ;

neuer  had  it  yen  ;  Thy  fixt  popifti  and  Jefuiticall  names,  withall  thy  lyeing  flaunders 
and  falfe  afperfions  caft  vpon  vs  from  thy  clamouroufe  Tongue  ;  thy  feuenth  acting 
contrary  to  law  equitie  and  Juftice  and  Judgment  according  to  the  Euill  of  thyne 
owne  hart  ;  all  thefe  art  thow  guilty  of  befides  the  Deneying  of  my  Paper  which  was 
prefented  to  thee  containing  parte  of  my   Grounds  of  my  Coming;    thy  eight  thy 

ftriveins 
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ftriveing  to  dafh  my  words  backe  vpon  mee  and  to  hinder  raee  to  fpeakc  in  the  peo- 
ples hearing  ftriueing  what  thow  could  to  (bine  the  truth  of  God  with  thy  envioufe 
toungue  all  which  thinges  is  charged  vpon  thy  head  and  as  a  peale  of  haileftones  will 
peak  vpon  thy  hart  thou  has  peruerted  Juftice  and  true  Judgment  and  haft  defrauded 
the  poor  and  needy  thou  hall  caufed  to  defraud  the  Righteoufe  owner  of  his  goods 
and  is  heaping  it  vp  as  vpon  a  hill  wherwith  thou  wilt  purchafe  to  thy  felfe  and 
others  a  feild  of  Blood  wherin  to  bury  youer  dead  ;  Iohn  Alden  is  to  thee  like  vnto  a

IT  is  enacted  by  the  Court  and  the  authoritie  therof  That  no  Quaker  Rantor  or 
any  fuch  corupt  perfon  fhalbee  admited  to  bee  a  freeman  of  this  Corporation. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  Court  and  the  Authoritie  therof  that  all  fuch  as  are  oppofers 
of  the  good  and  wholefome  lawes  of  this  collonie  ;  or  manifefl  oppofers  of  the  true 
worfhip  of  God,  or  fuch  as  Refufe  to  doe  the  Countrey  fervice,  being  called  ther- 
vnto,  ihall  not  bee  admitted  freemen  of  this  Corporation  ;  being  duely  convicted  of 
all  or  any  of  thefe. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  Court  and  the  Authoritie  therof  that  if  any  perfon  or  perfons 
that  are  or  fhallbee  freemen  of  this  Corporation  that  are  Quakers,  or  fuch  as  are 
manifefl  Incoragers  of  them,  And  be  foe  judged  by  the  Court,  or  fuch  as  fhall  con- 
temptuoufly  fpeake  of  the  Court  or  of  the  lawes  therof  and  fuch  as  are  judged  by  the 
Court  grofsly  Seandaloufe  as  lyers  drunkards  Swearers  &c.  fhall  lofe  their  freedome 
of  this  Corporation. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  Court  that  all  fuch  as  refufe  to  take  the  oafh  of  fidelitie  as 
quakers  or  fuch  as  are  manifefl  encorragers  of  them  fhall  haue  noe  voat  in  choife  of 
publicke  officers  in  the  place  wher  they  dwell  or  fhalbee  imployed  in  any  place  of  trufl 
while  they  continew  fuch. 

Whereas  fun  dry  perfons  both  Quakers  and  others  wander  vp  and  downe  in  this 
Jurifdiction  and  follow  noe  lawfull  calling  to  earne  theire  owne  bread,  and  alfoe  vfe  all 
indeavors  to  fubvert  civill  State  and  to  pull  downe  all  churches  and  ordinances  of 
God  to  thrufl  us  out  of  the  wayes  of  God  notwithflanding  all  former  lawes  provided 
for  the  contrary 

Bee  it  therefore  enacted  by  this  Court  and  the  Authoritie  therof  that  with  all 
convenient  fpeede  a  worke  houfe  or  houfe  of  correction  bee  erected  that  all  fuch  va- 
garants  as  wander  vp  and  downe  without  any  lawfull  calling,  and  allfoe  all  idle  per- 
fons or  Rebellioufe  children  or  fervants  that  are  fluborne  and  will  not  worke  to  earn 
theire  owne  bread  and  yett  haue  notwherwith  to  maintaine  themfelues  may  bee  putt 
to  this  houfe  .of  correction  and  there  bee  Imployed  in  fuch  worke  as  fhalbee  there 
provided  for  them  and  to  haue  no  other  fupply  for  theire  fuflainance  then  what  they 
ihall  earne  by  their  labour  all  the  while  that  they  continew  there  And  alfoe  that  fome 
faithfull  man  bee  appointed  by  the  Court  to  bee  ouerfeer  of  this  houfe  of  correction 
whoe  fhall  carefully  obferue  fuch  orders  as  fhalbee  from  time  to  time  directed  to  him 
from  the  Gouernor  or  any  of  his  Afliflants  concerning  any  perfon  or  perfons  that  may 
bee  fent  to  him.

WHEREAS  there  is  a  pernicious  Se<t,  commonly  called  Quakers,  lately  arifen, 
who  by  word  and  Writeing,  haue  published  and  maintained  mauy  dangerous 
and  horrid  Tenets,  and  do  take  upon  them  to  change  and  alter  the  receiued  laudable 
cuftomes  of  our  Nation,  in  giving  civil  refpe<t  to  equals,  or  reverence  to  Superiours, 
whofe  actions  tend  to  undermine  the  authority  of  civil  Government  alfo  to  deftroy 
the  order  of  the  Churches,  by  denying  all  eftablifhed  forms  of  worfhip,  and  by- 
withdrawing  from  the  orderly  Church  affemblies,  allowed  and  approved  by  all  ortho- 
dox Profeffors  of  the  Truth  ;  and  inftead  thereof,  and  oppofuion  thereunto,  fre- 
quenting private  meetings  of  their  own,  infinuating  themfelves  into  the  minds  of  the 
fimpler,  or  fuch  as  are  lefs  affected  to  the  order  and  Government  of  the  Church  and 
Common-wealth,  whereby  divers  of  our  Inhabitants  haue  been  infected  and  feduced, 
notwithstanding  all  former  Laws  made,  (upon  experience  of  their  arrogant  bold  ob- 
trufions,  to  diffcminate  their  principles  amongft  us)  prohibiting  their  comeing  into 
this  Jurifdiction,  they  haue  not  been  deterred  from  their  impetuous  Attempts  to  un- 
dermine our  peace  and  haften  our  ruine  ;  (1658) 

For  prevention  thereof,  This  Court  doth  Order  and  Enact,  that  every  perfon  or 
perfons  ofthecurfed  Sect  of  the  Quakers,  who  is  not  an  Inhabitant  of,  but  found 
within  this  Jurifdiction,  fhall  be  apprehended  (without  Warrant,  where  no  Magiftrate 
is  at  hand)  by  any  Conftable  Commiffioner  or  Select  man,  and  conveyed  from  Con- 
ftable  to  Conflable  until  they  come  before  the  next  Magiftrate,  who  fhall  commit  the 
faid  perfon  or  perfons  to  clofe  prifon,  there  to  remain  without  Baile  until  the  next 
Court  of  Affiftants  where  they  fhall  haue  a  legal  trial  by  a  fpecial  Jury,  and  being 
convicted  to  be  of  the  Sect  of  the  Quakers,  fhall  be  fentenced  to  banifhment  upon 
pain  of  Death. 

And  that  every  Inhabitant  of  this  Jurifdiction,  being  convicted  to  be  of  the  afore- 
faid  Sect,  either  by  taking  up,  publifhing  and  defending  the  horrid  Opinions  of  the 
Quakers,  or  by  fUrring  up  Mutiny,  Sedition  or  Rebellion  agathft  the  Government, 
or  by  taking  up  their  abfurd  and  deftructive  practifes,  viz.  denying  civil  refpect  and" 
reverence  to  equals  and  Superiours,  withdrawing  from  our  Church  Affemblies,  and 
inftead  thereof  frequenting  private  meetings  of  their  own  in  oppofition  to  church  or- 
der or  by  adhering  to,  or  approving  of  any  known  Quakers  or  the  Tenets  and  Prac- 
tifes  of  the  Quakers  that  are  oppofite  to  the  Orthodox  receiued  Opinions  andPradti- 
fes  of  the  godly,  and  endeavouring  to  disaffect  others  to  civil  government  and  church 
Order ;  and  condemning  the  practife  and  proceedings  of  this  Court  againft  the 
Quakers,  manifefting  thereby  compliance  with  thofe,  whofe  deflgn  is  to  overthrow 
the  Order  eftablifhed  in  Church  and  Commonwealth :.  Every  fuch  perfon  upon  ex- 
amination, 
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amination,  and  legal  convicYion  before  the  Court  of  Affiftants  in  manner  as  aforefaid, 
fhall  be  committed  to  clofe  prifon  for  one  Month,  and  then  unlefs  ihey  chufe  volun- 
tarily to  depart  the  JurifdicYton,  fhall  giue  bond  for  their  good  Abbearance,  and  ap- 
pearance at  the  next  Court  of  Affiftants,  where  continuing  obftinate,  and  refufing  to 
retraft  and  reformthe  aforefaid  Opinions  and  Praftifes, fhall  be  fentenced  toBanifliment 
upon  pain  of  Death  :  And  in  cafe  of  the  aforefaid  voluntary  departure,  not  to  remain 
or  again  to  return  into  this  Jurifdittion,  without  the  allowance  of  the  major  part  of 
the  Council  firft  had  and  publifhed  on  penalty  of  being  Banifhed  upon  pain  of  Death, 
and  anyone  Magiftrate,  upon  information  given  him  of  any  fuch  perfon,  fhall  caufe 
them  to  be  apprehended,  and  if  upon  examination  of  the  cafe,  he  fhall  according  to 
his  beft  difcretion  finde  juft  ground  for  fuch  complaint,  he  fhall  commit  fuch  perfon 
to  prifon,  until  he  comes  to  his  tryal  as  is  aboue  eprefTed.     (1646)

T  is  ordered  that  the  Quakers  in  Prifon  at  Ipfwich  be  forthwith  fent  for.  War- 
rant ifTued  out  accordingly  and  Return  of  the  Warrant  made,  The  Court  con- 
vented  the  faid  Quakers  before  them,  and  after  much  Endeavour  to  convince  and 
reform  them,  Ordered  that  Samuel  Shattock,  Lawrence  Southwick  his  wife,  Ni- 
cholas Phelps,  Jofhua  BufFam  and  Jofiah  Southwick  fhall  be  enjoined  at  their  Peril 
to  depart  out  of  this  Jurifdiction  before  the  firft  Day  of  the  Court  of  Election  next 
which  if  they  neglect  or  refufe  to  do  they  fhall  be  then  banifhed  under  the  pain  of 
Death,  and  if  in  the  mean  time  they  fhall  tranfgrefs  againft  the  new  Law  made  this 
Court  againft  Quakers  they  fhall  be  proceeded  with  as  the  faid  Law  requires.  And 
it  is  referred  to  the  County  Court  of  Suffolk  to  declare  this  Sentence  to  them  and 
thereupon  to  releafe  them  out  of  Prifon.

WHERAS  Daniel  and  Provided  Southwick  Son  and  Daughter  of  Lawrence 
Southwick  have  been  fined  by  the  County  Courts  at  Salem  and  Ipfwich, 
pretending  they  have  no  eftates,  refolving  not  to  work,  and  others  likewife  have 
been  fined,  and  more  like  to  be  fined  for  fideing  with  the  Quakers,  and  abfenting 
themfelves  from  the  publick  ordinances  ;  In  anfwer  to  a  Queftion  what  courfe  fhould 
be  taken  for  the  Satisfaftion  of  the  Fines  ?  The  Court  on  Perufal  of  the  Law,  Title 
Arrefts,  Refolve  That  the  Treafurers  of  the  feveral  Counties  are  and  fhall  hereby 
be  impowered  to  fell  the  faid  Perfons  to  any  of  the  Englifli  Nation  at  Virginia  and 
Barbadoes.

TT  is  ordered  that  Lawrence  Southwick,  CafTandra  his  Wife,  Samuel  Shattocfc, 
Nicholas  Phelps,  Jofhua  Baffam,  and  Jofiah  Southwick  hereby  are  fentenced 
acccording  to  the  Order  of  the  General  Court  in  October  laft  to  Banifhment,  to  de- 
part out  of  this  Jurisdiction  by  the  eighth  of  June  next,  on  Pain  of  Death  ;  and  if 
any  of  them  after  the  faid  eighth  Day  of  June  next  fhall  be  found  within  this  Juris- 
diction they  {hall  be  apprehended  by  any  Conftable  or  other  officer  of  this  Jurisdiction 
and  be  committed  to  clofe  Prifon  there  to  lye  till  the  next  Court  of  Affiflants,  where 
they  fhall  be  tryed  and  being  found  guilty  of  the  Breach  of  this  law  (hall  be  put  to 
Death.

Quakers  now  in  Prifon  for  theire  Rebellion,  Sedition  and  prefumptuous  ob- 
trudeing  themfelues  upon  us  notwithstanding  their  being  fentenced  to  Banifhment  on 
Pain  of  Death,  as  Underminers  of  this  Government  &c.  fliall  be  brought  before 
this  Court  for  their  Trials,  to  fuffer  the  Penalty  of  the  Law  ("the  juft  Reward  of  their 
Tranfgreflion)  r>n  the  morrow  morning  being  the  nineteenth  of  this  inftant. 

William  Robinfon  Marmaduke  Stephenfon  and  Mary  Dyer,  baniflied  this  Juris- 
diction by  the  laft  Court  of  Affiftants,  on  Pain  of  Death,  being  committed  by  order 
of  the  General  Court,  were  fent  for,  brought  to  the  Bar,  acknowledged  themfelues 
to  be  the  Perfons  banilhed  ;  After  a  full  Hearing  of  what  the  Prifoners  could  fay 
for  themfelues,  It  was  put  to  the  Queftion,  Whether  William  Robinfon,  Marma- 
duke Stephenfon  and  Mary  Dyer,  the  Perfons,  now  in  Prifon,  who  haue  been  con- 
victed for  Quakers,  and  banilhed  this  Jurifdi&ion  on  Pain  of  Death,  fliould  be  put 
to  Death  according  as  the  Law  provides  in  that  cafe  ? 

The  Court  refolved  this  Queftion  in  the  Affirmative. 

And  the  Governor  in  open  Court  declared  the  Sentence  to  William  Robinfon  that 
was  brought  to  the  Bar ; — William  Robinfon,  You  fliall  go  from  hence  to  the 
Place  from  whence  you  came,  and  from  thence  to  the  Place  of  Execution,  and 

.   there 
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there  hang  till  you  be  dead. The  like  Sentence  the  Governor  in   open  Court 

pronounced  againfl:  Marmaduke  Stevenfon  and  Mary  Dyer,  being  brought  to  the 
Bar,  one  after  another  in  the  fame  Words. 

Whereas  William  Robinfon,  Marmaduke  Stevenfon  and  Mary  Dyer  are  fentenced 
by  this  Court  to  Death  for  their  Rebellion  &c. 

It  is  ordered  that  the  Secretary  iffue  out  his  Warrant  to  Edward  Mitchelfon  Mar- 
fhal  General  for  Repairing  to  the  Prifon  on  the  twenty  feventh  of  this  Inftant  O&o- 
ber,  and  take  the  faid  William  Robinfon,  Marmaduke  Stevenfon  and  Mary  Dyei1 
into  his  cuftody  ;  and  them  forthwith,  by  the  aid  of  Captain  James  Oliver  with  One 
hundred  Soldiers,  taken  out  by  his  Order,  proportionably  out  of  each  company  in 
Bolton,  compleatly  armed  with  Pike,  and  raufketeers  with  Powder  and  Bullett,  to 
lead  them  to  the  Place  of  Execution,  and  there  fee  them  hang  till  they  be  dead ; 
And  in  their  going,  and  being  there  and  Return,  to  fee  all  Things  bee  carried 
peaceably  and  orderly. — Warrants  iflued  out  accordingly.

TT7*HEREAS  Mary  Dyer  is  condemned  by  the  General  Court  to  be  executed 
V  for  her  Offences  ;  On  the  Petition  of  William  Dyer  her  Son,  It  is  ordered 
that  the  faid  Mary  Dyer  fhall  have  Liberty  for  forty  eight  Hours  after,  this  day  to  de- 
part out  of  this  Jurifdiftion,  after  which  time,  being  found  therein,  flie  is  forth-

Quakers

THE  Court  haueing  confidered  of  the  feuerall  declarations  which  haue  been  pre- 
fented  to  vindicate  the  juilice  of  this  Courts  proceedings  in  reference  to  the 
Quakers  do  thankfully  acknowledge  themfelues  engaged  to  the  Gentlemen  that 
haue  taken  paines  therein ;  And  for  the  fatisfaction  of  fuch  as  may  any  way  be 
doubtful ; 

It  is  ordered  that  the  two  f  Declarations,  here  underwritten,  mail  go  forthwith  by 
the  authority  and  order  of  the  General  Court,  the  Firfl  of  them  to  the  prefs  to  be 
printed,  The  other  from  the  Secretary  to  the  towns  in  writing  : 

Although  the  jvflice  of  our  proceedings  againft  William  Robinfon,  Marmadukc 
Steuenfon  and  Mary  Dyer,  fupported  by  the  authority  of  this  Court,  and  the  laws  of 
the  Countrey  and  the  laws  of  God,  may  rather  perfuade  us  to  expect  encouragement 
and  Commendation  from  all  prudent  and  pious  men,  than  convince  us  of  any  neceffity 
to  apologize  for  the  fame,  yet,  forafmuch"  as  men  of  weaker  parts,  out  of  pity 
and  Commiferation  (a  commendable  and  Chriflian  vertue,  yet  eafily  abufed  and  fuf- 
ceptible  of  finifter  and  dangerous  impreflions)  for  want  of  full  information  may  be 
lefs  fatisfied  ;  and  men  of  perverfe  principles  may  take  occafion  hereby  to  calumni- 
ate us  and  render  us  as  bloody  perfecutors  5  to  fatisfy  the  one,  and  ftop  the  mouths 
of  the  other  ; 

We  thought  it  to  requifite  to  declare,  That  about  three  years  fince  diuers  perfons 
profefling  themfelues  Quakers  (of  whofe  pernicious  principles  and  practices  we  had 
receiued  intelligence  from  good  hands)  from  Barbadoes  and  England  arrived  at  Bof- 
ton,  whofe  perfons  were  only  fecured,  to  be  fent  away  by  the  firfl  oppertunityy 
without  cenfure  or  punifhment ;  altho  their  profefled  tenets,  turbulent  and  contemp- 
tuous Behaviour  to  authority  would  haue  juftifyed  a  feuerer  animaduerfion,  yet  the 

pru- 
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prudence  of  this  court  was  exercifed  only  in  making  prouifion  to  fecure  the  peace  and 
order  here  eftablifhed  againfl  their  attempts,  whofe  defign  we  were  well  affured  by 
our  own  experience,  as  well  as  by  the  example  of  their  predeceflbrs  in  Munfler,  was 
to  undermine  and  ruin  the  fame  ;  and  accordingly  a  law  was  made  and  published,  pro- 
hibiting all  maflers  of  fhips  to  bring  any  Quakers  into  this  jurifdietion,  and  themfelues 
from  coming  in  on  penalty  of  the  houfe  of  Correction,  till  they  could  be  fent  away  : 
notwithstanding  which  by  a  back  door  they  found  entrance,  and  the  penalty  inflicted 
on  themfelues  prouing  infufficient  to  reflrain  their  impudent  and  infolent  obtrufions 
was  increafed  by  the  lofs  of  the  ears  of  thofe  that  offended  the  fecond  Time  ;  which 
alfoe  being  too  weak  a  defence  againfl  their  impetuous  and  fanatick  fury,  neceffitated 
us  to  endeauor  our  fecurity  ;  And  upon  ferious  confideration,  after  the  former  ex- 
periments of  their  inceffant  affaults,  a  law  was  made  that  fuch  perfons  mould  be  ba- 
nifhed on  pain  of  death  ;  according  to  the  example  of  England,  in  their  provifion 
againfl:  Jefuits  ;  which  fentence  being  regularly  pronounced,  at  the  laft  Court  of  af- 
fiflants,  againfl  the  parties  abouenamed ;  and  they  either  returning  or  continuing 
prefumptuoufly  in  this  Jurifdietion,  after  the  time  limited,  were  apprehended,  and 
owning  themfelues  to  be  the  perfons  banifhed,  were  fenrenced  (by  this  Court)  to 
Death  according  to  the  Law  aforefaid  :  Which  hath  been  executed  upon  two  of 
them  ;  Mary  Dyer,  upon  the  petition  of  her  fon,  and  the  mercy  and  clemency  of 
this  Court  had  Liberty  to  depart  within  two  days  ;  which  fhe  hath  accepted  of. 
The  confideration  of  our  gradual  proceedings  will  vindicate  us  from  the  clamorous 
accufation  of  feuerity  ;  our  own  jufl  and  neceffary  defence  calling  upon  us  (other 
meafures  failing)  to  offer  the  point  which  thefe  perfons  haue  violently  and  wilfully 
rufhed  upon  ;  and  thereby  are  become  Felons  de  fe,  which  might  it  haue  been  pre- 
vented and  the  fouereign  law  falus  populi  been  preferued,  our  former,  proceedings 
as  well  as  the  fparing  of  Mary  Dyer  upon  an  inconfiderable  interceflion,  will  mani- 
feflly  evince  we  defired  their  life  abfent  rather  than  their  death  prefent. 

Many  of  that  Sect  of  people,  which  are  commonly  called  Quakers,  having  from 
foreign  parts,  and  from  other  Collonies,  come  at  fundry  times  and  in  feueral  compa- 
nies and  numbers  into  this  Jurifdietion  of  the  MafTachufets  ;  and  thofe  leffer  Punifh- 
ments  of  the  houfe  of  Correction  and  Imprifonment  for  a  time  having  been  inflicted 
on  fome  of  them  -,  but  not  fufficing  to  deter  or  keep  them  away,  but  that  ftill  they 
haue  prefumed  to  come  hither  upon  no  other  ground  or  occafion  (for  ought  that 
could  appeer)  but  tofcatter  their  corrupt  opinions,  and  to  draw  others  to  their  way, 
and  fo  to  make  deflurbance,  and  the  honored  General  Court  having  hereupon  made 
an  order  and  law,  that  fuch  perfons  fhould  be  banifhed  and  remoued  hence,  on  pain 
of  Death,  to  be  inflicted  on  fuch  of  them,  as  after  their  banifhment,  fhould  pre- 

fume 
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fume  to  return  and  come  hither  again,  The  making  and  execution  of  the  aforefaid 
law  may  be  cleared  to  be  warrantable  and  juft  upon  fuch  grounds  and  confiderations 
as  thefe  vizt. 

i .  The  Doctrine  of  this  feci  of  people  is  deftructiue  to  Fundamental  Truths  of 
Religion,  as  the  facrcd  Trinity,  the  perfon  of  Chrift,  and  the  holy  Scriptures  as  a 
perfect  rule  of  faith  and  life  ;  as  Mr.  Norton  hath  ftiewed  in  his  Tractate  f  againft 
the  quakers  ;  Yea,  that  one  opinion  of  their  being  perfectly  pure,  and  without  fin 
tends  to  ouerthrow  the  whole  Gofpel,  and  the  uery  vitals  of  Chriftianity;  for  they  that 
haue  no  fin  have  no  need  of  Chrift  or  of  his  fatisfaction,  or  his  blood  to  cleanfe  them 
from  their  fin  ;  no  need  of  faith  to  belieue  in  Chrift  for  imputed  Righteoufnefs  to 
juftifythem,  as  being  perfectly  juft  in  themfelues  ;  No  repentance,  as  being  righteous 
and  withoutSin,  No  needof  growing  in  grace,  nor  of  the  word  and  ordinances  of  God 
that  they  may  grow  thereby  ;  for  what  need  they  to  grow  better,  who  are  already 
,  perfect ;  No  need  of  Chriftian  watchfulnefs  againft  fin,  who  haue  no  fuch  enemy  as 
Sin  dwelling  in  them,  as  Paul  had,  but  are  free  from  the  Prefence  and  Being  of  Sin  ; 
and  therefore  Chrift  need  not  to  fay  to  them,  as  fometimes  to  his  difcipies,  watch 
and  pray  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation  ;  The  Spirit  is  willing  but  the  fleih  is  weak  ; 
for  having  no  fuch  flefti  or  weaknefs  they  haue  no  need  of  watchfulnes  ;  they  haue 
no  need  to  purify  themfelues  daily,  as  all  Chriftians  fhould,  for  they  are' perfectly 
pure  already  ;  No  need  to  put  off  the  old  man,  and  put  on  the  new,  like  the  Chrifti- 
ans to  whom  Paul  wrote  his  Epiftles  ;  For  what  need  they  to  do  this,  when  they  are 
already  without  Sin,  and  fo  without  all  Remainder  of  the  old  man.  Such  Funda- 
mentals of  Chriftianity  are  ouerthrown  by  this  one  opinion  of  theirs  ;  and  how  much 
more  by  all  their  other  Doctrines.  Now  the  commandment  of  God  is  plain,  That 
he  that  prefumes  to  fpeak  lies  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  turn  people  out  of  the 
way  which  the  Lord  hath  commanded  to  walk  in,  fuch  an  one  muft  not  live  but  be 
put  to  death,  Zecha  :  13,3.  Deut.  1 3,  6.  &  1 8.  2.  and  if  the  doctrine  of  the  Cjuak- 
*  ersbe  not  fuch,  let  the  wife  judge. 

2.  It  is  the  Commandment  of  the  bleffed  God,  That  Chriftians  fhould  obey  ma- 
giftrates,  Titus  3,  1.  and  that  euery  foul  fliould  be  fubjedt  to  the  higher  powers 
Rom.  13,  1.  Yea,  befubject  to  euery  Ordinance  of  Man  for  the  Lords  f-ke,  1  Pet. 
2.  13.  and  yield  Honour  and  Reuerence,  or  Fear  to  fuch  as  are  in  authority,  Prov. 
24.  21.  1  Pet.  2,  17.  and  forbear  all  curfmg  and  reviling  and  evil  fpeeches  touching

himfelfto  the  Hittites,  Gen.  23.  7,  12.  Jacob  and  bis  wives  and  his  children  unto 
Efau,  Gen.  33.  3,  6,  7.  Jofeph's  brethren  unto  Jofeph  being  Gouernor  of  Egypt 
Gen.  42,  6.  and  43.  26,  -28.  Jofeph  to  his  Father  Jacob,  Gsa.  48.  12.  Mofes  to  his 
Father  in  law  Jethro,  Exod.  i3.  7.  Ruth  to  Boaz,  Ruth  2.  10.  David  to  Saul  1  Sam. 
24.  6.  Abigail,  Bathfheba,  and  the  Prophet  Nathan  to  King  David,  1  Sam.  25,  23. 
1  Kings  1.  16,  23,  31.  with  others  that  might  be  added  :  And  for  reviling  and  con- 
temptuous fpecche?,  they  haue  been  fo  far  therefrom,  that  they  haue  fpoken  to  and 
of  their  fuperiours  with  terms  and  expreffions  of  much  honour  and "Reuerence,  as 
Father,  1  Sam.  19.  3.  1  Kings,  19.  20.  and  2d.  2.  12.  Matter,  2  Kings  6.  15.  1  Sam. 
24.  6.  Gen.  33.  13,  14.  1  Pet.  3.  6.  My  Lord,  1  Sam.  24.  8.  Gen.  44.  18,  19,  2$j 
1  Sam.  1.  15,  26.  Mofl  noble  Fellas,  A&s  26.  25.  Mod  Excellent  Theophilus, 
Luke  1.  3  and  the  like.  That  Servant  of  Abraham  Gen.  24.  doth  call  Abraham 
by  the  term  and  title  of  mafter,  a  matter  of  twenty  times  or  not  much  lefs  in  that 
one  Chapter,  and  on  the  contrary  it  is  noted  as  a  brand  and 

of  falfe  teachers,  That  they  defpife  Dominion,  and  are  not  afraid  to  fpeak  evil  of 
Dignities,  2  Pet.  2.  10.  Jude  8.  Though  the' uery  angels  would  not  do  fo  unto  the 
Devil  2  Pet.  2.  1 1.  Jude  9.  Now,  It  is  well  known  that  the  practice  of  the  Quakers 
is  too  like  thefe  falfe  Teachers  whom  the  Apoftles  fpeak  of,  and  that. they  are 
far  from  giving  that  honour  and  Reuerence  to  Magiftrates  which  the  Lord  requir- 
eth,  and  good  men  haue  giuen  to  them,  but  on  the  contrary  fliew  contempt  againft 
them  in  their  uery  outward  geftures  and  behavior,  and  fome  of  them  at  leaft  fpare 
not  to  belch  out  railing  and  curling  fpeeches ;  Witnefs  that  odious  curfing  Letter 
of  Humphrey  Norton  :  And  if  fo,  If  Abifhai  may  be  judge,  They  are  worthy  to 
dy  ;  for  fo  he  thought  of  Shimei,  for  his  contemptuous  carriage  and  curfing  fpeeches 
againft  David,  2  Sam.  16.  9.  and  19.  21.  And  though  David  at  that  time  did  for- 
beare  putting  him  to  death,  He  gaue  charge  to  Solomon,  That  this  Shimei  having 
curfed  him  with  fuch  a  grievous  curfe,  he  ftiould  not  hold  him  guiltlefs,  but  bring 
down  his  hoary  head  to  the  Graue  with  blood.  1  Kings  2.  8,9.  According  to 
which  direction  King  Solomon  caufed  him  to  be  put  to  death  ver.  44.  46. 

3.  Alfo  in  this  ftory  of  Solomon  and  Shimei  it  is  recorded  (1  Kings  2)  how  Solomon 
confined  Shimei  to  Jerufalem,  charging  him  upon  pain  of  death  not  to  go  out  thence, 
and  telling  him,  if  he  did  he  ftiould  dy  for  it ;  Which  confinement  when  Shimei  had 
broken,  though  it  were  three  years  after,  and  upon  an  occafion  that  might  feem  to 
haue  fome  weight  in  it,  viz.  To  fetch  again  his  fervants  that  were  run  away  from 

him, 
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him,  yet  for  all  this,  the  confinement  being  broken,  Solomon  would  not  fpare  him, 
but  put  him  to  death,  and  if  execution  of  death  be  lawfull  for  breach  of  Confinement 
may  not  the  fame  be  faid  for  breach  of  Banifliment:  Confinement  of  the  two  may 
feem  to  be  much  ftraighter;  becaufe  in  this  a  man  is  limited  to  one  place  and  debar- 
red from  all  others  ;  whereas  in  Banifliment  a  man  is  debarred  from  no  place  but 
cne,  all  others  being  left  to  his  liberty ;  The  one  debars  him  from  all  places  faue 
that  it  giues  liberty  to  one,  the  other  gitiCfl  liberty  to  all  places  faue  that  it  re- 
ftrains  from  one  :  And  therefore  if  death  may  be  juftly  inflifted  for  breach  of  con- 
finement, much  more  for  Return  upon  Banhhment,  which  is  thefe  Quakers  Cafe. 

4.  There  is  no  man  that  is  pofTefled  of  honfe  or  land,  wherein  he  hath  jufl  title  and 
propriety  as  his  own,  but  he  would  count  it  unreafonably  injurious  that  another, 
who  had  no  authority  thereto,  fhould  intrude  and  enter  into  his  houfe  without  his 
the  owners  confent ;  yea,  and  when  the  owner  doth  exprefsly  prohibit  and  forbid 
the  fame  :  We  fay,  when  the  Man  that  fo  prefumes  to  enter  hath  no  authority  there- 
to ;  For  if  it  were  a  conftable  or  other  officer  legally  authorized,  fuch  an  one 
might  enter  notwitManding  the  houfeholder  diiTent  or  charge  to  the  contrary ;  But 
for  them  that  haue  no  authority  the  cafe  is  otherwife,  and  if  fuch  one  fhould 
prefume  to  enter  into  another  man's  houfe  and  habitation,  he  might  juftly  be  im- 
pleaded as  a  thief  or  an  ufurper,  and  if  in  cafe  of  fuch  violent  affault  the  owner 
lhou'd,  fe  defendendo,  flay  the  affailant  and  intruder,  his  Blood  would  be  upon  his 
own  head  ;  And  if  private  perfons  may  in  fuch  cafe  Hied  the  blood  of  fuch  Intruders 
may  not  the  like  be  granted  to  them  that  are  the  publick  Keepers  and  Guardians  of 
the  Commonwealth  ?  Have  not  they  as  much  Power  to  take  away  the  Lives  of  fuch 
as  contrary  to  Prohibition  fhali  invade  and  intrude  into  their  publick  polTeffions  or 
Territories,  as  private  and  particular  Perfons  to  deal  fo  with  them  that  without  Au- 
thority fhall  prefume  to  enter  into  their  private  and  particular  Habitations  ?  Which 
feems  clearly  to  be  the  prefent  cafe  ;  for  who  can  belieue  that  Quakers  are  Confta- 
bles  ouer  this  Colony  to  intrude  themfelves,  invade  and  enter  whether  the  Colony 
will  or  no,  yea  notwitManding  their  exprefs  Prohibition  to  the  contrary?  If  in  fuch 
violent  and  bold  attempts  they  lofe  their  Lives,  they  may  thank  themfelves  as  the 
blameable  caufe  and  Authours  of  their  own  Death. 

5.  Who  can  make  queftion,  but  that  a  Man  that  hath  Children  and  Family,  both 
juftly  may  and  in  Duty  ought  to  preferve  them  of  hk  charge  (as  far  as  he  is  able) 
from  the  dangerous  company  of  Perfons  inflifted  with  the  plague  or  peftilence,  c -r 
other  contagious,  noifome  and  mortal  difeafes ;  and  if  fuch  perfons  fhould  offer  to 
intrude  into  the  Man's  Houfe  amongft  his  Children  and  Servants,  notwithstanding 
his  Prohibition  and  warning  to  the  contrary,  and  thereby  fhall  endanger  the  Health 
and  Lives  of  them  of  the  Family,  can  any  man  doubt  but  that  in  fuch  cafe,  the  Fa- 
ther of  the  Family  in  defence  ofhimfelf  &c  may  withftand  the  Intrufion  of  fuch  in- 
fefted  and  dangerous  Perfons,  and  if  otherwife  he  cannot  keep  them  out  may  kill 
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them.  Now  in  Scripture  corruption  in  Mind  or  Judgment  is  counted  a  great  Infecti- 
on or  Defilement,  yea,  and  one  of  the  greateft  ;  for  the  Apoftle  faying  of  fome  men, 
That  to  them  there  is  nothing  pure,  gives  this  as  the  Reafon  of  it,  Becaufe  even 
their  mind  and  confcience  is  defiled,  Titus  i.  i  j.  as  if  Defilement  of  the  Mind  did 
argue  the  Defilement  of  all ;  and  that  in  fuch  cafe  there  was  nothing  pure,  even 
as  when  Leprofy  was  in  the  Head,  the  Prieft  muft  pronounce  fuch  a  man  utterly 
unclean,  fuh  the  Plague  was  in  his  Head  Levit.  13.  44.  And  it  is  the  Lords  com- 
mand that  fuch  corrupt  Perfons  be  not  received  into  houfe  2  John  10.  which  plainly 
enough  implies  that  the  Houfeholder  hath  power  to  keep  them  out,  and  that  it 
was  not  in  their  power  to  come  in,  if  they  pleafed  whether  the  Houfeholder 
would  or  no.  And  if  the  Father  of  a  particular  Family  may  thus  defend  his  Chil- 
dren and  Houfehold,  may  not  Majeftrates  do  the  like  for  theirSubjedts,  they  be- 
ing nurfing  Fathers  and  nurfing  Mothers  by  the  account  of  God  in  holy  Scripture, 
lfai.  49.  23.  Is  it  not  clear  that  if  the  Father  in  the  Family  muft  keep  them  out 
of  his  Houfe,  the  Father  of  the  Commonwealth  muft  keep  them  out  of  his  Jurifdic- 
tion  ;  and  if  Sheep  and  Lambs  cannot  be  preferved  from  the  Danger  of  the  "Wolves, 
and  the  Wolves  will  break  in  amongft  them,  it  is  eafy  to  fee  what  the  Shepherd  or 
Keeper  of  the  Sheep  may  lawfully  do  in  fuch  a  cafe. 

6.  It  was  the  command  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  to  his  Difciples,  .That  when  they 
were  perfecuted  in  one  City,  that  they  fliould  flee  into  another  Mat.  10.  23.  And 
accordingly  it  was  his  own  Practice  fo  to  do  many  a  time,  both  when  he  was  a  Child 
Mat.  2.  13,  14.  and  afterwards  12.  15.  John  7.  1.  and  8th  laft,  and  10.  39.  and  fo 
was  alfo  the  practice  of  the  Saints,  Wanes  what  was  written  of  Jacob  Gen.  27.  42, 
43.  and  28.  5.  of  Mofes  Exod.  2.  14,  15.  of  Elias  1  Kings  19.  3.  of  Paul,  Acts 
9.  24,  25,  29,  30,  and  17,  13,  14.  and  of  the  Apoftle  Acts  14.  4,  5.  and  others 
who  when  they  haue  been  perfecuted  haue  fled  away  for  their  own  Safety,  and  Rea- 
fon Requires  that  when  Men  have  Liberty  to  it  they  fliould  not  Refufe  fo  to  do,  be- 
caufe otherwife  they  will  be  guilty  of  tempting  God  and  of  incurring  their  own 
hurt,  as  having  a  fair  way  open  for  the  avoiding  therof,  but  they  needlefsly  expofe 
themfelues  thereto.  If  therefore  that  which  is  done  againft  Quakers  in  this  Jurifdic- 
tion  were  indeed  Perfecution,  as  they  account  of  it,  though  in  Truth  it  is  not  fo, 
but  the  due  Miniftration  of  Juftice,  but  fuppofe  it  were  as  they  think  it  to  be,  what 
Spirit  may  they  be  thought  to  be  acted  or  led  by,  who  are  in  their  actings  fo  contrary 
to  the  Commandment  and  Example  of  Chrift  and  of  his  Saints  in  the  cafe  of  Perfecu- 
tion, which  thefe  Men  fuppofe  to  be  their  cafe  ;  plain  enough  it  is,  if  their  cafe  were 
the  fame  their  actings  were  not  the  fame,  but  quite  contrary,  fo  that  Chrift  and  his 
Saiuts  were  led  by  one  Spirit  and  thefe  People  by  another,  for  rather  than  they 
would  not  fhew  their  contempt  of  authority  and  make  difturbance  amongft  his  people 
they  choofe  to  go  contrary  to  the  exprefs  Directions  of  Jefus  Chrift  and  the  approv- 
ed Examples  of  his  Saints,  ahho  it  be  to  the  Hazard  and  Peril  of  their  own  Lives. 

WHEREAS 
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WHEREAS  by  a  former  Order  of  Court  all  perfons  were  required  to  give 
notice  to  the  Cunftables  of  theire  feverall  precincts  of  all  fuch  perfons  as 
were  knowne  to  be  foraigne  Quakers,  Now  this  prefent  Court  doth  enacte  that  it  fhal- 
bee  lawfull  for  any  Inhabitant  within  this  Jurifdiction  vpon  theire  knowlidge,  and  hav- 
ing oppertunitie  to  ufe  all  endeauors  to  apprehend  all  fuch  Quakers  and  to  deliuer 
them  to  the  Cunftables  or  bring  them  before  the  Governor  or  fome  one  of  the  Ma- 
jeflrates. 

Whereas  we  find  that  of  late  time  the  Quakers  haue  bine  furnifhed  with  horfes 
and  therby  they  haue  not  only  the  more  fpeedy  pafTage  from  place  to  place  to  the 
poifoning  of  the  Inhabitants  with  theire  curfed  Tenetts,  but  alfoe  therby  haue  efcaped 
the  hands  of  the  officers  that  might  otherwife  haue  apprehended  them  It  is  therfore 
enacted  by  the  Court  and  the  Authoritie  therof  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  what- 
foever  in  this  Goverment  doth  or  (hall  furnifh  any  of  them  with  horfe  or  horfe  kind 
the  fame  to  bee  forfited  and  feized  on  for  the  ufe  of  this  Gouerment ;  or  any 
horfes  that  they  fliall  bring  into  the  Gouerment  or  fhalbe  brought  in  for  them  and 
they  make  ufe  of  fhalbee  forfeited  as  aforefaid  ;  and  that  it  fhalbee  lawfull  for  any 
Inhabitant  to  make  feizure  of  any  fuch  horfe  and  to  deliuer  him  to  the  Cunftable  or 
the  Treafurer  for  the  vfe  of  the  Countrey. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  Court  that  any  one  that  fliall  bring  in  any  Quaker  or  Rantor 
by  land  or  water  into  this  Goverment  viz.  by  being  a  guide  to  them  or  any  other- 
wife  fhalbee  fined  to  the  vfe  of  the  Goverment  the  fume  of  ten  pounds  for  euery 
fuch  default. 


[Plymouth  Records  1660.] 

IT  is  enacted  by  the  Court  and  the  Authoritie  therof  That  if  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons comonly  called  Quakers,  or  other  fuch  like  Vagabonds  fhall  come  into  any 
torvne  of  this  Goverment  the  Marfhall  or  Conflable  fhall  apprehend  him  or  them, 

and 
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and  vpon  examination  foe  appearing  hee  fhall  whip  them  or  caufe  them  to  bee  whipt 
with  Rodds ;  foe  it  exceed  not  fifteen  (tripes,  and  to  giue  him  or  them  a  pafle  to 
depart  the  Goverment,  and  if  any  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  bee  found  within  the  Go- 
verment  without  theire  paffe,  or  not  acting  according  thervnto  they  fhallbee  puniflb- 
ed  againe  as  formerly  ;  and  in  cafe  any  Conftable  of  this  Jurifdidtion  Thalbee  unwil- 
ling or  cannot  procure  any  to  Inflict  the  punifhment  aforfaid  that  then  they  fhall 
bringe  fuch  perfons  to  Plymouth  to  the  vnder  marihall  and  hee  fhall  enflidt  it. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  Court  and  the  Auihoritie  therof  That  henceforth  noe  perfon 
or  perfons  fhall  permitt  any  meetinges  of  the  Quakers  to  bee  in  his  houfe  or  houf- 
ing  on  the  penaltie  of  being  fumoned  to  the  Geaerall  Court  and  there  being  convict- 
ed therof  fhalbee  publickly  whipt  or  pay  five  pounds  to  the  Collonies  ufe. 

Wheras  there  is  a  conftant  monthly  meeting  together  of  the  Quakers  from  diuers 
places  in  great  numbers  which  is  very  offencive  and  may  prove  greatly  prejudittall  to 
this  Goverment  and  in  as  much  as  the  moft  conftant  place  for  fuch  meetinges  is  att 
Duxburrow  ;  This  Court  haue  defired  and  appointed  Mr.  Conftant  Southworth  and 
William  Payboddy  to  repaire  to  fuch  theire  meetings  together  with  the  Marihall  or 
Conftable  of  the  Towne  and  to  ufe  theire  beft  endeavors  by  argument  and  difcourfe 
to  convince  or  hinder  them ;  and  in  cafe  the  place  of  theire  meeting  fhould  bee 
changed  the  Court  defires  the  abovenamed  or  any  other  meet  perfons  to  attend  them 
there  alfoe.

They  governeing  the  Colonys  quietly  and  peaceably  many  years  according  to  the 
laws  of  your  Majefiys  kingdome  of  England,  but  dureing  thefe  late  fadd  tymes  of 
diftraction  here  in  England,  thofe  of  the  Pattent  and  Colloney  of  the  Mafiachu- 
fetts  Intending  to  make  them  fellies  afreeftate,  and  to  bring  all  that  your  majefty's 
vaft  territory  voder  their  power  and  fubjection,  have  by  ftrong  hand  and  menaces, 
depriuedyour  petitioners  of  their  lands  and  privileges,  feized  on  their  cattle,  and

FOR  explanation  of  the  Law  or  Laws  referring  to  the  manner  of  Trial  of  fuch 
perfons  as  are  found  in  this  jurifdiction  after  Banifhment  on  pain  of  Death, 
This  Court  doth  judge  meet  to  declare  that  when  any  Perfon  or  perfons  banifhed 
upon  pain  of  Death  fhall  after  the  Expiration  of  their  Time  limitted  for  Departure 
be  found  within  the  limits  of  this  Jurifdiction,  all  Magiflrates,  Comilfioners,  Confta- 
bles,  and  other  officers  of  this  Jurifdiction  do  ufe-tfeek  belt  endeavours  for  their  ap- 
3  prehend- 
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prehending  and  conveying  to  fafe  cuftody  and  being  there  fecured ;  fuch  perfon  or 
perfons  {hall  at  the  next  Court  of  Affiftants  whether  in  ordinary  or  efpecially  called, 
according  to  the  dire&ion  of  Law  for  calling  fuch  Courts,  haue  a  legal  trial  by  a  Jury 
of  Twelve  men  ;  and  being  found  by  evidence  or  their  own  Confeffion,  to  be  the 
perfon  or  perfons  formerly  fentenced  to  Baniihment  on  pain  of  Death,  {hall  accord- 
ingly be  fentenced  to  Death  and  executed,  by  warrant  from  the  Gouernor  or  Deputy 
Gouernor,  directed  to  the  Marfhall  Generall ;  unlefs  he  or  they  be  regularly  re- 
prieued  in  the  mean  time.

•AY  it  pleafeyour  Moil  Excellent  Majeftie  in  obedience  to  your  Royal  Com- 
maunds  according  to  your  Majefties  Reference  upon  the  petition  of  Robert 
Mafon  hereunto  annexed  dated  at  Whitehall  the  25th  of  October  laft  I  have  consi- 
dered thereof  and  examined  the  title  and  claime  of  the  petitioner  to  the  province  of 
New  Hampfliire  in  New  England  and  do  finde  that  your  majefty's  Royall  Grandfa- 
ther King  James  of  Euer  bleffed  Memory  did  by  his  highneffe  Letters  patterns  under 
the  Great  Seale  of  England  bearing  date  at  Weftminfter  the  third  Day  of  Nouem- 
ber  1620  in  the  Eighteenth  year  of  his  Highneffe's  Reign  for  fundry  reafons  and 
confiderations  therein  exprelfed,  Give  Grant  and  confirm  unto  feueral  perfons   of 
Honour  by  the  name  of  the  Councell  of  New  England  their  fucceffors  and  afilgns  for 
euer  all  that  part  of  the  Maine  Land  in  America  lying  between  the  degrees  of  forty 
and  forty  eight  North  Latitude  to  be  held  in  fee  as  of  the  Mannor   of  Eaft  Green- 
wich in  the  County  of  Kent  with  many  great  priviledges  Royalties  and  immunities 
under  certaine  conditions   and  Limitations  in  the  faid  Letters  Patterns  expreffed  and 
that  John  Mafon  Efq.  Grandfather  to  the  petitioner  by  virtue  of  feuerall  grants  from 
the  faid  Councill  of  New  England  under  their  Common  Seale  bearing  date  the  ninth 
Day  of  March  1621  the  7th  day  of  November  1629  and  the  22d  of  April  1635  was

ACCORDING  to  your  Majeftys  referrence  vpon  the  petition  of  Robert  Mafon 
Edward  Godfrey  and  others  hereunto  annexed,  bearing  date  at  Whitehall 
the  feauenteenth  ot  November  1660  wee  haue  heard  the  claymes  and  complaynts  of 
the  petitioners,  and  alfoe  fummoned  by  procefs  publiquely  executed  at  the  exchange 
on  the  xxith  day  of  Janvary  laft,  againft  all  perfons  interefted  in  that  bufinefs  but 
none  appeared  but  Capt.  John  Leuerett,  who  acknowledged  that  formerly  he  was 
Vol.  II.

Commiflianated  as  an  agent  of  the  Corporation  of  Bofton  In  New  England,  but  that 
now  hee  had  noe  authority  to  appeare  or  aft  on  their  behalfe,  vpon  producing 
diuerfe  letters  pattents,  and  examination  of  Witneffes,  Wee  find  that  Capt.  John 
Mafon  granfather  to  Robert  Mafon  one  of  the  petitioners  and  Edw.  Godfrey 
one  other  of  the  petitioners  by  vertue  of  feuerall  letters  pattents  vnder  the  great 
Seal  of  England  granted  vnto  them  and  others  by  your  Majeftys  late  Royall  father, 
by  themfelues  and  their  affignes,  hauebeen  in  aftuall  and  quiett  poffeffion  of  feue- 
rall trafts  parcells  and  devifions  of  lands  in  New  England  as  in  and  by  the  faid  letters 
patents  is  particularly  expreffed,  and  that  the  faid  Capt.  John  Mafon,  and  the  faid 
Edward  Godfrey  did  expend,  and  lay  out  confiderable  fomes  of  money  in  fettleing 
Plantations  and  Collonys  there.  « 

That  the  faid  Edward  Godfrey  hath  liued  there  for  fiue  and  twenty  years  haueing 
vndergone  and  dilcharged  the  office  of  the  Governor  of  the  province  of  Mayn,  with 
much  reputation  and  integrity  of  Juftice,  and  Indeauoring  the  regulation  and  govern- 
ment of  thofe  parts  where  hee  lived,  according  to  the  known  and  fettled  laws  of  this 
kingdome. 

That  notwithftanding  the  faid  Edward  Godfrey  hath  not  onely  been  turned  out  of 
his  faid  place  of  gouerment,  but  hath  been  utterly  outed  and  difpoffefled  of  his 
lands  and  eftate,  in  that  county  which  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Maflachufetts  haue  for- 
cibly feized  and  ftiil  do  detayne  the  fame  from  him.     - 

That  h  appeareth  as  well  by  teftimony  of  Witneffes,  as  by  a  Coppy  of  the  Let- 
ters patents,  that  they  were  not  to  aft  any  thing  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  England, 
nor  to  extend  their  bounds  and  lymitts  of  the  faid  Corporation  further  then  three 
miles  northward  of  Merrimacke  Riuer ;  and  as  a  memorial  and  euidence  thereof, 
the  Gouernor  of  the  Maflachufetts  did  fett  vp  an  houfe  about  30  yeares  fince 
which  was  called  the  bound  houfe,  and  is  known  by  that  name  to  this  day,  and  with 
devifion  and  aflignrnent  or  lott  of  Land  the  Inhabitants  and  Patentees  of  the  faid  Cor- 
poration of  the  Maffachufets  refted  contented  for  the  fpace  of  fixteen  yeares  togea- 
ther,  vntil  about  the  yeare  1652  :  they  did  inlarge  and  ftretch  their  lyne  aboue 
three  fcoore  miles  beyond  their  known  and  fettled  bounds  aforefaid  And  haue  there- 
by not  onely  invaded  and  incroached  vpon  plantations  and  inheritances  of  the  pe- 
titioners and  other  your  Majeftys  fubjefts,  but  by  menaces  and  armed  forces 
compelled  them  to  fubmit  to  their  vfurped  and  arbitrary  gouemment,  which  they 
haue  declared  to  bee  independent  of  your  majeftyes  Crowne  of  England,  and  not 
fubordinate  thervnto,  It  appeareth  further  by  the  witneffes,  that  the  Collony  of  the 
Maflachufetts  for  this  many  years  paft,  haue  indeauored  to  moddle  and  contriuc 
themfelues  into  a  free  (late,  a  Common  Wealth,  without  any  relation  to  the  Crowne 
of  England,  Affumeing  on  them  felues  the  name  and  ftyle  of  a  Common  Wealth 
Iffuing  out  of  Writts  in  their  own  names,  Impofeing  of  oaths  to  bee  true  vnto  them 

felues 
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ielues  contrary  to  that  of  allegiance  coyneing  of  Money  with  their  own  ftampe,  and 
fignature,  exercizing  an  arbitrary  pouer  over  the  eftates  and  perfons  of  all  fuch  as 
fubmitt  not  to  their  gouernmenr,  allowing  them  noe  appeals  to  England,  and  fome 
haue  been  foebould  as  publiquely  to  affirme,  that  if  his  majefty  ftiould  fend  them  a 
Gouernor,  That  the  feuerall  Townes  and  Churtfes  throughout  the  whool  countrey 
■under  their  gouerment  did  rcfolue  to  oppofe  him,  and  others  haue  faid  that  before 
they  of  New  England  wou'd  or  ftiould  fubmitt  to  any  appeale  to  England,  they  would 
fell  that  Countrey  or  Plantation  to  the  King  of  Spaine. 

That  by  reafon  of  the  prerniffes,  the  faid  Robert  Mafon,  and  Edw :  Godfrey 
haue  been  damnifyed  in  their  plantations  and  eftates  to  the  valew  of  fine  thoufand 
pounds,  according  to  the  judgment  and  eftimation  of  feuerall  witnefles,  examined 
in  that  behalfe. 

But  by  what  pretence  of  right  or  authority,  the  Maflatufetts  haue  taken  vpoa 
them  to  proceedeand  aft  in  fuch  manner  doth  not  appeare  to  us. 

All  which  wee  moft  humbly  reprefent  to  your  Majefty,  In  duty  and  obedience  to 
your  Comands,  not  prefumeing  to  offer  any  opinion  In  a  bufinefs  of  foe  high  Im- 
portance wherin  the  publique  Intereft  and  Government  of  your  Majefty,  appeares 
foe  much  Intermix!  and  conferned  with  the  private  intereft  of  the  petitioners.

IT  is  ordered  that  our  Addrefles  be  made  to  the  King's  moft  Excellent  Majefty, 
as  alfo  to  the  High  Court  of  Parliament  :  and  is  as  follows. 

To  the  High  and  Mighty  Prince  CHARLES  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King 
of  Great-Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c. 

Most  Gracious  and  Dread  Sovereign, 

MAY  it  pleafe  your  Majefty  in  the  Day  wherein  you  happily  fay,  you  now 
know  that  you  are  King  over  your  Britifti  Ifrael,  to  caft  an  Eye  upon  your 
poor  Mephibofheth,  now,  and  by  reafon  of  Lamenefs  in  Refpeft  of  Diftance,  not 
until  now  appearing  in  your  Prefence  ;  we  mean  upon  New  England  Kneeling,  with 
the  reft  of  your  Subjects,  before  your  Majefty  as  her  reftored  King  :  We  forget  not

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our  Ineptnefs  as  to  thefe  approaches  ;  We  atpr^fent  own  fuch  Impotency  as  renders 
us  unable  to  excufe  our  Irapotency  of  fpeaking  unto  our  Lord  the  King,  yet  con- 
templating fuch  a  King  who  hath  alfo  feen  Aduerfity,  That  he  knoweth  the  Heart 
of  Exiles,  who  hath  himfelf  been  an  Exile  ;  the  Afpe<ft  of  Majefty  thus  extraor- 
dinarily circumftanced  influenced  and  animated  the  exanimated  Outcafts  (yet  out- 
cafts,  as  we  hope,  for  the  Truth)  to  make  this  Addrefs  unto  their  Prince,  hoping 
to  find  Grace  in  your  Sight,  we  prefent  this  Script  the  Tranfcript  of  our  loyal 
Hearts  into  your  Royal  Hands  ;  Wherein  we  craue  Leaue 

To  fupplicate  your  Majefty  for  your  gracious  Protection  of  us  in  the  continuance 
both  of  our  Civil  Privileges  according  to  (and  of  our  Religious  Liberties)  the 
Grantees  known  End  of  fuing  for  the  Patent  confirmed  upon  this  Plantation  by 
your  Royal  Father  ;  this,  this,  viz.  our  Liberty  to  walk  in  the  Faith  of  the  Gof- 
pel  with  all  good  confcience  according  to  the  order  of  the  Gofpel  (unto  which  the 
former  in  thefe  Ends  of  the  Earth  is  but  fubfervient)  was  the  caufe  of  our  tranfport- 
ing  curfelves  with  our  Wives  our  little  ones  and  our  Subftance  from  that  pleafant 
Land  ouer  the  Atlantick  Ocean  into  the  vaft  and  waft  Wjldernefs,  chufing  rather 
the  pure  Scripture  Worfhip,  with  a  good  Confcience,  in  this  poor  remote  Wilder- 
nefs,  amongft  the  Heathen,  than  the  Pleafures  of  England,  with  Submilfion  to  the 
Impofuions  of  the  then  fo  difpofed  and  fo  far  prevailing  Hierarchy ;  which  we 
could  not  do  without  an  evil  Confcience ;  For  which  caufe  we  are  at  this  Day  in  a 
Land  which  lately  was  not  fown  ;  wherein  we  haue  conflicted  with  the  Sufferings, 
thereof  much  longer  than  Jacob  was  in  Syria.  Our  Witnefs  is  in  Heaven  that  we 
left  not  our  Country  upon  any  Diffatisfaclion  as  to  the  Conftitution  of  the  Civil 
State.  Our  Lot,  after  the  Example  of  the  good  old  Non-Conformifts,  hath  been 
only  to  a&  a  paflive  Part  throughout  thefe  late  Viciflitudes  and  fuccefhue  Overturn- 
jngs  of  State  :  Our  Separation  from  our  Brethren  in  this  Defert  hath  been  and  is 
a  fuflicient  Bringing  to  mind  the  Affli&ions  of  Jofeph,  but  Providential  Exemption 
of  us  hereby  from  the  late  Wars  and  Temptations  of  either  party  we  account  as  a 
Favour  from  God  :  the  former  cloaths  us  with  Sack  Cloth,  the  latter  with  Inno- 
cence. What  Reception  Courtefy  and  Equanimity  thofe  Gentlemen  and  others  ad- 
herers to  the  Royal  Intereft,  who  in  their  aduerfe  Changes  vifited  thefe  parts,  were 
entertained  with  amongft  us  according  to  the  means  of  our  condition,  we  appeal  to 
their  own  Report. 

Touching  complaints  put  in  againft  us,  our  humble  Requeft  only  is,  That  for 
the  Interim  wherin  we  are  as  dumb  by  Reafon  of  Abfence,  your  Majefty  would 
permit  nothing  to  make  an  Impreffion  upon  your  Royal  Heart  againft  us  untill  we 
haue  both  opportunity  and  leaue  to  anfwer  for  ourfelves  ;  Few  will  be  nocent,  faid 
that  Impleader,  if  it  be  enough  to  deny ;  few  will  be  innocent,  replied  the  then  Em- 
peror, if  it  be  enough  to  accufe. 

Concerning 
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Concerning  the  Quakers,  open  and  capital  Blafphemers,  open  Seducers  from  the 
glorious  Trinity,  the  Lords  Chrift  our  Lord  Jcfus  Chrift  &c.  the  bleffed  Gofpel  and 
from  the  holy  Scripture  as  the  Rule  of  Life,  open  Enemies  to  Government  itfelf  as 
eftablilhed  in  the  hands  of  any  but  Men  of  their  own  Principles,  malignant  and  af- 
fidnous  Promoters  of  Doctrines  directly  tending  to  fubvert  both  our  Churches  and 
State  ;  after  all  other  means  for  a  long  Time  ufed  in  vain  we  were  at  laft  conftrain- 
ed  for  our  own  Safety  to  pafs  a  Sentence  of  Banilhment  agaiuft  them  upon  Pain  of 
Death  ;  fuch  was  their  dangerous  impetuous  and  defperate  Turbulency,  both  to  Re- 
ligion and  the  Eftate  Civil  and  Ecclefiaftical,  as  that  how  unwillingly  foeuer,  couli 
it  haue  been  avoided,  the  Magiftrate  at  laft  in  confeience  both  to  God  and  Man 
judged  himfelf  called,  for  the  Defence  of  all,  to  keep  the  Paffage  with  the  Point  of 
the  Swcrd  held  towards  them.  This  could  do  no  Harm  to  him  that  would  be  warned 
thereby ;  their  wittingly  milling  themfelves  thereupon  was  their  own  aft,  and  we 
with  all  Humility  conceive  a  crime,  bringing  their  Blood  upon  their  own  Head. 
The  Quakers  died  not  becaufe  of  their  other  Crimes,  how  capital  foeuer,  but  up- 
on their  fuperadded  prefumptuous,  and  incorrigible  contempt  of  authority,  breaking 
in  upon  us  notwithftanding  their  Sente»ce  of  Banilhment  made  known  to  them  : 
had  they  not  been  reflrained,  fo  far  as  appeared,  there  was  too  much  catife  to  fear 
that  we  ourfel'.ies  muft  quickly  haue  died,  or  worfe ;  and  fuch  was  their  Infolency 
that  they  would  not  be  reftrained  but  by  Death  :  Nay,  had  they  at  laft  but  promif- 
ed  to  depart  the  Jurifdiftion,  and  not  to  return  without  Leaue  from  Authority 
we  ftiould  haue  been  glad  of  fuch  an  opportunity  to  haue  faid  They  ftiould  not 
dye. 

Let  not  the  King  hear  Mens  Words ;  your  Servants  are  true  Men,  Fearers  of 
God  and  of  the  King,  not  given  to  change,  zealous  of  Government  and  order,  or- 
thodox and  peaceable  in  Ifrael ;  we  are  not  feditious  as  to  the  Intered  of  Ccefar, 
nor  Schifmaticks  as  to  the  matters  of  Religion  ;  We  diftinguilh  between  Churches 
and  their  Impurities,  between  a  living  man,  though  not  without  Sicknefs  or  Infirmi- 
ty, or  no  man  ;  Irregularities  either  in  ourfelves  or  others  we  defire  to  be  amended. 
We  could  not  live  without  the  public  Worftiip  of  God  ;  we  were  not  permitted  the 
Ufe  of  publick  Worftiip  without  fuch  a  yoke  of  Subscription  and  Conformity 
as  we  could  confent  unto  without  Sin  :  that  we  might  therefore  enjoy  Divine  Wor- 
ftiip without  the  human  Mixtures,  without  offence  either  to  God,  Man,  or  our 
own  Confciences,  wee  with  Leave,  but  not  without  tears,  departed  from  our  Coun- 
try, Kindred  and  Fathers  Houfes  into  this  Patmos  ;  in  relation  whereunto  we  do  not 
fay  our  Garments  were  become  old  by  Reafon  of  the  very  long  Journey,  but  that 
ourfelves,  who  came  away  in  our  Strength,  are  by  Reafon  of  very  long  abfence 
many  of  us  become  grey-headed,  and  fome  of  us  (looping  for  age.     The  Omiffion

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of  the  prementioned  Injunctions,  together  with  the  Walking  of  our  Churches  as  to 
the  point  of  order  the  Congregational  Way  is  all  wherein  we  differ  from  our  ortho- 
dox Bretheren.

Wee  ly  not  before  your  Sacred  -Majefly  ;  the  Lord  God  of  Gods,  the  Lord  God 
of  Gods,  he  knoweth,  and  Ifrael  he  (hall  know,  if  it  were  in  Rebellion  or  Schifra 
that  we  wittingly  left  our  Dwellings  in  our  own,  or  continue  our  Dwellings  in  this 
itrange  Land,  fave  us  not  this  Day. 

Royal  Sir, 

If  according  to  this  our  humble  Petition  and  good  hope,  the  God  of  the  Spirits 
of  all  Flefh,  the  Father  of  Mercies  who  comforteth  the  Abject,  {hall  make  the  per- 
miffion  of  the  Bereavement  of  that  or  all  for  which  we  haue  and  do  fuffcr  the  Lofs

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To  the  Right  Honorable  the  Lords  and  Commons  now  affembled  in  Parliament ; 

The  humble  Petition  and  Addrefs  of  the  General  Court  of  the  Colony  of  the 
Maffachufets  in  New-England, 

Humbly  Shewetii, 

THAT  your  Petitioners  left  their  dear  Natiue  Country,  undertook  the  Hazards 
of  a  dangerous  Voyage  over  the  vaft  Ocean,  expofed  themfelues,  their  Wives 
and  Children  to  the  Perils  and  Difficulties  of  a  Defert  Wildernefs,  upon  no  Diffatis- 
fa&ion  as  to  Civil  Gouernment,  but  that  without  Offence  to  God  and  our  own  Con- 
fciences,  we  might  worlhip  God  without  thofe  human  Mixtures,  which  were  impof- 
ed  by  the  then  prevailing  Hierarchy  ;  upon  the  Incouragement  of  his  late  Majefly's 
Letters  Patents  ;  under  the  Security  wherof  youer  Petitioners  at  their  own  charge 
iranfplanted  themfelues,  and  for  thefe  thirty  years,  have  continued  here  undifturbed, 
and  enjoyed  the  Rights  and  Priviledges  granted  by  Patent. 

But  foe  it  is,  Right  Honourable  (as  we  are  informed)  that  Endeavours  haue  been 
ufed  to  render  us  obnoxious  ;  which  we  haue  good  Reafon  to  hope  will  find  no  Re- 
ception with  your  Honours  ;  and  thereby  we  are  encouraged  to  fupplicate  this  mofl 
Noble  Senate  (as  we  haue  our  Gracious  Souereign)  to  extend  your  favourable  Pro~ 
tecYion  over  us  in  the  Enjoyment  of  our  juft  Privileges,  fo  granted  and  fo  long  en- 
joyed by  us. 

We  are  not  unwilling,  and  hope  we  need  not  be  afhamed  to  giue  your  Honours  an 
Account  with  what  Integrity  and  Simplicity  of  Heart  we  haue  managed  the  Truft  com- 
mitted to  us,  or  exercifed  any  Power,  though  perhaps  to  the  Diffatisfaftion  of  fome 
nocent;  your  more  ferious  Concernments  forbid  us  to  prefume  to  trouble  your  Ho- 
nours with  any  Defence,  becaufe  perhaps  but  at  Random ;  and  we  haue  this  Hope 
that  your  Honours  will  be  uery  tender  of  admitting  of  appeals  in  particular  cafes,  as 
not  only  prejudicial,  but  euen  deftru&iue  to  us  :  The  Honourable  the  Lords  Commif- 
fioners  for  Plantations  were  pleafed  prudently  to  intimate  to  us  in  their  Letters  of  the 
25th  of  May  1647,  our  Defence  made  to  his  Majefty  and  our  printed  Declaration 
we  hope  will  abundantly  fatisfy  concerning  our  Proceedings  againft  the  Quakers. 

Our  late  claiming  and  exercifing  Jurifdi&ion  ouer  fome  Plantations  to  the  Eaftward 
of  us,  fuppofed  to  be  without  the  Limits  of  our  Patent,  was  upon  the  Petition  of 
fundry  the  Inhabitants  there,  and  after  an  exadl  Survey  of  the  Bounds  granted  us 
not  out  of  Defire  to  extend  a  Dominion,  much  lefs  to  prejudice  any  Mans  Right, 
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wherein  we  hope  wehaue  not  miftaken,  yet  mud  and  fhall  willingly,  referving  Liber- 
ty of  making  our  Defence,  fubmit  to  the  Pleafure  of  his  Majefty  and  the  High  Court 
of  Parliament. 

For  complaints  in  any  other  particular  cafe,  your  Honours  very  well  know,  None 
can  be  innocent,  if  an  Accufation  may  pafs  for  a  conviction,  And  therefore  we  afTure 
ourfelues  your  Honours  will  be  deaf,  whilft  we  mud  be  (by  reafon  of  our  Diftance) 
dumb. 

Risht  Honorable, 

YOUER  favourable  Afpedt  upon  this  Colony  we  hope  will. advance  the  Honour 
of  God  and  the  King,  prevailing  Motiues  with  pious  and  Noble  Patriots.  It  cannot 
but  be  mod  honorable  for  his  Majefty  to  confirm  the  Grant  of  his  Royal  Father,  and 
the  Privileges  enjoyed  by  his  Subjects  not  only  in  his  Days,  but  under  all  the  Powers 
thathaue  fince  prevailed  that  we  may  not  be  Lofers  by  his  Majefty's  Reftitution,  but 
mayhaue  caufe  with  the  reft  of  our  Countrymen  to  join  our  joyfull  acclamation,  Vi- 
vat  Carolus  fecundus. 

God  is  honoured  whilft  the  poor  Indians  are  made  Partakers  of  the  true  Know- 
ledge of  the  Son  of  God,  in  a  more  hopefull  way  than  we  haue  heard  elfewhere,

High  Court  of  Parliament. 

2.  To  intereft  as  many  Gentlemen  of  Worth  in  Parliament,  or  that  are  near  unto 
his  Majefty,  as  pofEbly  may,  to  own  and  favour  our  caufe,  and  beget  in  them  a  good 
Opinion  of  us  and  our  Proceedings. 

3.  By  all  poffible  means  to  get  fpeedy  and  true  Information  of  his  Majefty's 
Senfe  of  our  Petition,  and  of  the  Gouernment  and  People  here,  together  with  the 
like  of  the  Parliament. 

•  4.  If  the  King  or  Parliament  fhould  demand  what  thofe  Privileges  are  which  we 
defire  the  continuance  of,  your  Anfwer  may  be  all  thofe  which  are  granted  to  us  by 
Patent,  and  that  we  haue  hitherto  enjoyed  in  Church  and  Commonwealth  without 
any  other  Power  impofed  ouer  us,  or  any  other  Infringment  of  them,  which  would 
be  deftru&iue  to  the  ends  of  our  coming  hither ;  as  alfo  that  no  Appeals  may  be  per- 
mitted from  hence  in  any  Cafe  Civil  or  Criminal ;  which  would  be  fuch  an  intolera- 
ble and  unfupportable  Burthen  as  this  poor  Place  (at  this  Diftance)  are  not  able  to 
undergo,  but  would  render  Authority  and  Gouernment  vain  and  uneffe&ual,  and 
bring  us  into  contempt  with  all  Sorts  of  the  People  ;  and  if  you  find  the  King  and 
Parliament  propitious  to  us,  to  ufe  your  utmoft  Endeavours  for  renewing  that  Aft 
that  freed  us  from  Cuftoms. 

5.  Upon  any  Matter  of  complaint  by  any  of  his  Majefty's  Subjects  or  others,  re- 
lating  to  the  Bounds  and  Limits  of  our  Patent,  our  humble  Defire  is  that  we  haue 
Notice  thereof,  and  Liberty  to  anfwer  for  ourfelues  before  any  Determination  or 
conclufion  be  made  againft  us ;  which  being  done,  we  fhall  finally  acquiefce  in  fuch 
lflue  as  his  Majefty,  the  High  Court  of  Parliament,  or  any  fubftituted  by  them  lhall 
put  thereunto. 

6.  If  any  thing  be  particularly  alledged  relating  to  the  Iron  Works,  The  Anfwer 
is,  it  was  firft  heard  and  judged  in  an  inferior  Court,  and  afterwarvls,  upon  a  full  hear- 
ing and  due  confideration  by  the  General  Court,  who  gaue  Judgment  impartially, 
according  to  the  Pleas  and  Evidences  then  produced  and  fhall  be  ready,  if  defired, 
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upon  new  Evidence  and  better  Pleas,  to  allow  another  Hearing  thereof,  and  for  fur- 
ther and  more  particular  Anfwer  hereunto,  we  muft  refer  you  to  what  you  know,  or 
hath  formerly  been  informed  from  hence. 

7.  Concerning  our  Proceedings  againft  the  Quakers,  our  Anfwer  is  contained  in 
our  printed  Declaration,  and  Petition  to  his  Majefty  which  we  hope  will  fatisfy  ;  But 
if  there  fhould  be  any  Defign  to  encourage  their  coming  hither,  or  his  Majefty  in- 
duced to  permit  them  their  Liberty  here  (which  God  forbid)  We  iritreat  you  aboue 
all  Things  elfe,  to  ufe  your  utmoft  Intereft  to  preuent,  as  being  deftru&iue  to  our  be- 
ing here,  and  fo  contrary  to  our  Confciences  to  permit,  and  no  lefs  oppreffion  of  us 
than  the  Deftroying  of  us  and  ours  by  the  Sword. 

8.  To  giue  us  as  full  Intelligence  as  may  be  by  the  firft  opportunity  of  all  Mat- 
ters that  concern  us,  and  what  you  conceiue  neceffary  to  be  done  for  our  Ad- 
vantage. 

9.  If  any  Objection  be  made  that  we  haue  forfeited  our  Patent  in  feueral  Particu- 
lars, you  may  anfwer,  that  you  defire  to  know  the  Particulars  objected,  And  that  you 
doubt  not  but  a  full  Anfwer  will  be  giuen  therto  in  due  Seafon.

"  The  humble  Petition   of  the  General  Court   at  Hartford,  upon  Connecticut  in 
New  England,  to  the  high  and  mighty  Prince  Charles  the  Second,

"  r  I  ''HAT  whereas  your  petitioners  have  not  had  for  many  years  paft,  fince  their 
JL  poffeffion  and  inhabiting  thefe  weftern  and  inland  parts  of  this  wildernefs, 
any  opportunity,  by  rcafon  of  the  calamities  of  the  late  times,  to  feek  for,  and  ob- 
tain fuch  grants  and  letters  patents  from  your  excellent  majefty  their  fovereign  lord 
and  king,  as  might  allure  them  of  fuch  liberties  and  privileges,  and  fufficient  powers, 
as  might  encourage  them  to  go  on  through  all  difficulties,  hazards  and  expences,  in 

fo 
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To  great  a  work  of  plantation,  in  a  place  fo  remote  from  the  Chriftian  world  ;  and  a 
defart  fo  difficultly  fubdued  in  away,  improveable  for  fubfdlence  but  by  great  cod  and 
hard  labour,  with  much  patience  and  care. 

"  And  whereas  befides  the  great  charge  that  hath  been  expended  by  cur  fathers 
and  fome  of  their  aflbciates  yet  furviving,  about  the  purchafe,  building  and  fortify- 
ing, and  other  matters  of  culturing  and  improveing,  to  a  condition  of  fafety  and 
fubliitence,  in  the  places  of  our  prefent  abode  among  the  heathen,  whereby  there  is 
a  confiderable  and  real  addition,  to  the  honour  and  Enlargement  of  his  majefty's  do- 
minion, by  the  fole  dilburfement  of  his  majefty's  fubjech  there,  of  their  own  pro- 
per eftates,  they  have  laid  out  a  very  great  fum  for  the  purchafing  a  jurifdi&ion 
right  of  Mr.  George  Fenwick,  which  they  were  given  to  underftand  was  derived 
from  true  royal  authority,  by  letters  patent  to  certain  lords  and  gentlemen  therein 
nominated,  a  copy  whereof  was  produced  before  the  commiffioners  of  the  colonies, 
and  approved  by  them  as  appears  by  their  records,  a  copy  whereof  is  ready  to  be 
prefented  at  your  majefty's  command,  though,  either  by  fire  at  a  h&ufe  where  it  had 
been  fome  time  kept,  or  fome  other  accident,  is  now  loft,  with  which  your  poor 
fubjefts  were  rather  willing  to  have  contented  themfelves,  than  to  feek  for  power  or 
privilege,  from  any  other  than  their  lawful  prince  and  fovereign. 

"  May  it  therefore  pleafe  your  molt  excellent  and  gracious  majefty,  to  confer 
upon  your  humble  petitioners,  who  unanimoufly  do  implore  your  highnefs's  favour 
and  grace  therein,  thofe  liberties,  rights  and  authorities  and  privileges,  which  were 
granted  by  the  aforementioned  letters  patent,  to  certain  lords  and  gentlemen 
fo  purchafed  as  aforefaid  ;  or  which  were  enjoyed  from  thofe  letters  patent 
granted  to  the  MalTachufetts  plantation,  by  our  fathers  and  fome  of  us  yet 
furviving,  when  there  [in  our  beginning  inhabiting,  and  upon  which  thofe 
large  encouragements,  liberties  and  priviledges  ;  fo  great  a  tranfplantation  from 
our  dear  England  was  undertaken,  and  fuppofed,  to  be  yet  our  inheritance, 
until  the  running  of  that  weftern  line,  the  bounded  limits  of  thofe  letters  patent, 
did  fince  our  removal  thence,  determine  our  lot  to  be  fallen  without  the  limits  of 
that  fo  bounded  authority. 

"  May  it  pleafe  your  majefty  gracioufly  to  beftow  upon  your  humble  fupplicante, 
fuch  royal  munificence,  according  to  the  tenor  of  a  draft  or  mftrument,  which  is 
ready  here  to  be  tendered  at  your  gracious  order. 

"  And  whereas  befides  thofe  monies  and  other  difburfements  as  aforefaid,  in 
profecution  of  this  wildernefs  work,  your  poor  petitioners  were  forced  to  maintain 
a  war  againft  one  nation  of  the  heathen,  that  did  much  interrupt  the  beginnings  of 
your.fervants,  by  many  bloody  and  hoftile  ads,  whereby  divers  of  our  dear  coun- 
trymen were  treacherouily  deftroyed,  and  have  a'f o  been  ever  fince,  and  are  ftiil,  at 
much  charge  in  keeping  fuch  a  correfpondence  of  peace  r.ncl  amity  with  divers  forts 
of  the  heathen  nations,  that  are  round  about  our  plantations  thus  far  extent  into 
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the  bowels  of  the  country*  befides  the  maintenance  of  all  publick  charges  for  church 

and  civil  affairs,  which  are  very  great  in  refpfect  of  our  great  poverty. 

"  May  it  pleafe  your  mod  excellent  majefty,  Out  of  your  princely  wifdom,  to  grant 
fuch  an  immunity  from  cuftoms-,  as  may  encourage  the  merchants  to  fupply  our  ne- 
ceflities  in  fuch  commodities  as  may  be  wanting  here,  for  which  we  have  neither  fil- 
ver  nor  gold  to  pay,  but  the  fupply  in  that  kind  may  enable,  in  due  time,  to  fearch 
the  bowels  of  the  earth  for  fome  gold  minerals,  whereof  there  feems  to  be  a  fair 
probability,  or  produce  fome  fuch  ftaple  commodities,  as  may  in  future  time  appear 
tO  be  good  effects  of  your  majefty's  goodnefs  and  bounty  :  if  your  poor  colony  may 
find  this  gracious  acceptance  With  your  majefty  as  to  grant  their  humble  defire, 
whereby  they  may  be  encouraged  to  go  on  cheerfully  and  ftrenuoufly  in  their  plan- 
tation bufinefs,  in  hope  of  a  comfortable  fettlement  for  themfelves  and  their  pofterity, 
that  under  your  royal  protection  they  may  profper  in  this  defart ;  they  mall,  As  in,

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THIS  Court  being  defirous  to  try  all  means,  with  as  much  lenity  as  may  confift 
with  our  fafety,  to  preuent  the  Intrufions  of  the  Quakers,  who  befides  their 
abfurd  and  Blafphemous  do&rines,  do  like  Rogues  and  vagabonds  come  in  upon  us, 
and  haue  not  been  reftrained  by  the  laws  already  provided. 

Haue  ordered  that  euery  fuch  Vagabond  Quaker,  found  within  any  part  of  this 
Jurifdi&ion,  (hall  be  apprehended  by  any  perfon  or  perfons,  or  by  the  Conftable  of 
the  town  wherein  he  or  fhe  is  taken,  and  by  the  Conftable  or  in  his  abfence,  by  any 
other  perfon  or  perfons  conveyed  before  the  next  magiftrate  of  that  Shire  wherein  they 
are  taken,  or  Commifiioner  inverted Avith  Magiftratical  power  :  And  being  by  the  faid 
Magiftrate  or  Magiftrates,  Commiflioner  or  Commiflioners  adjudged  to  be  a  wan- 
dering quaker,  viz.  one  that  hath  not  any  dwelling,  of  orderly  allowance  as  an  In- 
habitant of  this  Jurifdi&ion,  and  not  giuing  civil  refpeft  by  the  ufual  geftures  thereof, 
or  by  any  other  way  or  means  manifefting  himfelf  to  be  a  Quaker,  fhall  by  warrant 

under 
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under  the  hand  of  the  faid  Magiftrate  or  Magiftrates,  CommiiTioner  or  Commiffion- 
ers,  direfted  to  the  Conftable  of  the  town  wherein  he  or  thee  is  taken,  or  in  abfence 
of  the  Conftables,  to  any  other  meet  perfon,  be  ftrippcd  naked  from  the  middle  up- 
wards, and  tyed  to  a  Carts  Tail,  and  whipped  through  the  Town,  and  from  thence 
immediately  conveyed  to  the  Conftable  of  the  next  town  towards  the  border  of  our 
Jurifdiftion  as  the  warrant  (hall  direft  and  fo  from  Conftable  to  Conftable  till  they  be 
conueyed  through  any  the  outwardmoft  Towns  of  our  jurifdiclion. 

And  if  fuch  vagabond  Quaker  fhall  return  again,  then  to  be  in  like  manner  appre- 
hended, and  conveyed  as  often  as  they  fhall  be  found  within  the  Limits  of  our  Ju- 
rifdiftion  ;Prouided  euery  fuch  wandering  Quaker,  having  been  thrice  convifted  and 
fent  away  as  abouefaid,  and  returning  again  into  this  jurifdidtion,  fhall  be  apprehend- 
ed, and  committed  by  any  Magiftrate  or  CommifGoner  as  abouefaid  unto  the  houfe 
of  Corre&ion  within  that  County  wherein  he  or  fhe  is  found,  until  the  next  Court  of 
that  County  ;  where  if  the  Court  judge  not  meet  to  releafe  them,  they  fhall  be 
Branded  with  the  Letter  R  on  their  left  fhoulder,  and  be  feuerely  whipt,  and  fent 
away  in  manner  as  before  : 

And  if  after  this,  he  or  fhee  fhall  return  again  ;  then  to  be  proceeded  againft  as 
Incorrigible  Rogues  and  Enemies  to  the  Common  peace,  and  fhall  immediately  be 
apprehended,  and  committed  to  the  Common  Goal  of  the  Country,  and  at  the 
next  Court  of  Afliftants,  fhall  be  brought  to  their  tryal,  and  proceeded  againft  ac- 
cording to  the  Law  made  Anno  1658.  pag.  36  f  for  their  Banifhment  on  pain  of 
death. 

And  for  fuch  Quakers  as  fhall  arife  from  amongft  our  felues  they  fhall  be  pro- 
ceeded againft  as  a  former  Law  of  anno  1658.  pag  36  f.

Firft  concerning  our  Liberties. 

i.  We  conceiue  the  Patent  (under  God)  to  be  the  firft  Foundation  of  our 
civil  Polity  here,  by  a  Gouernor  and-Company,  according  as  is  therein  expreffed. 

2.  The  Gouernor  and  Company  are  by  the  Patent  a  Body  Politick  in  Fact  and 
Name. 

3.  This  Body  Politick  is  uefted  with  Power  to  make  Freemen. 

4.  Thefe  Freemen  haue  Power  to  chafe  annually  a  Gouernor,  Deputy  Gouernor, 
Affiftants,  and  their  Select  Reprefentatiues  or  Deputies. 

5.  This  Gouernment  hath  alfo  Power  to  fet  up  all  Sorts  of  Officers,  as  well  Su- 
perior as  Inferior,  and  point  out  their  Power  and  Places. 

6.  The  Gouernor  Deputy  Gouernor  Affiftants  and  fe!e£t  Reprefentatiues  or  De- 
puties haue  full  Power  and  Authority  both  Legiilatiue  and  Executiue  for  the  Gouern- 
ment of  all  the  People  here,  whether  Inhabitants  or  Strangers,  both  concerning  Ec- 
clefiafticks,  and  in  Ciuils,  without  Appeal,  Excepting  Law  or  Laws  repugnant  to 
the  Laws  of  England. 

7.  This  Gouernment  is  privileged,  by  all  fitting  means  (yea  and  if  Need  be,  by 
Force  of  Arms)  to  defend  themfelues,  both  by  Land  and  Sea,  againft  all  fuch  Perfon 
or  Perfons  as  fhall  at  any  time  attempt  or  enterprize  the  Deftruftion,  Invafion,  De- 
triment or  Annoyance  of  this  Plantation  or  the  Inhabitants  therein  ;  befides  other 
Privileges  mentioned  in  the  Patent  not  here  expreffed. 

8.  We  conceiue  any  Impofition  prejudicial  to  the  Country  contrary  to  any  juft 
Law  of  ours  not  repugnant  to  the  Laws  of  England  to  be  an  infringement  of 
our  Rights. 

Secondly,  Concerning  our  Duties  of  Allegiance  to  our  Souereign  Lord  the 
King. 

1.  We  ought  to  uphold  and  to  our  power  maintain  this  Place  as  of  right  be- 
longing to  our  Souereign  Lord  the  King  as  holden  of  his  Majefty's  Manour  of 
Eaft  Greenwich,  and  not  to  fubject  the  fame  to  any  forreign  Prince  or  Potentate 
whatfoeuer. 

2.  We  ought  to  endeauour  the  Prefervation  of  his  Majefty's  Royal  Perfon,  Realms 
and  Dominions,  and  fo  far  as  lieth  in  us,  to  difcouer  znd  preuent  all  Plots  and  Con- 
fpiracies  againft  the  fame. 

3.  We  ought  to  feek  the  Peace  and  Profperity  of  our  King  and  Nation  by  a  faith- 
ful difcharge  in  the  Governing  of  this  People  committed  to  our  Care. 

(1)  By  punifhing  all  fuch  Crimes  (being  Breaches  of  the  firft  or  fecond  Table)  as 
are  committed  againft  the  peace  of  our  Souereign  Lord  the  King  his  Royal  Crown 

and 
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and  Dignity.  (2)  In  propagating  the  Gofpell,  defending  and  upholding  the  true 
Chriftian  or  Proteflant  Religion  according  to  the  Faith  giuen  by  our  Lord  Chrift  in 
his  Word  : — our  dread  Souereign  being  ftiled  the  Defender  of  the  Faith  ; — the  Pre- 
mifes  confidered  it  may  well  fland  with  the  Loyalty  and  Obedience  of  fuch  Subjects 
as  are  thus  privileged  by  their  rightful  Souereign  (for  himfelf  his  Heirs  and  Succef- 
fors  foreuer)  as  caufe  (hall  require,  to  plead  with  their  Prince  againft  all  fuch  as  fhall 
•at  any  time  endeavour  the  Violation  of  their  Privileges  : — We  further  judge  that  the 
Warrant  and  Letter  from  the  King's  Majefty  for  the  apprehending  of  Col.  Whaiey 
and  Col.  Goffe  ought  to  be  diligently  and  faithfully  executed  by  the  Authority  of  this 
Country :  And  alfo  that  the  General  Court  may  do  fafely  to  declare,  That  in  cafe 
(for  the  future)  any  legally  obnoxious,  and  flying  from  the  Civil  Jnftice  of  the  State 
of  England  lhall  come  ouer  to  thefe  Parts  they  may  not  here  expect  fhelter.

"  ~\\  T  E  have  not  yet  begun  the  Fort  on  Long  I/land,  near  OyJlerBay,  becaufe 
W  our  Neighbours  lay  the  Boundaries  a  mile  apd  a  half  more  weflerly,  than, 
we  do,  and  the  more  as  your  Honours,  by  your  Advice  of  December  24,  are  not 
inclined  to  Hand  by  the  Treaty  of  Hartford,  and  propofe  to  fue  for  Redrefs  on  Long 
IJland  and  the  Frejh  Water  River,  by  means  of  the  States  Ambaflador.  Lord  Ster- 
ling is  faid  to  follicit  a  confirmation  of  his  Right  to  all  Long  IJland,  and  importunes 
the  prefent  King,  to  confirm  the  grant  made  by  his  Royal  Father,  which  is  affirmed 
to  be  already  obtained.  But  more  probable,  and  material,  is  the  advice  from  Mary- 
land, that  Lord  Baltimore's  Patent,  which  contains  the  South  Part  of  South  River, 
is  confirmed  by  the  King,  and  publilhed  in  print :  that  Lord  Baltimore's  natural  Bro- 
3  ther, 
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thcr,  who  is  a  rigid  Papift,  being  made  Governor  there,  has  received  Lord  Baltimore's 
Claim,  and  Proteil  to  your  Honours  in  Council,  (wherewith  he  feems  but  little  fa- 
tisfied)  and  has  now  more  Hopes  offuccefs.  We  haue  advice  from  England,  that 
there  is  an  Invafion  intended  againfl  thefe  Parts,  and  the  Country  follicited  of  the 
King,  the  Duke,  and  the  Parliament,  is  to  be  annexed  to  their  Dominions;  an  J 
for  that  Purpofe,  they  defire  three  or  four  Frigates,  perfuading  the  King,  that  the 
Company  poflefTed  and  held  this  Country  under  an  unlawful  Title,  having  only  ob- 
teined  of  King  James  Leaue  for  a  Watering  Place  on  Staten  I/Iand,  in  1623."

We  are  deeply  fenfible  of  your  Majefty's  Intimation  relating  to  Inflruments  of  Sa- 
tan afted  by  impulfe  Diabolical  (not  to  fay  whence  he  came  to  us)went  out  from  us 
becaufe  he  was  not  of  us.  God  preferve  your  Majefty  from  all  EmiiTaries  agitated  by 
an  infernal  Spirit  under  what  Appellations  foever  difguifed.  Luther  fometimes  wrote 
to  the  Senate  of  Mulhoufen  to  beware  of  the  Wolfe  Munfter.

TRUSTY  and  well-beloued,  wee  greet  you  well.  Hauing  been  informed,  that 
feueral  of  our  fubjefts  amongft  you,  called  Quakers,  haue  been,  and  are  impri- 
foned  by  you,  whereof  fome  of  them  haue  been  executed,  and  others  (as  hath  been 
reprefented  unto  us)  are  in  danger  to  undergo  thelike  ;  We  haue  thought  fitt  to  fignifie 
our  pleafure  in  that  behalf  for  the  future  ;  and  do  hereby  require  That  if  there  be  any 
ef  thofe  people  called  Quakers  amongft  you,  now  already  condemned  to  fuffer  death, 
or  other  corporal  punifhment,  or  that  are  imprifoned,  and  obnoxious  to  the  like  con- 
demnation you  are  to  forbear  to  proceed  any  farther  therein  ;  but  that  you  forthwith 
fend  the  faid  perfons  (whether  condemned  or  imprifoned)  ouer  into  this  .our  Kincdom 
of  England,  together  with  the  refpeftiue  crimes  or  oifences  laid  to  their  charge  ;  to 
the  end  that  fuch  courfe  may  be  taken  with  them  here,  .-as  fhall  be  agreeable  to  our 
Laws,  and  their  demerits  ;  and  for  fo  doing  thefe  our  letters  fhall  be  your  fuflicient 
warrant  and  difcharge.

T  this  Court  a  Letter  from  the  King's  Majefty  was  read  in  court,  bearing  date 
the  ninth  day,  of  September  lad  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  his  Majefhy's  Reign, 
in  and  by  which  his  Majefty's  pleafure  in  relation  to  the  people  called  Quakers  was 
fignified,  and 

After  the  Courts  due  perufal  and  Confideration  thereof,  they  proceeded  to  declare 
The  juft  and  neceffary  rules  of  our  gouernment  and  condition  for  prefervation  of  re- 
ligion order  and  peace  hath  induced  the  authority  here  cflabliihed  from  time  to  time 
to  make  and  fharpen  laws  againft  Quakers  in  reference  to  their  reftlefs  Intrufions  and 
impetuous  Difturbances,  and  not  any  propenfity  or  any  inclination  in  us  to  punifti 
them  in  perfon  or  eflate,  as  is  evident  by  our  gradual  proceedings  with  them,  re- 
leafing  fome  condemned,  and  others  liable  to  condemnation,  and  all  imprifoned  were 
releafed  and  fent  out  of  our  borders  ;  all  which  notwithftanding,  their  refllefs  fpirits 
haue  moued  fome  of  them  to  return  and  others  to  fill  the  Royal  ear  of  our  Soue- 
reign  Lord  the  King  with  complaints  againft  us,  and  haue  by  their  unwearied  Solli- 
citations  in  our  abfence  fo  far  prevailed  as  to  obtain  a  Letter  from  his  Majefty  to  for- 
bear their  corporal  punifhment  or  death  ;  altho  we  hope  and  doubt  not  but  that  if 
his  Majefty  were  rightly  informed,  He  would  be  far  from  giuing  them  fuch  Favour

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The    CHARTER    of  CONNECTICUT.

CHARLES  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  &fc.  to  all  to  whom  thefe  Pre- 
fents  fhall  come,  Greeting.  Whereas  by  the  feveral  Navigations,  Difcove- 
ries,  and  fuccefsful  Plantations  of  divers  of  Our  loving  Subjects  of  this  our  Realm 
of  England,  feveral  Lands,  Illands,  Places,  Colonies  and  Plantations,  have  been 
obtained  and  fettled  in  that  Part  of  the  Continent  of  America  called  New-England, 
and  thereby  the  Trade  and  Commerce  there  hath  been  of  late  Years  much  increaf- 
ed  ;  and  whereas  We  have  been  informed  by  the  humble  Petition  of  our  trufty  and 
well-beloued  John  Winthrop,  John  Ma/bn,  Samuel  Willis,  Henry  Clarke,  Matthew 
Allen,  John  Tappen,  Nathan  Gould,  Richard  Treate,  Richard  Lord,  Henry  Woollcot, 
John  Talcott,  Daniel  Clerke,  John  Ogden,  Thomas  Wells,  Obadiah  Brewen,  John 
Clerke,  Anthony  Hawkins,  John  Deming,  and  Matthew  Camfield,  being  Perfons 
principally  interefted  in  Our  Colony  or  Plantation  of  Conneclicut  in  New-England, 
that  the  fame  Colony,  or  the  greatefl  part  thereof,  was  purchafed  and  obtained  for 
great  and  valuable  confiderations,  and  fome  other  part  thereof  gained  by  con- 
queft,  and  with  much  Difficulty,  and  at  the  only  endeavours,  Expence  and  charge 
of  them  and  their  AfTociates,  and  thofe  under  whom  they  claim,  fubdued  and  im- 
proved, and  thereby  become  a  confiderable  Inlargement  and  Addition  of  Our  Domi-

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fhewCaniJieldyinA.  all  fuch  ethers,  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  fliall  be,  admitted  and  made 
free  of  the  Company  and  Society  of  our  Colony  of  Conneclicut  in  America,  fliall  from 
time  to  time,  and  for  ever  hereafter,  be  one  Body  Corporate  and  Politick  in  Fact 
and  Name,  by  the  Name  of  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Colony  of  Conneclicut 
in  New-England  in  America  ;  and  that  by  the  fame  Name  they,  and  their  Succeflors, 
fliall  and  may  have  perpetual  Succcilion,  and  fliall  and  may  be  Perfons  able  and  ca- 
pable in  the  Law,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  anfwer  and  be  anfwered  unto,  to 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  and  Angular  Suits,  Caufes,  Quarrels,  Matters,  Ac- 
tions and  Things,  of  what  Kind  or  Nature  foever ;  and  alfo  to  have,  take,  poffefs, 
acquire  and  Purchafe,  Lands,  Tenements  or  Hereditaments,  or  any  Goods  or  Chat- 
tels, and  the  fame  to  leafe,  grant,  demife,  alien,  bargain,  fell  and  difpofe  of,  as 
other  Our  Liege  People  of  this  Our  Realm  of  England,  or  any  other  Corporation 
or  Body  Politick  within  the  fame,  may  lawfully  do  ;  and  further,  That  the  faid  Go- 
vernor and  Company,  and  their  SuccefTors,  fliall  and  may  for  ever  hereafter  have  a 
common  Seal  to  ferve  and  ufe  for  all  Caufes,  Matters,  Things  and  Affairs  whatfo- 
ever  of  them  and  their  SuccefTors,  and  the  fame  Seal  to  alter,  change,  break  and 
make  new,  from  time  to  time,  at  their  Wills  and  Pleafures,  as  they  fliall  think  fit. 
And  further,  We  will  and  ordain,  and  by  thefe  Prefents,  for,  Us,  Our  Heirs  and 
Succeflors,  do  declare  and  appoint,  That  for  the  better  ordering  and  managing 
of  the  Affairs  and  Buiinefs  of  the  faid  Company,  and  their  Succeflors,  there  fliall 
be  One  Governor,  One  Deputv  Governor,  and  Twelve  Afliftants,  to  be  from  time  to 
time  conftituted,  elected  and  chofen  out  of  the  Freemen  of  the  faid  Company  for  the 
time  being,  in  fuch  Manner  and  Form  as  hereafter  in  thefe  prefents  is  expreffed : 
which  faid  Officers  fliall  apply  themfelves  to  take  care  for  the  beft  difpofiug  and  or- 
dering of  the  general  Bufmefs  and  Affairs  of  and  concerning  the  Lands  and  Heredi- 
taments herein  after-mentioued  to  be  granted,  and  the  Plantation  thereof,  and  the 
Government  of  the  People  thereof.  And  for  the  better  Execution  of  our  Royal 
Pleafure,  herein,  We  do,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  aflign,  name,  con- 
ftitute  and  appoint  the  aforefaid  John  Winthrop  to  be  the  firft  and  prefent  Governor 
of  the  faid  Company,  and  the  faid  John  Ma/on  to  be  the  Deputy  Governor,  and  the 
faid  Samuel  Willis,  Matthew  Allen,  Nathan  Gould,  Henry  Clarke,  Richard  Treate, 
John  Ogden,  Thomas  Tappen,  John  Talcott,  Thomas  Wells,  Henry  Wollcott,  Richard 
Lord,  and  Daniel  Clerke,  to  be  the  Twelve  prefent  Afliftants  of  the  faid  Company, 
to  continue  in  the  f  lid  feveral  Offices  refpe&ively  until  the  Second  Thurfday,  which 
fliall  be  in  the  Month  of  Oclober  now  next  coming.  And  further,  We  will,  and 
by  thefe  Prefents,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  do  ordain  and  grant,  That 
the  Governor  of  the  faid  Company  for  the  Time  being,  or  in  his  Abfence,  by  Oc- 
•cafion  of  Sicknefs,  or  otherwife,  by  his  Leave  or  Permiflion,  the  Deputy  Gover- 
nor for  the  Time  being  fliall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  upon  all  Occafions,  give 
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Order  for  the  affembling  of  the  faid  Company,  and  calling  them  together,  to  con- 
fu!t  and  advife  of  the  Bufmefs  and  Affairs  of  the  faid  Company  ;  and  that  for  ever 
hereafter,  twice  in  every  Year,  that  is  to  fay,  on  every  Second  Tburfday  in  Odobcr, 
and  on  every  Second  Tburfday  in  May,  or  oftcner,  in  cafe  it  fhall  be  requifite,  the 
Afliflants  and  Freemen  of  the  faid  Company,  or  fuch  of  them,  not  exceeding  two

other  Courts,  Affemblies  or  Meetings,  and  to  chufe,  nominate  and  appoint  fuch 
and  fo  many  other  Perfons  as  they  fhall  think  fit,  and  fhall  be  willing  to  accept  the 
fame,  to  be  free  of  the  faid  Company  and  Body  Politick,  and  them  into  the  fame 
to  admit,  and  to  elect  and  conftitute  fuch  Officers  as, they  fhall  think  fit  and  requifite1 
for  the  ordering,  managing  and  difpofing  of  the  Affairs  of  the  faid  Governor  and 
Company,  and  their  Succeffors.  And  We  do  hereby,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Suc- 
ceffbrs,  eftablifh  and  ordain,  That  once  in  the  year  for  ever  hereafter,  namely,  the 
faid  Second  Tburfday  in  May,  the  Governor,  Deputy  Governor  and  Afliflants  of  the 
faid  Company,  and  other  officers  of  the  faid  Company,  or  fuch  of  them  as  the  faid 
general  Aflembly  fhall  think  fit,  fhall  be,  in  the  faid  general  Court  and  Aflembly  to 
be  held  from  that  Day  or  Time,  newly  chofen  for  the  Year  enfuing  by  fuch  greater 
Part  of  the  faid  Company,  for  the  time  being,  then  and  there  prefent  ;  and  if  the 
Governor,  Deputy  Governor  and  Afliflants,  by  thefe  prefents  appointed,  or  fuch  as 
hereafter  be  newly  chofen  into  their  Rooms,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  other  the  Offi- 
cers to  be  appointed  for  the  faid  Company,  fhall  die,  or  be  removed  from  his  or 
their  feveral  Offices  or  Places  before  the  faid  general  Day  of  Election,  (whom  we 
do  hereby  declare,  for  any  Mifdemeanor  or  Default,  to  be  removable  by  the  Go- 
vernor, Afliftants  and  Company,  or  fuch  greater  Part  of  them,  in  any  of  the  faid 
publick  Courts  to  be  affembled,  as  is  aforefaid ;  that  then,  and  in  every  fuch  Cafe, 
it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Governor,  Deputy  Governor  and  Aflift- 
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an's,  and  Company  aforefaid,  or  fuch  greater  Part  of  them  fo  to  be  aflembled,  as 
is  aforefaid  in  any  of  their  Affemblies,  to  proceed  to  a  new  Election  of  One  or  more 
of  their  Company,  in  the  Room  or  Place,  "Rooms  or  Places,  of  fuch  Governor, 
Deputy  Governor,  Affiftant,  or  other  Officer  or  Officers  fo  dying,  or  removed, 
according  to  their  Difcretions  ;  and  immediately  upon  and  after  fuch  Eleftion  or  E- 
leftions  made  of  fuch  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  Affiftant  or  Affiftants,  or  any 
other  Officer  of  thfc  faid  Company,  in  Manner  and  Form  aforefaid,  the  Authority, 
Office  and  Power  before  given  to  the  former  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  or 
other  Officer  and  Officers  fo  removed,  in  whofe  Steed  and  Place  new  ffiall  be  chof- 
en, fhall,  as  to  him  and  them,  and  every  of  them  refpeftively,  ceafe  and  determine. 
Provided  alfo,  and  Our  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  That  as  well  fuch  as  are  by  thefe  pre- 
fen-K  appointed  to  be  the  prefent  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  and  Affiftants  of 
the  faid  Company,  as  thofe  that  ffiall  fucceed  them,  and  all  other  Officers  to  be  ap- 
pointed and  chofen  as  aforefaid,  ffiall,  before  they  undertake  the  Execution  of  their 
faid  Offices  and  Places  refpeftively,  take  their  feveral  and  refpeftive  corporal  Oaths, 
for  the  due  and  faithful  Performance  of  their  Duties  in  their  feveral  Offices  and 
Places,  before  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  as  are  by  thefe  Prefents  hereafter  appointed 
to  take  and  receive  the  fame  ;  that  is  to  fay,  The  faid  "John  Winthrop,  who  is  herein 
before  nominated  and  appointed  the  prefent  Governor  of  the  faid  Company,  ffiall 
take  the  faid  Oath  before  one  or  more  of  the  Mafters  of  our  Court  of  Chancery 
for  the  Time  being ;  unto  which  Mafter  of  Chancery  We  do  by  thefe  Prefents 
give  full  Power  and  Authority  to  Adminifter  the  faid  Oath  to  the  faid  John  Winthrop 
accordingly  :  And  the  faid  John  Mafon,  who  is  herein  before  nominated  and  appointed 
the  prefent  Deputy  Governor  of  the  faid  Company,  fhall  take  the  faid  Oath  before 
the  faid  John  Winthrop,  or  any  Two  of  the  Affiftants  of  the  faid  Company ;  unto 
whom  We  do  by  thefe  Prefents  give  full  Power  and  Authority  to  adminifter  the  faid 
Oath  to  the  faid  John  Mafon  accordingly  :  And  the  faid  Samuel  Willis,  Henry 
Clerke,  Matthew  Allen,  John  Tappen,  Nathaniel  Gould,  Richard  Treate,  Richard 
Lord,  Henry  Woollcott,  John  Talcott,  Daniel  Clerke,  John  Ogden,  and  Thomas  Wells, 
who  are  herein  before  nominated  and  appointed  the  prefent  Afliftants  of  the  faid 
Company,  ffiall  take  the  Oath  before  faid  John  Winthrop,  and  John  Mafon,  or  one 
of  them  ;  to  whom  We  do  hereby  give  full  Power  and  Authority  to  adminifter  the 
fame  according^ ;  And  our  further  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  That  all  and  every  Gover- 
nor, or  Deputy  Governor,  to  be  eledted  and  chofen  by  virtue  of  thefe  Prefents,  ffiall 
take  the  faid  Oath  before  Two  or  more  of  the  Affiftants  of  the  faid  Company  fo* 
the  time  being  ;  unto  whom  We  do  by  thefe  Prefents  give  full  power  and  authority 
to  give  and  adminifter  the  faid  oath  accordingly  :  And  the  faid  Afliftants,  and  every 
of  .them,  and  all  and  every  other  officer  or  officers  to  be  hereafter  chofen,  from 
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time  to  time,  to  take  the  faid  oath  before  the  Governor  or  Deputy  Governor,  for  the 
time  being;  unto  which  faid  Governor  or  Deputy  Governor,  We  do  by  thefe  Prefents 
give  full  Power  and  Authority  to  administer  the  fame  accordingly.  And  further,  of 
Our  more  ample  Grace,  certain  Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion,  We  have  given  and 
granted  and  by  thefe  Prefents,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  do  give  and  grant, 
unto  the  faid  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Englijli  Colony  of  Conneclicut  in  Neiv-Eti' 
gland  in  America,  and  to  every  inhabitant  there,  and  to  every  Perfon  and  Per- 
fons  trading  thither,  and  to  every  fuch  Perfon  and  Perfons  as  are  or  ihall  be  free  of 
the  faid  Colony,  full  Power  and  Authority,  from,  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  here- 
after, to  take,  drip,  tranfport  and  carry  away,  for  and  towards  the  Plantation  and 
Defence  of  the  faid  Colony,  fuch  of  our  loving  Subjects  and  Strangers  as  (hall  or 
will  willingly  accompany  them,  in  and  to  their  faid  Colony  and  Plantation,  except 
fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  as  are  or  (hall  be  therein  retrained  by  Us,  Our  Heirs  and 
SuccefTors  ;  and  alfo  to  fhip  and  tranfport  all,  and  all  manner  of  Goods  Chatties, 
Merchandizes,  and  other  Things  whatfoever,  that  are  or  fhall  be  ufeful  or  neceffary 
for  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Colony,  and  may  lawfully  be  tranfported  thither  ;  ne- 
verthelefs  not  to  be  difcharged  of  Payment  to  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  of  the 
Duties,  Cuftoms  and  Subfidies  which  are  or  ought  to  be  paid  or  payable  for  the 
fame.  And  further,  Our  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  and  We  do,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs 
and  SuccefTors,  ordain,  declare,  and  grant  unto  the  faid  Governor  and  Company, 
and  their  SuccefTors,  .That  all  and  every  the  Subje&s  of  Us,  Our  Heirs  or  Succef- 
{brs,  which  fhall  go  to  inhabit  within  the  faid  Colony,  and  every  of  their  Children 
which  mail  happen  to  be  born  there,  or  on  the  Sea,  in  going  thither,  or  returning 
from  thence,  fhall  have  and  enjoy  all  Liberties  and  Immunities  of  free  and  natural 
Subjefts  within  any  of  the  Dominions  of  us,  Our  Heirs  or  SuccefTors,  to  all  Intents, 
Conftru&ions  and  Purpofes  whatfoever,  as  if  they,  and  every  of  them,  were  born 
within  the  Realm  of  England:  And  We  do  authorize  and  impower  the  Governor, 
or  in  his  Abfence  the  Deputy  Governor  for  the  time  being,  to  appoint  two  or  more 
of  the  faid  Affiftants,  at  any  of  their  Courts  or  AfTemblies  to  be  held  as  aforefaid,  to 
have  Power  and  Authority  to  administer  the  Oath  of  Supremacy  and  Obedience  to 
all  and  every  Perfon  and  Perfons,  which  fhall  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  go  or 
pafs  into  the  faid  Colony  of  Conneclicut ;  unto  which  faid  Affiftants  fo  to  be  ap- 
pointed as  aforefaid,  We  do  by  thefe  Prefents  give  full  Power  and  Authoritie  to 
adminifter  the  faid  Oath  accordingly.  And  we  further,  of  our  efpecial  Grace,  cer- 
tain Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion,  give  and  grant  unto  the  faid  Governor  and 
Company  of  the  Englijh  Colony  of  Conneclicut  in  New-England  in  America,  and 
their  SuccefTors,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Governor,  or  De- 
puty Governor,  and  fuch  of  the  Affiftants  of  the  faid  Company  for  the  time  being, 
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as  (hall  be  aflembled  in  any  of  the  general  Courts  aforefaid,  or  in  any  Courts  to  be 
efpecially  fummoned  or  aflembled  for  that  purpofe,  or  the  greater  part  of  them, 
whereof  the  Governor,  or  Deputy  Governor,  and  Six  of  the  Affiftants,  to  be  al- 
ways Seven,  to  erect  and  make  fuch  Judicatories  for  the  hearing  and  determining  of 
all  Actions,  Caufes,  Matters  and  Things  happening  within  the  faid  Colony  or  Plan- 
tation, and  which  fliall  be  in  difpute  and  depending  there,  as  they  fhall  think  fit 
and  convenient ;  and  alfo,  from  time  to  time,  to  make,  ordain  and  eftablifh  all 
manner  of  wholefome  and  reafonable  Laws,  Statutes,  Ordinances,  Directions  and 
Inflructions,  not  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  this  Realm  of  England,  as  well  for  fet- 
tling the  Forms  and  Ceremonies  of  Government  and  Magiflracy,  fit  and  neceflary  for 
the  faid  Plantation,  and  the  Inhabitants  there,  as  for  naming  and  flyling  all  forts  of 
Officers,  both  fuperior  and  inferior,  which  they  fliall  find  needful  for  the  Govern- 
ment and  Plantation  of  the  faid  Colony,  and  the  diftinguifliing  and  fetting  forth  of 
the  feveral  Duties,  Powers  and  Limits  of  every  fuch  Office  and  place,  and  the  forms 
of  fuch  Oaths,  not  being  contrary  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  our  Realm  of 
England,  to  be  adminiftered  for  the  Execution  of  the  faid  feveral  Offices  and  Places; 
as  alfo  for  the  difpofing  and  ordering  of  the  Election  of  fuch  of  the  faid  Officers  as 
are  to  be  annually  chofen,  and  of  fuch  others  as  fliall  futceed,  in  cafe  of  Death  or 
Removal,  and  adminiflering  the  faid  oath  to  the  new-elected  Officers,  and  granting 
neceffary  Commilfions,  and  for  Impofition  of  lawful  fines,  mulcts,  imprifonments, 
or  other  punifhment,  upon  Offenders  and  Delinquents,  according  to  the  courfe  of 
other  Corporations  within  this  our  Kingdom  of  England;  and  the  fame  laws,  fines, 
mulcts  and  executions,  to  alter,  change,  revoke,  annull,  releafe  or  pardon,  under  their 
common  Seal,  as  by  the  faid  general  Aflembly,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  fliall  be 
thought  fit ;  and  for  the  directing,  ruling  and  difpofing  of  all  other  matters  and 
things,  whereby  our  faid  people,  Inhabitants  there,  may  be  fo  religioufly,  peaceably 
and  civilly  governed,  as  their  good  Life,  and  orderly  converfation,  may  win  and  invite 
the  Natives  of  the  Countrey  to  the  knowledge  and  obedience  of  the  only  true  God 
and  Saviour  of  Mankind,  and  the  Chriftian  Faith  ;  which  in  our  Royal  Intentions, 
and  the  Adventurers  free  profeffion,  is  the  only  and  principal  end  of  this  Plantation  ; 
willing,  commanding  and  requiring,  and  by  thefe  Prefents,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and 
Succeffors,  ordaining  and  appointing,  That  all  fuch  laws,  ftatutes  and  ordinances, 
inflructions,  impofuions  and  directions,  as  fliall  be  fo  made  by  the  Governor,  Depu- 
ty Governor  and  Afliflants,  as  aforefaid,  and  publifhed  in  writing  under  their  com- 
mon Seal,  fhall  carefully  and  duly  be  obferved,  kept,  performed,  and  put  in  execu- 
tion according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  fame  ;  wid  thefe  Our  Letters 
Patents,  or  the  duplicate  or  exemplification  thereof,  fliall  be,  to  all  and  every  fuch 
Officers,  fuperiors-and  inferiors,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  putting  of  the  fame  orders, 
laws,  ftatutes,  ordinances,  inflructions  and  directions,  in  due  execution,  agaiaft  us, 
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our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs  a  diffident  warrant  and  difchnrge.  And  we  do  further,  for 
Us,  our  heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  give  and  grant  unto  the  faid  governor  and  comnany, 
and  their  Succeflbrs,  by  thefe  prefents,  That  it  fliall  and  may  lawful  to  and  for  the 
Chief  Commanders,  Governors  and  officers  of  the  faid  Company  for  the  Time  be- 
ing, who  fliall  be  refldent  in  the  parts  of  New  England  hereafter  mentioned,  and 
others  inhabiting  there,  by  their  leave,  Admittance,  appointment  or  Direction, 
from  time  to  time,  and  all  times  hereafter,  for  their  fpecial  Defence  and  fafety,  to 
aflemble,  Marflial,  array,  and  put  in  warlike  pofture,  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
Colony,  and  to  commiflionate,  impower  and  authorize  fuch  perfon  or  perfon  as  they 
(hall  think  fitt,  to  lead  and  conduct  the  faid  inhabitants,  and  to  encounter,  expulfe, 
repel,  and  refill  by  force  of  Arms,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  alfo  to  kill,  flay 
and  deftroy,  by  all  fitting  ways,  Enterprizes  and  Meanes  whatsoever,  all  and  every 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  fliall,  at  any  time  hereafter,  attempt  or  enterprize  the  De- 
struction, invafion,  detriment  or  annoyance  of  the  faid  inhabitants  and  plantation, 
and  to  ufe  and  exercife  the  law  martial  in  fuch  cafes  only  as  occafion  fliall  require, 
and  to  take  or  furprize,  by  all  ways  and  means  whatfoever,  all  and  every  fuch  per- 
fon and  perfons,  with  their  fliips,  armour,  ammunition  and  other  goods,  of  fuch 
as  fliall,  in  fuch  hoftile  manner,  invade  or  attempt  the  defeating  of  the  faid  plantation 
or  the  hurt  of  the  faid  company  and  inhabitants,  and,  upon  juft  caufes,  to  invade 
and  deftroy  the  natives  or  other  enemies  of  the  faid  colony.  Neverthelefs  our  will 
and  pleafure  is,  and  we  do  hereby  declare  unto  all  Chriftian  Kings,  princes  and 
States,  That  if  any  perfons,  which  fliall  hereafter  be  of  the  faid  company  or  planta- 
tion, or  any  other,  by  apppointment  of  the  faid  Governor  and  company,  for  the 
time  being,  fliall  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  rob  or  fpoil,  by  Sea  or  by  Land, 
and  do  any  hurt,  violence,  or  unlawful  hoftility,  to  any  of  the  fubje&s  of  us, 
our  heirs  or  fucceflbrs,  or  any  of  the  fubje&s  of  any  prince  or  ftate,  being  then  in 
league  with  us,  our  heirs  or  fucceflbrs,  upon  complaint  of  fuch  injury  done  to  any 
fuch  prince  or  ftate,  or  their  fubjects,  We,  our  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  will  make  open 
proclamation  within  any  parts  of  our  realm  of  England,  fit  for  that  purpofe,  That 
the  perfon  or  perfons  committing  any  fuch  robbery  or  fpoil  fliall,  within  the  time  li- 
mited by  fuch  proclamation,  make  full  reftitution  or  Satisfaction  of  all  fuch  injuries 
done  or  committed ;  fo  as  the  faid  prince  or  others  fo  complaining  may  be  fully  fatis- 
fied  and  contented  :  And  if  the  faid  perfon  or  perfons,  who  fliall  commit  any  fuch 
robbery  or  fpoil,  fliall  not  make  fatisfadtion  accordingly, within  fuch  time  fo  to  be  limit- 
ed; That  then  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  to  put  fuch 
perfon  or  perfons  out  of  our  allegiance  and  protection  ;  and  that  it  fliall  and  maybe 
lawful  and  free  for  all  princes  and  others  to  profecute  with  hoftilities  fuch  offenders, 
and  every  of  them,  their  and  every  of  their  procurers,  aiders,  abettors,  and  coun- 
fellors  in  that  behalf.     Provided  alfo,  and  our  exprefs  will  and  pleafure  is,  and  we 
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do  by  thefe  prefents,  for  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  ordain  and  appoint,  That 
thefe  prefents  (hall  not,  in  any  ^manner,  hinder  any  of  our  loving  fubjefts  whatfoe- 
ver  to  ufe  and  exercife  the  trade  of  fifhing,  upon  the  coaft  of  New  England  in  Ame- 
rica ;  but  they,  and  every  or  any  of  them,  fliall  have  full  and  free  power  and  liberty 
to  continue  and  ufe  the  faid  trade  of  fifliing  upon  the  faid  coaft,  in  any  of  the  feas 
thereunto  adjoining,  or  any  arms  of  the  feas,  or  falt-water  rivers,  where  they  have 
been  accuftomed  to  fifh  ;  and  to  build  and  fet  up  on  the  wafte  lands  belonging  to  the 
faid  Colony  of  Conneclicut,  fuch  wharf,  ftages,  and  work-houfes,  as  fliall  be  necef- 
fary  for  the  faking,  drying,  and  keeping  of  their  fifh,  to  be  taken  or  gotten  upon  that 
eoaft  ;  any  thing  in  thefe  prefents  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.  And 
know  ye  further,  that  we,  of  our  more  abundant  grace,  certain  knowledge,  and' 
mere  motion,  have  given,  granted  and  confirmed,  and  by  thefe  prefents,  for  us,  our  heirs 
and  fucceffors  do  give,  grant  and  confirm  unto  the  faid  Governor  and  com- 
pany, and  their  fucceffors,  all  that  part  of  our  dominions  in  New  England  in  Ame- 
rica, bounded  on  the  eafl  by  the  Narrogancett  River,  commonly  called  Narrogancett 
Bay,  where  the  faid  River  falleth  into  the  fea,  and  on  the  north  by  the  Line  of  the 
Majachufets  Plantation,  and  on  the  South  by  the  fea,  and  in  Longitude,  as  the  line 
of  the  Majachufets  Colony  running  from  eafl  to  Weft,  (that  is  to  fay)  from  the  faid 
Narrogancet  Bay,  on  the  eafl  to  the  South  Sea,  on  the  weft  part,  with  the  iflands 
therunto  adjoining,  together  with  all  the  firm  lands,  foils,  grounds,  havens, 
ports,  rivers,  waters,  fifhings,  mines,  minerals,  precious  ftones,  quarries,  and  all 
and  Angular  commodities,  Jurifdi&ions,  royalties,  privileges,  franchifes,  pre-emi- 
nences, and  hereditaments  whatfoever, within  the  faid  traft,  bounds,  lands,  and  Iflands 
aforefaid,  or  to  them,  or  any  of  them  belonging,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  fame,  unto 
the  faid  Governor  and  company,  their  Succeffors,  and  afligns,  for  ever,  upon  truft, 
and  for  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  themfelves,  and  their  affociates,  freemen  of  the  faid 
Colony,  their  heirs  and  affignes  ;  to  be  holden  of  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  as  of 
our  Manor  of  Eaji  Greenwich,  in  free  and  common  Soccage,  and  not  in  capite,  nor 
by  knights  fervice  ;  yielding  and  paying  therefore  to  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  only 
the  fifth  part  of  all  the  ore  of  gold  and  filver,  which  from  time  to  time  and  at  all 
times  hereafter,  fhall  be  there  gotten,  had  or  obtained,  in  lieu  of  all  fervices,  duties 
and  demands  whatfover,  to  be  to  us,  our  heirs  or  fucceffors,  therefore  or  thereout  ren- 
dered made,  or  paid.  And  laflly,  we  do  for  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  grant  to 
the  faid  Governor  and  company,  and  their  fucceffors,  by  thefe  prefents,  That  thefe- 
our  letters  patents  fliall  be  firm,  good,,  and  effe&ual  in  the  law,  to  all  intents,  con- 
ftru&ions  and  purpofes  whatfoever,  according  to  our  true  intent  and  meaning  herein 
before  declared,  as  fliall  be  conftrued,  reputed,  and  adjudged  moft  favourable  on 
the  behalf,  and  for  the  beft  benefit  and  Behoof  of  the  faid  Governor  and  company, 
and  their  fucceffors,  although  exprefs  mention  of  the  true  yearly  value  or  certainty 
of  the  premiffes,  or  of  any  of  them,  or  of  any  other  Gifts  or  Grants  by  us,  or  by 
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any  of  our  progenitors  or  predeceffors,  heretofore  made  to  the  faid  Governor  and 
Company  of  the  Englijli  Colony  of  Connecticut,  in  New  England,  in  America  afore- 
faid,  in  thefe  prefents  is  not  made  or  any  Statute,  Aft,  Ordinance,  Proclamation, 
or  Reflriclion  heretofore  had,  made,  ena&ed,  ordained,  or  provided,  or  any  other 
matter,  caufe,  or  thing  whatfoever,  to  the  contrary  thereof,  in  any  wife  notwith- 
ftanding.  In  witnefs  whereof  We  have  caufed  thefe  Tnir  letters  to  be  made  patents. 
Witnefs  Ourfelf  at  Wejlminjler,  the  Three  and  Twentieth  Day  of  April  in  the  Four- 
teenth Year  of  our  Reign.

Trujiie  and  well  beloued  we  greet  you  well. 

WHEREAS  we  haue  lately  receiued  an  Humble  Addrefs  and  Petition  from  the 
General  Court  of  our  Colony  of  the  Mauachufetts  in  New  England  pre- 
fented  unto  us  by  Simon  Bradftreete  and  Iohn  Norton  We  haue  thought  it  agreeable 
lo  our  princely  Grace  and  Iuflice  to  let  you  know  that  the  fame  hath  been  uery  ac- 
ceptable to  us  and  that  we  are  well  fatisfied  with  thofe  Expreffions  of  Loyalty  Duty 
and  good  AffefUon  made  to  us  in  the  faid  addrefs  which  we  doubt  not  proceeds  from 
the  Hearts  of  our  good  fubjefts  and  we  are  therefore  willing  that  all  our  good  Subjects 
of  that  Plantation  do  know  that  we  do  receive  them  into  our  gracious  protection  and 
will  cherifh  them  with  our  beft  Encouragement  and  that  wee  will  preferue  and  do 
hereby  confirm  the-PATTENT  and  CHARTER  heretofore  granted  unto  them  by 
our  Royal  Father  of  BlefTed  Memory  and  that  they  fhall  freely  enjoy  all  the  Privi- 
ledges  and  Liberties  granted  to  them  in  and  by  the  fame  and  that  we  will  be  ready  to 
renew  the  fame  Charter  to  them  under  our  great  Seal  of  England  whenfoeuer  they 
(hall  defire  it. 

And  becaufe  the  Licenfciouflhefs  of  thefe  Late  III  Times  hath  likewife  had  an  In- 
fluence upon  that  our  Colony  in  which  they  may  haue  fwerued  from  the  Rules  pre- 
ferred and  even  from  the  Gouernment  that  was  Inftituted  by  the  Charter  which  we 
do  gracioufly  Impute  rather  to  the  Iniquity  of  that  Time  then  to  evil  Intention  of  the 
Hearts  of  thofe  who  exercifed  the  Gouernment  there, 

And  we  do  therefore  hereby  publifh  and  declare  our  free  and  gracious  Pardon  unto 
all  our  Subjects  of  that  our  Plantation  for  all  Crimes  and  offences  committed  againfl 
us  during  the  Late  Troubles  (excepting  only  fuch  perfons  who  ftand  attaynted  by  our 
Parlament  here  of  high  Treafon)  If  any  fuch  Perfons  haue  Tranfplanted  themfelues 
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into  thofe  Parts  the  apprehending  of  whom  and  the  Tranfporting  them  into  this 
Kingdom  and  the  deliuering  them  up  into  the  Hands  of  Iuftice  we  do  expect  from  the 
Duty  affection  and  Obedience  of  our  good  Subjects  of  that  our  Colony  if  they  are 
found  within  the  Limitts  and  Iurifdiction  thereof  provided  always  and  it  be  our  declar- 
ed Expectation,  that  upon  revew  of  all  fuch  Laws  or  ordinances  that  are  now  or 
haue  been  during  thefe  late  Troubles  in  Practice  there  and  which  are  contrarie  and 
derogatorie  to  our  Authority  and  Gouernment  the  fame  may  be  annulled  and  repeal- 
ed and  the  Rules  and  prefcriptions  in  the  faid  Charter  for  Adminiftration  and  the 
Taking  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  be  henceforward  duly  obferved  and  the  Adminiftra- 
tion of  Iuftice  be  in  our  Name  and  fince  the  principal  End  and  foundation  of  that 
Charter  was  and  is  the  freedom  and  Liberty  of  Confcience  Wee  do  hereby  charge 
and  require  you  that  that  freedom  and  Liberty  be  duly  admitted  and  allowed  fo  that 
fuch  as  defire  to  ufe  the  Book  of  common  Prayer  and  perform  their  devotions  in  that 
manner  as  is  Eftabliftied  here  be  not  denied  the  exercife  thereof  or  undergo  any  pre- 
judice or  difadvantage  thereby  they  Ufing  their  Liberty  peaceably  without  difturb- 
ance  to  others, 

And  that  all  perfons  of  good  and  Honeft  Lives  and  converfations  be  admitted  to 
the  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  Supper  according  to  the  faid  Book  of  common  Prayer 
and  their  Children  to  Baptizm. 

We  cannot  be  underftcod  hereby  to  direct  or  wifti  that  any  Indulgence  ftiould  be 
granted  to  thofe  Perfons  commonly  called  Quakers  whofe  Principles  being  inconfift- 
ant  with  any  kind  of  Gouerment  we  haue  found  it  neceflary  by  the  advice  of  our  Par- 
liament here  to  make  a  fharp  Law  againft  them  and  are  well  contented  that  you  do  the 
Like  there. 

Although  we  haue  hereby  declared  our  Expectation  to  be  that  the  Charter  grant- 
ed by  our  Royal  Father  and  now  confirmed  by  us  ftiall  be  punctually  obferved  yet  if 
the  Number  of  the  Affiftants  Injoyned  thereby  be  found  by  Experience  and  be  Judged 
by  the  People  to  be  Inexpedient  as  we  are  informed  it  is  we  do  then  difpence  with  the 
fame  and  declare  our  Will  and  pie afure  herein  for  the  future  to  be  that  the  Number 
of  the  faid  Afliftants  ftiall  not  exceed  Eighteen  nor  lefs  at  any  Time  then  Ten  Weaf- 
furing  our  felf  and  commanding  and  obliging  all  perfons  concern'd  that  in  the  Election 
of  the  Governour  or  Afliftants  there  be  only  Confideration  had  of  the  Wifdom  ver- 
tue  and  Integrity  of  the  Perfons  to  be  chofen  and  not  of  any  Faction  with  Reference 
to  their  Opinions  and  outward  profefiion 

And  that  all  Freeholders  of  Competent  Eftates  not  vitious  in  Converfation  and  Or- 
thodox in  Religion  though  of  different  perfwafions  concerning  Church  Govern- 
ment may  haue  their  Votes  in  the  Election  of  all  Officers  both  civil  and  Military. 

Laftly  our  will  and  Pleafure  is  that,  at  the  next  General  Court  of  that  our  Colony 
this  our  Letter  and  declaration  be  communicated  and  published  that  all  our  Loving 
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Subjects  within  that  our  Plantation  may  know  our  Grace  and  Favour  to  them  and 
that  we  do  take  them  into  our  Prote&ion  as  our  loving  and  Dutiful  Subje&s  and  that 
we  will  be  ready  from  Time  to  Time  to  receiue  any  Application  or  Addrefs  from 
them  which  may  concern  their  Intereft  and  the  good  of  that  our  Colony  and  that  we 
will  advance  the  Benefit  and  Trade  thereof  by  our  Urmoft  Endeavours  and  Counte- 
nance prefuming  that  they  will  ftill  merit  the  fame  by  their  duty  and  Obedience.

1  rT~,HAT  God  Almighty  may  be  more  inclined  to  beftoW  his  bleflings  vpon  us 
JL  and  you  in  the  improuement  of  that  our  Colony  you  fhall  in  the  firft  place 
take  fpecial  care  that  he  be  devoutly  and  duly  ferved  in  all  your  government  The  book 
of  Common  prayer  as  it  is  now  eftabliihed  Read  each  Sunday  and  Holy  day  and  the 
bleffed  Sacraments  adminiftered  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Church  of  England, 
you  fhall  be  carefull  that  the  Churches  already  built  there  be  well  and  orderly  kept 
and  more  built  as  the  Colony  fhall  by  Gods  bleffing  be  improved  and  that  befides  a 
competent  maintenance  to  be  affigned  to  the  Minifter  of  Each  Church  out  of  the 
fruits  and  produ&ions  of  the  earth  and  labours  of  the  planters,  that  a  convenient 
houfe  be  built  at  the  common  charge  for  each  Minifter  near  each  church  and  one 
hundred  acres  of  land  affigned  to  him  for  a  glebe  and  Exercife  of  his  induftry. 

2.  You  fhall  within  one  month  after  your  arrival  or  fooner  if  you  think  fit  call  a 
General  Aflembly  according  to  the  ufage  and  cuftom  of  that  our  Colony  and  at  the 
opening  thereof  you  fhall  declare  to  them  that  we  are  gratioufly  pleafed  to  grant  a 
free  and  General  aft  of  pardon  and  oblivion  to  all  our  fubje&s  of  what  degree  and 

quality 
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quality  foever  of  that  our  Colony  of  all  crimes  offences  and  mifdemeanours  foever 
committed  fince  to  excepting  fuch 

perfons  who  are  attainted  by  aft  of  Parliament  in  this  our  kingdom  for  the  horrid 
murder  of  our  dear  Father  of  bleffed  memory  if  any  of  fuch  perfons  fhall  at  prefent 
be  within  that  our  Colony  or  fhall  hereafter  repair  thither  he  or  they  fhall  be  forthwith 
apprehended  and  fent  hither  to  receive  condign  punifhment,  Provided  that  you  and  the 
Affembly  take  prefent  care  for  the  repeal  of  all  laws  and  orders  made  during  the  late 
times  of  rebellion  and  ufurpation  againfl  our  crown  and  dignity  and  derogatory  to  the 
obedience  which  all  our  fubjefts  of  that  our  Colony  do  owe  unto  us  and  to  our  Go- 
vernment and  which  we  prefume  they  are  willing  to  pay  us. 

3.  You  fhall  let  that  affembly  know  that  we  do  expeft  from  you  and  them  that 
you  eftablifti  good  and  wholefome  rules  and  orders  and  execute  them  accordingly 
for  the  punifhment  difcountenance  and  fuppreffing  of  all  vice  and  debauchery  and 
Idlenefs  of  which  as  all  good  Chriftians  ought  to  be  afhamedin  all  places  fo  in  New 
plantations  if  far  from  their  own  country  and  when  they  are  expofed  to  fo  many  dan- 
gers  inconveniences  and  wants  that  without  an  extraordinary  and  wonderfull  pro- 
tection and  affiflance  from  God  almighty  they  are  in  daily  hazard  of  perifhing  the 
fame  ought  to  be  more  abominated  and  that  they  likewife  eftablifh  all  neceffary  en- 
couragements for  virtue  induflry  and  obedience  and  for  whatfoever  may  advance  the 
wealth  honour  and  reputation  of  that  our  Colony  and  of  every  member  thereof 
In  order  to  which  we  do  very  heartily  recommend  to  you  and  their  care  and  confi- 
deration. 

1.  That  care  be  taken  to  difpofe  the  Planters  to  be  willing  to  build  towns  upon 
every  River  which  mufl  tend  very  much  to  their  fecurity  and  in  time  to  their  profit 
of  which  they  cannot  haue  a  better  evidence  and  example  then   from  their   neigh- 
bours of  New  England  who  obliging  themfelues  to  that  order  haue  in  few  years 
raifed  that  Colony  to  great  wealth  and  reputation  and  fecurity  we  wifh  that  there 
may  be  at  leafl  one  town  upon  every  river  and  that  you  begin  at  James  River  which 
being  firfl:  feated  we  defire  to  give  all  countenance  and  to  fettle  the  Government  there 
and  therefore  as  we  do  expeft  that  you  give  good  example  yourfelves  by  building 
fome  houfes  there  which  will  in  a  fhort  time  turn   to  your  profit  fo  you  fhall  in  our 
name  let  the  Counfellors  of  that  our  Collony  know  that  we  will  take  it  very  well  at 
their  hands  if  they  will  each  of  them  build  one  or  more  houfes  there  and  you  fhall 
give  a  particular  account  by  a  letter  to  ourfelf  of  the  fuccefs  of  this  our  defign  what 
orders  are  made  by  our  Affembly  for  the  advancement  thereof  and  what  particular 
perfons  do  engage  themfelves  to  build  upon  this  our  recommendation. 

2  That  all  poffible  Endeavours  be  ufed  and  encouragment  given  to  advance  the 
plantation  of  Silk  Flax  Hemp  Pitch  and  potatoes  for  which  we  are  well  affured  that 
climate  and  foil  is  very  proper  we  ourfelf  having  made  experience  of  the  Silk  grown 

there 
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there  and  finding  it  to  be  equal  to  any  we  have  feen  and  yet  that  feems  to  be  mod 
difficult  of  any  of  the  reft  we  expect  that  upon  the  review  of  what  is  already  efta- 
blifhed  for  the  encouragement  of  thefe  particulars  new  and  greater  Rewards  and  en- 
couragements be  given  thereunto  in  proportion  to  the  great  benefit  that  our  Colony- 
would  in  a  fhort  time  reap  thereby. 

3.  Whereas  we  have  been  moved  to  put  fome  reflraint  upon  the  planting  of  To- 
bacco in  that  our  Colony  both  for  the  advancing  the  other  commodities  we  have  re- 
commended to  you  and  becau-fe  the  price  thereof  falls  fo  low  by  the  great  quantities 
brought  iu  from  our  other  plantations,  that  the  fame  will  not  in  a  fhort  time  be  va- 
luable to  the  planters  or  merchants  and  whereas  we  have  been  like-wife  moved  to 
make  fome  order  for  the  limiting  of  the  fhips  which  trade  thither  that  they  (hall  not 
lade  and  return  from  thence  but  from  and  during  fome  time  limited  at  all  which  de- 
bates you  haye  been  prefent  and  iu  all  which  our  privy  councell  have  forborn  tp 
give  any  determination  by  reafon  of  the  difference  of  opinions  between  the  mer- 
chants and  the  planters  and  matters  of  (hips  no  one  party  of  which  feem  to  be  of  the 
fame  mind  and  opinion  we  do  recommend  the  confideration  and  debate  of  the  whole 
to  you  and  to  our  AfTembly  to  the  end  that  upon  the  due  deliberations  of  what  is 
beft  for  that  our  Colony  we  mean  for  the  general  good  and  future  advancement 
thereof  not  the  particular  profit  of  a  few  lefs  induftrious  perfons  fuch  good  rules 
may  be  eftablittied  as  may  be  for  the  public  benefit  and  becaufe  what  fttall  be  found 
neceflary  to  be  fettled  in  thefe  particulars  will  require  that  the  fame  provifion  be  like- 
-wife  made  in  Maryland  we  do  direft  you  that  fome  Commiffioners  be  appointed  to 
treat  with  others  of  Maryland  to  that  purpofe  and  a  fitt  place  agreed  upon  for  the 
fame.  In  order  whereunto  we  are  well  afliired  the  Lord  Baltimore  will  fend  Direc- 
tions to  thofe  who  are  trufted  by  him  and  if  any  thing  {hall  be  infilled  on  by  them 
contrary  to  reafon  and  prejudicial  to  our  Colony  of  Virginia  upon  reprefentation 
thereof  to  us,  we  {hall  give  fuch  a  determination  therein  as  {hall  be juft. 

4.  Whereas  there  hath  been  reprefented  to  us  an  order  of  our  councel  for  the 
Colony  concerning  2s  Impofed  by  the  AfTembly  upon  every  hhd.  of  Tobacco  ex- 
ported out  of  that  our  Colony  upon  which  fome  limitations  have  been  offered  by  the 
mafters  of  fhips  we  are  well  contented  to  confirm  the  faid  impofition  of  2s  as  afore- 
faid or  any  other  impofition  our  Aflembly  fhall  judge  fitt  and  reafonable  to  make  for 
the  good  of  the  Colony  the  fupport  of  our  Government  there  and  the  bringing  m 
and  planting  the  commodities  aforefaid  and  we  are  gracioufly  pleafed  that  out  of  the 
faid  money  foe  impofed  One  thoufand  pounds  per  annum  be  conftantly  iffued  to  our 
Governor  there  for  the  time  being  and  the  remainder  thereof  whatfoever  it  {hall 
amount  unto  {hall  be  difpofed  towards  the  encouragement  of  the  plantation  of  the 
Commodities  aforefaid,  a  true  account  whereof  (hall  be  yearly  tranfmitted  to  our 
councel  of  plantations  refiding  here  by  you  our  Governor  and  fuch  who  fhall  be  ap- 
pointed to  manage  the  fame. 
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5.  Whereas  we  have  certain  knowledge  that  there  is  greater  endeavours  ufed  by 
the  ill  arts  of  fome  and  negligence  of  others  to  defraud  us  and  this  kingdom  of  the 
freight  and  benefit  which  would  accrue  by  the  aft  of  parliament  concerning  navi- 
gation if  the  fame  was  carefully  and  faithfully  executed  and  obferved  and  that  very 
much  Tobacco  is  (hipped  in  that  our  Colony  in  Dutch  veffels  where  fome  few  Eng- 
lilh  mariners  are  entertained  for  that  purpofe  and  that  very  much  which  is  put  on 
board  fome  Englifli  veffels  is  not  yet  brought  into  England  and  entered  here  as  by 
the  faid  aft  it  ought  to  be  infomuch  as  the  quantity  of  Tobacco  brought  into  this  our 
kingdom  is  in  no  proportion  to  the  quantity  yearly  tranfported  out  of  that  our  Colony, 
we  do  hereby  require  you  that  a  very  exaft  account  you  do  caufe  to  be  entered  there 
and  tranfmitted  to  our  Councellors  and  Farmers  of  our  cuftoms  here  of  all  the  To- 
bacco which  fhall  be  fhipped  from  that  our  Colony  in  Englifli  veffels  and  that  you 
fuffer  none  other  to  be  fhipped  from  thence  with  the  time  when  the  fame  was  fhip- 
ped, the  name  of  the  fliip  and  of  the  mafter  and  to  what  place  he  or  they  are  bound 
to  the  end  that  difcovery  being  thus  made  care  may  be  taken  for  the  fevere  profecu- 
tion  and  punifhment  of  thofe  who  fhall  tranfgrefs  the  faid  aft  of  Parliament. 

6,  We  being  informed  that  the  grant  of  our  Royal  Father  of  bleffed  memory 
heretofore  made  to  that  our  Colony  to  exempt  the  planters  from  paying  Quit  Rents 
for  the  firft  feven  years  hath  turned  to  the  great  prejudice  of  that  our  Colony  and 
that  many  have  abufed  that  grace  and  taken  occafion  thereby  to  take  and  create  a 
title  to  themfelves  of  fuch  quantities  of  land  which  they  never  intend  to  or  in  truth 
can  occupy  and  cultivate  but  thereby  only  keep  out  others  who  would  plant  and 
manure  the  fame,  We  do  therefore  revoke  all  fuch  grants  as  are  contrary  to  the  inten- 
tion of  our  royal  Father  and  to  the  good  of  the  people  and  do  appoint  you  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  our  Councel  to  give  direftion  to  our  Treafurer  or  his  Deputy  that 
the  Quit  Rents  be  carefully  and  juflly  levied  and  no  longer  forbearance  therof  by 
reafbn  or  colour  of  fuch  occupation  as  aforefaid  and  you  fhall  likewife 
require  our  Treafurer  or  his  Deputy  to  be  careful  to  enter  upon  all  fuch  lands  as  are 
lawfully  efcheated  to  us  and  authorife  him  to  make  new  grants  of  the  faid  efcheated 
lands  in  fuch  manner  and  with  fuch  limitation  as  fhall  be  direfted  by  you  and  our 
Councel. 

7.  Amongft  other  good  works  we  defire  to  ereft  in  that  our  Colony  of  Virginia 
We  have  a  defire  to  ereft  fuch  an  iron  work  as  may  be  (in  truth)  confiderable  and 
above  what  a  private  undertaking  can  go  thorough  and  do  therefore  if  we  find  en- 
couragement thereunto  refolve  to  undertake  it  ourfelf  and  in  order  thereunto  we 
would  have  you  debate  the  whole  matter  and  afl  that  may  conduce  thereunto  with 
our  Councel  there  and  upon  a  clear  flate  thereof  and  upon  a  view  that  there  ispknty 
©f  good  Ore  fit  for  the  fame  you  tranfmit  your  advice  and  opinion  thereupon  how 
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we  may  heft  undertake  it,  what,  we  muft  tranfport  from  hence  for  that  pnrpofe  and 
all  things  which  are  iieceflary  thereunto  and  we  fliall  thereupon  provide  as  we  fliall 
think  fit. 

8.  You  fliall  once  every  year  tranfmit  the  true  and  full  ftate,  of  that  our  Colony  to 
ourCouncelofplantations  here  with  a  particular  account  of  every  improvement  you  ob- 
ferve  to  be  made  by  the  induftry  of  the  planters  as  well  as  by  the  dire&ion  of  the  Go- 
vernment In  the  year  paft  what  number  of  people  have  been  tranfported  thither  that 
year  and  what  new  plantations  they  have  entered  upon  and  what  new  encouragement 
you  defire  from  hence,  that  fo  upon  a  reprefentation  made  to  us  by  them  we  may  fliew 
you  by  iome  new  multiplied  grace  and  favor  how  much  we  take  to  heart  the  good 
and  benefit  and  advancement  of  that  our  Colony  and  our  good  fuhjefts  thereof. 

9.  Laftly  we  having  now  upon  your  defire  granted  a  comiflion  of  Oyer  and  Termi- 
ner for  the  better  adminiftration  of  Juftice  and  punifliment  of  offences  within  that 
our  Colony  we  do  hereby  recommend  to  your  care  wifdom  and  integrity  that  Juftice 
be  well  and  impartially  adminiftered  and  that  our  good  fubjects  fliall  have  no  caufe 
of  complaint  and  if  you  and  our  Affembly  fliall  find  it  requifite  for  the  better  execu- 
tion thereof  that  fome  perfons  learned  in  the  laws  be  fent  from  hence  and  fliall  pro- 
vide competent  falaries  for  them  we  fliall  upon  fuch  your  reprefentation  make  choice 
of  fome  fit  perfon  for  the  performance  of  that  fervice. 

Given  at  our  Court  at  White  Hall  this  1 2th  day  of  September  in  the  fourteenth 
year  of  our  Reign  1662. 

By  his  Majefties  Command. 
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THIS  Court  heretofore,  for  fome  reafons  induceing,  did  judge  meet  to  fufpend 
the  execution  of  the  laws  againft  Quakers,  as  fuch,  fo  far  as  they  refpect 
Corporal  punifliment  or  death,  during  the  Courts  pleafure.  Now  forafmuch  as  new 
complaints  are  made  to  this  Court,  of  fuch  perfons  abounding,  efpecially  in,  the 
Eaftern  parts,  endeavouring  to  draw  others  to  that  wicked  opinion  ; 

It  is  therefore  Ordered,  that  the  laft  law  tit.  vagabond  Quakers  May  1661  be 
henceforth  in  force  in  all  Refpecls  •;  Provided  that  their  Whipping  be  but  through 
three  towns :  and  the  Magiftrates  or  Commiflioners  figning  fuch  warrant,  fliall 
appoint  both  the  Towns,  and  number  of  ftripes  in  each  town  to  be  given.  [1662]

CHARLES  the  Second,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  &c.  To  all  to  whom  thefe  Pre- 
fects ftiall  come,  Greeting.  Whereas  We  have  been  informed  by  the  hum- 
ble Petition  of  Our  trufty  and  well  beloved  Subjects,  John  Clarke,  on  the  behalf  of 
Benjamin  Arnold,  William  Breaton,  William  Codington,  Nicolas  Eafton,  William 
Bouillon,  John  Porter,  John  Smith,  Samuel  Gorton,  John  Weeks,  Roger  Willi- 
ams, Thomas  Olney,  Gregory  Dexter,  John  Cogefhall,  Jofeph  Clarke,  Randall 
Houlden,  John  Greene,  John  Roome,  Samuel  Wildbore,  William  Field,  James  Barker, 
Richard  Tew,  Thomas  Harris,  and  "William  Dyre,  and  the  reft  of  the  purchafers, 
and  free  inhabitants  of  Our  Ifland  called  Rhode- Ifland,  and  the  reft  of  the  Colony  of 
Providence  Plantations,  in  the  Narraganfett-Bay  in  New-England  in  America,  That 
they  purfuing  with  peace,  and  loyal  minds,  their  fober,  ferious  and  religious  inten- 
tions, of  godly  edifying  themfelves,  and  one  another,  in  the  holy  Chriftian  faith  and 
worfhip  as  they  were  perfuaded,  together  with  the  gaining  over  and  converfion  of  the 
poor  ignorant  Indian  natives,  in  thofe  parts  of  America,  to  the  fincere  profeffion  and 
obedience  of  the  fame  faith  and  worfhip,  did  not  only  by  the  confent  and  good  en- 
couragement of  Our  royal  progenitors,  tranfport  themfelves  out  of  this  kingdom  of 
England  into  America  ;  but  alfo  fince  their  arrival  there,  after  their  firft  fettlement 
amongft  other  Our  fubje&s  in  thofe  parts,  for  the  avoiding  of  difcord,  and  thofe  mar 
ny  evils  which  were  like  to  enfue  upon  thofe  our  fubjefts,  not  being  able  to  bear  in 
thofe  remote  parts  their  different  apprehenfions  in  religious  concernments  ;  and  in 
purfuance  of  the  aforefaid  ends,  did  once  again  leave  their  defirable  ftations  and  ha- 
bitations, and  with  exceffive  labour  and  travel,  hazard  and  charge,  did  tranfplant 
themfelves  into  the  midft  of  the  Indians  natives,  who  (as  we  are  informed)  are  the 
moft  potent  Princes  and  people  of  all  that  country  ;  whereby  the  good  Providence 
of  God  (from  whom  the  Plantations  have  taken  their  name)  upon  their  labour  and 
rnduftry,  they  have  not  only  beenpre  ferved  to  admiration, but  have  increafed  and  prof- 
pered,  and  are  feized  and  poffeffed,  by  purehafe  and  confent  of  the  faid  natives,  to 
their  full  content,  of  fuch  lands,  iftands,  rivers,  harbours  and  roads,  as  are  very  con- 
venient, both  for  plantations,  and  arfo  for  building  of  ftiips,  fupply  of  pipe-ftaves,  and 

other 
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other  merchandize,  and  winch  lies  very  commodious  in  many  refpe&s  for  commerce, 
and  to  accommodate  our  Southern  plantations,  and  may  much  advance  the  trade  of 
this  Our  realm,  and  greatly  inlarge  the  territories  thereof;  they  having  by  near 
neighbourhood  to,  and  friendly  Society  with,  the  great  body  of  the  Narraganfett 
Indians,  given  them  encouragement,  of  their  own  accord,  to  fubjec~t  themfelves,  their 
people  and  lands,  unto  vs  ;  whereby  (as  is  hoped)  there  may  in  time,  by  the  bleffing 
of  God  upon  their  endeavours,  be  laid  a  fure  foundation  of  happinefs  to  all  Ameri- 
ca  :  And  wheras  in  their  humble  addrefs,  they  have  freely  declared,  That  it  is  much 
on  their  hearts  (if  they  be  permitted)  to  hold  forth  a  lively  experiment,  that  a  mofl 
flourilhing  civil  ftate  may  Hand,  and  bed  be  maintained,  and  that  among  Our  Englifh 
fubjecls,  with  a  full  liberty  in  religious  concernments,  and  that  true  piety,  rightly 
grounded  upon  gofpel  principles,  will  give  the  belt  and  greateft  fecurity  to  Sovereignty, 
and  will  lay  in  the  hearts  of  men  the  flrongeft  obligations  to  true  loyalty  :  Now  know 
ye,That  We  being  willing  to  encourage  the  hopeful  undertaking  of  Our  faid  loyal  and 
loving  fubje&s,  and  to  fecure  them  in  the  free  exercife  and  enjoyment  of  all  their  civil 
and  religious  rights  appertaining  to  them  as  Our  loving  fubjects  ;  and  to  preferve  un- 
to them  that  liberty  in  the  true  Chriftian  faith  and  worfhip  of  God,  which  they  have 
fought  with  fo  much  travel,  and  with  peaceable  minds  and  loyal  fubjection  to  Our 
royal  progenitors,  and  Ourfelves,  to  enjoy  :  And  becaufe  fome  of  the  people  and 
inhabitants  of  the  fame  Colony  cannot  in  their  private  opinion  conform  to  the  pub- 
lick  exercife  of  religion,  according  to  the  liturgy,  form,  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church 
of  England,  or  take  or  fubferibe  the  oaths  andarticles  made  and  eftablifhed  in  that 
behalf ;  and  for  that  the  fame,  by  reafon  of  the  remote  diflances  of  thofe  places, 
will,  as  We  hope,  be  no  breach  of  the  unity  and  uniformity  eftablifhed  in  this  nation, 
have  therefore  thought  fit,  and  do  hereby  publifh,  grant,  ordain  and  declare,  That 
Our  Royal  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  That  no  perfon  within  the  faid  Colony,  at  any 
time  hereafter,  ftiall  be  any-wife  molefted,  punifhed,  difquieted,  or  called  inqueftion, 
for  any  differences  in  opinion  in  matters  of  religion,  and  do  not  actually  diflurb  the 
civil  peace  of  Our  faid  Colony  ;  but  that  all  and  every  perfon  and  perfons  may,  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  freely  and  fully  have  and  enjoy  his  and  their 
©wn  judgments  and  confeiences,  in  matters  of  religious  concernments,  throughout  the 
traft  of  land,  hereafter  mentioned,  they  behaveing  themfelves  peaceably  and  quietly, 
and  not  ufing  this  liberty  to  licentioufnefs  and  profanenefs,  nor  to  the  civil  injury  or 
outward  difturbance  of  others  ;  any  law,  ftatute  or  claufe,  therein  contained,  or  to 
be  contained,  ufage  or  cuftom  of  this  realm,  to  the  contrary  hereof,  in  any-wife  not- 
vithftanding.  And  that  they  may  be  in  the  better  capacity  to  defend  themfelves  in 
their  juft  rights  and  liberties,  againft  all  the  enemies  of  the  Chriftian  faith,  and 
others,  in  all  refpetts  ;  We  have  further  thought  fit,  and  at  the  humble  petition  of 

the 
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the  perfons  aforefaid,  are  gracioufly  pleafed  to  declare,  That  they  Hull  have  and 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  Our  late  Aft  of  Indemnity,  and  free  pardon,  .as  the  reft  of  Our 
fubjefts in  other  our  dominions  and  territories  have  ;  and  to  create  and  make  them  a 
body  politick  or  corporate,  with  the  powers  and  privileges  herein  after-mentioned: 
And  accordingly,  Our  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  and  of  Our  efpecial  grace,  certain  know- 
ledge, and  mere  motion,  We  have  ordained,  conftituted  and  declared,  and  by  thefe 
prefents,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  do  ordain,  conftitute  and  declare,  That 
they  the  faid  William  Brenton,  William  Codington,  Nicolas  Eafton,  Benedift  Ar- 
nold, William  Bouillon,  John  Porter,  Samuel  Gorton,  John  Smith,  John  Weekes, 
Roger  Williams,  Thomas  Olney,  Gregory  Dexter,  John  Cogeflrall,  Jofeph  Clarke, 
Randall  Houlden,  John  Greene,  John  Roome,  William  Dyre,  Samuel  Wildbore, 
Richard  Tew,  William  Field,  Thomas  Harris,  James  Barker,  Rainfborow, 

Williams,  and  John  Nickfon,  and  all  fuch  others  as  now  are,  or  hereafter 
fliall  be  admitted,  free  of  the  Company  and  Society  of  Our  Colony  of  Providence 
plantations,  in  the  Narraganfet-Bay,  in  New-England,  fliall  be  from  time  to  time,  and 
for  ever  hereafter,  a  body  corporate  and  politick,  in  faft  and  name,  by  the  name  of 
the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Englifh  Colony  of  Rhode-Ifland  and  Providence 
Plantations,  in  New-England,  in  America ;  and  that  by  the  fame  name  they  and 
their  SuccefTors  fliall  and  may  have  perpetual  fucceflion,  and  fliall  and  may  be  perfons 
able  and  capable  in  the  law  to  fue  and  befued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  anfwer 
and  to  be  aufwered  unto,  to  defend,  and  to  be  defended,  in  all  and  Angular  fuits,  cau- 
fes,  quarrels,  matters,  aftions,  and  things,  of  what  kind  or  nature  foever ;  and  alfo 
to  have,  take,  poffefs,  acquire,  and  purchafe  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  or 
any  goods  or  chattels,  and  the  fame  to  leafe,  grant,  demife,  alien,  bargain,  fell  and 
difpofe  of,  at  their  own  Will  and  Pleafure,  as  other  Our  Liege  people  of  this  Our 
realm  of  England,  or  any  corporation,  or  body  politick  within  the  fame,  may  law- 
fully do  ;  and  further,  That  they  the  faid  Governor  and  Company,  and  their  Suc- 
ceflbrs, fliall  and  may,  for  ever  hereafter,  have  a  common  Seal,  to  ferve  and  ufe  for 
all  matters,  caufes,  things,  and  affairs  whatfoever,  of  them  and  their  Succeflbrs,  and 
the  fame  Seal  to  alter,  change,  break,  and  make  new  from  time  to  time,  at  their 
Will  and  Pleafure,  as  they  fliall  think  fit.  And  further,  We  will  and  ordain,  and  by 
thefe  prefents,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  do  declare  and  appoint,  That  for 
the  better  ordering  and  managing  of  the  affairs  and  bufinefs  of  the  faid  Company 
and  their  Succeflbrs,  there  fliall  be  one  Governor,  one  Deputy  Governor,  and  ten 
Afliftants,  to  be  from  time  to  time  conftituted,  elefted  and  chofen,  out  of  the  Free- 
men of  the  faid  Company,  for  the  time  being,  in  fuch  manner  and  form,  as  is  here- 
after in  thefe  Prefents  exprefled  ;  which  faid  officers  fliall  apply  themfelves  to  take  care 
for  the  bed  difpofing  and  ordering  of  the  general  bufinefs  and  affairs  of  and  concern- 
ing the  lands  and  hereditaments  herein  after-mentioned  to  be  granted,  and  the  Plan- 
tation 
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tation  thereof,  and  the  government  of  the  People  there.  And  for  the  better  execu- 
tion of  Our  Royal  Pfeafure  herein,  We  do  for  us,  Our  Heras  and  Succeffors,  affign, 
name,  conftitute  and  appoint,  the  aforefaid  Bcncdift  Arnold  to  be  the  firft  and  prefent 
Governor  of  the  laid  Company,  and  the  faid  William  Brenton  to  be  the  Deputy  Go- 
vernor, and  the  faid  William  BouKton,  John  Porter,  Roger  Williams,  Thomas  Ol- 
ney,  John  Smith,  John  Greene,  John  Cogefhall,  James  Barker,  William  Field,  and 
Jofeph  Clarke,  to  be  the  ten  prefent  Affiftants  of  the  faid  Company,  to  continue  in  the 
faid  feveral  Offices  refpeftnrely,  until  the  firft  Wednefday  which  {hall  be  in  the  month* 
of  May  now  next  coming.  And  further,  We  will,  and  by  thefe  prefents,  for  Us,. 
Our  Heirs  andSucceffors,doordain  and  grant, That  the  Governor  of  the  laid  Company, 
for  the  time  Bemg,or  in  his  abfence,by  occafion  of  ficknefs,or  otherwife,by  his  leave  or 
permiffion,  the  Deputy  Governor  for  the  time  being,  (hall  and  may,  from  time  to  time, 
upon  all  occafions,give  order  for  the  affembling  of  the  faid  Company,  and  calling  them 
together, to  confult  and  advife  of  tliebufinefs  and  affairs  ofthefaid  Company  :  And  that 
for  ever  hereafter,  twice  in  every  year,  (that  is  to  fay)  on  every  firft  Wednefday  in  the 
month  of  May,  and  on  every  lad  Wednefday  in  October,  or  oftener,in  cafe  it  fliall  be  re- 
quifite,the  Affiftants,  and  fuch  of  the  Freemen  of  the  faid  Company,  not  exceeding  fix 
perfons,  for  Newport,  four  perfons  for  each  of  the  refpe&ive  towns  of  Providence, 
Portfmouth,  and  Warwick,  and  two  perfons  for  each  other  place,  town  or  city,  who 
fliall  be  from  time  to  time  thereunto  elected  or  deputed  by  the  major  part  of  the  Free- 
men of  the  refpeftive  places,  towns  or  places  for  which  they  fliall  be  fo  ele&ed  or  de- 
puted, fhall  have  a  General  meeting  or  Affembly,  then  and  there  to  confult,  advife  and 
determine,  in  and  about  the  affairs  and  bufinefs  of  the  faid  Company  and  Plantations. 
And  further,  We  do  of  Our  efpecial  grace,  certain  knowledge,  and  mere  motion, 
give  and  grant  unto  the  faid  Governor  and  company  of  the  Englifli  Colony  of  Rhocle- 
Ifland  and  Providence  Plantations  in  New-England  in  America,  and  their  Succeffors, 
That  the  Governor,  or  in  his  abfence,  or  by  his  permiffion,  the  Deputy  Gouernor  of 
the  faid  Company,  for  the  time  being,  the  Affiftants  and  fuch  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
faid  Company,  as  fliall  be  fo  as  aforefaid  elected  or  deputed,  or  fo  many  of  them  as  fliall 
be  prefent  at  fuch  Meeting  or  Affembly,  as  aforefaid,  fliall  be  called  the  General  Af- 
fembly ;  and  that  they,  or  the  greateft  part  of  them  then  prefent,  whereof  the  Go- 
vernor, or  Deputy  Governor,  and  fix  of  the  Affiftants  at  leaft,  to  be  feven,  fliall  have, 
and  have  hereby  given  and  granted  unto  them,'  full  power  and  authority,  from  time 
to  time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  to  appoint,  alter  and  change  fuch  days,  times  and 
places  of  Meeting,  and  General  Affembly,  as  they  fliall  think  fit ;  and  to  chufe,  no- 
minate and  appoint  fuch  and  fo  many  perfons  as  they  fhall  think  fit,  and  fliall  be  wil- 
ling  to  accept  the  fame,  to  be  free  of  the  faid  Company,  and  Body  Politick,  and  them 
into  the  fame  to  admit,  and  to  eleft,  and  conftitute  fuch  Offices  and  Officers,  and  to 
grant  fuch  needful  commiffions  as  they  fliall  think  fit  and  requifite,  for  the  ordering 
managing,  and  difpatching  of  the  affairs  of  the  faid  Governor  and  Company,   and 
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tlieir  Succeffors  ;  and,  from  time  to  time,  to  make,  ordain,  coftitute  or  repeal,  fuch 
Jaws,  llatutes,  orders  and  ordinances,  forms  and  ceremonies  of  government  and  Ma- 
gistracy, as  to  them  fhall  feem  meet,  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  the  faid  Company, 
and  for  the  government  and  ordering  of  the  lands  and  hereditaments  herein  after- 
mentioned  to  be  granted,  and  of  the  people  that  do  or  at  any  time  hereafter  fhall  in- 
habit, or  be  within  the  fame  ;  fo  as  fuch  laws,  ordinances  and  conititutions,  fo  made 
be  not  contrary  and  repugnant  unto,  but  as  near  as  may,  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  this 
our  realm  of  England,  confidering  the  nature  and  conftitution  of  the  place  and  peo- 
ple there  ;  and  alfo,  to  appoint,  order  and  direct,  erect  and  fettle  fuch  places  and 
courts  of  jurifdiction,  for  the  hearing  and  determining  of  all  actions,  cafes,  matters, 
and  things,  happening  within  the  faid  Colony  and  plantation,  and  which  fhall  be  in 
difpute,  and  depending  there,  as  they  fhall  think  fit ;  and  alfo  to  diftinguifh  and  fet 
forth  the  feveral  names  and  titles,  duties,  powers  and  limits,  of  each  court,  office  and 
officer,  fuperior  and  inferior  ;  and  alfo  to  contrive  and  appoint  fuch  forms  of  oaths 
and  atteftations  not  repugnant,  but  as  near  as  may  be,  agreeable  as  aforefaid,  to  the 
laws  and  ftatutes  of  this  our  realm,  as  are  convenient  and  requifite,  with  refpect  to 
the  due  adminiftratioD  of  juftice,  and  due  execution  and  difcharge  of  all  offices  and 
places  of  trull,  by  the  perfons  that  fhall  be  therein  concerned  ;  and  alfo  to  regulate 
and  order  the  way  and  manner  of  all  elections  to  offices  and  places  of  truft,  and  to 
prefcribe,  limit  and  diftinguifh  the  number  and  bounds  of  all  places,  towjis  and  citiep, 
within  the  limits  andbounds  herein  after  mentioned,  and  not  herein  particularly  named, 
who  have  or  fhall  have  the  power  of  electing  and  fending  of  freemen  to  the  faid  Ge- 
neral Affembly  j  and  alfo  to  order,  direct  aud  authorize  the  impofing  of  lawful  and 
reafonable  fines,  mulcts,  imprifonments,  and  executing  other  punifhments,  pecuniary 
and  corporal,  upon  offenders  and  delinquents,  according  to  the  courfe  of  other  ope- 
rations, within  our  kingdom  of  England  ;  and  again,  to  alter,  revoke,  annul  or  par- 
don, under  their  common  feal,  or  otherwife,  fuch  fines,  mulcts,  imprifonments,  fen- 
tences,  judgments  and  condemnations,  as  fhall  be  thought  fit ;  and  to  direct,  rule,  or- 
der and  difpofe  of  all  other  matters  and  things,  and  particularly  that  which  relates  to 
the  making  of  purchafes  of  the  native  Indians,  as  to  them  fhall  feem  meet ;  whereby 
our  faid  people  and  inhabitants  in  the  faid  plantations,  may  be  fo  religioufly,  peacea- 
bly and  civilly  governed,  as  that  by  their  good  life,  and  orderly  converfation,  they 
may  win  and  invite  the  native  Indians  of  the  country  to  the  knowledge  and  obedi- 
ence of  the  only  true  God,  and  faviour  of  mankind  ;  willing,  commanding  and  re- 
quiring, and  by  thefe  prefents,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  ordaining  and  ap- 
pointing, that  all  fuch  laws,  ftatutes,  orders  and  ordinances,  inftructions,  impofitions 
and  directions,  as  fhall  be  fomade  by  the  Governor,  Deputy,  Affiftants  and  freemen, 
or  fuch  number  of  them,  as  aforefaid,  and  publifhed  in  waiting,  under  their  common 
feal,  fhall  be  carefully  and  duly  obferved,  kept,  pa-formed  and  put  in  execution,  ac- 
.      3  cording 
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trading  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  fame  :  And  *hde  our  letters  patents, 
or  the  duplicate  or  exemplification  thereof,  (hall  be  to  all  and  every  fuch  officers,  fu- 
perior  or  inferior,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  putting  of  the  fame  orders,   laws,  fta- 
tutes,  ordinances,  inftruftions  and  dareftions,  in  due  execution,  againftus,  our  heirs 
and  fucceflbrs,  a  fufficient  warrant  and  difcharge  :  and  further,  our  will  and  pleafure 
is,  and  we  do  hereby,  for  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  eftabliflx  and  ordain,  That 
yearly,  once  m  the  year,  for  ever  hereafter,  namely  the  aforefaid  Wednefday  in  May, 
and  at  the  town  of  Newport,  or  elfewhere,  if  urgent  occafion  do  require,  the  Gover- 
nor, Deputy   Governor,  and  afliflants  of  the  faid  Company,   and   other  officers 
of  the  faid  Company,  or  fuch  of  them  as  the  General  Aflembly  (hall  think  fit,  (hall 
be  in  the  faid  General  Court  or  Aflembly,  to  be  held  from  that  day  or  time,  newly 
chofen  for  the  year  enfuing,  by  greater  part  of  the  faid  company,  for  the  time  being, 
as  (hall  be  then  and  there  prefent ;  and  if  it  (hall  happen,  that  the  prefent  Governor, 
Deputy  Governor,  and  Afliflants,  by  thefe  prefents  appointed,  or  any  fuch  as  (hall 
hereafter  be  newly  chofen  into  their  rooms,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  other  the  officers 
of  the  faid  Company,  (hall  die,  or  be  removed  from  his  or  their  feveral  offices  or 
places,  before  the  faid  general  day  of  ele&ion,  (whom  we  do  hereby  declare,  for  any 
mifdemeanour  or  default,  to  be  removeable  by  the  Governor  Afliflants  and  Compa- 
ny, or  fuch  greater  part  of  them,  in  any  of  the  faid  public  courts  to  be  aflembled,  as 
aforefaid)  that  then,  and  in  every  fuch  cafe,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the 
faid  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  Afliflants  and  Company  aforefaid,  or  fuch  greater 
part  of  them,  fo  to  be  aflembled,  as  is  aforefaid,  in  any  of  their  affemblies,  to  proceed 
to  a  new  eleftion  of  one  or  more  of  their  company,  in  the  room  or  place,  rooms  or 
places,  of  fuch  officer  or  officers  fo  dying  or  removed,  according  to  their  directions : 
And  immediately  upon  and  after  fuch  election  or  eleftions  made,  of  fuch  Governor, 
Deputy  Governor,  Afliftant  or  Afliflants,  or  any  other  officer  of  the  faid  Company, 
in  manner  and  form  aforefaid,  the  Authority,  Office  and  Power,  before  given  to  the 
former  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  and  other  officer  and  officers  fo  removed,  in 
whofe  (lead  and  place  new  (hall  be  chofen,  (hall,  as  to  him  and  them,  and  every  of 
them  refpe&iveiy,  ceafe  and  determine  -,  provided  always,  and  our  Will  and  Plea- 
fure is,  That  as  well  fuch  as  are  by  thefe  prefents  appointed  to  be  the  prefent  Go- 
vernor, Deputy  Governor,  and  Afliflants  of  the  faid  Company,  as  thofe  which  (hall 
fucceed  them,  and  all  other  officers  to  be  appointed  and -chofen  as  aforefaid,  (hall  be- 
fore the  undertaking  the  execution  of  the  faid  offices  and  places  refpe&ively,  give 
their  folemn  engagement  by  oath  or  otherwife  for  the  due  and  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  in  their  feveral  offices  and  places,  before  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  are 
by  thefe  prefents  hereafter  appointed  to  take  and  receive  the  fame ;  (that  is  to  fay) 
the  faid  Benedict  Arnold,  who  is  herein  before  nominated  and  appointed  the  prefent 
Governor  of  the  faid  Company,  lhall  give  the  aforefaid  engagement  before  Wiiliam 
Voju  IL  4 1  Brenton, 
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Brenton,  or  any  two  of  the  faid  Affiftants  of  the  faid  Company,  unto  whom  We  do, 
by  thefe  prefents,  give  full  power  and  authority  to  require  and  receive  the  fame ;  and 
the  faid  William  Brenton,  who  is  hereby  before  nominated  and  appointed  the  prefent 
Deputy  Governor  of  the  faid  Company,  fhall  give  the  aforefaid  engagement  before 
the  faid  Benedict  Arnold,  or  any  two  of  the  Affiftants  of  the  faid  Company,  unto 
whom  We  do,  by  thefe  prefents,  give  full  power  and  authority  to  require  and  re- 
ceive the  fame  j  and  the  faid  William  Bouillon,  John  Porter,  Roger  Williams,  Tho- 
mas Olney,  John  Smith,  John  Greene,  John  Coggefhall,  James  Barker,  William 
Field,  and  Jofeph  Clarke,  who  are  herein  before  nominated  and  appointed  the  pre- 
fent Affiftants  of  the  Company,  fhall  give  the  faid  engagement  to  their  offices  and 
places  reflectively  belonging,  before  the  faid  Benedict  Arnold  and  William  Brenton, 
or  one  of  them,  to  whom  refpeftively  We  do  hereby  give  full  power  and  authority 
to  require,  adminifter  or  receive  the  fame.  And  further,  Out  Will  and  Pleafure  is, 
That  all  and  every  other  future  Governor,  or  Deputy  Governor,  to  be  elected  and 
chofen  by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  fhall  give  the  faid  engagement  before  two  or  more 
of  the  faid  Affiftants  of  the  faid  Company  for  the  time  being,  unto  whom  We  do,  by 
thefe  prefents,  give  full  power  and  authority  to  require,  adminifter  or  receive  the 
fame  ;  and  the  faid  Affiftants,  and  every  of  them,  and  all  and  every  other  officer  or 
officers,  to  be  hereafter  ele&ed  and  chofen  by  virtue  of  thefe  prefents,  from  time  to 
time,  fhall  give  the  like  engagements  to  their  offices  and  places  refpectively  belong- 
ing, before  the  Governor,  or  Deputy  Governor,  for  the  time  being;  un- 
to which  faid  Governor  or  Deputy  Governor,  We  do  by  thefe  prefents  give  full 
power  and  authority  to  require,  adminifter,  or  receive  the  fame  accordingly.  And 
We  do  likewife,  for  Us,  Our  Heirs,  and  Succeffors,  give  and  grant  unto  the  faid 
Governor  and  Company,  and  their  Succeffors,  by  thefe  prefents,  That  for  the  more 
peaceable  and  orderly  government  of  the  faid  Plantations,  it  fhall,  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  Affiftants,  and  all  other  Officers  and  Minifters, 
of  the  faid  Company,  in  the  adminiftration  of  juftice,  and  the  exercife  of  government, 
in  the  faid  Plantations,  to  ufe,  exercife,  and  put  in  execution,  fuch  methods,  rules, 
orders,  and  directions,  not  being  contrary  and  repugnant  to  the  laws  and  ftatutes 
ef  this  our  realm,  as  has  been  heretofore  given,  ufed,  and  accuftomed  in  fuch  cafes 
refpectively,  to  be  put  in  praftice,  until,  at  the  next,  or  fome  other  General  Affembly, 
efpecial  provifion  fhall  be  made  and  ordained  in  the  cafes  aforefaid.  And  we  do 
further,  for  us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  give  and  grant  unto  the  faid  Governor 
and  Company,  and  their  Succeffors,  by  thefe  prefents,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be 
lawful  to  and  for  the  faid  Governor,  or  in  his  abfence  the  Deputy  Governor,  and 
major  part  of  the  faid  Affiftants  for  the  time  being,  at  any  time^  when  the  faid 
General  Affembly  is  not  fitting,  to  nominate,  appoint  and  conftitute  fuch  and  fo 
many  Commanders,  Governors,  and  Military  Officers,  as  to  them  fhall  feein  requi- 
site for  the  leading,  conducting,  and  training  up  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Plantations 
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in  martial  affairs,  and  For  the  defence  and  fafeguard  of  the  faid  Plantations  ;  and 
that  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  all  and  every  fuch  Commander,  Gover- 
nor, and  Military  Officer,  that  fliall  be  fo  as  aforefaid,  or  by  the  Governor,  or  in 
his  abfeuce  the  Deputy  Governor,  and  fix  of  the  Afliftants,  and  major  part  of  the 
Freemen  of  the  faid  Company,  prefent  at  any  General  Aflemblies,  nominated,  ap- 
pointed and  conftituted,  according  to  the  tenor  of  his  and  their  refpe&ive  commiffi- 
ons  and  directions,  to  affemble,  exercife  in  arms,  marflial,  array,  and  put  in  warlike 
pbfture  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Colony,  for  their  efpecial  defence  and  fafety,  and 
to  lead  and  conduct  the  faid  inhabitants,  and  to  encounter,  repulfe,  and  refill  by 
force  of  arms,  as  well  as  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  alfo  to  kill,  flay  and  deftroy,  by 
all  fitting  ways,  enterprizes  and  means  whatfoever,  all  and  every  fuch  perfon  or  per- 
fons,  as  fliall  at  any  time  hereafter  attempt  or  enterprize  the  deftruttion,  invafion, 
detriment  or  annoyance  of  the  faid  inhabitants  or  Plantations  ;  and  to  ufe  and  exer- 
cife the  law  martial,  in  fuch  cafes  only  as  occafion  fhall  necefiarily  require  ;  and  to 
take  and  furprize,  by  all  ways  and  means  whatfoever,  all  and  every  fuch  perfon  and 
perfons,  with  their  (hip  or  (hips,  armour,  ammunition,  or  other  goods  of  fuch  per- 
fons as  fliall  in  hoftile  manner  invade  or  attempt  the  defeating  of  the  faid  Plantation, 
or  the  hurt  of  the  faid  Company  and  inhabitants ;  and  upon  juft  caufes  to  invade 
and  deftroy  the  natives,  Indians,  or  other  enemies  of  the  faid  Colony.  Neverthe- 
lefs,  Our  will  and  pleafure  is,  and  we  do  hereby  declare,  to  the  reft  of  our  Co- 
lonies in  New-England,  That  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  for  this  our  faid  Colony  of 
Rhode-Ifland  and  Providence  Plantations  in  America,  in  New-England,  to  invade 
the  natives  inhabiting  within  the  bounds  and  limits  of  their  faid  Colonies,  without 
the  knowledge  and  confent  of  the  faid  Colonies.  And  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  it  fhaH 
not  be  lawful  to  or  for  the  reft  of  the  Colonies  to  invade  or  moleft  the  native  Indians, 
or  any  other  inhabitants  inhabiting  within  the  bounds  or  limits  hereafter  mentioned, 
(they  having  fubjected  themfelves  unto  us,  and  being  by  us  taken  into  our  fpecial 
protection)  without  the  knowledge  and  confent  of  the  Governor  and  Company  of 
our  Colony  of  Rhode-Ifland  and  Providence  Plantation.  Alfo  our  Will  and  Plea- 
fure is,  and  we  do  hereby  declare  unto  all  Chriftian  Kings,  Princes  and  States,  That 
if  any  perfon,  which  fliall  hereafter  be  of  the  faid  Company  or  Plantation,  or  any 
other  by  appointment  of  the  faid  Governor  and  Company,  for  the  time  being,  fliall 
at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  rob  or  fpoil,  by  fea  or  land,  or  do  any  hurt,  or  un- 
lawful hoftility,  to  any  of  the  fubjecls  of  us,  our  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  or  any  of  the 
Subjects  of  any  Prince  or  State,  being  then  in  league  with  us,  our  heirs  and  fuccef- 
fors ;  upon  complaint  of  fuch  injury  done  to  any  fuch  Prince  or  State,  or  their  fub- 
jects,  we,  our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  will  make  open  proclamation,  within  any  parts 
oi  our  realm  of  England,  fit  for  that  purpofe,  That  the  perfon  or  perfons  committ-

iflg  any  fuch  robbery  or  fpoil,  fhall,  within  the  time  limited  by  fuch  proclamation, 
make  full,  reftitution  or  fatisfa&ion  of  all  fuch  injuries  done  or  committed,  fo  as  the 
faid  Prince,  or  others  fo  complaining,  may  be  fully  fatisfied  and  contented  ;  and  if 
the  faid  perfon  or  perfons,  who   {halt  commit  any  fuch  robbery  or  fpoil,  fhall  not 
make  fatisfaction  accordingly  within  fuch  time  fo  to  be  limited,   That  then  We, 
our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  will  put  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  out  of  our  allegiance  and 
protection ;  and  that  then  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful,  and  free  for  all  Princes  or 
others,  to  profecute  with  hoftility  fuch  offenders,  and*  every  of  them,  their  and  eve- 
ry of  their  Procurors,  Aiders,  Abettors,  and  Councellors,  in  that  behalf.     Provided 
alfo,  and  Our  exprefs  Will  and  pleafure  is,  and  we  do  by  thefe  prefents,  for  Us,  Our 
Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  ordain  and  appoint,  That  thefe  prefents  fhall  not  in  any  man- 
ner hinder  any  of  Our  loving  fubje&s  whatfoever,  from  ufing  and  exercifing  the 
trade  of  fifhing  upon  the  coaft  of  New-England  in  America  ;  but  that  they,  and  eve- 
ry or  any  of  them,  fhall  have  full  and  free  power  and  liberty  to  continue  and  ufc 
the  trade  of  fifhing  upon  the  faid  coaft,  in  any  of  the  feas  thereunto  adjoining,  or 
any  arms  of  the  fea,  or  falt-water,  rivers  and  creeks,  where  they  have  been  accuf- 
tomed  to  fifh-,  and  to  build  andfet  upon  the  waftc  land  belonging  to  the  faid  Colony 
and  Plantations,  fuch  wharfs,  ftages,  and  work-houfes  as  fhall  be  neceffary  for  the 
faking,  drying  and  keeping  of  their  fifh,  to  be  taken  or  gotten  upon  that  coaft.  And 
further  for  the  encouragement  of  the   inhabitants  of  Our  faid  Colony  of  Provi- 
dence Plantation,  to  fet  upon  the  bufinefs  of  taking  whales,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for 
them,  or  any  of  them,  having  ftruck  a  whale,  dubertus,  or  other  great  fifh,  it  or 
them  to  purfue  unto  that  coaft,  and  into  any  bay,  river,  cove,  creek  or  fhore,  be- 
longing thereto,  and  it  or  them,  upon  the  faid  coaft,  or  in  the  faid  bay,  river, 
cove,  creek  or  fhore  belonging  thereto,  to  kill  and  order  for  the  beft  advantage 
without  moleftation,  they  making  no  wilful  waftc  or  fpoil ;  any  thing  in  thefe  pre- 
fents contained,  or  any  other  matter  or  thing  to  the  contrary,  notwithftanding.     And 
further  alfo,  We   are  gracioufly  pleafed,  and  do  hereby  declare,  That  if  any  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Our  faid  Colony  do  fet  upon  the  planting  of  Vineyards,  (the 
foil  and  climate  both  feeming  naturally  to  concur  to  the  produ&Jon  of  wines)  or  be 
induftrious  in  the  difcovery  of  fiihing  banks,  in  or  about  the  faid  Colony,  we  will 
from  time  to  time,  give  and  allow  all  due  and  fitting  encouragement  therein,  as  to 
others  in  cafes  of  like  nature.     And  further  of  Our  more  ample  grace,  certain 
knowledge,,  and  mere  motion,  We  have  given  and  granted  and  by  thefe  prefents, 
for  us,  our  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  do  give  and  grant,  unto  the  faid  Governor  and 
Company  of  the  Engliih  Colony  of  Rhode-ifland  and  Providence  Plantation  in  the 
Narraganfett  bay  in  New-England,  in  America,  and  to  every  inhabitant  there,  and 
to  every  perfon  and  perfons  trading  thither,  and  to  every  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as 
are  or  fhall  be  free  of  the  faid  Colony,  full  power  and  authority,  horn  time  to  time, 
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and  at  all  times  hereafter,  to  take,  (hip,  tranfport,  and  carry  away,  out  of  any  of  Our 
realms  and  dominions,  for  and  towards  the  Plantation  and  defence  of  the  faid  Co- 
lony, fuch  and  fo  many  of  our  loving  fubjefts  and  flrangers,  as  fliall  or  will  willing- 
ly accompany  them  in  and  to  their  faid  Colony  and  Plantation,  except  fuch  perfon 
or  perfons  as  are  or  fhall  be  therein  reftrained  by  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  or 
any  law  or  ftatute  of  this  realm  ;  and  alfo  to  (hip  and  tranfport  all  and  all  manner 
of  goods,  chattels,  merchandize,  and  other  things  whatfoever,  that  are  or  fhall  be 
ufeful  or  neceffary  for  the  faid  Plantations,  and  defence  thereof,  and  ufually  tranf- 
ported,  and  not  prohibited  by  any  law  or  ftatute  of  this  Our  realm  ;  yielding  and 
paying  unto  Us,  Our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  fuch  the  duties,  cuftoms  and  fubfidies,  as 
are  or  ought  to  be  paid  or  payable  for  the  fame.  And  further,  Our  Will  and 
Pleafure  is,  and  We  do,  for  us,  Our  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  ordain,  declare  and 
grant,  unto  the  faid  Governor  and  Company,  and  their  Succeffors,  That  all  and 
every  the  fubjefts  of  Us,  Our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  which  are  already  planted  and 
fettled  within  Our  faid  Colony  of  Providence  Plantations,  or  which  fhall  hereafter 
go  to  inhabit  within  the  faid  Colony,  and  all  and  every  of  their  children  which  have 
been  born  there,  or  which  fhall  happen  hereafter  to  be  born  there,  or  on  the  fea 
going  thither,  or  returning  from  thence,  fhall  have  and  enjoy  all  liberties  and 
immunities  of  free  and  natural  fubjefts,  within  any  the  dominions  of  Us,  our  heirs 
or  fucceffors,  to  all  intents,  conftruftions  and  purpofes  whatfoever,  as  if  they 
and  every  of  them  were  born  within  the  realm  of  England.  And  further 
know  ye,  That  We,  of  our  more  abundant  grace,  certain  knowledge,  and  mere 
motion,  have  given,  granted  and  confirmed,  and  by  thefe  prefents,  for  Us,  our 
heirs  and  Succeffors,  do  give,  grant  and  confirm,  unto  the  faid  Governor  and  Com- 
pany, and  their  Succeffors,  all  that  part  of  Our  dominions,  in  New-England  in 
America,  containing  the  Nahantick  and  Nanbyganfett  alias  Naraganfett  Bay  and 
countries  and  parts  adjacent,  bounded  on  the  weft,  or  wefterly,  to  the  middle  or 
channel  of  a  river  there  commonly  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Pawcatuck 
alias  Pawcawtuck  river,  and  fo  along  the  faid  river,  as  the  greater  or  middle  flream 
thereof  reacheth  or  lies  up  into  the  North  country,  northward  unto  the  head  there- 
of, and  from  thence  by  a  ftrait  line  drawn  due  north,  until  it  meet  with  the  fouth 
line  of  the  Majfachufets  colony,  and  on  the  north  or  northerly  by  the  aforefaid 
fouth  or  foutherly  line  of  the  Majfachufets  Colony  or  Plantation,  and  extending  to- 
wards the  Eaft  or  Eaftwardly  three  Englifh  miles,  to  the  Eaft  and  North-Eafl  of  the 
niofl  Eaflern  and  North  Eaflern  parts  of  the  aforefaid  Narraganfett  Bay,  as  the 
faid  bay  lieth  or  extendeth  itfelf  from  the  ocean  on  the  South,  or  Southwardly, 
unto  the  mouth  of  the  river  which  runneth  towards  the  town  of  Providence,  and 
from  thence  along  the  Eaftwardly.Jide  or  bank  of  the  faid  river  (higher  called  by 
the  name  of  Seacunck  river)  up  to  the  falls  called  Patucket  falls,  being  the  mofl 
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Weftwardly  line  of  Plymouth  Colony ;  and  fo  from  the  faid  falls,  in  a  ftrait  line  due 
North,  until  it  meet  with  the  aforefaid  line  of  the  Majfachufets  Colony,  and  bound- 
ed on  the  South  by  the  Ocean,  and  in  particular  the  lands  belonging  to  the  town  of 
Providence,  Patuxit,  Warwick,  Mifquammacock,  alias  Pawcatuck,  and  the  reft  upon 
the  main  land,  in  the  tract  aforefaid,  together  with  Road  Ifland,  Blocke-Ifland,  and  all 
the  reft  of  the  iflands  and  banks  in  the  Narraganfett  bay,  and  bordering  upon  the  coaft 
of  the  tract  aforefaid,  (Fifliers-Ifland  only  excepted)  together  with  all  firm  lands, 
foils,  grounds,  havens,  ports,  rivers,  waters,  fifhings,  mines  royal,  and  all  other 
mines,  minerals,  precious  ftones,  quarries,  woods,  wood-grounds,  rocks,  flates, 
and  all  and  Angular  other  commodities,  jurifdidtions,  royalties,  privileges,  franchifes, 
pre-eminences  and  hereditaments  whatfoever,  within  the  faid  tra£t,  bounds,  lands 
and  Iflands  aforefaid,  to  them  or  any  of  them  belonging,  or  in  any-wife  appertain- 
ing, to  have  and  to  hold  the  fame,  unto  the  faid  Governor  and  Company,  and  their 
fucceflbrs  for  ever,  upon  truft,  for  the  ufe  and  benefit  of  themfelves,  and  their  af- 
fociat'es,  freemen  of  the  faid  Colony,  their  heirs  and  afiigns,  to  be  holden  of  Us, 
Our  heirs  and  Succeflors  as  of  the  Manor  of  Eaft-Greenwich,  in  Our  county  of 
Kent,  in  free  and  common  foccage,  and  not  in  capite,  nor  by  Knight's  fervice,  yield- 
ing and  paying  therefore  to  Us,  Our  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  only  the  fifth  part  of  all 
the  ore  of  gold  and  filver,  which  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  {hall 
be  there  gotten,  had  or  obtained,  in  lieu  and  fatisfaction  of  all  fervices,  duties, 
fines,  forfeitures  made  or  to  be  made,  claims  and  demands  whatfoever,  to  be  to 
Us  Our  heirs  or  Succeflbrs,  therefore  or  thereout  rendered,  made  or  paid ;  any 
grant  or  claufe,  in  a  late  grant  to  the  Governor  and  Company  of  Connecticut  Colo- 
ny in  America,  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wife  notwithftanding ;  the  aforefaid 
Pawcatuck  river  having  been  yielded  after  much  debate,  for  the  fixed  and  certain 
bounds  between  thefe  our  faid  colonies,  by  the  agents  thereof,  who  have  alfo  agreed, 
that  the  faid  Pawcatuck  river  {hall  be  alfo  called  alias  Narrogancett  or  Narraganfett 
river,  and  to  prevent  future  difputes  that  otherwife  might  arife  thereby,  for  ever 
hereafter,  fhall  be  conftrued,  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  Narrogancett  river,  in 
our  late  grant  to  Connecticut  Colony,  mentioned  as  the  eafterly  bounds  of  that  Co- 
lony. And  further,  Our  will  and  pleafure  is,  That  in  all  matters  of  publick  con* 
troverfies,  which  may  fall  out  between  Our  Colony  of  Providence  plantation,  to 
make  their  appeal  therein  to  Us,  our  heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  for  redrefs  in  fuch  cafes, 
within  this  Our  realm  of  England ;  and  that  it  {hall  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  faid  Colony  of  Providence  Plantation,  without  lett  or  moleftation,  to 
pafs  and  repafs  with  freedom  into  and  through  the  reft  of  the  Englifli  Colonies,  up- 
on their  lawful  and  civil  occafioris,  and  to  converfe,  and  hold  commerce,  and  trade 
with  retch  of  the  inhabitants  of  Our  other  Englifli  Colonics  as  {hall  be  willing  to 
admit  them  thereunto,  they  behaving  themfelves  peaceably  among  them ;  any  aft, 
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claufc  or  fentence,  in  any  of  the  faid  colonies  provided,  or  that  (hall  be  provided, 
to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.  And  laflly,  We  do  for  Us,  our  heirs  and  Succef- 
fors,  ordain  and  grant  unto  the  faid  Governor  and  Company,  and  their  Succeflbrs, 
by  thefe  prefents,  That  thefe  our  letters  patents  fha'U  be  firm,  good,  effeftual  and 
available,  in  all  things  in  the  law,  to  all  intents,  conftru&ions  and  purpofes  whatfoe- 
Ter,  according  to  our  true  intent  and  meaning  herein  before  declared  ;  and  fliall  be 
conftrued,  reputed  and  adjudged,  in  all  cafes,  mod  favourably  on  the  behalf,  and 
for  the  belt  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  faid  Governor  and  Company,  and  their  fuc- 
ceffors,  although  exprefs  mention,  &c.     In  witnefs,  &c.  witnefs,  &c.

TRANSLATION  of  the  Journal  of  the  Dutch  Commijfioners  to  Hartford  anno  1663.. 


JOURNAL  kept  by  the  Commijfioners  Cornells  Van  Ruyven,  Burgomajler  Van  Cort- 
landt  and  Mr.  John  Lawrence  Citizen  and  Inhabitant  of  the  City  of  New  Am- 
Jlerdam  on  their  voyage  to  Hertford. 

Anno  1 663  on  the  1  j \th  of  Oclober  being  Monday. 

AT  Sun  Rifing  we  departed  with  the  yatch  of  Dirk  Smith  the  Wind  being  con- 
trary, we  came  however  with  that  Tide  as  far  as  the  Varken's  or  Hog's  If- 
land,  and  as  we  could  not  by  reafon  of  the  ftrong  ebb  advance  any  farther  with  row- 
ing wc  caft  anchor  and  went  on  fhore — The  Sailors  fetcht  Ballaft — The  Ebb  being 
fpent  we  weigh'd  anchor — at  low  water  got  thro'  Hell-Gate  and  by  luffing  and  row- 
ing came  as  far  as  Minnetty's  Ifland  where  the  Tide  ftopt  again. 

16  Do.  Early  in  the  Morning  we  weigh'd  Anchor  again,  the  wind  being  ftill  con- 
trary— The  Tide  ftopt  near  Oyfterbay — The  wind  being  pretty  good  in  the  after- 
noon we  got  fight  of  Stratford  Point — The  wind  fhifted  and  the  Tide  being  fpent 
we  caft  anchor. 

17  Do.  Early  in  the  morning  we  were  again  under  fail  with  a  good  Tide  and  a 
contrary  Wind  neverthelefs  by  luffing  and  rowing  we  made  Milford  between  eight 
and  nine  o'clock,  where  we  immediately  addrefled  our  felves  to  Mr.  Bryan  Merchant 
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begging  the  favor  of  him  to  provide  three  horfes  for  us  to  ride  to  Hertford  with, 
which  he  undertook  to  do  and  faid  that  he  purpofed  to  go  there  himfelf,  in  the  mean 
time  we  went  to  pay  our  Compliments  to  the  Magistrates  Mr.  Treat  and  Mr.  Fenn 
but  found  neither  of  them  at  home,  afterwards  Mr.  Treat  came  to  us  in  the  Inn,  af- 
ter mutual  compliments  we  acquainted  him  with  the  reafon  of  our  coming  and  Jour- 
ney to  Hertford,  requeuing  him  to  take  our  yatch  which  we  left  in  the  harbour  un- 
der his  protection  'till  our  return,  in  cafe  any  Privateers  which  we  underflood  ho- 
vered about  there  mould  attack  it,  which  he  accepted  of,  we  alfo  recommended  the 
fame  to  young  Mr.  Bryan,  in  the  mean  time  we  underflood  that  no  more  than  two 
h.  rfes  could  be  had,  unlefs  a  young  man  who  came  from  Herford  would  let  us  his, 
the  young  Man  being  called,  we  agreed  with  him  for  the  hire  of  his  horfe  for  four- 
teen Englifh  (hillings,  but  when  the  horfe  fhould  be  delivered  he  receded  from  his 
Bargain,  being  afk'd  why,  fince  we  were  abfolutely  agreed,  he  would  hardly  ex- 
plain himfelf,  but  faid  at  lafl  he  feared  his  people  at  Herford  would  take  it  amifs  of 
him  for  affifHng  thofe  who  were  their  enemies,  which  was  taken  amifs  by  the  Magis- 
trate who  was  prefent,  who  told  him  that  according  to  agreement  he  muft  deliver  his 
horfe,  which  he  finally  did  but  with  reluctance,  after  dinner  the  horfes  being  ready 
we  mounted  and  rode  to  Newhaven,  where  we  arrived  an  hour  or  two  before  dark ; 
the  horfes  being  taken  care  of,  we  waited  upon  the  Deputy  Governor  Mr.  Gilbert, 
but  did  not  find  him  at  home — We  ftaid  that  night  at  Newhaven. 

1 8  Do.  being  Thurfday  We  departed  from  Newhaven  at  Sun  Rifing  in  Com- 
pany with  Mr.  Bryan  Merchant  of  Milford  and  Mr.  Pell,  and  came  at  Herford  about 
four  o'clock,  where  being  informed  that  the  Governor  and  Court  were  affembled, 
we  thought  proper  in  order  to  lofe  no  time,  to  acquaint  the  affembly  with  our  arrival, 
and  at  the  fame  time  torequeft  a  hearing,  which  being  done  we  received  in  anfwer, 
that  we  might  come  in  now  if  we  pleafed  or  defer  it  till  to-morrow  morning,  we  de» 
fired  to  be  admitted  immediately,  which  was  agreed  to — After  friendly  falutations 
we  delivered  the  letter  we  had  brought  with  us,  which  being  read,  we  added  that  in 
cafe  the  Governor  and  the  Court  wanted  any  farther  explanation  of  any  of  the 
points  contained  in  it,  that  we  were  ready  to  do  it,  either  to  the  whole  affembly  or  to 
a  Committee,  to  which  no  direcl:  anfwer  was  made,  only  that  they  would  look  over  it, 
having  ferioufly  recommended  this  Matter  to  them,  we  took  leave,  in  taking  leave 
we  were  told  by  the  Deputy  Governor  Major  Mafon  that  a  room  was  provided  for 
us  at  the  houfe  of  their  Marfhal  whither  they  requefted  us  to  go,  which  we  thank- 
fully accepted  of. 

19  Do.  In  the  Morning  early  before  the  affembly  was  convened,  we  paid  a  vifit 
to  Mr.  John  Winthrop,  beggging  the  favor  of  him  to  do  his  utmoft  endeavour  tore- 
mo  e  all  mifunderftandings,  and  that  every  thing  might  be  tranfafted  in  peace  and 
unity,  which  he  promifed  to  do,  upon  which  we  afked  him  what  was  done  on  the 
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Delivery  of  the  letter,  he  faid  he  could  not  tell,  as  he  Went  out  of  the  Affembly  im- 
mediately after  we  did  being  indifpofed,  but  believed  that  the  Court  had  appointed  a 
Committee  to  tranfaft  buunefs  with  us  ;  as  we  could  learn  nothing  Material  from 
him  and  the  time  of  Meeting  drawing  nigh  wee  took  Leave  and  prefented  to  the 
affembly  the  following  addrefs. 

To  the  Honourable  the  Governor  and  the  Committee  of  the  Council  of  the  Colony 

of  Herford. 

THESE  few  Lines  fhall  ferve  to  thank  your  honors  for  your  kind  Reception  of 
us,  and  of  the  letters  delivered  by  us,  friendly  requefting  your  catagorical  to  the 
fame,  that  we  may  know  how  farther  to  conduct  ourfelves ;  In  the  mean  time  we 
remain  &c. 

Which  being  carried  in,  we  were  told  by  the  Marfhal,  that  three  perfons  were 
appointed  to  fpeak  further  with  us,  who  would  meet  within  an  hour  at  the  houfe  of 
Mr.  Howard  Miller  being  about  halfway  between  our  Lodgings  and  the  Town-Hall 
with  Requeft  that  we  would  alfo  be  there  at  that  time,  to  which  we  agreed  and  went 
there  at  the  appointed  time,  after  waiting  there  about  an  hour  in  vain  the  Marfhal 
came  and  told  us  that  the  Committee  had  been  hindered  by  fome  other  bufmefs  in- 
tervening from  waiting  on  us,  and  as  it  was  almoft  noon  that  the  Governor  and 
Court  beg'd  the  favor  of  us  to  dine  with  them  in  the  Town  Hall,  to  which  we  an- 
fwered  that  it  appeared  ftrange  to  us  that  the  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  excufed 
themfelves  as  they  had  appointed  the  time  ;  that  neverthelefs  we  mould  come  where 
we  were  invited,  in  a  fhort  time  thereafter  the  Deputy  Governor  and  Secretary  came 
to  exeufe  the  Committee,  as  fome  bufmefs  had  happened  in  which  their  prefence  was 
required,  "which  we  put  up  with  ;  Aft sr  fome  difcourfe  we  went  with  them  to  the 
Town  Hall,  after  Dinner  we  defired  that  our  bufmefs  might  be  forwarded,  upon 
which  the  perfons  who  were  appointed  as  a  Committee  promifed  to  follow  us  imme- 
diately to  the  aforefaid  place,  as  they  did,  after  fome  difcourfe  little  to  the  purpofe 
and  being  feated,  we  (hewed  our  Commiffion,  with  requeft  that  they  would  do  the 
fame,  upon  which  they  delivered  in  an  extracl:  as  they  faid  out  of  their  minutes  in 

which  they  to  wit    Allen  Senior,  Captain  Tal ,  John  Allen  junior  were  qua 

lified  to  treat  with  us,  adding  that  the  fhewing  a  Commiffion  was  fuperfluous,  as  we 
had  been  informed  ourfelves  by  the  Court  that  they  were  appointed  for  that  purpofe, 
upon  which  we  let  that  matter  drop  alfo,  and  allied  whether  they  would  be  pleafed 
to  make  anfwer  to  the  propofitions  contained  in  the  letter  we  had  delivered,  to  which 
they  replied  that  they  would  fain  be  informed  in  a  fummary  manner  what  the  propo- 
fitions were  to  which  we  required  an  anfwer,  we  faid  that  they  were  briefly  con- 
tained in  the  aforefaid  letter  (to  wit)  : 

Vol.  II.  o  4  K  Firft, 
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Firft,  That  we  defired  to  know  whether  they  would  be  pleafed  to  conform  them- 
selves to  the  advice  of  the  other  three  Colonies,  containing  in  fubftance  that  every 
thing  with  refpect  to  the  limits  fhould  remain  as  was  agreed  upon  in  the  year  1650 
till  the  next  meeting  of  the  Commiffioners  in  the  year  1664. 

Secondly,  Or  elfe  that  they  would  be  pleafed  to  appoint  fome  perfons  to  treat  far- 
ther about  the  limits  now  in  Difpute. 

Thirdly,  If  not  that  the  Matters  fhould  then  be  referred  to  our  fuperiors  in  Europe, 
on  Condition  that  every  thing  fhould  remain  in  the  mean  time  as  was  agreed  to  in  the 
year  1650 — Many  Debates  arofe  pro  and  con  on  the  aforefaid  points  inafmuch  that 
the  whole  afternoon  was  fpent  without  effefting  any  thing,  the  fubftance  of  which 
were  as  follow : 

To  the  firft ;  That  they  could  not  conform  themfelves  to  the  advice  of  the  afore- 
faid Comiffioners  for  the  following  reafons  : 

1  ft  :  That  they  had  already  given  notice  of  their  patent  and  of  the  King's  Grant  on 
Long  Ifland. 

2dly  :  That  they  at  leaft  the  greateft  part  of  them  had  voluntarily  be  taken  them- 
felves under  their  government. 

3dly  :  That  they  neither  could  nor  dared  refufe  it  (if  they  would  not  incur  the 
King's  difpleafure)  as  the  fame  were  included  in  their  patent,  to  which  they  further 
added,  that  though  the  fixing  of  the  limits  fhould  be  deferred  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Commiffioners  in  the  year  1664  that  they  were  not  to  regulate  themfelves  by 
the  advice  of  the  Commiffioners  nor  of  the  other  Colonies  but  by  the  King's  Patent, 
and  that  in  cafe  the  Commiflioners  mould  do  any  thing  contrary  to  it,  that  they 
would  much  rather  feparate  themfelves  from  the  other  Colonies,  as  they  would  ne- 
ver permit  any  thing  to  be  done  contrary  to  it,  or  any  change  made  in  it,  than  by 
his  Maje,fty  himfelf,  as  thofe  who  would  make  any  change  or  alteration  in  it  would 
put  themfelves  above  and  lord  it  over  his  Majefty. 

Whatever  we  alledged  againft  this,  that  his  Majefly's  meaning  was  not  to  give 
any  thing  away  which  had  already  been  fo  long  poffeffed  by  others,  alfo  that  it  could 
not  be  proued  out  of  the  patent  &c.  was  in  vain  ;  but  they  perfifted  in  their  ground- 
lefs  opinion. 

To  the  fecond  Point  they  made  no  direct  anfwer  only  propofed  by  way  of  quefti- 
oning  whether  the  General  had  fufficient  qualification  from  the  Prince  of  Orange 
and  the  States  General — To  which  we  anfwered,  that  the  Commiffion  of  the  States 
General  fufficiently  qualified  the  General  for  that  purpofe  and  dropt  that  Point  and 
proceeded. 

To  the  third  To  which  they  anfwered  that  they  were  willing  that  the  Matters 
(hould  be  referred  to  our  mutual  fuperiors,  on  condition  that  the  Englifh  Townfhips 
on  Long  Ifland  and  Weftchefter  fhould  by  provifo  be  under  the  Goverment  of  Her- 

ford, 
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ford,  this  being  thus  propofed,  the  old  Mr.  Allen  made  a  long  Harangue  being  to> 
this  effect  that  he  was  well  affured  that  the  Englifh  Town  (hips  would  no  longer  re- 
main under  the  Dutch  Government,  and  in  cafe  we  Should  compel  them  that  they 
were  refolved  to  defend  themfelves  to  the  uttermofl,  that  he  was  therefore  of  opi- 
nion, that  it  would  be  more  to  our  advantage  to  prevent  farther  mifchief  and  blood- 
shed, that  thefaid  Townfhips  fhould  remain  under  the  Government  of  Herford  till 
fuch  time  as  his  Majefty  and  the  States  General  mould  be  agreed,  (to  wit)  th»fewho 
had  formerly  fubmitted  themfelves  to  their  Government. 

To  which  we  anfwered,  that  it  would  now  nor  never  be  allowed — They  replied, 
that  for  the  prefent  they  could  not  a£l  any  further  with  us,  nor  hinder  the  aforefaid 
Townfhips  from  betaking  themfelves  under  the  obedience  of  his  Majefty— -We  an- 
fwered that  they  were  the  caufe  of  it,  fince  they  had  by  different  Deputations  en- 
couraged and  excited  the  Townfhips  to  it — They  replied,  that  they  were  bound  to 
make  the  King's  grant  known  to  them — We  anfwered  that  they  might  do  it  to  the 
King's  fubjefts  but  not  to  the  fubjects  of  their  High  Mightineffes  and  the  Company 
— To  which  they  again  replied  that  they  were  fubjefts  of  his  majefty,  as  they  dwelt 
according  to  the  Patent  upon  the  territories  of  his  Majefty — Upo:i  which  proportion 
we  afked  them  in  what  light  they  looked  upon  the  provifional  fettlement  of  the  Limits 
ia  the  year  1650  they  anfwered,  abfolutely  as  a  nullity  and  of  rjo  Force,  as  His  Ma- 
jefty had  now  fettled  the  limits  for  them,  the  other  being  only  done  provifionally  &c. 
— Whereupon  we  again  appealed  to  the  advice  of  the  other  Colonies,  to  which  they 
anfwered  that  they  (to  wit  the  other  Colonies)  could  make  no  alteration  unlefs  they 
afTumed  to  themfelves  an  equal  authority  with  the  King,  faying  that  in  that  refpect  they 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  other  Colonies — The  time  being  fpent  with  many  fuch 
like  proportions  and  anfwers  without  effecting  any  thing,  we  concluded  from  all  thefe 
circumftances,  that  the  Doings  of  Richard  Mills  at  Weftchefter,  of  Coo,  Pantom  and 
others  on  Long  Ifland  were  done  and  put  in  Execution  at  their  Inftigation,  and  that 
they  now  only  fought  to  put  a  fpoke  in  the  wheel,  and  kept  matters  in  agitation  till  fuch 
time  as  the  Townfhips  (whofe  Deputies  namely  of  Weftchefter,  Middleburgh  and 
Ruftdorp  we  dayly  faw  here  before  our  eyes  have  free  accefs  to  the  principal  Men) 
revolted,  as  they  openly  declared  that  in  Cafe  the  Townfhips  who  had  freely  be- 
taken themfelves  under  their  government  and  protection  mould  afk  affiftance,  that 
they  could  nor  might  not  deny  it  them — all  which  matters  being  duely  confidered  by 
us,  and  moreover  that  if  we  fhould  depart  without  reducing  Things  to  fome  certainty 
the  Englifh Townfhips  on  Long  Ifland  would  apparently  be  revolted  before  our  arrival 
at  the  Manhatons,  to  prevent  which  and  the  danger  which  might  enfue  therefrom  and 
to  fhew  that  we  would  contribute  as  much  as  poffible  to  prevent  bloodfhed,  we  re- 
folved to  make  the  following  propofal  as  the  ls.fl  (to  wit  that  if  they  would  firmly  and 

4  K  2  '  faithfully 
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faithfully  keep  the  proviiional  fettlement  of  the  limits  made  in  the  year  1650  till  fuch 
time  as  his  Majefty  and  the  High  and  Mighty  States  Geneal  were  agreed  about  the 
Limits  and  would  not  prefume  to  take  any  of  the  Englifli  fettlements  belonging  to 
this  Government  under  their  protection,  nor  affume  to  themfelves  any  Jurifdi&ion 
over  the  fame,  that  we  on  our  part  would  in  like  manner  till  that  time  affume  no  Ju- 
rifdiclion  over  Ooftdurp  otherwife  called  Wejlchefter,  to  which  we  added  that  if  they 
would  not  acquiefce  in  this  our  propofal  (as  having  now  contributed  all  poffible 
means  in  our  power  to  fettle  peace  and  unity)  that  we  declared  ourfelves  and  our 
Conftituents  innocent  before  God  and  Man  of  all  the  Calamities  which  fhould  arife 
from  their  unjuft  proceedings — After  a  few  debates  little  to  the  purpofe  and  it  be- 
ing now  late  in  the  Evening  they  faid  that,  they  would  confider  of  the  propofal 
made  by  to-morrow  morning  of  which  they  took  a  Copy. 

2cth  October.  Between  8  and  9  o'clock  according  to  Appointment  the  above- 
mentioned  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  came  to  our  Lodgings. — We  went  with 
them  to  the  aforefaid  Place  at  the  Houfe  of  Mr.  Howard  after  fome  Introdu&ory  Dif- 
courfe  we  alked  them  whether  they  had  confidered  of  our  Propofal  and  what  their 

anfwer  was  to  it After  fome  frivolous  Exceptions  that  the.Englilh  on  Long- 

Ifland  would  not  ftand  under  us,  and  that  if  we  fhould  compel  them  to  Obedience  it 
would  be  the  Caufe  of  much  Bloodfhed,  they  exprefsly  faid  that  they  could  not  agree 
with  us,  unlefs  the  Englifli  Townfhips  (viz.  Ooftdurp;  Middleburgh;  Ruftdurp,  and 
Hamftede  were  under  their  Government,  with  which  if  we  would  comply  they  would 
defer  the  Matter,  and  not  proceed  further  'till  another  Convention,  but  that  we  in 
the  mean  Time  fhould  not  in  the  leaft  interfere  to  exercife  any  Right  or  Iurifdi&ion 
over  them,  and  if  we  could  not  that  they  alfo  could  not  hinder  the  aforefaid  Town- 
ftiips  (being  by  His  Majefty  of  England  included  in  their  Patent)  from  betaking  thcm- 
felves  under  their  Protection,  and  confequently  that  they  fhould  be  obliged  to  defend 
them  in  Cafe  they  were  attacked — To  which  we  anfwered  that  His  Majefty  had  more 
Discretion  than  to  include  the  Subjects  and  Lands  of  their  High  Mightintffes  which 
they  had  poffeffed  for  fo  many  years  in  their  Patent ;  that  it  was  erroneoufly  thus  ex- 
plained ;  that  the  Patent  contained  a  Traft  of  Land  lying  in  America  in  New  Eng- 
land and  confequently  not  in  New  Netherland  ;  that  Governor  Winthrop  had  de- 
clared in  the  Hearing  of  us  all  that  it  muft  be  fo  underftood  ;  And  that  it  muft  be  un- 
derftood  in  this  Cafe  fike  Bofton  Patent,  in  which  it  is  exprefsly  mentioned  on  Con- 
dition that  the  Lands  fhall  not  before  have  been  poffeffed  by  any  Prince  or  Poten- 
tate  Long  Illand  being  now  fo  many  years  poffefred  by  the  Subjects  of  their  High 

Mightineffi-s  that  they  could  not  by  Reafon  thereof  claim  any  Right  or  Title  to  it — . 
In  fhort  what  amicable  Projrofals  and  Inducements  foever  we  made  ufe  of  we  couM 
not  proceed  any  further  with  tbem — In  the  mean  Time  it  being  noon  we  were  again 
defired  by  the  Governor  together  with  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  to  dine  with 

him. 
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him,  which  we  did  ;  After  Dinner  we  complained  to  the  Governor  and  the  Gentle- 
men of  the  Committee  that  we  did  not  advance  in  our  Bufmefs  with  the  Committee 
on  Account  of  their  unreasonable  and  unanswerable  Demands,  as  giving  up  our 
Right  to  the  Englifli  Townfliips  &c.  We  defired  therefore  of  them  that  they  would 
be  pleafed  to  anfwer  us  on  the  Letter  delivered  them  and  to  the  Neighbourly  and 
friendly  Propofitions  contained  in  it,  which  they  promifed  to  do,  but  nothing  was 
concluded  upon  this  Afternoon  as  it  was  Saturday  and  fome  of  the  Committee  being 
obliged  before  Dufk  to  go  to  Windfor  and  Weatherfield. 

2 1  Ditto.  Sunday  We  went  to  Church  and  Supt  in  the  Evening  with  the  Go- 
vernor, after  Supper  being  in  Difcourfe  M-ith  His  Excellency  among  other  Things  he 
exprefsly  declared  that  the  Intent  of  the  Patent  was  by  no  Means  to  claim  any  Right 
to  New  Netherland  but  that  it  only  comprehended  a  Tratt  of  Land  in  New  England 
&c.  We  Beg'd  the  Favour  of  his  Excellency  to  indulge  us  withfuch  Declaration 
in  Writing  that  we  might  avail  ourfelves  of  it,  but  he  declined  it  faying  that  it  was 
fufficiently  plain  from  the  Patent  itft  If — We  faid  that  a  different  Conftruction  was  put 
on  it  by  others  and  that  fuch  Declaration  would  give  much  Opening  But  as  we  ob- 
ferved  that  the  Governor  Mill  abode  by  his  firft  Saying  after  fome  more  Difcourfe  we 
took  Leave. 

22'  Ditto.  Monday  We  defired  by  the  Marflial  an  Anfwer  in  Writing  to  the  deli- 
vered Letter,  and  the  Propofitions  contained  in  it,  which  was  promifed  us — We  din- 
ed with  Mr.  Wees  whofe  Father  had  been  Governor  of  Herford — Nothing  was 
done  this  Day  as  we  expe&ed  the  promifed  Anfwer  but  did  not  receive  it. 

23  Ditto.  Tuefday  Morning  we  were  told  that  the  aforefaid  Committee  would 
meet  us  at  Mr.  Howards — We  went  there — The  aforefaid  Committee  being  alfo  come 
we  demanded  an  Anfwer  in  Writing  to  the  Propofitions  contained  in  the  delivered 
Letter,  they  faid,  that  they  were  come  once  more  to  fpeak  with  us  about  the  afore- 
faid Townfliips  as  they  had  endeavoured  to  perfuade  the  Deputies  of  the  aforefaid 
Townfliips  to  remain  quiet  under  our  Government  till  farther  Determination,  but 
that  they  would  not  confent  to  it  ;  That  it  would  therefore  be  bed;  for  us  not  to 
claim  them  to  prevent  farther  Mifchief — We  anfwered  that  thofe  of  Herford  were  the 
Caufe  of  it,  as  they  had  by  frequent  Deputations  drawn  the  Subjects  of  their  High 
Mightinefles  from  their  Oath  and  Allegiance  and  had  encouraged  them  to  revolt  &c. 
Which  was  not  denied  by  them,  but  faid  it  was  fo  now,  and  we  would  fain  have 
them  remain  quiet,  but  what  can  we  do  now  they  are  comprehended  in  our  Patent 
and  defire  to  be  received  and  protected  by  us,  which  we  cannot  deny  them  ;  Much 
was  faid  againft  this,  that  they  were  not  included  in  the  Patent — that  the  Patent  men- 
tioned a  Traft  of  Land  in  New  England  and  not  in  New  Netherland  ;  that  the  Go- 
vernor underftood  it  fohimfelf;  they  anfwered  the  Governor  is  but  a  Man  alone 

We  underftand  it  fo  and  more  belides  us,  and  that  our  patent  not  only  takes  in 

that, 
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that,  but  extends  Northward  to  the  Bofton  Line  and  Weftward  to  thefea — We  aflc- 
ed  them  in  Cafe  there  was  another  Royal  Patent  between  where  New  Netherland 
would  then  lay — they  anfwered  without  Hefitation  that  they  knew  of  no  New  Nether- 
land, unlefs  we  could  fhew  a  Patent  for  it  from  His  Majefty — We  faid  that  we  had 
no  need  of  a  Patent  from  his  Majefty — They  replied  that  they  were  willing  to  agree 
with  ns  if  we  could  fhew  a  Patent  from  any  Prince  or  from  their  High  MightinefTes, 
by  which  fuch  a  Traft  of  Land  was  given — We  appealed  to  the  Charter  and  to  the 
Approbation  of  their  High  MightinefTes  of  the  provifional  Settlement  of  the  Limits 
made  at  Herford  in  the  year  1650 — They  Anfwered  that  the  Charter  is  only  a  Char- 
ter of  Commerce,  and  the  faid  Settlement  of  the  Limits  was  only  conditional  &c. 
If  you  cant  fhew  a  fpecial  Patent  for  the  Land  it  mufl  fall  to  us — We  faid  that  the 
Right  of  their  High  MightinefTes  was  indifputable,  as  appears  by  the  firft  Difcovery 
—The  Purchafe  from  the  Natives— The  oldeft  Pofleffion  &c.  They  anfwered,  that 
they  would  let  us  keep  as  much  as  was  actually  poffeffed  and  occupied  by  our  Nation — 
but  that  we  could  not  hinder  them  from  pofTefhng  that  which  was  not  occupied  by  our 
Nation — Many  Objections  were  made  to  this,  that  the  pofleffion  of  part  was  taken  for  the 
PofTeffion  of  the  whole  &c.  But  it  availed  Nothing,  they  faid  we  had  no  Right  to 
hinder  them  from  poflefling  unlocated  Lands,  as  they  were  comprehended  in  their 
Patent  and  we  could  fhew  no  Patent  from  any  Prince  or  State,  after  many  Debates 
pro  and  con  We  a/ked  them  how  they  would  have  it  for  the  prefent,  as  they  had  not 
as  yet  anfwered  to  our  Reafonable  Propofals— In  the  mean  Time  it  being  Noon  they 
promifed  after  Dinner  to  acquaint  us  with  their  Meaning,  whereupon  we  went  with 
them  to  the  Town  Hall,  but  before  we  got  there  a  few  Propofitions  were  fhewn  us  by 
Young  Mr.  Allen  and  Eemen  Willits  a  Magiftrate  of  Herford  containing  in  Sub- 
ftance  that  if  we  would  give  up  all  Right  and  Title  firft  to  Waftchefter  with  all  the 
Lands  as  far  as  Stanford,  and  further  deveft  ourfelves  of  all  Authority  and  Iurifdi&ion 
over  the  Englifh  Townfhips  on  Long  Ifland  that  they  would  then  agree  farther  with 
us— As  thefe  Propofitions  were  full  of  Blots  (it  being  the  rough  Draft)  we  defired 
that  the  fame  might  be  copied  fair,  which  they  undertook  to  do— In  the  mean  Time 
we  dined  ;  after  Dinner  we  defired  that  they  would  expedite  Matters  as  we  had  been 
there  fo  long  without  effeaing  any  Thing,  upon  which  they  promifed  to  make  an 
End  at  prefent,  After  fome  Talk  the  following  unreafonable  Articles  were  delivered 
to  us. 

*  .id.  "  That  Weftchefter  and  all  the  People  and  Lands  between  that  ami 
Stanfort  fhal  bclonge.to  the  Colony  off  Connefticutt  till  it  be  otherwife  iffued. 

2d.  "  That  Connecticut  wil  for  beare  excerfifeinge  any  Authority  over  the  Planta- 
tions  off  Heamftede,  Iamecoe  &c.  until  the  Cafe  be  further  confidered,  provided  the 
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Dutch  will  forbeare  to  exercife  any  Coercive  Power  towards  any  off  the  Englifh  Plan- 
tations upon  Longe  Iiland  until  there  be  a  Determination  off  the  Cafe. 

3.  "  It  is  alfo  agreed  that  the  Iffue  of  thefe  Diffcrances  lhal  be  by  our  mutual  Ac- 
cord or  by  a  third  Perfon  or  Perfons  mutually  chofen  by  us  or  by  our  Superiors  in 
Europe  and  that  the  Magistrates  now  in  Beinge  one  Longe  Iiland  in  thofe  Planta- 
tions fhall  govern  thofe  faid  Plantations,  until  there  be  an  Iffue  off  thefe  Differances 
as  aforefaid. 

4th.  "  That  all  and  every  Perfon  on  Longe  Iiland  fhall  be  wholly  indemnified  for 
all  Paffages  and  Transactions  refpeclinge  thefe  Affairs  to  this  Day. 

"  That  we  mutually  advice  all  Perfons  concerned  both  Englilh  and  Dutch  to  cary  it 
peaceably  Iuftly  and  friendly  each  to  other." 

The  above  Propofnions  being  read  by  us,  we  anfwered  that  they  were  wholly  un- 
reafonable  and  unanfvverable  for  us  to  condefcend  to,  We  defired,  that  if  they  would 
defift  from  their  Pretenfions  to  the  Townfhips  on  Long  Ifland  fituate  within  our  Go- 
vernment that  we  would  then  exprefs  ourfelves  on  the  other  Points,  but  to  no  Pur- 
pofe  ;  They  faid  as  before  that  they  could  not  refufe  receiving  thefe  Townfhips  and  of 
defending  them  againft  all  Perfons  whatfoever,  which  they  faid  they  would  alfo  do 
&c.  Seeing  that  we  did  not  aduance ;  but  to  prevent  further  Anticipations  and  Mifchief 
and  being  minded  to  fix  fomething  certain  of  which  we  had  no  Profpedt  unlefs  we 
made  fome  Conceffions  we  refolved  for  the  Reafons  aforefaid  and  to  prevent  further 
Mifchief  to  make  the  following  offer. 

*  Weftchefter,  with  the  Land  and  People  to  Stanfort,  fhal  abide  under  this  Go- 
vernment off  Connecticut,  til  the  Time  that  the  Bounds  and  Limits  betwixt  the 
abovefaid  Colony  and  the  Province  off  the  New  Netherland  fhall  be  determined,  here 
by  our  mutual  accord,  or  by  Perfons  mutual  Chofen  or  by  his  Royal  Majefty  off 
England  and  :he  High  and  Mighty  Eftates  General  off  the  united  Province*.  The 
Plantations  off  Middleborrow  Rufldorp  and  Hamftede  the  which  are  faid  to  revolt 
and  to  come  under  the  Colony  off  Connecticut  fhall  abfolutely  abide  under  the  Go- 
vernment off  New  Netherland  till  the  aforefaid  Determination,  and  that  the  Magif- 
trates  for  the  Time  beinge  one  Long  Ifland  in  thofe  Plantations  fhall  govern  thofe  faid 
Plantations  under  the  faid  Government  until  there  be  an  Iffue  off  thefe  Differances  as 
aforefaid. 

"  That  all  and  every  Perfon  one  Long  Ifland  fhall  be  wholly  imdemnified  for  al  Paf- 
fages and  Transactions  refpectinge  thefe  Affairs  to  thefe  Day. 

"  That  we  mutually  advice  all  Perfons  concerned  both  Englifh  and  Dutch  to  carry 
it  peaceably  luff  and  friendly  each  to  other. 

2         •  «  That 
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"  That  both  Parties  in  Difference  namely  Connecticut  Collony  and  the  Governour 
and  Counfel  off  New  Netherlands,  ihal  be  Ingaged  to  ufe  their  utmoft  Endeavours  to 
promote  and  accomplish  the  Iffuinge  off  the  above  Differances. 

Being  at  our  Requeft  admitted  within  and  having  delivered  the  above  Propofitions, 
which  they  read,  we  were  anfwered  by  fome  of  them,  that  whether  we  propofed  it 
or  not,  the  aforefaid  Townfliips  would  neverthelefs  not  continue  under  us,  others 
faid  that  they  knew  of  no  New  Netherland  Province  but  of  a  Dutch  Governor  over 
the  Dutch  Plantation  on  the  Manhatans — that  Long  Ifland  was  included  in  their  Pa- 
tent and  that  they  would  alfo  poffefs  and  maintain  it  and  more  fueh  Like  Dif- 
courfe. 

To  the  Firft  was  anfwered  that  we  were  affured  they  would  continue  under  our  Go- 
vernment if  Herford  Colony  did  not  claim  a  Right  to  them. 

To  the  other  that  they  had  in  the  Making  of  the  conditional  Settlement  of  the  Li- 
mits in  the  Year  1650  acknowledged  the  Province  of  New  Netherland  &c.  But 
obferving  we  made  no  Progrefs  with  them  we'defired  that  the  Matter  might  remain 
as  it  was  at  prefent  till  a  farther  Determination  of  His  Majefty  and  the  States  General 
— To  which  they  anfwered  that  His  Majefty's  Patent  fixt  the  Limits  and  if  we  could 
not  acquiefce  in  it  that  then  Nothing  could  be  done,  but  if  we  would  fign  them  that 
they  would  then  treat  farther  with  us — As  we  deemed  fuch  Compliance  wholly  unan- 
fwerable  for  us,  we  defired  if  they  purpofed  to  make  any  Anfwer  to  the  Letter  we 
delivered  that  they  would  not  delay  it  as  we  intended  to  depart  early  the  next  Day  and 
acquaint  the  General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland  with  the  Treatment  we  had 
met  with,  they  anfwered  that  they  would  have  one  ready — After  begging  of  them 
to  take  the  Matter  into  ferious  Confideration  and  endeavour  to  continue  every  Thing 
in  Peace  and  Unity  till  fuch  Time  as  His  Majefty  and  the  States  General  fhould  deter- 
mine the  Limits,  we  took  Leave — This  happening  in  the  Afternoon  we  went  to  them 
again  in  the  Evening  to  know  whether  the  Letter  was  ready — We  were  anfwered  that 
it  would  be  bro't  to  our  Lodgings  and  as  we  were  refolved  to  depart  the  next  Day 
early  in  the  Morning  we  took  Leave  of  the  Affembly  as  we  alfo  did  of  the  Governor, 
to  whom  we  complained  that  nothing  more  was  done  on  our  Reafonable  Propofals  ; 
To  which  his  Excellency  anfwered  that  it  was  fo  concluded  upon  in  the  Affembly, 
and  that  he  wifhed  fomething  had  been  fixed  upon,  We  anfwered  that  we  had  done 
every  Thing  in  our  Power  to  effect  it — After  fome  Compliments  we  took  Leaver — In 
the  Evening  a  Letter  was  delivered  to  us  with  this  Superfcription  Thefe  for  the  Right 
Honorable  Peter  Stuyuefant  Director  General  at  the  Manados — We  faid  to  the  Secre- 
tary who  bro't  the  Letter  that  it  ought  to  be  Director  General  of  New  Netherland 
who  anfwered  that  it  was  at  our  Option  to  receive  it  or  not  &c. 

24  Ditto.     Wednefday  As  we  were  obliged  to  wait  fome  Time  for  one  of  our 
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Horfes  we  departed  between  8  and  9  o'clock  from  Herford  and  came  ab  :ut  Sun  Set 
at  New  Kaven. 

25th  Ditto.  Thurfday  Morning  we  went  fromNewhaven  and  came  about  10  o'clock 
at  Milford— Towards  Evening  the  Tide  ferving  We  went  on  Board  our  Yatch  and 
got  out  of  the  Creek,  where  we  call:  Anchor  it  being  very  dark. 

26  Ditto.  In  the  Morning  about  two  Hours  before  Day  Break  we  weigh'd  An- 
chor with  a  fair  Wind  and  came  in  the  Evening  between  8  and  9  o'clock  at  Manha- 
tans.

Trujly  and  well  beloved,  We  greet  you  well: 

HAVING  taken  very  much  to  Heart  the  Welfare  and  Advancement  of  thofe 
our  Plantations  in  America,  and  particularly  that  of  New  England  which  in 
Truth  hath  giuen  a  good  Example  of  Induftry  and  Sobriety  to  all  the.  reft  ;  where- 
by  God  hath  bleffed  it  above  the  reft,  and  having  in  our  Royal  Breaft  a  tender 
Impatience  to  make  ufe  of  Gods  extraordinary  Bleffing  upon  Us  and  Our  Subjects 
in  thofe  parts,  by  improving  the  knowledge  of  him  and  his  holy  Name  in  the  con- 
uerfion  of  Infidels  and  Pagans ;  which  ought  to  be  the  chief  End  of  all  Chriftian 
•  Plantations ; 
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Plantations ;  We  hauc  thought  fit,  fince  we  cannot  in  Perfon  vifit  thofe  our  fo  dif- 
tant  Dominions  ;  the  good  Government  whereof,  and  the  due  Admimftration  of 
Juftice  wherein,  we  do.notwithftanding  know  to  be  as  much  our  Duty  as  that 
•  which  concerns  our  neareft  Kingdom  ;  to  fend  fuch  Commiffioners  thither  as  may  in 
our  name  vifit  the  fame  and  after  having  taken  a  view  of  the  good  Government 
there,  and  received  full  Information  of  the  true  Mate  and  condition  of  that  our 
Plantation,  and  of  their  Neighbours  on  all  fides,  and  a  due  confideration  of  what 
further  Addition  of  Happinefs  may  be  made  by  our  Royal  Grace  and  Favour  to 
thofe  our  People,  may  reprefent  the  fam<*  at  their  Return,  to  Us,  in  fuch'  Manner, 
as  we  may  in  a  manner  even  behold  and  take  a  View  Ourfelf  of  thofe  our  Domini- 
ons, and  our  good  Subjefts  there,  and  thereby  make  the  better  Judgment  what  we 
are  to  do,  either  for  the  better  repairing  any  Thing  that  is  amifs,  or  the  better*  im- 
proving and  Encouragement  of  what  is  good. 

And  as  we  have  had  this  Refolution  and  Purpofe  fince  our  firfl;  happy  arrival  in 
England,  to  fend  Commiffioners  thither ;  as  is  well  known  to  the  Commilfioners 
that  came  from  thence  to  Us ;  fo  we  have  had  many  Reafons  occur  fince,  to  con- 
firm Us  in  that  Refolution,  and  to  haflen  the  Execution  thereof,  fome  of  which 
We  think  fit  to  mention  to  you. 

To  difcountenance,  and  as  much  as  in  Us  lieth  to  fupprefs  and  utterly  extinguifh 
thofe  unreafonable  Jealoufies  and  malicious  calumnies  which  wicked  and  unquiet 
Spirits  perpetually  labour  to  infufe  into  the  minds  of  men,  that  our  Subje&s  in 
thofe  parts  do  not  fubmit  to  our  Gouernment,  but  look  upon  themfelves  as  indepen- 
dant  upon  Us  and  our  Laws ;  and  that  we  haue  no  confidence  in  their  Affe&ions 
and  Obedience  to  Us  ;  All  which  lewd  Afperfions  mud  vanifli  upon  this  our  extra- 
ordinary and  fatherly  care  towards  thofe  our  fubjefts  manifested  in  the  feueral  In- 
ftru&ions  giuen  to  our  Commiffioners  ;  which  ffiall  by  them  be  communicated  to 
you,  and  which  will  exceedingly  advance  the  Reputation  and  Security  of  our  Plan- 
tation there,  and  our  good  Subjefts  thereof  with  all  forrein  Princes  and  States ; 
when  they  (hall  hereby  plainly  difcern  that  we  d@  look  upon  any  Injury  done  to  them 
as  done  to  Ourfelf,  and  upon  any  Invafion  of  Our  Dominions  in  thofe  parts,  or  of  the  * 
Privileges  ox  our  Subjects  thereof,  and  that  We  will  refent  and  vindicate  the  fame 
accordingly. 

That  all  our  good  Subjects  there  may  know,  as  We  have  formerly  affured  you 
by  our  gracious  Letters,  how  far  We  are  from  the  leaft  Intention  or  Thought  "of 
violating  or  in  the  leaft  Degree  infringing  the  Charter  heretofore  granted  by  our 
Royal  Father  of  bleffed  Memory  with  great  Wifdom  and  upon  full  Deliberation ; 
fo  We  haue  great  Reafon  to  belieue  and  to  be  affured,  that  the  Support  and  main- 
tenance thereof  is  at  prefent  as  neceffary  as  euer ;  and  therefore  as  We  have  former- 
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ly  expreffed  to  you,  We  are  uery  willing  to  confirm  or  renew  the  faid  Charter, 
and  to  enlarge  the  fame  with  fuch  other  or  further  conceffions ;  as  upon  the  experi- 
ence you  haue  had,  and  the  Obfervation  you  haue  made,  you  judge  neceiTary  or 
conuenient  for  the  good  and  benefit  of  that  our  Plantation. 

That  all  Differences  may  be  compofed  which  are  arifen  betwixt  the  feueral  Colo- 
nies, upon  the  Bounds  and  Limits  of  their  feueral  Provinces,  and  upon  the  Exer- 
cife  of  their  feueral  Jurifdi&ions,  whereof  we  haue  receiued  much  Information  and 
feyeral  complaints,  It  being  as  much  in  our  Defire  to  prefer ve  and  Improve  a  good 
Intelligence  and  Correfpondence  between  all  our  good  Subjects  of  thofe  our  feveral 
Colonies  and  Provinces,  between  and  towards  each  other,  as,  to  unite  them  all  in  a 
joint  Dependance  and  firm  Loyalty  to  Our  Self:  which  will  be  beft  done  by  a  full 
and  clear  Determination  of  the  Extent  and  Bounds  of  each  Province  and  of  their 
jurifdiftion ;  in  which  fome  confufion  hath  fallen  out,  as  we  are  informed,  by  fome 
feeming  contradi&ions  or  doubtful  Expreffions  in  feveral  Letters  Patents,  upon  the 
wrong  Information  or  unfkilfull  Defcription  of  Places  by  Perfons  concerned  there, 
to  profecute  fuch  Grants ;  which  Miftakes  and  Errors  could  not  be  difcouer- 
ed  here :  All  which  will  be  eafily  reconciled  by  our  Commiffioners  upon  the 
Place,  either  by  and  with  the  confent  of  all  Parties,  or  by  a  juft  Determination 
upon  the  Matter  of  Right  or  Reprefentation  to  us  in  Cafes  of  Difficulty. 

That  we  may  receive  full  and  particular  Information  of  the  State  and  Condition 
of  the  Neighbour  Princes  to  our  feueral  Colonies  ;  from  fome  of  whom  We  haue 
received  Addreffes  of  great  Refpeft  and  Civility,  not  without  fome  Complaint  or 
at  lead  Infmuation  of  fome  Injuftice  or  hard  Meafure  exerdfed  towards  them  from 
our  Colonies  ; — to  which  Princes  We  have  appointed  fome  of  our  Commiffioners, 
if  upon  Information  and  Advice  there  they  fhall  find  it  neceffary  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  our  Service  and  the  Benefit  of  our  Plantations,  to  repair  in  Perfon  in  our 
Name  and  to  aflure  them  of  all  Friendfhip  from  us,  and  that  we  will  proteft  them 
from  Injuftice  and  Oppreffion. 

That  we  may  protect  our  Subjects  of  our  feueral  Plantations  from  the  Invafion  of 
their  Neighbours  and  prouide  that  no  Subject  of  our  Neighbour  Nations,  how  al- 
lied foeuer  with  us,  may  poffefs  themfelues.  of  any  Lands  or  Riuers  within  our  Ter- 
ritories and  Dominions ;  as  We  are  informed  the  Dutch  haue  lately  done,  to 
the  great  Prejudice  of  our  good  Subjects  of  thofe  our  Plantations,  and  to  the  Ob- 
ftruttion  of  the  Trade,  which  in  Time  may  prove  very  mifchievous  to  our  good 
Subjects  there  ;  and  therefore  we  cannot  but  be  confident  that  when  our  Commiffi- 
oners haue  imparted  to  you  our  Pleafure  in  this  Particular,  and  the  Benefit  and  Ad- 
vantage which  with  Gods  Bleffing  muft  accrue  to  yourfelues  from  the  f.ime,  befides 
the  ^reuenting  many  growing  Inconueniencies  to  your  Peace  and  Profperity,  you  will 
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join  and  affifl  them  vigorously  in  recovering  our  Right  in  thofe  Parts  now  poflefled 
by  the  Dutch  and  reducing  them  to  an  entire  Obedience  and  Submiflion  to  our  Go- 
vernment*  in  which  cafe  our  defire  and  Pleafure  is  that  they  mould  be  treated  as 
Neighbours  and  Fellow  Subje&s  and  enjoy  quietly  what  they  are  poflefled  of  by 
their  honed  Induftry. 

Laftly  We  thought  it  better  that  Commiffioners  fhould  confer  with  you  upon  the 
Matter  of  our  former  Letter  of  June  28th  1662,  fent  to  you  by  your  own  Meflen- 
gers,  and  your  Anfwer  thereunto  of  the  25th  of  November  following  then  to  en- 
large Our  Self  upon  our  Exceptions  thereunto,  of  which  we  (hall  only  fay  that  the 
fame  did  not  anfwer  our  Expectations,  nor  l'rofeffions  made  by  your  faid  Meflen- 
gers  ;  but  we  make  no  doubt  that  when  our  Commiflioners  fhall  confer  at  large  with 
you  upon  thefe  particulars,  you  will  give  fatisfaftion  in  all  that  we  look  for  at  your 
Hands ;  which  is  nothing  but  what  your  Charter  obligeth  you  to,  and  which  is 
moft  neceflary  for  the  fupport  of  our  Government  there,  and  confequently  for  the 
Welfare  and  Happinefs  of  thofe  Colonies, 

Having  now  imparted  to  you  the  molt  important  Reafons  which  prevailed  with  us 
to  be  at  this  extraordinary  charge  in  fending  Commiffioners  to  vifit  thofe  our  Colo- 
nies and  having  chofen  Perfons  of  known  Affeftion  to  our  Service  and  of  long  Ex- 
perience to  be  our  Commiffioners  to  the  Ends  aforefaid  We  do  not  doubt  at  all 
but  that  you  will  receive  and  treat  them  in  fuch  manner  and  with  fuch  Refpe£t  as 
is  due  to  Perfons  fo  employed  by  us  ;  and  that  you  will  freely  communicate  all 
Things  to  them  which  fhall  be  neceflary  for  the  better  carrying  on  our  Service ; 
you  will  give  them  your  bed  Counfel  and  Affiftance  for  the  better  bringing  thofe 
Things  to  pafs,  which  we  haue  recommended  to  them  ;  And  to  that  purpofe,  and 
that  the  clear  end  and  Intention  in  fending  thofe  our  Commiffioners  may  fpeedily 
appear  and  be  made  manifefl  to  all  our  Subjects  in  thofe  parts,  Our  Pleafure  is, 
that  this  our  Letter  be  forthwith,  upon  the  Receipt  thereof  communicated  to  our 
Council  there  ;  And  that  within  twenty  Days,  or  fooner  if  it  may  be,  a  General! 
Aflembly  be  called,  and  this  our  Letter  read  to  them,  to  the  end  our  Commiffion- 
ers may  receiue  their  Information  and  Advice  in  many  Things  :  And  fo  expefting  a 
full  compliance  to  all  thefe  our  Defires,  wherein  the  Happinefs  of  that  our  Colony 
is  fo  much  concerned,  We  bid  you  Farewell  :  Giuen  at  Our  Court  at  Whitehall 
the  23d.  Day  of  April  1664,  in  the  fixteenth  year  of  our  Reign.

To  all  to  whom  thefe  frefents  jhall  come,  Greeting. 

WHERAS  we  have  received  feveral  addreffes  from  our  fubje&s  of  feveral  co- 
lonies in  N.  E.  all  full  of  duty  and  affection,  and  expreffions  of  loyalty  and 
allegiance  to  us,  with  their  humble  defires  that  we  would  renew  their  feveral  char- 
ters, and  receive  them  into  our  favourable  opinion  and  protection  ;  and  feveral  of 
our  colonies  there,  and  other  our  loving  fubje&s,  have  likewife  complained  of  diffe- 
rences and  difputes  arifen  upon  the  limits  and  bounds  of  their  feveral  charters  and 
Jurifdictions,  whereby  unneighbourly  and  unbrotherly  contentions  have  and  may 
arife,  to  the  damage  and  difcredit  of  the  Englilh  intereft  :  And  that  all  our  good 
fubjecls  rending  there,  and  being  planters  within  the  feveral  colonies,  do  not  enjoy 
the  liberties  and  privileges  granted  to  them,  by  our  feveral  charters,  upon  confidence 
and  affurance  of  which  they  tranfported  themfelves  and  their  eftates  into  thofe  parts. 
And  we  having  received  fome  addreffes  from  the  great  men  and  native*  of  thofe  coun- 
tries, in  which  they  complain  of  breach  of  faith,  and  acts  of  violence  and  injuftice 
which  they  have. been  forced  to  undergo  from  our  fubjecls,  whereby  not  only  our 
government  is  traduced,  but  the  reputation  and  credit  of  Chriftian  religion  brought 
into  prejudice  and  reproach,  with  the  gentiles  and  inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  who 
know  not  God,  the  reduction  of  whom  to  the  true  knowledge  and  feare  of  God  is 
the  mofb  worthy  and  glorious  end  of  all  thofe  plantations.  Upon  all  which  motives, 
and  as  an  evidence  and  manifeftation  of  our  fatherly  affection  towards  all  our  fubjecls 
in  thofe  feveral  colonies  of  New-England  (that  is  to  fay,  of  the  Maffachufetts,  Con- 
necticut, New-Plimouth,  Road-Iiland,  and  Providence  plantation,  and  all  other  plan- 
tations within  that  tract  of  land,  known  under  the  appellation  of  New  England)  and 
to  the  end  we  maybe  truly  informed  of  the  ftate  and  condition  of  our  good  fubjecls

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there,  that  fo  we  may  the  bettor  know  how  to  contribute  to  the  further  improve- 
ment of  their  happinefs  and  profperity. 

Know  ye  therefore,  that  wee  repofing  fpecial  truft  and  confidence  in  the  fidelity, 
wifdome,  and  circumfpection  of  our  trufty  and  wc!l-beloved  Colonel  Richard  Nichols, 
Sir  Robert  Carre,  Knt.  George  Cirtwright,  Efq  ;  ami  Samuel  Maverick,  Efq  ;  of 
our  fpecial  grace,  certain  knowledge,  and  mere  motion,  have  made,  ordained,  con- 
ftitutcd  and  appointed,  and  by  thefe  prefents  do  make,  ordain,  conftitute,  and  ap- 
point the  faid  Colonel  Richard  Nichols,  Sir  Robert  Carre,  George  Canwright, 
and  Samuel  Maverick,  our  Commiffioners,  and  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  them, 
or  any  three  or  two  of  them,  or  of  the  furvivors  of  them,  of  whom  wee  will  the 
faid  Colonel  Richard  Nichols,  during  his  life  (hall  be  alwaies  one,  and  upon  equal 
divifions  of  opinions,  to  have  the  calling  and  decifive  voice,  in  our  name  to  vifit  all 
and  every  thefeveral  colonies  aforefaid,  and  alfo  full  power  and  authority  to  heare 
and  receive,  and  to  examine  and  determine,  all  complaints  and  appeales  in  all  caufes 
and  matters,  as  well  military  as  criminal  and  civil,  and  proceed  in  all  things  for  the 
providing  for  and  fettleing  the  peace  and  fecurity  of  the  faid  country,  according  to 
their  good  and  found  difcretions,  and  to  fuch  inftru&ions  as  they  or  the  furvivors  of 
them  have,  or  fhall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  us  in  thatbehalfe  ;  and  from  time 
to  lime,  as  they  fhall  find  expedient,  to  certify  us  or  our  privy  councel,  of  their  act- 
ings and  proceedings,  touching  the  premifles.  And  for  the  doing  thereof,  or  any 
other  matter  or  thing  relateing  therunto,  thefe  prefents,  or  the  inrolment  therof, 
fhall  be  unto  them  and  euery  of  them  a  fufBcient  warrant  and  djfeharge  in  that  be- 
half. In  witnefs  wherof,  wee  have  caufed  thefe  our  letters  to  be  made  patent.  Wit- 
nefs  ourfelfe  at  Weftminfter,  the  25th  day  of  April,  in  the  fixteenth  yeare  of  our 
reigne.

to  the  Dutch. 


[Maffachufetts  Records.] 

SECONDLY,  You  fhall  after  all  Ceremonies  are  performed,  and  in  the  firft 
place  of  all  Bufinefs,  and  before  you  enter  upon  any  other  particular,  difcourfe 
at  large  and  with  confidence  to  them  all  that  we  our  Selfe  haue  difcourfed  with  you 

of 
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of  reducing  the  Dutch  in  or  near  Long  Ifland  or  any-where  within  the  Limits  of  our 
own  Dominions  to  an  entire  obedience  to  our  Government.  They  will  be  eafily  in- 
formed of  the  Confequence  of  fuch  Neighbourhood,  if  they  be  long  fuffered  to  raife 
a  government  of  their  own  ;  That  befides  their  being  a  conftant  Receptacle  and 
San&uary  for  all  mutinous  feditious  and  difcontented  Perfons  who  fly  from  our  Juf- 
tice  as  Malefa&ors,  or  who  run  from  their  Matters,  or  avoid  paying  their  debts,  or 
who  have  any  other  wicked  defign,  as  foon  as  they  lhall  grow  to  any  ftrength  or 
Power,  their  Bufinefs  is  to  opprefs  their  Neighbours  and  to  engrofs  the  whole  trade 
to  themfelues,  by  how  indireft,  unlawful,  or  foul  means  foeuer,  Witnefs  their  in- 
humane Proceedings  at  Amboyna  in  a  time  of  full  Peace,  and  all  Profeflions  of  par- 
ticular Love  and  Friendfhip  ;  And  therefore  it  is  high  time  to  put  them  out  of  a  Ca- 
pacity of  doing  the  fame  Mifchief  there,  and  reducing  them  to  the  fame  Rules  and 
obedience  with  our  own  Subje&s  there  ;  which  you  are  to  let  them  know  is  all  we 
aim  at,  without  any  Purpofe  of  ufing  any  other  violence  upon  or  towards  them  than 
is  neceffary  to  thofe  ends ;  and  that  no  Man  (hall  be  difturbed  or  removed  from  what 
he  poffefleth,  who  will  yield  obedience  to  Us  and  liue  in  the  fame  fubje&ion  and 
upon  enjoying  the  fame  privileges  with  our  other  fubje&s  ;  and  in  order  to  this  good 
End,  of  fo  great  and  immediate  Concernment  to  them,  you  fhall  defire  their 
Advice  and  Concurrence,  and  that  they  will  aflift  you  with  fuch  a  Number  of  Men 
and  all  other  Things  as  are  neceffary  thereunto  :  And  you  fhall  thereupon  proceed 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  you  fhall  think  it  fit,  either  by  building  of  Forts  aboue  them, 
or  by  ufing  fuch  Force  as  cannot  be  avoided,  for  their  Redu&ion,  they  having  no 
Kind  of  Right  to  hold  what  they  are  in  Pofiefuon  of  in  our  unqueftionable  Territo- 
ries, than  that  they  are  pofTeffed  of  it  by  an  Invafion  of  Us.
